DESCRIPTION   OF   GERMANY. 


§• 


lA^  F  the  many  charta  cTcuntof  Germany,  that  hy  Horn  mm  publifhed  in 
V_y  the  year  1741,  and  methodically  illuminated  according  to  Schatze 
principles  :  with  the  large  charts  executed  on  four  flieets  by  Eifenfchmid,  and 
publiflied  alfo  by  Hamann,  are  the  mofl:  ufcful.  But  of  how  little  fervicc 
thefe  and  all  the  other  charts  hitherto  extant  of  Germany  are,  will  ap- 
pear upon  a  ftriiSter  enquiry  into  their  intrinfic  value,  from  the  excellent 
Mappa  critica  Germania:,  executed  with  unipeakable  labour  by  piofefTor 
Mayer,  and  publiihed  in  1750,  by  Homann's  heirs.  In  confequence  of 
which  v/e  hitherto  know  tlie  true  fituation  and  diftance  of  about  twenty 
places  only,  and  Germany  is,  by  the  old  geographers,  extended  about  a 
whole  degree  too  far  to  the  eaft.  It  is  therefore  much  to  be  wiflied,  for 
the  honour  and  benefit  of  Gertnany,  that  the  patriotic  propofal  of  the  Cof- 
mographical  Society  may  be  happily  carried  into  execution ;  according  to 
which  each  ftate  of  the  Empire  fhould  fufter  a  Cabinet-Atlas  to  be 
taken  of  their  territory  by  the  German  Surveying-office,  which  is  under 
this  name  incorporated  with  the  Cofmographical  Society,  and  then  permit 
a  general  chart  to  be  engraved  therefrom,  which  might  be  afterwards 
ufed  for  executing  a  chart  of  all  Germany.  But  as  it  would  require  above 
half  a  century  before  a  new  and  complete  Atlas  of  German-^  could  be 
formed,  even  were  the  execution  of  this  excellent  and  laudable  propolal 
fet  about  immediately,  we  muft,  in  the  mean  time,  content  ourfelves  with 
Homann\  neweft  Atlas  of  Gertnany,  which  notwithflanding  all  its  imperfec- 
tions, is  the  beft  and  moil  complete,  nay,  the  only  work  of  its  kind.  It 
contains  all  the  charts  of  Germany  which  Homa?in  has  publiflied  from 
the  firfl:  till  the  end  of  the  year  J  752,  the  number  of  which  amounts 
to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five.  The  charts  from  the  year  1753,  are 
colleäed  for  a  new  volume.     In  defcribing  each   particular  flute  of  the 
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Empire  I  lliall  refer  to  this  magnificent  Atlas,  and  point  out  on  what  chart 
each  is  reprefented.  The  above-mentioned  chart  of  Mayer  is  the  eighth 
therein. 

§.2.  In  confequence  of  tliis  chart  of  profefler  Mayer,  Germany,  taken 
fti  a  geographical  Icnfe,  lies  in  its  utmoft  extent  between  45  degrees  4 
minutes  and  54  degrees  40  minutes  of  north  latitude ;  and  in  longitude 
between  21  degrees  '^o  minutes  and  36  degrees  52  minutes.  Con-» 
fcquently,  according  to  this  determination,  its  greateft  extent  from  North' 
to  South  contains  one  hundred  and  forty-four  German  miles ;  and  from 
Eaft  to  Weft  one  hundred  and  thirty-one.  As  reprefented  on  Hafe's  great 
chart  of  EuroJ)e,  Germatiy  is  at  moft  11236  fquare  miles;  and  thus  at 
leaft  1000  fquare  miles  larger  than  France,  and  all  the  countries  united 
therewith.  .  To  the  north  it  is  bounded  by  the  Eider  and  Baltic,  to  the  eaft 
by  Poliß  Prußa,  Polami,  and  Htmgary,  taken  in  its  largeft  (tnk  ;  to -the 
fouth  by  the  gulf  of  Venice,  Italy,  and  Sivitzerland ;  and  to  the  weft  by 
France,  the  United  Provinces,  and  the  Northern  or  German  Sea. 

§.  3-.  In  a .  geograpliivul  fcuic,  lIic  Empire  has  not  One  and  die  fame 
extent  with  Germany :  For  on  tlie  one  hand  its  dominion  and  fovereignty 
is  varioufly  limited,  and  fince  the  peace  of  JVeJlpbalia,  much  has  been 
ceded  to  France,  the  United  Provinces,  and  P^-uJjia,  But  on  the  other 
hand,  exclufive  oi Germany,  as  taken  in  a  geographical  fenfe,  are  fqme  other 
States  of  the  Empire,  of  which  more  below,  §.  37,  44.  The  limits  of  the 
Empire  are  in  fome  meafüre  uncertain;  for  to  the  fouth  lie  different  States 
of  wliich  it  is  difficult  to  lay  whether  they  really  belong  to  the  States  of  the 
Empire ;  and  to  the  weft,  difputes  have  arifen  with  France  and  the  United- 
Provinces  concernino:  limits.

§.  4.  The  Empire  is  differently  denominated  as  well  by  Germans  them- 
felves  as  by  others.  It  is  called  the  Reich,  in  Latin  Regnum,  by  way  of 
eminence  *,  as  alio  the  German  Reich,  in  Latin  Regniim  Germanuum, 
The  appellation  of  Germany,  is  feldom  ufed  now-a-days  any  where  but  in 
the  tide  of  tiie  Emperor  and  Eledfor  of  Mentz.  The  Roman  Reich  or 
Kaijertiwi,  in  Latin  Imperium  Romanum,  is  a  name  which  belongs  not 
properly  to  the  German  Reich :  For  the  Roman  Kaifertum  and  the  German 
Reich  are,  indeed,  infeparably  connefted,  but  yet  in  and  of  themfelves 
mean  quite  diftind  things.  Whence  it  came  to  be  called  the  Sacred  Reich 
or  Sacrum  Imperium ^  is  uncertain;  it  enjoys,  however,  this  name  as  quite 
appropriated  or  peculiar  to  it.  It  is  alfo  called  the  Holy  Roman  Reichy 
or  Sacrum  Romanufn  Imperium ;  the  Roman  German  Reich,  or  Imperium 
Romano-Gertnanicum  \  the  Roman  Reich  of  the  German  fiation,  and  the 
Holy  Roman  Reich  of  the  German  Jiation,  in  Latin  Sacrum  Imperium  Ro-, 
mano-GermaJiicum, 

*  Care  muft  be  taken  not  to  confound  this  appellation  with  another  of  the  fame  import. 
The  Saxons,  in  common  difcourfe,  ufually  ftile  that  part  of  the  Empire  which  confiils  of 
Fraiiconia,  Suaiia  and  the  Rl'i'ie,  the  Rcick  by  way  of  eminence. 

§.5.  Though 
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§.5.  Though  Ger?7iany  in  general  enjoys  a  temperate  air,  3'et  with  refpccl 
to  its  warmth,  purity,  agreeablenels  and  hcalthfulnefs  we  find  and  obfcrvc 
a  great  difference  in  it.  This  proceeds  not  onlv  from  the  louthcrly  or 
northerly  fituation,  from  the  proximity  and  dillance  of  the  fca,  hut  alio 
from  tlie  difference  of  the  bottom  or  ibil.  The  clianipaign  or  level  parts 
enjoy  a  different  air  from  the  mountainous;  and  the  deep,  moiil,  and 
marlhy  places  feel  a  different  from  the  more  elevated  dry  and  fandv. 
Hence  alfo  the  produce  of  the  fields,  gardens,  and  trees  ripen  in  an  ob- 
fervable  difference  of  time.  Job.  Beruh.  I'on  Fijcher  in  his  differtatlon  dc 
Se7iio  maintains,  that  of  all  the  Euroj-eam  the  Gcrnwm  are  the  longeft  lived. 

§.  6.  In  Germany  ai'e  many  mountains,  and  in  fome  parts  whole  chains 
of  them.     Bohemia  is  principally  environed  with   hills,  and    feparated   in 
particular  from    Silefm   by   the   Riefengebirge.     The    range    of  moutitains 
which  parts  Sileßa  and  Moravia^  is  ffill  more   conliderable.     In  the  very 
heart  ol  Silejla  are  ahb  many  large   mountains.     Lower  Lujatia  is   more 
level  than  the    Upper.     The  countries  in  the  circle  of  Aiißria  are  moffly 
mountainous,  in  Carniola  in  particular  the  high  mountain  called  the  Bir?z- 
baumer-ivald  is  veiy  famous.     Upper  ^nd,  Lower  Bavaria  are,  for  the  moft 
part,  champaign  countries ;  but  the  Upper  Palatinate  has  many  mountainous 
and  hilly  trads   in   it,  and  the  bilhopric   of  Saltslmrg  is   alfo  very  moun- 
tainous.    Franconia  has  within  it,   as  well  as  on  the  borders,   many  moun- 
tains, but  of  thefe  the  Fichtelberg  is   the  principal.     In   Siiabia  are  large 
ranges  of  mountains,  together  with  many  fingle  ones  and  hills.  The  Alb  and 
Schwarzwald  in  the  territory  of  Wurtenberg  deferve  particular  notice.     In 
the  countries  of  the  circle  of  the  Upper  Rhine  are   large  mountains,  and 
among  thefe  in  particular  the  JVafgow  and  Vogolbejg.     The  countries  of  the 
ciixle  of  the  Lower  Rhine,  are  alio  furnilhed  with  ranges  of  mountains  and 
iingle  ones  ;  more  particularly  the  deflorate   of   Cologn,  in    which   begins 
the  high  Rheingebirge.     In  the  countries  of  the  circle  of  JVe/lphalia  are  alio 
fome  trads  which  are  very  mountainous.     In  Lower  Saxony  the  Hartz  is 
famous;  but  there  are  likewife  feveral  diftrifts  there  without  any  mountains. 
In  Upper  Saxony  are  very  mountainous  tradrs,  and  alfo  champaign  lands : 
the  Mifnian,    Obergebirge,  and  Ertzgebirge  are  moft  deferving   of  notice. 
The  highefl  mountains  in  Germany,  as  the  Brocken,  are  only  450.0  feet  high. 

In  ancient  tunes  Germany  was  a  very  woody  country,  and  even  to  this 
day  is  in  general  abundantly  provided  with  ui'eful  woods ;  but  thelb  are 
daily  growing  thinner,  and  many  countries  already  feel  a  great  want  of 
timber  both  for  building  and  fuel.  They  ufe,  however,  in  part  turf,  and 
inffead  of  the  latter  ff:one-coal.  Of  the  large  woods  here  the  moft  noted 
and  conliderable  are  the  great  Bohemian  wood,  th'.i  Spejfart,  which  lies 
principally  in  the  circle  of  Franconia,  the  Schwartz-icald,  Hartz-wald, 
and  ahnringerwald.  The  German  woods  yield  oak,  beech,  pine,  white 
and  red  fir,  alder,  afli,  birch, ,  lime-tree,  afp,  or  black  poplar,  larch, 
I  plane- 
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plane-tree,  ^c.  Franconia,  and  in  particular  the  territory  of  Bamberg^ 
Aiells  abundance  of  liquorice,  and  the  Lower  Palatinate  and  the  Berg- 
)h-afze  whole  woods  of  cheftnut-trees,  together  with  many  olive-trees,  and 
among  thefe  a  great  number  of  nut  or  walnut  trees.  For  the  cultivation 
of  filic  in  fome  parts  great  numbers  of  white  mulberry-trees  are  nourished. 
The  woods  here  of  oak  and  beech  afford  excellent  maft  for  fwine  ;  the* 
IS  alfo  much  pot-adi  prepared,  and  in  the  pine  and  fir  woods  pitch  and 
charcoals  are  here  and  there  made.  In  feveral  of  the  mountains  are 
remarkable  caverns  and  natural  grottos,  fuch  as  in  Carniola  near  Adeljberg^ 
Lwg,  St.  Maria  Magdalena,  and  near  St.  Servulo,  in  which  all  manner 
of  rare  and  curious  figures  of  SfalaSlites  are  found.  In  the  Margraviate 
of  Bayreuth  are  alfo  feveral  remarkable  cavides,  as  alfo  in  the  dutchy  of 
Wurt'enbcrg,  where  the  Nehelloch  and  Erdloch  are  particularly  obfervable 
on  account  of  the  StalaSiites  or  drop-flone  met  with  there.  Not  far  from 
Bhmkcnhurg  is  the  celebrated  hole  of  Baiiman,  in  which  many  rare  figures 
of  drop-llonesare  alfo  found. 

§.  7.  In  Germany  are  many  fmall  and  great  rivers,  many  of  which  are 
navigable.  The  principal  of  thofe  which  are  wholly  navigable  are  the 
following :  viz. 

I .  The  Donau,  or  Danube,  in  Latin  the  DaniibiuSy  which,  from  the 
part  where  it  quits  Germany,  was  formerly  called  the  Ißer.  This  river  riles  in 
Suahia,  and,  according  to  the  vulgar  opinion,  in  the  little  town  of  Donef- 
cbinge  in  the  territory  of  Furfloiberg.  It  is  certain,  indeed,  that  of  the 
water  which  runs  below  Donejchinge,  and  which  is  called  the  Donau,  the 
greater  part  flows  from  the  territory  of  JVurtenberg  into  the  little  rivers  of 
Briege  and  Breege  :  but  the  rivulet  coming  from  Donelchinge  has  long  been 
in  polfeffion  of  the  name  of  Donau.  Above '  IJlm,  where  the  river  Her 
falls  into  the  Donau  or  Danube,  it  becomes  navigable.  Below  Donawerth 
it  receives  the  Lech,  which  comes  from  Tyrol ;  below  Deckendorf  the  river 
Ifer  which  riles  alfo  in  Tyrol  near  Pajj'au  ;  the  hm  which  ilTues  from  the 
country  of  the  Grifons-,  and  at  Ens  the  Ens  which  takes  its  fource  in 
the  archbilhopric  of  Saltzburg,  together  with  other  rivers.  Half  a  mile 
below  Grein  in  Upper  Aujh'ia,  not  far  from  St.  Nicholas's  chapel,  is  a 
whirl-pool  and  vortex  in  it ;  the  paffage  of  which  is  difficult  on  account 
of  the  many  rocks  under  water  there,  but  which,  when  the  flream  is  low, 
appear  above.  This  vortex  is  dangerous,  as  its  draught  is  direfted  down- 
wards;  lb  that  both  fmall  and  great  Ihipping,  which  are  too  heavy  laden, 
may  fink  in  it.  When  the  river  is  high  this  whirl-pool  is  fafeft,  for 
then  the  water  runs  off  a  great  fpace  above  the  rocks,  but  the  fi:ream 
is  at  that  time  more  violent  and  rapid  as  it  boils  and  runs  flronger,  and 
its  extent  is  larger.  This  danger  too  is  at  that  time  heightened  moreover, 
by  a  counter  current,  which  joins  it  to  the  right,  from  what  is  called 
»h-i  Lodo,  which  is  a  narrow   paflTage   winding   round   the  rocks,  and  at 

low 
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low  water  quite  dry  ;  but  if  the  water  rifes,  fmaller  veflels  may  there  pafs 
through,  and  thus  efcapethe  vortex.  To  the  right  of  the  whirl-pool,  another 
fmaller  branch  of  the  Donau  goes  round  for  fmall  craft  to  pafs  on  it, 
which  is  called  the  Hefzgang,  and  is  navigable  at  high  water.  If  the 
ftream  belovs^  the  whirlpool  is  quite  ftill  at  that  time  a  perfon  may  pafs  with- 
out danger  as  well  by  it  as  in  it  :  but  even  then  the  palfage  is  the  more 
difficult  near  the  whirl-pool,  on  account  of  the  projedting  rocks  and  a 
paflenger  ought  to  have  a  fkilful  and  fober  pilot.  Below  the  town  oi  Ham- 
burg the  T)onaii  quits  Außria  and  Germany  and  enters  Hungary.  Its 
further  courfe  I  have  defcribed  Vol.  I.  p.  5.  This  river  is  one  of  the  few  large 
rivers,  which  run  from  weft  to  eaft.  The  häufen  in  'L^imAntaceus^  which 
is  the  largeft  river-fifli,  and  in  Rußa,  on  account  of  its  white  colour,  called 
Beluga,  is  taken  in  this  river. 

2.  The  Rhein  or  Rhine,  in  Latin  Rheinus,  receives  its  fource  in  the  country 
of  the  Grifons'm  Swijerla?id,  from  two  principal  fprings :  The  one  ofthele 
lies  in  the  St.  Gotthardsberge,  forming  there  what  is  called  the  Vorderrhein, 
the  other  in  the  Vogehhcrge,  where  feveral  fmall  waters  colled:  themfelves,  and. 
make  what  is  called  the  Hifiterrhein,  which  falls  into  the  defile  of  Rufeh  over 
fleep  rocks  and  cliffs.  Exclufive  of  this  water-fall  are  feveral  others.  Near 
Reichenau  it  unites  with  the  Vorderrhein.  At  the  town  of  Chur  or  Coire  the 
united  Rhein  becomes  navigable.  Below  Rheineck  it  falls  into  the  Bodenfee, 
or  lake  of  Conßance,  out  of  which  it  iffues  again  at  Confiance,  but  runs 
diredlly  a  fecond  time  through  a  part  thereof,  which  is  called  the  Zellerße. 
Below  Schaffhaufen,  at  the  caftle  of  Laufen,  is  a  fall  or  cafcade,  about 
forty  ells  high,  after  which  it  receives  the  lHour  and  Aar.  At  Laufen- 
burg it  has  again  a  fall,  and  Bafel  is  the  laft  Siaifs  town,  which  it  wafhes. 
At  Manheim  it  receives  the  navigable  river  of  Neckar,  which  rifes  in  the 
dutchy  of  Wurtenberg  and  at  MentZy  the  Mayne.  Till  its  arrival  at  this  place 
it  is  called  the  Oherrhein,  but  from  there  receives  the  appellation  of 
Neiderrhein.  Below  Bingen  it  runs  through  what  is  called  the  Bingerloch, 
being  a  dangerous  pafs  for  fliipping.  At  Goarßjaufen  is  a  whirlpool  on  it, 
called  the  Werb  and  Bank.  At  Oberlahnßein  it  receives  the  Lahn  or  Lohn  ; 
and  at  Coblentz  the  navigable  Mofel,  which  rifes  in  the  Wafgau  moimtains, 
and  falls  with  fuch  violence  and  rapidity  into  the  Rhine,  that  the  waters  of 
both  rivers  are  diftinguifhable  for  a  conliderable  diftance.  At  Duisber^  the 
■Roer  runs  into  the  R}n?te ;  and  at  JVefel,  the  Lippe.  At  the  Schenkenfchanze 
it  enters  the  united  provinces ;  in  the  defcription  of  which  laft,  its  courfe 
fhall  be  farther  traced. 

Among  the  fifti  in  which  this  river  greatly  abounds  the  moft  remarkable 
are  the  falmon,  which  are  beft  at  Bafel;  the  fturgeon ;  two  forts  of  lampreys ; 
the  prickly  pike,  the  Rhiiie  czx^p ;  and  the  barbel,  or  red  beard.  That  the 
rivulets,  running  down  from  the  Alps  into  the  Rhi?ie,  convey  to  it  among  the 
fand  particles  of  gold,  has  been  mentioned  in  Vol.  II.  under  the  article  Alface, 
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where  I  have  alio  taken  notice  of  the  cryftal,  which  is  found  in  the  Rehin- 
Here  it  only  remains  to  hint,  that  in  the  upper  Bailiiaick  of  Gennerßeim 
in  this  Palatinate  the  greateft  quantity  and  beft  fort  of  gold  is  wafhed  out 
of  the  fand  of  the  Rhifie. 

3.  The  Mayn,  in  Latin  Mocnus,  has  a  double  fource,  the  one  in 
the  Margraviate  of  Bayreuth,  at  Gottesfeldy  giving  rife  to  what  is  called 
the  rcdMayn-,  which  receives  its  name  from  the  red  loam,  through  which 
it  runs,  and  which  alfo  colours  its  water;  whereas,  that  which  is  called 
the  'white  Mayn,  taking  its  name  from  the  white  rivulet  which  runs  into 
it,  and  ilTues  from  the  Fichteljee,  Avhich  is  on  the  Fichtelberg,  both  of  them 
uniting  together  below  Cuhnhach.  The  May7i  thus  united  receives  the  rivers 
Rt'gfjiz,  Saal,  Tauber  and  Ki?izig  difcharging  itfelf  at  Mentz  into  the 
Rhine.  Its  waters  are  generally  muddy  and  loamy,  but  very  rich  in  iifh, 
yielding  large  carp,  pike,  trout  and  many  others  of  the  finny  kind,  and 
fometimes  alfo  fturgeon,  with  two  forts  of  ftrange  fifli. 

4.  The  Elle  in  Latin  ^Ibis,  and  in  the  Bohemia7i  language  Labe,  takes  its 
rife  in  Bohemia,  in  the  circle  of  Kofiiggratz,  on  the  borders  of  Sileßa  in 
the  Rie/hgebitge  :  at  Mekik  receives  the  Moldau,  and  above  Leutmeritz  the 
F^er,  which  rifes  on  the  Fichteiberg  in  Franconia.  From  Bohemia  the 
Flbe  enters  the  circle  of  Upper  Saxony,  in  which  not  far  from  Dejfau 
it  receives  the  Mulde,  and  above  Barby  the  navigable  Saale.  After  this  it 
runs  through  tlie  circle  of  Lower  Saxony  ;  not  far  from  Haheberg  receives 
the  Havel;  and  below  Winfen,  the  Ilmenau:  then  dividing  itfelf  into  many 
branches,  above  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hamburg  forms  many 
illands  and  afterwards  a  very  broad  ftream.     Below  Gluckjladt  at  Wewelf- 

flet,  it  receives  the  deep  and  navigable  Stor ;  below  Brumbuttel  becomes 
flili  wider  and  at  length  lofes  itfelf  in  the  German  or  North-fea. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  in  particular  of  the  Elbe,  that  its  ebb  and  flood  from 
the  North  fea  extends  about  twenty-two  miles  into  itj  fo  that  in  this 
whole  diftriä:  at  the  time  of  flood,  which  continues  for  about  five  hours, 
the  natural  courfe  of  the  flream  into  the  fea  is  not  at  all  obfervable.  How 
near  the  largeft  merchant  fliips  with  their  full  lading  may  reach  to 
Hamburg,  depends  for  the  mofl:  part  folely  on  the  flrength  or  weaknefs  of 
the  flood,  according  as  it  is  affedted  by  the  wind.  In  a  ftrong  weft  wind 
and  high  flood,  lad'en  ihips  of  tolerable  burden  may  reach  quite  x.o  Ham- 
burg, but  at  low  water,  the  heavy  laden  fliips,  in  particular,  muft  lie  at 
nnchor  about  a  niile  below  it,  in  order  to  be  lightened  there,  partly  by 
otlier  middling  Ihips,  called  lighters ;  and  partly  by  fmaller  ones,  called 
F.-vcn  and  Frames.  But  when  lightened,  the  largeft  of  them  may  be 
brought  into  tl:e  very  harbour  of  Hamburg.  Above  Hamburg,  however, 
icarce  any  but  flat  bottomed  velfels  are  ufed  for  the  farther  conveyance  of 
merchandife  up  the  river.  What  variety  of  apparatus  has  been  made  for 
Kicilitr.tin^'-  oiid  fecTiring  the  navigation  of  the  Elbe,  will  be  treated  of  more 
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largely  under  the  article,  Hamburg,  Witli  refpedt  to  the  reft,  we  find  in 
their  calendars  a  monthly  regiftier  of  the  feveral  forts  of  fifli,  which  are 
taken  in  the  £/i^t' ;  among  which  in  particular  are  the  falmon,  ft:urgcon, 
carp,  roach,  bream,  and  alander,  with  many  others  of  good  flavour.  The 
ebb  and  flood  alfo  are  there  marked  down,  the  beginning  of  which  differs 
daily  about  an  hour. 

5.  The  Odcr^  or  Ader,  in  Latin  the  Odern ^  and  Viadrus,  yKcs  in  Moravia^ 
in  the  circle  of  Olmiitz,  between  Bautjch  and  Span^  not  far  from  Hof,  at 
Ratibor,  begins  to  be  navigable,  and  after  traverfing  Silefia,  and  receiving 
below  Croffm  the  Bohcr  and  Ncijfe,  enters  the  marquiflite  of  Brandniburg  -, 
were  it  receives  alfo  the  Warte;  but  out  of  it  in  Pomerania  pours  itfelf  into  tb.e 
Great  Haf\  and  out  of  that  into  the  Baltic.  In  this  river  are  many  fand- 
banks,  which  interrupt  its  further  navigation.  Among  its  filh  are  falmon 
and  fturgeon. 

6.  The  Wejer^'xw  Latin  Vijurgis,  rifes  out  of  bodi  the  rivers,  Werra  and 
Ftdda,  the  latter  of  which  has  its  fource  in  Francoiiia  on  the  borders  of 
Coburg,  but  the  former  in  thofe  of  Fulda.  Both  unite  at  Mumien  in  the 
principality  ot  Caknberg,  and  are  then  called  the  Wejer :  but  this  is  no 
new  appellation,  but  of  the  fame  figniflcation  with  Werra,  as  being  onlv  con- 
tradled  from  the  former.  Having  received  the  Aller  m  the  dutchy  of 
Verden,  and  the  Wunime  in  the  dutchy  of  Bretnen,  it  fpreads  greatly  and 
falls  into  the  No?-thern  or  Germa7i-{e2..  Large  fliips  with  their  lading  can- 
not come  quite  up  to  Bremen  but  mull:  leave  their  burden  at  Brake  or 
Elsßeth,  which  he  between  three  or  four  miles  below  the  town,  and  all 
attempts  for  deepening  the  Wefer  have  hitherto  mifcarried.  This  river 
abounds  alfo  in  fi(h. 

§.  8.  We  have  already  treated  in  Vol.  L  p.  59,  60,  of  the  Baltic,  and  German-- 
fea,  together  with  the  Gulf  of  Venice,  on  which  Germany  borders.  There 
are  alfo  great  and  fmall  inland  lakes  in  Germany;  among  which  the  following 
are  the  moft  remarkable,  viz.  The  Boden-fee,  alfo  called  the  lake  of 
Conßance  and  Bregenx,  or  the  German-X-^k^,  lying  between  Suabia  and 
Swifferland;  the  Chiemfee  or  the  lake  of  Bavaria  ;  the  Cirknitzer-fee  in  the 
dutchy  of  Car?iiola,  not  fo  much  to  be  conlidered  on  account  of  its  bignefs,  as 
for  its  w^aters  which  run  oft^  and  on  in  an  extraordinary  manner  ;  the  fweet 
and  fait  Seeburg-Xiike  in  the  county  of  MansfeU;  the  great  and  fmall  frefli 
Haf'm  Pomerania  ;  fome  lakes  oi Mecklenburg,  and  the  Dammer-fee  or  lake, 
in  the  county  of  Diepholz. 

§.  9.  Germany,  taken  in  general,  is  a  blelled  and  happy  country,  being 
either  richly  or  fufficiently  provided  with  ail  the  neceliaries  and  convc- 
niencies  of  life.  Its  foil,  indeed,  is  not  every  where  equally  fertile,  and 
no  fmall  part  of  it  but  of  moderate  fruitfulnefs.  What  is  wanting,  however, 
in  one  place  is  made  up  by  the  fuperfluity  of  another ;  and  Germany  is  even 
able  to  furniflr  other  countries  with  its  prodnfls  and  commodities.  Its 
agriculture  alfo  is  every  day  improving,  and  thus  it  is  rcndred  more 
Vol.  IV.  C  fertile 
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fertile,  rich  and  beautiful.     It  yields  all  kinds  of  grain  in  plenty,  fuch  as 
rye,  wheat,  Turky-wht^it,  fpelt,  barley,    oats,    peafe,  beans,  vetches,   len- 
tils, chiches;  millet,  and  buck-wheat,  and  is  even  capable  of  exporting  a  good 
deal  thereof.      In    it  likewife   manna  is  found.     The   Germans  cultivate 
hemp,  flax',  hops,  anife,  cummin,  tobacco,    madder,  woad,    faffron,    car- 
thamus,  or  baftard  faffron,   calmus  or  acorns,   Gfr.     It  produces  alfo  truffles 
and  potatoc?,  with  a  variety  of  excellent  garden  and  pot  herbs.     Of  ufeful 
and  wholerome  plants  here  we  find  many  different  kinds.     We  enjoy  like^ 
wife  all  forts  of  common,  Fi-ench  and  Italian  fruits,  fuch  as  apples,  pears, 
cherries,  plumbs,  cheftnuts,  almonds,  olives,  medlars,  figs,  peaches,  apricocks 
oranges,  lemons,    citrons,  and  as  filberts  alfo;  nuts    of  Zell  and  walnuts. 
Gcrnumy  produces  wine,  which   vies  with,  nay   furpafles  the  French  and 
Hungaria?i  wines.     Of  this  the  beft  fort  grows  in  the  circle  of  the  lower 
Rhine,  and  confiitutes   the   leveral  fpecies  of  Rhenijb  wine  (of  which  that 
of    Rhingau  is  the  nobleft  in   all  Gcrn2d?7y)    and  the  Mofel  wines.     The 
Fmjiconian,  Neckar,  Kocher  and   Mufcadel  wines   are  alfo  excellent.     We 
have  likewife  a  red  and  palifli   wine.     In   Außria  too  grows  an  excellent 
wine.     The  wines  of  Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Loieer  Lufatia  (among  which 
the  red  wine  of  Guben  is  the  principal)  and  thofe  of  Upper  Saxony,  are  not 
fo  valuable  as  the  foregoing.    In  Aitjlria,  in  the  circle  of  Bavaria,  and  the 
eledorate  of  Mentz,    in  Hefe,   the  Wetterau,   in  Suabia  in  the  circles  of 
Upper  and  Loivcr  Saxony,  and  in   the  circle  of  Wejlphalia,  are  falt-fprings 
and  boiling  fountains.     The  nurture  of  bees  is  not  without  its  importance. 
The  bringing   up  cattle  is  alfo  very  confiderable  and  of  great  benefit  to  the 
Germans,  infomuch  that  the  number  of  horfes,   oxen,  cows,  flaeep,  goats 
and  fwine  is  here   incredibly   great.     The  marlh  lands  in  the    dutchy  of 
Holjlein,    the  principality  of    Eaß-^Frießand,    and    the  dutchy  of  Bremen, 
6cc.  afford  cheefe  and  butter  of  the  beft  kind  and  in  the  greateft  plenty. 
Of   tame  fowl  here   we  have  poultry,    turkies,  pigeons,  getk  and  ducks, 
Exclufive  of  thefe  too  we  have  the  flork,  fpoon-bill,  wild-goofe  and  wild-- 
duck,  together  with  fwans,  buftards,  pheafants,    wood-cocks,  partridges, 
urogallu's  or  groufe,  fnipes,  larks,   field-fares,  ortolans,  quails   and   other 
birds,    as  alfo  the  falcon,    heron,    hawk,    &c.     The  chafe  and  hunting 
grounds  in  Germany  are  numerous  and  fine,  abounding  in  deer,  roes,  boars, 
hares  and  rabbits.     In  Steyermark  and  Carniola,  but  particularly  in  Tyrol 
■and  Saltzburg  are  chamois  and    wild  goats.     We  meet  here   alfo   with 
bears,   wolves,    linxes,    foxes,    wild-cats,    badgers,    martens,    cricetus,  &c. 
Nay  in  Moravia  a  fpecies  of  leopards  and  beavers  are  found.     The  nume- 
rous rivers,  brooks,  lakes  and  ponds  in  Germany  abound  in  various  and  fine 
forts  of  fifii  yielding   flurgeons,  fhads,  falmons,  pikes,  carps,  trouts,  lam- 
preys, pearch,  roach,  barbel  or  red  beard,  jacks,  eel-pouts,  eels,  and  many 
other  fpecies ;  as  alfo  crabs ;  not  to  mention  the  great  variety  of  fea-fifl),, 
which  are  celebrated   by  thofe  who  live  on  the  fea-coaft. 

§.  10.  The   mineral   kingdom  here   is  likewife   confiderable.     Of  the 
fpecies  of  earths  found  in  Germany,  1  fliall  only  mention  the  various  forts 
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of  coloured   earths,  fiich    as  clays,    fcalcd   earths,    (which    arc   ibund    in 
Bohemia,  Silcfia,  Liijaiia,.  the   dutchy   of  Wurtcnbcrg,  and    the    circle   of 
die  Upper  Rhine,)   porcelain  earths  (among  which  that   of  Mijhia  is  the 
moil:  excellent)  and   iripcli.     Of  the  fpecics   of  ftones  I  lliall   take  notice 
only   of  the    many    fpecics    of  marbles,    of  one  colour  or  variegated,  the 
alabafler,  fliiver,  and  fand-flone ;  together  with  the  many  fpecies  of  ag'.te, 
fuch  as  the  cornelian,  chalcedony,  onyx,  jafper,  laful-ftone,    and   jafponix, 
with  the  various  fpecies  of  cryftals  and  precious  flones,  fuch  as  diamond:; 
and  rubies,  which   are   found  in   Bohemia  and   Sile/ia,  fapphires,    topazes, 
emeralds,  chryfolites,  amediyfts,  granates,  hyacinths,  turquois  and  carbuncle:-. 
Of  the  fpecies  of  ore  here  I  ihall  enumerate  only  vitirol,    alum,  filt-petre, 
flu-gem  and  fpring-falt,  together  with  the  middle   or   neutral  fait,  as  that 
of  Sedlitz,  Egra,  &c.  petroleum,  ftone-coals,  black  amber,   found  in    the 
dutchy  of  Wurtenberg,  fulphur,  quickfilver,    and  alio  virgin  filver  in  Ca?-- 
niola,  cinnabar,  arfenick,  cobolt,  particularly  that  of  Schtieeberg,  antimonv, 
bifmuth,  calamy,   and  mock -lead ;  and    of  metals    only  iron,  ftecl,  load- 
ftone,  and  ochre,  copper,  cement  or  copper-water,  &c.     Lead    and  tin   is 
found  in  Bohemia  and  Mißiia,  together  with   fdver  and  gold,    the  latter  of 
which  is  found  not  only  in  mines,  but  alfo  in  rivers,  namely,  in  the  Rhine, 
Danube,  Elbe,  Saale,  Eder,  and  Schwartze.     The  number  and  variety   of 
petrefadlions  here  are  alio  great.     Bones,  likewife,  of  large,  and    in   Ger- 
many,  unui'ual,  animals,   are  dug  out  of  the  earth  in  feveral  places. 

Among  other  things  worthy  of  notice  I   fliall  here  only  mention  pearls ; 
among  which  the  milk-white  Bohemian  kind  are  eminent. 

§.  II.  The  number  of  the  mofl:  excellent  acid  waters,  and  thermjE  here 
is  great.  I  ihall  name  only  the  moft  celebrated.  In  Bohemia  is  the 
Carlsbald,  the  "Toplitzerbad,  and  the  acid  waters  at  Egra.  In  the  county  of 
Glatz  the  hot  bath  at  Landeck  is  particularly  fimous,  as  are  alfo  the  acid 
waters  of  Cadau-ar  and  Reinerz.  In  Silcßa  the  bath  oi  JVdrnbrmiin\%  noted, 
which  is  alfo  called  the  Hirjchbcrg.  Moravia  and  both  the  Lujaiice  boail 
likewife  their  mineral  waters.  The  circle  of  Außria  has,  among  others,  the 
warm  baths  of  Baden,  Toplitz,  and  NeiitopUtz,  and  the  acid  waters  of 
Halle  and  Scharfenberg.  In  Bavaria  the  baths  of  Adlbolz  ■i.wAHailbriinn, 
with  others,  are  well  known.  Among  the  warm  baths  of  Siiabia  the 
Wildbad  is  the  moft  eminent ;  and  among  the  acid  waters,  that  of  Gop- 
pi?iger  and  others  are  well  known.  The  'circle  of  the  Upper  Rhine  is  lil<.c- 
wife  diil:inguiflied  for  its  mineral  waters  ;  the  warm  baths  of  Emfer,  to- 
gether with  thofe  of  IVipaden,  the  Schlangenbad,  the  Sclnvalbach  and  Seltcr 
acid  waters  are  greatly  celebrated.  In  the  circle  of  the  Longer  Rhine  the 
acid  waters  of  Tonnigßein,  Ponier  and  JVeininger  are  well  known.  In  the 
circle  of  Franconia  are  many  fprings,  or  mineral  waters ;  in  particular  the 
Wildbad  of  Burgbernheitn  which  is  diflinguiihed  for  its  virtues.  The  circles 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Saxony  are  alio  not  without  their  mineral  fprings  ; 
and  in  the  circle  cf  Weßphalia  the  Pyrmount  water  is  particularly  famous. 

C  2  ^.12.  An- 
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§.  12.  Anciently,  there  were  neither  towns  nor  any  places  of  flrengtK 
in  Germany.  Single  houfes,  detatched  from  others,  were  built  in  com- 
modious places ;  confifling,  tor  the  mofl  part,  of  ftraw  huts,  which  were 
fomctimes  wafhed  over  with  a  pure  gloffy  earth.  The  places  of  flrcngth 
here  are  of  a  more  ancient  date  than  the  towns.  The  Romans  ereöed  the 
Jirll  caftlcs  in  Germany,  and  its  inhabitants  followed,  in  fome  places,  their 
example ;  but  others  availed  themfelves  only  of  rivers,  ditches,  and  pali- 
ladoes  for  their  defence.  As  the  country  along  the  Rhine  was  for  fome 
centuries  the  theatre  of  war  between  the  Romans  and  Germans,  fo  alfo 
on  its  banks  were  the  firft  towns  founded  for  its  fecurity,  as  namely, 
Me?itz,  'Trier,  Cologn  and  Bo}i.  Among  the  primary  places  of  ftrength 
here  are  Eresbirrg  and  Sigeburg,  two  forts  of  the  Saxons.  In  the  time  of 
the  Frank  Emperors,  cloillers,  churches  and  other  buildings  were  ereded 
here  in  tlie  Gothic  tafle,  and  every  mountain  and  eminence  fortified  with 
a  caftle.  The  wars  of  the  Huns  gave  occafion  to  King  Henry  I.  for  the 
Ibunding  of  towns  and  places  of  ftrcngth  ;  and  from  that  period,  civil  and 
military  architeifture  in  Germany  continually  rofe  to  greater  perfedion,  in- 
fomuch  that  it  may  boail  at  prefent  of  fome  thoufands  of  towns  and  bo- 
roughs, many  of  which  are  very  confiderable,  large,  and  fine,  as  alfo  of 
important  places  of  ftrength,  not  to  mention  fome  thoufands  of  villages 
and  a  great  number  of  cloirters,  caflles  and  gentlemens  feats. 

§.  13.  Germany,  in  ancient  times,  was  inhabited  by  various  nations;  fome 
of  whom,  as  namely,  the  Helvetii,  Boii,  Tectcfagi,  and  Goihi  were  of 
Celtick  extradion,  and  built  the  places  which  terminate  in  durum,  annum  & 
bona :  And  though  all  thefe  nations  have  been  for  feveral  centuries  com- 
prifed  under  the  general  name  of  Deutfche  or  Germans,  yet  the  names 
of  fingle  nations  are  ilill  exifting,  there  being  yet  to  be  found  in  Germaj^y 
Bavarians,  Suabians,  Franks  or  Franconians,  Saxons,  Thuringia?n,  &c.  The 
general  appellation  of  Deutfche  is  derived  from  the  Teutones,  cr  rather  the 
Tkeutones,  who  dwelt  on  the  iflands  in  the  Sinus  Godatius  near  the  Ci/nhi-i^ 
vvhich  at  this  day  belong  to  the  crown  of  Defimark,  and  in  conjundion 
with  them  made  incurfions  into  the  Roman  territories.  They  afterwards 
fpread  themfelves  over  almoft  all  the  prefent  Germajty,  and  their  name 
came  to  be  common  to  all  the  nations  inhabiting  therein,  and  to  the 
whole  country.  The  name  of  Germarn  took  its  rife  in  a  fimilar  manner; 
for,  according  to  Tacitus,  the  nation,  which  firfl  paffed  out  of  this  country 
over  the  Rhine,  and  attacked  the  Gauls,  invented  and  applied  the  name 
of  Germani  to  themfelves,  confequently  its  fignification  mufl:  be  fought 
for  in  their  own  language.  And  in  the  language  of  the  ancient 
northern  people  we  find  the  word  Geier,  which  denotes  a  Sword,  and 
from  this  and  the  word  man,  the  appellation  of  Gerttian  feenis  to  be 
compounded,  and  to  fignify  a  man  who  wears  a  fword,  or  a  warrior, 
auu  a  military  man.     We  may  alfo  alledge  in  this  behalf  the  old  German 
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word  giierra,  i.  e.  war,  which  is  Ulli  extant  in  tlie  French  and  Italian 
languages,  as  according  to  which  the  appeiktioii  of  Germans  dcnylc:.  war- 
riors or  loldiers.  In  the  northerly  and  nortii-eartern  parts  o'/  QeDnany 
the  Sla'vonians  fettled  about  the  middle  age,  of  wliicli  their  na/iics  which 
end  in  itz,  witz,  and  leben  or  le-ven,  are  a  proof.  In  niorc  rnodeni  times 
many  of  the  French  refugees  who  quitted  France  for  their  fcciirit\',  have 
fettled  in  Germany. 

A  curious  and  obferving  traveller  mull  foon  diilinguiih  a.  very  remark- 
able difference  among  the  Germans  in  regard  to  charatTiM-,  tem[ier  and 
mode  of  living ,  which  is  no  fmall  argument  that  they  coniifl  of  feveral 
diftindt  nations ;  and  thefe  charadi:ers  of  dillindions  will  nevTr  fail  to  coji- 
tinue.  A  iTcetch  of  the  natural  and  moral  charavfter  of  the  prefent  Germans 
the  reader  muft  not  expeill  from  me,  as  I  have  reiblved  to  abftain  from 
giving  any  on  all  occafions.  My  countrymen  ftand  not  in  need  of  anv 
encomium,  their  merit,  of  which  mention  fliall  be  made  hereafter,  will 
fpeak  for  them.  The  ftrong  paflion  or  itch  for  imitation,  which  appears 
to  be  fo  peculiar  to  the  Germans,  is  oftentimes  in  many  of  them  a  dangerous 
infedlion,  but  frequendy  again  produces  beneficial  and  laudable  effeds.. 
For  other  matters  it  is  to  their  great  honour  that  almoft  all  the  kingdoms 
in  Earope  owe  to  German  blood  their  crowned  heads,  particularly  Greai 
Britain  and  Ireland,  Denmark  and  Norway,  S%veden  Poland,  Flungary,, 
Prt/JJia,  Bohemia,  and  even,  in  expeftation,  Riißa  itfelf.  The  Kings  of 
France,  in  the  Franks,  derive  their  defcent  from  German  blood,  and 
confequently  alfo  the  prefent  kings  of  Spain  and  the  two  Sicilies ;  not 
to  ment'on  the  German  blood  conveyed  to  theie  royal  families  by  the  fe- 
male lines.  The  like  a'fo  holds  good  of  tlie  royal  houfe  of  Sardinia^ 
and  in  the  veins  of  the  houfe  of  Portugal  runs  a  German  ih-eam. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  in  Germany  can  only  be  determined  witii 
probability.  It  is  in  general  populous,  and  in  that  refpedl;  has  rather  the 
iuperiority  over  France  than  the  inferiority :  Now  as  it  is  at  lealt  a  thou- 
land  fquare  miles  bigger  than  France  (§.  2.)  the  inhr.bitants  of  which  may 
be  eftimated  at  twenty  millions,  we  may  without  fcruu'ie  allow  Germanx  about 
twenty-four  and  that  with  a  great  deal  of  probability. 

The  German  language  has  not  only  vmdergone  r^reat  alterations,  infomuch 
that  but  few  of  the  Learned  underftand  the  German  writers  of  the  middle 
age,  as  for  inftance  an  Ottfried;  but  even  at  prefent  the  pronunciation, 
phrafeology  and  acceptation  of  words  are  fo  very  different  in  it,  that  one 
German  frequently  underftands  not  another.  There  are  but  very  few  who 
write  and  Ipeak  our  language  with  purity  and  corrednefs,  and  even  the 
very  grammarians  themlelves  are,  and  ftill  continue,  of  dilterent  opinions, 
with  refpeä:  to  the  principles  and  rules  on  which  it  is  formed ;  a  fate  com- 
mon to  ours  with  that  of  all  other  Uvino;  lanp-uages.  Indeed,  ever  fince 
the  beginning  ot  the  lall:  century,  to  this  day>  feveral  focieties  have  graually 
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been  cfl-tbliüied  in  Germany,  who  have  given  us  room  to  hope  for  an 
improvement  of  the  German,  and  fuch  are  ftill  exifting  at  Gottingen,  Leip- 
lick,  law,  Hehnfiadt,  GrelßhvaUe  and  Bremen.  But  in  this  they  ieem  prin- 
cioally  to  blame,  namely,  in  that  their  view  appears  to  be  folely  confined 
to  the  province  of  eloquence,  overlooking  the  critical  enquiry  into  the 
phrafeology,  words,  &c.  In  other  refpeds  our  language  yields  not  by  any 
means  at  prefent  in  elegance,  foftnels  and  charms  to  any  one  language 
whatfoever.  The  Gcrniam  altb  have  a  great  propenfity  and  capacity  for 
learning  other,  as   %vell  living  as  dead  languages. 

§.  14.  Widi  rtfpcft  to  the  burghers  and  peafants  in  Germajty,  I  fliall 
only  obferve,  that  the  latter  in  many  parts,  as  for  inftance,  in  Franconia, 
Siiabia,  on  the  Rhine,  &c.  are  generally  a  free  people,  or  only  perform 
certain  fervices  to  their  fuperiors,  and  pay  them  taxes :  whereas  in  the 
marquifate  of  Bra^idenburg,  Fomerania,  Lujatia,  Moravia,  Bohemia,  Außria, 
&:c.  they  live  in  a  kind  of  flavery,  though  in  different  refpeds :  and  more- 
over that  many  towns  enjoy  confiderable  privileges,  as  alio  fomctimes  high 
honours.  The  burghers  and  peafants  here  aie  properly  the  original  fubjeds 
of  Germany. 

According  to   Tacilus,  exclufive  of  the  Adel  or  Nobiles,  there  were  for- 
merly alfo  in  Germany  the  free-born,  or  higenui,  the  manumitted  or  freed, 
in  Latin  Lihertini,  together  v/ith  the  bondmen,  or  Serin.     In   the  middle 
age,     a  part  of   the  free-born   obtained,  by  means  of  their  extraordinaiy 
fervices   or   merits,    certain    prerogadves,    honours    and    immunities,  which 
procured  them  a  very  particular  regard  above  all  others  of  their  rank,  which 
prerogatives  were  alfo  handed  down  to  their  children,  and  they  too  honoured 
widi  the  title  of  Adel  or  Nobles.     But  as  this  order  of  nobles  defcending 
froin  the  rank  of  thofe  called  free-bo7-n,  continued  diflind  from  the  nobles, 
eminently  lb  called ;  thence  arofe  the  dii^indion,  which  Itill  continues,  of 
high  and  low  Adel  or    nobility.      Whoever  would    become  a   knight,    in 
Latin  Miles  (for  the    word  Eqiies   was  not   yet  in    ufe)   an   honour   alfo 
which  thofe  of  the  high  Adel,  nay  Kings  and  even  Emperors  themfelves 
alfumed,  muft  have  firft  ferved  in  the  army  as  a  fliield-bearer  or  fervant, 
in  Latin  armiger  and  famulus.     The  low  Adel  were,   with  refped  to  their 
fiefs,  obliged  either  to  military  or  court  fervice,  in  the  latter  of  which  the 
perfon  ferving  had   the  appellation  of  minifter  or   minißeiialis.     The  tide 
of  Barcn,  which  in  the  earlieft  ages,  denoted   in  general  a  man,  but  was 
very  early  ufed  to  fignify  a  rlerr.    Lord,   or  Maßer,  became  at  laft  a  title 
of  honour  alfumed  by  all  the  high  Adel.     It  was  afterwards  ufed  to  denote 
a  Dmaßes  or  Freyherr  fignifying  a  Baron  :  But  the  Dynaßct  in  procefs  of  time 
üffumed    the  title  of  counts,    and  our   prefent   Freyherr  or  Barons    differ 
•^reatly   from   the  former,  enjoying    likewife  no  pre-eminence    above  the 
ancient  hereditary  Adels.     Patricians  here   we  find   firff  mentioned  about 
the  clofc  of  the  twelith  century,  and  this  appellation  originally  was  pro- 
perly 
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pedy  applied  to  thofe  who,  by   reafon   of  their  birth,  had   a  right  to  a 
Ihare  in  the  adminiftration,  and  either  to  cxxlude  wholly,  or  only  to  admit, 
with  regard  to   certain  pofts   or   offices,  other  burghers  who  were  j^ot  of 
the  fame  defcent.     All  this  the   folidly,  as  well  as  the  extenfively,  learned 
counfellor  Chriß.  Lud.  Scheldt  has  evidently  demonftratcd   in   his  h.illoric-.J 
and  diplomatical  account   of  the  high  and  low  Add  m   Gcrmam.     The 
lower  Add,  or  rank   of  knighthood  here   is  very  numerous    in   GermoMy, 
and  the  ancient  Add  enjoys  in  many  cafes  confiderable  privileges   fuperior 
to  thofe  of  the  new.    It  is  alfo   deemed   no  degradation  if    one  of   high 
Adel,  a  Prince  and    Count    of  the   Empire,  marries    a  perfon   delcended 
from  the  rank  of  knighthood  of  an  ancient  family. 

Here,  likewife,  we  are  to  mention  the  mediate  members  of  tlie  Empire, 
as  they  fland  oppofed  to  the  immediate  ones,  of  whom  below  in  §.  41. 
as  namely,  thofe  who  in  temperalties,  have,  befides  the  Emperor,  alfo 
another  fuperior.     Thefe  may  be  divided. 

I.  Into    fpiritual  and  temporal.     To  the  former   belong  feveral  ranks, 
*üiz.   I.  Archbifhops,  as   namely,  thofe  of  Vienna,  Prague,  Mechlin,    &c. 
2.    Bifliops,    viz.    thofe    of    Leutmeritz,    Koningrat z,    Breßaii,    Olinidz, 
Gurk,  Chiemfee,  Seckau,  Lavant,  Neußadt  near  Vienna,    and  feveral   other 
bifliops  in   Lower  Aiifiria,  &c.     3.  Many  provofts,  abbots,  abbefles,  ^c. 
divers    of  whom  are   ftiled  princes  and  principes  of  the  Empire,  but  ia 
the  Diets  of  the  Empire  and  Circles  have  neither  feat  nor  vote.     4.  Certain, 
orders  of  knights,  as  namely,  the  Deutfche  herrcn,  or  Teutonick  Order,  the 
head  of  which  is  always  a  Prince  or  EÜate  of  the  Empire,  and  the  order 
of  St.  'John,  or  the  Maltefc,  whofe  grand  prior  or  mafter  in  Germany  is  alfo 
a  Prince  and  Eftate  of  the  Empire,  and  fubje<5l  to  whom  are  the  grand  prior 
of  Bohemia  and  mafter  of  the  T'eutonic  Order  in  the  marquifate  of  Branden- 
burg, together  with  the  other  commendatories.     To  the  mediate  temporal 
members  of  the  Empire  belong  dukes,  princes,  counts,  barons,  and  gentry  ; 
as  alfo  burghers  and  peafants.     Of  thefe    mediate    n:iembers    a    part    are 
either  immediately   fubjeä:  to  the  government   and    chancery  of    the    al- 
lodial proprietor  or  lord,  as  are  fome   in    Saxony  of  tlie  rank  of  gentle- 
men., who   are  therefore  called  Schrift-Saff'cn,  that  is,  immediate    vailalsj 
or  ftand  in  the  firft  inftance,  under  the  officers  of  the  property,  and  thus, 
become  the  fame  with  what  in  Saxojty  is  called  the  Amt  Sajfen,  that  is,  me- 
diate vafTals.     Another  part  have  alfo,  exclufive  of  the  proprietor,  another 
fuperior,  for  inftance,  a  prelate,  gentleman,  &c. 

2.  Into  vaflals,  and  barley  fubjedts. 

3.  Either  into  eftates  of  the  country,  in  Latin  Status  provijiciales  or  into 
fuch  as  are  not  eftates.  In  fome  countries  of  the  empire,  as  the  palati- 
nate, the  margraviate  of  Baaden,  the  principality  of  Hobonzoller,  the 
county  of  Hohenlohe,  &c.  there  are  no  eftates  at  all  of  the  country :  But 
where  they  are,  there  they  are  the  affembly  of  fuch  fubjefts,  as  by  virtue 
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üf  the  iinmunitles  of  the  country,  and  alfo  of  their  defcent,  are  called  to- 
gether by  the  fovercign  or  lord  for  their  advice  and  concurrence  in  certain  con- 
cerns relative  to  the  country,  and  have  alio  the  management  and  ordering 
of   many  affairs,  which  regard  the  welfare  of   the  country,    or  have  any 
influence  over  thcni.     Thei'e  ufiially  confift  of  prelates,  knights  and  towns: 
but  in  fome  places  only  of  prelates  and  towns,  or  knights  and  towns,  or 
fometimes  of  the  peasantry   only,  as    in  the  pi-incipality  of  Kempten,    for 
inftance.     The  alTemblies  of  thefe  ftates  are  called  Landtage,  or  a   diet  of 
the  ilates  of  the  country,  which  the  fovereign  fummons  by  circulator)'  letters. 
In  fine,  we  are  further  to  obferve  that  many  thoufands  alfo  of  Jews  are 
indulged   in  Germany,  but  thefe  belong  not  to  the  burghers  thereof.     They 
may  indeed  by  virtue  of  the   laws   of  the  empire,    be  received  into   their 
countries  and  territories,  and  even  be  entertained  by  thofe,  (who  hold  roy- 
alties from   the  Empire,  or  are  pri\ileged  fo  to  do.     They  are  alfo  in  many 
places,  hv  virtue  of  the  cuftoms  of  the  Empire,  indulged  in  the  public  ex- 
ercife  of  their   religion.     Formerly   too  they  enjoyed  great  privileges  and 
prerogatives  ;  but  through  the  calumnies  of  the  monks  thefe  have  been  every 
day  rendered  niore  and  more  odious  and  even  been  opprefled,  and  deprived 
oi  their  ancient  rights,   or  their  perfons  baniflied. 

§.  Iß.  The  ancient  Gcrwß«  nations  were,  indeed,  heathens,   but  yet  had 
far  more  rational  principles  of  religion  than  the  Greeks  and  Romans.     They 
were  made  acquainted  with  fome  principles  of  the  chrilfian  dodlrine  towards 
the  clofe  of  the  feventeenth  century,  by  the  Irißj  Bilhop  Kilian,  Suidbcrt 
and  E"JDald  Englißmien,  and  Riipretcht  of  Wortns,  who  fettled  at  Saltzburg, 
In  the  eighth  century  this  attempt  was  further  improved  by  Ccr^^w«  oi  Char- 
tres,  and  made  ftill  a  greater  progrefs  under  Winifred  of  England,  the  lafl: 
of  whom  preached  among  the  Thuringians,    HeJJians  and  Saxons,  and  in  723 
was  ordained  at  Rome  bifliop  of  the  Germans  beyond  the  Rhine,  by  the 
name  of  Bc??ijaclus.     After  this  he  alio  obtained  the  call,  and  archiepifcopal 
diinicy  over  Germany.     Under  the  fpecious  name  of  propagating  the  elec- 
trines  of  chriftianity,  he  ufed  great    zeal  in   promoting  obedience  to  the 
church  of  Rome;  and  againft  fuch  biihops  and  priefls  as  refufed  to  lubmit  to 
the  Romiß:>  yoke  and  ceremonies  of  worfliip,  he  even  employed  the  fecular 
power.     The  greatell  part  of  the  bilh.ops  and   abbots  whom  he   ordained, 
wei-e  Engll/h,  who  on  account  alfo  of  the  language  were  the  fitteif  for  his 
purpole.     Charlemagne,    by  an  oblfinate  war,    brought   the    Saxons  to  an 
outward  profelTion  of  chriftianity  ;    particularly  after  their  king  Wittekind 
had  fuficrcd  himfelf  to  be  baptized  at  ^ttigni  in  785.     His  bigotted  fca 
Lewis,  out  of  a  great  weaknels   of  underltanding  and  the  anguilh  of  an 
erroneous   confcience,  endo\\ed    in  the  richelf  and  prcfufeft  manner  both 
churches  and  cloifters  with  lands. 

The   cloifrcrs  at  f  rli  were  luhjtft  to  their  abbots,  but  thefe  laft  as  well 

«•  the  biihops  and  tlit  \>.  l^ole  hcdy  of  the  clergy  became  fuboicinate  to  the 
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civil  magiftrates.  In  procefs  of  time,  the  cloifters  became  fubjed  to  the 
jurifdidlion  of  the  bifliops,  in  whofe  diftriclit  they  lay  :  But  thefe  attempted 
again  to  recover  their  Ibrnier  liberty,  and  fought  to  withdraw  themfelves 
from  the  epifcopal  jurifdiflion,  in  which  they  even  fucceeded.  But  fiom 
the  eighth  to  the  eleventh  century  their  liberty  was  no  otherwife  efFeäed 
than  by  the  confent  of  the  kings  and  princes,  and  even  of  the  bilhiops 
themfelves,  to  which  the  confirmation  of  the  holy  fee  was  thought  un- 
necelfary.  It  was  alfo  obtained  with  refpedt  only  to  certain  particular 
circumftances.  But  thofe  that  were  wholly  fet  at  hberty  (ss  the  imperial 
and  royal  cloifters  for  inftancc)  were  fubjeä;  merely  to  the  empeidrs 
or  kings,  or  fometimes,  with  their  concurrence,  immediately  to  the 
Romißi  fee.  But  about  the  eleventh  century  the  pope  without  the  coni'ent 
of  the  kings  and  princes,  and  even  againfl:  the  will  of  the  biÜiops,  aflumed  a 
power  of  freeing  not  only  fingle  cloiilers,  but  even  whole  orders,  from  the 
epifcopal  jurifdidlion,  and  of  fubjeding  them  immediately  to  the  fee  of 
Rome.  And  hence  arofe  the  dillincStion  between  immediate  and  mediate 
abbots  and  prelates,  which  has  continued  to  this  very  day.  After  the  reigns 
of  Henry  the  Fifth  the  emperors  attempted  again  to  recover  judicial  power, 
which  the  German  monarchs  till  the  eleventh  century  had  indifputably  en- 
joyed and  exercifed  over  religion  together  with  the  enfranchifement  of  the 
German  church.  And  at  the  council  of  Co7ißance  of  141 5,  ^c.  the  new 
enfranchifements  of  the  churches  and  cloilters,  which  on  the  death  of 
pope  Gregory  the  eleventh  had  been  conferred  by  his  fuccefibrs,  were  de- 
clared null  and  void :  but  the  abufe  of  thefe  enfranchifements  they  were 
not  able  wholly  to  prevent.  In  the  year  1448  was  brought  about  the  cele- 
brated concordat,  or  concordata  natmiis  Germanica  fettled  between  the 
Emperor  Frederick  III.  and  fome  fpiritual  and  temporal  eflates  of  the 
Empire  and  pope  Nicolaus  V.  But  divers  flates  of  the  Empire  being 
ill  fatisfied  with  it  the  conteft  ftill  is  whether  it  be  advantageous  cr 
prejudicial  to  the  Empire  ?  It  is,  however,  gmwn.  into  pradlice,  arjd  is  now 
even  ratified  by  the  imperial  capitulation  of  eleäion,  &c.  but  yet  ratified 
in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  Emperor  is  bound  to  provide  againlt  tlie  many 
enchroachments  and  infringements  of  the  court  of  Ro?ne  with  refpedt  to 
this  ffipulation,  though  at  the  fame  time  it  is  agreed,  that  this  ratification 
fhall  have  no  force  in  matters  relating  to  the  proteflant  ftates. 

The  inexpreflibly  great  and  highly  lamentable  declenfion,  into  Vv'hich  the 
doilrines  and  difcipline  of  the  churcii  in  the  middle  age  were  fallen,  pro- 
duced many  melancholy  eifeds  in  the  minds  of  perfons  of  probity  of  every 
century,  and  excited  alfo  their  ardent  longings  for  a  fpeedy  reformation. 
This  was  at  lafl  boldly  attempted  in  the  fixteenth  century  by  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  afTilled  by  the  moff  remarkable  concurrences  of  divine  aiTiftance  and 
the  happieft  confequences.  The  flates  of  the  Empire  which  had  intro- 
duced the  reformation  of  the  church,  protefled  in  1529  againll  the  conclulion 
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of  the  diet  at  Spire,  by  which  all  innovations  in  religion,  till  the  decree  of 
a  future  council  Ihculd  be  obtained,  were  declared  unlawful ;  and  hence 
they  were  called  protcftants,  but  from  their  confelTion  of  faith,  which  the 
following  year  they  folemnly  delivered  to  the  diet  at  Augsburg  they  obtained 
the  name  of  Adherers  to  the  Augsburg  confeßon.  They  took  no  part  ia 
the  council  oVTrentt  but  the  year  before,  namely,  in  1537,  at  an  aiTembly 
at  Srnalkald  they  fet  forth  the  fubftance  of  their  dodrine  in  certain  articles, 
in  order  to  deliver  them  opportunely  to  the  afiembled  bifliops.  The  re- 
liaious  war,  which  broke  out  upon  this  in  the  year  1546,  was  in  1552,  by 
way  of  preliminary,  put  an  end  to  by  the  peace  of  Faffaii ;  by  which,  as 
well  as  by  the  religious  peace  folemnly  and  formally  ratified  at  Augsburg  in 
I  rr^, during  the  recefs  of  the  diet  of  the  Empire,  all  adherents  to  \\\t Augsburg 
confellion  were  confirmed  in  their  full  religious  liberty  till  a  final  agree- 
ment concerning  both  religions  fhould  be  brought  about,  and  in  cafe  that 
could  not  be  efteded,  for  ever.  To  the  maintaining  of  this  important  funda- 
mental law  of  the  Empire,  the  emperors  and  i?öw^«-catholic  powers  have 
frequently  bound  themlelves  by  new  obligations ;  and  the  former  in  particular 
have  always  confirmed  it  by  oath  in  their  capitulation  of  eleftion.  The  doubts, 
which  arofe  upon  it,  were  removed  in  the  year  1648,  by  the  treaty  of 
Weßphalia ;  the  religious  peace  has  alfo  in  forne  particulars  been  altered. 

§.  16.  By  virtue  of  this  renewed  and  confirmed  religious  peace,  no  other 
religion,  but  the  i?5/;M/z-catholic,  Lutheran  znA  reformed  is  to  be  introduced 
into  or  tolerated  in  the  holy  Roman  Empire.  Yet  there  are  adually  feds  therein, 
which  adhere  to  neither  of  thefe  three  religions  or  churches,  and  yet  in  fome 
places  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  their  own.  The  determination  whether 
a  perfon  be  a  member  of  this  or  that  church,  belongs  to  no  other,  but  to  that 
Vjry  church  each  fovereign  or  lord  too  is  bound  again  to  allow  his  own 
vaßals  and  fubjeds,  who  are  of  another  religion,  the  pofleffion  of  the  public 
and  private  or  domeflic  exercife  of  theirs,  as  alfo  of  every  thing  belonging 
to  religion  and  the  church,  fuch  as  churches,  fchools,  fpiritualties  and  in- 
comes, confiilories,  &c.  in  the  very  fame  manner  as  they  flood  on  jaiiuary 
T,  1624,  (which  is  flyled  Annus  decretorius ;)  but  if  the  fovereigns  and 
fubjed«  freely  confent  to  an  alteration,  fuch  may  be  made.  But  in  a  country 
where  there  are  fubjeds  who  adhere  to  one  religion,  which  in  the  above 
year  1624,  had  neither  public  nor  private  exercife,  or  fhall  hereafter  chufe 
fuch  (as  a  religion  which  is  agreeable  to  them,  and  not  to  be  hindered  by 
the  fovereign)  it  lies  in  the  fovereign's  breafl,  whether  and  how  long  he  fliall 
fuffer  them  in  his  country  or  not.  If  he  enter  into  a  ftipulation  with  them, 
and  promife  them  a  toleration,  fuch  mufl  be  maintained  as  well  by  him  as 
by  his  fucceflbrs,  nor  mufl:  the  rights  of  fuch  fubjeds  be  infringed.  But  if 
he  will  o^rant  no  toleration,  he  muft  allow  thofe,  who  at  the  time  of  the 
treaty  of  Wejlphalia  were  already  fettled  in  his  country,  five  years  at  leaft  j 
but  thofe,  who  afterwards  come  to  fettle  therein,  or  have  made  any  change 
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in  their  religion,  at  leafl:  three  years ;  in  order  to  fettle  their  affairs,  that  is, 
either  to  fell  off  or  retain  their  eftates,  and  in  the  latter  cafe   to  put  thciu 
under  adminiftrators,  that  alfo  and  for  the  fame  reafon  they  may  freely  travel 
to  and  from  that  country.     He  muft  even  allow  a  bondman  to  depart,  and 
relinquifli  his  right  of  bondage  againft  him  for  a  reafonable   fatisfadion. 
Neither  can  he  oblige  any  one  to  remove  to  a  certain  allotted  place.  But  thcle 
reafonable  and  chriflian  regulatious  have  in  later  times  been  repeatedly  in- 
fringed.    Now  fo   far  as  the    above  limitations  permit,  all  eftates  of  the 
Empire  enjoy,  as  a  branch  of  the  fupreme  jurifdiftion,  the  right  of  refor- 
mation,   that  is,    they  may  reform  as  well  errors,  which  Iiave  crept  into 
worlloip,  as    difannul  one  religion,  and   introduce  another    and    even    to- 
lerate or  banilli  thofe  addided  to  another  faith.     If  the  right  of  fupremacy 
be  difputable,  the  right   of  reformation  remains  to  him,  who  was  in   pof- 
feffion  thereof  in  the  year  1624  ;  yet  the  fubjeds  while  the  difpute  is  un- 
decided,   may  not  be  at  liberty  to  quit   this    country  on   account  of   any 
change  of  religion  happening  in  the  mean  time.   Again  in  a  country  redeemed , 
the  matter  depends  on  a  contrad  between  the  redeeming  lord  and  the  fubjeds, 
how  far  the  former  will  allow  the   latter  the  publick  exercife  of    religion. 
A  lord  of  a  country  may,  for  his  own   private  worfliip  and    that  of  his 
houfhold,    ered   in  the  place   of  his   refidence,    when    he  is  of    another 
church,  a  private  chapel,  nay  in  all  places  of  his  refidence   permit  worfliip 
to  be  performed  in  all  his  apartments.     But  whether  a  lord  of  a  country 
has  a  right,  without  prejudice  to  thofe  of  the   other  and  old  religion,  to 
tolerate  in  a  country  or  place  the  publick  exercife  of  a  religion,  which  pre- 
vailed not  there  in    1624,    is  a  queftion   not  yet  decided.     Thus  much  is 
certain,  that  what  is  called    the  Sunultav.aim  is    contrary  to  the  treaty  of 
WeßpbaUa,  when  caufing  even  the  leaft  grievance  to  thofe  of  the  older  fed. 

The  catholic  ecclefialtic  eftates  exercife  an  ecclefiaftical  jurifdidion  over 
thofe  of  their  church,  not  as  ftates  of  the  Empire,  but  merely  as  ec- 
clefiaftics ;  namely,  as  archbifliops,  bilhops,  üc.  and  that  according  to  the 
canon  law,  and  as  dependent  on  the  Pope :  v/hereas  the  temporal  ca- 
tholic eftates  of  the  Empire,  according  to  the  principles  of  their  church, 
reiign  the  whole  fpiritual  jurifdidion  over  their  fubjeds,  clergy  and  laity, 
of  their  church  to  the  Pope,  his  nuncios,  and  the  archbilliops  and  bilhops, 
in  whofe  diftrid  they  live  in  fuch  a  manner  as  by  virtue  of  the  papal 
ecclefiaftic  law,  a  matter  belongs  either  to  thefe  or  to  thofe.  Yet  with 
refped  to  the  wardlliip  or  right  of  patronage  ufually  belonging  to  them 
over  mediate  cloifters,  many  of  them  alfo  enjoy  various  privileges  in  ec- 
clefiaftical matters  with  regard  to  the  power  of  the  ecclefiaftic  temporal  ca- 
tholic fovereigns  of  a  country  in  church  matters  over  their  Lutheran 
lubjeds  ;  but  this  is  matter  of  warm  debate  as  well  between  dodors  of  the 
law  as  the  ftates  of  the  Empire :  And  the  grievances  of  the  Lutheran 
fubjeds  are  daily  accumulating  thereby. 
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The  fpiritual  inrifdiftion  of  the  Pope  and  the  other  catholic  clergy  over 
the  Lutheran  ftates  of  the  Empire  and  their  fubjeds  is  withdrawn  till  a 
final  amicable  agreement,  between  both  religions  be  brought  about ;  and 
as  fach  an  agreement  is  not  likely  ever  to  happen,  it  is  abfolutely  and 
in  Q^itOi  wholly  abrogated.  And  thus,  fo  far  as  the  laws  of  the  Empire 
do  not  bind  their  hands  in  certain  particulars,  they  are  in  matters  of  re- 
ligion perfedly  free  and  independent.  Each  protcftant  flate  may  make 
what  regulations  and  changes  it  plcafes  within  its  own  jurifdiclion  in 
matters  relating  to  the  church  or  fchools ;  fuch  points  only  excepted  in 
which  the  conventions  fubfifling  between  the  eflates  and  fubjeds  of  the 
country  tie  down  that  ftate.  Hence  alfo  the  external  form  in  matters 
relating  to  church  and  fchool  differ  greatly  in  the  proteftant  countries  of 
the  Empire.  In  order  to  give  the  mod  general  and  concife  notion  thereof, 
the  Sovereign  commonly  retains  to  himfelf  the  decifion  of  all  important 
matters,  fettles  and  eftablillies,  removes,  promotes,  caflieers  or  otherwife 
punirties  fuch  as  ferve  either  in  church  and  fchools ;  devifes  ecclefiaftical 
regulations,  appoints  feafts,  fafts  and  penitential  days,  and  ereds  colleges, 
which  in  his  name  fuperintend  the  other  affairs  of  the  church.  Con- 
fiftories  alfo  are  generally  appointed  by  the  proteftant  ftates,  which  for 
the  moft  part  confift  of  lay  and  ecclefiaftical  counfellors  at  the  fame  time, 
but  have  a  very  diftind  inftitution  and  power,  as  in  fome  places  more, 
others  fewer  things,  fall  under  their  notice.  In  many  places  alfo  peculiar 
fynods  and  a  church-council  are  held.  Thofe  that  ferve  the  church  and 
fchools  are  either  appointed  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  country,  or  the  conliftory, 
or  by  the  elders  of  the  church,  or  by  the  patrons,  or  by  the  church; 
and  infpedors,  or  provofts,  or  fuperintendents.  General  fuperintendents 
too  are  frequently  placed  even  over  thefe.  Whether  the  proteftant  eftatcs 
of  the  Empire  enjoy  all  this  power  as  lords  of  the  country,  or  by  virtue 
of  their  civil  fupremacy,  or  as  fupreme  bit'hops  and  the  higheft  fpiritual 
judges,  opinions  differ,  but  this  for  the  moft  part  feems  to  be  only  ca- 
villing about  terms. 

The  power  of  the  proteftant  eftates  over  their  catholic  fubjeds  is  the 
very  fame  with  that  which  the  catholic  eftates  have  over  their  protef- 
tant fubjeds.  In  favour  too  of  thofe  who  in  the  year  1624  enjoyed  the 
public  exercife  of  their  religion,  it  is  provided,  that  the  catholic  bifhops, 
to  whofe  diftrid  they  belong,  fhall  retain  the  fpiritual  juriiclidion  over 
them,  as  far  as  in  the  year  1624  they  were  poffeffed  thereof.  Confequently 
llich  as  enjoyed  only  a  peculiar  exercile  of  religion,  or  were  merely 
tolerated  out  of  favour  or  grace,  are  alfo  wholly  left  in  this  particular  to 
the  fuperior  jurifdidion  of  the  lord  of  the  country,  but  with  this  limitation, 
that  he  can  require  nothing  of  them  which  is  contrary  to  the  principles 
of  their  church.  Neither  Ihall  any  cloifter  fituated  in  the  territory  of  any 
proteftant  fuperior  or  lord  be  converted  into  that  of  any  other  order,  unlefs 
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the  former  order  be  wholly  extirft;  and  even  in  that  cafe,  the  doiftcr 
is  to  be  fupplied  only  with  fuch  regulars  as  had  a  being  as  an  order  prior 
to  the  religious  dillentions,  and  confequently  in  particular  not  with  Jefuits. 

In  fliort,  the  proteftant  body  has  mutually  agreed,  that  whenever, 
for  the  future,  a  Lutbera?i  lord  of  a  country  fhall  turn  to  die  reformed 
churcli,  or  obtain  a  country  annexed  thereto,  as  alfo  vice  verfd,  that  in 
that  cafe  he  fliall  leave  his  fubjeds  the  free  exercife  of  their  religion, 
their  whole  form  of  church  and  fchool  difcipline,  and  all  other  their 
privileges  whatfoever.  But  if  a  church  fhall  of  itfelf  turn  to  that  of  the 
lord  of  the  country,  their  public  exercife  of  religion  fliall,  indeed,  be 
permitted  them,  but  at  their  own  expence,  and  that  too  without  prejudice 
to  the  others.  The  confiftorial  counfellor?,  fuperintendents,  and  profeflbrs 
of  divinity  and  philofophy  fliall  be  of  the  religion  which  prevailed  in  the 
country- at  the  time  of  the  treaty  of  Weßphalia. 

§.   17.  With  refped-  to  learning,    the  Germam,  at  prefent,    difpute  the 
palm  with   all  other  nations.     Not  only  their  natural  vivacity  and   ftron»- 
itch  of  imitation,  but  alfo  the  variety    of  government  in   Germam,  their 
mutual    emulation,  and   the  freedom    proteftants    enjoy  there    of  writing 
according  to  their  own  judgment,  has   procured  the  greateft  improvement 
of  the  fciences  among  them.     Their  itch   for  reading  too  is  fo  great  and 
general,  and  in  particular    among  the   proteftants,  that  it  is  deemed   un- 
becoming the  female  fex  and  perions  of  any  rank  either  not   to  read   or 
to  have  read.     Nor  is  there  any  place  in  the  world  where  more  books  are 
written  and  printed   than   among   the  Germans ;  and  though   this   itch    of 
writing   gives    rife    to  many  ordinary    and    mean    performances,  yet  have 
many  important  and  weighty  writings  appeared  from  time  to  time  in  the 
world.     The  French  had    formerly  the    reputation  of  excelling  all  other 
nations  in  what  is  called  the  Beaux  Arts ;  but  at  prefent  they  can  claim  no 
fuperiority  in   this  refpeä:  over  the   German   proteftants.     In   fettling    the 
lower  and  higher  fchools,  and  in  all  their  regulations  for  the  advancement 
of  learning,  much,  indeed,  wanted  reformation,  but  yet   no  people  come 
up  to  us  Germans,  even  in  this  refped.     In  Germany  are  thirty-fix  univer- 
fities,  viz.  feventeen    protelfant   ones,  namely   thofe  of  AltorJ]  Duijhurg, 
Erlangen,  Francfort   on   the   Oder,  Giejfen,    Gottingen,  GreifsivaUe,  Halle, 
Helmjtadt,  Jefia,  Kiel,  Leipßck,  Marburg,  Rinteln,  Roßocb,  T'ubingen,  M'it- 
tenberg :  and  feventeen  Re  man-catholic  ones,  viz.  thofe  of  Bamberg,  ColognCy 
Dillingen,  Freybiirg,  Fulda,  Gratz,  Ingol/ladt,  Injpriich,    Louvain,   Ment'z, 
Olniutz,  Paderborn,    Prague,   Saltzburg,   ^Treves,  Viemia,  and  Wurtzbuig  ; 
with  two  other  mixed  ones,  namely  thofe  of  Erfiirtb  and  Heidelberg.    The 
number  of  riding  academies,  colleges,  Gymnajia,    pasdagogies,  and   Latin 
fchools  is  here  alfo  very  great.     We  have  likewife   academies  and  focieties 
for  the  fciences  j  as  namely,  the  imperial  Leopoldine  academy  of  the  Na- 
tures 
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fur  a  curiofiy  the  academy  of  fciences  at  Berlin,  the  fociety  of  fciences  at 
Gotlingen,  the  academy  of  the  ufeful  fciences  at  Erfurth,  the  fociety  of 
hberal  arts  at  Leipßck,  and  the  learned  fociety  at  Duifiurg,  to  which  we 
rnay  alfo  add  the  Latin  fociety  of  Jetia.  Among  the  public  libraries  in 
Germany  the  moll;  celebrated  is  that  at  Vienna,  which  is  the  largeft ;  and 
thofe  of  Wolfenhittel,  Hanover,  Gottingen,  Weimar,  and  the  council  library 
at  Lcipfick. 

1  here  is  no  one  fpecies  or  branch  of  learning  which  has  not  already 
been  cultivated  among  the  Germans,  or  which  has  not  even  been  carried 
by  tliem  to  a  greater  perfedlion.  I  fliall  briefly  touch  on  the  principal 
merits  and  inventions  of  the  Germans  in  certain  particular  branches  of 
learning.  The  theological  fciences  are  not  more  indebted  to  any  people 
than  to  the  German  proteftants,  as  it  is  alfo  to  be  hoped  they  will  be 
Aill  carried  on  by  them  to  a  greater  height.  The  Germans  have  like  wile 
merited  not  a  little  ft-om  the  Roman  jurifprudence.  Ritterhujius,  Fiinccius, 
and  Burgernieiß  er  have  explained  the  laws  of  the  twelve  tables.  Heincceius 
has  applied  himfelf  to  the  Edi6fum  ferpetuum ;  Ritter,  to  the  Codex  Theo- 
dofianus.  Haloander  has  taken  uncommon  pains  to  give  us  the  Corpus 
juris  genuine  ;  and  what  may  we  not  expedt  from  the  edition  of  the  privy 
iuifice-counfellor  Gebauer?  Borchholten,  Ritterhujius,  Bachovius,  and  Oito 
have  folidly  explained  the  Inßitutions.  Leyfer,  Gundling,  Hofmann,  Zafius, 
and  Schilter  have  deferved  greatly  of  the  BandeBs;  Wijj'enbach  of  the 
Codex,  Strauchius  of  the  Decijions,  Ritterhufms  and  Homberg  of  Vach  in  the 
Novel  ii'ay.  To  y.  Leunclavius  the  libri  BaßUcon,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Grcecian  jurifprudence ;  to  Mylius,  the  Paraphrafis  Theophili,  to  Beck  the  No- 
vella Leonis,  are  greatly  indebted  and  with  refpedt  to  other  parts  alfo  of 
jurifprudence,  the  Ger?nans  are  not  without  their  merit,  ych.  Semeca  was 
the  firfl  who  coinpofed  gloffes  on  the  Jus  canonicum.  Rcgino  abbot  of 
Brum,  and  Burcbard  bifliop  of  Worms  long  before  the  days  of  Ivo  and 
Gratian,  undertook  fuch  coUediions  as  were  afterwards  impofed  upon  all 
Chriftendom  in  the  Decretal  as  a  diredtory.  The  late  j.  H.  Böhmer 
publilhed  an  excelient  edition  of  the  corpus  juris  canonici ;  and  he  alfo 
as  well  as  fome  other  German  proteftants  have  deferved  greatly  of  the 
ecclefiartical  law.  The  merit  of  the  Germans,  with  refpedl  to  the  art  of 
policy,  and  the  hiftory  of  the  Roman  jurifprudence,  and  laws  is  alio 
very  great.  In  the  fcience  of  phyfic  their  deferts  are  likewile  confiderable, 
and  in  later  times  Stahl  and  HoJma?m,  in  particular,  have  contributed  very 
largely  to  improvements  in  it,  and  acquired  the  reputation  of  univerfal 
teachers.  With  relpeft  alfo  to  the  vegetable  kingdom  the  Germans  have 
exceeded  all  others  :  Rivifws  was  the  firfi:  who  paved  the  way,  and  from 
him  it  is  all  the  reft  have  borrowed  their  inftrudtion?.  Xlie  fame  which 
he  acquired  with  regard  to  the  greater  and  more  perfed:  plants,  Dil' 
lenius  afterwards  obtained  with  refpeä:  to  the  moffes  and  fungi.  In  the 
I  arts 
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arts  too  of  difTe-flion  and  healing  or  furgery  Heißer  has  made  confiderable 
difcoveries  and  improvetncnts,  and  in  a  nianncv  given   the  latter  a  quite 
new  form,  as  he   has  taught  how  to  go  about  many  dangerous  operations 
in  a  fafe   manner,  lb   that  he   may  alio  be  Ityled  an  univerlal  teacher.     In 
chymiflry  no  nation  has  pertormed  greater  things  than  the  Germans.     Tiie 
beautiful  porcelaine  of  Tlfz/^/Vz,  the  pholphorus,  the  ruby-glafs,  \\v-z  PrnJJ/itn 
blue,  and  die  many  excellent  medicines,  which  are  of  univerlal  benefit, 
are  tcllimonies  of  their  difcoveries  therein.     No  one  will  diipute  the  ex- 
traordinary   reputation    of  the    very  able   perfons,  Neitman,  Zimrnerm.niii, 
Pott,  and  Marggraf  in  chymiftiy.     In  piiilofophy  the  renown  of  thcG.v- 
maiis  is  mighty,  but  that  in  particular  of  the   great  Leibnitz  and    IVolfim 
immortal,  notwithlfanding  fome  parts  of  their  philofophy  have  met   widi 
no  unjuft  oppofition.     JVolßus  not  only  firft  introduced  the  mathematical 
method  into  philofophy,  but  alio  gready    improved    the    whole    body   of 
philofophy,  particularly    ontology    and   enlarged  the  fpeculative  part  of  jt 
with   cofmology,  and  the   pradical  with  the  philofophia  praSfica  univerfalis 
or  general  fcience  of  morals.     The  law   of  nature    too  has  been   greatly 
illuftrated  by  Puffendorß  thomafius,  and  IVolJius.     The  invention  and  pro- 
fecution   of  the  /Eßthetics,  which    contain   the  firll    principles   of  all    the 
Beaux  Arts,  do  honour  to  the  merits  of  Alex.  Gottl.  Baumgarten,  and  Geo. 
Fr.  Meier.     Natural  philofphy  has  been  enriched  by  the  Germans  with  im- 
portant difcoveries  and  inventions.    To  mention  only  a  few,  Otto  von  Giieriche 
found  out  the  air-pump,  and  Kepler  that  explication  of  the  ebb  and  flood, 
which  at  prefent    is  deemed   the  mod:  probable.     The  Germans  were  alio 
the  iirft  who  began  to  make   experiments  with  eledlrical    globes.     Many 
other    important  truths   I  am   obliged   to   pafs  over  in  lilence.     The  ma- 
thematics, in  particular,  have  been  enriched  v/ith  the  Aerometry  by  IVolfiiis, 
and  by  other  Germans,  with  other  important   proportions  and  diicoveVies. 
Leibnitz,  for  inftance,  has  rendered  himfelf  famous  by  the  important  dif- 
covery  of  the    differential  and    integral    calculation:    and  with    refpedc  to 
alfronomy  Si}7mi  Mariiis  firft  difcovered  the  fatellites  oi  Jupiter-,  Kepler  found 
that  the  curve  line,  in  which  the  planets  move,  is  an  ellipfis,  ci?f.  &e. 

In  the  vaft  extent  of  hillory  the  Germans  have  laboured  greatly.  TJie 
dodlrine  of  politics  was'firfl  principally  taught  in  the  univerfities  in  Germany, 
and  no  where  have  fuch  iedures  been  more  frequented,  or  the  fubjed:  better 
and  with  greater  freedom  handled  than  there.  It  was  a  German, 
namely,  Martin  Behaim  of  Nurenberg,  that  firft  diicovered  the  fourth  part 
of  the  world,  afterwards  called  America  *  ;  and  it  is  the  Germans  that 
have  publifhed  the  beft  books  on  Geography.  In  philology  they  have 
alfo  laboured  with  the  greateft  reputation,  but  their  fondnefs  for  it  is  in 
our  days  fomewhat  abated. 

•  I  am  afraid  our  author's  amiable  partiality  for  his  countrymen  has  carried  him  a  liriJe 
too  far*  here.  Columbus,  the  Gmoefe,  at  leail,  is  generally  reputed  the  firft  difcoverer  ot 
Americn. 
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§.  18.  In  the  Bcmix  Arts  the  Germans  have  ahb  diüinguiflied  themfelves 
in  a  very   extraordinary   manner.     In  the  art  of  mufic  in  particular  they 
may  boaft  of  tlie  woik^  of  a  Telonanii,  a  Hatidel  *,  a  Grmin,  a  Bach,  and 
a  Haße.     Some  of  their  poets  have  fung  fo  excellently,  as  to  vie  with  the 
grcateft  of  foreign  bards.     The  merits  of  the  Germans,  with  refpeft  to  the 
art  of  painting,  too  are  fo  confiderable,  as  to  claim  the  firft  place  after  the 
Italians.     Albert  Durer,    "John  Calker,  Feier  Faul  Rubens,  Lucas  Cratiach, 
°Joachim  von  Safidrat,  &c.  have  obtained  immortal  renown.    The  firft  copper 
plates  appeared  in  Germany,  and  about  Nurenburg  the   fureft  traces  of  the 
invention  of  engraving  are  to  be  met  with.     Albert  Durcr  alfo  etched   in 
copper  before  the  Italians :  mezzotinto,  was  difcovered  by  the  Hcjjidn  lieu- 
tenant colonel   'vo^i  Sichern  -^  in  1 648  ;  and  wooden  cuts  are  alfo  the   in- 
vention of  a  German.     There  are  even   at  this  day  in   Germany  engravers 
and  figure  cutters,  whofe  works  are  extremely  neat  and  juft,  and  Augsburg 
a'ld  Nurenburg  in  particular  have  produced  many  able  mafters.     In  fculp- 
ture  the  Germans  have  alfo  diftinguifhed  themfelves.     Civil  architefture  has 
been  likewife  conliderably  improved  hy  GoUman72  and  the  younger  Sturmius; 
and  military  architeilure,    by   fe\'eral  Germans.     Berthold  Schwarz,    who 
was  probably  cotemporary  with  Albertus  Magnus,  in  the  thirteenth  century, 
found  out  at  Cologne,  how  gun-powder  might  be  made  ferviceable  in  the 
art  of  war.     The  firft  difcovery  of  the  art  of  printing  cannot  with   juftice 
be  refufed  the  Germans ;  for  it  is  highly  probable,  that  John  Guttenburg  in 
Mcntz  was  the  firft  inventor,  and  fupported  by  John  Fauflus,  with   v/hom 
afterwards  coming  to  a  rupture,  he  betook  himfelf  to  Harletn :  The  mari- 
ner's compafs  was  probably  alfo  difcovered  or  at  leaft  greatly  improved  by 
a  German.     For  the  advancement  of  fome  of  the  above-mentioned   arts, 
academies  have  alfo  been  eftabliflied  in  Germany :  at  Vienna  in  particular  is 
an   academy   for  painting,    fculpture   and  architedure,    as  alfo  at  Berlin ; 
and  at  Drefden  and  Nurenburg  are  academies   for  painting,  and  at  Augsburg 
is  the  imperial  Francijcan  academy  of  the  Beaux  Arts. 

§.  1.9.  German-^  is  not  without  mechanicks  of  all  forts  and  manufaöurers 
alfo  in  great  abundance.  A  variety  of  thefe  laft  in  particular  has  been  in- 
troduced and  improved  among  them,  fince  the  time,  that  many  thou- 
fands  of  the  reformed,  who  quitted  France  on  the  fcore  of  religion  came 
and  fettled  in  Germany.  All  forts  too  of  manufaftures  are  from  time  to  time 
becoming  more  extenfive  and  perfeft  among  them,  which  the  French, 
Dutch,  and  Engliß),  are  very  fenhble  of,  as  the  vent  of  their  manufaöures  daily 
decreafes  in  Germany ;  and  though  fome  important  branches  of  them  have 
jiot  yet  arrived  to  their  full  perfedion  there,  fo  as  to  put  an  entire  ftop  to 

'  I  do  not  know  whether  we  fliall  not  let  in  here  for  half  the  claim,  as  this  modern  Timotheui 
would  have  been  nothing  more  perhaps  without  his  Engliß  patrons,  than  the  Mmduan  bard 
himfelf,    without  his  Pollio  and  Macaias. 

•\  Others  fay,  by  I'rince  Rupert. 
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the  introdLi(5tion  of  foreign  goods  of  that  kind ;  yet  vvc  could  very  eaiily  be 
without  them,  were  realbn  rather  than  an  idle  and  fond  pailion  fuffered  to  pre- 
vail. Several  manufaftures,  however,  are  lo  confiderable  here  as  to  be  exported 
in  great  quantities.  And  as  the  filk-manufadtory  is  daily  attempted  to  be 
carried  ftill  to  a  higher  pitch  of  perfeftion,  to  which  in  the  king  of  Prußia\ 
dominions  in  particular  a  very  extraordinary  attention  and  highly  worthy 
of  imitation  is  paid,  it  is  not  be  doubted,  but  that  alio  will  be  daily 
more  and  more  improved.  At  prefent  they  make  velvets,  beautiful  filks, 
rich  ftuffs,  and  half  filks,  with  a  variety  of  woollen  fluffs,  and  all  man- 
ner of  cloths,  ribbands,  lace,  very  large  quantities  of  fine  and  coarfe  linen 
checkt-linen,  yarn  and  thread,  Sikfui  linen,  bombazin,  canvas,  fuftian, 
table-cloths,  ticking,  very  fine  and  coarfe  wooUen-hofe,  caps,  gold  and  filver 
galloon,  embroidered  work,  fine  hats,  tapeflry,  Spanijh  rough  and  fmooth 
leather;  and  they  print  alfo  a  cotton  which  is  extremely  fine  and  beauiifu'r 
The  fine  arts  too  of  dying  are  likewife  worthy  of  notice.  They  work  all 
forts  of  metals  for  ornaments,  vefiels,  tools,  wire,  &c.  in  the  befl  manner ; 
zndi  Augsburg  in  particular,  is  famous  for  its  excej lent  performances  in  filver. 
There  are  alfo  divers  manufadlories  of  brafs  and  arms  in  Germany^  and 
they  make  fine  clock-work.  They  make  alfo  beautiful  mirrours  of  all 
lizes,  together  with  glafs,  and  a  variety  of  porcelane  (among  which  the 
Mifnian  in  particular  is  greatly  diflinguiflied,  nay  cannot  be  equalled 
throughout  the  whole  world)  and  fine  works  in  lacquer.  There  are, 
befides  thefe  maiuifiidlories,  of  paper,  tobacco  and  fnuff,  and  alfo  others ;  as  the 
bleaching  likewife  of  wax.  Nureiiburgh  famous  for  its  unfpeakable  quantities 
and  varieties  of  ingenious  works  in  wood,  ivory,  metal,  ftone,  glafs,  &c. 
which  are  exported  to  all  parts  of  the  world,  though  their  vent  now-a- 
days  is  not  by  a  great  deal  fo  confiderable  as  formerly. 

§.  20.  With  refped:  to  commerce  Germany  enjoys  all  kinds  of  advantages, 
for  it  not  only  borders  on  the  Gcrinan  ocean,  the  Baltick,  and  the  Gulf  of 
Venice  (§.  2.)  but  is  watered  alio  by  many  navigable  rivers  (§.  6.)  and  befides 
this,  is  fituated  in  the  heart  of  Europe.  So  that  it  can  commodioufly  ex- 
port as  well  the  fuperfluity  of  its  home  commodities  and  manufaflures,  as 
likewife  attraft  to  itfelf  thofe  of  foreign  countries.  For  the  promotion  of  an 
inland  trade,  fo  many  land  carriages  have  alio  been  introduced,  that  the 
expence  is  thereby  reduced  to  a  moderate  price.  Each  fovereign  of  a  coun- 
try in  Germany  has  the  privilege  of  letting  up  all  kinds  of  manufadures  or 
of  permitting  them  to  be  let  up ;  as  alio  of  prohibiting  foreign  goods,  or 
of  laying  duties  upon  them  ;  of  prohibiting,  or  limiting  the  exportation  of 
the  unwrought  materials  of  any  country ;  of  forbidding  foreigners  to  trade 
in  the  country,  or  of  confining  them  to  certain  limitations,  at  the  times 
when  no  annual  fairs  are  held,  as  alfo  of  formins;  and  eftablilhing  reo-ula- 
tions^  tribunals  and  colleges  for  trade  and  exchange,  widi  this  fingle  pro- 
vifo  that  nothing  fhall  be  done  which  tends  to  a  monopoly.

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Towards  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century  many  towns  in  Germany,  as 
well  as  in  other  countries,  lying  on  the  Gcrman-ozff2.x\^  and  the  Baltic, 
entrcd  into  a  mutual  league  with  each  other  for  the  fecurity  and  promotion 
of  trade  and  navigation,  and  were  therefore  called  Hajijc-towm.  Though 
the  trade  of  thefe  fell  gready  to  decay  in  the  fifteenth  century,  and  the  name  of 
the  league  ceafed  in  time,  yet  the  trading  towns  of  Hamburg,  Lübeck  and 
Bremen  are  ftill  particularly  called  the  Hanfe-towns,  and  have  actually  a 
league  yet  fubfifting  between  them,  under  the  name  of  which  they  conclude 
treaties  of  commerce  with  foreign  powers ;  and  in  the  capitulation  of  the 
eledtion  of  Francis  I.  have  fome  provifion  made  for  their  intereft.  Ham- 
burg  is  the  moft  important  town  of  trade  in  all  Germany,  and  is  chiefly  in- 
debted to  navigation  for  its  fame,  as  being  the  moft  relorted  to  of  all  the 
towns  in  Germany  by  the  EngUßd  and  Dutch.  The  other  principal  towns 
of  trade  here  are  Francfort  on  the  Maine,  Leipfick,  Nurenburg,  Augsburg, 
Vienna,  Fiume  and  Iriejle,  which  laft  is  alio  a  free  port.  Several  towns  have 
likewife  obtained  of  the  Emperor  the  privilege  of  holding  fairs.  Of  thele 
Franckfort  on  the  Maine  holds  the  greateft ;  and  next  to  it  Leipfick.  Tiie 
other  fairs  here  are  kept  at  Brunfioick,  Franckfort  on  the  Oder,  Naumbitrg 
and  Mentz.     At  Etnbden  is  eftabliHied  a  new  trading  company  to  ylfia. 

The  goods,  which  are  exported  out  of  Germany  into  the  neighbouring 
and  remote  countries,  are  corn,  tobacco,  horfes,  lean  cattle,  butter,  cheefe, 
honey,  fyrup,  wine,  in  particular,  the  Rheniß.i  and  MoJ'elle,  the  former  of 
which  has  its  principal  Itaple  at  Cologne,  linen,  woolen  fluffs,  yarn,  rib- 
bands, ßlk,  and  cotton  ftuffs  ;  Nurcrdmrg  wares,  goat-fkins,  wool,  all  forts 
of  wood,  particularly  that  kind  which  is  fit  for  fliip-building,  iron  plates 
and  (loves,  cannon,  ball,  bombs,  grenadoes,  tin-plates,  ftcel-work,  copper, 
brafs-wire,  porcelane,  earthen-ware,  mirrors,  glaffes,  beer,  Brunfwick  mum, 
tartar,  fmalt,  zaffer,  Prußan  blue,  hog's  briftles,  printer's  ink,  and  many 
otlier  things. 

§.  2  1.  The  Emperor,  with  the  eledors,  the  chief  part  of  the  princes  of 
the  Empire,  divers  prelates,  abbeffes,  counts,  barons  and  imperial  cities ; 
nay,  even  many  mediate  princes,  counts,  towns  and  fome  of  the  gentry, 
who  are  favoured  with  that  privilege  by  the  Emperor,  or  have  anciently 
been  in  poflelüon  of  it,  and  all  fuch  as  have  gold  and  lilver  mines,  enjoy 
the  privilege  of  coining  money  to  the  quantity  they  yield ;  but  with  this 
diflindion,  that  fome  are  entitled  to  coin  only  fmall  money,  others  to  coin 
alfo  a  larger  fpecies,  and  that  cither  or  of  only  filver,  or  alio  of  gold.  Yet 
many  ellates  of  the  Empire,  in  order  to  fave  expences,  feldom  or  never 
avail  themfelves  of  this  privilege.  All,  however,  who  enjoy  the  pripilege  of 
c  linage  are  not  permitted  to  fet  up  a  coining-houfe  or  mint  for  themfelves,  there 
not  being  above  three  or  four  of  thefe  allowed  in  each  circle,  except  in  cafes 
where  an  eflate  of  the  Empire  has  mines  of  its  own  and  wants  to  eredl  a 
mint  near  it.     Nor  fhall  any  one,  who  has  the  right  of  coinage,  either  fell 

or 
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or  give  it  to  another,  much  lefs  fliare  the  profits  thereof  with  the  warden  of 
the  mint,  hut  coin  at  his  own  expence  and  risk.  One  or  two  days  are 
appointed,  every  year  in  each  circle,  to  be  held  by  the  moneyers,  or  mint- 
maflers,  for  the  examination  of  the  coin ;  and  the  Emperor,  in  the  laft 
capitulation  of  eleöion  has  engaged,  that  they  fliall  be  held  regularly  in 
every  circle.  All  coins  likewife  in  the  Empire  ought  to  be  coined  by  one 
and  the  fame  ftandard,  that  is,  be  of  one  weight  and  intrinfick  value ; 
namely,  at  prefent  by  virtue  of  a  refolution  of  the  Diet  of  1737,  by  that  of 
Leipßck,  which  the  circle  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Saxony  eftab!i(hed  in 
common  in  1690  ;  but  neither  this,  nor  the  other  regulations  of  the  Em- 
pire, with  refpedl  to  the  bufinefs  of  coinage,  have  hitherto  been  able  to 
prevent  its  great  decay ;  but  the  longer  it  continues  the  worfe  it  becomes. 
All  the  great  and  fmall  coins  ufuaily  met  with  in  Gennaiiy,  cannot  be  pro- 
perly mentioned  here.  I  (hall  only  obferve  that,  i.  In  Hamburg  and  Lü- 
beck they  reckon  by  marks,  fchillings  and  pfennings  :  i  mark  *  makes  16 
fchillings  ;  i  fchilling  ]  2  pfennings,  but  this  pfenning  is  no  real  coin;  48 
fchillings,  or  3  marks,  make  i  rixdollar.  The  current  heavy  money  of  thi? 
country  is  commonly  25  per  cent,  better  than  the  light  current  coin  of 
Gerftiany,  particularly  the  4  or  2  gut-grofchen  pieces  for  inlfance.  2.  In 
Bremen  they  reckon  by  rixdollars,  grots  and  fchwars  :  i  rixdollar  makes 
li:  double  and  3  fingle  Bremen  marks,  or  4  piece  6  head  pieces,  72  grots 
or  360  fchwars.  3.  In  Leipßck  and  in  all  the  eledoral  countries  of  Saxony -^ 
as  alfo  at  Naumburgs  Berlin,  Magdeburg  and  Francfort  on  the  Oder,  they 
reckon  by  rixdollars,  gut-grofchen  and  pfennings :  that  is  i  rixdollar  (but 
this  ahb  is  not  a  real  coin)  contains  i^  imperial  florins,  or  24  gut-grolchen ; 
and  I  gut-grofchen,  12  pfennings.  A  \  piece,  or  an  imperial  ("lorin  con- 
tains 16  gut-grofchen  ;  a  4-  piece,  8  grofs-grolchen  ;  and  4  piece,  4  gut- 
grofchen.  4.  At  Francfort  on  the  Maine  they  reckon  in  rixdullars,  kreut- 
Eers  and  pfennings:  i  rixdollar  makes  i4  florin,  4^  head-pieces,  22 i  batzes, 
30  imperial  grofches,  and  45  albufes,  or  white  pfennings.  5.  At  Nuren- 
burg,  Augsburg,  Vienna,  Prague,  &c.  they  reckon  by  imperial  guldens,  or 
florins,  kreutzers  and  pfennings:  i  imperial  florin,  or -x  piece,  makes  15 
batzes,  60  kreutzers,  20  imperial  grofches,  or  240  pfennings.  6.  In 
Breßau  and  all  Sileßa  they  keep  accompts  in,  and  reckon  by  rixdollars, 
filver-groichen  and  pfennings :  i  rix-dollar  contains  30  imperial  or  filver 
grofches  or  bohms,  45  white  grofches,  90  kreutzers,  120  grofchels,  180 
dreyers,  and  360  pfennings.  7.  In  Brunfwick,  and  in  many  oiher  places  in 
Lower  Saxony,  as  alfbin  the  whole  circle  of  Wejlphalia  they  reckon  by  rix- 
dollars, mai-ien-grofchen,  and  alio  by  gut-grofchen  and  pfennings  :  i  rixdollar 

*  A  mark  is  u.  bd.  From  hence  therefore  the  reft  of  the  coins,  as  far  as  they  concern 
Hattihurg  and  Lübeck,  may  eafily  be  computed  ;  and  for  the  others,  their  value  may  be  efti- 
mated  by  the  rixdollar,  which  in  moft  parts  oi'  Germany  goc»  for  3;.  6it.  but  in  fome,  as  Ha?n- 
burg,  Altena,  Lübeck,  Bremen,  &c.    for  45.  6. 
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makes  24  gut-grofchen,  36  marien-grofchen,  or  288  pfennings :  i  marien- 
grofche  contains  2  mattiers  or  8  pfennings.  8.  At  Cologne  on  the  Rhhie 
they  reckon  by  rixdollars,  albufes  and  hellers,  as  alfo  in  effes  and  pfennings 
F/cmiß:  I  rixdoUar  current  makes  M  imperial  florin,  4i  head-pieces,  48 
Bniiptint  (iyvers,  58t  C/^w-ftyvers,   78  albufes,  and  117  fetmanger, 

§.  22.  In   the   firfl:   centuries  after    the  birth    of  Chriß,    Germany   was 
divided    into   fcveral  petty  ftates   which  had   no   common  fupreme   head. 
After  the  diflblution  of  the    weftern  Roman  empire,  fix  principal  nations 
arofe;    namely,  the    Suabiam^  Akmans,  Franks^  Frifia?is,  Saxons,  Thurin- 
gians,  and    Bavarians.     The   Franks,   under   the    conducfl    of   their    king 
Klodwig,  reduced  Gaul  under  their  fubjedion,  and  at  lafl:  conquered    alfo 
the  above-mentioned  German  nations,  fo  that  under  Charlemagne  all  Germany 
was  united  into    one  kingdom,    though   not   independent,   but  a   part   of 
the  Frankißj  monarchy.      The  conquered  Gersnan  nations  had  hereditary 
dukes  of  their  own  at  firft,  and   were  governed  by  their  own  laws :  But 
Charles  put  an  end  to  the  former,  and   governed  the  countries  by  counts 
and  royal  miffionaries.     The  diets,  however,  which  had  fubfifted  of  old 
time  were  ftill  retained.     In  the  year    800  Charles  alfo  revived  and   con- 
ferred the  dignity  of  a   Ro7nan  Emperor  on  himfelf  and  family.     His  fen 
Lewis  divided  the  kingdom  among  his  fons,  upon  which  the  greateft  troubles 
enfued,  which  in  the  year  843  were  adjufled  by  an   accommodation   made 
at  Verdun,  by  which  Lewis  the  German  obtained  all  Germany  quite  to  the 
Rhine,  together  with  the  three  towns  of  Spires,  Worms,  and  Mentz,  and 
thus  Germany  arrived  to  be   a  proper  independent  kingdom.     In   870  the 
above  Lewis  reduced  one  half  of  the  Lotharingian   kingdom  under   his 
fuhjeftion,   and  his    fon  Lewis  the  younger,    in    879,  reduced   the  other. 
The  latter  of  thefe,  in  876,  fliared  his  paternal  kingdom  with  both  his 
brothers  ;  by  which  means  Carlman  became  King  of  Bavaria,  Lewis  of  Eaß 
Franconia,  and  Charles  the  Fat  Y^xxx^oi  Alemannia.     Though  the  laft,  by 
kirviving  his  brothers,  not  only  inherited  their  feveral  kingdoms,  but  brought 
alfo  the  imperial  dignity,  together  with  Italy   and  France,  to  himfelf,  and 
thus  ruled  ovtr   all  the  old  Frankißj  monarchy :    Yet   was  he   fo  weak 
a  man  both  in  body  and  mind,  and  fo  weakly  did  he  govern,  that  in  887 
the  German  ftates  depofed  him,  and  conftituted  Arnulph  his  elder  brother, 
Carlmans  natural  fon.  King  of  Germany.     This  Prince  beat  the  Normans^ 
who  had  made  great  devaftations  in  Germany,  he  fubdued  alfo  the  Bohe- 
mians,  but   with   the  afliflance  of  the   Huns ;  and   thereby  the    way  was 
paved  for  their  incurfions  afterwards  into  Germany.     By  the  death   of  his 
fon  Lewis  the  Child,  in  91 1,  the  German  CaroUngian  line  became  extinä:.   At 
that  time  Germany  was  an  hereditary  kingdom,   but  the  power  of  its  kings 
was  limited  by  the   Diets.     The    feveral  territories  belonging  to  it   were 
governed  under  the   Kings  by  counts   without  dukes  j  among  whom  the 
margraves    defended   the  borders  againft  hoflile  attacks,  and  were   there- 
fore 
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fore  frequently  filled  Duces  or  leaders  of  armies ;  but  Lewis  the  German, 
in  fome  nieafure,  created  Liulolplo,  father-in-law  to  his  fon  Lewis  the' 
younger,  and  married  to  Billings  daughter,  duke  of  Saxonv,  which  de- 
volved afterwards  to  Otto  his  younger  ion. 

§.  23.  This  Otto  the  German  ftates  wanted  to  have  created  Kin'>-  on 
the  death  of  Lewis  the  ChilJ,  but  he  declined  the  honour  which  de\olved 
upon  this,  by  unanimous  confent,  on  a  Frankijh  lord,  named  Conrad,  wiio 
was  defcended  of  the  daughter  of  Lewis  the  Firß.  Conrad  had  for 
fucceflbr  in  the  kingdom  his  enemy  Henry,  duke  of  Saxony,  fon  of  the 
above-mentioned  Otto,  whom  on  his  death-bed  he  recommended  to  the 
ftates.  About  this  time  arofe  the  dutchies  of  Suabia,  Franconia,  and  Bn- 
varia.  Henry  VI.  fon  and  fucceflbr  in  the  kingdom  to  Otto,  brought 
Lorrain,  Italy,  and  the  Imperial  dignity  again  to  the  Empire,  and  alio  re- 
duced all  Jutland  and  Bohemia  to  his  fubjedlion.  In  Henry  II.  the  male 
race  of  the  hitheito  Saxon  Kmgi  and  Emperors  ended  in  1224,  during 
all  which  time  Germany  continued  an  hereditary  kingdom.  The  flates 
affembling  afterwards  at  Trihus  in  the  open  field  on  the  banks  of  the 
TiJnne,  elected  Conrad  II.  for  their  King,  with  the  furname  of  Salicus ;  be- 
fides  which  the  ftates  of  Italy  alfo  acknowledged  him,  and  upon  this  he 
likewife  obtained  the  imperial  dignity.  By  means  of  his  fon  he  annexed 
the  kingdom  of  Burgundy  to  the  Empire,  and  alfo  made  Poland  fubjed  to 
his  dominion,  but  in  a  treaty  with  Denmark  again  appointed  the  Eider  as 
the  boundary  of  the  German  Empire.  Henry  III.  depofed  three  Popes,  who 
had  fet  up  againfl  each  otiier,  appointing  a  fourth  in  their  ftead,  fince 
which  time  the  vacancy  of  the  papal  chair  has  always  been  intimated 
to  the  Emperor,  by  whom  a  perfon  is  fent  out  of  Germany  to  Rome, 
and  a  Pope  eledled  agreeably  to  his  defire.  Hungary  indeed  was  tributary 
X.o<k\t  German  Empire,  but  that  at  the  time  of  the  troubles  under  Henry  IV. 
and  was  afterwards  loft.  Henry  IV.  was  by  the  Pope  put  under  the  bann, 
and  on  that  depofed  by  the  ftates.  Under  him  the  right  of  eleflion  was 
introduced  by  papal  management,  into  the  German  Empire,  and  from  that 
time  has  been  conftantly  oblerved.  Henry  V.  as  next  heir,  took  pofleflion 
of  the  inheritance  of  Matilda-,  and  in  1122,  at  tlie  diet  of  Worms,  was 
reconciled  to  Pope  Calixtus  II.  renounced  the  inveftiture  of  ecclefiaftical  dig- 
nities, which  was,  till  that  time,  performed  by  the  fymbol  of  the  rino- 
and  ftaff,  and  barely  retained  the  inveftiture  of  ecclefiaftics,  on  account  of 
their  temporaUties  and  regalia,  by  the  fceptre.  In  him  too,  in  1115,  be- 
came extind  the  male  line  of  the  Frankijh  Emperors.  The  Pope  upon 
this  managed  matters  fo  that  Lotharius,  duke  of  Saxony,  was  elected, 
and  at  length,  acknowledged,  after  a  ten  years  war,  by  all  Germany  for 
their  Sovereign.  After  him  Conrad  of  Hohenflajijen  fucceeded  to  the  crown. 
The  Emperor  Frederick  I.  ftill  effeöually  exercifed  his  fovereingty  over  the 
fee  of  Rome  by  virtue  of  his  coronation  at  Aries,  referving  alfo  his  dominion 
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over  th.it  kingdom,  and  obliging  Pohind  to  pay  tribute  and  take  an  oath 
of  allegiance.  Henry  VI.  attempted  in  vain  to  make  the  crown  hereditary 
in  his  family.  In  the  controverted  eledtion  of  Philip  and  Otto  IV.  the 
Pope  affiimed  great  power,  and  became  alfo  from  that  time  full  and  fole 
marter  of  the  city  of  Rotne,  poffefiing  himfelf  likewii'e  of  the  whole  in- 
heritance of  Matilda.  Under  Frederick  II.  all  regard  for  the  Giriiian 
Emperors  in  Italy  was  loft.  On  the  death  of  the  laft  Suablari  Emperor, 
Conrad  IV.  which  happened  in  the  year  1254,  William,  count  of  Holland, 
was  eleded,  but  after  a  reign  of  two  years  died,  and  then  the  great  in- 
terregnum arofe :  For  though  two  kings,  namely  j4lf>honJb  of  Caflile  and 
Richard  of  England  were  chofen  at  once,  yet  the  former  of  thefe  never 
catne  at  all,  and  the  latter  only  twice,  and  that  too  for  a  fliort  time  to 
Germany,  infomuch  that  in  fad  it  was  the  very  fame,  as  if  the  kingdom 
had  been  poßeffed  of  no  king  at  all. 

§.  24.  Germany  began  to  recover  from  its  diflraöed  ftate,  in  the  year  1273, 
when  count  Rudolph  of  Habsburg,  by  a  compromife  of  the  other  Eledtors, 
who  left  the  choice  to  the   Palfgrave  Lewis,  was    chofen  fupreme   head 
thereof,  and  from  him  the  race  of  the  houfe  of  Aiißria  has  fprung.     His 
fucceflbr,  count  Adolph  of  NajJ'au,  was    alfo  by  virtue  of  a  compromife 
created  Emperor  by  the  Eleftor  of  Mentz ;  but  neither  of  thefe  Kings  of 
the  Romans,  nov  Albrechtl.  oi  Außria,  were  crowned  Emperors.   Henry  VII. 
count  of  Lutzelbiirg  was  crowned  Emperor  by  plenipotentiary  cardinals,  as 
alfo  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  but  at  firft  by  the  prefed:  of  Rome,  and  afterwards 
fupported  by  the  Pope  though  deferted  again  by  him.     His    rivals  were 
Frederick  of  Aiißria  and  Charles  the  Bohemian  Prince  ;  the  latter  of  whom, 
after  Lewis's  death,  was  unonimoufiy  acknowledged  as  King,    and  crowned 
Emperor  at  Rome  by  plenipotentiary  cardinals,  and  at  Aries,  for  the  laft 
time,  created  king  thereof.     It  was  i\-\\i  Charles  IV  who,  at  the  diet  at  Nu~ 
renberg,  in  1 3  56,  and  at  the  diet  of  the  Eleöors  at  Metz,  formed  the  wholibme 
regulations  for  the  eledion    of  an  Emperor,  which  are  to   this   very  day 
knov.'n  and  obferved  under  the  name  of  the  golden  bull.     He  lived  to  fee  his 
fon /^F(7.'2c'/eleded  King  of  the  7?ö;;/^/w.     All   thefe  feveral  kings  applied  for 
confirmation  of  their  eledion  to  the  Pope,  though  in  the  year  1338,  it  had 
been  before  decreed  by  a  refolution  of  the  Empire,  that  a  confirmation  from 
him  v/as  not  neceffary.    But  neither  Wenzel  nor  the  Palfgrave  Ruprecht  ob- 
tained the  Roman  Imperial  ciown  ;  but  Sigij?ni{nd,  hov\  ever,  who  in  the  year 
1414,  proclaimed  a  general  council  to-be  held  at  Co/?//^;?(:t',  and  in    2431, 
another  at  Baßl  was  mere  fortunate.     At  the  firft  of  thefe  three  Popes  were 
depofed  and  a  new  one  fet  up,  as  alfo  John  Hufs  and  yerome  of  Pragzie  burnt  j 
but  at  the  fecond  the  grievances  of  the  German  nation  were  delivered  in,  and 
divers  of  them  redrclTed.     The  reign   of  Albretch  II.  of  Aiißria  was   but 
fliort.     Frederick  III.  of  Außria,  who,  after  the  crown  of  Italy,  obtained 
the  imperial  crown  from  the   Pope,  procured  the  Empire  no  advantage 
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by  the  concordata  nationis  Gcrmanictt,  which  was  fettled  with  the  Pope  in 
the  year  1448.     His  fon   Maximilian  was  chofen  King  of  the  Ro/na?is  in 
his   father's  life-time,  and  afterwards  obtained  from  the  Pope  the  title  of 
an  eleded   Roman  Emperor  without  the  trouble   of  going  to    Rome.      At 
the  firll;  diet  of  the  Empire  which  he  held  at  Wo7'ms  in  the  year  1495,  ^^ 
fo  long  wilhed  for  perpetual  general  profane  peace  was  eftabliflicd  as  vv-ell 
as  a  general  chamber-court  of  the  Emperor  and  Empire  :  and  in  1  912  the 
Empire  was  divided  into  ten  circles.    Charles  V.  fwore  to  a  capitulation  ;  at 
firfl:   he  bore  the   title  of  an   eledted  Roman   Emperor,  but  afterwards,  on 
his  journey  through  Italy,  fuffered  the  imperial  crown  to  be  let  upon   his 
head  by  the  pope.     The  religious  war  and  peace  are  among  the  moil  impor- 
tant and  remarkable  occurrences  of  his  rei?n.    At  his  defire  his  brother  Fcrdi- 
fiand  I,  was  elefted  king  of  the  Romans  {o  early  as  the  year  153  i,  after  havinp- 
likewife  fwore  to  a  capitulation.     He  eftablifhed  the  ylnlick  council  of  the 
Empire.     His  fon  Maximilian  II.  as  well  as  the  fon  of  this  laft,  Rudolph  II. 
was  eledled  King  of  the  Romans  ;  but  the  latter  could  not   be  prevailed 
upon  to  allow  a  fucceflor  to  be  chofen  in  his  life  time.     To  him  fucceeded 
his  brother  Mathias,    in  whole  capitulation  it  v/as  inferted  for  the  firfl:  time, 
that  the  eleäors  for  the  future  Ihould   be  entitled  to  eledt  a   King    of  the 
Romans  even  againft  the  will  of  the  Emperor.     In  Ferdinand  the  fecond's 
reign  broke  out  the  thirty  years  war,  which  under  his  fon  Ferdinand  III. 
(who  had  been  eledted  King  of  the  Romans)  in  his  father's  life  time  was 
put  an  end  to,  in  the  year  1048,  by  tlie  peace  of  Wejiphalia.     He  was  fuc- 
ceeded in  the  year  1658  by  his  fon  Leopold  \Nho  was  eledied  by  unanimous 
confent.     In  his  time   was  opened  the  diet  zt  Ratisbon  in  th^ycxv    1663, 
which  ftill  continues,  and  the  imperial  chamber  of  iuftice  was  in  the  year 
1689  removed  from  Spire  to  Wetzlar.     This  Emperor  conferred  on  Duke 
Erneß  Auguflus  of  Brunfioick  Lunenburg  the  ninth  eleöoral  dignity,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  Ion,  Jojcph,  king  of  the  Romans,  in  the  imperial  dip-nity.  This 
laft  was  followed  by  his  brother  Charles  VI,   who  in  the  year  1713  made  an 
ordinance  tn  vim  San£iionis  pragmatica,  on  account  of  the  liereditary  fuc- 
ceffion  in   his  houfe,    and  died  in    1740  without  male  heirs.     In    1742 
Charles  VII.  of  Bavaria,  was  chofen  Emperor  by  the  I'ufpenfion  of  the  vote 
of  Bohemia,  and  after  his  death  in   1745  Francis!,  grand  duke  of  T/z/r^//;^' 
and  duke  of  Lor  rain. 

§.25.  The  Empire  is  eledive  and  every  new  King  of  the  Romans  muft 
folemnly  renounce  all  attempts  of  rendering  the  Empire  hereditary  to 
his  heirs  and  followers.  The  laws  of  the  Empire  require  no  other  qua- 
lifications in  a  candidate  for  the  Roman  crown,  than  that  he  be  jufhi 
bonus  &  utilis,  without  any  limitation  of  religion,  nation,  ftate,  or  age. 
This  choice  is  fettled  by  the  Eletiors,  and  declared  by  the  Eledlor  of 
Mentz  within  one  month  after  account  received  of  the  former  Emperor's 
deatli,    by   means  of  envoys  and  public  refcripts  to  each  Eleftor,  which 
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ceremony  lafts  during  the  term   of  three   months,  and   is   performed   at 
Franckjort  on  the  Maine.     If  an  Eleftor  abfent  himfelf,  the  election  not- 
withflanding  is  vahd.     The  Eleöors  appear  either  in   perfon,  or  by  their 
envoys,  of  whom   there   are  generally  between  two  or  three,  and  thefe 
mud:  be   provided  with   fufficient  and    unlimited   powers.      After  fettling 
the    deliberations  as    well     relative  to    the    capitulation     of    ekdricn,     as 
other   matters   propounded  by   the  eftates,  foreign   envoys  or  others,    and 
after   all    foreigners,     who    belong  not  to   the    retinue    of    the   Eledlors 
or    their  envoys,    have    been   ordered   to   depart    the    town     before    the 
day    of  creation,  the  election  proceeds:  That  is   to  fay  all  the   Eiedors, 
who  are  prefent,  with  the  firft  envoys  of  iiich  as  are  abfent,  betake  them- 
felves  in  their  reipedtive  eleftoral  habits  and  in  formal  procelTion  on  horfe- 
back   from    the  council-houfe   to   the  church    of  St.  Barthoomew,  where, 
after  mafs,  they  folemnly  promife  before  the  altar,  that  they  will  eled  the 
fitteft  perfon  to  be  Emperor,  and  then  fliut  themfelves  up  in  the  chapel 
of  eleäion.    When  they  have  once  more  bound  themfelves   by  oath   to  let 
a  plurality   of  votes  Hand  good ;  thefe  votes  are    colleded  by  the   Eledor 
of  Mentz  according  to  the  rank  of  the  Eledlors,  after  which  the  Eledlor 
of  Mefitz  is  alTced  by  the  Eledor  of  Saxony  for  his   own.     Whoever  has 
more  than  half  the  voices  of  the  college  for  him  is  eleded,  and  an  Eledlor 
may  even  give  his  vote  for  himfelf.     When  the  eledlion  is  over  the  perfon 
elefted,  or  his  plenipotentiary  or  proxy,    muft  diredtly  fwear  and  fubfcribe 
to  the   capitulation   of  eleäion,  upon  which   he  is  congratulated  and  the 
choice  made  public  in  the  church.     If  the  eledled  King  of  the   Rojftans 
be   not  prefent  in  perfon  he   mufi:  yet  give  a  peculiar  counter-bond   for 
the    maintenance  of  the   capitulation  of  eleclion,  and  before   the   corona- 
tion fwear  to  it  himfelf,  till   which   he  cannot  take  upon  him    the  govern- 
ment, but   mufi:  leave  it  to  the  vicars  of  the  Empire.     An  authentic  copy 
of  the  capitulation  of  eleftion,  fublcribed    by  the  eledled    or  his   envoy, 
and  contirmed  by  the  feal  of  the  former,  is  delivered  to  each  of  the  Eleftor's; 
on  the  contrary,  the  eledoral  college  caufes  to  be  delivered  to  the  eledted 
an  infirument  of  eleftion,  and  when  he  is  abfent  to  be  carried  to  him  by 
a  prince,  with  a  writing  of  notification.     On  this  he  appoints  a   day  for 
his  coronation,  which  ought,  indeed,  to  be  performed  in  the  imperial  city 
of  Aix  la  Chapdle,  but  at  preient  is  always  held  in  the  town  of  eledtioi>, 
and  on  the  other  hand  a  counter-bond  given  to  the  city  of  A:x  la  Chapelle. 
The  jewels   of  the  Empire  are  kept  part  at  Aix  and  part  at  Nnrenberg,  and 
belonged   moll:   of  them   to  Charlemagne.     They  are   demanded    upon  a 
counter-bond,  and  folemnly  delivered  up  at  the  place  of  coronation :  Ex- 
Ciuiive  of  leverai  kinds  of  veftments,  among  them  is  the  crown  and  fceptre, 
with  two  rings,  one  imperial  monde,  two  broad   Iwords  and   one   fmall 
one,    a   book  of   the  golpels,    Qfc.       On  the  day  of   coronation   he   his 
accompanied  by  the  temporal  Eledlors  and  envoys  of  fuch  as  are  abfent, 
I  having 
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having  the  jewels  of  the  Empire  carried  before  him  and  riding  from  his 
refidence  to  the  church,  where  he  is  ahb  received  by  the  fpiritual  ElecStors. 
At  mafs  the  psrfon  eleiüed  takes  a  general  oath  of  a  ruler,  and  among 
other  things  promifes  alfo  due  veneration  to  the  Pope  and  church.  After 
this  he  is  feven  times  anointed  either  by  the  Eledor  of  Meniz,  or  Cologne, 
and  then  adorned  with  the  ancient  vcflments  and  imperial  enfigns,  and 
once  more  fworn.  Upon  which  he  dubs  fome  knights,  fufi^ers  himfelf  to 
be  admitted  a  canon  of  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Marys  at  Aix  la 
Chapellc,  and  is  then  condufted  on  foot  in  folemn  procefiion  to  the  council- 
houfe  to  a  table  at  which  the  hereditary  officers   attend  (§.  36.) 

§.  26.  From  the  above  fliort  connexion  of  hillorical  fadls  (§.  22 — 24) 
of  the  German  Empire,  it  appears  that  the  fupreme  head,  or  King  thereof) 
is  at  the  fame  time,  and  as  foon  as  eleded,  i .  Alfo  Roman  Emperor 
eleä: ;  which  title  he  has  likewife  aflumcd  fince  the  days  of  Maximilian  I. 
But  the  imperial  dignity  ever  fince  the  time  of  Otto  the  Great-,  has  been 
■connedled  with  the  German  Empire.  Till  the  reign  of  Charles  V.  the 
Emperors  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  crowned  at  Rome  by  the  Pope,  and 
then  Ihled  themfelves  fimply  Roman  Emperors :  But  from  that  time  fuch 
papal  coronation  has  been  omitted,  but  the  title  of  Emperor  conftantly 
continued,  and  that  with  the  above-mentioned  addition.  The  Emperor, 
immediately  on  his  entering  upon  the  government,  teftifies  his  venera- 
tion (obfcrvaniiam  &  reverentiamj  to  the  Pope  by  an  embafly,  but  not  as 
the  holy  father  would  have  it,  his  obedience  (obedientiam.)  Notwith- 
iVanding  this  the  imperial  dignity,  if  we  except  twenty-one  fiefs  of  the 
Empire  which  lie  in  the  ecclefiaftical  flate,  is  a  bare  title.  2.  King  of 
Italy  and  Lombardy.  This  kingdom  extends  from  the  borders  of  the  dutchy 
of  Savoy  and  Swifzerhmd  to  the  ecclefiaftical  territories,  and  has  been  an- 
nexed to  the  German  Empire  by  the  Emperor  Otto,  partly  by  war,  and 
partly  by  marriage,  with  refpeft  to  the  allodials.  But  the  Kings  and  Em- 
perors never  bore  either  the  title  or  arms  of  thefe  kingdoms ;  nor,  fince  the 
days  of  Charles  V.  have  even  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  crowned  any  longer 
Kings  of  Italy.  At  this  very  day  too  the  power  of  the  Emperor  in  thefe 
parts  is  inconfiderable ;  however,  he  ftill  exercifes  the  following  jurifdic- 
tions,  "viz.  i.  He  promotes  to  dignities,  and  grants  to  the  members  of  this 
kingdom,  their  countries  and  fubjeifts,  all  manner  of  immunities.  2.  As 
well  the  immediate  as  mediate  members  of  this  kingdom  muft  in  matters, 
which  concern  their  perfons  and  lands,  appear  before  the  imperial  auhck 
council,  and  when  refraöory,  and  fiding  with  the  enemies  of  the  Empire 
are  put  under  the  ban,  and  deprived  of  their  eftates.  But  many  powerful 
members  refufe  to  acknowledge  this  imperial  fupremacy.  3.  The  Emperor 
and  Empire  ftill  enjoy  many  fiefs  in  Italy,  which  I  Ihall  particularife  be- 
low, in  §.  47.  4.  In  times  of  war  they  muft  pay  taxes,  but  this  they  feldom 
do  without  compulfion.     Exclufive,  however,  of  thefe,   the  revenues  of 
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the  Emperor  arifing  from  this  kingdom  in  times  of  peace  confifts  In  the 
laudemia  fees,  ^c.  and  particularly  in  the  revenues  of  the  dutchy  of  Afa«- 
tuu,  which  is  annexed  to  it  as  a  forfited  imperial  ncf,  and  is  accordingly 
poiicircd  by  the  Emperor  in  the  name  of  the  Empire.  But  without  the  con- 
lent  of  the  Eledtors,  Princes,  and  States  of  the  German  Empire,  the  Em- 
peror  has  no  power  over  thei'e  Italian  territories. 

§.  27.  The  title  of  the  Emperor  runs   thus,  '  A^,  by  the  grace  of  God, 

*  elected    Rotnan   Emperor   (Imperator,)    at    all   times    augmenter   of  the 

*  Empire  (Semper  Augufliis,)  in  or  of  Germany  King.'  Next  to  this  fol- 
foUow  the  tides  of  the  hereditary  imperial  dominions.  The  flates  of 
the  Empire  give  the  Emperor  the  title  of   '  moft  illuftrious    mofl  power- 

*  ful  and  moft  invincible  Roman  Emperor,'  the  laft  of  which  is  omitted 
by  the  Eledors.  The  arms  of  the  Emperor  and  Empire  are  a  black  eagle 
with  two  heads,  hovering  with  expanded  wings  in  a  field  of  gold,  and 
ever  ttie  heads  of  the  eagle  is  leen  the  imperial  cown.  To  tliefe  the  arms 
of  the  feveral  hereditary  countries  are  alfo  annexed. 

§.  28.  With  relpedl  to  foreign  ftates  the  Emperor's  prerogatives  confift 
partly  in  that  he  is  looked  upon  by  all  other  crowned  heads  and  flates  in 
Europe  as  the  firfl:  European  potentate,  and  confequendy  alfo  precedence  is 
given  him  and  his  ambafTadors,  partly  in  the  above-mentioned  title  (§.  27.) 
partly  in  the  appellation  of  advocate  and  temporal  head  of  Chrtjlendom. 
With  relpedt  to  the  German  Empire  he  has  the  prerogative  of  being  its 
lupreme  head,  and  under  this  title,  and  as  fuch,  enjoys  all  manner  of 
privileges.  His  power  in  the  adminiflration  of  the  German  Empire  is 
limited  by  the  capitulation  of  eledlion,  and  the  other  laws  of  the  Empire 
and  treaties,  and  in  like  manner  by  the  cufloms  of  the  Empire.  Such 
rights  as  he  has  the  privilege  of  excercifing  alone  and  without  the  advice 
of  the  eflates  of  the  Empire,  are  called  his  Rejervata,  but  in  thefe  he  is 
not  fupreme ;  his  greatefl  power  confifls  not  in  thefe  rights,  nor  are  they 
repugnant  to  the  liberties  of  the  flates  of  the  Empire. 

His  rights,  with  refped:  to  ecclefiaflical  matters,  are  partly  the  jurif- 
didion  of  protedion  over  Chrißendom,  the  chair  at  Ri,7ne  and  the  Pope, 
and  over  the  Chrißian  church,  as  well  catholic,  as  Lutheran  and  Reformed  ; 
partly  the  renewal  of  the  laws  of  the  Empire  relating  to  matters  of  religion, 
but  in  thefe  he  can  alter  nothing,  nor  introduce  any  Innovations  ;  partLy 
the  confirming  ecclefiaffical  eredions,  and  partly  the  right  of  fending 
commifTaries  to  the  eledlons  of  archbifhops,  bifhops,  and  abbots,  that  they 
may  be  performed  in  due  order ;  but  the  commifTary  is  never  perfonally 
prefent  at  thefe  eledions ;  and  partly  the  right  of  the  firfl  petition  (jus 
primariarum  precum)  by  virtue  of  which,  in  all  foundations  and  cloifiers 
of  the  Empire,  as  well  catholic  as  reformed,  (that  is  by  virtue  of  the 
immediate,  if  he  has  exercifed  it  before  the  peace  of  Weßphalia,  or  of 
the  mediate^  if  he  was  in  pofTefTion  of  it  on  January  i,   1624,)  he  may^ 
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ortce  during  the  time  of  his  adminiftration,  confer  a  benefice  (bemficium) 
on  any  peribn  qualified  for  it  by  the  (latutes  thereof,  who,  when  he  ap- 
plies for  a  vacant  place,  on  producing  the  imperial  petition  to  the  perfon 
who  bertows  it,  mufi:,  within  a  montli's  time  have  the  preference  of  all 
others ;  partly  the  right  of  a  panis-bricf  to  each  foundation  or  cloifter  in 
the  Empire,  by  virtue  of  which  fuch  foundation  is  obliged  to  admit  into 
it  the  perfon  who  has  obtained  the  brief  of  the  Emperor,  and  there 
provide  him  during  life  with  meat,  drink,  cloaths  and  other  necefl'aries.. 
Some  other  lefl'er  privileges  I  fliall  pafs  over  in  filence. 

With  refpedl  to  temporal  matters,  the  Emperor's  feparate  power  confifts 
in  the  following  particulars,  '■oiz.  He  may  confer  on  the  fi:ates  of  the 
Empire,  and  other  immediate  perfbns  and  communities  all  manner  of 
favours ;  that  is  to  fay  he  has  the  right  of  beftowing  perfonal  dignities ; 
fuch  for  inftance,  as  the  creating  of  noblemen,  gentry,  knights,  lords, 
barons,  counts,  counts  enjoying  the  dignity  of  princes,  princes,  (ßc.  as  alfo 
that  of  raifing  countries  and  territories  to  a  higher  rank,  and  of  conferring 
higher  chancery-titles,  of  creating  other  dignities  and  offices,  as  thofe  of  a 
Palfgrave,  ^c.  and  of  befliowing  arms,  as  alfo  of  enlarging,  improving 
and  altering  the  laft.  Next  to  this  he  has  the  power  alfo  of  granting  pri- 
vileges, fuch  as  thofe  de  non  appcllando^  de  non  evocando,  eleBionis  fori,  and 
compofitions ;  of  eftablifhing  univerfities,  and  of  beftowing  on  them  the  power 
of  conferring  academical  degrees  of  granting  a  right  of  holding  fairs  and 
markets,  of  empovvering  any  perfon  to  adopt  another,  of  erefting  any 
place  into  a  fandluary  (jus  afyll)  of  empowering  any  one  to  afi'ume  a  title 
from  his  eftate,  and  that  the  intermitted  ufe  of  thefe  things  fliall  not  be  detri- 
mental to  the  obtained  privileges,  (£fr.  He  has  likewife  the  power  of 
beftowing  letters  of  refpite  (momtoria,)  fecuring  a  debtor  againft  his  creditor, 
letters  of  protedtion  againft  illegal  power  (conferi'atoria,)  much  of  the  fame 
fignification  with  the  former,  and  the  right  of  conferring  majority  on 
minors.  He  can  put  children  who  are  born  out  of  wedlock,  upon  a 
footing  with  fuch  as  are  legitimate,  can  confirm  the  contrafls  and  ftipulations 
of  the  members  of  the  Empire,  and  fo  far  remit  the  oaths  extorted  from 
them,  that  they  may  commence  an  adion  at  law,  againft  another  on  ac- 
count of  the  very  thing,  about  which  the  oath  was  adminiftered.  He 
can  alfo  inveft  fuch  as  poflefs  fiefs  of  the  Empire,  and  decide  in  feodal 
matters  relative  to  it.  He  has  likewife  the  poft-right,  and  the  princes  of 
Thurn  and  Taxis  enjoy  the  general  imperial  hereditary,  aulic  poft-office 
from  the  Emperor  and  Empire,  as  an  imperial  fief.  Many  ftates  of  the 
Empire,  however,  have  eftabliftied  pofts  of  their  own.  With  refpeft  to 
the  mediate  members  of  the  Empire  he  may  beftow  all  manner  of  favours 
upon  them,  fuch  as  perfonal  dignities,  titles,  arms,  privileges,  but  the  laft 
in  fuch  a  manner,  as  that  no  detriment  fliall  accrue  thereby  to  the  rights 
of  the  fovereigns  of  the   country.     To  the  Emperor    ayo  pertains   the 
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right  of  granting  privileges  for  printing  books,  and  for  new  invented  ma- 
chines, (äc.  With  refpedt  to  foreign  powers,  he  may,  when  attacked 
by  them  on  account  of  the  Empire  avail  himfelf  of  all  the  af^lftance  not 
detrimental  to  it,  and  coniequently  carry  on  a  defenfive  war  ;  lie  is  alfo 
entitled,  with  the  confent  of  the  fovereign  of  the  country,  fometimes  to 
grant  to   foreign  powers  the  liberty  of  making  levies  in  the  Empire. 

The  common  rights  of  the  Emperor  and  eledors  regard  the  league, 
and  war  of  the  Empire  as  aUb  alienations  and  mortgages  of  the  lands 
belonging  to  it;  the  recovery  of  fuch  parts  as  have  been  torn  from  it  and  all 
things  relative  to  the  fecurity  and  ftate  of  the  Empire,  as  matters  in  which 
the  Emperor  can  do  nothing,  without  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  elec- 
tors ;  but  of  which  the  princes  of  the  Empire  complain. 

The  common  rights  of  the  Emperor,  the  electors  and  certain  other 
ftates  regard  the  privilege  of  granting  toUage,  of  raifing  and  continuing,  or 
difcontinuing  that  which  is  granted  only  for  a  certain  term,  of  conferring 
the  ftaple-jurifdidlion,  of  coining  of  money,  and  granting  greater  immuni- 
lies  to  mediate  members  of  the  Empire.  To  conclude,  the  Emperor  has 
110  right,  widiout  the  confent  of  the  coUeöive  flates  of  the  Empire,  to  put 
a  ftate  of  the  Empire  under  the  ban,  dlfgrace,  &c.  of  it,  to  alienate  or  en- 
cumber any  eftates  belonging  thereto,  to  exclude  a  ftate  of  the  Empire 
from  a  feat  and  voice  in  its  colleges,  to  create  new  laws  in  the  Empire, 
to  improve  or  to  explain  the  old  ones,  to  conclude  treaties  in  matters  rela- 
ing  to  the  Empire,  to  engage  it  in  a  war,  or  to  raife  levies,  to  manage 
a  war  of  the  Empire,  to  conclude  a  peace  in  which  it  is  concerned,  to  ap- 
point taxes  in  it,  to  regulate  the  coinage,  to  build  forts  in  the  Empire,  or  to 
determine  matters  of  importance  and  religious  difputes. 

§.  29.  No  particular  place  of  refidence  is  appointed  the  Emperor  by  the 
Empire ;  but  he  is  to  refide,  unlefs  the  circumftances  of  the  times  require 
it  otherwife,  in  no  other  place  than  in  the  Empire.  And  for  this  reafon 
it  is  that  the  Emperors  have  for  a  long  while  back  held  their  court  in 
their  hereditary  countries,  and  Vienna  has  been,  the  ufual  refidence  of  the 
Emperors  of  the  houfe  of  Außrta.  With  refped  to  the  ftate  of  the  Em- 
peror's court  and  chancery,  he  has  for  his  affiftance, 

1.  The  arch-officcs  of  the  Empire,  which  are  all  filled  by  eleftors;  as  all 
eledors  either  have  in  reality  arch-ofi^ces  of  their  own,  or  ftiould  haVe 
them:  but  as  the  eledors  are  not  always  prefent,  when  their  offices  are  to 
be  performed  on  days  of  eledion  and  coronation,  and  fometimes  alfo  at 
diets ;  fo  thefe  again  have  their  deputies,  who  with  refped  to  the  temporal 
eledors  are  ftyled  hereditary  officers,  and  by  thefe  the  arch-offices  are  al- 
ways and  folely  exercifed.  Of  this  a  more  accurate  account  follows  be- 
low, in  §.  36. 

2.  His  aulic  peculiar  officers,  the]  number,  rank,  employments,  &c.  of 
whom  depend  folely  on  the  pleafure  of  the  Emperor,and  are  at  his  expence.  At 
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the  vice-chancellor,  of  die  Empire,  or  imperial  aullc  vice-chancellor,  whom 
the  Eledtor  of  Mentz  nominates  in  his  ftead,  refides  always  at  the  imperial 
court,  the  Emperor  has  no  aulic  chancellor. 

Such  affairs  of  the  Empire,  as  belong  or  are  addrcffed  to  the  imperial  court, 
are  partly  confidered  in  the  Emperors  privy  council,  partly  in  the  imperial 
aulic  council,  of  which  more  in  §.  43.  What  the  Emperor,  determines 
by  virtue  of  his  own  authority  is  forwarded  by  the  chancery  of  tlic  Empire, 
which  confifts  of  the  vice-chancellor,  the  imperial  aulic  counfcllors,  or 
privy  imperial  aulic  fecretaries  and  referendaries  of  Latin  and  German 
difpatch,  and  other  officers.  The  eleftor  of  Mentz,  as  arch-chancellor  of 
the  Empire,  admits  all  thefe  perfons,  and  has  the  fupremejurifdiäion  over 
them.  In  the  chancery  of  the  Empire  no  other  language  but  the  German 
and  Latin  are  ufed.  The  archives  of  the  Empire,  or  the  privy  imperial  aulic, 
and  the  imperial  aulic  council  rolls,  form  a  part  of  the  chancery  of  the 
Empire,  and  are  therefore  kept  in  it,  and  thus  alfo  are  fubjedt  to  the 
infpedion  of  the  eledtor  of  Mcntz. 

§.  30.  In  ancient  times  the  Emperors  had  confidcrable  domains  and  in- 
comes in  the  Empire,  which  in  the  days  of  Frederick  I.  amounted  to  near 
fixty  tons   of  gold,  but  have  been  fucceffively  mortgaged  and  alienated  to 
the  ftates  of  the  Empire.     At  prefent  the  certain  revenues  of  the  Emperor 
Gonfift,  merely,  in  certain  fmall  taxes,  which  the  different  cities  of  the 
Empire  contribute  yearly.     But  moft  of  them  have  either  rid  themfelves  of 
thefe  imports  or  the  taxes  themfelves  have  either  by  a  variety  of  ways  de- 
fcended  toother  ftates  of  the  Empire,  or  into  the  hands  of  private  perfons. 
The  two  laft  Emperors,  Charles  VI.  and  VII.  have  endeavoured  to  intro- 
duce again,  but  without  fuccefs,  the  crown-taxes,  which  the  Jews  in   the 
Roman  Empire  were  formerly  obliged    to  pay  unto  the  Emperor  at  the 
beginning    of  his    admin iftration,    together  with    their  annual  offering  at 
Chrißmas.     To  the  uncertain  incomes  of  the  Emperor  belong  the  revenue- 
of  the  imperial  aulic  council,  but  fuch  only  asare  ail  allotted  and  aligned,  to- 
gether with  voluntary  prefents  of  fmgle  ftates  of  the  Empire,  or  of  fbmc  col- 
lege thereof,  and  the  free   gifts  of  the  order  of  knights  of   the  Empire. 
Charles  VII.  being  ftript   of  his  hereditary  dominions  fifty  Ranan  months 
(§.  44.)  were  once  granted  him  ;  and  for  the  encreafing  of  the  imperial  re- 
venues in  time  to  come,    the  emperor  has  promiled  in  his  capitulation   of 
election,  that  when  for  the  future  any  confiderable  fiefs  fliali  be  opened  to  the 
Empire  by  death  or  forfeiture,  he  is  to  retain   them  for  the  maintainance 
of  the  Empire  and  himfelf ;  but  this  is   a   cafe,  which  will  not   Ipeedily 
happen  j  as   alfo  that  in  like  manner,  he  is  to  reclaim  to  the  Empire  the 
imperial^  taxes  of  the  cities  and  revenues,   which  are  afligned  to  particular 
perfons  ;  but  in  this  sgain  there  are  no  hopes  of  fuccefs. 

§.31.  The  fucceffor  in  the  adminiflration  is  frequently  cho fen  by  the 
eleftors  during  the  life  of  the  Emperor,  and  the  perlbn  io  chofen  ftyled 
king  of  the  Rnmam.     He  is  eleäed  and  crowned  in  the  very   fuiie  manner 
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with  the  Emperor  ;  is  adtually  a  crowned  head,  is  faluted  by  the  appella- 
tion of  majefty,  enjoys  the  title  of  perpetual  augmenter  of  the  Empire,  and 
King  of  GtTwany,  bears  a  one  headed  eagle  in  his  arms,  and  takes  prece- 
dence before  all  other  Kings  of  ChrißenJorn. 

§.   32.  Such  eleftors  as  govern   the  German  Empire,    either  after  the 
demife  of  an  Emperor  till  the  filling  of  the  throne  again,  when  there  is 
no  King  of  the  Romans,  or  during  the  minority,  or  even  during  the  long 
abfence  of  the  Emperor  out  of  the  Empire,  or  when  lie   is   prevented  by 
any  other  circumftances  from  taking  upon  him  the  adminiftration,  are  ftyled 
vicars  of  the  Empire.     By  virtue  of  the  golden  bull  thefe  are  the  elecflors 
palatine  and  of  Haxony  :  The  former  on  the  Rhine  in  Siuibia  and  in  the 
Frankiß:i  right  (concerning  the  meaning  of  which  laft  words  there  is  fome 
dil'pute  ;)  but  the  latter  in  thofe  parts,  v/here  the  Saxon  rights  were  in  ufe 
at  the  time  of  the  golden  bull.     But  after  Bavaria  by  the  peace  of  Weß^ 
phalia,  had  obtained  the  old  Palatinate,  and  the  Palatinate  a  new  elcdtor,   a 
difpute  has  arifen  between  both  houfes  on  account  of  the  vicarfliip  of  the 
Empire  :  and  though  in  1724,  they  peaceably  agreed  to  enjoy  it  in  common, 
which  alfo  actually  happened  in  1740,   1741    and   1742;  yet  this  matter 
in  the   laft  capitulation  of  eledion,  was  referred  for  a  full  decifion  to  the 
diet,    and  in   it  afcertained,    that  both  houfes    fhould  bear  it  alternately. 
Some  countries,  as  namely,  Bohemia,  Aiißria  and  Burgundy,  acknowledge 
no  vicar  of  the  Empire  ;  and  Mentz  has  come  to  an  agreement  concerning 
it  with  the  palatinate.     The  power  of  thefe  vicars  of  the  Empire  continues 
till  fuch  time  as  a  new  Emperor  has  fworn  in  perfon  to  the  capitulation  of 
eledlion,    and   confifts  herein  that  they   may  hold  vicariate   aulic   courts, 
and  at  that  time  alio  the  imperial  chamber-court,  during  which  difpatches 
are  fent  under  both  names  ;  confer  ecclefiaftical  prebendaries,  levy  the  re- 
venues of  the  Empire,  and  grant  the  inveftiture  of  the  fiefs  belonging  to 
it,  the  princely  and  banner  fiefs  excepted,  or  fuch  fiefs,  as  are  received  be- 
fore the  imperial  throne,  io  that  they  need  not  be  received  again  before  the 
new  Emperor,  and  that  they  may  hold  a  diet. 

§.33.  All  immediate  members  of  the  German  Empire,  who  have  feat 
and  voice  at  the  diets  either  feparately  or  in  participation,  are  reckoned 
ftates  of  the  Empire.  The  right  of  the  flates  of  the  Empire  and  their 
reception  into  the  college  of  princes  or  counts  is  no  otherwife  obtained  than 
when  the  perfon  fuing  is  poflefTor  of  an  immediate  principality  or  county  of 
the  Empire,  or  at  leaf!  of  a  feigniory,  and  with  an  imperial  taxation  fuit- 
able  to  his  flate,  has  engaged  and  bound  himfelf  to  a  certain  circle  to  which 
it  is  neceffary,  that  the  reception  be  regularly  confented  to  both  by  the 
eledoral  and  princely  colleges,  and  by  the  bench,  into  which  he  is  to  be 
received.  Indulgence,  indeed,  has  frequently  been  ihewn  both  to  princes  and 
counts,  who  were  without  any  immediate  eflate,  or  fuitable  to  their  dignity, 
but  yet  a  provifo  has  always  been  made,  that  this  fliould  not  for  the  future 
be  drawn  into  a  precedent  by  any  one.  On  the  other  hand  the  new  flate  is  to 
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provide  himfelf  as  foon  as  pofTible  with  an  immediate  eflate,  or  the  right 
of  feat  and  voice  not  to  be  of  any  fervice  to  his  heirs.  The  right  of 
having  fe  at  and  voice  in  the  Circle  and  Diets  of  the  Empire  is  properly 
annexed  to  the  land  and  not  to  the  perfon.  Each  Hate  of  a  Circle  is 
not  therefore  alfo  a  ftate  of  the  Empire  ;  a  Prince  alfo  has  often  both  feat 
and  voice  at  Diets  of  the  Circle  on  the  bench  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire, 
but  at  Diets  of  the  Empire  only  on  the  bench  of  counts. 
§.  34.  The  ftates  of  the  Empire  are   divided 

1 .  With  refpeit  to  religion,  into  Catholic  and  Proteftant  ftates,  the  latter 
of  which  is  ftiled  Evangelical,  or  adherers  to  the  confeffion  of  Augjburg. 
The  former  conftitute  what  is  called  the  Ccrpus  catholicum  j  but  the  latter  the 
Corpus  Evangeliconim  or  Evangelicum,  the  direftor  of  which  is  the  Eledor 
of  Saxony.  No  party  has  any  prerogative  before  the  other,  but  each  an 
equal  right. 

2.  With  refpedl  to  the  ftate  in  general  they  are    divided  into    fpiritual 
and  temporal.     The  fpiritual   flates  are  eitlier  proteftant  or  catholic,  ex- 
cepting that  the  bifliopric  of  Ofnahurg  is   filled  alternately   with   a  pro- 
teftant  and  catholic  prelate.     The  former  flates  are  all  proteftant  Luthe7-a7Uj 
the  abbefs  of  Herford  excepted,  who  is  of  the  reformed.     They  are  more- 
over either  bifliops,  as  Ojnaburg  and  Lübeck^  or   abbefies,   as  ^edlinbiirg, 
&c.  or  either  princes  fuch  as  biHiops  or  abbefles  inverted  with  that   dignity, 
as   ^iedlinburg,    Herford,    &c.     They    all    arrive   to   this  dignity   by  the 
eleäiion  of  the  chapter,  but  the  choice    of  Ofnaburg,  Lübeck^  and  ^ted- 
linburg  is  limited.     They  have  neither  the  Emperor's  confirmation  (unlefs 
it   were    eftabiiihed    by   a  peculiar  cuftom)  nor   the  Pope's,  neither  need 
they  make  ufe  of  ordination  or  the  pallium,  nor  take  an  oath  to  any  one, 
or   be  fubjedl  to   any  metropolitan  or  bidiop,  or   give  annats  ;  only  in   the 
year   and  on  the  day  after  their  eledion,    they  prefent  themfelves  before  the 
Emperor  on   account  of  their  inveftiture  in  the   territorial   jurifdidlion  over 
their  foundation.     They  mufl  always  bear  the  title  of  eledted  or  populated 
bifhops,  &c.    but  they  likewife  obtain  the  titles  ufually  beflowed  on    the 
catholic  flates  of  their   rank,  and  they  might  even  marry  were  it  not  pro- 
hibited by  the  capitulation,  and  in  other  refpedts  alfo  they  adt  wholly  as  tempo- 
ral ftates.     The  catholic  fpiritual  ftates  of  the  Empire  are  either  fecular 
or  regular,    that   is    either    archbifhops,  bifhops,.  or   abbots,  provofts,   ab- 
befTes,  primates,   (which  laft  title  the  archbifhop  oi  Saltzburg  and  the  abbot 
of  Fulda  bear)   and   Legati  nati  of  the  chair  of  Rome.     It    is    thus  for 
inflance  that  the  Eledlor  of  Cologne  and  the  archbifhop  of  Saltzburg  and 
Prague  write  themfelves,  and  to  this  laft  order  alfo  belong  the  grand  and 
'iteiitonic   mafter,  with  two  Teutonic  commanderies,  as  likewile  the  grand 
prior  of  the  order  of  St.  fohn  in  Germany.     With  refpedt  to  temporal  dig- 
nity they  are  Eledtors  and  Princes,  and  as  well  princely  as  common  abbots, 
provoib,  and  abbelTes,  exercifing  alfg  in  their  feveral  lands  and  territoiies 
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all  kind   of  fupreme  power.     They  arrive  likewife  to  this  dignity  by  the 
choice  of  the  chapter  or  confent  of  the  cloifter,   but  by    the  Concordata 
■nat'ionis  Germanica,  feme  few   cafes  are  excepted.     Their  choice  is  con- 
firmed either  by  the  Pope,  or  (v/hich  holds  good  only  of  the  non- exempt 
abbeys)  by  the   billiop,   to  whofe  jurifdiäion  the   cloifter  belongs.     They 
muft  prefent  their  confeffion  of  faith   and  take    the  oath   of  Jealty  to  the 
Pope,  upon  which  the  confecration  and  bencdidtion   fullow.     Thofe  who 
enjoy  the  right  of  the  pallium  nwSk.-,  within  three  months   after  their  confe- 
cration, redeem  this  coftly  fillet  of  white  wool  at  the  Pope's  hands.    All 
new   ele(^ted    archbifhops,    bilhops,    and  abbots,  muft    pay  a   confiderable 
portion   of  the   revenues,  which  they   receive   in    their  two  firrt  years,  to 
the  Pope,  which   money  is  termed  the  Annats.     All  the  archbifhops  are 
immediately  fubjedt  to  the  Pope;  their  lands  are  called  arch-foundations  ; 
their   fpiritual  iurifdidion    a   province ;  and   the  cathedral    a    metropolitan 
church.     Each   bilhop  too   is  fubjcdt  to  an  archbifhop   who   is  flilcd  his 
metropolitan,  but  the   bilhop  a  fuftragan.     Thofe,  however,  of  Bamberg^ 
RatisboJt,    and    Pajfau    are  ^ excepted,  who    ftand    immediately    under  the 
Pope.     Their  lands  are  called  high  foundations,  their  churches  are  ffiled 
cathedrals,  and  their  territority  church-jurifdiäion  or  diocefes.     The  abbots 
are  fubjed:   to  the  bifhops  within  whofe  diocefe  they  lie,  unlefs  a  cloifter 
be  peculiarly  exempted  from    it,    in  which    cafe   it   is    fliled    an    exempt. 
Cloifters  are  called  foundations.     Many  immediate  foundations  and  cloifters 
have  their  advocates   or  bailiffs,  receivers,  protedlors,  and  defenders.     To 
conclude,  all  fpiritual  Princes  of  the  Empire,  princely  abbots   and  abbefles 
are   accuftomed  to  inveft  certain  families  of  princes,  counts,  barons  and  the 
other  nobility,  with  the  feveral  offices  of  hereditary  chamberlain,  fewer,  cup- 
bearer, mardial,  öc.  but  thefe  ports  are  generally  conferred  by  the  Great 
on   meaner  families,  as   an   under-fief. 

The  temporal  ftates  in  Gcrmaiiy  are  Eledors,  Princes,  Counts,  Lords, 
and  Imperial  towns,  but  thefe  are  not  fubjedl  to  each  other.  They  arrive 
to  the  fucceflion  of  thefe  eftates  by  blood,  confent  of  the  Emperor  and 
Empire,  public  treaties,  inheritance  and  compaft  of  confraternity,  Ufually 
the  fons  only  arrive  to  the  fucceffion,  and  the  right  of  firfl-born  has  been 
gradually  introduced  into  all  families  of  Princes  and  Counts.  The  fons 
excluded  from  the  adminiftration  are  generally  filled  appenaged,  but  with 
greater  propriety  non-regent  lords,  and  have  either  lands  and  people  affigned 
them,  or  which  is  more  ufual,  money.  The  flates  of  the  Empire, 
by  virtue  of  the  cufloms  thereof,  are  obliged  to  chufe  for  themfelvcs  a 
confort  fuitable  to  their  rank,  that  the  confort  and  children  may  fhare 
the  fame  dignity,  and  the  lafl  fucceed  to  the  lands  of  their  father.  The 
efpoufal  of  an  Eledlor  or  Prince  to  a  countefs,  or  of  a  count  with  one 
of  ancient  nobility  is  not  reckoned  derogatory. 

3,  With  refpedl  to  the  different  ranks  of  the  flates,   into  three  colleges, 
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namely,    into  the  elecftoral   and  princely  (to  which  belong  alio  prelates, 
counts,  and  lords)  and  the  towns  of  the  Empire. 

§.  35.  The   Ele6tors    are    thofe   Princes    who    afTuI   at   the   choice   or 
eleftion  of  an  Emperor.     Their  real  origin  cannot  be    determined  with 
any  degree  of  certainty.     Some  are  of  opinion  that  they  Iprung  up  in  the 
days   of  Charlemagn,    others   fix   their  rife   in   the  year   996  ,    but   others 
affirm,  that  from  the  firft  commencement  of  the   right   of  eledion,  which 
was  introduced  under  Henry  IV.   the  proper  voices  of  eleftion  were  left 
to  feven  or  eight  Princes,  and   that  after   the  extindion  of  the  Kings  of 
Hohenßauf,  we   find  in  the   eledion  of  Alpho7ifo   and   Richard  (§,  23.)  u 
plain  account  of  the  feven  Eledors   who,  for  time  immemorial,  had  en- 
joyed the  right  of  eledion.     Thus  much  is  certain,  that  Charles  IV.  by  the 
golden   bull   confirmed  the  Eledors,  of  whom  there    were  at    that  time 
feven,  in  their   rights  and  privileges.     In   the  thirty  years  war  the  dignity 
of  Eledor-palatine    defcended  to  the  houfe  of  Bavaria,  and  at  the  peace 
oi  Wejiphalia -An  eighth  was   introduced;  and   in    1692,  a  ninth   alfo  was 
ereded  for  the  houfe    of  Brwifwick   Lunenburg.     The   eledoral    college 
confifls   thus    of  three  fpiritual   and  fix  temporal  members :  The   former 
confift  of  the   archbifliops  of  Mentz,    I'r/rjes,    and  Cologn ;  the   latter  of 
the  King  of  Bohemia,  the  reigning  duke  of  Bavaria,  the  firft-born  duke 
of  Saxony  of  the   moft  ancient  line  of  the  Albertin   ftock,  the  firft-born 
margrave  o'i  Brandenburg  of  the  moft  ancient  line  of  that  family,  the  firft- 
born  palfgrave  of  the  Rhiiie  of  the  oldeft  Rudolphin  line,  and  the  firft-born 
duke  of  Brunjivick  Lunenburg  of  the  Hanoverian    race.     VVith   refped   to 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  thefe  Eledors  in  general,  thofe  which  they 
fliare  in  the  choice  and   coronation  of  an  Emperor,  have   been   handled 
above  (§.  25.)     Concerning  their   arch-ofiices  in  the  Empire  I  fhall  treat 
immediately  in  §.  36,  and  with  refped  to  their  rights  in  the  Diets  I    (iTall 
treat  of  thofe   below   in    §.  42.     Their  other  privileges  are  the   following 
The  Emperor  confers  on  the  fpiritual  Eledors  the  title  of  highly   vjorthy 
nephews ;  but  on   the   temporal,   that   of  moß  illußrious   uncles :    At   their 
inveftiture  they  are  exempted  from  fees  ;  they  may  fend  envoys  of  the  firft 
rank  to  the  Emperor;  and  a  new  eleded  Emperor  muft  immediately  con- 
firm their  privileges  and  dignities.     With  regard  to  leagues  of  the  Empire, 
the  wars  of  the  Empire,  alienations,  and  mortgages   of  lands  belonging 
to  it,  &c.  and  all  cafes  which  concern   the  fecurity  and  public   ftate  of 
the  Empire,  the  Emperor  can   do  nothing  in  thefe  without  their  privity. 
The  Diets  are  held   by  the  Emperor  with   the  confent  of  the    Eledors, 
or  at  their  defire.     Each  Eledor  enjoys  a  right  of  appointing  two  chamber- 
court  afieflbrs,  and  their  eledorates  have    an  unlimitted  privilege   tie  ncn 
appellando.     They  have  likev/ife  their  peculiar  union  or  afibciation  formed 
in  the  year   133 8,  which  afterwards,   particularly   in  the  year   1521,  was 
renewed.     They  may  meet  together  for  common  confultution  or  hold  what 
Vol.  IV.  G  -  is 
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is  called  eledloral  Diets.     A  fiibjedl  may  be  guilty  of  treafon  againft:  them, 
and  their  proper  elcdlorotes  are  indivifible,  fo   that  they  always  defcend  to 
the  firft-born  ;  nay,  at  prefent,  their  whole  lands  devolve  to  them.  In  the  im- 
perial capitulation  of  eledlion  they  have  referved  to  themfelves  the  privilege  of 
having  their  envoys,  without  diftindion,  take  rank  of  Princes  in  perfon  ;  but 
thefe  lad:  complain  as  well  of  this  as  of  many  other  grievances.     By  the  pre- 
lates of  the  Empire  all  counts,  lords,   towns  of  the  Empire,  and  odier  im- 
mediate and  mediate  members  thereof,  fuch  of  the  fpiritual  Eledtors   as 
are  not  Princes  born  are  ftiled  your  EleSloral  grace ;  but  fuch  as  are  Princes 
by  birth,   as  are  alio  the  temporal  Eledlors,  are   faluted  by  the  appellation 
of  your  eleöforal  Sereiiity,  and  moß  gracious  "Lords.     They  give  precedence, 
indeed,  to  Kings,   and  their  envoys  yield  place  to  thofe  of  crowned  head?. 
On  the  contrary  both  they  and  their  envoys   obtain  of  all  ftates  almoft   all 
teftimonies   of  honour  ufually  fhewn  to  Kings  and  their  envoys,   giving 
rank  neither  to  a  cardinal,  a  papal  envoy,  nor  even  to  a  free    republic. 
Foreign  Kings  ftile  the  temporal  Eledlors,  and  thofe  of  the  fpiritual,  who 
are  Princes  born,  brothers ;  the  fpiritual  Eledtors  are  alfo  ftiled  highly   and 
moß   ^worthy ;  and  the  temporal  7mß  ilhißrious.     Laftly,  it  is  to  be  obferved 
that  an  Eleöor  arrives  to  years  of  majority  when  pad  his  1 8th  year. 

§.  36.  With  refpedt  to  the  particular  reverfion  of  the  nine  Ele6lors  and 
their  arch-offices  and  prerogatives,  the  following  is  fome  account  thereof. 
J .  The  fpiritual,  which  are, 

I.  The  Eleftor  of  Mentz,  who  is  arch-chancellor  in  Germany  of  the 
holy  Reman  Empire  and  diredor  of  the  eledoral  college,  or,  as  he  ftiles 
himfelf,  and  is  frequently  alfo  ftiled  by  others,  dean  or  decanus  thereof. 
This  Prince  it  is  who  makes  known  the  demife  of  a  Roman  Emperor  to 
his  co-eledors,  appoints  the  Diet,  adminifters  the  oath  of  eledion  to  the 
whole  body  of  Eledors  or  their  envoys,  coUeds  their  voices,  proclaims 
the  eledion,  and  anoints  the  eleded  Emperor,  when  his  coronation 
happens  within  his  diocele :  But  if  it  be  performed  in  a  place,  which  lies 
neither  in  his  own  diocefe,  nor  in  that  of  the  archbllliop  of  Cologn,  he 
exchanges  with  the  lord  thereof.  At  the  Diet  he  bears  the  general  direc- 
tory, and  the  Emperor  Is  not  to  put  the  leaft  control  upon  him,  when, 
in  confequence  of  the  imperial  proportion,  and  for  the  intereft  of  the 
Empire,  he  brings  one  or  more  matters,  as  alfo  the  grievances  of  the 
complaining  ftates  into  the  eledoral  college,  or  into  all  the  colleges  of 
the  Empire  ;  nor  otherwlfe  to  fet  bounds  or  meafures  to  the  eledoral  arch- 
cancellariate  of  Mentz  and  diredory  of  the  Empire,  or  be  any  impedi- 
ment thereto,  &c.  Before  this  Prince  or  his  envoys  all  thofe  as  well  of  the 
ftates  of  the  Empire  as  of  foreign  powers  legitimate  themfelves.  He  It 
is  that  names  a  vice-chancellor  of  the  Empire,  or  an  aulic  vice-chancellor 
thereof,  who  muft  take  an  oath  to  him  as  well  as  to  the  Emperor.  He 
appoints  llkewife  all  ofiicers  for  the  chancery  of  the  Empire,  and  has  {w- 
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preme  jurifdioion  over  them,  as  alio  the  infpedllon  of  the  archivc5  of 
the  Empire.  By  him  the  Emperor  caufes  the  aulic  council  of  the  Em- 
pire to  be  vifited.  He  enjoys  likewlfe  the  protection  of  tlie  poft-office 
in  tlie  Roman  Empire,  and  his  counfellora  pay  no  portage  at  the  ports 
thereof.     Other  privileges  relating  to  him  I  pafs   over  in  filence. 

2.  The  Eleftor  of  'Treves  is  the  arch-chancellor  of  the  holy  Romajt 
Empire  in  Gaul  and  the  kingdom  of  Ai-les,  but  this  at  prefent  is  only  a 
bare  title,  without  any  power  belonging  to  it.  At  an  eledtion  of  a  kin^«- 
of  the  Romans  he  has  the  firrt  voice,  and  conrtantly  precedes  the  Eledlor 
of  Cologn.  Before  the  eledlion  he  takes  the  oath  of  the  Eledor  of 
Metitz ;  but  otherwife  exchanges  in  rank  with  the  Eledor  of  Cologn. 

3.  The  Eleäor  of  Cologfi  is  arch-chancellor  of  the  holy  Roman  Em- 
pire in  Italy;  and  at  an  election  of  a  King  of  the  Romans  he  has  the 
fecond  voice,  and  when  the  Emperor  is  crowned  at  Aix  la  Chapelle  and 
in  the  archbilhopric  of  Cologn,  the  right  of  performing  the  coronation 
alone ;  but  if  it  happen  in  a  third  place,  which  lies  neither  in  his  arch- 
bifliopric  nor  in  that  of  Mentz,  he  exchanges  therein  with  the  Eledor 
of  Mentz. 

2.  The  temooral  Ele<5tors  are  the  following:  "oiz.' 

4.  The  King  and  Elector  of  Bohemia,  who  is  arch-cup-bearer  of  the 
holy  Roman  Empire,  and  as  fuch  prefents  to  the  Roman  Emperor  the 
chalice  tilled  with  wine  and  water,  and  hands  the  firrt  liquor  to  the  table 
in  a  lilver  cup,  of  twelve  marks  in  weight  *,  which  afterwards,  together 
with  the  horfe,  becomes  the  property  of  his  vicar.  His  other  prerogatives 
are,  that  he  precedes  all  other  temporal  Eled:ors  whatfoever,  walks  in 
proceflion  immediately  after  the  Emperor,  the  Emprefs  and  the  Elediors 
of  Mentz  and  Cologne  following  next,  and  in  the  eledoral  college  he  has 
the  third  voice,  &c.  He  has  for  his  hereditary  cup-bearers  of  the  Empire 
the  counts  of  Althan,  of  the  line  of  count  Michael  John,  imperial  marter 
of  the  horfe,  who  therefore  bear  for  their  arms  a  cup  in  their  efcutcheon. 

5.  The  Eleftor  of  Bavaria  is  arch-fewer  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire, 
and  by  virtue  of  this  office  bears  in  his  arms  the  monde  of  the  Empire.  At 
the  coronation  he  carries  the  monde  before  the  Emperor,  ranks  next  to 
Bohemia,  and  at  the  imperial  coronation  places  four  filver  diflies,  weighing 
twelve  marks,  on  the  imperial  table,  and  ferves  up  the  firrt  courfe. 
For  hereditary  fewers  of  the  Empire  he  has  the  familv  of  this  name, 
who,  at  the  fame  time,  are  alfo  counts  of  Waldburg,  and  bear  the  monde 
of  the  Empire  in  their  arms.  So  early  as  the  year  1329  both  the  high 
and  kindred  houfes  oi  Bavaria  and  the  Palatinate  agreed,  that  the  eledoral 
dignity  fliould  be  alternately  enjoyed  by  them ;  but  the  Palatinatc-hcufe, 
foon  after,  appropriated  it  Iblely  to  itielf,  and  was  confirmed  therein  in 
1356.  But  in  the  year  1623,  the  Eledor-palatine,  on  account  of  the  affair 
of  Bohemia,  being  put  under  the  ban  of  the  Empire,  duke  Maximilian  of 

*  Two  marks  make  one  G^/OT<7«  pound,  which  is  about  fixteen  £«j/i/:?' ounces. 
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Bavaria  obtained  the  electoral  dignity,  which  at  the  peace  oiWeßphaJia  was 
likewife  continued  in  that  houfe.  In  1706  Bavaria\NZS.  put  under  the  ban 
of  the  Empire  becaufe  it  fided  with  the  French,  and  the  Palatine  obtained 
his  arch-offices  and  prerogatives.  At  the  peace,  however,  of  Baaden,  Ba- 
■varia  was  again  fully  reftored. 

6.  The  Eleäor  of  Saxony  is  arch-marfhal  of  the  holy  Rotnan  Empire, 
and  therefore  bears  in  his  arms  two  fwords  placed  croflvvife.     The  county 
Palatine  being  annexed  to  the  electoral  lands,  the  Eledor,  when  the  Empire 
has  no  fuprerae  head,  is  throughout  all  the  lands  of  the  Saxon  right,  and 
all  other    parts   belonging  to  fuch   office,  vicar  of  the   Empire.     At  the 
Diets,   and   on  other  folemn  occafions,  he  carries  the  fword  of  flate  before 
the  Emperor  J  and  at  the   coronation   rides  into   a   heap  of  oats,  and  fills 
a   filver  meafure   with  that   grain.     Whenever   the   Eledor  of  Saxony  is 
prefent   at   the  Diats,  the  Eledlor  of  Mcntz  fends  him  the  fchedule  of  ci- 
tation for  the  meeting  of  the  Empire,  which  the  other  immediately  tranf- 
jnits  to  the    hereditary  marflial  for  the    fummoning    of  the  Eleftors  and 
other  ftates :  At  the  Diets   he    appoints  quarters  for  the  Eledtors  or  their 
envoys  by  means  of  his  hereditary  marfhal,  by  whom  he  alfo  makes  other 
regulations  with  refpedl  to  provifions  and  fecurity,  (Sc.     During  the  holding 
of  the  Diets   he  has  jurifdidlion   over   all  eleäoral   and    other  officers  of 
the  ftates   of  the  Empire,  as  alfo  in  criminal  matters.    Furthermore  when 
the  eledloral  directory  of  Mentz  becomes   vacant  he  holds  the  direöory  at 
the    Diet,  and  obtains  the  right  of  proteöion   over   the  imperial   city    of 
Muhlhaufen-,    as  alfo   over    all    trumpeters  throughout    the   whole  Roman 
i^^mpire.     For  his  hereditary  marflials  of  the  Empire  he  has  the  counts  of 
Pappenhe'nn,  who  by  virtue  of  their  office  bear  alfo  the  electoral  fwords  of 
Saxojiy  in  their   arms. 

7.  The  Eledlor  of  Bra?idenbnrg  is  arch-chamberlain  of  the  holy  Rojnan 
Empire,  carries  the  fceptre  before  the  Emperor,  which  he  bears  alfo  in  his 
coat  of  arms,  prefents  the  Emperor  with  water  in  a  filver  hand-bafon  in 
order  to  wafh  himfelf  j  may  proceed  with  refpedl  to  his  fiefs,  pincipalities 
and  lands  as  with  allodial  eftates,  and  at  his  own  pleafure  impole  new 
tolls,  as  alfo  ereft  mills  on  all  rivers.  For  his  hereditary  chamberlain 
he  has  the  Prince  of  HohetizoUery  who  bears  aifo  the  fceptre  in  his  coat 
of  arms. 

8.  The  Eledlor-palatine  was  formerly  arch- fewer  but  fince  the  treaty 
of  WeßphaUa  arch-treafurer.  To  the  office  of  arch-fewer,  however,  wa& 
annexed  the  vicariate,  concerning  which  great  difputes  have  arifen  betwixt 
him  and  the  Elcftors  of  Bavaria.  In  other  matters  this  eledloral  houfe 
enjoys  the  right  of  protedfion  over  all  tlie  braziers  of  a  large  diftrid,  and 
throughout  all  Germany  he  is  protedlor  of  the  order  of  St.  'John,  can  raife 
nobles  and  gentlemen  to  the  degree  of  counts,  and  has  the  right  of 
venery  i  by  virtue  of  which  all  illegitimately   born  and  other  perfons  of 
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foreign  countries  who  within  a  year  and  day  have  no  luccecding  lord*, 
may  be  made  bondmen  in  fuch  places  as  are  fubjeä:  to  his  jurifdidlion  '> 
fo  that  they  mufl;  bind  themfelves  to  the  duties  of  the  elccflorate,  an<i 
to  the  payment  of  a  certain  tribute  and  mortuaries.  For  his  hereditary 
treafurers  of  the  Empire  he  has  the  counts  of  Zinzendorf,  who  for  that 
reafon  add  the  imperial  crown  to  their  arms. 

9.  The  Eledtor  of  Bavaria  being  put  under  the  ban  of  the  Empire  in 
1706,  and  the  Palatine  having  again  obtained  the  office  of  arch-fewer,  the 
Eledlor  of  Brunfwick  Lunenburg  alfo  obtained  the  office  of  arch-treafurer 
by  which  he  lilcewife  yet  lliles  himfelf  till  another  fuitable  arch-office  be 
found  out  for  him.  He  enjoys  the  alternate  fuccefiion  in  the  bifliopric  of 
OJnaburg  together  with  fome  other  rights  and  privileges.  His  eledtoral 
jurifdidlion  extends  as  well  to  the  territories  of  Hanover,  as  to  thofe  of 
Zell.  The  Emperor  Leopold,  it  is  true,  raifed  the  illuftrious  houfe  of 
Hajiover,  on  account  of  the  extraordinary  fervices  done  him  and  tlie  Empire 
by  that  houfe,  to  the  eledloral  dignity  io  early  as  the  year  1692  ;  but  ob- 
tained neither  feat  nor  voice  in  the  eledloral  college  till  the  year  1708. 

§.  37.  Next  to  thefe  follow  in  rank  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  who  are 
partly  Spiritual  and  partly  temporal ;  partly  old  and  partly  wqw,  that  is  (firll 
raifed  to  that  dignity  fince  the  time  of  Ferdinand  II.)  and  in  part  alfo  are 
princely  prelates  and  counts.  The  fpiritual  Princes  are  either  archbiffiops, 
or  biffiops,  or  princely  abbots,  and  to  them  alfo  belong  the  grand  and 
Teutonic  mafters  together  with  the  mafterflnp  of  the  order  of  St.  'John.  Anions 
the  temporal  ones  is  an  arch-duke,  and  the  reft  are  either  dukes,  palfgraves, 
margraves,  landgraves,  burgraves,  princes  or  princely  counts.  In  the  col- 
lege or  council  of  the  princes  of  the  Empire  are  three  benches :  On  what 
is  called  the  fpiritual  bench  fit  the  fpiritual  princes,  with  the  arch-dukes 
of  Außria  and  thofe  of  Burgundy,  but  in  fuch  a  manner  that  Außria 
daily  exchanges  the  firft  place  with  Saltzburg:  On  the  temporal  bench 
fit  the  other  temporal  princes,  and  on  the  crofs  bench  the  biftiops  of 
Lübeck   and  Oßtaburg,  when  the  latter  happens  to  be  a  Lutheran. 

The  fpiritual  princes  of  the  Empire,  who  have  feat  and  voice  in  the 
council  of  the  princes  of  the  Empire,  are  the  archbiffiops  of  Saltzburg 
and  Befan^ony  (the  latter  of  whom  for  fome  time  paft,  fends  no  deputy 
to  the  Diet)  the  grand  and  Teutottic  mafter,  the  biffiops  of  Bambetg^ 
Wurtzburg,  Worms,  Eichßat,  Spire,  Straßsburg,  Conßance,  Augfiurg,  Hil- 
deß:eim,  Paderborn,  Freyfingen,  Ratisbon,  Paßdu,  Tre^it,  Brixen,  Baßel, 
Munfter,  Oßnaburg,  Liege,  Chur,  and  Lübeck,  together  with  the  prelent 
bifhop  of  Fulda,  the  princely  abbot  of  Kempten,  the  princely  provoft  of 
Elwangcn,  the  mafter  of  the  order  of  St.  John,  the  princely  provoft  of 
Berchtolßgaden,  the  princely  provoftfhip  of  Weißenburg,  the  princely  abbeys 
of  Prüm,  Stablo,  and  Corvey,  in  all  to  the  number  of  thirty-three. 

The  temporal  princes  of  the  Empire,  who  have  feat  and  voice  in  the 
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council  of  the  princes  thereof,  are  the  •archduke  of  Aujlria  together  with 
the  dukes  of  Burgundy,  Bavaria  and  Magdeburg,  the  Palfgrave  of  Lautervi 
aimmern  and  Ncubiirg,  the  duke  of  Bremen,  the  Falfgraie  of  Deuxponts, 
Veldenz  and  Lautereck,  the  dukes  of  Sax-JVeimar,  'Eifenach,  Coburg,  Gctba, 
and  Altenhurg,  the  margraves  of  Brandenburg-Culinbach  and  Onohbach,  the 
duke    of    Brunfwick-Zell,    Grubejihagen,    Calenberg   and   WoJfenbuttle,    the 
prince  of  Halberßadt,  the  duke  of  Hither  Pomerania,  Farther  Pomerania, 
Verden,  Meckhiburg-Scbicerin,    Mcckienburg-Gujirau,  and  Wurtenburg,  the 
landgrave  of  Heß-Caßel,  and  Hejfe-Darmfiadt,  the  margrave  of  Baaden^ 
Baaden,  of  Baaden-Durlach,  and  of  Baaden-Hochberg,  the  duke  of  HoIJiein- 
Gluckfiadt,  and  Holßein-Kiel,  the   duke  of  Saxe-Laimtburg,  the  prince  of 
Minden,  the  duke  of  iV^-usy  (but  who  avails  himfelf  not  of  his  right  of  feat 
and  voice  therein)  the  landgrave  of  L^/^cZ^^«'/?/^?/;-^,  the  princes  of  ^«Wf,  the 
princely  counts  of  Henneberg,  the  princes  of  Schwerin,  Camin,  Ra'zeburg, 
Hircjhfeld,  the  margrave   of  Nomeny  and  the  princely  count  of   Mumpel- 
gard  (the  above  are  ufually  computed  in  the  old  j  and  the  following  among 
the  new)  the  duke  of  Arembcrg,  the   princes  of  Hohenzollern,  Lobkoneitz, 
'DietrichjMm,  Haäamar,    Siegen,    Dillenburg  and  Dietz,  as  alfo  thofe  of 
Auersberg,  Eajl-Friezeland,  Furßenburg,  Schwartzefiburg,  Lichtoißein,  7burny 
and  Taxis,  together  with  the  princes  of  Schivarzbtu-g,  amounting  in  all  to 
the  number  of  fixty-one.     Thefe  princes  of  the  Empire  have  fometimes 
frequent  difputes    among    themfelves,    relating  to  precedence    concerning 
which  tlie  princes  of  Pomerania,  Mecklenburg,  Wurtemburg,  Heß,  Baaden 
and  Holßein-Gluckßadt  have  come  to  an  agreement,  and  hence  are  named 
the  alternative  or  exchanging  houfes.     In  calling  them  over  in  the  council 
of  the  princes  of  the  Empire,  the  method  is  to  proceed   alternately  from 
the  fpiritual  to  the  temporal  bench. 

The  other  princes  have  hitherto  obtained  no  place  in  the  council  of  the 
princes  of  the  Empire,  but  many  have  prefented  themfelves  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  and  many  alfo  have  the  refolutions  either  of  all,  or  of  fome  particu- 
lar colleges  of  the  Empire,  and  others  the  recommendation  of  the  Emperor 
in  their  fiwour. 

§.  38.  The  prelates  of  the  Empire,  or  abbots,  provofts,  and  abbefles, 
who  have  feat  and  voice  in  the  Diet,  are  divided  into  the  Suabian  and  Rhenifh 
bsnch,  each  of  which  has  only  a  voice  in  the  council  of  the  princes  of  the 
Empire,  and  are  called  over  alternately  in  conjunftion  with  the  counts.  The 
prelates  and  abbeiles  on  the  Suabian  bench,  are  the  abbots  of  Marchthal^ 
Elchingen,  Salmanzweiler,  JVei?igarten,  Ochfejjhaufen,  IrfeCy  Peterhaufen, 
Ursberg,  Roth,  Rockenburg,  JVeißenau,  Schußenried,  the  provoft  of  Wetten- 
haujen,  the  abbot  of  Gengenbach,  the  princely  abbels  of  the  imperial  town  of 
Jj'indau,  the  abbefles  of  Rotemmmßer,  Hegbach,  Gutenzell  and  Baind.  On 
the  Rheniß:i  bench  fit  the  abbot  of  Kayferßieim,  together  with  the  provoft 
uf  Odmheim,  the  abbots  of  Werden  and  Helmßadt,  St  Ulrich  and  Afra  in 
4  'Augsburg, 
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'^jiugshurg^  of  St.  George  in  Jfny\  of  St,  Cornelius  in  Mimßer  and  St.  Emeran 
in  Ratisbon,  the  abbeffes  of  E/i'^w,  Buchau  on  the  Federfee,  ^ledlingbiirg^ 
Hervorden,  Gernrode,  Lower  and  L^/^r  Mivißer  in  Ratishon,  of  Burfcheid, 
Gmiderßmm  and  T'horen.  To  this  clafs  alfo  belong  the  land-comamndaries 
of  the  Teutoiiick  order,  of  the  baihwicks  of  Coblentz,  Alj'ace  and  Burgimdv, 
as  alfo  the  commandary  of  Alfclohaiifen. 

§.  39.  The  counts  and  lords  of  the  Empire,  who  have  feat  and  voice 
at  the  diets  bear  now  almoil:  all  of  them  this  title  as  counts,  but  others  as 
landgraves,  burgraves,  wildgraves,  rhinegraves,  barons  and  nobles.  In 
the  colleges  of  the  counts  are  alfo  many  princes,  who  have  not  been  able 
hitherto  to  obtain  any  proper  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diet.  The  counts  and 
lords  of  the  Empire  divide  themfelves  into  four  colleges,  each  of  which 
at  the  Diet  has  a  fingle  voice  in  the  council  of  the  princes  thereof.  The 
count  or  envoy,  who  reprefents  this  college,  fits  on  the  bench  of  tlie  tem- 
poral princes,  next  after  the  princely  envoys.  The  colleges  of  Wetteran  and 
Siiabia  exchange  rank  with  each  other. 

The  college  oi  Wetteran  confifts  of  the  princes  and  counts  of  Solms-Lau- 
bach,  Rodelheirn,  Braimfeh  and  Hohen-Solin,  as  alfo  thofe  of  Tfenburg-Bu- 
dingen,  JVachtersbach,  Birßein  and  Mecrholz,  of  Stolberg-Gedern,  Stolberg, 
and  Ortenberg,  of  the  counts  of  Witgenßein-Witgenßein,  Berlenbiirg  and 
Homburg,  of  the  Rhinegraves  of  Stein,  Dhaun,  and  Grumbach,  of  the 
counts  of  Leini?igen-HarU?ihurg,  Heydeßmm,  Bockenheim,  Lei ni ngen-lVeß- 
erburg,  Reufs,  Schonburg,  Ortenburg,  Wartenburg.  Hanau,  Naßiru-Saar- 
hrucken,  Ußngen  and  Weilburg,  Waldeck  and  Schwarzburg  have  fequeüj-ed 
themfelves. 

The  Suabian  college  confifts  of  the  pofiefi^ors  of  the  counties,  landgra- 
viates  and  lordfiiips,  of  Heiligenberg,  Werdenberg,  Fwßenberg,  Oettingen, 
Monfort,  Helfenßein,  Kletgau,  Sulz,  Konigfeg,  Waldburg,  Eberflei?i,  Gercld- 
feck,  Fugger,  Hohene?ns,  Vadutz,  Rechberg,  lUer-Aicheim,  Jißi?igen,  Eglof, 
Bondorf  and  Thaunhaujen.  To  thefe,  fome  add  likewife  the  counts  of 
Schlicko  Sinzendorf,  Trautmansdorf,  Waldßcin  and  Wolkcenßein. 

The  Frankißi  or  Franconian  confifts  of  Hohenlohe,  Caßell,  Lowenßein- 
Wertheim,  Erbach,  Limburg,  Seinßjcim,  Riefiech,  Wolfenßein,  Reigelsberg, 
Wifentheid,  Windifchgratz,  Rojenburg,  Stahre?iberg,  Wurmbrand,  Giech, 
Grave?iitz  and  Puckler. 

The  college  of  Weßphalia  is  formed  of  Sayn-Altenkirchen,  Sayn-Hachen- 
burg,  Wied  of  Wied,  and  Wied-Runkd,  Scbauenburg,  Oldenburg,  and 
Delmenborjl,  Lippe,  Bentheiin-Bentheim,  Tccklcnburg,  Bentbeim-Steinfurt, 
Hoya,  Virncburg,  Diepboltz,  Spiegelberg,  Rittberg,  Pyrmont,  Reckheim, 
Anholt,  Winneburg-Beilßein,  Holzapfel,  Blankeiibeim,  and  Geroldßein,  Wit- 
tem,  Gehmen,  Gymborn-Neußadt,  Wickeradt,  Mylendonk,  Reichenßein,  Scblei- 
den,  Kerpen-Lommerzhsim,  Barby-Mucblingen,  Reißer fcbcid,'  Saffenburg, 
Hallermund  and  Rheineck. 

§.40.  The 
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§,  40.  The  cities  of  the  Empire  in  Germany  zvq  fuch  as  are  governed  by 
magiftrates  of  their  own,  ftand  immediately  under  the  Emperor  and  the 
Empire,  and  liave  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diet,  as  at  which  they  conftitute  a 
peculiar,  and  that,  the  third  and  laft  college.  Some  of  thefe  are  wholly 
catholic,  others  entirely  Lutheran,  and  others  again  mixed.  To  the  laft  of 
thefe  belong  all  fuch  cities  a  part  of  whofe  burghers,  or  rather  council  en- 
joyed in  1624,  both  the  public  and  private  excrcife  of  religion  in  their  city. 
Within  their  territory  they  exercife  fupreme  power.  Some,  moreover,  have 
from  ancient  times  bailiffs  and  headboroughs  of  the  Empire,  fome  flill  pay 
the  old  taxes  belonging  to  it,  but  the  greateft  part  are  free  from  both. 
Their  college  divides  at  the  Diet  into  the  Rhe?iiß  and  Siiabian  bench.  In 
calling  them  over,  they  begin  with  the  former,  and  fo  on  alternately  the 
fingle  cities,  proceeding  from  one  bench  to  the  other.  On  the  Rheniß  bench 
fit  the  following  fifteen,  'viz.  CoJogn,  Aix  la  Chapelle,  Lübeck,  Worms, 
Spire,  Francj'ort  on  the  Maine,  Gcjhir,  Bremen,  Muhlhanjen,  Nordhaußn, 
Dortmund,  Friedburg,  Wetzlar,  Gel7jhaiißn  and  Hamburg;  the  laft  of  which 
has  no  voice.  On  the  Suabian  bench  fit  the  thirty-feven  following,  namely, 
Ratisbon,  Augsberg,  Nurenberg,  U/m,  Eslingen,  Reutlingen,  Nordli?igen, 
Rothenburg  on  the  Tauber,  Hall  in  Suabia,  Nothwoil,  Überlingen,  Heilbrcn, 
Gemund  in  Suabia,  Mem?ningen,  Lindau,  Dunkelfpid,  Biberach,  Ra'-cetisbiirg, 
Schweinfurt,  Kempten,  Windßeim,  Kaufbeuren,  Weil,  Wangen,  If?iy,  Pful- 
iendorf,  Offenburg,  Leutkirchen,  Wimpfen,  Weißenburg  in  the  Nordgau, 
Gengenbach,  Zell  on  the  Hammerspach,  Buckhorn,  Aalen,  Bucban  on  the 
Federfee  and  Bcpßngen. 

§.41.  Exclufive  of  the  ftates  of  the  Empire  hitherto  defcribed,  there  are 
alfo  immediate  members  thereof,  but  thefe  are  no  ftates  of  the  Empire. 
To  this  clafs  belong 

1 .  Several  princes,  counts  and  lords,  who  partly  poflefs  immediate  eftates, 
and  at  Diets,  or  in  a  college  of  the  counts  of  the  Empire,  have  feat  and 
voice  ;  and  partly  who  though  they  have  no  immediate  eftates,  yet  at  Diets, 
or  in  a  college  of  counts,  enjoy  feat  and  voice. 

2.  The  free  immediate  knighthood  of  the  Empire,  which  confifts  partly 
of  families  of  counts,  but  principally  of  barons  and  nobles.  This  clafs  is 
divided  into  three  circles  of  knights,  namely,  into  the  Suabian,  Franconiaii 
and  Rhenijh ;  each  of  which  confifts  of  certain  parts,  ftyled  cantons,  quar- 
ters, or  places. 

3.  Several  cloifters,  colleges  of  canons  and  foundations,  fuch  as  the  cloifters 
of  Ottobeuren  in  Suabia,  Arenfeld  near  Saarbrücken,  Arnsburg,  &c. 

4.  Several  co-hereditary  places;  that  is  to  fay  certain  families  who  hold  a 
town,  citadel,  or  village,  <ic.  or  even  whole  diftrifts  in  common  ;  partly, 
m  order  to  proted:  each  other  againft  unjuft  violence,  and  partly,  on  ac- 
count of  other  ftipulations,  with  refpedt  to  fucceffion,  ßfr.  on  which  ftipu- 
lations,  and  the  ancient  cuftoms,  as  alfo  the  form  of  government  obferved 
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in  fuch  a  pkce,  the  whole  conftitution  of  a  foci-ety  rcÜs.  Some  of  thefe  are 
members  of  the  knighthood  of  the  Empire. 

5.  The  Schoppen  Stulh  or  aflize  in  the  imperial  city,  of  Aix  la  Chapelle, 
is  an  immediate  college. 

6.  Certain  immediate  villages  of  the  Empire,  as  namely,  Gocfcbeim  and 
Secnfcild  not  far  from  Schweinfurt,  the  protedor  of  which  is  the  bifliop  of 
Wurzburg^  together  with  the  four  villages  of  KahUorf,  Petcrsbach,  Bilmrg 
and  Wimgen,  &c.  Appertaining  to  the  imperial  prefedurate  oi  Wcißenburgm 
the  Nordgau,  are  alfo  certain  immediate  farms  in  Upper  Suabia,  and  the 
territory  of  Elwangen.  In  matters  of  religion  they  are  to  continue  under 
the  fame  regulations  as  they  flood  in  the  year  1624. 

§.  42,  The  Diet  of  the  Empire  is  an  ailembly  of  the  Emperor,   and  of 
all  the  ftates  thereof,  or  of  their  Envoys  and  plenipotentiaries,  in  order  to 
confult  about,    and  come  to  reiblutions  in  matters  which  concern  the  whole 
German  Empire.     This  Diet  is  fummoned  by  the  Emperor,  who  alfo,  after 
confultation  had  with  the  Eleftors,  appoints  the  time  and  place  for  it,  which 
latter   mufl:  be  within  the  German  dominions.     Should  it  once  ceafe,   yet 
it  mufl  be  renewed  at  leafl  every  ten  years.     The  firfl  Diet  of  an  Em- 
peror is  to  be  held  at  Nurenberg.     The  prefent  Diet  received  its  beginnino-  at 
Ratisbon'xn  1663,    and  has  been    hitherto  continued  without  a  new  fum- 
mons,  as  alfo  in  1713,  excepting  only  that  on  account  of  the  plague,  it 
was  removed  to  Augsburg;  and  in  1742  by  the  Emperor   Charles   VII.  for 
fome  years  to  Francfort.     The  fummons  is   performed  by  printed  patents 
fubfcribed  by  the  Emperor  himfelf,  which  are  fent  in  form  of  a  letter,  ufually 
fix  months  before  the  beginning  of  the  Diet,  to  each  flate  of  the  Empire 
in  particular,  and   at  the  fame  time  briefly  declares  the  occafion  of  their 
meeting  and  the  moft  important  matters  to  be  tranfad:ed  therein.      The 
Emperor  either  aflifls  at  in  peribn,  or  has  a  principal  commiflary,  who  to  this 
day  is  always  a  prince,   and  for  whofe  afiiflance  a  co-commiflary  is  ufually 
appointed,  who  is  generally  an  old  imperial  aulic  counfellor,   and  a  perfon 
of  learning,  and  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  noble  or  baron.     The  refpec- 
tive   flates  may  either  appear  themlelves,  or  by  their  envoys,  or  charge  an- 
other ftate  or  its  envoys  with  their  voice.     On   the  fide  of  the  flates  the 
Eledlor  of  Mentz,  or  his  envoys  bear  the  general  diredlory,  and  thefe  en- 
voys legitimate  themfelves,  or  fliew  their  credentials,  to  the  principal  com- 
miflary only,   who  makes  it   known  to  the  Empire   by  a  decree  of  com- 
miffion,  but  all  other  envoys  of  the  flates  legitimate  themfelves  as  well  to 
the  Eleflior  of  Mentz,  or  his  envoys,   as   to   the  imperial   principal   com- 
miflary.    The  flates  of  the  Empire  divide  in  their  confukations  into  three 
colleges ;    namely  into  the  electoral,  and  the  princely ;  the  latter  of  which 
comprehends  the  prelates,  counts  and  lords,   and   into  the   college  of  the. 
imperial  cities.     The  two  firfl  are  called  the  higher  colleges  of  the  Empire. 
Each  college,  has  a  principal  and  by-chamber  of  its  ©wn,  but  all  the  three 
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colleges  meet  to  hear  the  imperial  propofition,  as  alfo  at  the  exchanging  of 
the  conclufions  of  both  the  higher  colleges  againft  the  imperial  cities,  in  the 
hall  of  Correlatives-  In  each  college  a  refolution  is  made  by  a  majority 
of  voices  ;  but  when  matters  of  religion  are  difcufled,  or  fuch  in  which  the 
ftates  cannot  be  confidered  as  an  unanimous  body,  or  where  all  catholics 
are  of  one  opinion,  and  all  proteftants  of  another,  it  turns  not  on  a  majority 
f)f  voices.  If  all  the  three  colleges  be  unanimous,  a  refolution  of  the  three 
feveral  colleges  of  the  Empire,  and  from  thence  a  judgment  of  the  Empire, 
is  formed  for  the  ufe  of  the  Emperor  or  his  principal  commiflary  :  but  if 
two  colleges  only  are  unanimous,  their  refolution,  with  the  particular  cor.- 
clufion  of  the  third  is  delivered  into  the  imperial  commifTion,  inftead  of  a 
judgment  of  the  Empire.  When  the  Emperor  approves  either  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Empire,  or  the  conclufion  of  two  colleges,  an  obligatory  con- 
cluiion  of  the  Empire  arifes  out  of  it,  and  it  is  immediately  put  into  execu- 
tion, but  at  the  conclufion  of  a  Diet,  into  the  recefs  of  the  Empire. 

§.  43.  The  judicatories  of  the  Empire  are  partly  peculiar  or  lower,  and 
partly  general,  or  higher.  To  the  firft  clafs  belong  the  imperial  land- 
iudicatory  in  Upper  and  Loiccr  Suabia,  which  is  held  in  the  three  imperial 
"cities  of  Ravensburg,  Watigen  and  JJhy,  and  in  the  borough  oi  AltdorJ ; 
together  with  the  imperial  land-judicatory  of  the  burgraviate  of  Nuren- 
bcrg,  which  belongs  to  the  margrave  of  Brmidenburg,  and  is  held  at 
Anfpach ;  and  many  others,  in  particular,  the  imperial  aulic  judicatory  of 
Roihtveil,  which  among  the  lower  judicatories  of  the  Empire  is  the  prin- 
cipal, and  depends  folely  on  the  Emperor.  From  thefe  lower  judicatories 
of  the  Empire  hes  an  appeal  to  the  higher  ones,  which  ufually  extend  over 
all  immediate  and  mediate  members  thereof  {Bohemia,  Auflria,  Burgundy, 
and  horrain  excepted)  and  over  all  matters.  Their  fentences  put  a  final 
decifion  to  the  matters  in  debate.  Properly  fpeaking  as  well  the  immediate 
as  mediate  members  of  the  Empire  may  be  firft  brought  before  them  in 
the  fecond  inflance ;  but  there  are  likewife  matters,  which,  belong  thereto 
in  the  firfi:.  A  perfon  may  commonly  apply  either  to  the  one,  or  other, 
and  the  matter  muft  then  continue  in  that  judicatory,  where  it  was  firft 
commenced ;  but  there  are  alfo  certain  cafes,  which  belong  only  to  one  of 
both.  The  execution  of  the  fentences  palled  by  it,  when  regarding  me- 
diate members  of  the  Empire,  is  charged  on  the  lord  or  fovereign  ;  but 
when  they  refpe>5t  immediate  members,  to  the  fupreme  head  of  the  circle, 
in  v/hich  the  perfon  dwells,  againft  whom  the  fentence  is  pafled  ;  or  (which 
at  this  day  is  more  ufual)  on  the  fummoning  prince  of  the  circle.  The 
fupreme  judicatories  of  the  Empire  are  the  following,  viz. 

I .  The  imperial  aulic  council,  which  is  held  at  the  imperial  court  and 
depends  only  on  the  Emperor,  who  is  fupreme  head  and  judge  thereof,  to 
whom  alfo  in  all  matters  of  importance  a  judgment  is  exhibited  by  the  imperial 
aulic  council.  This  judicatory  confifts  of  a  prefident,  the  imperial  aulic  vice- 
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rbancellor,  a  vice-prefidcnt  (when  the  Emperor  is  pleafed  to  fill  up  that 
place)  a  number  of  imperial  aulic  counlellors,  (fix  of"  whom  mufl  always  be 
Lutherans,  and  of  thefe  one  who  fits  on  the  bench  of  lords,  has  ufuallv 
only  2600  florins  (alary;  whereas  a  judge  who  fits  on  the  bench  of  the  learned, 
has  4000,  togäther  with  other  advantages  and  immunitie-s,)  two  fecretaries, 
and  a  fiical  of  the  Empire.  To  this  clafs  alfo  belong  the  agents  of  the  im- 
perial aulic  council,  who  give  in  the  writings,  urge  the  refolutions,  &c.. 
The  prefcnt  regulation  of  the  imperial  aulic  council  was  prefcribed  in  1654^ 
by  the  Emperor  Fcrdinattd  III.  The  titular  imperial  aulic  counfellors,  to 
be  met  with  here  and  there  have  nothing  to  do  with  this  judicatory  of 
the  Empire. 

2.  The  imperial  and  chamber  judicatory  of  the  Empire  is  filled  by  the 
Emperor  and  flates  of  the  Empire  at  the  fame  time,  but  maintained  only 
by  the  latter.  It  is  held  at  prefent  in  the  imperial  city  of  Wetzlar,  and 
probably,  will  not  be  eafily  removed  from  thence.  Yet  in  1751  the  cham- 
ber judicatory  reprefented  to  the  aflembly  of  the  Empire  at  Ratisbon,  that 
it  could  no  longer  continue  at  Wetzlar,  and  that  it  wifhed  to  be  removed 
to  Francfort  on  the  Maine.  This  judicatory  confifts  of  a  chamber-judge, 
two  prefidents  of  the  chamber-judicatory  ;  one  of  whom  is  a  Roman  ca- 
tholic, and  the  other  a  Lutheran,  as  alio  of  a  number  of  affefTors  of  the 
chamber  judicatory  of  the  Empire,  of  whom  there  are  now  only  feventeen 
(namely,  nine  catholic  and  eight  Luther an^\)VX\,^  the  peace  oi  Wejlphalia  thev 
ought  to  be  fifty.  Thitherto  alfo  belong  a  general  and  advocate  fifcal,  to- 
gether with  thirty  procurators  and  a  number  of  advocates.  The  chamber- 
judicatory  has  alfo  a  chancery  of  its  own  and  a  treafurer,  who  has  the  di- 
redlion  of  the  chamber-terms  of  payment.  The  ordinance  of  chamber-judi- 
catory was  firfl  made  in  1495,  ^"^  frequently  afterwards,  but  particularly 
in  the  year  1555,  was  altered  and  improved  ;  and  in  the  following  times 
again  varioufly  explained,  improved  and  altered. 

§.  44.  The  taxes  of  the  Empire  and  the  like  imports  iliall  no  otherwife 
be  laid  on  by  the  Emperor  than  with  the  advice,  privity  and  confent  of  the 
Electors,  Princes  and  States  at  general  Diets.  Thefe  taxes,  Gfc.  are  partly 
ordinary,  and  partly  extraordinary.  The  former  are  what  are  ftyled  the 
chamber-terms,  or  the  money,  which  each  flate  of  the  Empire  is  to  con- 
tribute annually  for  the  maintaining  of  the  chamber-judicatory  of  the 
Emperor  and  Empire.  The  proportion  of  this  may  be  learnt  from  the 
Matrkula  of  the  chamber.  By  virtue  of  that,  which  in  1719,  was  received 
and  had  the  preference  given  to  it  by  a  refolution  of  the  Empire,  confirmed 
by  the  Emperor,  and  which  is  to  be  feen  in  counfellor  Schnaufe's  Corp.  jur. 
publ.  S.  R.  imperii  acad.  p.  1 540  Seq.  of  the  edition  of  1 745,  all  circles 
are  at  each  term,  two  of  which  are  yearly  to  be  paid,  to  give  39,098  rix- 
dollars,  thirty-three  kruitzers.  But  on  one  hand  thefe  chamber-terms  are 
ill  paid,  in  fo  much  that  in  the  year   1753  the  Empire  was  indebted  to  the 
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chamber-judicature  in  654013  rixdollars.     On  the  other  hand,  as  numerous 
are  the  complaints,  that  the  Matriculah  imperfeä:  and  the  dates  not  pro- 
portionally rated.     The  extraordinary  taxes  here  are  fuch,  as  are   frequently 
granted  by  the  flates,  in  cafes  of  neceflity,  at  the  defire  of  the  Emperor ; 
•    namely,    for  inftance,  for  the    fupport  of  the   Emperor,  or  of  the  army 
of  the  Empire,  or  the  forts  thereof,  fuch  as   Philipsburg  and  Kehl,  as  alfo 
of  Mefitz,  or  for  the  war  againft  the  Turks,  the  expences  of  an  embafly 
of  the  Empire,  the  building  or  maintaining  of  the  forts  againft  the  Turks, 
the  eredlion  of  a  houfe  for  the  chamber-judicatory,  for  the  prefent  intended 
commanding  general  of  the  Empire,  &c.     The  granting  of  thefe  happens 
in  Germany  according  to   what  is  called  Roman  months,  which  denomina- 
tion  deduces   its   original  from   thofe  times,  in    which    the    Emperors,  in 
order  to  receive  the  papal  coronation,  took  a  journey  to   Rome,  and    the 
German  ftates  of  the  Empire   were  bound  to  conduct  them  with  a  certain 
number  of  men,  confifting  of  horfe  and  foot,  for  fix  months  at  their  own 
cxpence  :  or  to  pay  twelve  florins  monthly  for  a  horfe-man,    and  for  a 
footman  four,  which  money  obtained  the  name  of  Roman  months.     This 
foot  or  ftandard  was  afterwards  retained,  and  the  rate  of  each  ftate,  either 
in  men  or  money,  fettled  in  what  is  called   the  Matricula  of  the  Empire. 
But  though  certain  Roman  months  were  frequently  granted  the  Emperor, 
yet  they  were  not  however  duly  paid.     A  Roman  month  ought  to  bring  in 
5S280  florins. 

§.  45.  The  Emperor  cannot  commence   a   war  of  the   Empire  without 
the  confent  of  the  EletSors,  Princes,  and  States  thereof  obtained    at   open 
Diet.     But  when  the  Empire  refolves   upon  a  war,  the  generality  of  the 
Empire  (of  which  the  field-marflial  general  thereof  is  the  head)  with  the 
directors  and  councellors  of  the  military  council  are  to  be  named  by  the  Em- 
peror and  the  whole  body  of  the  ftates,  and  thofe  to  an  equal  number  of 
both  religions,  who,  together  with  the   whole  army,  are  taken  into  the 
homage  of  the   Emperor   and    Empire.     The  war  is  alfo  to  be  carried  on 
agreeably  to   the  ordinances   of  the   Empire,  the  ordinance  of  execution, 
the  peace  of  Wejlphalia,  and  the  conclufions  of  the  Empire,  pafled  in  fuch 
warlike  cafes  thereof     The  oldeft  field-marflial,  without  diftindtion  of  reli- 
gion, enjoys  the  command  over  the  army.     But  at  prefent  no  direäors  and 
councellors  of  the  military  council  of  the  Empire  are  any  longer  called  in, 
the  war  having  hitherto  been  generally  managed  by  the  Emperor  and  his 
aulic  military  council.     Of  the   body  of  men,  which  the  Empire  unani- 
moufly  agreed  to,  and  promifed  to  fupply,  feldom  one  half  appear  aäualJy 
in  the  field,  not  to  mention  the  ufual  defeats  and  confufions  in  the  fmall 
bod)'  which  adtually  takes  it.     The  Emperor  is  to  conclude  no  peace  with- 
out  the  priv4ty  and  confent  of  the  Eleftors,  Princes,  and  States. 

§.  46.  And   now  alfo   we  are  previoufly  to  explain  the  partition  of  the 
German  Empire  into  circles.     The  Emperor  Wenzel  was  the  firft  who  at- 
tempted 
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tempted  to  divide  the  ftates  of  the   Empire  into  four  parts  or  circle?,  of 
which  his  land-peace,  fet  up  in    1383  at  Nurenherg,  is  a  proof,    but  that 
did  not  fucceed  :  Afterwards,  however,  the  Emperors  Sigifmt/nd  in  1415, 
1427,^  H35)  ^"'-^  '^^^  other  Diets,   as   ahb  Albrccht  II.  in  the  year  1438, 
referred  thereto.     The  latter  of  thefe  two    Emperors  likewife    at  the  Diet 
at   Nurenburg,   in   the   faid   year,  divided  the  Empire  into  four,  and  im- 
mediately after,  at  another  Diet,  into  fix  circles  :  But  thefe  divifions  never 
came   to  any  thing.     For  the  better  maintaining  of  the  land-peace,  Max- 
imilian I.   at  the  Diet  of  Augsburg  in  the  year    1500,   divided    Germany 
into  the  fix  following  circles ;  namely  the  Frankijh  o:  Franconia??,  Bavarian, 
Suabian,  Upper-Rheniß),  Weflphalian,  and   Saxon;  but  in  this  divifion   nei- 
ther the    Eledlors  oi  Außria,  Burgundy,  nor  Bohemia  were  included.     For 
this  reafon   there I'ore  in    1512,  at   the  Diet  of  Cologn   the  Außrian,  Bur- 
gundian,  eleÄoral  or  Lower-Rhcnißj,  and   Upper-Saxon  circles  were  added, 
and  the   whole  eredion   of  ten  circles  wa^,  in    1521,  eftabliflied  at   the 
Diet  of  Worms,  and  in    1522,  at  the  Diet  of  Nurenberg.     Thefe  circles 
ferve  for  the  maintenance  and  promotion  of  the  internal  peace  and  fecurity 
of  the  Empire,  for  the  repelling  of  hoffile  violence,  for  the   better  exa- 
mination   and   difpofal  of  luch  things   as   regard  the  common   good  ;  for 
the  more  juft   divifion   and   collection  af  the   aids  granted  by  the  Empire, 
either  in   men  or  money ;  for  the  putting  in    execution   the  fentenees    of 
the  fupreme  judicatory  of  the  Empire  againft  tile  ftates  thereof;  for  no- 
minating the  affeffors  of  the  chamber-judicatory  ;  for  preventing  or  remedy- 
ing the  diforders  in  the  taxes,  coinage,  &c.     Thefe  circles   have   not  any 
fufficient  regulations  among  themfelves  with  rcfpedt  to  precedence,   but  are 
ranked  very  differently  in  the  ordinances,  receffes,  and  acSts  of  the  Empire. 
If  we  confider,  however,  the  rank   of  the  alfcflbrs  of  the  chamber-judi- 
catory as  prefented  by  the   circles,  and    the   regulations  fhpulated  between 
fome  of  them,  or   otherwife   derived,  the   following   order   of  the   circles 
will  appear :    viz.    the  Außrian,  the  Burgundian,  the  Eledtoral   Rheniß:, 
the  Franconian,  the  Siiabian,  the    Upper-Rhenißj,  the  Lower-RIjeniß.^-Weß- 
phalian,  the  Upper  and  Lower-Saxon. 

This  divifion  of  the  circles,  however,  is  imperfed:.  For,  i.  All  ftates 
and  dominions  of  the  German  Empire  are  not  comprized  in  thefe  circles : 
For  inftance,  Bohemia,  Moravia,  the  Lußitias,  the  Silefias.  the  nobility  of 
the  Empire,  and  in  fome  circles  certain  immediate  counties  and  fcigniories 
thereof,  are  without  feat  or  voice  at  the  Diets  of  thefe  circles.  2.  In 
fetding  the  circles,  a  fufficient  regard  was  not  had  to  the  fituation  of  the 
countries :  For  inftance,  a  part  of  the  territories  belonging  to  the  Aißrian 
circle  lies  fcattered  over  all  Suabia,  and  fome  countries  of  the  Upper-Rheni ßj 
lie  alfo  therein,  whereas  all  thefe  countries  might  more  properly  be  added  to 
the  Suabian  circle.  The  prefent  confufion  of  the  countries  of  the  Weßphalian, 
the  YXtOvofA-Rheniß,  and  the  Upper-Rheniß)  circles,  Gff.  would  alfo  have 
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been  avoided  thereby.  3.  Sometimes  certain  flates  of  the  Empire  arc 
reckoned  in  a  circle,  which  notwithftanding  have  no  immediate  lands  therein, 
nay  in  general,  are  not  at  all  poffcfled  of  fuch.  Thus  the  princely  houfe 
of  Thurn  and  "Taxis  is  reckoned  in  the  ftate  of  the  Eledoral  Rhenijh  circle, 
without  having  an  immediate  property  therein.  The  counts  of  Flate  have 
all,  relatively  to  the  county  of  Halkrmund^  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets 
of  the  circle  of  Wejlphalia,  and  yet  are  poffefled  of  nothing  in  that  county. 

Each  circle  may  at  pleafure  aflume  new  members.  Some  have  gained 
an  increafe  ;  but  others,  in  particular  the  Uppcf-RJjenißi  circle,  have  de- 
creafed.  In  conformity  to  juflice  no  individual  flate  of  a  circle  ought  to 
withdraw  itfelf  therefrom  ;  yet  notwithftanding  this  is  what  is  done. 

With  refpedt  to  religion  the  circles  are  divided  partly  into  fuch  as  are 
wholly  catholic,  namely,  the  Außrian  and  Burgiindiari ;  partly  into  fuch 
as  are  wholly  proteftant,  which  are  thofe  of  Upper  and  Lower-Saxony ; 
and  partly  into  a  mixed,  to  which  all  the  others  belong. 

The  circles  have  each  their  fummoning  Princes  who  appoint  the  meet- 
ings of  feparate  circles,  regulate  their  Diets,  receive  all   matters  addreffed 
to  them,  and  communicate  them  to  other  dates ;  execute  the  lentences  of 
the  fupreme  courts  of  the  Empire  pafled  againfl  a  ftate  of  their  circle,  &c. 
Among   the  fix   oldefl   circles  each  has  two   fuch   fummoning  Princes ; 
natnely,  a  fpiritual  and  temporal  one  ;  but  among  the  four  latter  they  have 
only  each  one.     The  latter  are  alfo  at  the  fame  time  diredors  of  the  circles ; 
and  in  that  of  Bavaria  both  the  fummoning  Princes  are  likewife  direftors ; 
but  in  the  five  remaining  circles  only  one  of  them  diredor  thereof.     Every 
circle  too,  according   to  the   laws  of  the  Empire  ought   to   choofe   and 
have  a  fuperior  of  the  circle,  who  was  formerly   denominated  captain  of 
it ;  but  at  prefent  has  many  times  tlie  title,   as   general  field-marflial,  Gfr. 
and  is  to  have  the  command  and  fupreme  infpedion  of  all  the  foldiers  and 
train   of  artillery  of  that  circle :    But  fome  have  never  had  one,    and  in 
others  this  office  is  laid  a  fide ;  infomuch  that  at  prefent  the  Franconian  and 
Vpper-Rheniß  circles  alone  have  a  fuperior.     Each  fuperior,   however,  of 
a  circle  is  to  have  his  afi"ociate,  from  whom  the  firft  is  called  the  ordinary. 
I  pafs  over  in  filence  the  other  fmaller  officers  of  the  circles. 

The  interefl  of  the  Empire  and  circle  is  to  be  confulted  at  the  Diets 
thereof  Such  Diets  of  the  circle,  are  either  general  when  the  fummoning 
Princes,  and  with  them  alfo  the  ordinaries  and  afibciates  of  every  circle 
meet  together  and  are  fummoned  by  the  Eledlor  of  Mentz,  but  thefe  are 
very  rarely  held,  and  at  this  day  are  no  longer  to  be  hoped  for  j  or, 
they  are  appointed  by  fingle  circles,  a  method  which  has  never  been  prac- 
tifed  in  the  Außrian  and  Burgundian  circles,  as  each  of  thefe  is  fubjecft  to 
one  lord  only ;  nor  in  the  Upper  and  Lower  Saxon  circles,  on  account  of 
internal  difgufts ;  but  in  the  reft  it  has  been  obferved,  and  that  too  in 
üich  a  manner,  as  that  either  all   the  ftates  come  together  or  onjy  Diets 
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of  delegates  are  appointed.  If  in  a  circle  the  feveral  degrees  of  dates 
be  prefent,  they  ufually  divide  themklves  at  Diets  of  the  circle  into  five 
benches;  namely,  into  thofe  of  the  fpiritual  and  temporal  princes,  pre- 
lates, counts,  lords  and  cities  of  the  Empire.  The  Eledlors  fit  on 
the  bench  of  the  princes.  Ever  fince  the  year  1691  the  French  wars 
have  frequently  given  occafion  to  an  aflbciation  of  the  four  circles  of  the 
Empire,  which  lie  ncareft  the  Rhi}ie,  the  view  of  which  aflbciation  has 
been  their  common  defence  as  well  as  that  of  the  Empire.  Laftly  for 
the  benefit  of  the  coinage,  by  the  Franconiati,  Suabian,  and  Bavarian 
circles  are  held  alternately  at  Niirenberg,  Augsburg,  and  Ratisbofi,  and 
fummoned  by  the  bifhop  of  Bamberg,  what  are  called  probation  Diets  for 
the  regulation  of  the  mint. 

§.  47.  In  the  laft  place  we  are  alfo  to  mention  the  fiefs,  belonging  to 
the  Emperor  and  Empire  in  Italy,  which  I  have  already,  indeed  mentioned,  in 
Vol.  II.  but  thefe  muft  be  recited  here  again.  The  Emperor  in  the  laft  ca- 
pitulation of  eledion  promifed  uprightly  to  preferve  thefe  fiefs  of  the  Empire 
and  to  fee,  that  be  duly  received  and  renewed,  as  occafion  ftiall  offer, 
as  alfo  that  they  the  fiefs  as  well  as  the  feoffees  be  defended  againft  all  unjuft 
violence.     But  thefe  fiefs  are  at  the  imperial  court  divided 

1 .  Into  thofe  oiLombardy,  of  which  there  are  thirteen;  and  among  them  the 
dutchies  of  Milan,  Mantua  and  Montferat,  together  with  all  the  principali- 
ties of  the  houfe  of  Gonzaga,  and  the  principality  of  Mirandola, 

2.  The  Ligurian,  of  which  there  are  nineteen,  of  thefe  the  princes  of 
Uoria  are  poffeffed  of  the  chief. 

3 .  The  Bononian,  of  which  there  are  twenty,  and  among  them  are  the 
duices  of  Modena,  and  Ferrara,  together  with  the  princes  Spinola,  Uoria,  &c. 

4.  The  Tufcan,  of  which  there  are  ten,  and  among  them  alfo  the 
grand  dutchy  of  Tufcany  or  Florence,  Piombino,  Soramo,  Comacchio,  &c, 

5.  The  Tirnifani,  of  which  there  are  eleven,  and  among  them  the  princes 
oi  Mafia,  Malafpifia,  &c. 
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KINGDOM  OF  BOHEMIA. 

Including  Moravia,  Austrian  Silesia,    and  Lusatia; 
which  are  not   comprehended  in   any  Circle. 


§.  I,  ^TT^HE  beft  chart  of  Bohemia  was  delineated  by  Gn'glnger,  but  a 
_f^  better,  was  afterwards  drawn  by  Mgid  Sadeler ;  and  a  better 
ftill  by  Maurice  Vogt ;  but  the  beft  of  all  has  been  executed  by  Capt.  John 
Chrißopher  Muller,  on  twenty-five  fheets  at  the  command  of  the  Emperor, 
and  at  the  expence  of  the  feveral  ftates  therein.  From  this  chart  he  afterwards 
made  a  general  one,  which  was  a  fecond  time  publiftied  with  fome  improve- 
ments by  Homa?ins,  heirs.  In  the  Atlas  of  Germany  executed  by  the  latter, 
this  makes  the  tenth  chart.  In  N°  9  of  the  Atlas  we  alfo  find  a  new  chart 
taken  in  1 747,  by  M.  Mayer,  containing  the  Kingdom  of  Bohemia,  Sileßa, 
Moravia  and  Lufatia. 

§.  2.  Bohemia  (in  Gennan)  Boierheim,  Boiheim,  Boheim,  and  corruptly 
Böhme?!,  that  is,  the  home  abode  or  feat  of  the  Boii)  obtains  its  name 
from  the  Boii  the  ancient  inhabitants  thereof,  a  people  of  the  Celtc^,  who 
together  with  the  Helvetii,  dwelt  in  the  Hercynian  foreft,  and  in  the  reign 
of  Augußus  were  expelled  by  the  Marcomanni.  This  country  is  bounded 
to  the  north  by  Mifiiia,  Lußitia  and  Sileßa  ;  to  the  weft  by  the  circle  of  the 
Erzgebirge,  the  Vogtland,  the  margraviate  of  Culmbach,  and  the  upper 
Palatinate  ;  to  the  fouth  by  Bavaria  and  Außria  ;  and  to  the  eaft  by  Mora- 
via, Sileßa  and  the  county  of  Glatz.  Its  extent  is  at  moft  but  nine  hun- 
dred fquare  German  miles. 

§.  3.  It  is  on  allfides  environed  with  high  mountains,  and  large  thick  woods ; 
among  the  former,  towards  Sileßa,  lies  the  Rießei7gebirge,  by  the  Bohemians 
czWcd  Krkonojky  Hory ,  m  hatm  Cerconoßi  Montes  ;  but  among  the  latter,  the 
Bpbemian  wood,  which  divides  that  Kingdom  from  Mifiiia,  Tkuringia,  and 
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■Francon'ia,  is  particularly  worthy  of  obfervation.  T\\q  Mileßoii)  in  the  circl^ 
of  Leicfmeritz  is  laid  to  be  the  higheft  mountain  in  the  whole  country 
Bohemia  lies  high,  as  the  rivers,  which  arifc  therein  prove,  is  for  the  moffc 
part  level,  enjoys  a  wann,  pleafant  and  wholefomc  air,  a  foil  fat,  and  in 
certain  places  only  fandy.  It  is  very  fertile  in  corn,  confiderable  quantities 
of  which  are  exported  frona  thence ;  particularly  from  the  circle  of  the 
Erzgebirge  is  exported  buck-wheat,  millet,  garden  and  orchard  fruits,  and 
excellent  hops.  It  lilcewifc  produces  faffron,  ginger,  calamus  and  what  is 
called  a  manna  (but  by  the  Bohemians  otherwife  named  Ber,  being  much 
the  fame  with  the  pannick,  or  fox-tail)  has  alfo  good  red  wines,  among 
which  that  of  Miehiic/ar,  and  in  particular,  the  fweet  and  ftrong  Podßalßy, 
which  grows  near  Aiifzg,  is  principally  cfteemed.  It  yields  likewife  good 
pafture,  numerous  droves  of  cattle,  together  with  excellent  chaces, 
and  wild  fowl,  as  alfo  bears,  lynxes,  wolves,  foxes,  martens,  badgers,  bea- 
vers and  otters ;  with  weli-tafted  fiili  of  all  kinds  in  the  rivers  and  ponds. 

In  ancient  times,  indeed,   at  Slaney,  Bilifia,  and  near  the  village  of  yitif- 
fiivitz,  which  lies  in  the  territory  of  the  cloyfter  of  Topkr,  as  alfo  near  the 
village  of  Erlehach  in  the  territory  of  Egra,  were  fait  works,  but  thefe 
are  gone  to  decay.     In  other  places  too  fait  fprings  have  been  found  ;  and 
Balbin  f;\ys,  that  in  the  circle  of  Prachnier  near  MohoJJvice  is  a  mountain,, 
containing  fal-gem ;   but  at  prefent  they  neither  boil  nor  dig  fait  in  Bohemia., 
but  have  it  from  other  countries.     The  fealed  earth,   which  is  found  near 
Jablon,  the  holy  mountain  of  Leivifj,  one  mile  diftant  from  Chuhn^  and  in 
other  places,    is  good,    Mufcovy-'^zk  and  ftone-coal  are  alfo  to  be  found 
here.  At  Chomutau  too  and  Falkcnmi  confiderable  quantities  of  alum  are  pre- 
pared.    At  Falke?iau  TiXio  fulphur  and  vitriolic- water  is  found.     Gold,  indeed, 
is  likewife  to  be  met  with   here,   but  at  prefent  is  not  fought  for,  manv 
rivers  too  in  it  bear  this  precious  commodity  in  their  flreams.     The  belt 
lilver  mine-works  at  this  day  in  Bohemia  are  thofe  of  the  Kuttenbmg  in  the 
circle  of  Czaßau.     Thofe  of  the  Piljher  and  Bechiner  circle,  and  tl:iofe  alio 
in  the  territory  of  Eienbogen  are  fmaller.     Near  Knipka,  Slawkow,  Lau- 
ter bach  and  Schonfeld  are  fome  good  mines  of  tin.     Iron  too  is  here  and 
there  to  be  found.     Copper-ore  is  principally  met  witli  at  Dreyhacken  m 
the  territory   of  Eienbogen.     Lead-ore,   quick-filver  and  lalt-petre  are  alfo 
found  here.     Above   one  hundred  towns  and  places,  may  be  named  where 
mine-works   have  been  eftabliflied.     All  kinds  of  marble  are  likewife  dug 
in  Bohemia.     Among   the  precious    floncs   here  are  diamonds,    to  whicli 
not  a  beautiful   luftre,  but    a    proper  hardnefs  only  is  wanting;  which  is 
alfo  the  cafe  with  its  rubies  and  chryfolitcs ;    emeralds,  granates,  faphires, 
topazes,    amethyfts,    hyacinths,     berills,    carbuncles,  jafper,  chalcedonies, 
turquoifes,    cornelians,   ^c.    The   filver,    and  in  part,    milk-wliite   pearls, 
which  are  gathered  at  different  places  in  this  Kingdom  in  particular  in  the 
Wataiaa  and  JVlatanva,  are  very  beautiful.     Lnftly  it  boafts  alfo  wholefomc 
Vol..  IV.  I  minera'l 
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waters,  as  namely  the  warm  baths  of  Carhbad  and  Tcpliiz,  the  cold  bath 
of  the  Kukusbnmn  in  the  circle  of  Konigingratz,  and  the  acid  fprings  not 
far  from  Egra.,  and  at  Defny.  Concerning  the  principal  rivers  of  the 
country,  the  Elbe  has  its  rile  in  Boheinia.,  and  that  in  the  circle  of  Ko- 
nigingratz  becoming  inftantly  navigable  at  Lentmeritz.  At  Mchnick  it 
receives  the  Moldau  or  Mulda^  (in  the  Bohemian  language  the  Wlataica) 
which  receives  its  fource  in  the  circle  of  Prackincr ;  and  near  Lcutmerifz 
the  Egrn,   having  its  rile  on  the  Fi'chtelberg. 

§.  4.  The  ten  principal  liighways  leading  from  Prague  through  the  whole 
country,  are  now  made  in  a  direä;  line,  which  are,  in  many  places,  fecured- 
by  mafonry,  the  hollow  parts  being  filled  up,  and  on  both  fides,  for  the  ca  - 
Fving  oif  of  the  water,  deep  trenches  are' cut.  This  ufeful  labour  ccft 
fome  millions  of  florins,  though  the  fouagers  muft  give  their  labour  gratis. 
At  each  ftation  two  kruitzcrs  of  v/ay- money  are  given  for  a  horfe. 

Bohemia  was  formerly  abundantly  fupplied  with  towns,  boroughs,  vil- 
lages, caftles,  and  men.  In  the  days  of  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II.  were 
computed  in  it  34700  villages,  732  great  and  fmall  towns,  124  caftles., 
in  Bohcwian,  Zat?iky.,  feats  of  the  nobility,  in  their  language  I'lerzy, 
unnumbered,  and  above  three  millions  of  inhabitants.  From  a  table  ex- 
ecuted in  1596  at  the  command  of  the  flatcs  it  appears  that  at  that  time 
in  the  diftridts  of  the  royal  chamber  were  14373  fi'bjedrs  and  132  parifhes,. 
in  the  lords  diftrift  67125  fubieds,  and  517  pariüies ;  in  the  knights  dif- 
tri(fl  54413  fubjefts,  and  520  pariflies ;  of  the  royal  towns  45g,  their 
iubjedls  5326,  and  parilhes  10 1;  of  the  fubjeds  of  the  ecclcfiaflics  7339,- 
and  their  paridies  72  y  of  the  barons  and  knights  towns  48,  their  fuhJeCts 
2282,  and  their  pariOiies  24;  but  of  the  pofleffors  of  free  cflates  in  Bc- 
hemiän,  Sivobodnicy,  there  were  no  lefs  than  333  :  Confequently  throughout 
the  whole  kingdom  were  150858  fettled  fubjeds,  1366  pariflies,  and 
97  royal  and  baron  towns.  Paul  Aretinus,  in  his  chart  of  Bohetiiia,  pub- 
lilhed  in  the  year  161 9,  exhibits  722  great  and  fmall  towns,  200  flrong 
eaftles  and  3377  knights  feats.  Balbifz  out  oi  Wenz.  Hagek's  An7ial  Boh. 
furni(hes  us  with  a  lift  of  108  greater,  and  above  300  fmaller  towns,  v^'hich 
v/ere  formerly  in  this  kingdom.  But  at  prefent  it  appears  very  defolate  in  com- 
parifon  of  its  former  ftate.  During  the  inteftine  religious  wars,  and  in  the 
ihcceeding  irruptions  of  the  Swedes,  moft  of  the  towns,  caftles,  and  villages  in 
Bohemia  were  laid  wafte,  infomuch  that  at  prefent  it  contains  only  one  hundred 
and  five  great  and  fmall  towns  j  viz.  Prague  the  capital,  together  with  thirty- 
one  other  royal  towns,  nine  royal  dowery  or  jointure  ones,  two  common  mine 
tjwns,  twelve  exempted  mine-towns,  three  royal  mine-towns,  and  forty-feven 
baron-tov/ns ;  in  general  228  places,  which  hold  fairs,  and  not  much 
above  6000  villages.  The  number  of  feigniories,  farms,  and  eftates  in  it 
amounts  nearly  to  1451.  The  number  of  the  inhabitants  is  alfo  confiderably 
decreafed,  and  Balhin  aflerts  tliat  not  the  tenth  part  of  the  former  number

remains  at  prefcnt,  and  that  the  modern  Bobcmia  is  fcarce  the  fliadow  of 
what  it  was  tbrmcrly.  In  the  year  162,  and  in  the  three  or  four  fucceedinT 
years,  to  the  number  of  30000  fixed  families  quittc'd  this  country,  not 
to  mention  women,  children,  handycrafts-men,  and  others;  and  the  greatcH: 
part  of  the  nobility  alio  who  retired.  For  tiiis  reafon  an  attentive  traveller 
tinds  the  towns,  boroughs,  villages  and  highways  in  Bohemia  very  defolate. 
§.  5.  The  Bohemians  are  fond  of  the  appellation  of  Czechowe  which  is 
derived  from  the  famous  Czech,  who  is  rauch  celebrated  by  their  hi ftorians, 
and  brought  thither  by  the  Slavi,  by  which  name  they  are  alfo  called  by  the 
people  that  fpeak  the  Slavordck.  The  pealants  here  are  bondmen  to  their 
lords,  and  the  hard  yoke  which  galls  them  appears  to  be  the  caufe  as  well 
of  their  ftiff  neckednefs  as  of  their  indolence,  which  latter,  among  other 
things,  is  obfervable  in  the  wretched  condition  of  their  villari-es,  'thoueh 
wood  is  to  be  found  here  in  great  plenty,  and  building  not  expenlive 
among  them.  In  the  year  1679,  a  great  part  of  them  raifed  an  infur- 
reftion  on  account  of  the  heavy  bondage  they  laboured  under,  but  for 
this  they  v/ere  wholly  ftript  of  the  fmall  remains  of  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges which  they  enjoyed.  The  owners  of  free  eftates,  who  are  called  iri 
their  language  Sivobodnicy,  Dicdinicy,  and  Napra-wjiicy,  are  at  prefent  but 
few  in  number.  To  the  landed-ftates  belong  the  prelates,  lords,  knightsj 
and  towns.  The  prelates  here  are  the  archbiflaop  of  Prague,  with  the 
bilhops  of  Lcutmeiitz  and  Konigingratz,  the  canons  and  capitulars  of  the 
metropolitan  church  of  St.  Veit  in  the  citadel  of  Prague,  among  whom 
the  vice-billiop  or  fufFragan,  and  provoft  of  the  collegiate-church  is  ftiled 
the  firft  prelate  in  the  kingdom,  together  with  twenty-one  provofts  and 
ahbots ;  namely,  the  provolfs  of  St.  Peter  and  Paid  in  the  JVifeherad  and 
Old  Bunzlau,  the  general  and  grand  mafter  of  the  order  of  knighthood 
of  the  holy  crofs  with  the  red  liar,  the  abbots  and  provofts  o^  Braunaii, 
Sedlec  and  Skalice,  of  Mount  Sion  and  Muhlhavfen,  in  the  Carljhof  :A  Prague, 
as  alfo  Montferat,  commonly  called  Emaus  in  New  Prague.  Hthcnjurt, 
Sccau,  Kladrau,  Doran,  St.  Corona,  Cbotießoiv,  Topi,  St.  'John  under  the 
rock,  and  St.  Kilian  m  the  Wafferhof]  König ffaal  n^iw  St.  Procopius  on  the 
river  Safaioa  ;  near  St.  Nicolas  in  Old  Prague,  Plafs,  and  Ofg.  The  ftate 
of  "lords  conlifts  of  princes,  counts,  and  barons.  Since  the  year  1490  m.any 
knights  have  been  received  into  the  flate  of  lords;  and  fince  the, 
defeat  of  the  Hußtes  on  the  White  Mountain  feveral  foreign  families  of 
note  have  alfo  been  added  to  it,  and  eftates  and  feigniories  either  made* 
theirs  by  the  donations  of  the  Kings,  or  by  purchafe.  Since  the  days  of 
King  Wlad!ßausl\.  many  of  the  ftate  of  burghers  have  been  raifed  into' 
that  of  knights,  partly  at  the  Diets  by  the  knights  themfelves,  and  pardy  by- 
royal  letters  of  nobility.  To  the  towns,  which  have  the  privilege  of  appear- i 
ing  at  the  Diets,  belong  to  the  royal  towns.  Thefe  Diets  were  fummoned  once"' 
ä  year  by  the  King,  and  ulually  held  at  PnT^-f/d«.       ■'-    ■•■  ■■   '■•      ■■''    .■"'

harflier  than  the  dialedt  of  the  neighbouring  people  who  fpeak  Slavonickj 
as  they  change  the  confonants  and  in  particular  the  /,  more  into  vowels. 
Formerly  the  Bohemians  ufed  the  fame  letters  with  the  Rußicws;  but  irv 
the  time  of  Boleßaus  the  Good.,  the  Lol'm  was  introduced  among  them. 
Tiiere  is  alfo  much  German  fpoke  in  the  country. 

§.  6.  The  Bohemians  are  fuppofcd  to  have  received  the  Chriftian  fa-th  fa 
early  as  the  fixth  century  :  But  it  is  more  certain   that  they  were  inftrudted 
therein  by  the  Greek  brethren  Methodius  and    Cyrily  (the  latter   of  whom, 
was  at  firfl:  called  Conßajitinus')  about  the  middle  of  the  ninth  century:  And 
hence  alfo  at  firfl:  the  Greek  religion  and  Gufloms  were  in  ufe  among  them 
till  Bch'ßaiis  the  Good  introduced  the  Komiß:  method  of  worfhip  there.     In 
the  fifteenth  century   ^John  Militz  began   to  preach  againft  the  Pope   and 
Romafi-czxhoWc  clergy,  and  Matthias  yanonv  trod  in  his   ffeps.     The  latter 
was  likewife  followed  by  John  Hufs,  Jerom  oi  Prague,  and  Jacob  i-on  Mifai- 
who  partly  in  the  fourteenth,  but  partly  and  chiefly  in  the  filteenth  century, 
oppofed  many  doftrines   and  abufcs  of  the  7^<5OT^;7-catholic  church.     This 
at  the  council  of  Conftance   brought   Hufs  and  JerojTie   to  the  flake,  and 
put  their  adiaerents,  the  greateft  part  of  whom  were  Bohemians,  under  the 
bann,  upon  which  they  were  fo  irritated  that  on  this   account  a    bloody 
war  broke   out,  which  continued    for  many   years.      The    Ilußites   chole 
Nie.  von  Hußinetz,  and  John  von  Trocknoiü,  or  Zijka,  for  their  leaders,  and 
on  a  mountain  in  the  circle  of  Becbifier,  pitched  a  camp  for  the   fecurity 
of  themfelves  and  their   religious  aflemblies ;  but  this   was  foon  changed 
into   a  town,  which  gave  occafion  to  their  being  called  Taborzi  or  Tabo- 
rites ;  Tabor  in  the  Bohemian  language  fignifying  a  camp.     A  part  of  the 
people,  who  fided  with  the  majority  of  the  Hußtes  and  principally  longed 
after  the  participation  of  the  cup  in  the  Lord's  Supper,  obtained  the  name 
of  Calixtincs,  and  after  the  death  of  Zißca  a  part  alfo  called   themfelves ' 
Orphans,     The  Calixtiyies,  in  the  year   1433,  came  to  an   agreement  with 
the    council   of  Baßl^    and  obtained  the  ufe    of    the    cup,    which    was 
permitted  to  every  one ,    but  in   other   refpefts   they  complied   with   the 
cuftoms  of  the    /Jöw//Z)-church.      On    the    contrary,    the   Taboritet  were 
neither   by  allurements,  threatnings,    or  perfecutions,  to  be    brought  over 
to  a   reunion   with  the  Romißi  church.     They  continued   conflandy  im- 
proving   their  fyftem   of  doftrine    and    church-difcipline,    bid  farewel   to 
war  and  difputes,  and  called  themfelves  afterwards  the  Bohemian  brethren 
or  the  brothers  of  the   law  of  Chrift,  as  alfo  the  united   brethren :  But  in. 
1 547  the  greater  part  of  them  were   banillied   their  country,  upon   which 
they  betook   themfelves,  to  Poland  and  Prußia.     In  the  fixteenth  century, 
however,  the  Lutherans  encreafed  confiderably  in  Bohemia.,  and  the  greateft 
part  of  the  Calixtines  alfo  embraced  the  reformed  religion,  addicting  them- 
felves to  Lutheranifm.      Maximilian  II.  who  in  the  year   1567,  in  con- 
fequence  of  the  deiire  of  the  ilates,  had  taken  off  at  a  Diet  the  above- 
mentioned 
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mentioned  agreement,  which  was  made  in  the  reign  of  King  Si'rißmirid, 
permitting  every  one  full  liberty  of  confcience,  eftablifhed,   in   1575,  ^t 
a  Diet,  the  Lutheran  confefTion  of  faith,  promifing  the  adherers  thereto  all 
the  liberty  they  could  wifli,  which  was  granted  ftill  more  flrongly  in  1609 
by  Rudolph  II.  by  means  of  what  is  called  the  brief  or  letter  of  Majefty, 
in   which  the   proteflant  ftates  were  not  only  permitted  the  free  exercife 
of  their  religion,  but  alfo  the  ufe  of  an  under-confiflory,  together  with 
the  right  of  appointing  miniflers,  and  the  ufe  of  the  univerlity  of  Fragile, 
MctthUis  I.  folemnly  promifed  after  his  coronation  in    161 1,  the  confir- 
mation   of  all   thefe  privileges,  and  Fcrdinajid  II.   \\'as  admitted  as  King 
by  the  BoJjewians  only  upon  condition,  that  he  would  confirm  by   oath  the 
letter  of  Majefly.     But  in  1617,  Fcrdina?7d,  without  the  confent  of  the  ftatesj 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  Philip  III.  King  of  Spain,  which  agreement 
was  confirmed  by  Matthias,  that  he  the  faid   Ferdinand,  together  with  all 
his  defcendents,  after  the  extind:ion  of  the  male  archducal  il;ock  oi  Aiißria^ 
fhould   pofTefs  the   hereditary    fucceflion    in    Bohemia-,    which    procedure, 
being  repugnant  to  the  conftitution  of  the  Empire,  could  not  fail  of  being 
terrifying  and  difagreeable  to  \h&  Lutheran  Bohemians-,  and    exclufive  o^f 
this  they  had   fo  many  complaints  to  prefer,  that  their  deputies  in   j6i8 
obtaining  no  courteous  and   favourable  anfwer   to  their  reprefentations  in 
the  royal    chancery   at  Prague;    in   the  heat  of  their  pafiion  they  threw 
two  uncourteous  royal  counfellors,  with  a  fecretary  out  at  the  window, 
as  betrayers  of  their  country  :  And  no  regard  being   paid  to  their   com- 
plaints they  took  up    arms   for  their  own   defence,  creating  the  Palfgrave 
Frderick,  King.     Hence    arofe  a  lamentable  war,  which  ended   very  un- 
fortunately as  well  for  the   new  King,   as  the  proteflant   Bohemians.     In 
1627  they  were  deprived  of  the  letter  of  Majefly,  and  of  all  their  other  rights 
and  privileges,  and  fuch  as  would  not  fubmit  to  the  Äö»m;z- catholic  church 
were  compelled,  to  quit  the  country.     From  that  time  the  catholic  churcb 
became  the  ruling  and  only  prevailing   religion    in   Bohemia ;  neverthelefs 
the  jews    at  Prague  are  indulged  in    the  exercife   of  theirs.-      The  few 
remaining  Lutherans  here  were   afterwards  obliged  to  conceal  themfelves 
as  much  as  poffible. 

The  archbifliop  of  Prague  is  born  legate  of  the  holy  apoftolic  fee  of 
Rome,  being  likewife  a  Prince  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  primate  of  the 
kingdom,  flanding  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Prague.  He  crowns  the 
King  of  Bohemia,  and  has  for  fuffragans  the  bilhops  of  Leutmeritz. 
and  Konigingrafz.  Formerly  he  enjoyed  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diet 
of  the  Empire.  The  archiepifcopal  confiflory  has  the  fole  fupreme  jurif- 
didion  over  tliß  clergy,  and  from  it  lies  an  appeal  either  to  the  King 
or  Pope. 

§.  7.  Learning  flourifhes  but  indifferently  in  this  kingdom.     Ai  Prague 
B  an  univerfity  which  loo  its  greateil  reputation  about  the  middle  of  the 
.  5  fifteenth' 
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fifteen  century  in  the  time  of  King  Wcn-zdW .  It  is  under  the  infpection 
'Of  the  Jefuits,  who  have  here  and  there  acadcnMcal  colleges  and  gymnafia. 
The  P.  F.  piarnm  'Scholarum  have^  alio  at  Schlackennjäcrth  and  iä\cm  feme 
colleges  and  gymnafia.     There  are  likewife  common  fchools  here. 

§,  8.  With  refpeft  to  handicraft  trades  ■rtW<7;/J,  the  Bcbemians  are,  indeed, 
as  well  adapted  to  them  as  other  nations ;  but  apply  not  themfelvcs  much  lo 
the  fine  manufactures,  faving  only  that  at  Leipa,  Nniham  and  Reichenberg, 
a  good  cloth  is  made,  and  at  Bermm  and  Leipa  fine  potter's-work,  as  alfo  at 
Benfen  in  the  circle  of  Leutmeritz  fine  paper ;  in  other  places,  good  blades 
for  fwords  and  knives,  and  in  particular  a  fine  fort  of  glafs.  The  beft 
white  chalk  glafs  comes  from  Wtmburg  and  the  Bohemia  Chemnitz^  I  pafs 
over  the  fmaller  manufaftures  in  filence. 

§.  9.  With  regard  to  commerce,  much  corn  and  malt  is  exported  from 
hence  into  Saxony,  and  the  former  alfo  to  Bai-aria.  Hops  and  the  Spaav- 
waters  of  Egra  are  alfo  plentifully  exported  from  this  King-dom,  not  to  men» 
tlon  other  native  commodities.  Of  manufaftured  wares  there  are  particularly 
exported  out  of  this  country,  paper,  pottery  and  beautiful  glafs  in  plenty. 
In  order  to  lefi^en  the  importation  of  fuch  foreign  goods  as  may  be  made 
there,  a  high  duty  is  laid  upon  them.  But  their  commerce  in  general  1% 
ftill  but  inconfiderable.  ■  ■ 

10.  I  begin  the.lhort  account  of  the  hiflory  of  this  country  with  the 
Boii,  who  formed  a  part  of  the  Celtic  flioal,  which  in  the  year  589  before 
'Chriji  pafled  under  the  condudl  of  Srgovcjus  out  of  Gallia  or  Celtia 
over  the  Rhirw,  in  quefl  of  new  fettlements.  From  them  this  country  ob- 
tained its  name  (§.  2.)  But  in  the  days  of  Ai:giijhis  the  inhabitants  were 
driven  hence  hy  tht  MarcömmaJini  (though  this  is  probably  only  tobe  under- 
ftood  of  the  greatefl;  part  of  them)  upon  which  they  betook  themfelves  to 
Nor i cum,  which  from  thence  w'as  called  Bayerla?id,  or  more  properly  Bojer- 
land.  The  neighbours  of  thefe  new  inhabitants,  however,  continued  to 
name  themfelves,  as  well  as  their  countryj  after,  the  former  inhabitants,  the 
Boii.-  In  fucceeding  times,  and  thofe  too,  as  is  fuppofed,  in  the  fixth  cen- 
tury, the  .S/ß-r/ came  to  Bohcf/ii a  and  drove  out. the  Marco))w.nni.  Their 
.leader  was  called  Czech,  and  from  them  the  modern  Bohemians  derive  their 
original.  In  the  beginning  ot  the  eighth  century  they  obtained  the  Frzemyjl 
for" their  firft  duke,  who  brought  the  government  to  his  pofterity,  Charles 
ma^7ie,  it  is  true,  rendered  the  Bohe-miam  tributary  to  the  German  Empire , 
but  their  fubjedion  was  of  fliort  duration,  and  they  had  perpetual  diiputes 
with  the  Germans.  Towards  the  end  of  the  ninth  century  duke  Borziicog 
fuffered  himfelf  to  be  baptized.  Wenzel  was  compelled  to  the  payment  of  a, 
tribute  by  the  German  King  Henry  I."  to  which  alfo  Bole/Iaiis  was  obliged  to 
fubmit.  In  the  year  1086  Wrattßau  obtained  of  the  German  King,  Henry, 
IV.  the  royal  dignity,  but  this  died  with  him ';  and  though  the  Emperor 
Frederick  I.  in  the  year -1162  renewed  it  again  for  the  benefit  of  duke 
■-•  -  "        Wladißai!) 
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Wladljluw  II.  yet  it  ceafed  a  fecond  time  and  Bohemia  continued,  afterwards 
a  dutchy  as  beibre,  until  the  year  1 199  the  Emperor,  Philip  and  in  the  year 
1203  Otto  IV.  railed  it  to  a  Kingdom  ;  upon  which  Przcmxjl  \l.  who  at 
that  time  fucceeded  to  the  crown,  obtained,  on  account  of  his  dependence 
on  the  Emperor  0//(7,  the  furnameof  Ot/öiTJr  or  Ottonicarus.  Under  Przejmß- 
Ottocar  II.  the  Kingdom  of  Bohemia  rofe  to  its  highefi:  pitch  of  grandeur  ; 
Aiißria,  Stiria,  Carinthia,  Cürmola  and  Ißria  belonging  at  that  time  to  it, 
though  this  very  king  alfo  loft  again  thele  territories.  His  fon  Wenzel  II. 
was  likewife  King  of  Poland  -,  and  in  the  fon  of  this,  Wenzel  III.  ended 
in  130Ö  the  ancient  male  ftock  of  the  Bohemian  kings,  who  had  flouriflied 
from  Przcmyfl.  Upon  this,  a  great  part  of  the  ftates  of  Bohemia  chofe 
tl\e  Aujlrian  prince,  Rudolph  for  tlieir  king,  v/hom  his  father  Albrecht,  King 
of  the  Romans  cftabliilied  on  the  throne  by  an  army.  After  Rudolph's  un- 
timely death  the  Bohemians  chofe  Henry,  dukeofC^rzW/^/ß,  but  they  again  foon 
depofed  him,  elefting  Johrz  oi  Lutzelbiirg,  fon  to  the  Roman  Etnperor  Henry 
VII. for  their  king,  but  upon  this  condition,  that  he  would  take  for  confoit  the 
youngeft,  unmarried  fifcer  that  remained  of  the  laft  King.  This  Prince  made 
the  Silejian  princes  vaflals  to  the  crown  of  UcZ-f/w/ß,  annexing  alfo  a  fecond  time 
to  it  the  Upper  Lnfatia.  To  him  fucceeded  his  fon  Charles,  who  made  the  fourth 
of  this  name  among  the  i^o/;^^«  Emperors,  and  not  only  founded  the  univer- 
iity  of  P;Yzg7^t',  but  alfo  endeavoured  in  every  reipedl  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Bohemia.  With  his  confort,  daughter  of  the  Palfgranje 
Ruprecht,  he  obtained  feveral  towns  and  caifles,  having  procured  ftill  more  b)» 
purchafe;  upon  which,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Eledlors,  be  annexed 
them  all  together  with  the  Sihfian  principalties  to  the  crown  of  Bohemia.  la 
1375,  he  likewife  purchafed  the  March  of  B?-andenh/rg ;  but  this,  in  the  year 
141 5,  was  again  difpofed  of  by  his  fon  Sigifmand  to  the  burgrave  oi Niirenberg. 
With  refped;  to  the  refb,  he  endeavoured  to  render  the  crown  of  Bohemia 
hereditary  in  his  houfe.  His  fon  and  fucceflbr  Wenzel  is  reprefented  as  a 
worfe  man  than  he  really  was.  In  his  reign,  the  religious  troubles  took 
their  rife,  of  which  I  have  fpoken  above  in  (§.  6.)  and  which  alfo,  after 
his  death,  v/hich  happened  in  1418,  cauied  the  throne  to  continue  vacant  for 
many  years  amidft  very  bloody  wars  :  for  though  the  Emperor  Sigifmund' 
his  brother  fought  tobring  Bohemia  into  1420,  in  his  own  poffeffion,  yet  he 
again  was  driven  out  of  that  kingdom,,  and  in  1436  firll  arrived  to  the 
poffeffion  of  it,  the  Hußtes  having  by  inteftine  difcords  fallen  out  amono- 
themfelves,  upon  which  he  entered  into  a  treaty  with  them.  But  fo  early 
as  the  year  1437  he  alfo  died,  and  after  his  death  the  greateft  part  of  the 
Bohemians  elected  Cajimir  brother  to  the  King  of  Poland  for  their  King, 
but  others  the  former  King's  fon  in  law,  Albrecht  of  Aaßria,  who  procu- 
red himfelf,  indeed,  to  be  crov/ned  in  1438,  but  enjoyed  nothino-  but 
troubles,  amidft  which  he  foon  died.  His  confort  being  with  child  at  his 
death  afterwards  bear  him  Ladißaus,  who  alfo  at  laft  was  recognifed  by 
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Bohemians  as  their  King.  During  his  minority,  George  o^Fodibrnth  was  regent, 
and  on  the  proclairhing  of  the  young  King,  was  unanimoufly  chofen. 
This  Prince  was  a  zealous  Hiiffite.  To  him  fucceeded  in  1471,  hy  the 
eleftion  of  the  flates,  Whdißüiv,  fon  to  Cafimir  King  of  Folaiid;  who  as 
well  as  his  fon  Lewis,  was  at  the  fame  time  King  alfo  of  Hungary.  This 
laft  met  fpeedily  with  a  melancholy  end ;  upon  which  by  deputation  of  the 
cflates  Ferdinand  ■AVchAukc  oi  Aujiria,  was  cholen  King,  after  he  had  firfl: 
previoufly  acknowledged  in  a  rcverfe  or  counter  writing,  that  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  free  and  voluntary  choice  of  the  ftates,  and  had  fworn  to 
maintain  their  rights  and  immunities.  But  in  1547,  at  a  Diet  of  the  ftates, 
he  pronounced  fuch  Bohemians,  as  out  of  zeal  for  their  religion,  had  levied 
fome  forces,  deprived  of  their  privileges,  and  the  Kingdom  hereditary  and 
abfolute.  His  fon  Maxi?mlian  was  crowned  in  his  father's  life  time,  and 
granted  the  Bo/.h'mians  full  liberty  of  confcience  (§.  6.)  The  difputes  and 
troubles,  which  happened,  with  refpedl  to  religion,  under  his  fucceflbrs 
Rudolph  II.  Matthias  I.  and  Ferdinand  II.  I  have  already  taken  notice  of 
above  in  (§.  6.)  As  Ferdinand  II.  in  the  year  162.0  had  routed  the  army 
of  his  rival  Frederick  at  the  IVhite  mountain  near  Prague,  Bohetnia  was  re- 
duced to  a  total  hereditary  Kingdom.  In  the  year  1635  he  alfo  refigned 
the  Upper  and  Loiver  Lufatia  to  the  Ele<5lor  of  Saxony.  Under  Ferdinand 
III.  this  Kingdom  was  miferably  laid  wafte  by  the  Swedes.  His  fon  Fer- 
dinand IV,  was,  indeed,  crowned  King,  but  died  before  his  hthcv  Leopold. 
"Jofeph  and  Cimrles  VI.  fucceeded  each  other  immediately  in  the  Govern- 
inent,  and  in  the  laft  in  1740,  the  ancient  male  flock  of  the  houfe  oi  Außria, 
became  extindt.  By  virtue  of  the  pragmatic  fanftion,  eftablifhed  by  him, 
his  eldefl:  daughter,  the  Princefs  Maria  Tijerejia,  took  pofleflion,  as  well  of 
the  collective  hereditary  lands,  as  in  particular  alfo  of  the  Kingdom  of  Bo- 
hemia :  but  the  Eledlor  of  Bavaria  making  pretenfions  thereto,  feized  the 
Kingdom  by  the  help  of  the  French,  caufing  himfelfto  be  proclaimed  King 
thereof,  on  December  7,  1740,  and  foon  after,  ordered  homage  to  be  paid 
him.  But  notwithfbanding  this  the  Queen  of  Hungary  at  laft  prevailed, 
and  accordingly  in  May  1743,  was  crowned  ^K.  Prague,  and  ever  fince  the 
peace  of  Drejden  in  1745,  BoJxtnia  has  enjoyed  under  her  government  the 
willied-for  tranquillity  *. 

§.  1 1 .  Bohemia  is  at  this  day  an  hereditary  Kingdom,  but  was  formerly 
eledlive,  though  the  ftates  ufually  kept  to  the  family  of  the  deceafed  King. 
Ferdinand!,  io  early  as  the  year  1547»  declared  the  Kingdom  hereditary, 
by  a  condufion  of  the  Diet,  and  fuch  alfo  it  fully  became  in  1620  after 
the  battle  of  the  White  tnowitain  (§.  10.)  fo  that  from  that  time  the  ftates, 
have  nothing  more  to  do  with  refpedl  to  the  right  of  fucceffion.  The  co- 
ronation of  the  hereditary  king  is  perfomed  by  virtue  of  a  papal  bull  re- 
ceived in  1345,  by  the  archbilliop  oi Prague. 

*  The  reader  will  perceive  that  this  was  wrote  before  the  commencement  of  the  prefent 
broils  with  the  glorious  King  of  Prujjia. 

§.  12.  The 
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■  §.  12.  The  King  of  Bohemia  is  arch-cup-bearer  of  the  holy  Roman 
Empire,  but  adds  not  that  arch-office  to  his  titles.  He  has  for  hereditary 
cup-bearer  of  the  Empire  the  counts  of  Althan,  who  therefore  bear  a  cup 
in  their  arms.  Concerning  the  origin  of  this  arch-office  the  learned  are  of 
different  opinions  ;  the  moft  probable  feems  to  be  that  the  Emperor  Frede- 
rick  I.  conferred  on  duke  lVladißau\  at  the  fame  time  with  the  royal  title, 
alfo  the  office  of  arch-cup-bearer  in  the  German  Empire.  At  leaft  die  Em- 
peror Rudolph  I.  in  the  years  1289  and  1290  has  by  two  public  documents 
declared,  that  the  office  of  arch-cup-bearer  and  the  right  of  eledion  ap- 
pertained to  the  crown  of  Bchemia,  and  tiiat  the  great  grand-father  of  the  then 
King  Wenzel  had  pofleffed  it  before  that  time.  On  this  arch-office  refts 
alfo  the  right  of  the  King  of  Bohemia,  to  choofe  a  King  of  the  Romans-, 
in  poffeffion  of  which  he  has  been  conftantly  ever  (ince  the  reign  of  Fre- 
derick I.  as  the  above  adduced  Rudolphin  ■&  doi;uments  (hew ;  and  hiftorv  alfo 
teaches  us  that  it  has  been  pradifed  :  and  though  the  Kings  of  Bohemia  have 
been  pafled  over  once  or  twice  at  the  election  of  an  Emperor,  yet  this  never 
happened  with  their  own  confent ;  but  either  arole  from  hence  ;  "ciz.  that 
they  had  not  a  good  underftanding  at  that  time  with  the  Empire,  or  from 
fome  other  caufes  which  were  not  in  the  lead  prejudicial  to  their  rjc^ht. 
From  hence  alfo  it  appears,  that  the  king  of  Bohemia  has  been  of  old  time 
a  genuine  ftate  of  the  German  Empire,  and  that  he  likevvife  formerly  con- 
tributed nothing  to  the  taxes  thereof  is  net  inconfiilent  with  it  ;  this 
privilege  ffrifing  from  a  peculiar  prerogative,  vA\\c\\  Frederick  \\.  conferred 
upon  him  in  12 12,  at  the  fame  time  fetting  him  free  from  the  jurifdidion 
of  the  fupreme  judicatory  of  the  Empire.  Nay  fo  far  is  it  from  being  in- 
confiftent  there'.vith  that  the  King  of  BcLcfnia,  appears  not  aKvays  at  the 
Diets. of  the  Empire.  The  arch-dukes  of  Aiijiria  too  appeared  only, 
when  they  pleafe,  and  the  arch-duke  Albrecht  promifed  Wenz-cl  King  of 
Bohemia,  that,  whenever  he  ihould  become  King  of  the  Romans,  he  would 
confer  upon  him  and  his  fucccflbrs  the  privilege  of  not  being  obliged  to 
appeax  at  the  military  expeditions,  affemblies,  aulic  judicatories,  &c.  of 
the  Roman  Kjng  or  Emperor.  In  the  jxar  1708,  all  the  three  colleges 
likewife  of  the  Empire  acknowledged,  that  the  King  and  EleÖor  of  Bo- 
hemia has  an  undoubted  right  of  feat  and  voice  in  all  affemblies  there- 
of, and  for  that  reafon  have  lett  it  wholly  to  the  will  of  the  Empire,  as  King 
and  Ekdlor  of  Bohemia,  v/hether  and  when,  at  all  ordinary  and  extraorc - 
nary  meetings,  either  at  Diets  of  the  Empire,  deputations,  collegial  meet- 
ings or  others,  he  will  again  for  the  future  caufe  the  feat  and  voice  of  Bo- 
hemia to  be  occupied,  inverted,  and  managed  by  a  proper,  iufficient,  pleni- 
potentiary embafiy  :  by  which  the  Emperor  has  at  the  fame  time  promifed, 
that,  on  account  of  his  hereditary  Kingdom  oi  Bohemia,  and  of  the  countries 
belonging  thereto,  he  will  for  the  future  not  only  take  upon  himfelf  and 
pay  an  eledoral  proportion  of  all  taxes  and  inipofls  of  the  Empire  and  circle^ 
Vol.  IV.  K  but 
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Ijut  alfo  three  hundred  florins  yearly  to  the  chamber-judicatory :  On  the 
other  hand,  the  collective  body  of  the  Empire  has  engaged  to  take  the 
kingdom  of  Bobemüi,  with  all  the  countries  united  therewith,  under  its 
prntedion  and  defence.  On  the  death  of  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  great 
debates  arofe  concerning  the  perfon  who,  at  the  election  of  a  new  King 
of  the  Romans^  fliould  reprefcnt  the  eledloral  voice  of  Bohemia  ?  The  Queen 
Maria  Thcrefia  had  conferred  this  fovereignty  on  her  confort,  the  great 
Duke  of  'Tufcany ;  but  by  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  cleöoral  college  it 
was  determined  that  the  voice  of  Bohania  fliould  remain  dormant  for 
that  time,  and  be  attended  with  no  confequences  j  which  adlually  came 
to  pafs.  But  after  the  death  of  Charles  VII.  the  envoys  of  eledion  of 
the  Queen  of  Bohemia  were  admitted  to  the  choice  of  a  new  King  of 
the  Romans.  With  refped:  to  the  reft,  the  King  and  Eledor  of  Bohe- 
mia, by  virtue  of  the  golden  bull  precedes  all  temporal  Eleflors,  and  at 
public  or  folemn  proceffions,  even  the  Emprefs  herfclf.  Bohemia  owns  no 
adminiftrator  or   vicar  of  the   Roman  Empire. 

§.13.  The  arms  of  Bohemia  were  formerly  an  eagle  Sable,  in  afield 
Argent :  But  the  Emperor  Frederick  gave  Wladißaiü  II.  at  his  creation,  a 
filver  lion  with  a  double  tail  in  a  field  Gules  ;  which  arms  have  ever  fince 
been  adhered  too.  The  Kings  of  Bohemia  are  wont,  after  their  coronation, 
to  dub  knights  of  the  order  of  St.  Wenzetlaus ;  otherwife  there  is  no 
order  of  knighthood  in  that  kingdom. 

§.  14,  Yet  notwithftanding  this  the  holy  order  of  knighthood  of  the  crofs 
with  the  red  ftar  flourilhes  to  this  day  as  well  in  Bohemia  as  Moravia, 
Sileßa,  and  Hungary,  being  received  into  the  firft  in  the  year  121 7. 
In  1697  the  Emperor  Leopold  ga\e  the  general  and  grand  mafter  thereof 
a  place  among  the  prelates  of  Bohemia,  fo  that  he  follows  immediately 
upon  the  provoft  of  Old  Bundßau  (§.  5.)  The  order  oi  St.  Jcbn  has  like- 
xvife  a  priorfliip  or  grand  priorlhip  in  Bohemia,  Moravia,  Sileßa,  AußriOy. 
&€.  which  is  appropriated  to  the  T'ejitonic  tongue.  The  feat  of  its  grand 
prior  is  at  Strakonice  in  the   circle  of  Prachin. 

§.  15.  The  fupreme  officers  of  the  Empire  are  the  fupiieme  burgrave,, 
iupreme  land-fteward,  fupreme  land-marflial,  fupreme  land-chamberlain, 
fupreme  land-judge,  fupreme  aulic  feudal  judge,  fupreme  preiident  of  ap- 
peals, fupreme  chamber-prefident,  and  fupreme  land-regifter.  The  here- 
ditary officers  here  are  principally  four,  viz.  i.  The  fupreme  hereditary 
marffial,  whofe  place  is  at  prefent  fupplied  by  the  fupreme  land-marfhaL 
2.  The  fupreme  hereditary  lewer,  which  office  tlie  counts  of  Collcredo  en- 
jtoy.  From  this  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  purveyor  is  now  feparated, 
the  counts  of  JVratißaw  being  polfelfed  of  it.  The  office  alfo  of  hereditary 
earver,  which  falls  to  the  fliare  of  the  counts  of  Waldßein,  muft  be  dif- 
tinguifhed  therefrom.  3.  The  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  cup-bearer, 
which  is  vefted  in  the  family  of  the  counts  of  Fijchcrnin.  ^.  The  fu- 
preme 
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prenic  hereditary  fteward,  which  office  the  counts  of  Kinßy  poflefs.  The 
counts  of  Ulefcld  are  fupreme  hereditary  keepers  of  the  jewels.  Exclufive 
of  thefe  principal  hereditary  offices  there  are  yet  fome  others :  The  lords 
of  Mladota  of  Solopijk  enjoy  that  of  hereditary  door-keepers  ;  the  counts 
of  Kortzcnßy ,  and  lords  of  Hradeck,  the  office  of  hereditary  bannerets  j 
and  the  counts  of  Wrtby  the  ofHce  of  hereditary  treafurers. 

§.16.  The  aulic  chancery  of  Bohemia,  which  conftantly  follows  the 
court,  was  united  in  1749  at  Vienna  to  that  of  the  Außrian  under  the 
name  of  the  fupreme  juftice-place.  The  ftadholderfliip  of  Prague  is 
abolilhed,  the  affairs  of  the  flate  and  chamber  there,  being  at  length  con» 
ferred  on  the  DireBorimn  in  publicis  &  cameralikis,  ereäied  at  Vienna  m 
1749.  At  Prague  are  the  royal  reprefentation  and  chamber,  the  royal  greater 
and  fmaller  land-right  or  land-jurifdiä:ion,  the  royal  land-table,  the  royal 
chamber-right,  the  aulic  feudal  judicatory,  the  judicatory  of  appeals,  the 
judicatory    of  the   fupreme    burgraviate,  and  the  fupreme  tax-office. 

The  circles  and  towns  in  Bohemia  have  alfo  their  peculiar  judicatories, 
and  the  ftate  of  lords  their  hereditary  and  feudal  ones.  Bohemia  has 
alfo  its  own  peculiar  land-regulations. 

§.  17.  From  fome  royal  demands  or  exaiSlions  made  in  later  times  we 
may  form  a  probable  conjed:ure  how  much  this  kingdom  brings  in  an- 
nually to  its  fovereign.  In  1742  the  Emperor  Charles  Vil.  exaded  of  the 
flates,  for  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary  contributions  of  the  kingdom, 
6000000  of  florins.  In  1743  the  queen  Maria  T'hercjia  demanded  in 
general  5270000  florins,  2890000  of  florins  were  for  the  military  flate. 
The  revenues  of  the  chamber-eftates  or  domains,  tolls,  &c.  raifed  here  are 
likewife  confiderable.  According  to  the  nev/  regulation  of  the  military 
ftate  of  the  colledlive  Außrian  hereditary  countries,  the  annual  contribu- 
tion of  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia  to  the  maintenance  thereof  amounts  to 
5270488  florins  44  kruitzers.  To  the  ftanding  militia  of  24000  men, 
which  in  the  year  1753,  were  appointed  in  tht  Aujlrian  hereditary  countries, 
and  in  times  of  war  were  to  lerve  towards  the  compleating  the  fie'.d- 
regiments,  Bohemia  furniflies  9000. 

§.  18.  Laftly  with  refpedt  to  the  true  political  divlfion  of  the  kingdom, 
it  confifts  of  Prague  the  capital  town  with  its  diviiions,  and  twelve  circles, 
to  which,  byway  of  appendage,  is  added,  moreover,  the  circuit  of  £^r^/. 
The  prefent  regulation  of  the  circles  was  made  by  the  ftates  in  17 14, 
as  approved  by  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  in  a  peculiar  rcfcript,  and  are 
obferved  in  Muller\  chart.  Balbin  has  already  taken  notice  that  the  af- 
fertions  of  Paul  Stranfiiy  (whom  all  modern  geographers  have  followed) 
are  falfe,  which  intimate  that  Charles  IV".  had  divided  Bohemia  into  fifteen 
circles,  and  that  this  divifion  flill  continued.  He  proves  from  a  genuine 
manufcript,  entided  Berna  regain,  in  which  all  the  towns  and  their  feveral 
contributions  to  the  royal  chamber,  as  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  IV.   and 
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his  fon  Wenzel,  are   noted  down  that  there  were  at  that  time  only  twelve 
circles  ;  namely,  the  circle  of  Kaurzimer,   comprehending  Great  Prague^ 
together  with    that  of  the   Pilfner,  Leiitmeritzcr,  Konigingratzcr,    Rako- 
li-itzer,  in  which  lattter   alfo  Berann  was  included,  as  likewife  thofe  of  the 
Chrudimer,  Prachiner,  and  Slaner,  under  which  was  comprehended  Little 
Pragttc,    the    Bunzlauer,    Sciatzer,  Czajaiier,   and   Bechimr  circles.      He 
fuppofes  that  the  circles  of  Podhrader  and  Moldauer  were  added  tlaereto  un- 
der King  Wladißaw  and  Shews,  and  that  at  the  Diets  of  1569  and  1579, 
the  city  of  Prague  was  not  made  a  peculiar  circle,  but  on  account  of  its 
dignity,  only  rendered  independent  of  that  of  the  jurifdiction  of  the  captain 
of  the    circle  of   Kaurzimcr.      From   hence   we    may    perceive    how  far 
the  modern  inftitution   of  the  circles  recedes  from  the  ancient  one.     Each 
circle  has  two  head-men,  one  out  of  the  ftate  of  lords,  and   one  out  of 
the  (late  of  knights.     The  county  of  Glatz^  and    the  territories  of  Egra 
and  Ebibogfu  are  united  with  the  crown  of  Bohemia ;  but  the   former,  in 
the  year  1742,  was  ceded  to  the  King  oi  Prußia,  and   by  him   added  to 
Sileßa;  and,    in  17 14,  the  territory  of  Einbogen  \in\izd  with  the  circle  of 
Saaltzcr.     I  now  defcribe, 
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TH  E  metropolis  of  the  kingdom,  which  lies  almoft  in  the  middle 
thereof  on  both  fides  of  the  Moldau  or  Molda,  which  is  here 
about  eight  hundred  paces  broad,  but  likewife  fliallow  and  not  navip-able. 
The  bridge  of  ftone,  which  Charles  IV.  in  the  year  1 357,  caufed  to  be  ereded 
over  this  river,  exceeds  in  length  thofe  of  Ratisbon  and  Drefden,  bein«- 
feven  hundred  and  forty-two  common  paces  long.  Its  breadth  amounts 
t3  fourteen  common  paces,  and  three  carriages  may  pafs  upon  it  abreaft. 
It  ftands  on  fixteen  piers,  being  ornamented  on  the  fides  with  twenty-eif^ht 
flatues  of  faints ;  among  which  the  crucifix  with  the  two  female  Itatues 
{landing  under  it,  and  alfo  that  of  St.  "John  of  Nepomiick  are  of  metal, 
the  others  of  fhone.  The  ftatue  oi  Nepomiick,  executed  in  1683,  whom 
King  Wenzel  caufed  to  be  thrown  from  this  bridge  into  the  river  and 
drowned,  and  who,  in  the  year  1729,  was  ranked  among  the  faints, 
is  honoured  with  peculiar  devotion,  ahiiofl  all  other  faints,  being,  on  his 
account,  forgotten  at  prefent  in  Bohemia.  The  fortifications  of  PraTue 
are  not  very  important,  the  town  may  be  flanked  or  raked  on  all  fides. 
The  houfes  are  wholly  built  of  fione,  and  for  the  mofi:  part  confift  of  three 
ftories.  It  has  broader  ftreets,  but  fewer  ftately  palaces  than  Vienna.  In 
it  are  computed  ninety-two  churches  and  chapels,  widi  about  forty  cloifirer?. 
The  town,  confidered  with  refpeö  to  its  extent,  is  not  fufiiciently  populouFy. 
as  containing  only  about  70000  Chriftian,  and  between  12  and  13000 
Jewijh  inhabitants.  Neither  is  the  commerce,  which  is  carried  on  here 
confiderable,  but  exclufive  of  the  arts  and  handicraft-trades,  its  principal 
means  of  fubfifi:ence  is  drawn  from  the  brewing  of  beer. 

Prague  confifts  properly  of  three  towns,  each  of  which  has  its  peculiar 
head-man  and  magiftrate ;  as  namely,  of  the  old  and  new  towns,  which 
1:6  on  the  eafl:-fide  of  the  Mulda,  and  of  the  Small  Side,  which  is  on 
the  wefl:-fide  of  that  river.  The  Old  Town  is  lefs  ancient  than  that  which 
is  called  the  Small  Side,  but  older  than  the  New  Town,  and  was  alfo,  from 
its  ancient  citadel,  formerly  called  Wifcherad,  and  the  Greater  Town,  by 
way  of  difiindion  from  the  Leßr  Side  or  Town.  It  was  firfi:  founded  in 
the  year  795.  The  number  of  houfes  in  it  is  eflimated  at  between  1800 
and  2000  i  and  at  the  Jewsio'^u,  belonging  thereto,  at  about  400.     In  the 
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year  1754  tlie  latter  was,  for  the  mofl  part,  confiamed  by  fire,  and  in  the 
Old  Toian.  alfo  a  part  of  the  houfes  fliai-ed  the  fame  fate.  \\\  the  Tein 
or  Tet7icr  hoj,  which  v/as  formerly  a  ducal  feat,  fland^.  at  pre(cnt  the 
ware-houfe  and  cuftom-houfe  for  foreign  goods  and  merchandife.  The 
church  near  it  is  the  moft  ancient  in  the  Old  Town,  and  in  it  we  find 
a  monument  of  Tycho  Brahe.  The  univerfity  there  was  founded  by  Charles  IV. 
in  the  year  1347-  The  academical  college  of  Jefuits  here  is  one  of  the 
largeft  which  their  order  poflefiTes,  containing  feventy-three  priefts,  eighty- 
feven  fcholars,  four  mafi:ers,  and  twenty-feven  coadjutors.  From  St.  Clement^ 
church,  which  adjoins  thereto,  it  is  called  the  Collegium  Ckmentimim,  and 
has  a  well  regulated  library  and  obfervatory.  The  church  and  hofpital 
of  the  Holy  Ghojl  is  the  feat  of  the  general  and  grand  mafters  of  the 
holy  order  of  knights  of  the  crofs  with  the  red  ftar,  refiding  in  Bohemia, 
Moravia,  Silefia,  Poland,  and  Hungary,  which  alfo  forms  one  of  the  fpiritual 
flates  of  the  country.  The  abbot  of  the  BaiediSii7ie  abbey  of  St.  Nicholai 
belongs  alfo   to  the  ftates. 

The  Neußadt,  or  New  Town  being  founded  by  Charles  IV.  in  the  year 
1348,  was  called  Karlow  or  Kar  Iß  a  dt,  and  the  fame  privileges  with  the 
Old  Town  conferred  upon  it.  It  environs  the  Old  Town  for  a  confiderable 
compafs,  contains  broad  and  flraight  ftreets  in  it,  and  about  2500  houfes. 
The  Jefuits  have  likewife  a  college  here.  The  abbot  of  the  cloifi^er  and 
church  of  St.  Charles  on  the  Karljhof  is  one  of  the  fiates  of  the  country, 
as  is  alfo  the  abbot  of  the  royal  abbey  of  Emaus  or  Montferrat.  We  are 
likewife  to  take  notice  here  of  the  free  temporal  E?iglißj  foundation,  over 
which  an  abbefs  prefides.  The  ancient  citadel  of  Wifcherad  flood  on  an 
eminence  on  the  river  Fulda  in  a  diftant  part  of  the  town.  In  1420  it 
was  entirely  dcftroyed  by  the  Hußtes,  together  with  all  its  churches,  of 
which  there  were  at  that  time  thirteen  ;  infomuch  that  the  churches  and 
buildings,  which  are  at  prefent  (landing  there,  were  afterwards  rebuilt  anew. 
The  infulated  provofi;  and  the  free  royal  church  of  St.  Feter  and  St.  Faul 
on  the  Wifcherad  is  one  of  the  fiiates  of  the  country.  Near  this  church 
ftands  an  arfenal. 

The  Small  Side,  or  LeJJcr  Town,  which  is  united  with  the  foregoing  by 
means  of  a  bridge  of  fi:one  ereä:ed  over  the  Mulda,  is  the  mofl:  ancient  part 
of  the  city  of  Frague,  being  founded  by  the  Libujfa,  and  at  firfl:  bore  the 
name  of  Frague.  It  was  divided  into  the  upper  and  under  part.  The 
latter,  which  lies  under  the  mountain  on  the  Mulda,  is  in  particular  called 
the  Smaller  Side,  and  confifl:s  of  about  600  houfes.  The  moll:  ancient 
church  in  it  is  that  of  St.  Wenzel.  Near  the  church  of  our  Lady  below 
the  bridge  {lands  the  archive  of  the  Maltefe  order  of  knights,  fo  far  as  it 
relates  to  Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Silefia  ;  and  the  grand  prior  of  this  order 
for  the  above-mentioned  countries  has  his  refidence  in  the  cloifter,  which 
is  clofe  by  this  church.  In  the  profefling-houfe  of  the  Jefuits  are  feventeen 
5  priefts. 
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priefts,  four  maflcrs,  and  twelve  coadjutors.     The  upper  part  of  the  Small 
Sid^  lies  on   a  mountain  whicli   is  called  the  Hradjcbin^  or  citadel-circuit 
comprehending   three  principal  divifions.     Firft,  the  citadel    (in  the  Bohe- 
nnan  language  Hred)  which  forms    the  lowefl   part,  being  alfo  called  the 
citadel  of  Prague.   In  the  fouthern  part  thereof,  which  lies  towards  the  city, 
is   the  royal  «refidence,  in  one    place  or  fquare  of    which   flands  a    metal 
flatue  of  St.  George,  over  a  fpring  of  water,  cafl  in  1373  ;  as  alfo  the  fenate- 
houfe,  together  with  the  other  colleges,  tlie  courts  of  juflicc  and  a  chancery, 
wherein  is  likewife  to  he  feen  the  apartment  out  of  the  window  of  which 
fVlUIam  lord  of  Slavafa,  laroßaiis  lord  of  Martitiiz,  and    Pbil.  Fabricius 
Platter  were  thrown  in    the  year  1 6 1 8  ;  the  cathedral  church  of  St.  Viic, 
v/hich  is  very  rich  in   relicks,  church   and  altar  ornaments,  and  in  which, 
exclufive  of  St.   Nepomuck,  lie  interred   many  Dukes   and   Kings   of  Bo- 
hemia, together    with  the   archiepifcopal  palace.     The  archbifliopric    here 
arofe  in  1343,  out  of  the   biflioprick  erefted  in  971.     In  the  north  part  is 
the  royal  riding-houfe,  the  ftall,  the  garden,  &c.     Secondly,   what  is  pro- 
perly called   the  Hradfchin  comprehends  likewife  what  is  called  the  New 
world;  and  thirdly,  the   circuit    of  Strahover  comprizes  the  Strahov  and 
Pohorzelez.     Generally  fpeaking  here  are  about  three  hundred  houfes.   The 
chapel  of  St.  Loretto,  which  belongs  to  tlie   capuchins,  is  in   imitation  of 
the  holy  houfe  of  Loretto  in  Italy.     Oppofite  it  ftands  the  Czeminißd  palace. 
Prague  has  been  very  frequently  belieged  and  frequently  taken.     I  omit 
the  more  ancient  times  and  only  mention  tliofe  of  the   more  modern  ones. 
In  the  year    1631  Prague  was  taken   by  the   Saxom,  in   1648,  the   Smalt 
Side  was  forced   by  the   ISwedes,  and  in    1741   all  Prague  by  the  Eleöor 
of  Bavaria.     In  1742  the  Außrian  forces  cooped  up  about  20000  French 
in  PaaguCy  who    were   commanded    by    the  marfhals  Brcglio  and  Beliße,. 
and  who  endured  great  hardfliips   from  famine,    but  defended  themfelves 
bravely,    and  at    length    partly   found    means    to  make  their  efcape,  and 
partly  obtained  a  free  retreat.     In  the  year  1744  the  Prußans  made  them- 
ielves    mafters   of  this  capital,    after    cannonading  it  for  feven   days,  but 
quitted  it  in  the  fame  year.     As  it  fell  again  under  the  Aißrian  jurifdicflion, 
the  Je-ws  here  were  all  ordered  to  depart,  and  quit  Bohemia ;  but  the  Queen, 
changing   her  refolution,  granted  them   the   further  continuance   of  their 
abode  there. 

Without  the  Strahov  gate,  one  hour's  diflance  from  the  city,  flands 
what  is  called  the  White  Mountain,  v/hich  on  account  of  the  battle  fought 
there  in  the  year  1620,  and  which  ended  unhappily  on  the  fide  of  the 
Palfgrave  and  crowned  King  of  Bohemia  Frederick,  is  become  remarkable.

In  Latin  Boleßavienfs  circuliis^  and  S.  Prcvmcia, 

S  fertile  in  corn,  and  produces  the  fine  red  wine  of  Miehiik  yielding  like- 
wife  many  precious  ftones.  A  fmall  part  of  this  Circle  is  furrounded  by 
the  Rii'fengebirge.  In  the  year  17 14,  at  the  new  erection  of  circles,  fome 
villao-es  belonging  to  the  head-jurifdidtion  of  Branäeis  in  the  circle  oi  Katir- 
zim,  were  added  to  this  of  Bimzlau,  within  which  they  ftill  lie ;  as  alfa 
the  feigniory  and  town  oi  Mehik,  and  like  wife  that  of  Schopka  which  were 
annexed  thereto.  In  this  circle  are  feventy-four  feigniories  and  feats.  The 
following  places  in  it  are  moft  worthy  of  note,  «u/z. 

Inng-Bunzlau,  in  Latin  Boleßavia  jimior,  a  royal  borough  feated  on  the 
river  Ifer,  which  Boleßaw  the  younger  in  the  year  973,  caufed  to  be  erec- 
ted on  the  eminence  oiHrobka.  This  place  was  formerly  a  baron-borcugh 
but  in  the  year  1595,  purchafed  its  freedom,  and  was  in  1600  ranked  among 
the  royal  boroughs  by  the  King  and  Emperor  Rudolph.  The  Maltefe  order  has 
a  commandery  here,  and  the  town  contains  fome  corporations  of  villages 
or  villagelhips.  o 

Midnik  or  Melnik,  a  fmall  royal  jointure-town  containing  alfo  a  caftle, 
lies  on  an  eminence,  near  the  conflux  of  the  Elbe  and  Miilda.  In  it  is 
a  colleo-iate  church.  To  the  town  belongs  the  feigniory  of  Przibor  j  but 
that  of  Mclmk  belongs  to  the  count  of  Czernin.  Clofe  by  the  town  lies 
the  cloifters  of  Schopka. 

Nvmburg  or  Niemberg,  a  royal  borough  lies  in  a  plain  on  the  river  Elbe, 
into  "which  the  Marlin  at  this  place  difcharges  itfelf.  In  was  enlarged  by 
King  Wenzel  II.  and  ranked  among  the  royal  boroughs. 

Benatky  or  Benatek,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  flanding  on  the  river  J/tV, 
and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Klenau.  The  celebrated  Tycho  Brake  has 
rendered  this  place  memorable  by  his  refidence  there. 

Tiirnow  or  T'urnau,  a  town  lying  not  far  from  the  Ifer,  belongs  as  well  as- 
the  neighbouring  feigniory  of  Sii;!gan  to  the  count  of  Waldftein. 
The  following  market-towns  and  feigniories. 

Alt-Bunzlaii  in  Latin  Boleßavia  vetus,  being  formerly  a  town,  founded  by 
Wratißaus  in  the  year  915,    and  improved  by  his  fon  Boleßaw  the  cruel,

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in  937;  but  which  in  the  troubles  in  the  fifteenth  and  fixtecnth  centuries 
was  reduced  to  an  inconüderable  place.  The  collegiate  church  of  St.  Cofmiis 
and  Damian  here  is  very  ancient,  and  the  dean  thereof  lord  of  this  place.

O  the  north  is  furroanded  by  the  Riefengebirge,  and  there  theEZ^d'has 
its  fource.     In  this  circle  are  alfo  to  be  found  many  precious  flones 
with  fome  confiderable  fifli-ponds,  or  fmall  inland  lakes,  among  which  that 
of  the  Blcito,  not  far  from  Podiebrad,  is  the  principal.     Exclufive  of  the  two 
royal  fei^niories,  which  ihall  hereafter  be  taken  notice  of,  there  are,  befides, 
in  this  circle,  one  hundred  and  ten  others  and  alfo  leats.     We  fhall  mention 
Krahwe  Hadrecz  or  Konigingratz,  a  royal  jointure-town   feated  on  the 
Elbe  into  which  the  Erlitz  here  dilchargeth  itfelf.     This  place  was  founded 
in  the  year  782,  being  pretty  large  and  alfo  well  built.     The  bilhop  here  is 
under  the  jurifdiäion  of  the  archbifliop  oi  Prague.     To  the  chapter  belongs 
Skal.     In  the  town  is  a  college  of  Jefuits,  to  which  the  feat  at  Czernutek  be- 
longs, as  alfo  Schmnbach  and  the  firft  part  of  Popowiz  -,  and  the  Teutoniek 
order  of  knights  have  a  commandary  here.     The  town  itfelf  was  befieged 
in  1621,  40  and  45.     To  it  belong  fome  villages. 

laromirzy  a  royal  jointure-town  fituate  on  the  Elbe,  into  which  the  river 
Vppau  falls.  In  it  is  a  foundation  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St. 
Augiißin.     To   tlie  town  belong  aJfo  fome  villages. 

Kralowe-Divur  Koniginhof,  a  royal  jointure-town  feated  on  the  Elbe,  to 
which  belong  certain  villages. 

Neu-Bydzoiv,  or  Bidfchqf]  a  royal  jointure-town  lying  on  the  river  Czid- 
lina,  to  which  alfo  belong  certain  villages. 

Trutnoiv  or  Trautenau,  a  royal  jointure-town  lying  on  the  river  Uppau, 
containing  certain  corporations  or  village-rt.ips. 

Not  far  from  hence  lie  the  villages  of  Deutfch-Bafiaiic^  and  Sorr,  be- 
tween which  on  September  30,  1745,  a  warm  adlion  happened  betwixt  the 
Außrian  and  Pnijjimi  armies,  to  the  difadvantage  of  the  former. 

Ncii-paka,  a  litde  town,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Trautmansdorf.  In 
it  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  virgin  Mary. 

Giczin,  a  town  {landing  on  the  river  Czidlina,  is  the  property  of  the 
count  of  'Traut -mansdcrj^  and  contains  in  it  a  college  of  Jefuits,  in  which  are 
thirty-fix  priefts,  three  maftcrs  and  ten  coadjutors,  and  to  whom  belongs 
MUezowei.     I'o  this  feminary  likewife  belongs  Turjchy.  Horzice^ 
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Horzice,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the  archbifhop  of  Prague,  who  alio 
pofielles  the  feigniory  of  this  name  together  with  GutwaJJlr  and  Trzebnoivice.

In 
this  circle  are  thirty-four  feigniories  and  eftates.     Wc  are  to  take  notice  of 

Chnidim,  a  royal  jointure-town  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Cbrudimka,  and 
containing  feme  villages. 

Aha  Meyta  or  Ilohetimaut ,  a  royal  jointure-town,  to  which  belong  cer- 
tain villages.

The  rivers  Safaiva 
and  Dohranva  have  their  Iburce  in  this  Circle,  the  former  of  which 
divides  it,  and  difcharges  itfelf,  at  length,  into  the  Midda ;  the  latter  falls 
into  the  Elbe.  In  this  Circle  are  contained  one  hundred  and  eight  feignio- 
ries  and  feats.     We  Ihall  firft  take  notice  of  the  following  places  :  namely, 

Kuma  Hora,  Kuttenherg,  or  Ciittna,  a  royal  borough,  noted  on  account 
of  its  filver  mines  which  were  formerly  very  profitable.  In  the  year  1300, 
the  firft  filver  grofchen,  called  the  Bohemian,  were  ilruck.  here,  which  are 
rare.  In  the  town  is  a  college  of  Jefuits,  together  with  twenty  priefts, 
four  mafters,.and  nine  coadjutors,  to  which  college  belongs  Ziffbw,  MitroWy 
and  Krze/etiz.  The  town  itfelf  was  laid  wafie  by  fire  and  fword  in  1422 
and  1424.     To  it  hdong  Janowiczky,  Lofchan,  JVeletoJ\  &;c. 

Czaßaw,  a  royal  borough,  built  in  the  year  796,  and  in  the  principal 
church  of  which  lies  buried  John  Zißa  the  leader  of  the  Htißtcs,  who 
died  in  the  year  1424.     This  town  contains  a  fquare  fpacious  market-place. 

Brod  Niemeczky,  or  Deutfchbrodt,  a  royal  borough,  built  in  the  year  793, 
and  poflefiing  certain  villages. 

Ctoticborz,  a  fmall  town,  which  together  with  tiie  feignory  oi  Nemogow^ 
belongs  to  the  princefs  of  Tejchen, 

S-wietla,  a  Imall  town;  belonging  to  count  Czernin,  lies  on  the 
river  Safawa, 

Ledecz,  a  fmall  town  and  feigniory,  which  the  Emprefs  Queen  Maria 
Thcrcfia  purchafed,  in  1753,  of  Baron  Koch,  at  that  time  polleflbr  of  it, 
for  240000  florins,  and  made  a  donation  thereof  to  the  new  foundation 
for  ladies  eredled  by  her  at  Prague,  which  is  now  fupported  by  the 
revenues  of  it.     This  town  lies  on  the  river  Safaiva,  and  has  fubjedls.

In  Latin  Caurzinwtfis,  or  Gurimenßs  clrculm  S.  provtficia, 

/^Ontains  many  woods,  from  whence  timber  is  conveyed  to  Prague  and 
^^  farther  down  on  the  rivers  Sazaiva  and  Midda.  Exclufive  of  its  two 
royal,  here  are  alfo  one  hundred  and  fifteen  other  feigniories  and  feats.  The 
moft  remarkable  places  in  it  are, 

Kaurzim,  a  royal  and  very  ancient  borough. 

Kclin,  a  royal  borough,  containing  about  fix  hundred  houfes,  together 
with  feveral  palaces,  a  large  market-place,  and  feven  churches.  This 
town  lies  on  the  Elbe.     The  imperial  feigniory  of  Kolin  is  confiderable. 

Bohemian-brod,  a  royal  borough,  formerly  belonging  to  the  archbifhop 
of  Prague;  in  the  year  1473  it  was  eredled  into  a  royal  borough  by  the 
King  and  Emperor  Sigijmund.  \\\  1627  this  town  was  quite  burnt  down. 
In  the  neighbourhood  thereof  lies  the  village  of  Hrzib,  near  which,  in 
the  year   1434,  the  Hußtes,  fufFered  a  confiderable  defeat.

W^AS  mifer ably  laid  wafte  by  fire  and  fword  in  the  thirty-years  war* 
This  Circle  contains  one  hundred  and  leventy-three  feigniories  and 
feats.  At  certain  places  in  it,  and  particularly  not  far  from  Tejchejiau,  are 
warm  baths,  and  at  Dezny  is  a  medicinal  fpring.     We  fliall  take  notice  of 

Budiegowice,   or  Budweis,  a  royal  borough,  fortified  in  the  ancient  man- 
ner,  and   well  built.     This  place  lies  on  the  river  Mulda,     It  enjoys   the 
Vol.  IV.  M  ftaple 
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ftaplc-rights  of  fait,  which  is  brought  from  hence  out  of  Jußtia,  and  muft 
be  expofcd  firfl  to  file,  and  pay  toll  here.  Belonging  alfo  to  it  are  Of- 
trohwer-angezd,  Elexniz,  and  certain  villages.  To  the  Dominicans  in  this 
town  like  wife  appertains  Porfchitfch. 

Tabor,  or  Hradißie  hory  Tabor,  that  is  the  camp  of  the  mount  Tabor, 
is  a  royal  borough,  founded  by  the  Haßte s.  F(jr  John  Zißa  having,  in 
1420,  fallen  upo'n  and  plundered  the  town  oi  Außi,  he  likewife  attacked 
the  citadel,  which  ftood  on  a  deep  mountain  near  it,  at  that  time 
called  Khkotßa  Hora,  which  place  he  took,  and  there  pitched  Jiis  camp. 
After  which  he  caufed  the  town  of  Jißi  to  be  pulled  down,  and  out  of 
its  ruins  a  camp  o^  houfes  to  be  ereded,  whence  arofe  the  town  of  Tabor, 
the  very  name  of  which  denotes  a  camp  >  and  from  thence  the  Hiifjites  ob- 
tained the  title  of  Tabcrzi  or  Taboritcs.  This  tow'n,  by  reafon  of  its  fitu- 
ation  on  a  mountain,  and  the  river  Luznice,  is  naturally  ftrong,  being  for- 
tified in  the  ancient  manner  with  a  ditch,  walls,  and  bulwarks.  The 
Emperor  Sigifmimd  raifed  it  to  a  royal  borough.  After  his  death  Alhrecht 
of  Außria  attempted  in  vain  to  take  it.  Rudolph  II.  made  himfelf  mafter 
of  it  by  flratagem  in  the  year  161 1.  In  1621,  164S,  and  1744,  it  was 
alfo  taken.     To  it  belong  fome  villages. 

Pelhrzimoiv  or  Peldrzimow,  otherwife  Pilgram,  a  royal  borough,  formerly 
belonging  to  the  archbifliops  of  Prague,  and  the  capital  of  certain  villages. 

Paczoio,  a  fmall  town,  belonging  to  the  Carmelites  there,  who  are  like- 
wife  proprietors  of  Lotha  Geniczkoiva. 

Mileii-sko,  or  Muhlhaufen,  a  fmall  town,  belonging  to  the  foundation  of 
Pramonßratejifes  eftabUQied  there,  the  abbot  of  which  is  a  flate  of  the  country. 

Hradecz  Gmdrzichu,  or  Neubaus,  in  Latin  Hciirici  Hradecium,  or  Nova 
Domus,  a  town  belonging  to  count  Czermin,  contains  a  beautiful  citadel, 
andoiiC  college  of  Jefuits,  together  with  feventeen  priefts,  three  maffcrs,  and 
feventeen  coadjutors,  as  alfo  forae  good  manufadlories  of  cloth,  and  cer- 
tain  villages. 

Poczatky,  or  Potfchaken,  a  town   belonging  to  the  count  of  Sternberg.-  — 

Krumiow,  or  O'umau,  a  well  built,  fortified  town  feated  on  the  river 
MuMa,  having  a  beaut'ful  citadel  and  college  of  Jefuits,  in  which  are  fifteen 
priefls,  four  mafters,  and  feven  coadjutors.  This  town,  with  the  feigniory 
annexed  to  it,  bears  tlie  title  of  a  dutcby,  and  belongs  to  the  prince  of 
Scbwarzenberg.  To  the  Jefuits  here  belong  Wrtfchow  and  Rßhimow,  and 
to  the  arch-deanry  feveral  villages.

Pijek,  a  royal  borough  feated  on  the  river  Wataiva,  the  name  of  which 
denotes  fand,  and  receives  its  derivation  Jrom  lience  j  in  that  r-^old  \v.i,< 
formerly  waihed  up  here  out  of  the  fand  of  the  river.  In  the  thirtv 
years  war  this  place  was  niiferably  laid  walle  by  fire  'and  fword.  To  it 
belong-  fome   villages. 

Sujzce,  or  Schuttenbofen.,  a  royal  borough,  lies  in  a  valley  on  the  river 
PFatawa,  being  environed  on  all  fides  with  mountains,  and  receiving  its 
name  from  the  word  Trochrn  which  fignifies  drxing,  gold  having  formerlv 
been  waihed  up  here  and  dried  in  the  fun.     To  it  belong  fome  villa<^cs. 

Wodnany,  or  Wodnian,  a  royal  borough  feated  on  the  river  Blanice,  fuf- 
fered  greatly  in  the  years    1468   and    1Ö20,  from  hoflile  armies. 

Kajß'persky  Hory,  or  Berg-Reicbenjiein,  a  royal  mine-town  flanding  on  a 
mountain  in  which  lilver  is  found.  This  place  is  poffefled  of  certain  villages. 

Prachaticc,  formerly  a  royal  borough,  but  belongs  at  prefent  to  the  prince 
oi  Sdnvarzcnbcrg.  In  the  years  1420,  1619,  and  1620,  this  town  fuffered 
confiderably  by  war. 

JFimberg,  or  Wintcrbcrg^  a  town  feated  on  the  river  Wolnika^  where 
the  beft  chalk-glalTes  are  made,  belongs  to  the  prince  of  Schwarzenbetg. 
To  the  Prcemonjiratenjcs   here  belongs  Albrechtiz. 

JVoIyuic,  or  IVoUn,  a  fmail  town,  feated  on  the  river  Wobjika,  belongs 
to  the  provoll  of  the  collegiate  church  at  Prague.

VIIL    The    Circle    of 
PILSEN,    or    P  L  Z  E  N  S  K  0, 

In  Latin  Piljenfis  circulus,  S.  provincia. 

IS  particularly  rich  in  flocks  of  fheep,  and  the  inhabitants  are  reckoned 
to  make  the  beft  cheefe  in  the  whole  kingdom.  The  rivers  Mza  or 
Miza,  and  Radbuze  or  Cadburze,  have  their  iburce  in  this  Circle  ;  and 
the  latter,  after  receiving  the  river  Bradaivke  in  its  courfe,  mingles  its 
ftreams  with  tlie  firft,  as  alio  with  the  Uhlava.  The  river  Mza,  after  this, 
is   called  the  Beraunka  Mza^  and  having  alio  received  into  it  five  rivulets 

falls 
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falls  into  the  Alolda.  This  circle  exclufive  of  the  imperial  fei!:';niory  of 
JMirofchaii,  contains  moreover  one  hundred  and  fixty-five  feigniories  and 
cdates.     We  Hiall  take  notice  of 

FIzen,  Phjh(7,  or  Pilfcii,  a  royal  borough,  lying  between  the  rivers 
MizaSiwA  Radhuzc,  being  well  built  and  fortified.  In  contradiflindion  toO/^/ 
Pilfen,  now  called  Plzencc,  this  place  is  denominated  Ncu-Pilfen.  It  was 
built  in  the  year  JJS'  ^^  li^ii  and  33,  was  in  vain  bcfieged  by  the 
Hifßitcs ;  but  in  1553,  was  taken  by  George  Podiebrad,  in  1618  by  the  count 
oi  Mansfdd,  and  in  1621  by  general  T/7/)'.  i;Z>Wtv/i' with  fome  villages  be- 
longs to  its  diftrifl. 

Klatowy  or  Klattait,  a  royal  borough,  was  founded  in  the  year  JJl^ 
and  in  1000,  furrounded  with  walls  and  ramparts.  In  it  is  a  college  of 
Jefuits  containing  feventeen  pricfts,  four  mailers  and  eight  coadjutors  , 
to  which  Strahl  and  Hofchiz,  as  alfo  CzikJin  in  the  circle  of  Pracb'm,  and 
Czwatfchcnüiz,  in  this  circle  with  certain  villages  belong. 

Strzibro^  Miza  or  Mies,  a  royal  borough  feated  on  the  river  Miza,  and 
erecSted  in  the  year  1131,  receives  its  Bolvmian  n^me,  which  denotes  filver, 
from  hence,  namely,  that  on  laying  the  foundation  of  the  walls,  fome  filver 
was  found.     In  its  diftrift  are  certain  villages, 

Domazllce,  Taitfa  or  tußa,  a  royal  borough  which  was  originally  founded 
againfl  the  incurfions  of  the  Bavarians.     To  it  belong  certain  villages. 

Kckycza7iy\n  the  year  1583  was  made  a  royal  borough,  and  is  polfeffed 
of  fome  villages.  In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St. 
Augujfme. 

Dobrzany,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  river  Radbuze,  belongs  to  the  ad- 
jacent cloyfter  of  ß^ö//^w  appertaining  to  the  nuns  of  the  order  oiPremonJ- 
tratenfes  -,  the  provoft  of  which  is  a  ftate  of  the  country. 

Przeftice,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  river  BradawkCy  belongs  to  count

IX.   The  Circle   of 
SAAZ    or    ZIATECZKO, 

In  Latin  Zatecenßi  circulus,  S.  Provincia, 

T  S  alfo  called  Lueßo  and  Lucenfts  circuhis,  from  its  meadows,  being  formerly 
"*■  for  a  long  time  fubje(fl  to  particular  princes  of  the  Przemyjli  family, 
under  the  title  of  a  Dutchy.  The  hops,  which  grow  here,  are  reckoned 
the  bed  in  all  Bohemia,  and  in  corn  this  country  is  alfo  very  fertile.  The 
river  Eger  or  Ohrxc  divides  it  from  weft  to  eaft  into  two  halves.  The  ter- 
ritory of  Ebibogen,  containing  good  mine-works  together  with  fome  warm 
baths,  was  in  the  year  1714,  annexed  to  tlie  circle  of  Saaz,  and  in  both 
thefe  united  countries,  are  computed,  exclufive  of  the  imperial  feigniory 
of  Prejhitz,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  other  feigniories  and  eftates. 

I.  In  the  old  circle  of  Saaz,  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

Zatec  or  Saaz,  a  royal  borough  lying  on  the  river  Eger,  which  was  built 
in  the  eighth  century.  To  it  belong  the  following  places,  viz.  Holktitz, 
Bezdikau,  Stankoivitz,  and  Zahorfchy,  together  with  the  greater  part  of 
TJchcraditz  and  Welchau. 

Moß,  Pons,  or  Brux,  a  royal  borough,  lies  on  the  little  river  of  Bila,  at 
the  foot  of  a  mountain,  on  which  formerly  ftood  a  very  ftrong  citadel.  It 
is  well  built  and  contains  three  cloifters,  and  a  commandery  of  the  ordtr 
of  knights  of  the  crofs  with  the  red  ftar.     To  it  belong  Kopifz  and  lavjdcrf.

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To  the  citizens  here  likewife  belongs  Zlatnik,  and  to  the  cloiflers  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  Seydoiviz. 

Launy,  a  royal  borough  feated  on  the  river  Eger.  To  the  hofpital  be- 
long certain  villages. 

Kadan,  a  royal  borough  alfo  feated  on  the  river  Eger,  and  founded  in 
the  year  821.  To  the  fraternity  of  the  Rofe-crown  in  this  place  belong 
certain  villages,  and  to  the  town  belong  Rofchtial  and  Milfa. 

Chomutcw,  a  royal  borough  containing  a  college  of  Jefuits,  ercä:ed  hi  the 
year  1592,  in  which  are  feventeen  priefls,  four  mailers  and  eleven  coad- 
jutors, and  having  alfo  the  right  of  patronage  over  the  churches  in  the 
neighbouring  (oigWiory  o^  Rot  he  nhaiis.  To  the  town  belongs  Schonlind,  and 
to  the  Jefuits  Welmfchlofo..     Large  quantities  of  alum  are  prepared  here.

II.  The  territory  of  Einbogen  or  Loketßio,  in  Latin  Cubitenje  tcrritorium, 
fo  early  as  the  days  of  duke  Wogen,  and  confequently  in  the  ninth  cen- 
tury, was  fubjed;  to  the  princes  of  Bohemia,  and  inhabited  by  Bohemians. 
But  this  is  certain,  that  Rudolph  of  Habsburg  King  of  the  Romans,  in  the 
year  1285  gave  it  to  his  fon-in-law,  King  Wenzel  II.  as  a  portion.  In 
the  days  of  King  John,  namely,  about  the  year  1330,  Queen  Elizabeth 
enjoyed  it.  The  Emperor  Sigifmttfid  afterwards  conferred  the  territory  on 
his  vice-chancellor,  Cafpar  Schlick,  whofe  poflerity  alfo  obtained  the  right 
of  coinage  there.  In  the  year  1 547  it  fell  to  the  chamber  of  Bohemia.  In 
it  we  (hall  take  notice  of 

Loket  or  Einbogen  in  Latin  Cubitus,  being  a  royal  borough  ;  feated  toge- 
ther with  its  citadel,  on  a  high  and  fteep  rock,  by  which  it  is  alio  envi- 
roned. The  river  Eger,  which  to  the  left  of  this  rock  rudies  by,  forms  a 
curve  here  refembling  an  elbow,  and  hence  the  town  receives  its  name. 
The  way,  which  leads  to  it  is  narrow.  In  the  years  1506  and  1647,  this 
place  was  befieged  in  vain,  but  was  taken  in  the  years  1621  and  1631.  To 
it  belong  certain  villages  and  the  eftate  of  L?Vw~, 

N  2  Warx' 
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Warj  or  Carlsbad  in  Latin  Tl'hermce  Carolina,  a  royal  borough,  feated  on 
the  river  Topi,  and  celebrated  for  its  warm  baths  which  were  difcovered 
in  the  year  1370,  in  the  time  of  Charles  IV.  Thefe  baths  gave  occafion 
to  the  building  of  this  fmall  town,  to  which  belong  alfo  certain  villages, 

yochmßal  or  Joacbimßhal,  an  exempted  mine-town  famous  for  its  lilver- 
nii'nes  which  were  difcovered  in  the  year  1516.  From  the  year  1586  to 
1 60 1  thefe  mines  have  yielded  305790  marks  of  filver.  In  this  place  the 
firfl  Thaler,  under  the  appellation  of  Joachims-Thaller,  were  coined.  To 
the  town  belongs  Upper-Brand. 

G'Atcfgab,  an  exempted  mine-town,  founded  by  a  lord  of  Tettau.  In 
^533   this  place  devolved  to  the  Eleäior  of  Saxony,  and    under   Charles  N.

Platten,  an  exempted  mine-town,  under  Charles  V.  from  Meijfen  it  fell 
to  Bohemia.

Schonfdd,  an  exempted  mine-town,  which  defcended  from  the  family 
of  Riefenberg  to  the  lords  of  Plauen,  afterwards  to  the  barons  of  Pflug, 
and  laftly  to  the  chamber  of  Bohemia. 

Sakvkow  or  Schlackenwald,  an  exempted  mine-town,  near  which  a  beautiful 
tin  is  dug,  belonged  at  firft  to  the  family  of  Riefenberg,  and  afterwards,  by 
marriaoc,  defcended  to  the  counts  of  Gleichen,  but  in  1440  was  fold  to 
Henry  of  Plauen,  and  in  1502  to  the  barons  of  Pflug  of  Rabenßein.  Cafpar 
Pflug,  however,  being  put  under  the  ban  in  1547,  it  was  confifcated 
by  the  royal  chamber.     To  this  town  belongs  Rabe?fgrun. 

Schlackcnwerth,  fornierly  Ofiroia,  a  town  belonging  to  the  Margrave  of 
Baaden-Baoden.  Near  the  citadel  is  a  magnificent  pleafure-garden,  and 
in  the  fuburbs  a  college  and   Gyiinm/ium  of  the  P.  P.  piarum  Scholarum.

In  Latin  Li'iömhrzicenfs,  or  Litomericmfn  circulus,  S.  proviiicia. 
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S  fo  fertile  and  fine  a  country,  as  to   iiave   been  called   the  Bohemian 

paradife  ;  exclufive  of  which  it  is  fupplied  by  means  of  the  river  Elbe 
with  the  produ6ts  of  the  reft  of  the  provinces  of  the  kingdom  and  alfo 
of  other  countries.  The  wine  called  Podß.ahky,  which  grows  near  Au/U, 
is  particularly  famous,  and  the  warm  mineral  waters  of  Toplitz  are  very 
wholfome.  We  alfo  find  here  tin  and  precious  ftones.  In  this  Circle  are 
reckoned  eighty-nine  feigniories,  eftates  and  feats.     We  fliall  take  notice  of 

Lito}?iierzice,  Leitmeritz  or  Leutmeritz,  a  royal  borough,  lying  on  the 
Elbe,  and  being  well  built  and  populous.  This  place  is  the  fee  of  a  bifhop, 
who  flands  under  the  archbilliop  of  Prague.,  and  has  alfo  in  it  a  college 
of  Jefuits,  containing  eleven  priefts,  four  mafters,  and  fcven  coadjutors.  • 
To  the  town  belongs  Kebliz,  to  the  Jefuits  Nutjchniz,  to  the  dean  of  the 
cathedral  'Teynez,  to  the  Dominicans  here  Great  Augizd,  and  to  the  Francil- 
cans  Xjchernijcht. 

Ausjli,  or  Aii/Jig,  in  Latin  Aiifla  and  Vßa,  a  royal  borough,  feated  in 
a  narrow  mountainous  trad:  on  the  river  Elbe.  To  it  belongs  Wanow. 
The  red,  fweet,  and  ftrong  wine  called  Podskahky,  which  grows  within  the 
territory  of  this  town,  is  ufually  muddy,  and  feldom  continues  good  above 
one  year.  In  the  moft  plentiful  feafons  only  between  thirty  and  forty  rundlets 
of  it  are  made.  In  1426  this  town  was  fo  ravaged  by  the  Taboritcs  as 
to  continue  three  years  afterwards  defolate.  In  1538  it  was  wholly  con- 
fumed  by  fire.     To  it   belongs   IVanoio. 

Clofe  by  it  ftands  the  village  of  Przedlice,  near  which,  in  the  year 
1426,  a  very  bloody  battle  was  fought  between  the  Taboriies  and  the 
inhabitants  of  Mifnia. 

Dieczifi,  Tetztiiy  or  Tetfchen,  a  beautiful  town  feated  on  the  Elbe,  con- 
tains a  fine  citadel,  which  ftands  on  a  high  rock,  and  belongs  to  the  count. 
of  T^hun.     To  the  town  alfo  belongs  T^eutj'chenkan. 

Benejfow,  Benfen,  Peiifen  or  Panzen,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the 
counts  of  Clary  and  'Thun.  In  this  place  the  beft  paper  in  all  Bohemia 
is  made. 

Lippey,  in  the  Bohemian.  Eeippa,  a  town  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Kaimiz,  in  which  a  fine  potter's  ware,  poliflied  glafs,  and  cloth  are  made. 

Ausfli,  or  Aufche,  a  town  appertaining  to  the  Jefuits  near  St.  Clement'% 
church  in  the  old  town  of  Prague..  trzebenia:.

In  the  year  1422  this  place  held  out  a  hard  fiege  againft  the  Hnfßtes.  In 
it  is  a  well  two  hundred  and  forty-four  Pragne  feet  deep.  This  feigniory 
belongs  at  prefcnt  to  the  Emprefs  dowager.

''^T^riE  territoiy  of  Eger  miifl:  be  dcfcribcd  by  way  of  appendix  to  Bc- 
•*  hernia.  Its  name  it  receives  from  Eger,  its  capital  being  lb  denomi- 
nated from  the  river  running  near  it,  by  the  Bohemiam  named  Ohrze  ;  and 
they  have  even  called  this  town  Chcb  or  Heb^  whence  it  derives  the  firfl  of 
the  Lathi  names  above-mentioned.  Jo  early  as  the  year  1193,  duke 
Przejiiyß  Ottocar  took  tliis  diftri«5l  by  force  from  the  duke  of  Bai-aria,  and 
after  fome  exchanges,  both  that  and  the  tenitoJ-y  of  Elnbogai  were  again 
in  the  year  1285,  conferred  hy  Rudolph  oi  Habsbiirg,  King  of  th^  RcmcmSy 
on  his  fon-in-law,  JVenccl  II.  King  of  Bohemia  under  the  title  o^  a  dowery 
but  fell  again  under  the  power  of  Bavaria,  till  in  the  year  1322, 
it  was  mortgaged  by  the  Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria  to  Johfi  King  of  Bor- 
hernia,  for  the  fum  of  40000  marks,  being  the  fum  expended  in  war,  for 
the  Emperor's  interefl:. 

The  acid  fpring,  which  was  difcovered  about  half  a  mile  from  the  town 
of  Eger,  is  particularly  fam.ous,  being  fent  far  and  near  in  flafks,  which 
are  fealed  with  the  arms  of  the  council. 

Cheb  or  Eger,  the  principal  place  of  this  territory,  is  a  beautiful  and 
well  fortified  town  fituate  on  the  river  Eger,  retaining  ftill  its  ancient 
rights  and  privileges.  From  the  judicial  fentences  of  the  town-council, 
here  an  appeal  lies  only  to  the  King.  This  town  has  the  privilege  of  coining 
money,  which  pafles  however  only  in  its  own  diftriä;.  Exclufive  of  a  col- 
lege of  Jefuits,  in  which  are  eleven  priefts,  four  mafters  and  five  coad- 
jutors, we  find  here  alfo  three  cloiflers.  To  that  of  St.  Clara  belongs 
Upper  and  Lower  Schojfenrietb.  Eger  has  been  frequently  befieged  and 
taken.  In  the  year  1742,  th^  French  made  themfelves  maf\ers  of  it,  and 
furrendered  it  not  again  till  the  year  1743,  and  that  too  after  a  long 
blockade.     To  the  town  belongs  Kbornau  in  the  circle  of  Baaz.

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INTRODUCTION 

TO     THE 

MARQ^UISATE 
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MORAVIA. 


§.  I. ''  I  '^HE  hlftoiy  of  the  land-charts  of  this  marquifate  D.  Haubery 
_!_  in  his  valuable  effay  towards  a  circumftantial  hiftory  of  land- 
charts,  p.  174 — 188  has  abundantly  given.  The  firft  chart  of  this  marqui- 
fate publiflied  by  PW  ivz^^r/V/«^  in  the  year  1570,  Abrahum  Orteliushz'5 
improved  and  inferted,  in  his  Theatrim  orbis  terrM'tan.  It  was  alfo  publiHied 
again  by  Gerard  de  lode,  Peter  Kaer  and  Gerard  Mercator,  but  by  others  lb 
corrupted  thatj'.^.Cw/w/^w/z/i  was  on  that  account  induced  to  attempt  abetter; 
the  moft  accurate  edition  of  which  is  given  us  by  Ifcher  -,  but  this  alfo  by  re- 
peated copying  gradually  funk  into  reproach.  The  newefl  and  befl  charts  of 
this  marquifate  are  thole  delineated  by  Capt.  J.  C.  Midler  which  are  executed 
■with  great  accuracy  and  are  publilhed  by  J.  B.  Hamann  on  nine  llieets. 
Thcfe  are  to  be  found  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  from  N°  18  to  26,  and 
confift  of  a  general  chart  of  the  whole  marquifate,  together  with  ei^ht 
particular  ones  of  the  fix  circles.  I  know  not  whether  the  repeated  miilakes 
in  the  names  in  it  are  to  be  placed  to  Midlers  or  the  engraver's  account. 

§.  2.  This  country  to  the  weft  is  bounded  hy  Bohemia,  to  the  north  by 
Glatz  and  Silefia,  to  the  eaft  by  Sileßa  and  Hungary,  and  to  the  fouth  by 
Außria,  being  about  three  hundred  and  fixty  German  fquare  miles  in  ex- 
tent. The  name  of  Mahren  or  Moravia,  it  receives  from  the  river  Mora^ 
va  or  March. 

§.3.  Towards  Hungary,  Bohemia  and  Sikfia,  it  is  partly  environed  by 
mountains,  and  partly  by  vvoods.  Above  one  half  of  it  is  mountainous  and 
woody,  and  many  of  the  former  are  fo  rough,  as  to  be  almoft  defolate.     In 
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the  more  champaign  Circles,  trails  and  parts,  are  many  morafies,  bogs  and 
lakes  J  and  the  water  there  alfo  is  unwholefome,  particularly  in  the  forings 
of  the  Circles  oiHradifch  and  Zmymo.  In  the  mountainous  regions  the  air, 
indeed,  is  rough  and  cold,  lb  that  in  many  places  for  near  the  whole  fummer 
the  inhabitants  muft  ufe  a  ftove  ;  but  thefe  parts  notwithdanding  are  Vv'hole- 
fomer  than  the  above-mentioned  champaign  territories.  More  corn,  however, 
grows  here  than  the  inhabitants  conlume.  In  it  is  alio  pleniy  of  hemp 
and  flax  ;  nor  are  garden-ftuff  and  fruit-trees  wanting  there.  It  produces 
likewife  good  faffron.  In  it  too  we  meet  with  fome  white  and  red-wine, 
particularly  in  thole  tracts,  lying  towards  Hungan  and  Äuflrla  which  are  in 
no  lelpedl'iiiferior  to  the  Äujlricn  territorief.  ^  1  heir  pafturage  is  good,  and 
maintains  all  forts  of  cattle.  It  is  remarkable.^^at  they  allb  dig  frankin- 
cenfe  and  myrrh  cut  of  tlie  earth,  particularly  in  the  fcigniories  of  Bozko-wiz 
and  Czerna  bora  ;  where  it  forms  not  a  fpecies  of  the  amber.  Its  wide 
forefts  are  of  benefit  to  the  country,  affording  alfo  opportunities  for  a  large, 
culture  of  bees.  There  is  no  want  of  venifon  here ;  and  in  it  are  alfo 
wolves,  bears,  and  a  fpecies  of  le-apards,  of  the  fize  of  dogs,  but  thicker, 
which  arc  called  Ryfowe.     We  meet  likewife  with  feme  ber.ver.s  there. 

In  the  Circle  of  Brunn  are  quarries  of  marble,  baftard  diamonds,  amc- 
thyfts  and  other  minerals ;  as  alfo  alum,  iron-mines  and  works.  In  the 
Circle  of  Znoymo  were  formerly  mines  of  gold,  and  at  this  day  are  fome 
of  iron.  We  likewife  find  in  it  ililphur,  faltpetre  and  vitricl.  Here 
and  there  too  we  meet  with  wholefome  mineral  waters,  v/hich  are  impreg- 
nated with  fulphur,  alum,  vitriol  and  faltpetre  ;  fome  are  alfo  a  little  calid, 
and  there  are  likewife  acid  fprings  here,  but  fait  they  want. 

The  Oder^  indeed,  rifes  in  this  country,  and  that  too  in  the  Circle  of 
Olmutz,  but  firfl  becomes  navigable  near  Ratibor  in  Sileßa.  The  river 
March  or  Morau,  in  Latin  Morava  and  more  anciently  Marus,  rifes  near  the 
confines  of  Moravia,  in  the  county  of  Glatz,  and  running  thro'  the  mar- 
quifate  from  north  to  fouth  with  feveral  windings,  receives,  where  it  iflues 
out  of  the  Circle  of  Brimn,  and  forms  the  limits  between  Hungary  and 
Aiißria,  the  united  rivers  of  "Tcya,  Svarczava,  Svifava  and  Gik/a'ua,  falling 
fome  miles  below  Presburg  into  the  Datiube.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  this 
liver  is  not  navigable.  Thefe  and  other  fmaller  rivers,  as  well  as  the  in- 
land-lakes and  ponds  yield  various  kinds  of  fifli. 

§.  4.  The  number  of  towns,  villages  and  market-towns  in  Moravia,  as 
well  as  in  Bohemia,  is  too  much  magnified.  On  Müllers  charts  I  have 
reckoned  only  forty-two  greater  or  walled  towns,  and  fevejiteen  fmaller  or 
open  towns,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  market-towns :  but  it  happens 
unuckily,  that  the  marks  on  the  particular  charts  differ  fometimes  from 
thofe  on  the  general  one.  Keyßer  who  took  the  trouble  of  computing  the 
villages,  country-feats,  inns,  fingle  churches  and  chapels  here  on  Midlers  acr 
curate  charts,  makes  their  number  amount  to  no  more  than  2400 ;  but  a 
5  friend: 
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friend  of  mine  has  told  to  about  2550.  The  language  Qi  the  inhabi- 
tants is  a  dialeä:  of  the  Shivotiicy  and  little  differing  from  the  Bohemian. 
The  German  language  too  is  very  common    in  Moravia. 

The  States  of  the  country  here  confift  of  the  clergy,  lords,  knights, 
and  burgeffes.  The  fpiritual  flate  is  conftituted  of  the  billiop  of  Olmutz, 
the  canons  and  capitulars  there,  and  the  ecclefiaftics,  who  are  entitled  to 
wear  a  mitre,  or  who  of  old  have  been  ftates,  and  arc  pofl'eßcd  of  eftates, 
which  are  fet  down  in  the  land-table,  as  alfo  the  knights  of  an  order 
who  have  commanderies  in  this  niarquifate.  The  itate  of  lords  is  formed 
of  the  princes,  counts,  and  barons ;  the  ftate  of  knights  of  the  reft  of 
the  gentry;  and  the  flate  of  burgefles  of  the  towns  oi  Olmhtz,  Br  mm,. 
Znaim,  Ighm,  Hiingarifchbrod,  Hradifch,  MabriJ'ch,  Neufladt,  and  Gaya. 
The  Diets  are  appointed  by  the  regency,   and  held  at  Brunn. 

§.  5.  Chriftianity  came  to  be  known  here  fo  early  as  the  eighth  century- 
After  the  year  791   Samoßaiv,  King  of  Moravia,   was  compelled  by  the 
Emperor  Charlemagn  to  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  baptized.      In  the  year  80 r 
many  were  prevailed  upon  by  die  BenediSiine   monk  Godj)in,  in  the  year 
^06,  by  Trolbh  bifhop  of  Paffau,  and   after  him  by    Regiitar  or   Ricbar^ 
who  was    alfo  bifhop  of  Paßku,  to  receive  baptifm.     Among  thefe   alfo 
was   King  Mogemir,    whom  Trolph  at  that  time  bifhop  baptized  in  the 
year   822,    and   who  founded  alfo  feveral  churches.     Brynno,  his  fucceflbr, 
endeavoured  very  zealoufly  to  promote  the  fpreading  of  Chriftianity.     The 
famous  Greek  brothers  Methodius  and  Cyril  inftruft ed  the  Moravians  froni' 
the  year  856,  flill  further  in  the  chriftian  religion,  and  went  over  to  the  Latin 
or  ^cwrt«  church,  to  which  alfo  Moravia  was  fubjed:  till  the  fifteenth  century,. 
In  the  commotions  of  the  HuJ/ites  in  Bohemia  the  Moravians  bore  a  eonfider- 
able  part,  and  on  the  conclufion  of  then>  the  Hiißtes  in  Moravia,  who  liad. 
feparated  from  the  Calixtins,  who  had  united  themfelves  with  the  Romißj 
church,  called  themfelves  Mora,vian  brethren,  and   publickly  difapprovcd  the 
former  condudt  of  the  Hujites.  In  tlie  tixteenth  century  their  whole  conftitu- 
tion  was  deftroyed  and  extirpated,  and  they  lied  to  Poland,,  where  their  church- 
difcipline  ftill  continued,  though   they  went  over  to  the  reformed  church  j, 
whereas  thofe  who  remained  behind  in  Moravia  were  compelled  to  conform 
t»  external  communion   with  the  Romijh.     Of  them,  as  well   as  of  the 
Lutherans  and  Reformed,  who,   in  the  fixteenth  century,  were  here  in  great 
numbers,  there  are  even  flill  Ibme  defcendantsand  remains  extant  in  the  country 
who  make  an  external  profeflion  of  conformity  with  the  Romißj  church,, 
but  privately  hold  feparate  affemblies,  and  pardy  as  opportunity  offers,   fly 
to  proteflant  countries.     The    whole  kingdom  is   thus  publickly  given  to- 
the  Roman  catholic  church,    and  fubjedt  to  the  ecclefiaffical  jurifdidion  of 
the  bifhop  of  Olmutz,  who  fliles   himfelf  Duke  and  Prince  of  the  holy 
Roman  Empire  and  count  of  the  royal  Bohemian  chapel,  having,  formerly 
had  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire.     He  flands  at  prefent.

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immediately  under  the  Pope.  The  epifcopal  confiftory  here,  which  is  the 
only  eccleliaftical  judicatory  in  all  7kf«WT;z,3,  enjoys  the  fupreme  jurifdidtion 
over  ecclefiaftical  perfons.  The  epilcopal  feudal  right  is  ufually  held  twice 
a  year,  but  that  before  a  Mcßu'-ßif  ri^hth  held  *".  The  number  of  eccle- 
fiafhcs  in  Maravia  is  very  conilderable.  Stredotii/ky  afligns  forty  rural  deanries, 
and  above  five  hundred  parlbns.  By  the  by  I  Ihall  remark  that  the  Mo- 
ravians  call  their  priefts  Knez,  but  tile  Slavonic  word  Knez  properly  fig- 
nifies  not  a  prieft,  but  a  prince,  as  the  Riißans  and  Croats  flill  ufe  it. 
The  Bohemians  and  Poles  have  alio  introduced  this  appellation  of  a  prieft, 
wliich  was  originally  ufed  only  as  a  compliment. 

§.6.  The  fciences,  at  prefent,  begin  to  flourifli  here  greatly,  the  uni- 
verfity  at  Olmut-z  having  been  put  on  a  better  footing,  and  a  riding  aca- 
demy and  a  learned  fociety  alio  edabliflied  there.  The  Jefuits  and  P.  P. 
parum  fcholanim  have  here  and  there  a  college  in  it. 

§.  7.  The  principal  commodities  in  this  country  are  the  cloth  manufac- 
tories at  Iglau  and  T^rcbitz^y  where  alfo  are  fome  iron-works  and  glafs- 
houfes,  and  where  they  likcwife  make  paper,  gunpowder,  ^c.  Their 
commerce  is  inconfiderable ;  Brunn,  however,  enjoys  the  principal  part. 

§.  8.  Moravia  was  anciently  inhabited  by  the  ^ladi,  who  were  driven 
out  by  the  Slavi.  While  belonging  to  the  latter  it  was  of  greater  extent 
than  at  prefent.  The  kings  of  this  country  were,  till  the  ninth  century, 
powerful  and  independent,  but  afterwards  the  Emperor  Charkmagn  not 
only  vanquiflied  King  hccb,  but  his  fon  and  fucceilbr  Lewis  made  King 
Moganir  alfo  his  vallal.  heivis  the  German  took  Raczko,  Raßiz  or  Ra- 
di ßa-w.  King  of  Moravia,  prifoner  j  and  the  German  King  Amtilph,  by  the 
aliiftance  of  the  Huns,  vanquiflied  King  Suatopluck  in  the  beginning  of 
the  tenth  century.  Under  his  fon  Suatobog,  in  the  year  908,  the  great 
Moravian  kingdom  became  extindf,  and  a  prey  to  the  Germans,  Poles,  and 
Hungarians.  A  part  of  it,  which  to  this  day  alone  bears  the  name  of 
Moravia,  the  Bohemian  dukes  Brzcti/laio  and  Ulrich  (in  1026)  re- 
duced by  force  oi  arms,  and  the  former  on  his  death  was  reckoned  among 
the  princes  thereof,  From  that  time  this  country  having,  in  the  year  1086, 
been  declared  a  marquifate  by  the  German  King,  Henry  W .  and  united 
with  Bohemia,  has  been  frequently  refigned  as  a  fief  by  the  Dukes  and 
Kings  of  Bofjcmia  to  their  fons,  brotheis,  or  relations,  and  fometimes  even, 
divided.  Charles  IV.  having  inverted  his  brotlier  John  with  the  marquilate, 
and  Sigifmund  his  fon-in-law,  Albrecht  duke  of  Auflria,  the  bifliopric  of 
Olmuiz,  together  with  tiie  principality  of  Oppau  or  Troppau  formerly  be- 
lon'^ing  to  Moravia,  were  excepted,  and  it  was  declared  that  both 
immediately  united  with  the  cro\vn    of  Bohemia,  and  rendered   dependent

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thereon.  Since  the  time  of  King  Matthias,  Mcravia  has  ehjoyed  no 
peculiar  margrave  of  its  own,  but  has  qonftantly  remained  annexed  to 
the  crown   of  Bohemia. 

§.  9.  Tiic  arms  of  Moravia  are  a  cubic  eagle  crowned.  The  particular 
margraves  which  ilfwizi'/rt  enjoyed  often,  formerly  were,  it  is  true,  always 
Bohemian  freeholders,  but  at  the  fame  tiiiie  aUb  Princes  and  States  of  the 
Empire.  This  marquifate  is  ftill  governed  by  its  own  peculiar  confti- 
tutions.  Of  the  States  there  I  have  already  treated  above  in  §.  4.  The 
principal  odicers  of  the  country  are,  the  land-captain  together  with  fix 
Circle-headsmen,  the  fupreme  land-chamberlain,  the  fupreme  land-judge, 
the  fupreme  aulic-judgc,  the  fupreme  land-clerk,  the  land-under-chamber- 
Liin,  the  vice  land-judge,  the  petty  clerk  and  the  land-burgrave.  Of  thcfe 
land-officers  the  fix  laft  are  of  the  ftate  of  knights,  but  die  precedinp-  ones 
of  the  ftate  of  lords,  and  the  former  ufually  hold  their  ofBce  only  for  five 
years. 

§.  10.  The  Hate,  cameral,  and  judiciary  affairs  of  this  marquifate, 
have  their  laft  and  highell:  decifion  in  the  Dire^orium  in  publicis  Gf  ca~ 
mcralikn,  and  the  fupreme  judicatory  at  Vienna.  In  the  country  itfelf  are 
the  following  confiderable  colleges,  namely  the  imperial  royal  reprefen- 
tation  and  chamber,  with  which  the  cameral  exchequer  is  connedted ;  the 
land-right,  vrhich  is  divided  into  the  great  and  fmall,  and  held  twice 
a  year ;  the  tribunal,  or  land-captainfliip  with  which  the  royal  exchequer 
is  conne(fted  ;  and  the  milida  commiffion  out  of  the  ftates  at  the  land-tablei 
Of  the  epifcopal  feudal  right  and  confiflory  here  I  have  already  treated 
above  in  §.  5. 

§.  II.  Mora'via  contributes  about  one  third  part  to  the  exaftions, 
which  Bohemia  pay.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  military  ftate  of 
the  whole  Atiflrian  hereditary  countries  it  contributes  yearly  1856490  florins. 
Seven  regiments  of  foot,  one  of  cuiralTiers  and  one  of  dragoons  are  at 
prefent  quartered  in  Moravia. 

§.12,  The  whole  marquifate  is  divided  into  fix  Circles,  each  of  which 
has  its  Circle-captain,  whofe  authority  extends  to  the  quartering,  marching 
and  maintenance  of  the  foldiers.

S  the  lageft  of  all,   and  contains 
I.  The  following  walled  towns:  namely, 

Holomauc^  or  Olmutz,  the  capital  of  the  Marquifate,  and  alfo  of  this 
Circle,  the  firft  royal  borough,  and  the  fee  of  the  bifhop,  whofe  caftle 
js  a  place  of  confiderable  ftrength,  being  wholly  furroiinded  by  the  river 
March.  This  totvn  is  well  fortified,  built,  and  populous,  and  divided  into 
the  old  and  new.  It  contains  twenty-fix  churches,  among  which  the  epif- 
copal  cathedral  church  of  St.  Wenzeh  is  principally  to  be  remarked,  five 
chapels,  fcven  cloillers  of  monks,  and  two  of  nuns,  feveral  hofpitals,  one 
correöion  and  orphan  houfe,  one  college  of  Jefuits  and  feminary,  an  uni- 
verfity  founded  in  the  year  1567,  which  flourifhes  daily  more  and  more, 
a  riding  academy,  and  a  learned  fociety.  The  town  itfelf  has  been  fre- 
quently bcfieged  and  damaged  by  fires.  In  the  year  1 74 1  it  was  blocked 
up  for  fome  months  by  the  Prujjians. 

On  a  rocky  eminence,  near  the  town,  ftands  the  cloifi;er  of  Hradifiie^ 
-which  is  fupplied  with  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  Pramofißratenfes, 
who  have  a  mitred  abbot  here,  who  is  alfo  abbot  of  the  cloifter  in 
Strahov  at  Pragu:\ 

Uniczoto,  or  Makrijch-Neiijladt,  a  royal  fortified  town,  in  which  falt-petre, 
glafs,  and  gunpowder  is  made.

Mohchiice,  or  Mugliz,  a  walled  town,  which  in  the  year  11 80  was 
but  a  village.     This  place  belongs  to  the  bifliop  of  Olmutz. 

Zabrzeh,  or  Hohenjtadt,  a  walled  town,  containing  a  citadel,  belongs  to 
the  prince  of  Lichtenßein. 

Schiimbergf  a  walled  town,  containing  a  citadel,  feated  on  the  river 
Defzna.,  was  in  the  year  1621,  made  a  prefent  of  by  Ferdinand  II.  to 
t!ie  prince  of  LichteJi/kin  j  but  ftill  enjoys  many  privileges,  and   pays  its 

lord 
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lord  only  a  certain  fum  of  money  yearly.  About  one  half  hour  from  this 
place  near  the  village  of  Le7Ä7i,   or  Ullaßorff,  flands  a  medicinal  fpring.

Sternberg,  a  town  built  about  the  year  1245,  and  environed  with  walls, 
contains  a  cloifter  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußme,  and 
belongs  to  the  prince  of  Lichtenftein.

SOME  parts  of  which  Circle  lie  in  the  heart  of  Sileßa ;  yet  one  of 
them,  namely,  the  Diftrid  of  Katfcbcr,  which  confifts  of  ten  feigni- 
ories,  was  ceded  in  the  year  1742,  to  the  King  of  Pnißa,  and  by  him 
added  to  Upper  Silejia.     This  Circle  contains, 

I,  The  following  walled  towns:  namely, 

Przerow,  or  Prerau,  the  capital  of  the  Circle,  and  one  of  the  moft  ancient 
towns  in  the  whole  country. 

Kromerziz,  or  K^cmßr,  a  well  built  and  walled  town,  feated  on  the 
river  March,  and  belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Olmiitz.  In  it  is  a  collegiate 
church,  dedicated  to  St.  Moritz,  as  alfo  a  college  of  the  P.  P.  piarum 
fchohmim,  feveral  cloifters  and  a  mint  The  large  beautiful  and  valuable 
palace  here,  which  is  the  ordinary  place  of  the  bifliop's  refidence,  was 
burnt  down  in  the  year  1752,  together  with  the  archives,  the  fuburbs  and 
fifty-five  burghers  houfes  in  the  town.  In  the  year  1643  and  1656  this 
town  was  likewife  damaged  by  fire.     Without  it  is  a  cloifter  oi  Fraticijcans, 

Leipnick,  a  walled  town,  which  in  the  year  1643  was  greatly  damaged 
by  the  Swedes.  This  place  belongs  to  tlie  prince  of  Dietrichftcin.  In  the 
fuburbs  is  a  college  of  the  P.  P.  piarum  jchoJarum.  On  a  high  mountain 
oppofite  the  town  ftands  the  caftle   of  Helfenßein.

This  place  has  been  frequently  befteged  in  vain,  particularly  by  the 
Sivedes  in  the  year  1643.  About  one  mile's  dirtance  from  the  town  ftands 
the  Ciftercia?!  cloifter  of  Welehrad,  the  abbot  of  which  at  the  diets  of  the 
country  ranks  firft  among  the  regular  prelates.  This  cloifter  ftands  on 
the  very  fpot  where  formerly  the  celebrated  town  of  Wehgrod  or  Wele- 
hrad flood. 

Hun  Brod,  or  Brod  Uherßy,  in  the  Hungarian  language  Brod,  a  walled 
town,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Kawiiz  and  Rietberg,  and  containing  a 
cloifter  of  preaching  monks.     The  acid  fpring  here  is  well  known.

S  divided  into  the   Upper  and  Under,    the  latter   of  which   is    for    the 

moft  part  level.  In  this  Circle  are  about  twenty  iron  mines  and  works, 
particularly  on  the  river  Svarczava.  In  it  too  at  Heralez  and  FriJ'chaUy 
fituate  between  Kinzanow  and  OJfava  on  the  borders  of  Jglau,  as  likewife 
at  Olomuezany,  not  far  from  Jedcwnice  are  glafs-houfes.  Between  Auf- 
terliez  alfo  and  Gaya  near  St.  Mary  and  Neu-Urzice  are  fome  mineral 
fprings,  as  hkewife  near  Kobyly,  which  lafl:  is  principally  impregnated 
with  fulphur,  and  flows  into  the  neighbouring  lake,  together  with  the 
fpring  of  Voiteh.  Quarries  of  marble  are  found  here  principally  in  the 
mountain  near  Cjeb'm,  not  far  from  Tißiow,  as  alfo  abvove  Nedwedice, 
and  not  far  from  Brunn  by  Mokta.  Between  Lizyce  and  Daubrawice,  on 
the  river  Switawa  and  the  borders  of  Olmutz,  an  alum  is  dug  and  pre- 
pared. The  mountain  near  'Tiffnoio  is  called  Kwieinitz,  and  abounds  in 
baftard  diamonds  and  amethyfls.  On  the  Mayberg,  under  Nikdßurg,. 
on  the  borders  of  Aujlria,  we  meet  with  the  beft  and  wholfomeft  herbs. 
On  the  borders  of  Ohnufz  between  Sloiip  and  Holßein,  as  likewife  between 
Olmutz  and  Krztiny,  are  fubterraneous  cavities.  We  fl^iall  now  take 
notice  of 

I .  The  following  walled  towns :  namely, 

Brno,  Briinn,  or  Brinn,  which  is  the  fccond  royal  borough,  and  lies 
near  the  conflux  of  the  river  Svarczava  and  Svitava.  This  town  is 
not  very  large,  but  is  well  built  and  inhabited,  being  likewife  fortified,  and 
the  place  of  greateft  trade  in  all  Moravia.  It  is  alfo  the  feat  of  the- 
royal  reprefentation  and  chamber,  of  the  tribunal,    of  the   land- captain. 
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of  the  land  Diets  and  die  land-right.  The  Bifliop's  palace  here,  the  land- 
houfe,  the  collegiate-church  on  the  river  Petersburg,  the  college  of  Jefuits, 
V  hich  is  alfo  the  domua  priin>T  probatioiis,  and  contains  twenty-one  priefts, 
three  mafters,  fixteen  coadjutors,  fifty-fix  Novitii  Scholajiici  and  fixteen 
Novitii  coadjutores  ;  together  with  fix  cloifters,  among  which  that  of  the 
Au^uftine  Hermits  near  6t.  Thofnas's  church,  which  is  particularly  famous 
for"  a  gracious  image  there  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  made  by  St.  Luhe,  and  a 
foundation  for  young  ladies,  are  the  moft  remarkable.  This  place  has  been 
fometimes  bcfieged  and  lilocked  up,  but  never  yet  taken. 

In  the  fuburbs  of  Old-Brunn,  which  lie  in  a  low  place  under  the  cita- 
del of  Spilmberg,  are  two  cloifters  of  Nuns,  as  alfo  a  hofpital  of  the 
Knights  of  Malta.  Not  far  from  the  town,  to  the  Eaft  is  a  cloifter  of 
Premo/7ßrate?iJes,  which  is  called  the  Zabrdcvicijch,  and  has  for  its  head 
the  abbot  on  the  Strahvj  at  Prague.  To  the  North  of  the  town  in  the 
open  field  ftands  a  charter-houfe. 

The  above-mentioned  very  ftrong  citadel  of  Spielberg  or  Spilmberg,  ftands 
on  a  mountain  clofe  by  the  town. 

WifkQW  or  Wifcbau,  a  walled  town  in  a  very  fertile  territory.  In  the 
year  1753,  at  firft,  the  Bifhop's  palace  here,  together  with  feveral  houfes  was 
burnt  down,  and  afterwards  the  town  itfelf  was  fet  on  fire  by  lightning,  in 
fo  much  that  it  was  almoft  reduced  to  afhes.  Without  the  town  ftands 
a  Capuchin  clclfter  which  was  founded  in  the  year  1616. 

Slaisskow  or  Außerliz,  a  walled  town  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Kaimiz  or  Rietberg. 

Hiißopec  or  Außix,  alfo  a  walled  town. 

Pcdiivin,  or  Koßel,  a  walled  town,  formerly  one  of  the  mofi:  confiderable 
in  the  country,   and  a  Bifliop's  See. 

Niclspurg  or  Nikohburg,  a  fmall  tov/n,  belonging  to  the  Prince  of  Die- 
irichßein,  contains  a  collegiate  church,  together  with  a  college  of  the  P.  P. 
piarwn  Scholarum,  founded  in  the  year  163  i,  as  alfo  a  ftrong  citadel  feated 
■on  a  high  rock.     In  the  year  1 7 1 9,  this  place  was  confumed  by  fire.

Pißimerz  lying  in  the  centre  of  Moravia,  was  formerly  famous  for  a 
cloifter  of  BenediSiine  Nuns  fettled  there,  as  alfo  for  what  is  called  the 
golden  ßair.

Rayhrad,  or  Raygern  a  market-town,  near  which  ftands  a  cloifter  of 
BenediSlincs,  This  was  the  iirft  founded  in  Moravia,  having  been  ereöed 
in  the  year  1048.  Not  far  from  it  is  the  village  o{Tu?'zany,  in  the  church 
of  which  adoration  is  paid  to  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin.

In  many  places  too  there  are  yet  mines  of  iron.  Below  Majpiz  towards  Par- 
dicz  is  a  famous  medicinal  fpring,  and  about  one  quarter  of  an  hour's  diflance 
from  Grajefidorftov/avds  the  borders  of  the  circles  of  Brunn  and  Außria^ 
we  alfo  find  another,  as  likewife  a  third  above  Hrußwany  towards  Hoße- 
radice.  The  rivulet  flowing  between  Gefnnice  and  Bitow  is  remarkable  for 
not  freezing  even  in  the  coldefl  weather.  Tlie  borders  of  Außri a  yield  wine.

Znoymo,  in  the  Moravian  Iznguzge, Znain  or Znogma,  a  royal  borough  fituate 
in  a  pleafant  tradl  near  the  river  Teva.  This  place  is  well  built,  and  exclufivc 
of  four  cloifters,  and  a  college  of  Jefuits,  in  which  are  fixteen  prieils,  three 
mafters  and  feven  coadjutors,  contains  a  citadel,  belonging  to  the  Baron  of 
Deblon,  as  a  Bohemian  fief,  and  from  which  the  oldefl:  of  the  family  fiiles 
himfelf  a  burgrave.  The  town  itfelf  was  eredled  on  the  prefent  fpot  about 
the  year  1222.  Before  this  it  Ifood  in  another  place,  on  which,  in  the 
year  1145,  it  was  laid  wafle  by  Wladißaiv  the  Bohemian  Prince.  In  this 
place  in  the  year  1437  died  the  Emperor  Sigißnund. 

Below  a  town  on  the  river  Teya  ftands  Lauka  or  Brück,  being  a  rich  foun- 
dation of  P rcemonßrate77ßs,  the  head  of  which  is  likewife  abbot  at  the 
Strahov  in  Prague.  On  a  high  mountain  above  the  town  (lands  the  cloifler 
of  Peltcmberg.,  in  Latin  Mom  SanSfi  Hyppoliti,  belonging  to  the  order  of  the 
crofs  with  the  red  flar. 

Gcmnice  or  lamniz,  an  ancient  walled  town,  feated  on  a  high  mountain. 
Budiegowice,  in  the  Moravian  language,  Budweis  or  Budiüiz^  a  walled 
town  belonging  to  the  baron  of  fVallis. 

Krumlow,  alfo  in  the  Moravian  language,  Krumau,  a  walled  town 
the  property  of  the  prince  of  Lichtenßein,  and  in  which  is  a  cloifter  of 
Hermits  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  Paul  who  was  the  firll  of  that  clafs. 
In  it  alfo  is    a  good  citadel.

INTRODUCTIO 

T    O 

AUSTRIAN     SILESIA 


Q  IL  E  S  I A  was  formerly  a  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Poland^  but 
'^  many  German  colonies  having  fettled  therein  in  the  thirteenth  century 
at  that  time  happened  in  fome  meafure  the  commencement  of  a  fepa- 
ration,  which  was  afterwards  thoroughly  effeded.  For  the  Poles  having 
entertained  a  difguft  againft  the  Silefian  dukes,  defendants  of  the  Piaßi 
family,  on  account  of  the-r  adopting  the  German  manners,  and  having  alfo 
at  the  eleftion  of  their  kings,  particularly  at  that  of  IVladißaw  the  Little^ 
quite  pniled  over  the  Silefans,  at  which  they  were  difcontented,  this 
paved  a  way  for  the  Bohemian  King  Wenzel  II.  to  mount  the  throne  of 
Polandy  into  which  kingdom,  in  the  year  1292,  he  marched  an  army 
through  S:k/iä,  where  leveral  princes  fubmitted  to  him,  whofe  example 
was  gradually  followed  by  the  reft.  Thus  they  all  came  under  the  Bohe- 
mian government,  taking  their  lands  in  lief  from  that  crown  :  The  duke 
of  Oppeln,  in  the  year  1289,  having  firft  made  a  beginning.  This  change 
was  ratified  even  by  the  Po'ijh  kings  themfelves ;  King  Cajimir  entering 
into  an  agreement  with  'john  king  of  Bohemia,  by  virtue  of  which  he  re- 
ligned  Stlefia  to  him  and  his  fucceflbrs,  as  the  latter  alfo  on  his  part  dif- 
claimed  all  right  to  Poland,  and  likewife  the  title  of  king  thereof  The 
Poliß)  and  Hungarian  king  Lewis  renounced  alfo  in  a  public  wiitin'^, 
which  he  ratified  by  oatli,  all  title  to  l^tlejia  both  wita  refped  to  himlelf  and 
fucceflbrs.  By  virtue  of  a  golden  bull  procured  by  the  Emperor  Charles 
IV.  in  the  year  1355,  Sileßa  was  folemnly  and  for  ever  united  to  the  crown 
of  Bohrmia.  This  conltitutlon  lafted  till  the  death  of  Charles  VI.  which 
happened  in  the  year  1740.  But  Frederick  II.  king  of  Prußa  reviving 
after  this  the  claim  of  the  eledoral  houfe  of  Brandenburg  to  the  dutchies 
oi  Jagerndorf,  Lignitz,  Brieg,  and  Wohlaii,  and  for  the  accomplifhmcnt 
thereof  marching  an  army  into  Silejia,  a  war  broke  out  betwixt  him  and  the 
houfe  of  Aiißria,  in  which  the  former  having  fuccefsfully  reduced  all  the 
Lower  Sileßa,  together  with  the  greateft  part  of  the  Upper  and  the  county 
of  Glatz  to  his  fubjedion,  in  which  he  was  confirmed  by  the  treaties  of 
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Brcßaiü  and  "Drejden  in  1742  and  1745,  fince  that  time  the  king  of 
Prußa  rules  his  part  of  Silefa,  as  alTo  the  county  of  Glatz,  with  un- 
limited power  and  the  greatefl  independence  on  the  crown  of  Bobetma 
and  the  German  empire.  Hence  it  comes  to  pafs  that  it  is  only  the  refidue  of 
Silefia  which  the  houfe  oi  Aujiria  is  now  in  pofleflion  of,  as  a  Bohemian  fief^ 
and  fo  far  as  it  is  conneäed  with  the  German  Empire.  The  territories  of 
Auflrian  Sile/ia  confift,  i.  Of  the  principaliry  of  Tejcben,  and  the  ward- 
fliips  or  burgh-fiefs  belonging  thereto.  2.  Of  that  part  of  the  principalityr 
oiTroppau  which  lies  to  the  fouth  fide  of  the  river  Oppa.  3.  Of  a  part 
ulfo  of  the  principality  of  "Jagcriidorf,  and  the  wardlhips  belonging  thereto. 
4.  Of  a  part  of  the  principality  oiGrotkau.  The  defcription  of  it  w^ill  not 
be  improperly  omitted  till  we  come  to  treat  of  the  whole  dutchy  of  Silejia, 


IV.     The    Mar  q^u  i  s  a  t  e  s    of 
Upper    and    Lower     L  U  S  A  T  I  A. 

§.  1 . 1 N  the  year  1 593  Barth.  Scultetus  publiflied  a  chart  of  Upper  Ltifatia; 
•*■  and  after  him  Sam.  Großer,  in  his  remarkables  of  that  country, 
drew  two  fmall  charts  of  the  Upper  and  Lower-Liifatia,  which  were 
alfo  inferted  in  Hoffman'?,  Scriptures  rerum  Liifaticarian,  and  InKokr's  Atlas. 
In  Job.  Ckrrß.  Weigel's  Atl.  portal,  we  find  a  general  chart  of  the  Lufa- 
lias,  as  alfo  the  fame  in  Job.  Bapt.  Homan?is  which  was  afterwards  pub- 
lidied,  but  his  heirs  in  1732,  furniflied  us  with  Job.  George  Schreibers 
chart  of  the  Upper  Liißitia,  in  1746  with  a  beautiful  drawing  of  the  circle 
of  Budißzin,  and  in  1753  with  fuch  another  of  the  circle  oi  Görlitz.  Thefe 
four  feveral  charts  are  found  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  N"  27 — 30. 

§.  2.  Lufatia  runs  from  north-wefl:  to  fouth-eaft,  being  bounded  to  the 
eaft  by  Sileßa,  to  the  fouth  by  Bohemia,  to  the  wefl:  by  Mifnia,  and  to  the 
north  by  the  Mark  of  Brandenburg.  Exclufive  of  that  part  of  Brandenburg 
belonging  to  it,  which  makes  about  twenty  German  fquare  miles,  this  pro- 
vince is  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  in  extent.  The  Slavonick  name  of 
Luzice  or  Laißtz  denotes,  in  Abr.  FrenzePs  opinion,  a  woody  or  watry 
land.  The  lower  marquifate  at  firfl:  bore  this  appellation  only,  and  that 
for  the  fpace  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  years,  namely,  till  towards  the 
middle  of  the  fifteenth  century.  About  that  time  this  title  was  alfo  extended 
to  the  upper  marquifate,  before  called  the  M^ri',  or  the  LandofBudifzin 
and  Görlitz,  as  alfo  to  the  fix  lands  and  towns.  The  firft  writing,  in  which 
mention  is  made  of  the  name  of  Upper-Lufatia,  bears  date  in  the  year  1466; 
at  which  time,  as  may  be  feen  from  other  records,  the  laft  alfo  of  the 
above-mentioned   appellations  was   ftill  in  ufe.      Under   King   Matthiasy 
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the   hmid  vogt  vofi  Stein,  for  that  time  ftiled  himfelf"  in  liis  letters   of  in- 
veflitiire,  Vogt  of  both  the  Liijatias,  in  which  he  was  followed  by  others. 

§•  3-  Upper-Lujatia  abounds   more  in  mountains   and   hills,  and  enjoys 
a  purer  air  than  the  Lower,  in  which  are  found  many  boggy  and  moorifh 
trads.     The   latter,  on  the  contrary,  has  a  greater  number  of  woods,  and 
thofe  finer  ones  than  are  to  be  met  with  in  the  firfl ;  the  fat  trads  of  which 
generally  feel  a  great  fcarcity  of  timber,  with  which  the  others   notwith- 
itanding  are  fufficiently  provided,  and  even  the   very  heaths  themfelves   to 
exuberance.     We  likewife  find  turf  in   different   parts    of   the   circle   of 
Görlitz    at    Tancbritz,  for  inftance  in   the   territory  of  the  foundation  of 
Joachimßein,  where  the  beft  fuel  of  this  kind  is  cut  or  fpitted  ;  as  alfo  at 
Kießingjwalda  one  German  mile  and  a  half  from  Laiiban,  at  Heyderfdorf, 
on  the  heath  of  Muska,  in  the  territory  of  the  town  of  Zittau,  and  near 
Ncukretfcham  and  Schrieherjdorff.     In   the  mountainous  trafts  of  Upper-Lu- 
Jatia,  on  the  borders   of  Bohemia  and   Silejia  is  but  little  room  for  agri- 
culture.     The  heaths  on  the  confines  o^  Loivcr-Lufatia,  and  partly  alfo  on 
thofe  oi  Silejia,  confift  of  a  poor  foil,  affording  little  elfe  but  fine  huntino-. 
The  champaign  confifts  partly  of  a  meagre  land,  and  partly  of  a  fat  and  very 
profitable  marfli-land,  the  latter  of  which  we   meet  with   in   the  centre   of 
Upper- Liifatia.     In  Loioer-Lufatia  are  both  heathy  and  fertile  trafts.     la 
each  of  tFiefe  marquifates  rye,  wheat,   barley,  and  oats  are  cultivated,  as  alio 
much  buck-wheat,  together  with  peas,  lentils,  beans  and    millet.     In   it 
likewife  we  find  what  is  ufually  called   manna.     The  culture  of  flax  here 
is  pretty  good.     With  refpedt  to   orchard  and  garden  fruits,  as  a!fo   to  the 
culture  of  hops,  tobacco  and  wine  Lower-Liifatia  has  greatly  the  preference 
to  the  Upper.     They  make  likewife  fome  white  and  red  wine,  the  bcfl  of 
which  is  that  of  Guben.     The  produfts  of  this  country,  however,   do  nut' 
fufficiently   anfwer    the    neceflities    of  the    inhabitants,  corn,  fruit,  hops, 
garden-ftufi\,  and  wine  being  imported  into   the  Lujatias.     The  breedin'^-, 
of  cattle  here  is  very  confiderable,  there  is  likewife  no  want  of  venifon  ia 
it;  and  the  rivers,  lakes,  and  ponds  yield  divers  forts  of  good  fifh.     Plere 
and  there  we  find  a  white,  whjtifli-gray,  and  a  reddiih  coloured  clayey-eartir 
which   is    ufed  for   all   forts  of  vefi"els,  as    alfo    tobacco-pipes,  and   Itone: 
quarries.     On  the  mountains  of  Lobau  and  Konigßeyn  diamonds   are  du'»- 
which  refemble  the  Bohemian,  and  in  the  traös  of  Lauban  we  fometimet 
meet  with  agates  and  jafpers.     Near  Muska  is  an  alum-work,  and  in  the 
village  of  Great-Mehre  in  the  Loiver-Lufatia  a  vitriolic  and  copper-water^ 
In    feveral  places  too  a  pretty  good  iron-ftone  fs  found  and  v.'orked.     The 
Medicinal  fprings  near  Gutfchdorf'm  the  feigniory  of  Kofiigsbruck  near  Loban- 
and  Zittau,  as  alio   at  Schofiberg,  and  near  Lubben  and  Guben,  are  by  no 
means  inconfiderable. 

In  the   Lufatiai  rife  the  following  rivers,  vix, 

I.  The  Spree,  in  V/endiih  Sproiva,  in  the  Bohemian-  Spro,  which  takes- 
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its  foarce  in  tlie  circle  of  Budifzin,  between  the  Zittau  villages  of  Eberf- 
hach  ■^{v^.  Gerfd'jrj ;  receives  the  river  Schps  in  its  courfe,  and  fulls  near 
Spandau  in  the  Mark  of  Brandenburg  into  the  Havel. 

2.  Tlae  Sclnoarze  Elfter,  riling  alfo  in  the  circle  of  Biidifzin,  receives, 
near  Hoyerjwerda,  trie  Schwarz  Waßer,  and  enters  the  circle  of  Mifnia. 

3.  The  Pulfnitz  alfo  rifing  in  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  above  the  little  town 
of  Pulfnitz,  and  falling  near  Elfteriver  da-,  in  the  circle  of  Mifnia,  into  the 
Scincarze  Eficr.  Its  other  Icller  rivers  I  pafs  over  unnoticed.  The  NeifJ'e 
rifes,  indeed,  in  Bohemia,  in  the  circle  of  Biinzlan,  but  has  its  courfe 
chiefly  in  Lifatia,  receives  the  IVittge,  Luba  or  Lubus,  together  with  other 
rivulets,  and  difcharges  itfelf  below  Guben  into  the  Oder.  The  ^eis  takes 
its  courfe  through  the  borders  oi Lifatia  and  Silefia,  and  in  it  are  fometimes 
found  pearl-mufcles. 

§.  4.  In  Upper  Lufatia  are  reckoned  fix  towns,  which  are  called  by  way  of 
eminence  the  tov/ns,  or  the  fix  towns,  fixteen  fmaller  country  towns,  and  four 
market  ones  ;  but  in  the  Loiver  only  four  tü\'.  ns,  which  appear  at  the  land- 
diets,  together  with  thirteen  country  towns,  and  two  maketcnes. 

The  moft  ancient  inhabitants  of  this  country,  of  whom  we  have  any  certain 
knowledge,  were  the  Semnones  or  Senones,  a  Suabian  nation,  who  inhabited 
Upper-Lufaiia,  but  by  their  cuflom  of  wandering  thefe  gave  place  to  the 
JVa/idaiers,  and  thefe  lafl  again  by  a  like  expedition,  in  the  feventh  century, 
to  the  Sorber-IVends,  who  were  a  Slavonian  people.  In  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury alfo  fome  new  inhabitants  from  the  Low  Cowitries  nnd  the  Rhine  ar- 
rived in  thefe  parts.  Even  to  this  very  day  the  towns  are  almofl:  vvhülly  peopled 
with  German  inhabitants  ;  but  in  the  villages  a  greater  number  of  Wends 
than  Germans  is  to  be  met  with  ;  the  habitations  cf  the  Wends  begin 
near  Lobau,  extending  through  Upper  and  Loiaer- Lifatia  quite  to  the 
Mark  of  Brandenburg.  They  conltantly  retain  the  Wendijh  drefs  and 
-  language ;  but  the  latter  differs  not  only  from  other  Slavoiiick  dialedts, 
but  is  hkewife  fpoken  in  Upper  Lifatia  in  a  different  manner  from  what 
they  fpeak  it  in  the  Lower,  The  German  inhabitants  too  here  have  not  the 
fame  dialed:. 

Each  marquifate  confifls  of  two  flates,  namely,  the  country  and  towns, 
Avhich  fliall  hereafter  be  more  accurately  handled  in  defcribing  each  diflrid: 
by  itfelf.  In  this  place  we  are  to  touch  in  general  on  the  Lujatian  nobility. 
Some  of  thefe  probably  derive  their  defcent  from  the  ancient  Slavi,  among 
whom  thofe  are  ufually  reckoned  whofe  names  terminate  in  itz  and  zin-y 
others  again  are  fo  ancient  that  we  can  fcarce,  or  not  at  all,  inveftigate  their 
origin.  To  fuch,  for  infiance,  belongs  the  family  of  Gerfdorf.  But  the 
greateft  part  of  them  are  either  of  ancient  date,  or  came  in  more  modern 
times  out  0I  Bohemia,  Sileßa,  Poland,  Saxony,  and  other  German  and  foreign 
territories  into  this,  where  they  met  with  a  reception.  When  a  nobleman 
of  Upper-Lufatia  purchafes  a  fief  in  the  Lower,  he  is  as  little  deemed  a 
J  foreigner 
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foreigner,  as  an  inhabitant  of  Loiver  Lufatia,  is  in  the  Upper.,  which  was 
commociioufly  declared  a  new  country,  in  the  years  1689  and  1690,  by  the 
Land-ftates  of  both  marquifates. 

§.  5.  Some  fmall  fparks  oHhcChrijlian  doörine  were  for  the  firft  time  made 
known  to  ihc  Trends  here  in  tlie  fevcnth  century,  but  it  was  feveral  centuries 
before  they  could  be  brought  under  tlie  Romißj  church,  and  the  compulfion- 
employed  on  that  occafion  mufl:  neceffarily  have  exafperated  them,  though 
in  fome  meafure  it  rendered  them  hypocrites.  From  the  eleventh  century 
many  cloyfters  and  churches  v»'ere  erecfted  in  the  country,  by  which  Chrifii- 
anity  was  propagated  among  the  IVendi ;  but  the  true  memory  of  it  ftill 
continued  for  a  very  long  time  unknown  to  them  as  well  as  to  the  other 
inhabitants  of  this  country.  Dr.  Luther  s  doörlne,  fo  early  as  the  year 
1 52 1,  found  acceptance  among  them  as  well  in  the  Upper  as  in  the  Loioer- 
Lufitia,  which  doftrine  fo  fpread  itfelf  by  dtgrees,  that  the  Proteltant  Lu- 
theran religion  became  the  prevailing  church  there,  as  it  continues  even  to 
this  day.  In  it,  however,  are  fldl  feveral  Roman  Catholic  foundations, 
churches,  market-tovv'ns  and  villages.  The  licrrenhuthen  were  net 
only  born  in  Upper-Liijatia,  but  alfo  enjoy  there  an  efteem  very  dangerous 
to  the  Proteftant  church.  In  the  year  1750,  a  royal  mandate  vvasaddrcfled 
to  the  count  o(  Gerfdorf,  at  that  time  fuperintendant  of  Budifzin,  purporting 
that  the  fraternal  community  in  Upper-Lufatia  fliould  be  further  i.Mdulgcd 
and  protected  in  quality  of  faithful  fuhjedts,  as  alfo  that  in  hopes  of  their 
further  peaceable  and  decent  condudt  they  fiiould  be  made  pirtakcrs  as 
well  of  the  aflual  enjoyment  of  the  immunities  and  rights  promifcd  to  them, 
as  alfo  obtain  further  convincing  tokens  of  the  benevolence  and  favour  of 
the  government.  By  the  purchafe  too  and  pofleffion  of  feveral  noble 
eftates,  as  Herrnhuth,  Bertholjddorf,  Hemierfdorf,  Ni'fchky,  Trabus,  &c. 
they  have  obtained  not  only  civil  power  but  alfo  the  patronage  of  churches. 

§.  6.  Learning  is  much  efleemed  and  regarded  in  both  marquifates, 
which  have  produced  many  illuftrious  perfons  in  literature.  Uppcr-Lvfatia 
may  boaft  of  the  preference.  In  the  thirteenth  century  the  grofs  ignorance 
which  overwhelmed  them  began  to  vanifli,  and,  till  the  year  1450,  fome 
fmall  degree  of  learning  crept  in  gradually  with  the  cloyfters.  From  the 
year  1450  till  the  Reformation  it  ftill  encreafed,  men  of  learning  arrivino- 
there  from  foreign  countries,  who  brought  books  and  the  fciences  alonp- 
■with  them;  and  by  thefe  the  fchools  were  improved.  From  that  time 
Upper- Lufatia  imported  the  learned  men  of  her  own  produce  to  foreign 
countries,  who  were  employed  in  the  churches  and  fchools,  at  univerfuies 
and  even  in  the  courts  of  Princes  and  Kings.  Learning,  however,  was  not 
thoroughly  eftabliflied  among  them  before  the  Reformation,  and  fince  that: 
time  it  has  arrived  to  no  fmall  degree  of  efteem  in  Upper-Lufatia .  The 
fchools  in  the  Six-tow?2s  are  well  inftituted,  among  vv'hich  the  Gymnaßa  at 
Görlitz^  Budijzin.  and  Zittau  particularly  diftinguifh  themfelves  3  and  thefe. 

fthooh 
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ichools  have  good  ftipends.  Printing  has  alfo  received  great  additions  and 
improvements  here.  In  Lower-Liiptia  there  are  alfo  lome  good  fchools 
and  ieveral  ftipends  for  the  maintenance  of  ftudents.  For,  not  only  the 
States  have  appointed  fuch  ftipends  for  the  encouragement  of  the  nobles  and 
hurgeffcs,  and  the  towns  allotted  others  ;  but  there  are  alfo  family  ftipendS, 
whereby  the  diligence  of  young  people  is  roufed  and  kept  up,  and  themfelves 
favored  with  an   opportunity  of  qualifying  themfelves   for  the  fervice   of 

their  country. 

§.  7.  Without  the  afiiftance  of  manufadures  Lufatia  would  be  unable  to 
fupport  its  inhabitants,  but  in  the  numerous  and  good  woollen  and  linen 
ifuffs  here  it  enjoys  an  important  means  of  fubfiftence.  Thefe  flourifli 
principally  in  Uppcr-Lnfatia.  The  cloth-manufadures  are  the  oldeft, 
havin«-  been  in  vogue  in  feveral  towns  fo  early  as  the  thirteenth  century, 
which  towns  they  have  raifed  to  a  flourifhing  ftate.  The  town  of  Görlitz 
alone  has  formerly,  merely  by  the  cloth  trade,  received  above  a  ton  of  gold 
from  the  neighbouring  countries  ;  but  thefe  manufadures  have  been  greatly 
impaired  ever  fince  the  exportation  of  cloth  into  the  countries  of  Branden- 
burg and  Außria  has  been  prohibited.  In  other  refpeds  the  cloths  of 
Liijatia  are  of  different  kinds,  and  the  beft  of  them  little  inferior  to  the 
Holland.  At  Budifzin,  and  in  the  adjacent  trads,  prodigious  quantities  of 
llockings,  fpatterdaflies,  caps  and  gloves  are  made.  The  linen  manufadures 
here  are  alfo  important,  and  the  moll  confiderable  of  thefe  lie  in  Vpper- 
Lulatia.  The  condud  of  the  Emperors  Ferdinand  II.  and  III.  as  alfo  of 
Leopold,  towards  the  Proteftants  in  Bohemia  and  Silefia,  caufed  vaft  numbers 
of  people  to  retire  to  Upper-Lujatia,  who  upon  that,  with  great  vigor, 
ereded  the  feveral  villages  which  ftood  on  the  borders  of  thefe  countries, 
being  moflly  fituate  in  mountains,  and  for  the  generality  followed  the  linen- 
weaving  bufinefs.  From  this  time,  that  is,  from  the  year  1623,  this 
country  met  with  a  quite  different  and  better  reception,  for  it  became  more 
populous  and  powerful ;  and  to  thefe  new  inhabitants,  whofe  pofterity  were 
fo  greatly  encreafed,  are  owing  the  fucceeding  inundation  of  linen  manu- 
fadures and  trade  in  Upper-Liifatia,  which  happened  principally  between 
the  years  1660  and  1690.  In  Lufatia  are  made  all  forts  of  linen,  from 
unbleached  and  bleached  jarn,  common  and  fine,  as  alfo  fine  white  damafk 
for  table  and  bed-cloths,  and  white  tick ;  but  as  for  many  years  pafl  the 
demand  for  divers  forts  of  raw  and  white  linen  is  decreafed,  and,  on  the 
contrary,  the  coloured,  variegated,  wavey  and  printed  forts  have  had  a  greater 
call,  this  has  given  occafion  to  a  new  kind  of  merit  and  to  the  further  im- 
provement of  this  fpecie  of  work,  which  is  at  prefent  rendered  extremely 
beautiful.  The  black  and  fine  dyings  alfo  fupport  many  hands ;  and,  ex- 
clufive  of  thefe,  there  are  in  Lujatia  good  manufadures  of  hats,  leather, 
paper,  gunpowder,  iron  and  glafs,  and  wax-bleaching,  together  with  other 
works  of  artifts  and  handicrafts-people. 
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§.8.  By  means  of  thefe  manufa<SlLires,  and  in  particular  by  means  of 
the  cloths  and  linens,  a  confiderable  trade  is  carried  on  there,  which,  in- 
deed, is  not  at  prefent  fo  great  as  it  was  formerly,  but  yet  ftill  is  not  un- 
important, being  produdive  of  great  advantage  to  Lujatia,  as  it  exceeds 
the  importation  in  wool,  yarn  and  filk,  which  are  employed  for  their  ma- 
nufadlures  in  foreign  filk  and  woollen  cotnmodities,  gold  and  filver  lace, 
points,  &c.  in  wines,  fpices,  corn,  frefh  and  baked  fruits,  garden-iluff 
and  hops.  The  great  trade  carried  on  in  linen  took  its  beginning  in  the 
year  1684. 

Concerning  the  artificers  and  linen  manufadtories  in  tlie  villages,  difputes 
of  many  years  {landing  have  arifen  betwixt  the  towns  and  Land-ftates ;  and 
thefe  difputes,  in  17 12  and  1714,  even  gave  occafion  to  the  appointing 
of  commiffions.  The  fix  towns  in  Upper-Lufatia  appeal  to  the  refcripts  of 
the  government  iflhed  in  the  years  1682,  1683,  1684,  1704,  1706  and 
1708,  by  which  the  whole-fale  trade  there  is  prohibited  the  country-people 
and  all  others  who  have  ferved  no  apprenticeship  to  it,  on  pain  of  confif- 
cation  ;  but  the  Land-ftates  maintain,  that  moft  of  thefe  refcripts  were  pro- 
cured by  the  partial  reprefentation  of  the  merchants  in  the  Six-towns,  and 
that  the  refcript  of  1682,  on  which  they  lay  the  greatefl:  ftrefs,  was  never 
made  known  to  the  country.  They  likewife  appeal  to  a  legal  fentence  of 
the  court  of  appeals  at  Drefden  in  the  year  1674,  by  which  the  country 
was  maintained  in  the  pofl'efiion  of  the  free  linen  trade,  and  to  other  or- 
dinances and  grounds  which  rendered  the  country  trade  necefiary  and  ufe- 
ful ;  and  infift,  that  the  linen  trade  is  a  general  means  of  fubfillence ;  to 
partake  of  which,  both  country  and  town,  as  members  of  one  political  body, 
have  a  free  title. 

§.  9.  The  hiftory  of  each  of  thefe  marquifates  muft  not  be  confounded 
together.  Upper-Lufatia,  as  it  flands  at  prefent,  belonged  formerly  to 
Bohemia,  and  was  therefore  governed  by  the  dukes  and  Kings  thereof; 
but  the  town  of  Biidijzin,  together  with  that  trad:  of  land  called  Nifzi/i, 
which  extended  from  Nojfen  in  Mijnia  quite  toBudifzin,  belonged  for  fome 
time,  that  is  to  fay  for  the  latter  half  of  the  eleventh  and  the  firft  half  of 
the  twelfth  century,  to  the  count  of  Groitxfch.  King  Wenzel  Ottocar  con- 
ferred on  his  daughter  Beatrix,  who,  in  the  year  123 1,  was  married  to 
the  marggrave  of  Brandenburg,  Otto  the  Pious,  the  towns  of  Budifzin,  Gor^ 
litz,  Lauban  and  Lobau,  with  the  diftridts  belonging  to  them  ;  and  this 
Marggrave  alio  obtained  Cainefiz  and  Ruhland,  Mechiildis,  confort  to  the 
Eledor  of  Brandenburg,  Albert  II.  dying,  who  had  brought  thefe  places 
to  her  hulband.  The  town  oi  Zittau,  with  its  diftrift,  remained  united  to 
the  crown  of  Bohemia. 

With  relpe6l  to  Loiver-Lufatia,  which  till  the  fifteenth  century  alone 
bore  the  name  of  Lufatia  (§.  2.)  Charlemagne  lubdued  the  Sorber-Wends, 
appointing  Wittehind  II.  fon  to  Wittebind  the  Great,  lupreme  land-vogt  of 
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this  country,  under  whofe  race,  as  alio  under  that  of  the  Marggraves  of 
M'ljnia  and  the  Landgraves  oi  Thuringia  fprung  therefrom,  Loiver-Lufatia 
continued  under  the  fupreme  jurifdidlion  of  the  Frank; Pj-Carlovini an  and 
Saxon  Kings  and  Emperors  for  a  long  time.  Gero,  the  firft  Marggrave  of 
Lower-Lulcitia,  was  AyJed  Marggrave  thereof,  in  931,  by  the  German 
King  Henry  I.  and  confirmed  therein  by  Otto  the  Great.  John  III.  Marg- 
grave of  Brandenburg,  annexed  a  part  of  Loiver-Liijatia  to  that  Eledtorate  ; 
and  his  brother,  Waldcmar  I.  Eledtor  and  Marggrave,  the  remaining  part 
to  himfelf,  taking  upon  him  the  government  of  the  whole  Lujatias  both 
Upper  znA  Lower;  but  on  his  death,  which  happened  in  the  year  13  19, 
JJpper-Lufotia  freely  put  itfelf  under  the  protection  of  Bohemia,  and  King 
"John  of  Lutze/burg  WHS  in  the  faid  year,  namely  in  1319,  invefled  there- 
with by  the  Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria  ;  but  yet  was  it  not  fully  incorpo- 
rated by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  with  the  crown  of  Bohemia.  The  like 
union  he  alfo  made,  in  the  year  1370,  with  refpedt  to  Lower-Lufatia, 
which  he  purchafed  ;  but  from  this  union,  in  1461  and  1550,  certain 
towns  and  diftridts  receded  going  over  to  the  Eledor  of  Braridenberg.  In 
the  year  1623,  the  marquifates  of  Upper  and  Lower-Lufatia  were  tranf- 
ferred,  by  way  of  mortgage,  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II.  as  fiefs  of 
Bohemia,  to  the  Eledlor  of  Saxony,  John  George,  for  the  feventy-two  tons  of 
gold  which  he  expended  in  afiifling  the  Emperor  againft  the  Bohemians', 
but,  in  the  year  1635,  by  the  peace  of  Prague^  they  were  fully  and  here- 
ditarily, though  fief-wife,  ceded,  and  in  1636  he  abfolutely  ceded  them  j 
but  the  Emperor  referved  to  himfelf  and  fucceflbrs  on  the  throne  of  Bohe- 
mia the  retaining  and  bearing  the  title  and  arms  of  Lufatia.  This  ceffion, 
however,  is  wholly  indemnified  from  taxes.  In  the  year  1652,  the  Eleftor 
John  George  bequeathed,  by  teftament,  the  Upper-Lufatia  to  his  fuccefi'or 
in  the  Eledoral  dignity,  but  Lower-Lufatia  to  the  adminiftrator  of  the 
bifliopric  of  Merjeburg,  Duke  Chrißian  I.  Frederick  Augußus  III.  as  the 
King  and  Eledtor,  taking  upon  him,  in  the  year  1738,  the  government  of 
the  bifhopric,  Lower-Lufatia  was  again  united  with  the  Eledoral  houfe, 
which  ever  fince  that  time  again  commands  both  marquifates  ;  but  thefe 
are  not  incorporated  with  the  ancient  hereditary  Eledoral  lands,  but  are 
an  d  flill  remain  quite  feparate  countries. 

§.  10.  Both  thefe  marquifates  are,  with  refpedl  to  conftitution  and 
government,  the  jus  colleSlandi  and  other  taxes,  remarkably  different  from 
each  other,  and  what  in  particular  regards  the  revenues  arifing  from  them  to 
the  government.  They  have  never  been  readily  inclined  to  be  brought 
into  a  proportionable  aflleflment,  but  the  States  of  each  marquifate  have 
kept  to  a  free  grant.  The  rank  of  both  marquifates  among  themfelves 
appears  to  have  been  formerly  dubious,  but  for  a  long  time  part  the  Upper 
has  the  pre-eminence  over  the  Lower, 

§.  II.  The

§.  1 1.  The  arms  of  the  Marquifate  of  Upper-Lufatia  are  a  wall  or,  ftreaked 
with  black  and  eredled  in  the  manner  of  battlements  in  a  field  azure.  la 
the  fliield  it  bears  a  helmet  crowned,  on  which  ftands  the  wall  or,  with  two 
eagle  wings  azure.  The  arms  of  the  marquifate  oi  Lower-Lufatia  are  an  ox 
gules  in  a  field  argent,  which  ftands  from  the  left  to  the  right. 

Next  follows  the  particular  and  more  accurate  defcription  of  the  conftitu- 
tion  and  moft  remarkable  places  in  each  marquifate. 


I.    The    Mar  q_u  i  s  a  t  e    of 
UPPER-LUSATIA. 

'  I  ''HIS  marquifate  contains  two  forts  of  States ;  namely,  thofe  of  landr 
and  towns. 
I.  The  Land-ftates  are  divided  into 

1.  Lords,  who  are  alfo  ftiled  State-lords,  in  Latin  Proceres,  Domini  or 
Majores  ;  in  the  Bohemian,  Koraufewny  Pant  Wetfy,  and  have  all  their 
under-feudatories,  or  under-vaflals,  and  proper  judicatories ;  fuch,  for  in- 
ftance,  are  the  poffeflbrs  of  the  four  State-feignories  of  Hoyerswerda,  Konigf- 
bruck,  Mofska  and  Seidenberg, 

2.  Prelates ;  as,  namely,  the  dean  of  Budifzin,  the  abbefles  of  Marien- 
ßern  and  Marientbal,  and  the  priorefs  of  haiiban.  Thefe  marquifates,  in 
the  year  1635,  having  been  fully  ceded  to  the  Electoral  houfe  of  Saxony,  it 
promifed,  in  the  recefs  of  Prague,  to  proted  the  foundations  and  cloyfters 
there  in  all  their  rights  and  privileges,  particularly  in  their  exemptions  in 
fpiritual  matters  from  all  temporal  jurifdidlion  ;  as  alfo  to  leave  the  ordinary 
and  general  vifitations  thereof  to  their  infpeftion  and  inquifition.  By  virtue 
of  this  recefs  each  King  of  Bohemia  has  the  fupreme  right  of  proteftion  over 
the  Catholic  foundations,  cloyfters  and  clergy  in  both  marquifates ;  but 
this  extends  only  to  religious  affairs,  being  in  all  other  things  fubjcdt  to  the 
government  of  the  country :  and  hence  it  is  that  the  King  of  Bolxmia  fends 
a  plenipotentiary  to  the  eleöions  of  the  fuperintendants  of  the  chapter  of 
Budijzin  and  to  thofe  of  the  foundations  of  Marienßem  and  Marienthal,  in 
whofe  prefence  they  are  held ;  and  when  over,  the  King  of  Bohemia,  as 
Protestor  and  advocate,  is  applied  to  for  the  ratification  of  them.  The 
eledlion  of  a  new  dean  of  Budijzin  is  alfo  humbly  reprefented  to  the  Eledor 
of  Saxony ;  and  he,  as  fupreme  lord,  is  addreffed  to  for  the  ratification. 
To  him  likewife  the  hereditary  duty  of  homage  is  performed.  The  dean 
of  Budifzin  ufually  performs  this  homage  before  the  fupreme  office,  and 
then  prefents  himfelf  in  perfon  to  the  Elector  at  Drefden,  in  teflimony  of 
his  moft  dutiful  fubmiffion.     Some  new  deans,  however,  have  fought  to 
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perform  their  homage  at  Drefden  before  the  privy-council,  and  even  ob- 
tained permifTion  for  that  purpofe,  as  a  peculiar  grace,  which  fliould  not 
be  prejudicial  to  the  rights  of  the  fupreme  office.     In  the  chapter-court  the 
dean  has  the  precedence.     The  fyndick  of  the  foundation  muft  always   be 
a  Lutheran.     The  cluyflers  of  Maricnßern  and  Maricnthal  perform  homage 
to  the  Elcdtor,  when  he  enters  on  the  government  of  the  marquifate,  by 
means  of  their  provofts  as  they  call  them.     They  are  vifited  by  the  abbot 
of  Ojjeg  in  Bohemia   in  all  matters  relating  to  fpiritual  affairs,   who   alfo 
makes  reprefentations  to  the  fame  Monarch  of  the  eleftion   of  the  abbeffes 
when  performed  according  to  the  ftatutes,  and  prays  for  the  gracious  ratifi- 
cation thereof.     Each  of  thefe  two  cloyflers  has  higher  and  lower  courts  ot 
judicature  belonging  to  it,  as  alfo  a  Lutheran  nobleman  out  of  the  body  of 
knights  of  the  Upper-Lujatia,  to  adt  as  bailiff  of  the   cloyfter,  who  is  ap- 
pointed and  paid  by  the  foundation  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Sovereign, 
and  at  the  Land-diets  is  received  openly  to  voice  and  feat.     This  nobleman 
has  the  precedence  in  the   cloyfter-courts,  together  wich   other  privileges ; 
but  thefe  are  greatly  curtailed,  and  the  internal  ftate  of  the  cloyfter,   as  alfo 
the  nature  and  management  of  the  cloyfter-revenues,  are  fought  to  be  con- 
cealed from  him  as  much  as  poflible.     The  priorefs  of  Lauban  is  eleöed  hf 
the  convent  in  prefence  of  the  dean  of  Btidijzin^  and   no   confirmation 
thereof  is  fought  from  the  King  of  Bohemia.     The  faid  dean  alone  alfo  vifits 
the  cloyfter,  and  appoints  for  it  out  of  the  canons  oi  Bzidifzin  certain  father- 
confcffors.     For  the  management  of  the  court  of  this  cloyfter  a  Lutheran 
bailiff  is  appointed. 

3.  Into  the  gentry  and  commonalty,  confifting  of  counts,  barons,  no- 
bles and  burgeffes,  poffeffors  of  knights  fees  and  fief-eftates.  In  Upper- 
Z/«/^?//ö  the  proper  indigenate,  or  right  of  a  native,  has  never  been  cuftom- 
ary  ;  but  when  either  a  foreigner,  or  Lower-Lußtian  of  nobility,  wanted 
to  purchafe  a  knight's  fee,  he  has  never  been  debarred  it,  Hor  for  this  pur- 
pofe a  particular  permiffion  and  fum  of  money  required ;  but  he  muft  give 
in  to  the  Land-ftates  a  pedigree  fufficiently  ancient,  and  be  publickly  received 
by  them,  in  order  to  appear  at  the  Land-diets;  for,  in  the  year  1503  and 
1541,  they  came  to  a  refolution  to  receive  none  among  them  but  a  quartered 
knight ;  and  of  this  public  reception  we  find  fome  traces  fo  early  as  the 
fief-convention  of  1619.  When  a  burgher  purchafes  a  knight's  fee,  he 
muft  appear  at  the  Land-diet  and  give  a  counter-obligation,  that,  in  cafe  of 
the  future  difpofal  of  the  fame,  he  make  the  firft  offer  to  the  Land-ftates. 

II.  The  towns  are  the  immediate  feignorial  towns,  which  are  eminently 
called  towns,  or  the  Six-towns,  and  were  formerly  alfo  called  royal  and 
eledoral  jurifdidtion-towns.  They  take  rank  in  the  following  order  > 
namely,  Budifzin,  Görlitz,  Zittau,  Lauban,  Camenz  and  Lobau ;  the  three 
firft  of  which  are  called  the  preceeding  towns.  Thefe  Six-toiam  derive 
their  privileges  and  immunities  immediately  from  the  fupenor,  which  are 
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either  mere  adts  of  grace,  or  purchafed,  or  of  a  mixt  nature.  Their  credit 
is  to  be  reckoned  from  the  thirteenth  century,  when  they  began  to  enter  into 
engagements  with  each  other,  which  the  nobility  alfo  did  againft  the  towns-. 
Under  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  Wenzel,  of  whom  they  purchafed  divers 
privileges,  and  Sigijmund  raifed  their  reputation  ftill  higher,  and  in  military 
expeditions  they  had  their  own  diftinguifhing  feudal  enfign.  But  they  fell 
twice  under  the  difgrace  of  the  fuperior  ;  namely,  in  the  SinalkaUUck  war  in 
the  year  1547,  and  in  the  thirty  years  war  in  1620.  The  firft  of  thefe 
coft  them  dear,  but  the  fecond  was  taken  off  at  the  interceflion  of  the 
Eledtor  of  5(?x9«v.  Their  moft  important  privileges  are,  i.  that  they  con- 
ftitute  the  fecond  ftate  of  this  marquifate ;  that  they  have  the  free  exercife 
of  religion,  with  the  rights  connected  therewith,  as  alfo  the  free  manage- 
ment of  the  town-incomes,  when  the  burgher-mafter  and  council  proceed 
honeftly  and  confcientioufly  therein.  Under  the  firft  inflance  is  the  fuprema 
jurifdiftion  and  the  fiik  of  penalties,  as  alfo  that  the  burghers  and  fubjedls 
muft  be  obedient  to  the  council,  and  that  they  have  the  free  choice  of 
council;  but  the  land-bailiff  and  land-captain  are  charged  to  have  an  eye  on 
them.  The  town-cellars  belonging  to  the  council  have  the  licence  of  re- 
tailing wine,  as  alfo  in  part  that  of  foreign  beer  and  fait,  ^c.  Budifzin  has 
the  privilege  of  making  and  altering  ftatutes  and  ordinances,  as  alfo  of 
appealing  immediately  to  the  fuperior;  and  the  other  towns  want  ükewife 
to  appropriate  this  to  themfelves.  The  Six-towns  have,  befides  thefe,  other 
privileges,  and  maintain  they  have  feveral.  Between  them  and  the 
country,  on  account  of  the  brewery,  artificers,  trade  and  other  thing«;, 
difputes  of  many  years  ftanding  are  fubfifting.  Notwithftanding  the 
above-mentioned  immunities,  the  Six-towns  are  not  free,  but  land  and 
princely  towns,  whofe  fubjedion  the  form  of  the  oath  of  homage  fufhci- 
ently  fhews.  They  hold  their  affemblies  in  the  town  of  Lobau,  whither 
the  convocation  is  fummoned  by  the  town  of  Budifzin. 

§.  2.  Thefe  two  States  of  the  marquifate,  by  virtue  of  the  convention  of 
Prague  oi  1534,  as  alfo  of  F(?r^/WWs  decifion  in  the  year  1544,  in  all 
confultations  relative  to  the  common  concerns  of  the  country,  form  two 
voices  ;  namely,  the  States  of  the  country  one,  and  the  united  Six-towns  the 
fecond.  They  aflifl  alfo  in  drawing  up  forms,  refolutions  and  regulations 
concerning  every  thing  which  relates  to  the  common  benefit  and  weal  of 
the  country,  and  without  firft  obtaining  their  opinion  and  free  confent,  no 
taxes  can  be  laid,  nor  in  other  refpecfls,  any  thing  whatfoever,  which  clafhes 
with  the  conftitutiiin  of  the  marquifate,  be  done  or  admitted  of. 

§.  3.  The  marquifate  is  divided  into  the  circle  of  Budifzin  and  that  of 
Görlitz,  to  each  of  which  again  belong  particular  circles.  In  each  of  both 
thefe  principal  circles  are  the  above-mentioned  (§.  i.)  twofold  States. 
The  Land-ftates  in  each  divide  into  the  narrower  and  wider  bann  and  into 
the  other  gentry ;  and  out  of  them  the  officers  of  the  country  are  eledled 
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without  the  privity  of  the  Land-ftates  of  the  other  circle.  The  town 
eftates  conftitute  the  counfellors  of  the  three  Six-to-wns,  who  are  incorporated 
with  each  circle  and  conftitute  and  fend  their  deputies  to  the  Land-diets. 

§.4.  Such  States  aflemble  at  the  Land-diets.  Thefe  are,  i.  the  com- 
mon and  ordinary  States  of  the  whole  marquifate,  which  are  held  without 
convocation  three  times  a  year  at  Budijzin,  and  opened  on  the  Monday 
ahcr  Oculi ;  viz.  on  Bartholemy-day  (that  is,  on  Auguß  2^)  znd  on  Eliza- 
beth's-day  (namely,  on  November  19)  and  are  called  the  Voluntary  Land- 
diets  ;  as  alfo  the  Land-diet  after  the  feftival  of  the  Wife  Men,  which  is 
held  at  Görlitz,  and  to  which  the  States  of  the  country  are  convened  by 
patent  circular  letters  of  the  circle-office.  2.  Extraordinary  ones  ;  which 
are  when  the  States  are  fummoned  together  either  at  the  command  of  the 
fuperior  by  the  fupreme  office,  in  order  to  confult  about  certain  de- 
mands which  are  propounded  by  delegate  commiiTaries,  or  to  affift  at  the 
introdudlion  of  a  new  land-bailiff ;  or  when  the  land-elders,  on  account  of 
fome  weighty  concerns  relating  to  the  country,  which  admit  of  no  delay, 
apply  to  the  officers  of  Budijzin  and  Görlitz  for  fuch  a  convocation.  To 
thefe  extraordinary  Land-diets  the  pofleflbrs  of  the  State-fignories  are  fum- 
moned by  particular  writs,  and  the  other  quartered  gentry,  pofTeiTors  of 
knights  fees,  by  patent  letters.  The  ban-affemblies  of  both  States  are  fum- 
moned, when  neceflary,  by  the  land-elders  of  the  circle  of  5W//2/«. 

§.  5.  The  land-officers  here  are  chofen  and  appointed  partly  by  the  fu- 
perior and  partly  by  the  States.  The  land-bailifF,  as  the  fupreme  land- 
ofhcer,  is  appointed  by  the  fuperiors,  and  has  his  refidence  ufually  at  Bu- 
dißin.  Thither  he  is  introduced,  on  a  fummoned  Land-diet,  after  having 
previoufly  given  a  fealed  counter-obligation  to  the  States,  that  he  will 
firmly  maintain  them  all  and  feverally  in  all  their  rights,  letters,  privileges, 
grants,  graces,  judicatories,  immunities  and  good  cuftoms,  which  they 
have  of  old  well  deferved,  derived  and  ufed  from  Emperors,  Kings, 
Princes  and  lords  ;  proteft  the  country,  towns  and  highways,  and  provide 
the  States,  according  to  their  advice  with  captains.  This  counter-obliga- 
tion has  been  cuftomary  ever  fince  the  year  1420.  He  has  alfo  from  the 
fuperior  diredions  how  he  is  to  behave,  which  diredions  the  Emperor 
Ferdinand  I.  firfl  imparted  in  the  year  1561,  and  therein,  among  other 
things,  he  is  direded  to  condud  and  manage  the  fupreme  judicatory,  to- 
gether with  the  auUcand  land  judicatories  and  all  other  judicial  proceedings  in 
the  name  of  the  fuperior ;  to  grant  the  invefliture  of  fiefs  in  the  prefcnce  of 
the  land- captain  and  to  be  alio  affifling  to  him  in  the  execution  of  the  direc- 
tions imparted  to  him,  but  to  encroach  on  his  office  as  little  as  the  latter  is 
to  encroach  upon  his.  With  the  advice  and  privity  of  the  States,  as  of 
thofe  who  have  the  right  of  eledion,  he  alfo  provides  the  country  with 
captains  in  both  the  offices  of  Biul/fzin  and  Görlitz,  and  appoints  the  Aulic 
judge  and  chancellor.     When  the  States  abufe  their  power,  or  jurifdidion, 
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he  is  to  enjoy  a  joint-power  with  them.  He  alfo  looks  to  the  quartering 
of  the  foldiers,  (ic.  Since  the  year  1737,  his  royal  highnefs  the  electoral 
Prince  has  exeicifed  the  high-office  of  land-bailiff.  The  land-captain  is 
chofen  out  of  fix  perfons  belonging  to  the  State  who  are  of  the  degree  of 
lords  and  knights.  Thefe  the  Land-ftates,  by  virtue  of  a  privilege  obtained 
in  the  year  1603  of  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II.  for  7000  rixdollars,  propofe 
to  the  fuperior,  and  he  is  appointed,  for  this  end,  that  he  may  take  up 
and  manage  all  rents,  incomes  and  profits  of  the  fuperior  in  the  marquifate  ; 
for  which  purpofe  alfo  a  comptroller  of  the  order  of  knights  is  appointed 
by  the  fuperior  to  affift  him.  In  conjundion  too  with  the  land-bailiff  he 
has  the  care  of  the  Six-towns,  the  chamber-revenues  of  the  fuperior  and 
the  fpiritual  and  temporal  burgage.  He  alfo  takes  care  that  the  ftatutes  and 
ordinances  of  the  fuperior  are  obferved  in  the  feveral  towns,  and  that 
juftice  be  duly  adminiftered  ;  and  together  with  the  land-bailiff,  fees  that 
proper  perfons  be  appointed  for  burgomafters  and  counfellors.  The  chamber- 
procurator  is  alfo  appointed  by  the  fuperior. 

The  upper  office-captain  of  the  circle  o{  Budifzm  is  eleöed  by  the  Icffer- 
ban  (§.  2.)  by  virtue  of  a  conclufion  of  the  Land-diet  of  the  year  1675, 
folely  according  to  ancient  cuftom,  out  of  the  leffer  and  greater  bans  ;  and 
that  in  fuch  a  manner  that  at  firft  five  perfons,  and  out  of  thefe  again 
three  are  nominated  by  a  plurality  of  voices  ;  out  of  which  three  the  Land- 
ftates  choofe  an  upper  office-captain,  whofe  eledlion  is  immediately  inti- 
mated to  the  deputies  of  the  three  incorporated  towns,  in  order  likewife 
for  their  approbation  ;  which,  when  they  have  alfo  given  to  the  new- 
eleded,  the  choice  fallen  upon  him  is  opened  to  him  by  deputies  of 
the  leffer  and  greater  bans  of  the  order  of  knights  and  of  the  deputies  of 
the  towns,  and  he  prayed  to  take  upon  him  this  office  till  the  approbation  of 
the  fuperior  be  obtained.  The  office-captain  of  the  circle  of  Görlitz  is 
eledled  in  the  fame  manner.  The  two  land-elJers  of  each  circle  is  eledted 
by  the  province  thereof  at  the  Land-diets  out  of  the  order  of  knights  and 
confirmed  by  the  land-bailiff.  They  are  deemed  the  fathers  and  fuperin- 
tendants  of  the  country,  and  the  bufinefs  of  their  office  at  the  Land-diets, 
with  the  circle-offices  and  the  upper  office,  &c.  is  extenfive  and  important. 
The  land-conftable  is  chofen  out  of  the  order  of  knights  by  both  circles  at 
the  fame  time,  but  alternately,  according  to  the  convention  made  for  that 
purpofe  at  Budifzin  in  the  year  1665,  and  at  the  general  Land-diets  he  is 
ipeaker  and  clerk  in  the  name  of  the  States.  The  land-fyndick,  who  is 
the  council  of  the  Land-ftates,  is  a  lawyer  of  the  order  of  burghers. 

§.  6.  As  well  at  Budijzin,  as  alfo  at  Görlitz,  is  a  circle-office,  before 
which  all  proceffes  and  feudal  matters  of  each  circle  come  in  the  firft  in- 
ftance.  In  the  former,  exclufive  of  the  upper  office-captain,  fit  the  two 
land-elders  of  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  together  with  the  deputies  of  the 
three  Six-towns.  In  the  latter,  befides  the  office-captain,  the  two  land- 
elders 
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ciders  of  the  circle  of  Görlitz,  and  the  deputies  of  the  three  Six-towns  have 
a  felt.     In  this  marquifate  alfo,  according  to  ancient  cuf^oin,  a  court  of 
iuflice  is   held,  before   which  come  legacir;s,  resignations,  fummons    and 
other  judicial  matters.     In  the  circle  of  Budijzin  the  land-bailiff  conftitutes 
a  peculiar  Aulic-judge  out  of  the  order  of  knights,   who  holds  the  court  of 
juftice  three  times  a  year ;  namely,  about  the  time  of  the  voluntary  Land- 
diets;  and  in  the  circle  of  Görlitz  the  office-captain  holds  it  as  often   as  is 
neceflary  and  wanted ;  but  both  of  them  hold  it  witii  the  advice  of  three 
affeffors,  who  are  chofen  by  the  Land-ftates.     An  Aulic-judge  is  to  have  an 
eye  to  the  transferring  and  difpofal  of  eftatcs,  that  it  be  made  to  the  joint- 
feoffees  in  preference  to  others  ;  he  muft  alfo  have  an  eye  to  all  criminal 
matters  which  happen  among  the  nobility.     The  high  laudable  upper-office 
and  judicium  ordinaritim  of  the  high  and  well  conftituted  of  land  and  towns, 
is  held  three  times  a  year  at  Budifzin  in  the  caftle  of  Ortenburg ;  namely, 
at  the  conclufion  of  the  voluntary  Land-diets  (§.  3.)  and  took  its  rife  in  the 
'Teu-  1505.     In  it  the  land-bailiff  has  the  precedence,  in  whofe   name,  to 
the  conftituted  of  lands  and  towns,  the  fentences  and  judicial  decifions  are 
opened,  and  pronounced,  and  epxedited  with  refervation  or  appeal  to   the 
fuperior.     After  him  the  land-captain  takes  place.     The  affeffors  are,  the 
upper  office-captain  and  the  office-captain,  the  four   land-elders  of  both 
circles,  four  perfons  out  of  the  order  of  knights   of  each   circle,  together 
with  the  nine  deputies  of  the  Six-towns.     To  this  office  are  fubjedt  all  free- 
holders, as  alfo  their  vaffals  and  the  burghers  in  the  towns;  and  the  adions, 
which  come  before  it  are,    i.  when  an   appeal  lies  from  the  land-bailiff, 
both  captains  and  decifions  of  the  court  of  juftice,  from  the   fplritualty  in 
matters  temporal,  from  the  fentences  pronounced  in  the  courts  of  nobles 
and  counfellors  in   the  towns;  when   the   land-bailiff  reclaims  one  from 
among  the  States,  or  one  of  the  States  reclaims  the  land-bailiff;  when  the 
caufe  in   hand  concerns  the  common  immunides  and   privileges   of  the 
country,  or  are  otherwife  fo  important,  that  they  neither  can   nor  are  to 
be  difcuffcd  without  advice  of  the  conftituted ;  when  they  regard   difputes 
about   limits,   water-conduits  and  other  things  of  the  like   nature,  penal 
matters  in  certain  cafes  and  matters  of  injury.  In  this  upper-office  is  a  chan- 
cellor and  a  vice-chancellor,  between   whom  the  expediting  of  matters  is 
fhared,  as  alfo  a  prothonotary.    In  it  too  is  the  feudal-court  of  this  marqui- 
fate.    It  depends,  as  does  the  whole  marquifate  of  Upper-Lufatia,  on  the 
royal  and  electoral  privy-council. 

Here  alfo  we  are  likewife  to  mention  the  noble  orphan-offices,  one  of 
which  is  in  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  and  one  in  that  of  Görlitz.  Each  con- 
fifts  of  three  noblemen  and  a  lawyer,  who,  in  the  circle  o^  Budijzin,  is  al- 
ways the  land-fyndick.  This  extends  over  all  orphans  of  the  poffeffors  of 
fuch  eftates  as  are  immediately  under  the  jurildidon  of  both  offices  whether 
noblemen  or  burghers. 
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^.  7.  In  Upper-hufatia  there  is  no  general  fpiritiial  judicatory  or  con- 
•fiflory.  Whoever  has  the  right  of  patronage  by  his  cftate  excrcifes  it  of 
himfelf  alone  according  to  the  laws  of  the  country,  and  the  method 
therein  prcfcribed,  how  the  probation  fermons  are  to  be  held,  and  iflhts 
out  in  his  own  name  the  call  and  writ  of  prefentation  for  examining  the 
candidate,  who  may  then  be  examined  and  confecrated  at  Leipzig,  Wit- 
tenberg, or  Drefden.  The  depofing  a  preacher  depends  not  on  the  will 
■of  a  patron,  but  is  done,  when  there  are  fufficient  reafons  for  that  purpofc, 
before  the  upper  othce.  Difpenfations  in  matrimonial  cafes  are  at  prefent 
no  longer  applied  for  by  Lutherans  (fuch  excepted  as  are  fubjedls  of  the 
•dean)  from  the  dean  of  Budifzin,  but  immediately  from  the  fuperior,  and 
expedited  by  the  upper  ofFice-captain.  The  above  dean  has  an  epifcopal 
confiftory,  and  among  the  Roman-c&ihioV\cs  exercifes  all  manner  of  epii- 
copal  jurifdidlion,  as  it  is  called.  In  Upper-Lufatia  are  fixty-two  Wendißj 
churches  ;  namely,  eight  catholic,  and  fifty-four  proteftant  ones,  of  which 
latter  there  are  thirty-fcven  in  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  and  leventeen  in  that 
of  Görlitz. 

§.  8.  The  fuperior  draws  from  the  Upper-Lufatia  partly  the  impofls, 
granted  by  the  States,  among  which  at  prefent  is  reckoned  capitation  and 
eftate  money  j  and  partly  beer-tax,  excife,  tolls,  (Sc.  The  States  themfelves 
colled:  the  granted  taxes,  according  to  the  proportion  agreed  on  between 
country  and  towns,  which  agreement  bears  date  in  the  year  1581,  and 
was  occafioned  by  the  Tar^-tax.  With  refpedl  to  the  towns  the  greatefl: 
contribution  falls  upon  that  of  Görlitz  :  for  when  four  hundred  rix-doUars 
for  inftance,  falls  to  the  fhare  of  the  Six-towns  together,  Görlitz  is  under  a  ne- 
ceflity  of  contributing  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  thereto.  The  towns 
and  their  burghers  have  eflates  which  belong  to  the  town  foot  and  lot, 
but  they  have  alfo  fuch  as  formerly  belonged  to  the  land-nobility,  and  were 
purchased  of  them,  and  thefe  belong  foot  and  lot  to  the  country}  that  is, 
they  give  their  proportion  to  the  taxes  and  other  contributions  not  to  the 
towns  but  to  the  country,  which  contributions  are  fent  to  the  circle-receipt 
either  to  Budifzin  or  Görlitz.  The  revifion  of  the  taxes  of  the  country 
and  towns  is  entirely  at  the  option  and  free-will  of  the  fuperior ;  efpecially 
as  grievances  frequently  arife  on  account  of  the  furplufage,  which  the  lords 
would  appropriate  to  themfelves. 

§.  9.  With  refpedl  to  the  more  accurate  defcription  of  the  country,  this 
Marquifate  confifts  of  two  Circles,  which  are  : 
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I.    The    Circle    of

'T"*'  II I  S  Circle,  which  is  fubje(fl  to  the  upper  office-captain  of  Budifzin, 
■*■     is  again  divided  into  the  upper  and  lower  and   ^eh    Circles ;  and 
comprifes 

I.  State-feigniorics,  which  are, 

I.  The  feign iory  oi  Hoyerfwerda.  This  difl:rldl  receives  its  name  from 
the  head  place  in  it,  and  was,  in  the  year  1357,  incorporated  by  the  Em- 
peror Charles  IV.  who  purchafed  it  for  1400  Schocks,  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  crown  of  Bohemia.  From  the  year  1382  till  1448  the  family 
of  D;^(?j  pofTeffed  it,  as  a  Bohemian  fief;  frojn  1448  till  the  year  146 1 
Frederick  l\.^\zdior  of  Saxony,  from  1461  till  1471  Frederick  lord  of 
Schonburg;  from  1471  till  i486  Jaroßaiv  of  Sternberg;  from  i486  till 
1492,  George  of  Stein;  from  1492  till  the  year  i  571  the  lords  oi Schonburg  ; 
in  1 57 1  Henry  o^ Maltitz  obtained  it  hereditarily  for  1 10,000  dollars;  from 
1582  till  16 1  5  the  barons  oi  Promnit-z  poffelTed  it;  from  161 5  till  1620 
Sy fried  oflCitlitz;  from  1620  till  1651  the  lords  oi  Ponikan ;  from  1651 
to  the  year  1700  the  eledtoral  houfe  of  Saxony,  excepting  that  from  1662 
till  1669  it  was  mortgaged  to  Leopold  William,  Marggrave  of  Baaden  and 
Hjchberg  for  one  ton  of  gold.  In  the  year  1700  it  was  ceded  to  Wolf 
Dietrich  count  of  Benchlifig  for  200,000  dollars,  and  in  1704  to  the  princefs 
of  Tefchen,  afterwards  dutchefsof  Wurtenberg,  for  250,000  dollars  in  fpeciej 
but  in  1737  fhe  again  difpofed  of  it  for  the  fame  fum  to  the  King  and 
Eledor  Frederick  Auguflus  III.  The  revenues  of  it  are  now  paid  into  the 
royal  and  eledloral  chamber.     This  ftigniory  contains 

Hoycrfwerda,  in  the  Wendifh  Wojereze,  or  Worieze,  that  is,  on  the  watery 
•i  fmall  country-town,  having  a  caftle.  It  lies  on  the  Black  Elfler,  which 
runs  through  the  midft  of  it,  and  contains  above  three  hundred  houfes. 

Seven  church-villages  and  ten  knight's  fees. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Konigsbruck  formerly  belonged  to  the  Burggraves  of 
Dohna,  afterwards  to  the  barons  of  Schellendorff,  and  from  1726  to  the  count 
of  'Triefe,  comprizing 

Konigsbruck,  in  the  Wejidißo  language  Kunsberg,  a  fmall  country-town 
and  citadel  feated  on  the   river  Pidfnitz. 

Five  church-villages  and  two  knight's  fees.  Near  Gutfchdorfh  a  mine- 
ral fpring. 

II,  Two  fpiritual  foundations  and  their  diftrids. 

I.  The  deanry  and  chapter  of  St.  Peters  in  Budifzin  was  begun  to  be 
founded  by   the  Mifnian   bishop,  Bruno  II.  in  the  year    1213,  and   was 

finilhed 
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finifhed  in  1221.  It  was  alfo  at  the  fame  time  united  to  the  bifliopric  of 
Mifnin,  but  as  in  i ^60  the.  Mifina}2h\ü.iop  o^ Haugviiz,  John  YK..  went 
over  to  the  Lutheran  church,  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  I.  rendered  the 
foundation  of  Budifzin  exempt  from  the  former  fpiritual  jurifdidion  of 
the  biOiopric  of  Mijnia,  and  in  1562,  dLclared  the  then  dean  with  the 
approbation  of  the  papal  fee,  as  did  alfo  the  Emperor  Maximilian  II.  in 
the  year  i  c;i~/ c^,  in  the  cafe  of  the  exemption  of  the  deanfliip,  the  chapter, 
the.  Admitnjlrator  epifcopatus  Mijhenfn  per  iitramque  Luj'atiam.  And  hence 
the  dean  flill  continues  to  ftile  himfelf  an  Adminiflrator  eccleßaßicus. 
But  the  King  and  Elector  allows  him  not  this  title,  as  I  have  read  in  a 
report  of  the  upper-office  made  to  the  King  in  1722.  However  he  has 
the  right  of  granting  difpenfations  in  matrimonial  cafes  among  the  Roman- 
catholics  and  his  own  Lutheran  fubjedls.  See  more  above  concerning  the 
dean  in  §.  i.  To  the  deanry  and  chapter  belong  thirty-three  villages, 
among  which  is  a  church-village,  as  alfo  Schirgifwalda  which  is  fubjedt  to 
Bohemia,  and  Munchfwalda  which  is  fubjedt  to  Mijnia, 

2.  The  foundation  for  young  ladies  with  the  cloyfler  belonging  to  the 
Cijtercian  order  of  Marienfiern  were  ereded  in  the  year  12  64,  by  the  marg- 
graves  of  Brandodnirg,  Jchn  and  Otto,  and  by  virtue  of  their  letters  of 
foundation  obtained  from  the  family  of  the  lords  of  CajneriZ,  the  revenues 
which  that  family  held  of  the  fuperior  in  fief,  with  all  the  other  rights  and 
jurifd'<ft  ons.  Befides  what  has  been  already  faid  about  it  §.  i.  we 
are  further  to  obferve  that  the  buildings  of  this  cloyfter  make  a  good  ap- 
pearance, and  that  the  foundation  has  a  confiderable  territory  annexed  to 
it,  but  partly  blended  with  other  feigniories.  This  territory  is  divided  into 
two  circles. 

I.  The  firft  of  thefe  is  again  divided  into  twelve  fmaller  ones,  and  exclufive 
of  four  catholic  church-villages  (among  which  is  Rofenthal  the  place  of 
pilgrimage,  and  a  hofpital  near  Camenz)  comprehends,  moreover,  thirty- 
fix  other  villages,  which  belong  entirely  to  the  cloyfier,  which  has  alfo  a 
fhare  in  eleven  others.     But  in  particular  to  it  belong 

Wittichenau,  or  Wittgeiiau,  in  the  WendHh  Kulow,  a  fmall  town  feated 
on  the  EIßer,  and  containing  two  churches,  which  in  the  years  1654, 
1676,  1687,  and  1690,  fufFered  great  devafbtion  by  fire.  This  place  is 
one  of  the  fix  little  old  Wendiß}  towns. 

II.  The  Cnx\e  of  Eginißhe,  ov  Eigenfche,  belonged,  till  the  37ear  1328,  to 
the  lords  of  Camenz,  when  it  was  fold  to  John  King  of  Bohemia,  who  inveft- 
ed  a  lord  of  Bieberßsin  therewith,  by  whom  it  was  bequeathed  in  property 
to  his  fifter,  at  that  time  abbefs  of  the  cloyfter  of  Marienßern,  and  hence 
the  circle  received  its  name,  (Eigen  fignifying  proper)  and  after  her  death 
it  continued   annexed  to  the  cloyfter.     This  circle  comprifes 

Bernftadt,  or  Berjjßadel,  in  the  Wendißj  language  Bernadzize,  a  fmall 
town,  which,  in  the  year  1429,  was  miferably  laid  waile  by  the  Hußtes^ 
and  in    1686  greatly  damaged  by  fire.

.111.,  Three  Siic-to-wns  with  tlieir  territories,  viz. 

1.  Budifzhi,  ox  ,Bautzej7^  the  capital  of  the  whole  marquifate,  and  tliC' 
iirfl  of  the  aS'/ä'-/!J'Z£'>w,  ftands  in  a  mountainous  fituation  on  the  Spree  being; 
fortified  in  the  ancient  manner,  and  confidcrably  large,  as  alfo  well-built 
and  inhabited,  and  tlie  ufual  refidcnce  of  the  land-bailiff  and  land-captain,, 
and  likewife  the  feat  of  the  land-diets  of  the  States,  as  alfo  of  the  upper- 
office,  the  court  of  juftice,  the  circle-office  of  BuJ/Jziii,  an.  upper  port— 
office,  &c.  The  caflle  of  Ortenbiirg^  which  ftands  on  a  high  rock,  and  \i- 
the  proper  rcfidencc  of  the  land-bailiff,  is  feparated  from  the  town  by  a 
ditch  and  rampart,  but  notwithflanding  is  within  the  town  walls.  Both- 
the  circle  of  Badifziu  and  that  alfo  of  Görlitz  have  a  land-houfe  here,  Ex- 
clufive  tooof  the  cathedial  church  of  St.  Peter,  in  whofe  greater  and  lower. 
hr,]f  the  Luther  am  perform  divine  fervice,  and  in  the  fmaller  and  upper 
half,  the  catholics,  there  is  likewife  here  a  church  for  the  Lutheran  JVends,- 
as  alfo  one  for  the  catholic,  befides  which  each  of  the  three  hofpitals  have 
their  churches.  The  memorable  council-houfe,  and  celebrated gymna/iumf 
as  alfo  the  council  library.,  the  orphan-houfe,  together  with  the  houfe  of 
corredion,  and  that  for  fpinning  in  conjundion  with  its  confiderable  trade  in 
lineUj  hats,  ftockings,  and  gloves,  as  alfo  the  manufadures  of  Turkey,  and 
glazed  leather,  cloth,  fuflian,  &c.  are  to  be  claffed  in  the  remarkables  of  this 
town.  The  citadel  was  founded  long  before  the  town,  which  received  its 
rife  in  the  ninth  century.  In  the  year  1142  it  was  totally  deftroyed,  but 
rebuilt  afterwards  conformably  to  the  prefent  fituation.  It  has  frequently 
fuffered  by  fire,  and  was  fometimes  entirely  burnt  down,  viz.  in  the  years 
3400  and  1634,  or  only  a  great  part  of  it  as  in  the  year  1709. 

The  revenues  of  this  place  belong  partly  to  the  country  foot  and  lot, 
and  partly  to  that  of  the  town,  the  latter  of  which  are  partly  adually 
fabjed  to  fervice,  or  ftand  only  under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  council,  or 
belong  to  the  hofpitals  and  foundations. 

2.  Game}2z,  in  the  Wendifh  Kamienz,  the  fifth  of  the  Six-towns,  ftands 
in  a  mountainous  fituation  on  the  Elßer,  and,  exclufive  of  the  town  and 
pariffi-church,  contains  one  Wendißo  church  with  five  other  fmaller  ones,, 
and  three  hofpitals,  as  alfo  a  Lati^i  fchool.  In  this  town  cloth  and  linen 
are  made.  Nearly  towards  the  thirteenth  century  a  market-town  w-as 
founded  here,  and  in  the  year  1255,  afcer  being  deftroyed  by  a  fire,  built 
a-new  and  made  a  town.     In  the  year  1706  it  was  wholly  burnt  down. 

The  territory  of  the  council  confifts  of  fome  villages. 

3.  Lobau,  or   Liebe,  in  the  Wendifh  Libije,  or  Lobije,  is  indeed  the 
moft  ancient  but  in  rank  the  laft  of  the  Six-towns,  which  from  time  im- 
memorial have  held  their  meetings  in  the  council-houfe  here.     It  is  a  fmall 
place  but  pretty  well  built,  and  contains  two  pariih-churches,  and  a  bury- 
ing 
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ing  place,  with  a  fniall  catechetical  church,  as  alfo  a  hofpital,  a  Latin 
fchool,  and  a  good  trade  in  linen  and  yarn.  In  the  year  1429  this  town 
was  fet  on  fire  by  a  mahler  who  had  been  corrupted  by  the  HtiJJiies,  and 
after  being  repeatedly  reduced  by  them  to  aflies,  in  the  year  1434  the 
commencement  of  it  began  with  its  reftitution.  In  the  years  1678  and 
1710  above  one  half  of  it  was  deflroyed  each  time  by  fire.  Near  the  town 
is  a  mineral  fpring. 

To  the  territory  of  the  council  belong  feveral  villages,  among  which  is- 
the  church-village  of  Walddorf. 

IV.  Small  towns  of  fuperiors,  namely, 

Ruhland,  a  little  town,  fituate  on  the  Black  Elfler  in  the  borders  of  Mif- 
nia,  and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Hoym.  In  the  year  1 66 1  this  place 
fuffered  confiderably  by  fire. 

Pulfnitz,  in  the  Wendijh  language  Polfniza;  a  fmall  town  feated  on  a 
river  of  the  fame  name,  and  containing  a  citadel,  belongs  to  the  noble  fa- 
mily of  Maxen.     To  it  alfo  appertain  feven  villages. 

Elßra,  or  Elßer,  in  the  Wendifli  Haltßro%o  and  Haljlrow,  a  little  town, 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  the  Elßer  rifes,  and  belonging  to  the  noble 
family  of  Knoch.     To  this  place  likewife  appertain  feveral  villages. 

V.  The  little  free  town  oi  WciJJhiberg,  in  the  Wendifh  Woß^herk,  has  no 
lord  or  proprietor  but  only  choofes  for  itfelf  a  protedtor,   who  is  uluallv  the 
upper  office-captain  or  a  land-elder  of  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  and  is  fub— 
jedttothe  jurifdidion  of  the  office  q{  Budifzin. 

VI.  In  the  ^ci$  circle,  which  takes  its  name  from  the  river  ^ets  on 
which  it  ftands,  are  the  following  little  towns  of  fuperiors,  viz. 

Marklija,  in  the  Wendijh  language  Lifcha,  a.  fmall  town,  feated  on  aa 
eminence  not  far  from  the  river  ^ieis,  and  belonging  to  the  noble  family 
oi  Dobßhutz.  In  it  is  a  Latin  fchool,  and  this  place  enjoys  a  great  trade  in 
linens  and  fuftians.  In  the  year  1698  above  one  half  of  it  was  demolifhed. 
by  fire. 

Goldentraum,  a  little  town,  belonging  to  a  lord  of  Uechtritz. 

Wiegandßhal,  a  market-town,  the  property  oi  a.  \oxd  oi  Gerfdorf,  Ncar: 
it  lies  the  knight's  fee  of  Mefferfdorf.. 

VII.  Befides  thefe  fome  remarkable  places,  as  namely, 

Baruth,  a  market-town,  lying  on  tile  water  of  Lobau,  aboufthree  fourths 
of  a  German  mile  from  Weißenberg,  and  one  mile  and  a  half  from  Budißzin,, 
in  a  fpot  remarkably  pleafant  and  fertile,  and  called  the  golden  meadow.  This 
place,  which  holds  fairs  and  contains  a  well-built  citadel,  belongs  to   the 
family  of  Gersdorf.     So  early   as  the  year  1266  Henry  of  GersdorJ  was  pof- 
fefiTor  of  it.     In  the  following  century  it  devolved  to  the  family  of  Kittlitz  ; 
but  in  the  year  150a  reverted  again  to  that  of  Gerfdorf,  and  afterwards,  as 
far  as  is  known,  remained  conftantly  in  it.     The  old  caftle  here  was  a  fort.. 
To  the  prefent  pofTefiTor  of  Barut/j  hehn^,  moreover,  thirteen  knight's  fees,, 
all  fituate  in  U^per-Lufatia,  <^^;'/^d. 
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Vhyß,  in  tlie  Weudißj  language  TVujefd,  a  church-village,  containing  a 
fine  caftle  feated  on  the  Spree,  and  belonging  tJ  the  count  olGerfdorf. 

Koiiigfwarla,  in  the  IVendiß:)  language  Rakez.e,  a  church  village,  fituate 
on  the  Black  Water,  and  holding  fairs.  In  it  is  a  citadel,  and  the  place  itfelf 
belongs  to  the  count  of  Da  hoi  tz. 

Neukirchen,  a  church-village,  lying  on  the  river  IVeßjitz,  is  large  and 
belongs  to  the  baron  of  Huldenberg. 


II.    The  Circle   of 
G       0       R       L       I       r      Zy 

WHICH  in  the  year    1376,   was  raifed  by  King  John  to  a  principality, 
is  fuhjedl  to  the  office-captain  of  Görlitz,  and  again  divided  into  the 
circles  of  Görlitz,  Zittau,  and  Lauban,  comprehending 
I.  Two  ftate-feigniories. 

1 .  The  feignlory  of  Muska  belonged,  in  the  latter  half  of  the  fixteenth 
century,  to  the  family  of  Schonaich,  and  fell  afterwards  to  the  Emperor 
Rudolph  W.  who,  in  the  year  1597,  difpofcd  of  it  hereditarily  to  the  Burg- 
grave  of  Dolma,  from  whom,  in  the  year  1645,  it  devolved  to  the  baron 
of  Callenberg,  as  it  alfo  ftill  belongs  to  the  count  of  that  name.  This  feig- 
niory  has  a  confiftory  of  its  own,  which  extends  over  all  the  clergy  belong- 
ing to  it,  and  alfo  feveral  vaffals.  Of  the  many  ponds  in  it  abounding  in 
filli  that  of  the  long  Dammteich  is  the  largeft,  being  above  half  a  German  mile 
in  length,  as  alfo  upwards  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  broad.  Nut  far  from 
the  litde  town  of  Muska,  and  near  the  Neijfe,  lies  an  alum-hut.  In  it  we 
fhall  take  notice  of 

Muska,  Muskau,  or  Moska,  in  the  Wendifh  Muzakoiv,  a  fmall  town,  feated 
on  the  Neijfe,  with  a  fine  citadel  in  it,  and  one  of  the  oldeft  of  the  fix 
Wendißi  towns. 

Eight  church-villages,  of  which  that  of  Zibelle  is  worthy  notice. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Seydenberg,  which  is  alfo  called  Rauberßdorf,  has, 
ever  fince  the  fifteenth  century  continued  in  the  pofleffion  of  the  lords  of 
Colditz,  Bieberßeiti,  Rader,  Noßitz^  and  Einfidel,  and  belongs  at  prefent  to 
the  count  of  the  latter.     Exclufive  of  feveral  villages  to  it  alfo  belongs 

Seydenberg,  a  fmall  town. 

Rauberfdorf,  was  generally  the  refidence  of  the  pofleflbr  of  this  feigniory. 
II.  Two  fpiritual  foundations. 

T.  The  foundation  for  young  ladies,  and  the  cloyfter  belonging  to  th« 
Ciflercian  order  of  Marienthal,  lies  in  a  pleafant  valley  near  the  river  Neijfe^ 

having 
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having  been  founded  in  the  year  1234  by  Kunigiinda  confort  to  the  Bohe- 
mian King  Wenzel,  and  confirmed  in  1238  by  the  King  himfelf.  BcfideS 
what  has  been  faid  of  it  in  §.  i.  we  are  here  further  -to  obfervc  that  to 
it  alfo  belong  feveral  villages,  fome  of  them  entirely,  others  only  in  part, 
among  which  that  of  Reichenau,  on  account  of  the  many  linen-weavers 
in  it,  deferves  particular  notice,  in  as  much  as  it  has  produced  fome  Lu- 
tberan  paftors,  and  in  particular  that  of 

Oßritz,  in  the  Wendijh  language  Wotrow,  or  Woßrczau,  a  fmall  town, 
belongs  thereto,  which  town,  in  the  years  1527,  1561,  and  1583,  fuf- 
fered  greatly  by  fire. 

2.  The  priory  and  cloyfter  of  young  ladies  of  the  order  of  Mary  Mag- 
dalen de  poenitentiä  at  Lauban,  which  was  founded,  in  the  year  1320,  by 
Duke  Henry  II,  o{  Jaiier.  Of  this  cloyfter  we  have  already  fpoken  in  §.  i. 
Among  the  four  villages  belonging  thereto  that  of  Lower-Hennerfdorf  is 
particularly  worthy  notice,  as  in  the  year  1745  near  it  a  bloody  fkirmifh 
happened  between  the  Prußans  and  Saxons  to  the  difadvanta^^-e  of  the 
latter. 

III.  Three  Six-towns. 

I.  Görlitz,  the  principal  town  of  this  circle,  and  the  fecond  of  the  Six- 
towns,  hes  on  the  Neifc,  being  built  and  fortified  in  the  ancient  manner, 
and  the  largeft,  and  mod;  populous  of  all  the  towns,  as  alfo  the  place  of  beft 
fubfiftence  in  TJpper-LuJatia.  Within  its  walls  it  contains  three  churches, 
and  a  celebrated  gymnajium,  as  alfo  an  orphan-houfe,  and  a  houfe  of  cor- 
redtion,  together  with  the  bailiff's  feat,  in  which  the  knights  of  the  circle 
of  Görlitz  have  a  meeting  once  a  year,  and  likewife  the  place  where  the 
circle-office  of  Görlitz  is  held  under  the  prefidency  of  the  office-captain, 
the  jurifdi6tion  of  which  the  maglftrate  affumes  to  himfelf,  though  the 
land-flates  allow  him  no  fuch  thing.  Without  the  walls  too  we  hke- 
wife  find  fuburbs,  and  three  churches,  as  alfo  a  hofpital,  two  burvinf- 
churches,  together  with  what  is  called  the  holy  fepulchre,  which  George 
Emerich  the  burgomafler  caufed  to  be  ereded,  in  the  year  1480,  after  the 
model  of  the  holy  fepulchre  at  Jerufalem,  and  a  chapel.  The  cloths,  which 
are  made  in  this  place,  are  beautiful,  but  that  the  trade  in  this  article  is 
not  near  fo  confiderable  as  it  was  formerly  I  have  already  fliewn  above 
p,  121.  In  the  place  where  at  prefent  the  fuburbs  o^  Nicolas  are,  formerly 
flood  a  village,  which  the  Bohemian  Duke  Sobiejlaus  I.  converted  into  a 
market-town,  and  for  the  defence  thereof  built  a  ftrong  houfe  on  the 
eminence,  on  which  at  prefent  (lands  the  bailiff's  feat.  This  market- 
town,  the  name  of  which  was  Drewnow,  was  demohflied  by  fire  in  the 
year  1131  ;  but  the  duke  not  only  rebuilt  it,  but  alfo  converted  it  into  a 
town,  which,  on  account  of  the  conflagration  that  happened  in  it,  was 
called  Zgorzelice,  that  \% fire-town,  whence  the  name  of  Görlitz  has  arifen. 
In  the  year  1691  near  one  half  of  the  town  was  burnt  down. 

Ths 
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The  territory  of  the  council  here  is  extenfive,  and  compriles  a  con- 
fiderable  nu  nbcr  of  villages,  among  which  are  nine  church  ones.  In 
it  alio  hes  the  principal  mouniain  in  ail  Upper-Lufatia^  which  is  called 
the  Lavdeskrone. 

,  2.  Zit.'au,  in  the  IVeriJißj  hngu^ge  Zifaiva,  and  the  third  among  the  Six- 
■foiviis,  is  one  of  the  beft  in  Liijatia,  being  tbrtified  in  the  ancient  tafte,  but 
finely  built,  and  carries  on  a  confiderable  trade  in  cloths,  linen  and  blue- 
T)aper.  VV-ithin  its  walls  it  contains  two  churches,  a  hofpital,  a  council- 
library,  a  good  gymnafium  and  an  orphan-houfe ;  but  without,  three 
churches,  which  are  ufed  for  funeral-fermons,  and  a  hofpital  with  a  chapel 
in  it,  exclufjve  of  two  other  hofpitals.  The  old  market-town,  which  flood 
here,  the  Bchcmian  King,  Primißaus  II.  ereäed  into  a  town  in  the  year 
1255,  which  his  fon  and  fucceflbr  Wenzel  Ottocar  II.  completed  about  the 
year  1287,  and  environed  with  walls.  In  the  year  1359,  the  greateft  part 
of  this  place  was  burnt  down ;  after  which  it  underwent  many  other 
misfortunes. 

The  council's  territory  here  contains 

Hirfchfeld,  a  market-town,  formerly  in  the  poflefTion  of  a  nobleman, 
but  purchafcd,  in  the  year  1 506,  by  the  town  of  Zittau. 

A  number  of  villages  lying  quit-e  round  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
town,  and  among  them  feven  church-villages,  of  which  that  of  Great~ 
^chonau  is  remarkable  for  its  manufactures  of  linen,  as  alfo 

Three  territories,  lying  within  the  circle  of  Budifzin,  an^  to  which 
four  church-villages  belong ;  namely,  Ebersbach,  New  GierfdorJ,  Great- 
Euba  and  Hennerfdorf  in  Seifen,  which  is  furrounded  by  Bohemian  ter- 
ritories. 

3.  Lauban,  in  the  Wendifh  Luban,  the  fourth  of  the  Six-tou-ns,  lies  clofe 
by  the  river  ^eis,  and  trades  in  cloth  and  linen,  comprehending  under  it 
the  cloyfter  of  Ciflercian  Nuns  of  the  order  of  Mary  Magdalen,  of  which 
mention  has  been  made  above,  a  Latin  fchool,  two  churches  and  alfo  one 
in  the  burying-place,  together  with  a  hofpital,  a  houfe  of  correction  and  an 
orphan-houfe.  In  the  year  1180,  it  was  not  only  an  open  market-town, 
•which  was  enlarged  in  1264,  and  environed  with  a  ditch,  but,  in  the  year 
1318,  was  alfo  furrounded  with  a  wall.  In  1427  and  143 1,  this  town 
was  laid  wafte  by  the  Hußtes,  and  lay  defolate  till  the  year  1435,  after 
which  it  underwent  other  misfortunes. 

The  council's  territory  here  comprifes  two  villages. 

IV.  Some  fmall  towns  and  market-towns  belonging  to  fuperiorsj  viz. 

Schonberg,  a  little  town  belonging  to  the  baron  of  Rechenberg.  In  the 
year  1688,  this  place  was  wholly  demolifhed  by  fire. 

Cuna,  a  market-town,  with  a  caflle  belonging  to  it,  in  which  is  a  chapel. 
This  place  is  united  to  the  parifli  of  Schonbrun,  and  is  the  property  of  the 
noble  family  of  Knocb. 

5  Reichejibach, 
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Reichenbach,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the  noble  family  of  Gerfdcrf, 
was  demolifhed  by  fire  in  the  year  1670,  and  lies  between  two  knights  fees, 
one  of  which  is  called  the  upper,  the  other  tlie  lower  village. 

Rothenburg,  a  market-town,  feated  on  the  river  NeiJJc,  with  a  caftle  be- 
longing to  it,  which  is  at  prefent  in  the  pofleffion  of  a  burgher. 

Halbau,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  caftle,  and  belonging  to  the  count 
of  Promnitz. 

V.  "Joachimßein,  a  free  temporal  noble  foundation  for  twelve  ladies  in 
the  church-village  of  Great-Ratbmeritz,  or  Rüchncrifz,  which  lies  about  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  Oßritz  near  the  place  where  the  JVittge  falls  into 
the  Neijfe,  being  founded  by  Joachim  Sigifmimd  of  Ziegler  and  Kliphaujen, 
and  confecrated  in  the  year  1728.  This  foundation  has  been  regularly 
eflablifhed,  and  the  very  fine  buildings  and  ef{:ates  belonging  to  it  are  thole 
of  Radmerifz,  Niche,  the  Lower-Linde  and  a  part  alfo  of  Markerjdorf. 

VI.  The  eftates  of  the  feigniory  of  KUfzfchdorf  on  the  Lufatian  fide,  or 
the  villages  of  'Tiefenfiirt  belong  to  the  count  of  Promnifz.  They  were 
formerly  part  of  the  Silefian  feigniory  of  KUt~jchdorf,  the  caftle  of  which  lies 
in  the  principality  of  Jmier,  and  are  now  denominated  from  the  village  of 
'Tiejhifurt. 

VII.  Some  other  remarkable  places  :  njiz. 

Herrenhiith,  a  noted  place  in  the  circle  of  Zittau,  which  was  firfi:  founded 
in  the  year  1722  by  fome  Moravian  brethren  who  fettled  there  in  the  fields 
of  the  village  of  Bertheljdorff'  belonging  to  count  Zinzendorj,  but  was  af- 
terwards greatly  encreafed  and  became  the  chief  nurfery  of  the  Herrenhu- 
thers,  who  look  upon  Count  Mic.  Lewis  of  Zinzendo?-/  as  their  father. 

Great-Hennerfdorf,  having  the  privilege  of  holding  fairs,  and  containing 
a  caftle  which  was  a  feigniory,  as  alfo  an  orphan  houfe,  which  is  likevvife 
a  nurfery  to  the  Herrenhuthers,  and  belongs  to  the  baronefs  of  Waftcville, 
who  was  born  countefs  of  Zi?ize?uiorf.  This  place  is  remarkable  for  a  fa- 
mous conimifilon  held  there  in  the  year  1 748  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Herrenhuthers,  by  which  commifllon  they  pretend  to  be  acknowledged  as 
genuine  adherers  to  the  unaltered  confefiion  of  Augsburg. 

Kießingi'walda,  a  church-village  and  knight's  feat,  fituate  one  German 
mile  and  a  half  from  Lauban,  which  is  eminently  become  famous  for  its 
former  poflefTor   the  learned  Ehrenfried  Walther  of  Tjchirjihaufen. 
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INTRODUCTION 

To    the  Marq^uisate  of 

LOWER-LUSATIA. 


§.  I.  '^r^  HE   States  of  the  Lower-Lufatia  are  alfo  divided  into  the  land 
-^     and  town-ftates. 

1.  The  land-ftates  are, 

The  ftate  of  Prelates,  namely  of  the  Cißercian  foundation  of  Neuzelle, 
and  the  officers  or  commandcries  of  the  order  of  St.  "John  at  Sionnenbiirg, 
Friedland,  and  Schenkendorf.  The  mafter  of  Sonnenburg  appoints  a  cap- 
tain out  of  the  knights,  who,  in  his  name,  fuperintends  the  duties  of  the 
vaflals,  and  belongs  to  the  greater  ban. 

The  flate  of  lords,  namely  the  poffeffors  of  the  feigniories  of  Dobrilugk, 
For/la,  Pforten,  Sorau,  Leuthel,  Drehna,  Straupitz,  Lieberofe,  Lübbenau, 
and  Amt  it  z. 

The  ftate  of  knights,  to  which  belong  the  counts,  barons,  and  nobles, 
pofleflors  of  knights  fees  and  fiefs.  The  fifths  of  the  Lower-Lufatia  may> 
at  the  pleafure  of  the  pofleiTors,  be  alienated,  exchanged  and  mortgaged, 
and  on  failure  of  the  feudal  heirs,  may,  without  further  inveftiture,  defcend 
to  the  brothers,  or  brothers  fons  or  brothers  daughters,  or  neareft  heirs.  It 
was  formerly  cuftomary  that  the  perfon  who  was  defirous  of  obtaining  the 
ri"ht  of  indigenate,  or  a  {hare  in  the  privileges,  muft  previoufly  pay  a 
certain  fum  of  matriculation  or  enrollment,  and  thereby,  in  fome  meafure, 
make  a  purchafe  j  but  for  many  years  paft  the  payment  of  this  fum  has 
fallen  into  difufe,  and  the  grant  of  indigenat-e  fubmitted  entirely  to  the  dif- 
pofal  of  the  fuperior^ 

2.  The  ftates  of  the  towns  are  conftituted  of  the  deputies  of  the  four 
eircle-towns  of  Luckau,  Guben,  Luhben,  and  Kalau. 

§.  2.  The  marquifate  of  the  Lower-Lufatia  is  divided  into  five  circles, 
namely  thofe  of  Luckau,  Guben,  Lubben,  Kalau,  and  Spremberg,  into  which 
the  above-mentioned  ftates  are  divided.  Each  circle  holds  in  its  circle- 
town,  under  the  infpeftion  of  the  land-elders,  a  circle-aflembly.  The 
States  of  the  country  conilitute  the  lefler  and  greater  ban,  who,  in  weighty 
L  matters 
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matters  and  cafes  requiring  difpatch,  affemble  with  the  privity  and  appro- 
bation of  the  upper-office,  which  alfo  acquaints  the  court  of  the  fuperior 
with  the  refolutions  made  therein.  With  refpeä:  to  the  land-diet  of  this 
marquifate,  i.  yearly  are  held  two  voluntary  land-diets,  as  they  arc  called, 
for  which  application  is  made  at  the  upper-office  to  the  fuperior  for  his  per- 
miffion,  who  not  only  appoints  the  day,  but  alfo  confers  on  the  prefident 
of  the  upper-office  the  precedency,  and  convokes  fuch  States  as  have  feig- 
niories  by  particular  writs,  but  the  other  States  by  letters  patent.  Thefe 
land-diets  are  ufually  held  about  the  feafl:  of  the  wife-men  and  St.  johjü-, 
day  at  the  town  of  hubben.  2.  When  the  fuperior  caufes  the  States  to 
be  fummoned  together  at  his  difcretion,  and  propofitions  to  be  laid  before 
them  by  commiflaries  deputed  for  that  purpofe,  fuch  convention  is  called  a 
great  land-diet. 

§.3.  The  land-officers  are  appointed  partly  by  the  fuperior,  and  pardy 
by  the  States.  The  prefident  of  the  upper-office  fupplies  the  place  of  the 
ancient  land-bailiff.  The  land-captain  here  is  appointed  by  the  fuperior  for 
the  management  of  his  revenues,  who  alfo  appoints  a  controller  and  cham- 
ber-procurator, who  are  both  chofen  out  of  the  date  of  burghers.  The 
land-judge  alfo  is  chofen  and  appointed  by  the  fuperior,  and  that  out  of 
fome  perfons  propofcd  alternately  by  the  States  from  among  the  ftate  of 
lords  and  knights.  Each  circle  has  its  own  noble  land-elders,  to  which 
place,  when  vacant,  the  circle  of  the  affembled  land-flates  propofes  a  cer- 
tain number  of  perfons  out  of  whom  one  is  eleded  by  a  plurality  of  voices. 
To  thefe  land-officers  alfo  come  two  burgher  land-elders,  for  which  pur- 
pofe the  land-ftates  choofe  iheVnfelves  at  the  land -diets  a  burgher-m after 
for  Liickau  and  one  for  Guben.  The  noble  land-elders  of  the  circles  of 
Ltickau^  Guben,  and  Kalau,  have,  in  the  three  land-deputies  who  are 
chofen  out  of  the  knights,  proxies  for  neceflary  purpofes.  The  upper- 
tax  receiver  is  elefted  by  the  States  out  of  the  knights,  and  a  tax-ca(hier 
of  burgher-ftate  appointed  to  affift  him.  The  land-conftablc,  who  fits  at 
the  land-diets  in  the  name  of  the  States,  fpeaker  and  clerk,  is  of  the  rank 
of  burgher,  but  the  land-fyndick  of  that  of  knights. 

§.  4.  The  foundations,  the  order-offices,  the  States  which  have  fei^ni- 
ories,  with  the  knights  fee  and  towns  hold  all  their  peculiar  courts,  from 
which  an  appeal  lies  to  the  land-court,  which  is  held  twice  a  year  at  Lubben, 
and,  exclufive  of  the  land-judge,  confifts  of  two  noble  and  two  burgher- 
affeffors.  The  former  of  thefe  are  nominated  by  the  whole  land,  of  the  latter 
the  fuperior  appoints  two,  the  ftate  of  lords  two,  the  town  o'i  Lucktiu  one, 
and  one  the  town  o'i  Guben,  who  are  all  confirmed  by  the  fuperior.  Marty 
things  pafs  by  the  land-court,  and  come  diredly  to  the  upper-office,  to 
which  alio  an  appeal  lies  from  the  land-court.  In  the  year  1666  this  court 
was  appointed  inftead  of  the  office  of  the  land-bailiff,  and  fits  at  Lubben. 
Before  it  come  all  matters  of  juftice,  fiefs  and  policy,  from   the   circles, 

T  2  partly 
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partly  immediately,  partly  by  way  of  appeal.  It  confifts  of  a  preCident  of 
•an  iipper-ofiice,  a  vice-prefident,  four  actual  upper-office  counfellors,  two 
of  whom  are  of  the  (late  of  lords  or  knights,  and  two  of  burghers,  with 
feme  other  magiftratcs.  From  it,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  matter 
in  difpute,  a  perfon  may  apply  to  the  privy  council  of  the  fuperior.  This 
is  the  ordinary  feudal  court  for  Loiver-Lufatia. 

§.  5.  Spiritual  matters  here  belong  to  the  confiftory,  eredled  in  1668, 
which  is  made  up  of  a  diredor,  a  noble  and  burgher  confiftorial  counfellor, 
and  two  aflelTors,  who  are  the  general  fuperintendant  of  Lubben,  and  the 
firft  preacher  at  Liickau. 

§.  6.  Each  circle  has  its  own  chefl  into  which  the  ordinary  taxes  are 
delivered,  but  from  thence  configned  to  the  principal  cheft,  which  has 
the  upper-tax-receiver  mentioned  §.  3.  for  its  fuperintendant,  who  alfo 
makes  out  an  annual  accompt  to  the  land  of  the  receipts,  and  thereupon 
obtains  a  quittance  from  the  deputies  of  the  States. 

§.7.  In  order  to  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  the  Marquifate  o{ Lower- 
Lujatia,  it  confifts  of  the  five  following  circles. 


I.    The  C  I  R  c  L  E     of 
LUCKAU. 

TO  it  belongs 
I .  The  circle-town  of  Luckau,  Liicke,  or  Lucca,  which  is  the  head 
town  of  Lower-Lufatia,  and  lies  on  the  rivulet  of  Geila,  containing  in  it 
a  Latin  fchool,  a  parilh-church,  a  cloyfter-church,  a  corredlion  and  poor 
houfe  founded  in  the  year  1744,  with  a  church  and  two  hofpitals.  This 
place  was  walled  in  the  year  1 143.  In  1644  and  1652  it  was  demoliflied 
by  fire.     To  the  council-jurifdiftion  here  belong  twenty-two  villages. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Dreh?ia  or  Drahna,  belonging  at  prefent  to  the  count 
of  Promnifz,  and  containing  exclufive  of  the  caftle  of  Drahna,  eleven  villages.. 

Rem.  The  feigniory  of  SomiewaU  lies  indeed  in  the  territories  of  Loiver- 
Lufatia,  but  has  for  many  years  paft  been  incorporated  with  the  eleäoral 
circle. 

3.  Golzen,  or  Golfen,  an  open  country-town,  ihared  at  prefent  by  fome 
noblemen,  particularly  by  Vieth  of  Golffenau%.

'T^  O  it  belongs 

■*■  I.  The  circle-town  of  Guben,  in  the  JVeiidißj  language  Gubin,  lying 
on  the  Neiße,  which  below  it  falls  into  the  Oder.  This  town  is  pretty 
large,  and,  excluiive  of  the  parifli-church,  contains  alfo  a  P'/endiJh  one, 
together  with  a  hofpital  which  has  likewife  a  church,  as  alio  a  buryins:;- 
church,  a  Li?^/«  fchool,  a  falt-office,  under  the  infpeäion  of  which,  out 
of  the  fea-fak  difiblvcd  in  water,  a  pure  fait  is  boiled.  To  it  likewife  belong 
four  Villages  containing  fonie  good  manuiaftures  of  cloth,  and  it  alfo  makes 
a  pretty  deal  of  good  wine,  particularly  a  red  fort.  About  the  ycjr  1331 
this  place  was  walled  in,  and  in  1437  laid  wafte  by  the  Hußtes.  To  the 
council-jurifdidion  here  belong  fi.x  villages. 

2.  The  foundation  belonging  to  the  Cißercta7i  order  of  Neu-zell,  which 
was  founded,  in  the  year  1268,  by  Henry  the  illuftri oris.  The  abbot  of  this 
foundation  is  the  principal   prelate    and   firft  land-ftate   in  all  Lowcr-Lu^ 

Jatia.  The  chancery  foundation  here  has  a  Lutheran  chancellor.  Exclu- 
fwe  of  thirty-fix  villages,  fome  of  v/hich  belong  to  the  government  of  the 
Ele<flor  of  Brandenburg  at  Ciiftrin,  where  the  abbot  alfo  receives  the  invcf- 
titure  over  them,  this  foundation  polfeffes 

The  little  town  of  Furftenberg,  which  has  a  dangerous  and  hurtful  neigh- 
bour in  the  river  Oder.  The  inhabitants  of  this  place  are  hutherans.  At 
this  town  is  a  confiderable  Odcr-X.(^. 

Rem.  On  an  ifland  in  the  Oder  lies  the  village  of  Schiedh  belonging  to 
the  Elecflor  of  Saxony.,  in  which  is  a  fconce  and  a  Saxon  toll.  This  place 
has  given  occafion  to  many  dlfgufts  with  the  eledloral  houfe  of  Branden- 
burg, who  would  gladly  have  the  whole  Oder  free,  notwithftanding  which 
the  feventh  article  of  the  peace  of  Drefden  of  1745,  by  virtue  of  which 
this  village  together  with  that  of  Furflenberg  was  to  be  ceded  to  the  Elec- 
tor of  Brandenburg  as  a  compenfation,  is  not  yet  executed. 

3.  The  office  of  Schetikendor'f,  which  belongs  to  the  mafter  of  the  order 
of  St.  yohn  at  So7inenburg,  contains  the  church-villages  of  Schenkendorf  on 
the  Neiffe,  as  alfo  thofe  of  Grieffen,  Atterwitßh,  Schenkendober,  and  other 
villages. 

4.  The  lordfliip  of  Forfta  belongs  at  prefent  to  Count  Brühl,  and  has  a 
peculiar  chancery,  fief-court,  and  confiftory.  From  the  juftice-chancery 
here  a  perfon  may  apply  to  the  upper-office,  but  from  the  fief-court  all 
caufes  go  to  the  privy-council  of  the  feigniories,  and  the  confiftory  itfelf 
is  fubjedl  to  that  of  Lubben..    To  this  feigniory  belongs 

Forftay^ 
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Forfta,  a  fmall  town,  fiirrounded  by  the  Nciffe,  and  containing  both  an 
old  and  new  citadel.  Since  the  laft  fire  of  1748  this  place  has  been  built  more 
regularly  and  better  than  it  was  before.  In  it  are  made  feme  fine  cloths, 
linen,  and  tapeftry. 

Thirty-five  villages,  eighteen  of  which  are  poffefled  by  vaflals. 

5.  The  feigniory  of  Pjortcn,  in  the  Wendifli  Erode,  that  is,  a  ford,  with 
a  Vv'ell-built  citadel  in  it,  as  alfo 

About  twenty  villages. 

6.  The  feigniories  of  Sorau  and  Tricbel,  were  hereditarily  fold,  in  the 
year  1558,  hy  Balthajar  oi  Projmiitz,  h\(\\o^  oi  Breßau,  to  the  Bohemian 
King  Ferdinand  (or  124000  R/jeniJ?j  florins.  By  virtue  of  his  laft  will  and 
teftament  Siegfried  of  Promnitz  arrived,  in  the  year  J  562,  to  the  pofTef- 
fion  of  it,  and  his  grandfon  Siegmund  Sicgjried,  with  his  pofterity,  was 
raifed  by  the  Emperor  to  be  a  count  of  the  Empire.  Thefe  feigniories 
contain 

Sorau,  in  the  Wendiß  language  Zaroiv,  a  town,  which  is  the  refidence 
of  the  counts,  the  place  of  their  chancery  and  confiftory,  and  contains  a 
confiderable  caftle  in  it,  with  a  church  and  a  plcafure-garden,  as  alfo  a  good 
fchool.  Its  other  churches  are  the  principal-church,  the  cloyfter-church, 
the  church  of  Peter,  the  hofpital-church,  and  the  burying-church.  Much 
cloth  is  alfo  made  here,  and  a  trade  likewife  carried  on  in  yarn  and  linnen. 
The  tovvn  itfelf  is  deemed  one  of  the  moft  ancient  in  all  Liifatia.  In  the 
year  1207  it  was  environed  with  walls,  in  1260  obtained  its  firfl:  pri- 
vilege, and  in  1 1;56  the  Emperor  Ferdina/id I.  renewed  and  enlarged  them. 
This  place  has  frequently  fuffered  by  fire,  particularly  in  the  years  1424, 
1619,  1684  and  1 70 1,  when  it  was  each  time  almofl:  wholly  deftroyed. 
Near  the  town  is  a  park,  with  a  hunting-caftle. 

Chriftianjtadt,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  river  Bober,  which  fprung  up 
in  1659  out  of  a  village,  and  was  built  by  fome  refugee  Silefimts.  This 
place  contains  a  little  caftle  in  it,   with  fome  manufadures  of  cloth. 

Tricbel,  a  market-town,  containing  a  citadel,  and  the  head  place  of  the 
feigniory,  which  is  denominated  from  it. 

7.  The  feigniory  of  Amtiiz,  belonging  at  prefent  to  the  baron  of  Scho- 
naich,  and  containing 

The  market-town  of  y^/«///^;,  with  a  citadel,  and 
Several  villages. 

8.  The  market-town  of  Gqfen,  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Bimau.

(which  are  all  held  in  the  new  and  noble  land-houfe  here)  as  alfo  of  the 
confiftory  of  Lower- Lufatia.  In  it  is  a  parifh-church,  with  a  Wendißo,  a. 
hofpital,  and  a  burying-church.     The  adjacent  tract  is  moorilh. 

2.  The  feigniory  oi  Friedland,  which,  ever  fince  the  year  1523,  be- 
longs to  the  mafter  of  the  order  of  St.  John  at  Sotinenburg,  and  contains 

Friedland,   a  ihiall  town. 

The  church-villages  of  Nieivifcb,  Great-Moraii,  Cbo/Jeiviiz,  Grünau,  and 
Myxdorf-,  with  other  villages. 

3.  The  feigniory  of  Lent  he  I  belongs  to  the  count  of  Schulenburg,  and,  ex- 
clufive  of  the  church-village  of  Leuihel,  contains  feveral  villages. 

4.  The  feigniory  of  Lieberofe  belongs  alfo  to  the  Schulenburg  family, 
and  contains 

Lieberofe,  a  fmall  town,  having  a  caflle.     With 
Several  villages. 

5.  The  feigniory  of  Straupitz  belongs  to  the  noble  family  of  Houwald, 
and,  exclufive  of  the  church-village  of  Straupitz  in  which  is  a  citadel, 
contains  feveral  villages. 

6.  The  ancient  feigniory  of  Neiien-Sauche,  ever  fince  the  year  1674  has. 
been  an  eledioral-office.

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IV.  The  C  I  R  c  L  E  of 
K        A        L         A        U, 

I.  'T^HE  Circle-town  of  Ä'rt/ß«,  in  the  Wendifh  Kalawa,  lies  on  the 
■■'  rivulet  of  Dober,  being  at  prefent  but  fmall  and  in  mean  cir- 
cumftances,  having  fuffered  greatly  by  war  and  fires. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Dobrilugk  ever  fince  the  year  1623  has  been  an 
elecfloral-office,  and  contains 

Dobrilugk,  or  Doberluk,  in  the  Wendifli  Doberlow,  formerly  a  cloyfter 
of  CißercianSf  which  Dietrich,  the  twelfth  Marggrave  of  Lufatia,  founded 
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in  the  year  1 184,  but  which  was  laid  warte  by  the  Hußfes  in  143 1,  and  at 
the  time  of  the  Reformation  deferred  by  the  monks,  for  which  reafon  the 
'Em^zvor  Ferdiiiandl.  in  1540,  feized  on  it.  Henry  jinßjelm  oi  Promnitz 
purchafed  it  in  1602,  of  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II.  for  230,000  dollars 
under  the  name  of  a  free  temporal  feigniory.  In  1623  the  Eledtor  yohn 
George  I.  purchafed  it  as  a  chamber  eftate,  and  his  fon  Chrifiiajt  I.  ad- 
miniftrator  of  the  bilhopric  of  Merjehurg,  converted  the  ancient  cloyfter 
here  into  a  citadel,  alfo  founding  a  httle  town  near  it.  Henry  the  laft 
duke  of  Mc7'feburg  died  in  this  citadel  in  the  year  1738. 

Kircbhayn,  a  fmall  town,  which  in  the  years  1667  and  1671  fufFered 
confiderably  by  fire. 

A  great  number  of  villages. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Lübbenau  belongs  to  the  family  of  Lunar,  which  is 
of  Italian  extradlion,  and  came  out  of  the  dutchy  of  Tufcany,  being  one 
of  the  moft  aiicient  families  there.  A  count  of  Gverini  (for  this  is  the  origi- 
nal name  of  the  family)  drew  to  himfelfthe  citadel  oi Linar  in  the  territory 
oi  Florence,  and  ftiled  himfelf  from  it.  So  early  as  the  year  1360  the 
citadel  was  in  this  houfe,  but  was  afterwards  deftroyed.  Count  Rochus 
Gverifji  of  Lynar,  was,  on  account  of  the  treachery  of  the  Marggrave 
Malafpina,  fent  by  the  great  Duke  Cojmus  Medices  to  France,  where  he  ar- 
rived to  confiderable  preferments,  but  being  a  Hugonot  fled,  in  the  year  1 568, 
to  Germany,  and  was  employed  in  the  fervice  of  the  Eledlors  of  Saxony 
and  Brandenburg.  Elizabeth  of  Diftehnaier,  confort  to  his  fon  Count 
John  Cafimir  of  Lynar,  purchafed,  in  the  year  1621,  on  her  hufband's 
deceafe,  the  feigniory  of  Lübbenau  of  the  creditors  of  the  family  of  Schu- 
lenburg, and  conferred  it  hereditarily  on  her  fon  'John  Siegmund,  who  by  his 
marriage  brought  the  eftate  of  Glienick  into  the  family,  and  his  fon  <S;V^- 
inund  Cafimir  brought  alfo  into  it,  by  marriage,  the  eftate  of  Great-Beuche. 
His  grandfon  Mau?-ice  Charles,  count  of  Lynar,  is  the  prefent  pofTeffor  of 
this  feigniory,  to  which,  exclufive  of  about  twenty  villages  belongs 

Liibbenau,  in  the  JVe?idiß:  language  Lubnow,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the 
Spree,  and  containing  a  caftle.  The  new  chancery-building  and  the  new 
beautiful  parifli-church  here  Count  Maurice  Charles  of  Lynar  caufed  to 
be  ereft.d. 

Rem.  The  office  of  Finflerivalde  lies,  it  is  true,  in  Loiver-Lufatia,  but 
ever  fince  the  year  1489  has  belonged  to  the  circle  of  Mifnia. 

3.  The  Uttle  open  land-town  of  Vetjchau  is  one  of  the  Wendißo  towns, 
and  belongs  to  the  count  of  Fromnitz  at  Sorau. 
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V.  The  Circle  of 
SPREMBERG      comprizes 

I.  QPREMBERG,  in  the  Wendiß  language  Grodk,  or  Hrodk,  the 
^  circle-town,  but  having  no  voice  and   feat  at  the   land-diets.     This 
place  belongs  to  the  office.     It  lies  on  the  river  Spree,  having  been  hand- 
fomely  rebuilt  fince  the  laft  fire  of  1705,  and  contains  in  it  a  fine  citadel, 
in  which  Henry  the  laft  duke  of  Merfeburg  refided  till  the  year  173 1- 
2.  The  eledloral-office,  to  which  belong  thirty-two  villages. 
Rem.  That  part  of  the  Lower-Ltifatia  belonging  to  the  ele6loral-houfe 
of  Brandenburg  lies  not  in  thefe   territories  ;  however,    it  is   here  to   be 
remarked,  that  as   well  at  Beskau  as  Storkau,  an  eledloral  Saxon  toll  on 
account  of  Lower-Liifatia,  has  been   eftablilhed  here. 


INTRODUCTION 

To  the  Circle  of 

AUSTRIA. 

OJ   Austria  i?t  general. 

K  1.  rTT^  H  E  charts  of  the  Außrian  circle  executed  by  Vifcher  de  JVift^ 
j|_  the  younger  Sanfon  and  Dankert,  Hamann  has  publlHied  in  his 
Germania  Auflriacce,  or  Circulus  Auflraicus,  improved  indeed  in  many  par- 
ticulars, but  on  account  of  the  great  precipitation  wherewith  it  was  done, 
not  fufficiently  fervlceable.  Though  this  drawing  too  was  in  the  year  1747, 
rendered  abundantly  more  perfedl  by  M.  Tobias  Mayer ;  yet  we  ftill  want 
a  complete  chart  of  this  Circle.  That  of  Mayers  makes  the  thirty-firfl: 
in  the  Atlas  of  Germany. 

§.  2.  This  Circle  borders  to  the  north  on  Moravia,  Bohemia,  and  the 
Circle  of  Bavaria ;  to  the  weft  on  Swijferlafid ;  to  the  fouth  on  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  republic  of  Venice  and  the  Adriatick  fea ;  to  the  eaft  on  Hun- 
garian Illyria  and  Hungary.     Thofe  territories  which  are  called  the  hither 
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Außrian  countries  lie  fcattered  in  and  about  Swabia..  All  the  countries  of  the 
Circle  oi  Anßria  amount  to  about  2025  German  fquare  miles,  fo  that  this 
Circle  thus  appears  the  largcft  of  all. 

§.3.  It  takes  its  name  from  the  archdutchy  of  Auflria,  which  conftitutcs 
the  principal  part  of  the  circle-country.  The  firft' regulation  in  it  was- 
made  in  tlie  year  15 12  by  Maximilian  I.  at  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  at 
Cckgn,  and  confirmed  in  1521  and  1522  at  Worms  and  Nürnberg;  but 
at  that  time  fome  were  afligned  as  Circle-ftates,  which  were  afterwards  no 
longer  reckoned  as  belonging  to  it,  as  the  bifliops  of  Giirk,  Seckau,  Lavajit, 
&c.  for  inftance.  Außria  is  reckoned  among  the  Circles  that  are  entirely 
catholic. 

§.  4.  The  States  of  this  Circle  are  i.  the  archiducal  houfe  o?  Außria, 
on  account  of  Upper  and  Loivcr- Außria^  Stiria,  Carinthia,  Carniola,  and 
the  whole  tract  of  the  hither  Auftrian  countries.  2.  The  biiliop  of  Trait. 
■\.  That  of  Sr/AY/;.  4.  The  bifliop  of  Chur.  5.  The  Teutonic  order,  ©n 
account  of  its  bailiwicks  in  Außria^  and  on  the  Etfch,  as  alfo  at  Gebirge. 
6.  The  order  of  St.  j^c/j/;,  on  account  of  its  eftates  in  the  Brifgau.  7.  The 
prince  oi  Dictj-ichßein,  on  account  of  the  feigniory  oiTraJp  in  Tyrol 

§.  5.  The  archdukeof  ^i^/?n^  is  the  fummoning  prince,  the  diredlor  and 
fovereign  of  this  Circle.  Diets  for  the  Circle  are  not  ufual  in  this  country, 
the  greatcft  part  of  it  (landing  under  one  fingle  lord,  according  to  whofe 
good  pleafure  the  red:  of  the  States  regulate  themfelves.  An  inflance,  that 
this  Circle  alfo  upon  occafion  unites  itfelf  more  clofely  with  other  Circles, 
we  have  in  the  union  of  NorJlingen  of  1702,  to  which  the  Circle  of 
Außria  alfo  acceded. 

§.  6.  To  the  aids  of  the  Empire  this  Circle  contributes  its  fliare,  as  often 
as  the  publitk  fecurity  requires  it,  which  contribution  ufually  amounts  to 
about  a  fifth  part  of  what  the  whole  Empire  agrees  to,  both  with  refpedt 
to  men  and  money:  For  inftance,  as  in  the  year  1702,  it  was  concluded 
that  all  the  ten  Circles  fhould  place  to  the  fingle  contingent  39,993  men, 
8028  ofthat  number  fell  to  the  Circle  of  Außria;  and  as  in  1707,  by  a 
refolufion  of  the  Empire,  300,000  florins  were  granted,  the  contingent 
of  this  Circle  amounted  to  61,278.  It  is  true,  the  arch-houfe  0I  Außria^ 
by  virtue  of  the  privileges  which  it  obtained  from  Frederick  1.  and  Charles 
V.  was  exempted  from  all  ordinary  and  extraordinary  taxes  of  the  Em- 
pire, but  yet  willingly  took  upon  itfelf  the  rate  of  two  Eled^ors,  and  alfo 
in  the  extraordinary  taxes  of  the  Empire,  on  account  of  TyroU  reprefented 
the  biflioprics  oi Trent  and  Brixen,  and  the  prince  of  Dietrichßein.  To  the 
maintenance  of  the  chamber-court  of  the  Empire,  Trent  is  to  contribute 
to  each  term  eighty-one  rix-dollars,  fourteen  kruitzers  and  a  half,  Brixen 
juft  as  many,  Chur  twenty-one  rix-dollars,  and  the  prince  of  Dietricbßein 
forty-nine  rix-dollars  and  feventy  kruitzers. 

§.  7.  This  Circle,  by  virtue  of  the  recefs  of  the  Empire  at  Ratisbon  in 

the

the  year  1654,  has  the  right  of  appointing  two  afleffors  of  the  chamber- 
court,  which  the  archduke  exercifes  to  the  exciufion  of  the  other  States  of 
the  Circle ;  yet  at  prefent  only  one  is  appointed,  ever  fince  the  number  of 
afleflbrs  of  the  chamber-court  have  been  reduced. 
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I.    The  Proper  Archdutchy  of

§.  I.  XUGUSTIN  Hirfvogel's  and  Wolfgang  Lazhis's  Charts  of  all 
-*^  Außria,  together  with  that  of  Abrahatn  Holzitmrm,  as  alfo 
John  Bapt.  Suftingers  charts  of  Upper-Auflria,  George  Matthew  Vi  [eher  has 
rendered  fuperfluous  by  his  twelve  (lieets  of  Upper  and  his  fixteen  of  Lower- 
Außria ;  but  thefe  yohn  Bapt.  Homamt  has  I'educed  to  the  ufual  fize,  and. 
publiflied  on  two  flieets,  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  At/as  of  Germany^ 
N^  32  and  33.  But  as  Fi/cber's  large  charts  are  full  of  faults,  fo  neither 
are  Homann%  fmaller  ones  free  from  them.  The  fame  fentence  alfo 
holds  good  with  refpedl  to  Seutter's  and  JFeigels  copies. 

§.  2.  The  name  oi  Oeflreich  has  this  original.    The  Franks  having  taken 
footing  in  GW,   the   wefterly   part   of  the  large  Fra?ikiPo  monarchy  was 
called  Neuftriü,  Neiifirajia,  and  IVeftrafia,  that  is,  Weftreich ;  and  the  eafterly 
part  Außria^  Iftria,  and  Aiiftrajia,  that  is  Oeftreich.  Both  which  names  were 
fometimes  of  more  extenllve  and  fometimes  of  a  more  limited  fenfe,  accord- 
ing to  the  difference  of  conquefls,  gradually  made,  and  the  manner  of 
partition  in  the  time  of  the  Merovingi  and  Carolingi,  and  at  iafl:  were  only 
retained  to  imply  two  moderate  tracts  of  lands  lying  in  each  of  the  princi- 
pal parts  :  For,  at  this  day,  only  that  country  which  is  fituated  about  the 
Mojel,    the  Saar,  the   Lauter,  the  JJUejz   and   the  Nahe,  is  denominated 
Wefterreich  or  Weftreich ;  and  on   the  contrary  a  part  only  of  the  ancient 
Bavarian,  Norician  and  Bannonian  territories,  ftiled  Oeftreich.     The  firfl 
occafion  of  this  latter  name  appears  to  have  been,  that  Lewis  the  German, 
according  to  his  father's  appointment,  obtained  the  di\xx.c\\y  oi  Bavaria,  to- 
gether with   the  Norician  and   Pannonian  territories    which   were  added 
thereto,  as  the  eaflerly  part  of  the  Frankif  monarchy,  and  (Hied  himfelf 
King  of  Germany.    For  the  defence  of  the  borders  againft  the  Hiinns,  BiiU 
garians  and  Slavi,  he  ereded  a  marquifate,  which   he  committed  to  one 
of  his  great  men,  by  name  Erfijt,   to  hold  under  a  ducal  title.    This  mar- 
quifate depended  not  on  the  dutchy  of  Bavaria,  but  immediately  on  the 
German  Empire.     The  Marggrave  Rtidinger,   or  Ruger  of  Pechhir  dying 
afterwards,  King  Henry,  in  the  year  944,  beftowed  the  marquifate  of  Au- 
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ftria  on  Leopold  count  of  Bahenberg,  who  obtained  the  furname  of  Uluf- 
trious,  and  was  the  firft  who  brought  the  Auftrian  countries  hereditarily  to- 
his  pofterity  under  that  dignity.  In  the  year  1156,  the  Emperor  Frede- 
rick I.  raifed  it  to  a  dutchy.  But  at  what  time  the  name  of  an  arch-dutchy 
arrived  into  ufe,  and  whether  it  be  not  probable,  that  it  never  was  appro- 
priated to  Auftria,  properly  fo  called,  but  that  rather  all  the  countries  united 
with  Austria  bore  it,  thefe  are  difficult  quefHons.  With  refped:  to  the  firfl 
of  them,  fome  hiflorians  tell  us,  that  the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  had  con- 
ferred on  the  dukes  oi  Aiiflria  of  the  houfe  of  Babenberg,  the  archiducal 
tide.  Thus  much  is  certain,  that  ever  fince  the  14th  century  it  has  been 
frequently  ufed,  and  in  the  year  1453  '^^^  made  agreeable  to  the  rules  of 
chancery  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  III.  by  a  peculiar  privilege. 

%.  %.  Auftria  is  in  general  divided  into  two  parts,  which,  with  refpeft 
to  their  extent,  are  very  different.  The  larger  tradl  of  it  is  called  Loiver 
Auftria^  and  forms  the  cafterly  part  of  the  country;  the  fmaller  one  Vpfer- 
Auftria,  and  conflitutes  the  wefterly.  The  latter,  which  is  alio  called 
the  country  above  the  Em,  or  the  Landl,  that  is,  the  little  country,  was  in 
1 1 56,  with  the  confent  of  the  'Em'pcrox  Frederick  I.  feparated  from  the  ancient 
Bavaria,  and  annexed  to  the  marquifate  of  Auftria,  which  was  at  the  fame 
time  converted  into  a  dutchy.  The  Eledlor  of  Bavaria  alfo  at  the  peace 
oi  JVeftphalia  renounced  for  himfelf  and  his  heirs  all  demands  upon  it. 
From  the  place  where  the  river  E71S  enters  out  of  Stiria  into  Aujtria,  to 
the  town  of  Steyr,  lies  alfo  out  of  Upper- Auftria  a  narrow  tradt  of  land, 
which  is  about  ^  of  a  mile  broad,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  river  ;  but  from 
Siteyr  to  the  mixing  of  it  with  the  Danube,  it  forms  the  limits  between 
Upper  and  Lower- Auftria.  On  the  north  fide  of  the  Danube  the  limits  run 
in  a  curve  line  as  far  as  Bohetnia  from  the  place  where  the  rivulet  of  Ifper 
falls  below  Sarblingßain  into  the  Danube. 

§.  4.  Lower- Auftria,  or  the  land  lying  below  the  Ens,  would  breath  a 
very  unwholfome  air,  but  that  it  is  purified  by  fi:rong  gales  of  wind.  It 
is  principally  level ;  and  towards  Stiria  are  the  moll  numerous  and 
higheft  mountains  in  it.  The  lofty  mountain,  which  commences  about  two 
hours  above  Vienna,  on  the  Danube,  and  extends  for  fifty  miles  in  length 
as  far  as  the  Sau  in  Corniola,  is  well  known,  and  both  on  account  of  the 
nakednefs  and  fterility  of  its  firft  point,  which  is  otherwife  alfo  named  Leo- 
poldsberg, is  called  the  Kahle  Berg.  This  mountain  was  ftiled  anciently, 
Mons  Cetius.  Some  particular  parts  of  it  go  under  the  different  names  of 
Caumberg  Annaberg,  Sauruffd,  Teujelftaig,  Golach,  Schneeberg,  Simtner- 
ing,  Gfr.  The  country  itfelf  is  fertile,  and  yields  fuch  great  plenty  of  corn,  that 
the  inhabitants  are  able  to  difpenfe  with  confiderable  quantities  of  it  to  their 
neighbours.  In  a  few  places  alfo  they  cultivate  muftard,  calamus,  beautiful 
fafFron,  and  particularly  Xowix^^Flungary  an  excellent  fort  of  wine.  The  breed 
of  cattle  here  is  good,  and  in  it  is  likewife  a  variety  of  game.  The  woods  and 
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fbrefts  too  are  valuable.  At  St.  Annaberg,  near  the  borders  of  Stij-ta,  the 
lord  oi  Jußi  has  dilcovercd  a  rich  filver  mine,  which  was  fir(t  worked  in 
the  year  1754-  It  is  remarkable,  that  they  havs  found  in  it  a  new  fpecies 
of  filver-ore,  namely,  an  alcaline  kind.  Alum  likewife  is  prepared  here  in 
plenty.  Not  far  too  from  Neußadt  is  dug  a  fine  earth,  which  makes  a. 
good  porcelane.  At  Baaden  are  fome  celebrated  hot-baths.  The  Danube, 
which  traverfes  Aiiflria  from  weft  to  eaft,  and  has  already  been  defcribed, 
p.  6.  receives  all  the  great  and  fmall  rivers  of  this  country.  The  for- 
mer of  thefe  are  the  Moraiva  or  Marcb,  which  receives  the  "Texa,  and  di- 
vides a  part  of  this  country  from  Hungary;  the  Leitha,  which  alfo  forms  the 
limits  of  Hungary;  together  with  the  rivers  Trafen,  Erlebach,  Ips,  Kamp, 
&c.  all  which  rife  in  this  country,  and   produce  a  great  variety  of  fidi, 

XJpper-Außria  is  mountainous,  particularly  towards  Stiria  and  Bohemia,. 
in  which  countries  feveral  trades  alfo  lie  uncultivated.  And  the  TVeljer  H'ide 
too,  on  account  of  its  ftoney  bottom,  is  likewife  but  little  tilled,  whereas 
the  reft  of  the  country  is  cultivated  and  fruitful.  The  greateft  number  of 
mountains  in  it  we  find  in  the  Tratin  and  Hanbruck  quarter.  Tov.'ards 
Stiria  they  are  very  high  ;  but  the  other  parts  of  it  abound  in  low  hills.  The 
higheft  mountain,  not  only  in  thefe  parts,  but  alfo  in  all  Auftria  is  the 
Greffenberg,  which  in  the  land-charts  is  erroneoufly  called  the  PrzVA  For 
the  Great  Priel  is  much  lower,  and  when  we  ftand  on  the  uppermoft  flat 
top  thereof,  the  fpeftator  is  under  a  necelTity  of  raifing  his  head  in  order  to- 
look  up  to  the  Greffenberg.  The  bottom  or  foil  of  IJpper-Außria,  on  ac- 
count of  the  numerous  water-fprings  in  it,  is  wet,  and  the  air  all  the  year 
round  moift  and  cool,  which  latter  property  feems  to  be  owing  to  the  fa- 
line  earth  in  it,  but  chiefly  to  the  fituation  of  the  country:  for  as  it 
lies  on  the  fliady  fide  of  the  mountains  of  Proper-Auftria,  and  of  the 
ftill  larger  and  higher  ones  of  Uppcr-Stiria  and  Salzburg,  the  warm 
foutherly  and  wefterly  winds  here  are  thereby  precluded  accefs.  Up- 
per-Außria,  on  account  of  the  nature  of  its  foil  and  air,  as  juft  defcribed, 
is  uncommonly  fertile  in  muftirooms,  and  it  is  likewife  for  the  very  fame 
reafon  that  the  inhabitants  plant  a  vaft  number  of  fruit-trees  there.  As  here 
too  the  vineyards  ceafe  (for  the  wine  which  grows  übont  ./Ifchach  on  the 
Danube,  and  on  what  is  called  the  Roitenberg,  oppofite  that  tov/n,  fignifies 
little)  the  inhabitants  plentifully  fupply  themfelves  with  cyder  and  perry. 
This  country  is  alfo  the  firft  beer  country,  as  we  come  out  of  Lower- Aufiria 
towards  the  Danube.  In  corn  it  has  not  a  fufficiency;  but  that  defed:  is 
fupplied  by  Lower-Außria.  The  breed  of  catde  here  is  pretty  good.  They 
abound  alfo  in  all  forts  of  game.  Woods  and  forefts  here  are  moft  numer- 
ous in  Bohemia  and  Stiria.  Near  Gmiinden  is  a  coniiderable  mine  of  fait, 
out  of  which  both  the  cryftal  and  variegated  fort  is  dug,  but  the  latter  of 
thefe  is  little  efteemed.  In  thefe  parts  too  frefli  water  is  conveyed  into  the 
falt-works  or  pits,  which  after  it  has  impregnated  itfelf  with  alcaline  par- 
ticles, is  extradled  by  machines  and  conduded  through  canals  to  the  diftance 
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of  four  miles  for  boiling.  Near  Hallßadt  is  alfo  another  falt-woik.  Both  near 
the  Spitdi  and  near  Hall  m  the  territories  of  Trawi  is  a  faline  medicinal 
fpring,  the  latter  of  which  cures  the  King's-Evil.  Mofl  of  the  fprings  in 
the  diftridl  of  Kremjmunller  are  of  a  petrefying  quality,  and  raife  their 
•beds,  in  which  they  fall  down  over  the  declivity  of  the  earth.  The  fame 
they  do  alfo  over  the  mofs,  which  grows  therein,  with  a  layer  of  tophus; 
and  as  a  new  crop  of  fuch  plants  grows  up,  from  them  arife  whole  walls 
and  layers 'of  the  fame  flone,  which  is  then  broken,  in  order  to  be  ufed  in 
building.  There  are  alfo  other  forts  of  tophufes  here ;  and  thefe  pe- 
trefying fprings  notwithftanding  afford  the  befl:  drinking-water  in  the  whole 
country,  in  the  ufe  of  which  both  men  and  cattle  find  themfelves 
unprejudiced  in  their  healths.  The  greateO:  inland  lakes  here  are 
thole  in  the  diflrids  of  Traim  and  Hanbruck,  as  namely,  the  lake 
o^Traiin,  Hall-Jladt,  Attcr-Mann  and  Allmn,  and  of  lefler  ones  here  is 
alfo  a  great  number.  The  many  fmaller  and  greater  rivers  in  this  country 
pour  themfelves  into  the  Danube.  To  mention  only  two  of  the  largeft,  as 
namely  the  Ens,  which  iffuing  out  of  Stiria  into  Upper- Aiijtria,  receives 
near  the  town  of  Steyr  the  river  Steyr,  which  rifes  in  the  valley  of  Stoder^ 
and  then  below  Ens  runs  into  the  Danube.  The  Traun,  with  its  co-rivu- 
lets, comes  out  of  a  mountain  rich  in  fait,  and  difcharges  itfelf  into  the 
lake  of  'Traun,  but  near  Gmimden  iflues  out  of  it  again,  and  after  receiving 
feveral  fmaller  rivers  in  its  courfe  mingles  its  ftreams  below  Ebersberg  with 
the  Danube.  The  rivers  and  lakes  here  yield  many  forts  of  fifh.  There 
are  alfo  two  medicinal  baths  in  this  country,  one  of  which  is  the  Millack 
bath  in  the  diftrid  oi  MifeU  not  far  from  the  Danube-,  the  other  that  of 
Kircb/Iag,  near  the  borders  oi  Bohemia,  and  in  the  diflrid  oi  Machland.  In 
it  are  likewife  feveral  iron-works. 

§.  5.  In  Lower-Auftria  are  fifteen  royal  towns,  together  with  eighteen 
•others  belonging  to  particular  lords,  as  alfo  market-towns,  and  many  common 
boroughs,  foundations  and  cloyfters,  which  enjoy  both  feat  and  voice  with  the 
country;  as  alfo  fome  other  cloyfters,  citadels,  and  noblemen's  feats.  In  Up- 
per-Aujiria  are  feven  royal  towns,  together  with  five  belonging  to  particular 
lords,  eighty-one  market-^towns,  many  common  boroughs,  thirteen  foun- 
dations and  cloyfters,  which  enjoy  both  feat  and  voice  with  the  country ; 
two  knights-conmianderies,  two  colleges,  one  refidence  ofjejhits,  feven- 
teen  other  cloyfters,  and  two  hundred  and  feventeen  citadels  and  noble- 
men's feats.  The  inhabitants  of  the  latter,  as  the  country  is  fmall  (§.  3.) 
are  not  onlv  denominated  Landlers  by  others,  but  alfo  give  themfelves  that 
title,  and  the  word  Landlerijlj  implies  what  regards  their  affairs  or  country. 
Their  drefs  is  odd,  particularly  that  of  the  Enthertrauner  women,  ?".  e.  of 
thofe  living  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Traun.  The  Außrian-German  dialect, 
which  differs  greatly  from  the  High-Dutch,  is  fpoken  from  the  Adriattck 
fea  to  the  north,  north-weft  and  wefterly  quite  as  far  as  Silefia,  Saxony, 
Franconici,  Suabia  and  Sidßrhwd.     It  alfo  extends  itfelf  to  the  eaft  and 
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fouth-eaft  through  Hungary  and  the  Slavonian  territories,  yet  there  is  an 
obfervable  difference  in  the  pronunciation,  and  in  a  few  particular  words  ufed 
in  certain  parts  of  this  large  traft  of  country.  That  there  were  formerly 
Winds  or  IVendi  in  Aujiria,  the  very  names  of  the  places  Oiew,  which 
are  compounds  of  the  Windifo ;  and  in  the  beautiful  vale  of  Stoder  iii 
JJpper-Aiiftria  it  is  particularly  obfervable  in  the  drawling  and  finging  tone 
of  their  inhabitants,  as  alfo  in  their  drefs  and  manner  of  building. 

The  States  of  the  country  confifV,  i.  Of  the  prelates,  under  v.-hich  title 
are  included  bidiops,  abbots,  and  provofts.  2.  Of  the  lords,  under  which 
clafs  are  reckoned  princes,  counts,  and  barons.  3.  Of  the  knights,  and 
4.  Of  the  towns  and  markets.  The  land-marflial  here  is  always  elefted 
out  of  the  rank  of  the  lords,  but  the  deputy  land-marfhal  out  of  the 
order  of  knights.  The  aiTemblies  of  the  States  are  either  general  land- 
diets,  or  ban-diets,  the  latter  of  which  are  again  divided  into  the  greater 
and  leffer  ban.  Thefe  affemblies  are  appointed  by  the  fuperior,  and  the 
propofition  is  made  either  by  the  aulic  chancellor,  or  by  the  archiducal  de- 
puty ;  but  the  deliberations  therein  are  carried  on  before  the  land-marfiial 
who  prefides  on  thefe  occafions.  In  them  they  treat  of  the  contributions, 
taxes,  military  affairs,  &c.  and  the  refolution  of  the  land-diet  is  brought 
into  its  recefs,  ratified  by  the  fuperior,  and  then  openly  made  known,  that 
it  might  have  the  force  of  a  public  law.  The  land-diet  of  Lozvcr-Außria 
is  held  at  Vienna.,  and  that  of  the  Upper  at  Linz.  The  States  here  likewife, 
exclufive  of  the  right  of  hunting  and  collecting  the  contributions,  pcffefs 
alfo  the  ground-Jurifdidtion  (in  lu^iünjurifdiöfio  civilis,)  and  land-jurifdidlion 
(jurifdiSlio  criminalis)  yet  with  a  fubjedion  in  both  to  the  jurifdiftion  and 
fupremacy  of  the  fovereign  prince.  The  firft  of  thefe  is  conncded  with 
the  eftate,  and  given  by  the  faperior  in  fief,  but  the  fecond  is  exercifed 
by  privilege  in  the  name  of  the  fovereign  prince.  They  poffefs  alfo 
the  forefl-inrifdidion,  which  confiffs  of  the  chafe  and  foreft-ripht. 

The  Außnan  nobility  are  numerous  and  powerful,  and  divided  into  the 
high,  or  rank  of  counts  and  lords,   and  into  the  lower  or  order  of  knights. _ 
The  eflates  of  the  nobility  are  either  allodial  or  feudal.     The  Marggraves  of 
Brandenburg  poffefs  the  dominium  direcium  over  certain  fiefs  lying  in  Aii- 
ftria,  partly  with  refped  to  the  recognition  and  renovation,  and  partly  with: 
refpeä:  to  the  land-fupremacy ;  but  as  the  vafTals  in  Aiijiria  are  forbidden 
to  receive    the   inveftiture  without   the   country,  the  Marggraves  here  have- 
eredled  a  peculiar  fief-  court  in  Aujtria,  which  confifls  of  the  coramiilary  (in 
\-j'\(\n  fummus  rerum  feiidalium  prcefe&us)  the  fief-pre vofl  {caiifancm  feudclium 
prapofilus,  or  prodominia)  and  fief-advocate,  and  to  this  ficf-courtthe  vafTals. 
are  fammoned  to  receive  the  fief.     It  decided  alfo  in  fief-difputes;  but  the. 
party  aggrieved   may  have  recourfe  to  the  Auflrian  government.     For  the 
decifion  of  difputes  betwixt  lords  and  vafTals  a  man-court  (judicium  pnrium 
curia)  is  ufually  appointed.    And  this  is  alfo  obferved  by  the  archbiihop  of 
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Salzburg,  together  with  the  bifliops  of  Bamberg,  Paffau,  Rathhon,  Trey- 
Jingen  and   others,    who  are   püflelled   of  vaflals  in  Aujtria^    Stiria,   and 
Carinthia. 

§.  6.  The  knowledge  of  the  Chriflian  doärine  increafed  greatly  here  after 
the  eighth  century,  and  with  it  obedience  to  the  church  of  Rome  was  re- 
commended and  approved.     In  the    14th  century,  both  here  and   in   the 
neiohbouring  countries,  were  many  Waldenfes,  who  bore  teflimony  againft 
xhcRoi72ißj  church.   In  the  i6th  century  Dr.  Liither\  labours  and  dodtrines 
found  very  early  reception  in  Aujtria,  and  the  number  of  the  adherents  to 
the  hiitheran  doftrine  became  greater  every  year,  though  many  regulations 
were  made  againft  it.     In  the  year  1541  the  Lutherans  oi  Aiifiria,   Stiria, 
Carinthia  and  Carniola  prefented  a  pathetic  petition  to  the  Emperor  Ferdi- 
nand for  free  indulgence  in  the  Lutheran  religion,  which  petition  they  alfo 
repeated  in  the  years  1555,    'i-SS^^  ^"'^  ^55^j  ^"^  ^^'^^  ^'"'^  of  "o  fuccefs. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  the  year  1564,  at  the  foUicitation  of  the  Emperor 
Ferdinand,  the  ufe  of  the  cup  in  the  facrament  was  granted  them  by  the 
pope,  and  introduced  \v\\.o  Auftria;  and  in    1568   the  Emperor  Maximi- 
lian II.  granted  both  to  the  States  of  lords  and  knights  in  Lower  and  Upper- 
Auftria,  and  to  the  feven  royal   towns  in   the  country  on  the  Ens,   the 
free  exercife  of  the  Lutheran  religion,  and  both  to  the  States  of  lords  and 
knights  in  Lower-Atiftria  on  'January  14,  1571,  a  formal  fecurity  in  writ- 
ing upon   it.     But   from   the  time   of  Rudolph  II.  the  Luther  an- Auftri an 
church  has  been  gradually  opprefTed,  and  in  particular  from  1621  the  L«- 
theran  religion  was  aboliflied  in  all  Auftria.      However,  to    this  day  there 
are  many  fecret  adherents  to  Lutheranifm  ;  and  in   the  year  1753  the  Em- 
prefs  queen  Maria  Thereßa  moft  equitably  and  laudably  declared,  that  all 
her  Proteftant  fubjeds  in  Auftria,  Stiria  znA  Carinthia,  fhouldnot  be  fubjedt 
to  the  leaft  moleftation  or  violence  on  the  fcore  of  religion,  provided  they 
behaved  themfelves  peaceably;  but  that  fuch  as  were  defirous  of  the  public 
exercife  of  their  religion,  fliould  be  fent  into  Tranfilvania,  and  be  there  pro- 
vided for  both  in   fpirituals  and  temporals. 

The  ancient  bifliopric  of  Viemia,  which  was  immediately  fubjedl  to  the 
fee  of  Rome,  but  yet  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  archduke  had  the  right 
of  nominating  a  bifhop,  was  in  1722,  at  the  foUicitation  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  VI.  raifed  by  the  Pope  to  a  metropolitan  church  and  archbifhopric ; 
and  in  the  year  1723  the  pallium  and  crofs  were  like  wife  given  the  arch- 
bifhop,  as  alfo  in  1729  a  part  of  the  bifhop  ofPaßau's  fpiritual  jurifdidtion 
in  Auftria  was  made  fubjedt  to  him.  The  archbifhop  is  a  prince  of  the 
holy  Roman  Empire,  and  has  the  bifhop  of  Neivftadt  near  Vienna  for  his 
fufFragan  ;  but  is  fubjecl  to  the  fupremacy  of  the  archiducal  Aufirian  houfe. 
The  archiepifcopal  confiftory  here  confifts  of  a  prefident,  and  a  number  of 
fpiritual  and  temporal  counfellors  and  aflefibrs.  As  the  bifliop  of  Pajfaus 
Spiritual  jurifdidion  ftill  extends  over  a  confiderable  part  of  Auftria,  fo  on 
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that  acount,  there  Is  a  peculiar  confiftory  for  Paß'au  eftablifhed  at  Vienna, 
which  confifls  of  an  official,  and  a  number  of  fpiritual  and  temporal  coun- 
fellors,  with  feveral  inferior  officers. 

§.  7.  The  fciences  here  are  in  an  improving  condition.  For  the  promo- 
tion of  learning  in  this  country  have  been  eftabliflied  the  lower  fchools 
and  gymnajia,  together  with  the  univerfity  of  Vienna^  which  ever  fince  the 
year  1752,  has  been  put  on  a  better  footing,  as  alfo  the  Therejian  college, 
and  the  Savoy-Lichten\tein  riding  academy  at  Vienna,  with  the  Loiver- 
Auftrian  academy  there,  and  the  riding  academy  of  Kremfmunfter .  In  the 
above  city  is  alfo  the  large  and  magnificent  imperial  library,  which  has  not 
its  fellow  in  all  Germany  ,  and  is  likewife  one  of  the  mod  famous  in  the 
world.  For  the  promotion  too  of  the  arts,  academies  of  painting,  fculpture 
and  architefture  have  been  inftituted  at  Vienna. 

§.  8.  The  manufadures  and  fabricks  have  been  for  fome  time  paft  much 
improved  and  enlarged.  In  it  are  manufaftures  of  filk,  gold  and  filver- 
lace,  cloths,  fluffs,  flockings,  linen,  mirrours,  porcelane,  plate,  brafs,  and 
other  articles.  The  importation  of  foreign  manufadtures  is  either  wholly 
prohibited,  or  under  great  refiridtions.  Trade  too  thrives  gradually  more 
and  more  every  day,  and  Vienna  is  the  principal  feat  of  it,  in  which  city 
alfo,  in  the  year  1704,  an  exchange  and  loan-bank  were  ereded,  and 
in  1706  configned  to  the  town  council.  The  court  of  commerce  here  was, 
in  the  year  1753,  declared  a  peculiar  aulic-tribunal.  Out  of  Anftria  are 
chiefly  exported  faffi'on,  wine,  alum,  and  gunpowder. 

§.  9.  We  have  above  (in  §.  2.)  in  making  enquiry  into  the  name  of  this 
country  produced  what  was  moft  neceffary  towards  the  ancient  hiflory  of 
it.  Leopold  the  Illußrious,  count  of  Babcnberg,  or  Bamberg,  was  the  firfl 
Marggrave  of  Aujlria,  who  obtained  this  dignity  hereditarily  in  the  year 
944,  and  by  his  fuccefsful  war  with  Stephen  II.  King  of  Hungary,  extended 
the  limits  of  the  marquifate  to  the  eaft.  Henry  II.  in  the  year  11 56, 
brought  to  himfelf  the  country  above  the  £;w,  and  was  the  very  fame 
year  created  duke  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  I.  To  his  fon  Leopold  VI. 
Stiria  was  bequeathed  in  1 186,  and  the  fon  of  this  lafl:  named  Frederick  II. 
or  the  Warlike,  to  whom  in  1232  Camiola  was  adjudged,  was  the  lafl 
ylu/irian  duke  o(  the  Babefibcrg  line.  On  his  difeafe,  which  happened  in 
the  year  1246,  the  Bohemian  King  Przemyß  Ottocar  II.  made  himfelf 
mafler  of  the  whole  Auftrian  territories,  but  thefc  were  taken  from  him 
again  by  Rudolph  I.  King  of  the  Romans. 

This  Rudolph  I.  of  Habsburg  is  the  flock  of  the  fucceeding  Außrian  houfe. 
Various  are  the  opinions  concerning  the  origin  of  the  counts  of  Habsburg, 
but  thofe  feem  the  befl  which  derive  it  either  from  Ethicus  duke  oi  AI  face, 
or  from  Gwitramn,  the  rich  count  of  Altenburg.  Count  Rudolph  I.  in- 
herited, from  his  father,  the  county  of  Habsburg,  and  poffefTed  that  part 
of  the  landgravate  of  yfyy^Cf  which  conferred  the  dignity  of  prince.     He 
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likewife  obtained  the  fecond  part  of  it  with  his  confort,  and  in  the  year 
1264,  inherited  alfo  the  counties  of  i^/^«r^,  Baaden  ■a.nd  Lenskirg.     In  the 
year  1273   he   was  elecfted  King  of  the  Romans.     This  Prince  greatly  en- 
riched his  houfe.     His  two   fons  Albrecht  and   Rudolph  were,  in  the  year 
1282,  inverted  by  the  Empire  at  the  Diet  at  Avgihiirg  with  Außria,  Stiria, 
and  Carniola,  which  countries  his   father  had,  on  account  of  the  Empire, 
wrefted  from  the  above-mentioned  Bohemian  King.     In  the  year  1283  this 
monarch  alfo  brought  to  his  houfe  the  marquifate  of  Burgau  as  an  open  fief 
of  the  Empire.     After  his  death  his  eldeft  fon  Alhrccht  I.  fucceeded  to  all 
his  territories.     Under  the  government  of  whofe  fon  Otto  in  the  year  133  i, 
by  virtue  of  the  agreement  made  in  1286,  Carinthia  devolved  to  the  houfe 
of  Ai/ßria,  and  Oz/o  was  inverted  therewith  in    1335.     To  him   alfo   the 
Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria  mortgaged  the  towns  of  Breifach  and  Rheinfelden. 
Albrecht  II.  who  was  alfo  fon  to  Albrecht  I.  extended  the  dominions  of  the 
houfe  of  Außria  and  brought  to  it  the  county  of  Pßrd,  together  with   the 
towns  of  Rapperfchweil,  JVandelbetg,  and   Stein.     Under '  Rudolph  IV.   the 
county  of  'Tyrol  fell  to   it,  under  Albrecht  III.  fome  other  territories    were 
alio  added,  and  Leopold  III.  purchafed  the  counties  of  Feldkirchen,  Pludenz 
or  Sc7mcberg,  Hohenberg,  and  Montj'ort.    The  land-bailiwick  of  Swabia  was 
likewife  mortgaged  to  him.     Frederick  V.  who  was  alfo  Emperor,  rendered 
the  archiducal    title  conformable   to  rules  of  chancery  for  the    houfe   of 
Außria.,  (§.  2.)    Maximilian  I,  by  his  marriage,  annexed  the  Netherlands  to- 
the  fame  houfe.     Under  him   too  the  Außrian  countries,  which  had  been 
difmembered  for  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  years,  were  again  united,  and 
in  1499  ^^^  county  of  Gorz  devolved  to  it.     The  archduke  Philip  founded 
the  Burgtmdian-Spanijh  line  of  the  houfe  of  Außria,  which  became  extindt 
in  the  year  1700  in  the  Spaiiißj  King  Charles  II.     But  his  fecond   fon  Fer- 
dinand I.  by  whom  the  kingdoms  of  Hungary   and  Bohemia  were  for  ever 
united  to  the   houfe  of  Auj'tria,  propagated  the  German  line  thereof.     He 
left  behind  him  three  fons.     Of  ihefe  Maximilian  II.  the  oldert,  was  arch- 
duke of  Außria,  King  of  Ilutigary  and  Bohemia,  and   Emperor,  as  were- 
alfo  fuccellively  his  fons  Rudolph  II.  and  Matthias.    The  fecond,  named  Fer- 
dinand, founded  the  Tyrolcfe  line,  but  that  became  extinct  in  his  children. 
The  third,   named   Charles,  who  obtained  Stiria,  Carinthia,  and  Carniola, 
is  the  founder  of  what  is  called  the  line   of  Gratz,  and  his  fon  Ferdinand 
III.  who  was  the  fecond  Emperor  of  that  name,  was  adopted  by  the  above- 
mentioned  Emperor  Matthias,  and   fucceeded   him  in  the  Empire.     After 
him  came  his   fon  Ferdinand  IV.  the  third  of  the  Emperors  of  that  name,, 
grandfon  to  Leopold,  who,  after  the  extindfion  of  the  Tyroleß  line,  which 
his  grandfather's  brother  had  founded,  brought  Tyrol   again  to  the   arch- 
dutchy  of  Aujtria,  in   which   it  has   alfo  ever   fince  continued.     His  fons 
j(j/^/'/?  and  C/wr/a  VI.  fucceeded  him  fucceHlvely  in  the  government,  the 
latter  of  whom  brought  to  his  houfe  the  Italian  States  and  the  Netherlands, 
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:as  alfo  the  eftate  left  by  the  Spmiißj  King  Charles  II.  and  redeemed  fevcral 
countries  that  had  been  mortgaged.  This  prince  in  the  year  1713,  made, 
and  in  1724  confirmed  tlie  famous  fucceflion-law,  tliat  all  ths  yiuf.'r/'an 
hereditary  countries  llioiild  remain  infepurably  together,  and,  according  to 
the  right  of  primogeniturefliip,  defcend  to  the  male,  and  in  default  of  that 
to  the  female  fex.  He  died  in  the  year  1740,  and  in  him  the  male  flock 
of  the  archiducal  yluftrian  houfe  became  cxtinft ;  upon  which  his  eldcft 
daughter  Maria  Therejia,  who  was  married  to  the  duke  of  Lorruin,  the 
fame  who  was  alfo  great  duke  of  Tiifcany,  and  afterwards  created  Empcrf)r 
by  the  name  of  Francis,  took  pofleflion  of  the  whole  Aujtrian  hereditary 
Jiingdoms  and  territories. 

But  of  thofe  countries,  which  gradually  devolved  in  the  manner  above- 
mentioned  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  many  were  again  lolt,  as  the  hereditary 
lands  o'i  Habsburg  in  Swijferlafid,  a  great  part  of  Sicabia,  the  united  Nether- 
lands, the  landgraviate  oi  Alface,  the  Sundgau,  the  kingdom  oi  Naples  and 
Sicily,  a  great  part  oi  Milan,  the  dutchies  of  Piarma,  Paccnza,  and  Guaf- 
talla,  and  the  greateft  part  of  Sileßa. 

§.  10.  To  the  high  privileges  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria  belongs,  1.  The 
archiducal  title  (§.  2.)  which  no  other  prince  in  the  world  bears  conform- 
ably to  the  rules  of  chancery.  -2.  That  in  the  year  1245  it  was  railed 
by  Frederick  II.  to  the  royal  dignity,  though  the  archduke  never  made  ule 
of  the  regal  title.  3.  That  the  archdukes  are  at  liberty  to  appear  or  not 
at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire,  though  always  invited  there  by  the  Emperor, 
a  privilege  granted  by  Frederick  I.  in  the  year  1156.  But  when  they  ap- 
pear in  perfon,  or  by  means  of  their  envoys,  they  fit  in  the  council  of  the 
princes  of  the  Empire  on  the  ecclefiaflical  bench,  for  the  fake  of  procuring 
themfelves  greater  regard,  take  in  the  beginning  the  firfl  place,  and  then  daily 
exchange  it  with  Salzburg.  They  have  ahb  alternately,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  cafe,  the  direSloriiim,  but  enjoy  only  one  voice.  4.  They 
are  failed  the  conflant  and  mofl  privy-council  of  the  Empire,  without  whole 
participation  nothing  is  to  be  concluded  upon,  or  happen.  A  privilege  this 
oi  Charles  Y.  granted  in  the  year  1530.  5.  Though  not  fubjeded  to  any 
taxes  of  the  Empire,  yet  are  they  to  enjoy  the  protedlion  of  the  Empire,  A 
privilege  of  Frederick  I.  6.  They  are  exempted  from  the  jurifdidtion  of 
all  the  judicatories  of  the  Empire.  A  privilege  of  Frederick  I,  and  their 
fubjedls  may  not  on  any  account  whatfoever  appeal  from  their  judicatories, 
i-n  cafes  excepted  where  juflice  is  denied  them.  7.  They  receive  not  the 
inveftiture  of  the  Empire  out  of  their  lands.  A  privilege  oi  Frederick  I. 
and  alfo  pay  no  feudal  money,  &c.  8.  They  pofTefs  the  right  of  advocacy 
in  all  and  feveral  the  churches,  biflioprics,  and  cloyfters  of  their  jurifdic- 
tion.  A  privilege  of  Henry  IV.  and  Charles  V.  which  they  likewife  appro- 
priate to  themfelves  over  the  bifhoprics  of  Salzburg,  Pajfau,  Ratisbon, 
Freyfingeny  Brixen,  Trejtty  and  the  abbey  of  Murbach,  together  with  the 
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cloyfter  of  Kofiigsl^runn,  the  abbey  of  Lindau,  and  the  cloyfler  of  Ziviefalten: 
9.  They  confider   all  the  princes  in  the  archdutchy  as  free-holders  when 
having  voice  and  feat  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire.      10.   The  archdukes  can 
confer  the  dignity  of  barons,  counts,  and  princes,  which  muftbeofforce 
and  have  regard  paid  to  it  throughout  all  the  Roman  Empire.     This  a  pri- 
vilege oi  Frederick  III.  and  Jofcph's  capitulation.      11.  The  Auflrian  here- 
ditary countries  refufe  to  be  lubjedt  to  the  jurifdiäion   of  the  vicar  of  the 
Empire.      12.  The  Empire  can   have  no  fief  in  this  archdutchy;  on    the 
contrary,  the  archdukes  can  purchafe  of  all  members  of  the  Empire's  feudal 
and  allodial  eftates,  impofe  taxes,   and  alienate   their  fiefs   at  pleafure.     A 
privilege  of  Frederick  I.  Charles  V.  Henry  IV.  and  Frederick  III.      13.  That 
they  pofiefs  the  expedtancies  of  all  fiefs,  which  are  opened  to  the  Empire 
in  the  land-bailiwick  oi  Swabia  as  alfo  the  right  of  redeeming  the  mortgaged 
eftates  of  the  Empire  in  Swabia.     A  privilege  oi  Wenzel,  granted  in  the  year 
1379.      14.  That  in   the  bifhopric  of  Ratisbon  they   enjoy  the  office   of 
arch-marfhal. 

§.  II.  The  Emperor  F/WtT/V/^  I.  has,  in  his  privilege  of  11 56,  intro- 
duced into  the  houfe  oi  Aujiria,  the  right  of  primogeniturefliip,  and  ordained, 
that  on  the  extindtion  of  the  male  ftock,  the  hereditary  fucceffion  fhouli 
defcend  to  the  eldeft  daughter,  which  article  was  confirmed  and  repeated 
by  Frederick  II.  Frederick  III.  Charles  V.  and  Charles  VI.  The  younger 
archdukes  obtain  a  certain  yearly  fum  for  their  fupport,  and  a  proper  re- 
fidence  is  alfo  allotted  them.  The  arch-dukes  are  of  age  at  eighteen, 
and  as  Kings  oi Bohemia  at  fourteen. 

§.  12.  A  new  hereditary  arch-duke,  after  entering  on^  the  governmenti 
has  homage  paid  to  him  by  the  whole  body  of  the  afembled  States,  on 
which  occafion  he  bears  the  archiducal  clofe  crown,  and  ratifies  the  immu- 
nities and  privileges  of  the  States.  At  this  afTembly,  and  the  magnificent 
entertainment  whicb  fucceeds  it,  the  hereditary  offices  have  performance  or 
execution.  The  fupreme-  hereditary  ftewardfhip  has  been  enjoyed  in 
Lower- Auftria,  ever  fince  the  year  1620,  by  the  counts,  now  the  princes 
of  Trautlon;  in  Upper-Aufiria,  ever  fince  the  year  1699,  t>y  the  counts 
of  Weiffenwolf.  The  fupreme  hereditary  chamberlainfhip  of  Loiver-Atifiria, 
ever  fince  the  year  1620,  has  been  veiled  in  the  counts  of  Breuner,  who 
are  alfo  in  pofleffion  of  the  fupreme  hereditary  office  of  the  play-count, 
who  enjoys  the  jurifdidion  over  all  juglers  and  minflrels ;  \vi  Upper- Anftria, 
fince  the  year  1  675,  in  the  counts,  now  the  princes  of  Lamberg.  The  fu- 
preme hereditary  office  of  marflial,  both  in  Lower  and  Upper- Ai/ftria,  ever 
fince  the  year  1 7 1 7,  is  vefted  in  the  counts  of  Stahrenberg.  The  fupreme  he- 
reditary office  of  maffer  of  the  horfe  in  Lower  and  Upper-Außria,  fince  the 
year  1 559,  has  continued  in  the  counts  of  Harrach.  The  fupreme  here- 
ditary office  of  cup-bearer  in  Lower-Aiiffria,  ever  fince  the  year  i486,

tlie  counts  o^  Zitizendorf.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office  of  fewer  throughout 
all  Auftria  refts  in  the  counts  of  Schonborn.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office 
of  ranger  in  Loiver-Aiijtria  is  verted  in  the  counts  of  Sinzaidorf ;  in  Uppcr- 
Auftria  in  the  princes  of  Lamberg.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office  of 
mafter  of  the  jewei-houfe  in  ■AX  Auftria,  ever  fince  1644,  has  continued 
in  the  counts  of  A7v/i/f/«.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office  of  purveyor  in 
all  Auftria,  fince  the  year  1651,  relides  in  the  barons  oi  Hegemmdlcr.  The 
hereditary  office  of  door-keeper  in  Lower  and  Upper -Auftria  in  the  counts 
of  Pollbeiin.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office  oi Stabehieißer,  or  difpofer  of  the 
flaffs  in  all  Anjiria  in  the  lords  of  Rappach.  The  hereditary  office  of  carver 
in  all  Auftria  in  the  counts  of  Zinzendorf.  The  fupreme  hereditary  office  of 
falconer  \n  Lnoer-Avftria,  ever  fince  the  year  1736,  has  been  vefted  in  the 
counts  of  St.  Julian  ;  in  Upper- Auftria  in  the  counts  of  Thierheim.  The  fu- 
preme hereditary  banner  in  ■aW  Auftria  lies  in  the  counts  of  Abensbergznd  T^raun. 
The  fupreme  hereditary  office  of  mint-mafler  in  all  Auftria,  fince  the  year 
i6y2,  has  continued  in  the  counts  of  Sprinzenftein.  The  hereditary  office 
of  artillery-mafter  in  all  Auftria  refls  in  the  counts  of  St.  Hilcrio.  The 
fupreme  hereditary  office  of  combat-judge  and  combat- fliield-bearer  both  in 
Lower  and  Upper-Auftria  in  the  counts  of  Zinzendorf.  The  fupreme  he- 
redit^iry  and  aulic  chaplainfliip  in  Lower-Auftria  is  vefled  in  the  provofl  of 
St.  Polten  ;  but  in  Upper- Aujtria  in  the  abbot  of  Steyergerften.  The  fu- 
preme aulic  and  general  hereditary  office  of  poftmafler  dwells  in  the  count 
of  Paar.  All  thefe  hereditary  offices  are  conferred  as  male  fiefs,  devolve 
to  the  heirs  male,  are  adminiflered  by  the  oldeft  of  the  name  and  flock, 
and  are  connefled  with  no  inconfiderablc  advantages ;  but  at  prefent  can 
be  polTefled  by  none  others  than  members  of  the  catholic  church. 

§.13.  The  arms  of  the  archdutchy  of  Auftria  are  a  filver  fefs  in  a  field 
gules.  Concerning  the  order  of  knights  of  the  golden  fleece  I  have  already 
treated  of  them  in  the  fecond  volume,  under  the  article  Spain,  p.  257. 

§.  14.  The  fupreme  land-colleges  of  the  archiducal  houfe  are  at  prefent 
the  direSlorium  in  internis,  or  in  publicist  cameralibus,  before  which  all  inner 
ftate  and  commercial  matters  come;  the  fupreme  juflice-place  and  the  aulic 
and  flate  chancery,  whofe  province  confifts  in  military  affiiirs,  promotions 
to  the  degree  of  ftate,  foreign  ftate  concerns,  ^c.  All  thefe  three  offices 
are  at  Vienna. 

The  particular  fovereign  colleges  for  Lower  and  Upper- Aiftria  are  the 
imperial  royal  reprefentation  and  chamber,  as  alfo  the  government  in  mat- 
ters of  juflice,  or  the  land-government  for  Lower-Auftria  at  Vienna,  with' 
two  colleges  of  the  fame  nature  at  Linz  for  Upper  -  Aiftria  \  the 
juftice-council  in  Lower  and  Upper- Auftria,  together  with  the  imperial- 
royal  town  and  land  judicatory.  The  provincial  colleges  and  courts  here- 
are  that  of  the  land-marflial-court,  with  the  orphan  council-college,  the 
ban  of  the  States,  the  rate  or  reckoning  college,  the  upper  and  lower  com- 
naiflariate  and  the  upper  receiver's  office,  Tlie- 
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The  civil  law  is  alfo  of  force  in  Außria,  in  iuch  particulars  excepted, 
as  the  ordinances  of  the  fovereign,  and  the  land  ufage  (that  is,  the  ordi- 
nances which  are  made  with  confent  of  the  fovereign  princes  at  the  land- 
diets)  diredl  otherwifc.  To  the  former  belong  the  country-court-ordinances, 
policy-ordinances,  wardfliip-ordinances,  &c.  which  are  all  to  be  found  in 
the  Ccdex  Jur.  Außriac.  and  in  the  coUedion  of  Aujlrian  laws  and  ordi- 
nances belonging  to  it. 

§.  15.  To  the  revenues  of  the  Sovereign  belongs  the  colledions  and 
fubfidies  which  the  States  grant,  the  bona  domanialia,  the  tells,  duties,  ex- 
cife,  ^c.  Conformably  to  an  old  cuflom,  and  by  virtue  of  a  concefTion 
of  Pope  Nicolaus  V.  the  archdukes  may  alfo  impofe  taxes  on  ecclefiaftics. 
With  refpedl  to  the  Princes  revenues  it  is  to  be  obferved  in  general,  that 
thofe  arifing  from  Loiver-Aiiflria  are  as  large  again  as  thofe  from  Upper- 
Außria,  and  that  the  revenues  arifing  from  Stiria,  Carinthia,  and  Car^ 
niola,  equal  thofe  received  from  all  Außria  put  together,  nay  even  exceed 
them. 

§.  16.  The  military  power  of  the  arch-houfe  oi  Außria  confifled,  in  the 
year  1755,  of  fifty-five  regiments  of  infantry,  eighteen  of  cuirafliers, 
twelve  of  dragoons,  ten  of  huflars,  four  of  Karlßaäters  and  War  a/dins, 
three  of  Slavonick  infantry,  one  of  Slavonick  huflars,  and  three  of  Bannah 
and  Creations  ;  amounting  in  the  whole  to  one  hundred  and  fix  regiments, 
eight  companies  of  Xör^W/^A-i,  and  four  companies  of  Waraßiins,  and  G^- 
neralat-HuJJdrs.  Of  thefe  troops  two  regiments  of  infantry  lie  in  Upper- 
Auftria,  and  in  Vienna  one,  where  they  dwell  in  Caferns.  To  the 
16,387,863  florins,  ^^  kruitzers,  2  pfennings,  which  the  whole  Außrian 
hereditary  countries  (the  Netherlands  and  Italian  States  excepted)  have 
contributed  yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  this  army  ;  Lower-Aujtria 
pays  2,008,968  florins,  44  kruitzers,  and  Upper-Außria  906,228  florins, 
13  kruitzers.  In  the  year  1754,  the  invalids,  who  are  provided  for,  were 
reckoned  at  14,000  men,  of  whom,  in  cafe  of  neceflity,  almoft  10,000 
are  able  to  ferve.  In  the  year  1752  the  Emprefs  Queen  ereded  an 
academy  of  military  cadets,  and  a  military  fchool  at  Neujtadt  near  Fienna, 
and  in  1754,  another  mihtary  academy  alfo  at  Fienna. 

Next  follows  the  more  accurate  defcription  of  the  arch-dutchy. 


I.  L  O  W  E  R- 
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UNDER  ox  Lower-Auftria,  which  is  alfo  called  the  crAtntry  heloiif 
the  Ens,  is  divided  into  four  parts,  which  were  formerly  ftiled 
quarters,  but  ever  fince  the  year  1753,  have  been  called  Circles.  Over 
each  of  thefe  a  circle-captain  is  appointed.  Of  thefe  Circles  two  lie  on 
the  fouth  and  two  on  the  north-fide  of  the  Danube ;  the  former,  from 
their  fituation,  as  confidered  with  refpedt  to  the  foreft  of  VJenna,  are  called 
the  Circles  beloiv  and  above  the  foreft  of  Vienna  ;  but  the  latter,  from  their 
fituation  in  regard  to  the  Manhartsberg,  the  Circles  below  and  above  the 
Manhartsberg.

-*•  Wien,  Vienna,  by  the  'Turks  called  Beez,  and  by  the  Poles  Wie- 
den,  the  capital  of  the  whole  archdutchy,  and  in  whofe  neighbourhood  the 
ancient  town  of  Vindnbona  ftood.  This  city  lies  on  a  branch  of  the 
Danube,  which  feparates  the  fuburbs  of  Leopoldjladt  from  the  town  itfelf, 
and  receives  the  little  river  IVien,  which  pafles  through  it  between  the  town 
and  fuburbs.  Its  fituation  is  pleafant,  for  to  the  eaft  and  north  the  country 
around  it  is  entirely  level,  but  to  the  weft  and  fouth  are  feen  a  range  of 
mountains  which  are  thick  planted  with  trees  and  vines;  and  the  Danube,. 
which  is  here  very  wide,  divides  itfelf  in  that  part  oi  the  town  in  feveral 
arms,  forming  fo  many  iflands,  which  are  ftocked  with  wood.  This 
place  has  always  been  the  refidence  of  the  Emperors  of  the  houfe  of 
Auftria,  and  is  alfo  the  feat  of  the  prefent  Emperor. 

The  town  itfelf  is  but  of  moderate  extent,  it  being  poffible  to  walk^ 
round  it  on  the  glacis  in  one  large  hour.  Its  fituation  is  capable  of  render- 
ing it  a  pretty  ftrong  place,  and  it  is  alfo  aäually  well  fortified,  for  it  has 
a  ftrong  rampart  fortified  with  eleven  ftout  baftions,  ten  ravelins,  very 
broad  and  deep  lined  ditches,  and  the  neceflary  out-works.  The  many 
tihurches  and  extenfive  cloyfters  in  it,  near  which  are  generally  gardens  and; 
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walks,  occupy  almofi:  one  fixth  part  of  the  whole  town,  whence  the  houfe 
aie  computed  at  no  more  than  about  twelve  hundred  and  thirty,  and  thefe  are 
alfo  very  narrow,  but  yet  from  four  to  five,  fix,  even  feven  ftories  high, 
being  in  general  well-built  of  ftone,  and  provided  v/ith  large  convenient 
cellars.  Among  them  are  alfo  many  confiderable  and  magnificent  palaces. 
In  all  burgher  houfes  the  fecond  ftory  mufl:  be  allotted  for  the  refidence 
of  the  Imperial  court-officers.  The  ftreets,  which  are  reckoned  at 
q,bout  eighty,  are  crooked  and  narrow  ;  in  winter-nights  thefe  are  enlight- 
ened with  lanterns.  The  town  itfelf  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  'viz. 
into  the  Schotten,  Wuhner,  Stuben,  and  Carinthian.  Of  the  fifteen  prin- 
cipal places  or  fquares  in  it  are  in  particular  to  be  remarked,  i.  The  Hof, 
being  the  largeft  of  all,  and  on  which,  exclufive  of  a  ftone-fountain,  ftands 
a  magnificent  monument  of  gilt  metal,  which  the  Emperor  Leopold,  m 
the  year  1667  caufed  to  be  eredled  in  memory  of  the  immaculate  con- 
ception of  the  Virgin  Mary.  2.  The  Burg-place,  or  outmoft  court  of  the 
Imperial  citadel,  where  the  watch  ftands.  3.  The  new-market,  on  which 
is  a  line  fountain.  4.  The  Freyung,  which  is  quite  irregular.  5.  The 
Graben,  on  which,  befides  two  beautiful  fountains,  ftands  the  marble 
trinity-pillar,  which  was  finiflied  in  the  year  1693,  and  i'  fixty-fix  feet  high. 
6.  The  high  market,  on  which  flands  Jojeph's  metal-pillar,  which  was  eredted 
in  the  year  1732.  In  the  fquares  N*^  3,  5,  and  6,  nothing  has  been  fold 
fince  the  year  1753.  The  principal  church  in  this  city  is  the  metropolitan 
church  of  St.  Stephen,  which  is  a  very  dark  gothic  building  of  pure  free- 
llone,  adorned  on  the  outfide  with  all  kinds  of  ingenious  produftions  in 
flatuary,  &V.  and  the  greateft  tower  of  which  is  four  hundred  and  fixty, 
or  according  to  others  only  four  hundred  and  forty-feven  Auftrian  feet  and 
a  half  high,  being  built  of  large  blocks  of  free-ftone,  and  having  a  large 
bell  hanging  in  it,  which  the  Emperor  Jofeph  caufed  to  be  call:  out  of  the 
many  pieces  taken  from  the  Turks,  and  which  is  upwards  of  ten  feet  in 
height  and  thirty-two  feet  two  inches  in  circumference,  being  in  weight, 
exclufive  of  the  clapper,  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  centners,  and  its 
very  clapper  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty  eight  pounds.  In  the  infide 
of  this  church  we  find  a  coltly  high  altar,  together  with  many  relics  and 
curiofities,  as  likewife  the  old  archiducal  burying-vault,  into  which  alfo, 
ever  fince  the  time  oi  Ferdinand  III.  the  bowels  of  the  deceafed  perfons 
belonging  to  the  archiducal  houfe  are  conveyed,  with  the  magnificent 
marble  monument  of  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  III.  and  other  remarkables. 
Near  the  church  of  St.  Stephen  is  the  archiepifcopal  refidence.  The 
bifhopric  here  was  eredied  in  the  year  1480,  and  in  1722  raifed  to  an 
archbifliopric,  the  prelate  of  which  has  an  annual  revenue  of  near 
30000  Imperial  florins.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  town  belong  to 
him  St.  Veit,  not  far  from  Schonbmnn,  Neudo7-J  not  far  from  Laxenburg^ 
and  other  places.  The  chapter  here  is  exempted  from  his  jurifdidlion. 
To  it  belongs  the  village  of  Hernah  near  the  town  in  which  is  an  arti- 
ficial 
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ficial  calvary.  Exclufive  too  of  thefe,  in  Vienna  are  reckoned  four  parlfli- 
churches  (of  which  that  of  our  Ladys  Stairs  is  fubjedt  to  the  bifliopric 
of  Pauffau)  together  with  ten  other  churches,  which  are  fcrved  by  particular 
ecclefiaitics,  fixteen  cloyfter-churches  and  eighteen  cloyfters.  Of  thefe  the 
principal  to  be  remarked  are  the  Schotten,  or  Scottißo  abbey,  the  mitred  ab- 
bot of  which  is  a  State  of  the  country ;  the  college  of  regular  canons  of 
Augußines  of  St.  Dorothea,  together  with  its  mitred  provoft,  who  is  alfo  a 
State;  three  colleges  of  Jefuits ;  mz.  the  profefs-houfe,  called  the  Upper- 
yefuits,  and  adjoining  to  the  court  -,  the  college  called  the  Undcr-Jefuits,  in 
which  is  the  univerfity,  and  the  novitiate-houfe  of  St.  An?ie.  To  thefe 
alfo  are  to  be  added  the  minorite-cloyfter,  whofe  Monks  are  ftyled  ncbiles. 
patres  minorum  conventitalium ;  the  cloyfter  of  bare-foot  Augußines,  whofe 
church  is  the  Imperial  Aulic  church,  and  the  repofitory  of  the  hearts  of 
the  high  perfonages  of  the  archiducal  houfe  ;  the  Capuchin  cloyfler,  in 
whofe  churchj  ever  fince  the  feventeenth  century,  lies  the  archiducal 
burying-place,  as  alfo  a  valuable  treafure.  Of  chapels  too  there  are  likewife 
a  good  number  in  this  city.  Of  liberal  foundations  alfo  it  has  not  a  few, 
and  among  thefe  the  burgher-jpital,  wherein  near  3000  perfons  are  main- 
tained,   is  principally  to  be  remarked. 

The  Imperial  burg,  or  citadel,  which  lies  near  the  ramparts  clofe  by  the 
cloyfler  of  Augußines,  is  a  mean  old  building  of  four  flories  high.  In  it 
is  the  Imperial  treafury,  which  is  divided  into  the  temporal  and  fpiritual, 
the  latter  of  which  contains  fome  relicks,  the  Imperial  cabinet  of  machines 
and  the  Imperial  cabinet  of  coins  and  medals,  which  is  reckoned  among  the 
richefl:  and  grandeft  in  Europe.  The  opera-houfe  here,  which  lies  alfo  in 
the  burg,  is  magnificent.  The  chancery  of  the  Empire  and  the  riding- 
place  are  fine  buildings  eredted  in  the  modern  tafle,  and  in  the  latter  is  the 
very  large  and  magnificent  Imperial  library,  which,  with  refpeä:  to  the 
number  and  importance  of  printed  books  and  manufcripts  in  it,  may  vie 
with  the  Vatican  and  royal  French  libraries ;  nay,  as  confidered  with 
refpeft  only  to  printed  books,  exceeds  them.  In  the  year  1750,  the  du- 
plicates and  triplicates  of  books  here  were  removed,  and  many  thoufands 
of  the  former  fent  to  Prague  for  the  ufe  of  the  univerfity  there,  and  the 
latter  to  Injpruck.  The  land-houfe  of  the  States  of  Loiver-Außria,  and 
the  town  or  council-houfe,  are  fine  modern  flrudlurcs.  The  other  public 
buildings  here  are,  the  Imperial-arfenal,  the  burgher-arfenal,  the  Imperial- 
arfenal  near  the  new  gate,  in  which  is  to  be  met  with  every  thing  requifite 
for  the  equipment  of  the  fhips  that  are  ufed  on  the  Danube,  &c.  The 
founders  of  the  univerfity  here  are  properly  the  Dukes  RudolphW.  and  A/" 
brecht  III.  For,  though  the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  had  founded  a  fchool 
here  in  the  year  1237,  yet  it  was  not  before  1365,  that  Pope  UrbanV.  at 
the  felicitation  of  Rudolph  IV.  granted  a  privilege  lor  erecting  an  univerfity, 
which  was  confirmed  and  enlarged  by  Urban  VI.  in  the  year  1384,  at  the 
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i'olVioitntion  nf  Duke  ^/^w/y  III.  in  conjunaion  with  the  theological  fa- 
culty. It  was  at  the  fame  time  alio  that  it  was  appointed  to  dwell  in  the 
houles  which  the  Templars  formerly  inhahited.  The  Emperor  Ferdi- 
Vüiid  II.  refi^ned  the  univerlity  to  the  Jefiiits  here,  and  their  dwellings  are 
near  the  al)Ovenicnti(>ned  UndtT-Jcfuits  near  the  ^tuben-gate.  The  reftor 
of  it  enjoys  a  very  high  rank,  and  at  folemn  proceffions  immediately  pre- 
cedes the  Emperor.  The  univerfity  confifts  of  four  nations,  wb.ich  are, 
the  Aiijtrian^  Rhctiijh,  Hungarian  zn<\  Saxon.  In  the  year  1752,  for  the 
fake  of  improving  the  method  of  teaching,  an  Imperial  royal  ordinance 
was  pafitd.  The  academy  of  painting,  fculpturc  and  architetflure  here 
was  founded  in  the  year  1705.  The  Therejian  college,  which  was  founded 
bv  the  Empreft-Queen,  MariaThcrefia,  is  a  well  inftituted  riding-academv. 
The  members  of  it  are  all  dreffed  uniformly,  and  each  of  thern  piys  for  his 
board,  lodging,  wafliing,  fchool-books,  and  other  neceffaries,  eight  hun- 
dred florins  yearly,  and  for  riding  another  hundred.  The  Savoy-Li chten- 
Jtcin  riding-academy  was  founded  here  by  Maria  Thercßa,  dutchefs  of 
Savoy,  who  was  born  Princefs  of  Lichtenftein.  Among  the  public  libraries 
alfo  are  reckoned,  befides  the  above-mentioned  Imperial  one,  the  Wind- 
bagijh,  which  takes  its  name  from  its  founder.  Count  joacbim  Windbag 
lies  in  a  particular  houfe  near  the  Doftiinican  cloyrter,  where  alfo  lies  the 
Gfchicinutijb  library,  devoted  by  "Jch,  Mart.  GJchwindt,  baron  of  Pockßeiny 
to  public  ufe,  together  with  the  univerfity,  library,  cfr. 

The  fuburbs  are  far  larger  than  the  town  itfclf.  Thev  lie  round  it,  but 
are  removed  to  the  diftance  of  five  or  fix  hundred  common  paces  from 
the  works  of  the  fort.  The  line,  wiiich  enclofes  them  and  extends  on 
both  fides  to  Leopoldßadt,  was,  in  the  year  1704,  thrown  up  againft  the 
Hungarian  rebels,  and  afterwards  lined  with  bricks,  the  gates  and  entries 
to  it  being  always  kept  by  regular  guards.  To  ride  round  the  line,  at  a 
horfe's  pace,  it  takes  up  about  four  houi-s.  Thefe  fuburbs  fland,  for  the 
mofl  part,  under  the  iurildiäion  of  the  town-council,  to  whom  an  appeal 
lies  fron:!  the  fentence  of  the  judge  and  his  afleffors,  with  which  each 
fuburb  is  provided.  Of  them  Leopoldßadt  is  the  largelt  and  chiefeft.  It 
lies  next  the  town  on  an  ifland  in  the  Danube,  being  formerly  called  the 
yews-toi-Dn ',  but  the  Emperor  Leopold,  in  the  year  1670,  having  driven 
that  people  froni  thence,  it  took  its  name  from  him.  It  contains  cne 
pariih-church,  two  cloyfters,  the  old  Imperial  Fa^eorita,  a  citadel  which, 
in  the  year  1683,  was  miferably  laid  wafte  by  the  Turks,  and  but  a  fmall 
part  of  it  repaired,  together  with  the  adjoining  extenfive  au-garden,  and 
many  confiderable  fine  houfes  and  gardens.  Over  againft  it,  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  Danube,  lie  the  large  fuburbs  of  Rofau,  containing  feme  fine 
churches^  palaces,  houfes  and  gardens.  Of  the  palaces  here,  that  of  Prince 
Licbtenftein  is  the  grandeft.  In  the  fuburbs  of  Waringergajfen  is  nothing 
worth   notice.     In  the  Aljter^aß'e  lies   the  hofpital  of  invalids,  together 
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with  the  pefl-houfe,  the  great  hofpital,  the  Lower- Auftri an  provincial- 
academy,  and  Count  Paars  riding-rchool.  "Jojepbftadt  was  founded  in  the 
time  of  the  Koman  King  Jofeph.  The  P.P.  piariim  jcbolarum  have  a 
cloyfter  and  a  church  here,  both  which  are  very  confiderable  buildings. 
The  populous  fuburbs  of  St.  Ulrich,  or  the  Neuftift,  together  with  the 
Neubau,  is  fubjeft  to  the  jurifdiflion  of  tlie  Benedt£line  Scofs  abbey  in 
Vienfia.  In  it  we  find  one  parilh-church,  together  with  a  cloyfter  of  Capu- 
chins and  upwards  ot  one  hundred  gardens.  In  the  fuburbs,  called  the 
Leimgrube,  is  one  church,  one  cloyfter  containing  a  church,  the  founda- 
tion formerly  called  Kautzs  in  Marienhulfe,  which  the  Emprefs-queen, 
Maria  Therejia,  purchafed  in  the  year  1754,  founding  there  a  military- 
academy,  and  the  Imperial-ftables,  which  are  equalled  by  few  buildings  of 
their  kind,  neverthelefs  the  ftalls  in  them  are  too  narrow.  The  fuburbs 
called  the  WieJi-,  from  the  little  river  o^  Wicji  running  through  it.  Gaudeiidorf\ 
belonging  to  the  provoft  of  St.  Dorothea,  in  Viemia,  and  fuhied  to  his  iu- 
rifdiction,  contains  one  convent  oi  Dominicans  and  a  fmall  church.  Mar- 
garetbendorf  X\t%  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river.  The  V/ieden  is  extenfive 
and,  exclufive  of  a  cloyfter  and  the  church  of  St.  Charles  Boromaus,  con- 
tains in  it  the  new  Imperial  Favorita,  a  fummer-refidence,  though  but 
meanly  built.  The  Ren?!weg,  on  account  of  feveral  churches,  cloyfters, 
palaces  and  confiderable  houfes  in  it  is  worth  notice.  The  cloyfter  of  the 
female  Salerians,  or  Engliß^  Nuns,  is  confiderable,  and  contains  indeed  in 
it  a  fmall  but  coftly  church.  The  Nuns  here  are  obliged  to  bring  up  and 
inftrutt  young  ladies.  The  grand  palace  of  the  late  great  hero.  Prince 
Eugene  of  Savoy,  has  alfo  a  fine  garden  belonging  to  it.  The  adjoining 
palace  of  the  Prince  of  Schwarzenberg  is  uncommonlv  fine.  That  called 
the  Landßrafze  Vies  direöly  oppofite  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Danube.  Thefe 
laft  fuburbs  contain  a  fine  cloyfter  of  Hermits,  wearing  white  ermin,  of  the 
order  of  St.  Augiiftine,  a  couple  of  chapels,  a  feminary  of  Jefuits,  a  hofpi- 
tal and  feveral  fine  houfes.  The  fuburbs  of  Erdbecr  contain  nothing  re- 
markable. The  Prater,  or  Imperial  park  here,  is  a  pretty  large  ifland  in 
the  Danube  planted  with  wood,  and  in  fpring-time  yields  fome  fine 
pleafure-walks. 

In  ail  Vienna,  the  town  and  fuburbs  taken  together,  may  be  from  about 
one  hundred  and  eighty  to  two  hundred  thoufand  inhabitants.  The  gar- 
rifon  here  confifts  of  one  regiment  of  foot.  Out  of  IJpper-Aujtria,  as  alfo 
out  of  other  countries  belonging  to  the  Emperor  lying  upon  the  Danube, 
and  likewife  out  of  Bohemia,  Moravia,  Hungary,  Stiria,  Tyrol  and  Italy, 
all  forts  of  provifions,  together  with  necefiiiry,  ufeful  and  agreeable  things, 
are  brought  thither.  The  Proteftants  frequent  the  worftiip,  which  is  held 
in  the  houfes  of  the  Proteftant  Ambafladors.  In  the  city  are  all  forts  of 
artifts,  manufad:urers  and  handycraftfmen.  The  many  high  colleges  and 
judicatories,  which  have  their  feat  here,  enhance  the  credit  and  vivacity  of 
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the  town.  It  owes  its  firfl:  eftablifnment  to  Henry  I.  duke  of"  Aiiftria,  who, 
towards  the  year  1142,  made  it  his  place  of  refidence.  Though  at  that 
time  it  was  called  a  town,  and,  fo  early  as  the  year  11 58,  had  walls,  yet 
it  was  not  before  the  year  1 198  that  it  obtained  of  Duke  Leopold  VIII.  its 
proper  civil  regulation  and  better  fortifications.  In  the  year  lA^JJ,  it  was. 
befieged  in  vain  by  the  Hungarians.  In  the  years  1529  and  1683,  by  the 
Turks.  On  the  contrary,  in  1241,  it  was  taken  by  Fr^(2'rr/V^  II.  duke  of 
Aiiftria;  in  1277,  by  the  Emperor  Rudolph  \.  and,  in  the  year  1485,  by 
Matthias,  King  of  Hungary. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  Vienna  the  following  Imperial  and'  royal  palaces 
are  worthy  notice  ;  -vix. 

ScLonbrunn,  lying  one  hour's  diftance  from  the  town  on  the  little  river  of 
Wien,  and  the  finell  of  all.  The  Emperor  Jofeph  began  the  grand  building 
bere,  but  was  prevented  by  death  from  fmjlhing  it.  In  the  year  1754,  the 
whole  left  wing  of  this  palace  was  pulled  down. 

Hetzendorf,  a  pleafure-houfe  at  prefent  much  enlarged. 

Eberjdorf,  alio  a  pleafure-houfe  near  the  market  of  the  fame  name 
lying  on  the  Danube,  where  the  Emprefs-queen,  Maria  Therefia,  in  the 
year  1752,  erected  a  foundation  for  the  daughters  of  fifty  poor  officers,  who 
are  maintained  gratis  and  inftrudted  in  the  languages  and  female  qualifica- 
tions. Near  it  is  the  Neu-gebaude,  as  it  is  called,  where  all  kinds  of  rare 
animals  are  kept. 

Belvedere,  a  fine  fummer  refidence. 

Laxembmg,  a  pleafure-houfe,  fituate  about  two  German  miles  from 
Vienna,  in  a  pleafant  little  wood,  and  furrounded  with  a  wet  ditch,  but 
old,  fmall  and  not  much  ornamented.  A  fcheme,  however,  has  been  pro- 
poied  for  rebuilding  this  palace  in  a  more  magnificent  manner.  Near  it  is  a 
pretty  well  inhabited  village  and  a  park.  This  place  was  formerly  called 
Lachfcndorj.  The  extenfive  circumjacent  plain  affords  very  great  conveni- 
encies  for  the  baiting  of  herons,  which  is  performed  here  in  fpring-time 
by  the  Imperial  family.  From  this  place  to  Vienna  is  a  fine  fat  bottom, 
and  a  pleafant  way  leading  by  paths  over  the  mountain  of  Wiener,  which, 
though  of  no  very  great  height,  yet  affords  a  good  profpedl  towards 
Vienna. 

Kloßer'Nciiburg,  a  town  feated  on  the  Da?iube,  and  owing  its  rife  to 
the  rich  foundation  of  regular  canons  of  Auguftines  eftabliffied  there  in 
the  year  11 14,  and  in  1730  rebuilt  anew  in  a  magnificent  manner.  This 
not  only  contains  the  body  of  St.  L^ö/'o/^  its  founder,  but  alfo  the  archiducal 
crown,  which  was  made  here  in  the  year  15 16.  The  mitred  provoft 
hereof  is  a  Land-flatc  of  Lower- Auftria.  To  its  foundation  belong  the 
following  places;  viz.  Nufdorf,  Hiezing,  or  Maria-Hiezing,  near  Schon- 
brunn,  in  which  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  Upper  &nd  Under- 
Kritzendorf,  St,  Veit  on  the  Danube,  &c. 

Baden  y 
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ßaden,  a  town  fituate  en  the  rivulet  of  Schwocha,  and  taking  its  name 
from  the  hot  baths  there,  which  are  celebrated  for  their  falubrious  effcds, 
and  lie  as  well  within  as  without  the  town.  The  waters  of  thefe  baths  are 
impregnated  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  alum  and  ftill  more  with  fait,  but 
moft  of  all  with  fulphur.  Before  the  principal  church  here  ftands  a  fine 
monument  confecrated  to  the  Holy  Trinity.  Near  this  town  is  a  mirror  and 
a  brafs  foundery,  the  latter  of  which  is  fo  ingenioufly  conftruded,  that,  bv 
means  of  one  tingle  water-wheel  only,  fixteen  lathes  may  be  turned,'  which 
have  alfo  all  their  requifite  motion,  infomuch  that  each  operator  can  in  an 
infljnt,  merely  by  a  treadle,  ftop  ihort,  in  order  to  put  in  his  work,  with- 
out placing  the  water-wheel  or  impeding  any  other. 

Neußadt^  oxWienertJch-Ncußadt,  a  pleafant  and  u-ell  built  town,  but  not  po- 
pulous, lying  on  the  Leitha,  being  fortified  and  containing  in  it  fome  broad 
evei  flreets,  together  with  fome  fine  places  or  fquares,  which  are  orna- 
mented with  pillars  in  honour  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  The  palace  here  has 
been  alotted  for  the  new  eredled  military-academy,  and  is  now  inhabited 
by  the  young  gentlemen,  who  are  here  inftruded  by  officers  apppointed  for 
that  purpofe  in  all  parts  of  the  art  of  war,  and  by  others  in  the  mathematics 
and  belles  lettres.  Other  foldiers  alfo  are  trained  up  here  to  arms.  The 
bishopric  of  this  place  was  founded  in  the  year  1470,  and  its  prelate  is  fuf- 
fragan  to  the  archbifhop  of  Vienna.  In  this  town  is  a  college  of  Jefuits. 
Out  of  the  fine  earth,  which  is  found  not  far  from  this  place,  a  very  fine 
porcelane  is  made.  This  town  was  built  towards  the  year  1200,  by  Duke 
Leopold  Vll.  In  the  year  1237,  Duke  Frederick  U.  and,  in  1452,  the 
Einperor  Frederick  III.  found  protection  and  fecurity  here.  In  the  year 
1485,  it  was  conftrained  to  furrender  to  the  Hungarian  King  Matthias  after 
a  fiege  of  feven  months. 

Haimburg,  o^c  Haynburg^  a  town,  lying  on  the  Danube,  and  containing  a, 
citadel,  which  is  fituate  on  an  eminence.  In  thefe  parts,  or  rather  nearer. 
to  the  village  of  FetronelU  formerly  flood  the  town  of  Carnuntumi 

2.  Towns  containing  feignories;  n^iz. 

Brück  on  the  Leytha,  in  Latin  Leythce  pons,  a  town  and  citadel  belonging 
to  the  count,  o^  Harr  ach.  In  the  year  1483,  this  place  was  taken  by  King 
Matthias  after  a  tedious  fiege. 

Ebenfurth,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  the  Leytha,  which  is  environed  with, 
walls  and  ditches,  and  was  firft  founded  by  the  Templars.  This  place  be- 
longs to  the  count  of  Unverzagt. 

3.  Market-towns  and  boroughs ;  namely, 
Berchtoldjdorf,  or  Peterfdorf,  a  royal  market-town.. 

Burkerfdorf,  containing  a  citadel,  being  alfo  royal,  and  lying  on  the  ri- 
vulet of  Wien. 

Draskirchen;  or  Traskirchen,  a  royal  market-town. 
Eberfdorf,  or  Kotting  Eberßorf,  a  market-town,  fituate  on  the  Danube 

and 
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and  belonging  to  the  baron  of  Thaffiil,  in  which  the  abovementioned  Tove- 
reign  citadel  lies. 

Fij'chamund,  or  Vifchamiind,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Gollen.     Near  this  place  the  Fijcha  falls  into  the  Danube. 

Gainfahrn,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of  Dietrkhßein. 

Getzendoff,  belonging  to  tho  count  of  fVindifchgratz. 

Gutfi'iißein,  a  market-town,  near  which  is  a  citadel  featedon  a  high  rock. 
At  this  place  died  King  Frederick  oi  Aujiria  in  the  year  1350.  It  belongs 
to  the  count  of  Hoyos,  and  contains  a  cloyfter  of  Servites. 

Gimtramjdorff' ?LnA  Gutnpoltskirchen,  two  royal  market-towns.  The  wine 
which  grows  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  latter  is  eminently  fine. 

Hoßehi;  the  name  of  two  places,  one  of  which  lies  on  the  Danube 
below  Kloßer-Neuburg,  and  the  other  not  far  from  Brück,  on  the  Leytha. 
Of  thefc  two  market-towns  the  latter  belongs  to  the  counts  of  Ahersberg 
and   'Tratin. 

Hundß^aim,  a  market-town. 

Kirchjchlag,  Knimpach. 

Loiberfdorf]  belongin.g,  together  with  the  citadel  of  Enzesfeld,  to  the 
Prince  of  Mmtecuccdi. 

Ma}ifu-orth,  a  royal  borough,  feated  on  the  Danube. 

Mcifling,  or  Modling,  a  royal  market-town,  having  near  it  a  citadel 
{landing  on  a  mountain,  in  which  many  Außrian  Princes  of  the  Babenberg 
family  have  relided. 

Mosbrun,  a  market-to v/n.  * 

Neudorf,  alfo  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  baron  o^  Waffenburg. 

Nußorf,  a  borough,  lying  not  far  from  Vienna  on  the  Danube,  being 
large  and  well  built,  and  having  the  appearance  of  a  little  town.  In  the  year 
1 75 1,  this  place  fuffered  confiderably  by  fire.  It  belongs  to  the  foundation 
of  Kloßer-Neuburg. 

L1pper-Afpa}2g,  a  market-town  and  citadel. 

Pitten,  a  market-town,  formerly  the  capital  of  a  county,  and  near  it 
on  a  reck,  {lands  a  citadel.     This  place  belongs  to  the  count  of  Hoyos. 

Pottotdorf,  a  market-town  and  citadel  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Stahrenbcrg. 

Potteißcin,  a  market-town,   belonging  to  the  count  oi  Dietrichflein. 

Priam,  alfo  a  market-town,  fituate  near  the  ca{lle  of  Lichtenflein,  and 
belonging  to  the  baron  of  JVaffenburg. 

Salchenau,  or  Salenau,  a  market-town,  lying  on  the  rivulet  of  Ka/tengang, 


and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Prank. 


St.  Feit,  a  market-town,  belonging  to  the  cloyfter  of  Lilienfeld. 

Schodtwien,  or  Schaidtivien,  lying  on  the  river  of  the  mountain  of  Sem- 
tnering,  which  divides  Außria  from  Stiria.  The  way  leading  out  of  one 
country  into  the  other,  is  at  this  place  narrow  and  carried  over  rocks  3  but 
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the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  by  great  labour  and  exp-nce  improved  it.  The 
citadel  here,  which  ilands  on  a  high  rock,  ferves  alfo  for  the  defence  of 
this  pafs. 

ScJmadorf,  a  market-town,  fubjed  to  the  jurifdidion  of  the   biOiopric  oi" 
PaJJau.     In  the  church  here  is  a  famous  image  of  the  Viigin. 

Schwarzcnbach,  a  market-town,  containing  a  citadel. 

Sclnoochat,  a  royal  market-town,  iituate  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name, 
and  containing  a  citadel  belonging  to  the  count  of  Volkra. 

Sierning, 

Wicnnci herber g,  a  market-town,  fcated  on  the  river  iv/2V^rf,  and  belonging 
to  the  houfe  of  Lichtejjßeiri. 

Wifmath. 

Wol/Jlhal,  lying  on  the  Danube,  and  the  principal  feat  of  a  branch  of  the 
family  of  Schonborn. 

4.  Certain  cloyfters :  viz. 

The  cloyfter  of  the  regular  hermits  of  the  order  o'i  CamalduUam,  fituate  on 
a  point  of  the  Kahknberg,  which  is  alfo  called  Jofephiberg.  Tiie  Emperor 
Ferdinand II.  founded  this  cloyfter  in  the  year  1628;  and,  though  the 
Turl:s  adually  demolilhed  it  in  the  year  1683,  yet  was  it  rebuilt.  In  it  we 
find  a  very  good,  nay  almoft  the  beft  Auftrian  wine  that  is  to  be  met  with, 
which  grows  about  this  tradt.  The  water  here  is  famous.  The  profpedt 
too  from  this  mountain  over  the  town  of  Vienna,  the  circumjacent  country, 
and  quite  to  Presburg  in  Hungary,  is  uncommonly  fine. 

Oppofite  this  cloyfter  lies  the  firft  point  of  the  Kahlenberg,  which  is 
called  the  Leopoldsberg,  and  on  which  we  fee  fome  remains  of  an  ancient 
caftle  in  which  St.  Leopold  refided,  as  alfo  part  of  a  line  church  founded  in 
honour  of  him  by  the  Emperor  Charles  VI. 

Maurbach,  in  Latin  Vallis  o?nniuni  fanBorum,  a  chartreux  founded  by  the 
Emperor  Frederick  III.  who  alfo  lies  buried  in  it  under  the  furname  of  the 
Beautiful.     To  this  prelacy  belongs  Gopliiz  and  other  places. 

Heilig  Kreuiz,  a  cloy {}:er  of  Ciflerci ans,  founded  in  the  year  1136.  In 
it  feveral  Auflrian  dukes  lie  interred.  To  this  prelacy  belong  the  places  of 
Gadeu,  Trailing,  Pfaffjlctten,  Morfdorf,  Trumau,  Under -WalterjdorJ,  Wildeg, 
Sulz  and  WilferfdorJ ,  fituate  near  the  cloyfler  of  Maurbach. 

Marienzeil,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediBifies,  founded  in  the  year  1336,  and 
called,  by  way  of  diftindion  from  the  Stirian,  Little- Marienzell.  To  this 
prelacy  belongs  Altenmarkt,  St.  Bonaraz,  &c. 

Glognitz,  a  cloyfter  of  Benediäines,  fituate  near  the  village  of  the 
fame  name. 
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II.  The  Circle  above  the 
FOREST    of    WIENER, 

In  Latin  Circulus  fupra  Nemus  Viennenfe^  contains,

THE  following  royal  towns ;  viz. 
Tuln,  an  ancient  town,  near  which  the  rivulet  of  the  fame  name 
falls  into  the  Danube.  This  place  is  the  ordinary  refidence  of  a  bifhop,  who  is 
fuffragan  to  Paßau.     Exclufive  of  a  parifh-church,  in  it  are  three  cloyfters  ; 
namely,  one  of  Nuns  and  two  of  Monks. 

The  'Tidnerfeld  adjoining  belongs  to  Faffau. 

St.  Polten^  in  Latin  Fanum  S.  Hippolyti,  a  town,  fituatc  on  the  river  of 
Trnf.n,  and  owing  its  original  to  the  foundation  of  regular  canons  of  the 
order  of  St.  Augufiine  eftablifhed  there.  This  cloyfter  was  eredled  in  the 
eighth  century  by  the  counts  and  brothers  Adalbert  and  Otkar.  Its  provoft 
is  funrcme  hereditary  Aulic  chaplain  in  Lower- Außria.  The  feignory  over 
the  town  belongs  partly  to  the  fovereign,  partly  to  the  foundation,  and  partly 
to  the  family  of  Tratitfom. 

Ips,  in  Latin  Ipfium,  and  Ibija,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  the  river  Ips 
falls  into  the  Danube.  In  this  tradl  the  town  of  Pons  Ifis,  or  IJipontum,  ap- 
pears formerly  to  have  flood.     Near  the  town  is  a  cloyfter  of  Francijcans. 

2.  The  following  towns,  containing  feignories  ;  "viz. 

Mautern,  a  little  town,  fituate  on  the  Daiiube.  Over  it,  in  this  place, 
a  long  bridge  has  been  eredled  which  leads  to  the  town  of  Stein.  Mautern 
belongs  to  the  bifliop  of  Paßau.  Near  it,  in  the  year  1484,  i\\^  Außrians 
were  defeated  by  the  Hungarians. 

'Trajmaur,  a  fmall  town  fituate  on  the  river  of  Trafen,  and  containing  a 
ftrong  citadel  in  it  belonging  to  the  archbifhop  of  Salzburg. 

Pechlarn,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  the  Erlaph  falls  into  the  Danube. 
This  place  belongs  to  the  bifliop  of  Regensburg. 

Waidhcoen,  or  Bavarian  IFaidhoven,  a  town  fituate  on  the  river  Ips,  and 
belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Freißngen.  This  place  was  conferred  on  the 
biOiopric  by  the  Emperor  Otto  III.  in  995,  or  in  the  following  year.  On 
the  Sclnvarzen  Wiefe,  as  it  is  called,  adjoining  to  it  a  number  of  Turks, 
who  ventured  to  encamp  there,  were  defeated  by  the  inhabitants.  In  the 
year  1 570  the  greateft  part  of  this  town  was  deftroyed  by  fire. 

3.  Market-towns  and  boroughs.     Namely, 
Abjtotten,  belonging  to  the  bifhop  of  Pö/^«.     Amftotten. 

Ardanger,  a  market-town  containing  a  provoftHiip,  to  which  the  fove- 
reign prefents, 

Arnßorf, 
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'Arnfiorf,  a  market-town  fituate  on  the  Danube^  and  flanding  under  the 
archbifliopric  oi  Salzburg. 

AJpach-,  Behamkirchm. 

BurgJ'tall,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  river  Erlaph.,  and  belonging  to 
the  count  of  Abenberg.  The  feigniory  annexed  to  it  is  divided  into  Old  and 
New-Bur gft  all. 

Eedi,  Ferfnitz,  Frankenfch.  Fürth,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the 
cloyfter  of  GotHveig. 

Gaming,  a  market-town  fituate  near  the  cloyfler  of  that  name. 

Ganzbach,  a  market  town  containing  a  cure,  of  which  the  cloyfter  of 
Gottweig  has  the  patronage. 

Grafendorf,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  river  Bielach,  and  belonging  to 
the  Marggrave  of  Priee. 

Greijenftein,  a  market-town  and  citadel,  fituate  on  a  mountain  on  the 
Danube,  and  belonging  to  Paßau.  In  this  place  anciently  flood  the  town 
of  Comagena. 

Greften,  a  market  and  citadel,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Sinzendotf 

Haag,  a  market- town. 

Hafnerbach,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  Marggrave  of  Montccuccoli. 

Hainfelden. 

Herzogenburg,  a  market-town  lying  on  the  river  Trafen,  together  with 
a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Auguftine,  founded  in  the 
year  11 12.  The  town  belongs  partly  to  this  foundation,  and  partly  to  the 
BetiediBin^s  of  Formbach  in  Bavaria. 

Hofstetten,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  river  Bielach,  and  belonging  to 
the  Prince  of  Lichtenjtein.     Hohenberg. 

Hollenburg,  fituate  on  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the  bifhop  of  Frey- 
ßngen.  Under  bifhop  fohn  IV.  it  is  true,  this  market-town  fell  under  the 
jurifdi6tion  of  the  Emperor  Frederick  IV.  but  it  was  again  redeemed  by 
bifhop  Sixtus  before  the  year  1495  for  1500  Rhenißj  florins. 

Ibfitz,  or  Oyfitz,  a  well  built  market-town  belonging  to  the  cloyfter  of 
Seittenftotten. 

fudenau,  a  market-town  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the  Prince 
of  Lichtenßein. 

Kemlbach,  a  market-town  and  citadel  fituate  on  the  river  Ips,  and  be- 
longing to  the  noble  family  of  Gabelhof  en. 

Kinigßetten,  belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Paffau. 

Kulb,  a  market-town,  which,  as  well  as  the  citadel  of  Grie?ipuhl,  belongs 
to  the  baron  of  Leifer. 

Loflorf  a  market-town  and  citadel,  belonging  to  the  adjoining  feigniory  of 
Sckalaburg,  and  appertaining  Mo  to  Co\int  Kletzl of  Altenach. 

Mank,  a  borough,  well  known  for  Its  Image  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  which 
is  much  reforted  to  by  pilgrims. 

Vol.  IV.  Z  Molk 
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Molk,  or  Mclk,  in  Latin  Melicium,  formerly  a  borough,  but  at  prefent 
only  a  market-town.     Near  it  on  a  high  rock  on   the  Danube  ftands  an 
exempted  cloyfterof  BcncdlBines,  which  is  rich  and  famous,  and  by  reafon 
of'its  natural  fituation  alfo  ftrong,  whence  in  the  year  1619  it  held  out  a 
iie<i-e.     On  this  rock  anciently  flood  a  citadel,  which  Leopold  I.  took  in  the 
tenth  century,  and  having  deftroyed  the  works,   fettled  twelve  canons  in  it, 
who  continued  there  till  the  year  1089,  when  Leopold  l\\.  removed  them, 
and  granted  tlie  cloyfter  to  fome  Bencdiöline  Monks.     In  the  year   11 13, 
Leopold  IV.  increafed  the  revenues  of  it,  the  pope  having  about  three  years 
before,  at  his  follicitation,  exempted  it  from  the  jurifdidion  of  the  bifhop 
o(  Pn/pn/,  and  made  it  immediately  fuhjed  to  the  chair  of  i^cwe-.  The  abbot 
oF  this  cloyfter  is  primate  of  the  land-ftates  oi  Lo'wer-Aujiria,  and  prefident 
of  the  State  of  prelates.     The  library  here  is  worthy  notice,  particularly 
for  its  manufcripts. 

Michelbach,  a  market-town.  ^

Seißenßein,  or  Sauffenßein,  a  cloyfter  of  Cißercians,  fituate  near  the  influx 
of  the  Ips  into  the  Danube.

■^  Korn-Nmhuyg^  a  town,  lying  oppofite  to  Kloßer- Neuburg  oa  the 
Danube.  In  the  year  1645  this  place  was  taken  by  the  Swedes,  and  partly 
fortified,  but  deferted  again  the  following  year. 

Refz,  a  fniall  town  lying  on  the  borders  of  Moravia,  in  a  pleafant  coun- 
try, which  has  fuffered  greatly  by  war.  The  houfe  of  Gatterbwg  has  fome 
jurifdiäion  here  ;  but  the  right  of  patronage  belongs  to  the  cloyüer  of 
St.  Polten. 

2.  The  following  towfis,  eoftfaiiiing  feigniories,  «u/xr. 

Enzerfdorf,  a  fmall  town  fituate  near  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the 
bifhop  of  Freyfingen.  In  order  to  diftinguilh  this  place  from  the  market- 
town  of  the  fame  name,  it  i5  called  Stattl  Enzerjdorfy  and  contains  a 
citadel  environed  with  ditches  and  walls. 

Marcheck  or  Maregg,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  river  March,  and  founded 
by  the  Bohemian  King  Przemyß  Ottocar  II.  in  the  year  1268.  This  town 
belongs  to  Count  Palfy  of  Erdod  and  Vorojko,  and  contains  in  it  an  old 
citadel  which  is  fortified. 

Zi/lerfdorf,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the  family  of  Althan,  and  alfo 
containing  a  citadel.  In  the  year  1704  this  place  was  miferably  laid  wafte 
by  the  Hungarian  rebels. 

Feldsburg,  or  Feldsberg,  a  fmall  town  and  feigniory  belonging  to  the 
Prince  of  Lichtenßein,  and  containing  in  it  a  citadel  and  noble  palace. 

Laa  or  Laab,  in  Latin  Laha,  Lava,  a  fortified  town  fituate  on  the  river 
T^eya,  being  indeed  not  large,  but  famous  however  in  hiftory.  Duke  Fre- 
derick II.  conferred  this  place  on  the  Bohemian  King.  Wenzel,  in  order  to 
procure  afliftance  from  him  againft  the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  But  when 
he  arrived  again  to  the  pofleffion  of  his  lands,  the  town  fell  a  fecond  time 
to  him,  which  gave  rife  to  a  war  with  Bohemia.  Many  battles  have  alfo 
been  fought  near  this  town,  namely,  in  the  years  1260  and  1278,  and  in 
1620  it  was  taken  by  the  Moravians,  as  alfo  in  1645  by  the  Swedes.  It 
belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Trauffon. 

Schrattenthal,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the  count  of  Hartig,  and  con- 
taining a  good  citadel. 

Meißau,  a  fmall  town  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the  count  of 
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Traun  and  Abensberg,  was  formerly  the  refidence  of  a  noble  family  of  con- 
fideration  of  the  fame  name,  which  has  been  long  fince  extindl,

Durnknit,  a  market-town  fituate  on  the  river  March,  and  belonging  to 
the  count  o{ Hamilton.

Eckartjau,  a  market-town  and  citadel  lying  on  the  rivulet  of  i^^^i^^^v^^,  and 
belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Kinßy. 

Enzerjlorf  m  the  Langcntbal,  a  market-town  containing  a  caftle  in  it 
which  is  fortified,  and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Stahrenberg.

Gunderßorf,  a  market-town  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the 
noble  family  of  Lndwigßorf. 

Haderßorf\  a  royal  market-town  fituate  on  the  river  Kamp. 

Hochenau,  a  market-town  fituate  on  the  borders  of  Moravia,  and  belong- 
ing to  the  Prince  of  Lichtenllein. 

Hof  or  Hojmarkt,  feated  on  the  river  March,  a  markeStown  and  citadel,, 
belonging  to  the  count  of  St.  'Julian. 

Hohen  Kuperflorf,  a  royal  market-town, 

Hohenwart,  a  well-built  market  town.. 

Kottes,  a  market- town. 

Mazen,  or  Metzen,  a  market-town  and^  citadel,  belonging  to  the  houfe 
of  Kinßy.

Loxver-Kreutzfelten,  a   market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of //ö)w. 

Upper-Holabrun,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of  Dietricljßciriy 
and  containing  a  cloyfter  of  Capuchins. 

Upper-Sulz^  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  Prince  of  Lichterißein. 

Orth,  alfo  a  market-town,  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the 
houfe  of  Strattmann. 

Pillerßorf,  a  borough,  belonging  to  the  noble  houfe  of  Hartich. 

Pockßies,  a  market-town,  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the  count 
o^^raunfchen.    Near  it  lies  Pirraioarth,  in  which  are  fome  hot  baths.

In  this  town  are  fotii- 
churches,  with  a  college  of  Jejuiis  and  a  Dominican  cloyfler.  In  the  year 
1645,  this  place  was  taken  by  the  Swedes. 

Stein,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Danube,  which  confids  almoft  wholly 
of  one  ftreet,  and  contain?  in  it  two  churches.  This  place  lies  near  Kremhs, 
and  is  governed  by  the  lame  magiftrates :  For  in  the  three  firft  years  the 
burgomafter  refides  at  AmwZ'j,  and  the  judge  at  Stein;  and  in  the  three 
following,  the  judge  at  Kremhs  and  the  burgomafler  at  Stein.  A  long 
bridge  joins  this  town  with  Mautern,  which  lies  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Danube.

Dicrnßcin,  or  Tyrnftein,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of  Stah- 
renbcrg,  and  fituate  on  the  Danube,  with  a  college  in  it  of  regular  canons 
of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine.  On  an  adjoining  mountain  formerly  flood  a 
caftle,  in  which  the  Englißo  King  Richard  was  confined,  whom  Duke 
Leopold  had  taken  prifoner  ;  but  another  has  fince  been  erecled  in  its  flead 
fomewhat  lower. 

Drojaidorf,  a  confiderable  market-town  with  a  citadel  in  it,  lying  on  the 
Moravian  river  'Teya. 

Enierßorf,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the 
count  of  Iloyos. 

Garfch,  a  market-town  lying  on  the  river  Kamp,  and  belonging  to  the 
baron  of  Rumel. 

Germs,  fituate  on  the  river  Zwetl. 

Gfoll,  a  market-town  and  citadel,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Sinzendorf. 
Langenhis,  a  royal  market  of  confideration. 
Hinrichßein,  a  market-town  and  citadel. 

IJper,  a  market-town  feated  on  a  rivulet  of  the  fame  name,  and  belong- 
ing to  the  houfe  of  Hoyos. 

Kirchberg  at  the  Wood,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  count  of  Kuf" 
ßiin,  and  containing  a  citadel. 

Lach,  a  borough  appertaining  to  the  count  oi Dietrlchßein,  in  the  church 
belonging  to  which  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin,  to  which  pilgri- 
mages are  made. 

Leiben,  a  citadel,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Sinzendorf. 
Marbach,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the 
count  of  Stahrenberg.    To  the  church  of  Maria  Tafferl  here,  which  is  fub- 
jedl  to  the  bifliop  of  Fajfau,  many  pilgrimages  are  made. 

Mildcrf,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  cloyfter  of  G(?//w^/g-. 
Perßnburg,  or  Ferjenbeug,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  river  Danube^ 
and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Hoyos. 

St.  Michael  in  the  Wochau,  a  market-town,   alfo  fituate  on  the  Danube, 
and  belonging  to  the  count  of  Stahrenberg. 

Raps,  a  large  market-town  containing  a  citadel,  and  lying  on  the  German 
river  Teya,  which  near  this  place  runs  into  the  Moravian.    This  town  be- 
longs to  the  noble  family  of  ^arient  and  Raal. 
Schrems,  a  market-town  and  citadel. 

Senjtenberg, 
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Senftenberg,  a  market-town,  citadel  and  feigniory,  belonging  to  the  fa- 
mily oi  Stahrc?iberg,  by  virtue  of  the  office  of  fupreme  and  hereditary  mar- 
flial  in  all  Außria.    This  town  lies  on  the  river  Krembs. 

Sitzendorf ,  a  market-town,  belonging  to  the  count  of  Dietrichftein. 

Spitz,  a  market-town  and  citadel  on  the  Danube,  belonging  to  the 
houfe  of  Dietrichftein. 

Weijfenkir chert,  a  market-town,  belonging  to  the  family  of  Stahroiberg. 
The  right  of  patronage  to  the  church  here  is  lodged  in  the  foundation  of 
St.  Florian, 

Weitten,  a  market-town,  which  together  with  the  citadel  o{  Mollenherg, 
belongs  to  the  noble  family  of  Lindeg. 

Weitteneg,  a  citadel  lying  on  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the  family  of 
Sirizendorf. 

Wejendorf,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the 
family  of  Stahrenberg. 

Zobing,  on  the  river  Kamp,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  family  of

Impach,  a  cloyfter  of  Dominican  nuns,  fituate  on  the  river  Krembs. 

St.  Bernhard,  lying  near  the  foregoing,  and  formerly  a  cloyfter  of  C//?fr- 
cian  nuns,  founded  by  Otto  oi  Meiffau  in  the  fourteenth  century,  but  at  pre- 
fent  belonging  to  the  "Jefuits  of  Vie?ma,  who  alfo  poflefs  the  academical 
college  here. 

The  cloyfter  of  Rana  or  Ranna,  occupied  by  hermit?,  belonging  to  the 
order  of  St.  Paul,  and  ftanding  in  an  ancient  citadel  ofthat  name.

II.    U    P    P    E  R-A  U    S   T    R    I  A. 

UPPER- AUSTRIA,  or  the  country  above  the  Ens,  extended  at  firft, 
as  for  inftance,  in  the  year  1156,  at  the  Diet  at  Rathbon,  when  it 
was  incorporated  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  I.  v/ith  the  Marggravate  of 
Außria,  and  with  it  was  raifed  to  a  diitchy,  only  from  the  river  £«j  to 
tlie  biook  of  Rundjal,  or  from  the  foreft  of  Pajfau  to  the  Em  ;  but  after- 
wards it  acquired  confiderable  additions.  It  is  divided  into  the  four  follow- 
ing quarters,  viz. 
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I.    The  HA  U  S  R  U  C  K  Qjjarter. 

ECEIVING  its  name  from  the  large  forefl:  of  Haufruck.  This  quarter 
in  Vijcher-Homamh  chart  is  reprefented  much  fmaller  than  it  really  is, 
according  to  the  account  of  the  baron  of  Hoheneck,  who  affirms  it  to  be 
the  largetl:  of  the  quarters.  Thus  I  follow  him,  and  according  to  his  re- 
prefcntation  reckon  in  it 

I.  The  following  royal  towns;  namely, 

Linz,  the  head-town  of  all  Upper- Außria,  {landing  in  an  agreeable  fitua- 
tion  on  the  river  Danube,  and  being  alfo  well  built  and  populous,  with 
fome  fine  fuburbs  belonging  to  it.  The  old  town  here  confifts  almoft 
wholly  of  one  fingle  ftreet,  and  alfo  comprizes  in  it  the  fovereign's  citadel, 
which  is  fituate  on  an  emineiice  from  whence  we  have  a  fine  open  profpeft. 
In  this  citadel  we  find  the  fovereign  reprefentation  and  chamber,  as  alfo 
the  government  in  matters  of  juftice  relating  to  Upper- Außria ;  together 
with  the  fine  land-houfe  belonging  to  the  land-ftates  of  Upper-Außria^ 
the  land-captains  court,  one  pariili-church,  a  confiderable  college  of  Jefuits, 
with  the  feminaries  belonging  to  it,  the  gymnafium  and  fine  church,  to 
which  the  Emperor  Ferdiriand  II.  added  the  feigniory  of  Ottenß?eim  and  the 
cloyfler  of  Bulgarn,  with  four  other  cloyfiers  of  Monks  and  two  of  Nuns, 
a  commandery  belonging  to  the  Teutonick  order,  and  fome  manufadlures. 
The  town  carries  on  a  pretty  confiderable  trade,  and  has  on  Eafler  and  St. Bar- 
thoicmeiv's  days  fome  well  privileged  and  confiderable  fairs.  Formerly  it 
belonged  to  the  County  of  Kyrnberg,  together  with  which,  about  the  year 
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1 1 40  it  was  difpofed  by  the  lafl:  count  thereof  to  Leopold  VI,  duke  of  Au~ 
ßria.  In  the  year  1289,  and  for  four  years  after,  fome  confiderable  aflem- 
blies  of  Princes  were  held  here.  In  a  privilege  of  the  year  1490,  this  place 
was  for  the  firft  time  named  the  liead-town  of  the  principahty  above  the 
Ens.  In  1542  it  was  confumed  by  fire,  but  was  again  rebuilt  on  a  better 
plan. 

Weh^  a  well  built  town  feated  on  the  river  Trnun,  in  which  is  a  cafllc 
belonging  to  the  Prince  o'i  Auenbcrg.  This  caftle  was  formerly  the  pro- 
perty of  the  fovereign,  and  to  it  belongs  the  county  oi  Wels,  together  with 
the  old  citadel  of  Polhmm.,  being  the  place  whence  the  very  ancient  family 
of  that  name  fprung,  but  which  at  prefent  belongs  to  the  town  ;  one  pa- 
rilh-church,  one  cloyfter  of  Minorites  and  Capuchins,  together  with  a  fpital 
containing  a  church.  A  confiderable  wood-trade  is  carried  on  here,  and 
the  town  itfelf  formerly  belonged  to  a  count  of  its  own,  by  whom  it  v/as 
ceded  to  the  church  of  Wurzburg,  but  was  afterwards  redeemed  again  by 
Duke  Leopold. 

From  this  town  the  extenfive  and  barren  heath  of  Welfar  takes  its  name. 

Gmunden,  a  town  fituate  on  the  lake  of  Gmünd  or  'Traun,  out  of  which 
near  it  the  river  Traun  ifTues  again.  The  town  itfelf  derives  great  advan- 
tages from  the  adjoining  falt-pits  and  works,  and  in  the  year  1340,  not  only 
obtained  the  freedom  of  the  falt-trade,  but  alfo  the  feat  of  the  fovereign's 
falt-office,  which  is  a  chamber-good,  or  domain,  to  which  belong  five  mar- 
kets and  boroughs,  namely,  Halflatt,  IJchel,  &c.  Of  thefe  falt-works  I 
have  already  fpoken  in  the  general  account  of  Auftria.  They  were  firft 
difcovered  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  Count  Meinbard  of  Tyrol  and  confort 
to  Albrecht  I.  which  difcovery,  as  Fugger  informs  us,  happened  in  the  year 
1303,  but  according  to  Gerhard  von  Roo,  twelve  years  fooner. 

Rem.  On  an  ifland  not  far  from  the  town  in  the  lake  of  Gmünd  lies  a 
pleafant  royal  citadel  named  Ort,  joining  with  the  land  by  a  bridge.  On  the 
eaft-fide  of  the  lake  is  the  very  high  rock  of  Traunßein. 

Focklabruck,  or  Voklabruck,  in  Latin  Veclapontum,  a  well  built  town, 
feated  in  a  pleafint  campaign  tradt,  on  the  river  Vokl.  This  place  enjoys 
the  privilege  of  granting  protection  to  all  flaves,  and  its  burghers  and  mer- 
chants, together  with  their  wares,  are  toll-free  throughout  all  the  Aujlrian 
countries.  It  fufFered  greatly  by  two  great  fires,  and  was  mortgaged  for  a 
great  number  of  years,  tirft  to  the  Fled;or  oi  Bavaria,  and  afterwards  to  the 
counts  of  Salburg,  but  was  again  redeemed,  and  in  1718  a  fecond  time  ob- 
tained feat  and  voice  in  the  province  from  which  it  was  excluded,  during 
-  the  mortgage.  Near  it,  in  the  year  1626,  the  rebellious  Bavarians  were 
defeated. 

2.  The  following  towns  containing  feigniories,  viz. 

Ef er  ding,  or  Ej'trtivg,  a  fmall  town  fituate  in  what  is  called  the  Donau- 
thal^  not  far  from  the  Danube,  and  belonging  to  the  family  of  Stabrenberg. 

A  a  2  In 
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In  it  we  find  one  pariQi-church,  together  with  a  fpital  containing  a  church, 
and  a  caftle,  in  which  are  laid  up  a  regalia  of  confiderable  value.  Both  the 
town  and  caftle  belonged  formerly  as  a  peculiar  feigniory  to  the  county  of 
Scbaumherg. 

Sclnvanaßatt,  or  Scbwamienßück,  lying  not  far  from  the  river  Aeger, 
and  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of  P««'/:)^/;;;,  or  Puchaim,  of  which  the  counts 
of  Salburg  are  poÜelTed.  The  citadel  of  Puchaim  lies  between  this  town 
and  Vocklahriick  on  the  river  Aegcr. 

Grifskircben,  a  fmall  town  belonging  to  the  count  of //-V/y/^w-ze'iJ^.  In  the 
vear  1613.  the  Emperor  Matib'un  raifed  it  to  a  town. 

Hard  by  it  lies  the  citadel  of  Par2-^  alfo  belonging  to  the  family  of 
Weijjcnioolj. 

-i,.  The  following  market-towns,  namely, 

Afcbacb,  having  a  citadel  and  right  of  toll  on  the  Damihe,  and  belong- 
ing to  the  count  of  Harracb. 

Ejjgclbartfzell,  having  alfo  the  right  of  toll  on  the  nvc:  Danul)e,  and  be- 
longing to  the  fovereign. 

Frankcnburg,  lyii^g  towards  the  borders  of  Bavaria,  not  far  from  the 
fored  ot'  Hiiii/ruck,  in  a  fertile  country  enjoying  a  good  trade.  In  the  mar- 
ket-town is  a  citadel  containing  a  feigniory  ;  but  of  the  ancient  citadel  here 
we  fee  on  a  mountain  not  far  from  the  town  only  fome  fmall  remains  of  the 
walls,  and  the  place  where  it  flood,  which  is  called  the  Hof  berg.  The 
county  belonging  to  it,  together  with  the  incorporated  feigniories,  is  the 
property  of  the  count  of  KevenbuUer,  as  an  hereditary  birth-right,  ever  fince 
it  has  been  difpofed  of  to  that  family  by  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II.  The  in- 
corporated feigniories,  exclufive  of  Sumeregk,  which  lies  in  Carinthia  are 

1.  KogU  to  which  belongs 

The  citadel  of  Kßgly  originally  called  New-Attcrfee^  ftanding  on  a 
mountain. 

St.  forgen,  a  fine  market-town. 

2.  Karnmer,  a  feigniory  lying  in  what  is  called  the  Attergau;  a  trad  re- 
ceiving its  name  from  the  Atterjee,  which  belongs  to  it,  being  the  largeft 
lake  in  the  whole  country,  and  on  account  of  its  circumjacent  citadel, 
churches  and  other  buildings,  the  fineft  and  pleafanteft.  This  lake  is  alfo 
rich  in  exquifite  fifli,  of  which  it  yields  a  new  fpecies  every  month.  Out  of 
it  iflues  the  river  Aeger.  The  citadel  of  Kammer  lies  in  the  lake,  and 
commands  a  very  fine  profpeft. 

Frankenmarkt. 

Galfpach,  containing  a  citadel,  and  lying  in  a  fmall  vale,  was  in  the  year 
1709  purchafed  by  the  baron  of  Hoheneck. 

Haag,  lying  on  the  borders  of  Bavaria. 

Hallßatt,  fcated  on  a  lake  which  takes  its  name  from  it,  and  belonging 
to  the  fovereign 's  falt-office  ;  treated  of  above,  under  the  article  Gmünd. 

Jfcbel,  on  the  river  Traim,  alfo  belonging  to  the  falt-office, 

\  Kematen^ 
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Kematot,  hard  by  the  river  Ihn. 

Lambach,  feated  on  the  river  Trmin.  This  place  is  well  built,  and 
affords  good  fubfiftence  to  its  inhabitants,  both  by  reafon  that  the  fait  is 
conveyed  through  this  town  from  the  falt-office,  as  alfo  that  the  principnl 
highway  leading  to  Salzburg  pnOcs  through  it. 

Lmijf'en,  fituate  on  the  river  Traun. 

Mcvifee,  or  rather  Monfee,  feated  on  the  lalce  of  the  fame  name,  which 
paffbs  through  the  rivulet  of  ylg  into  the  Atterfce. 

Neukirchen,  Neumarkf,  Off'enhaufen. 

Peyrbacb,  furrounded  with  walls,  and  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Strattmanu. 

Rieda%\  containing  a  citadel,  and  lying  on  the  borders  o?  Bavaria.  In  the 
years  1703  and  1704  this  place  vvas  miferabiy  haraffed  by  war.  The  mar- 
ket-town here  belongs  to  the  count  o^  Sal  burg. 

St.  Wclfgany,  feated  on  a  lake  which  takes  its  name  from  it,  and  is  alfo 
called  the  Abtrnfee.  The  greateH:  part  of  this  place  belongs  to  the  bifliopric 
of  Salzburg. 

Schorßing,  feated  on  the  Attrrfee. 

^imelkham,  containing  a  citadel,  and  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of /F^r/f/?- 
lerg,  brought  by  purchafe  in  the  year  1729  by  "John  Albr,  lord  of  St.  Ju- 
lian, count  of  and  at  Walfee,  to  his  own  family.  This  town  lies  on  the 
river  Vckl. 

Voklmarkt,  alfo  feated  on  the  river  Vokl. 

IVaizenkirchen. 

Wajenufer,  feated  on  the  Danube. 

Wolßeck,  containing  a  citadel,  {landing  on  an  eminence  of  fuch  uncom- 
mon height,  that  from  it  we  command  a  viev/  of  a  large  extent  of  country, 
and  difcern  alfo  the  citadel  itfelf  at  a  very  great  diAance.  This  place  lies 
in  the  foreft  oi  Haiifruck,  and  in  the  year  1727  devolved  by  purchafe  to  the 
houfe  of  Tige. 

4.  The  following  eloyflers,  having  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  pro- 
vince, viz. 

Lambach,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSiities,  containing  under  it  the  above-men- 
tioned market-town  of  the  fame  name.  This  cloyfter  was  founded  in  the 
eleventh  century. 

Monjee,    in  Latin  Lun^e  lacus,  and  ufually  named  Manfee,  a  cloyfter  of 
BencdiSlines,  lying  in  the  jurifdidtion  of  the  above-mentioned  market-town 
of  the  fame  name,  and  eredled  in  the  year  748.  To  it  belongs  the  feigniory , 
of  Wildeneck,  the  citadel  belonging  to  which  fo  early  as  the  year  1242  was 
wholly  deflroyed, 

Wilhering,  a  clovfter  cfCißerciaris,  lying  in  a  bottom  not  far  from  Lifiz, 
and  having  on  one  fide  of  it  the  Danube,  on  the  other  what  is  called  the 
Kiernberg.     This  cloyfter  was  founded  in  the  year  1 146. 

EngelzelUi,, 
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EngelfzelK  or  Eftge/barffzell,  a  Cißercian  cloyfter  founded  In  the  year 
1293,  and  lying  near  the  above-mentioned  market-town  oi Engelhart jzell. 

5.  Two  oiher  cloyfters  :  as  alfo 

Stroham,  a  filial  commandery  of  the  order  of  Malta  belonging  to  the 
commandery  ot  Mailderg,  eftablifhed  in  Lower-Außria.  This  place  lies 
not  far  from  Efferding. 

Pupping,  a  cloyfter  of  FraJicifcans  clofe  by  the  foregoing. 

Traunkirchen,  fuuate  on  the  'Traunfee,  a  refidence  of  the  Jefuits  oi  Pafau, 
and  formerly  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSiiiie  nuns. 

6.  The  following  counties  and  feigniories  ,  viz. 

The  county  of  Schaumberg,  or  Scbaumburg,  which  ever  fince  the  year 
1 572  has  belonged  to  the  family  of  Stahrenberg.  This  county  was  formerly 
an  immediate  county  of  the  Empire,  and  of  confidcrable  extent.  The  ci- 
tadel, bearing  its  name,  ftands  on  an  eminence,  and  was  anciently  one  of 
the  beft  fortifications  in  the  county. 

Trawi,  a  citadel,  fituate  on  the  heath  of  Welfer,  not  far  from  the  river 
'traufj,  with  a  feigniory  annexed  to  it  belonging  to  the  counts  oi  Abenf- 
berg  and  Traun. 

Erlach,  a  citadel,  not  far  from  Neumarkt,  with  a  feigniory  alfo  annexed 
to  it  belonging  to  the  count  of  WciJJenwolf^  and  having  likewife  a  land- 
court,  which  is  a  fief  of  the  Empire. 

Stahrenberg,  the  houfe  whence  the  counts  of  Stahrenberg  derive  their  ori- 
ginal, and  belongijig  at  prefent  to  the  bifliopric  oi  Pa/fau. 

Wakhen,  a  citadel  and  feigniory,  not  far  from  the  river  Vogl,  belonging, 
together  with  the  feigniory  oiWildenhag,  to  the  count  o{  Garland. 

The  county  of  Neuburg,  fituate  on  the  river  Ihn,  not  far  from  PajJaUy 
is,  indeed,  furrounded  on  all  fides  by  Bavaria,  but  belongs  to  Aujlria. 
This  county  had  formerly  its  own  counts  of  the  Empire,  but  after  the  death 
of  the  lad  of  them  fell  to  the  Hiare  of  the  Marggrave  Bercthold  of  Hifter- 
reich,  and  in  the  year  1232  devolved,  by  Imperial  donation  to  the  dukes 
of  Bavaria,  which  afterwards  gave  rife  to  the  wars  betwixt  that  houfe  and 
Außria,  the  iflue  of  which  was,  that  it  fell  at  length  a  httle  before  the 
year  1459,  under  the  poffeflion  of  the  latter.  In  the  year  1463  the  "Em- 
peror  Frederick  iV.  difpofed  of  this  county  to  the  houfe  of  Rorbach,  and  to 
the  male-heirs  thereof,  for  i^booo  Hungarian  florins,  but  obtained  it  again 
in  the  year  1473.  In  1528  it  was  incorporated  with  the  country  above  the 
Ens,  and  ceded  to  the  count  of  Salm,  and  upon  that  to  the  count  of  Sin- 
zendorf,  and  next  to  the  count  of  iii^w/V/'o«.  It  was  afterwards  purchafed 
by  a  count  of  Lamberg,  who,  in  1731»  ceded  it  to  the  bifliopric  of  Pajfau. 
To  it  belong  the  citadels  of  Neuburg^  Wohrßein,  Frauenhaus  and  Neujeh. 
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IJ.     The    t  R  A  U  N     Q^u  a  r  t  e  r, 

WHICH  taketh  its  name  from  the  river  Traun,  and  contains  the  fol- 
lowing royal  towns 

1.  E?is,  mh^im  Anifia,  An ajum,  ox  Anajj'amim,  a  well  built  and  for- 
tified town,  feated  on  an  eminence  in  the  river  Ens,  which,  not  far 
from  this  place,  falls  into  the  Danube.  In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of  Minorites, 
The  houfe  of  correction  here  belonging  to  the  land-flates  is  magnificent. 
The  property  of  the  royal  fort  in  it  was  alfo  purchafed  by  the  family  of 
Weijfenwolf  oi  the  Emperor  Jofeph,  but  in  1722  they  difpofed  of  it  again 
to  the  noble  family  oi  Kanthen.  Within  tiie  walls  (lands  alfo  the  impor- 
tant citadel  0^  Enfeck,  which,  together  with  the  feigniory  belonging  thereto, 
devolved,  by  marriage,  to  the  family  oi  Tranifon.  In  this  place  anciently 
flood  the  town  of  Laureacian,  or  Lauriacunj,  containing  a  Roman  colony. 
About  the  year  450  it  wasdeftroyed  by  the  Hunns,  after  which  it  was  rebuilt 
and  made  an  archbifliop's  fee,  but  it  afterwards  underwent  a  complete  defo- 
lation.  The  prefent  town  of  Ens  was  built  about  the  year  goo.  The  Em- 
peror Rudolph  making  war  on  the  Bohemian  King  Przemvß  Otiocar  II.  and 
depriving  \\\vc\  of  Außria,  this  town  furrendered  voluntarily  to  him.  In 
the  year   1730  it  fuftered  greatly  by  fire. 

Siteyr,  a  town,  fituate  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  which  nerr 
it  falls  into  the  Ens.  Among  the  royal  towns  in  the  country  abo'-ce 
the  Ens  this  has  the  preheminence,  but  at  prefent  contains  hardly  tJie 
fhadow  of  its  former  reputation  and  happy  ftate.  It  confifls  of  three  parts, 
namely  the  town  itfelf  and  the  fuburbs,  together  with  the  villages  of  the 
Ens  and  Steyr,  both  which  have  a  communication  with  the  former  by  . 
means  of  bridges.  In  it  is  a  citadel  which  ftands  on  the  point  of  a  fteep 
rock  within  the  walls,  where  the  rivers  called  the  Hof  meet,  and  at  prefent 
belongs  to  the  family  of  Lamberg.  In  the  town  too  are  alfo  one  pariüi- 
church,  one  college  of  Jefuits  and  a  gymnaßum,  together  with  a  cloyfter 
of  Dominicans  and  nuns,  as  alfo  one  fpital.  Without  the  town  too 
is  2ino\hQr  of  Capuchins,  and  all  thcfe  cloyfters  have  churches.  Mod:  of  the 
inhabitants  here  work  in  fteel  and  iron,  the  latter  of  which  is  conveyed 
thither  from  the  iron-works  at  Innerberg  upon  the  Ens,  and  worked  in  the 
forges  adjoining  to  the  Steyr.  This  place  vv'as  alfo  formerly  the  capital  of 
a  county,  and  belonged  to  ^///Vo  ;  but  the  i'/'/r/V//'?  Duke,  Ottocar,  having 
ceded  his  dutchy  to  his  father-in-law  Dake  Leopold  of  Außria,  it  was  fe- 
parated  from  Stiria  and  added  to  the  country  above  the  Ens,  and  from  that 
time  deemed  only  a  feigniory.  In  the  years  1502,  IJ22,  1554  and  1727, 
it  fuffered  greatly  by  fire. 

2.  The  following  market-towns :  namely, 

AgJ'pach.  Ebersberg, 
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Ebersherg,  or  Ebehperg,  fituate  on  the  river  Traun,  and  belonging  to  the 
bifliopric  ot  Paßau.  In  this  place  a  citadel  was  ereded  fo  early  as  the  year 
900.     The  town  itfelf  was  demoliflied  by  fire  in  the  year  1586. 

Halh  or  Haal,  formerly  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of  Steyr ;  but  by  the 
Emperor  Ferdinatid  III.  ceded  as  a  gage  to  the  family  of  Trautntanfdorf. 
It  receives  its  name  from  the  falt-fpring  in  the  valley  below  it,  which  cures 
wens.     In  the  year  1607  this  place  was  almoft  wholly  confumed  by  fire. 

Kircbdorfy  hard  by  the  river  Krems,  belonging  to  the  bifhopric  of 
Bamberg. 

Kremjmunflcr,  feated  on  the  river  Krems,  and,  which,  in  the  year  1490, 
from  a  village  was  ereöed  into  a  market-town,  and  on  account  of  the  cele- 
brated foundation  adjoining  is  worth  notice. 

Neuhofe/i,  alfo  feated  on  the  river  Krems. 

St.  Florian,  with  the  foundation  of  the  fame  name,  to  be  mentioned 
prefently. 

Streiiherg,  JVeyr. 

Wimhsbach,  containing  a  citadel,  and  lying  between  the  rivers  Traun  and 
Aim,  belongs  to  the  family  of  Stahrenberg. 

Windijch  Garjlen,  or  as  it  is  called  by  the  peafants,  Windiß}  Garten, 
denoting,  as  the  name  itfelf  implies,  that  the  Wends  or  Winds  dwelt  here. 
The  market  belongs  to  the  collegiate  fpital. 

3.  The  following  cloyfters,  having  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  provincial 
alTemblies :  viz. 

Kremfmiinßer ,  a  rich  cloyfter  of  BenediSlijies,  lying  near  the  market- 
town  of  the  fame  name,  and  founded  in  the  year  JJJ.  In  this  abbey  is 
a  riding-academy,  or  fchool  for  nobles,  and  it  contains  alfo  a  confiderable 
library.  Belonging  likewife  to  it  is  the  citadels  of  Krejtifeck,  Pernßein, 
Scham/lein,  and  Egenberg. 

St.  Florian,  a  collegiate  foundation  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of 
St.  Aiigußine,  and  containing  an  exceeding  fine  church.  To  it  belongs  the 
citadel  of  Marbach,  lying  not  far  from  Mautbaufen,  in  the  black  quarter. 

Garßtn,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSfines,  founded  in  the  year  1082,  and  fupplied 
at  firft  with  fecular  clergy,  but  in  the  year  11 10  vj\i\\  BetiediSlines.  This 
cloyfler  lies  hard  by  the  town  of  Steyr  on  the  river  Ens. 

Gleink,  properly  Glunick,  in  Latin  Glunicenfe  Coenobium,  a  cloyfter  of  Be- 
nedi^incs,  founded  in  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  century,  and  lying  not 
far  to  the  north  of  the  town  of  Steyr. 

Schlierbach,  otherwife  called  Marien  Saal,  or  our  Lady's  Seal,  a  con- 
fiderable cloyfter  of  Cißercians,  fituate  on  an  eminence,  which  gives  it  the 
ngreenble  profpe<fl  of  the  beautiful  Kremftbal.  This  clovfler  was  erecfled 
in  the  year  1355,  and  is  pofTefTed  of  the  citadels  of  Mojfenbach,  Hochhaus 
near  Forcbdorf,   and  Grub  or  Muhlgrub. 

Spital,  fituate  on  the  river  P)7-«  or  Piern,  a  collegiate  foundation  of  fecular 

clergy 
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clergy,  erefbed  as  a  fpital,  about  the  year  1130,  for  the  accommodation 
of  pilgrims  travelling  to  the  Holy  Land,  but  towards  the  year  14 18,  con- 
verted into  a  collegiate  foundation,  the  prelident  of  which  was  originally 
a  dean,  who,  in  1604,  was  raifed  to  be  a  provoft.  To  it  belong  the 
citadel  and  feigniory  oi  Feyerecky  together  with  the  above-mentioned  village 
of  Winäjb  Gar/kn. 

4.. The  following  places  are  alfo  to  be  remarked  :  viz. 

Spilbet-g,  a  citadel  fiianding  on  a  rock  in  the  river  Da7iube,  not  far  from 
Ens,  and  not  far  from  the  influx  of  the  river  Tratin  into  the  Danube. 
This  place  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  IVeiffenwolf.  Near  it  the  water  ru{hes 
with  great  impetuofity  over  the  hidden  rocks. 

Clctifz-,  a  flrong  citadel  and  pafs  lying  on  the  borders  of  Stiria,  near  the 
rivers  Piern  or  Pym,  and  Steyr,  and  formerly  a  royal  domain,  but  belong- 
ing at  prefent  to  the  houfe  of  Salburg  as  a  pledge.

1 .  Schlogl,  or  our  Ladys  Schlag,  in  Latin  Plage^ife  Coenobium,  a  cloyfter, 
fituate  on  the  greater  Mihel,  which,  ever  fince  the  year  1 2 1  o,  or  1 2 1 8, 
has  been  filled  with  monks  of  the  order  of  ^Prcemonjlratenfes.  The  lords 
of  Rofenberg  in  Bohetnia  have  conferred  a  donation  on  this  cloyfter  of  a 
confiderablc  tradl  of  the  great  Bohemian  foreft,  together  with  all  the  regalia, 
rights  and  jurifdidtion  they  had  upon  it.  To  it  alfo  belongs  among 
others,  the  citadel  of  Schallenberg,  and  in  Bohemia  the  lordfliip  of  Mirotice 
in  the   Prachim  Circle.

Waxenbergy  a  citadel  ftanding  on  a  high  mountain,  with  a  county  be- 
longing to  it,  the  property  of  the  family  of  Stahrcnberg.  This  citadel  con- 
tains fjme  noble  regaUa  and  a  peculiar  latid-court. 

Upper-IFnljec,  a  citadel  and  feigniory,  belonging  at  prefent  to  the  fa- 
mily of  Stahrenberg  by  virtue  of  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  land- 
jnarflml  in  all  Außria. 

Gotze-fidorf,  a  citadel  and  feigniory  belonging  to  the  counts  of  Ocdt. 

Perg,  a  citadel  and  feigniory  of  the  counts  of  Rodern,  Near  the  citadel 
is  the  place  of  pilgrimage,  called  Marien  Troß  am  Perg. 

Weißenberg,  a  citadel  and  feigniory,  lying  on  the  river  Krems  and  belong- 
c  jng  to  the   baron  of  and  at  JVeichs,  who  is  likewife  pofieffed  of  the  citadel 
of  Tillisburg  lying  between  Ens  and   St.  Pierian,  as  alfo   of  the  citadel  of 
Sc!:'ifereck,  formerly  called  Schiff'artßck  and  Schiff'oltßck,  feated  on  the  Ens. 

Lichtenau,  'ying  on  the  Greater-Mihel,  not  far  from  Haßach,  a  citadel 
and  feigniory,  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Welsberg  and  Pri^nor.

IV.     The  B  L  A  C  H  Qjj  ARTER, 

ALSO  called  the  Machland  ^iarter  from  the  ancient  county  of  Macijland. 
According  to  baron  Hobeneck,  and  the  Jefuit  Granelii,  who  in  cer- 
tain points  differ  from  Vifcbcr%  chart,  the  following  places  belong  to  it : 
namely, 

1,  The  royal  town  of 

Frevßadt,  formerly  poffeffed  by  the  count  of  Machland.  In  the  year 
1277  the  Emperor  Rudolph  I.  endowed  this  town  with  confiderable  immu- 
nities, and  in  particular  with  the  ftaple  of  all  merchants  goods,  which  were 
conveyed  through  it.  It  enjoys  alio,  about  the  convcrfion  of  St.  Paul,  a 
privileged  market,  from  which  almofl:  the  whole  country,  and  in  particular 
the  neigiibouring  places,  are  furnifl:;ed  with  Lent  provificns.  In  the  years 
1507  and  1516  this  place  was  almoO:  entirely  burnt  down.  In  1626  it 
was  plundered  by  the  rebellious  peafants.     In  it  is  not  only  a  Capuchin 

cloyller 
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cloyfler,  but  alfo  a  fort  with  a  feigniory  belonging  thereto,  which  in  the 
year  1700  was  hereditarily  ceded  by  the  Emperor  Leopold  to  the  family  of 
Harrach- 

1.  The  following  towns  containing  feigniories  1  mz. 

Grein,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Danube,  with  a  Francifcan  cloyfler,  a 
LoreftO'chapel,  a  mount  Calvary  and  hermitage  belonging  to  it.  Near  it 
alfo  on  an  en)inence  on  one  fide  ftands  the  citadel  of  Greinburg,  and  oil 
the  other  the  market  of  Struden,  both  which,  together  with  the  feigniory 
of  JVcrfenßein,  belong  to  the  houfe  of  Salburg,  Of  the  whirlpool  in  the 
Dafiube  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town  we  have  fpoken  above,  p.  6. 

Steyreck,  a  fmall  town,  lying  on  the  Danube,  near  which,  on  a  moun- 
tain, ftands  a  citadel,  belonging  to  the  family  oi  Weißen  Wolf.

II.  The  inner  Außrian  countries. 

Rem.  Thefe  countries  formerly  were  not  reckoned  a  ^^zx^  o^  Germany 
but  oi  Italy,  and  flood  under  the  jurKdidion  of  the  duke  of  iv-/Wj  but 
the  Emperor  Lewis  the  Pious  appointed  a  Marggrave  in  thefe  parts,  and 
foon  after,  namely  in  the  year  863,  created  his  fon  Karlmann  duke  over 
them.  The  high  judicatories,  by  which  they  are  governed, .  are  at  Gr^/;::: 
in  Stiria.   See  §.  12.

§.  2.  The  Steyer,  or  Steyermark,  received  this  name  at  its  feparation  from 
Carinthia,  and  on  its  being  provided  with  a  Marggrave  of  its  own  :  For 
it  was  at  that  time  fo  called  from  the  ancient  county  of  Steyr ;  which, 
at  prefent,  belongs,  as  a  county,  to  the  country  above  the  Ens,  and  has  its 
name  from  the  counts  of  Steyr,  who  were  the  founders  of  the  citadel  and

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§.  3.  To  the  north  it  is  bounded  by  Au/h-ia,  to  the  eafi:  by  Hungary,  to 
the  fouth  by  Carniola,  and  to  the  weft  by  Carinthia  and  Salzburg.  The 
northerly  part  thereof  is  called  the  Vpper-Steyermark,  and  the  loutherly 
the  Under. 

§.  4.  Ober  or  Uppcr-Stcyermark  contains  many  high  and  fteep  mountains, 
among  which  the  Grimming  fituatc  in  the  quarter  ot  Rnsthd,  as  the  higheft 
in  the  country,  and   the  Grojing  in  the  quarter  of  Judcnbiirg,  are  particu- 
larly remarkable  ;  but  by  the  diligence  of  the  inhabitants  the  whole  coun- 
try is  pretty  well  cultivated,  infomuch  that  in  many  places  the  very  higheft 
tops  of  the  mountains  are  inhabited.     The  people  who  dwell  in  thcfe  parts 
in  winter  when  large  quantities  of  fnow  tall  are  for  feveral  months   blocked 
up,  and  as  it  were  captives ;  and  even  in  general  feldom  come  dov/n  from 
their  heights.     By  continual  cuftom  too  they  are  habituated  to  all  fcnfe  of 
_tlie  cold  eminences..     It  is  very  aftoniftiing  that  amidft  thefe  mountains  and 
fleep  heights  they  are  able  to  fuccecd  lb  well  with  the  plough,   and  that 
the  eminences  themfelves    are  likewife   fo  fertile.      They   cultivate  a  fine 
fort  of  wheat  which  i^  fufficicnt  not  only  for  the  fupplies  of  their  own  nc- 
ceilities  but  in  fome  meafure  alfo  fur  fale.     They  have   in  particular  large 
breeds  of  cattle ;  as  alfo   fruits,  wild-fowl  and  chamois.     The  brooks  and 
lakes,  of  which    there  are  here  not   a  few,  lie  between   the  high  rocks, 
being  rich  in  h(h.     In  fome  places  too  are  fmall  vales,  and  the  inhabitants 
endeavour  to  avail  themfelves  of  every  fpot  of  earth.     The  mountains  con- 
tain filver,.  lead,  copper,  and  in  particular  iron.     The  iron-mines  of  the 
Eifenarz  and    Vorder iiberg  liave  been  already  worked   above    looo   years, 
and  ftill  continue  rich.     The  Stirian  fteel   is  reckoned  the   beft,  and  even 
the   Engliß:  fteel- works   confift  for  the  moft   part   oi  Stirian  fteel.     The 
preheminence  of  this   fteel  depends   on  the  goodnefs  of  the    iron.     The 
ibrefts,  with  which  the  ridges  of  the  mountains  here  are  covered,  yield  in 
fufticient  quantity  the  wood  neceflary  for  the  fmelting  huts.     Near  Zeyriijg, 
alfo  filver   was  formerly  dug,   but  ever   ftnce   the  year   1658   the    mines 
thereof  have  been  filled  with   water.     In  thefe  mountains  likewife  are  hot 
baths  and  medicinal  fprings.     Near  Kclelßcin,  is  a  cave,  out  of  which  many 
large  bones  have  been  dug.     The  entrance  to  it  lies  high  in  the  reck.     At 
Aujfee  in  the  quarter  of  Enßbal  are  fome  good  falt-works.     The  principal 
rivers  which    run  through  this  country  are  the  Miiekr  and    Rus,  both   of 
which  come  out  of  the  biftiopric  q(  Salzburg,  and  the  former  of  thefe  near 
Brück  on  the  Muehr  receives,  the  little  river  Miterz,  falling  afterwards   near 
Legrad  \v\io  the  Drau,  and  the  latter  near  Steyr  in  Upper-Außria  runs  into 
the  Danube. 

Under  or  Loieer-Steyermark  contains  fewer  mountains  and  more  campaign. 
The  hills  produce  a  fine  wine,  which,  near  Rackesburg,  Cilii,  and  Luetai- 
Iferg  in  particular,  is  rich  and  excellent.  The  campaign  alfo  is  fruitful. 
In  it  are  hot  baths  and  medicinal  fprings,  particularly  the  acid  fpring  of 
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Gohitfch  which  is  well  known.  Among  the  mountains  the  Schokl  in  tlie 
quarter  of  Vorau^  and  the  Packer  in  the  quarter  of  Cilli,  are  worthy  notice. 
This  part  of  the  country  is  v/atered  not  only  by  the  Muekr,  but  alfo  by  the 
rivers  Drau  and  Sau-Slrom.  In  the  quarter  of  C'/7//,  as  in  Camiola  and  Italy, 
dormice,   in  Latin  Glires,  are  plentifully  caught  and  eaten. 

§.  5.  In  the  whole  dutchy  are  twenty  boroughs,  near  one  hundred  mar- 
ket-towns, and  about  five  hundred  citadels.  iVIany  of  the  lafl:  ftand  on 
the  higheft  fummits  of  the  rocks.  The  highways,  notwithftanding  the 
country  is  mountainous,  have  been  put  into  excellent  condition. 

The  language  of  the  German  Stcyermarkers  is  a  very  rough  language.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  quarter  of  Cilli  are  Winds  or  Wends,  and  fpeak  the  Witi- 
dijl.1  language,  which  is  in  ufe  even  among  the  common  people  for  fome 
miles  from  Gratz.  Thofe  who  are  but  a  fmall  degree  removed  from  the 
common  rank  fpeak  WcnSß:),  German,  and  Italian,  and  the  principal  in- 
habitants alfo  Freyzch. 

What  has  been  faid  above  concerning  the  Auflrion  land-ftates  holds  good 
alfo  with  refpeft  to  the  Stirian.  Thefe  confifl:  of  the  prelates,  lords, 
knights,  and  the  fovereign  towns.  Their  affemblies  are  held  in  the  head- 
town  ciGratx. 

§.  6.  No  other  dodlrine  or  worfhip  is  permitted  in  all  this  country  ex- 
cepting that  of  the  catholic;  but  formerly  the  inhabitants  were  for  the  moft 
part  openly  addided  to  hiitheranifin.  At  Seckau  is  a  bilhop  who  bears  the 
title  of  a  prince  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire.  He  is  fubjecfl  to  the  arch- 
bilhop  of  Salzburg,  whofe  general  vicar  he  alfo  is  through  the  greatefl 
part  of  Stiria. 

§.  7.  For  the  inürußion  of  youth  the  Jefuits  colleges  znA  gymnafia  zt'GratZy 
yudenburg,  and  Leoben,  and  the  univerfity  of  Gratz  are  the  principal 
ieminaries. 

'.     §.8.  The  moft  important  manufadlures  in  the  country  are  the  iron  and 
fteel-works,  the  produce  of  which  is  exported  in  abundance. 

§.  9.  Stiria  was  formerly  a  part  of  the  Carintbian  mark,  but  in  the 
eleventh  century  was  feparated  from  it  and  made  a  peculiar  mark.  Some 
athrm  that  the  Emperor  Conrad  II.  undertook  this  change  in  the  year  1030, 
conferring  that  mark  on  Count  Oitocar  I.  oi  Steyr  ;  but  others  afcribe  it  to 
the  Emperor  Hmry  IV.  who,  about  the  year  1072,  created  O/Zor^r  II. 
count  of  Steyr  firft  marggrave  over  this  county,  formerly  a  part  of  the 
Carintbian  mark,  and  which  ever  fincc  the  exiftence  of  the  county  oi Steyr 
has  been  called  the  Styer  mark  (§.  2.)  The  Emperor  Frederick  I.  in  the 
year  11 65,  conferred  the  ducal  dignity  on  the  marggrave  Ottocar,  whom 
feme  call  the  fourth,  but  others  the  fixth  of  that  name.  And  this  new 
Duke  having  no  children  ceded  his  dutchy,  with  the  confent  of  the  States, 
to  his  father-in-law  Duke  Leopold  oi  Aiißria.  Thisceffion,  it  is  true,  was  not 
made  in  writing  and  in  a  folemn  manner  till  the  year  1 186;  but  it  appears 
from  certain  documents  that  Duke  Leopold,  io  early  as  the  years  1177  and 

5  "78. 
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1 178,  ftiled  bimfelf  duke  oi  Steyer.  Duke  Ottocar  dying  in  tlie  year  1 192, 
Duke  Leopold  received  from  die  Emperor  Henry  VI.  the  inveftiture  of  Slirici. 
Przejnyß  Ottocar  II.  King  of  Bohemia  making  himfelf  maifer  by  force  of 
the  All/Irian  countries,  the  Steyermarkcrs  had  no  inclination  to  his  domi- 
nion, but  invited  Henry  duke  of  Bavaria  to  come  among  them,  who 
eonfulting  with  King  Bela  of  Hungary  how  to  ad,  the  latter  fecretly  ei- 
tablilhed  a  correfpondence  with  the  Sleyermarkers,  and  thus  mids  himfelf 
mafler  of  the  country.  Upon  this  a  war  broke  out  between  him  and  the 
Bohemian  King,  in  wliich  the  latter  brought  the  whole  country  under  his 
dominion,  but  it  was  wrelled  from  him,  as  were  alfo  the  other  Ai/firianX'iv- 
ritories,  by  the  German  King  Rudolph  I.  whofe  fon  Albrecht  arrived  through 
many  troubles  to  the  pofieffion  of  it.  From  that  time  Stiria  has  conftantly 
been  in  the  houie  of  Auflria,  and  to  this  day  has  remained  in  the  polleiriou 
of  peculiar  immunities,  ordinances,  and  land-rights. 

§.  10.  The  arms  of  the  dutchy  are  a  filver  panther,  or  according  to 
others  a  fdver  griffin,  with  a  double  tail,  in  a  field  "oerte^  with  flames  of 
fire  iflliing  out  of  his  mouth  and  ears. 

§.  II.  The  lind  hereditary  offices  here  are  that  of  fupreme  hereditary 
fteward,  with  which  the  counts  of  Traittinanfdorf  are  invefted,  who,  by 
virtue  thereof,  have  yearly  100  cart-loads  of  fait.  The  office  of  fupreme 
hereditary  chamberlain,  which  ever  fince  the  year  171 7,  the  counts  of  Plul- 
denßein  enjoy.  The  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  marffial,  which,  ever 
fince  the  year  1625,  the  counts  of  Saurau  are  poflefTed  of,  and  by  virrue 
thereof  alfo  of  the  citadels  of  F7-<7Z/i77Zv//«  zrA  Kkinfolk  v\ith  their  appcndnger.. 
The  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  mafter  of  the  horfe,  which,  ever  fince  the 
year  1565,  the  counts  o(  lyindißj-Graiz  enjoy.  The  office  of  fupreme 
hereditary  cup-bearer  which  the  Stubenberg  family  pofiefs,  and  by  virtue  of 
it  likewife  the  land-judicatory  belonging  to  Kxipfenberg^  together  with  the 
fmall  diftrlcl  of  Piedmarchcn,  as  alfo  the  chafe  in  the  country-court,  the  fiffi- 
ponds  on  the  Merz^  and  the  great  and  fmall  tenth  in  the  campaign  in  the 
Merzthal.  The  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  fewer,  which  the  counts  of 
Hardegk  are  pofl'efied  of.  The  office  of  fupreme  here  jitary  ranger,  with 
which  the  princes  and  counts  of  Dietridßein  are  invefted.  The  office  of 
fupreme  hereditary  mafter  of  the  jewels  w^hich  the  counts  of /2(j//W  obtained 
in  the  year  1596.  The  office  of  fupretne  hereditary  purveyor,  which,  ever 
fince  the  year  1578,  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Wunnbrand.  The  office  of 
fupreme  hereditary  difpofei-  of  the  (faffs,  which  was  introduced  here  in  the 
year  1579.  The  ofiice  of  hereditary  carver,  which  was  brought  in,  in 
1596,  and  is  pofilefied  by  the  count  of  Scbrattenbach.  And  the  office  of 
fupreme  hereditary  falconer,  which,  ever  fince  the  year  1675,  the  cojnts- 
of  Steinjjeis  c  nj  oy . 

§.  12»  In  the  town  of  Gratz  are  three  high  colleges,  namely  the  privy- 
council  as  fi'.rrcnie,  the  government  and  the  chamber  for  the  whole  of 
the  inner  jiußrian  countries.     In  it  alfo  is  a  military  council  for  the  infpec- 
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tion  of  military  affairs.  The  captain,  who  is  appointed  over  the  country, 
fupplies  the  place  of  the  fovereign.  The  country-cheft  here  is  managed  by 
a  prefident,  with  four  other  perfons,  who  are  chofen  at  the  Land-diets. 
Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  military-ftate  of  the  houfe  of  Außria, 
this  dutchy  contributes  yearly  1,182,545  Äorins  fifty-four  kruitzers.  In  it 
aifo  lie  two  regiments  of  foot.

Gnitz,  in  Latin  Graciutn,  formerly  alfo  caüed  Bavarian  Gratz.  It  is 
feated  on  the  river  Muehr,  and  is  lately  become  the  head  town  of  Stiria, 
ever  fince  that  of  Steyr,  which  was  formerly  the  capita!,  together  with  its 
diflricl,  had  been  incorporated  with  the  country  above  the  Ens.  The  town 
itfelf  lies,  together  with  two  of  its  fuburbs,  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  river  j 
and  on  the  eaft  fide  alfo  are  fuburbs,  which  exceed  the  town  in  bignefs,  as 
properly  fo  called,  and  to  which  they  are  joined  by  a  bridge.  The  town 
itfelf  is  well  fortified,  and  contains  fome  fine  flreets  and  houfes.  In  it  alfo 
we  obferve  the  court-church,  dedicated  to  St.  /Egidhis,  which,  in  the  year 
1577,  was  ceded  to  the  Jefuits  ;  and  in  the  church-yard  belonging  to  it  is  a 
chapel  worth  feeing  for  the  fafhion  of  its  building  and  its  üatuary-work 
called  a  Maujolcum  ;  on  its  tower  flands  an  obfervatory  :  The  Jefuit's 
college  adjoining  to  this  church,  together  with  the  univerfity,  founded  in 
the  year  1586;  the  parifli-church,  with  the  fovereign's  hofpital ;  eight 
cloyfters  with  their  churches  ;  the  fine  Trinity-pillar  of  gilded  brafs  in  the 
market-place  of  the  church  of  St.  Jofeph  ;  the  fovereign's  fort,  in  which  the 
privy-council,  the  government  ordained  in  the  year  1565,  and  the  chamber 
for  the  inner  Außrian  countries  (fee  above,  §.  12.)  as  alfo  the  military- 
council  appointed  in  the  year  1558,  are  kept,  together  with  the  arfenal ; 
the  land-houfe,  in  which  the  Land-Diets  are  held,  the  arfenal  of  the  Land- 
ftates  and  the  council-houfe.  In  each  of  thefe  fuburbs,  which  lie  on  the 
weft  fide  of  the  Muehr,  is  a  church  with  a  cloyfter ;  but  in  the  large  fub- 
urbs, on  the  other  fide  of  the  Miiehr,  is  a  good  number  both  of  churches 
and  cloyfters,  and  at  the  north  end  of  it,  near  the  river,  a  rock,  which  is 
wholly  taken  up  not  only  with  a  flrong  citadel  but  alfo  with  nine  chapels, 
being  intended  to  reprefent  iVIount  Calvary.  Frederick  IV.  firft  encompaficd 
the  town  with  walls  and  ditches,  but  thefe,  under  the  Archduke  Charles 
and  his  fon  Ferdinand  were  greatly  improved. 

Voitsberg, 
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Voitsberg,  a  little  town,  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Kalnad\  by  fome  is 
reckoned  the  oldeft  in  Stiria. 

Marburg  and  Marchburg,  a  town  feated  on  the  river  Drau,  and  having 
formerly  Counts  of  its  own,  till  Otto  III.  Marggrave  of  Stiria,  brought  it 
from  Count  Bernhard  to  himfelf. 

Petau,  or  Pettau,  commonly  Petoviiim,  but  better  Potovio,  in  the  Wetj- 
<///Z»  language  Tz^jy  [i.e.  foreign)  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  the  river  Drau, 
and  containing  one  parifli-church  and  two  cloyfters,  and  without  it  lies  alfo 
another.  The  manufadlories  of  this  town  thrive  well.  It  is  a  veiy  old 
place,  being  frequently  mentioned  as  well  by  the  R^man  as  other  ancient 
authors.  Towards  the  year  1042,  or  1043,  the  Hungarians  were  defeated 
near  this  place  by  the  Stirian  Marggrave  Ottocar  III. 

Rem.  The  Petau  field  here  is  a  line  tradt,  having  an  agreeable  profped: 
to  the  circumjacent  mountains,  and  producing  many  rare  plants. 

Fridau,  a  little  town,  feated  near  the  river  Drau. 

2.  The  following  market-towns,  citadels  and  feignories  ;  viz. 

Arn f eh,  a  citadel  and  feignory. 

Ehrnhaufen,  a  market-town  belonging  to  the  family  of  Stubenberg. 

Eggenberg,  a  feignory  belonging  to  the  count  of  Leßie. 

Glemßotten,  a  citadel. 

Landsberg,  a  citadel. 

Lankowitz. 

Leibnitz,  in  the  Wendißo,  Lipnitza,  i.  e.  a  Linden  town,  formerly  a  fort, 
but  at  prefent  only  a  market-town,  feated  on  the  Srdm. 

Luetenberg,  a  market-town,  hard  by  the  river  Muehr,  near  which  grows 
a  ftrong  and  excellent  wine. 

Murek,  a  market-town,  containing  a  citadel,  feated  on  a  mountain  and 
lying  on  the  river  Muehr. 

Seckau,  a  citadel,  {landing  on  a  mountain  near  Leibnitz,  which  is  the 
ufual  refidence  of  the  bifliop  of  Seckau  ;  but  the  fee  of  the  bilhopric  itfelf  lies 
in  the  market-town  of  that  name  in  JJfper-Stiria. 

Wildan,  a  royal  market-town,  feated  on  the  Muehr. 

The  following  cloyfters  ;  mz. 

Rein,  formerly  Rufie,  and  in  Latin  Rufienfe  Coenobium,  a  cloyfter  ofCißer- 
cians,  two  German  miles  diftant  from  Gratz,  which  the  Marggrave  Leopold 
ereded  about  the  year  1 127. 

Stainz,  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  AugujUne. 

Marenberg,  a  cloyfter  of  Nuns. 

2.  Of  the  quarter  of  Vorau,  in  which  are 

The  following  towns  ;  namely, 

Rakesburg,  or  Rakelsburg,  a  town,  ftanding  on  an  ifland  formed  by  the 
river  Muehr,  being  ftrong  and  one  of  the  beft  towns  in  all  Stiria.     In  the 
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year  1418,  near  It  the  Turks  were  defeated  by  the  Archduke  Erneß.  In  its 
neighbourhood  grows  an  excellent  wine. 

Furßenfeld,  a  town,  feated  on  the  river  Fciflritz,  which  hard  by  it  falls 
into  the  Laufniiz.  This  place  is  mortgaged  by  the  fovereign  to  the  houfe 
of  Paar. 

Hardberg,  a  town,  which  the  houfe  of  Paar  poffefTes  alfo  as  a  mortgage. 

Fridbcrg,  a  little  town,  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Pink. 

2.  The  following  market-towns  and  citadels  ;  viz. 
At  ch berg. 

Feldbach,  lying  not  far  from  the  river  Raab. 

Ferifig,  feated  on  the  river  Raab. 

Fernitz,  lying  not  far  from  the  Muchr,  and  in  which  is  a  celebrated  image 
of  the  Virgin. 

Upper  and  Under -Mairhof en. 

Pjatibergy  a  citadel  and  feignory,  lying  on  the  Muehr  and  belonging  to 
the  count  of  Montfort. 

Stubenberg^  a  citadel,  whence  the  family  of  that  name  derived  their 
defcent. 

3.  The  following  cloyfters  ;  viz. 

Polla  and  Vorau,  colleges  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  Augußine, 
lying  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  town  of  Hardberg.  The  latter  of  thefe 
was  ereded  by  the  Marggrave  Ottocar  IV.  in  the  year  1 163. 

3.  Of  the  quarter  of  Cilli->  or  Zilli,  which  was  formerly  a  county.  The 
Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria^  in  the  year  1339,  created  Frederick  of  Sannek 
count  of  am.  Udalrich,  the  laft  count  thereof,  was  killed  in  1457,  leaving 
no  heirs  behind  him  ;  upon  which  the  Emperor  Frederick  III.  either  by 
virtue  of  an  old  contract  or  confidering  it  as  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Stiria, 
took  pofleffion  of  the  county  and  incorporated  it  with  Stiria.  The  inha- 
bitants are  all  Wends,  or  Winds.  The  high  mountain  of  Bacher,  or  Packer, 
runs  out  of  Windißo-Gratz  down  to  Murburg,  and  according  to  Vißher's 
Menfuration  contains  a  circuit  of  fifteen  German  miles.  On  its  wide  fum- 
mits,  which  in  the  /FzW//Ä  language  are  called  Koppe,  it  has  fprings,  marfhes 
and  lakes.  The  mountain  of  Botfih  contains  many  fpacious  mines,  which 
in  winter  are  filled  with  fnow,  but  for  the  reft  of  the  year  with  rain-water. 
This  mountain  is  rich  in  all  forts  of  ores,  which  the  mineral-fprings  that 
iffue  out  from  all  around  it  teftify ;  as  the  celebrated  acid  fpring,  for  in- 
ftance,  which  lies  one  hour  and  a  half  from  i?0i6///cÄ,  or  Roitfch ;  the  fpring 
of  the  holy  crofs,  near  Ariavitza  and  the  cloyfter  of  Studenitz,  the  water 
of  which  is  warm  in  winter  and  fmokes.  In  this  quarter  we  fhall  take 
notice  of 

I .  The  following  towns ;  viz. 

Cilliy  or  Zilli,  in  the  time  of  the  Romans  named  Celeja^  the  head  town 
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of  the  old  county,  and  lying  between  the  rivulet  of  5'(7;/,  in  Latin  Sawina^ 
i.e.  the  Little-Sau,  and  Koät'ng.  In  the  church  of  the  minoritc  cloyfter 
here  is  the  place  of  interment  of  the  former  counts.  In  a  mountain  without 
the  town  ftands  a  citadel  ulually  called  the  Upper-Cilli. 

Rem.  The  high-way  between  CilH  and  Petau  was  originally  a  Roman- 
way,  near  which,  at  Neinitz-,  not  far  from  Hochtmcg,  in  the  year  171 5,  and 
for  ten  years  after,  fome  Roman  mile-flones  and  other  monuments  of  that 
people  were  dug. 

Wtndiß^Gratz,  in  the  Windißo  language,  Slcwetii  Gradez,  i.  e.  the  little 
Sclavonian  town^  is  a  fmall  place. 

Feiliriz,  or  IVindifch-Feißriz,  in  the  Windiß.\  Bißri-za  Vendo,  V'lndo- 
Gracium,  or  Slavo-Gracium,  a  fmall  town,  bearing  the  foremeneioned 
name  of  Windtfch  in  order  to  diftinguifh  it  from  two  Stirian  citadels  which 
ftand  in  a  German  diftridt. 

Rein,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Sau,  near  which,  in  the  year  1475,  ^^ 
Chriftians  were  defeated  by  the  Turks. 

2.  The  following  market-towns ;  viz. 

Gonnawitz,  near  which  is  a  remarkable  fpring,  which  runs  into  the 
town  and  is  found  warm  in  winter  and  cold  in  fummer.  In  the  year  1473, 
the  'Turks  penetrated  as  far  as  this  place,  and  in  15 15,  an  infurreäion  of  the 
peafants  happened  here. 

Hochenegy  a  royal-town,  fituate  on  the  high-way  leading  from  Cilli 
to  Petau. 

Mansherg,  Zierkowitz. 

3.  The  following  cloyfters ;  namely, 

Studenitz,  a  noble  female  foundation  belonging  to  the  oxAcr  of  Dominicans, 
the  fuperior  of  which  is  a  priorefs.  This  cloyfter  was  founded  in  the 
year  1263. 

Seitz,  a  chartreux,  erefted  in  the  twelfth  century  by  the  Marggrave 
Ottocar  V. 

Geyrach,  in  Latin  Gyrienfe  coenobium,  formerly  alfo  a  chartreux.

^^      I.  The  following  towns ;  viz. 

"Judenburg,  the  capital  of  Upper-Stiria,  feated  on  the  high  bank  of  the 
Muehr,  and  commanding  a  profpedl  into  a  plain  environed  with  high 
mountains  which  are  continually  covered  with  fnow.  This  place  containb  a 
royal  fort,  a  parilh-church,  a  cloyfter  of  Minorites,  in  which  is  a  church 
and  a  college  of  Jcfuits ;  and  without  the  town  is  a  cloyfter  of  Nuns. 

C  c  2  MuraRy 
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Murau,  a  tovvn,  divided  by  the  river  Muehr  into  two  parts.  On  an 
eminence  near  it  lies  a  citadel.  This  place  belongs  to  "the  houfe  of 
SchiDarzenherg. 

Upper-Wels  or  Wolz,  a  fmall  town. 

Kitittelfeld,  a  little  town,  feated  on  the  Muehr. 

Lccben,  or  hcuben,  a  royal  tovvn,  feated  on  the  river  Muehr  and  formerly 
the  head-place  of  a  county.  In  the  year  1246,  this  town  was  fold  to  the 
Carinthian  Duke  Bernhard.  In  it  is  a  college  of  Jefuits  and  a  'Dominican 
cloyfter,  both  of  which  contain  churches ;  and  without  the  walls  are,  more- 
over, two  parifh-churches,  one  of  which  lies  in  the  fuburbs  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  MUchr,  in  which  alfo  is  a  cloyfler  of  Domi?2icans.  A  great  trade 
in  iron  is  carried  on  here. 

2.  The  following  market-towns;  namely, 
Dann. 

Grienpilel,  containing  a  citadel,  feated  on  a  mountain. 

HunJfinark,  on  the  river  Muehr,  belonging  to  the  feignory  of  Frauenburg, 
and  the  citadel  of  which  lies  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Muehr. 

Kraubach. 

Neutnarky  on  the  Olkza. 

Obdach,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  the  cloyfter  of  Admont. 

Reiffcnftein,   belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Schwarzenberg. 

St.  Michael,  fituate  not  far  from  the  river  Muehr. 

^cheifting,  alfo  feated  on  the  river  Muehr. 

Seckau,  remarkable  partly  for  its  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order 
oiSt.Ai<gi';iine,  created  in  1 140,  and  in  the  church  of  which  feveral  Au- 
jlrian  archdukes  lie  buried  j  partly  alfo  on  account  of  the  biftiopric  founded 
there  in  the  year  1220,  by  the  archbifhop  of  Salzburg  with  the  confent  of 
the  Pope,  of  which  mention  has  been  made  above  in  §.  6.  The  bifhop  of 
this  place  ufually  refides  at  the  citadel  of  Seckau,  which  ftands  on  a  moun- 
tain, near  the  river  Leibnitz,  in  Loioer-Stiria.

3.  The  following  cloyfters ;  namely, 

Gojx,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSlifie  Nuns,  lying  on  the  Muehr^  and  founded 
towards  the  clofe  of  the  tenth  century. 

St.  Lambrecht,  a  rich  abbey  of  BenediSlities,  ftanding  on  an  eminence  en- 
vironed by  mountains  which  are  ftill  higher.

F.ifenarzt,  confiderable  and  famous  on  account  of  its  rich  iron-mines, 
which  were  difcoveredin  the  year  712,  This  town,  in  1615,  fuffered  con- 
fiderably  by  fire. 

Kapfenberg,  near  which,  in  the  year  1291,  a  warm  conflidl  happened 
between  the  military  inhabitants  of  Stubenberg  and  Laudenberg.  This  place 
belongs  to  the  family  of  Stiibenberg. 

Kimberg,  lying  ori  the  river  Muerz,  and  containing  a  citadel. 

Kn'eg/a,  feated  on  the  river  Muerz. 

Langeivany,  alfo  lying  on  the  river  Muerz. 

Mautern,  in  which  is  an  iron-mine. 

Muerzzufchlag,  hard  by  the  river  Muerz. 

Reiffling,  /landing  on  the  river  Ens. 

Kettlflein^  feated  on  the  Muehr. 

Schladming,  formerly  a  town. 

Vordernhergy  famous  for  its  iron  works. 

Rem.  The  places  of  Ham,  Groming  and  Wolkenßein  belong  to  the  arch- 
bilhopric  of  Salzburg. 

3.  The  following  cloyfters  ;  namely, 

Admont,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSiines,  feated  on  the  river  Ens,  and  founded 
in  the  year  1074.     This  cloyfter  has  a  mitred  abbot. 

Afflenz,  alfo  a  BoiedtSline  cloyfter. 

Maria  Zell,  zBenediBine-zhhty,  containing  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Vir- 
gin Mary,  and  founded  about  the  year  1 1  ^j. 

Neuberg,  a  Cißercian  cloyfter,  founded  by  Otto,  fori  to  the  Emperor  Ai 
brecht  I,  in  the  year  1325. 


2.     The  D  u  T  c  H  Y  of 
CAR       I      N      r      H      I     A. 

§.  1.  ^^F  the  dutchy  of  Carintbia,  Lazius,  Holzwurm,  Vahafor,  and  an 
^^  anonymous  Jefuit,  have   publiftied  charts ;  but   'Job.  Bapt.  Ho-^ 
z«ö««  republiflicd  that  of  the  former  with  gieat  improvements  and  additions; 
and  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  this  makes  the  thirty-fixth. 

§.  2 .  The  ancient  Carni,  who  were  a  colony  of  the  Celti,  in  later  times  called 

Carantani^ 
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Carantani  and  Carinthi^  gave  rife  to  the  prefent  name  of  this  country, 
which  was  formerly  a  part  of  Caniia  and  Noricum.  This  dutchy  is 
bounded,  to  the  eaft,  by  St'u'ia ;  to  the  north,  by  the  fame  and  the  arch- 
bilhopric  of  Salzburg ;  to  the  weil,  by  'Jyrol,  and,  to  the  fouth,  by  the 
territory  of  the  republic  oi  Venice  and  Cai  niola. 

§.  3.  This  country  is  very  mountainous  and  woody.  The  higheft  moun- 
tains in  it  are  deemed  the  four  which  have  been  named  from  St.  Ulrich^ 
St.  Helena,  St.  Feit  and  St.  Laurence ;  but  the  mountain  of  Loibl,  which 
fcparates  Carinthia  from  Carniola,  and  through  the  middle  of  which  a  way 
is  cut,  yields  in  no  refpe<ft  to  them,  nay  even  exceeds  them  in  height. 
Thofe  too  which  lie  towards  Tyrol  are  no  Icfs  elevated.  Thefe  mountains 
yield  very  good  iron  ;  the  iron -mines  in  particular  near  Friejach  and  in  the 
tradl  among  the  fprings  of  the  river  Lifer,  are  famous.  In  the  diftridl  of 
Vellach  lead  is  found.  There  are  alio  many  fertile  dales  in  it  which  produce 
wheat  and  other  grain;  yet  the  country  requires  the  importation  of  corn. 
In  it  alfo  are  a  great  number  of  lakes,  brooks  and  rivers.  Among  the  firft, 
that  of  the  Wordtfee  in  Lower-Carinthia  is  the  largeft,  being  full  two  German 
miles  in  length,  broad  and  abounding  in  fifli.  Next  to  it  \%\^tOfziacherj'ee\n 
Upper -Carinthia,  next  the  Weiß'enfee,  the  Forchtenfee,  the  Miljiadterfee,  the 
Fackerfee,  Sec.  The  largefl:  river  here  is  the  Drau,  which  iiTues  out  of 
Tyrol,  and  traverfing  Carinthia,  from  eaft  to  wefl,  receives  in  it  all  the 
other  brooks  and  rivers  of  the  country,  as  alfo  the  river  Gail,  which  runs 
out  of  the  Tyliach  in  Tyrol  \  the  Moll,  which  rifes  in  the  Raurifer  Taurn  in 
the  archbifliopric  of  Salzburg  ;  the  Lifer,  which  has  its  fource  behind 
St.  Peter  on  the  Katzberg  ;  the  Glan,  taking  its  rife  behind  Glanhofen  near 
St.  Ulrichsberg ;  the  river  Gurk,  rifing  in  the  mountain,  fituate  in  the  dale 
of  Reicbefiau  behind  St.  Laurence;  the  river  Lavant,  rifing  in  the  mountain 
behind  Reichenfels,  &c. 

§.4.  In  this  dutchy  are  eleven  boroughs  and  twenty-one  market-towns. 
The  inhabitants  are  partly  defcendants  of  the  ancient  Germans,  partly  of  the 
IViftds.  The  nobility,  for  the  moll  part,  came  hither  out  of  Franconia, 
Bavaria,  Swabia,  Swifferland,  Bohemia  and  Außria.  The  Land-ftates 
here  are  divided  in  the  fame  manner  as  in  Außria.  Their  afTemblies  are 
held  at  Clagenfurt.  The  archbirtiop  oi  Salzburg  and  the  bifhop  of  Bamberg 
have  confiderable  territories  in  this  country.  Thofe  belonging  to  the  latter 
were  conferred  on  him  by  the  Emperor  Henry  II.  founder  of  the  bifliopric. 
It  has  been  matter  of  old  debate  between  the  houfe  of  Außria  and  this 
bifliopric,  whether  fuch  territories  are  fubjeft  to  the  fovereign  and  the 
public  taxes  or  not.  The  biQiop  maintains  the  negative,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  archdukes  affirm  it,  and  reckon  the  Bamberg  vicar  or  admini- 
flrator  at  IVolfsberg,  among  the  Land-ftates,  and  have  alfo  kept  him  to  do 
homage,  to  come  to  the  Land-diets  and  pay  the  taxes.  This  difpute,  indeed, 
ftill  remains  imdecided,  but  by  a  compromife  entered  into  in  the  year  1682, 

was 
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was  Idd  afide  for  one  hundred  and  one  years  to  come,  with  a  refervatlon 
of  their  riglk  to  both  parties, 

§.  5.  The  C/6r^y?/rt«  dodlrine  -vas  made  known  here  in  the  feventh  cen- 
tury, and  gradually  diffufed  and  received.  The  whole  country  acknowledges 
the  Roman  Catholic  church,  but  formerly  there  were  many  adherctits 
and  profeflbrs  in  it  of  the  Lutheran  dodlrine.  The  bifhops  of  Gurk  and 
Lavant,  at  St.  Andreiv,  are  fubjed:  to  the  archbilhop  of  Salzburg, 
and,  though  ftyled  Princes  of  the  Roman  Empire,  yet  are  not  imme- 
diately fuch. 

§.6.  For  the  inftruöion  of  youth  in  this  country,  the  ^m;?*?/?«»;  belong- 
ing to  the  college  of  Jeluits  ^.tClagenfurt  particularly  ferves. 

§.  7.  The  principal  manufadhires  in  this  dutchy  are  thofe  in  which  iron 
and  fteel  are  worked  in  various  ways  and  afterwards  exported. 

§.  8.  The  ancient  Carniam,  who  at  firft  inhabited  the  CarniJJo  AipSy 
which  in  the  prefent  Upper-Carniola  are  denominated  from  them,  fpread 
themfelves  it  feems,  about  the  time  of  the  extinction  of  the  weftern  Em- 
pire, in  the  neighbouring  Noricum,  and  were  thence  named  Karnther 
(§.  2.)  The  Slavi  afterwards  fettled  among  them  and  had  their  own  par- 
ticular Princes.  In  the  time  of  the  pofterity  of  the  Emperor  Charkmagney 
Marggraves  were  alfo  appointed  in  thefe  parts.  The  Emperor  Henry  IV.  in 
the  year  1073,  created  one  by  name  Murquard,  who  was  defcended  from 
the  counts  oi  MuerztalznA  Avelauz,  duke  oi  Carinthia,  to  whom  Henry  III. 
fucceeded.  He  dying  in  the  year  1127  without  heirs,  the  Emperor 
Lotharius  raifed  Erbo,  the  Pfalzgrave,  to  this  dignity  ;  on  whofe  death  it 
was  ceded,  in  the  year  1 140,  by  the  Emperor  Conrad  III.  to  Engelbrecht ^ 
count  of  Sponhcim  and  Ortenberg,  whofe  pofterity  became  extinft  in  the  year 
1269  ;  upon  which  the  Bohemian  King,  Przemyß  Ottocar  II.  ulurped  the 
dominion  of  it ;  but  this  was  wrefled  from  him  by  the  Emperor  Rudolph  I. 
and,  in  the  year  12S2,  in  the  name  of  the  Empire,  conferred  as  a  hef  on 
Count  Mainhard oi Tyrol  Gorz,  who  entered  into  a  compromife  with  his  fon- 
in-law  Albrecht  of  Aujlria,  by  virtue  of  which  Carinthia  was  to  defcend, 
on  the  extindion  of  his  male-ifTue,  to  Albrecht\  heirs ;  which  happening  in 
the  year  133 1,  the  Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria  recognifed  this  dutchy  to  the 
Aullrian  Duke  Otto,  who,  in  1335,  was  alfo  inverted  with  it, 

§.9.  The  arms  of  the  dutchy  are,  according  to  the  reprefentation  which 
Megifer  gives  of  them  in  his  Carinthian  Chronicle,  a  (hield  divided,  the 
left  fide  of  which  confifts  of  three  fields,  the  upper  and  under  damalked,  and 
t!ie  middle  contains  a  St.  Andrews  crofs  j  but  the  right  contains  three  lions 
paflant  one  above  the  other. 

§.  10.    The  hereditary-offices  in   it  are,    that  of  fupreme  hereditary- 

fteward,  which  the  counts  of  Rofenherg  are  poflefled  of;    the  office   of 

fupreme  hereditary-chamberlain,   which,  ever  fince  the  year    1566,    the 

counts  of  Herbcrßein  enjoy  j   the  office   of  fupreme   hereditary-marfhal,

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which  the  counts  of  Wagenfperg  hold  ;  the  office  of  fujireme  hereditary- 
mafter  of  the  horfe,  which  the  counts  of  Khevenhulkr  exercife  •  the  office 
of  fupreme  hereditary-cup-bearer,  which  the  counts  of  Dieirichßein  are 
polTefTed  of ;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary-fewer,  which  the  counts  of 
Herberßein  enjoy ;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary-ranger,  which  the  counts ' 
oiParadeifcr  exercife;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary  jewel-keeper,  which 
the  counts  of  Thiirn  have  ;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary-purveyor,  which 
the  counts  of  Saileni  enjoy  ;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary-ftaff-bearer,: 
which  the  counts  of  Wels  are  poffeffed  of;  the  office  of  fupreme  hereditary- 
carver,  which  the  counts  of  5/«r^^  exercife,  and  the  office  of  fupreme  he- 
reditary-falconer, which  the  barons  of  Hallerflem  poffefs. 

§.  II.  The  high  colleges  which  are  appointed  over  the  whole  Inner- 
Auilrian  countries,  and  of  courfe  alfo  over  Carinthia.,  have  been  mentioned 
above,  p.  191,  under  the  article  5'/'/r/V?.  The  dutchy  itfelf  is  governed  by  a 
land-captain.  To  the  maintenance  of  the  military-flate  of  the  houfe  of 
Außria,  it  contributes  annually  637,695  florins.  In  it  alfo  lies  one  regiment 
of  foot. 

Carinthia  is  divided  into 
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I.  'T^ HE  following  town;  viz. 

-*•  Ckigenfurt,  the  principal  town  of  the  dutchy,  and  the  feat  of  the 
fovereign  reprefentation  and  chamber,  lies  not  far  from  the  river  Glan^ 
being  alfo  joined  by  means  of  a  canal,  with  the  Wordtfee.  It  is  well  built, 
contains  fix  churches,  a  college  of  Jefuits  and  a  gymnafium  founded  in  the 
year  1604,  two  cloyflers  of  Monks  and  one  of  Nuns,  a  provincial-houfe, 
in  which  the  Land-ftates  aflemble,  two  marble  pillars,  one  of  which  is 
confecrated  to  the  Holy  Trinity  the  other  to  the  Virgin,  and  an  equeftrian 
flatue  ereded  to  the  honor  of  the  Emperor  Leopold.  Clagenfurt  is  hecome 
the  head  town  of  the  country  ever  {\nc?:-Maximilian  I.  conferred  it,  together 
with  the  fort,  in  the  year  1518,  on  the  trufty  province  ;  upon  which  it  was 
alfo  better  built,  and,  towards  the  clofe  of  the  fixteenth  century,  fortified. 
In  the  vear  1600,  Martin,  bifhop  of  Seckau,  came  hither  accompanied  by 
400  foldiers,  burnt  the  Lutheran  books  and  abolifhed  the  Lutheran  vt\\g\on. 
In  1636  and  1723,  the  town  was  almoft  totally  confumed  by  fire. 

Rem.  Between  this  and  the  following  town  lies  the  Saalfeld,  or  Zollfeld, 
in  Latin  Solienfn  Campus,  on  which  we  flill  find  fome  traces  of  an  ancient 
town  which  had  flood  there  and  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  Tiburnia.  Divers 
Roman  coins  have  alfo  been  dug  up  hereabouts,  and  in  the  year  1502,  a 
metal  flatue,  reprefenting  a  warrior,  which  was  brought  to  Salzburg. 

St.  Veit, 
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St.  Ve'U,  in  Latin  Fannm  S.  Viti,  a  Anall  tov/n,  fcatcd  on  the  river  Gran, 
the  founding  of  which  was  owing  to  u  church  which  Eberhard,  dulie  of 
Carinihia,  had  built  in  the  year  902,  in  accompliniinent  of  a  vow.  Duke 
Mamhard  made  this  place  his  refidence,  and,  in  the  year  1292,  made  it 
the  principal  town  in  Carinthia  ;  but  after  that,  in  the  years  1336,  1359 
and  1409,  it  was  fo  miferably  laid  wafle  by  fire  and  fword,  that  it  mud  now 
refign  that  pre-eminence  to  Clagcnftirt. 

Volke-n,  or  Volkd- markt,  in  Latirt  Gentiforum,  a  little  royal  town,  feated 
on  the  Drau,  and  containing  a  collegiate-church  or  provoflfliip. 

Freifach,  ox  Friefach,  the  oldefl:  town  in  C<r/r/;?/&"^,  lying  on  the  rivulet  of 
Metniiz  and  belonging  to  the  archbifhop  of  Salzburg.  This  place  contains 
a  citadel  and  two  cloyfters,  and  without  the  town  lies  the  citadel  of  Geyer]- 
berg,  where  the  archiepifcopal-vicar  refides.  This  town,  with  its  territory, 
belonged  formerly  to  the  counts  of  Zeltjchach,  who  became  extindt  in  Wil- 
liam, whofe  widow,  St.  Hemma,  in  the  year  J080,  made  a  donation  of  the 
town,  together  with  the  territory  belonging  thereto,  to  the  archbifliopric  of 
Salzburg,  which  donition  was  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Hc7/r_)' II. 

Strasburg,  a  town,  fituate  on  the  river  Gurk  in  the  territory  oi  Salzburg, 
and  belonging  to  the  bin^opric  of  Gurk,  who  has  on  an  eminence  near  it  a 
confiderable  citadel  for  his  refidence. 

St.  Andree,  a  town,  lying  in  the  territory  of  Salzburg,  on  the  river  La- 
vant  and  in  the  dale  which  takes  its  name  from  it,  being  the  feat  of  a  pro- 
voftfhip  and  a  bifliopric.  The  latter  of  thefe  was  ereded  by  Eberhard  II. 
archbifiiop  o^  Salzburg,  either  in  1226  or  two  years  later ;  and  the  bifliop, 
who  has  alfo  the  title  of  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  is  ftyled  Billiop  oi  Lavant 
at  St.  Andree.     To  him  belongs  the  citadel  of  Lava}2t. 

Rem.  The  vale  of  Lavant,  through  v/hich  the  river  Lavant  flows,  is 
fertile  and  pleafant.  It  bore  formerly  the  title  of  a  county,  but,  in  the 
year  992,  was  configned  as  a  portion,  hy  Henry,  duke  of  Carinthia,  on  his 
daughter,  who  was  married  to  Siegfried,  count  of  Spanheim. 

JVolfsberg,  a  town,  feated  on  the  river  Lavant  and  belonging  to  the 
bifhopric  of  Bamberg,  with  a  citadel  in  it  likewife  fituate  on  an  eminence, 
which  is  the  feat  of  the  vicar  of  Bamberg.  The  Emperor  Hewy  II, 
made  a  donation  of  this  place  to  the  bifliopric.  In  the  year  1233,  a  battle 
was  fought  near  it  between  the  forces  of  Duke  Bernhard  and  the  bifiaop 
of  Bamberg. 

St.  Leojihard,  a  fmall  town,  belonging  to  the  bifliopric  of  Bamberg,  and 
lying  not  far  from  the  river  Lavant. 

Pleyburg,  a  fmall  town,  belonging  to  the  bifhopric  of  Bamberg,  with  a 
citadel  lying  on  the  Feißritz  and  formerly  called  Auffenßein.  The  citadel  is 
poiTefied  of  the  counts  of  L'hurn  as  a  mortgage. 

2.  The  following  market-towns ;  namely,

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Altcnhfcn,  containing  a  citadel  and  a  bailiffs  court,  and  lying  on  the  river 
Cw%  in  the  territory  of  Salzlmrg. 

CopcU  feated  on  the  river  Vellach,  or  Fclld. 

Griffen,  containing  a  cloyfter  of  rramonßratenfei  founded  in  the  year 
1233  in  the  territory  of  Bamberg. 

Gurk,  lying  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  in  the  territory  of  Salzburg, 
with  a  provofiniip  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augvßine  belonging 
to  it,  as  alfo  a  biQiopric  founded  by  Gcbbard^  archbifhop  of  Saizbiirg,  which 
the  houfe  of  Außria  fills  up  twice  fucceflively,  and  the  archbifliop  of  Sah- 
buro-  the  third  time.  The  bifhop  hereof  has  the  title  of  a  Prince  of  the 
Empire.  To  him  belongs  the  town  oi Strafzburg,  together  with  the  citadel 
cf  Grades,  or  Gradhiis. 

Gutenfleh,  feated  on  the  river  Myfz. 
Gultaring,  belonging  to  Salzburg. 

Iliitienberg,  containing  a  citadel,  and  alfo  belonging  to  the  bifhopric  of 
Salzburg. 

Lavemiind,  fituate  on  the  Drau  near  the  place  where  the  river  Lavant 
f\lls  into  it,  and  containing  a  citadel, 

Relcbcnjch,  feated  on  the  x'wtr  Lavcint. 

Vnder-Traaburg,  or  Draaburg  (/.  e.  a  fort  on  the  river  Drau)  containing 
a  citadel  and  a  provofiihip. 

3.  The  following  citadels ;  namely, 

Hohen  Oßeridtz    and    Wcrnberg,    two    citadels,    belonging    to    Count 
KhevenbuUer. 

Finkenßein,  belonging  to  the  houfe  oi  Dietrichßein.

Saal,  or  Im  Saal,  a  provoftfliip,  lying  in  the  Saalfeld,  or  Zollfeld,  between 
Clagenfurt  and  St.  Veit,  and  belonging  to  Salzburg. 

St.  George,  fituate  on  the  Lengfee,  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSline  Nuns,  and 
-the  principal  cloyfter  for  Nuns  in  all  Carinthia. 

St.  Paul,  a  rich  abbey  of  BenediSlines,  lying  in  the  Lavantthal. 
■St.  Virgilienberg,  a  provoflfliip,  fituate  near  Freifach,  in  the  territory  of 
Salzburg. 

Stein,  a  citadel,  ftanding  on  an  eminence  on  the  river  Drau,  with  a  fa- 
mous church  in  it  dedicated  to  St.  Laiwence,  and  containing  the  body  of 

St.  Agatha 
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St.  Agatha  Hildegard.  At  the  foot  of  the  eminence  alfo  lies  a  church  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Margaretha. 

Fitring,  in  Latin  ViSloria  and  ViSioriacum,  a  Cißercian  abbey,  feated  on 
the  Wordtfiee  and  founded  in  the  year  1 1 17. 

Wordt,  a  provoftdiip,  lituate  on  the  Wordtfee. 

Wuthingy  or  fVieting,  a  provoftfliip,  lying  in  the  territory  of  Salzburg. 

St.  Ulricb,  St.  Helena,  St.  Fek  and  St.  Laurence,  four  mountains,  fituatc 
between  the  borough  of  St.  Felt  and  the  market-town  of  Feldkirchen,  on 
which  ftand  fome  churches  whither  the  common  people  of  the  country  go 
on  a  pilgrimage  on  the  third  day  of  Eajler,

Gmünd,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  the  river  Lz/tr,  with  a  feignory  belong- 
ing to  it. 
-  2.  The  following  market-towns )  namely, 

Feldkirchen,  lying  in  the  territory  of  Bamberg.  Near  it  Margaretha, 
bearing  the  furname  Maidtafche,  in  the  year  1334  defeated  the  land-captain 
Carintbia  Fon  Aujf'enjlein. 

Greijhihurg-,  fituate  on  the  river  Drau,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  It. 

Mailmrget,  belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Bamberg. 

Mauten,  fituate  on  the  rivulet  of  Moledin,  which  near  it  falls  Into  the 
river  Gail. 

Miljladt,  or  Muhlßadt,  lying  on  a  lake  which  takes  its  name  from  it,  and 
being  alfo  a  refidence  of  the  Jefuits  oi  Gratz  in  Stiria,  which  was  at  firfl 
a  BencdiSline  cloyfi:er,  afterwards  made  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  IV.  the 
feat  of  the  grand-mafter  of  the  order  of  St.  George,  and,  in  the  year 
1598,  conferred  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  on  the  above  Jefuits. 

Upper-Traaburg,  or  Draaburg,  fituate  on  the  river  Drau,  and  containing 
a  citadel. 

Sachfenburg,  lying  on  the  river  Drau  and  belonging  to  Salzburg.  Near 
this  market-town  are  three  citadels  and  a  flrong  pafs. 

St.  Ermachor,  lying  on  the  rivulet  of  Gaßrin.

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St.  Paternian,  feated  on  the  river  Drau  and  containing  a  citadel. 
Spital,  fituate  on  the  river  Lifer,  and  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Portia.

Vellach,  near  which  the  rivulet  of  C-ampach  falls  into  the  Moll.

3.     The  D  u  T  c  H  Y  of 
CARNIOLA. 

1. 1 .  /^F  Carniola  Wolf  Lazius  has  publinied  a  chart,  but  Baron  Vahafor,  in 
^^  what  he  calls  The  Hoiiour  of  the  Dutchy  ö/'Carniola,  has  given  us  a  bet- 
ter, as  alfo  fome  particular  fmall  ones  of  the  fingle  parts  into  which  the 
country  is  divided.  From  this  chart  of  Vahajor  fprung  up  Homanns, 
which  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  conftitutes  the  thirty-feventh.  The  neweft 
and  beft  chart  of  this  county,  'Job.  Difmas  Floriantjchitfch  of  Grienfeld,  after 
ten  years  labour,  caufed  to  be  engraved,  in  the  year  1744,  at  Laybach,  in 
a  large  form  and  at  the  expence  of  the  Land-ftates. 

§.  2.  Carniola,  to  the  north,  is  bounded  by  Carintbia  and  Stiria  ;  to  the 
weft,  by  Friuli,  the  county  of  Gcrz  and  a  part  of  the  gulf  of  Venice,  or 
the  Adriatic  fea  j  to  the  fouth,  by  that  part  of  Iftria  poflelTed  by  the  re- 
public of  Venice,  and  by  a  part  alio  of  the  Adriatic  fea ;  and,  to  the  eaft, 
by  Libmmia,  Dalmatia  and  Croatia.  In  the  time  of  the  firll  weftern 
Roman  Empire,  the  limits  of  countries  and  people,  quite  different  in  them- 
felves,  met  in  this  dutchy ;  namely,  Panonia,  lUyricum  (conhdered  with 
refpeä:  to  Japidia  as  annexed  to  it)  Noricum  and  Italy.  The  name  of 
Krain,  or  Crania,  is,  in  all  probability,  derived  from  Carnia,  inftead  of 
which  the  appellation  of  Carniola  came  into  ufe,  wh'ch  wc  meet  with  fo 
early  as  the  eighth  century  in  Paul  IVarutfried's  Hijtcr.  Longobard,  1.  vi. 
c.  52,  and  v/hich  in  later  times  was  changed  into  Carniclia.  The  inhabi- 
tants 
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tants  themfelves  call  their  country  Krcimhi  des  Kela.  The  territory  is  fituate 
betwixt  the  rivers  Gurk,  Culp  and  Sau,  was  formerly  called  the  Windijh- 
Mark,  and,  in  the  year  1374,  incorporated  with  Carniola.  This  name, 
moreover,  occurs  in  the  title  of  the  houfe  of  Außria,  which  flyles  itfelf 
Lord  of  the  IVindlßi-mark. 

§.3.  The  country,  in  its   greateft  extent,  is  thirty  German   miles  from 
eaft  to  wert,  and  from  north  to  fouth  twenty-five. 

§.  4.  This  dutchy  is,  for  the  moft  part  mountainous.     The   mountain* 
in  it  are  either  inhabited  or  uninhabited,    either  covered   with   wood  or 
naked.    Many  on  their  fummits  are  continually  covered  with  fnow.    Vpfer- 
Krain  is  all  over  filled  with  thefe  fnowy  mountains.     In  winter,  when  the 
fnow   lies  deep  on    the  ground,    the  peafants   make   ufe  partly   of  fm all- 
baskets,  which  they  bind  to  their  feet,  and  partly  of  fuch  long  but  thin  and 
narrow  boards  as  the  Laplanders  ufe,  on  wliich,  with  the  help  of  a  fiout 
flaffor  pole,  they  defcend  with  great  fpeed  from  the    mountains.      When 
the   fnow  is   frozen  they  bind  irons  or  fkaits  to    their  feet.     Among  the 
mountains  here  the  following  are  worthy  obfervation.     In  Uppe7--Krain  lies 
the  Kaieber^,  fituated  on  the  river  Sau,  near  the  citadel  oi  Ruzin^,  which 
may  be  confidered  as  the  boundary  of  the  Aions  dtius,  of  which  mention 
has  been  made  above,  p.  195,    as  on  account  of  its  naked  fummit  it  bears. 
the   fame  name  with  the  firfl  top  of  that  mountain  in  Außria,   but  lies 
almoft  wholly  alone  and  feparate.     TVlq.  Loibel,  ov  Lobcl,  by  the  Carniolians 
named  Lybel,  is  a  high,  rocky  and  rteep  mountain,  over  which  the  path- 
way winds  in  a   ferpentine   form  for  a   German   mile,  being   pretty   well 
paved  ;  but  on  the  top,  where  it  could  not  be  paved,  a  paffage    has  been 
hewn  through  the  rock  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  geometrical   paces  in 
length,  twelve  feet  high  and  nine  broad  ;  and  this  Separates  Carniola  from 
Carinthia.      The  profpe<n  from  this  mountain   is   uncommonly  fine.     In 
the  Under-Krain,  the  Rum- berg  is  the  higheft.     Mittel-Krain   is    all   over 
mountainous    and,  as   it  were,   a    chain    of  hills    hanging    together.     In 
the  Inner-Krain  lies  the  Karft,  in  Latin  Carufadius,  on  which  we  fee  nothing 
but  ftones  without  any  kind  of  plants ;  and  in  particular,  the  Birnbaumer- 
Wald  (in  ancient  times  called  by  the  fimple  name  of  Tyrn,  or  Byrn,  i.  e. 
the  tnountain)  in   Carniolian-Kriijchexa,    anciently  called   by   the  name   of 
Alpes  Jidice,  and  alfo  by  that  oi  Alpes  Carnica.     In  this  country  likev^^ife  is 
a  high   and   woody  mountain,  which   extends   from  the  rife   of  the  Sau 
through  all  Carniola  far  into  the  Turkijh  dominions,  and  where  it  is   nar- 
roweft  contains  a  breadth  of  three  German  miles.    Irs  bottom,  indeed,  is  quite 
ftoney,  but  yet  the  talieft  trees  grow  on  it..     The  high  mountain  of  Nanas 
lies  between  Wipach  and  St.  Veit.     There  are  alio  many  remarkable  caverns 
in  Carnicla,  fome  of  which  ihail  hereafter  be  mentioned  and  a  brief  defcrip- 
tion  given  of  them. 

Thougk 
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Though  this  country  is  for  the  mod  part  mountainoui>,  yet  it  contains 
alfo  many  fruitful  vallies  and  fields  in  it,  which  yield  not  only  pcod  paftu- 
rage  but  alfo  yearly  a  double  crop  ;  for,  when  wheat,  rye,  barley,  lentils, 
peas,  beans,  ÖV.  are  cut  down,  buck-wheat  (by  the  Carnioliam  called 
Hadcn)  and  afterwards  hemp,  flax  and  millet  are  fown  and  reaped.  In 
this  dutchy  likewife  grows  excellent  fruit,  which  becomes  early  ripe,  and 
of  which  cyder  and  perry  are  made.  Large  chefinuts  and  wallnuts  are  alfo 
found  in  plenty  here;  and  on  the  Karft  are  olive-trees,  as  alfo  on  the  fea 
and  in  Iftria  in  great  abundance,  together  with  oranges,  citrons,  lemons, 
pomegranates,  almonds,  figs,  &c.  In  this  country  likewife  grows  an  exqui- 
iite  white  and  red  wine.  It  breeds  alfo  horned  cattle  and  horfes  in  great 
plenty,  and  the  horfes  of  the  Karft  are  particularly  famous.  They  have 
likewife  all  forts  of  venilbn  and  fowl,  together  with  many  kinds  of  firti, 
among  which  are  alfo  fea-fiHi.  It  yields  likewife  all  forts  of  minerals  and 
metals,  particularly  iron  and  flecl,  as  alfo  fome  lead  and  copper.  The  Car- 
niolian  marble  is  beautiful.  Salt  is  wanting  in  this  country,  and  the  fubjeds 
are  compelled  to  take  it  out  of  the  fovereign's  magazines,  and  even  out  of 
thefe  they  are  furniflied  with  no  other  kind  than  fea-falt. 

We  likewife  find  in  Carniola  medicinal-fprings  and  hot-baths.  The 
principal  rivers  in  it  are,  i.  ThCiS^?«,  which  being  a  navigable  and  uncom- 
monly rapid  llream,  rifes  in  the  Vpper-Krain,  near  the  village  of  Ratjch- 
ach,  between  Cranaii  and  Weifferifels,  and  carries  with  it  many  large  fifh. 
In  Hungary  it  mixes  with  the  Danube.  2.  The  Laybach,  which  rifes  in 
the  hiner-Kraifi,  near  Upper-Laybach,  and  falls  about  one  German  mile 
and  a  half  belov/  Laybach,  near  the  Oftcrberg,  into  the  Sau.  This  river  is 
navigable  and  abounds  in  fifli.  '^.  The  Gurk,  which  rifes  near  Upper- 
Gurk  and  runs  into  the  Sau.  4.  The  Culpa,  which  rifes  in  the  Middlc- 
Kraln  between  Kojtcl  and  Fiiime,  and  near  Siffek  in  Croatia  is  fwallowed  up 
by  the  Sau.  Among  the  inland  lakes  here,  the  Feldeffer  and  JVccheinery 
fituate  in  the  Upper-Krain,  with  the  Cirkhniizcr  See,  in  the  Middle-Krain, 
are  the  principal.  Notwithftanding  the  abovementioned  natural  commodi- 
ties and  advantages,  yet  we  cannot  reckon  Carniola  among  the  beft  of 
countries. 

§.  5.  In  it  are  twenty-one  boroughs,  thirty-five  markets,  above  two  hun- 
dred citadels,  and,  according  to  Vahafor,  upwards  of  4000  villages.  It  is 
more  populous  too  than  a  perfon  would  imagine.  The  common  Carnioliam 
are  of  a  hardier  and  more  durable  nature,  go  barefoot  in  winter  through 
the  fnow,  and  the  men  always  with  open  breafts,  and  require  for  repofe  in 
the  night  neither  bed  nor  bolfter,  but  a  hard  bench.  Their  food  is 
alio  mean.  The  common  people  are  of  Sclavonian  extradion,  but  the 
principal  nobility,  for  the  mofl  part,  of  German.  We  find  a  remarkable 
difierence  among  the  common  inhabitants :  thofe  dwelling  in  the  Upper-

Krain  are  genuine  Caniiolians,  as  their  language  as  well  as  drefs  denotes  j 

notwithftanding  which,  at  JVeiffenJcls  a  pure  German,  and   at  Ditina,  or 

Feucbting,  a  language  compounded   of  both,  is  fpoke.     Among  them  are 

many  Sctmers,  properly  called    Säumers,  that  is,    people   who  export  the 

commodities  of  the  country   on   pack-horfes.     Molt  of  the  peafants  wear 

long  beards.  The  inhabitants  of  JJndcr-C.arniolia,  who  are  commonly  called 

Dotai^e,  are  alfo  genuine  Carniolians  and  fpeak   a  good   Carniolian,    but 

with   feme  difference.     Their  drefs  does  not  in  all  refpeäs  agree.     The 

peafants   here  likewife   wear  their  beards.      Among   them  too  are    many 

Säumers,  carriers  and  fea-faring  people.     In  the  Middle-Kra'tn  are  four  forts 

of  inhabitants,   who   differ  widely  from  each  other  in  language,  drefs  and 

manner  of  living.       The   inhabitants   about  Gottjchee,    Pcland,    &c.    are 

called  Gottfchecr,  or  properly  Hoifchevarie,  or  Chotfchcvarie,  and  fpeak   a 

German,  which  another  Givv«^;/ underftands  not  perfecSlly,  and  a  Carniolian 

not  at  all.     Between   Rudolphfivcrth  and    Motiling  live  IValachiam,  or,  as 

they  Gill  themfelves,  Vlahe,  or  Labe,  who  in  the   fifieenth  century  efcaped 

or  came  out  of  the  Turkißj  dominions  and  fettled  in  Carniola,  whence  they 

are  called,  in  the  Carniolian,  Uskoke,  i.e.  pcrjons  gone  over.     Thefe  have  a 

peculiar  language  and  drefs,  the  former  of  which  is  not  very  diff^rrent  from 

that  of  the  Krahatijb,  and  principally  fubfifl:  by  the   breeding  of  cattle. 

On  the  river  Culp,  near  Mottling,  Frcycntburn,  Weinitz,  Tjcbcrnemhl,  &c. 

live   the  Krabates,    more   properly  called  Hervates,    or  Clvrvates,  whofe 

language  is  the  genuine  Croatian  and  fomewhat  different  from  that  of  the 

Carniolian.     They  poffefs  a  good  arable  land  for  paflure,  and  the  very  befh 

of  vineyards.     The  other  inhabitants  here  are  genuine  Carniclians,  and  in 

drefs  and  language  referable  thofe  of  Under -Carniola.     In  the  Inner-Krain, 

about  Wipacb,  Leytenberg  and  St.  Veit,  are  JVipacbers,  otherwife  called  Vi- 

pauze,  who   differ  confi  lerably   from  the  CarnioUam ;  Kar/Iner,  or  Kraf- 

hauze,   who  live  on  the  Karll,  fpeak  a  broad  Carniolian  and  wear  a  peculiar 

drefs  J  Ij chit  [eher  s,   who  live  between  Ncuhaus  and  St.  Serf,   and    approach 

very  near  the  Karßners  in  drefs,  but  fpeak  a  peculiar  language  ;  the  genuine 

Carnioliafts,  who  are  generally    Samcrs,  or  pack-horfe   men  ;  and  Povkers, 

commonly  called  Piuzcbcne,  who  dwell  near  Klan  and   Jablaniz,  and   in 

that  trad  on  the  river  Poyk,  and  in  drefs  and   language   borrow  fomewhat 

from  all  the  adjoining  inhabitants.     In  the  IJirian  territories  are  two  forts  of 

inhabitants  ;    namely,  firft,  Fiumers,  or  Dalmatians,  and  Liburniaiis,  who 

fpeak  the  ZXz//Wii//^/7 ;   fec'>nJly,  the  proper  Ijirians,  who  partly  fpeak  the 

common  Ijlrian  or  Dalmatian  and  partly  a  corrupt  Italian. 

The  two  principal  languages  in  Carniola  are  the  Sclavonick,  oxJVindiJb  and 
German;  in  the  latter  of  which  all  judicial  matters  are  carried  on,  as  alfo  all 
writings  made  and  letters  written. 

In  Cirniola  are  four  Land-rtates ;  namely,  i.  The  fpiritual,  to  which 
belong  the   bidiops   of  Laybacb,  Freyfing,  Brixcn,    T'rieft  and  Biben,  the 

commandery 
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commandery  of  Layboch,  with  the  provofl  of  the  collegiatc-cliurch  there, 
as  alio  the  provoft  cf  Rudolpbfwerth,  the  prelates  oi Sittich,  handftraj-z  and 
Ffciidentkal,  the  dean  of  the  collegiate-church  cf  Laybach  and  fix  canons 
belonging  to  it.  2.  Tlie  State  of  lord;5,  which  is  conftituted  of  the  Princes, 
counts  and  barons.  3.  The  State  of  knights,  to  which  belong  the  knight 
or  land-people.  4.  The  royal-towns.  Whoever  would  appear  at  the 
Diet,  nuift  previoufly  become  a  country-nian,  or  afiume  the  peafantry, 
and  a'.fo  fue  for  it  with  the  laudable  Land-ftatcs  and  obtain  it  at  the 
Land-diet. 

§.  6.  The  Chrißian  dodrine  was  gradually  received  here  about  the  fe- 
cond  half  of  the  eighth  century.  The  Lutheran  dccflrine  alfo  gained  ccn- 
fiderable  footing  here  in  the  fixteenth  century,  and  was  at  firft,  namely  in 
the  year  153  i,  publicly  preaclicd  from  the  pulpit  by  a  canon  oi  Laybach, 
named  Primus  Triiber,  but  afterwards  aboliflied  ;  and  all  the  inhabitants  at 
prcfent  profefs  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  the  Walochicins,  or  Uskokes 
(§.  5.)  excepted,  who  adhere  ioihcGreek  community  and  (lile  themfelves 
Stßraverzi,  i.  c.  Old  Believers.  In  Carnicia  are  three  biflioprics,  namely, 
that  of  Z,^7)'^^cZ»,  to  which  belong  a  number  of  parillies  in  Camiola  ;  twenty- 
one  parishes  in  Stiria,  and  fixteen  in  Carinthia-,  ihat  o[  Biben  comprehend- 
ing two  towns  and  eleven  villages,  and  in  general  fourteen  pariflies,  and  that 
of  T'rieß.  In  all  there  are  computed  in  this  dutchy  twenty-four  cloyflers, 
four  commanderies,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  parifhes, 

§.  7.  Camiola  has  produced  many  learned  men,  and  in  baron  Faliafors 
honour  of  the  dutchy  of  Camiola,  above  fifty  authors  of  this  country  are  rec- 
koned up.    At  Layhach  is  a  college  of  Jefuits,  and  a  gymnaßum. 

§.  8.  From  Camiola  are  exported  into  other  countries  iron,  fteel,  quick- 
filver,  white  and  red  wine,  oil  of  olives,  cattle,  flieep,  cheefe,  linen,  a  kind 
of  woollen-ftuff,  called  Alahalan,  which  is  worked  in  great  quantities  in 
almoft  all  the  villages  of  Upper-Camiola ;  Spanißo  leather,  which  is  alfo 
prepared  in  plenty  in  Upper-Camiola ;  bilich  (probably  the  fkin  of  the  field- 
moufe,)  honey,  of  which  in  Loiver-Carniola  great  quantities  are  gathered; 
timber  for  fliip-building,  and  all  manner  of  wood-work,  as  boxes,  difiies, 
trenchers,  fpoons,  fieves,  &c.  as  likewife  walnuts  and  other  things. 

§.  9.  The  hiftory  of  this  country  I  begin  with  the  Slavi,  who  are  alfo 
called  Winds  or  Wends.  They  came  hither  after  the  year  548,  but  could 
not  abolifli  the  old  name  of  the  country.  In  the  time  oi  Chark?nagne  and 
his  pofterity,  Camiola  was  governed  by  the  Dukes  of  Friuli,  and  after- 
wards by  thofe  of  Carinthia  ;  but  under  Otto  II.  Camiola  became  a  pecu- 
liar Marggravate,  which  it  derives  perhaps  from  Otto  I.  The  Marggrave 
of  the  country  had  his  refidence  at  Krainburg.  On  the  extinölon  of  the 
Marggraves  of  the  K}-ai>iburg  line,  the  country  conferred  the  fovereignty 
of  this  dutchy  on  the  warlike  Frederick  II.  duke  of  Außria  and  Stiria, 
which  voluntary  cefliion  was  approved  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  and  in 

the 
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the  year  1231  the  country  itfelf  raifed]  to  a  dutchy  which  had  been  hitherto 
ftiled  only  the  marggravate  of  Carniola.  Afterwards  Albraht  I.  mortgacred 
this  dutchy  to  the  Carinthian  Duke  Meinbard,  but  in  1335  it  reverted  again, 
together  with  Carinthia,  to  the  houfe  of  Aullria^  to  which  it  has  alfo  ever 
fince  been  conrtantly  united. 

§.  10.  The  arms  of  the  dutchy  of  Carniola  are  an  q'^'^q  crowned,  on 
whofe  bread:  and  expanded  wings  is  to  be  kzn  a  diced  crefcent.  Its  pre- 
sent difpofition  it  acquired  in  1463  of  the  Emperor  Frederick  IV. 

§.  1 1.  The  hereditary  offices  in  Carniola,  and  in  the  V/indißo  Mark  (§.  2.) 
are  adminiftered  by  the  following  houfes  j  viz.  the  office  of  hereditary 
fleward,  by  the  count  of  7Zw77z ;  the  offices  of  fupreme  hereditary  cham- 
berlain and  hereditary  marffial,  by  the  houfe  of  Auenberg;  the  office  oi" 
hereditary  mafter  of  the  horfe  by  the  Prince  of  Lamberg;  the  office  of  here- 
ditary cup-bearer  by  the  cownt-oi  Cohenzel;  the  office  of  hereditary  fewer  by 
the  barons  of  Eck  znd  Hohenwart ;  the  office  of  hereditary  ranger  bv  the 
count  of  Gallcnberg ;  the  office  of  hereditary  keeper  of  the  jewels  by  the 
count  of  Katzenjiein ;  the  office  of  hereditary  Stabclmeijler  by  the  baron 
oi  Eck;  the  office  of  hereditary  carver  by  the  count  Sauer  oiAnkenficim 
and  the  office  of  hereditary  falconer  by  the  ^owvx  oi  Lanihicrl. 

§.  12.  The  land-captain,  who  governs  the  country,  has  his  refidence  at 
Laybach,  and  at  the  citadel  there,  a  burggrave.  In  his  abfence  the  land- 
lieutenant  (in  Latin  Prator proniiyicice)  fupplies  his  place  in  the  land-court; 
another  vice-land-captain  is  alfo  frequently  appointed,  under  the  title  of  a 
land  adminiftrator,  who  alfo  fupplies  the  place  of  the  land-captain,  when 
the  latter  refides  not  at  the  ufual  place.  The  land-vicar  decides  all  law- 
fuits  in  the  royal  towns,  market-towns  and  peafantffiips.  Subjedl  to  his  in- 
fpeftion  and  adminiftration  are  the  domains  and  rights  in  the  country.  AH 
thefe  perfons  are  fovereign  officers.  Oeconomical  matters  relating  to  the 
province  in  general  belong  to  a  peculiar  court,  confifting  of  a  prefident  and 
fome  affeffors,  who  are  called  deputies.  Thefe  deputies  are  eleßed  out  of 
the  three  firft  land-ftates  (§.  5,)  The  general-receiver  here  has  the  land- 
caffi  in  keeping. 

The  principal  inftance,  or  judicatory  in  the  country  is  what  is  called  the 
Hoftheyding,  or  Schrannengerichf,  and  more  commonly  the  land  and  aulic- 
court,  which  is  principally  held  by  the  land-captain.  The  land-right  here 
is  held  firft,  and  then  the  knighdy  aulic-right,  the  latter  of  which  fully 
determines  all  matters  belonging  to  its  deportment.  The  fecond  inftance 
is  the  land-captain's  ordinary  court  over  the  lords  and  country  people,  as 
alfo  over  their  fervants  and  others.  The  third  is  the  land-vicar's  office  over 
the  royal-towns  and  market-towns.  The  fourth  the  land-captain  holds  in  con- 
junftion  with  the  vicar,  in  matters  relative  to  the  difputes  between  the  nobility 
and  burghers.  The  fifth  the  prefident  and  deputies  in  the  general  ceconomi- 
cal  matters  relating  to  the  province  hold,  fuch  as  taxes,  contributions,  &c. 
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from  whom  an  appeal  lies  firft  to  the  Land-ftatcs,  and  next  to  the  Inner- 
Außr'ian  povcrnment.  The  fixth  have  the  land-proprietors  and  magiftrates  over 
their  own  fubjeds  and  fervants ;  and  the  feventh  belongs  to  the  boroughs 
and  market-towns,  and  is  exercifed  over  their  burghers  and  inhabitants. 

§.  13.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  military  power  of  the  houfe  of 
Aujlria^  Carniola  contributes  annually  363,171  florins  fifty-fix  kruitzers. 
In  this  country  alfo  lie  two  regiments  of  foot. 

This  dutchy  is  divided  into  the  five  following  parts,  namely, 

I.  Into  Ufper-Carnlola,  commonly  called  Gorcmka  Strait.  If  en'foys  a 
wholfome  air  and  frelh  fprings.  Among  the  many  mountains  in  it  are  fe- 
veral  which  are  continually  covered  with  fnow.  The  vineyards  here  are 
but  (cvf.  Cold  and  filver  are  not  fought  for,  but  iron  and  fteel  are  found 
in  the  grcatefl;  plenty.  At  the  Eifenherg,  which  is  alfo  called  the  Nnfelcifo,. 
is  the  oldcft  arid  moft  famous  iron-mine  work  in  all  Carniola.  At  Aifyiem,. 
or  Sekhiiko,  is  an  excellent  iron-work,  and  at  'Jauerburg  an  important  fteel- 
work.  The  Feldeß'er  Sec,  or  lake  which  takes  its  name  from  the  citadel  of 
Feldes,  is  one  German  mile  long  and  half  a  one  broad.  It  is  uncommonly 
deep,  but  in  its  middle  rifes  a  round  mountain,  on  which  ftands  a  fmall 
church.  At  its  foot  is  a  fine  fpring.  The  Wocheitier  See  rifes  out  of  a  ftrong 
fpring,  which  tumbles  in  ftreams  from  a  very  high  rock  in  the  dale  of  Wo- 
cbenier.  It  is  half  a  German  mile  long  and  a  quarter  broad.  Out  of  it  runs 
a  river  called  the  Wochelner  Sau,  which  after  a  courfe  of  four  miles  is  fwal- 
lowed  up  by  the  Sau.  In  the  lake  as  well  as  in  the  river  are  excellent  trout.. 
In  this  part  are, 

I.  The  following  towns,  inz. 

Laybach,  in  Latin  Lublana,  or  Labacum,  the  head  town  in  Carniola,  ly- 
ing on  the  navigable  river  of  the  fame  name,  by  which  it  is  fo  divided  that 
it  lies  partly  in  the  Upper  and  partly  in  the  Loicer-Carfiiola.  That  part 
which  forms  the  latter,  and  is  fituated  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  is  the 
largefi:  and  fineft.  The  whole  town  contains  three  fuburbs,  in  one  of  which, 
live  the  butchers ;  in  the  fecond,  which  is  called  Kraku  (or  in  the  Carnio- 
lian  Krakhovo)  chiefly  fiHiermen  ;  and  in  the  third,  which  is  feparated  from 
the  foregoing  by  the  Little-Laybach,  and  called  Tyrnau,  or  Temovc,  for  the 
mod  part  mariners.  The  royal  citadel  here  ftands  on  a  mountain  covered, 
with  green  trees,  being  very  old,  and  containing  in  it  a  fmall  church.  It  is 
inhabited  by  a  conftable,  who  bears  the  tide  of  a  burggrave,  and  twelve 
foldiers.  In  the  town,  the  fuburbs  excluded,  are  about  five  hundred  houfes 
in  number.  The  ftreets  are  fomewhat  narrow.  In  Laybach,  however,  the 
land-houfe,  the  council-houfe  and  three  arfenals,  I'iz.  the  royal,,  the  pro- 
vincial, and  city-arfenal  are  worthy  notice.  The  bifhopric  here  was  erected 
in  the  year  146 1  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  IV.  It  ftands  immediately  un- 
der the  Pope,  and  its  biftiop  bears  the  tide  of  a  Prince  of  the  holy  Reman 
Empire.     In  the  town  itfclf  are  to  be  feen  the  cathedral,  and  the  Jeluits 
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church,  with  the  adjoining  college  zmi  gymnnßim,  before  which  flands,  In 
marble  and  metal,  a  ftatue  of  the  Virgin  ;  the  church  of  the  Virgin  in  the 
Teutonick  houfe,  or  commandery  ofthat  order,  the  church  fituated  in  the 
cloyfler  of  the  Francifams^  and  the  church  near  the  burghers  fpital,  with 
two  other  fmaller  ones.  In  the  fuburbs  are  to  be  computed  five  churches, 
four  cloyflers,  and  a  commandery  of  the  knights  of  Malta.  In  Laybach 
alfo  is  a  learned  fociety,  united  under  the  name  of  Academia  Opcrojorirm. 
Laybacb  is  a  place  of  good  trade.  On  its  lite  anciently  flood  the  town  of 
Ae?JJO!:a,  Hamona,  or  Hamoina.  The  prefent  town  was  firft  incorporated 
in  the  year  1416.  It  has  been  frequently  laid  wafle  by  fire,  and  made  to 
totter  by  earthquakes. 

Bifcho flack-,  or  Schkofiahka,  in  Latin  Lokopolis,  formerly  fimply  named  Z.(7(r/'3  a 
plentiful  town  fituate  in  a  fine  trad:  betwixt  the  waters  oi Foliant  and  Zayer, 
with  a  cloyfter  of  nuns  in  it,  and  a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain  v/hich  be- 
longs to  the  billiop  of  Frcifingen.  The  feigniory  annexed  to  it  extends  for 
the  fpace  of  ten  miles  in  circuit,  containing  within  it  two  hundred  villages. 

Krainburg,  or  Krain,  a  royal  town  feated  on  an  eminence  on  the  river 
Sau,  into  which  near  it  the  little  river  Kanka-  falls.  From  thefc  two  rivers 
the  town  is  obliged  to  receive  all  the  water  for  its  necelTary  ufes,  being 
wholly  deftitute  of  fprings.  In  it  is  one  pariOi-church,  exclufive  of  four 
others  that  are  not  parochial,  and  without  the  town  lies  a  cloyfier,  which 
was  founded  in  the  year  1640.  Krainburg  was  formerly  the  refidence  of 
the  Marggraves  of  Krain,  or  Krainburg.  In  it  is  a  citadel  named  Kiefel- 
Jicin,  which  defcended  from  Count  Faradeifcr  of  Neuhaus  to  the  counts 
of  Barbo.  In  the  year  j668  above  one  half  of  the  town  was  burnt  down^ 
and  in  1749  it  was  fet  on  fire  by  villains,  and  wholly  reduced  to  afhes. 

Ratma72jdorf,  in  the  Caniiolian  Radovelza,  a  fmall  but  royal  town,  {land- 
ing on  an  eminence  on  the  river  Sau,  with  a  citadel  in  it,  which  together 
with  its  feigniory  and  the  neighbouring  feigniory  ol  Walknbnrg,  belonged 
as  a  trufi:  to  the  elder  of  the  family  of  the  counts  oiFhurn  and  Valfafma. 

Stein,  or  Kamneck,   in  Latin  Litkopolis,  a  decayed  town  fituate  on   the 
Feiflriiz,  with  a  cloyfter  in   it  and  three  fuburbs  called  Auf  der  Schutt,- 
.in  which  ftands  the  parifh-church.  Auf  dem  Graben,  and  \.h&  Neiv  Mark, 
the  laft  of  which  is  feated  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Feiflritz. 

On  an  agreeable  eminence  juft  before  the  tov.'n  ftands  the  citadel  of  Stein- 
nbuhel,  and  on  a  high  mountain  above  the  town  that  of  Oberßein.  About 
one  quarter  of  an  hour  too  from  the  town  ftands  the  CJarijß'en  cloyfter  of 
Mi?2chc7idorf,  Munkendorf,  or  Mekinc,  founded  in  the  year  1300,  and  go- 
verned by  an  abbefs. 

2,  The  following  market-towns,  •u/.c. 

Aßing,  or  Jejenize,  a  market-town  fituate  not  far  from  the  river  Sau, 
between  the  high  Schnecgcbirg,  and  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of  JVeife?ifels. 
In  this  town  is  dug  a  fine  marble,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  market 
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are  the  batteries  ofSavn,  or  on  the  Sau,  together  with  the  lead-furnaces,  in 
which  confiderable  quantities  of  iron  and  fteel  are  fmelted  and  worked. 

Neumarktl,  Terfezch,  or  Terjhizh,  a  market-town  fituate  between  the  high 
Schneegcbirg  below  the  mountain  of  Loibl,  and  divided  into  the  upper  and 
lower.  The  latter  belongs  to  the  citadel  of  Old-Guttcnberg,  and  the  firmer 
to  that  of  Neicbaiis.  In  this  town  arc  made  large  quantities  of  Spanißj  leather, 
with  a  common  ftufF,  called  Mafalan,  and  likewife  divers  velfcls  of  copper 
and  iron. 

JVeiß'enfeh,  a  market-town,  near  which  on   a  high  mountain  ftands  a  , 
citadel.     The  feigniory  of  this  place  has  not  only  a  great  jurifdiction  in  ter- 
ritory belonging  to  it,  but  alfo  an   univerfal  jurifdidion  which  runs  a  great 
way  into  Carintbia. 

i'VatJcb,  or  I'atfchc,  a  market-town  feated  on  a  high  mountain,  and  be- 
longing to  the  feigniory  of  Lihek.  Near  it  is  a  quarry  of  hard  ftone,  the 
ilones  dug  in  which  are  full  of  the  fhells  of  fea-mufcles  and  periwinckles. 

3.  The  rich  iDow/wV^«  cloyfler  of  nuns,  called  Michdjletten,  ox  Velefalo^ 
and  formerly  named  FrauenthaJ,  or  Mar-'ienthal,  which  is  much  celebrated 
for  an  image  of  the  Virgin.  On  a  mountain  clofe  by  it  ftands  the  old  citadel 
Franenßein,  belonging  to  the  cloyfter. 

4.  Fciichting,  in  Latin  Biti/ui,  the  largeft  village  in  all  Carniola,  being 
a  mile  in  length,  and  for  the  moft  part  inhabited  by  fieve-makers,  who 
make  the  bottoms  of  horfe-hair  fieves. 

II.  Into  Lower-Qmiiola,  which  is  more  ufually  called  Dalenska  Sran. 
This  part  contains  in  it  many  fruitful  vallies  and  tracfls.  The  wine  which 
grows  here  is  called  Mardnvein,  and  is  reckoned  wholfome.  There  is  both 
a  red  and  white  of  this  fort.  In  many  places  are  either  no  fprings  at  all, 
or  at  beft  but  very  indifferent  ones.  The  fertile  bottom  oi  Temeni-z  in  par- 
ticular labours  under  a  total  want  of  fprings  and  running  water,  whence 
the  inhabitants,  when  they  have  been  long  without  rain,  are  obliged  to 
fetch  water  a  mile  or  two  diftance.  Among  the  caverns  or  grotto's  in  this 
-  part  of  Carniola  that  in  particular  is  worthy  notice  which  is  feated  near 
hueg,  or  Vlukne,  on  the  v^ater  of  Prezina.  The  entrance  into  this  cavern 
runs  for  a  confiderable  length  into  a  rocky  hole,  in  which  are  feen  hang- 
ing many  icicles  equal  in  whitenefs  to  fnow  or  alabafter.. 

In  this  part  we  find, 

I.  The  following  towns,  'üiz. 

Gurkfeld,  or  Kcrjko,  a  royal  town  feated  on  the  Sau,  under  a  high  moun- 
tain, on  which  ftands  a  citadel,  which  together  with  the  feigniory  belong- 
ing thereto,  has  had  divers  owners  ever  fince  the  extinöion  of  the  noble 
family  of  Gurkfeld.  In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of  Capuchins.  The  many  antiquities,, 
and  in  particular  the  many  Roman  coins  which  have  been  dug  up  in  this 
town,  rtiow  that  on  its  fituation  formerly  ftood  a  large  town,  which  is  not 
without  probability  held  to  be  Novioduiiiwi. 

Landfirafzy. 
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Landßrufz,  anciently  and  properly  Landßroß,  in  the  Carniolian,  Koßaina- 
veza,  i.  e.  the  cheftnut-wood,  numbers  of  that  tree  growing  not  far  from 
this  place,  is  a  fmall  and  ill-built  but  royal  town,  feated  on  an  ifland  in 
the  river  Gurk.  The  citadel  here,  together  with  the  feigniory  belonoing 
thereto,  appertains  to  the  cloyfter  of  Frauenhrwin,  which  was  founded  in 
the  year  1248,  and  lies  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  diftance  from  the 
town,  being  alfo  called  the  cloyfter  of  Z/rt^^/r^'S;.  This  cloyfter  belongs 
to  the  order  of  St.  Bernhard.  Landllrajz  was  formerly  reckoned  in  the 
Windißi  Mark.     In  the  year  1663  it  was  wholly  deftroyed  by  fire. 

Rudolphfwerih,  or  Naßadtleiii,  in  the  Carniolian  Ncvonießo,  a  royal 
town  feated  on  an  eminence  on  the  river  Gurk,  and  by  the  An/Irian  arch- 
duke Rudolph  IV.  founded  in  the  year  1365,  privileged,  and  called  after  his 
own  name.  In  this  town  is  a  provoftfliip  erecfted  in  the  year  1509,  or  a 
collegiate-church,  to  which  within  the  town  belong  four  other  filial  churches, 
in  the  country  fourteen,  and  in  Stiria  five  pariflaes.  Rudolphfwerth  lies  in  the- 
jurifdidfion  of  the  archbifhop  of  Gorz.  In  it,  exclufive  of  the  churches 
above-mentioned  is  a  Francifcan  cloyfter,  and  before  it  another  of  Capu- 
chins. The  many  incurfions  which  the  Tiirks  made  into  the  territory  be- 
longing to  this  town  in  the  15th  and  i6th  centuries,  together  with  the  fuc- 
ceeding  fires,  and  the  plague,  have  wholly  ftript  it  of  its  former  flourifhing 
condition. 

Weichßlhurg,  in  the  Carniolian  dialedt  Vifchnagora,  a  fmall  and  mean 
but  royal  town,  ftands  on  a  pleafant  hill  in  a  fruitful  territory,  and  on  a 
high  mountain  near  it  has  a  citadel,  which  is  properly  called  Wcichfelherq-, 
and  together  with  the  feigniory  belonging  thereto,  and  the  great  land-jurif- 
diftion  alfo,  appertains  to  the  princely  houfe  oi  Auerßerg. 

2.  The  following  market-towns,  'uiz. 

Lithay,  or  Litey,  in  Latin  Litja,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  Sau,  at 
the  foot  of  a  mountain,  and  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of  Weichfelbero-^  and' 
thus  of  courfe  to  the  houfe  of  Auersberg.  The  citadel  in  it  goes  by  the  name 
of  Thurn-Litey. 

Naß'cnjufx,  in  the  Carniolian  Mokronog,  a  market-town,  having  a  cita- 
del feated  on  an  eminence. 

Ratfchach,  or  Radezche,  a  market-town  lying  under  a  high  mountain  on 
the  Sau,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  it  feated  on  a  lofty  eminence. 

Seiß'enberg,  or  Sujcnberk,  a  market-town  feated  on  the  river  Gurk,  witl> 
a  citadel  near  it  which  ftands  on  a  rocky  eminence,  and  belongs  to  the  houfe 
of  Auenberg. 

%.  The  following  eloyfters,  i)iz. 

Sittich,  or  Sitizena,  in  Latin  Sitticium,  a  Cißercian  eloyfter,  lying  under 
a  high  mountain  hard  by  the  town  of  Weichfelburg,  and  founded  in  the 
year  1135. 

Rem.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  this  cloyfter  ftands  tlie  village  o{ Dcbravaa,. 
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in  wliich  is  the  ancient  and  celebrated  church  o^  our  Ladys  nfccnßoti,  whi- 
ther many  pilgrimages  are  made.  This  church  is  a  filial  of  the  parifli  of 
St.  Veit. 

Pleleriach,  in  the  Carnioiian  Pletarje,  ftands  about  one  mile  from  Land' 
ßrafz,  being  originally  a  citadel,  and  afterwards  a  charter-houfe,  but  now 
become  a  refidence  of  the  Jefuits  of  Laybacb. 

A.  The  following  feigniories :  namely, 

Scharjhibcrg,  or  Sviiven,  a  defolate  citadel,  feated  on  a  high  and  pointed 
rock,  under  which,  on  the  mountain,  (lands  a  new  citadel,  and  hard  by 
it  a  parilli-church,  with  fome  houfes,  which  formerly  conftituted  a 
market-town. 

Aiiiodl,  or  Sofes/ca,  a  magnificent  citadel,  feat€d  on  the  river  Gurk,  and 
eretfted  by  George  Sigmund,  count  and  lord  of  Gallenherg.  Near  it  lies  a 
parilh-church,  which  belongs  to  this  feigniory,  as  alfo  the  old  decayed  ci- 
tadel of  Ainodl. 

Scimiherg,  in  the  Carnioiian  Schumbergk,  Kofiak  and  Klei?idorf,  in  the 
Carnioiian  Malavas,  all  belonging  to  the  feigniory  of  Auersberg. 

III.  Into  middle  Car?2io/a,  in  the  Carnioiian  Metlißjke  Krai.  To  this 
divifion  belongs  what  is  called  the  Djj  Carniola,  being  a  tradl  of  land 
between  four  and  five  German  miles  in  extent,  and  if  we  compute  in  it 
the  bottom  of  T^emnitz  belonging  to  Loiver-Carniola,  which  is  alfo  ^ti- 
titute  of  water,  between  fix  and  feven.  But  this  traä:  of  land  is  notwith- 
ftanding  abundantly  taken  up  with  great  and  fmall  villages,  though  it  is 
almoft  every  where  mountainous  and  ftoney,  and  the  inhabitants  are  obliged 
fometimes  to  go  two  or  three  miles  for  water.  In  certain  places  in  it  grows 
a  good  wine.  There  is  a  good  warm  bath  here  called  Topliiz,  which  rifes 
in  the  vale  between  two  little  mountains.  The  celebrated  Cir/initz  See^ 
in  the  Carnioiian  Zirkni/ku  'Jcrcfu,  is  really  very  remarkable.  It  takes  its 
name  from  the  neighbouring  market-town  of  Cirimitz,  being  encompafled 
with  wild,  rough  and  Honey  mountains;  but  round  it  alfo  lie  two  inhabited 
citadels,  nine  villages,  and  twenty  churches.  From  eaft  to  weft  this  lake 
is  one  German  mile  in  length,  from  north  to  fouth  half  a  mile  broad, 
and  from  one  to  two,  three  and  four  fathoms  deep,  the  pits  excepted, 
Ibme  of  which  are  of  themfelves  many  fathoms  deep.  In  it  lie  three  beau- 
tiful iflands,  on  one  of  which  called  Vornek  is  the  village  of  Ottogk  with 
a  church.  The  fecond  named  Velka  Goriza,  and  the  third  called  Mala 
Goriza  are  covered  with  trees.  On  the  Cirknitz  See  alfo  lies  a  peninfula, 
named  Dorvcfchez,  or  Dervafeheck,  which  runs  into  it,  and  is  feparated 
from  the  iflandof  Fornekhya  canal.  In  the  lake  too  are  many  holes  or  pits, 
together  with  long  ditches  like  canals  and  eminences.  Eight  brooks,  great 
and  fmall  difcharge  themfelves  into  it.  This  lake  frequently  runs  off,  or 
ebbs,  but  that  not  every  year ;  for  fometimes,  though  but  feldom,  this 
happens  only  once  in  three,  four,  or  five  years,  whereas  at  other  times  it 
4  runs 
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runs  off"  twice  or  thrice  a  year.     This  difcharge  of  its  waters  happens  when 
the  weather  is  very  dry,  whether  in  fummer  or  winter.     In  general  it  runs 
off  only  once  a  year,  viz.  about  St.  john^  or  St.  James  s  day.     Its  ordinary 
iffue,  when  full,  is  through  two  large  holes,  which  on  the  weft,  or  rather 
on    the  north-weft   fide,   enters    a   rocky    mountain  level    with   the  lake. 
The  water  thus  difcharged  comes  out  again  at  the  other  fide  of  the  moun- 
tain.    The  extraordinary  ebb  or  running  off"  in  it  happens  by  means  of  fe- 
veral  holes  or  pits  which  lie  in  the  lake.     OF  thefe   there  -are  principally 
eighteen,  and  among  them  five  capital  ones,  each  of  which  ftands  empty 
for  five  days  fucceflively,  fo  that  the  whole  bottom  becomes  dry  in  twenty- 
five  days  time.     As  foon   as  the  beginning  jof  the  ebb  is  obferved  by  the 
pealants  of  Upper-SeedorJ ,  they    intimate   it  to  the  filher-men   inhabiting 
round  the  lake,  upon  which  the  fiftiery  in  the  pits,   according  to  a  certain 
order,  takes  its  beginning.     Six  feigniories  have  the  right  of  filhing  in  this 
lake,  viz.  thofe  o\  Haasbrrg,  Steegbcrg,  Allersberg,  Laas,   Sch/ieeberg,  and 
the  cloyfter  oi  Sittich.     The  proprietor  oi  Ha  as  berg  has  refigned  his  right  ia 
the  fiiliery  to  the  charter-houfe  of  Freudenthal.    In  this  lake  they  fifti  for  large 
pike,  tench,  and  other  forts  of  fifti  called  Schleien  and  Ruten.     The  oftener 
the  lake  ebbs  the  lefs  is  the  fifliing  in  it.  Into  the  pit  called  Ribefcajama  we 
defcend  as  into  a  fubterraneous  cavern ;  the  pits  of  Narte  and  Pjauze  are  never 
quite  dry,  but  always  continue  boggy,  and  in  thefe  not  only  many  fifli,  together 
with  their  fpawn  remain,   but  they  alfo  contain  a  great  number  of  leeches. 
When  the  lake  ebbs  early  in  the  year  in  twenty  days  time  grafs  grows  upon  i", 
which  is  mowed  down,  and   the  bottom  afterwards  ploughed  and  fowh 
with  millet.     But  if  the  water  run  not  off  early  nothing  can  be   fown,  and 
if  it  returns  foon  again  the  feed  is  loft.     Otherwife  after  the  millet  harveft 
all  manner  of  game  is  hunted  and   fliot  therein.     With  the  return  of  the 
water  it  holds  after  the  following  manner.     When  it  rains  a  little  the  water 
burfts  out  of  fome   pits  on   the  fouth   fide  with  great  vioknce,  and  when 
the  rains  fall  heavier  and   it  thunders   at  the  fame  time  fo  loud  as  to  fliake 
the  earth,  it  breaks  out  through  all  the  appertures  with  great  violence  and 
celerity,  infomuch  that  the  lake  is  filled  again  in  eighteen   or  twenty-four 
hours.     At   that  time  it  is  plentifully  covered   with   water-fowl,  fuch  as 
wild-geefe,  ducks,  &c.     Two  things,  are,   moreover  to  be  obferved  here. 
On    the    fouth-weft    fide    of   the    lake    are   two   large    caverns     named 
Urainajamma  and  Sekadtilze,  which  lie  fomewhat   higher  than  the    lake, 
and  are  upwards  of  a  fathom  high  and  broad.     Out  of  thefe  when  it  thun- 
ders rulhes  a  quantity  of  water  with  aftonlihing  violence  for  three  or  four 
fathoms  in  height,  with  which  at  the  fame  time,  if  it  happen  during  harveft, 
many  unfledged  black  and  blind  but   fat  ducklings  come  forth,  which  in 
fourteen  days  receive  their  fight,  and  are  covered  with  feathers.     At  other 
times  a  perfon  may  go  into  thefe  holes  in  a  ftraight  line  and  that  too  pretty  ,• 
far.     In  winter  the  water  of  the  lake  rifes  fo  high  as  to  overflow  a  confiderr- 
able  part  of  the  circumjacent  fields.  Afe- 
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At  Kiimpale,  as  well  as  at  the  village  of  Podpezhio  is  a  deep  lake  fituate 
in  a  rocky  mountain,  to  which  we  defccnd  with  torches.  In  this  part  of 
the  country  is  much  running-water,  which  after  a  (liorter  or  longer  courfe 
is  fwallowed  up  by  the  earth.  In  it  alfo  are  many  fubterraneous  caverns 
or  grottos. 

In  the  middle  Carniola  are 

1.  The  following  towns  :  viz. 

Gottjchec,  in  the  Carniolian  Hotzfcbcvie,  or  Chotzfchevie,  a  fmall  town 
with  a  large  citadel  in  it,  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Allersberg,  and  the 
head  place  of  a  county,  to  which  belongs  moreover  the  citadel  and  fort 
of  Fricdrichflei7i  with  the  parifhes  of  Neßelthal,  Rieg,  Mofel,  TJchermoJch- 
niz,  Ofziuniz,  and  Alten  Laag.  This  town  which  was  formerly  a  feigni- 
ory  was  raifed  in  the  year  1623  to  a  county. 

Lews,  in  the  Carniolian  Lofch,  a  fmall  but  royal  town,  with  a  citadel 
in  it,  which  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Allersberg.  This  place  was  created 
a  borough  in  the  year  1477,  till  which   it  was  only  a  market-town. 

Mottling,  in  the  Carniolian  Metlika,  a  royal  town  fituate  hard  by  the 
river  Culp,  and  below  the  mountain  of  Uskoken  in  the  ancient  Windißi  mark. 
This  place  contains  in  it  a  parifh-church,  which  bears  the  title  of  a  pro- 
voftlliip,  a  Teutonic  houfe  or  a  commandery  belonging  to  that  order,  to- 
gether with  a  citadel  and  feigniory  annexed  to  it.  Before  the  town  are 
three  churches  called  the  three  templars. 

TJcher?iembl,  in  the  Carniolian  Zhertiamel,  a  little  royal  town  fituate  in  the 
Windijh  mark,  with  a  citad.;l  in  it,  to  which  belongs  a  feigniory,  and  a 
commandery  of  the  Teutonic  order,  which  is  incorporated  with  that  of 
Laybach. 

2.  The  following  market-towns :   namely, 

Auersbeng,  which  is  better  written  Aursberg,  (the  family  named  from 
it  bearing  a  bufalo  in  their  arms)  a  market-town  with  a  citadel  belonging 
to  it,  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  the  place  whence  the  princes  and  counts 
of  Auersberg  derive  their  defcent. 

Cirknitz,  in  the  Carniolian  Zirkniza,  a  market-town,  feated  amidft  high 
mountains,  and  taking  its  name  from  the  adjoining  celebrated  lake,  belongs 
to  the  feigniory  of  Haasberg.     In  this  town  is  a  confiderable  ftaple  for  fait. 

Freycnihurn,  in  tlie  Carniolian  Podbrefchie,  (i.  e.  below  the  birch-trees,)  a 
market-town,  feated  on  an  eminence  on  the  Culp,  and  fortified  with  towers 
and  a  citadel. 

Kojiel,  a  litde  market-town  environed  with  a  flrong  wall  and  feated  on  a 
fteep  rock,  under  which  runs  the  river  Culp.  On  the  top  of  this  rock  or 
mountain  ftands  the  citadel  of  Grafenwarfh,  to  which  belongs  a  feigniory 
■which  enjoys  both  the  civil  and  penal  jurifdidion  thereof. 

Reiffhiz,  in  the  Carniolian  Riberiza,  a  pretty  large  market-town,  having 
a  citadel,  and  belonging  formerly  to  the  Windijlo  mark.     Between  the  town 

and 
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and  the  citadel  runs  the  river  of  Feiftritz,  which  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
below  the  latter  lofes  itfelf  in  a  hole  in  the  earth.  In  this  place  alfo  runs 
the  Reiffnitz.  To  the  neighbouring  church  of  our  Lady.,  or  Neußift,  pil- 
grimages are  made. 

Weinitz,  otherwife  Viniza,  a  market-town  furrounded  with  walls,  and 
feated  on  a  ftoney  eminence  on  the  river  Qilp,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to 
it.  This  place  lies  in  what  formerly  conftituted  the  Windißj  mark.  On 
a  mountain  near  it  ftands  the  church  of  our  Lady  furnamed  im  Seff'el,  whi- 
ther al'b  pilgrimages  are  made. 

IV.  Into  the  Inner-Carniola,  under  which  is  underllood  that  trad  of  land 
lying  on  the  Karß  and  Poig.  This  divillon  is  for  the  moft  part  moun- 
tainous and  full  of  fmall  eminences.  Little  corn  is  cultivated  here,  but 
much  and  very  good  wine,  which  is  commonly  called  Italian.,  and  exported 
to  very  diflant  countries.  In  many  places  here  they  labour  under  a  great 
want  of  frefh-water.  Near  Adhberg  is  a  wonderful  grotto,  in  which  one 
may  go  for  upwards  of  two  miles  diftance.  In  this  fubterrancous  cavern 
are  prodigious  large  places  or  fquares,  in  which  houfes  of  confiderable 
bignefs  and  even  villages  might  ftand.  In  fome  places  alfo  are  uncommon 
depths.  Many  curious  figures  of  flones,  natural  flone  theatres,  ftone- 
bridges,  &c.  are  to  be  feen  here ;  and  hard  by  the  entrance  of  the  cavern 
the  river  Poig,  which  at  about  a  mile's  diflanceiirom  it,  ifl'ues  out  of  a  moun- 
tain, runs  into  an  aperture  in  the  rock,  and  then  glides  off"  under  the 
cavern.  The  grotto  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene.,  which  lies  about  three  quarters 
of  an  hour's  diftance  from  Adhberg.,  is  uncommonly  beautiful.  A  per- 
fon  would  imagine  he  walks  round  the  ruined  walls  of  an  old  magnificent 
palace,  of  which  the  ftill  in  part  undamaged,  and  partly  broken  ruined 
columns  ftrike  the  eye.  Near  Lueg  is  alfo  a  remarkable  grotto,  which  is 
one  mile  in  length,  and  contains  in  it  many  agreeable  trads,  with  a  variety 
of  figures  and  drop-ftones.  Near  St.  Serff  is  in  like  manner  a  grotto 
which  is  worth  feeing.  In  the  bottom  of  Wipacher  is  an  iron  mine-work 
and  a  battery.  Of  the  rivers  here  the  Timavus  has  been  celebrated  of  old. 
It  takes  its  rife  between  Tybein  and  St.  John  out  of  feven  apertures,  which 
open  into  a  rock.  In  the  Inner  Carniola  are  many  and  large  villages,  but 
fewer  towns.     We  fhall  take  notice  of 

1.  The  towns  : 

Tybein,  or  Duin,  in  Latin  Diiifium,  ftands  on  an  eminence  on  the  Adri- 
atick,  containing  a  fmall  harbour,  a  cloyfter  and  a  citadel,  to  which  belongs 
a  feigniory.  Not  far  from  it  a  very  beautiful  black  marble  is  dug.  In  the 
rocks  on  the  fea  is  found,  on  breaking  off  a  piece  of  them,  a  living  fnail 
about  the  thicknefs  of  a  man's  fift,  and  eatable.  The  ftone^  which  inclofes 
thefe  fnails,  has  divers  fmall  apertures  in  it. 

2.  The  following  market-towns :  viz. 

Adhberg,  properly  Adlersberg,  and  in  Latin  Pojhina,  a  well  built  market- 
Vol.  IV.  F  f  town. 
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town,  fiuiate  at  the  foot  of  a  high  rocky  mountain,  on   which  ftands   a 
citadel  with  the  celebrated  cavern  above-mentioned  under  it. 

yi'bcn,  in  Latin  Plauina,  a  market-town,  which  is  environed  on  all 
fides  with  high  mountiins,  large  forefts  and  dark  dtferts. 

Brem,  or  Prim,  a  fmall  market-town  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  it, 
and  feated  on  a  mountain.  This  place  is  the  property  of  the  houfe 
of  Portia. 

St.  J'Jj/i,  a  market-town,  feated  on  the  river  Timavus. 

Loiifcby  or  Logaiez,  a  market- town  and  citadel  lying  in  the  forefl:  of 
Pyrnhdum. 

Upper- Laybach,  in  the  Carniolian  Verhntna,  a  large  market-town,  in  the 
neighbrairhood  of  which  rifes  the  river  haybach. 

Senofetch,  or  Senofezche,  a  market-tov/n  but  formerly  a  borough,  to- 
gether with  the  citadel  belonging  to  it,  is  the  property  of  the  houfe 
of  Portia. 

Klan,  or  Clam,  a  market-town  and  citadel  lying  in  the  Upper-Poik. 

Wipach,  in  Latin  Vipava,  a  market-town  with  a  fortrefs  belonging  to 
it,  feated  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  which  rifes  hard  by  it. 

3.  The  charter-houfe  of  Freudcmbal,  otherwife  called  Bißra,  and  in 
Latin  ValUs  jocofa,  S.  jiicimda,  which  was  firfl:  begun  to  be  founded  in 
the  year  1255,  and  was  completed  in  1260.  Near  it  rifes  the  river 
peijiritz. 

4.  The  following  citadels  and  feigniories ;  viz. 

HaasbiTg,  a  citadel  lying  on  the  Unz,  and  belonging  to  the  houfe  of 
CcbeJizcl. 

Liirg,  (i.  e.  the  bole)  and  otherwife  called  'Jamma,  a  citadel,  feated  on 
the  center  of  a  high  rocky  mountain,  which  rifes  perpendicularly.  This 
large  building  ftands  fo  in  a  hole  in  the  rock,  that  no  rain  falls  on  it,  not- 
withftanding  which  it  has  a  roof  for  its  defence  againft  the  water,  which 
trickles  down  from  the  rock.  From  this  citadel  we  have  no  other  pro- 
fpedl  than  that  which  looks  up  towards  the  heavens.  One  half  of  the 
fore  tower  alone  projecls.  This  damp,  though  in  fummer  cool,  citadel, 
belongs  to  the  count  o{  Cobenzel.     Near  it  is  the  grotto  above-mentioned. 

St.  S>erj\  otherwife  St.  Sernjlo,  an  ancient  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain-, 
about  one  mile  from  "Trieß.  This  place  takes  its  name  from  St.  Servuhis, 
who  had  his  abode  in  the  celebrat.-d  neighbouring  cavern,  in  which  the 
Vvhite  and  grey  drop-ftone  forms  many  large  pillars  of  various  figures  on 
the  walls  and  roof.  The  fteps  here,  which  lead  to  the  citadel,  are  hewn 
in  the  rock,  and  the  entry  to  it  leads  through  the  mountain,  infomuch 
that  a  light  is  necelTary.  It  contains  alfo  a  riding-fchool,  which  is  likewife 
hewn  out  of  the  reck.  Below  the  citadel  lies  a  village  of  the  fame  name. 
In  this  tradl  grow  fome  excellent  wines,  as  the  ^fchernecall  and  Marzamin^ 
V.  Into  IJiria,  in  the  Carniolian  Ißriamke^  or  Pifmske  Krai.  This 
1  Außrian 
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Aiißrian  part  of  Ißria  Is  very  fertile  in  wine,  oil,  corn  and  other  necellarics 
for  fubfiftence,  and  confifts 

I.  Of  tile  county  o'i  Mitterburg,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  counts 
of  Gorz,  but  on  their  extindlion  devolved  to  the  houfe  of  Aujiria.  In 
the  year  1644  this  county  was  mortgaged  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  III, 
to  Count  Fiangini,  who  afterwards  made  a  prefent  ot  it  to  tiie  houfe  of 
Portia,  whereby  it  became  difmembered  froni  Carniola.  This  created  great 
uneafinefb  among  the  Carnioliaiis,  wherelure  in  the  year  1664,  they  made 
proper  reprefentations  to  the  Emperor  on  account  of  this  ieparation,  and 
with  the  Imperial  confent  purchafed  the  county  fbr  550,000  florins  of  the 
Prince  oi  Portia,  and  again  difpoled  of  it  to  the  Prmce  o'i  Aursberg,  but 
with  refervation  of  all  its  former  fuperiorities,  jurifJiflions,  inllances,  and 
whatever  e'fe  is  appendent  thereto,  or  depending  on  the  country  of  Car- 
niola ;  whereby  the  difmembering  of  it  from  Carniola  was  prevented  for  the 
future.  The  houfe  of  Aitrshetg  is  Hill  in  pollellion  of  it,  and  governs  ix 
by  a  captain.  It  has  a  biOiop  who  refides  at  Biben,  contains  in  it  twenty- 
eight  parilh  churches,  among  which  are  five  collegiate  ones,  together  with 
two  cathedrals  and  four  cloyftcrs.     In  it  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

The  following  towns  :  liz. 

Mitterburg,  in  Latin  Pajiva,  or  Pijinwn,  the  head  town  of  the  county, 
and  an  open  place,  containing  a  citadel,  fcated  on  a  fteep  rock,  as  alio  a 
provofiüiip,  a  cloyfter  of  Francijcans,  and  feveral  churches. 

Biben,  otherwife  called  Piljchem,  and  in  Latin  Pedena,  or  Petina,  a 
town  leated  in  a  very  fertile  fpot  on  a  high  mountain,  and  the  fee  of  a 
billiop,  to  whofe  jurifdidion  belong  two  towns  and  eleven  villages,  in  which 
are  fourteen  panflies,  but  the  biihop  himfelf  is  fuffragan  to  the  prelate 
of  Götz. 

Antignana,  or  Antinjana,  a  pretty  large  town  but  not  very  populous, 
feated  on  a  mountain,  and  which  contains  in  it  four  churches  with  another 
lying  before  the  town. 

GalUgniana,  or  Galliniafia,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  a  floney  mountain,* 
with  a  fort  belonging  to  it. 

Berfchetz,  or  Berjcbefzh,  a  little  town  feated  on  a  high  rock  on  the 
Adriatick  fea,  and  containing  a  fmall  harbour.  In  this  place  is  produced 
a  tliick  and  very  fweet  wine,  of  a  black-red  colour. 

Laurana,  a  linall  town  feated  on  the  Adriatick,  with  a  little  harbour. 

Rem.  The  two  laft  places  belong  not  to  i\iQ  proper  Ißria,  but  rather  to 
Ijiburnia. 

2.  The  following  market-towns :  viz. 

Boglion,  commonly  called  Bolun,  a  market-town  fcated  on  a  pretty  high 
mountain. 

K'-ink,  or  Kringa,  in  Latin  Coriticum.,  a  market-town,  fituate  indeed  in 
a  fruitful  fpot,  but  labouring  under  a  want  of  frelli-water,  and  containing 
but  few  inhabitants.  F  f  2  Pafzberg, 
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Pafzherg-,  commonly  called  Pas,  a  market-town,  featcd  on  a  hi"h 
bu;  fertile  mountain,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  it,  and  containing  three 
churches, 

himiar,  a  market-tuwn  flanding  on  a  pretty  high  mountain. 

Swingk,  or  Ijmin,  otherwife  called  Shmin,  an  open  market-town  feated 
on  an  cnjinciice,  which  labours  under  a  want  of  water. 

Hermo^  or  Beram,  a  market-town,  feated  on   an  emiPiCnce. 

Tervi/b,  or  'rc?-vis,  an  open  market-town,  alio  (landing  on  an  eminence. 

Shumberg,  or  Sumbeig,  a  market-town,  fituate  on  a  pretty  high  mountain. 

Kerjckan,  or  Kerjcbon,  a  walled  market-town  citadel  and  feigniory. 

3.  The  following  citadels  and  ieigniories :  -lvz. 

Zcpitfch,  a  citadel  and  feigniory  lying  on   the  lake  of  Zepitfcb  and  the 
river  Arja,  the  air  of  which  is  unwholefome. 
Bellay  and  Wachfctißein,  feigniorics. 

4.  The  following  cloyflers  :  viz. 

The  cloyfter  of  St.  Mary  on  the  lake,  which  lies  on  the  lake  of  Zepiifchy 
and  is  filled  with  monks  of  the  order  of  St.  Paul  the  firft  hermit. 

St.  Peter  and  Paul  at  the  injood,  a  cloyfter  founded  in  the  year  1255.  and 
in  1459  added  to  that  near  the  lake  oi  Zepitjch.  Hard  by  it  is  a  fmall 
cloyfter  furnamed  in  der  Krone,  but  in  which  no  ecclefiaftics  relide,  for 
which  reafon  it  is  under  the  diredion  of  the  cloyfter  of  St.  Peter. 

2.  Of  the  feigniory  oi  Caßua,  but  which  properly  lies  in  Lihurnia.  This 
feigniory  is  bounded  by  the  town  of  St.  Veit  on  the  Pflaum,  by  Gutenck, 
the  Venetian  IJiria,  the  county  of  Mitterburg,  and  the  bay,  or  inare  di 
Carnero,  beint^  above  eight  German  miles  in  circuit.  It  belongs  to  the 
ecclefiaftical  jurifdiftion  of  the  billiop  oi  Pola.  In  the  year  1400  it  fell  to 
the  houfe  of  Außria,  and  was  incorporated  with  the  dutchy  of  Carniola. 
The  Emperor  Frederick  II.  ceded  it  to  Count  Balthafar  of  Tkanlaujcn, 
and  afterwards  the  countefs  of  Urjula  oi  Thanhaufen  made  a  donation  there- 
of to  the  Jefuits  of  St,  Veit  on  the  Pflaum,  to  whom  it  ftill  belongs,  and  who 
govern  it  by  a  captain,  from  whofe  fentence  lies  an  appeal  to  the  court 
\yi  Carniola.     To  it  belongs 

Coßua,  properly  Khoßau,  a  town,  feated  on  a  high  mountain  on  the 
Adriatick.     In  the  citadel  or  caflle  liere  refides  the  captain  of  the  feigniory. 

Volouska,  a  market-town,  fituate  on  the  Adriatick,  and  having  a  fmall 
harbour.  Not  far  from  it  is  an  exceeding  fine  and  large  harbour  called 
Preluka,  in  which  a  whole  fleet  may  lie.  In  this  harbour  are  taken 
many  tunnies. 

Vaprinitz,  Vaprinez,  or  Vaprinaz,  a  market-town,  feated  on  a  ftoney 
mountain  which  .is  deemed  a  caftle. 

Mofchenize,  a  market  town,  feated  on  a  mountain  on  the  Adriatick, 
with  a  fmall  caftle  belonging  to  it.     A  fine  marble  is  dug  at  this  place. 

St.  Jacob  on  the  Sea,  a  cloyfter  of  Augußines,  having  the  title  of  an 
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abbey  and  lying  on  the  AdricUick.     This  cloyftcr  belongs  to  the  Aiigufiinei 
of  St.  Veit  on  the  Fflaum. 

4.  Other  towns,  territories,  and    provinces,  fubjeä;  to   the   regency  of 
Inner- Au/lria. 

I.  The  town  of  St.  Veit  on  the  PjJaum,  otherwife  called  B^ekd,  in  Ifaliaa 
Fiume,  and  in  Latin  Flumen  S.  Viti,  lies  in  Liburnia,  on  a  bay  of  the 
Adriatick,  called  il golfo  di  Carnero,  in  Latin  Sitius  Flanaticin  Zä  Polam/s, 
and  into  which  the  river  of  Fiumara  or  Rcka  pours  itfelf  here.  This  town 
lies  in  .a  narrow  plain  in  the  Dale.,  yielding  good  wines,  hgs,  and  other 
fruits.  The  place  itfelf  is  populous,  and  contains  in  it  one  collegiate- 
church,  with  a  college  of  Jefuits  founded  in  the  year  1627,  to  whom  the 
feigniory  of  Coflua  belongs,  and  two  cloyfters.  Without  it,  on  the  ft  a, 
alio  (lands  a  cloyfter.  The  harbour  here  is  formed  by  the  Fiumara.  From 
this  town  large  quantities  of  goods  and  wares  are  exported,  a  confiderable 
part  of  which  come  from  Hungary,  and  for  the  more  commodious  im- 
portation of  them  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  caufed  an  expeniive  highway 
to  be  made  from  this  place  to  Carlßadt  in  Croatia.  A  fugar  houfe  has 
alfo  been  founded  here.  St.  Veit  is  exempt  from  taxes  and  contributions. 
Formerly  it  was  incorporated  in  the  dutchy  ot  Carniola^  and  with  it  bore 
all  impofts ;  but  fo  early  as  the  year  1648  it  was  no  longer  leckoned  a 
member  of  the  province  of  Czrw/o/^.  It  is  under  the  diredion  oi-  the  re- 
gency of  one  of  the  land-princes,  filled  captain,  who  refuieo  at  the  clLadei,, 
but  has  no  province  belonging  to  it. 

The  captain  of  this  town  is  at  the  iame  time  captain  of  Ttrjat,  a  citadel 
feated  on  a  rock  about  one  large  quarter  of  an  hour's  di'Lince  from  the 
town  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Fiumara.  It  contains  alfo  zFrancifcan  cloyfter, 
near  which  is  a  celebrated  chapel  of  Mary  oj  Loreto,  on  the  fpot  where 
the  Cafa  Santa,  or  houfe  of  the  Virgin,  had  flood  for  three  yearj^,  kvexi 
months,  and  four  days,  befoie  it  was  conveyed,  in  the  year  1294,  by  the 
Angels  to  Loreto  in  Italy.  Between  the  citadel  and  cloyfter  are  feme  houfes 
which  are  called  a  market-town. 

Rem.  The  gulf  of  Car?iero  abounds  in  fifh;  among  which  we  find  here 
a  kind  called  Gatto-,  which  grows  to  a  confiderable  fize.  The  ikin  of 
this  fifh,  forming  a  fort  of  fliagreen,  is  ufed  for  the  cafes  of  watches,  caf- 
kets,  telefcopes,  6?c.  In  this  bay,  in  that  part  belonging  to  the  port  of 
Re,  large  ftones  are  found  in  the  deep,  being  a  kind  of  brown  marble,  in 
which,  when  broke  to  pieces  with  heavy  hammers,  here  and  there  arc 
found  Fiving  mufcles,  which  are  fmooth.  and  brown,  and  have  a  greater 
refeniblance  to  the  ktrnels  of  dates  in  lize  and  form,  than  thofe  wljich 
are  found  on  the  ftrand  in  the  marquifate  of  Anco?2a  in  the  ecdefiaftical 
countries. 

II.  The  territory  of  T'rieß.     To  it  belongs 

I.  Trieß,  in  the  Carniolian  Terß^  or  Tereß,  in  the  Italian  T'rieße,  and 
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in  Latin  Tergcßum,  a  town  fituate  on  a  part  of  the  Adriatick,  called   // 
golfo  di  'Triejle.     The  houies  here  ftand  on  the  afcent  of  a    mountain,  ex- 
t.nding   themfelves  quite   to  the  lea,  and  on  the  top  of  the   mountain  is 
a  caftlc.   The  harbour  con fifts  of  the  inner  and  outer.    The  Emprefs  Queen 
Maria  'Tberefia  has  cauicd  it  to  be  confiderably  improved  and  fortified,  and 
alio  declared  it  a  free  harbour,  imparting  thereto  all  the  requifite  immu- 
nities and  privileges,  whence  all  forts  of  wares  both  by  water  and  land,   in 
and  out  of  the  time  of  fairs,  may  be  imported  here  free  from  any  duties  and 
taxes ;  but  from  this  immunity  iron,  (leel,  copper,  quickfilver,  fa^it,  gun- 
powder,  mirrors,   and  cryftal  arc  excepted.     By   theie   means   many  ihips 
and  velicis  are  induced  to  arrive  there,  which  at  this  place  unlade  their  goods 
and  take  otJiers  on  board,  which  are  conveyed  from  hence  by  land-carriage 
out  of  the  hereditary  lands  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Außria,  and  alfo  out 
of  Germany.     From  the  Lazaret  to   the  fmall  illand  of  Zucho,  is   a  wall 
fortified  with  a  baiiion,  which  ferves  as  well  for  the  defence  of  the  harbour 
agalnft  an  enemy,  as  for  fcreening  it  againfl  the  wind,  and  alfo  for  the  fe- 
curity  of  the   fliipping.     On  the  north-weft  fide  of  the  town,  where  for- 
mcily  were  falt-pits,  a  beautiful  fuburb  has  been  erefted,  and  thereby   the 
bad  air,   which  formerly  arole  from  thefe  falt-pits,   meliorated  :  But  liill  at 
the  time  of  flood,  which  often  rifes  here  four  or  five  feet  in  height,  a  ftench 
is  perceived,  the  fea  at  this  place  having  a  boggv  ground.     The  water  alfo 
of  a  frelh  fpring  has   been   conduded  by  pipes   from  the  diitance  of  two 
Italian  miles  to  tliis  town.     Thefe  and  other  improvements  and  good   re- 
gulations have  in  view  the   increafe  of  the  trade  of  the  place.     Trieße  is 
l:kew!fe  the  fee  of  a  bifhop,  who  is  fuffiagan  to  the   archbilLop  of  Gerz, 
and  bears  the  title  of  count  oi 'Triejle.     In  its  cathedral  too  are    twelve  ca- 
nons.    Tile  Jefuits  college  here,  to  which  belong  two  churches,  was  found- 
ed in  the  year  1618  ;  exclufive  of  all  which  here  are  two  cloyffers  within, 
and   one  vi'ithout  the    town.     The    fovertign  captain,  who   governs    the 
town    and   its  territory,  refides    in    the   caftle,     Lothanus,  King    of  Italy, 
made  a  donation  of  this  town  and  the  circumjacent  country,  together  with 
the  rioht  of  mintage  to  Jolm  at  that  time  bifhop  of  the  place;  but  bifhop 
John  II.  difpoied  of  the  jurifdiction  over  it  to  the  community  of  Trieße  for 
five  hundred  marks.     Afterwards  it  was  incorporated   with  the  dutchy  of 
Carniola,  but  again  difmembered. 

In  the  tract  of  this  town  grow  fome  fine  wines, 

2.  Projjcgk,  a  village,  which  is  famous  for  its  excellent,  pleafant  and 
very  wholibme  wine,  which  is  alfo  called  Reinfall.  At  this  place  flood  the 
Puzinum  of  the  ancients. 

111.  The  Idnan  bottom  lies  between  Carniola  and  the  county  of  Gorz, 
and  has  its  name  trom  the  royal  market-town  of 

Ydria,  or  Idria,  which  is  immediately  fubjed  to  the  Inner- Auflri an  auWc 
chamber  'jiGratz.    This  town  lies  in  a  deep  valley  amidfl  high  mountains, 
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on  the  rivulet  of  Yderjcheza  or  Idrja^  containing  in  it  n  citndef,  and  nbout 
two  hundred  and  kvcii'.y  houles  which  lie  diiperled.  Ic  is  famoas  for  its 
mines  of"  quicklilver,  which  were  difcovcred  in  the  \e^r  1497,  and  rave 
occafion  to  the  building  ot  this  place.  The  principal  (hafts  ior  it  are  St. 
Agatha  and  St.  Barbara.  Both  the  common  and  a  virgin  quickulver  is 
found  here,  tiic  former  i^  extraded  by  fire  out  of  the  ore  ;  but  the  latter,  or 
the  virgin,  nature  has  alreidy  prepared  herielf,  and  this  is  found  in  many- 
ores,  upon  beating  them  to  pieces,  in  numerous  fmall  drops.  It  appears 
alio  in  a  fort  of  clay,  and  trickles  lometimcs  down  through  the  veins  or 
rents  of  tlie  mountains.  A  fpecies  of  this  virgin  quickfiiver  is  extracted ' 
by  a  flight  feparation.  The  extiaäion  of  the  common  quickfiiver  by  iire 
ufualiy  continues  from  the  middle  of  March  till  November,  and  when  the 
demand  for  it  is  great,  and  the  number  of  the  labourers  complete,  2600 
centners  at  lead:  may  be  extraded  yearly,  each  of  which  is  fold  by  the  great 
for  one  hundred  and  fifty  florins,  but  by  the  fmall  for  tv/o  fir)i!ns  ihe 
pound.  In  virgin  quickfiiver  may  be  collected  to  the  amount  of  one  hun- 
dred centners.  This  fells  dearer  than  the  common  fort.  The  annual  ex- 
pences  attending  thefe  works  amount  to  about  60,000  florins. 

iV".  The  capiainihip  of  "//^//.ww  is  a  confiderable  but  mountainous  trad 
of  territory,  in  which  the  river  Lijhiizo  (anciently  the  Sontius)  lifcs,  and 
runs  through  it.  This  captainfhip  commences  at  the  borders  of  Carinlhiay 
a;id  extends  in  length  to  the  borders  of  the  Upper -ind  Inner-Car/n'Jci  to  the 
idr'iaii  bottom  and  the  county  of  Gor%.  Th.e  north  part  confiils  of  the  bottom 
of  Fliclch.  On  theextindion  of  the  Dormiberg  family,  this  captainfhip  de- 
volved to  the  counts  oi P reiner  of  the  line  oi  Gralz,  who  in  the  year  1649, 
obtained,  that  of  a  fief  it  iliould  be  made  allodial.  From  this  family  it 
came  with  all  its  rights  to  the  counts  of  Coronini,  to  whom  it  alfo  (till  be- 
longs.    The  principal  place  in  it  is 

Tulmino,  a  market-town  having  a  citadel,  leated  on  a  mountain  under 
which  flows  the  rivuiet  of  Tulmin,  and  not  far  from  this  place  falls  into 
the  river  Lifcnzo. 

V.  The  county  of  Gorz,  in  Latin  comltatus  Goritiir,  never  belonged  to 
Carniola.,  and  thus  is  falfely  annexed  to  it  by  geographers.  This  county 
to  the  norih  is  bounded  by  the  captainlliip  oi'tulniim,,  to  the  eafc  by  tiie 
Idrian  bottom  and  Carniola,  to  the  louth  alio,  by  Carniola,  and  the  Vene- 
tian territory  of  Mcfacolne,  and  to  the  wefl:  is  fepar;ited  by  the  river  of  ludri 
from  che  Venetian  Friuli.  In  a  generous  white  and  pleafant  red  wine  this 
country  is  moft  fruitful.  Between  the  vineyards  corn  is  alfo  fown  ;  fine 
fruit  likevvife  grows  here  but  little  oil.  Its  horfes  and  oxen  too  are  few, 
but  its  gtnts  numerous.  Much  care  is  employed  here  in  the  culture  of  filk. 
The  river  IJjonzo  (anciently  the  Sontius,  and  in  Italian  //  Sontio,  out  of 
which  t'-ie  Lifonzo  is  formed)  traverfes  the  breadth  of  this  province,  receiv- 
ing in  it  the  brook  oiT!ulmin^  and  the  rivers  Ji/r/V?,  Wipach,  and  Torre^  and 
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at  length  pours  Itfelf  into  the  Adriatkk  fea.  The  lower  fort  of  inhabitants, 
from  Carnioia  to  Lifonzo,  fpeak.  a  Slavonick  dialecfl;  but  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  river,  Slavonick  and  Furlan^  or  Friulian,  which  laft  might  be  called 
a  curtailed  Italian  and  a  half  French.  The  perlons  of  note  here  fpeak 
likcwife  the  Italian  and  German.  Of  two  hundred  and  eight  noble  families, 
which  ftand  in  the  matricula  of  the  province,  in  the  year  1753  there  re- 
mained only  thirty-nine  in  the  whole  country,  the  others  being  either  ex- 
tin(il  or  fettled  in  other  countries,  and  only  honorary  members  of  the  pro- 
vince of  Gorz,  The  whole  country  is  addidled  to  the  Roman  catholic 
church.  Formerly  it  belonged  to  the  ecclefiaflical  jurifdidlion  of  the  ^z\x\- 
2i\Q\\  oi  Aquileja;  but  ever  fince  the  year  1751  an  archbifhopric  has  been 
eftablifhed  in  the  town  of  Gorx^  under  which  the  ancient  ecclefiaftical  jurif- 
djdion  of  the  patriarch,  fo  far  as  it  extended  in  the  territories  of  the  houfe 
of  Außria,  is  made  fubjedl.  This  archbifliop  and  the  chapter  pofiefs  all 
the  revenues  and  eftates  in  the  y/z//??-/^'«  territories,  which  the  patriarch  for- 
me: ly  held.  The  firfl  of  thefe  is  nominated  by  the  houfe  of  Außria,  and 
has  the  bifhops  ot  Trident  and  Ccmo  in  the  dutchy  oi  Milan,  as  alfo  of  Trieße 
a  id   Eibcn  in  Ijlria,  for  his  fufi'ragans. 

The  origin  of  the  ancient  counts  of  Gorz  is  not  eafy  to  be  determined, 
?>=i  certain  vouchers  are  wanting.  In  the  Teutamcn  geneal.  chronohg.  pro- 
mo'vaidie  Seriei  comitum  &  rcrum  Goritice  of  Count  Corcnini  di  Ziiifcha  it 
i>  conjedured,  p.  83,  84.  that  at  command,  or  with  confent  of  the  Em- 
peror Henr)  IV.  or  V.  the  county  of  Gorz  was  conferred  on  the  family 
of  the  counts  of  Tsrol,  either  out  of  refpedl  to  their  confanguinity  or  af- 
finity; the  head  of  which  family  from  the  year  1090  to  1121  was  either 
Godfrey  II.  or  his  fon  Adalbert  or  Aibrecht.  Of  the  fons  of  Meinhard  III. 
Meinhard  IV.  propagated  the  Tyrolian  line,  but  Albrecht  II.  that  of  Gorz. 
In  the  year  1500  Count  Leonhard  oi  Gorz  died  without  male  heirs,  upon 
which  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I.  by  virtue  of  certain  ancient  ftipulations, 
which  were  particularly  made  in  the  years  1361,  1364,  1394,  and  J486, 
took  polTtliion  of  the  county,  which  was,  moreover,  before  mortgaged  to 
him  :  Since  this  time  it  has  alfo  conftantly  remained  in  the  houfe  of  Außria, 
Gorz  is  deemed  a  county  inverted  with  princely  dignity,  all  the  Aiißrian 
Emperors  from  Maximilian  I.  being  ffiled  princely  counts  of  Gorz.  Their 
ihield  armorial  at  this  day  is  cut  through  to  the  right,  and  in  the  upper  field 
azure  is  a  lion  or,  with  a  divided  tail ;  but  the  under  field  argent  is 
wont  to  be  divided  either  by  two  red  fillets,  or  to  contain  in  it  three  fillets 
argent  with  two  of  gides  intermixed. 

Till  the  year  1747  this  county  was  governed  by  a  land-captain,  hut  ever 
fince  that  time  the  regency  has  been  entrufled  with  a  lieutenant,  or  Regius 
locum  tenens  S.  reprccfentans,  who  differed  almofl  folely  in  title  with  the  for- 
mer. To  this  otlicer  fucceeded  the  land-adminiflrator  or  Prator,  who, 
taking  to  his  afiiftance  fix  afTefTors  and  two  nobles,  decides  the  law-fuits  of 
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the  nobility;  but  in  criminal  cafes  a  greater  number  of  the  nobility  muft 
be  called  in.  From  the  court  of  Gorz  an  appeal  lies  to  the  Inner- Auftrian 
regency  of  Gratz,  The  counties  of  Gorx  and  Gradijca  contribute  yearly 
41502  florins  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  army  of  the  houfe  of  Aiiflria. 
In  this  county  we  (hall  take  notice  of 

1.  Gorz,  in  Latin  Goritia,\n  the  Slavonick  Goriza,  i.  e.  a  fm all  mountain^ 
a  town  confifliing  of  two  principal  parts.  The  Old  or  Upper-Town  ftands 
on  a  mountain,  with  a  citadel  belonging  to  itj  and  in  the  plain  beneath  it 
lies  the  Under-Toivn,  which  is  newer  than  the  former.  Ever  fince  th« 
year  1751  this  town  has  been  the  fee  of  an  archbiOiop,  of  which  we 
have  treated  above.  Exclufive  of  the  metropolitan  church  here,  in  it 
are  alfo  feven  cloyfter-churches  and  nine  chapels.  In  the  Jefuits  college 
too  is  a  gymnajium. 

2.  Cajiagno'-jicza  (i  e.  the  cheflmit  wood)  a  Carmelite  cloyfier  with  a  fine 
church  belonging  to  it,  in  which  is  a  miraculous  image  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 
This  cloyfter  lies  hard  by  the  town. 

3.  Monte  Santo,  a  famous  mountain,  on  which  ftands  a  cloyfter  oi  Fra7i- 
cifains,  to  whofe  church,  on  account  of  an  image  there  of  the  Virgin,  di- 
vers pilgrimages  are  made. 

VI.  The  county  of  Gradifca,  which  is  inveded  with  princely  dignitv, 
was,  in  the  year  1641,  conferred  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  III.  on  the 
princely  houfe  of  Eggetiberg,  which  houfe  becoming  cxtindl  in  the  year 
1 71 7,  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  conferred  it  on  the  count  of  Altban, 
who  in  a  genteel  manner  declined  it,  wherefore  it  was  afterwards  governed 
by  a  peculiar  captain  ;  but  at  prefent  the  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Girs;  is 
at  the  fame  time  captain  of  Gradifca. 

Gradifca  is  a  well  fortified  little  town  fituate  on  the  river  Lifonzo  and 
eredted  by  the  Venetians  in  the  year  1473  againft  the  encroachments  of 
the  Turks. 

VII.  The  territory  of  Aquileja  is  alfo  governed  by  the  lieutenant  of  Gorz. 
It  belonged  formerly,  as  did  likewife  all  Fritili  and  Ißria,  to  the  patriarch 
of  Aquileja ;  but  in  the  fifteenth  century  the  Venetians  in  the  time  of  the 
patriarch  Lewis,  who  was  alfo  duke  of  Teck,  made  themfelves  mafiers  of 
the  patriarchal  countries,  but  of  thofe  afterwards  a  part  defcended  to  the 
houie  of  Außria.  The  patriarch  being  thus  reduced  to  very  narrow  li* 
mits,  after  Aquileja  or  Aglar  had  fallen  to  decay,  held  his  refidence  at 
Udine.  The  republic  of  Venice  prevailed  fo  far  at  the  court  of  Rome  that 
the  patriarchate  ihould  be  filled  with  none  but  a  Venetian ;  but  this  gave 
occafion  afterwards  to  great  difputes  with  the  houfe  of  Außria,  as  even  at 
that  time,  namely  in  the  years  1621  and  1641,  it  was  forbidden  the  patri- 
arch to  enter  the  Auflrian  territories,  and  to  vifit  the  churches  founded 
therein,  which  belonged  to  the  patriarchal  jurifdiäion.  In  1749  on  Nc- 
vember  29,  and  in  1750  on  Jtme  27,  the  Pope,  at  the  requefl:  of  the  Em- 
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piefs  Queen  Maria  Therefm,  declared  Count  Charles  Michael  of  Jlttemi 
anoftolical  and  temporal  vicar  of  the  ecclefiaftical  jurifdidion  ot  yJglar  in" 
the  Aiißrian  countries.  This  gave  rife  to  a  ftipulation  between  the  houfe 
oi  Aujlria  and  the  republic  of  Venice,  which  in  1751,  was  confirmed  by 
the  Pope.  By  virtue  thereof  the  patriarchüiip  of  Jglar  is  quite  annulled, 
and  inftend  of  it  two  archbiOioprics  ereded ;  v/z.  one  at  Gorz,  to  which 
the  ecclefiaftical  jurifdiOion  of  Aglar,  fo  far  as  it  extends  into  the  Aitßrian 
countries,  are  fubjed:,  and  the  revenues  arifing  from  thefe  countries  and  the 
eftates  therein  afhgned ;  and  one  at  Vdine,  to  which  the  churches  of  the 
ecclefiaftical  jurifdk'tion  of  y^^'-Azr  in  the  territory  of  the  republic  o^  Venice, 
and  the  revenues,  which  the  former  patriarch  enjoyed  in  thele  countries, 
are  appropriated. 

Aquiicja,  or  Aglar,  which  was  formerly  a  confiderable  borough,  is  now 
only  an  inconfiderable  market-town,  breathing  an  unwholfome  air.  The 
ancient  patriarchal-church  of  our  Lady,  by  -virtue  of  the  papal  decree  of 
1 75 1,  has  been  deprived  of  its  pariOi,  but  exempted,  and  made  immediately 
fubjedl  to  the  Roman  chair;  fo  that  the  Pope  always  appoints  an  Atifirian 
fubjedl  as  apoftolical  delegate  here,  to  whofe  direäion  alfo  the  ex- 
empted cloyfter  of  nuns  in  this  town  is  entrufted.  On  the  contrary,  the 
church  of  St.  John  here  is  made  the  parifli-church  of  the  town,  and  is  fub- 
jed  in  fpiritual  matters  to  the  archbiftiop  of  Gorz. 

III.  The  anterior  Aiiflrian  countries :  containing 


I.  The  C  o  u  N  T  Y    oi   T  T  R  0  L, 
In  the  limited  fenfe,  which  is  invefted  with  princely  dignity. 

s  I.  ^T^HE  name  of  Tyrol  is  here  taken  in  the  ftridteft  meaning,  fepa- 
-''  rating  from  it  the  temporal  jurifdidlion  of  the  bifliops  of  Trent 
and  Brixen,  and  what  belongs  to  the  Teutonick  order  and  the  princely 
houfe  of  Dietrichflein  in  Tyrol ;  my  defign  being  to  treat  below  of  thefe 
States  of  the  circle  of  Aujtria  in  particular.  The  county  of  Tyrol,  as  in- 
vefted with  princely  dignity,  is  called  Upper- Außria,  and  that  in  contradif- 
tinftion  to  the  country  fituate  above  and  below  the  Ens,  which  with  refpedt 
to  this  is  called  Loiver-Auflria. 

§.  2.  Lazius,  Tgl  in  Volderthurn,  Burglechner  and  Giimpp,  have,  each  after 
the  other,  delineated  and  publifhed  charts  of  Tyrol;  of  which  Mefirs.  Jailloty 
Nolin,  von  Witt,  Valk,  Homann,  Baillieii  and  others,  who  in  later  times 
have  publiHied  charts  of  this  country,  have  availed  themklves  with  profit. 
That  of  Hojnann  conftitutes  tlie  thirty-eighth  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany, 
4  One 
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One  confiderable  defecft  however  in  thefe  charts  is,  that  they  do  not  fuf- 
ficiently  diftinguifli  the  temporalties  of  the  bifhops  of  T^rc7U  and  Brixen 
from  their  refpeilive  diocefes. 

§.3.  TjTö/ abounds  in  mountains,  and  hence  contains  fome  excellent 
narrow  pafles  or  defiles  in  it,  infomuch  that  an  enemy  penetrating  into  the 
country  may  not  only  be  kept  off  by  fire-arms,  but  alfo   by  large  ftones 
rolled  down  from  the  mountains.     Thefe  eminences  take  their  rife  for  the 
moft    part  in  the  middle  of  the  country,  in   which   lie   partly   what    are 
called  the  Ferner,  by  which  is  underftood  the  huge  and  eternal  heaps  and 
plains  of  ice  which  are  fo  denominated  from  the  places  adjoining,  as  the 
Giirgler,  the  Fendter,  the  Sehnalfer,  the  Rofner,  the  Tauferer,  &c.  all  which 
give  rife  to  many  rivers;  and  partly  the   Brenne  a  high   mountain    fituate 
betwixt  Infpruck  and  Storzing,  from  which  the  toll  of  Lueg  commences, 
and  over  which  the  high  road  leads  for  about  four  hours  in  length.     But 
the  TyroUan  mountains,  though  covered  with  fnow  to  the  very  utmod  fum- 
mits  of  them,  are  alfo  fertile;  whence  we  obferve  here  not  only  the  finelt 
woods,  abounding  in   a  variety  of  game,  but  alfo  large  and  good  corn- 
fields ;  or  where  thefe  mountains  are  barren  there  are,  for  the  moft  part, 
mine-works  or  excellent  marble  of  all  colours.     Corn  thrives  well  in  many, 
nay  in  moft  places  here  ;  particularly  in  the  Vintjcbau,  the  diftrid:  of  Storz- 
ing,  and  the  Pujierthal.     On  the  eminences  grow  alfo  all  forts  of  the  fine 
fruits  which  Italy  yields,  and  likewife  fmall  woods  of  cheftnut-trees,  toge- 
ther with  fine  vines.     In   the   trail  of  Axam  near  Infpruck.,  and   in   the 
Oejlhal  grows  much  flax ;  in  the   Achenthal  it  alfo  grows   in   perfeftion, 
but  not  in  the  fame  quantity.     In  the  Piißerthal  is   a  very  good   breed   of 
horned-cattle,  and  in    the  Vintfchaii  is    found    a    good    breed   of  horfes. 
Among  the  wild-beafts  here  are  chamois  and  wild-goats.     Choice  herbs 
are  alfo  every  where  to  be  found  here.     There  are  likewife  in  this   county 
feveral  precious  ftones,    as   granates,  rubies,  amethyfts,  and    emeralds,  as 
alfo  a  fpecies  of  diamonds;  and  likewife  agates,  cornelians,  chalcedonies, 
malachites,  ^c.     Hot  baths  are  found  here  in  Scllrain  hard  by  hijp-uck,  in 
Vlten  near  Meran,  on  the  middle  of  the  Brenner,  at  Aentholx  in  the  Fuf- 
terthal,  and  at  other  places ;  and  acid  waters  at  Br  lit  x  in  the  Upper-Linthal 
near  Trdjp,  &c.     At  Ha//  are  profitable  falt-pits.    Not  far  from  Sc/jivatz  is 
a  mine  of  filver  and  copper,  and  fome   miles  diftant  from  the  latter  is  alfo 
a  mine-work,  which   yields   a  very  foft  and.  malleable  copper.     This  cop- 
per contains   in   it  fome  filver  and  gold.     Good  lead    together  with    fine 
mineral  colours,  alum,  vitriol,  and  a  fine   filver-ore,  are  alfo  found  here. 

The  principal  rivers  in  this  county  are  i.  The  I/jn,  or  Inn,  in  Latin 
Oenus,  or  Enns,  which  riles  near  the  Ju/ierberg  in  the  Gotteß^aitsbund,  ilfues 
out  of  the  Fiinflermiinz.  in  Tyro/,  and  pafles  through  the  XJp>per  and  Loive?-- 
Innt/ja/y  and  out  of  Fyro/  enters  Bavaria,  in  which  country  it  falls  at  Paßau 
into   the  Danube.     This  river  receives  a  number  of  leffer   flreams  in  it, 
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among  which  Is  the  «S///,  in  Latin  &Ua,  which  rifes  in  the  bifliopric  of 
Erixen  on  the  other  fide  the  Brenner,  carries  grains  of  gold  in  it,  and  at 
Injpruck  falls  into  the  Inn.  2.  The  Etjch,  in  Latin  the  Athcjis,  or  Jtri- 
anus,  lifes  near  a  fmall  village  called  am  Rejchen,  paffes  through  three 
lakes,  and  having  traverfed  all  the  Vintjchau  as  ifar  as  Meran,  below  Beizen 
receives  the  river  Eyfack,  in  Latin  the  Atagis,  Hijarcus,  Jtargus,  or  Ey- 
fuccus,  which  rifes  in  the  Brenner  ;  and  near  Bn'xen,  the  Ryenz,  in  Latin 
the  Bvrrbus,  or  Byrra.  After  this  it  becomes  navigable,  and  traverfes  the 
bifhopric  of  Trent  and  the  territory  of  the  republic  of  Venice,  falling  at  laft 
near  Brunduh  into  the  Adriaiick  (ca.  3.  T\\t  Lech,  in  Latin  the  Z/jrz/j, 
or  Lecbits,  which  takes  its  rife  in  the  fannberg,  and  traverfing  Tyrdian 
ground  for  twelve  hours  in  length  thro'  the  feigniory  oi  Ehrenberg,  forms 
after  that  the  limits  between  the  circles  of  Swabia  and  Bavaria,  falling  be- 
low Donauwertb,  near  the  nunnery  of  Schemieiverd  into  the  Danube.  4.  The 
Drau,  which  rifes  about  half  an  hour's  diftance  above  Inichen,  in  the 
feigniory  of  Welfperg,  in  the  Pußerthal,  and  receiving  near  Lienz  the  Tfel, 
in  L'.ttin  the  Infula,  which  is  fomewhat  larger  than  it,  goes  out  of  Tyrol  into 
Carinthia.  5.  The  Ifcr,  in  Latin  the  Ifara,  which  rifes  in  the  feigniory  o£ 
Thaur,  between  Hall  and  Injpruck,  and  foon  enters  Bavaria. 

§.  4.  In  this  country  are  twelve  towns,  and  ten  villages  which  have  mar- 
kets. The  common  people  here,  exclufive  of  the  fubfiflence  which  the 
mines  and  falt-works  yield  them,  have  not  much  to  earnj  whence 
a  oreat  part  of  them  feek  for  fubfiflence  out  of  the  country,  either  by 
trade  or  labour.  Both  the  men  ?Jid  women  wear  hats  of  all  forts  of 
colours. 

With  refpedl  to  the  Land-ftates  here,  it  holds  juft  as  in  the  above-de- 
fcribed  Außrlan  territories.  The  college  of  the  land-captainfhip  confifts  of 
the  land-captain,  four  deputies  of  the  eflate  of  prelates,  who  are  the  pro- 
vofts  of  Griefz  and  Neußift,  the  abbot  of  Stanibs,  and  the  provofi  of 
St.  Michael;  as  alfo  of  four  deputies  out  of  the  ftate  of  knights,  of  the 
deputies  of  the  towns  of  Mtö?z,  Bozen,  Injpruck,  Hall,  Sterzing;  and  the 
deputies  from  the  judicatories,  and  ftate  of  peafants  out  of  the  fix-q.uarters. 
The  biflioprics  of  Trent  and  Brixen,  together  with  the  chapters,  are  con- 
federated in  this  land-captainfliip.  There  is  alfo  an  office  here  ofupper- 
receiver  of  the  country,  and  a  provincial  chancery. 

§.  5.  The  inhabitants  are  addided  to  the  Romiß  church.  At  Injpruck  is 
an  univerfity. 

§.  6.  Tyrol  was  formerly  a  pzrt  of  Roc^tia  ;  but  in  the  fixth  century  the 
greateft  part  of  it  defcended  to  the  dukes  of  ^^lör/.-?,  and  this  was  after- 
wards reckoned  m  Noricum  ;  but  over  the  fouthern  part  the  Lovgcbards  at 
the  fame  time  extended  their  dominion.  The  dukes  of  Bavaria  appointed 
Marggraves  here;  hxxiHenry  the  Lyon,  (^W&toi Bavaria  and  Saxony,  being 
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in  the  year  i  i8o,  put  under  the  ban  of  the  Empire  by  the  Emperor  Fre- 
derick I.  this  laft  difmembered  the  prefent  province  of  Tyrol  from  Baijaria, 
inverting  therew/ith  the  Marggrave  Berchtold,  under  the  title  of  duke  of 
Meran.  Otto  II.  grandfon  to  this  Berchtold,  dying  without  male-ißlie  in 
the  year  1248,  this  country  came  to  Count -^/i^rtr/)/ III.  who  refided  at 
the  citadel  0^  Tyrol,  gave  up  the  title  of  a  duke  o?  Meran,  and  ftiled  the 
whole  country  the  county  oi  Tyrol,  whereas  before  it  was  only  called  the 
Country  on  the  Etfch,  on  the  Inn,  or  in  the  Gebirge.  This  count  died  in  the 
year  1253,  as  did  likewife  his  fons-in-law,  Meinhard  \\\.  cowntoi Gorz,  and 
hufband  to  Adelhid  Gemahl  and  Gebhard,  count  of  Hirfchberg,  confort  to 
Elizabeth,  the  laft  of  whom  bore  not  the  title  of  count  of  Tyrol,  but  in  the 
year  1284  refigned  his  part  to  the  fon  of  the  former,  named  MeinhardW . 
for  4000  marks  of  filver.  This  Meinhard  IV.  was  by  Rudolph  I.  the  Em- 
peror, in  the  year  1286  created  a  Prince,  who  alfo  conferred  on  him  the 
dutchy  0I  Carinthia.  From  his  fon  Henry  this  country  devolved,  together 
with  its  princely  dignity,  to  his  daughter  Margaret,  who  bore  the  furname 
of  Maultafch.  This  Margaret,  in  the  year  1363,  on  the  death  of  her  fon 
Meinhard,  bequeathed  Tyrol,  with  the  claims  on  Gorz^  to  her  uncles  the 
dukes  o{  Aiißria,  and  her  brothers  Rudolph,  Albrecht,  and  Leopold;  whicii 
bequeft  v/as  confirmed  by  Charles  IV.  in  the  year  1364.  It  was  indeed  dif- 
puted  by  the  dukes  of  Bavaria,  but  this  difpute  was  laid  afide  by  a  ftipu- 
lation  made  in  the  year  1369  at  Schardingen.  Tyrol  afterwards  had  fre- 
quently Princes  of  its  own  of  the  houfe  of  Außria,  the  laft  of  whom, 
named  Si gifinund  Francis,  died  in  the  year  1665,  upon  which  the  Em^* 
peror  Leopold  received  homage  on  that  account  in  perfon  at  Infpriick. 

§.  7.  The  arms  of  this  county  are  an  eagle  gides,  in  a  field  argent. 

§,  8.  The  office  of  hereditary  fteward  here  is  enjoyed  by  the  counts  cf 
Trap;  that  of  hereditary  chamberlain  defcended  in  the  year  1525  to  the 
lords  of  G/ö/z ;  and  the  office  of  hereditary  marfhal  the  Princes  oiTrautfon 
are  poflefled  of.  The  office  of  hereditary  mafter  of  the  horfe  and  heredi- 
tary carver,  is  vefted  in  the  counts  of  IFolhfißein  ;  and  that  of  hereditary 
cup-bearer  in  the  houfe  of  Spaur.  The  office  of  hereditary  fewer,  and  alfo 
that  of  hereditary  ranger  lies  in  the  counts  of  Kunigl ;  and  the  office  of 
hereditary  keeper  of  the  jewels  in  the  counts  of  Brandis.  'The  office  of 
hereditary  purvej'or  and  of  hereditary  mafter  of  the  ftalfs  the  houfe  of  JVelf- 
perg  enjoy;  and  the  office  of  hereditary  falconer  is  vefted  in  the  counts  cf 
Colalto. 

§.  9.  The  high  fovereign  colleges  over  Tyrol  are  feated  at  Infpruch,  and 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  military  ftate  of  the  houfe  of  Außria,  it 
contributes  yearly  100,000  florins.  In  this  country  lies  one  regiment 
of  foot. 

The  princely  county  of  Tyrol  confifts  of  fix  quarterSj  improperly  fo  called 

L  Of  the  quarter  of  the  Lower-Innthal» 
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Rem.  The  TnntJjal,  v/hich  the  river  Imz  runs  through  from  the  Funßer- 
munz  to  the  extremity  of  the  feigniory  oi  Kiifßein  is  twenty-five  miles  long, 
and  divided  into  the  upper  and  lower.  This  quarter  is  richly  provided 
with  wood,  lalt,  ore,  game  and  fine  fprings,  and  contains  in  it  feventeen 
feigniories  and  judicatories,  together  with  twenty  cloyfters,  twenty-nine  pa- 
ri(hes,  above  fixty  citadels  and  forts,  and  about  three  hundred  and  twenty 
vilUiges. 

In  the  Loiver  hmthal  are, 
1 .  The  following  royal  towns,  inz. 

hif'pruck^  or  Tnsbrugg,  in   Latin  Oen'ipons,  or  Oenipcntum,  the  capital  of 
the  whole  country,  and  feated  on  the  river  Inn.     Within  the  walls  and 
gates  indeed  it  is   not  large,  but  contains   extenfive  fuburbs,    which   are 
taken   up  by  fadiionable  and  confiderable  palaces  and  feats,   as  alfo  fine 
churches  and  cloyllers.    This  town  is  the  refidence  of  the  fupreme  repre- 
fentation,  and  aulic-chamber,  of  the  revificn-judicatory  of  the  countries  of 
the  Lower  and  Upper- Auflria,  as  alfo  of  the  regency,  or  lords-juftices.  The 
oldeft  refidence  which  the  fovereign  had  here  is  the  edifice  of  the  aulic- 
chamber  of  Upper- Auflria,  in  which  is   a   wing,    with   a  fmall  thick  gilt 
roof,  commonly  called  the  golden-roof,  and  built  by  Duke  Frederick  IV. 
In  the  garden  is  to  be  feen  a  metal  ftatue,  which  reprefents  the  archduke 
Leopold  on  horfeback.     In  the  middle  of  the  court,   or  Fraiicifcan  church, 
which  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  I.  caufed  to  be  built  here,  is  feen  a  magni- 
ficent monument,  erefted  by  that  Emperor  in  honour  of  Maximilian  I.  On 
the  top  of  it  he  is  reprefented  by  a  metal  ftatue  kneeling,  which  ftatue  is 
furrounded  with  four  other  fmaller  ones  of  metal,  reprefenting  the  virtues  j 
and  on  the  monument  itfelf,  in  a  raifed  work  of  white  marble,  the  exploits 
of  that  Emperor  are  exprefled.     Next,    -nc  find  in  the  middle  paft!age  of 
the  church,  twenty-eight  metal  ftatues   ranged   in   two   rows,   and  larger 
than  the  life  :  Thefe  reprefent  regal  and  princely  perfonages,  male  and  fe- 
male, in  particular  thofe  of  the  houk  oi  Avflria ,  and  on  the  cornice  of 
the  vaulted  pafl'age,  which  feparates  the  choir  from  the  nave  of  the  church, 
ftand  twenty-three  fmaller  ftatues  of  metal.     In  that  part  called  the  Silver 
Chapel,  which   lies  near  this  church,  and   takes  its   nrme  from  the  filver 
tables  which  ftand  at  the  altar,  is  the  funeral  monument  of  the  archduke 
Ferdinand  I.  and  alfo  of  his  confort  (for  in  the  infcription  (he  is  exprefsly 
called  Conjux  ChariJJima)  Philippijia  Welferinn.     In  the  coftly  choir-altar  of 
the  very  beautiful  parifti-church   here  is  to  be   feen   the  celebrated  image 
of  Mariahulf,  which  the  archduke  Leopold,  while  bifliop  of  Strafzbiirg  and 
Paflau,  brought  out  of  the  Eledoral  cabinet  at  Drefdcn  to  PaJJau,  and  his 
fon  afterwards  fent  to  this  place.     It  is  furrounded  with  the  images  of  the 
Princes    of   Duke    Charles  V.   of  Lorrain,    which  are  worked    in    filver 
of  the  fame  fize   as  when   born,  together  with   the  golden  image  in  the 
fame  fize,  which  the  Emprefs  Queen  Maria  Thereßa^  after  her  delivery  in 

the

the  year  1741,  of  the  archduke  Jofeph,  made  a  prefent  of  to  this  place, 
and  fome  other  valuable  offerings.  After  the  middle  of  the  fixteenth 
century  the  Jcfuits  were  introduced  here,  vvhofe  gymnafium  the  Emperor 
Leopold  converted  into  an  univerfity  in  the  year  1672,  calling  it  Ccejcrco- 
Leopoldina,  and  which  in  1745  was  prefented  by  the  Empreis  Queen  Maria 
Tberc/ia,  with  the  coUedlion  of  books,  which  was  formerly  kept  at  the  cita- 
del of  Ambras,  and  afterwards  with  books  out  of  the  Imperial  library  at 
Vienna.  There  is  alio  a  cloyfter  of  Capuchins  at  this  place,  and  two  nun- 
neries. That  called  the  old  court  was  built  by  Maximilian  I.  I'he  regency 
and  provincial  houfes  here  are  excellent  ftrudlures.  In  the  fuburbs  oi  Muhl- 
bach  is  an  arfenal. 

Injpruck  was  till  1234  only  a  market-town,  but  was  the  fame  year  by  the 
duke  of  Meran,  Otto  I.  favoured  with  the  immunities  and  privileges  of  a 
borough. 

Hall,  in  Latin  Hala  ad  Oenum,  a  pretty  place  feated  on  the  river  Inn, 
and  which  in  the  year  1 102  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  town.  This  place 
contains  in  it  fome  confiderable  falt-pans  with  a  fine  mint,  which  is  worked 
by  water,  a  parifh- church,  a  college  of  Jefuits,  a  Francifcan  cloyfter  and  a 
royal  foundation  for  ladies,  containing  a  valuable  church-treafure ;  and  car- 
ries on  a  good  trade  to  Vienna  by  means  of  the  river  Inn. 

Rem.  On  a  mountain  about  one  mile's  diftance  from  this  town  is  an  im- 
portant falt-mine,  out  of  which  the  fait  is  dug  in  large  blocks,  which  car- 
rying along  with  them  many  impurities,  are  foaked  in  pits  into  which 
fweet  water  is  conveyed  :  But  this  water,  after  having  flood  for  fome 
months  in  the  pits,  and  been  impregnated  with  fait,  is  conveyed  again 
by  means  of  wooden  canals  to  Injpruck,  and  there  boiled  to  a  white  con- 
fidence in  large  iron  pans.  This  falt-work,  deduding  all  expences,  brings 
into  the  royal-chamber  about  200,000  rix-dollars  yearly. 

2.  The  following  feigniories,  viz. 

1.  The  feigniory  of  AVfö^/c/V,  which  is  fix  miles  in  length,  and  contains 
in  it  one  hundred  and  fifty-feven  villages  and  hamlets,  which  are  divided 
into  fix  quarters,  as  they  are  called.  In  this  feigniory  is  a  good  breed  of 
cattle.     It  belongs  to  the  count  of  Lamberg,  and  the  capital  place  in  it  is 

Kitzbichl,  in  Latin  Hadiccllis,  a  fmall  place,  which  fo  early  as  the  year 
1227,  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  town. 

2.  The  feigniory  oi  Kuffßein,  the  principal  placu  of  which  is 
Kiiffßein,  a  fortified  little  town  fituate  on   the  river  Inn,  on  the  borders 

of  Bavaria,  near  which  lies  the  very  ftrong  citadel  of  Gerolzeg,  which  is 
hewn  out  of  a  rock. 

3 .  The  feigniory  of  Rattenberg,  the  principal  place  of  which  Is 
Rattenberg,  a  ftrong  town  and  citadel  feated  on  the  Inn,  and  near  which 

formerly  were  fome  rich  mines  yielding  copper, 

4.  The 
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4.  Tlie  Zillcrthal,  but  which  is  much  blended  with  the  jurifdidion  of 
Salzburg. 

5.  The  jurifdidion  of  Schwatz.     To  it  belongs 

Schwatz,  a  very  confiderable  market-town  fituated  on  the  Inn,  and  not 
only  equalling  moft  towns  in  the  country,  but  alfo  exceeding  them  in 
beauty.  Hard  by  it  is  a  mine-work  of  filver  and  copper,  in  which  1000 
men  work.  This  mine  was  difcovered  in  the  year  1448,  and  was 
formerly  uncommonly  rich;  yielding  from  the  year  1525  to  1564,  in- 
pure  filvef,  2,328,501  marks,  not  to  mention  the  unfpeakable  quantity  of 
copper  dug  in  it ;  but  ever  fince  the  death  of  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  I.  in 
no  one  year  has  its  produce  amounted  to  above  20,000  marks.  At  leall: 
forty  pounds  of  copper  are  obtained  here  to  one  mark  of  filver.  There  are 
?.lfo  blue  and  green  colours  here,  and  near  Schwatz  is  likewife  a  good 
glafs-houfe. 

6.  The  jurifdidion  of  Freundfperg. 

7.  The  jurifdidion  of  Rcttenhcrg,  to  which  belong  one  parifh,  three 
villages  and  fix  citadels,  with  feme  noblemen's  feats. 

8.  The  jurifdidion  of  Axatns. 

g.  The  county-jurifdidion  of  Sonnenbtirg,  to  wiiich  belong  three  pariiTies 
and  fourteen  villages. 

IQ.  The  feigniory  of  Rottenburg.  To  it  belongs  the  AchenthaJ,  which 
contains  a  lake  above  a  mile  long,  and'  in  which  we  meet  with  that  excel- 
lent fifii  called  Rcnkheti,  and  in  Latin  Alhulix. 

11.  The  provoftfhip  oi  Ambras,  containing  itv^w.  villages  and  com- 
munities. 

12.  The  feigniory  o^Thaur.  The  citadel  oi  "Thaur  is  the  pedigree-houfe 
of  the  former  ancient  counts  of  this  name.  To  its  jurifdidion  belong  four 
parifiies,  two  by-churches,  eleven  citadels  and  noblemen's  feats,  and  fif- 
teen communities. 

3.  The  following  places,  viz. 

Ambras,  or  Ombras,  a  royal  pleafure-palace,  fituate  on  an  eminence 
about  one  hour's  difiance  from  Infpruck  towards  Hall,  and  on  the  river 
Inn.  This  place  enjoys  a  fine  fituation  and  profped,  and  is  celebrated  for 
its  arfenal  and  cabinet  of  curiofities. 

Munfter,  an  aulic-market-town. 

4.  St.  Jorgenberg,  or  St.  Georgenberg,  a  cloyfter  of  Benedi£iines,  feated 
on  a  ueep  mountain,  and  the  abbot  of  which  is  a  Land-flate. 

11.  Of  the  quarter  of  the  Upper-Innthal. 

To  which  belong  the  following  feigniories  and  jurifdidions,  'viz. 

I.  The  feigniory  oi Hertenberg,  which  had  formerly  counts  of  its  own, 
and  confifls  of  three  parifhes,  feventeen  churches,  the  fame  number  of  vil- 
lafi^es,  and  fix  citadels  and  noblemen's  feats.    To  it  alfo  belongs 

The  market-town  of  Ci}-1,  or  Zirl,  which  is  feated  on  the  river  Inn,  and 

between 
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between  wliich  and  the  church  of  St.  Martin  is  the  fleep  rock  o^ Martitif- 
wand,  on  which  Maximilian  I.  in  the  too  warm  purfuit  of  a  chamois 
mounted  fo  high,  that  he  could  no  otherwife  be  dehvered  out  of  the  ina- 
nifeft  danger  he  was  in  but  by  the  afliftance  and  guidance  of  an  angel ;  for 
which  reafon  alfo  on  the  dangerous  part  where  he  flood  he  caufed  a  wooden 
crofs  to  be  ereded,  which  is  forty  feet  high,  and  near  it  ftands,  as  big  as 
the  life,  the  images  of  John  and  Mary;  but  from  below,  on  account  of 
the  height  of  the  rock,  the  crofs  appears  to  be  fcarce  two  feet  in  height. 
The  circumftances  of  this  relation  refemble  a  fable  more  than  the  truth. 

Scharnitz,  a  frontier  town  lying  towaids  Bavoria,  and  fortified  in  the 
modern  tafte  ;  which  town  from  the  archdutchefs  Claudia  Medicca,  who 
begun  its  fortifications,  has  obtained  the  name  of  Pcr/^  C/t?«^/*^. 

2.  The  jurifdiöion  of  Stambs.     The  Cijlercian  cloyfter  oi  Stambs  lies  on 
the  river  Inn.,  being  founded  in  the  venr  1272.     In  it  lie  interred  the  an- 
cient counts  of  Tyrol  and  Gorz,  and  till  Maximilian  I.  all  the  fovereigns  of 
Tyrolian  race,  together  with  their  conforts  and  children,  and  other  princely 
perfonages.    The  abbot  here  is  a  Land-flate  of  T)'ro/. 

3.  The  feigniory  of  St.  Peter sberg,  to  which  belongs  the  Meiniger  Berg 
and  the  Oezthal,  together  with  certain  churches  and  thirteen  villages. 

4.  The  feigniory  of  Ehrefiberg,  in  which  is 

Ehrenberg,  a  frontier  fortification  fituate  towards  Swabia,  and  which  in 
the  Smalkaldian  war  in  the  year  1546  was  taken  by  the  captain  of  the  con- 
federates, and  in  1552  by  the  Eledtor  Maurice  of  Saxo?iy. 

Lermofz,  a  village,  in  which,  according  to  certain  hiftorians,  the  Em- 
peror Lotharius  II.  died  in  a  peafant's  hut. 

Reita,  or  Reuten,  a  market-town,  containing  a  cloyfter  of  Francifcans. 

"Near  Aiteriaang  is  a  lake,  in  which  are  caught  different  forts  of  fi(h. 

5.  The  Lechthal,  which  is  traverfed  by  the  river  Lech. 

6.  The  feigniory  of  J)«/^,  in  which  is  the  market- town  of  Tmbß. 

7.  The  feigniory  of  Landeg,  in  which,  hard  by  the  village  of  Ladis,  is 
an  acid  fpring. 

8.  The  feigniory  of  Z/^7/(/i'^. 
g.  The  jurifdidion  of  PJufits. 

III.  The  quarter  of  Vinstgow,  or  Vintschau,  in  Latin  J'^aJlis  Fenußa,-. 
and  in  which  formerly  dwelt  the  Vennor%es.     In  this  quarter  lies 

1.  The  jurifdidlion  of  Naiiderfperg,  which  takes  its  beginning  between 
PJunts  and  the  pais  of  Finflerminz,  in  Latin  Mom  Venonis,  and  terminates 
near  the  Etfchbruckl  at  the  heath  of  Maejer. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Mais  ;  to  it  belongs 

Glurns,  in  Latin  Glurnium,  and  Glorium,  a  fmall  town  fituated  in  a  plea- 
fant  fpot.  This  place  fo  early  as  the  year  1362  was  a  town,  but  obtained 
not  walls  before  the  year  1530  ; 

Together  with  eight  parifhes,  twenty-nine  churches,  thirteen  villages, 
and  ten  citadels.

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In  this  part  alfo  lies, 

Mariaherg,  a  BcnediSline  cloyfter,  the  abbot  of  which  is  a  Land-ftate,

poirefles  the  hereditary  office  of  a  chaplain.    To  this  foundation  belongs  in 

part  the  dale  of  Schnals. 

3.  The  feigniory  oi  Matfch-,  in  Latin  Amqßa,  having  formerly  counts  of 
its  own,  and  which  in  the  year  i>40  came  by  marriage  to  the  then  noble 
houfe,  but  at  prefent  count,  oi'Trap. 

4.  The  provoftdiip  of  Eyrs. 

9.  The  feigniory  of  Ca/lelbell,  to  which  belong  two  pariflies,  eight 
churches,  fix  villages,  and  fix  citadels. 

Rem.  With  refpeft  to  the  jurifdidlion  of  Schlander,  fee  the  bailiwicks  of 
the  Teiitor.ick  order  below, 

IV.  The  quarter  of  Etsch;  to  v>'hich  belongs 

I.  The  burggrave-office,  which  is  denominated  from  the  burggraves  of 
tlie  princely  head-citadel  oi  Tyrol.     To  it  belongs 

1.  The  town  and  land-)urifdi(ftion  of  A/rTß«. 

Meran,  is  a  town  fituated  on  the  river  Paßer  in  the  moft  fertile  part  of  the 
'Etfchland,  and  containing  in  it  fix  churches  and  cloyfters.  The  nunnery 
here  has  a  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diets  at  Tyrol.  Meran  was  formerly 
the  head  town  of  the  country,  and  even  alfo  fiiill  on  public  occafions,  takes 
precedency  of  all  the  towns.  In  the  year  1406  it  was  encompaffed  with 
walls.  Hard  by  is  the  eminence  of  Upper  and  Under-Mayfz..,  on  which  in 
the  middle-age  flood  a  limit-town  between  the  Longobards  and  Bavarians, 
which  was  called  Maja,  or  Urbs  Magienßs,  and  was  quite  covered  by  the 
fall  of  a  mountain.  It  is  fuppofed  that  Meran  itfelf  forms  apart  of  this 
overwhelmed  town.  On  the  mountain  fo  fallen  down,  grows  not  only  a 
good  wine,  which  is  called  Hochhutter,  but  it  is  alfo  occupied  with  old  and 
new  citadels,  and  noblemen's  feats. 

Tyrol,  anciently  Terioli,  the  principal  citadel,  and  from  which  the  coun- 
try takes  its  prefent  name.  In  it  refides  a  burggrave.  The  wine  here  called 
Kircklberger  is  very  good. 

Brandts,  a  citadel  feated  not  far  from  Meran,  and  belonging  to  the  count 
of  Brandis. 

Zemnberg,  a  citadel,  in  which  the  ancient  fovereigns  of  Tyrol  refided. 

Traiitmaiifdorff,  a  citadel  and  feat  whence  the  counts  of  Traiitmanfdorff 
derive  their  defcent. 

2.  The  jurifdiöion  of  Stein  under  Lebenberg,  which  is  alfo  a  citadel. 

3.  The  jurifdidion  of  Ulten,  in  Latin  de  Ultimis,  which  formerly  had 
counts  of  its  own,  and  extends  above  three  miles. 

4.  The  jurifdidion  of  Tifens,  to  which  belong  one  parifh,  feven  citadels 
and  gentlemen's  feats,   and  fix  villages, 

c.  The  iurifdiition  of  Schenna, 

6.  The 
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6.  The  jurlfdidion  of  Vorß. 

7.  The  jurifdidion  of  Gargazan,  which  is  incorporated  with  the  royal 
cellar-office  at  Meran. 

8.  The  jurifdidion  of  jBwrg-/?^//. 

9.  The  jurifdidlion  of  Molten  and  yenefien. 

ID.  The  jurifdidion  of  Paffeyr^  which  is  fo  named  from  the  river 
Pajer. 

II.  The  jurifdidion  of  Neuhatis,  to  which  belong  five  churches,  five 
villages,  and  fome  noble  exempted  houfes.  Within  this  jurildidion  the 
cultivation  of  vineyards  properly  begins. 

2.  The  land-jurildidion  oiGriejz  and  Bozens  containing 

Boze?!,  in  the  Italian  BoIza?w,  and  in  the  middle-age  named  Bauzajium 
and  Bauxare,  being  an  open,  but  large  and  populous  market-town,  feated. 
on  the  river  Eyfak,  and  famous  for  its  four  yearly  fairs,  which  are  much 
frequented  by  Italian  and  German  merchants.  The  mercantile  magiftrate- 
houfe  here  is  a  fine  building  j  but  the  court  of  trade  itfelf  is  filled  with  Ger~ 
jnans  and  Italians,  and  from  it  an  appeal  lies  to  the  place  of  revifion  at 
Infpriick.  Exclufive  of  the  parifh-church  here  in  it  are  alio  other  churches 
at  the  Do?m?iican  and  Francijcan  cloyfiers.  This  town  was  formerly  under 
the  jurifdidion  of  the  bifliop  of  'Tre?it ;  but  was  wrefted  from  that  fee  by 
Meinhard,  duke  oi Carinthia  and  count  o^l'yrol,  who  alfo  retained  it  by  the 
fucceeding  ftipulation.  The  wines  of  Leytach,  Leyfer  and  Rentjch,  which 
grow  in  this  trad  are  very  good. 

Griefz,  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Aiiguflme,  fituate 
hard  by  Bozen,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river  'Tatfer,  which  near  this  town 
falls  into  the  Eyfack.     The  provoft  of  this  place  is  a  Land-fiate. 

3.  The  jurifdidions  of  Mz/z^^/7,  Flafz,  Campidell,  Deutjchen,  Ofen  and 
Nova  Teutonica. 

4.  The  feigniory  of  Enn. 

5.  The  Thai  Fleimbs,  in  Latin  ValUs  Flemariun,  or  Cimkrs,  which  is  fo 
named  from  fome  remains  of  the  Cimbri,  and  conftitutes  the  jurifdidion  of 
Segunzan  and  Grameyfz. 

6.  The  jurifdidions  of  Hohen  Eppan,  Altenhiirg,  and  Caltern,  in  which 
is  a  lake  abounding  in  fifli ;  as  alfo  Laimbiwg  and  Churtatfch,  to  which  be- 
long two  parifhes,  three  churches,  feven  villages  and  five  citadels;  and 
likewife  that  of  Tramin,  in  Latin  Terminus,  where  a  good  wine  grows. 

7.  On  what  is  called  the  Umier-Etfch  lie 

1.  The  feigniory  of  &/wr7z,  with  the  market-town  of  the  fame  name, 
near  which  Duke  Evin  of  Trent  in  the  year  576  defeated  the  Franks.  The 
parifh  of  Salurn  was  conferred  by  Count  Lewis  oi  Tyrol  in  the  year  1360, 
as  a  prefent  on  the  college  of  regular  canons  of  Augußines,  ereded  in  the 
year  1 145,^ 

2.  The  jurifdidion  of  Xo/z/^tT^.     Li  this  jurifdidion  is  the  provofllliip 

H  h  2  of 
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of  St.  Michael,  or  Italiüii  Michael,  the  provoft  whereof  is  a  Land-ftate. 
Near  it  alfo  is  an  acid  fpring. 

3.  The  feigniory  of  7<^rfv7-M'/2;. 

8.  The  feigniories  of  Old-Spaur,  or  Belfort,  Pßaum,  and  Lodrcn. 

9.  Arch,  or  Arco,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  river  Sana,  with  a  citadel 
helon^ing  to  it  ftanding  on  a  mountain,  which  the  French  in  the  year  1703 
handled  very  roughly.  Tiiis  place  the  lords  of  Arco  or  Bogen  built  fo  early 
as  the  year  1175-  It  is  the  capital  of  a  county  founded  in  the  year  1413 
by  the  Emperor  Sigijmnud. 

10.  The  connly  of  Cajh'lbarco,  lying  on  the  Effch  in  the  Lagerthal,  and 
taking  its  name  from  a  citadel  or  caftle  belonging  to  it. 

11.  Rovereith,  otherwife  called  Roveredo,  and  in  Latin  Roboretiim,  a. 
town  containing  a  ftrong  citadel  in  the  Lagerthal,  and  which  was  built  by 
the  lords  of  Cajlelbarco,  but  in  the  year  1445  was  taken  from  them  by  the 
Venetians,  from  whom  Maximilian  I.  wrefted  it  again  by  the  fword,  and 
incorporated  it  with  the  county  of  T^yrol.  In  this  town  a  fine  filk  is  made, 
and  a  great  trade  carried  on  in  it.  The  wine  which  grows  in  this  tradt  is 
ca  Kd  G'xcia  doro,  and  towards  Tretit,  Goldeii-drops. 

Rem.  The  Lagcrthal,  in  Latin  Vallis  Lagarina,  receives  its  name  from 
the  town  of  Lagaris,  which  formerly  flood  on  the  fpot  on  which  at  this 
day  ftands  the  place,  or  villa,  on  the  Etfch. 

12.  Vail  Siigan,  in  Latin  Vallis  Fyaganca,  a  dale,  which  ever  fince  the 
time  of  the  Romans  is  a  common  highway.  In  this  place  dwelt  the  Eiiganei. 
To  it  belongs 

1.  The  jurifdidion  oiCaßelalto. 

2.  The  feigniory  of  Ti'/'i7<?;?,  to  which  belongs  the  market-town  of  5cr^ö. 
1.  The  jurifdidlion  of /"jß//,  to  which  belong  three  parishes. 

4.  The  pafs  of  Kofel,  in  Italian  Co'-celo,  and  in  Latin  Clauflriim,  .which 
tlofes  this  dale,  and  lies  on  the  borders  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of 
Venice.  In  it  is  a  high  and  fteep  rock  afcending  to  the  amount  of  fifty  fa- 
thoms, which  rifes  up  like  a  wall,  and  in  the  middle  of  it  is  a  cavity  con- 
tainin-T  a  fpring,  and  on  which  a  caftle  or  fort  has  been  ereded.  In  this 
fort  is  a  very  fmall  garrifon,  which  muft  be  wound  up  and  let  down  by 
ropes.  Below  it  is  a  nar-'ow  pafs  in  which  two  carriages  can  fcarce  go 
-a-breaft,  and  on  one  fide  thereof  is  the  faid  rock,  and  on  the  other  the  fteep 
ihore  of  the  river  Brent.  At  the  beginning  of  this  pafs  is  a  bulwark  or 
baftion,  the  guard  of  which  is  let  down  from  the  caftle. 

Hard  by  it  is  the  village  of  Frimolano,  about  a  gun  fhot  from  which  lies 
a  Lazaretto,  in  which  travellers  in  the  time  of  a  plague  muft  perform  qua- 
rantine, or  as  they  teim  it  here,  hold  the  contumacy.  This  place  lies  quite 
lonefome  and  between  mountains  and  cliffs  of  an  uncommon  height. 

13.  The  feigniory  of  Pr/wor,  containing  in  it  fome  good  iron  mines. 
This  feigniory  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Weljperg. 
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V.  Of  the  quarter  of  Eisack.  In  this  part  dwelt  the  Uifarci.  To  it 
belongs 

1.  The  land  jurifditftion  of  ^^rx/;;^?;?,  containing 

Storzing,  or  Sterzingc?r,  a  Imall  town  leated  on  the  little  river  of  Ulz,  or 
Brenner  bach. 

2.  The  jurifdidion  of  A't'«/?//?.  The  cloyfter  of  Mv//?//?,  in  Latin  NbiJ^ 
Cdia,  is  fupplied  with  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Angiißinc.  The 
provoft  of  this  cloyfter  wears  a  mitre,  and  is  a  Land-ftate  of  Tyrol. 

3.  The  feigniory  oi  Rodenegg,  to  which  belong  four  pariOies,  twenty- 
five  churches,  eight  citadels,  fome  exempted  houFes,   and  certain  villages. 

4.  The  jurifdidion  oi  Gufidaim. 

5.  The  jurifdidion  o'iWolketiflein,  which  is  a  feigniory  endowed  with  all 
royal  immunities  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  IVolkenßein. 

6.  The  jurifdidion  of  Volfz,  the  citadel  of  which  contains  a  jurifdidion, 
and  is  called  Preß. 

7.  The  jurifdidions  of  5/rt//;<'^^,  Waljcb,  Ofen,  Ritten  znA  Sdrenlhal,  in 
Latin  Serena  Vallis,  as  alfo  of  Villmiders  and  V er  dings. 

8.  The  Wiptbal,  which  is  divided  into  the  upper  and  lower,  and  in  it  are, 

1.  The  feigniory  and  the  land-jurifdidion  of  Steinach,  to  which  belon«- 
eight  villages,  together  with 

Steinach,  a  market-town. 

2.  The  jurifdidion  oi  Mafrey.  In  the  ancient  market-town  01  Matrey  Is 
flill  feen  a  place  called  the  town.  This  feigniory  belongs  to  the  houfe  of 
Trautfon. 

3.  The  jurifdidion  of  iS/w^tiy  is  a  dale  three  miles  in  length,  and  con- 
tains in  it  the  villages  of  Telffes,  Mieders  and  Vidpmejz. 

4.  The  jurifdidion  of  Wiltau,  which  extends  quite  to  the  caftellany  of 
the  town  of  Inlpruck,     To  it  belongs 

Wiltau,  which  is  alfo  called  Wiltban,  or  Wilden,  and  Wiltheim,  a  cloyfler 
oi  Pramonßraienfes,  the  abbot  of  which  is  a  Land-ltate.  In  this  part  for- 
merly flood  the  Roman  town  of  Veldidena,  which  was  reckoned  the  capital 
of  Rhcetia. 

VI.  The  quarter  of  Pusterthai,  extends  from  iht  Mi llbach  Klaufe  to 
the  Lienz  Klaufe,  being  near  ten  miles.  The  bottom  is  very  fruitful  in 
corn,  and  it  breeds  alfo  the  beft  forts  of  cattle  in  all  Tyrol.  We  find  here 
feveral  eminent  baths.  This  quarter  contains  in  it  two  boroughs,  three  mar- 
ket-towns, above  thirty  citadels,  forty  villages  and  fifteen  pariflics.  On  the 
deceafe  oi  Leonhard,  the  lafl  count  of  Go/-^;,  in  the  year  i  i^oo,  this  country 
defcended  by  virtue  of  a  teftament  to  the  hcufe  oi  Außria,  and  in  the  year 
1511  was  incorporated  with  Tyrol.  A  part  of  it  belongs  to  the  bifliopric  of 
Brixen.     In  it  is 

I.  The  jurifJidion  of  Schoneg,   to  which  belongs  one  pariffi,    ten  by- 
churches,  fix  citadels  aad  noblemen's  featSj  and  fix  villages. 

2.  The 
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2.  The  jurirdliStion  of  Michehburg  encompaflcs  the  town  of  Brau- 
neggen,  and  lies  in  the  fineft  tradt  of  the  Pujierthal.  This  jurifdidion  con- 
tains in  it 

St.  Laurence,  a  market-town,  having  one  parifli,  fix  churches,  feven  vil- 
lages and  ten  citadels. 

3.  The  citadel  of  Ehrenbiirg,  which  belongs  to  the  count  o£  Kum'gl,  or 
Komgl.  On  i\\eVc7retian  borders  lies  the  ftrong  frontier-citadel  oi Peitlßein, 
in  Italian  Botteßano,  or  Piiteßagno,  near  which  the  Pjave,  in  Latin  Plavii 
and  Anajfm,  rifes  and  hurries  itfelf  to  the  Venetian  territories. 

4.  The  jurifdidion  o'i' Sonnenburgs     In  it 

Sonnenburg,  a  BeneäiSlitie  nunnery,  founded  in  the  year  10 18,  and 
the  abbefs  of  which  is  a  State  of  Tyrol.  This  nunnery  lies  hard  by 
Brauneggen. 

5.  The  jurifdidlion  of  Pnnenberg,  belonging  to  the  foundation  of  Son- 
mnburg, 

6.  The  jurifdidion  oi  Abtcy  and  Wengen. 

7.  The  jurifdidion  of  Uttenbeim,  containing  in  it  one  parifli,  feven 
churches,  two  villages  and  two  citadels. 

8.  The  jurifdidion  of  Milkvald. 

9.  The  jurifdidion  oiTauffers,  a  feigniory  which  formerly  had  counts  of 
its  own.     In  it  lies 

Taiiffers,  a  market-town,  feated  on  the  river  Aycha. 

10.  The  jurifdidion  of  OlJ-Rafen,  containing  in  it  one  parifli,  eleven 
churches,  five  villages  and  two  citadels. 

11.  Thejurifdidionof //^/y^fr^,  belonging  to  the  houfe  oi  Welfperg,  and 
which,  fo  early  as  the  year  1 140,  had  feated  themfelves  in  Tyrol. 

1 1.  The  jurifdidion  of  Innichen.     In  it 

Innichen.,  a  market-town,  containing  a  collegiate  foundation  ereded  by 
the  Emperor  Otto  I.  and  belonging  to  the  Land-ftates  of  Tyrol,  This  place 
was  anciently  called  Aguntum,  and  is  memorable  in  that,  about  the  year 
600,  Garibald  beat  the  Wends  in  this  part.  The  field  of  battle,  which  lies 
half  an  hour  diftant  from  this  place,  is  even  at  this  day  called  the  Vi^or 
Buchl.     Not  far  too  from  hence  rifes  the  Drab,  or  Drau. 

13.  The  jurifdidion  of  Heimjeh,  which  belonged  formerly  to  the  county 
of  Gorz. 

14.  The  jurifdidion  af77///^fZ7,  ot  DiUiach.  In  this  jurifdidion  rifes  the 
Gayl,  in  Latin  Julia  and  Zea,  having  its  fource  in  the  high  mountains,  or 
out  of  the  "Julian  Alps,  and  running  towards  Carinthia. 

1 5.  The  feigniory  of  Lienz.    In  it 

Lienz,  or  Luenz,  in  halm  Loficium,  an  ancient  town,  but  fallen  to  decay, 
though  containing  in  it  two  cloyfters.  This  place  belonged  formerly  to  the 
counts  of  Gorz,  and  the  laft  count  thereof,  named  Leonbard,  died  here  in 
the  year  1500. 

16.  The  dale  o^Teffereggen.         ^  17.  The 
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ij.  The  dale  and  jurifdidion  of  Virgen. 

18.  The  jurirdiction  oi  Kalfz,. 

Rem.  The  princely  county  of  Tyrol  is  alfo  called  Upper- Aiißrin,  and  that 
in  contradiftindion  to  the  country  hcloii)  and  above  the  Ens,  which,  with 
refped  to  this  county,  is  ctWq^  Loiuer-Auflt ia.  The  three  high  colleges  at 
Infpruck,  of  which  mention  has  already  been  made,  p.  229,  are  properly 
the  Upper-Auflrian  reprefentation  and  Aulic-chamber,  the  Revijoriwn  of 
the  Upper  zn<S  Anterior  Aiijtrian  country,  with  the  regency  or  juftice-place. 
To  the  account  given,  p.  227,  of  the  Tyrolian  minerals,  it  is  further  to  be 
added,  that,  in  many  places,  is  found  much  and  good  lead,  as  alfo  copper 
containing,  filver  and  likewife  fome  gold.  Some  fmall  quantity  of  gold  too 
is  found  in  the  Xollerthal.  There  are  alfo  the  fined  mineral  colours  here  ;. 
fuch  as  alum,  vitriol  and  quickfilver,  and  the  moft  beautiful  fpecies  of  fulphur. 
Thefe  accounts  ferve  to  complete  the  above. 


2.   The  Außrian  Seigniories  before  the  Arlherg, 

'nr^HE  Arlberg,  in  Latin  Arida,  or  Adiila,  forms  a  part  of  the  anciently 
"■•     famous  Mom-Rhcetim,  dividing  thofe  feigniories  from  Tyrol,  whence 
they  are  called  the  feigniories  before  the  Arlberg,     They  conftitute  alfo  a 
part  of  Rhatia,  and  are  the  following  ;  "oiz. 

I.  The  county  of  ^rc^ras,  in  l^ziinComi  tat  us  BriganthiSy  lies  partly  on 
the  Bodenfee,  and  is  alfo  called  the  Lacus  Brigantinus,  as  receiving  the  river 
Bregenz  after  it  has  watered  the  county  in  length.  In  the  BregenUhal,  or 
wood  of  Bregenz,  here  much  timber  is  felled,  as  alfo  many  wooden  veffels 
made  and  exported  as  well  to  Swabia  as  to  Swißerland,  This  county  for- 
merly enjoyed  counts  of  its  own,  but  defcended  afterwards  to  the  houfe  of 
Montjort.  In  the  year  145 1,  'Elizabeth,  coxinl&k  oi  Montfort  Tind  Bregeuzy. 
efpoufed  Marggravefs  of  Hochberg,  with  the  confent  of  the  Roman  King 
Frederick,  fold  her  fhare  in  the  leigniory,  fort  and  town,  together  with  tlie 
feigniory  and  fortrefs  of  Hoheneg,  to  the  Archduke  Sigifmtmd,  for  35,592 
Rheniß  florins.  The  other  half  of  it  Count  Haug  of  Mont  fort  and  lord  of 
Brege-az  fold,  in  the  year  1523,  for  50,000  Rben/fj  florins,  to  the  Arch- 
duke Ferdi?iand.     In  it  we  Ihall  take  notice  of 

1.  Bregenz,  a  town,  (ituate  on  the  Bcdenfee,  with  two  cloyfters  and  an 
adjoining  citadel,  which  is  feated  on  a  mountain  and  named  Ffanenberg, 
Near  it  are  fome  good  iron-v/orks.  To  the  fouth  of  the  town  is  the  Bregaiz- 
Claus,  which  is  a  ftrong  pafs. 

2.  Mehr  er  au,  in  Latin,  Augia  Major,  or  Briga?itici,  a  fine  abbey  of  5^"- 
72edi£iitieSy  fituate  hard  by  Bregenz  on  the  Bodcnjee. 

3.  Hirßall, 
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3.  HirßaJI,  a  Dominican  nunnery,  fcated  above  the  town  of  Bregenz  on 
the  water  of  that  name.  This  nunnery  was  fiifl:  founded,  in  the  year 
1422,  and  built  on  the  Hirjchberg.,  but,  in  the  year  1464,  was  removed 
to  the  dale. 

4.  Schwarxach,  a  village,  lying  in  the  jurifdidion   of  Hofflcig,  and   in 
which  formerly  was  a  free  land-jurifdidion  which   belonged  to  the  counts 
.  of  Brcgcjiz,  and  was  filled  up  by  the  barons  of  the  neighbouring  place  of 
Dorenbtiren.    Its  judicial  power  appears  to  have  extended  chiefly  over  the  an- 
terior wood  of  Brege?2Z  and  other  villages  in  this  county. 

(;.  Dorenhnrcn,  a  place  before  named,  in  the  free-jurifdidion  of  which 
fome  remains  of  the  former  land-jurifdiöion  of  Schivarzach  are"  flill  to 
be  found. 

II.  The  county  of  Sonmberg.  This  county  was  purchafed  by  Eberha7-d 
o'i  Waldpurg,  in  the  year  1463,  of  the  counts  oi  JVerdenberg,  and  the  title 
of  count  obtained  of  the  Emperor  ;  but  having  afterwards  a  difpute,  on 
account  of  the  fovereignty,  with  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  this  laft  feized  on  the 
county  and  retained  It  in  lieu  of  a  lum  of  ready  money.  In  it  is  the  moun- 
tain-citadel of  Sonneberg. 

JII.  The  county  of  Bludenz,  or  Pludenz,  lying  on  the  Wallgau,  and 
which,  about  the  year  1376,  was  fold  by  Count  Albrecbt  of  Werdenbetg  to 
Duke  Leopold  oi  Aujtri a.     In  it  we  fhall  remark  the  following  places  ;  •'ciz. 

1.  Pludenz,  a  fmall  town  containing  a  citadel,  and  feated  on  the  river 
III.  In  the  year  1533,  this  town,  together  wiih  feme  other  neighbouring 
places,  was  ihaken  by  an  earthquake,  and,  in  1638,  it  was  wholly  burnt 
down.     Hard  by  it  lies  the  cloyfter  of  St.  Peter. 

2.  Schriws,  a  market-town. 

IV.  The  county  of  Feldkirch,  or  Motitfcrt,  in  the  Nebelgau,  which  had, 
from  the  moft  ancient  times  back,  counts  of  its  own,  till  Count  Rudolph, 
the  laft  of  the  Wurdenberg  race,  fold  it  to  Duke  Leopold  of  Auftria,  in  the 
year  1365,  for  36,000  florins.     In  it  is, 

r.  Feldkirch,  by  the  Italians  called  Canipo  di  S.  Pietro,  a  fmall  but  well 
built  town,  feated  on  the  river  ///,  which  not  far  from  this  place  falls  into 
the  Rljine.  Near  it  grows  a  good  wine,  and  not  far  from  the  town  ftands 
the  cloyfter  of  Altenjtatt. 

2.  Rankweil,  an  ancient  Imperial  village  in  Mufmen,  in  which,  from 
times  of  old,  a  free  Imperial  land-court  has  been  held,  which  exercifts  its  ju- 
dicial power  not  only  over  ^q  Anjt7-ian  fubjefls  in  the  counties  of  Feldkirch-, 
Bregenz,  &c.  but  alfo  over  the  ancient  immediate  fubjeds  of  the  Empire, 
as  the  Embs,  Fadutz,  &c. 

3.  Mont  fort,  a  ruinous  citadel,  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  at  which  the 
ancient  counts  oi Feldkirch  refided,  who  took  their  title  from  it.  This  citadel 
is  erroneoufly  given  out  by  geographers  to  be  a  feparate  county. 

4.  Neuenbitrg, 
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4,  Neuenbürg  on  the  Rhine,  a  caftle. 

V.  The  ieigniory  of  Hoheneck,  which   extends  itfelf  from  Bregenz  to   - 
Wangen  znAJjny,  containing  no  places  of  note,  Hoheueck  excepted,  which  is 
a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain.     In  Hafe's  chart  oi Swabia  this  feigniory  is 
fet  down,  but  in  other  charts  is  wanting,  and  the  places  belonging  to  it  arc 
erroneoufly  computed  in  the  landvogtey  of  Sivabia. 


3.     Tlie  Außrian  countries  in  Swabia, 

'T^HESE  are  partly  old  hereditary  eftates  of  the  Habsburg  houfe,  and 
■■'  partly  after  the  time  of  the  German  King,  Rudolph  I.  came  by  various 
ways  to  the  houfe  oi  Außria.  On  account  of  thefe  countries  the  archdukes 
of  Auflria  flile  themfelves  Princes  of  Swabia,  which  title  was  firft  aflumed 
by  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I.  For  the  maintenance  of  the  military  State 
of  the  houfe  oi  Außria,  thefe  eftates  contribute  yearly  120,000  florins.  To 
them  belong, 

I.  The  prefent  landvogtey  in  Swabia,  or  the  Imperial  and  Empire  land- 
vogtey of  Alt  or ff"  ^ndi  Ravensburg,  which  has  its  rife  from  the  remains  of 
the  ancient  Guelphian  county  of  Altorff,  which,  together  with  the  remaining 
Guelphian  hereditary  territories  in  Italy  and  Gertnany,  was  conferred  by  the 
laft  duke  of  the  younger  Guelphian  line,  WolflY.  on  the  Emperor  Frederick 
as  duke  oi Swabia  of  the  houfe  of  Hohenflaufen.  That  the  dukes  of  this 
houfe  obtained  adual  poflefTion  of  this  county,  appears  from  this,  that  they 
made  donations  of  many  eflates  therein  to  the  cloyfters  there,  and  likewife 
conferred  other  immunities  on  them.  With  refpedt  to  the  laft  of  the  Hohen- 
ßaufen  line,  the  unhappy  Conradin  was  killed,  and  the  Roman  Kings, 
William  and  Richard,  brought  the  county  of  Altorf,  or  rather  the  remains 
thereof,  to  the  Empire ;  upon  which  thefe,  as  other  eftates  of  the  Empire, 
were  partly  given  to  each  landvogt  of  the  Empire  in  Upper-Swabia,  to  be 
adminiftered  by  them,  and  partly  alfo  frequently  mortgaged.  Firft,  in  the 
year  141 5,  the  remains  of  the  ancient  county  oi  Altorff',  with  theAllodia  on 
the  heath  of  Leutkirch,  was  erefted  into  a  feparate  landvogtey,  and  added 
to  the  principal  landvogtey  in  Upper  and  Lower-Swabia,  and  with  it  alfo 
mortgaged  by  the  Emperor  Sigifmund  to  the  Seivers  of  Waldburg.  In  the 
year  1448,  the  Emperor  Frederick  mortgaged  it  to  Duke  Albrecht  oi  Auflria 
for  13,200  florins,  who  on  this  account  made  a  ftipulation  with  the  Seivers 
of  Waldburg.  This  mortgage  becoming  extinä:  in  the  year  1460,  while 
Duke  Albrecht  was  put  under  the  ban,  the  archduke,  Sigijmwid  of  Auflria, 
made  frelli  application,  in  the  year  1464,  to  the  Emperor  Frederick  for  the 
landvogtey,  but  arrived  not  till  the  year  i486  to  the  aäual  poiTeflion 
Vol.  IV.  I  i  thereof, 
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thereof,  when  he  redeemed  it  of  the  Srtwryc*/)«  l)y  paying  down  the  mort- 
gage contracted  on  it  of  13,200  florins. 

The  extent  of  the  prefent  Imperial  landvogtey  in  Swabia,  cannot  be 
determined  with  refpedl  to  its  length  and  breadth  by  any  certain  number 
of  miles,  it  being  in  many  places  interfered  by  other  territories.  It  is  befl: 
reorefcnted,  however,  on  Ko He ff eh  Urge  xns.^  oi  Swabia,  and  on  the  fmall 
chart  which  is  annexed  to  lVegelin%  grounded  hiftorical  account  of  the  Im- 
perial and  Empire  landvogtey  in  Swabia.  This  country  is  of  moderate 
ooodncfs.  It  produces  all  forts  of  corn,  as  alfo  wine  towards  the  Bodenfee. 
The  countrymen  fubfifls  here  in  fummer  by  labouring  in  the  field,  and  in 
winter  chiefly  by  fpinning.  The  number  of  the  Landvogt's  fubjccls  amounts 
to  about  3000,  and  being  fuch,  are  properly  charged  with  nofcrvitude;  as, 
on  the  contrary,  tliis  holds  good  with  refpeä;  to  fervitude  on  the  efi'ates,"  if 
handed  down  till  the  year  161 5,  according  to  the  purport  of  the  ftipulatrcns 
made  v^'ith  mofi:  of  the  feigniorles.  In  other  refptds  very  it\N  fubjedts 
have  properties  here  (thole  excepted  who  refide  in  the  upper  prefefturate 
on  the  heath  of  Leutkircb)  but  mofl  of  them  belong  to  the  cloyfters,  feigni- 
orics,  towns,  hofpltals,  churches,  manufactories  and  other  charitable  endow- 
ments ;  as  alfo  to  particular  perfons  from  whom  the  fubjedts  hold  them 
commonly  in  fief  in  lieu  of  paying  down  an  acknowledgment  and  a  yearly 
canon.  > 

All  fubjeds  under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  Landvogt  are  Roman  Catholics. 
The  circumjacent  churches,  as  alfo  fome  few  communities,  have  the  right  of 
patronage  over  the  eighteen  pariflies  and  three  benefices  hcx-e. 

In  Altcrf  is  an  Außrian  upper-amt,  or  prefedurate,  which  ordinarily 
conlifts  of  a  Landvogt,  a  deputy,  a  clerk  and  a  ferjeant  at  arms,  who  ad- 
minifters  the  Landvogt's  incomes,  and  properly  exercifes  juflice  in  civil  and 
criminal  caufes,  if  not  capital,  in  which  cafe  an  appeal  flands  free  to  the 
.  Ubper-Aulirian  chamber  at  Iiifpruck.  In  penal  matters,  indeed,  the  inqueft 
is  alfo  carried  on  by  the  whole  upper  prefedurate,  but  after  its  termination 
is  fent  in  copy  to  the  villages,  Ammann  and  council  at  Altorff,  to  whom,  by 
virtue  of  an  Imperial  privilege,  belongs  the  exerclfe  of  capital  juflice,  in  or- 
der to  obtain  upon  it  an  impartial  verdid,  which  is  afterwards  confirmed 
by  the  Landvogt,  and  remitted  for  execution  to  the  Ammann  and  council. 
The  Landvogt  has  the  care  only  of  the  regalia,  and  in  his  abfence  the  deputy. 
The  amts  here  have  Ammen.  The  whole  province,  which,  together  with 
the  niarket-town  of  Aitorff,  in  the  Snvabian  Außrian  body  reprefents  a  pe^ 
collar  Co-flate,  has  its  ban  and  provincial  receiver,  and 

The  landvogtey  is  at  this  day  divided  into  the  Upper  and  Lower. 

1.  The  upper  landvogtey  contains  in  it  thirteen  prefedurates,  in  which 

the  landvogtey  hath  handed  down  partly  all  high  and  low,  and  partly  only  the 

Glait's  foreiland  penal  jurifdidion.  On  the  contrary,  the  foundations,  towns, 

knightflilps,  and  other  private  perfons  here,  conflitute,  almofl  throughout, 

what 
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what  is  called  the  Sack  and  low  jurifdidlions,  but  to  the  landvogtey  belong 
only  fome  few  feats  and  eftates. 

1.  The  upper-renter's  amt,  or  the  prefedlurate  round  Altorff,  which  the 
upper-renter  infpeds. 

The  market-town  of  Altorff,  which  lies  between  the  rivers  Sdmffen  and 
Ha,  has  always  been  deemed  an  Imperial  village,  and,  as  well  as  the  Im- 
perial towns,  is  yearly  taxed  in  twenty-eight  florins,  which  the  foundation 
of  Weingarten  hitherto  has  had  and  enjoyed  by  way  of  mortgage.  This 
town  is  endowed  with  conliderable  privileges  and  immunities,  and  is  the 
refidence  of  the  upper-amt.  In  it  alfo  is  held  the  Imperial  land-court  on 
the  heath  of  Leutkirch-,  and  in  the  Firs,  alternately  with  the  Imperial 
towns  of  Ra'uensbiirg,  Wangen  and  Ifjjy,  which,  at  the  time  that  the  land- 
vogtey came  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  was  removed  hither  from  Lindau. 
The  immediate  Imperial  foundation  oi  Weingart  en,  which  lies  in  this  market- 
town,  belongs  to  the  circle  of  Sivabia,  under  which  a  further  account  of  it 
fliall  be  given.  It  is  therefore,  notwithftanding  the  contrary  pradice, 
erroneous  to  fay,  the  Aufirian  market-town  oi  Altorf,  called  Weitigarten. 

2.  The  Fifcbbach-Amt,  or  the  prefefturate  round  Fifchbach  and  Ai- 
lingen. 

3.  The  Eggenisoeil-kmH,  or  the  prefedurate  round  Backenweiler  and 
Tiurren-aft. 

4.  The  Wolkertfchweiler-Ami,  or  the  prefedurate  lying  round  the  Wilhelm/- 
kirch  and  chapel. 

5.  The  Zogeniueiler-Amt,  or  the  prefedurate  feated  round  Ringenweiler 
and  Zogenweiler. 

6.  The  Geigelbach-Amt,  or  the  prefedurate  feated  round  the  places  of 
Berg  and  Weiler. 

7.  The  Schijidelbach-Amt,  or  prefedurate  at  and  round  Zollenreiithe} 

8.  The  Bergatreuther- Amt. 

9.  The  Bofch-Amt,  or  prefedurate  fituate  round  the  Karfee. 
ID.  The  P/t'rrzV^-Amt,  or  prefedurate  feated  round  yi;;;»'2;£'//. 

11.  The.  Bodejiegg- Amt. 

12.  The  Amt  at  and  round  EJchach. 

13.  TheGrmikraut-Avnt. 

Among  thefe  prefedurates  of  the  upper  landvogtey  are,  moreover, 
computed, 

1.  The  prefedurate  at  and  round  Boofz  and  Atzenberg,  but  whicli  is,  in 
fome  meafure,  feparated  from  the  others  by  the  feigniories  of  Konigjeg  and 
Aulendorff,  Altfchaufen  and  the  lords  hereditary  Seivers. 

2.  The  amt  lying  round  Geh-atzhofen,  on  the  heath  of  Leutkirch,  and 
otherwife  callefi  the  upper-prefedurate. 

Rem.  The  heath  oi  Leutkirch,  juft  mentioned,  is  properly  a  large  field, 
containing  about  ninety  acres  of  ground,  which  lie  round  the  town  oiLent- 
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kirch,  and  belong  partly  to  the  burghers  there,  and  partly  to  free  people. 
To  this  heath  alio  belong  of  old  divers  villages,  farms  and  eftates,  which 
conflitute  a  tradt  of  land  about  two  miles  in  length,  and  almoft  one  broad. 

2.  The  lower  landvogtey,  in  the  amts  of  which  the  landvogtey  alone 
maintains  the  high  penal  and  G/i?//'^  jurifdiftion, and  what  appertains  there- 
to J  but  the  lower  courts  belong  to  the  proprietors  and  ground-landlords. 

J.  The  amt  on  this  fide  of  the  water  Rijz,  towards  the  Federfee. 

2.  The  amt  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rifz,  between  which  and  the  water 
lies  the  Roth. 

3.  The  amt  round  Munchroth  and  Memmijigen,  from  the  water  of  the 
Roth  to  the  Tier,  and  from  thence  again  to  the  Gunz. 

Rem.  ExcluCive  of  the  jurifdi^ionalia  the  landvogtey  has  here,  both  in 
and  without,  commodious  towns,  cloyfters,  noblemen's  feats,  citadels  and 
feigniories,  together  with  feveral  other  privileges.  It  wants  alfo  to  exercife 
the  GLv't's  fovereignty  and  the  effeds  thereof  from  the  Bodenfee  and  Bu- 
chorn  to  the  third  pile  of  the  Gogling  bridge  near  Ulm. 

II.  The  town  of  Coßanz. 

CoßaiiZy  or  Coßnitz,  in  Latin  Conftantia,  is  an  ancient  town  feated  on  the 
Bcdenfce,  in  that  part  where  the  Rhine  iffues  out  of  it  again,  and  was  for- 
merly an  Imperial  town,  but  in  the  year  1548  was  put  under  the  ban  by 
the  Emperor  Charles  V.  as   it  had  dcferted   the   Roman  catholic   religion. 
Ferdina?id  I.  in  the  year  1549  brought  it  under  the  power  of  the  houfe  of 
Aiifiria  \  and  though  the  States  of  Sivabia  refufed  their  affent  to  this,  yet 
the  fubjcclion  was  ratified  in  the  year  1559  at  the  Diet  at  Augsburg:    Au- 
Jlria^  however,  has  taken  upon  itfelf  the  Imperial  taxes  and  chamber-rates 
for  it.     This  town  is  fortified,  and  has  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rhine  the 
fort  Peterß.mufen  for  its  defence.     Ever  fince  the  year  1752  it  has  been  the 
refidence  of  a  reprefcntation  and  finance-chamber  for  the  Auftrian  countries 
in  t>--iVabic7,  but  the  Reviforium  is  at  Infpruck.    The  bifhopric  of  this  place 
was  removed  hither  about  the  year  570  from  Windifch,  a  place  about  fix 
miles  from  hence,  and  lying  in  Sisifjerlcmd;  but  the  bifliop,  who  is  a  State 
of  the  circle  of  Sicabia,  refides  not  in  it,  but  at  Mersburg.     The  cathedral 
here  is  dedicated  to  St.  Stephen.    We  alfo  find  in  this  town  a  college  of  Je- 
fuits  "and  three  cloyfters.    From  the  year  141410    1418  at  this  place  was 
held  a  famous  council,  which  inftead  of  three  popes  who  had  fet  themfelves 
up  againfl:  each  other,  appointed  a  new  one,    and  ordered  John  Hufz  and 
ferom  of  Prague  to  be  burnt. 

III.  The  marggravate  of  Burgau,  which  lies  between  the  Danube  and 
Lech,  has  been  reprefented  by  John  Stridbeck  on  a  large  chart,  which 
Seutter  copied  in  the  ordinary  form.  This  marggravate  had  formerly  lords 
of  its  own,  the  laft  of  whom,  named  Henry,  died  about  the  year  1283, 
upon  which  it  was  granted  as  an  open  Imperial  fief  by  the  Emperor  Ru- 
dolph I.  to  his  fon  of  the  fame  name,  and  thus  it  came  to  the  houfe  of 

Außria^ 
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Auflria,  to  whofe  youngeft  Prince  it  is  fomtimes  ceded.  Moft  of  the 
eftates  in  the  Burgau  have  been  fiefs  of  Fulda.  Henry,  abbot  of  Fulda,  alfo 
at  that  time,  namely,  in  the  year  1301  invefting  all  the  fons  of  the  Emperor 
Albrecht  with  fuch  eftates  and  people,  and  with  the  very  rights  the  late 
Marggrave  Henry  enjoyed.  This  marggravate  is  governed  by  a  landvogt,  and 
according  to  the  five  Landvogt's  fervants,  divided  into  five  diftridts.  The 
principal  places  in  it  are, 

1.  Burgau,  a  market- town  featcd  on  the  river  Mtndel. 

2.  Gunzburg,  or  Gunzberg,  a  little  town  fituate  on  the  river  Gunz,  and 
which  below  it  falls  into  the  Danube.  In  it  is  a  citadel  together  with  the 
regency  of  the  marggravate,  a  cloyfter  of  Capuchins  and  a  college  of  the 
P.  P.  piarum  fcholanim. 

3.  Edelßetten,  a  temporal  free  canonical  foundation  for  ladies,  founded 
in  the  year  112.6. 

IV.  The  county  of  Kirchberg  and  JVeijJenhorn,  which  lies  on  the  Ilcr  and 
Danube,  and  in  the  year  1504,  during  the  Bavarian  war,  fell  to  the  Em- 
peror Maximilian  I.  by  they«;  fifcale,  buc  afterwards  in  the  life  time  of  the 
laft  count  oi  Kirchberg  Philips  was  in  1507  mortgaged  at  firll  to  the  lord 
of  Fugger  for  70,000  florins  for  ten  years.  Though  the  houfe  of  Außria 
afterwards  redeemed  thefe  counties,  y^t  they  were  again  ceded  by  it  to  the 
count  ol  Fugger  in  lieu  of  a  fum  of  525,000  florins  as  a  male-fief,  and  the 
Raymund  line  is  ftill  in  poffcflion  of  it.    To  them  belongs, 

1.  Upper-Kirckberg,  a  citadei  flanding  on  a  m''untain  on  the  river  7/^r, 

2.  Under-Kirchberg,  a  village  feated  on -the  Her,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  jull:  mentioned  citadel. 

3.  The  feigniories  of  ^^;'//7j,5/£';z,  WuknJtettemVi^Ffaffenhcfen. 

4.  Weijjenhorn,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  lying  on  the  river  Roth. 

5.  Maurftetten,  or  Marjtetten,  a  feigniory,  which  was  formerly  a  county. 
The  citadel  of  this  name  was  fituate  on  the  river  Roth,  near  the  village  of 
Buch,  and  was  the  refidence  of  an  Imperial  land-court,  which  was  re- 
moved from  hence  to  Weijfenhorn,  but  drc^pt  in  the  fixteenth  century. 

V.  The  county  of  Hohenberg,  which  the  Aufirian  Duke  Leopold  ^wx- 
chafed  in  the  year  13  81  of  count  i^zifrt(5/^,6  of  iZb/^^'/^i^fr^  for  66, oco  florins. 
It  confifl:s  of  two  principal  parts,  which  lie  diflant  from  each  other, 
and  are, 

1 .  The  lower  county  of  Hohenberg,  to  which  belongs 
Rotenburg,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Neckar,  and  formerly  called  Z^W- 
furth,  as  alfo  Landhort  and  Landjkron.  This  place  was  laid  wafle  by  an 
earthquake  either  in  the  eleventh  or  twelfth  century,  but  was  afterwards 
rebuilt.  In  it  is  a  citadel  with  a  fine  college  of  Jefuits,  and  a  Carmelite 
cloyfter  founded  in  the  year  1276.  In  its  neighbourhood  too  is  a  medicinal 
fpring,  and  before  the  gate  ftands  a  celebrated  church  named  Weckenthal. 
In  this  trad  lies  alfo  what  is  called  the  Heubcrg,  of  which  the  fame  fabulous 
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Aoiics  are  related  as  of  the  Blocksberge,     The  fecond  part  of  this  town  lies 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  Neckar. 

The  little  town  oi  Ehingen,  bearing  the  furnameof  c;z  the  Neckar.  In  it  is 
a  foundation  belonging  to  St.  Maurice,  which  was  founded  in  the  year  1320 
for  a  provoft  and  twelve  canons. 

Horb,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Neckar,  and  carrying  on  a  very  good 
trade  in  woollen  cloths. 

2.  The  upper  county  of  Hohenberg  ;  to  which  belongs 

Schemberg,  alfo  called  Schonberg,  a  fmall  town  fituated  on  the  rivulet  of 
Echlichem,  and  which,  in  the  year  1750,  was  almofl:  wholly  confumed  by  fire; 

Hohenberg,  a  defolate  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  from  which  the 
county  takes  its  name. 

Fridingen,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Danube. 

Spaichingen,  a  large  village  on  the  river  Frim,  fituate  in  a  valley  which 
takes  its  name  from  the  village.     At  this  place  refides  the  upper-vogt. 

Oberndorf,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  river  Neckar  on  the  Schwarzicald, 
and  containing  a  nunnery  cf  J^iigußines.  This  place  was 'formerly  a  large 
town,  till  reduced  by  fire  to  very  mean  circumftances.  In  the  cloyfter  here 
lies  interred  Hermann  II.  duke  oi'Teck,  who  died  about  the  year  1 190. 

Schramberg,  a  market-town,  lying  between  two  branches  of  the  river 
Sehr/fach,  and  having  near  it  a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain. 

VI.  The  kndgravate  of  Nellcnburg,  containing  a  part  of  the  Hegau,  and 
pu-rchefed  by  the  Außrian  archduke  Sigifmwid  in  the  year  1465  of  John 
count  oiFhengen  for  37905  Rhenißi  florins,  and  by  the  Emperor  Charles  V. 
in  1 542  of  Count  Chrißopher  of  T^hengen,  together  with  the  feigniory 
~  of  'Fhengen  for  8310  florins.  The  whole  landgravate  confided  formerly 
of  the  towns  and  prefedlurates  named  from  it,  viz.  Stockach,  Aach  and 
Thengen,  and  contained  about  thirty  boroughs,  villages,  and  a  diflridl  of 
eight  German  miles  in  circuit.  But  after  Hoengen  had  been  difmembered 
from  it,  and  raifed  to  a  particular  county  inverted  with  princely  dignity, 
the  landgravate  became  remarkably  lefs;  and  it  ftill  wants,  in  particular, 
the  land-court,  which  is  held  at  Stockach,  to  be  poflefl"ed  of  an  extenfive 
jurifdiction  over  the  whole  Hegau.  The  foreft  extends  quite  to  Schauff- 
haufen,  Sigmaringen  and  Tidli?igen  on  the  Danube.  The  landgravate  is  go- 
verned by  a  landvcgt,  and  contains  in  it 

1.  Nellenhurg,  a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  from  which  the 
country  takes  its  name. 

2.  Stockach,  a  fmall  town,  though  the  capital  of  the  country,  and  the 
feat  of  the  Landvogt.  In  this  town  is  commonly  held  the  Imperial  land- 
court  o(  Nellenburg,  which  was  formerly  called  the  land-court  in  the  Hegau 
and  Madach,  and  was  generally  held  at  Aigeltitrgen,  Stockach,  or  Bodenfacb. 

3.  Aach,  a  little  town  ftanding  on  a  fteep  mountain,  at  the  foot  of  which 
are  many  houfes,  which  are  called  the  lower  town. 

4.  Lan- 
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4.  Langenßein,  a  citadel  containing  a  feigniory,  which  belongs  to  the 
hoLife  of  JVclfperg. 

VII.  The  Aujlrian  Brifgau,  which  an  Imperial  engineer  has  exhibited 
in  a  very  good  chart,  which  from  Micbal'%  chart  of  Swabia^  and  by  Hau- 
ber''s  additions,  has  been  enl;irged  and  improved,  and  in  171 8  publiihed  by 
Homü?2n,  and  conftitutes  the  eighty-feventh  cliart  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany. 
This  landgravate  contains  a  CvMifiderabie  part  of  the  Scbwarzicald.  It  be- 
longed at  firft  to  the  dukes  of  Zahringen;  from  whom  it  came  to  the 
counts  oi  Ilochberg^  and  then  to  the  counts  of  Furßenberg,  by  whom  it  was 
fold  in  the  year  1367  together  with  the  towns  oi  Neu  burg,  Breyfach,  Ken- 
zingen  and  WiiUngen,  and  all  its  appendages  to  the  Dakes  Leopold  and 
Albrecht  ol  Aiißria  iox  K^c^QOO  ^ox\x\%.  But  the  town  of  Fr^j'^w^,  in  par- 
ticular, freed  itfelf  from  the  jurifdidion  of  the  count  o'i  Furßenberg,  but 
fubmitted  itfelf  the  year  following  to  the  laid  dukes  in  lieu  of  very  confider- 
able  privileges.     In  this  landgravate  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

1.  Freyburg,  the  capital  of  this  province,  and  fituate  in  the  river  Treifam. 
This  place  was  formerly  an  important  fortrefs,  which  was  taken  in  the 
years  1632,  1634,  and  1638  by  the  Swedes,  in  1677,  1713  and  1745  by 
the  Freticb,  and  by  them  thelaft  time  ftript  of  its  fortifications.  In  it  is  the 
regency  appointed  over  a  part  of  the  Außrian  territories  in  Swabia,  as  alfo 
an  univerfity  founded  in  the  year  1450,  a  college  of  Jefuits,  and  feveral 
cloyfters.  This  town  was  founded  in  the  year  11 18  by  Duke  Bertbold  of 
Zahringen,  and  endowed  with  fo  many  immunities,  that  it  afterwards 
afpired  at  being  more  than  a  land-town.  On  the  extindion  of  the  dukes- 
oi  Zubringen,  it  devolved  in  1228  by  marriage  to  the  counts  of  Furßen- 
berg, with  whom  it  had  many  difputes  on  account  of  its  privileges,  and  at 
laft  purchafed  its  freedom  of  them  for  20,000  maiks  of  iilver.  This  funi 
the  houfe  of  Auftria  advanced,   by  which  the  town  fubjefled  itfelf  to  it. 

2.  Breyfacb,  or  Old-Breyfach,  (o  called  in  contradiiiindtion  to  the 
French  part  of  New-Breyfacb,  lying  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rbi?ie.  Old- 
Breyjach  is  a  town  alfo  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  partly  lying  on  an  emi- 
nence. It  was  formerly  an  Imperial  city,  but  in  the  year  133  i  was  mort- 
gaged by  the  Emperor  Lewis  of  Bavaria  to  Duke  Otto  of  Auftria,  which 
mortgage  was  ratified  by  Charles  V.  in  1348.  This  place  was  alfo  formerly 
an  excdlent  fortrefs,  which  in  the  year  1688  was  taken  by  the  French,  but 
in  1697  again  reftored,  and  in  1703  taken  a  fecond  time,  but  in  1715 
again  given  up.  By  order,  however,  o^  Maria  'Tbercßa  Qn^een  ci  Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  the  fortifications  were  razed  in  1741,  whence  the  town  is 
now  become  an  open  place. 

3.  Neuburg,  a  town  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  formerly  an  Imperial 
town,  which  in  the  fourteenth  century  fell  under  the  dominion  of  the 
houfe  oi  Außria.  This  place  fufFered  much  in  the  years  1632,  1634,  1675 
and  1702,  and  was  difmantled  by  the  ivvÄf^. 

4.  Bur^ 
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4.  Biirken,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Rhine. 

5.  E/uliz/geti,  alfo  a  Imall  town. 

6.  Kenzitigen,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  river  Elz. 

7.  Elzach,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name. 

8.  Ti-ibcrg,  a  market-town,  and  a  place  of  note  for  pilgrimages. 

9.  Waldkirch,  a  fmall  town. 

10.  Zahringen,  a  defolate  citadel  fituate  h&rd  by  Freyhurg,  and  from 
which  the  ancient  dukes  of  Zahringen  took  their  title.  Thele  dukes  were 
of  the  race  of  the  Bertholds,  counts  0^  x\\t  Brifgau.  To  tht  Berthold,  who 
is  commonly  called  the  Jirjl,  hopes  were  given  by  the  Emperor  Henry  III. 
of  the  dutchy  of  Sivabia,  but  that  he  never  obtained.  It  is  true,  indeed, 
that  inftead  thereof  he  was  made  duke  in  Carinthia,  but  again  depofed  in 
the  year  1073,  and  in  1077  the  Emperor  deprived  him  alfo  of  the  county 
in  the  Brlfgau.  His  eldeft  fon,  Berthold  II.  bore  the  ducal  title,  without 
having  any  proper  dutchy.  BcrtholdlU.  and  Conrad,  fons  to  this  laft,  were 
alfo  ftiled  dukes,  and  Conrad  was  the  firft  who  began  to  ftile  himfelf  from 
the  citadel  of  Zahringen,  the  title  of  dukes  of  Zahringen  at  that  time  com- 
ino- up  firft,  namely,  about  the  year  1 130.  Conrad's  fou  was  Berthold  IV. 
and  his  ion  Berthold  Y .  who  died  in  the  year  12 18,  was  the  laft  of  his 
hotife. 

J  I.  Sichonau  and  Zell,  both  market-towns  fituate  on  the  river  Wijen. 

12.  The  county  of  5/fl?/^«,  which  till  about  the  year  1726  was  poflefled 
as  a  mortgage  from  Außria  by  the  Brifgau  counts  of  Schaiienburg,  whofe 
family-feat  lies  near  Upper-Kirch  in  the  Ortenau.  It  appears,  that  at  pre- 
fent,  the  foundation  of  St.  Blaje  is  in  its  poffeffion.     This  county  contains 

in  it 

Stauffen,  a  market-town  with  a  citadel  which  Is  feated  on  a  mountain. 
The  villages  oi  Pfaffeniceiler,  Kirchhöfen,  Griinern,  Wetelbriinn,  &c. 

13.  The  following  cloyfters,  'viz. 

Five  prelates  of  BenediSlines  before  the  Schivarzwald  {ad  pedes  Syha 
Hercynia)  namely, 

I.  The  abbot  of  St.  Blafe,  who  In  the  year  1747  was  raifed  to  the  ftate 
of  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  and  is  alfo  hereditary  arch-aulic  chaplain  of  the 
archiducal  houfe  of  Außria  in  the  anterior  Aulirian  countries.  This  pre- 
late ftands  under  the  bilhop  of  Coftanz.  To  this  abbey  belong  the  counties 
and  feigniories  of  Bondorff  (in  the  circle  of  Swabia)  Stauffen,  Kirchhöfen^ 
Gußweil  and  Oberriedt. 

The  prelates  of  St.  Tnitpert,  St.  Peter,  Etthejiheim-Munßer  and  Schüt- 
teren, as  alfo  of  Old-Offenzell.  The  two  firft  ftand  under  the  bifhop  of 
Coßanz,  the  laft  under  the  fee  of  Strafzburg. 

The  prelate  of  Dennebach,  of  the  Cißercian  order ;  together  with 

Other  fmaller  cloyfters,  as  that  of  Womienthal  on  the  river  Elz;  that  of 
tlie  Guntherßhall,  which  is  a  Cißercian  nunnery j    that  of  Oberriedt  and 

Burg- 
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Burgling,  in  the  middle  of  the  marggravate  of  Baden-Dnrlach ;    as  alfo  of 
Ohhe7'g,  feated  on  the  borders  of  the  canton  of  Bafel. 

VIII.  The  four  foreft-towns.,  in  Latin  Vrbes  Sylveßres,  lying  on  the  Vihlnc. 

1.  Rheinfcldcn,  a  fortified  town  fituate  on  the  fouth-fidc  of  the  Rhine,  on 
the  oppofite  bank  of  which  is  a  covered  way  built  in  the  manner  of  a 
hornwork,  and  having  a  communication  with  the  town  by  means  of  a 
bridge.  The  old  county  of  Rheinfeldcn,  the  citadel  belonging  to  which 
flood  formerly  on  a  rock  in  the  middle  of  the  Rhine,  and  was  called  the 
Stone  of  Rheinfslden,  defcended  by  marriage  after  the  extinction  of  the  male 
race  of  its  counts,  to  the  dukes  of  Z abringen,  which  family  alfo  becoming 
extindl  in  the  year  1218  it  devolved  to  the  Empire,  on  which  a  reichfvogt 
or  burggrave  was  appointed  over  it.  After  this  it  was  mortgaged  by  the 
'E.xxvf&xox  Lewis  oi  Bavaria  in  the  year  133  i,  together  with  fome  other 
towns,  to  the  Dukes  Albrecht  and  Otto  of  Außria  for  20,000  marks  of 
filver  of  the  weight  oi Cojlanz,  with  the  right  of  redemption. 

Rem.  The  Rhine  at  this  place  runs  with  great  violence  into  a  rocky 
tradt  one  mile  in  length,  called  the  Geivild,  through  which  fhips  are 
let  down  by  ropes.  Hard  by  the  town  is  the  village  of  Kaifirs  Augft,  fituate 
on  the  Rhine,  in  the  tradl  in  which  anciently  flood  the  town  of  Augußa 
Raiiracoi'ian. 

2.  Seckingen,  in  Latin  SanSlimn  Seccovium,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the 
Rhifie,  by  the  waters  of  which  it  is  wholly  environed.  This  place  is  a  fief 
belonging  to  the  ancient  foundation  eftabliflied  here  for  ladies,  the  abbefs 
of  which,  ever  fince  the  year  1307,  has  enjoyed  the  title  of  a  Princefs  of 
_the  holy  Roman  Empire.  On  the  extindion  of  the  line  of  Habsburg-Lau- 
Jenburg,  this  town  together  with   the  former  county  devolved  to  the  houfe 

of  Aujlria,  which  has  the  right  over  the  chell  of  the  territories  of  this  noble 
foundation. 

Rem.  To  this  foundation  were  mortgaged  laft  century  by  the  houfe  of 
Auftria  the  vogteys  of  Horiiuffen,  Zeichen,  Zutzgen  and  Stein,  and  by 
baron  Grammont,  owner  of  the  mortgage,  both  the  vallies  and  vogteys  of 
Metau  and  Sulz  were  ceded  by  exchange  to  the  feigniory  of  Laufenbiirg. 
To  this  foundation  alfo  belongs  the  village  of  Dinkhof  not  far  from  Bajel, 
and  the  mayoralty  of  Stetten  in  the  Wiefe?ithal,  together  with  other  eflates, 
and  it  has  alfo  fome  pariH^ies  to  difpofe. 

3.  Laufenburg,  the  head-place  of  an  ancient  county,  and  a  fortified 
town,  fituated  on  both  fides  of  the  river  Rhine,  over  which  it  has  a  bridge,  by 
means  of  which  both  parts  of  the  town  are  joined  to  each  other.  This  town 
is  a  fief  of  the  foundation  oi  Seckingen,  which  was  poffeffed  by  the  counts 
of  Habsburg,  together  with  the  traft  called  the  Seckingen,  fo  early  as  the 
days  of  the  Swabian  dukes  of  the  houfe  of  Hobenftaufen.  The  line  of  Habf- 
burg-Laufenburg  becoming  extinft  in  the  year  1409,  both  counties,  toge- 
ther with  the  towns  in  them,  defcended  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria  by  way  of 
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inheritance  ;  though  fo  early  as  the  year  1387  Duke  Leopold  \\^A  purchafed 
the  whole  county  of  haiifenburg  of  Count  'John  the  Younger  of  Habsburg  for 
I  2,000  florins.     At  this  place  is  a  fall  in  the  river  Rhine. 

4.  IValdßnit,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Rhine,  built  by  the  counts  of 
Jiiibiburg,  and  conftantly  poffefled  by  them.  In  the  year  1468  this  place 
was  befieged  in  vain  by  the  Snjüiß,  but  in  1638  taken  by  Duke  Bernhard  of 
Weimar. 

Rem,  ^c\.v)ce:r\  Waldßntt  znA.  Laujenburg  lies  the  county  of  Haiienßein, 
which  devolved  from  the  counts  of  Freyburg  of  the  houfe  of  Zahringen  to 
the  honfe  of  Atißria,  and  was  ceded  again  by  them  to  the  latter  at  the 
peace  of  Munjier,  after  having  been  for  fome  time  in  the  hands  of  the 
Frettch. 

Hüuenßcin,  is  a  fmall  town  fituate  hard  by  the  river  Rhine,  and  formerly 
containing  a  citadel. 

IX.  The  landvogtey  of  Ortenau.  Under  the  Ortenau,  we  underftand 
in  its  moft  extenfive  meaning,  that  trail  of  land  which  lies  betwixt  the 
Brißgau,  the  marggravate  of  Bilden,  the  Sckwarzr.jalde  and  the  Rhine  y 
whereas  the  landvogtey  of  Ortenau,  of  \vhich  we  here  treat,  is  the  traft 
which  remained  over  and  above  that  juft  defigned,  on  deducing  the  pre- 
fedlurates  of  Heße-Darmfladt,  Wilßadt  and  Lichtenau  on  the  one  fide,  and 
the  epifcopal  prefeclurates  of  Straßzburg,  Oberkirch,  and  Oppenau  on  the 
other.  The  places  lying  in  the  latter  belong  partly  to  the  houfe  of  Außri a, 
partly  to  the  immediate  Imperial  knightfliip  of  the  circuit  of  Ortenau  in 
Swabia.  The  former  was  ceded  by  the  houfe  of  Aißria  to  that  of  Baden- 
Baden  as  a  male-fief,  which  appoints  vogts  over  it  at  Grießfenhcim,  Appen- 
-K'csbr,  Ortenberg  and  zt  Acberen ;  but  the  houfe  of  Außria  appoints  the 
landvogt  here,  who  refides  in  the  Imperial  city  of  Offenburg,  and  in  thefe 
parts  exercifes  fome  fmall  jurifdidion.  The  Ortenau,  fo  early  as  the  time 
of  the  Emperor  Henry  YV.  was  difmembered  from  the  dutchy  of  Sivabia, 
and  belonged  to  the  dukes  of  Zahrivgen,  on  the  extindion  of  whom  it 
came  by  marriage  to  the  counts  of  Habsburg.  » 

X.  The  following  difperfed  towns  and  feigniories,  viz. 

1.  Wiblingcn,  a  Benediciine  abbey  for  men,  feated  on  the  Jler,  which, 
till  the  year  1699  belonged  to  the  above  defcribed  county  of  Kirchberg,  but 
in  that  year  was  difmembered  from  it  by  an  Imperial  declaration,  which 
was  renewed  in  1700,  and  the  place  declared  a  free  feigniory  immediately 
fubjed  to  the  regency  of  Injpruck.  This  abbey  was  founded  by  Otto  and 
Hartmann,  counts  of  Kirchberg,  about  the  year  1099.  Near  the  cloyfter  lies 
a  borough,  and  to  it  alfo  belong  feveral  villages. 

2.  Schelklingen,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Ach.  Hard  by  it 
lies  the  BenedtSline  nunnery  of  Urfpring. 

3.  Ehingen,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Danube,  and  containing  a  Bene- 
diBine  nunnery  for  ladies.  In  the  year  1749  a  confiderable  part  of  this 
place  was  deflroyed  by  fire.  4.  Berg^ 
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4.  Berg,  a  feigniory  and  citadel  fituate  near  Ehingen,  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  Danube,  and  not  far  from  that  river. 

5.  Munderkingen,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Danube. 

6.  Riedlingen,  a  fmall  town  alfo  feated  on  the  Danube. 

7.  Mengen,  a  little  town  fituate  near  the  Danube. 

8.  Saulgen,  or  Sulgen,  alfo  called  Saulgcai  and  Sulgaii,  a  fmall  town  ly- 
ing on  the  Schivarzach,  and  having  formerly  counts  of  its  own. 

9.  JValdfee,  a  fmall  town  fituate  within  the  limits  of  the  county  of  Wald- 
hurg.  The  adjoining  citadel  of  the  fame  name  belongs  to  the  Seivers  of 
Waldburg,  and  is  a  refidence  of  theirs. 

10.  Buxheim,  a  confidcrable  charter- houfe,  fituate  one  hour's  diftancc 
from  Memmingen,  and  ftanding  under  the  proteäion  of  the  Außriam.  The 
high  jurifdiöion  over  it  is  exercifed  by  the  landvogtey  in  Sivabia.  To 
this  charter-houfe  belong  the  villages,  as  alfo  V/eikr,  Buxheim,  Wefler- 
hart,  Plefz,  Obenhaufen,  Bennern,  Veringen  and  Neuhaus,  of  the  fituation 
of  which  an  account  fliall  be  given  under  the  circle  of  Sivabia,  to  which 
taxes  are  paid  on  account  of  thefe  places. 

11.  The  citadel  and  feigniory  of  G«^f??/?f/«,  lying  on  ihe  Danube. 

12.  Voringen,  a  fmall  town  feated  in  the  Alb,  on  the  river  Laucherf,  and 
formerly  the  head  place  of  a  county,  which  on  the  extindion  of  its  ancient 
counts,  devolved  to  the  counts  of  Werdenberg,  and  on  their  extindlion  to 
the  houfe  of  y/^z/Zr/ß,  and  the  counts  of  Zc&r?/ ;  but  fo  that  Auftria  ap- 
propriated to  itfelf  the  fovereignty  over  the  whole  inheritance  of  Voringen. 
This  little  town  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Aujtria,  but  the  village  of  Voringen, 
together  with  other  villages  here  under  the  fovereignty  of  the  houfe  of  Au- 
ftria, belong  to  the  houfe  of  Hohenzollern-Sigmarijigen,  which  bears  the  title 
of  count  of  Voringen. 

13.  The  town  and  territory  of  F/7//;7^^;;.     In  it 

Villingen,  a  town  fituate  in  a  fertile  tradt  on  the  Briege,  and  the  ftreets  of 
which  are  regularly  laid  out  and  well  paved.  This  place,  by  means  of  the 
circumjacent  mountains  and  narrow  accefl"es  leading  to  it,  is  extremely  well 
fecured,  and  alfo  fomewhat  fortified  by  art;  for,  which  reafons  in  the  years 
1633  and  1634  it  was  befieged  in  vain,  and  in  1704  bombarded  without 
efFedl  by  the  French,  but  taken  before  in  the  year  1688  by  them.  It  has 
always  ierved  the  Aujirians  as  a  magazine  for  thefe  parts,  as  well  for 
provifions  as  military  ftores.  In  it  is  an  abbey  of  BetiediSiines,  andjts  neigh- 
bourhood contains  a  good  bath.  The  town  itfelf  btlonged  formerly  to  the 
dukes  of  Zahringen,  on  the  extindion  of  whom  it  came  to  the  counts  of 
Furjtenberg,  and  afterwards  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria. 

Breunlingen,  a  little  town,  which  at  the  peace  of  Munfter  was  again  ceded 
to  the  houfe  of  Auftria. 

14.  Rat olfze II,  or  fimply  Zell,  a  fmall  town  fituate  on  the  Zeller,  or  Unter-fee. 

1 5.  Steckborn,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Unter-fce.

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IV.     The  Temporal    Jurifdiflion    of    the 
Bishop     oi    T  R   E   N  T. 

TH  E  temporal  jurifdidion  of  the  bifliop  of  TraU  lies  in  the  county  of 
Tyrol,  in  which  this  ancient  bifliopric  was  gradually  encrcafed  by  the 
liberality  of  the  ancient  Roman  Emperors.  On  the  arrival  of  the  houfe  of 
Auftria  to  the  county  o^ Tyrol,  it  reinftated  the  biOiopric  in  whatever  it  had 
lolt  in  the  preceding  times;  whence  alfo  biflhop  Albrecht,  in  the  year  1365, 
'fave  a  brief  to  Albrecht  and  Leopold  dukes  oi  Außfia,  in  which,  as  counts 
oi  Tyrol,  he  acknowledged  them  to  be  hereditary  vogts  of  his  church,  and 
on  the  other  hand  promifed  them  his  afTiftance.  Such  ftipulations  were  alfo 
made  under  the  Emperors  Frederick  IV.  Maximilian  I.  and  Ferdinand!. 
In  the  yeir  i  <;  1 1 ,  it  was  flipulated  between  the  arch-houfe  of  Auftria  and 
the  biHiop  of  T/V/rf,  that  the  bifliop  fliould  appear  at  the  Diet  of  Tyrol  d^nd 
at  other  meetings  by  deputies,  and  confult  concerning  the  welfare  and  fe- 
curity  of  the  country;  and  alfo  that  for  this  end  it  fnould  contribute  its 
fliare  of  the  taxes  and  imports  raifed  on  it,  but  that  the  houfe  of  Auftria, 
as  fovereign  of  Tyrol,  fliould  on  occäfion  of  extraordinary  taxcs  laid  by 
the  Empire,  anfwer  for  the  bifliopric,  Brixen  excepted,  (See  page  14Ö.) 
which  ftipulation  was  alfo  ratified  in  the  recefs  of  the  Empire  at  Augsburg 
in  the  year  1548,  (§.  69.)  But  though  the  bifhop  of  Trent  is  thus  held 
by  the  archiducal  houfe  oi  Aiflria  äs  a  ]and-fl:ate,  yet  he  enjoys  as  an  im- 
mediate Prince  of  the  Empire,  both  a  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  thereof  in 
the  college  of  Pr4nces  of  the  Empire,  and  likewife  adtually  fends  deputies 
to  the  Diet  of  the  Empire.  This  prelate  is  alfo  a  State  of  the  circle  oi  Au- 
ftria. As  a  bifliop  he  is  fubjedl:  to  the  archbifliop  of  Gorz.  The  highly 
worthy  chapter  here  alfo  poflefles  a  feat  at  the  Diets  of  Tyrol. 

With  refpedl  to  the  hereditary  oflices  of  this  bifliopric,  the  counts  of  the 
Empire  and  lords  o'i  Firmian,  Cromclz  and  Meggel,  enjoy  the  oflice  of  aulic- 
marfljal ;  the  counts  of  the  Empire  of  Acrzt,  and  lords  of  the  citadel  of 
Vafx,  the  ofiice  of  chamberlain  ;  the  counts  of  Thun,  the  office  of  cup- 
bearer ;  the  barons  of  Prato  and  lords  of  Scgunzan,  the  office  of  Seiver. 

The  princely  epifcopal  aulic-council  confifi:s  of  fpiritual   and   temporal 
counfellors  ;    the  confiftory,  of  fpiritual  perfons  only;    but  the  aulic  and 
chamber  counfellors  confifl' partly  of  fpiritual  and  partly  of  temporal  States. 
To  the  temporal  jurifdiftion  of  the  bifliop  belongs, 

1.  Trent,  in  Latin  Tride'nfufn,  and  by  the  Italians  called  Trento,  the 
head  and  refidence  town,  lying  in  a  valley  on  the  river  Etfch.  This  place  con- 
tains no  ftreets  in  it  which  are  exaäly  regular,  and  the  houfes  here  ari?  alfo 
for  the  moft  part  built  in  the  old  tafl:e.     The  princely  epifcopal  palace  is 

indeed 
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ndeed  extenfive,  but  likewife  old  fafhioned.  The  cathedral  church  is 
named  St.  Vigilius.  Befides  thefe  buildings  here  are  moreover  in  this  city 
three  parifii-churches,  one  college  of  Jefuits,  the  church  belonging  to 
which  is  finely  ornamented  with  marble,  and  two  cloyfters,  and  round  the 
town  lie  five  others.  The  council  which  was  held  here  from  the  year  1545 
to  1563  is  famous. 

Without  the  town  on  the  mountain  called  Dos  di  Trendy  and  in  Latin 
Dor/tan  Tridentimim,  lay  formerly  the  fortrefs  of  Verruca. 

2.  Reiff,  in  Latin  Ripa,  and  by  the  Italians  Rha,  a  fmall  town  fituated 
fe  a  very  pleafant  fpot  on  the  Garf-fee,  or  Lago  di  Garda,  with  a  citadel  iri 
it  ftanding  on  an  eminence,  by  the  Italians  called  Rocca,  and  alfo  another 
lying  on  the  lake.  This  town  carries  on  a  pretty  confiderable  trade.  In 
the  Hieronymkc  church  here  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin.  Near  the 
town  grow  excellent  lemons  and  oranges. 

3.  The  feigniory  of  Caldonatfch.  In  the  lake  of  Caldonatfch  rifes  the 
Brenta,  which  in  Latin  is  called  the  Meduacus,  and  runs  through  the  Vall- 

Jugan  towards  Padua,  and  then  into  the  Venetian  fea. 

4.  The  captainfhip  of  TZjcw/,  which  was  conferred  on  this  bifhopric  in 
the  year  1460  by  the  archduke  Sigijniund. 

5.  The  vallies  oi  Leder,  Randena  and  Judiciaria.  In  the  fecond  of  thefe 
rifes  the  Sarca,  called  in  Latin  the  Mincius,  which  is  rich  in  trout,  and 
difcharges  itfelf  into  the  Gart-ße. 

6.  The  Nonsberg,  in  Latin  Anania,  or  Anaunia,  is  uncommonly  fertile, 
and  repleniilied  with  citadels  and  villages,  and  alfo  inhabited  by  many  ancient 
and  noble  families.  Among  other  places  we  find  here  the  citadel  of  Spaur, 
whence  the  counts  of  that  name  derive  their  defcent,  together  with  the 
market-town  of  G/ofz,  which  gave  rife  to  the  noble  family  ofthat  name, 
which  is  poffelTed  of  the  ofiice  of  hereditary  chamberlain  of  Tyrcl. 

7.  The  Sulzthal,  in  Latin  called  Vallis  Solis,  and  which  is  alfo  fertile. 

8.  The  citadel  and  feigniory  of  Perfen. 


V.     The    Temporal    JunTdidion   of  the 
B  1  s  HOP    of  B  R  I  X  E  JV, 

THE  bifhopric  of  Bn'xen  is  much  the  fame  with  th^t  of  Trent  juft  de- 
fer! bed.  Its  prelate  is  confidered  by  the  arch-houfe  of  Außria  as  a 
land-flate  of  Tyro],  and  appears  by  his  deputies  at  the  Diets  thereof,  bearin» 
likewife  the  taxes  and  impoils  belonging  to  it,  but  having,  notwithflanding, 
as  an  immediate  Prince  of  the  Empire  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of 
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the  Empire  in  the  college  of  the  Princes.  Pie  likcwife  a<flually  fends  de- 
puties and  contributes  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-court  the 
Jfum  abovementioned,  p.  146.  but  with  refpedl  to  the  extraordinary  taxes  of 
the  Empire  the  houfe  of  Anjlria  anfwers  to  them.  Its  prelate  is  alfo  a 
State  of  the  circle  of  ^«//;7/7.  Asa  biiliop  he  is  fubjeft  to  the  archbifliop 
of  Salzburg.  The  highly  worthy  chapter  here  pofl'efles  alfo  a  place  at  the 
meetings  of  the  province  ci  Tyrol. 

With  refpedl  to  the  hereditary  offices  of  this  bifhopric,  the  counts  of 
JVcllfperg  and  Primor  are  pofTciled  of  the  ofiice  of  hereditary  marflial  ;  the 
barons  Colonna  of  Vch  and  Schenkcnberg,  of  that  of  hereditary  chamberlain  ; 
the  counts  of  Thitn,  of  the  office  of  hereditary  cup-bearer;  and  the  counts 
oi  Wolkejijlein,  at  Rcdneg,  of  the  office  of  hereditary  »S^/wr. 

The  princely  epifcopal  high  colleges  here  are  the  confiflory,  the  aulic- 
council,  and  the  aulic-chamber. 

To  the  temporal  jurifdiition  of  the  Prince  and  bifhop  belong 

1.  Brixen,  in  hat'm  Brixitium,  or  Brixi?ia,  in  the  Italian  BreJJanone,  the 
head  and  refidence  town,  lying  in  a  pleafant  fpot  on  the  river  Eyfack,  which 
at  this  place  receives  into  it  the  Rieiiz.  The  epifcopal  palace  here  is  well 
built.  Exclufive  of  the  cathedral,  in  this  town  we  find  one  parochial  and  fix 
other  churches,  with  two  cloyfters.  In  the  year  1080  a  council  was  held 
here  by  the  Emperor  Henry  IV.  in  which  pope  Gregory  VII.  was  depofed. 

2.  SebeU;  or  Saben,  in  Latin  Sabiona,  Savione,  Sablavione  and  Sebana, 
featcd  on  an  eminence  on  the  Eyfack,  hard  by  Claufen,  and  remarkabh  in 
that  at  this  place  flood  the  epifcopal  fee  before  it  was  removed  to  Brixen. 
The  old  caflle  which  ftood  here  was  in 'the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  cen-, 
tury  converted  into  a  nunnery;  and  in  this  town  is  alfo  fiiiU  to  be  feen  the  old 
collegiate  church.    The  original  town  o^  Sabiona  was  defi:royed  hy  Attila. 

3.  Claufen,  m  Latin  Clujina,  Clufmm,  or  Cht  fa,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the 
river  oi Eyfack.  In  the  church  belonging  to  the  Capuchin  cloyfler  is  a  fmall 
treafure  of  paintings  by  celebrated  mailers.  Near  the  town,  exclufive  of 
the  above-mentioned  citadel  of  Saben,  flands  alfo  the  citadel  of  Pranzol. 

4.  Brauneggen,  or  Brauneck,  a  fmall  town  containing  a  parochial  and 
three  other  churches,  one  of  which  lies  near  the  cloyfler  of  Capuchins.  In 
it  alfo  is  a  captain  and  a  deputy  amtman,  and  on  a  hill  likewife  near  the 
town  flands  a  citadel. 

5.  The  feat  oi  Salem  near  Brixen,  in  which  is  an  epifcopal  guardian. 

6.  The  jurifdidlion  oi  Lufen,  in  Latin  known  by  the  name  oi  Lußna. 

7.  The  jurifdicftion  of  Pfeffersberg. 

8.  The  jurifdidion  o^Velthurtis,  which  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I.  ceded 
in  the  year  1479  to  the  bifhopric.  At  this  place  alfo  is  a  guardian. 

9.  The  jurifdidion  of  Latzfafz,  in  Latin  called  Pons  Latins. 
\o.  Thurn,  in  which  is  a  guardian. 

II.  Thiers,  alfo  having  a  guardian. 

12.  Evajz, 
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12.  Evafz,  or  Effas,  having  a  captain. 

13.  The  jurifdidion  of  Puchefjßeiny  ceded  to  the  bifliopric  in  the  year 
13  JO,  by  a  noble  family  which  took  its  name  from  it. 

14.  The  jurifdiftion  of  Aurafen.,  which  is  governed  by  a  guardian. 

15.  The  jurifdiftion  oi  Niedervintel,  over  which  a  judge  prefides. 
Rem.  To  the  bi(hoprick  of  ßr/x^«  belongs  alfo  the  feigniory  oi  Feldes  m 

the  Upper-Ca7-/iiola,  the  citadel  belonging  to  which  (lands  on  a  very  high 
rock  on  the  Feldes  or  Frauenfee.  This  place  was  conferred  on  the  bilhopric 
in  the  year  1004,  by  the  Eniperor  Henry,  and  is  governed  by  an  epifcopal 
captain.  In  the  faid  fee  or  lake  lies  the  ifland  of  PFertb,  on  which  is  a 
church  of  our  Lady  where  a  provoft  refides^ 
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VI.     The  Bishopric  of 
C  H  U  R, 

npHE  bifhoprlc  of  Churls  held  by  the  German  Empire  as  an  immediate- 
•*■  State  of  the  Empire,  though  the  Gottejhausbund,  or  League  of  the 
houfe  of  God,  maintain,  that  out  of  the  limits  of  the  German  Ejnpire,  it  is 
an  infeparable  member  of  its  free  State  ;  and  thus  the  bidiop  of  Chur  is  only 
a  titular  Prince  of  the  Empire.  At  prefent  it  is  ufually  reckoned  in  the  circle 
of  Außria,  but  formerly  was  deemed  in  that  of  Sivabia. 

The  origin  of  this  bifhopric  is  uncertain.  The  feries  of  its  prelates  is 
ufually  made  to  begin  with  one  Afimus,  who  lived  about  the  year  440. 
The  Carlovinian  and  ^axon  Emperors  and  Kings  have  maintained  and  exer- 
cifed  the  right  of  protedtian  over  this  bifliopric,  partly  in  regard  that  it 
was  richly  endowed  by  them,  and  partly  that  they  compelled  the  bifliops  to 
have  the  difputes,  which  arofe,  decided  before  their  tribunals.  The  Em- 
peror Henry  III.  depofed  Bifhop  Nortbert,  and  conferred  this  bifhopric  on 
Ulrich  III.  The  Emperor  Frederick  I.  in  the  year  i  1 70,  raifed  Bifliop  Egino,, 
together  with  all  his  fucceflbrs,  to  the  ftate  of  Princes  of  the  Empire,  con- 
ferring the  right  over  the  cheft  of  the  territories  of  the  biiliopric  on  his  fon  Fre- 
derick. On  the  extindion  of  the  line  of  the  Swabian  dukes,  this  right  devolved 
to  divers  houfes  of  counts  and  barons ;  and  the  Gottejhausbund  maintain, 
that  it  rightfully  had,  and  exercifed  it  after  the  regulation  and  inftitution 
which  followed  in  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century  :  for  the  commu- 
nities of  which  it  confifts  had  enjoyed  it  from  the  earlieft  times,  and  their 
feveral  fuperiors  were  pofTelTed  of  it  only  in  the  name  of  their  fubjeös,. 
This  league  further  alledges,  that  it  afterwards  defended  the  bifliopric  and 
the  bifhops  of  Chur  on  all  occafions,  prevented  the  diminution  and  difhpa- 
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tlon  of  the  edatcs  of  the  blHiopric  as  much  as  poflible,  and  promoted  its 
benefit  on  all  occafions  j  which  (liews  its  adual  poirefTion  of  the  cheft  and 
right  of  protedion  over  this  fee.  What  it  wants  therefore  is,  that  the 
canons  proceed  to  no  eledlion  of  a  bifliop,  without  the  permiflion  and  privity 
of  the  League,  nor  any  otherwife  accomplifh  it  than  with  its  confent,  and 
elecfl  a  perfon,  agreeable  to  the  Gottejbamhund  and  defcended  from  it : 
nay,  each  new  bifliop  is  alfo  to  fwear  to  obferve  the  fix  articles,  which 
Bhhop  Lucius  Iter  and  the  chapter  firfl  fwore  to  obferve  in  the  year  1541, 
and  vowed  to  the  Gottcßiausbund.  But  the  chapter  in  all  its  eledtions 
ever  fince  the  year  1692,  has  paid  no  regard  to  thefe  rights,  which  the 
Gotteß:ausbund  maintains  as  its  due.  Baron  Rijetijeh,  the  Imperial  mi- 
nifter,  aflured  the  chapter,  at  the  election  in  the  year  1728,  of  the  Im- 
perial protedlion,  and  at  that  of  iJSS  ^"  Imperial  commiffary  appeared. 
The  bifhop  adlually  fends  deputies  to  the  Diets  of  the  Empire,  and  with 
refped;  to  the  Imperial  juftice-chamber  is  rated  for  each  term  at  twenty-one 
rixdollars.    The  epifcopal  title,  in  a  writing  of  the  bifliop's  addrefled,  in  the 

year  1755, to  the  Grotteß:ausbund-,  runs  thus  :  By  the  grace  of  God, , 

eleded  bifliop  oiChur,  Prince  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  lord  oi  Furflenburg^ 
Fiirßojau,  &c.  As  bifhop  he  ftands  under  the  archbifhop  of  M^wte.  His 
fpiritual  jurifdidion  extends  partly  into  the  hereditary  countries  of  the  houfe 
of  Aiiflria  and  partly  into  the  Cantons  of  Sioißerland.  The  very  worthy 
chapter  here  confifts  of  twenty-four  perfons.  The  hereditary-offices  of 
this  bifliopric  are  ;  the  ofiice  of  hereditary  Seher,  which  thofe  of  Mont  are 
polTefi'ed  of,  the  office  of  hereditary-chamberlain,  which  thofe  of  y^^rw/o«/ 
enjoy;  the  office  of  hereditary-cupbearer,  which  is  lodged,  on  account  of 
'Tyrol,  in  the  houfe  of  Außria,  and  that  of  hereditary-marlhal,  which  is  in 
the  pofleffion  of  the  family  of  Wildenberg. 

The  bifliop  of  Chur  refides,  together  svith  his  canons,  near  the  town  of 
Chur^  on  an  eminence  which  is  called  the  Hof,  and  within  the  compafs  of 
which  he  has  a  fpacious  and  well  built  cafHe,  together  with  the  lower  and 
high  jurifdidion  thereof.  The  right  of  coinage  here  he  exercifes  for  the 
mofi:  part  in  common  with  the  town  of  Chur. 

VII.     The  bailiwicks  of  the  'Teutonick  order. 

npHE  Teutonick  order  has  two  bailiwicks  in  the  circle  oi  Auftria,  on  ac- 
•*■     count  of  which  it  is  reckoned  a  State  thereof.

II.  The  bailiwick  on  the  Etfch  and  the  Gebirge  in  Tyrol.  To  which  be- 
longs, 

1.  The  Commendam  of  Wegenßein,  fituate  not  far  from  the  town  of 
Bozen.  The  caftle  of  Wegenjlein  is  the  feat  of  the  land-commandery  on 
the  Etjch. 

2.  The  T(?a/o«/c^  houfe  at  Tr^«/",  which,  in  ancient  times,  wasacloyfter 
oi  Auguftinesy  but  in  the  year  1225,  was  appropriated  by  Pope  Innocent  IV. 
to  the  Teuto?iick  order. 

3 .  The  Commendam  of  Lengmofz  on  the  Ritten,  founded  by  Bernhard  of 
Lengmofz,  in  the  year  1227,  out  of  his  own  property. 

4.  The  Teutonick  houfe  at  Storzing,  which  Hugo,  count  of  Täufers, 
built  in  the  year  1263. 

5.  The  jurifdidtion  of  Schlanders  in  the  Vintfchau,  containing  feven 
parifhes,  thirty-four  churches,  fourteen  villages  and  ten  cafHes,  which  are 
all  divided  into  three  contradl-towns  j  namely,  Schlajiders,  Latfch  and  Laafz. 


VIII.  The  places  and  eftates  in  the  Brifgau  belonging  to  the 

order  of  St.  John, 

A  RE  by  the  Außrian  writers  referred  to  the  circle  of  Auftria;  and  the 
•*^  mafter  of  the  order,  on  account  thereof,  is  deemed  by  them  a  State  of 
the  circle.  But  it  being  more  cuftomary  to  confider  him  as  a  State  of 
the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine ;  fo,  in  the  defcription  of  thislaft,  I  fliall  treat 
of  thefe  places  and  eftates. 


IX.    The  Seigniory  of  Trafp.,  belonging  to  the  Prince  of 

Dietrichßein. 

'TpHE  citadel  of  Trafp  is  a  fortrefs,  feated  in  a  pafs  on  the  borders  of  Tyrol 
in  the  valley  of  Engedein,  with  a  fmall  Außrian  garrifon  in  it.  This 
fortrefs  was  fold,  in  the  year  1233,  hy  xho  Sioigher  oi Reichenberg,  toCount 
Meinhard  of  Tyrol;  and  though  feveral  families  were  afterwards  polTefTed 
thereof  by  way  of  mortgage,  yet  the  fovereignty  over  it  has  always  continued 
in  the  fovereigns  of  Tyrol.  Leopold,  the  Emperor,  made  a  prefent  of  this 
little  feigniory  to  Prince  Ferdinand  Jofeph  of  Dietrichftein,  together  with  all 
Vol.  IV.  LI  the 
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the  fupreme  jurifdidion  thereof.  Whence,  on  this  account,  he  was  folemnly 
introduced,  in  the  year  1668,.  at  the  Diet  of  the  Empire,  into  the  college- 
of  Princes  to  a  feat  and  voice  there  -,  which  introdudtion  Maximilian^ 
whom  the  Emperor  FcrdinandW.  raifed,  in  the  year  1631,  to  the  ftate  of 
Prince  of  the  Empire,  obtained,  in  1654,  only  for  the  firfl:  time,  and  that 
too  with  a  view  of  his  purchafing  immediate  eftates  of  the  Empire.  With 
regard  to  the  imports  of  the  Empire,  the  princely  houfe  of  Dietricbjtein 
is  replaced  by  the  archdukes  of  Aujtria,  as  princely  counts  of  Tyrol;  but^ 
in  the  chamber-terms,  he  is  rated,  for  each  term„  at  forty-nine  rixdollars,, 
feventy  kruitzers. 


INTRODUCTION 

To  the  Circle  of 

BURGUNDY. 

Of    Burgundy     in    general.. 

§.i.  ''  Ö  '^HE  countries  belonging  to  this  circle  are  partly  exhibited  on  the- 
j^  large  chart  of  twenty-four  flieets,  of  the  divided  Netherlands^ 
publilTied  by  Henry  Friex,  and  which  was  copied  in  F'-ance  by  de  Fer,  but 
in  England  Moll  reduced  this  chart  to  two  large  (heets ;  and  partly  on  the 
fmaller  charts  of  one  flieet,  publifloed  by  de  Hßc,  Rote}-t^  Homann,  Mayer, 
Homan'ii%  heirs  and  others. 

§.  2.  This  circle  has  the  following  origin  :  PbiUp  the  Bold,  youngeft  fon 
to  King  John  oi  France,  was  the  firfl:  duke  thereof,  of  the  younger  line, 
and,  in  the  year  1369,  Margaret,  widow  to  the  laft  duke  oi  Burgundy,  of 
the  elder  line,  married  Philip  ;  by  which  marriage  he  annexed  to  his  houfe 
the  counties  of  Burgundy,  Flanders,  Artois,  Mechkn  and  Antiverp.  To 
his  fecond  fon,  Antotiy,  were  bequeathed  by  Joan,  eldefl  daughter  to 
John  III.  and  the  laft  duke  of  Brabant  and  Limburg,  both  thefe  dutchies. 
Philip,  duke  of  Burgundy,  furnamed  the  Good^  and  grandfon  to  Philip  the 
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Bold,  purchafed  A^ö/??ar  in  the  year  1428,  and,   in  1430,  inherited  of  Duke 
Philip,  his  coufin,  youngeft  fon  to  the  aforementioned  Antony  of  Burgundy^ 
the  dutchies  of  5ri7^ö?2/  and  Limburg,  asalfo,  in  the  year  1436,  oi  "Jacque- 
line, fole  heirefs  to  Duke  William  VI,  and  confort  to  his  coufin   "John  IV. 
^w^t  oi  Brabant,  the  counties  of  i^t";^«?^^«,  Holland,  Seeland  zndFrie/land. 
In  the  year  1443,  he  likewife  acquired  Luxemburg  by  purchafe.     Allthefe 
territories  his  fon,    Charles  the  Bold,  inherited,    who,    in  the  year    1472, 
efpoufed  the  caufc  of  Duke  Arnold  of  Gelders,  againft  his  unnatural   fon 
Adolph,  and  thereby  obtained  the  dutchy  of  Gr/J^r^;  but  this  dutchy  after 
his  death  was  again  loft.     He  died  in  the  year  1477,  ^""^  ^.i"©  Lewis  XL 
made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  dutchy  o^  Burgundy,  or  Bourgogne,  and  united 
it  with  the  crown  oi  France.     Charles  left  behind   him    a    daughter   and 
heirefs,  named  Maria,  who  was  married  to  Maximilian,  archduke  of  Au- 
flria ;  and  thus  not  only  her  extenfive  countries  devolved  to  the  houfe  of 
Außria,  but  that  houfe  alfo  retained  the  title  of  duke  o{  Burgundy.     Maxi- 
milian arrived  to  the  Imperial  dignity,  and  during  the  recefs  of  the  Empire 
at  Cologne,  of  the  year  1512,  ditcX^x^A  Burgundy ,  together  with  its  territories, 
to  be  a  circle  of  the   Roman  Empire  belonging  to  the  German  nation  ; 
which  declaration  was  confirmed,  in  the  year  1521,  at  the  Diet  2XWorms, 
and  in  1522  at  the  land-peace  at  Nuremberg.     His  fon,  Charles  V.  in  the 
year  15 15,    not  only  purchafed  of  Duke  George  of  Saxony  his  right  to 
Frießand,  and  in    1528  brought  to  himfelf  from  Biftiop   Henry  the   fove- 
reignty  of  Utrecht  and  Oberyßel,   as  alfo  from  Duke  Charles  of  Gelders,  in  the 
year  1536,    his  dutchy  oi  Gelders  and  the  county  of  Zutphen,   upon  which, 
in  the  year  1536,  Gröw/zzg-^«  alfo  fubjedled  itfelf  to  him,  but  at  the  Diet  at 
Augsburg,   of  the  year  1548,  he  alfo  annexed  to  himfelf  the  circle  of 
Burgundy.     This  Prince,  to  ufe  the  words  of  the  ftipulation  on  that  occafion, 
gave  away,  as  true  hereditary  and  fupreme  lord  of  the  hereditary  Netherlands^ 
for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  the  dutchies  of  Lorrain,  Brabant,  Lim- 
burg, Lutzenburg  or  Luxemburg,  and  Gelders,  together  with  the  counties  of 
Flanders,  Artois,  Burgundy,   Hennegau,  Holland,  Seeland,   Namur,   Zutphen 
and  the  marggravate  of  the  holy  Empire,  as  alfo  the  lordfhips  of  Frießand, 
Utrecht,   Oberyßel,    Groningen,    Valkenburg,   Thalheim,   Salin,    Mechlen  and 
Maflricht,  with  all  the  mediate  and   immediate,    fpiritual    and   temporal 
principalities,  prelacies,  dignities,  counties,  baronies  and  lordfliips  belonging 
to  and  incorporated  with  them,  and  their  vafläls,  fubjedls  and  relations, 
henceforth  and  for  ever,   to  the  protedion,  flicker,   defence  and  affifliance 
of  the  Roman  Emperors  and   Kings,  and  of  the  holy  Empire,  fo  as  alfo 
always  to  enjoy  and  ufe  its  immunities,    rights  and  privileges,  and  be  pro- 
teä:ed  and  defended  by  the  faid  Roman  Emperors,   Kings  and  States  of  the 
holy  Empire,   in  like  manner  as  other  Princes,    States  and  members  of  the 
Empire  are,  and  likewife  to  be  fummoned  to  all  Diets  of  the  Empire  and 
aßemblies,   and  whenever  they  pleafed  to  vifit  them,   and  be  admitted  to 
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a  feat  and  voice  therein.  On  tlie  other  band,  the  Emperor,  for  himfclf 
and  his  fucceffors,  confented,  on  account  of  thefe  countries,  to  contribute 
as  much  as  two  Eiedors  to  the  irnpoRs  of  the  Empire,  to  be  determined  by 
the  common  States,  and  againft  the  T^iirh  as  much  as  three.  With  a  pro- 
vifo  alfo  that,  fliould  thefe  hereditary  Netherlands  be  negligent  in  the  pay- 
ment of  their  contributions,  they  are,  on  that  account,  to  be  fubje(ft  to  the 
Imperi:il  chamber-jurifdidion,  and  to  be  compelled,  by  the  Imperial  fifcal, 
as  other  States  of  the  Empire  are,  to  make  payment  thereof.  But  in 
other  rcfpeds  thefe  countries  and  their  fubjecls  to  be  left  in  the  pofTcfTion  of 
all  their  immunities,  rights  and  privileges,  and  not  to  be  fubjedt  in  the  leaft 
to  the  iarifdiiHion  of  the  judicatory  of  the  Empire,  or  even  to  the  ordinances 
and  recefles  thereof;  as  many  of  them  alfo  as  are  fiefs  of  the  Empire  are 
to  be  ftill  further  received  and  admitted  by  it  to  fiefs.  In  the  inftrument 
©f  the  peace  of  Weßphalia,  ratified  at  Mtinßcr,  it  is  confirmed  anew  in  the 
thi!  d  article,  that  the  circle  of  Burgundy  Ihall  be  and  continue  a  member  of 
the  Empire. 

§.  3.  The  Burgundian  Envoy  fits  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire,  in  the 
council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  on  the  fpiritual  bench,  after  Au- 
llria.  To  the  chambcr-judicatory  this  circle  may  nominate  two  afi!efibrs, 
but  at  prefent  it  fends  only  one.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber- 
judicatory,  it  ought  to  pay  for  each  term  four  hundred  and  five  rixdoUars, 
feventy-two  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

This  circle  is  one  of  thofe  that  are  wholly  Catholic. 
§.  4.  The  greateft:  part  of  its  territories  have  been  torn  from  it.     Trance 
has   gradually  brought   under  her  own   dominion  the  dutchy  of  Lorrain 
(which  in  §.2.  of  the  abovementioned  ftipulation  was  reckoned  in  the  circle 
of  Burgundy)  and  a  part  alfo  of  the  dutchy  oi  Luxem  burg  y  together  with  a 
part  of  the  county  of  Flanders  and  the  counties  of  Artoh  and  Burgundy^ 
or  Tranche  Comte,  and  a  part  likewife  of  the  counties  of  Hennegau  and  Na- 
mur.     All  thefe  difmembered  territories  have  been  defcribed  in  the  fecond 
volume  under  France.     The  provinces  of  Gelders,  Holland,  Seeland,  Utrecht, 
Frießand,  Oberyßel  and  Groningen,  have  raifed  themfelves  to  liberty  and  in- 
dependency ;   nay,  after  their  union,  by  their  arms  in  common,  they  have 
alfo  reduced  to  their  fubjedion  a  part  of  the  dutchies  of  Brabant  and  Lim- 
burg,   and    likewife    of  the  county   of  Flanders,  with  a  part   alfo  of  the 
upper  quarter  of  Gelders  and  the  town  of  Maftricht  and   its   territory.     Of 
thefe   United-Netherlands,   and  of  the  generality -I a7jds,  as  they  are  called, 
which  belong  to  them,   I  fhall  treat  in   the  fourth   volume.     Laftly,  the 
King  of  Prußia  has  alfo  poflefied  himfelf  of  a  part  of  the  quarter  of  Upper- 
Gelders. 

Thus  the  circle  of  Burgundy  confifiis  at  this  day  only  of  the  greateft  part 
of  the  dutchies  of  Brabant,  Limburg  and  Luxemburg,  and  alfo  of  a  part  of 
the  counties  of  Flanders^  Hennegau,  Namur,  and  a  part  of  the  upper-quarter 
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of  Gelders.  Thefe  territories,  which,  together  with  the  Netherlands,  de- 
volved, on  the  death  of  Charles  V.  to  the  Burgundian-Spaniß;)  line  of  the 
houfe  of  Auflria,  fell,  after  the  death  of  Charles  II.  King  of  Spain,  to  the 
German  line  of  the  houfe  oi  Auftria,  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  having,  by 
the  peace  of  Baaden  of  1714,  and  by  that  alfo  of  Vietina  in  1725,  fecured 
them  to  his  houfe ;  and  after  his  death  they  came  to  his  daughter  and  hcirefs 
Maria  Thercf.a. 

§.  5.  The  whole  remainder  of  the  circle  of  Burgundy  belonging  to  one 
fingle  lord  ;  namely,  the  archiducal  houfe  of  Außria  :  (o  it  reprefents  alio 
the  whole  circle,  and  is  fole-direftor  and  circle-fummoning  Prince  thereof. 

§.  6.  The  Außrian  general-governor  of  thefe  countries  has  his  refidenc« 
at  Brujfels. 


The  A  u  s  T  R  IAN  Share  in  the 
DUTCHY     OF     BRABANT. 

§.  I.  C\^  the  dutchy  of  Brabant  Nie.  Vifcher  has  publiflied  a  chart  con- 
^^  fifting  of  five  (lieets  ;  but  Homann  and  de  l'Iße  have  reprefented  it 
on  one.  The  Außrian  fhare  terminates,  to  the  north  and  eaif,  on  that 
which  the  republic  of  the  United  Netherlands  poflefs  in  Brabant ;  to  the 
eaft,  on  the  biihopric  of  Liege ;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  Hennegau  and  Namur, 
and,  to  the  weft,  on  Flanders  2ind  Seeland.  This  whole  dutchy,  the  length 
of  which  is  rated  at  twenty-two,  and  its  greateft  breadth  at  twenty,  Ger- 
man miles,  was  formerly  the  firft  in  rank  of  all  the  feventeen  provinces  of 
the  Netherlands.  The  foutherly  part  thereof,  which  terminates,  to  the 
north,  on  the  quarter  oi  Louvain  and  Brußels  ;  to  the  weft,  on  the  Sonjen- 
Bofch  and  Hennegau;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  county  of  Namur,  and,  to  the 
eaft,  on  the  bifliopric  of  Liege,  is  called  Wallon  Brabant,  as  alio  the  Romans 
Land,  and  is  very  mountainous. 

§.  2.  The  air  of  this  country  is  good  and  its  foil  very  fertile.  Its  greateft 
riches  confift  in  flax.  The  river  Teenier  waters  a  part  of  the  country,  re- 
ceiving into  it  the  lefler  rivers  of  Gheete,  Dyle,  Seene  and  Nethe ;  after 
which  it  takes  the  name  of  Rupel  and  lofes  kit]  f m  the  Scheide,  which,  to 
the  weft,  borders  on  Brabant.  Near  Brußels  a  canal  has  been  carried  on  from 
the  river  Sejine  to  the  village  of  Willebroeck,  where  it  difcharges  itfelf  into 
the  river  Rupel,  which  fuon  afterwards  unites  in  fuch  a  manner  with 
the  Scheide,  that,  by  means  thereof,  a  perfgn  may  fail  from  Brußels  to  the 
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No}-fl:-fca.  This  canal  was  begun  in  the  year  1550,  and  finiflied  in  1561, 
fit  the  expcnce  of  Too, 000  florins.  In  the  year  1753,  a  canal  was  begun 
to  be  carried  on  from  L'Aivniji  to  Riipel,  which  divides  the  dam  between. 
Louvain  and  Mechlen  into  two  equal  parts,  and  is  now  brought  to  bear. 
'Qttw'xxt  Loiivaiit  and  Brujfels  a  ftone  caufeway  was  built  in  the  year  i/'io, 
and  another  alfo  in  1726,  reaching  from  Z-oz/t?;?/«  to  TTj/V;??«  and  L/Vg-^.  The 
old  defign  of  carrying  on  a  high-way  from  Brußcls  through  the  terri- 
tories oi  Liege,  Limkcrg,  Aachen.,  ynh'ers  znd  Cologjie  quite  to  the  Rhine, 
might  be  ftilT  put  in  execution,  and  the  conveyance  for  Englißj  goods  from 
Oßend  to  Ger?naiiy  be  thereby  facilitated,  and  the  navigation  on  the  Maejz 
gradually  diminifhed. 

§.  3.  In  the  Außrian  part  of  Brabant  are  reckoned  nineteen  walled 
towns  and  a  confiderable  number  of  immunities,  or  boroughs,  enjoying  the 
rights  of  burghers  and  towns. 

The  States  of  Brabant  confift  of  three  clafTes.  To  the  firfl  belong  the 
abbots  of  Affligem,  St.  Bernard,  Vlierbeck,  Fillers,  Grimberghe,  Heyliffem, 
Everbcde,  Tongerloo,  Dilegetn  and  St.  Gertrude.  To  the  fecond,  the  abbot 
and  count  of  Gemblcurs,  who  enjoys  the  title  of  firft:  gentleman,  and  all 
dukes,  princes,  counts  and  barons  of  this  province.  To  the  third  belong 
the  burgomafter  and  penfioners  of  the  towns  of  Louvain,  Brußh  and  Ant- 
iverp.  This  rcfpedable  college  ufually  meets  four  times  a  year.  It  chufes 
for  itfelf  four  deputies ;  viz.  two  out  of  the  clergy  and  two  out  of  the  no- 
bility, who  have  their  meetings  daily.  The  office  of  ecclefiaflics  here  lads 
for  fix  years,  and  that  of  thofe  of  the  nobility  for  four.  There  is  alfo  a 
CJuncil-penfioner  here  who  is  perpetual-fecretary  of  the  college.  The  place 
where  thefe  States  meet  is  at  Briiffeh. 

§.  4.  This  whole  country  profefies  the  i?o;;;//Z)  church.  In  the  year  1559, 
an  archbifliopric  was  eredled  at  Mechelen  by  Pope  Paul  TV.  and  to  it  was 
affigned  the  primacy  of  Belgium.  To  this  archbifliopric  likewife  belong  the 
decanates  of  Mechelen,  Louvain,  Dieß,  Sout-Leeuw,  or  Leeuiv  St.  Leonard^ 
Tienen,  Bruffels,  Leeww  St.  Peter,  Aelß,  Geertßergen,  Ronfin  and  Oordegem, 
comprifing  fourteen  collegiate  churches  and  two  hundred  and  three  cloy- 
fters.  Subjed  alfo  to  the  archbifhopric  are  the  prelates  oi  Antiserp,  Ghent, 
Boißeduc,  Bruges,  Tpres  and  Ruermond.  The  number  and  oppulence  of 
the  ecclefiaftics  here  is  very  confiderable. 

§.  5.  For  the  promotion  of  learning  in  this  country  here  are  feveral 
f:hoois  and  gymnajia,  as  alfo  the  univerfity  of  Louvain.  Of  themanufadures 
and  trade  here  we  have  treated  above. 

§.  6.  The  dutchy  o^i Brabant  belonged  formerly  to  the  Franhißj  Monarchy, 
and  the  dukes  of  Brabant  themfelves  have  mounted  the  Frankißi  throne. 
Afterwards  it  became  a  part  of  the  lower  Lotharingian  Kingdom  and  a  fief 
of  the  German  Empire.  The  laft  duke  of  Brabant,  of  the  race  of  Charle- 
magne, was  Otto,  on  whofe  death,  which  happened  in  the  year  1005, 
^  Brubant 
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Brabflnt  came  to  Lambert  I.  count  of  Louväin,  who  had  for  his  confort  the 
fifter  and  heirefs  to  the  above  Olto.  His  pofterity  fliled  themfelvcs  for  along 
time,  as  he  had  alfo  done,  merely  counts  of  Brabant.  Duke  Jokn  I.  was 
alfo  duke  of  Limburg.  Joan,  eldert:  daughter  and  heirefs  to  yohti  III.  be- 
queathed Brabant  to  Antony  of  Burgundy,  grandfon  to  her  filler  Margaret 
and  fon  to  Philip  the  Bold,  duke  of  Burgundy.  To  this  Antony  fucceeded 
both  his  fons,  °John  IV.  and  Philip  I.  one  after,  the  other,  in  the  dutchy  of 
Brabant;  and  the  latter  dying  in  the  year  1430  without  iffue,  Philip  \l. 
duke  of  Burgundy,  otherwife  furnamed  the  Good,  inherited  his  countries  j 
whofe  fon,  Charles  the  Bald-,  left  his  only  daughter,  Maria,  heirefs  to  his 
countries,  which  daughter  was  married  to  Maximilian,  archduke  of  Au- 
ßria,  from  whofe  grandfon,  the  ^m^cvor  Charles  Y .  the  Aüichy  oi  Brabant, 
togfther  with  the  refl  of  i\\c  Netherlands,  defcended  to  Philip  II.  King  of 
Spain.  The  republic  of  the  United  Netherlands,  in  the  fsventeenth  cen- 
tury, made  itfelf  mailer  of  the  northern  part  of  the  dutchv  of  Brabant, 
which  it  alio  retained  at  the  peace  of  Weßphalia.  Charles  III.  afterwards 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  in  the  year  1706,  after 
the  battle  of  Ramelies,  took  püffeliion  of  the  prefent  Auflrian  part  of 
this  dutchy. 

§.  7.  The  arms  of  this  dutchy  are  a  lyon  cr  in  a  field  fable. 

§.  8.  The  chancery  of  Brabant  has  its  feat  at  Briijels,  and  at  the  fame 
place  refided  alfo  the  ftate-council,  the  privy-council,  the  domain  and 
finance-council,  the  rent-chamber  and  the  ficf-court  oiBrabajit. 

That  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Brabaizt  which  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Au~ 
ftria,  confifts,.

I.  T  OUVAIN,  in  Latin  Lovaniiwi  and  Lova?7ia,  isthefirll  town  in  Bra- 
^-^  bant.  This  place  lies  on  the  river  Dyle,  which  runs  through  the 
midfl:  of  it  and  enjoys  a  wholefome  air,  being  alio  fortified.  It  is  of  confi- 
derable  compafs,  but  is  not  very  populous.  The  Stadthaus  here  is, a  fine 
building  eredled  in  the  old  tafte.  The  churches  and  cloyfters  are  for  the 
moft  part  fine.  It  contains  in  it  five  parilh-churrhes.  The  collegiate  and 
parifh-church  of  St.  Peter  is  of  curious  architedlure.  At  the  parochial- 
church  of  St.  James  is  a  chapter.  At  the  parilh-church,  which  is  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Gertrude,  is  an  abbey.  Without  the  town  we  find  a  college 
of  Jefuits,  fifteen  monafteries  and  as  many  nunneries.  The  univerfity 
kere  was  founded,    in  the  year  J  42  5,  by  Duke  John  IV.  and  to  it  be- 

long- 
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long  forty-one  colleges.  The  town  was  formerly  in  a  flourifhing  ftate, 
owing  to  the  noble  nianufaftiires  of  linen  and  woolen  eltablilbed  there, 
which  in  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century  maintained  under  Duke 
John  III.  upwards  of  150,000  artifts  ;  but  the  cloth-weavers  making  an  in- 
furre(5tion  in  1382,  and  being  puniHied  on  that  account,  fom6  of  them  with- 
drew to  England,  and  together  with  its  manufactures  the  town  alfo  decayed. 
Its  trade  has  been  attempted  to  be  revived  by  the  new  made  canal.  On  an 
eminence  without  the  town  ftands  a  high  fort  on  the  Dyle.  Louvain  was 
formerly  the  head-place  of  a  county,  to  which  belonged  alfo  Bruneis,  Ni- 
velle,  Vihorde?!,  Vueren,  and  the  Sonjen  Bofch.  In  the  years  1542,  1572 
and  1635,  it  wasbefiegedin  vain.  In  17 10,  indeed,  it  was  furprifed  by  the 
French,  but  the  burghers  again  fet  themfelves  at  liberty.  In  1746  the 
French  made  themlclves  mafters  of  the  place,  and  kept  it  till  1749. 

2.  The  quarter  oi  Lonvain  confifts 

I.  Of  the  Mayerey  of  Heverle.    To  which  belongs 

The  feigniory  of  Heverle,  reaching  quite  to  the  walls  of  the  town  of 
L,oiroain.  In  the  year  15 18  the  Emperor  Öör/?;  V,  raifed  it  to  a  barony. 
Its  poflcfTors  are  hereditaty  chamberlains  of  Brabant,  and  it  belongs  at 
prefent  to  the  ducal  houfe  oi  Aremberg  and  Arjchot.  The  citadel  of  Heverle 
lies  on  the  T)yle.    Near  it  ftands  a  Celeßt7ie  cloyfter. 

'Thieldonk,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1699  was  raifed  to  a  county. 

Hrent,  a  feigniory,  which  both  in  the  year  1658  and  likewife  in  1687  was 
raifed  to  a  barony,  and  named  from  the  then  poiTeflbr  P hilt bert  oi  Spangen. 

Pellenberch,  a  barony. 

The  barony  of  Bierbeeck,  belonging  to  the  ducal  houfe  of  Aremberg  and 
Arjchot,  the  jurifdiftion  of  which  extends  over  thirteen  places,  exclufive  of 
the  village  of  that  name.  This  large  fine  and  populous  village  contains  a 
prioratein  it  which  received  its  origin  from  an  ancient  collegiate  church,  and 
in  1262  was  encreafed  by  the  eftates  of  the  former  provoftfhip  of  Hamme. 

Korbeck  on  the  Dyle,  was  in  the  year  1661  raifed  to  a  barony. 

Korbeck  on  the  Loo,  has  ever  fince  the  year  1671  ranked  as  a  barony. 

TJlierbeck,  is  an  abbey  of  BenediSlijies,  fituate  near  Louvain. 

Bethleem,  a  priorate,  or  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Au^ 
gnjline,  and  fituate  near  Louvain, 

Park,  an  abbey  of  Pramonßrate7:fes,  alfo  fituate  near  Louvain,  and  which 
at  this  very  day  is  one  of  the  fineft  in  all  the  Netherlands. 

Ter  Bank,  a  nunnery  oi  Augußines. 

'S  Hertogendael,  in  French  Vau  le  Due,  a  Cißercian  nunnery  fituate  near 
the  village  of  Hamme. 

Nethene,  a  pleafant  hermitage,  lying  in  the  village  of  the  fame  name. 

Florival,  in  Latin  Florida  vallis,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  nuns  feated  on 
the  Dyle. 

Neer- 
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Neer-Tfche,  in  Latin  Ifca  inferior ,  feated  alfo  on  the  Dylc^  and  ever  fincc 
the  year  1691  a  barony. 

St.  Achtenrode,  ever  Iince  the  year  1651  a  county. 

2.  Of  the  Mayerey  of  Cumdch,  in  which  lies 

Tienen,  anciently  Tienboven,  and  in  Latin  Thence,  or  Thence  in  Montibus, 
in  French  Tillemont,  and  alfo  Tirlemont,  a  pretty  large  town  fituate  on  the 
Ghete,  but  fallen  to  decay.  This  place  was  formerly  one  of  the  principal 
towns  in  all  Brabant,  and  in  rank  the  fourth,  as  alfo  well  inhabited  and 
flourifliing ;  but  by  the  many  calamities  it  has  undergone,  and  in  particular 
by  its  defolation  in  the  years  1635  and  1704,  has  been  reduced  very  low. 
It  contains  in  it  one  collegiate  church,  fix  monafteries,  and  eight  nunneries. 

Cumtich,  the  capital  place  of  the  Mayerey,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1 66 1 
a  barony. 

Bauterfem,  formerly  Balterfem,  a  feigniory  and  an  ancient  barony. 

Maeghdendael,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  nuns,  fituate  near  the  village  of 
Op-Linthere. 

Elijfem,  or  Elixem,  raifed  in  1692  to  a  barony,  and  in  1705  to  a  county, 
which  latter  title  was  confirmed  to  it  by  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  in  the 
year  1722. 

Heylijfem,  an  abbey  of  Prcemonftratenfes,  the  abbot  of  which  belongs  to 
the  villages  of  Op-Heyliffem  and  Neer-Heyliffem. 

3.  Of  the  Mayerey  oi'Grez,  which  lies  in  Wallen  Brabant.     In  it  is 
Grez,  in  Latin  Gravia,  a  confiderable  franchife,  or  immunity,  enjoy- 
ing the  title  of  a  county. 

Lauren/art,  in  the  year  1674  raifed  to  be  a  county. 
Bonlez,  a  barony. 
Archenne,  a  free  feigniory. 

4.  Of  the  Mayerey  of  Mont  St,  Wibert,  alfo  lying  in  Wallon  Brabant,  and 
containing 

Mont  St.  Wibert,  a  borough. 

Wavre,  or  Wah-Wavre,  an  immunity  feated  on  the  Dyle,  and  enjoying 
confiderable  privileges.  Not  far  from  this  place  lies  the  Benedidline  abbey 
of  Bajfe-Wavre,  which  is  a  dependency  of  the  abbey  at  Affligen. 

Limale,  or  Lifmale,  a  barony.  This  place  is  a  fine  borough. 

Conroy  de  Chateau,  an  ancient  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1693  ob- 
tained the  title  of  a  county. 

Dion  le  Mont,  raifed  in  1665  to  be  a  county. 

Walhain,  in  1532  raifed  to  be  a  county. 

Lerine,  a  cloyfter  belonging  to  the  orller  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  or  of  the 
Redemption  ofCaptinjes. 

Noirmont,  a  barony. 

Gemblours,  or  Giblou,  anciently  Gemmelays,  or  Gemblays,  a  very  old  little 
town,  belonging  to  the  celebrated  BejiediBine  abbey  here,  which  ftands 

Vol.  IV.  Mm  imme- 
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immediately  under  the  pope,  and  the  abbot  of  wliich  not  only  ftiles  him- 
felf  a  count  of  Gemblours,  but  is  alfo  called  the  fiill:  count  of  Brabmit.  In 
the  year  1756,  one  third  of  this  town  was  confumed  by  fire.  Not  far  from 
hence  lies  the  Cijhrcian  abbey  of  nuns  called  Argcnton^  which  is  fituate  on 
the  borders  of  the  county  oiNamur. 

5.  Of  the  Maycrey  oi  Incourt,  alfo  belonging  to  Wallon  Brabant. 

At  Incourt  was  formerly  a  collegiate  church,  which  in  the  year  1454  was 
removed  to  the  parochial  church  of  St.  James  at  Louvain. 
.    Perwez,  or  Perweys,  is  a  borough  and  an  ancient  barony. 

Makve,  an  ancient  feigniory. 

6.  Of  the  Mayerey  of  Geß  a  Geronpont,  or  Vironpont,  alfo  lying  in  Wal- 
Im  Brabant.     In  it  is 

Gefl,  a  village. 

Ramelies,  ov  Ramillies,  a  village,  at  which  in  the  year  1706  the  duke 
©f  Marlborough  gained  an  important  vidlory  over  the  French. 

7.  Of  the  Mayerey  o^  Jaucbe,  in  Wallon  Brabant,  in  which  is 
Jauche,    Jajc,  or  Gectc,  a  borough,  and  one  of  the  oldeft  baronies  in 

all  Brabant. 

Ramaye,  an  abbey  of  Cißercians. 

8.  Oi  xhz  Mayerey  oi  Dongelberg,  m  JVallon  Brabant. 

Dongelberg,  is  a  village  fituate  on  the  Ghcte.  In  the  year  1692,  Charles  II. 
of  Spain  raifed  this  barony  to  a  county,  to  which  the  borough  of  Aygcbrock 
and  the  free  country  of  du  Fay  belongs. 

9.  T\\Q  Mayerey  oi  Judoigjic,  belonging  to  IFa Hon  Brabant.     In  it 
Judoigne,  Judogne,  or  Geldenacken,  a  fmall  town  fituate  on  the  Ghete, 

and  from  which  the  family  of  Glymes  in  ancient  times  took  the  title  of 
burggraves.  The  parifli-church  here  flands  on  a  hill  near  the  town,  as 
alfo  another  fituate  without  it  which  fervcs  for  a  parifh-church  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  fuburbs  j  and  in  the  town  itfelf  is  llkewife  a  chapel,  an  hof- 
pital  and  a  nunnery. 

Melin,  or  Melain,  raifed  in  the  year  1655  to  be  a  marquifate. 

St.  Remy-Geß,  created  a  county  in  the  year  1662. 

10.  The ^Mayerey  oi  Orp  le  Grande  in  Wallon  Brabant,      To  this  Maye- 
rey belongs  the  circle  of  Burgundy*. 

Orp  le  Grand,  is  a  village  and  feigniory,  bearing  the  furname  oi  Le  Grand 
in  contradlflindion  to  the  adjoining  village  of  Orp  le  Petit. 
Linfmeau,  a  feigniory. 

1 1 .  The  Mayerey  of  Hanut,  or  Hannuye,  alfo  belonging  to  Wallon  Bra- 
bant and  containing 

Hanut,  or  Hanmiye,  a  fmall  town,  having  pleafant  fuburbs. 

12.  T\\t  Mayerey  oi  Landen,  containing 

Landen,  a  little  decayed   town,    but  formerly  a  confiderable  place,  and 
which  is  held  to  be  the  mod  ancient  in  all  Brabant.     It  is  alfo  fuppofed  that 

in 
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in  this  trad  Chriflianity  was  firfl  received.  In  the  parifli-church  here  is  a 
celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin.  Exclufive  of  the  ducal  chapel,  as  it  is 
called,  and  the  hofpital,  there  is  nothing  elfe  remarkable  in  this  town.  In 
the  ye^r  1693  a  battle  happened  near  it,  which  alfo  takes  its  name  from 
Nea  winde. 

Op-Dormael,  in  Latin  Dormael  Superius,  an  immunity  enjoying  the  title 
of  a  burggraviate. 

Wange,  an  ancient  barony. 

Hotiihem,  alfo  a  barony. 

13.  The  province  oi  Haagland,  in  which  is> 

Leeuwe,  SoiU-Leeaw,  or  Leeuw  St.  Leonard,  a  ftrong  little  town,  having 
a  well  fortified  citadel,  feated  in  the  midft  of  moraffes  on  the  htt/e  Ghete, 
and  containing  one  parifh  and  one  collegiate  church,  two  monafteries  and 
the  fame  number  of  nunneries.  In  the  fuburbs,  before  the  gate  of  St.  Tron 
lies  the  chapel  of  Our  Lady  on  the  Ochfenwege,  which  is  well  known  for  an 
image  there  of  the  Virgin.  In  the  year  1678  the  French  made  themfelves 
maflers  of  this  place  ;  and  in  1705  the  allies.  ^ 

The  fort  Zii  Buyngen,  and  the  Schanze,  or  Sconce  zu  Beefs,  both  lying 
on  the  Ghete,  between  Leeuwe  and  Halen,  and  taking  their  names  from  the 
villages,  in  which  they  are  built. 

Halen,  a  fmall  town  fituate  on  the  Ghete,  and  ruined  by  the  devaftations 
of  war.  Near  it  lies  the  Cifiercian  abbey  of  nuns  called  Rotthem,  and  for- 
merly Rocheem. 

Rem.  Between  Halen  and  the  town  of  Herk,  which  belongs  to  the  bi- 
fliopric  of  Liege,  is  a  field  named  Vranckryck,  which  was  formerly  called 
Fraticia  Secunda. 

Diefl,  a  town  fituate  in  a  valley  on  the  Demer,  and  formerly  very  po- 
pulous, while  its  manufaftures  of  cloth,  ftockings,  and  other  wares 
were  in  better  condition  than  at  prefent.  This  place  contains  in  it  three 
parifh-churches,  under  which  are  two  collegiate  ones,  four  monafteries  and 
five  nunneries.  The  town  itfelf,  with  the  diftriä:  belonging  thereto,  enjoys 
the  title  of  a  barony;  to  which  is  annexed  both  the  right  of  appointing  the 
magiftracy,  and  alfo  that  of  the  title  of  a  burggrave  oi  Antwerp.  In  the 
year  1490  this  town  devolved  to  the  houfe  of  NaJJau,  and  belongs  at  ore- 
lent  to  the  hereditary  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Netherlands. 

Riefekem,  raifed  in  the  year  1 674  to  be  a  barony. 

'S  Hertogen  Eylant,  a  nunnery  of  Pramonjlratenfes  lying  near  Genipe,  and 
belonging  to  the  village  oiWinge.  This  nunnery  is  a  dependency  of  the 
abbey  of  Park. 

Urouwe  Park,  in  French  Pare  des  dames,  by  way  of  diftinöion  from 
the  abbey  park  oiPrcemonnratenJes  near  Louvain,  is  a  Cißcrcian  abbey  for 
ladies. 

Wezemael,  an  ancient  barony. 

M  m  2  Holsbecke 
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Hohhcke  was  raifed  in  the  year  1661  to  be  a  barony. 

14.  The  country  of  Sieben  belongs  to  the  hereditary  Stadtholder  of  the 
United  Provinces,  and  comprehends  in  it 

Sieben,  in  Latin  Sicbemiuni,  a  very  ancient  little  town  lying  on  the  Detner^ 
and  containing  in  it  one  parifli-church  and  a  xwinntxy  oi  Augu/iities. 

Seberpcfibeuvel,  in  French  Montaigu^  in  Latin  Mom  acutus,  or  Afpri- 
collis,  a  Imali  but  regularly  built  town  ereded  in  form  of  a  heptagon,  and 
ftanding  on  a  mountain,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  church,  famous  ioi  a 
celebrated  image  there  of  the  Virgin. 

Averbode,  or  Everbode,  an  abbey  o^ Pramonßratevfes,  the  church  of  which 
lies  on  Brabant  ground,  but  the  cloyfter  within  the  territories  oi Liege. 

Beekevoort,  a  commandery  of  the  Teutoniek  order,  fubjed;  to  the  great 
commandery  of  Aldenbiejen. 

Vorjt  and  Meerbont,  villages  and  feigniories. 

Attenrode,  or  Aetrode,  commonly  Atroy,  a  barony. 

\^.  The  dutchy  oi  ArJ'ebot,  was  formerly  a  barony  belonging  to  the 
houfe  of  Crcy.  In  the  year  1507  this  country  was  raifed  to  a  marquifate, 
and  in  1533  to  a  dutchy.  It  belongs  to  the  ducal  houfe  oi  Ar  ember g  and 
Arfebot,  and  in  it  lies 

Arfchot,  or  Aerjcbot^  a  fmall  but  fortified  and  well  inhabited  town  feated 
on  the  Demcr,  and  containing  in  it  one  collegiate  church,  two  monafteries, 
and  three  nunneries. 

Rotfelaer,  an  immunity  and  an  ancient  barony.  In  it  is  an  old  tower  of 
a  very  high  and  peculiar  ftrudture  called  ter  Heyen.  The  feigniory  of 
Rooft,  belonging  to  this  barony,  was  raifed  in  the  year  1651  to  a  barony. 


II.     Of  the   Town    and    Q^u  a  r  t  e  r   of 
BRUSSELS. 


I 


N  it  is, 
I .  Bnijfeh,  in  French  Bruxelles,  and  in  Latin  Briixella,  the  fecond 
town  in  rank  in  Brabant,  but  the  refidence  of  the  dukes  thereof,  and  at 
prefent  of  the  general-governor  and  captain  of  the  Auftrtan  Netherlands.,  as 
alfo  of  a  peculiar  governor.  This  place  is  likewife  the  feat  of  the  chancery 
and  feodal-court  of  Brabant,  as  alfo  of  the  State-council,  the  privy-council, 
the  finance  and  war-council,  the  rent-chamber,  &c.  It  lies  on  the  Senna., 
partly  in  the  plain  and  partly  on  an  eminence,  being  large,  well  built,  po- 
pulous, fortified,  and  further  defended  by  the  fort  of  Mojiterey.  In  it  are 
feven  large  places  or  fquares.  The  public  buildings,  the  palaces  and  courts 
of  the  feveral  Princes,  counts,  and  other  perfons  of  condition  here,  together 

with 
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with  the  churches  and  cloyfters,  are  fome  of  them  confiderablc,  and  forr.e 
magnificent.  The  town  itfelf  is  divided  into  forty  quarters,  or  parts,  and 
the  burghers  into  nine  clafTes,  or  nations,  as  they  are  called.  The  magi- 
ftracy  is  eledled  yearly  out  of  the  feven  patrician  families  of  Steemveghe, 
S/eeuws,  Serhuyghs,  Coudenberg,  Sen'oelofs,  Sweeris  and  Rodcuberck.  The  fo- 
vereign's  court,  which  lay  in  the  highert:  quarter  of  the  town,  is  burnt  down  : 
behind  it  is  a  park.  The  ftadt-houfe,  arfenal,  and  opera-houfe  here  are 
remarkable  buildings.  The  brewers  at  their  houfe  of  meeting  have  erecflcd 
an  equeftrian  ftatue  of  gilt  marble  to  Duke  Charles  of  Lor rahi.  In  the 
town  alfo  are  feven  parifli-churches  with  two  others.  The  parhh  and  col- 
legiate church  here,  dedicated  to  St.  Michael  and  GuduJa,  is  the  principal, 
and  contains  in  it  many  things  worthy  of  notice.  Near  the  parifli-church 
of  St,  James,  called  Canwribergh,  is  a  provoftfhip  of  regular  canons  of  the 
order  of  St.  Aiigußine.  Next  we  perceive  here  a  college  of  Jefuits,  eleven 
monafteries,  and  twenty-one  nunneries.  The  tapeftry,  camlets  and  lace  which 
are  exported  from  this  town  are  famous.  Bru/fels  was  furioufly  bombarded 
by  the  French  for  forty-fix  hours  in  the  year  1695,  and  thereby  fourteen 
churches  and  above  4000  houfes  reduced  to  aflies,  but  in  four  years  all 
were  rebuilt  again,  far  more  beautiful.  In  the  year  1706  the  allies  made 
themfelves  maftcrs  of  this  place,  and  in  1746  the  French.  We  have  above 
given  an  account  of  the  canal  oi  Brußels. 

Around  Bruffels  lie  the  following  places,  which  are  confidered  as 
fuburbs  thereof,  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  towns,  viz. 

St.  Gillis,  or  Op-Bruffel. 

Vorßi  in  which  is  a  Benedi5iine  abbey  for  ladies. 

Anderlecht,  in  Latin  Anderlacum,  containing  in  it  a  collegiate  church  and 
two  cloyfters.  Near  it  is  Scheut,  to  the  chapel  of  our  Lady  at  which  in 
Scheidvelt  many  pilgrimages  are  made. 

Koekelberg,  Molenbeeck,  and  Scharebeeck. 

Laken,  a  village,  to  the  diftriift  of  which  belong  feven  feigniories,  and  in 
the  parifh-church  whereof  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin. 

St.  Joeß  tcr  Haegen,  or  ten  Noede,  containing  a  much  frequented  chapel. 

Ixel,  a  village  with  a  chapel  in  it,  which  is  alfo  greatly  frequented. 

Etterbeeck,  raifed  in  the  year  1673  to  a  barony. 

2.  The  quarter  oi  Brujfels  confifts  of  the  following  Maycreys,  viz. 

I.  The  Mayerey  of  Vihorden,  comprehending  a  great  part  of  the  Sonjer 
Bofch,  or  Wa/d.    In  it  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

Vihorden,  a  town  fituated  at  the  conflux  of  the  Senne  and  Woluive,  on  the 
canal  of  Brujfels,  and  having  formerly  a  very  ftrong  citadel  in  it,  which  was 
ufed  as  a  ftate-prifon,  and  in  which  are  kept  the  archives  of  Brabant.  To 
this  town  belong  one  parifli-church,  two  monafteries,  five  nunneries,  and 
the  feigniory  of  Herlaer. 

St.  Geertruyden  Mecchelen,  a  feigniory  containing  in  it  a  fine  citadel  called 
Beaulieu.  Dieghem, 
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Dieghem,  a  feigniory. 

Pcnnenbeck,  a   village,  on   account  of  a  Cißercian  abbey  of  nuns   in  it 
called  JJnfcr  Heben  Frauen  zu  Kamtncr,  and  well  known. 

Wefenbcck,  a  village,  on  the  borders  of  which  lies  the  feigniory  of  Opbem, 
containing  a  cloyfter  of  Frti?icifcans. 

Vojfem,  a  village,  in  which,  in  the  year  1673,  a'peace  was  concluded  be- 
tween France  and  the  Eleftor  of  Brandenburg. 

Leefdael,  an  immunity  and  barony  of  confideration. 

Loenbecke,  a  barony. 

Ter  Uueren  in  Latin  Fura,  and  Duysborg,  immunities,  together  bearing 
the  title  of  a  burggravate.  In  the  former  is  one  parifli-church  and  a  cloy- 
fter. About  half  a  mile  from  it  lies  a  chapel  called  Jefuketis  Eyck,  or 
"Jefus's  oak,  in  which  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin. 

Hooghevo7-ß,  a  barony. 

Saventhem,  or  Save/tem,  an  immunity. 

Erps,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1 644  was  raifed  to  a  county,  and 
which  together  with  ^arebbe  forms  a  jurifdiftion.

Campenhout,  a  village  fituate  on  the  Opßal,  and  containing  a  caftle. 

Perk,  or  Park,  a  village,  which  in  the  year  1659  was  raifed  to  a  barony. 
In  con'iundion  with  Eelewyt,  this  place  forms  a  jurifdidion,  in  the  latter  of 
which  mmy  ancient  Roman  coins  have  been  found, 

Eveibrgh,  a  village,  which  in  the  year  1620  was  raifed  to  a  barony, 
and  in  1686,  under  the  names  oi Rubempre  and  Everberg,  to  a  principality. 

Mehbrocck,  in  1659  erefted  into  a  barony. 

Noorte-Mecrbecke,  raifed  in  1687  to  a  barony. 

Near  Kortefibergh  is  a  nunnery  of  BenediStines. 

3.  The  Mayerey  of  Hulpen  belongs  to  Wallon  Brabant,  and  comprifes  in 
it  a  part  of  the  Sonjer  Bufch,  or  wood.     In  it  is 

Hulpen,  an  immunity,  which  was  formerly  reckoned  among  the  fmall 
towns  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets. 

Over  Tfche,  an  immunity  feated  on  the  Tfche,  and  which  in  the  year 
1677  obtained  under  the  name  oi  Homes  the  title  of  a  principality. 

Braine  /'  Aleu,  in  Latin  Brana  Allodium,  an  immunity  containing  a 
fjigniory. 

Nizclle  and  Wautier  Braine,  two  cloyfl:ers  oi  Cißer clans. 

Kapelle  St.  Lanibert,  a  village,  near  which  lies  the  citadel  of /0  Tour,  con- 
taining a  feigniory. 

4.  The  Mayerey  oiGenap  lies  in  Wallon  Brabant.     In  it  is 

Genap,  formerly  a  town  of  importance,  and  containing  in  it  a  ftrong  old 

citadel, 
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citadel,  which  in  the  year  j668  was  blown  up,  to  the  irreparable  detri- 
ment of  the  place.     Genap  at  prefent  is  only  an  immunity. 

Somhreffe,  an  ancient  barony,  reckoned  among  the  moil  celebrated  in 
all  Brabant. 

Tilly i  a  village  and  citadel,  bearing  the  title  of  a  county. 

Revez,  a  marquifate. 

Liberchies,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1684  was  raifed  to  a  county. 

Morienfart,  a  barony,  to  which  belongs  the  village  of  Serozix. 

Lanne,  a  barony  fituate  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name. 

Villen  and  Aywiers,  both  abbies  of  Cijhrcians.  The  former  of  thefe 
is  the  oldeft  cloyfter  belonging  to  this  order  in  all  the  Netherlands^  and  fup- 
plied  with  Monks ;  but  the  latter  with  nuns. 

Frafne,  a  priorate,  the  eftates  annexed  to  which  belong  to  the  abbey  of 
ylßigem. 

5.  The  Mayerey  of  Nivelle,  which  aifo  forms  a  part  of  Wallon  Bra- 
bant.    In  it 

Nivelle,  the  head  place  of  all  tVallon  Braba?if,  and  lying  on  the  Thiene. 
This  town  was  formerly  both  larger  and  finer  than  at  prefent.  It  belongs 
to  the  noble  chapter,  which  is  at  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Gertrud,  and 
the  abbefs  of  which  ftiles  herfelf  Princefs  of  Nivelle.  In  it,  exclufive  of  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Paul  are  feven  parochial  ones,  together  with  three 
cloyfters  and  a  fcminary  for  the  diocefe  oi  Namur,  as  alfo  of  fonie  hofpitals. 

ReveSy  a  barony. 

Ittre,  raifed  in  the  year  1652  to  a  barony,  and  in  1703  to  a  marquifate. 

Bornival,  in  1674  made  a  barony. 

Facuwez,  a  feigniory,  raifed  in  J689  under  the  name  of  Hcrzel/es  to 
a  marquifate. 

Seneffe,  one  of  the  largeft  villages  in  all  JVallon  Braba?it,  and  near  which 
in  the  year  1674  a  very  bloody  fight  was  fought  betwixt  the  Dutch  and 
French. 

Celles  or  Seile,  a  village  and  feigniory  of  confideration,  which  in  the  year 
1686  was  raifed  to  a  barony. 

Arquennes,  a  village,  knovv'n  for  its  lime-pits  and  bluifh  marble.  In  the 
year  1625,  this  place  with  the  difcriä:  belonging  thereto  was  raifed  to  a  ba- 
rony, and  in  1679  to  a  county. 

Trafgnies,  raifed  in  the  year  1 614  to  a  marquifate. 

Reniiijart,  a  cloyfter  of  Prce/nonjtratcnfes. 

Orival,  a  cloyfter  belonging  to  the  order  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  or  the  Re- 
demption of  Captives. 

6.  The  Mayerey  of  Roo,  or  Roode,  containing  in  it  a  part  of  the  wood 
of  Sonjer.     To  it  belongs 

Roo,  or  Roode,  an  immunity. 

Seevenborren,  in  Latin  Septemfontes,  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  or- 
der of  St.  Augufiine.  Ter 
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Ter  Naih,  a  large  village,  feated  on  the  Scnne,  and  ralfed  in  the  year 
1662,  under  the  name  oi  Cruyckenbourgh,  to  be  a  county. 

Auiverghcm,  or  Ouwerghem,  a  feigniory,  in  which  is  a  nunnery  of  Do- 
mimcans,  known  both  by  the  name  of  the  feigniory,  and  alfo  by  that  of 
'S  Hertoginnendael. 

Watermale,  a  feigniory. 

St.  Ulrix  Kapelle y  raifed  in  the  year  1650  to  a  barony. 

Stalky  a  feigniory,  raifed  in  i686  to  a  barony. 

Carloo,  a  feigniory,  raifed  in  1678  to  a  barony. 

Boiitendael,  a  Francifcan  cloyfter,  fituate  in  the  village  of  Uckele. 

Beerjele,  a  feigniory. 

Aljemberg-,  a  village,  in  the  church  of  which  adoration  is  paid  to  the 
celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin. 

7.  The  Mayerey  of  Gaasheck :  In  it 

Gaasbeck,  or  Gaesbeeck,  an  immunity,  and  one  of  the  moft  celebrated 
feigniories  in  all  Brabant,  and  likewife  an  ancient  barony. 

Leeiiw  St.  Peter,  an  immunity  and  barony  j  on  the  borders  of  which 
lies  Kleynen  Bygaerden,  a  nunnery  of  BenediSiines. 

Boiigaerde,  or  Bogarde,  in  the  year  1670  raifed  to  a  county. 

Grooten  Bygaerden,  a  nunnery  of  BenediSlines,  into  which  only  perfons  of 
rank  are  admitted.  This  abbey  lies  in  the  diftrift  belonging  to  the  village 
and  feigniory  of  Bygaerde. 

Meerbeck,  a  village,  containing  a  collegiate  church. 

Tirimont,  a  county,  created  fuch  in  the  year  1690,  and  to  which  belong 
the  feigniories  of  Dielbeeck,  Itterbeck,  Bodeghem,  Sec. 

Goyck,  a  feigniory  of  note,  fince  the  year  1651  erecled  into  a  barony. 

8.  The  Mayerey  q{  AJche:  In  it 

Ajche,  an  immunity  and  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1663  was  raifed  to 
a  marquifate,  and  having  feven  villages  belonging  to  it.  Some  Roman  coins 
have  been  found  near  this  place. 

Aßlgem,  an  abbey  of  BenediSlines,  the  abbot  of  which  is  the  firft  pre- 
late of  the  dutchy  of  Brabant.  This  abbey  was  incorporated  with  the 
archbifhopric  of  Mechelen. 

9.  The  Mayerey  of  Merchten,  containing 
Merchten,  an  immunity,  feated  on  the  river  Eycke. 

Blae/velt,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1 647  was  raifed  to  a  barony. 

St.  Peter  'Jette,  raifed  in  1659  to  a  county. 

Dlligem,  an  abbey  of  Prcenionßratenjian  monks. 

Riviere,  in  1654  created  a  barony. 

Diepen  Steyn,  or  Steen  Uffel,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1685,  was 
raifed,  under  the  name  of  Maldegem,  to  be  a  county. 

Impden,  a  feigniory,  in  the  year  1659  declared  to  be  a  barony. 

Wemmele,  a  feigniory,  which  in  1628  became  a  barony,  and  in  1688 
a  marquilate.  Over 
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Over  and  Neer-Heembtxke,  both  baronies. 

Maldere,  a  feigniory. 

Bouggenhoiit,  anciently  Bucholt  and  Buckenholt,  a  feigniory  belonging  to 
two  lords,  and  which,  in  the  year  1658,  was  raifed  under  the  name  of 
Bournonville  to  a  principality. 

Opdorp,  anciently  Oppendorf,  a  village  and  feigniory.  The  inhabitants 
of  this  place  enjoy  great  immunities,  and  in  it  alfo  is  yearly  held  a  cele- 
brated fair. 

Op-Piters,  which  in  the  year  1664  obtained  the  title  of  a  barony. 

10.  The  Mayerey  of  Grimberge,  containing 

Grimberge,  an  immunity,  in  which  is  an  abbey  of  Fretmonßratenfes. 
This  feigniory  has  of  old  borne  the  title  both  of  a  barony  and  county,  and 
in  the  year  1686  was  raifed  under  the  name  of  Berghes  to  a  principality. 

Beygloem,  or  Baychetn,  a  village,  in  which,  towards  the  middle  of  the 
feventeenth  century,  Jerom  Cola  founded  a  celebrated  fchool. 

Londerzele,  a  feigniory. 

Meys,  or  Mais,  a  village,  in  which  lies  the  barony  of  Boucbout. 

Willebroeck,  a  village,  near  which  the  canal  of  Brußls  lofes  itfelf  in  the 
Rupel.  In  the  year  1 66 1  this  feigniory  was  raifed  to  a  barony.  In  the 
village  is  a  nunnery  of  Carmelites. 

Waelhem,  an  immunity,  fituate  on  the  Nethe,  and  formerly  more  po- 
pulous than  at  prefent. 

St.  Katrine  Waver,  a  large  village,  near  which  lies  the  Cißcrcian  abbey  of 
nuns  called  Roojhidael. 

1 1 .  The  Mayerey  of  Kapelle  :  In  it 

Kapelle  op  den  Bofch,  an  immunity,  which,  together  with  Ramfdonk  forms 
a  jurifdiftlon. 

Op-Hombeke,  or  Smal-Brabant,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1681  was 
raifed  to  a  burggravate.  This  place  belongs  to  the  parifli  of  Hombcke  in 
the  lordfliip  of  Mechelen. 

Humbeck,  a  feigniory,  fituate  on  the  canal  of  BruJJels,  and  in  the  year 
1694  declared  a  county. 


III.      The   County   and    Qjj  a  r  t  e  r    of 
ANTWERP. 

T  N  which  is 

■^   I.  The  town  of  Antwerp,  which,  together  with  its  diflridV,  is  called  the 

marggravate  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire.     The  origin  of  this  marggravate 

is  fomewhat  obfcure.     Godfrey  of  Bouillon  bore  the  title  thereof,  after  which

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it  defccnded  to  the  dukes  of  Bmbant,  but  yet  was  reckoned  one  of  the 
leventeen  provinces.  At  prefent  it  is  ftridtly  united  with  Brabant.  In  it 
we  fliall  take  notice  of 

Antwet-py  or  Antorff^  in  the  French  Anvers,  in  the  Spanifli  Amberes,  a 
laro^e  town,  feated  on  the  Scheide,  and  in  rank  the  third  in  Brabant,  alfo 
the  refidcnce  of  a  governor.     This  place  contains  a  very  good  and  commo- 
dious^-harbour,  into  which  the  largcft  fhips  may  run  from  the  fea,  and  land 
at  the  eight  principal  canals  in  the  town.     Its  fortifications  are  fallen  to  de- 
cay, but  it  is  defended  bv  a  large  regular  and  very  ftrong  citadel  in  form  of 
a  pentagon,  which  the  duke  of  Aha  caufed  to  be  ereded  there  in  the  year 
156Ü.     In  this  citadel  is  one  church.     The  town  itfelf  is  well  built,  con- 
tains twenty-two  open  places  or  fquares,  and  above  two   hundred  ftreets. 
It  h  the  fee  of  a  bilhopric  fourded  in  the  year  1559  >  and  to  which  belong 
lix  deconates,  viz.  thofe  of  Antiaerp,  Licr,  Iloogjiraten,  Hererital;,  Breda, 
and  Bergen  op  Zoom,  together  with  four  collegiate  churches,  four  abbeys,  and 
/         about  fixty  cloyfters  of  the  firft  rank.     The  abbey  of  St.  Bernard  here  is 
united    with  the  bifliopric,  on  which  account  the  bifhop   is  ftiled  the  fe- 
cond  prelate  in  Brabant.     The  cathedral  church  too  of  our  Lady  in  this 
town  is  a  magnificent  flrudture.     Exclufive  alfo  of  the  collegiate  church  of 
St.  "James,  here  are,  moreover,  three  other  parifh  churches.     The  abbey 
of  St.  Michael  contains  a  magnificent  church.    We  find  here  likewife  a  Cif- 
tercian  abbey,  a  college  of  Jefuits,  ten  monafteries,  and  nineteen  nunneries. 
The  fladt-houfe  and  the  exchange  are  grand  flrudlures.    The  latter  is  the 
firft  building  of  that  kind  in  Europe,  and  on   its  model  the  exchanges  at 
London  and  Amßerdarn  are  built.     This  town,  towards  the  end  of  the  fif- 
teenth century,  was  one  of  the  moft  celebrated  trading  towns  that  ever  ex- 
ifted.     Towards  the  middle  of  the  fixteenth  century  there  were  computed 
in  it  upwards  of  200,000  inhabitants  and  ftrangers.     But   during   the  civil 
wars  of  the  prefent  century  it  fufFered  very  much,   and  in  particular  in  the 
year  1576,  when  it  was  plundered   for  three  whole  days  together  by  the 
Spaniards.     It  being  agreed  alfo  by  the  peace  concluded  at  Munßer  in  the 
year    1 648  between   Spain  and  the  United  Provinces,  that    no   large    fliip 
ihould  go  direftly  to  that  city,  but  unlade  its   wares  in  Holland,  for  their 
further  conveyance  into  the  country  in  fmall  vefTels,  and  in  the  year  1659 
many  of  the  inhabitants,  on   account  of  an   infurreöion,  being  obliged  to 
quit  the   town,  and  in  1678  an  infedious  diftemper  carrying  off  numbers 
there,  the  place  fell  of  courfe  into  great  decay.  The  tapeftries  and  lace,  how- 
ever, worked  here,  are  very  fine ;  i;nd  for  the  promotion  of  trade  an  impor- 
tant infurance-coropany  has  been  c^eded.     Among  the  celebrated  perfons 
who  received  their  birth  in  this   tcwn  is   to  be  reckoned  the    geographer 
Abraham  Ortelius.    The  fiege,   it  lield  out  in  the  year  1585  for  a  whole 
year  before  the  duke  of  Parma  \ -r-.s  able  to  make  himfelf  mafter  of  it,  is 
one  of  the  mofl  renowned  in  hiflory  j  and  the  bridge,  or  dam,  which  the 

duke 
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«duke  of  Parma  caufed  to  be  thrown  here  over  the  Scheide  during  the  ^\e<yQ 
was  an  aftonifhing  work.  In  the  year  1706  it  fubmitted  to  Kinc 
Charles  III.  In  17 15,  the  barrier-treaty  between  the  Emperor  and  the  re- 
public of  the  United  Provi?ices  was  concluded  here.  In  1746  the  French 
made  themfelves  rnafters  of  it. 

St.  Willebrords  Veldt  is  confidered  as  a  fuburb  belonging  to  Antwerp^  and 
contains  in  it  one  parifli-church. 

Berfchot,  is  a  citadel  belonging  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Michael. 

2.  The  quarter  oi  Antwerp  confifts  of  the  following  Mayereys :  viz. 

I.  The  Mayerey  oi Ryen,  which  is  divided  by  that  of  Sandhoven  into  two 
parts :  In  it  is 

Santvliet,  a  fmall  fort  and  town,  fituate  near  the  Scheide,  towards  the 
founding  of  which  a  beginning  was  made  in  the  year  1622  in  the  village  of 
the  fame  name,  but  foon  after  its  completion  it  was  taken  by  the  Dutch, 
in  1629  again  by  the  Spaniards,  and  in  1705  by  the  allies.  The  abbot  of 
St.  Michael  in  Antwerp  is  lord  of  the  village  of  Santvliet. 

Huybergen,  a  village,  ftanding  partly  under  the  jurifdidlion  of  Bergen  cp 
Zoom  and  partly  under  the  Maycrey  of  Ryen,  and  containing  in  it  a  cloyfter 
which  is  dependent  on  the  abbey  oiTongerlo. 

Ekercn,  a  village,  not  full  a  mile's  diftance  from  Antwerp,  and  memo- 
rable on  account  of  the  (harp  engagement  which  happened  near  it  in 
the  year  1703  betwixt  the  allies  and  the  French.  Near  this  village  alfo 
ftands  a  cloyfter. 

The  Polder,  or  diked  land  of  Wilmerdonk  and  Orderen,  extending  itfelf 
from  Ekeren  to  the  Scheide. 

St.  Philippe  and  Piementel,   two  forts  feated  on  the  Scheide. 

Schilde,  a  village,  citadel,  and  barony. 

Wyneghem,  a  village,  citadel,  and  feigniory,  which,  in  the  year  i(><)'iy 
was  raifed  under  the  name  of  Haudion  to  a  county. 

Berchem,  and  Boiichout,  both  feigniories. 

Cantecroy,  a  feigniory,  which  in  the  year  1570  was  raifed  to  a  county. 
To  it  belong  the  feigniories   of  Mortfecl,  Luythagen,  and  Eygem. 

Contik,  or  Ctimtich,  a  village,  near  which  lie  the  citadel  of  Groeninghen, 
as  alfo  the  co\iv\\.ry\\ou(QsoiAhe}iazv\dPluyfcgem.  Hove,  which  alfo  lies 
here,  was  raifed  in  the  year  1675  to  a  barony. 

2.  The  Mayerey  and  dutchy  of  Hoogßraten,  a  detached  point  of  which 
lies  on  the  Scheide.     In  it  is 

Hoogßraten  an  immunity.  This  place,  which  of  old  has  borne  the 
title  of  a  barony,  was,  in  the  year  15 18,  eredled  into  a  county,  and  in  the 
year  1739  into  a  dutchy,  belonging  to  the  princely  houfe  of  Salm  at  Salm, 
In  it  we  find  one  collegiate  church  and  three  cloyfters. 

Loenhout  and  HeymiJJen  both  feigniories. 

Hoboken^  a  barony,  fituate  near  the  Scheide.     In  the  village  is  a  cloyfter. 

N  n  2  3.  The 
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3.  The  Mayer ey  and  dutchy  of  Turnhout,  in  Latin  Taxai^dria,  a  defolate 
part  of  which  lies  on  the  Riipel.     In  it  is 

Twrihout,  an  immunity,  containing  one  collegiate  church,  two  cloyf- 
ters,  and  a  hofpital.  In  the  year  1 543  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  con- 
ferred this  place,  toj:ether  with  the  feigniory  belonging  to  it,  on  his  fifler 
Mary  o^  Aiijiria.  In  the  year  1648  King  Philip  IV.  ceded  it  to  Amelia, 
princefb  of  Solms^  and  widow  to  Frederick  Heiiry  of  NaJJ'au  Prince  of 
Orange.  On  the  deatli  of  William  III.  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Prince 
of  Orange,  the  eleäoral  hoafe  of  Brandenburg  obtained  this  place  in  the 
year  1708  ;  who  ceded  it  in  1753,  to  the  houie  of  Außria,  upon  which 
it  was  united  to  the  dutchy  of  Brabant,  and  in  behoof  of  Duke  T^elles  de 
Syha-Taroiica  was  railed  to  a  dutchy.  Near  this  town  the  Spanißo  general 
FizröA:  was  defeated  in  the  year   1596  hy  Maui^ice  Vx'mc^  oi  Orarige. 

Arendonk,  a   franchife,  feated  on  the  river  V/ympe. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  this  place  lies  the  cloyfler  of  Kcrfendonk,  which 
is  fupplied  with  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Ajgu/hne. 

Boom  and  Riimpß,  feigniories,  lying  on  the  Rupel,  and  which  not  far 
from  this  place  runs  into  the   Scheide. 

4.  The  Mayerey  of  Sandhcven,  containing  in  it 
Ssndhoven,  a  village. 

Baiiwel,  Borsbecke,  'S  Graven-Wejcl,  Liere,  or  V  Hof  ion  Liere,  Majfen- 
hoven,  Merxem,  Ooß-mael,  Schooten,  Sevenbergen,  and  Wijimal,  all  citadc-a 
and  feigniories. 

Grobbendcnk,  which  was  raifed  in  the  year  1602,  to  a  barony,  and  ia 
16  xj  to  a  county. 

Ho'vorfl,  raifed  in  1675  to  a  barony. 

Duffel,  an  ancient  and  celebrated  immunity  and  barony,  lying  on  the 
Nethe. 

5.  The  Mayerey  of  Herentals,  containing 

Hercntals,  a  town,  feated  on  the  hittle  Netlx^  and  having  in  it  one- 
parirti-church  and  four  cloyilers. 

Poudcrle,  Pourle,  or  Poeyel,  a  barony. 

Moll,  a  franchife. 

Ncrderivick  and  TIjUvi,  too  feigniories. 

Tongerloo,  an  abbey   of  Pramonjlratetifian   monks. 

6.  The  Mayerey  of  Gheel.     To  it  belongs 

Gheel,  a  franchise,  fr.uated  on  the  Great  Nethe,  and  containing  In  it 
one  collegiate  chu'ch,  and  a  Latin  fchool. 

Weßerloo,  fituated  on  the  Great  Ghete,  and  raifed  In  the  year  1626  to 
a  marquifate. 

Vorjfelaer,  an  ancient  feigniory. 

7.  The  country  and  Mayerey  of  Arkel  to  which  belongs 

Lier,  in  Latin  Lyra,  a  town,  feated  at  the  conflux   of  the  Great  and 

Little 
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Little  Nethe,  and  containing  in  it  one  collegiate  church,  a  college  of  Jefiiits, 
and  twelve  cloyfters. 

Putten,  a  franchife,  railed  in  the  year   1664  to  a  barony. 

Nazaret,  a  Ctflercian  abbey  of  nuns,  fituate  on  the    Little  Ncthe,  hard 
by  the  town  of  Lier. 

St.  Bernard,  a  Ciflercian  abbey  of  monks,  lyins;  on  the  Scheide. 
'  St.  Mary  Waver,  a  village   and  ftigniory,  which  in  the  year  i  676  was 
raifed  to  a  barony. 


The   Lordship  of 
M     E      C     H     E      L      E      N. 

TTOrmerly  under  the  dominion  of  the  Frankißj  ¥Jm2^?,,  wa<;  once  governed 
-*■  by  counts  or  its  own.  Charles  the  Simple  conferred  this  lordfliip  in  tlie 
year  91  5  on  the  church  of  Liege,  which  afterwards  inverted  the  Bertholds, 
lords  of  Griviberg,  with  thr  Upper- Mechelen,  and  in  1333  fold  the  feloniory 
of  the  town,  together  with  the  villages  belonging  thereto,  to  Leivis  count  of 
Flanders,  who  alfo  purchafed  the  confervation  of  the  vo^fcy-c\\^(i  oi  Rainaldj 
count  of  GrAim,  whofeconfort^ö/;/)//?  was  of  the  Ä'r//'c//ä' family;  but  in  1346 
ceded  all  Mechelen  again  to  Jchi  III.  duke  of  Brabant,  in  confideration  of 
a  fum  of  money.  In  the  year  1369  Mechelen  devolved  by  mnniage  to 
Philip  the  Bold  duke  oi  Burgundy.  Afterwajds  this  lordfhip  became  one  of 
the  feventeen  provinces,  but  at  prefent  is  reckoned  in  Brabant,  in  the  middle 
almoft  of  which  it  alfo  lies,  but  has  peculiar  arms  and  peculiar  privileges. 
We  fhall  take  notice  of 

1.  Mechelen,  in  Latin  Malince,  and  in  French  Malines,  a  confiderable 
town,  feated  on  the  river  Demer,  being  well  built,  and  having  broad 
and  clean  ftreets.  This  place  is  the  rcfidence  of  a  icvernor  of  a  provincial 
court  ereded  in  the  year  1455,  but  pur  under  be  ter  regulations  in  1503, 
or  of  a  parliament  and  fovcreign  council,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1560  of  an 
archbifliop,  who  bears  the  title  of  primate  of  all  Belgium.  Exclufive  of 
its  cathedral  in  it  alfo  are  five  parißi-churches,  together  wirh  nine  monaf- 
teries,  one  co.lcge  of  Jefuits,  a  commandery  of  the  Teutonick  order  named 
Pitzenhurg,  an  srchiepifcopal  feminarv,  anJ  thirteen  nunneries.  The  bee, 
made  in  this  town,  is  fingularly  famous.  In  ihe  year  ,1546  a  magazine  of 
powc^er,  fet  on  fire  by  lightn;ng,  canfed  great  h^vock  here.  In  1572  trie 
duke  of  Alva  luffered  the  town  to  be  plundered  in  the  moft  cruel  manner 
for  three  whole  days  together.     In  15H0   it  underwent  a  fecond  pillage. 

2.  Lelieridal,  a  cloyfter  of  Pramonjlratcnjian  monks  fituate  on  the  river 
Seene,  near  the  village  of  Hombeeck, 

3..  Gejkl 
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3.  GeßeJ  md  Ramey  both  lelgniorics,  lying  on  the  Great  Nethe. 

4.  Hrffhie,  a  village,  fcatcd  on  the  Zame,  in  a  place  where  formerly 
was  held  a  great  toll,  which  gave  occalion  to  the  making  of  the  canal 
oi  Bnijph. 

5.  Hever,  a  village,  in  which  lie  the  citadels  of  Schtplaken,  Gotten- 
deys,  &c. 

6.  Hombcke,  a  church-village,  where  formerly  ftood  the  cloyfter  oi  Li- 
lientbaly  which,  ever  fince  the  year  1580,  has  been  fettled  at  Mechekn. 
To  this  parifli  belongs  the  vifcounty  of  0/-Hi/wÄ'/^^  in  the  quarter  of  £r?^/j. 

7.  Muyjeii,  anciently  Mufmes,  a  very  old  place,  feated  on  the  Dyle. 
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D  u  T  c  H  Y    of  L     /    M    B     U    R     G. 

OF  the  dutchy  of  Limburg  Nie.  Vijfcher  has  publiflied  a  chart.  It  is 
furrounded  by  the  bifliopric  of  Leige  and  the  dutchy  of  juliers,  and 
terminates  likewife  on  that  of  Luxemburg.  It  is  alfo  called  the  country  on 
the  other  fide  the  Maafz,  but  at  prefent  this  name  is  peculiarly  appropriated 
to  that  part  which  the  States  genera/  poffek  in  this  country.  It  yields  good 
arable  ground,  and  abounds  in  particular  in  a  fine  breed  of  cattle.  In  the 
neicrhbourhood  of  Limburg  are  found  iron,  lead  and  calaniy. 

The  origin  of  the  ancient  counts  of  Limburg  is  obfcure.  Probably 
this  houfe  took  its  rife  about  the  middle  of  the  tenth  century.  Henry  I, 
count  of  Limburg,  who  lived  in  the  year  1071,  married  Judith  only 
daughter  to  Frederick  of  Luxemburg,  and  duke  of  the  Lower-Lorrai/iy 
with  whom  he  obtained  confiderable  eftates  on  the  rivers  Ourt  and  Ambleve. 
His  fon,  Henry  II.  was  eledted  duke  of  Lower-Lorrain,  and  bore  the  title 
thereof  inftead  of  that  of  a  count,  and  all  his  pofterity  have  been  ftiled 
dukes  oi  Limburg  after  him.  The  male  branch  of  thefe  dukes  however 
becoming  extinä:  in  Waleran,  a  very  bloody  war  was  kindled  on  account 
of  this  country.  Adolph,  count  of  Bergen^  who  was  next  heir,  in  the  years 
1282  and  1283,  ceded  all  his  right  to  the  dutchy  of  Limburg  to  John  I. 
duke  of  Brabant,  who  upon  that  became  involved  with  Reynold  or  Reinhold 
I.  count  of  Gelders,  who  had  taken  pofleffion  of  the  dutchy,  in  a  grievous 
war,  which  concluded  with  the  battle  near  Woringen  ;  after  which  the 
duke  of  Brabant  took  pofTeflion  of  Limburg.  This  dutchy  afterwards,  to- 
gether with  the  other  provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  devolved  to  the  dukes 
of  Burgundy,  and  from  them  to  the  houfe  of  Außria. 

A  part  of  the  counties  of  Valkenburg  and  Daelem,  as  alfo  of  the  country 

of  Hertcgenrode  or  Rolduc,  defcended,  as  well  by  virtue  of  the  peace   of 

r  *  Munßer 
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Munfler  as  of  the  ftipulation  made  in  the  year  1661  at  the  Hague,  to  the 
States  ge7ieral;  whence  it  muft  of  courfe  be  defcribed  under  the  republic  of 
the  United  Provhices. 

The  arms  of  the  dutchy  are  a  Hon  Azure  in  a  field  Or. 

The  States  of  this  country  confifl  of  prelates,  nobles,  and  high  jurif- 
di61:ions. 

The  Außrjan  part  of  the  dutchy  is  under  a  governor,  and  confifl^, 

1.  Of  the  head  town  o^  Limburg,  which  (lands  on  an  eminence,  at  the 
foot  of  which  runs  the  Vefe.  In  the  year  1675  this  place  was  taken  by 
the  French,  and  in  1677  difmantlcd,  but  the  fortifications  were  afterwards 
teftored.

7.  Of  a  part  of  the  covnty  oi  Vülke?7l'urg,  confifting  of  the  villages  and 
feigniories  of  Nut,  Old-Valkeiiburg,  Strucht ;  Schin  on  the  Geule,  the  houfe 
of  Ooß  lying  on  the  fame  river,  Wynnrtfrade^  Gelcen,  Schimien^  Sparbeek, 
Oorsbeek,  Jabeek,  Bronjjen,  Schindelt,  Hontsbroek,  Vaferode  and  Schaesbcrgh, 
as  a!fo  of   the  dependencies  thereof. 

8.  Of  a  part  of  the  county  of  Daelem,  ccnfifting  of  the  villages  and 
feigniories  of  St.  Peters  Voeren.  Meer,  Heus,  and  Richei,  as  alfo  of  the 
abbey  oi  Val-dieu,   which  is  endowed  with  confiderab'e  revenues. 

9.  Of  a  part  of  the  country  of  Hcrtoge?irode.     To  which  belongs 

-  Hertogenrode,  or  Herz.ogenraid,  in  French  Rclduc  (properly  Rode  le  due)  and 
m  Latin  Rhodia  Ducis,  a  fmall  town,  containing  an  old  citadel. 

The  villages  of  Markßeyn,  Kerkenrode,  Ubach,  Simpehelt,  Weh.,  or  Vaels, 
Roerdorp  and  its  dependencies.

§.  1.  r\y  the  dutchy  of  Lutzelburg,  or  Luxemburg,  Nie.  Viffcher  and^ 
^^  Homann  have  pubiiflied  very  good  charts. 
§.  2.  This  dutchy  terminates  to  the  eafl:  on  the  Eledorate  of  Treves, 
to  the  fouth  on  the  dutchy  of  Lorrain,  to  the  weft  on  Champaigne,  to  the 
north  on  the  bilhopric  of  Liege,  and  the  dutchies  of  L/w^«r§^  and  Juliers.. 
In  its  utmofl:  extent  from  north  to  fouth  it  contains  about  twenty  German 
miles,  and  from  eafl  to  weft  about  as  many,

§.3.  It  lies  in  the  centre  of  the  foreO:  oi  Ardennes  which  has  been  fo 
famous  of  old,  and  which,  as  far  as  it  belongs  to'this  dutchy,  is  divided 
into  four  trads  ;  inx.  into  that  of  the  Eiffel  round  Luxemburg,  into  that 
of  Famenne  near  Marcbe  to  the  north,  into  that  of  the  Ma^ijz,  and  into 
that  of  the  MoJ'el.  Its  foil,  indeed,  is  not  very  fertile,  but  it  produces  fome 
corn,  and  the  country  has  other  advantages  belonging  to  it,  as  namely,  a 
good  breed  of  cattle,  wine,  and  all  forts  of  game  with  feveral  kinds  of 
metals,  and  particularly  many  iron-works  and  founderies  for  cannon,  which 
laft  conftituteitsgreateft  riches.  It  is  watered  alfoby  many  fmall  rivers,  the 
principal  oi  which  are  the  Ourt,  the  Semtns,  the  Laße,  and  the  ChicrSy 
which  difcharge  themfelves  into  the  Maafz,  together  with  the  river  Sure 
which  receives  into  it  the  lefler  rivers  of  Eh,  or  Ahet,  Ouren,  Pniim, 
Nims,  and  Wilz,  as  alfo  the  Kyll  both  which  flow  into  the  Mofel.  The 
Mdafz  waOies  this  dutchy  on  the  weft,  and^the  Mofcl  runs  through  a  ^art 
of  it  to  the  fouth-eaft. 

§.  4.  In  the  whole  dutchy,  exclufive  of  the  principal  town,  are  twenty- 
three  other  fmaller  ones.  The  States  here  confift  of  the  clergy,  the  nobles, 
and  the  deputies  of  the  towns  of  Luxemburg,  Arlon,  Baflcgne,  BicSourgy 
Cbiny,  Dickrich,  Durbuy,  Eptcrnach,  Greve7ijnacheren,  Houfalize,  Marclye, 
Neuchateau,  Remich,  la  Roche  &  Virion.  The  abbot  of  St.  Maximin,  who 
poffefles  large  revenues  in  this  dutchv,  is  primate  of  the  States,  though  this 
abbey  lies  near  Treves.  The  head  of  the  State  of  nobles  is  the  marllial, 
which  dignity,  ever  fince  the  year  1674,  has  been  inverted  in  the  houfe 
of  Melternich,  to  whom,  on  this  account,  belongs  alfo  the  feigniory  of 
Densborn  or  Densburg. 

§.  5.  The  whole  country  profefles  the  Roman  catholic  religion.  The 
greateft  part  of  it  with  refpedl  to  fpiritual  matters  ftands  under  the  arch- 
bifliopric  of  Treves,  but  the  reft  under  the  bifliops  of  Reims,  Liege,  Touly 
Verdum,  Melz,  and  Namur. 

§.  6.  I  begin  the  hiftory  of  this  country  with  Count  Siegfried,  v/ho  in 
the  ancient  county  of  Ardenne,  w+iich  comprized  the  whole  of  the  prefent 
Luxembujg,  poiTeffed  confiderable  hereditary  eftates,  and  brought  alfo  to 
himfelf  by  exchange  the  citadel  of  Liizelinburhut ,  or  Luxemburg,  Conrad 
II.  count  of  Luxemburg,  and  the  laft  of  his  family,  dying  in  the  year 
1 1 36,  this  county  devolved  to  Hciiry  I.  count  of  Namur,  as  next  heir, 
whole  daughter  Hermejinde  brought  it  to  her  firft  hufband  Theobald,  count 
of  Bar,  and  after  his  death  without  heirs,  to  her  fecond  husband  Wc.leran 
duke  of  Limburg,  whofe  eldeft  fon,  by  this  marriage,  named  Henry  II. 
was  the  founder  of  the  fecond  line  of  the  counts  oi  Luxemburg,  from  whofe 
loins  are  defcended  Emperors,  Kings  and  Dukes.  His  grand  fon  Henry  IV. 
was  created  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  and  as  fuch  is  called  Henry  VII. 
His  fon  "John  was  elcded  King  of  Bohemia.  Wejizel  I.  fon  to  this  John 
by  a  fecond  venter,  who  was  alfo  count  of  Luxemburg,  became  the  firft  duke 

thereof. 
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thereof.  His  brother,  Charles  IV.  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  ralfed  the 
county  oi  Luxemburg,  in  the  year  1354,  to  a  dutchy,  but  he  dying  without 
heirs  the  dutchy  came  by  virtue  of  his  teftament  to  Wenzel  fon  to  the 
Emperor  Charles  IV.  King  of  the  Romans  and  Bohemia,  who  by  way 
of  mortgage,  ceded  to  the  Princefs  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  his  brother 
"John  of  Luxemburg  and  duke  of  Görlitz,  who  was  firft  married  to  Anthony 
duke  of  Burgundy,  and  afterwards  to  John  o^  Bavaria,  this  dutchy,  in  lieu 
of  the  dowery  of  120,000  Rheniß>  florins  which  he  had  promifed  to  give 
her.  In  the  year  1444  this  Princefs  ceded  all  her  right  in  the  dutchy  of 
Luxemburg  to  Philip  the  Good  duke  of  Burgundy,  but  without  prejudice  to 
the  right  of  redemption  of  this  country,  which  the  Hungarian  King  Vladißaus 
and  his  pofterity  enjoy.  Afterwards  this  dutchy  underwent  the  fame  fate 
with  the  other  provinces  of  the  Netherlands.  By  the  peace  of  the  Pyrenees 
in  1659  France  obtained  a  part  thereof,  which  has  been  already  defcribed 
in  Vol.  II. 

§.  7.  The  arms  of  the  dutchy  are  a  red  lion  Gules  in  a  fhield,  divided 
into  ten  parts  Azure  and  Argent. 

§.  8.  Over  the  dutchy  is  appointed  an  Außrian  governor.  At  Luxem- 
burg is  a  judicatory  of  nobles  (Siege  des  nobles,)  which  is  filled  up  by  none 
but  perfons  of  ancient  nobility.  The  prefident  thereof  is  only  ftiled  judge, 
in  French  jußicier.  The  provincial  council  at  Luxemburg  was  eredted  in 
the  year  153  i  by  the  Emperor  C/6ör/(?i  V.  and  confifts  of  a  prefident,  three 
noble  and  three  learned  council,  a  general  procurator,  a  fecretary,  &c. 

§.  9.  Some  authors  divide  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg,  according  to  the  three 
different  languages  which  are  fpoken  in  it,  into  three  parts,  namely  into  the 
German,  the  JVallon,  and  the  French.  In  the  firfl:  they  reckon  the  towns 
and  places  of  Luxemburg,  Arlon,  Epternach,  Remich,  Grevenmacheren,  Bied- 
burg,  St.  Vit,  Neurburg,  Dickrich,  Moerflorff,  Vi  an  den,  Efch  on  the  Alzef, 
Wilz,  Dasburg,  Hofm,  &c.  In  the  fecond  the  towns  and  counties  of  Chiny, 
Roche,  Salm,  Roche/ort,  Montagu,  with  Orchimont,  Durbuy,  Marche,  Ay~ 
•waille,  Houffalize,  Baßogne,  Mirouart,  Virton,  Habay,  Sec.  And  in  the 
third  Thionville,  Marville,  Montmedy,  Ivoix,  Stenay,  Dampvillers,  and  other 
boroughs  and  villages.  But  this  divifion  is  not  political,  for  according  to 
its  political  divifion  I  muft  defcribe 

I,  The  fovereign  provofl:(hips,  or  prevotes.     Thefe  are 

I.  T\\e  prevote  of  Luxemburg,  the  judicatory  of  which  confifts  of  the 
prevot,  as  prefident,  the  judge  of  clemency,  and  the  land-mayors  of 
Sandiveiller,  Battcmburg,  Kehlen,  Lintgen,  and  Schuttringen.  It  receives  its 
name  from 

Luxemburg,  or  Lutzelburg,  anciently  Luciliburgum,  the  capital  of  the 
dutchy,  lying  on  the  river  Elz,  into  which  the  rivulet  of  Petrcufe  dif- 
charges  itfelf  here,  and  being  one  of  the  ftrongefi:  fortifications  in  the  Ne- 
therlands.    Luxemburg  is  divided  into   the  upper  and  lower  town.     The 

Vol.  IV.  Op  former 
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former  refcmblcs  an  heptagon,  and  lies  partly  in  the  plain  and  partly  on  a 
rock;  tiie  liVcicr  isfeated  anidftdeep  vailies,  and  comprizes  the  Ga/^;/!^,  and 
the  FJaffvnibal.  For  the  judicatories  to  be  found  here  fee  §.  8,  In  it  is 
alfo  a  college  of  Jcfuits,  to  which  belong  the  prior  at  es  of  Chiny,  Aywaille, 
•  J-^an  les  Moy?ies.,  and  Ufeldange,  with  other  cloyfters,  among  which  that 
principally  to  he  ren\arked  is  Mutißerzn  abbey  of  iJf/W/(57/w  monks,  eredled 
in  the  y^^i''  1083,  and  which  poflTcfles  a  feigniory,  confifting  of  eight  Maye- 
reys.  The  town  was  founded  by  Count  i'/V^r/V^,  but  afterwards  enlarged. 
In  the  years  1542,  1543,  and  1684,  it  was  taken  by  the  French,  and  in 
J701  blocl'.adcd  by  them. 

Bonnevoye,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  nuns. 

Am  Fujze  des  Berges,  on  which  ftood  the  citadel  of  Mont  Sai/it  'Jean, 
which  was  deüroyed  in  1552,  and  is  the  chief  place  of  a  cummandery  of 
the  order  of  St.  John. 

2.  T\\&  prcvotc  o{  Arlon,  comprehending  about  one  hundred  great  and 
fm  ill  villages,  which  arc  divided  into  eleven  Mayereys,  namely,  Auliers, 
Ebly,  Mart t  Hange,  Bußeiden  or  Bujchleiden,  Warnach,  Schleich,  Selange^ 
Stocken!,   Rcdt,  Attert,  and  Pracz. 

Arlon,  anciently  Orolaunwn,  or  Orahmum,  Arhimim,  &c.  a  town,  feated 
on  an  eminence,  with  a  citadel  lying  ftill  higher  than  it,  has  loft  the  re- 
putation which  it  formerly  held.  This  place,  together  with  the  diftrid  be- 
longing to  it,  was  raifed  at  firft  to  a  county  j  but  afterwards,  and  that,  as  is 
luppofed,  in  the  year  1 103,  to  a  marquifate.  It?  ancient  fortifications  were 
razed  in  the  year  1671.     Near  it  rifes  the  river  Semois. 

Claire  Fontaine,  an  abbey  of  C/'/Z^mö«  nuns. 

3.  The  prevote  of  Ba/iogne.  This  territory  was  fold  by  John  King  of 
lohetnia  and  Count  of  Luxemburg,  about  the  year  1332  to  the  church  of 
Aix  la  Chapelk  for  1600  gold  florins.     In  it  is 

Baßogne,  a  town  in  a  plain,  formerly  in  a  more  flourifhing  condition  than 
at  prefent.  In  the  year  1688  this  place  was  difmantled  by  the  Fr^W/fe.  It 
is  ufually  called  Paris  en  Ardenne. 

4.  The  prevute  of  Marche,  which  ftands  under  the  fame  Prevot  with  the 
prevote  of  Chiny.     Belonging  to  it  is 

Marche,  a  town  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Marjette,  and  the  capital  of  a 
dlftridl  named  Famenne.  It  was  formerly  inhabited  by  a  people  whom  Ccefar 
cil\\%  Poemani  OT  Phemani.  In  the  years  1236,  13 18,  and  1615,  this  place 
was  reduced  to  afhes  but  recovered  itfelf  again,  and  is  at  prefent  in  pretty 
good  circumftances.  In  it  are  three  cloyfters  and  one  hofpital.  In  the  year 
1577  Don  Juan  of  Auflria  fummoned  the  difcontented  Netherlanders  X.O 
this  town,  and  eftabliflied  what  is  called  the  ediSlum  perpetmim. 

5.  The  prevote  of  Chiny  was  formerly  a  county  eredled  by  Bruno  arch- 
billiop  oi  Cologne,  about  the  year  969,  at  the  requeft  of  Arfjulph  of  Biir- 
gundy.  Arnulph  q1  Rumigny,  count  oi  Chiny,  fold  it  in  1364  to  Wenzel  \. 
duke  of  Luxemburg.     Thefc  dukes  bear  it  in  their  title.  Chiii^ 
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Chi?ty  on  the  Seniois,  was  formerly  a  good  town  but  is  now  become  a  vil- 
lage.    The  priorate  here  belongs  to  the  Jefuits  of  Luxemburg. 

Orval,  an  ihbey  of  Be?]eiii^ine  Monks,  ereded  in  the  year  1070. 

6.  The  prevotc  of  Virtoti,  which  (lands  under  the  fame  Prevot  with 
the  following.  In  the  thirteenth  century  this /»rrao^t' belonged  to  the  counts 
of  Chiny.     In  it  is 

Virion,  a  fmall  town,  where,  in  the  year  1739,  a  college  was  built,  in 
which  the  fine  arts  are  taught. 

7.  The  prevote  of  St.  Mard.     In  it 
St.  Mard,  or  Medard,  a  fmall  town. 

8.  The prevoie  of  Biedlmrg,  which,  together  with  the  following,  ftands 
under  one  Prevot.     In  it  is 

Biedburg,  anciently  5^^<?,  a  fmall  town,  which,  till  the  year  1663,  was 
in  a  flourilhing  condition,  but  foon  after,  as  alfo  in  1675  and  1689,  was 
greatly  laid  \vafl:e  by  the  French. 

9.  The  prevote  of  Epternach,  containing 

Epternach  or  Echternach,  a  fmall  town,  with  a  BenediStine  abbey  in  if, 
ered;ed  in  the  year  701. 

10.  T\\Q  premte  oi  Remich,  which  ftands  under  the  fame  Prevot  with 
the  following.     In  it  is 

Remich,  a  fmall  town,  which  in  the  years  1552,  1636,  1675,  and  1708, 
was  miferably  laid  wafte. 

11.  The  prevote  of  Grevenmachereji,  containing 

Grevenmacheren,  a  town  feated  in  a  pleafant  and  fertile  plain  on  the 
Mofel,  and  which  in  times  of  war  has  been  frequently  roughly  handled, 
and  in  particular  in  the  years  1552  and  1705. 

BiWch,  or  Wcißer-Billich,  a  feigniory,  near  the  influx  of  the  Sure  into 
the  Mojel. 

Igel,  or  Aigk,  a  village,  feated  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain  on  the  Mcfsl,  and 
in  the  diftrid:  belonging  to  which,  that  river  receives  into  it  the  Sare  and  Sure. 
This  place  is  remarkable  for  a  fquare  pyramid  which  is  feventy  four  feet 
high,  and  adorned  with  many  images.  It  is  a.heathenini  tomb,  which 
appears  from  the  infcription,  to  have  been  founded  by  two  brothers  named 
SecuJidini  in  honor  of  their  parents.  In  all  probability  this  maufoleum  was 
eredled  between  the  times  of  Dioclefian  and   Conjiantine  the  Great. 

12.  The  prevote  of  Orchimonf,  which  was  formerly  a  county,  but  has 
now  loft  that  title,  having  been  reannexed  again  to  the  dutchy  by  Charles  V. 
In  it  is 

Orchimonf,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Semois,  with  a  citadel  in  it,  which,  on 
account  of  its  high  fituation,  was  formerly  very  ftrong,  but  in  the  year  1636 
was  laid  wafte.

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Dickrich,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Sure,  and  which  in  the  wars  of  the 
fixteenth  and  leventeenth  century  was  frequently  laid  waftc.  In  the  year 
1Ö88  the  ramparts  of  this  place  were  demoliflied. 

Moerjhrff,  a  leigniory  lying  on  the  Sure,  the  poffeffbr  of  which  is  he- 
reditary lord-banneret  of  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg.  In  the  year  12  15  the 
children  of  Philip  William  of  Bovgart  fold  this  feigniory  to  Maximilian 
Charles,  b.iron  of  Martial,  but  refervcd  to  themfelves  the  office  of  hereditary 
lord   banneret. 

2.  The  prevote  of  E/lalle,  containing 
Eßalle,  a  town  feated  on  the  Semois. 

3.  The  prevote  of  Durbuy,  which  formerly  bore  the  title  of  a  county, 
and  is  of  great  extent.     In  it  is 

Durbuy,  in  Latin  Durbutum,  a  town  lying  amidfl:  fteep  rocks  on  the 
river  Ourt.  The  citadel  belonging  to  this  place  was  dellroyed  in  the  vear 
i6S3. 

4.  The  prevote  of  la  Roche,  which  is  alfo  a  county.     In  it  is 

La  Roche,  a  fniall  town  feated  in  a  deep  bottom  on  the  river  Ourt,  and 
which  ever  fince  the  fire  of  1704  has  been  in  a  mean  condition,  but  con- 
tains a  ftrong  citadel.

IV.  'T~^  H  E  following  counties,  "viz. 

-■■  I.  The  counties  and  feigniories  of  i?0(:,??<yör/. 
The  county  of  Rochefort,  or  Rutfchefort,  in  Latin  Comit.  Rupejortenßs, 
is  partly  a  fief  of  Luxemherg  and  partly  of  Liege.  It  had  formerly  counts 
of  its  own,  on  the  extindlion  of  whom  it  came,  together  with  its  filial  heirefs 
Agnei,  to  Count  Eberhard  of  the  Mark,  whofe  male  pofterity  became  en- 
tirely extind;  in  the  year  1544  in  Count  Lewis  III.  upon  which  the  county 
fell  to  the  pofterity  oi  Lomja  his  father's  fifter.  This  Louifa  was  married 
Xo  Philip  oiEpßein,  Count  ci  Koni gß ein,  and  her  daughter  and  heirefs  Ann 
to  count  Botto  of  Stolberg,  by  whom  fhe  had  five  fons,  who  in  1 544  made 
a  mutual  flipulation,  by  virtue  of  which  one  of  them,  namely,  Count 
Le'U)is,-sN2A  alone  to  enjoy  all,  as  well  the  Konigftein  as  the  Rutjckefort  eftates; 
but  in  cafe  of  his  death  without  male-heirs,  that  the  other  brothers  and 
their  pofterity  were  to  inherit :  on  the  other  hand  the  daughters  were  to 
make  a  renunciation  thereupon.  This  count  Lewis  of  Stolberg  dying  in  the 
yean  574  without  male-heirs,  and  leaving  behind  him  only  three  daughters  j 
the  counts  of  Stolberg,  indeed,  fuppofed  they  fliould  have  arrived  peaceably 

to 
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to  the  poffeflion  of  the  county  oi  Rochefort  -,  but  thofe  daughters  prevented 
them,  and  took  poffeflion  of  the  county ;  as  having  not  yet  received  the 
6oj00o  florins  which  had  been  promifed  them  by  the  above-menti- 
oned ftipulation  between  the  brothers,  and  fuffered  themielves  to  be  in- 
verted therewith  by  the  bifliopric  oi  Liege.  Upon  this  it  came  to  a  fiiir, 
which  was  carried  on  from  the  year  15^0  between  the  counts  oi  Siolherg^ 
who  are  defcended  from  Count  Chriftopher  and  the  Princes  of  Lovoenftein, 
who  derive  their  title  to  it  from  Ann,  daughter  to  the  lafl  Count  Lewis,  of 
whom  mention  has  been  frequently  made,  and  this  luit  was  firft  decided  in 
the  year  1755  by  the  interpofition  of  the  Emperor  at  Vienna,  in  fuch  man- 
ner, that,  ^ 

The  houfeof  Stalberg  obtained  of  Count  Leivis's  inheritance,  as  well  that 
part  of  the  county  of  Rochejort  fituate  in  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg  as  alfo  in 
the  billiopric  of  Liege,  together  with  the  feigniory  of  Briquemont  and  the 
county  oi  Montaigu,  which  confiils  of  the  Meyeries  o\  Marcour  and  Do- 
champ,  and  likewife  the  four  pairies  dependent  thereon,  as  namely,  Ocbain, 
Harzee,  Eregnce,  and  the  abbey  of  Flonne ;  with  the  feigniory  alfo  of 
iOchamps,  which  is  fituate  near  Neuf chateau  ;  that  oi  Bertrix  in  common 
with  Bouillon  and  St.  Hubert ;  and  two  thirds  of  the  feigniory  of  Neuf  cha- 
teau in  common  with  Aremberg. 

The  princely  houfe  oi  Lowenftein  obtained  the  feigniories  oi  Chajjepierre, 
Cugnon,  Hcrbctmnt,  Feulli,  Orgeo,  HavreJJe  and  Hatten,  together  with  one 
third  of  the  teigniory  oi  Neufchatcau.  The  capital  of  the  county  is  Rochefort. 

Rochefort,  a  irnall  town  with  a  citadel  in  it,  lies  on  the  river  Lomme.  In 
the  j'ear  1494  it  obtained  the  title  of  a  county.  The  citadel  here  ftands  on 
a  rock  near  the  town. 

2.  The  county  oi  Roujfy  has  had  many  owners.  In  the  year  1703  Al- 
hrecht  Eufebius,  count  of  Konigfeck  and  Rotenfcls  fold  it  to  James  Diimont^ 
and  the  latter  in  \'j\%  Xo  Maguin,  a  counfellor  of  the  parliament  of  il'/^/s. 

3.  The  county  of  Salm  lies  on  the  borders  of  the  bifliopric  of  Lief^e. 
Henry  VI.  who  was  the  laft  of  the  ancient  counts  of  iSalm,  appointed  his 
relation,  fohn  lord  of  Reifferjcheidt,  heir  to  the  county  of  Saltn,  to  whom 
it  was  alfo  adjudged  by  a  fentence  of  the  comt  oi  BtirguK^y  iffued  in  1455, 
againft  Enge/brecht  of  Rougrave,  who  had  made  himfelf  matter  thereof. 
From  him  are  defcended  the  counts  of  Sahn-Reiff'erfcbeidt.  The  principal 
riches  of  this  county  con fifl:  in  flate  and  grinding-ftones.  The  citadel  of 
Sahn  lies  wafl:e.    To  the  county  belong  forty  villages  great  and  fmall. 

4.  The  county  of /^/öW(?/7,  in  French  Vienne,  is  of  confiderable  extent, 
and  con(ifl:s  of  feven  Mayeries,  comprehending  a  confiderable  number  of 
great  and  fmaU  villages.  The  firfl:  count  of  Vianden,  whom  we  know  of 
with  any  degree  of  certainty  was  called  Frederick,  and  lived  in  the  twelfth 
century.  In  the  year  1335  his  maledefcendants  became  extindl.  yldelheid, 
fecond  daughter  to  the  lall  count  Godfrey  III.  brought  this  county  to  the 

Princes 
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Princes  of  Orange^  who  were  the  pofterity  of  her  hufband  Otto,  count  of 
NaJJau.  It  belongs  ftill  alio  to  the  heicditary  Stadthoider  of  the  United 
Provinces.     In  it  is 

Vianden,  a  fmall  town  with  a  citadel  in  it,  Handing  on  a  mountain  on  the 
river  Our  en. 

Rcdt,  a  commandery  of  the  order  of  St.  Jibn. 

5.  The  county  of  JVtlz,  which  was  ereded  in  the  year  1631  out  of  an 
ancient  feigniory.     In  this  county  is 

IVilz,  the  capital,  and  a  franchife. 

V.  The  following  baronies,  viz. 

1.  The  barony  of  l^uffalize.     Belonging  to  it 

Hoiiffalize,  a  fmail  town  with  a  very  old  citadel  in  it,  lying  on  the  river 
Oiirty  by  which  it  is  almoft  furrounded.  In  the  year  1688  this  place  was 
ftripped  of  its  walls.  This  town  alfo  contains  a  priorate  named  Le  val  des 
Ecoliers, 

2.  The  h^irony  of  yafnoigney  founded  in  the  year  1623. 

3.  The  barony  of  Brandcmburg,  which  came  in  1683  to  the  houfe  of 
Soye.  The  citadel  of  Brandenburg  ftands  on  a  fteep  rock  between  two  mour- 
tains  on  the  lictle  river  of  Ekfe,  and  about  one  mile's  diftance  from  £)/£'/^/7Vj{'. 

4.  The  barony  of  Meyjjembia-g. 

5.  That  of  Bornmai,  lying  on  the  river  Ourt. 

6.  The  barony  of  Solewore,  which  was  erefted  in  the  year  1716.  The 
citadel  of  this  name  was  in  1552  deftroyed  by  the  French.  In  this  barony 
lies  'Tifferdange,  or  Differdange,  art  abbey  of  Cißercinn  nuns. 

7.  The  barony  of  Ajifendmrg,  lituate  on  the  rivulet  of  Eifchen,  which 
riles  near  Arkn,  and  difcharges  itfelf  into  the  river  E/s;. 

■    VI.  The  following  feigniories,  viz. 

1.  St.  Vit,  a  confiderable  feigniory  belonging  to  the  princely  houfe  of 
'        Kaß'aii-O range.      In  it  is 

St.  Vit,  a  town  leated  on  an  eminence,  and  which  has  loft  much  of  its 
former  flourilhing  condition.  In  tlie  year  1689  this  place  was  ftript  of  its 
walls  by  the  French. 

Eighty-five  villages  which  are  portioned  out  among  the  jurifdidlions  of 
Recht,  Wampach,  Amel,  or  Amblfce,  BuUange,  or  Bullingen,  Butgenbach^ 
Neundorf  and  Tb^tntnen. 

2.  Neuchateou,  a  feigniory,  belonging  partly  to  the  dukes  of  Arjchot  and 
partly  to  the  houfe  of  Lowenßein-JVertheim.  Before  the  peace  of  the  Py- 
renees, Nfuchateau  was  one  of  the  moft  important  fortrcfles  in  the  foreft  of 
Ardenne,  but  is  at  prefent  only  a  mean  little  town. 

Longlier  is  a  priorate,  lying  near  Neuchateaii,  and  dependant  on  the  ab- 
bey of  Fhrenncs  in  the  biOiopric  of  Liege. 

'-:;.  Hiricmont  and  Chajjcpterre,  feigniories  In  the  poflefllon  of  the  houfe 
of  Low  nliein-Wertheim,  but  to  which  the  houfe  of  Stolberg  lays  claim. 

4.  Efch, 
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4.  Efch,  a  feigniory,  the  citadel  belonging  to  which  lies  on  the  river  U/s:. 

5.  Merjch,  a  feigniory  l)'ing  <4i  tlit  Eiz,  and  in  v.-hich  is  Marienthaly  a 
priorate  ot  Dominican  nuns. 

6.  Mirouart,  a  Tcigniory,  ceded  by  Charles  the  Bold,  duka  of  Bwgjmch', 
in  the  year  1471  to  Eberhard  oi  the  Ä/^ri  and  his  heirs. 

7.  Rode/nachern,  a  feigniory  belonging  to  the  princely  houfe  of  5^,Wc/7- 
Bjaden,  which  governs  it  by  means  of  an  Amlman.  Rodemacbcrn  is  a  fnuU 
town. 

8.  Neuerln/rg,  a  feigniory,  to  which  belongs  the  little  town  of  Ncuerbu?-g. 

9.  Cläirvaux,  a  feigniory,  the  citadel  of  which  lies  on  the  river  IV/lz. 
In  it  is  Hcfm,  or  Hofwgen,  an  abbey  of  Aiigufline  nuns. 

10.  Ouren,  a  feigniory,,  the  citadel  of  which,  named  Owrt-«,  lies  on  the 
river  of  the  like  name.  Above  forty  noble  and  other  perfons  pay  to  the 
fees  thereof. 

11.  UJeldange,  a  feigniory  lying  on  the  river  Altert^  and  in  which  is  a 
priorate  belonging  to  the  Jefuits  of  Luxemburg. 

12.  Pittange,  ox  Pittingen,  alfo  aiirigniory. 

13.  NaJJonge,  a  feigniory,  anciently  belonging  to  the  county  of  Durbuy, 
In  the  capita?  of  the  fatne  name  is  a  collegiate  church. 

14.  Aywaille  and  Rachamps,  feigniories  belonging  to  the  priorate  of  Ay- 
waille,  which  lies  on  the  Ambleve. 

St.  Hubert,  an  ancient  and  rich  abbey  of  BenediSlines,  lying  between 
Baftogne  and  Rochefort,  and  over  which  France  has  from  old  times  pre- 
tended to  have  the  right  of  protedion  ;  but  with  refpedl  to  this  the  houfe 
of  Auftria  maintains  that  it  belongs  to  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg,  and  Hands 
under  its  jurifdiäion.  In  the  year  171 8  this  place  wasgarrifoned  with  Au- 
ßria/i  iold'iers,  who  in  1741  were  driven  out  by  the  Freficb.  In  1742  the 
Auftrians  made  themfelves  maflers  of  it  a  fecond  time,  but  were  foon  dif- 
poffelTed  of  it  again  by  the  French. 

This  abbey  was  at  firfl  called  Andain,  or  Andaye,  but  in  the  year  825, 
the  body  of  St.  Hubert  being  carried  thither,  it  received  its  name  from  that 
faint.  Exclulive  of  the  little  town  of  St.  Hubert,  to  it  belong  about  eighty 
villages  lying  in  the  forefl  of  Ar denne.

r\  F  the  natural  condition  and  hiftory  of  Gelders  I  fhall  treat  in  the  de- 
^^  fcription  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  greatcfl  part  of  this  country  be- 
longing thereto. 

1  Of 
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or  the  quarter  of  Ruermond,  or  the  upper  quarter  of  the  dutchy  of 
Gelders,  which  is  feparated  from  the  remaining  pnrts,  and  was  formerly  the 
fecond  quarter  in  order,  the  houfe  of  Außria  poflefles  only  now. 

1.  Roermond,  or  Ruermond,  a  ftrong  town  feared  near  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Roer,  or  Ruer,  which  at  this  place  runs  into  the  Maajz.  This  town 
is  the  largefl  in  circuit  in  all  Gelders,  and  was  formerly  alfo  the  fecond 
in  rank.  The  bifhop  here  ftands  under  the  archbifhop  of  Mechelen.  In  it 
is  alfo  a  confiderable  charter-houfe.  At  this  place  too  a  toll  is  laid  over  the 
Madfz.  In  the  year  1554  the  town  was  almoft  wholly  burnt  down,  and 
it  has  likewife  been  frequently  befieged  and  taken. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town  lies 

OdiUenbergb,  a  cloyfler  fituate  in  the  St.  Petersberge,  on  the  river  Roer. 

2.  The  villages  and  feigniories  of  Swa/m  feated  on  the  river  of  the  fame 
name,  together  with  Elmpt,  which  the  houfe  of  Außria  has  referved  to 
itfelf,  as  in  17 15  it  ceded  to  the  States-General  x\\t  Droß-amt  oi  Mofi'Joord, 
from  which  it  was  alfo  long  before  difmembered. 

That  part  of  the  upper  quarter  of  Gelders  which  the  King  of  Prußa  is 
in  poffefTion  of,  was  ceded  to  him  for  ever  in  the  year  1713  at  the  peace 
of  Utrecht,  though  upon  this  condition,  that  the  Roman  Catholic  religion 
fliould  continue  there  upon  the  fame  footing  as  it  was  under  the  Spanißi  go- 
vernment. This  part  confifts  of  the  following  towns  and  prefefturates,  of 
which  mention  muft  be  made  here,  there  being  no  place  more  proper  for 
their  defcription. 

I.  The  town  and  prefedlurate  of  Gelders. 

1.  The  town  of  G^/^i?rj  is  furrounded  by  the  river  Ni'ers,  and  lies  alfo 
on  the  canal  of  Mariengrift,  which  reaches  from  Venloe  to  Rhynberk.  The 
town,  indeed,  is  fmall,  but  very  ftrong,  and  the  refidence  of  a  royal  com- 
miffion,  the  head  of  which  is  the  governor  of  Gelders,  as  alfo  of  a  college 
ofjuflice.    In  the  year   1530  this  place   was  deftroyed  by  fire.    In   17 

it  was  obliged  to  furrender  to  the  Prußan  forces. 

2.  To  the  prefedturate  of  Gelders  belong  the  villages  of  Pont,  Aide- 
kerk,  Nykerk,  St.  Thomas,  Wetten,  Kappelen  and  Veyrt. 

II.  The  tovi'n  and  prefedurate  of  Stralen. 
The  town  of  Stralen  is  fmall,  but  fortified. 
In  the  peafantdiip  of  Sand  is  a  cloyfter. 

III.  The  little  town  and  prefedurate  of  Wachtendonk.     In  it 
Wachtendonk,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  river  Niers. 

IV".  The  prefedurate  of  MiDDELAER. 

The  place  of  Middelaer  was  in  old  times  called  Mededacum. 

V.  The  prefedurate  of  Krieckenbeeck,  to  which  belong  the  villages 
of  Vierffen,   Greff'erade,  Lobrccht,   JVankum,  Hceringben  and  Hensbeeck. 

VI.  The  land  of  Xf^f/,  which  anciently  flood  under  the  arcbbifhopric 
of  Cologne,  and  had  counts  of  its  own.     To  it  belong  the  villages  of  Kejfel 
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on  the  Maafo,  Rade,  Helden,  Sevenhem,  Brey,  Blerick,  Swolgem,  Broeck- 
huyjert'orß,  Ruerloe,  Wanlum  and  Lothum. 

VII.  The  lordiliips  of  IValbeeck,  Aerjfen,  Aefferden,  &c. 

Rem,  The  prefeäurate  of  M?«{/ör/,  indeed,  belongs  likewife  to  the  King 
of  Prußa,  but  ftands  in  the  jurifdidion  of  the  States-general ;  for  which 
reafon  it  muft  be  defcribed  under  the  countries  belonging  to  the  United- 
Provinces. 


The  Aicßrian  part  of  the  County  of 
FLANDERS. 

§.  I.  ü  XCLUSIVE  of  the  general  charts,  which  reprefent  all  Flanders 
■'-'  on  a  flieet,  fuch  as  thofe  which  Nie.  Vijfcher,  Peter  Schenck, 
William  de  l'Iße  and  Job.  Bapt.  Homann  have  publiflied  j  there  are  alio  par- 
ticular maps  of  fingle  parts  thereof,  to  which  belong  the  fix  flieets  of  Nie. 
Vijfcher. 

§.  2.  Flanders  terminates,  to  the  north-weft,  on  the  northern  fea ;  to  the 
north,  on  that  part  of  the  Scheide  called  the  Hont,  and  by  which  it  is  parted 
from  Seeland ;  to  the  eaft,  on  Braba?it  and  the  Hennegau ;  to  the  fouth,  on 
the  Hennegau  and  Artois,  and,  to  the  fouth-weft,  alfo  on  the  latter.  Its 
right  line,  taken  from  the  borders  of  Artois  along  the  fea-coafl:  quite  to 
Antwerp  amounts  to  about  twenty  German  miles,  and  that  from  the  north- 
ermoft  end  of  Cö^«^  to  Marchiennes  to  above  fixteen,  and  if  we  draw 
it  to  the  end  of  the  narrow  tradl  of  the  prefedurate  of  Douay,  to  twenty 
miles. 

§.  3.  This  country  enjoys  a  temperate  and  wholefome  air,  and  in  parti- 
cular to  the  fouth,  being  partly  level  and  partly  mountainous.  Its  foil  is, 
in  general,  fertile  and  fit  for  agriculture,  and  in  fome  parts,  as,  namely, 
towards  the  fea  and  the  borders  of  France,  its  degree  of  fertility  is  uncom- 
monly great.  The  land  here  bears  almoft  all  forts  of  corn  and  garden- 
fluff;  and  fome  trads,  as,  namely,  thofe  of  Gent  and  Brügges,  may  ex- 
port corn,  though  the  corn  produced  in  others  is  not  fometimes  Tufficient 
for  the  great  number  of  its  inhabitants.  Flax  is  the  riches  of  the  country. 
The  pafture-grounds  here  are  in  many  parts  extremely  fine,  and  particu- 
larly near  Fumes,  Dixmuyden  and  Loo  (o  excellent  that  there  are  no  better 
in  the  whole  Netherlaiids.  For  this  reafon  the  breeding  of  cattle  here  is  an 
important  article,  and  it  yields  alfo  fine  butter  and  cheefe.  In  the  north- 
wefterly  trad  of  the  country  the  paftures  are  alfo  very  good,  and  its  breed 
of  horfes  and  fheep  very  confiderable.     Flanders  alfo  produces  fruits  of  va- 
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rious  fort!:,  together  with  fowl  and  venifon,  fuch  as  deer,  wild-boars  and 
hares,  and  likewife  Tea  and  river  filh.  In  it  alfo  are  forefts  and  woods.  Its 
principal  rivers  are 

The  Scheldi\  which  at  Mortagne  receives  the  Scarpe,  at  Gent  the  Lys 
and  Li  eve,  and  at  Deiidermonde  the  Detider. 

The  Leye^  or  Lys,  in  Latin  Legia,  or  Liza,  comes  out  of  Artois,  and 
there  receives  at  Aire  a  couple  of  rivulets,  after  which  it  enters  Flanders, 
dividing  it  into  two  parts. 

Some  ufeful  canals  have  alfo  been  dug  here,  among  which  that  of  5r//g-^rr, 
l}'ing  between  Briigges  and  Gent  is  the  principal. 

§.  4.  Flanders  is  greatly  cultivated  and  inhabited.  In  the  whole  country 
are  computed  fixty-two  walled  and  open  towns,  many  hundreds  of  villages 
and  above  two  hundred  and  fifty  leigniories. 

The  States  here  are  the  prelates,  nobles  and  four  members,  which  confift 
of  the  diftriä:s  o^  Gait,  Briiggcs,  Tpers  and  the  Frajiken-Uvid,  or  'tVrye  and 
'Terra  Franca.  The  biihop  ot  Brügges  is  perpetual  and  hereditary-chancellor 
of  Flanders. 

§.  5.  The  Flemings  profefs  themfelves  of  the  Roniißj  Catholic  church. 
King  Philip  II.  ereä:ed  three  new  bilhoprics  here  ;  namely,  thofe  of  Genty 
Brügges  and  Tpers. 

Aelß  and  its  di ft ridl  flan d  under  the  archbifhop  of  Mechelen-,  Courtray 
and  its  caftellanies,  for  the  moft  part,  under  the  bifliop  of  Tournay  ;  and 
Cajel,  with  a  part  of  the  diftridl  of  Borborch,  is  fubjed:  to  the  biihop  of 
St.  Omers. 

§.  6.  The  Flemings  may  boaft:  of  the  invention  of  fome  important  arts. 
They  were  the  firft:  in  Europe  who  began  to  fupport  thenifelves  by  weaving, 
and  taught  to  die  cloths  and  fluffs ;  in  which  relpedl  the  towns  of  Tpres  and 
Courtray  bear  the  oldeft  and  greateft  reputation.  In  the  latter  was  alfb 
found  out  the  manner  of  weaving  all  forts  of  figures  in  linen.  In  the  four- 
teenth century,  William  von  Beukelfzon,  a  native  of  Viervliet,  taught  how 
to  gut  and  cure  herrings.  'John  van  Eyck,  in  the  fifteenth  century,  invented 
oil-colours. 

At  prefent,  indeed,  the  manufaöures  of  Flanders  are  far  from  being  in 
the  flourifhing  condition  they  were  formerly;  however,  we  have  ftill  fiik 
and  woollen-fhifFs  from  Lille,  brocade,  cotton,  camlets,  lace  and  other 
wares  ;  from  Gent,  Meenen  and  Courtray,  linen  ;  from  Tournay,  tapcflries, 
curtains,  bed-coverlets  and  other  worked  fluffs  ;  from  Brügges,  cotton  and 
fine  woollen-fluffs,  linen  and  lace. 

§.  7.  The  feries  of  the  counts  of  Flanders  takes  its  beginning  in  the  ninth 
century  from  Baldwin!.  Baldwin  111.  the  fourth  count  thereof,  about  the 
year  959,  introduced  weaving  (§.  6.)  and  appointed  alfo  fairs  and  trade. 
Baldwin  V.  the  feventh  count,  firft  brought  the  county  of  Aelß  to  Flanders, 
which  was  united  therewith,   as  a  fief  of  the  Empire,  by  the   fixteenth 
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count,  Philip  I.  in  the  twelfth  century.  On  the  contrary,  the  fame  count 
difmembered  Artois  from  Flanders  in  the  year  1 1 79.  Margaret  III.  daughter 
and  heirefs  to  the  twenty-fourth  count,  Lewis  II.  married,  in  the  year 
136g,  Philip  the  Bold,  duke  of  Burgundy,  who  thereby  arrived  to  be  count 
oi  Flanders.  By  Mary,  daughter  to  Charles  the  Bold,  whc>  married  Maxi- 
milian, archduke  of  Außria,  Flanders  came  to  the  houfe  of  yiußria.  The 
northerly  part  of  this  country  was  ceded  to  the  States-general  partly  and 
chiefly  by  the  peace  of  Munjler,  and  partly  by  the  barrier-treaty  of  1715, 
and  France  in  the  year  1667  feized  on  the  fouthern  part. 

§.  8.  The  arms  of  Flanders  are  a  lion  fable  in  a  field  or.  Count 
Philip  I.  who  was  the  fixteenth  count  of  Flanders,  firft  introduced  thefe 
arms. 

§.9.  The  court  and  council  of  Flanders,  in  Latin  Pro'uinciale  Flandria 
concilium,  has  its  feflions  at  Ghent,  and  is  the  fupreme  court  of  judicature  in 
the  country,  but  from  it,  neverthelefs,  an  appeal  may  lie  to  the  fupreme 
council  at  Mechelen.  In  it  is  alfo  the  legal-chamber,  in  Latin  camera 
legalis,  or  legitimay  which  pafles  a  definitive  fentence  in  all  matters  relating 
to  fiefs. 

§.  10.  Ever  fince  Artois  has  been  difmembered  from  Flanders  (§.  7.)  It 
has  confifl:ed  of  three  parts.  The  firft  and  greateft  of  thefe,  which  is  pro- 
perly called  the  county  of  Flanders,  and  ftood  under  the  dominion  of  the 
French,  has  been  divided,  according  to  the  difi-erence  of  languages  fpoken 
in  it,  into  the  German  and  Wallon.  Gentian  Flanders  terminates,  to  the 
north,  on  the  North-fea-,  to  the  eaft,  on  Imperial  Flanders;  to  the  fouth, 
on  the  Leye,  and  to  the  weft,  on  Artois  and  the  Neiv-Foje  j  but  Wallon- 
Flanders,  in  Latin  Flandria  Gallicana,  borders,  to  the  north,  on  German- 
Flanders  ;  to  the  weft,  on  the  Scheide ;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  territory  of 
Cambray,  and,  to  the  weft,  on  the  Leye  and  the  county  of  Artois.  All 
this  part  the  Emperor  Charles  V,  by  virtue  of  the  ftipulation  made  with 
Francis  I.  in  the  year  1526,  fet  free  from  its  dependency  on  France.  The 
fecond  part,  which  was  called  the  feigniory  of  Flanders,  or  Imperial 
Fla?iders,  becaufe  it  ftood  under  the  fupreme  jurifdidtion  of  the  holy  Ro- 
■  man  Empire,  comprehends  the  county  oi  Aaljl,  the  land  of  Waas,  and  the 
four  prefeSlurates,  as  they  are  called,  together  with  the  land  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  Scheide.  The  third  part  has  obtained  the  name  of  Proper 
Flanders,  being  neither  dependent  upon  France  nor  the  Roman  Empire, 
and  only  under  the  jurifdidlion  of  the  counts  of  Flanders.  To  this  part 
belong  the  places  of  Dendermonde,  Bornheim  and  Geersbag,  with  their 
diftriös. 

The  portion  which  France  pofifefles  at  this  day  in  Flanders,  has  been  de- 
fcribed  in  the  fecond  volume,  and  that  part  belonging  to  the  States-general 
ftiall  be  defcribed  under  the  United-Pro'vinces.  Thus  we  only  confider 
in  this  place  the  territories  in  Flanders  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Aujlria.

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§.  1 1 .  This  country  may  be  befl:  defcribed  according  to  what  are  called  the 
Jour  members  (§.4.)  which  are,  the  diftrids   of  Getit,  Brügges,  Tpen  and 
the  Frankenlami. 


1.     The  District  of 
G  E  N  T: 

To  which  belongs, 

I.  '"T^HE  town  oi'Genty  or  GhenJf,  in  'L^iX'mGatidavum,  and  the  capital  of 
^  Flanders.  This  place,  on  account  of  the  many  running  waters  which 
unite  near  it,  boafts  a  very  advantageous  fituation  both  as  well  with  regard 
to  its  trade  as  its  ftrength  ;  for,  not  only  the  Scheide  receives  the  Leye  in 
this  town,  but  alfo  from  hence  to  Damme  runs  the  Lieve,  which  is  pro- 
perly a  canal,  the  digging  of  which  was  begun  in  the  year  1228,  and 
Avhich,  exclulive  of  feveral  rivulets,  receives  into  it  alfo  the  Caele.  The 
canal,  which  was  carried  on  from  hence  to  Brügges,  and  from  there  again 
to  Oßend,  was  begun  in  the  year  16 13,  and  is  eminently  remarkable. 
From  another  canal,  which  runs  to  the  north,  a  branch  extends  itfelf 
from  Rcdenhuyfen  to  Sas  "van  Gent,  and  another  divides  itfelf  in  the  tradl 
of  Moerbcck,  fo  that  a  by-branch  as  it  were  pafTes  to  Axel  and  another  to 
Huhl  ;  not  to  mention  other  fmaller  canals  and  rivers  in  this  part. 

The  town  of  Gent  is  large,  its  compafs  within  the  walls  being  computed 
at  45,640  Roman  feet.  From  the  Emperor's  gate,  to  that  of  Muyden,  is 
an  hour's  diftance.  In  it  are  thirteen  market-places,  feven  of  which  are 
large,  and  to  thefe  belong  what  is  called  the  Friday-market,  on  which  a 
ftatue  has  been  eredled  to  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  This  very  Emperor,  in 
the  year  1540,  caufed  the  foundation  to  be  laid  for  the  ftrong  citadel  vhich 
lies  between  the  Emperor's  gate  and  that  of  Muyden^  and  is  chilled  the  Neue 
Kaßel.  Here  alfo,  in  the  year  949,  the  Emperor  Otto  the  Great  ereäed  an 
old  fort.  The  Grafen-kaßel,  in  Latin  Petra  comitis,  is  the  place  of  affembly 
to  the  court  and  council  of  Fta>u\ers.  In  the  Prince's  court  here  was  born 
the  Emperor  Charles  V.  in  the  year  1500.  The  ftadthoufe  is  a  grand 
building.  From  the  tower  of  Belfort,  which  ftands  in  the  middle;  of  the 
town,  and  the  building  of  which  was  begun  in  the  year  13  13,  a  fpedtator 
has  a  delightful  profped:  of  the  whole  town.  In  Gent  alfo  is  the  feigniory 
ot  Rtivcjchot.  To  the  bifhopric  eredted  here  in  the  year  1559,  belong 
feven  decanates  ;  namely,  the  decanate  in  the  towft  of  the  Jeven  churches; 
that  of  Everghem,  containing  twenty-one  pariflies  j  that  of  Dendermonde, 
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alfo  containing  twenty-one  ;  that  of  D^y;?^,  containing  twenty-five  ;  that  of 
Waes,  containing  twenty  ;  that  of  Thielt,  containing  twenty-two  ;  and  that 
o^  Hiilß,  containing  fifteen  pariHies.  The  cathedral-church  here,  which  is 
dedicated  to  John  the  Baptift,  is  a  grand  ftrudure.  Exclulive  too  of  a  col- 
legiate, here  are,  moreover,  fix  parifli-churches.  The  abbot  of  the  Bme- 
diBitie-'ihhzy  of  St.  Peter,  in  Latin  Abbatia  S.  Petri  in  monte  BlauJinio, 
ftiks  himfelf  primate  of  Flanders,  prefident  of  the  aflembly  of  the  NetherUmd 
cloyfters,  (landing  immediately  under  the  holy  chair,  Prince  of  Cbampin, 
count  of  Harm  and  lord  of  Sivynaerde,  AJJenede,  Sqff'elaere,  &c.  Next  here 
are  alfo  two  abbeys  for  Monks  with  two  colleges  of  Jefuits,  feven  other 
monafteries,  and  what  is  called  the  '■Tempelhof,  which  belongs  to  the  order 
of  St.  'John  ;  as  likewife  twenty-two  nunneries,  two  /^c^wm-houfes,  a  femi- 
nary  appertaining  to  the  bifhopric  of  Gent,  divers  hofpitals  and  chapels. 
The  town  itfclf  had  formerly  more  houfes  and  inhabitants  than  are  at 
prefent  to  be  found  therein.  The  repeated  fires  here,  and  in  particular  that 
of  the  year  1217,  have  contributed  much  to  its  diminution.  In  the  years 
1678,  1708  and  1745,  the  French  made  themfelves  maflers  of  it.  The 
territory  belonaing  to  the  town  extends  as  far  as  the  Vr\tg;racbt. 

2.  The  burggiavateof  G?/^/,  or  the  CaJ/elrie  van  der  Oudenburg,  the  court 
belonging  to  which  is  held  in  the  Grafen-kajlel  at  Gent.  This  burggravate 
is  divided  into  four  pret-edlu rates,  and  confills  of  forty-fix  villages  and  feveral 
feigniorics.  To  the  biOiop  of  Gent  belong  Evergbem,  with  the  title  of  a 
county,  hathem.  Loo  Chrijli,  Ooßacker,  and  a  part  alio  of  Sleydingen  and 
Zeeveneecke ;  but  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Peter  in  Geitt  belong  Afsnede,  m 
which  is  the  feignioryof  Tdnvalle,  B^erle,  Dejfelberghe,  St.  Denys,  Saff'elaere,. 
Seeverghem,  containing  the  feigniory  oi  Weldene  and  Swynärde.  Of  the  other 
places  here  the  principal  and  moft  remarkable  are  Aeltcren,  in  which  is  the 
{^\gx\\ovy  of  LdJ-Voe/iyne,  DeJJeLlonk,  Kneffeldaere,  Na^-Mretb,  belonging  alfo 
to  the  caftellani'cs  of  Oudenaerde  and  Courtray,  to  the  church  of  which  fre- 
quent pilgrimages  are  made  ;  Nevele,  a  barony  j  Oydo7ik,  a  caftle  ;  Somerg- 
bem  and  Waerjchoot,  in  which  is  a  Cijlercian  cloyfler. 

On  the  canal,  de  nieuve  "oart  na  Ghefidt,  lie  feveral  forts,  among  which 
that  of  St.  Philip  is  the  principal. 

3.  The  county  of  Aal/i,  or  Aelß,  lies  between  the  river  Scheide  and 
Dender.  In  it  are  many  hills  and  feveral  fmall  rivers  take  their  rife  there, 
which  pour  themfelves  into  the  juft  mentioned  larger  rivers  of  the  Scheide  and 
the  Dender.  It  produces  likewife  fine  corn,  efpecially  rie,  as  alio  good  hops, 
and  had  anciently  counts  of  its  own.  The  counts  of  Flanders  arriving;,  in  the 
year  1 174,  to  the  perpetual  pofiTeffion  thereof,  came  on  this  account  to  be 
re.koned  among  the  States  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire.  In  this  county  we 
fliall  take  notice  of, 

I.  Aal/l,  or  Ael/l,  in  Latin  Alofium,  the  capital  thereof  and  lying 
on  the  nver  Dender,     It  contains  an  old  fort,    with  one  collegiate  ana 
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one  parifh-church,  a  college  of  Jefuits,  three  monafteries  and  five  nun- 
neries. 

Hard  by  the  town,  within  the  limits  of  its  parifh,  lies  the  abbey  of 
Cißercian  Nuns  named  Ttn  Roofen,  or  Ahbatia  beatce  Maria  de  Rofis. 

II.  De  Vyf  Roeden  (in  Latin  Virga,  i.  e.  PrcfeSlurce)  van  het  lant  'van 
Aelß,  or  the  five  diftrids  of  the  country  of  Aelfl.     Thefe  are, 

1 .  The  country  or  territory  of  Rode,  which  is  an  ancient  barony.  To 
it  belongs,  e.gr.  Melle,  in  which  is  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order 
of  St.  Aiiguftine ;  Baveghetn,  Ghyfele  and  Vlierzele,  which  three  places  be- 
long to  the  bilhop  of  Getit,  6cc. 

2.  The  country  of  Sotteghem.  The  town  of  Sotteghem  is  a  populous  fran- 
chife  or  borough. 

3.  The  country  of  Gavere,  which  bears  the  title  of  a  Principality.  The 
village  and  citadel  of  Gavere  lie  on  the  Scheide. 

4.  The  country  o(  Boulaere,  which  is  a  barony.  The  head-place  of  this 
barony  is  Over-Boulaere.  In  the  year  1654,  the  franchife  o^Up-Haffelt  ob- 
tained the  title  of  a  county.  Ajpelaere  and  Tedegem  are  franchifes,  and  Oom- 
berghe  a  feigniory. 

5.  The  country  of  Schoorijfe,  in  French  Efcornaix,  and  in  Latin  Litio 
ScornacaJifis,  being  alfo  a  barony. 

Rem.  The  barony  of  Leeuwerghem  is  an  independency,  enjoying  the 
high,  middle  and  lower  jurifdidlions  thereof,  and  having  alfo  a  proper  fpi- 
ritual-court.  To  it  belong  the  parifhes  of  Ele?2e  and  ililleghem,  together 
with  the  villages  of  Nieuiveghe  and  Regbcjch,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Oomberghen. 

III.  Several  places  and  pariflies  which  lie  difperfed.  Of  thefe  the  mofl 
remarkable  are, 

1.  Rajfeghcm  2indi  Harde/fem,  both  baronies. 

2.  Lede,  a  marquifate. 

3.  Lidtkcrke,  a  barony,  which  is  alfo  an  ancient  and  famous  feigniory. 

4.  Holthem,  a  feigniory  belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Gent. 

5.  Eynham,  a  BenediSiine  abbey,  fituate  on  the  Scheide. 

IV.  The  town  of  G^'^r/i^^r^^^,  with  its  diftridf. 

Geerfsberghe,  in  Latin  Gerardlmontium,  is  a  fmall  place  which,  about  the 
year  ic68,  obtained  the  privilege  of  a  town.  It  is  divided  by  the  river 
Dender  into  the  upper  and  the  lower.  The  abbey  of  Benedi£line  Monks 
here,  feated  at  St.  Adrian-,  is  one  of  the  principal  in  all  Flanders,  and  if 
not  in  rank  the  fecond,  at  leaft  the  third.  Exclufive  of  this,  we  find  herQ 
alfo  one  parifii  and  two  other  churches,  together  with  four  cloyfters,  one 
^f^;««-houfe  and  one  hofpital.  The  town  itfelf  was  formerly  confiderable 
and  populous,  and  famous  alfo  for  its  manufaflures  of  tapeftry,  carpet  and 
other  commodities. 

To  the  diflridt  of  this  town  belong  forty-five  villages  j  befides  which, 
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the  above-mentioned  baronies  of  Boulaere  and  Schoorijfe  are  alfo  computed 
therein  :  namely, 

Steenhuyfe,  a  village,  bearing  the  title  of  a  principality. 

Viane,  an  immunity  and  barony.     In  this  place  is  alfo  a  cloyfter. 

Mourbt'cke,  a  franchife. 

Grimighcm,  a  village,  near  which  lies  the  abbey  of  Cißerciati  Nuns 
named  Beaupre,  or  Bellipratwn. 

N/nove,  or  Ninhe,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  De7ider,  which, 
in  the  year  1 194,  was  furrounded  with  a  rampart,  and,  in  1339,  obtained 
the  privileges  of  a  town.  This  place  was  formerly  difmembered  from  and 
independent  of  the  county  of  flanders,  and  likewife  quite  free.  Afterwards 
it  had  vogts  borh  of  defence  and  protedlion.  In  the  year  15151  the  Em- 
peror C/?'ßrZ?j  V.  feized  upon  it  for  himfelf;  but  it  was  firfl:  perpetually 
united  with  the  county  by  Albrccht  of  Auliria,  who  was  the  thirty-third 
count  of  Fland  rs.  In  ir  is  one  parifh-church  and  an  abbey  of  Prcvmon- 
flratenfian  Monks  founded  in  the  year  1 137.  The  town  itfelf  has  at  feveral 
times  been  wholly  deftroyed  by  fire,  and  likewife  otherwife  plundered  and 
laid  wafte. 

Ronfe^  in  French  Renejfe,  and  in  Latin  Roinacum,  a  fmall  town,  belonging 
to  the  princely  houfe  of  Najjau,  aiid  which  formerly  carried  on  a  great  trade 
in  cloths.  This  town  has  frequently  fuffered  much  by  fire.  In  it  we  find 
one  collegiate-church  and  three  cloyfters. 

Not  far  from  this  place  is  a  mountain  named  Schaerpenberg,  on  which 
ftands  the  chapel  of  onje  lieve  Vro  ten  witteti-tack,  celebrated  for  an  image 
of  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Rem.  Concerning  the  town  of  Lefzine,  and  the  citadel  and  feigniory  of 
Flobt'cq,  great  difoutes  formerly  arofe  between  the  counts  oi FicUiders  and  the 
Hermegau,  whence  they  have  accordingly  been  named  the  controverted 
places.     In  general  they  are  reckoned  in  the  county  of  Hennegau. 

IV.  The  town  and  cailellany  of  Oudcnaerde.     To  which  belongs, 

1.  Oudenaerde,  or  Aiide/nierde.,  in  h\\i\n  ylldenarda,  a  fmall  town,  wholly 
furrounded  by  the  Scheide,  which  alfo  in  part  runs  through  it.  The  old 
fort  of  Pamele,  which  ftands  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  is  the  feat  of  a 
baronv,  endowed  with  coniiderable  rights  and  immunities  both  within  and 
without  the  town,  and  to  the  territory  of  which,  lying  without,  belong  the 
piuihisof  Ede/aer,  Leupegbem,  Folkeghem.,  Neereename,  Weldere,  Riß.,  Coe- 
camere  and  £//?.  In  the  town  alfo  are  two  parifh-churches,  fix  cloyflers  and 
a  coilesje  of  Jefuits.  In  the  year  1708,  the  French  were  defeated  near  this 
place  by  the  Außrians  and  Englijh. 

2.  In  the  cartelmy  of  Oudenaerde  we  obferve  the  following  places;  viz. 
Beveren,  in  which  is  the  feigniory  of  Bruwaer  >  the  celebrated  old  feigniory 
oi  Peteghem  ;  Heyne,  zhzxony  ;  Nokeren,  Elzeghem,  qt Hclfegem,  containing 
a  priory  of  regular  canons  3  Vichtc,  the  proprietor  of  which  is  hereditary 
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marflial  of  Flanders ;  Auiveghem,  in  Latin  Aldergemum,  a  barony ;  CruyJ- 
holtem,  &c. 

V.  The  town  and  caflellany  of  Courtray.  In  it  are  twelve  Fairies,  or 
peerdoms. 

1.  Cortryck,  in  French  Courtray y  and  in  Latin  Cortraciim,  is  a  town, 
feated  on  the  river  Leye,  with  two  fuburbs  belonging  to  it.  The  old  caftle 
here  conftitutes  one  of  the  twelve  Fairies  of  the  caftellany  of  Courtray. 
We  find  here  alfo  one  collegiate  and  a  parifh-church,  with  a  provoftfhip 
which  takes  its  name  from  St.  Amaud,  a  college  of  Jefiiits,  three  mona- 
fleries,  five  nunneries  and  fome  hofpitals.  The  celebrated  linen  manu- 
fadures  of  this  town  had  their  rife  about  the  year  1268.  All  manner  of 
figures  and  hiflory  are  woven  here  in  an  ingenious  manner  in  linen.  In  the 
year  1 744,  the  French  made  themfelves  maflers  of  this  place  and  ftripped  it 
of  its  fortifications. 

2.  The  caftellany  of  Courtray  is  divided  into  five  diflridls,  which  are  ftiled 
Roeden,  or  Virgce,  prafeSiura. 

1 .  Roede  van  Haerlebeecke.     In  it 

llaerlebeecke,  a  village,  fituate  on  the  x'w&x  Leye-,  and  containing  a  colle- 
giate-church.    In  this  place  is  a  burggravate. 

Ingehnunjler,  in  Latin  Anglotnonaße7-ium^  an  ancient  barony,  feated  on  the 
river  Mandere. 

2.  Roede  'van  Thielt,  containing 

Thielt,  in  Latin  Tiletum,  a  borough,  lying  almofl  In  the  centre  of 
Flanders,  and  having  a  good  manufadlory  of  linen,  together  with  two 
cloyfters. 

Ruyßede,  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  villages  in  all  Flanders,  and  in 
which  the  knights  of  St.  John  are  pofiefTed  of  certain  eftates. 

Wacquen,  an  immunity,  feated  on  the  river  Mandel,  and  bearing  the  title 
of  a  county.  In  this  place  was  born  the  celebrated  geographer  'Jod.  Hondius. 

Fitthem,  an  ancient  and  famous  village,  bearing  the  title  of  a  barony. 

Winghene,  a  village,  having  the  title  of  a  barony. 

Foucques,  a  barony. 

Roosbecke,  one  of  the  twelve  Fatriatus,  or  peerages. 

Rem.  On  the  borders  of  the  burggravate  of  Gent  lies  the  vlfcounty  of 
Uoye,  the  proprietors  of  which  enjoy  all  kind  of  jurifdidlions. 

3.  Roede  van  Deynfe  :  belonging  to  which  is 

Deynfe,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Leye,  and  bearing  the  title  of  a 
marquifate. 

Grammene,  a  village,  to  the  church  of  which  frequent  pilgrimages 
are  made. 

4.  Roede  van  Meenene  :  containing 

Meenene,  or  Menin,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  river  Leye,  and  having  a 

cloyfler.     This  place  is  one  of  the  barrier-towns  which,  in  the  year  1715, 
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were  ceded  to  the  States-general  in  order  to  put  a  garrifon  in  it ;  but  the 
French,  after  making  themlelves  mafters  of  the  place  in  1744,  razed  the 
fortifications.     Menin  is  one  of  the  twelve  peerdoms  or  Patriatm. 

IJcghem,  afranchife,  bearing  the  title  of  a  county.  This  place  alfo  is  one 
of  the  twelve  peerdoms. 

Heule,  a  baren/,  alfo  one  of  the  twelve  peerdoms. 

Dadizele,  a  tranchife,  enjoying  the  privilege  of  a  town,  and  formerly 
containing  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin.  This  place  is  one  of  the 
twelve  peerdoms. 

Wevelgbem,  a  village,  containing  an  abbey  oi  Ciß Cretan  Nuns. 

5.  Roede  van  de  13  parochie^  in  Latin  Virga  S.regiuncula  tredecim  paroe- 
ciarum :  the  men:  remarkable  places  in  which  are 

Moufcron,  a  village,  containing  a  ftrong  caftle. 
Harjeaux,  till  the  year  1501,  a  free  feigniory. 
Efpiers,  in  Latin  Spira,  a  barony. 
Coyghem,  one  of  the  twelve  Fairies  o^  x\\\s  caftelany. 

6.  The  county  of  Waes  has  in  fome  traös  a  fat,  but  in  others  a  meagrCj 
bottom;  the  latter  of  which,  however,  by  the  diligence  of  the  mliabitants, 
is  greatly  improved.  Flax  is  the  principal  produce  of  this  country.  Bald^ 
•win  the  Pious,  count,  oi  Flanders,  conferred  it,  in  the  year  1062,  on  his 
fon  Robert  Frifo,  on  his  marriage  with  the  daughter  of  Florence  count 
oi  Holland.  In  the  year  1070,  indeed,  it  reverted  to  the  county  of  Flan- 
ders, but  came  again  to  the  counts  of  Holland;  but  Count  Floretice  not 
fulfilling  the  ftipulation  entered  into  in  the  year  1 167,  the  country  of  IFaes 
was  taken  from  him  and  again  united  with  Flanders,  and  Count  William 
of  i/o/Zfl/i^y  renounced  it  in  a  ilipulation  made  in  the  year  1323.  In  this 
county  we  (hall  take  notice  of 

St.  Niclaes,  a  well  buiit,  populous  franchife,  the  head  place  of  this 
country  and  the  feat  of  judicature.  The  fair  held  here  is  famous  for  the 
great  trade  carried  on  in  it  in  corn  and  flax.  , 

Waejmu7ißer,  a  confiderable  village,  feated  on  the  Durme,  and  containing 
an  abbey  of  Augußine  Nuns. 

Lokeren,  the  moft  confiderable  village  in  all  Flanders,  alfo  lying  on  theDurme. 

Stekene,  a  franchife,  feated  on  a  canal  which  leads  to  Hiiljl  and  Gent. 

Rnpelmonde,  afranchife,  fituate  on  ihc  Scheide,  which  at  this  place  receives 
the  Rupel  into  it.  In  this  town  the  celebrated  geographer  GtrZ'^/v/  Mercator 
was  born.  The  old  citadel  lying  here  has  frequently  ferved  for  a  flate-prifcn. 

Tenjche,  in  Latin  Tamifia,  a  franchife,  feated  on  the  Scheide. 

Burcht,  a  village,  feated  on  the  Scheide,  from  which,  quite  to  the  fort  of 
HetVeer,  v/hich  liesoppofite  to  Antwerp,  a  ftone  caufey  has  been  laid. 

On  the  Scheide  ftood  feveral  forts ;  as,  namely,  that  pf  oi  St.  Ferdinand, 
Fort  Royal,  Fort  JJabelle,  Fort  Calloo  and  Fort  Peerle. 
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Rem.  The  country  of  Bevercn  is,  for  the  tnoft  part,  environed  by  the 
country  of  the  Wnes,  which  is  an  ancient  and  coniidcrablc  barony  belong- 
ing to  the  dncal  houfe  of  Aremberg  and  Arjchot.  To  omit  mentioning 
feveral  other  places,  which  are  in  part  iubjeä:  to  its  jurifdidtion,  this  county 
contains  in  it 

The  franchife  of  Beveren ;  in  which  is  the  head  college  of  Beveren,  or 
the  fupi-eme  court  of  this  barony,  a  cloyfter  and  an  oldcartle. 

The  ^znih.ss  oi  Ferrehrouck,  KiUrccbt,  Den  Doe! ,   Calko  zvÄ  Haefdouk. 

7.  The  town  and  lordlliip  of  Dcndermonde ,  in  the  time  o^  Lewis  II.  the 
twenty-fourth  count  of  Flanders,  united,  in  the  fourteenth  century,  with 
Flar.dcrs. 

1.  The  town  oi  Dcndermonde,  in  Latin  Teneraemonda,  lies  on  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Dender,  in  that  part  where  it  pours  itfelf  into  the  Scheide  after 
havin^^  before  run  through  the  centre  of  the  town.  This  is  rendered  a 
place  of  ftrcngth  chiefly  by  means  of  its  fituations,  and  becaufe  it  may  be 
wholly  laid  under  water.  The  ftrong  citadel,  which  lies  on  the  Scheide  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Dender,  is  the  feat  of  the  feodal-court  of  this  lordihip. 
In  the  town  we  fiiul  two  parido-churches,  one  of  which  is  collegiate,  two 
ino)iallcriei;  and  four  nunneries,  with  other  foundations  and  a  gymniifiwin 
In  the  barrier-treaty  of  the  year  171 5,  aright  of  garrifoning  it  in  common 
was  granted  by  the  houfe  of  Auftria  to  the  States-general. 

2.  The  lordlliip  oi  Dendennonde  has  a  fruitful  bottom,  which  bears  all  forts 
of  corn,  hemp  and-  much  flax,  and  yields  alfo  fine  parturage.  The  places 
belonging  thereto  ftand  partly  immediately  under  the  fovereign,  as  Grim- 
herge  and  Bcrlacre,  a  place  naturally  flrong  on  the  river  Scheide-,  and  Bafe^ 
rode,  under  which  name  are  properly  comprifed  five  places,  partly  imme- 
diately, and  hereditarily  belonging  to  certain  houfes;  as,  namely.  Schellebell, 
in  which  is  a  cloyfter ;  Moerjeke,  Calkcjie,  &c. 

8.  The  caftelany  of  5or«^f;«  devolved,  in  the  fixteenth  century,  to  the 
houfe  of  Cohma,  and  was  raifed  to  a  barony,  and  in  the  year  1658  to  a 
county.     In  it  we  fhall  take  notice  of 

1.  Bornhcm,  the  capital,  and  which  is  alfo  a  franchife.  Near  the  parifh- 
church  here  is  a  priory  oi  BcnediBines.  In  this  town  alfo  is  held  the  principal 
county-court. 

2.  'Hinfs;he?2e,  Mariekerke  and  Opdorp  •  at  all  which  are  judicatories. 

9.  Of  ^he  four  Ambachts,  as  they  are  called,  the  prefedlurates  of  Hulß 
and  Axel  were  ceded  to  the  States-general,  and  to  them  at  prefent  be- 
long only

II.  The  Diftri^l  of  Brügges  confifts,  after  difmembering  from 
it  the  FraJikenland^  only  of  the  town  oi Brügges  and  its  fmall 
circumjacent  territory. 

I,  T)  i^C/GGE,  Bnighe,  or  Brügges,  in  Latin  Briiga,  is  a  pretty  large, 
■*-*  round  and  well  built  town.  By  means  of  well  contrived  canals, 
this  place  enjoys  a  navigation  to  Gent,  Oßende  and  Sluys,  and  thus  alfo  to  the 
North-fea.  The  Prince's  court  here  was  built  by  Philip  of  Burgundy  ;  and 
in  it  Philip,  fon  to  MaximiliaJi,  was  born.  The  bishopric  here  was  founded 
in  the  year  1559,  and  has  under  it  i^w^n.  decanates ;  namely,  the  archi- 
prefbyterate  oi  Brügges,  containing  fifteen  parifh-churches;  that  of  Ouden- 
berch,  alfo  containing  fifteen  parifhes  ;  that  of  Thoroiit,  containing  feventeen ; 
that  of  Chißel,  containing  twenty ;  that  of  Roßelaere,  containing  fifteen ; 
that  of  Ardenkirch,  containing  twenty-three  ;  and  that  of  Z)^7;7zw^,  alfo  con- 
taining twenty-three.  The  bifhop  of  this  place  is  perpetual  and  hereditary 
chancellor  of  jP/ö«<^r;.  The  cathedral-church  here  is  dedicated  to  St,  Do- 
natian.  In  the  chapel  of  St.  Bafil  is  preferved  the  blood  which  Jofeph  of 
u^rimathea  wiped  off  with  a  fpunge  from  the  dead  body  of  our  Saviour. 
Here  are  alfo  two  collegiate  and  five  parifh-churches,  together  with  a  col- 
lege of  Jefuits,  twelve  monafteries  and  nineteen  nunneries,  as  alfo  an 
epKcopal  feminary,  two  charity-fchools  and  feveral  alms-houfes,  hofpitals 
and  chapels.  Worked  cottons,  together  with  fine  woollen-ftuffs,  linen  and 
lace  are  made  here.     The  trade  of  this  town  was  formerly  very  important. 

III.      Tlie   District    of 

Y  P  E  R  S  : 

To  "which  belongs, 

I.  'npHE  fortified  town  o£  Tpers,  in  Latin  Ipra,  lying  on  the  little  river 
-'■  Tperlce,  v/hich  rifes  not  far  from  this  place  and  runs  through  the 
town,  being  increafed  in  its  courfe  with  water  from  two  inland  lakes,  one 
of  which  lies  near  Dickebufch,  and  the  fecond  near  Sillehecke.  About  three 
German  miles  too  from  hence  it  falls  into  the  Ifer.  The  biiliopric  here  was 
founded  in  the  year  1559.     It  comprifes  under  it  nine  decanates;  namely, 
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the  afchiprefbyterate  oiTprcs,  containing  fix  pariih-churches ;  the  decanate 
of  Wynoxberge,  containing  thirty  ;  that  of  CaJJel,  containing  twenty-one ; 
that  of  Veunie,  containing  twenty-two  ;  that  of  Belle,  containing  fixteen  ; 
th2^ionVaelhii,  or  Warnejloi,  containing  twenty  ;  thsit  o[  Poperhigcn,  con- 
taining nineteen  ;  that  of  Dixtnuyde,  containing  fifteen ;  and  that  of 
Nieziport,  containing  eight.  The  cathedral-church  here  is  dedicated  to 
St,  Martin.  In  this  town  are  alfo  five  parifli-churches  with  one  college  of 
Jefuits,  fix  monafteries,  one  epilcopal  feminary,  eight  nunneries,  and  fome 
alms-houfes  and  hofpitals.  With  refpeft  to  the  woollen-manufadtory,  this 
town  has  been  famed  of  old.  It  is  likewife  one  of  the  barrier-places,  which 
were  ceded  to  the  Etates-general  in  the  year  1715.  It  has  undergone 
feveral  calamities,  particularly  by  fire.  In  the  beginning  of  the  troubles  in 
tht Netherlands,  it  fided,  in  the  year  1577,  with  the  Confederates;  but,  in 
1584,  was  taken  by  the  Spaniards.  The  French  made  themfelves  mafters 
of  it  in  the  years  1648,  1658  and  1678,  and  from  the  latter  year  re- 
tained it  till  1713-  In  the  year  1744,  they  again  pofleffed  themfelves  of 
this  place. 

2.  The  caftelany  of  Tpers  ;  the  court-houfe  belonging  to  which  lies  in 
the  town  of  Tpers.     Of  the  places  annexed  to  it  we  üiall  take  notice  of 

Boefmgen-,  a  village  and  feignlory. 

Vormijelc,  a  village  and  feigniory,  containing  alfo  a  college  of  regular 
canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine. 
'    Sonnebeeke,  a  village,  having  a  proportional-college. 

Roffelaere,  ox  Roujciaer,  inLztm  Rollarium,  and  mFrench  Rcuilers,  iL  very 
ancient  place,  enjoying  the  privileges  of  a  town  and  lying  on  the  river 

Mandel. 

Meeßne,  or  Mefzines,  in  Latin  Mifeniacim,  a  borough,  containing  an 
abbey  of  Bc7iedi^ine  Nuns.  This  place  is  dwindled  from  its  profperous  con- 
dition by  means  of  many  misfortunes. 

Waeßen,  Wanießon,  or  Warneton,  a  ftrong  little  town,  furrounded  on  one 
fide  by  the  river  Leye,  and  on  the  other  by  the  Dovie.  In  it  is  an  abbey  of 
regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine  ;  and  the  place  itfelf,  together 
with  its  territory,  belongs  to  the  princely  houfe  of  Najfau-Orange.  In  the 
year  171  j,  it  was  ceded  to  the  States-general  as  a  barrier. 
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IV.   The  Frankenlandy  or  Hei  Vrye^  in  Latin  Ditio  Francona- 

ttmij  or  7'erra  Francay 

\X7AS  formerly  under  the  jurirdidion  of  the  town  of  Brügges,  but  iirft 
''  under  Count  Philipl.  and  with  his  confent,  rendered  itTelf  indepen- 
dent thereon,  obtaining  alfo  a  magiftracy  of  its  own  :  Nay,  it  was  declared, 
either  by  Philip  the  Bold  ov  Philip  the  Good,  a  fourth  member  of  Flanders, 
and  thus  aflbciated  itfelf  with  the  towns  of  Gent,  Brügges  and  Tpers.  The 
magiftracy  thereof  mull  have  their  refidence  v/ithin  the  hmits  of  the  Fran- 
kenland, and  it  aiTembles  ordinarily  in  the  land-houfe  at  Brügges.  In  the  year 
1517,  the  prefedurates  belonging  to  it  were  regiflered  as  follows  j  viz. 
the  prefedturate  of  Ifendyck,  Ootftborg,  Ardcnborg,  Moerkerke,  OoJUurke, 
Dudzeele,  Lißeweghe,  Untkerke,  Zuwenkerke,  Meetkerke,  Hotithave,  Nieu- 
Munßer,  Vliejfeghcm,  Clemskerke,  Bredenehouc,  Oudenborch,  Serivauiermaus, 
Camerlink,  Vlaerßco-,  Wammen,  Eejfen,  Zarren,  Boiivenkerke,  Coukelaere^ 
Yechteghem,  Temeghem,  Aerfrycke,  Ghißel,  Zerkeyghem,  "Jabbeke,  Snelleg- 
hem,  Zedelghem,  Loppem,  Fajfenaere,  Straten.  Under  it  alfo  occur  the  pre- 
fedlurates  of  Maldeghem  and  Buuskins,  together  with  the  little  town  and 
feigniory  of  Middleborgh  and  Heyle,  as  alfo  the  prefedurates  of  Veurnef 
Wynoxberge  and  Bourbiirg,  which,  together  with  their  appendages,  aie 
reckoned  in  the  Frankenland.  One  part  of  it  ftands  at  j^refent  under  the 
Statei-general,  and  another  under  the  jurifdidion  of  France.  The  moft 
remarkable  places  befides  in  the  Frankenland  are  the  following  ;  viz. 

1 .  Next  to  the  town  of  Brügges  we  remark  in  it 
Male,  or  Maele,  a  barony  j  as  alfo 

The  BenediSiine  monaflery  of  St.  Andrew. 

2.  Damme,  a  fmall  fort,  which,  in  the  year  11 79,  or,  according  to 
others,  in  11 89,  was  firft  founded  as  a  borough  by  the  Hollanders. 

3.  Blankenberg,  in  Latin  Albifncntium,  a  borough  lituate  near  the'  fea, 
and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  is  a  fort. 

4.  Oßende,  or  Oollende,  a  fort,  lying  on  the  North-fea,  with  a  good  har- 
bour in  it.  Towards  the  clofe  of  the  fixteenth  century,  the  Hollanders  made 
themfelves  mafters  of  this  place.  On  the  fifth  of  Jtdy,  in  the  year  i6ox, 
the  Spaniards  undertook  the  fiege  of  it,  which  ended  not  till  Septetnber 
the  twenty-fecond,  1604,  with  the  furrendry  of  the  fort.  In  the  year 
1706,  it  was  obliged  to  furrender  to  Charles  III.  (VI.)  who,  in  1722, 
eftablifhing  an  Eaß  and  Weft-India  company  in  the  Auftrian-Netherlands, 
Ofter.d  was  appointed  their  principle  ftaple  ;  but  the  neighbouring  powers, 
and  in  p.irticular  England  and  Holland,  made  oppofition  to  it ;  and  in  the 
treaty  of  Vienna  of  the  year  1731,  to  which  the  States-gena~al  ^iCc^d^d  in 
1732,  it  was  fettled,  that  the  Eajt-India  company  fhould  no  longer  trade  to 

the 
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the  Eaß  Ind'ias.     In  1745  this  town  was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  French. 
The  order  of  St.  'John  has  a  commendam  here. 

5.  Lombaerdh)'de,  in  Latin  Longobardonm  Lla,  became  a  mean  borough  from 
the  time  that  Count  Z/dW;,  in  1413,  difpofed  of  the  jurifdidion  over  it  to 
the  town  of  Nieicport. 

6.  Plajfendale,  a  fort,  feated  on  the  canal,  which  leads  from  Oßend  to 
Brügges. 

7.  Oudenborch,  a  borough  which  is  a  very  ancient  place,  and  was  for- 
merly a  confiderabie  town.     In  it  is  an  abbey  of  BenediSline  Monks. 

8.  Thorout,  in  Latin  Thoroltum,  a  borough,  containing  a  monaftery  of 
Benedi£lines.     This  place  alfo  is  very  ancient. 

9.  Wynendaele,  a  citadel  and  confiderabie  feigniory,  in  the  territory  of 
which  lies  the  foregoing  place.  It  belongs  to  the  Eledor  Palatine.  In 
the  year  1708  a  battle  was  fought  near  this  place  betwixt  the  French  and 
the  confederates,  to  the  difadvantage  of  the  former. 

10.  Lichtervelde,  a  village  and  feigniory. 

11.  Maldcghem,  a   franchife. 

17..  Reck  and  Kapricke^  both  boroughs. 

13.  Ghi/lcl,  a  borough,  bearing  the  title  of  a  barony. 

14.  Dixfnuyde,  a  fortified  little  town,  containing  four  cloyflers. 
I  5.  The  caltelany  of  Veunie,  to  which  belongs 

Veurne,  in  Latin  Furna,  and  in  French  Fumes,  a  flrong  town,  bearing 
the  title  of  a  burggravate,  and  containing  in  it  one  collegiate  church,  one 
shh^y  oi  PramoJijiratenfes,  and  four  cloyfters.  This  town  has  a  commu- 
nication, by  means  of  canals,  with  Dimkirk,  Nieuport,  Brügges,  and  other 
places.  The  French  have  frequently  made  themfelves  mafters  of  it,  and 
even  kept  pofi'efiion  of  it  for  fome  time.  It  is  one  of  the  barrier-places 
which,  in  17 15,  vvere  ceded  to  the  States-general  to  be  garrifoned. 

Nieuport,  in  Latin  Neoportus,  a  ftrong  town,  feated  on  the  Yperlee,  which, 
not  far  from  this  place,  runs  into  the  North-fea.  It  was  formerly  called 
Sandijhovct,  which  appellation  ceafed  after  the  town  had  purchafed  the 
rights  and  jurii'didion  of  the  above-mentioned  place  oi  Lomhaerdhvde,  and 
built  a  new  harbour  in  it.  We  find  here  a  collegiate  church  and  five 
cloyfters.  It  is  defended  as  well  by  the  fort  of  Nieuiven  Dam,  as  alfo  by  an- 
other erefted  towards  the  fea.  In  the  year  1600  a  battle  was  fought  near 
this  town  between  the  forces  of  the  United  Provinces  aiid  the  Spaniards,  to 
the  difadvantage  of  the  latter.     In  1745  it  was  taken  by  Cas.  French. 

Loo,  a  borough,  containing  an  abbey  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of 
St.  Augußine.  it 

Kn:cke,  a  fort,  fituate  on  the  river  Yperlee,  and  which,  in  1662,  was 
built  by  the  Spaniards,  and  is  one  of  the  barrier- places  which,  in  1715, 
were  ceded  to  the  States-general. 

EverßMm,  a  cloyfter  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine^ 
fituate  near  the  village  of  Stavele.  Wotoii^ 
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Watou,  the  largeft  village  in  all  Flanders,  and  which,  in  1629,  obtained 
the  title  of  a  county. 

16.  Foperingen,  a  borough,  containing  fome  woollen  manufaclories,  three 
churches,  and  the  fame  number  of  cloyfters.

§.  I.  /^  F  the   Hcmirgau   in   Latin  Comitatus  Hannonicc,    and    in    French 
^^   Hainant,  Nie.  V'ljfcher  improved  a  chart  made    by  Alex.   Penez, 
and  yoh.  Bapt.  Hoftmnn  publilhed  one  ftill  better. 

§.  2.  Th  s  county  terminates  to  the  north  on  Flanders,  to  the  eaft  on  the 
dutchy  of  Brabant,  the  county  of  Namiir,  and  the  bilhopric  of  Liege  ;  to 
the  f(mth  on  Champagne  and  Picardie,  and  to  the  well  on  Artois  and 
Flanders.  In  its  greareft  extent  from  fouth  to  north  it  is  twelve,  and  from 
eaft  to  weft  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  German  miles. 

§.  3.  1  he  air  here  is  good  and  moderate.  The  loil  produces  corn  in 
abundance.  The  rich  paifures  here  breed  all  forts  of  cattle,  and  the  ilicep 
yield  good  wool.  Its  woods  and  forefts  fupply  all  manner  of  building  and 
fuel  for  burning  In  it  is  alfo  ftone-coal,  iron,  beautiful  mai  ble,  flate-ltone, 
and  other  very  good  and  lerviceable  flones.  The  principal  rivers  here  are 
the  Scheide  which  iffues  out  of  Picardie,  the  Seile  which  receives  into  it 
the  Hayne  and  the  Hauniau,  the  Sambre  which  ilfues  alfo  out  of  Picardie 
and  enters  the  counry  ot  Naniur,  and  the  Dender  which  rifes  here  and  runs 
into  Flanders. 

§.  4.  In  the  whole  county  are  reckoned  twenty-four  towns.  The  num- 
ber of  villages  is  computed  by  fome  at  nine  hundred  and  fifty,  but  bv 
others  only  at  fix  hundred  and  fourteen.  The  States  of  this  coun- 
try confift  of  three  chambers.  To  the  firft  belong  the  clergy,  but  the 
chapters  of  St.  Waudru  and  St.  Germain  in  Mons  fend  no  deputies,  as  they 
contribute  nothing  to  the  public  taxes.  To  the  fecond  belong  the  ancient 
genuine  nobility,  and  to  the  third  the  deputies  of  the  towns.  Each 
chamber  has  only  one  voice.  The  plenipotenriares  of  each  have  their  feat  at 
Mons;  but  both  the  clergy  and  the  nobility  have  two  luch  plenipotentiaries, 
whole  office  lafts  for  three  years ;  whereas  the  towns  here  have  fix.  The 
fovereign  alfo  fends  two  deputies.  All  thefe  meet  weekly,  but  the  States 
only  when  the  fovereign  commands. 

§.  5.  The  clergy  are  uncommonly  rich.  In  this  county  are  fixteen 
abbeys  for  Monks,  and  ten  for  Nuns,  together  with  twelve  chapters,  and 
many  common  cloyfters.  5 

§.  6.  The 
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§,  6.  The  time  in  which  this  province  was  raifed  to  a  county  is  not 
properly  known.  After  the  death  of  Count  Raginer  IV.  it  defcended,  with 
his  only  daughter  and  heirefs  Richild,  to  BalJioin  VI.  count  of  Flanders, 
who  was  the  firrt;  of  that  name  among  the  counts  of  Hainault.  Count 
Baldwin  V\.  who  died  in  the  year  1204,  left  behind  him  two  daughters, 
one  of  whom,  named  M'^rgaret,  was  married  to  Biirchard  oF  Avefnes, 
and  brought  to  him  the  county  of  Hüiuault.  Their  great  grandfon  IVil- 
Ham  II.  died  in  1345  without  male  heirs,  upon  which  the  county  fell,  to- 
gether with  his  daughter  Margaret,  to  the  fliare  of  the  Emperor  Lewis  of 
Bavaria.  The  laft  proprietor  of  it  defcended  from  this  houfe  was  William 
IV.  whofe  daughter  Jaqueline,  after  being  four  times  married,  died  with- 
out heirs  in  1436  ;  upon  which  Philip  the  Good,  duke  of  Burgundy,  arrived 
to  the  polTeflion  of  the  county. 

By  the  peace  of  the  Pyrenees  France  ol)tained  the  towns  of  Landrecy, 
^efnoy,  Avefnes,  Marienbourg  and  Philippe'villey  lying  all  in  it ;  ab  alio  by 
the  peace  of  Nimivegen,  Falencienncs,  Bouctain,  Conde,  Cambray,  Bavay.,  and 
Maiibcuge,  with  their  refpedtive  diftridls,  and  by  the  peace  of  Ry/wick^ 
feveral  villages. 

§.  7.  The  tnfigns  armorial  of  this  county  are  quartered,  and  contain  four 
lions  in  a  field  Or. 

§.  8.  The  highefl  college  in  the  country  is  the  fovereign  council,  which 
confifls  of  two  chambers,  and  obtained  its  prefent  regulation  in  1702.  The 
dignity  of  gvznd-Bailli  of  the  county  o*"  Hainault,  governor  of  Mom^ 
and  captain-general  of  the  province  of  Hainault,  was  firft  founded  in  the 
year   1323.     The  perfon  who  rules  it  reprefents  the  fuvereign. 

§.  9.  The  part  which  the  houfe  of  Aujiria  ftill  enjoys  in  the  county  of 
Haijiault,  contains 

I.  The  following  towns :  viiz. 

1.  Mons,  or  Bergen,  in  Latin  Monies,  the  head  town  of  the  coun- 
try, and  alfo  the  largeft  and  faireft  in  the  whole  county,  being  feated  on 
an  eminence,  on  the  river  Troiiille,  and  containing  in  it  above  4600  houfes. 
This  place  anciently  bore  the  title  of  a  county,  is  the  refidence  of  the  fo- 
vereign council  of  Hainaidt,  as  alfo  of  a  prevote,  and  contains  in  it  fix 
parifli-churches,  two  of  which  are  collegiate,  namely  that  of  St.  Waudru 
and  St.  Germain.  The  chapter  of  St.  Waudru  has  no  abbefs  belonging  to 
it,  but  holds  the  count  of  Hainault  as  abbot.  We  find  here  alfo  one 
college  of  Jefuits  and  feveral  cloyflers.  In  the  year  1572  this  town  was 
furprized  by  Lewis  of  Najfau,  but  in  the  fame  year  recovered  again  by  the 
duke  of  Aha.  In  the  year  1 69 1  it  was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  French^ 
in  1709  by  the  confederates,  and  in  1746  again  by  the  French. 

2.  Roeux,  in  Latin  Rodiuni,  or  Rethia,  a  fmall  town,  which  obtained 
the  title  of  a  county  of  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  and  is  alfo  a  peerdom. 
In  it  is  a  cloyfler  of  Pramonßratenjes. 

3.  SoignieSy 
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3.  Soignies,  in  Latin  Sogniacum^  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  l^aße^ 
and  containing  a  collegiate  church. 

4.  St.  Ghißain,  in  Latin  Fatriim  Divi  Gißenii,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the 
river  Hayne,  and  belonging  to  the  abbey  here. 

5.  uith,  in  Latin  Athum,  a  flrong  little  town  fituate  on  the  river  Dender^ 
and  the  refidence  of  a  caftelany,  and  an  abbey  of  nuns.  In  it  alfo  are 
fome  good  manufadlures  of  linen.  In  the  years  1697  ^^^  ^745  ^^'^  town 
was  taken  by  the  French. 

6.  Chie'vres,  in  Latin  Cervia,  a  fmall  town  bearing  the  title  of  a 
peerdom. 

7.  Leiifi,  in  Latin  Lußi,  a  fmall  town  and  an  ancient  barony,  which  is 
alfo  the  feat  of  a  caftelany  and  of  a  collegiate  church. 

8.  Lefzhies,  in  Latin  Leßna^  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Dcnder,  and  in 
which  much  linen  is  made. 

9.  Engbien,  in  Latin  Angia,  and  Angtanum,  a  little  town  and  an  ancient 
barony,  from  which  the  houfe  of  Bourbon-Condh  take  the  title  of  duke. 
This  place  is  alfo  the  feat  of  a  prefedurate.     In  it  tapeftries  are  made. 

ID.  Hal,  or  Halle,  in  Latin  Hallce,  a  fmall  town,  lying  on  the  Serine^ 
and  in  the  church  of  which  is  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin.  At 
this  place,  in  the  year  1404,  died  Philip  the  Bold  duke  of  Burgundy. 

1 1 .  Braine  le  Comte,  in  Latin  Brennia  Co?}iitis,  a  fmall  town,  and  an 
ancient  barony,  which  is  alfo  the  feat  of  a  caftelany. 

12.  Binch,  in  Latin  Binchiiwi,  a  little  town,  which  is  alfo  the  feat  of  a 
prevote,  and  of  a  collegiate  church. 

13.  Beaumont,  in  Latin  Bellomontium,  a  fmall  town,  ftanding  on  a  hill, 
and  bearing  the  title  of  a  county.  This  place  is  an  ancient  barony,  and 
the  feat  alfo  of  a  prevote,  and  an  abbey  of  nuns. 

II.  The  dutchy  of  Havre,  lying  not  far  from  Mons,  and  which  is  alfo  an 
ancient  barony  j  together  with  the  marquifate  of  Ifteres  or  Ayfeaux^  fituate 
on  the  Dender  and  Sars.  : 

III.  The  following  principalities :  viz. 

1.  The  principality  of  Ligne.  The  confiderable  village  of  Ligne,  in 
Latin  Ligniacum,  lies  between  Ath  and  Leufe,  and  is  an  ancient  baroriyi 
which,  in  the  year  1544,  was  raifed  to  a  county,  and  in  1602  to  a  princi- 
pality. The  celebrated  houfe  oi  Ligne  is  divided  into  the  branches  oi Ligne, 
Aremberg,  Arfihot,  Chimay,  and  Barbengon. 

2.  Theprincipahty  of  ßrtri^^«fö7z.  The  confiderable  village,  of  5ör/$^;;f(5;?, 
lies  not  far  from  Beaumont,  being  a  patriatus  or  peerdom,  which,  in  the 
year  1645,  was  raifed  to  a  principality. 

3.  The  principality  oi  Rebecque,  lying  on  the  river  Na/le. 

4.  Braine  le  Chateau,  which,  in  the  year  1681  was  raifed  to  a  principa- 
lity under  the  name  of  Tour  and  Tafzis.

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IV.  The  peerdoms  of  Baudour  and  Lens,  near  the  rife  of  the  river 
D ender ;  as  alfo  of  Rebaix^  on  the  Dender  and  Silly. 

V.  The  ancient  baronies  :  "viz. 

1.  Antoing,  in  Latin  Antonio,  which  lies  on  the  Scheide,  and  contains  in 
it  a  chapter.  Hard  by  it  lies  the  village  of  Fontenoy,  near  vv'hich,  in  the 
year  1745  the  confederates  attacked  the  French  with  difadvantage. 

2.  Belheil,  belonging  to  the  princely  houfe  of  Ligne. 

3.  Bouffiit,  Brifeul,  Fontaine,  Hamaide,  Montignies,  Si.Chrißopher,  Per- 
ivez,  Ville,  Villers,  &c. 

VI.  The  following  remarkable  places :  namely, 

1.  Steenkerke,  a  village,  near  which,  in  the  year  1692,  a  battle  was 
fought.  This  place  lies  between  Enghien  and  Braine  le  Ccmte  on  the 
river  Naße. 

2.  The  villages  of  Malplaquef  and  Bkugies,  in  the  prevote  of  Mons, 
near  which,  in  the  year  1709,  a  very  bloody  battle  was  fought  between 
the  confederates  and  the  French. 

3.  BouJJu,  a  village,  not  far  from  Barbengon  and  Walcourt,  near  which, 
in  1693,  the  French  obtained  an  inconfiderable  vicftory. 

4.  The  monkifli  abbeys  of  Bonne-Efperance,  Cambron,  St.  Denis,  and 
Ghtßenguien,  together  with  the  abbey  of  nuns  of  Bellian  or  Bellingen.

§.  I.  r\¥  this  county  the  chart  extradled  by  Homanns  heirs  from  thofe  of 
^^  Friex,  and  here  and  there  improved  and  publifiied  by  them  in 
1746,  is  fufficient. 

§.  2.  It  is  furrounded  by  the  bifhopric  of  Liege  and  the  dutchy  o(  Bra- 
bant, and  terminates  alfo  to  the  weft  on  the  county  oi  Hainault.  Its  greateft 
extent  from  weft  to  eaft  amounts  to  fix  and  a  half,  and  from  north  to  fouth 
to  about  ßx  German  miles. 

§.3.  It  is  very  mountainous  and  woody.  The  principal  riches  of  the 
country  are  iron,  which  is  plentifully  worked  here  and  prepared  to  fteel. 
In  it  alfo  is  lead  and  ftone-coal,  and  great  quantities  of  maible,  together 
with  other  ferviceable  ftone.  The  level  parts  bear  all  forts  of  corn.  The 
Maafz  traverfes  a  great  part  of  the  county,  and  at  Namur  receives  into  it 
the  Sambre,  which  rivers  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  country. 

§.  4.  The  States  of  this  country  confift  of  the  clergy,  the  nobility,  and 
tlie  principal  town  oi Na7mir,  witb  its  territory.  A;  A/ßwar  alfois.a  bifliop. 
There  are  likewile  many  and  rich  cloyfters  in  this  country. 

§.  5.  The 
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§.  5.  The  prefent  county  of  Namur  conftituted  in  the  tenth  century  a 
part  of  the  county  of  Lomme.,  in  Latin  Pagiis  Lommenfis,  or  Comitatui  Le- 
}nacenfiSy  as  alfo  of  the  county  of  Arnau,  in  Latin  Pagus  Arnuenfn ;  the 
former  lay  between  the  Mnafz  and  the  Safnbre,  the  latter  extended  fiom 
the  Sambre  to  the  other  fide  of  Gembhurs,  along  the  Oniau.  The  firft 
count  of  Namur,  concerning  whom  we  have  any  certain  knowledge,  is 
Robert  fon  to  Beringer,  count  of  LomfJte,  to  whom  fucceeded  his  fon  Albrecht^ 
who  died  in  the  year  998.  In  1 189  the  Emj  eror  Henry  declared  Baldwin, 
count  of  Hainauh,  who  was  fifter's  fon  to  Henry  count  of  Namur,  and 
his  appointed  fuccefTor,  marggrave  of  the  Empire.  Count  John  IlL  who 
had  no  legitimate  children,  fold  the  county  of  TNainur  in  142 1  to  Philip  the 
Good,  duke  of  Burgundy,  for   132,000  crowns,  and  died  in  1429. 

At  the  peace  of  Nimwegen  France  obtained  the  fort  of  Charlemont^  toge- 
ther with  feveral  villages  in  this  county. 

§.  6.  The  arms  of  the  county  confift  of  a  lion  faUe  in  a  field  Or^  with 
a  dexierfeje  drawn  over  the   whole  fliield. 

§.  7.  The  fovereign  appoints  the  governor  of  the  town  and  county  of 
Namur,  who  is  at  the  fame  time  captain-general  and  fovereign  Bailli  of 
the  county. 

§.  8.  The  latter  contains  in  it 

I.  The  following  towns  and  fortrefles :  viz. 

1 .  Namur,  or  Namen,  anciently  Namon,  and  in  Latin  Namurum  and 
Namurcum,  the  capital  of  the  county,  feated  between  two  mountains  on 
the  river  Maajz,  which  here  receives  into  it  the  Sambre  and  the  rivulet  of 
Vederin,  and  over  which,  as  well  as  alfo  over  the  Sambre,  a  ftone-bridge  has 
been  laid.  The  former  of  thefe  bridges  leads  to  the  fuburbs  of  "Jambe, 
but  the  latter  to  the  citadel.  The  town  itfelf  lies  between  the  Maajz,  the 
Sambre,  and  the  rivulet  of  F'^^(?;-/;7,  being  ftrongly  fortified.  The  ftrong 
citadel,  at  the  foot  of  which  lies  the  lower  town,  the  fortrefs  oiTerra  no^oa, 
and  fort  William,  or  Coehorn's  work,  ftand  on  a  mountain  to  the  weft  of 
the  town,  between  the  Maafz  and  Sambre,  and  to  the  north-eaft,  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  rivulet  oi  Vederin,  ftand  alfo  on  a  mountain  the  baftions  of 
Balard,  St.  Fiacre,  /'  Ep'mois  and  St.  Antoine.  The  town  itfelf  is  at  prefent 
in  a  good  ftate  of  defence,  being  the  feat  of  the  provincial  council  of  this 
county,  which  hath  a  p.efident  of  its  own,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1559  has 
been  alfo  the  fee  of  a  bifliop,  the  cathedral  church  belonging  to  which  is 
dedicated  to  St.  Aubain.  Exclufive  of  two  collegiate  churches  in  it  are  alfo 
reckoned  four  under-parifh-churches  and  a  feminary,  and  among  the  four- 
teen cloyfters  here  is  alfo  a  college  of  Jefuits.  In  the  year  1692  this  town 
was  taken  by  the  French  in  the  prefencc  of  Lewis  XIV.  but  in  1695  taken 
from  them  again  by  William  III.  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Eledor 
oi  Bavaria.  In  1701  it  was  feized  by  the  French  ;  in  1704  bombarded  by 
the  confederates  3  in  1712  ceded  by  King  Philip  V.  to  the  Eledor  of  Ba^ 
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varia',  and  in  17 15  given  up  to  the  States-general^  as  a  barrier-town,  to 
be  garrifoned  by  them.  But  in  1746  the  French  again  made  themfelves 
mailers  of  it,  and  quitted  it  not  till  1749. 

2.  Charleroi.,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Sambre,  and  founded  on  the  (pot  on 
which  before  flood  the  village  of  Charnoi.  The  Spaniards  began  to  for- 
tify this  place,  and  Vauhan  afterwards  rendered  it  very  ftrong.  In  the  year 
J  667  it  was  taken  by  T'urenne,  and  retained  by  France  at  the  peace  of 
Aix  la  Chapelle  of  1668.  In  1670  and  1677  the  Prince  ol Orange  befieged 
it  in  vain  ;  but  in  1678  it  was  reftored  to  the  Spaniards.  In  1693  it  was 
taken  by  the  French,  but  reftored  in  1697,  though  again  feized  in  1701, 
quitted  in  1713,  taken  anew  in  1746,  and  in  1747  flript  of  its  forti- 
fications. 

,3.  JValcourf,  in  Latin  Vallocnria,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  hard  by  the  ri- 
vulet of //twr,  and  containing  a  collegiate  church.  In  the  year  1689  the 
French  were  defeated  in  this  place. 

4.  Bowjigne,  or  Bovines,  in  Latin  Boviriiacum,  a  very  ancient  little  towri 
fituate  not  far  from  the  Maafz,  and  formerly  a  ftrong  place,  which  in 
1215  was  befieged  in  vain  by  the  count  of  Luxemburg,  in  the  fourteenth 
century  and  in  1430  by  the  bifliop  of  Liege,  and  between  which  and  the 
adjoining  town  of  Liege,  named  Dinant,  was  formerly  great  jealoufy.  In 
the  year  1474  a  peace  was  concluded  here  betwen  Lewis  XI.  and  Charles 
the  Bold  duke  of  Burgundy.  In  1552  the  French  made  themfelves  mafters 
of  this  place,  but  reftored  it  again  in  155S,  though  in  a  very  mean 
condition. 

II.  The  following  remarkable  places. 

1.  Andenne,  an  abbey,  founded  towards  the  clofe  of  the  feventh 
century,  and  afterwards  fecularized.  The  perpetual  abbot  of  this  place  is 
the  count  of  Namur  ;  but  the  chapter  confifts  of  thirty  canonefles,  who 
ftand  under  a  female  provoft  or  dean,  as  alfo  of  ten  canons,  all  of  whom 
are  nominated  by  the  fovereign. 

2.  Argenton,  an  abbey  of  Bemardine  nuns  fituate  on  the  borders  of  Bra- 
bant not  far  from  Gemh lours. 

3.  Beaufort,  a  confiderable  feigniory,  lying  on  the  Maafz,  and  the  ci- 
tadel belonging  to  which,  formerly  a  very  ftrong  place,  was  deftroyed  in 
1429  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  oiHui,  and  in  I554ftill  more  efFedlually 
by  the  French. 

4.  Biefme,  with  the  furname  of  la  Colonoije,  and  formerly  Beverna,  after- 
wards called  Bievene,  is  a  large  village  lying  between  the  Sambre  and  Maafz, 
and  in  which  adofation  has  been  paid  to  St.  Severin  ever  fince  the  feventh 
century. 

5.  Bo7iefe,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  Monks,  fituate  hard  by  the  rivulet 
of  Mehaigne, 

6.  Brognfi 
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"     6.  Brogne-,  or  St.  Gerard,  an  abbey  of  BenediBine  Monks. 

7.  Chateau  Tbierriy  feated  on  a  mountain  hard  by  the  Maajz,  and  formerly 
a  ftrong  place. 

8.  jDdw,  a  confiderable  village,  citadel,  and  feigniory,  lying  on  the  Maa/z. 

9.  Floreffe,  an  abbey  of  Pramonßratenfes,  fituate  hard  by  the  Safjjbre, 
and  the  abbot  of  which  wears  a  mitre.  This  is  in  rank  the  third  cloyfter 
belonging  to  that  order.     Near  it  lies  a  fmall  inconfiderable  town. 

10.  Freyry  a  citadel  lying  on  the  Maajz,  and  the  place  where  in  167? 
a  treaty  of  commerce  was  concluded  between  the  French  and  Spaniards. 
The  feigniory  belonging  thereto  is  an  ancient  barony. 

11.  Fleurus,  an  abbey,  near  which  in  1622  and  1689  fome  battles  were 
fought. 

12.  Geronfarty  an  abbey,  lying  not  far  from  Namur. 

13.  Golzinne,  formerly  a  ftrong  citadel,  deftroyed  in  1429  by  the  inha- 
bitants of  Liege. 

14    Grandpr'iy  an  zhbey  of  Ci/ierciam. 

15.  Haßieres,  a  BenediBine  abhey,  founded  about  the  end  of  the  ninth 
or  in  the  beginning  of  the  tenth  century,  and  united  with  that  of 
Waußre. 

16.  Lefe  an  ahhty  of  PramonßrafettfeSy  fituate  on  the  Maafzy  hard  by 
Dinant   and  which,  till  the  year  1200,  depended  on  the  cloyfter  of  Floreffe. 

ij.  Alalogne,  an  Augußitie  abbey  lying  on  the  Sambre. 

18.  Marche  les  Damesy  an  abbey  of  ladies,  fituate  in  a  pleafant  vale  hard 
by  the  Maafz. 

19.  MoußierSy  a  foundation  for  ladies,  lying  on  the  Sambre,  and  over 
which  a  fecular  abbefs  prefides.  This  is  the  oldeft  cloyfter  in  this  country, 
and  which  before  the  thirteenth  century  was  fccularized. 

20.  Nameche,  formerly  a  priory,  which  has  been  added  to  the  board- 
lands  of  the  biftiop  of  Namur. 

21.  Salzinne,  an  abbey  of  Ciß er ci an  nuns,  alfo  called  the  abbey  du  Val 
St.  George.     This  place  lies  on  the  Sambre  hard  by  Namur. 

22.  Sanfon,  or  Samjon,  a  ftrong  but  defolate  citadel  lying  on  the  Maaßs; 

23.  Sart  les  Moines,  a  priorate. 

24.  Sclayen,  a  foundation  erefted  in  the  year  1 106,  and  the  prebendaries 
belonging  to  which  are  conferred  by  the  abbot  of  St.  Cornelis  Munfler  or 
Inden,  but  the  provcftfhip  by  the  count  of  Namur. 

25.  Soleilmont,  an  abbey  of  O'ßercian  nuns. 

26.  So/ierSy  an  abbey  of  ladies. 

27.  Waußre,  a  BenediBine  abbey,  fituate  on  the  Maafz,  and  with 
which  the  abby  of  Haßiers  is  united.  This  place  has  for  a  Jbno-  time  had 
a  celebrated  fchool. 

28.  The  commanderies  of  du  Tcmbois  zn6  Brcuard. 

III.  T  he  peerdoms  of  the  county  of  Namur  confifting  of  the  following 
feigniorics.  5  1.  Ths 
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1.  The  feigniory  of  Pcihache,  lying  on  the  Maafz,  and  formerfy  a 
ftrong  citadel  and  a  fmall  town,  which  the  Countels  Maria  of  Artoii.'^t- 
purchafed  in  1342  of  the  King  of  £(?/6f;«/^,  who  was  a!fo  count  of  Z/Z^x- 
emburg,  for  the  county  oi  Namur,  from  which  this  fair  feignJory  had  been 
difmembered  for  a  century  and  a  half.

6.  The  feigniory  of  Ham  fituate  on  the  Sambre  and  belonging  to  the 
houfe  of  Lew. 

7.  The  feigniory  of  Faux. 

8.  The  feigniory  of  Balloeil  In  the  county  of  Hainault,  and  belonging 
to  the  princely  houfe  of  Ligne. 

9.  The  feigniory  of  Boßi,  which  belongs  to  the  princes  of  Chimay. 

10.  The  feigniory  of  Zf/r«^-L«;?;^/,  belonging  to  the  ^v\ncts  oi  Rache.

INTRODUCTION 

To  the  C  I  R  c  L  E  of 

WESTPHALIA. 

Of  Westphalia   in  general, 

§.  I.  '  I  ^HE  ancient  Saxons  were  divided  into  WeßphaUans,  Angrians, 
\  and  Eaßphaliam.  The  people  inhabiting  b  tween  the  IVefer  and 
the  Rhine  were  called  Weßphalians,  and  the  tradl  of  country  inhabited  by 
them  has  from  thence  been  called  Weflphalta.  The  dutchy  of  that  name, 
which  fliall  be  defcribed  under  the  archbifliopric  of  Cologne  in  the  eleäoral 
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circle  of  the  "Rhine,  conftitutes  a  part  of  this  country ;  but  the  circle  of 
Weßphalia  comprizes  alfo  under  it  other  countries  which  never  belonged  to 
the  above-mentioned  Weßphalia.     And  thus  we  muft  carefully   diftingui/h 
from  each  other  the  three  denominations,  which  are  the  circle  oiWeßphalia, 
Wtjlphalia  itfelf,  and  the  dutchy  of  that  name, 

§.2.  The  circle  of  Weßphalia,  is  alfo  called  the  Lower  or  the  Weflpha- 
lian  circle;  fome  like  wife  call  it  the  Lower -Rheni jh,  or  Lower-Rhcnijh 
Weßphalian  circle. 

§.3.  The  charts  of  this  circle  require  confiderable  improvement.  The 
beft  we  have  at  prefent  of  it  are  thofe  which  have  been  formed  out  of 
the  feparate  charts  which  "John  Gigas  publifhed  of  the  fingle  biflioprics, 
fuch  as  Gerhard  Mercaior,  Blaeuw,  and  the  elder  Vijfcher  have  publifhed. 
Homami^  chart  conftitutes  the  one  hundred  and  eighth  in  the  Atlas  of 
Germany.     The  biihopnc  of  Liege  has  found  no  place  on  thefe  charts. 

§.  4.  This  circle  is  lurrounded  by  the  Burgiindian  circle,  the  United  PrO" 
•vinces,  the  Northern  or  German  fea,  the  Upper-Rheni /h,  and  the  RiecloraU 
Rhenißj  circles.     Its  extent  amounts  to  about  1250  fquare  miles. 

§.  5.  Formerly  not  only  certain  States  were  reckoned  in  this  circle, 
which  at  prefent  belong  no  longer  to  it,  as  namely  the  foundation  of 
Utrecht,  Gelders,  Zutphen,  the  bifhop  of  Camerich  or  Camhray,  and  the 
town  of  that  name  ;  but  alfo  in  other  refpeds  the  ancient  and  the  modern 
lifts  of  the  countries  of  the  Weßphalian  circle  differ  greatly  from  each  other. 
Upon  comparing  together  the  matricula  of  the  Empire,  the  ufual  matricida 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  cameral-court,  and  the  fummons-fchedules, 
which  are  regarded  at  the  diets  of  the  Empire,  and  upon  completing  and 
improving  one  lift  by  the  other,  the  following  appeared  to  be  States  of  the 
Weßphalian  circle,  "viz. 

The  bilhoprics  of  Paderborn,  Manfler,  Liege,  and  Ofnahriick  ;  the  dutchy 
of  Verden  ;  the  principality  of  Minden  ;  the  abbeys  of  Corvey,  Stable,  Wer- 
den, Cornells,  Munßer,  Ejfen,  Ihoren,  and  Hervorden  ;  the  dutchy  of  Cicve, 
with  the  county  of  the  Mark ;  the  dutchies  of  Jidiers  and  Berg,  Najfaii- 
Siegen,  and  Naffau-Dilletibiirg ;  the  principalities  of  Eaß-Frießand  and 
Mors ;  the  counties  of  Sayn,  Wied-Runkel,  Schattenburg  (?'.  e.  the-  Heße- 
Caffel  fhare)  Schauenbiirg  (/.  e.  the  Lippe  (liare  in  it,)  Oldenburg,  Delmen- 
horll,  Lippe,  Bentheim-Bentheitn,  Bentheim-Steinfurt,  Tecklenburg,  [Ho^ay 
Virnenburg,  Diepholz,  Spiegelberg,  Riet  berg,  Pyrmont,  Gronsfeld,  Ricckheim^ 
the  feigniories  of  Anholt,  and  Winncburg ;  the  county  of  Hdzapjel;  the  feig-» 
niories  of  Wittern,  Blankenheim,  Geroldjlein,  Gehmen,  Gymborn,  and  Nßußadty 
Wickerad,  Mylendonk,  and  Reichenßein ;  the  county  of  Kerpen,  and  Lcm- 
merfum  ;  the  feigniory  oi Schleiden,  and  the  county  o{ Haliermund,  to  which 
in  the  ufual  matricula  are  reckoned  moreover  to  belong  the :  feigniories  of 
Dyck,  Severn,  Kniphaufen,  Keyl,  Mechernich,  Eifz,  Schlenacken,  Wylre, 
Richold,  Dreyfz,  and  Schonmi,  together  with  the  cities  of  Cologncj  Atx  la 
ClM^elle,  and  Dortmund,  mi  juocn  oujavol  0:  i.  ■    ;  %,  0.  The 
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§.  6.  The  fummoning  princes  and  diredtors  of  the  circle  are,  the  bifhop 
of  Mimßer,  and  with  him  alternately  the  Electors  of  Brandenburg  and  Pa- 
latine, as  dukes  of  Cleve  and  Juliers,  both  of  whom  in  this  diredlory  en- 
joy together  but  one  voice.  The  Diets  of  the  circle  are  ufually  appointed 
at  Cologne,  but  ever  fi nee  the  year  1718  none  have  been  held.  The  ar- 
chives belonging  to  it  are  kept  at  Dujfeldorf.  This  circle  is  one  of  the 
fix  which,  in  the  year  1697,  entered  into  an  aflbciation  at  Frankfort; 
and  in  1702  acceded  to  the  league  oi Nordlingen,  promifing  to  raife  8200 
foot,    and   1000  dragoons,  but  continued  not  in  it. 

§.  7.  The  contribution  of  this  circle  in  men  and  money  to  the  aids  of  the 
Empire  has  been  hitherto  made  equal  to  the  contributions  of  the  circles  of 
Upper  and  Lonx^er-Saxony ,  Burgundy,  and  Swabia,  and  rated  at  fomewhat 
more  than  the  ninth,  but  lefs  than  the  tenth  part  of  the  whole  fum  granted 
by  the  Empire,  and  (hared  out  among  the  ten  circles.  In  it  alfo  the  pro- 
portion of  the  magnitude  of  this  circle  to  all  Germany  is  pretty  accurately 
confidered. 

§.  8.  With  refped  to  religion,  this  circle  is  one  of  the  mixed.  Indeed 
the  catholic  States  are  to  nominate  two,  and  the  proteftant  alfo  the  like  num- 
ber of  afleflbrs  to  aflifl:  at  the  Imperial  and  chamber-court  of  the  Empire  ; 
and  after  the  number  of  the  afleflbrs  of  the  chamber-court  had  been  fixed 
in  17 1 9  at  one  half,  each  part  had  one  afl^eflTor  to  nominate  :  but  the  whole 
bufinefs  of  the  nomination  in  this  circle  has  dwindled  to  nothing. 


T'he  Bishopric  0/ 
PADERBORN. 

§-.  I.  r\T  the  bifhopric  of  Paderborn  John  Gigas  has  drawn  a  valuable 
v^  chart,  which  was  publiflied  by  Peter  Schenk  and  Gerhard  Valk  re- 
tained in  xhs  Mojiumenta  Paderbonienfia,  copied  with  fome  improvements  by 
Matth.  Seutter^  and  enlarged  by  him  as  well  with  the  profpedt  of  the  town 
of  Paderborn,  as  alfo  with  a  fliort  defcription  of  the  bifliopric,  but  which 
is  defedtive  in  fome  refpeds,  and  in  others  erroneous. 

§.  2.  This  country  terminates  to  the  eaft  on  Hejfe  and  the  foundation  ofCor- 
vey,  being  feparated  alfo  by  the  fVefer  from  the  principality  of  Calenberg ;  to 
the  north  on  the  county  of  Lippe ;  to  the  weft  on  the  counties  of  Rietberg  and 
Lippe,  and  the  dutchy  of  Wejiphalia ;  and  to  the  fouth  on  the  fame  and  the 
<;ounty  of  Waldeck.  Its  greateft  extent  from  weft  to  eaft  amounts  to  eleven, 
and  froin  north  to  fouth  to  about  nine  miles.  §.  3.  It 
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§.3.  It  is  for  the  mofl:  part  a  very  fertile  country,  and  produces  in  parti- 
cular a  good  breed  of  cattle.  Between  the  town  oi  Buren  and  the  cloyfter  of 
Dalcm  lies  the  Smtjehi,  or  Sendvcld,  a  fpot  remarkably  fertile  ;  whereas  the 
Senne,  or  Sende,  formerly  the  Sinedi,  is  a  large  heath,  extending  through 
the  countries  of  Paderborn,  Lippe,  Ravcnsberg,  and  Rietlferg  quite  to  the 
territories  oi  Munjler  and  Ofnabruck,  It  receives  continual  improvements  in 
its  cultivation,  and  in  it.  are  already  many  hundred  houfes.  In  the  year 
1640,  the  Swedes  v^ere  defeated  in  this  country  hy  Haizfeld,  the  Imperial 
general.  In  it  are  alfo  good  iron-mines,  fait  and  medicinal  fprings,  toge- 
ther with  rivers  which  abound  in  fifli.  The  JVefer  waflies  a  fmall  part  of 
this  country  to  the  eail ;  and  into  it  the  Dimel,  in  Latin  the  Dimola^  which 
comes  out  of  the  dutchy  oi  Weßpbalia,  and  traverfes  a  great  part  of  the  bi- 
iliopric  pours  itfelf.  The  Bever  rifes  in  this  country,  as  alfo  the  Nette,  or 
Nette,  in  Latin  the  Nitaja,  which  likewife  receives  its  fource  here.  The 
great  Emmer  in  Latin  the  Ambra,  rifes  between  Dedhikbaufen  and  La?i- 
geland,  receives  into  it  the  Bever  (a  different  river  ofthat  name  from  the 
foregoing)  the  Hee,  Nife,  and  other  little  ftreams,  and  falls  not  far  from 
Hameln  into  the  Wefer.  The  Lif^pe,  in  Latin  the  Lippia,  or  Luppia,  rifes 
near  Lippfpring,  and  runs  by  Wefel  into  the  Rhine.  At  this  place  it  receives 
the  Ahm,  formerly  the  AUjo,  which  comes  out  of  the  dutchy  of  WejlpbaHa, 
together  with  the  Fader,  which  has  its  fource  at  Paderborn  and  the  Gunne. 
The  Ems,  in  Latin  the  Amifia,  rifes  in  the  above  defcribed  country  of  the 
Senne,  and  runs  into  the  North-Jea. 

§.  4.  In  the  whole  bifliopric  are  twenty-three  towns  and  three  boroughs. 
The  country,  indeed,  is  addidted  to  the  Roman  Catholic  church ;  but  con- 
tains alfo  many  Lutherans  in  it,  who  adhere  to  the  churches  of  that  per- 
fwafion  in  the  neighbouring  Lutheran  countries.  The  parifhes  here  are  di- 
vided in  fuch  a  manner  that  to  the  epifcopal  diilrift  belong  twenty-four,  to 
the  archidiaconate  of  the  provofl  of  the  collegiate  church  twenty-five,  to  the 
archidiaconate  of  the  dean  of  the  cathedral  church  three,  to  the  archidiaco- 
nate'of  the  provoft  of  Bußorff' (even,  to  the  archidiaconate  of  the  cathedral 
chanter  feventeen,  and  to  the  archidiaconate  of  the  cathedral  chamberlain 
nineteen.  Thus  there  are  in  it  in  all  ninety-five  parilh-churches.  At  Pader-. 
born  alfo  is  an  univerfity. 

§.  5.  The  bifliopric  oi  Paderborn  was  eredled  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
eighth  century  by  Charlemagne,  and  the  cathedral  church  confecrated  in  the 
year  796  by  pope  Leo  III.  in  perfon.  The  firft  bifhop  of  this  fee  was 
named  Hademar.  The  arms  of  the  bifliopric  are  a  crofs  Or,  in  a  field 
Gides.  Its  prelate  is  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  and  fits  at  the  Diets  of  the 
Empire  between  the  h\{liops  oi  Hi Ideßeim  and  Freyßrigen.  His  aflelfnient 
is  eighteen  horfe  and  thirty-four  foot,  or  monthly,  fingly,  three  hundred 
and  fifty-two  florins.  To  the  Imperial  and  chamber-court  of  the  Empire  he 
pays  for  each  term  one  hundred  and  fixty-two  rix-dollars,   twenty-nine

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krultzers.  As  a  prelate  he  ftands  under  the  archbifhop  of  Mentz.  Among 
the  States  of  the  circle  of  Weßphaüa  he  holds  the  firft  place.  The  epifcopal 
chapter  here  confifts  of  twenty-four  prelates  and  capitulars. 

§.  6,  The  hereditary  offices  of  this  bifliopric  are  borne  by  the  following 
noble  houfes,  namely,  the  office  of  hereditary-marfhal  by  the  houfe  of 
Spiegel  oi  Pcckelß:eim;  the  office  of  hereditary  Seiver  by  the  houfe  oi  Stapel; 
the  office  of  hereditary  cup-bearer  by  the  houfe  of  Spiegel  oi  Defenberg  ;  the 
office  of  hereditary  chamberlain,  or  hereditary  door-keeper,  by  the  houfe 
of  Schilder  ;  the  office  of  hereditary  fteward  by  the  houfe  of  Haxthaußn  j 
and  the  office  of  hereditary  purveyor  by  the  houfe  of  IVejlphalia.  The  four 
pillars  or  noble  farmers  of  the  chapter  here  are  the  lords  of  Stapel,  Brenkeriy 
Krevet  and  Haxthaufeii. 

§,  7.  The  princely  high  colleges  here  are,  the  general-vicarffiip,  the 
privy-council,  the  regency-chancery,  the  aulic-chamber,  the  officialfhip, 
and  the  temporal  aulic-court.  One  fingle  rating  in  this  bifhopric  amounts 
to  5436  rix-dollars.  Of  thefe  many  are  frequently  appointed  in  one  year  j 
but  in  another,  fewer.    Sometimes  they  rife  to  above  twelve. 

§.  8.  The  bifliopric  is  divided  by  high  mountains  called  the  Egge,  into 
the  fore  and  upper  fcreft  diflridl. 

I.  To  the  fore-foreft  diftridt,  or  to  the  country  on  this  fide  of  the  moun- 
tains, belongs 

I .  The  Kuchen- Aint  of  Neuhaus.   In  it 

Paderborn,  the  capital  of  the  bifhopric,  which  is  very  ancient.    This  place 
ftands  in  a  pleafant  and  fruitful  traft,  and  takes  its  name   from  the  river 
Pader,  which  rifes  in  the  centre  of  it.    Five  of  the  largeft  fprings  belong- 
ing to  this  river  rife  under  the  cathedral,  and  the  adjacent  houfes,  difcharg- 
ing  fo  large  a  quantity  of  water,  that  at  twenty  paces  feveral  mill?,  and  after- 
wards a  greater  number  flill  in  the  town  are  driven  by  it.     In  the  cathedral 
formerly  flood  the  images  of  the  twelve  apollles,  made  of  the  fined  filverj 
but  Duke  Chrißian  oi  Brunfwick  took  them  away  in  the  year  1622,  and 
caufed  rix-dollars  to   be  ftruck  from  them,  with  this  infcription  upon  it, 
God's  friend,  the  prieß's  enemy.     He  alfo  took  the  filver  coffin  of  St.  hibo- 
rius,  and  caufed  money  to  be  made  out  of  it.     The  collegiate  church  of 
Btißorff  flood  at  firfl  without  the  town.    Befides  which  we  alfo  find  here 
two  pariQi-churches,  together  with  the   Be?iediäi?2e  abbey  of  Abdinkhoß\ 
founded  in  the  year  1015,  a  college  of  Jefuits,  five  other  cloyfters,  an  uni- 
verfity  eredled   in  the  year  161 5,  and  z.  gymnajium,  both  founded  by  the 
bifhop  'Theodore  of  Furßenberg.    This  town  anciently  enjoyed  the  immuni- 
ties of  a  city  of  the  Empire,  and  carried  on  a  great  trade,  and  was  alfo 
reckoned  among  the  hanfe-towns ;  but  at  prefent  its  trade  is  inconfiderable, 
and  the  inhabitants  lubfifl;  for  the  moft  part  by  agriculture  and  the  breeding 
of  cattle.   The  Emperor  Charlemagne,  and  feveral  other  Emperors  and  Ger- 
man Kings  refided  here  for  feme  time,  and  held  there  Diets  of  the  Em- 
pire. 
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pire.  In  the  year  'J'JJ-,  divers  S^atöwj  were  baptized  at  this  place.  In  1002, 
Kunigunda,  confort  to  the  Emperor  Henry  II.  was  crowned  here. 

Neuhatis,  a  borough  containing  a  citadel,  which  is  the  ufual  place  of  refi-f 
dence  of  the  birtiop.  The  prefcnt  extenfive  and  grand  building  here  was 
erected  by  Theodore,  bifliop  o^  Furßenberg,  in  1590,  and  furroundcd  with 
towers  and  ditches.  Near  this  place  the  Fader  and  Alme  run  into  the 
Lippe. 

Hard  by  it  alfo  is  a  medicinal  fpring,  from  the  Fader  named ^öw  Fadulus. 

Salzkotten,  or  Soltkotf,  a  fmall  town  receiving  its  name  from  the  fait 
fprings  found  there.  This  place  has  a  feat  at  the  Land-diets.  In  it  alfo 
are  the  houfes  of  two  caftelain's. 

Elfeji,  an  ancient  church-village  fituate  not  far  from  Neuhain,  and  in 
which  formerly  flood  the  ftrong  citadel  of  Alifo,  which  Claudius  Nero 
Drufus  caufed  to  be  eredled  againft  the  Sicambriam,  but  of  this  there  are  no 
longer  any  remains. 

Altenbecken,  a  church-village,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  at  the  foot 
of  a  mountain  is  the  Bullerborn,  ox  fins  refomis,  or  Tiwiultucrius,  a  fprino- 
yielding  fweet  water,  v/ith  a  roaring  or  boifterous  noife,  but  Vv'ith  irre<^u- 
lar  alternations  fometimes  not  flowing  at  all,  and  at  others  plentifully. 

Nienbecken,  Kirchborchen,  Wever,  Stuckenbrock,  Hovelhof,  Oißrup,  Do- 
renhagen  and  Verne,  or  Vernde,  are  church-villages. 

Dalheim,  or  Dalein,  an  Augiißlne  cloyfler,  ftanding  under  the  cloyfler 
of  Bodiken. 

2.  The  Kiichen-Aint  of  Delbrück  lies  between  the  Lippe  and  the  Ems, 
being  very  marfhy.  Out  of  this  tradl  the  ancient  BruSieri  were  driven  after 
a  long  conteft  by  Ger^nanicus  the  fon  of  Drufus.  In  the  year  1410  a  battle 
was  fought  near  this  place  between  the  troops  belonging  to  the  bifliop  of  Fa~ 
derborn  and  thofe  of  the  archbifhop  of  Cologne.  In  this  prefedurate,  how- 
ever is  nothing  worthy  notice  befides  the  church-village  oi  Delbrück. 

3.  The  Kuchen- Ami  of  Bocke,  formerly  the  Fagus  Boce7ifis  of  the  an- 
cients, and  now  called  Bucchi,  or  Bucki.     In  it  is 

Bocke,  a  borough-town  feated  on  the  Lippe,  with  a  citadel  in  it,  which 
was  reftored  by  Theodorick  Adolph  oi  Furflenberg,  after  its  defolation  by  fire 
by  the  Swedes  in  1646. 

Horße  and  Tbule,  two  church-villageSj  in  the  latter  of  which  is  a 
knight's  feat. 

4.  The  prefedlurate  of  Lichtenau,  containing 

Lichtenau,  a  fmall  town,  which  appears  at  the  land  or  provincial  Diets.. 
Iggenhaufen,  or  Iggenfen  and  Affelen,  both  church-villages. 

5.  The  prefefturate  of  WuNNENBERG.     In  it 

Wminenberg,^  a  little  town  lying  in  the  Sititjelde,  and  taking  its  name  from 
the  vidtory  which  Charlemagne  obtained  in  this  part  in  the  year  794  over  the 

S  f  2  Saxom. 
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SaxoJis.     This  town  appears  at  the  provincial  Diets.     In  the  years  1677  and 
1725  it  was  deftroyed  by  fire. 

Furßenbe}'g  and  Bleywifch,  two  church-villages.  In  the  former  are  five 
knight's  feats. 

6.  The  feigniory  of  Buren  belonged  formerly  to  a  noble  family  who  were 
filled  from  it,  and  the  laft  of  whom,  named  Maurice  o^.  Büren,  became  a 
jefuit,  ^nA  i\\o\i-^\\  h\(hoT^  Ferdina)id  oi  Furßenherg,  indeed,  defended  the 
"whole  feigniory,  yet  it  fell  at  length  to  that  order. 

Büren,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Ahne,  and  containing  in  it  a  confider- 
able  college  of  Jefuits,  with  a  handfome  parifh-church. 
He^enjclorff' -And  Siddhighaufen,  both  church-villages. 
Hohkmifen,  a  cloyfter  oiCijlercian  Nuns. 
Ringelflein,  a  citadel,  belonging  to  the  Jefuits. 

7.  The  prefedturate  of  VVevelseurg.     In  it 

Wevelsburg,  a  citadel  and  village  feated  on  the  Ahne.  The  citadel  ftands 
on  an  eminence,  having  been  eredled  long  ago  on  the  firft  invafion  of  the  HunSj 
but  falling  intime  to  decay,  was  again  reftored  by  Count  Frederick  o{ Aren- 
fierg  in  1 1 22.  Upon  this  it  came  under  the  power  of  the  counts  of  Wal- 
deck,  and  then  under  that  to  the  bifhnpric  of  Paderborn  ;  but  was  at  feveral 
times  mortgaged  for  a  loan,  till  at  length  bifhop  Theodore  of  Furßenberg 
redeemed  it  again  in  1589  for  3536  Rhenifb  florins,  and  rebuilt  it  anew, 
which  building  was  completed  in  1607.  In  the  year  1646  it  was  laid 
wafte  by  the  S'wedes,  but  afterwards  reftored  again. 

Haaren,  Obern  and  Niedem-Tudorp,  or  Turpe  and  Brenken,  are  both 
church-villages.  In  the  latter  are  three  knight's  feats  belonging  to  the  fa- 
mily of  Bretjken. 

Bodeken,  a  cloyfter  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augufline. 
II.  To  the  upper  foreft  diftrift,  or  the  land  beyond  the  mountains,  be- 
long the  following  prefedurates,  viz. 

I.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  Dringenberg,  to  which  belongs 
I.  The  Rent- Amt  oi Dringenberg.     In  it 

Dringenberg,  a  fmall  town  containing  a  citadel,  lying  on  the  rivulet  of 
Oefe,  which  runs  into  the  Nette.  This  place  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets. 
Gerden,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Oefe,  and  alfo  appearing  at  the  Land- 
diets.    In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of  BenediSiine  Nuns. 

Kkine7ibcrg,  a  mean  little  town,  but  having  notwithftanding  a  feat  at  the 
Land-diets. 

Wilhaffen,  or  Wilkbadejfen,  an  inconfiderable  little  town  feated  on  the- 
Nette,  and  alfo  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of  Bene- 
diBittes. 

Daalhaujen,  Fronhaufen,  Sandebeck,  Old  and  New-Herje,  are  all  church- 
villages.     In  the  latter  is  a  aoble  free  fecular  fouudatioru 

Herbram^ 
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Herbram,  a  village,  in  which  the  family  of  Weßphalia  poffeflcs  three 
knight's  feats. 

Schmecke,  a  village,  near  which  rifes  an  acid  fpring,  commonly  calledthe 
Meitebrwin. 

2.  The  free  and  Göw-county  of  Warburg,  or  Wart  berg  had  formerly 
counts  of  its  own  ;  but  was  given  by  way  of  donation  in  the  year  102 1  by 
Count  Dodiciis  to  the  bifliopric.     To  it  belongs 

Warberg,  Warburg,  or  Wartberg,  a  town,  which  is  the  fecond  in  rank 
in  the  whole  bifhopric,  and  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  This  place 
contains  in  it  two  parifh-churches,  two  cloyflers,  and  two  caftles.  Formerly 
it  was  a  city  of  the  Empire,  and  belonged  aHb  to  the  ha?ife.  During  the 
thirty  years  war  it  fuffered  much.  In  the  circumjacent  parts  great  quan- 
tities of  iron-ftone  and  lead-ore  are  found. 

Kalenberg,  a  mean  little  town  fituate  on  a  mountain,  but  fummoned  to 
the  Land-diets. 

Garmete,  Scherwede,  Weflbetm,  Welda,  or  Wellede,  Holzhaufen  and  Wor- 
melen,  all  church-villages.     In  the  latter  is  a  doyiier  o(  Benedi^ifies. 

Hardehaufen,  a  c\oyü:er  of  Bemhardwe  Monks. 

3.  The  Gö7y-county  of  Brake/,  in  which  is 

Brake/,  a  little  town  feated  on  the  Bruc/jt,  and  which  was  formerly  a 
city  of  the  Empire.  This  place  contains  in  it  one  parifli-church  and  one 
cloyfter,  and  before  the  town  lies  alfo  a  nunnery  of  Augußines. 

Ißrup,  Erke/en,  A/te7ibergen,  Be//erfen,  R/oeder,  or  RJjer,  all  church- 
villages. 

Hindenbiirg,  a  knight's  feat  belonging  to  the  barons  of  the  AjJ'eburg. 

4.  The  landvogtey  of  Peckelfen,  containing 

Fecke/ßmm,  or  Pecke/fen,  a  fmall  town,  but  a  member  of  the  Land- 
diets.  In  it  are  two  knight's  feats,  one  of  which  belongs  to  the  houfe  of 
Spigel. 

Ho/jeniveipe/,  Eiffen,  Great  and  Litt/e-Eder,  Dojfe/,  Vo/Jen  and  LoweUy 
all  church-villages. 

5.  The  Ric/jtercy  of  Borgentryck.     In  it 

Borgentryck,  or  Borrenrick,  a  fmall  town  feated  in  a  pleafant  and  fruft- 
ful  fpot.  This  place  is  in  rank  the  fourth  town  in  the  bifliopric,  and  en- 
joys both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diets.  The  family  of  Dnic/ot/eben  have 
a  feat  here. 

Dafeburg,  or  Defenberg,  a  church-village  and  an  ancient  feigniory,  the 
citadel  belonging  to  which  lies  wafte.  This  is  the  property  of  the  family 
of  Spige/. 

Rofzbecke,  Great  and  Litt/e-Bu/ma,  and  Corbecke,  are  church-villages. 

6.  The  Richterey  of  Borc/j/jo/z,  containing 

Borchloo/z,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Bever,  and  being  alfo  a  member 
of  the  Land-diets.  We  find  here  a  caflle  belonging  to  the  family  of  Spige/ 
Defenberg,  and  two  knight's  feats»  Natzun- 
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Natzungcn  and  l'ite!/e?i,  both  church-villages. 

7."  The  Ricbtcrey  of  Neheim,  in  which  is 

Nehem,  or  Niem,  a  fmall  town,  but  a  member  of  the  Land-diets.  In  the 
year  1 7 1 1  one  hundred  and  feventy  houfes  were  coniumed  here  by  fire. 

Pomhlcti,  a  church-village. 

8.  The  vogtey  of  Dryhurg,  containing 

Drybiirgy  a  fmall  town,  which  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  On  a 
high  mountain  near  it  (lands  a  ruined  citadel,  which  wras  known  fo  early  as 
the  tinte  of  Charlemagne.  In  a  meadow  alfo  hard  by  the  town  rifes  a  good 
fpring  of  mineral-water. 

Buckc  and  Schwaiiny,  both  church-villages. 

II.  The  prefefturate  of  Steinheim.    In  it 

Stcinheim,  a  litde  town  feated  in  a  fertile  fpot  on  the  Emrner,  and  which 
appears  at  the  Land-diets.  This  place  belonged  formerly  to  the  county  cf 
Sivalcnbcrg.     In  it  are  two  knight's  feats. 

Voerden,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Brucht,  and  which  is  fummoned  to 
the  Land-diets.   In  it  is  a  knight's  feat  belonging  to  the  family  of  Haxthaufcn. 

Vinfebcck,  a  church-village  {landing  on  the  Hce. 

HI.  The  prefefturate  of  Beverungen,  containing 

Bcverimgen,  a  fmall  town  feated  near  the  influx  of  the  Be-ver  into  the 
Wefer,  at  the  place  where  a  H'^eßr  toll  was  obliged  to  be  laid.  This  town 
enjoys  a  good  fubfiflence  by  the  landing  of  fliips  here.  Near  it  alfo  are  fome 
fine  falt-fprings. 

Herflelle,  in  Latin  HerißaUum,  a  borough  lying  on  the  Wefer,  with  a  de- 
folate  citadel  near  it,  feated  on  a  mountain.  Charlemagjie,  who  in  the  year 
797  had  his  camp  and  winter-quarters  at  this  place,  gave  it  its  prefent 
name.  In  the  years  1465,  1632  and  1637,  the  Heßians  laid  wafte  the  ci- 
tadel. The  family  of  Falke77berg  held  it  long  in  mortgage;  but  bifhop 
Theodore  o{  Furßenberg  redeemed  it  again  in  1608  for  17,666  gold  florins. 
At  prefent  we  fee  here  the  Amt-houfe,  a  Minorite  cloyfler,  and  a  church 
ftill  flanding.  In  this  parifh  lies  the  foundation  of  St.  James  s  Berg,  which 
belongs  to  Corvey. 

IV.  The  prefedlurate  of  LuGDE,  containing 

Lugde,  or  Ltide,  in  Latin  Lugda,  and  Liida,  a  fmall  town  feated  In  a  very 
fertile  fpot  on  the  Great  Emmer,  and  furrounded  by  the  county  of  Pyr~ 
mont.  In  it  is  one  parifh-church,  a  cloyfler  with  a  church  in  it,  as  alfo  a 
knight's  feat  belonging  to  the  family  of  Boß.  This  town  is  the  birth-place 
o^  John  Gigas  the  phyfician,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  excellent 
charts  of  the  Weßphalian  bifhoprics.  The  moft  ancient- pofi^efTors  of  this 
place  were  the  counts  of  Hallermund,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  lords  of 
Homburg,  and  from  them  by  marriage  to  the  counts  of  Eberflein.  Laftly, 
in  the  year  12  12,  it  came  by  purchafe  to  the  bifliopric  o^  Paderborn,  which 
after  many  difputes  was  confirmed  in  the  pofTefBon  thereof  in  1668. 

V.  The 
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V.  The  following  prefedurates  are  poffeflcd  by  the  bifhopric  in  common 
with  the  counts  of  the  Lippe.,  viz. 

I.  The  prefedlurate  of  Oldenburg,  which  formerly  conftituted  a  fepa- 
rate  county.    To  it  belongs 

Oldenburg.,  anciently  a  ftrong  citadel.  The  old  Amt-houje  here  belongs  to 
the  bifhopric  ;  but  in  it  is  alfo  a  Mayerey  belonging  to  Paderborn  and 
Lippe-Detmold,  which  the  family  of  Oyenhaiijen  at  the  Grevenburg  enjoy 
together  with  the  Paderborn  fhare,  on  paying  a  yearly  rent,  as  alfo  that  of 
Lippe  iov  12,000  rix-dollars. 

Somwerfel,  a  church-village. 

Marienymmfter,  an  abbey  oi  henediSlines,  founded  in  the  year  11 29. 
■   II.  The  prefedurate  of  Stapelberg,  or  Stoppelberg,  was  formerly 
a  feparate  feigniory,  and  takes  its  name  from  a  defolate  citadel.    To  it  be- 
longs the  church-village  of  Roolf'en. 

III.  Of  the  prefedurate  of  S  WALENBERG,  or  Schwalenberg,  this  bi- 
fliopric  poffelTes  one  third. 

The  cloyfter  of  Valkenhagen  belongs  to  the  Jefuits  of  Paderborn. 

6.  Under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  chapter  ilands 

Lippjpring,  in  Latin  Lippice  fontes,  being  a  fmall  town,  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  which  rifes  the  Lippe.  This  place  is  one  of  the  Land-diets, 
and  came  in  1586  under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  chapter.  In  it  are  two 
caflles,  one  of  which  belongs  to  the  inhabitant«  of  Haxhaufen,  and  the  other 
to  thofe  of  Wejiphalia. 

Bredenborn,  a  little  town  fituate  not  far  from  Mariemnunfter,  and  one 
of  the  towns  belonging  to  the  Land-diet. 

The  church-villages  oi Attelen,  Ettekn,  or  Etlen,  and  Dahl. 

7.  The  jurifdidion  of  Holzhaufen  and  Erwitzen  belongs  to  the  barons  of 
the  Borg. 


The    Bishopric    of 
MÜNSTER, 

§.  i./^F  the  bifllopric  of  Munßer  Godfrey  Mafcop  delineated  a  chart 
^^  which  was  published  in  1568  ;  but  fohn  Gigas  has  furnifhed  us 
with  a  better.  Thefe  two  charts  have  been  copied  by  others,  and  of 
thefe  later  charts  I  fhall  mention  thofe  which  Dankert,  Jaillot  and  Seutter 
made. 

§.  2.  This  bifllopric  terminates  to  the  weft  on  the  republic  of  the  United 
Provinces,  and  that  on  the  county  of  Zutphen,  and  the  provinces  of  Upper- 
IJzel  and  Groningen,  as  alfo  on  the  county  oi  Bentheim  -,  to  the  north  on  the 

principality 
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principality  of  Eoß-Frießand-,  the  county  of  Oldenlm-g,  and  the  prefec- 
lurate  of  M'^ildeß:m/fen  belonging  to  the  elcdtoral  houfe  of  Brimfmck- 
Lumhurg ;  to  the  eaft  on  the  county  of  Diepholz,  the  bifliopric  of 
Ojnahruck,  the  counties  of  ytr/^Av/Z^wrg-,  hingen  d^nd  Raven sherg;  and  to  the 
Luth  on  a  fmall  part  of  the  dutchy  o{  V/ejlphalia,  the  county  of  the  Mark^ 
tile  county  of  Renklinghaujen  belonging  to  the  eledoral  houfe  of  Co- 
logne and  on  the  dutchy  of  Cleve.  It  is  the  largeft  of  all  the  IVeJiphalian 
biliioprics. 

§.  3.  This  country  is  level,  and  has,  indeed,  here  and  there  fome  agreeable 
heif^lits,  but  no  great  mountains  in  it.    The  extenfive  heaths  here  ferve  for 
tlie'breeding  of  cattle.    In  it  are  alfo  fruitful  plains,  fine  woods  and  turf, 
to"-ctlicr  with  good  quarries  of  ftone,   and  rivers  abounding  in   fi(h.    The 
moft  remarkable  of  thefe  are,   i.  The  Embs,  in  Latin  Amajis,  which  comes 
out  of  the  bifhopric  of  Paderborn,  and  traverfing  the  whole  length  of  the 
bilLopric  of  Munjter,  out  of  it  enters  into  Eaß-Frießand.    In  this  bifliopric 
it  is  encreafed  by  the  Werfi,  which  rifes  in  the  prefedturate  of  Ä'/röW/^^rg-; 
by  the  Hejjel,  which  comes  out  of  the  county  of  Ravensberg;  by  the  Bever, 
which  comes  out  of  the  bilhopric  of  Ojuabnick  ;  by  the  yla,  which  rifes  in 
this  country  ;  and  by  the  Hafi,  which  comes  out  of  the  territory  of  Oßia- 
briick.     2.  Tht  Lippe,  which  rifes  in  the  bifhopric  of  P^^rr/^or;^,  forms  the 
boundary  of  that  bilhopric  to  the  fouth.     3.  The  Vecht  rifes  here  in  the 
prefeftui'ate  of  Horftmar,  and  enters  the  county  of  Bentheim.    4.  The  Berkel 
rifes  in  the  prefedurate  of  Hofimar,  not  far  from  Billerbeck,  and  enters  the 
county  of  Ziilphen.  The  Dummer  lake,  which  is  one  German  mile  in  length 
and  half  a  one  broad,  lies  between  the  bifliopric  and  the  county  oi  Diep- 
holz, and  in  part  belongs  thereto. 

§,  4.  This  bifliopric,  exclufive  of  the  head  town,  contains  in  it  alfo 
twelve  others,  which  are  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets,  together  v.ith  twelve 
more,  and  the  fame  number  of  boroughs,  or  Weichbilde  (in  Englißj  baili- 
wicks) v\'hich  are  here  called  JVigbolde,  and  have  no  town-jurifdiclion.  The 
land,  or  Provincial  States  of  this  bifliopric  confift  of  the  clergy,  the  nobility, 
and  the  afore-mentioned  towns.  The  Provincial-Diets  here  are  ordinarily 
held  at  Miinßcr. 

§.5.  At  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  the  Lutheran  dodrine  found 
here,  indeed,  many  adherents  ;  but  it  was  afterwards  fupprefled,  and  the 
cxercife  of  the  Lutheran  religion,  which  had  been  permitted  in  the  quarter 
of  £w/y7^7Win  theyears  1613  and  1614,  was  again  put  down.  There  are 
ftill,  however,  in  it  feveral  nobles  who  are  partly  of  the  Lutheran  and  partly 
of  the  Proteftant  church ;  and  at  Weerdt  both  churches  enjoy  the  public 
cxercife  of  their  religion  ;  but  in  other  refpeds  all  here  is  Roman  Catholic. 
The  whole  country,  however,  is  not  fubjed  to  the  fpiritual  jurifdidion  of 
its  Prince  and  bifliop,  the  prefcdurates  of  Embßand,  Cloppenburg  and  Vechta 
belonging  to  the  ecclefiaftical  jurifdidion  of  OJnabriick,  all  but  the  parifli 
4  of 
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of  Tiüißering,  which  lies  in  the  prefedlurate  of  Vcchta,  and  belongs  to  the 
ecclefiaftical  jurifdidion  oi  Minden. 

§.6.  In  the  year  802  the  Emperor  Charlemagne  created  Ludgcrn  o'iFricßand 
firft  bilhop  of  M?V;^/^^;77/örö',  inflead  of  which  name  was  afterwards  ufed 
that  oi  Munflcr.  Billiop  Letvis  I.  fet  this  bifLopric  free  from  the  hereditary 
right  of  proteÄion  of  the  counts  o{  Tecklenburg.  BiOiop  Hertna?in  II.  who 
governed  in  the  twelfth  century,  was  by  the  Emperor  Otlo  IV.  mnde  a 
Prince  of  the  Empire.  BiOiop  Ofto,  a  count  of  Benthcim,  was  the  fiifl 
prelate  who  was  eledled  by  the  chapter,  on  whom  the  Emperor  F-rede- 
rick  II.  conferred  a  power  for  this  purpofe.  Bilhop  Le-ivis  II,  a  landgrave 
t^  Heffe,  was  the  firfl  who  was  confirmed  by  the  Pope,  Biihop  Cbriftophcr 
Bernhard^  a  baron  of  G^?/?//,  who  died  in  the  year  1678,  is  celebrated  as- 
a  great  v/arriour.  The  prefent  bifliop  Clemens  Augußus^  duke  in  Bavaria, 
and  Eledor  of  Cologne,  is  the  fixty-fecond  bidiop  of  Munßcr. 

§,  7.  The  arms  of  this  bifliopric  are  a  Fejfe,  Or,  in  a  field  Azure. 
The  bilhop  himfelf  is  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  and  at  the  Diets  thereof 
ranks  alternately  in  the  college  of  the  Princes  with  the  bifliop  o^  Liege ;  but 
in  fuch  a  manner  that  Ofnabruck  always  fits  between  both.  His  contingent 
is  thirty  foot  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen  horfe,  or  monthly  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  florins,  and  to  the  chamber-court,  for  each  term,  four 
hundred  and  thirty-three  rix-dollars  feventeen  kruitzers  and  a  half.  In  the 
circle  of  Weßphalia  he  is  the  firft  fummoning  Prince,  and  the  diredlor  of  - 
the  circle  ;  and  thus  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  enjoys  the  firft  feat  and  voice. 
As  bilnop,  he  ftands  under  the  archbifhop  of  Cologne.  The  highly  worthy 
chapter  here  confifts  of  forty  members,  who  are  all  nobles,  and  muft  prove 
their  nobility  5  and  once  a  year  the  fhield  and  helm  of  the  youngeft  canon 
are  carried  in  procefilon  with  public  beat  of  drum,  that  every  one  may 
enquire  into  his  pedigree. 

§.  8.  According  to  its  old  evaluation  this  biiliopric  was  obliged  to  give 
29,708  rix-dollars  for  the  ordinary  ecclefiaftical  rate.  What  the  newer  eva- 
luation is  I  know  not.  The  epifcopal  domains  are  more  confiderable  than 
Ccxo^t  o'i  Ofnabruck.    The  chapter  maintains  feven  regiments. 

§.  9.  The  ancients  divide  the  bifhopric  into  the  upper  fpundation,  or 
fouth  part,  and  into  the  lower  foundation,  or  north  part.  At  this  day  it 
confifts  of  four  quarters,  among  which  are  divided  the  thirteen  Amts. 

I.  The  quarter  of  Wollbeck,  or  Drein,  has  its  latter  name  from  the 
ancient  P^^7/5  of  Z)rt7;;,  and  comprizes  under  it  the  following  prefedtu-- 
rates,  viz. 

I.  The  prefefturate  of  Wollbeck,  which  is  the  greateft  of  all,  and 
contains  in  it  forty-feven  parifties.  At  Scndenhorß,  Ahlen  and  Beckum,  are 
princely  judicatories  and  rural  courts,  the  prefidents  of  which,  with  regard 
to  the  towns  are  called  judges,  and  with  regard  to  the  pariflies  and  peafantry 
of  the  flat  country,  rural  counts.     In  it  we  ftiall  take  notice  of 
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Muiißc>\  ill  Latin  Monafteniim,  the  capital  of  the  whole  biil-iopric,  lying 
in  a  very  fruitful  and  plcai'ant  fpoton  the  rivulet  Aa,  or  Alpha,  not  far  Aoiu 
ILmbi.  This  town  was  at  firfl:  called  Mimigerufcrd,  or  Mimigardefort,  71//- 
m'lganl^  &V.  hut  in  the  time  of  biOiop  Hermann  I.  i.  c.  in  the  eleventh  cen- 
tury, obtained  the  name  of  A/w///(r,  from  the  collegiate  church  founded 
there  by  Charlemagne,  and  in  the  language  of  the  country  called  a  Miinftcr. 
Others  arc  of  Opinion,  that  tlie  town  originally  conhfled  of  two  parts,  and 
thus  alfo  had  two  names:  That  the  more  ancient  part  was  caUed  Mnni- 
geniford,  and  the  newer,  Munfter,  from  its  cloyllerand  foundation-church; 
and  that  the  latter  becoming  far  more  confiderable  than  the  former,  the 
whole  town  came  to  be  called  therefrom.  Alunfter  is  environed  with  dou- 
ble ditches  and  ramparts,  and  contains  alfo  in  it  a  citadel,  which  is  called  the 
Bril/e,  and  was  ereded  by  bilhop  Chrijtopher  Bernhard  of  Galen,  in  order 
to  curb  the  town.  The  church  here  is  divided  into  the  old  and  new.  The 
largefl  parilli  in  it  is  that  of  the  church  belonging  to  the  abbey  of  Betitdic- 
tine  Nuns,  named  XJeberiaaJJcr.  Exclufive  of  thele  we  find  here  alfo  the 
churches  and  foundations  of  St.  Liidger,  St.  Martin,  and  St.  Maurice,  to- 
gether with  the  parifli-church  of  St.  Lambert,  on  the  tower  of  which  john 
of  Leydcn,  King  of  the  Anabaptifts,  together  with  both  his  Princes,  were 
hung  up  in  iion  bafkets  ;  as  a!fo  three  parifii-churchcs,  near  one  of  which 
is  a  cloyfler  and  a  church,  together  with  a  hcufe  of  St.  John,  and  the  cloy- 
fler  of  St.  George  belonging  to  the  knights  of  the  Teiitonick  order,  one  col- 
lege of  Jefuits,  and  feven  cloyfiers,  as  alfo  three  gynwajla,  namely  thofe  of 
the  Pauli/i,  Ludger,  and  Martin-,  and  likewife  a  great  number  of  alms- 
houfes.  The  town  itfelf  has  undergone  many  calamities,  among  which 
that  is  in  particular  wortliy  of  notice  which  it  underwent  in  the  time  of  the 
Anabaptifls  in  1535  and  1536,  In  the  year  1648,  the  famous  peace  con- 
cluded between  Germany  and  France  was  fettled  here.  But  in  the  year  1660 
this  place  refuting  to  acknowledge  fubjedion  to  the  fupreme  power  of  the 
bilhop  it  was- befieged  and  furrendered  in  1661.  Bifliop  Ft;v//;;^W  wanted 
to  erect  an  univerfity  here  in  1631,  and  alfo  obtained  of  the  Emperor  Fer- 
SnandW.  the  confim.ation  thereof,  but  his  defign  never  came  to  bear. 

Bcckutn,  or  Beckcm,  by  fome  called  Confluentia  Wejtphalia,  a  fmall  town 
feated  on  the  Werfe,  and  containing  in  it  a  collegiate  church,  the  provoft  of 
which  is  arch-deacon  of  the  place  and  canon  of  Munfter ;  as  alfo  two  nun- 
neries of  yf^/^&/?/W\y.  In  it  is  a  princely  and  rural  judicatory,  and  the  town 
itfelf  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  the  year  1734  it  was  almoft 
wholly  confumed  by  lire. 

Ahlen,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Werfe^  and  which  is  alfo  fummoned  to 
the  Land-diets.  This  place  contains  in  it  a  collegiate  church,  together  with 
two  nunneries  of  Auguftines,  and  in  it  alfo  is  a  princely  and  rural  court.  In 
the  year  1480  one  tliird  of  it  was  delboyed  by  fire.  This  place  lies  in  the 
ancient  Sude?-gce,  or  Sudergau^ 
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Tt'Igef,  a  little  town  feated  in  a  pleafant  fpot  on  the  river  Embs,  in  a  part 
where  the  chapter  has  a  rural  court,  over  which  a  rural  count  prefides. 
This  place  is  alfo  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets,  On  the  firfl;  of  July  it  is 
greatly  frequented  by  pilgrims. 

SendeJihorfi,  a  little  town,  in  which  is  a  princely  and  rural  court.  In  the 
year  1751  the  greatell  part  of  this  place  was  confumed  by  fire. 

Stcinfurt,  or  Dren-Sfc'infurt,  fituate  in  the  Pagiis  Dragi?ii,  or  Drein,  a 
borough,  in  which  the  family  of  Rixke  has  an  under-lordfhip  ;  but  the  reft 
of  the  parifh  is  fubjedl  to  the  rural-court  of  Sendenhorß. 

Greven,  a  borough  feated  on  the  Embs. 

Wollbeck,  properly  Waldbeck,  the  refidence  of  the  prefedurate,  and  alfo 
of  a  peculiar  court,  is  a  citadel  and  parifh. 

Backenfeld  and  Meejlc,  are  feats  of  two  rural-courts  and  rural- counts  be- 
longing to  the  chapter. 

Heejfeti,  a  parifli  and  under-lordfliip, 

Eajl-Bcveren,  a  pariHi  in  v/hich  the  Schenkhigs  of  Bcvercn  are  pofltfied  of 
the  under-lordfliip. 

Senden,  a  large  church-village,  where  the  chapter  has  a  rural-count. 

Amelburen,  a  church-village. 

Schonvlict  and  Schönebeck,  belonging  to  the  chapter. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Sassenberg,  containing  in  it  nine  pariflies.  In 
this  prefedurate,  the  town  of  Warendo-rf,  the  parifli  of  Beelen,  and  the  trad 
about  the  Amt-houfe  of  SaJJenberg  excepted,  the  lords  of  Harkotfen,  namely 
thofe  of  Kettlcr  znA  Korjf\  are  poffefTed  of  the  under-juri(didion. 

Warendorff,  one  of  the  bcft  towns  in  the  bifliopric,  lies  on  the  EvibSy 
having  excellent  paftures,  and  being  famous  alfo  on  account  of  its  fine 
linens.  This  place  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  it  is  a  cloyfter  of 
Frc7icifcans.     In  the  years  1404  and  1741  it  was  confumed  by  fire. 

Not  far  from  it  lies  the  nunnery  of  Her febroch. 

Snjfenberg,  a  citadel  and  borough,  or  franchife,  from  which  the  prefec- 
turate  takes  its  name. 

Freckenhorß,  a  noble  free  fecular  foundation  for  ladies,  fituate  not  far 
from  Warendorff. 

Mariaifeld,  vulgarly  Mcrgenfeld,  a  Cißeniatt  abbey  of  Monks,  fituate  in 
the  parifli  of  Hafcwinkel. 

Kengerink,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  Nuns,  which  fl:ands  under  the  abbot  of 
Miirienfeld.     This  abbey  lies  on  the  Bever. 

Vinneberg,  an  abbey  of  Benediäine  Nuns  feated  on  the  Hver  Bcver,  and 
flanding  under  the  abbot  of  Lei sbcrn. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  Stromberg  comprehending  in  it  eleven  pariflies. 
This  prefedurate  was  formerly  a  burggravate  belonging  to  the  Empire. 
The  Emperor  Charles  IV.  put  the  turbulent  burggrave  John,  or  as  others 
call  him,  Bnrchard,  under  the  ban  of  the  Empire,  and  entrufted  the  exe- 
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cntion  thereof  to  the  billiop  of  M^w/Zfr,  wlio  alfo  made  hirnfelf  maüer  of 
the  citadel  together  with  the  whole  country,  and  was  invtfted  therewith 
by  the  Eniperor. 

Stromberg,  the  Anit-houfe,  before  which  lies  a  franchife,  and  which  is 
alfo  called  Auf  dem  Sleinwcge. 

OInc,  a  bailiwick  or  borough,  containing  a  princely  rural-count,  to  whom 
iiine  pari(hes  of  this  prefectiirate  are  fLibjcit. 

-   flerzfehi,  a  church-village,  in  which  is  a  princely  rural-count,  fubjed  to 
whom  are  two  parillies  of  this  prefedurate. 

Leisborn,  an  ancient  -.ihhcy  oi  Bau'd!Sli}ics,  the  prelate  of  which  is  alfo 
hipcrior  and  vifuor  of  both  the  nunneries  of  c?/r  lyß^  at  Ueberivc.Jjcr  and 
St.  Mgrdiui  in  Munjler,  as  alfo  of  the  cloyfter  of  Vinneherg. 

II.  The  jrernc,  or  Stevcr  quarter  conhfts  of  the  following  prefedn- 
rates,  I'lz. 

1.  The  prefedurate  of  Werne,  containing  in  it  thirteen  parities, 
namely, 

WenjL'y  a  fm.ül  town  fituate  not  far  from  the  river  Lippe,  and  fummoned  to 
the  Land-diets.  In  the  years  1400,  1433,  ^"'^  ''^  '5'-^-  the  greateft  part  of 
this  place  was  burnt  down.  In  it  are  Ibme  vafial-houfes,  the  pofTeffors  of 
which  are  Summoned  to  the  Land-diets;  and  we  likewife  find  here  one  mo- 
naftery.  With  refped  to  the  church  the  foundation  of  Cappenherg  has  the 
right  of  patronage. 

Olphen,  a  bailiwick,  or  borough. 

Nordkerke,  or  Nordkircheii,  a  citadel  and  paridi  belonging  to  the  counts 
of  Flettenberg,  who  are  pofTtfied  of  the  otfice  of  hereditary-maribal  of  this 
billiopric. 

Rem.  Within  this  prefedurate  lies  Coppenberg,  a  noble  provoftfliip  of 
FranioJiftratenJes,  which  appears  to  have  been  ereded  in  the  year  1  1  20,  and 
the  founders  of  which  were  Godfrey  and  Otto,  counts  q{ Cappenherg,  and  the 
lalt  of  their  family.  Such  as  want  to  be  received  into  this  provoflfiiip  mufl: 
prove  their  noble  defcent.  It  is  not  fubjed  to  the  fupremacy  of  the  bifhop 
o{  Munjler,  but  wholly  independent;  and  under  it  ftand  the  cloyfters  of 
Avern'dorp,  Varlcr,  Scheda,  llmjtadt,  Cloftadt,  Weddinghaujeti  and  Knecbt- 
ftcden,  in  the  archbifliopric  of  Colcgne.  This  provoftfliip  is  feated  on  an 
agreeable  eminence.  In  ancient  times  it  was  alfo  called  Moin  Sion  and 
Alons  Speculntiorüs . 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Dulman  contains  in  it  only  four  pariflies,  viz. 

Duhmin,  an  old  little  town,  in  which  is  a  collegiate  church  and  a  nun- 
nery. This  place  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  it  alfo  is  a  princely 
judge  and  a  rural-count. 

Weldern,  or  Marienburg,  a  charter-houfe. 

Haheren,  a  fmall  town,  lituate  not  far  from  the  influx  of  the  Stever  into 
the  Lippe.  This  place  is  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets,  and  is  the  feat  alfo 
of  a  princely  judge  and  a  rural-count.  3.  The 
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3.  The  prefedturateof  liUDpiNGHAUSiiN  waä  confcrred,  by  the  Kmpcror 
Charkmtigni:,  in  the  year  b'02,  on  the  loundation  oi'  Werden^  for  which  it 
was  afterwards  held  by  others  in  fee.  Iq  the  year  i43o,  the  bifJmps  of 
Ivlunjicr  were  in  veiled  therewith,  who,  in  the  year  J53H,  with  the  confent 
of  the  fuperiorof  the  fief,  inorrgaged  it  to  the  chapter,  who  place  therein 
a  civil  and  criminal  judge,  a^  alio  an  otticer. 

Liidd'nghaufeii,  a  citadel  and  fmall  town,  lying  on  ihz  St C\;er,  conllitutcs 
the  only  p.irilh  in  this  prefedurate. 

III.  I'he  Bracm  quarter  contains  in  it  the  following  prefcdiaratct  ; 
namely, 

I.  The  prefedturate  of  Ahausz  and  Auf  dem  Brafim,  which  formerlv 
conllituted  two.  Of  thefe  the  hrft  fell  to  the  biOiopric  in  the  ye:r  1406, 
but  the  fecond,  together  with  the  towns  of  Borken  and  Brechi,  had  long 
before  appertained  thereto.  T'o  this  prefefturate  belong  twenty-four  pa- 
rillies ;  viz. 

Abaiifz-,  (i.  e.  the  ho7ife  on  the  Aii)  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  the  Aa,  or 
Alpha,  and  containing  a  citadel.  This  place  fubfifts  chieHy  by  agriculture. 
The  judge  here  ililes  himfelf,  'Judge  of  the  Steinern  Kretize,  Ahaufz  and 
Ottenjicin.  The  ancient  lords  of  Ahaujz  became  extincl  in  the  fourteenth 
century. 

Ottenflein,  a  borough  and  citadel,  near  the  lall  of  which  live  vaflals,  who 
enjoy  vafiage  hereditarily,  and  out  of  wliom  the  burghers  yearly  cliiife 
one  for  their  governor,  who  is  at  the  fame  time  obliged  to  take  one  of  them 
for  his  afiiiflant.     This  place  devolved,  in  the  year  1408,  to  thebifliopric. 

Borken-,  or  Borchheim,  an  old  little  town,  fituate  on  the  yla,  and  fum- 
moned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  it  is  one  collegiate  foundation,  together  with 
two  cloyfters  and  a  commandery  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  John.  This 
place  has  a  judge  of  its  own,  and  ever  iince  the  year  1364,  a  cloth  msnu- 
fafture.     Near  it  feveral  urns  have  been  found. 

Not  far  alfo  from  this  town  ftands  the  Cißercian  monailery  of  Great- 
Burlo. 

Freden,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Berkel  and  fummoned  to  the  Land- 
diets.  In  it  is  a  foundation  for  ladies,  the  abbefs  of  which  applies  for  her 
confirmation  to  the  archbilhop  and  Eledlor  of  Cologne.  The  judge  here  is  alfo 
rural  count  of  Grickinglo.     The  linen  manufadory  in  this  town  is  famous. 

Stadt-I.cen,  a  fmall  tov/n,  lying  on  the  Berkel,  and  having  a  peculiar 
judge  of  its  own.  The  ancient  Aulic  rights  here  over  Aulic  perfons  have 
been  caufed  to  be  printed  by  John  Chrißopher  Strcdtmaun. 

Hotnbern,  or  auf  dem  Braem,  having  a  rural-count. 

Lemheck,  an  under-lordfliip,  fubjedl  to  which  are  feven  pariflies. 

Ollendorff ,  an  under-lordfliip,  containing  the  pari fli  oi Liprandorf. 

Raefzfcld,  an  under-lordlhip,  coDt?  :,i!  g  the  pariHi  of  that  name.  In 
this  place  was  the  ordinary  relidencc  of  tjae  counts  ul  Ftlen.

Siiillolm,  a  parifh,  in  which  lies  the  houfe  oiOding. 

Velen,  a  parifh,  and  the  original  place  of  the  counts  of  Velen,  who  be- 
came extinit  in  the  year  1733,  and  to  whom  alfo  belonged  the  noble  feats 
of  Hagcnbeck  and  Rngelroding^  which  lie  here. 

2.  The  prefedurate  oi  Horjhnar,  which,  next  to  that  of  St.  WoUheck,  is 
the  greatefl:  in  this  bifliopric  and  contains  thirty-one  pariflies.  In  it  are 
two  great  rural-courts  ;  viz,  thofe  of  Sandivell  and  Haßehaiifen.  This  pre- 
feä:urate  contains  likewife 

Horflmar.,  a  citadel  and  little  town,  feated  on  an  eminence,  and  in  which 
is  a  collegiate-church  and  a  princely-judge,  who  are  obliged  to  take  a  pecu- 
liar oath  to  the  noble  vaflals  there. 

Coesfeld,  a  town,  fituated  in  a  fine  plain,  and  next  to  Ma;z/?£'r  the  greatefl 
and  principal  town  in  the  whole  bifliopric.  This  place  contains  in  it  two 
parifh-chun  hes,  one  college  of  Jefuits,  four  nunneries  and  one  monaftery, 
and  has  likewife  a  princely-judge.  It  was  formerly  alfo  one  of  the  Hanfe, 
In  the  year  1591,  it  fuffered  greatly  by  fire,  and  in  163  i,  was  taken  by 
the  Hcßiam. 

Billerheeck,  a  fmall  town,  in  which  is  a  princely-judge.  In  the  year 
1548,  this  place  was  deftroyed  by  fire. 

Nienlmrg,  a  borough  and  citadel,  feated  on  the  Dinkel.  The  vafTals 
here  have  a  criminal-court  and  a  proper  feat. 

Metelen,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  noble,  free,  fecular-foundation  for 
ladies. 

Gro77au,  a  borough,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  counts  of  Siei?ifwt 
under  the  fuperiority  of  Mwfter ;  but  now,  by  a  peculiar  ftipulation,  is 
pollelled  by  the  count  of  Tecklenhiirg-Rheda  as  a  fief  thereof.  This  houfe, 
in  the  old  feudal  briefs,  is  called  the  houfe  of  Bocholt, 

Ochtrop^  a  borough,  lying  not  far  from  Meteleji. 

^choppingen,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Vccht. 

Wetteringen.,  ä  church-village,  in  which,  in  the  year  1530,  a  falt-work 
was  ereded. 

The  following  parities,  belonging  to  the  counts  of  Bentheim-Steinfurti 
under  the  fuperiority  of  Munfter,  and  over  which,  by  virtue  of  the  ftipula- 
tion agreed  on  in  the  year  1716,  they  are  polfefiJed  of  the  under-feignorial 
jurildidion  and  firft  inftance  in  fifcal  matters,  with  all  benefits  depending 
thereon  :  viz, 

Borchorft,  a  borough,  containing  in  it  a  noble,  free,  fecular  foundation, 
the  abbefs  of  which  was  formerly  confirmed  by  the  archbilhop  of  Magde- 
burg. The  hereditary  vogtey  Over  it  was  enjoyed  by  the  counts  of  Ravenf- 
herg,  who  difpofed  of  it,  in  the  year  1270,  to  the  lords  of  Steinfurt; 
and  thcfe  were  alio  inverted  therewith  by  the  archbifliop  of  Magdeburg. 
As  at  that  time,  fo  alfo  at  this  day,  the  counts  of  Benthcim-Steinfurt  are 
pofiTeffed  uf  fuch  an  hereditary  vogtey.  Magdeburg  being  made  a  duke- 
dom. 
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dorn,  and  devolving  to  the  eledtoral-houfe  of  Brandenburg^  the  biHiop  of 
Af««,/?tr  endeavoured  to  render  the  immunities;  of  this  houfe,  with  refoedl 
to  this  foundation,  difputable.  :;;;,<(  ;.. 

Lahr  enjoying  the  title  of  a  free-county.  In  this  parilTi  is  the  noble  houfe 
of  Bellerink. 

Hülzhaufen,  to  which  belong  confiderable  peafantfliips. 

Varler,  a  noble  provoftlhip  o^  Framonftratmfes. 

Little-Burloy  aprioiateof  Cifti:rcidm.':      ,, 

Notteln,  Aibeck  and  Langenhorj't,  are  all  noble,  free,  fecular  foundations

Honholt,  a  noble,  free,  fecular  foundation,  fituate  in  the  parifli  of  Hi^WA*- 
beeck.     Into  it  patricians  are  alfo  readily  received. 

3.  The  prefedlurate  of  Rheine  and  Bevergern  anciently  formed  two. 
This  prefefturate  contains  in  it  twelve  parifhes  ;  viz. 

Rheine,  or  Reinen,  a  fmall  town,,  feated  on  the  Embs,  which  is  here 
navigable,  and  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets.  In  it  is  a  Francikan 
cloyfter.

Bocholt,  a  well-built  town,  feated  on  the  Aa,  and  fummoned  to  the 
Land-diets.  This  place  has  four  cloyfters.  In  the  year  1632,  it  was  taken 
by  the  Hcßms,  and-jheld.by  them  ibr.. twenty- three  years.  Near  it  is  a 
good  iron-work.         ir-v./  -nh  rl  .?r"^  ;  com:' 

Rhedenzndi  Dingden,  are  both  parifli€S.iK.i;. 

Weerdt,  a  fmali  town,  with  an  old  citadel  in  it  feated  on  the  Tffel,  and 
where  the  Lutherans  and  Proteilants  enjoy  public  exercife  of  their  religion. 
This  feigniory  belonged  formerly,  as  a  fief  irom  Munßer,  to  the  counts  of 
Culenburg  and  afterwards  to  the  counts  of  Waldeck  ;  but  Bifhop  Francis  Ar- 
nold purchaied  it  for  the  foundation. 

IV..  The  EinbJlandc^'d.iK.zt  confiits  of  the  following  prefedurates ;  viz. 

I.  The- 
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1.  The  prefedurate  of  Embsland,  which  takes  its  name  from  the  river 
Kmhs  which  runs  throug]\  it.  The  country  of  Neiiham  is  always  reckoned 
in  it,  and  the  Hutnmcl'wg-land  forms  alio  a  part  of  this  prefedbirate.  It 
contains  fixteen  pariflies,  viz. 

Meppen,  a  town  and  fort,  feated  at  the  conflux  of  the  Hcfe  and  Evibs.

CJenjcußuertb,  an  epifcopal,  hunting  and  pleafure-houfe,  taking  its  name 
from  the  billiop  Clemens  Augußus,  who  caufed  St.  FruSluoJus  to  be  con- 
veyed from  Rojiie  to  the  chapel  near  it. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Vechta,  ancientlva  proper  county,  orfelgniory, 
which,  in  the  thirteenth  century,  came  to  the  bilhopric  of  Ma;i/'?^r.  This 
place  contains  in  it  fixteen  pariflies.  Comparatively  fpeaking,  there  are 
more  noble  houfes  and  perfons  in  this  prefediarate  than   in  all  the  others 

"^  '«.'longing  to  the  billiopric.  They  have  alfo  a  peculiar  feal,  and  flile  them- 
felves  Noble  vaffals  of  the  prefeöurate  of  Vechta,  and  lay  claim  to  great 
privileges.  In  this  diftridt  alio  divers  urns  and  old  battle-axes  ot  ftone  have 
been  dug  up.  ^jj^j  (lien 

Fecbta,  a  town  and  fort  feated  on  a  river  of  the  fame  name.  Under  the 
princely-court  here  (lands  alio  the  rural-court  of  Sudholz,  which  was  anci- 
ently held  by  the  counts  of  Diepholz  in  conjundlion  with  the  foreft-court,  äs 
a  male-fief  of  the  biHiopric  of  Munßer.  In  the  town  is  a  cloyfter.  In  the 
year  1538,  it  was  burnt  by  the  count  of  Oidenbiirg^  and  in  1541,  taken 
and  plundered  by  Duke  Maurice  of  Saxony. 

The  princely-court  on  the  Deffiim  and  of  Damme.  In  each  of  the 
pariOies  of  Damme  and  Nenetikirchen,  the  biflioprics  of  Mu7ijler  and  Ojua- 
bruck  are  pofTeifed  of  a  concurrent  jurifdiftion,  which  has  given  rife  to  re- 
peated difputes, 

3.  The  prefefturate  of  Cloppenburg  was  formerly  a  proper  county  of  it- 
felf  and  belon?:ed  to  the  counts bf  Tccklenburg-,  but  Count  Otto  oiT'eckknburg 
committing  great  injuries  on  the  neighbours,  the  bilhops  of  Miinßer  and 
Ojnabruck  made  war  upon  him,  took  from  him  a  part  of  his  lands  and 
governed  them  at  firft  in  common  ;  but,  in  the  year  1398,  divided  them 
rn  fuch  a  manner  that  the  bifl:iop  of  Mimßer  obtained  Cloppenburg,  and  the 
bifhop  of  Ofnabruck  Forden.  To  this  prefedurate  belongs  alio  the  Sageler 
Land,  in  conjundlion  with  which  it  confifts  of  fourteen  pariHies.  In  it  are 
five  courts ;  viz. 

Below  the  amt-houfe  lies  an  unfortified 
bailiwick.

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Fryfoyta,  in  Latin  Oita  Frijica,  an   inconfiderable   town,  but   which    is 
fumrnoned  to  the  Land-diets. 

3.  The  courts  of  Loningcn,  Caßrup  and  Eßn. 

Rem.  On  account  of  the  citadel  and  town  of  Bevergern,  as  alfo  of 
the  citadels  and  prefeclurates  of  Cloppenburg.,  Oita,  or  Fryjoyta,  and  likewife 
of  Embßand,  Hiummlinger  hand,  and  all  that  country  which  the  counts  of 
Mecklenburg  were  poflefled  of,  but  which  belongs  at  this  day  to  the  bifliopric  ^ 
olMunjler;  a  ftipulation  was  entered  into  at  Coesfeld,  in  the  year  1659, 
between  Bifhop  Chrijhphcr  Bernhard,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Princefles 
Maria  and  Amelia,  as  alfo  the  Elecilor  of  Brandenburg,  Frederick  William, 
as  mother,  grandmother  and  guardians  o'i  Vnnct  William  Henry  of  Orange, 
on  the  other,  by  virtue  of  which  the  faid  guardians,  in  the  name  of  the 
Prince,  refigned  up  all  right  and  claim  to  the  above  places  and  lands  ;  and, 
on  the  contrary,  the  bilhop  obliged  himfelf  to  pay  down  to  them  a  füiri 
of  125,000  rixdollars. 


The    Bishopric    of 
L  IE  G  E. 

§.  I.  'T^HE  bifliopric  of  Liege,  in  Latin  Epifcopatus  Leodienßs,  and  in 
-^  French  /'  Eveche  de  Liege,  is  to  be  feen  not  only  on  the  charts 
which  reprefent  the.countries  of  the  c'viclt  of  Burgundy,  but  is  alfo  exhibited 
on  particular  ones.  yof.  a  Scilde,  or  Scillius,  has  delineated  the  beih  To 
omit  mentioning  other  charts.  Nie.  Vijfcher,  exclufive  of  a  general  chart  of 
this  biQiopric,  has  alfo  publilhed  three  particular  ones,  which  give  us  the 
northern,  middle  and  fouthern  part  thereof. 

§.  2.  This  bifhopric  lies  in  the  Netherlands,  and  terminates,  to  the  north, 
on  Brabant ;  to  the  weft,  alfo  on  Brabant,  Namur  and  Hainaidt ;  to  the 
fouth,  on  Champagne  and  Luxemburg;  and  to  the  eaft,  on  Limburg  7iv\d  Ju- 
liers.  From  north  to  fouth,  it  extends  to  about  twenty  German  miles,  but 
divides  and  runs  much  to  the  fouthward,  being  of  very  different  breadths. 
Some  fmall  diftrids  of  Liege  lie  within  the  jurifdidion  of  the  dutchies 
of  Brabant  and  Luxemburg. 

§.3.  The  foil  here  is  fertile  in  corn  and  pafturage,  and  yields  wine,  which 
refembles  the  middling  wines  of  Burgundy  and  Champagne,  together  with 
very  confiderable  forefts  and  mine-works  of  copper,  lead,  iron  and  ftone- 
coal,  as  alfo  many  good  ftone-quarries,  and  among  them,  likewife,  fome 
of  marble.  This  bifliopric  is  alfo  celebrated  for  its  mineral-waters  j  as, 
namely,  thofe  at  Spa  and  Chau-Jontaine.  The  principal  rivers  by  which 
it  is  watered,  are  the  Maajz  and  Sambre,  which  unite  in  the  county  of 
Namur. 

Vol.  IV.  U  u  §.4.  This 
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§.  4.  This  bifliopric  contains  in  it  twenty-fix  towns,  which  are  divided 
into  the  Wallon  and  Flemiß).  The  provincial  States  here  are  the  Ckrus  Pri- 
marhis^  or  chapter  of  the  nobility,  and  the  burghermafters  of  the  towns. 
Thefe  have  two  general  trcafiirers  and  fix  receivers.  The  two  firft  States 
chufe  each  of  them  four  deputies  yearly.  The  burghermafters  oi  Liege  are 
born  deputies  of  the  third  State,  but  have,  moreover,  four  deputies  of  the 
fmaller  towns  to  affift  them.  Thefe  deputies  meet  in  the  epifcopal-palace 
of  Liege. 

§.  5.  The  principal  export  of  this  country,  and  in  particular  of  the  town 
of  Llege^  confifts  of  beer,  arms,  nails,  ferge,  leather  and  ftone-coal  j  all 
which  are  exported  from  hence  in  prodigious  large  quantities. 

§.  6.  The  bifliopric  of  Liege  was  at  firft  founded  in  the  town  of  Tongern, 
and  Servatius  was  the  firft  bifliop  that  can  be  afcertained.  This  prelate 
quitted  'Tongern  and  went  to  Maflricht,  in  which  alfo  was  the  fee  of  his  fuc- 
cefibrs  in  the  bifliopric,  till  St.  Hubert  betook  himfelf,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  eighth  century,  to  Liege,  where  alfo  all  his  fucceffors  took  up  their 
place  of  refidcnce;  though  the  bifhops  were  ftill  for  along  time  after  ftiled 
bifliops  of  Tc/Tg-^r;;,  and  Heraclius  ov  Eherbard  w^s  the  firft  who  afTumed 
the  tide  of  bifliop  of  Liege,  as  is  teftilied  by  a  voucher,  or  document,  of 
the  year  961. 

§.  7.  The  bifliop  of  Liege  bears  the  following  title :  viz.  By  the  grace 
of  God,  Bilhop  and  Prince  of  Liege,  duke  of  Bouillon,  marquis  of  Fra?i- 
chiinont,  count  ol  Looz,  Hoorn,  &c.  His  arms,  on  account  of  Liege,  are 
a  pillar  Argent  on  a  pedeftal  of  the  fame,  with  a  crown  Or  in  a  field 
Ruby  :  on  account  of  Bouillon,  a  fefl"e  argent  in  a  field  ruby:  on  account  of 
Franchimonty  three  lions  in  a  field  argent ;  and,  on  account  of  Looz,  four 
fefles,  Giiki,  in  afield  Or. 

%.  8.  In  the  council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  Liege  takes  rank  alter- 
nately with  Munßer,  but  fo  that  Ofnabruck  always  fits  between  them.  The 
evaluation  of  the  Empire  for  this  bifhopric  is  fifty  horfe,  one  hundred  and 
feventy  foot,  or  monthly  1280  florins :  but  it  has  complained  of  this  high 
evaluation,  and  on  account  of  the  lofs  it  has  fuftained  (in  which  is  reckoned 
the  dutchy  of  Bcuillon  and  the  county  of  Agimont)  wanted  an  abatement 
of  one  third ;  and  alfo  obtained,  that  the  evaluation  fhouid  be  made  at 
ei»ht  hundred  and  twenty-fix  florins.  To  the  cameral-court  it  is  rated  in 
the  ufual  matricula  at  three  hundred  and  fixty  rixdollars,  fixty-two  kruitzers 
and  a  half,  for  each  term  :  and  with  refpecl  alio  to  this  evaluation,  one  third 
is  abated  on  account  of  the  above-mentioned  lofs.  In  the  circle  of  Wefl- 
phalia  this  bifliopric  is  the  third  in  rank.  In  the  beginning  of  the  prefent 
century  it  feparated  from  it  and  wanted  not  to  pay  the  due  circle-taxes  j 
but,  in  the  year  1716,  again  joined  the  circle,  and  in  1718,  fent  deputies  ta 
the  Diet  thereof. 

§.  9.    The    Prince-bifliop   ftands    as    prelate  under   the  archbifliop   of 
Cologne.     His  ecclefiaftical  jurifdiäion  is  divided  into  fcvcn  archidiaconates  ; 
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v'vz.  into  the  archidlaconates  of  Hafzbcin,  Brabanty  Ardenne  in  Hainaulf, 
Ciimpine,  Coiidros  and  Fameime.  The  very  worthy  chapter  here  confifts  of 
fixty  perfons. 

§.  ]o.  The  college  of  the  Prince's  privy-council,  which  is  filled  with 
fpiritual  and  fecular  counfellors,  is  the  fuprcme  college  and  judicatory,  which 
deliberates  upon,  and  decides  all  matters  relative  to  the  fuperiority  and 
immunities  of  the  country,  as  alfo  to  the  rights  and  regalia  of  the  Prince. 
The  Aulic  and  rent-chamber  here  determines  all  matters  which  refpedl 
his  incomes.  The  officiallliip  has  the  diredion  of  all  perfons  and  things 
relating  to  the  fervice  of  religion.  The  court  of  the  Scbofen,  or  fheriffs, 
or  the  high  judicial-court,  determines  all  criminal  caufes.  The  ordinary 
council  here  recognizes  all  matters  which  come  before  it  by  appeals  from 
the  feudal  and  allodial  court,  as  alfo  all  caufes  which  are  inconiiftent  with 
the  privileges  of  the  Emperor.  The  feudal-court  judges  in  all  feudal  dif- 
putes,  and  the  allodial-court  in  all  allodial-controverfies.  The  court  of  the 
twenty-two  judge  fuch  officers  as  abufe  their  power,  &c. 

§.  II.  For  the  more  accurate  knowledge  of  this  Principality,  we  fliall  take 
notice  of, 

I.  Liege,  Holl.  or  Luyck,  in  French  Liege,  and  in  Latin  Leoditim,  or 
Legia,  the  capital  of  the  bifliopric,  and  feated  in  a  vale  between  two  moun- 
tains, the  higheft  of  which  ftands  to  the  north  and  takes  its  name  from  the 
Holy  Walbiirg  ;  but  the  other  lies  to  the  eaft,  and  bears  the  name  of  Mount 
Cornillon.  In  the  valley  between  thefe  mountains  runs  the  river  MaaJ'si. 
The  town  itfelf  is  generally  divided  into  the  old  or  upper,  and  into  the 
new  or  lower  town ;  and  this  laft  into  two  parts ;  namely,  into  the  ifland 
and  the  quarter  beyond  the  Maafx.  The  upper  town  flands  on  the  declivity 
of  the  mountain  of  the  Holy  Walbiirg,  and  extends,  to  the  fouth,  quite  to 
an  arm  of  the  Maafz,  by  which  it  is  feparated  from  that  part  of  the  lower 
town  which  is  called  the  Ißand;  but,  to  the  north,  terminates  on  the  Grt'^/- 
Maafz,  which  divides  it  from  the  quarter  beyond  that  river.  The  quarter 
of  the  lower  town,  which  is  alfo  called  the  ijland,  is  environed  by  two 
branches  of  the  Maafz,  which  unite  again  below  or  at  the  point  of  the 
ifland.  The  quarter  beyond  the  Maafz  is  a  peninfula,  and  lies,  together 
with  the  fuburbs  oiAmercoeur,  between  the  river  and  Mount  Cornillon.  Thefe 
feveral  parts  of  the  town  have  a  communication  with  each  other  by  bridges. 
Liege  is  not  only  well  fortified  in  itfelf,  but  its  fortifications  are  alfo  flrength- 
ened  by  citadels  ereded  on  the  mountain  of  the  Holy  Walbiirg.  At  the 
foot  of  this  mountain  (lands  the  grand  epifcopal-palace,  part  of  which  was 
burnt  down  in  the  year  1734,  but  rebuilt  at  the  expence  of  the  Provincial- 
ftates,  in  1737,  in  a  regular  and  fine  tafle.  In  it  are  not  only  held  the 
meeting  of  the  Land-ftates,  but  the  high  colleges  alfo  have  their  feat 
therein.  The  council-houfe  here  was,  in  the  year  1691,  laid  warte  by  a 
bombardment,  but,  in  the  year  1714,  magnificently  rebuilt,  and  contains 
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in  it  a  public  library.  We  find  alfo  in  this  town  feveral  new  houfes  ereöed 
in  a  fine  taftc.  Moll  of  the  ftreets  are  pretty  narrow,  but  others  are  of  a 
good  breadth.  The  names  of  its  fuburbs  are  Amercoeur,  St.  Margaretha, 
St.  hconard  and  Avroy.  In  the  town  and  its  fuburbs  are  twelve  public 
places,  or  fquares,  as  alfo  a  cathedral-church  dedicated  to  St.  Lambert, 
f  ;ven  collegiate-churches,  thirty-two  pariflies,  five  abbeys  for  men  and  the 
fame  number  for  women,  thirty-two  cloyllers  of  both  fexes,  two  colleges 
of  Jefuits,  one  feminary,  ten  hofpitals,  a  charter-houfe  and  a  heguin-\nw{t. 
In  this  town  alfo  are  an  uncommon  number  of  brewers,  and  the  beer  made 
here  is  exported  far  and  near.  The  manutadlures  of  arms  and  nails  meet 
with  a  great  demand,  as  alfo  the  ferge  manufafture,  and  the  leather  here 
is  famous.  From  this  town  and  its  territory  Holland  receives  moft  of  the 
ftone-coal  it  ufes.  Liege  owes  its  firft  ei-creafe  to  Billiop  Hubert,  after 
whom  it  gradually  arrived  to  its  prcfcnt  flourirtiing  condition.  In  the  year 
1 69 1,  it  was  bombarded  by  the  French,  and,  in  1702,  taken  by  the  Con- 
federates, the  bifliop  efpouling  the  part  of  the  French. 

About  half  a  German  mile  from  the  town,  beyond  the  Maajz,  lies  the 
the  cpifcopal-palace  of  Serahig,  in  which  thebilhops  are  wont  to  refide  for  a 
confiderable  part  of  the  fummer.  Near  it,  on  the  Maajz,  ftands  a  well-built 
village  containing  divers  pleafure-houfes. 

JI.  The  ancient  county  of /i/ii^^?/«,  in  'Lzim  Hasbanienfis  Comitatus,  was 
conferred  by  the  Emperor  Henry,  in  the  year  1040,  on  the  church  oi  Liege. 
In  it  is  Val  Benoit,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  Nuns,  fituate  on  the  MaaJz  hard 
by  Liege. 

^inqiiempois,  a  citadel,  feated  on  the  Maafz,  and  belonging  to  the  Be- 
nedicline  abbey  of  St.  Laurence  at  Liege. 

Otigraie  and  Sclefzin,  tv/o  citadels,  lying  on  the  Maafz.  The  latter  be- 
longs to  the  counts  of  Berlo. 

Flemale,  a  citadel,  feated  on  the  Maafz,  and  having  a  feigniory.     Near 
this  citadel  lies  a  large  village,  in  which  is  alio  the  citadel  of  Little-Flemah\ 
Choqider,  an  old  citadel,  feated  on  a  high  rock  on  the  Maafz,  and  a  place 
of  ftrength  belonging  to  the  counts  of  Berlo. 

Algrcmont,  a  handfome  citadel,  flanding  on  a  high  rock,  which,  by 
means  of  its  natural  fituation,  and  the  afliftance  of  art,  has  been  rendered 
ftrong.  In  this  place  formerly  fcood  a  ftrong  fortrefs.  In  the  year  1590,. 
the  Emperor  Rudolphll.  railed  this  feigniory  to  a  county. 
Ramioul,  a  citadel  and  feigniory  lying  on  the  Maafz. 
Hernial,  a  citadel,  lying  on  the  Maafz,  with  a  fine  feigniory,  to  which 
belong  the  villages  of  Hernial,  Chaumont,  and  a  part  alfo  of  Mallicu  and 
Ombrcl. 

Flone,  an  abbey  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Aiißuftine,  lying  near 
the  Maafz. 
Anm,  a  borough,  containing  a  coUegiate-church^ 
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Amjin,  a  citadel,  lying  near  the  Maafz. 

Borgiuorm,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  river  "pecker. 

St.  T'ruyen,  or  St.  'Tron,  in  Latin  Tnidonopolis,  a  town,  containing  a  Be- 
?iediSline  abbey  and  a  feminary.  This  place  has  undergone  many  neges, 
captures  and  defolations,  and,  in  the  year  1675,  the  French  razed  its 
fortifications, 

Vifet,  or  IVifct,  a  town,  fituate  on  the  Maafz,  and  which  was  ceded  by 
the  chapter,  in  the  year  13 10,  to  the  biHiop.  In  the  year  1335,  it  was 
environed  with  ditches  and  ramparts. 

Herßal,  a  borough,  citadel  and  feigniory,  lying  on  the  Maafz,  and  the 
place  where  the  Emperor  Charlemagne  frequently  refided.  In  the  year 
1 171,  it  was  mortgaged  to  the  church  ofZ,/V^^by  Godfrey,  duke  oi  Lorrain 
and  Brabant;  and,  in  the  year  1554,  again  ceded  to  it.  Afterwards  this 
feigniory  came  to  the  houfe  of  Najjau-Orange,  and  on  the  death  of  King 
William  III.  to  the  King  oiPriißia,  who,  in  the  year  1741,  difpofedofit  to 
the  biflaop  of  Liege. 

III.  The  county  of  Looz,  or  Borchloen,  in  Latin  Comitatus  Lcßenfis,  (o 
early  as  the  eleventh  century  was  conferred,  by  Count  Arnulf,  on  the 
church  of  Liege,  which  arrived  not,  however,  till  the  year  1367,  to  the 
peaceable  pcfTeßion  thereof.  This  county  contains  in  it  feme  large  heaths, 
a  confiderable  part  of  which  is  called  LiiykJ'che  Kempen,  m  Latin  Campinia. 
The  mod  remarkable  places  in  it  are 

Looz,  or  Borchloen,  a  fmall  town. 

"Tongercn,  in  Latin  Adiiatica  T^cngrornm,  a  town,  feated  on  the  river 
Jecker,  which  preferves  the  memory  of  the  ancient  Tongri,  who  were  at 
firft  called  Eburones.  This  town  was  the  capital  of  that  people,  and  a 
place  of  very  great  confideration,  but,  in  the  fourth  century,  was  laid  wafte 
by  the  Franks,  after  which  it  underwent  ftill  further  defolations.  In  it  the 
bifhopric  oi  Liege  was  at  firft  founded.  Remains  of  Roman  antiquities  are 
yet  found  here. 

Colmo7it,  a  citadel,  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  v/hich  was  deftroyed  in 
the  years  11 70  and  1489. 

Old-Biejcn,  in  Latin  Do?7nis  Jimcetana,  a  commandery  of  the  Teiitonick 
order,  fituate  between  7ongcren  and  Maflrichc,  and  which,  in  the  year 
1216,  was  conferred  by  Count  Arnold  oi  Looz,  and  the  abbefs  of  Bilfen, 
with  the  confent  ofBifliop  Hugo,  on  the  order. 

Bilfen,  in  Latin  Belifia,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Demer, 

Munfter  Bilfen,  a  free  fecular  foundation  for  ladies,  fituate  near  the  fore- 
going place. 

Hajfelt,  \w\-.2X\'Ci  Haffeletum,  a.  town,  feated  on  the  river  Z)fwer. 

Hfrk,  a  fmall  town,  lying  on  a  rivulet  of  the  fame  name. 

Herkenrode,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  Nuns,  fituate  on  the  Demer^ 

Beringen.,  a  boroughs 
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Peer,  in  Latin  Pera,  a  fmall  town,  bearing  the  title  of  a  county. 

Brey,  in  Latin  Brciea,  a  fmall  town. 

Hamont^  in  Latin  Hamons,  a  fmall  town,  from  which  one  of  the  fix 
rent-diftridts  of  the  bilhopric  takes  its  name.  Near  it  lies  the  caftle  of 
Gravenbroek. 

Maefcyk,  in  Latin  Mafeca,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  on  the  Maafz. 

Stochern,  in  Latin  Stoqiiemmn,  a  little  town,  feated  near  the  Maafz.  In 
the  year  1605,  this  place  was  almoft  wholly  confumed  by  fire. 

Leiifhy  Mejik,  EJden  and  Huyffen,  or  Hufem,  all  feigniories,  lying  on  the 
Maafz,  and  which  defcended,  by  marriage,  from  the  houfe  of  Flodrop  to 
that  of  Rafz. 

IV.  Tlie  county  of  Hoorn,  in  Latin  Hornenfu  Comitatiis,  reverted,  in  the 
year  1568,  on  the  extinftion  of  the  male-line  of  the  counts  of  Hoorn,  as  a 
fiefofZy?V^c,  to  the  bifhopric.  This  county  was,  indeed,  afterwards  mort- 
gaged, but  redeemed  again  in  the  year  1614.      In  it  is 

Hcom,  a  citadel,  lying  on  a  branch  of  the  Maafz. 
V/efem,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  near  the  Maajz. 
Wcert,  in  Latin  Verta,  a  fmall  town. 

V.  The  marquifate  of  Franchimont  was  for.merly  called  Pagus  TeBenßs, 
and  conferred  on  the  church  of  Liege,  in  the  year  908,  by  the  Emperor 
Leivis.     In  it  is 

Franchimont,  a  citadel. 

Verviers,  in  Latin  Vervia,  feated  on  the  river  JFeze,  and,  till  the  year 
1651,  a  borough,  but  in  that  year  made  a  town,  with  a  right  of  affifting 
at  the  Provincial-diets,  it  arriving  by  its  woollen  manufaoories  to  be  a 
flourifhing  place. 

Spa,  in  Latin  Spada,  a  fmall  town,  noted  for  its  aciduls.  The  houfcs 
here  ftand  partly  in  a  vale  and  partly  on  a  rocky  hill. 

VI.  The  land  oi  Cojidroz  preferves  the  memory  of  the  ancient  Condroß. 
To  it  belongs. 

Hid,  in  Latin  Huum,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Maafz,  which  at  this  place 
receives  into  it  the  litde  river  of  Hoioid.  Hui  lies  in  a  pleafant  vale,  being 
divided  by  the  Maafz  into  two  parts,  which  have  a  communication  with 
each  other  by  means  of  a  flone-bridge.  The  little  river  of  Hoioul  divides 
itfelf  into  feveral  branches,  thus  forming  divers  iflands  in  it  which  are  in- 
habited and  ioined  together  by  bridges.  To  the  north  of  the  town  lie  five 
or  fix  fuburbs.  Hui  itfelf  was  well  fortified,  but,  by  means  of  its  frequent 
fieges  and  captures,  and  particularly  in  the  year  1715,  its  fortifications  were 
deftroyed  :  yet,  though  it  has  undergone  divers  misfortunes  and  defo- 
latlons,  particularly  in  the  years  1675,  1689,  1692  and  1703,  it  ftill 
contains  in  it  many  fine  houfes,  together  with  one  collegiate  and  fourteen 
parifh-churches,  one  abbey,  one  cloyfl:er  of  regular  canons  of  the  or- 
der  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  and  in  which  the  general  of  that  order  refides, 
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fixteen  others  of  both  fexes,  and  a  number  of  chapels,  beguin-\iQw{t%  and 
hofpitals.  On  the  river  Hoioiil  are  fcveral  paper-mills  and  iron-works. 
The  circumjacent  country  yields  iron,  alum,  fulphur,  flone-coal,  wine, 
corn,  and  other  fruits.  At  the  foot  of  a  rock  near  the  town,  and  on  the 
bank  of  the  river  Hoioul,  'rifes  a  mineral  Ipring. 

Tihange  and  Neuville^  two  citadels  lying  hard  by  the  Maafz. 

Le  val  Saint  Lambert,  an  abbey  of  Gift  er  ci an  Monks. 

Chincy,  or  Ciney,  in  Latin  Cemiacum,  a  fmall  town,  formerly  beIonn;ing 
to  the  diftridl  of  the  town  of  Hut,  from  which  Bifliop  Erhard  of  the  Mark 
took  it  and  conferred  on  it  a  jurifdidlion  of  its  own. 

Dinant,  in  Latin  Dionantum,  a  town,  feated  amidfl  hills  and  rocks  on 
the  Maafz,  and  confiding  of  the  town  properly  fo  called,  of  the  lower 
town,  the  illand-quarter,  and  fome  fuburbs.  In  it  is  one  collegiate  and 
feven  other  churches,  which  are  vicariates  to  the  former,  as  alfo  a  college 
of  Jefuits,  fix  cloyfters  and  hofpitals.  The  principal  trade  carried  on  here 
confilb  in  leadier.  Before  the  town  are  fome  fine  quarries  of  marble  and 
other  ftone.  Dinant  has  had  frequent  difputes  with  the  neighbouring  town 
of  Bovines  in  the  county  of  Namur,  which  drew  upon  it  in  1466  an  al- 
moft  total  defolation.  In  the  year  1554  it  was  feverely  handled  by  the 
Fre?ich.  In  1674  it  was  taken  by  the  Aufirians,  and  a  year  after  by  the 
French,  who  reftored  it  not  till  the  peace  of  Nimwegcn.  The  citadel,  built 
here  on  a  high  rock,  has  been  razed. 

VII.  The  country  lying  between  the  Sa?nbre  and  the  Maafz,  in  Latin 
Interamnenfn  provincia,  contains  in  it  the  following  remarkable  places,  viz. 

1.  Hierges,  an  ancient  citadel  feated  on  a  high  rock,  below  which  lies  a 
village,  and  being  alfo  a  peerdom  belonging  to  the  dutchy  of  Bouillon. 

2.  Vierbe,  an  ancient  barony,  to  which  belong  eight  villages.     In  it  is 
Vierbe,  a  citadel  and  village. 

Molhaim,  a  village,  containing  a  collegiate  church. 

Vireux  St.  Martin,  a  pretty  village,  feated  on  the  Maafz,  oppoflte  to 
which  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river  lies  the  village  of  Vireux  le  Walrand. 

Cuivin,  in  Latin  Covinum,  a  fmall  town  (landing  on  a  hill  near  what 
is  called  the  black  ivater,  and  containing  in  it  a  parilli  and  a  cloyfier,  Ther 
fuburbs  of  St.  Gerfjtain  are  better  built  than  die  town  itfelf.  The  ftrono- 
citadel  which  formerly  flood  here  is  laid  wafle.  The  town  itfelf  belonged 
anciently  to  the  county  of  Hainault,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  eleventh 
century  was  difpofed  of  to  the  church  of  Liege.  To  the  caflelany  here, 
■which  contains  in  it  a  part  of  the  forefl:  oi  Ardc7tnes,  belong  eight  '^ood  vil- 
lages, in  which  are  fome  confiderable  iron-works. 

V  Hermitage,  a  handfome  cloyfldr  of  Francifcans,  fituate  in  the  foreft 
of  Ardennes. 

Florennes,  in  Latin  Fiorina,  a  fmall  town,  containing  an  abbey,  on  which 
the  priorate  of  Longlier^  fituate  near  Ncuchateau^  in  the  dutchy  of  Lux- 
emburg, depends.  Jardinet, 
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Jarditiet,  an  abbey  of  Ciftercians. 

"tbuiK^  in  Latin  Tudinium,  or  Thiidinum,  a  fmall  town,  which  is  divided 
into  the  upper  and  the  lower,  the  former  of  which  ftands  on  a  hill,  and 
the  latter  on  the  Sambre.  In  it  we  find  one  collegiate  church,  with  a 
houfe  belonging  to  the  Patres  Oraiorii,  and  two  other  cloyfters. 

UOhbes,  a  Benedicline  abbey  eredted  in  the  year  638  on  the  Samhre,  and 
being  alio  the  oldelt  and  principal  abbey  in  the  bilhopric  of  Liege.  This 
place  Ifands  immcditately  under  the  fee  of  Rome. 

Aine,  a  Cijlercian  abbey  feated  on  the  Sambre.  In  it  is  a  confiderable 
library. 

Lengeli,  a  citadel  lying  on  the  Sambre,  and  belonging  to  the  houfe  of 
Corfwarem. 

Monccau,  a  citadel  and  feigniory,  fituate  near  the  Sambre,  and  belonging 
to  the  princely  houfe  of  Ga'vre. 

Fontaine  /'  Eicqiie,  a  fmall  town. 

Marcienne  an  font,  a  citadel  and  borough,  l}ing  on  the  Sambre,  and 
environed  with  ramparts. 

Chatelct,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  a  hill  near  the  river  Sambre. 

St.  Francois  le  beau  lieu,  a  Francifcan  cloyfter  lying  on  the  Sambre. 

Farciemie,  a    citadel  and  feigniory  lying  on  the  Sambre. 

Fojfe,  in  Latin  Foffa,  a  fmall  town,  which  in  the  year  1676,  was  flrippcd 
of  its  rarnparts  by  the  French. 

Aijeaii,  in  the  language  of  the  country  called  Aifalx,  or  Aifa,  a  feigni- 
ory lying  on   the  Sambre,  which  in  the  year   1625  was  raifed  to  a  mar- 
quifaie,  and  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Gavre,     In  it  are  the  villages  of  Ai- 
Jeau,  Moiignelee,  Roux,  and  Oignies,  in  the  laft  of  which  is  a  priorate  of 
regular  Canons  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  Augußine. 


The    Bishopric    of 
OSNABRÜCK. 

§.  I.  f~\¥  the  bifhopric  q{  Ofnabruck  Godfrey  Mafccp  and  yohn  Gigas  have 
^^  delineated  charts,  that  drawn  by  the  latter  of  which  was  improved 
by  John  Henry  Meufchcn,  and  publifhed  by  Hamann?,  heirs  in  the  year  ij  ^^  ; 
but  it  ftill  flands  in  need  of  greater  improvements,  to  which  alfo  fome  hopes 
have  been  given.  In  the  Atlas  of  Germany  it  conflitutes  the  hundred  and 
tenth  chart. 

§.  2.  This  bifhopric  terminates  to  the  north  on  that  oi  Munfler,  to  the 
weft  on  the  fame,  and  the  counties  oi  Lingen  and  Tecklenburg  ^  to  the  fouth 
alfo  on  a  part  of  the  biO^iopric  of  Munßer  and  the  county  of  Ravensberg ; 

to 
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to  the  eaft  on  the  fame  county  and  the  principality  of  Minden.  The  pre- 
fedlurate  of  Rechenherg  lies  feparate  and  without  it,  and  the  bifliopric  it- 
felf  extends  from  fouth  to  north  to  the  length  of  ten,  and  from  eaft  to  wcfi: 
to  between  four  and  fix  German  miles. 

§.  3.  Almoft  one  half  of  this  bifliopric  confifts  of  heath-lands,  which  yield 
above  ten  forts  of  turf,  as  alfo  pafturage.  The  befl:  fpot  in  it  lies  about  ^{ack- 
ettbnick,  and  is  called  the  Art  land.  This  country  produces  as  much  rie  as. 
fupplies  the  necefTities  of  the  inhabitants  and  five  hundred  flills.  Confider- 
able  quantities  of  buck- wheat,  fmall  wheat,  oats,  and  almoft  all  rhe  barley  ufed 
here  are  imported  from  the  principality  oi  Minden  and  the  county  of  Schau- 
enburg.  The  breeding  of  cattle  here  is  but  fmall.  Out  of  Eaß-Frießand, 
during  harvefl-time  in  particular,  large  numbers  of  cattle  are  brought  hither. 
In  this  county  too  is  little  wood,  but  exclufive  01  the  above-mentioned 
turf  it  produces  alfo  flone-coals,  Bifhop  Erneß  Augußiis  II.  founded  a 
falt-work  at  DiJJen,  which  belongs  at  prefent  to  the  electoral  houfe  of 
Brunfwick-Luneburg.  Marble  is  alfo  found  here  in  plenty,  and  bifhop 
Erneß  Augußus  likewife  fet  on  foot  a  filver  mine  here,  but  this  was  after- 
wards dropped.  The  principal  river  in  it  is  the  Hafe,  which  has  its  fource 
in  the  prefedlurate  of  Iburg  near  Brink,  and  leaving  the,  prefedturate  of 
Furßenau  runs  into  the  bifliopric  oi  Munßer.  The  Himte  rifes  in  the  pre- 
fedturate of  Grofienberg,  and  difcharges  itfelf  into  the  Dummerfee  in  which 
are  caught  fifli  and  wild-ducks. 

§.  4.  In  the  whole  country  are  four  towns,  three  boroughs,  two  Wieg- 
bolde  or  Weichbilde,  and  in  general  about  20,000  fire-places  or  heardis,  all 
which  are  rated  in  the  regifler,  and  in  thefe  two  families  frequently  refide. 
The  noble  and  free  are  not  reckoned  in  this  account.  The  Land-flates 
here  are  the  chapter,  the  knights  and  the  four  towns.  The  Land-diets 
are  appointed  by  the  bifhop,  and  held  in  the  town  oi  Oßiabriick.  In  it  are 
alfo  computed  eighty  eftates  and  burgages  capable  of  a  feat  at  the  Diet, 
and  there  are  likewife  free  noble  eftates  here  which  are  not  burgages,  and 
are  confequendy  incapable  of  a  feat  thereat.  The  befl  of  the  former  bring 
in  yearly  to  their  poffefibrs  between  eight  and  nine  thoufand  rix-dollars. 
The  count  of  Bar  is  hereditary  fenefchal  and  prefident  in  the  college  of 
knights,  and  in  that  of  the  towns  the  town  of  Ofnabruck  enjoys  the  di- 
re 51  or  ium  and  ProtocoU. 

,  The  inhabitants  here  are  diligent  and  laborious.  The  country  people 
feldom  fit  by  ftoves  but  ordinarily  by  fire-hearths,  where  they  perform  their 
principal  work  which  is  fpinning.  Of  the  Haiierlings,  who  inhabit  the 
by-houfes  of  the  peafants,  about  the  number  of  6000  go  yearly  to  Holland, 
where  they  mow,  till,  cut  turf,  and  do  other  work  for  hire.  The  meaneft 
of  them,  notwithftanding,  brings  home  twenty,  and  the  befl  workmen  full 
feventy  florins.  So  that  the  ready  money  which  they  thus  bring  into  the 
country  may  well  be  reckoned  at  200,000  florins.     As  the  right  of  property 
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prevails  in  mofl:  countries  of  the  circle  of  JVeßphaUa,  (o  there  are  alfo  many 
fubjeft  to  fervitude  in  this  bifhopric,  who  belong  partly  to  the  chapter, 
partly  to  the  nobility  and  the  popi(h  clergy,  and  partly  alfo  to  the  burghers. 
BiOiop  Erneß  Augiiflus  caufed  a  peculiar  ordinance  of  property  to  be  printed, 

§.  c.  This  country  is  partly  addifted  to  the  /?w;M«-cathoIic,  and  partly  to 
the  Lutheran  church.  Neither  the  proteftant  nor  the  i^t/W^w-catholic  bilbops 
have  the  right  of  reformation  ;  but  every  thing  muft  remain  as  it  ftood  here 
on  'January  i,  1624.  The  parifhes  in  it  are  pardy  jRijOT^7;?-catholic,  partly 
Lutheran,  and  partly  mixed.     In  the  whole  country  no  "JeiVi  are  tolerated. 

§.  6.  The  greateft  and  moft  beneficial  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  country  confifts  in  fpinning  of  yarn  and  the  manufafturing  of  a  coarfe 
kind  of  linen,  which  is  conveyed  by  the  Kollanders,  EngUß.\  and  Spaniards 
to  Guinea  and  America,  and  annually  brings  into  this  country  above  one 
million  of  rix-doUars.  In  the  town  of  Ofnabruck  are  fome  cloth  manu- 
fadlures,  and  in  Bramßhe  alfo  a  coarfe  cloth  is  made.  Other  manufadures 
are  wanting  here. 

§.  7.  The  bilhopric  of  Ofnabruck  is  the  firll:  and  oldeft  in  all  Weftphalia,. 
being  founded  by  the  Emperor  Cbarlejuagne.  Concerning  the  true  sera  of  its 
eredion  various  are  the  opinions,  mention  being  made  of  its  foundation  in 
the  years  772,  774,  -j-JS^  77^^  777^  7^°'  7^^'  7^^,  788,  and  even  in 
803.  At  the  peace  of  Ofnabruck  in  1648  it  was  fettled  that  this  bifhopric 
fhould  alternately  have  a  Rotnan-c^ihoWc  and  a  Lutheran  bifliop ;  and  that 
the  chapter  might  chufe  and  feleftthe  former  either  from  among  themfelves 
or  elfewherc ;  but  that  they  fl:iould  always  felcd;  the  latter  out  of  the  houfe 
oi  Brunfwick-Luneburg,  and  therein  out  of  the  pofterity  of  Duke  George,  and 
on  the  full  extindion  of  thefe  out  of  the  pofterity  of  Duke  Auguftus.  During 
the  time  of  the  regency  of  a  Lutheran  bifiiop  the  church-cenfures,  together 
with  the  adminiftration  of  the  facraments  after  the  manner  of  the  church 
of  Rome,  and  fuch  things  as  belong  ad  ordinem  Epifcopi  catholici,  are  refer ved 
for  the  archbiü:iop  of  Cologne  as  metropolitan ;  but  whatever  regards  the 
Lutherans  is  wholly  aboliHied  in  this  biihopric.  The  other  rights  belong- 
ino-  to  the  fuperiority  and  regency  here  in  civil  and  criminal  matters  are, 
according  to  the  purport  and  diredion  of  the  perpetual  capitulation  to  be 
framed,  to  remain  unimpaired  to  each  feveral  Lutheran  biiliop,  but  a  regent 
popilh  biihop  Ihall  not  affume  to  himfelf  the  leaft  right  over  the  religious 
matters  of  the  Lutherans.  The  above-mentioned  perpetual  capitulation  on 
account  of  the   epifcopal  regency,  was  framed  at  Nürnberg  in  the  year 

1650. 

§.  8.  The  arms  of  this  bifhopric  are  an  orb  Gules  fet  with  fix  fpokes  in 
a  field  ArTent.  The  bifhop  himfelf  is  a  prince  of  the  Empire,  and  fits  at 
the  Diets  of  the  Empire  in  the  council  of  the  Princes  thereof  betwixt  the 
bifhops  of  Mnvfter  and  Liege.  With  refpecl  to  the  Imperial  evaluation, 
he  is  fet  down  in  the  matricula  of  the  Empire  at  fix  horfe  and  thirty-fix 

foot. 
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foot,  or  two  hundred  and  fixteen  florins  monthly,  and  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  cameral  court  he  contributes  each  term  eighty-one  rixdollars,  fourteen 
kruitzers  and  a  half.  Among  the  feveral  States  of  the  circle  of  Wejtphalia 
this  bifhopric  is  in  rank  the  fourth.  The  highly  worthy  chapter  here  con- 
fifts  of  twenty-five  canons,  three  of  which  are  Lutheran,  and  the  fourth 
Lutheran  (lall  is  ftill  in  difpute.  What  has  been  remarked  above  relating 
to  the  canons  of  the  bifliopric  of  Munfter,  holds  good  alfo  with  refpedt  ij 
thofe  of  OJnahruck. 

§,  9.  At  Ofnabmck  is,  i.  The  prince's  privy-council,  which  looks  to 
the  epifcopal  board-lands,  and  the  fupreme  infpeflion  of  the  country. 
2.  The  prince's  chancery  of  lands  and  juftice  confifting  of  two  catholic  and 
two  Lutheran  councellors,  one  of  whom  is  at  the  fame  time  a  diredor; 
as  alfo  of  a  catholic  and  Lutheran  fecretary.  From  this  court  an  appeal  lies 
immediately  to  the  fupreme  court  of  the  Empire.  3.  The  epifcopal  ofllci- 
alfliip  here  enjoys  in  civil  matters  a  jurifdidlio  concurreiis  jointly  with  the 
chancery,  but  with  refpedt  to  fuch  ecclefiaftical  matters  as  belong  to  the 
catholics,  jointly  with  the  archdeacons,  from  whom,  notwithflanding,  an 
appeal  may  lie  to  the  official.  Matters  feudal,  and  criminal  here,  as  alfo  thofe 
relative  to  markets  and  venery,  belong  not  to  the  official.  4.  The  princess 
Lutheran  land-confiflory  here  is  made  up  of  a  fecular  prefident,  and  two 
fpirituai  counfellors,  one  of  whom  is  ufually  preacher  on  this  fide,  and  the 
other  on  that  fide  of  Ofnabruck,  as  alfo  of  a  fecretary. 

This  biOiopric  is  divided  into  prefedurates,  each  of  which  has  a  noble 
fenefchal  belonging  to  it,  together  with  a  rent-mafler,  who  colledls  the 
board-revenues  belonging  to  the  bifhop,  as  alfo  of  a  rural  count  or  judge, 
a  court-clerk,  and  a  fifcal,  Thefe  prefeöurates  confifl  of  parifhes,  and 
the  parifiies  in  them  of  peafantfliips,  which  are  properly  fmall  villages  having 
no  churches,  and  frequently  alfo  certain  little  difliridls  only,  in  which  many 
peafants  refide  together.  The  rates  in  thefe  parifhes  are  collefled  by  vogts. 
Of  the  town-courts  here  we  fliall  treat  hereafter.  With  refpedt  to  the  dif- 
putes  concerning  the  claims  of  the  archdeacons  of  Ofnabmck,  and  in  par- 
ticular of  the  civil  jurifdidion  they  want  to  obtain,  the  reader  may  con- 
fult  Jcfm  Paul  Krcfz's  explanation  of  the  bufmefs  of  Archidiaconates. 

All  the  officers  of  the  foyereign  mufi:  fwear  to  be  true  to  the  fovereign 
and  the  chapter.  On  the  deceafe  of  a  bitiiGp  the  chapter  takes  pofieflion 
of  all,  and  fills  up,  in  conjundion  with  the  magiflrates  of  the  town  of  Of- 
nabruck, the  Amt-houfes,  or  places  of  rent-mafler.  Almofl  all  the  ofiicers; 
the  rural  counts  excepted,  lofe  their  offices  on  the  deceafe  of  a  bifliop,  till 
they  are  again  reinftated  in  them  by  the  chapter,  which  retains  or  omits 
any  it  pleafes.     The  new  bifhop  again  makes  an  alteration  in  the  officers. 

§.  10  At  the  yearly  land-diet  a  voluntary  donation  out  of  the  cafli  be- 
longing to  the  foundation,  is  granted  to  the  bifliop  by  the  three  States,  which, 
ever  fmce  the  year  1729,  has  amounted  at  the  lowelt  to  60,000,  at  the 
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higheft  fum  to  145,000,  and  generally  to  above  100,000  rix-dollars.   The 
conimon  receipts  of  the  country,  out  of  which  thefe  funis  are  taken,  is  at 
prefent  130,000  rix-dollars ;  but  this  fum  is  frequently  raifed  ;  and  the  true 
evaluation,  which  follows  on  deduction  of  one  fourth,  amounts  to  a  larger 
fum.     For  the  full  rate  (which,  as  is  faid,  is  commonly  appointed  on  the 
deduftion  of  a  fourth)  amounts  in  one   month   to   12,000  rix-dollars  for 
the  v/hole  bitbopric,  excluüve  of  which  there  are  in  it  yearly  between  two 
and   three,  nay   fometimes    a  greater  number  of  fmoke-rates    appointed, 
which  affed  all  fire-places,  and   each  of  thefe   bring   in    between    14   and 
15,000  rix-dollars.     The  epifcopal  board-lands  amount,  one  year  with  an- 
other, to  about  40,000  rix-dollars.     The  revenues  of  the  chapter  are  rated 
at  betwixt  90  and  100,000.     This  bifliopric  maintains  no  troops  at  all. 
Thus  much  premifed,  in  it  we  fliall  take  notice  of 
I.  The  capital  town  of  Ofnabruck,  in  Latin  Ofnabruga.,  which  lies  in  a 
vale  on  the   river  Haje,  being  fortified  in  the  ancient  tafte.     This  place 
confifts  of  the  old  and  new  town,  which  ever  fince  the  year  1306,  have 
been  united,  and  governed    by  a  common   magiftracy.     The  manner  of 
buildino-  here   is  antique,  and  the  number  of  its  houfes,  exclufive  of  the 
public  and  bye  buildings,  amounts  to  1200.     This  town  is  not  populous, 
iiot  above  five  hundred  children  being  baptized  here  in  a  year.     Its  magif- 
tracy is  Lutheran,  and  rechofen  yearly  on  the  fecond  of  January.     Ofna- 
bruck denies  the  power  of  the  bilhop  in  matters  relating  to  the  church  and 
police,  and  is  alfo  pofTeffed  of  the  criminal  jurifdidtion,  together   with  the 
right  of  fortification,  and  has  a  confiftory  of  its  own,  as   alfo  the  excife, 
the  colleding  of  the  rates  of  Its  burghers,  and  a    revenue  of  about    8  or 
9000  rix-dotlars  yearly.     The  town-toll  was  ceded  by  the  town  in  the  year 
3431,  to  the  bifhop,  with  a  referve  however  of    exemption  from  toll    to 
the   burgherrtiip,  in   order  to    be  rid   of  the    Jews,  who  this  year   were 
accordingly  banifhed.     By  virtue  of  the  recefs  at  that  time  made,  the  mili- 
tary accoutrements  alfo  are  abolifhed,  and  confequently  all  burghers  eftates 
•  declared  free.     The  town  is  pofl"efl^ed  of  the  right  of  coining  copper,  which 
in  the  year   1740  it  exercifed  for  the  lafl:  time.     The  epifcopal  palace  here 
■was  built  by  Bilhop  Ernefl  Auguflus,  and  belongs  to  the  eledoral  houfe  of 
Brunfwick-Luneburg,  who  ufually  refigns  it  to  the  catholic  bilhop  for  his 
maintenance.     The  chancery  is  no  confiderable  building.     In   the  hall  of 
the  council-houfe,  where  the  celebrated  peace  of  1648  was  concluded,  are 
feen  the  pidures  of  divers  of  the  ambafiadors  who  aflifted  at  it.     Iir  it  alfo 
is  Ihewn  in  a  thin  folio   the  portraits  of  the  bifhops  of  Ofnabruck,  which 
George  Berger  drew  with  his  pen,  as  alfo  feveral  vouchers   of  the  council 
of  Bnfil,  and  three  of  thole  large  golden  coins  which  were  difperfed  by 
the  anabaptifts  in  the  year  1534,  in  order  to  gain  adherents  here.     In  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Peter  are  kept  divers  reliques,  in  particular  thofe  of 
St.  Crifpin  and  Crifpinian,  which  lie  in  filver  coffins.     In  it  alfo  feveral 
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bifliops  are  interred.     The  collegiate  church  of  St.  Jobn  is  the  fecond  ca- 
tholic parifli-church  here.     In   this  chapter  is  a  Lutheran  flail,  and  con- 
cerning the  fecond  there  is  ftiil  a  difpute.     The  Lutherans  liave  alfo  two 
pariOi-churcheshere,  namely  thofeofSt.  Mary  s.nA  Si.  Catharine.     T\\t  Ro- 
man catholics  are  not  privileged  to  hold  proceffions  in  the  town.  In  the  Roman 
catholic  church-yards  Lutherans  are  alfo  buried,  but  i^öw^w-catholics  are  not 
interred  in  the  Lnthcran  ones.  We  alfo  find  here  one  college  of  Jefuits  toge- 
ther with  a  monaflery  oi  Dominicans,  and  a  nunnery  of  Augujiines  named 
Marienßattchen,  as  alfo  a  commandery  belonging  to  the  Teutonick  order  of 
St.  George,  with  a  fmall  church,  and  a  feat  of  the  order  of  St.  "John.     Till 
the  year   1595  the  Lutherans  and   Paplfts   had  a  fchool  here  in  common  at 
the  Collegium  Carolinum,  in  which   were  teachers  of  both  churches;   but 
in  that  year  a  feparation  was  made,  when  the  Lutheran  Gymnaßutn  arofe,  in 
the  poflefTion  of  which  the  town  was  confirmed  in  1 603  by  the  aulic  chamber 
of  the  Emperor  and  Empire.     In   the  i^ö/'/'/rt/7-catholic    Gyvinaßum  or    Ccl~ 
egium  Carolinum  the  above-mentioned  Jefuits  teach,  who  came  here  fo  earlv 
as  the  year  1624,  though  after  the  firft  oi  'January.     The  church  belong- 
ing to  the  cloyfter  oi  Augujlincs  which  was  deferted  at  the  time  of  the  Re- 
formation has  been  converted   into  a  corredtion  and  prifon-houfe.     In  this 
town  are  alfo  three  well-built  hofpitals,  exclufive  of  lome  fmaller  ones,  to- 
gether with  a  catholic  and  a  LttZ/vr^worphan-houfe.  Ofnabruck  was  formerly 
one  of  the  Hanfe  towns,  the   Hanfeaticli  vouchers  of  that  time  being  flill 
kept  here  in  the  council-houfe.    Its  principal  fubfiftence  depends  upon    its 
linen  trade  which  is  manufadlured  in  the  country,  and  in  the  foreign  ma- 
nufactures which  are  retailed  here.     In  the  year    1665   this  town,  for  the 
firft  time,  received  foldiers ;  but   it  is  always  ftipulated  between  the   new 
bifhop,  when  he  enters  on  the  government  of  it,  and  the  town-magiftracy, 
how  many  hundred  men   the  town  is  to  receive.     At  prefent  a  regiment 
of  Munßer  foldiers,  confifting  of  four  hundred  men,  are  quartered   in    it. 
Ofnabruck,  fo  early  as  the  time  of  Clmrletnagne,  was  a  confiderable  borough, 
and  in  1082  was   environed  with  walls,  and  in   this  very  year,  as   alfo  in 
1553  and  1626,  belieged,  but  not  taken  ;  whereas  in   1633    it   was  taken 
by  the  Swedes.    In  the  year  161 3  the  greateft  part  of  it  wasdeftroyed  by  fire. 
In    1630    bifhop  Francis  William  eredled  an  academy   liere  confifting  of 
thirteen  feniinaries,  which  were  alfo  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand 
II.  and  Pope  Urban  VIII.    but  the   above-mentioned  capture  by  the  Swedes 
put  an  end  to  it.     In  the  year  1634  the  crown   of  Sweden  created  Count 
Giißavus  of  Wafaburg,   lord  of  the   bifliopric  of  Ofnabruck,  who  had  alfo  a 
refidence  in  the  town  of  Ofnabruck;  but  at  the  peace  oi Ojnabruck  Art.  i  3. 
he  renounced  all  his  right  obtained   over  this  country   during   the  war,  in 
confideration  of  which  he  was  promiled  80,000  rix-dollars  at  four  feveral 
payments.     Ofiuhruck  is  the  firft  town  in  Wejlphalia  which  received  the 
Lutheran  dodtrine,  Dr.  Hermann  i/ff/J^r  a  Monk  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine 
5  and 
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nnd  former  inafter  to  huther,  preaching  it  here  from  the  pulpit  in  the  year 
1519,  and  after  him  Mifzing,  Pollius,  and  others  around  the  territories  of 
tlie  town  where  the  land-fortifications  extend  themfelves. 

Near  the  rampart  of  the  town  formerly  flood  the  citadel  of  Petersburg^ 
which  Yi\(ho^  Francis  William  caufed  to  be  eredted  in  1626,  in  order  to 
bring  the  proteftants  to  obedience.  But  fo  early  as  the  year  1647  this  cita- 
del was  razsrd  by  the  burghers,  and  an  epifcopal  garden  at  prefent  ftands 
tliere.  The  cloyfter  of  St.  Gertruderiberg,  which  lies  alfo  not  far  from  the 
town,  is  filled  with  Nuns  of  the  order  of  St.  Augußine.  According  to 
the  opinion  of  fome  learned  men  in  this  place  flood  the  old  celebrated 
Saxon  caftle  of  Hochjibiirg.  Below  the  mountain,  on  which  the  cloyfter 
ftands,  is  a  cavity  dug  in  the  rock  with  feveral  paflages  and  holes  in  it. 
One  hour's  diftance  from  the  town  lies  the  Ebersburg  in  which  is  a  garden 
furnidied  with  many  exotic  plants. 

We  are  alfo  to  take  notice  here  of  the  peafantHiips  belonging  to  the  four 
pariHies  of  the  town,  as  namely  to  the  cathedral  church  belongs  the  pea- 
lantrtiips  of  Hafte  and  Schinkel ;  to  the  parifli  of  St.  John  the  peafantfliips 
of  Vorftriip,  Harderberg,  Nahne,  Mablbergen,  and  Holthaufen ;  to  that  of  St; 
Catharine  the  peafantfliips  of  Tortjer,  Ohrbecke,  and  Hafzberge ;  and  to  that 
of  St.  Alary  the  peafantHiips  of  Hellem,  Gaße,  and  Atter. 

II.  The  prefedlurate  of  Iburg.  In  it  at  the  Peesberg  or  Pyeberg,  and 
alfo  at  Borchlohe  are  pits  of  ftone-coal,  and  on  the  Dyfti'uper  mountain  is 
a  marble-quarry.  In  the  parifh  of  Wallenhorft,  hard  by  the  mountain  of 
Pye  ftands  a  hill  called  Hoin,  and  on  which,  amidft  old  trees,  is  found  a 
prodigious  ftone  fplit  into  four  parts  which  is  thirty-two  feet  long,  between 
t^n  and  fixteen  broad,  and  two  and  a  half  thick.  This  is  reputed  to  be 
an  ancient  heathen  altar.  Not  far  from  the  town  of  Ofnabruck  in  the  parrfti 
of  Bel/em  on  the  field  of  Gredejch  or  Gretefche,  are  to  be  feen  two  heaps  of 
large  ftones,  one  of  which  confifts  of  fix,  and  the  bther  of  five  ftones  in 
number,  and  appear  to  have  been  heathen  burying-places.  This  prefec- 
turate  contains  in  it 

I.  Sixteen  parilhes,  twelve  of  which  are  7^(?/«^«-catholic,  namely, 

1 .  The  parifli  of  Iburg. 

Iburg  is  a  borough  feated  on  the  declivity  of  a  mountain,  with  a  citadel 
in  it  which  is  the  proper  place  of  refidence  of  the  bifhops,  as  alfo  a  monaf- 
tery  of  Benedi£lines  founded  in  the  year  1073.  In  the  citadel  alfo  is  placed 
a  Lutheran  preacher  under  the  government  of  a  bifhop  of  that  perfualion, 
who  preaches  not  in  the  church  but  in  the  citadel. 

2.  The  parifh  of  Glaen,  containing  in  it  four  peafantfhips. 

3.  The  parifli  of  Laer,  confifting  of  feven  peafantfhips. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Glandorff,  of  leven  peafantfhips. 

5.  The  parifli  of  Hagen,  containing  fix  peafantfhips. 

6.  The  parifli  of  Oefede,  confifting  of  three  peafantfhips.   Under  the  tall 

lime- 
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lime-tree,  near  the  BenediBine  nunnery  of  Oefcde,  which  Liidolph  of  Oefede 
eredted  in  the  year  1175  out  of  his  own  citadel,  the  Land-diets  of  this 
biHiopric  were  held  in  the  open  air  till  the  year  1649.  Near  this  place 
alfo  is  a  paper-mill. 

7.  The  parifli  of  Belkm,  or  Beim,  containing  nine  peafantfliips.  Con- 
cerning Beim  are  entertained  fome  fabulous  opinions  of  Widekind\  being 
baptized,  and  that  his  pretended  confort  Geva  lies  there  interred. 

8.  The  parirti  of /?«//£'.  The  Q'/lerda?2  nunnery  of  Rul/e,  or  Marien/m-;?, 
to  which  pilgrimages  are  made  on  the  firft  of  May,  as   alfo  on  the  Friday 

'  preceding  pentecofl,  lies  properly  in  the  parifli  of  Wahlenhor/l,  but   has  a 
chapel  of  its  own.

The  inhabitants  here 
are  for  the  moft  part  Lutheran,  and  adhere  to  the  fl:riöefi:  tenets  of  the 
Lutheran  church. 

12.  The  parifli  of  Bor  globe,  confifting  of  five  peafantfhips. 
2.  Four  Lutheran  ones,  namely, 

1.  The  parifli  of  DilJen,  containing  five  peafantfliips.  The  village  of 
D'tffen,  anciently  TiJJejie,  was  ceded  by  the  Emperor  Lewis  to  this  blfl^oprlc 
about  the  year  822,  and  the  tythes  received  for  it  were  conferred  by  him 
on  the  foundation  of  Corvey.  In  this  place  anciently  flood  a  citadel  which 
was  occupied  by  the  lords  of  Dijfen.  By  means  of  the  former  farmer  it 
comes  to  pafs  that  the  farmer  of  DiJJcn  enjoys  ftill  fome  peculiar  ri-^hts 
here.  At  this  place  alfo  in  1724,  on  the  farm  of  Rothenfeld,  was  dif- 
covercd  a  fak-fpring,  which  Bifliop  Erneß  Augußiis,  after  purchafing  the 
farm,  caufed  to  be  put  into  a  good  condition.  On  account  of  this  falt- 
fpringa  ftipulation  was  entered  into  in  the  year  173  i  between  the  electoral- 
houfe  of  Brunjwick-Luneburg,  which  is  in  poffefTion  of  it,  and  Bifliop- 
Clemens  Augußus. 

2.  Tlij  parifli  of  Hilter,  containing  three  peafantfliips. 

3.  The  parifli  of  Ä//f,  coiififtliig  of  four  peafantfliips.  Near  the  village- 
of  Hoke  formerly  flood  a  fort  on  a  mountain,  which  the  lords  of  Holte 
occupied. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Bifendorf.  The  Lutheran  cfwirch  hcrt  fiznAi  hard  by 
the  above-mentioned  Yjiß'endorJf^X  Achelrieden. 

2.  The  following  nineteen  eflates  which  are  entitled  to  feats  at  the  Land- 
diet,   with  their  prefent  uofTcfTors :  viz.

1.  ^lackenbruck-,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Hafe,  which  runs  through  it 
by  feven  feparate  channels,  and  below  the  town  unites  itfelf  again  in  two. 
This  place  contains  in  it  a  Lutheran  and  a  Popifli  church.  The  revenues 
of  the  Collegium  Canonicorum,  which  was  here  formerly,  are  fliared  among 
the  Lutherans  and  Papifts ;  a  Lutheran  canon  of  Oßiabruck,  however, 
is  always  provoft  of  ^ackenbriick.  In  matters  which  concern  the  common 
weal,  the  noble  vaflals,  who  are  pofi"efi"ors  of  the  ten  vaflalages  here,  which 
are  entitled  to  feats  at  the  Diets,  aflift  in  conjundion  with  the  council, 
but  this  has  no  jurifdidlion,  and  the  burgher-mafters  are  only  ftiled  feniors.

But  the  bidiops  of  Ofnabruck  exercife  over  their  fubjefts  the  jurifdidion, 
together  with  the  right  of  punilhment  and  coiledion,  as  alfo  their  fuperior 
rights;  and  the  billiops  of  Munfter  enjoy  this  very  right  over  their  fubjedls, 
at  lead  they  are  in  poffelTion  thereof  The  biiliops  of  Munjtcr  are  alfo 
pofleded  of  the  right  of  punilhing  the  Ojnabruck  fubjeds  in  cafes  of  da- 
mages done  to  others  which  are  accompanied  with  bloodliied ;  and  the 
bifliops  of  Ojnabruck  have  the  jurifdidion  of  the  forefls  or  woods  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjcds  of  Munßer.  Thefe  and  fome  other  privileges  are  the 
fubjeds  of  their  difputes.     In  the  prefedurate  of  Forden  are

Bruche,  belonging  to  the  count  of 
Hamtnerßein  ;  together  with  Huntanuhlen,  the  name  of  tvi'o  eftates,  one  of 
which  is  in  the  pofl^eflion  of  the  family  of  Spiegel,  the  other  in  that  of  We/l- 
phalia  ;  as  alfoLö^r,  belonging  to  M'Zvw;  Oberkamp,  belonging  to  the  count 
olBeeßen;  Oßenivalde,  to  the  count  of  Vinke ;  Schmalage,  to  the  count  of 
Nchern  ;  and  Sundermuhlen  al fo  belonging  to  the  fame. 

VIII.  The  prefedurate  of  Reckenberg,  which  the  bifliops  o^  Ofnabruck 
obtained  of  the  ancient  burggravate  of  Stromberg.  This  prefedlurate  lies 
feparate  from  the  others,  being  environed  by  certain  particular  parts  of  the 
counties  of  L?/>^^,  Rietberg,  Ravemberg  ^nä  Tecklcnburg,  as  alfo  of  the  bi- 
fhopric  of  Munfler.  It  confifl:s  of  the  tov/n  of  IVtedenbruck,  together  with 
the  Woftvogtey,  which  comprifes  in  it  fix  peafantfliips,  and  alfo  the  vogtey 
oi  Langenberg  confifling  of  nine  peafantfliips.  In  it  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

1.  Wiedenbruck,  a  fmall  town  lying  on  the  Embs,  having  a  magiftracy  of 
its  own,  as  alfo  one  collegiate  church  and  a  nunnery  of  Capuchins,  to^^-e- 
ther  with  another  oi  Auguflines.  At  this  place  likewife  are  two  gentlemen's 
feats.  This  town  has  coined  copper  money,  even  in  our  own  times,  but 
that,  as  is  faid,  only  by  a  peculiar  permiflion  from  the  fovereign. 

2.  The  Roman-cz.i\\oY\c  pariflies  0I Langenberg  and  St.  Vit. 

3.  The  parifli  of  Gz//<?r/7i5Z'£',  belonging  to  the  counts  of  i?^^^^,  and  con- 
taining in  it  one  i^ö7«^«-catholic  and  a  Lutheran  church,  the  upper-preacher 
of  which  is  appointed  by  the  chapter  of  JViedenbruck. 

4.  The  eflates  entitled  to  a  feat  at  the  Land-diets,  which  are  thofe  of 
Neuenhaußz  and  Außel. 
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The  Principality  of 
MINDEN, 

§.  1.  '-Tp  H  E  principality  of  Minden  terminates  to  the  weft  on  the  bifhopric 
^     of  Ofnahnak;  to  the  north  on  the  counties  of  Diepholz  and  Hoyci; 
to  the  caft  on  the  county  of  S,chaumburg  ;  and  to  the  fouth  on  the  county  of 
Ravensberg.     In  circuit  it  is  nearly  twenty-four  German  miles. 

§.  2.  This  principality  confifts  for  the  moft  part  of  good  corn-land, 
nnd  agriculture  is  carried  on  here  with  the  greateft  diligence,  whence  alfo 
it  is  enabled  to  fupply  the  neighbouring  countries  with  corn,  and  in  particu- 
lar with  white  wheat  and  barley.  The  culture  of  flax  is  alfo  greatly  followed 
here,  with  which  commodity  it  is  able  to  furnifh  its  neighbours.  Its  mea^ 
dows  and  paftures  likewife  are  good,  and  its  breed  of  cattle  confiderable. 
They  have  alfo  wood,  turf,  ftone-coal,  and  an  important  falt-work  here 
which  fupplies  both  the  Prußan  and  the  neighbouring  countries  with  that 
commodity,  and  they  have  likewife  fifh.  The  Wej'er  traverfes  the  country, 
improving  its  commerce. 

§.3.  In  Mindeii  are  two  mediate,  two  immediate  towns,  and  one  bo- 
rough, all  ftanding  under  the  Amis,  or  offices,  in  which  they  lie,  together 
with  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  villages  and  peafantries,  forty-fix  gentle- 
men's eftates  and  feats,  and  one  commandery.  The  three  provincial  States 
here  are  the  chapter  of  Minden,  the  prelates  and  knights,  and  the  towns  and 
boroughs.  In  this  country  alfo,  as  in  other  diftriäs  of  the  circle  of  Weß~ 
phalia,  are  bondfmen,  who  in  cafes  of  difobedience  and  contumacy  may  be 
puniftied  by  their  lords. 

§.  4.  The  7?c;«rt«- catholics  enjoy  only  in  the  town  of  Minden,  and  the 
Proteftants  every  quarter  of  a  year  at  the  citadel  of  Peterßagcn,  their  public 
worfliip,  but  all  other  churches  in  the  country  belong  to  the  Lz^/icrrtWi.  The 
town  oi  Minden  has  a  fpiritual  minifter  of  its  own,  the  other  ecclefiaftics  in 
the  country  ftand  under  the  infpecftion  of  a  fuperintendent.  The  Jeias  too 
have  their  fchools  at  Minden  and  Lübbecke. 

§.  5.  The  principal  attention  of  the  inhabitants  runs  upon  agriculture, 
of  breeding  of  catde,  fpinning  the  linen,  and  weaving  of  buckram.  They 
alfo  make  a  kind  of  half  linen  and  half  woollen  fluff.  Confiderable  quan- 
tities of  yarn  are  exported  from  this  principality,  and  the  coarfe  linen  made 
here  is  fent  to  England  and  Spain.  Next  alfo  are  carried  on  here  breweries» 
ftilleries,  and  a  trade  in  corn,  as  alfo  in  horfes  and  all  forts  of  cattle  ;  nor 
are  fugar  and  foap-boileries  wanting  here. 

§.  6.  This  country  was  anciently  a  part  of  Engern.  Charlemagne  ereded 
a  biftiopric  at  Minden^  but  the  precife  year  of  its  foundation  is  not  certainly 
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known;  Of  the  different  opinions  relating  to  it,  that  feems  to  be  the  befl 
according  to  which  it  is  iuppofed  to  have  happened  about  the  year  803. 
The  fi.fl  biOiop  of  Minden  was  named  Hcrumbcrt  and  Hcrcumbert.  To 
the  time  of  the  peace  of  Wejiphalia  are  reckoned  fjxty  bilhops.  In  the  year 
961,  bifliop  LßWöTtw-^  obtained  the  regalia  at  the  hands  of  the  Emperor 
Otto  I,  and  in  the  year  1332  Lewis  the  thirty-ninrh  bifliop  hereof  obtained 
them  in  fuch  a  manner  of  the  Emperor  of  that  name,  that  both  he  and  h's 
fucceflbrs  were  thereby  inverted  with  power  and  right  from  the  Emperor  to 
eftablifli  a  free  dutchy  in  the  bifliopric  oi  Minden,  and  therein  a  free  court 
under  the  King's  ban,  according  to  the  right  of  driving  fwine  to  the  woods 
for  acorns,  in  fuch  manner  as  is  lawful  in  the  county  of  Wejiphalia,  and 
likewife  to  eftablifli  free  courts  in  the  dutchy  for  that  purpofe.  In  the  year 
1648,  at  the  peace  oi  OjnaJjrucii,  the  hitherto  bifliopric  of  M.nden  was  re- 
figned  as  a  principality  to  the  electoral  houfe  oi  Brandenburg,  inftead  of  the 
ceded  countries  o'i  Fomerania.  On  OBober  15,  1649,  ^^  Eleftor  Frede- 
rick-William caufed  the  citadels  of  this  principality  to  be  poflefled  by  his 
officers,   AwA  o\\  February  \2^  1650,  received  the  homage  thereof. 

§.  7.  By  virtue  of  an  Imperial  decree  bearing  date  May  3,  1654,  the  prin- 
cipality oi  Minden  is  to  take  place  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire  after  Sax- 
Lauenburg  and  before  Holjlein,  which  feat  it  alfo  took  pofleilion  of,  but  in- 
1663  it  came  to  an  agreement  concerning  an  alternation  of  feat  and  voice 
with  Holßein-Gluckßadt.  This  principality  is  rated  for  a  Roman  month  at 
ten  hprfe  and.  fixteen  foot,  or  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  rix-doliars, 
fiKtean  grofs-gro/cben,  of  which  high  valuation  it  complained  fo  early  as  the 
year  1662.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-court,  it  is  to  pay 
to  each  term  fifty-four  rix-dollars  twelve  kruitzers.  In  the  circle  of  We/I- 
fhalia  it  ranks  aiter  the  bifliopric  of  Ofnabruck. 

§,  8.  Ov'er  this  principality  and  the  county  of  Ravensberg  a  regency  is 
appointed,  which  alfo  in  conjundlion  with  the  two  fuperintendents  of  thefe 
countries  and  the  Proteftant  court-chaplain  of  Minden  conftitutes  the  con- 
firlory.  Under  the  chamber  of  war  and  domains  of  this  principality  ftand 
alfo  the  counties  of  Ravensbej-g,  Tecklenbiirg  and  hingen.  Both  colleo-es 
exercife  in  common  all  matters  relating  to  the  fovereign ;  but  the  regency 
here  enjoys  folely,  in  fome  meafure,  the  adminiftration  of  juftice,  and  that 
over  the  order  of  knights  in  the  firft,  and  over  the  others,  in  the  fecond  in- 
ftance,  appeals  lying  thither  from  the  magiftrates  of  the  immediate  towns, 
and  alfo  from  the  prefedurates,  or  offices.  The  regency  infpedts  likewife 
ecclefiaflical,  penal,  and  wardfliip  matters  belonging  to  fuch  as  are  imme- 
diate fubjeä:3.  The  war  and  domain-chamber  look  to  all  matters  relatino- 
to  policy,  trade,  manufaiflures,  war  and  camei-al  matters,  as  well  with 
regard  to  die  royal  as  all  other  public  cherts,  and  fees  that  both  at  the  royal 
offices,  and  alfo  elfcwhere,  good  ceconomy  be  maintained.  In  it  two  provin- 
cial counleilors  of  this  principality  have  feat.    Out  of  thefe  two  colleges  ano- 
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ther  of  health  is  appointed,  which  in  times  of  any  infedlious  diftempers 
among  men  and  cattle  makes  the  neceflfary  provifion.  A  Collegium  Medi- 
ciim  provinciale  is  moreover  appointed  here,  in  which  a  member  of  the  war 
and  domain-chamber  preßdes,  whofe  care  it  is,  that  the  country  be  pro- 
vided with  fkilful  phylicians,  apothecaries,  furgeons,  and  midwives.  The 
Schoppenfluhl  at  Minden,  which  is  filled  with  perfons  of  abilities,  affift 
thole  who  delire  it  with  their  opinion  or  advice.  In  both  the  immediate 
towns  of  Minden  and  Lübbecke,  the  civil  power  is  adminiftered  by  the  ma- 
giftrate,  but  in  the  country  by  officers  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  and  it  is 
alfo  in  fome  meafure  cxercifed  by  the  chapter,  the  provoft  of  the  chapter, 
the  foundation  of  St.  Mary,  and  that  of  Levern,  together  with  the  noble 
houles  of  Holhüinkel,  Beck,  Uhlenburg,  Eisbergen,  and  the  commandery  of 
Wieterflieirn. 

^.  o.  The  yearly  revenue  arifing  to  the  fovereign  from  the  domains  are 
rated  at  fomevv'hat  more  tlian  a  tun  and  a  half  of  gold  in  rix-doUars,  and 
the  revenues  of  the  war-cheft  arifing  from  this  principality  and  the  counties 
of  Ravensberg,  Mecklenburg,  and  hingen  are  eftimated  at  about  two  tuns 
and  a  half  of  gold  in  rix-doUars. 
§.  lo.  This  principality  confifts 
I.  Of  two  immediate  towns.     Thefe  are 

I.  Minden,  the  capital  of  the  principality,    lying  on  the  Wefer,    over 
which  a  ftone-bridge  has  been  here  laid.    This   town  is  environed  with 
ramparts  and  ditches,  and  is  about  half  a  mile  in  compafs.     Its  commodi- 
ous fituation  for  navigation  and  trade,  its  brewery  of  a  pleafant  white  beer, 
and  in  fome  meafure  alfo  its  agriculture  and   breed  of  cattle,  fupply  its 
inhabitants  with  the  means  of  good  fubfiflence.     In   it  we  find  the  above 
delcribed  (§.  9.)  provincial  colleges  and  the  following  churches.     The  ca- 
thedral here  is  a  confiderable  building,  and  near  it  is  a  noble  chapter-houfe, 
confifting  of  eighteen  perfons,  who  are  partly  i?c»/ö;/-catholic  and  partly 
Lutheran,  and  it  has  under  it  twenty-four  vicars,  together  with  four  com- 
mendataries  and  four  chorals,  who  with  two  preachers  alfo  from  the  Bene- 
diäine  cloyfter,  look  to  the  performance  of  the  7?w«ö«- catholic  worfhip; 
In  the  year  1756,  the  King  conferred  on  the  chapter  a  grace  and  chapter- 
crofs,  which  hangs   pendant  at  an  Azure  ribband,   variegated  with  corner- 
ftripes.     The  fyndick  adminifters  the  jurifdidion  over  the  popifh  eccle- 
fiaftics  and  the  bondfmen  of  the  chapter.    The  church  of  St.  John  alfo  be- 
longs to  the  papifts,  and  contains  a  collegiate  foundation  of  ten  Roman- 
catholics.    The  Benedidline  cloyfter  of  St.  Maurice  and  Simeon  put  itfelf  in 
the  year  1696  under  the  prelates  of  Huisburg  in  the  principality  of //ö/^^r- 
ßadt.     The  church  of  St.  Martin  here  is  the  principal  church  belonging  to 
the  Lutherans,  and  has  alfo  a  collegiate  foundation  of  nine  perfons,  who  are 
partly  Ro ma n-C'sxhoWc  and  partly  Lutheran,  together  with  fix  vicars.  Near  the 
Lutheran  church  of  St.  Martin  is  a  female  foundation  for  twelve  perfons,  the 
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abbefs  of  which  has  a  pretty  extenfive  feudal  feat.  The  third  Lutheran 
church  here  is  that  of  St.  Simeon.  The  churches  of  St.  Faiil  and  St.  Ni- 
colas belong  alfoto  the  Lutheram  ;  but  it  is  but  feldom,  and  at  certain  times 
only,  that  vvorfhip  is  performed  in  them.  The  firfl:  preacher  in  the  Pro- 
teftant  church  has  the  title  of  a  chaplain ;  in  it  alfo  the  French  church  per- 
forms its  worfliip ;  but  the  garrifon  in  that  of  St.  Pciuh.  In  the  Lutheran 
orphan-houfe  divers  boys  and  girls  are  educated.  Near  it  is  a  houfe  of  cor- 
redion  and  a  workhouie,  and  in  it  a  Aocking-manufadure.  Exclußve  of 
thefe  buildings  there  are  moreover  three  alms-houfes  in  this  town.  In  the 
above-mentioned  cloyfter  ofPauIifies  was  founded  a  gymnafium.  The  town- 
magiftracy  enjoy  both  within  and  without  the  town,  To  far  as  their  limits 
extend,  the  jurifdidion  in  the  firft  inftance  in  civil  and  criminal  matters; 
but  for  fmall  and  wardfhip  matters  a  peculiar  lower  court  has  been 
eftabliflied,  from  which  appeals  are  brought  to  the  magiftracy.  This  town 
in  ancient  documents  or  writings  is  called  Mindun,  Mindon,  and  Mindo.  It 
was  in  being  fo  early  as  the  time  o1  Charlemagne ,  and  a  place  of  conßder- 
ation.  In  the  year  1026,  the  Emperor  Cofirad  II.  held  here  a  Diet  of  the 
Empire,  at  which  his  fon  Henry  III.  was  eleded  King  of  the  Romans.  In 
1 547  it  was  befieged  by  the  Imperialißs,  but  made  up  matters  with  the 
Emperor  by  a  flipulation,  paying  down  to  him  6ooo  rix-dollars.  In  the 
year  1625,  it  was  furprized  by  a  garrifon  of  Imperialißs,  which  for  two 
years  only  flood  the  town  in  at  leaft  600,000  rix-dollars,  and  to  which 
to  this  day,  the  great  load  of  debts,  and  what  are  called  the  divifion-capi- 
tals,  which  flick  to  the  burgher's  houfes,  owe  their  rife.  In  1634  it  was 
befieged  and  taken  by  the  Swedes,  after  it  had  been  occupied  for  nine  years  .  * 
and  twelve  weeks  by  the  Imperialißs  ;  which  Swedes  quitted  it  not  again  till 
September  7,    1650.    Minden  was  formerly  one  of  the  Hanfe  towns. 

2.  Lübbecke,  in  ancient  writings  named  Lntbicke,  a  town  confifling  of 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dwelling-houfes,  and  which  ever  fince 
the  year  1279,  when  it  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  city,  has  been  envi- 
roned with  ramparts,  ditches,  and  walls.  This  place  enjoys  confiderable 
immunities,  and  in  particular  the  territorial  jari-fdidlion  over  a  confiderable 
diflritfl.  Its  magiftracy  are  poffefTed  of  the  civil  and  criminal  jurifdidion  in 
the  firft  inftance.  In  it  are  thirteen  gentlemen's  feats,  and  one  of  the  order 
of  knighthood  is  always  firft  burgher-mafter  here;  hence  the  magiftracy 
bears  the  title  of  knights,  burgher-mafter,  and  council.  The  inhabitants  trade 
in  yarn  and  linen,  and  carry  on  alfo  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle, 
brew  beer  and  diftil  fpirits.  In  this  town  too  has  been  founded  a  fugar-houfe. 
Moft  of  the  inhabitants  are  addided  to  the  Lutheran  religion.  Near  the  pa- 
rifti-church  here  is  a  collegiate-foundation  confifting  of  one  dean  and  four 
canons,  among  whom  there  muft  always  be  a  Roma?7-c?'X\\o\\c.  In  it  alfo 
is  a  fchool  and  an  alms-houfe.  The  town  itfelf  was  wholly  deftroyed  by  fire  in 
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the  years  1368  and  15 19,  as  alfo  almoftonehalf  of  it  in  1705,  and  in  1734 
it  likewife  fuftained  great  damage  by  the  fame  dreadful  calamity. 

Rem.  On  a  mountain  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town,  and  which 
in  ancient  times  was  called  Konccval,  a  name  erroneoufly  applied  by  fome 
to  the  rivulet  running  through  the  town,  ftill  appear  the  remains  both  of 
the  ancient  citadel  o{  Reiiisbcrg,  and  alfo  of  U edehndihurg  and  Babilonie, 
two  citadels  of  the  Great  Widckind. 

II.  Of  five  prefeduratcs : 

1.  The  prefciflurate  of  Hausberge  is  the  firft  and  principal.  Through 
the  midft  of  it  runs  the  Wejer,  and  this  prefedurate  enjoys  a  very  fertile  foil. 
Formerly  it  conflituted  a  particular  feigniory,  the  lords  of  which  were  pro- 
tedors  of  the  church  oi  Minden^  and  ftiled  themfelves  lords  of  Bcrg^  as 
alfo  noble  vogts  of  the  bifhopric  of  Minden.  Otto  III.  the  lafl:  of  this  fa- 
mily, and  bi(hop  of  Minden^  incorporated  this  feigniory  with  the  bifliopric 
by  an  irrevocable  donation,  which  happened  towards  the  clofe  of  the  four- 
teenth century.  This  prefedurate  is  divided  by  the  WeJer  and  a  high  moun- 
tain, which  on  one  fide  of  tlie  Wefcr  to  the  eafl  is  called  Tonnlesberg,  in  La- 
tin Mons  Antonii,  and  on  the  other  to  the  weft  of  the  fame  river  Weden- 
herg,  in  Latin  Mons  Wedekindi,  into  four  parts  and  vogteys.  In  it  we 
Ihall  take  notice  of 

Hausberge,  a  place  which  in  the  year   1722  obtained  the  privileges  of  a 
city,  at  which  time  alfo  for  the  regulation  of  matters  relating  to  the  police, 
a  certain  number  of  magi  ft  rates  v/ere  appointed.     In  it  is  the  royal  citadel 
and  Amt-houfe  (formerly  called  the  houfe  of  the  mountain^   in  which   the 
.  lords  of  Berg  refided,  as  alfo  a  court-houfe,  and  a  royal  brewery  and  ftil- 

lery,  together  with  a  royal  farm  and  three  vaffal's  feats.  The  inhabitants 
of  this  place  fubfift  by  all  manner  of  civil  employments,  fuch  as  agricul- 
ture and  the  breeding  of  cattle. 

2.  The  four  vogteys.     Thcfe  are 

I.  The  vogtey  betwixt  Berg  and  Bruch,  and  which  lies  between  the 
JVedenberg  and  an  extenfive  marfli.  In  it  at  Bolhorß  is  an  excellent  mine 
of  ftone-coal  which  was  difcovered  in  the  year  1662,  and  is  carried  on  by 
a  certain  number  of  privileged  undertakers.  This  vogtey  contains  in  it 
feven  villages,  which  belong  to  the  parifli  of  St.  Martin  at  Minden,  and 
to  the  parifl:ies  of  Bergkirchen  and  Hille.  The  Wedigetißein  here,  which  was 
a  citadel  of  Widekind,  is  now  a  farm  belonging  to  the  chapel  of  Minden, 
Above  it,  on  the  fummit  of  the  mountain,  ftands  the  chapter  of  St.  Mar- 
garet, in  which  the  ivo;;7rt;z-catholics  fometimes  perform  divine  wor- 
Ihip.  The  eftate  of  Haddetihaufen  is  a  family  eftate  belonging  to  the 
whole  noble  family  of  the  Biijfch.  It  was  formerly  deemed  a  place  of 
itrength  ;  but  in  1530  was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  burghers  of  the  town 
of  Minden. 

4  2.  The 
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2.  The  vogtey  of  GohfcU,  which  was  formerly  called  Wcrra,  from  die 
river  of  that  name  which  runs  through  it,    and  contains  in  it  fixteen  vil- 
lages,   among  which   are  the  cliurch-villages  of  GobfelJ,  Lohne,  Eiding-' 
kaufen,  Volmer dijig fen,  Bergkirchen,  and  Menningbuffen.     At  Depenbruek  in 
the  parifh  of  Gohfeld  is  the   eftate  of  Gobfeld,  belonging  to  tlie  family  of 
Grapendorff,  and  in  the  peafantlhip  oi  Mol  bergen  is  an  important  falt-work. 
In  the  paridi  of  Ridtngluiujen,  in  the   church-village  there,  is  the  eAate  of 
Ovelgimne,  belonging  to   the  family  of  Weijfenfeh.     In  the  parifli  oi  Men- 
nighiiffen  lies  the  ellate  oi  Beck,  from  which  a  feparated  ducal  Hcljlein  line 
of  the  royal-houfe  takes  its  title ;  but  now,  in  conjunftion   with  the  eftate 
of  Uhlenbiirg  there,  belongs  to  the  noble  houfe  of  Wulffen,  which  on  account 
of  thefe  lands  is  inverted  with  the  jurifdiclions  thereof,  as  alfo  the  eftate  of 
Schockenmuhlcn,  belonging  to  the  family  of  Grapendorff. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Vebernßieg,  which  we  enter  into  through  the  citadel  of 
Hausberge  only,  and  that  too  by  means  of  a  narrow  pafs  fituatcd  at  the 
mountain  near  the  Wefer.  This  vogtey  contains  in  it  thirteen  villages, 
among  which  are  the  church-villages  of  L?///^t';;^r;;/?7/,  Lerbke,  and  Z)ö;a- 
kerjjen.  In  this  place  alfo  lies  the  commandery  of  the  Teutonick  order  of 
Wieterßeim,  to  which  belongs  a  pretty  extenfive  farm,  and  what  is  alfo 
called  the  priorate-feat  at  Minden.  In  the  feveral  peaftntfliips  oi  Aming- 
häufen,  Wieterßmm,  Papi?ighaujen  and  Frillc,  it  has  feventy-five  bondfmen, 
as  alfo  the  jurifdidlion  in  the  firft  inftance  over  thofe  of  Wieterßeim  and 
Papinghaufen,  The  whole  revenues  of  this  commandery  amount  to  above 
2200  rix-doUars. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Landwehre  contains  in  it  ten  villages,  among  which  are 
the  church-villages  of  Holzhuajen,  Holtrup,  Veltheim  and  Eeisbergen.  In 
the  parifli  of  Holzhuafen  is  the  eftate  of  Holzhaiifen,  belonging  to  the  family 
o(  Grofie,  together  with  thofe  of  Amorkamp  and  Schieß:oh,  belonging  to 
the  family  of  Scbellerßxini.  In  the  parifti  oi Eisbergen  at  Fulme  lies  a  con- 
fiderable  eftate  belonging  to  the  family  of  Schellerfjeim,  which  over  its 
own  bondfmen  enjoys  the  civil  jurifdidlion  in  the  firft  inftance.  The  King 
has  alfo  confiderable  farms  in  this  vogtey. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Petershagen  lies  alfo  on  the  Wefer,  yielding  in 
no  refpefts  to  the  former  in  fertility,  but  on  account  oi  its  low  fituation  is 
more  fubje<fl:  to  inundations.     To  it  belongs 

I.  Peterß:agen,  a  place  which,  in  the  year  1722,  obtained  the  rights  of  a 
town,  and  the  magiftracy  of  which,  indeed,  has  no  jurifdidtion  of  its  own, 
but  notwithftanding  that  takes  cognizance  of  certain  matters.  This  place  is 
divided  into  the  old  and  new  town.  At  the  old  citadel  the  bifliops  formerly 
refided,  but  at  prefent  the  amt-man,  and  in  it  alfo  are  the  farm-buildings, 
together  with  the  brewery  and  ftillery.  In  the  church  of  the  citadel  the  Pro- 
teftants  perform  divine  worfhip  every  quarter  of  a  year,  as  alfo  the  facrament 
of  the  Lord's  fupper.  In  the  town  is  z  Lutheran  c\\\xvc\\.  The  inhabitants  ap- 
ply themfelves  to  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  as  alfo  to  fpinning 
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and  weaviig.     We  find  here  nine  vaflals  feats.    LThis  place  was  originally 
named  Hockdcve,  and  was  firft  founded  as  a  borough  by  Bilhop  Gerhard  II.- 
under  the  appellation  of  P^'/'^r/j^^dV?,  and  provided  alfo  with  good  privileges, 
which   were  confirmed  by  BiOiop  Frö«m  in  the  year  1525.     In  the   year 
1 569,  one  hundred  and  fixty  dwelüng-houfes  were  burnt  down  at  this  place. 
On   the   other  fide  of  the  ff^eßr  lies  the  royal   farm  named  yiuf  der 

Koppel. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  W'mdhcim,  confiding  of  twelve  peafantfliips.  The 
parifhes  in  it  are,  IVmdheirn,  containing  a  valTal's  feat,  Lahde  and  Ovenßette. 
The  inhabitants  here  fubfift  barely  by  agriculture  and  fpinning. 

'^.  The  vogtey  0I  Auf  der  Borde,  confifting  of  eight  villages.  The  pa- 
lillics  in  it  are  Harthum  and  Hille.  In  the  firll,  ^tHahlefi,  is  a  vafi^al's  feat; 
in  the  fecond  '^ood  turf  is  fpitted.  The  lall  alfo  contains  the  eftate  of 
Wieckricde,  belonging  to  the  noble  houfe  of  the  Bujfch;  and  at  Sudhemmern 
is  a  vaffal's  feat.  The  inhabitants  of  this  vogtey  apply  themfelves  chiefly  to 
aoriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle.  The  good  turf  met  with  here, 
together  with  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Minden,  bring  them  in  alfo 
<^reat  advantages.    In  the  village  of  Hille  are  held  fome  confiderablc  markets 

for  cattle. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Hofmeißer,  the  direction  of  v/hich  was  formerly  com- 
mitted to  an  cpifcopal  Iteward,  who  rcfided  at  the  citadel  of  Peterßjagen. 
The  foil  in  this  vogtey  is  indeed  inconfiderable  in  itfelf,  but  the  inhabitants 
are  very  induftrious,  and  endeavour  to  make  up  for  that  defed:  by  their 
manufadlures  of  a  half  linen  and  a  half  vi'ooUen  ftuff.  This  vogtey  contains 
in  it  fix  villages,  among  which  is  the  church-village  of  Friedewaldc,  v/hich 
always  wanted  to  be  confidercd  as  a  peculiar  diftrift,  as  having  been  for- 
merly pofiTefied  in  common  by  the  billiops  and  the  town  oi Minden  ;  whence 
arofe  the  eftates  of  Himmelreich  and  Altenburg.  The  former  of  thefe  is  now 
a  royal  farm  j  the  latter  belongs  to  the  family  of  Beßel. 

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Reineberg  has  given  handle  to  repeated  dif- 
putes  between  the  bidioprics  of  Ofnabruck  and  Mifiden.  Even  the  counts  of 
Tecklenburg  pretended  to  peculiar  privileges  therein,  whence  probably  it 
may  have  happened  that  the  ancient  bifhops  of  Minden  fought  to  maintain 
their  pofi^eflion  thereof  by  many  forts  and  knight's  feats,  as  there  are  no 
where  more  to  be  found  than  in  this  prefedurate.  Through  it  too  runs  a 
pretty  high  and  fertile  mountain,  in  which,  not  only  in  later  times,  but 
even  fo  early  as  the  twelfth  century,  fome  filver  has  been  believed  to  be 
found,  which  has  occafioned  the  laying  out  of  much  money  here.  This 
prefedurate  contains  in  it  fix  vogteys. 

I .  The  vogtey  of  Viernheim  confifts  of  nine  villages,  among  which  are 
the  church-villages  of  ^ernheim,  in  which  is  a  Lutheran  foundation  for 
twelve  ladies,  as  alio  that  of  Lemiingemj--v^'\i^^^7!Xt  of  Obernfelde  belongs 
to  the  family  of  Korff.    .Th^^^rihcipal  employment,  and  means  of  fub- 
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fiftance  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  vogtey,  confifts  in  the  fpinning  of  fine 
yarn,  which  is  partly  weaved  here  and  partly  in  the  neighbourhood. 

2.  The  vogtey  oi  Gehlenbeck,  confifting  of  four  large  villages,  the  church 
belonging  to  which  is  at  Gehknbeck.  The  inhabitants  here  receive  their 
principal  fubfillance  by  means  of  agriculture.  Near  Gehknbeck  is  the  noble 
flem-houfe  of  Grapenjlein,  or  Kiwit  of  thofe  of  Grapendorff;  and  at  Ijhi'- 
/?£"//?  lie  the  eftates  o^  RenkbauJ'en,  belonging  to  the  family  of  Menfmger,  to- 
gether with  that  alfo  of  Beiikhaiife?i,  belonging  to  the  family  of  Munch. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Lever?:,  confiding  of  four  peafant(hips,  and  belonging 
to  the  church  of  Levern,  which  is  a  Lutheran  abbey  for  nine  ladies. 
The  provoft  of  this  abbey  exercifes  the  archiadiaconal  jurifdiftion  over  the 
vogtey  of  Levern,  as  alfo  the  civil  jurifdidion  over  the  bondfmen  belonging 
to  the  foundation.  The  fubjeds  in  this  vogtey  fubfifl  by  weaving  of  linen, 
agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Alfwede,  confiding  of  five  villages,  appurtenances  of 
the  parifli  of  Alfwede,  in  which  lies  the  eftate  of  EUerburg,  which  belongs 
to  the  family  oi  Ripper  da.  At  Hehme  lies  the  eflate  of  Hollwinkel,  the  pro- 
prietor of  which,  named  Von  Gehlen,  and  alfo  called  Chalon,  enjoys  the  ju- 
rifdidion  here  over  the  villages  of  Hehme  zwd.  Laeßorß.  To  him  alfo  belont^s 
the  eftate  of  Huffe,  in  the  village  of  Laeßjorfl.  The  inhabitants  of  this 
vogtey  apply  themfelves  to  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle. 

5.  Ths  vogtey  of  Schnathorß,  confiding  of  five  peafantfliips,  which 
form  the  pariflies  of  Schnathorß  and  Hullhorfl.  In  the  latter  is  the  new  royal 
farm  or  manor  of  Sieck,  founded  in  the  year  1722.  The  inhabitants  of 
this  vogtey  enjoy  a  plenty  of  wood,  but  fubfifl:,  notwithflanding,  in  feme 
meafure,  by  the  fpinning  of  fine  yarn. 

6.  The  vogtey  of  i^AT/Z)«;;/,  confiding  of  three  large  villages,  which  con- 
ftitute  the  parifli  of  Blajheim.  In  the  village  of  that  name  lie  the  edates  of 
Great  and  Little-Eickel,  which  belong  to  the  family  of  Vofz,  and  in  the 
village  of  Stockhaufen  is  an  edate  appertaining  to  the  family  of  the  Reck. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  Rahden,  anciently  Rohden,  has  two  officers 
belonging  to  it  who  adminider  the  jurifdidion  in  common,  and  refide  at 
the  citadel  and  amthoufe  of  Rahden,  in  which  are  alfo  the  brewery  and 
dillery.  This  prefedurate  lies  in  a  bottom,  in  confequence  of  which  the  in- 
habitants principally  fubfd  by  the  breeding  of  cattle  ;  but  they  alfo  weave  a 
half  linen  and  woollen  duff,  and  make  wooden  ved'els,  for  which  they  re- 
ceive flax  in  exchange.     This  prefedurate  confids  of  two  vogteys  ;  viz. 

1.  The  vogtey  and  parilh  of  Rhaden,  containing  in  it  five  confiderablc 
villages.  In  this  place  lies  that  trad  of  land  aWeA  Hohen/ki>t,  in  which  are 
ftill  extant  fome  traces  of  ancient  pagan  interments. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Stemmwcderberg  in  old  times  a  feparate  county,  which 
the  counts  of  Schauenburg  difpofed  of  to  the  h\(\\o^s  of  Minden.  This  vogtey 
confids  of  two  parifl:ies ;  namely, 
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1.  Wchdenty  containing  in  it  three  villages  and  a  vaflal's  feat. 

2.  Dilingen,  which  contains  three  villages.  At  Halden  in  it  are  two 
cflates,  one  of  which  belongs  to  the  family  of  the  Horßy  the  other  to  that 
of  Steinecker, 

5.  The  prefc(£lurate  of  Schlusselburg  has  in  feme  places  but  a  poor 
bottom,  though  the  JVcfer  runs  through  the  very  middle  of  it.  Indeed  all 
the  inhabitants  here  apply  themfelves  to  agriculture,  but  they  are  partly  alfo 
obliged  to  fublift  by  fpinning.     This  prefedlurate  contains  in  it 

1.  The  borough  of  SchluffeWiirg,  which  in  fome  refpe<fls  enjoys  the  im- 
munities of  a  town,  and  has  alfo  peculiar  fuperintendants  of  its  own  who 
are  called  burghermafters.  In  it  is  the  royal  citadel  and  amt-houfe,  as  alfo 
the  brewery  and  flillery  j  but  the  proper  manor  here,  named  Hunerberg,  lies 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  Wefer.  To  the  church  here  belong  what  is  called 
the  "oorhiirg  and  the  peafantry  oi  TLoehden.  The  inhabitants  of  this  borough 
procure  themfelves  a  poor  fubfiftance  by  agriculture.  The  citadel  was  firft 
founded  in  the  year  1335,  by  Bifhop  Leivis.  In  16 17,  one  hundred  and 
forty  houfes  were  confumed  here  by  fire.  In  the  year  1620,  the  borough 
v;as  wholly  burnt  down,  and  in  1621  again  one  half  of  it. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Heimjen-,  to  which  belong  the  villages  oi  Heiinjen  and 
[Ivcfe.  Near  the  former  of  thefe  lies  the  eftate  of  Neuhoff,  appertaining  to 
the  family  of  Voigts, 

3.  The  pariili  oi  BiichMz,  to  which  belong  the  villages  of  Buchhclz  and 
Grofzhcerfe. 

4.  The  villages  of  Doeren,  in  which  the  counts  of  Warteiißeben  have  an 
eftate  ;  as  alfo  thofe  of  Neiienknick,  Ilferheide  and  Seelenfeld,  all  lying  in  the 
pariili  of  IFindkeim  in  the  prefeclurate  of  Feterßmgen. 


2.     The  D  u  T  c  H  Y  of 
F  E  R  D  E  N. 

<^.  I .  npHE  dutchy  oi  Verden  is  to  be  feen  not  only  on  the  charts  of  the  cir- 
cles  oilVeßphalia  and  thofe  of  the  Lower-Saxony,  but  has  alfo  been 
exhibited,  in  conjundtion  with  the  dutchy  of  Bremen,  on  particular  charts. 
Of  this  kind  Captain  John  Gorries  has  executed  one  at  the  command  of  the 
count  of  Konigjhiark,  which  Blaeu  engraved,  zn6.de  Witt,  Vijfcher,  Homann 
and  others  copied.  That  of  the  latter  conftitutes  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fecond  in  the  Atlas  of  Germanj,  The  charts  of  both  dutchies, 
delineated  by  Schidze  and  Rot  he,  have  not  yet  been  engraven. 

§.  2.  Verden  terminates,  to  the  eaft,  on  the  prefedturate  of  Winjen,  the 
Luke  and  the  amtfvogtey  of  Soltau  and  Fallingboßel,  in  the  dutchy  of  Lüne- 
burg-, 
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burg ;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  prefedlurates  of  Walfrode  and  Rethcm^  in  this 
very  dutchy,  as  alio  on  the  Alter ;  to  the  weft,  on  the  JVijer,  the  rural 
iurifdidion  of  Achim  and  the  prefedlurate  of  Ottersberg,  in  the  dutchy  of 
Bremen  ;  and,  to  the  north,  on  the  prefedturate  of  Z^^;t'«  in  the  faid  dutchy, 
as  alfo  on  the  prefedlurate  of  Harburg  in  the  dutchy  of  Lüneburg.  Its  length 
as  well  as  breadth  is  rated  at  fix  German  miles. 

§.  3,  This  dutchy  confifts,  for  the  moft  part,  of  heath  and  high,  dry 
land,  as  alfo  of  forefts ;  but  on  the  rivers  IVefer  and  Aller  is  good  marlli- 
land.  The  Aller  waters  almoft  all  of  the  foutherly,  but  the  l-P'^e/er  a  part 
only  of  the  wefterly  boundaries  of  the  country,  and  this  laft  receives  aho 
the  firft  into  it  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Eiß'l,  and  the  villagefliip  of  Ritz- 
bergen,  which  is  oppofite  to  it.  The  fFwnme,  which  rifes  on  the  borders 
of  Lüneburg,  traveries  the  dutchy  from  eaft  to  weft,  receiving  into  it  the 
lefler  rivers,  which  take  their  rife  here  ;  as  the  Fintau,  Veerfe,  Wiedau  and 
Rodau;  after  which  it  enters  the  dutchy  of  Bremen  on  this  fide  of  the 
horoü^  of  Ottersberg,  where  the  ^//?£' unites  itfelf  therewith,  and  in  this 
tradt  conftitutes  the  boundaries  betwixt  the  two  dutchies  of  Bremen  and 
Verden. 

§.  4.  The  Land-ftates  of  this  bifhopric  confift  of  the  nobility  and  the  town: 
of  Verden.  Both  the  land-council  of  nobles  here,  as  alfo  that  of  the  tow.i 
oi  Verden,  appear,  in  conjundlion  with  the  Land-ftates  of  Bremen,  at  their 
Land-diet  at  Bafdal,  when  any  affairs  are  there  to  be  difcufled,  which  have 
regard  to  both  the  dutchies  and  their  collective  States. 

§.  5.  The  whole  country  is  addidted  to  the  Proteftant  church,  as  formed 
upon  the  dodtrines  of  Luther.  It  has  alfo  one  and  the  fame  confiftory  with 
the  dutchy  of  Bretnen,  and  one  and  the  fame  general  fuperintendant ;  but 
at  Verden  is  a  fpecial  fuperintendant,  who  is  a  member,  though  abfent,  of 
the  royal  confiftory,  and  at  the  fame  time  upper-preacher  at  the  cathedral, 
and  has  under  his  infpedlion  the  twelve  provincial  parilhes  of  this  dutchy. 

§.  6.  Verden  was  formerly  a  bifhoprick  founded  by  Charletnagne.  Suit- 
hert,  the  firft  bifbop  thereof,  was  an  Evglijhman,  but  yolj7i  Frederick,  the 
laft  biftiop,  was  of  the  royal  houle  of  Denmark,  and  afterwards,  under  the 
name  of  Frederick  III.  arrived  to  be  King  ot' De?imark  and  Norway.  At  the 
peace  of  IVeßpbalia,  in  the  year  1648,  the  crown  of  Sweden  obtained  the 
bifliopric  as  a  dutchy,  at  which  time  lieutenant-general  Paikul  was  alfo  in- 
vefted  with  the  prefedlurate  of  Verden,  and  Count  Konigjmark  with  that  of 
Rotenbutg.  In  the  year  1712,  the  Datums  invading  the  dutchy  of  Brrmen,, 
the  inhabitants  o-f  Brunjwick-Limeburg  polfcfl'ed  themfelves  of  the  dutchy 
of  Verden,  on  account  of  the  plague's  raging  in  the  former  ;  and,-  together 
with  a  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Bremen,  it  was  brought  within  the  line  made 
againft  its  farther  fpreading.  In  die  year  1715,  by  virtue  oi  the  alliance 
concluded  at  Wifmar^  it  was  ceded^  together  with.  Bremen,  by  the  King 
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of  Denmark,  to  the  eleftoral  houfe  of  Brunjiaick-hunehurg ;  fuch  ceflion 
being  alio  made  again,  in  the  year  1719,  by  the  crown  of  Sweden. 

§.  7.  In  the  council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  Eledtor  of  Brutijivick-Ltmeburg,  as  Duke  of  Verden,  has  a 
feat  on  the  temporal  bench  after  the  Prince  of  Halberftadt,  and  at  the  Diets 
of  the  cxxcXdolJVeßphaUa,  Verden  is  called  over  betwixt  Minden  and  Ccrvey. 
The  rate  of  the  Empire  is  five  horfe  and  fifteen  foot,  or  monthly  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  florins,  and  to  the  chamber-court,  for  each  term,  eighty- 
one  rixdollars,  fourteen  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

§.8.  This  dutchy  has  the  fame  regency  with  the  dutchy  of  Bremen-, 
namely,  a  juftice-chancery  and  an  aulic-court ;  in  the  latter  of  which  an 
aßellor  fits  as  well  of  the  nobility  of  this  dutchy  as  alfo  of  the  town  of 
Verden,  who,  upon  a  vacancy,  is  prcfented  by  the  State  whofe  prefentee  is 
gone,  to  the  King,  and  by  him  confirmed,  on  performing  neceflary  offices. 
To  the  monthly  contribution-fum,  which  both  dutchies  pay,  that  of /''^rrf'f« 
contributes  a  certain  proportion. 

§.  9.  In  this  country  is, 

1.  The  town  of  Verden,  feated  on  the  Aller,  which  divides  itfelf  here 
into  two  branches,  the  fmaller  of  which  lies  near  the  town,  and  is  at  prefent 
only  frequented  by  the  fliips  going  up  and  down  the  Aller.  About  the  year 
1210,  Verden  was  furrounded  with  a  rampart,  and  afterwards  divided  into 
the  old  and  fouth  town,  each  of  which  had  a  magiilracy  of  its  own  ;  but, 
in  the  year  1667,  this  difference  was  wholly  removed,  and  both  parts  united 
into  one  body  under  the  fame  magifiracy.  In  the  town  are  four  churches  ; 
namely,  the  cathedral,  the  upper-preacher  of  v/hich  is  alfo  fuperintendant 
of  the  dutchy  ;  the  church  of  St.  Andrew,  lying  near  the  former  ;  alfo  that 
of  St.  Nicholas,  which  is  a  filial  of  the  cathedral,  and  in  which ,onIy  yearly 
preaching  is  performed,  together  with  the  church  of  St.  Jokn.  In  this  town 
alfo  is  a  Latin  fchool. 

-  II.  The  prefetSurate,  or  office,  of  Verden.  The  amt-houfe  lies  in  the 
town  oi  Verden,  in  which  alfo- the  officers  refide.  The  amt-man  looks  alfo 
to  whatever  regards  the  flrud:ure  of  the  ancient  chapter.  This  prefedlurate 
contains  in  it, 

1.  Ththorow^o^ Langnoedel,  which  had  formerly  a  judge  of  its  own, 
but  is  at  prefent  fubjecl  to  the  prefecflurate  of  Verden.  It  is  incorporated 
into  the  pariffi  of  Daverden,  in  the  dutchy  of  Bremen,  and  contains  a  no- 
bleman's feat. 

2.  The  parifh  of  Walle  is,  indeed,  a  diftinft  pariffi,  but  has  no  proper 
church  of  its  own,  being  incorporated  with  that  belonging  to  the  cathedral 
at  Verden.     It  confifts  of  nineteen  villages,  among  which  we  are  to  remark 

Walle,  from  which  the  parifli  takes  its  name.  Divine  worlbip  is  per- 
formed in  this  place  twice  a  year. 

Daulfen, 
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Dan! fen,  m  which  the  celebrated  pirate  named  Gö/^v  Michaelis-  w^.^ 
born,  who,  together  with  his  aflbciates,  was  executed  at  Hamburg  in  the 
year  1402. 

Eißel,  which  is  divided  into  the  Great  and  Small,  In  the  latter  is  a 
nobleman's  feat.     Here  alfo  the  Aller  runs  into  the  Wefer. 

Borjiel,  Volker  fen,  Scharnhorjl  and  Holt  hum. 

3.  The  pariHi  of  Armfen  has  in  like  manner  no  peculiar  church  of  its 
own,  but  is  united  to  that  of  St.  Andrew  in  the  church  of  Verden.  This 
parifh  confifts  of  fix  villages.  It  takes  its  name  from  the  village  oi  Annfcn, 
and  at  Eitzcn  contains  ä  nobleman's  feat. 

4.  The  parilh  of  Lintelohe,  or  Linteln,  to  which  belong  twenty-three 
villages  and  feats.     The  church-village  here  is  called  Great-Linteln. 

5.  The  parifh  of  Wittelohe,  to  which  belong  the  villages  of  Wittelohe, 
Otter  fen  and  Stem?nern,  as  alio  the  feat  of  Graff  el.  The  two  firft  villages, 
together  with  the  feat  of  Graffel,  belang  at  prefent  to  the  royal  ftrudure- 
court  of  the  ancient  cathedral  o{  Verden,  and  formerly  the  canons  there  exer- 
cifed  thejurifdiftion  thereof. 

III.  The  prefeä:urate  or  feigniory  of  Rotenburg  conftitutes  the  greatefl 
part  of  the  dutchy,  and  confifts, 

I.  Of  the  borough  of  Rotenburg,  with  the  four  water-villages,  as  they 
are  called,  of  Worth,  Hcmsbunde,  Haßedt  and  HaJJel.  In  it  we  fhall  take 
notice  of 

Rotenburg,  a  borough,  fituate  on  the  Wümme,  into  which  the  fmall  rivers 
of  Rodau  and  Widau,  which  unite  in  the  Mill-pond,  run  here.  In  this 
place  lies  the  amt-houfe,  and  all  the  officers  alfo  refide  here.  The  caftle, 
or  houfe,  which  was  formerly  at  Rotenburg,  is  famous  in  the  hiftory  of 
this  country  :  together  with 

Luhnen,  a  royal  manor. 
-    2.  Of  the  amtfvogtey  of  Ahaufen^  whieli -confifts  of  five  villages.     In  it , 

Ahaufen  is  the  church-village. 

In  the  village  of  Stelle  is  a  nobleman's  feat. 

3.  Of  the  ämtivogtty  of  Kirchwaldjede,  confifting  of  fix  villages.     In  it 
Kirchwalfede  IS  the  chmch-v'ilhge,  and  that  in  which  alfo  is  the  refidence 

of  the  Amtvogt. 

4.  Of  the  amtfvogtey  of  Vijfe/hovede,  which  confifts  of  twenty-nine  vil- 
lages and  feats.     In  this  place  we  (Tiall  take  notice  of 

Vijfelhovede,  in  which  the  parochial-church  belonging  to  this  place  lies, 
and  which  had  formerly  ditches  and  gates,  and  obtained  of  Bifliop  ychn,  in 
the  year  1450,  town-jurifdiftion  and  certain  immunities  of  the  fame  na- 
ture with  thofe  of  burghers  of  >Ro/^/7/^z/r^,  which,  in  1493,  were  confirmed 
by  Biftiop  Berthold  and  in  1530  by  the  biihops  Chriflopher  and  Eberhard. 
In  the  year  1680  and  1703,  this  place  was  laid  wafte  by  fire.  In  it  is  a 
nobleman's  feat. 

Wittcrff, 
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Wittorff^  a  large  village,  containing  a  filial-church. 
Buchholz,  containing  a  nobleman's  feat. 

5.  Of  the  amtfvogtey  of  Schnevcrdhigai,  which  conflitutes  a  parifli. 
In  it  is 

Schnevcrdingen,  the  church-village,  in  which  lies  the  amtfvogtey  houfe, 
as  alfo  a  free  and  exempted  feat. 

Fintel,  a  large  village,  containing  a  chapel.  At  this  place  alfo  is  held  a 
fair  fourteen  days  after  Michaelmoß. 

Forty-three  villages  and  feats. 

6.  Of  the  amts-vogtey  of  Neuenkirchen:  to  which  belongs, 

1.  The  parifli  oi Netienkirchent  confiding  of  the  church-village  of  the 
fame  name,   and  alfo  of  fourteen  other  villages  and  feats. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Wolterding,  confifting  of  the  village  ofthat  name. 

7.  Of  the  amtfvogtey  o{  Scheejfel :  to  which  belongs, 

1.  The  parifli  of  ScheeJJel,  confifting  of  twenty-nine  villages  and  feats. 
In  it  is 

Scbeeffel,  or  Scheefel,  the  church-village,  in  which  is  held  two  fairs. 
Hof-Varel,  a  royal  manor. 
Veerfe,  a  nobleman's  feat. 

2.  The  parifli  of  J3rof/&d'/,  confifling  of  feven  villages  and  feats.  Among 
which  is 

Brockely  a  church-village,  in  which  is  a  nobleman's  feat. 

'Trochel-,  a  nobleman's  feat. 

Botel,  a  large  village,  containing  a  nobleman's  feat. 

8.  Of  the  amtfvogtey  of  iSo//'rww,  containing 

Soitrum,  a  church-village,  in  which  is  the  houfe  of  the  amtf-vogtcy. 
Twenty-one  villages  and  feats.

§.i.  '  I  ""HE  abbey,  or  principality,  of  Corvey  is  to  be  feen  diflindly  and 
plainly  enough  in  the  land-charts  of  the  bifliopric  of  Paderborn^ 
as  fliewn  above  in  p.  312.  This  principality  terminates,  to  the  weft:  and 
fouth,  on  the  juft  mentioned  bifliopric  of  Paderborn  ;  to  the  eaft,  is  fepa- 
rated  by  the  Wefer  from  the  dutchy  of  Brunfivick,  and  to  the  north  borders 
on  a  part  of  this  dutchy  and  the  prefefturate  of  Sivalenberg^  being  about 
three  German  miles  in  length  and  two  broad. 

§.  2.  The  tradt  on  the  Wefer  is  good  corn-land,  the  other  trads  here  are 
mountainous.     In  it  are  many  woods,  or  holts,     The  JVefer  at  this  place 

receives 
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receives  it  into  the  little  rivers  and  brooks  of  Neete^  Grove,  ScheJpe  and 
Säumer. 

§.  3.  The  BenediBine  abbey  here  was  founded  by  the  Emperor  Lewis  I. 
on  the  reprefentation  of  the  firft  abbot  thereof,  named  St.  Adelhard;  and 
as  the  firft  Monks  were  fent  for  from  the  abbey  of  Corbie  in  Picardy,  it  was 
from  thence  called  Nova  Corbcia.  Thefe  Monks  founded  the  cloyfter 
originally  at  Ertha,  on  a  barren  fpot  in  the  foreft  of  SolIi?/gcr ;  but  this  fitu- 
ation  not  pleafing  them,  they  betook  themfelves,  in  the  year  822,  to  the 
banks  of  the  Wefer,  to  the  fpot  on  which  the  cloyfter  now  ftands,  and  there 
founded  it.  In  the  year  844,  the  Emperor  Lothariiis  I.  made  a  donation  of 
the  ifland  of  Rügen  to  the  cloyfter.  In  1039  the  Emperor  Henry  III.  im- 
parted to  it  the  right  of  choofing  an  abbot,  and  in  the  year  1 147  the  cloy- 
fters  of  Kemnade  and  Visbec  were  united  to  this  foundation.  There  belonged 
to  it,  moreover,  fome  .other  cloyfters,  together  with  divers  eftates,  which 
it  gradually  loft,  as  it  did  alfo  the  former. 

§.  4.  The  abbot  of  this  place  is  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  and  at  the 
Diet  of  the  Empire  has  the  laft  place  and  voice  among  the  abbots  enjoying 
princely  dignity.  In  the  rate  of  the  Empire  he  is  affefled  at  two  horfe  and 
nine  foot,  or  monthly  at  fixty  florins  ;  but  towards  the  maintenance  of 
the  chamber-court,  for  each  term,  at  one  hundred  and  eight  rixdollars, 
twenty  kruitzers  and  a  half  At  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia,  Corvey 
fits  between  Verden  and  Stablo ;  as  abbot  too,  he  ftands  immediately  under 
the  fee  of  Rctne. 

§.  5.  This  Prince  has  his  regency  and  feudal-court.  His  revenues  amount 
to  between  30,  and  40,000  florins. 

§.  6.  The  hereditary-offices  of  this  foundation  are,  that  of  hereditary- 
marflial,  which  the  family  of  Stockhmifen  enjoys,  and  the  office  of  hereditary- 
cupbearer,  Vv'hich  that  of  Mahburg  is  pofleffed  of. 

§.  7.  This  principality  contains, 

1.  The  well-built  cloyfter  of  Corvey,  in  Latin  Corbeia  Nova,  which  is  a 
confiderable  citadel,  feated  on  the  IVefer,  in  that  part  where  the  Scbeipe  üows 
into  it.  It  has  formerly  produced  many  learned  Monks,  -according  to 
thofe  times,  who  were  far  and  near  appointed  biftiops  and  teachers,  and  who 
in  Norden,  as  alio  in  Rügen,  made  known  the  Chrißian  religion.  In  it 
St.  Vit  is  worfliipped. 

2.  The  town  o{  Höxter,  or  Hoxar,  in  hatin  Huxaria,  which  lies  hard-by 
the  cloyfter,  and  near  which  the  Grove  runs  into  the  Wejcr.  We  find  here 
a  college  of  canons,  as  alfo  two  Roma?i-C2i.\ho\ic  and  X^no  Lutheran  churches. 
The  Emperor  Leivis  conferred  this  town,  by  way  of  prefent,  on  Adelhard. 
jntheyear  1265,  the  dukes  of  Brunfwick  obtained  the  right  of  protedion 
over  it,  by  way  of  fief,  from  the  abbot,  but  with  a  refervation  to  the  latter 
of  certain  rights  j  and,  in  the  year  1547,  the  abbot  Cajpar  granted  alfo  to 
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that  high  and  princely  houfe  the  power  of  life  and  death  in  this  town,  and 
allthejuft  appendages  thereto.  In  the  year  1634,  Höxter  was  taken  by 
ftorm  by  the  Imperialijls,  and  not  only  the  garrilon,  but  alfu  mofl  of  the 
burghe.-s  and  children  pui:  to  the  fword,  infomuch  that  the  number  of  killed 
amounted  to  1500.  In  1646,  the  ^iWt-j  took  it  from  the /////»^t/^/^//;.  In 
the  year  1670,  the  burgherdiip  made  an  infurrection  againft  the  abbot, 
becaufe  their  grievances  were  not  remedied ;  on  which  Duke  Rudolph  Au- 
gußui  took  poiTeßion  of  the  town,  as  lord-protector,  with  fome  companies 
of  foldiers.  Formerly  there  were  above  1000  fubftantial  burghers  in  this 
place,  but  they  have  gradually  duniniflied  to  a  couple  of  hundred. 

Rem.  Not  far  from  Höxter^  hard-by  the  JVefer,  flood  Brunesberg,  the 
flrongefl:  caftle  of  the  ancient  Saxons,  near  which  Ckarletnagjie,  as  he 
came  hither  from  Eresburg,  beat  a  colledled  body  of  thatpcople  who  attempted 
to  prevent  his  paffage  over  the  JVefer. 

3.  Brenkbufen,  a  BenediSline  nunnery,  lying  on  the  Schelpe. 

4.  The  villages  and  manors  of  Albaxen,  Amcluexen,  Blankenau,  Bohfen^ 
Bojfeborn,  Brochußn,  Drenke,  Fiirßenau,  Galem,  Liichtri7igen,  Luthmarfe7i, 
Melgaljem.,  Otbergen,  Ovenhufen,  Sfael,  Tonenborg,  Valkcnßucht  and  V/erden. 

5.  Stadtberg,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  a  mountain,  on  the  iivcr  Di/nel, 
betwixt  the  dutchy  of  IVcßphaHa,  the  bifliopric  of  Paderborn  and  the  county 
of  Waldcck.  Near  it  anciently  flood  the  caflle  and  place  of  Heresburg, 
Eresburg,  or  Marsberg,  in  Latin  Mens  Alartis,  whicli  was  laid  wafte  by 
Charlemag?ie.  The  Cbnßian  church,  which  he  caufed  to  be  founded  oa 
this  Ipo',  was  conferred  by  the  Emperor  Lewis  on  the  abbey  of  Corvey. 
The  t  )wn  itlelf  appears  to  have  been  renewed  a  little  before  the  year  i  247, 
and  to  be  endowed  with  a  new  name.  It  formerly  contained  in  it  above  five 
hundred  houfes.  but  was  three  times  laid  waile,  and  in  the  year  1646,  for 
the  fourth  time,  roughly  handled  by  the  S-wedes  and  HeJ/ians.  In  it  is  a 
provoftfliip.  According  to  the  common  opinion,  at  this  place  fhould  have 
flood  the  idol  of  Irmenful ;  but  the  mofl  ancient  Frai^kiß  hiflorians  inform 
us,  that  Charlemagne  firfl  took  the  caftle  of  Eresburg,  and  afterwards 
advanced  with  his  whjle  armv  to  IrmenjuU  where  he  laboured  under  a 
v/ant  of  water,  till,  at  bright  midday,  a  large  quantity  of  water  ifTued  forth. 
This  account  agrees  befl  with  the  Bullerborn  in  the  bifhopric  of  Baderborn, 
of  which  we  have  already  treated. 

6.  To  this  foundation  alfo  belong  the  provoflfhips  of  the  mountain  of 
St.  'James,  in  the  bifhopric  of  Paderborn  (p.  318.)  as  alio  that  of  Meppen, 
in  the  bifliopric  of  Munßer^  ?•  328.

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The  Abbeys   of 
STABLO    and    M  A  L  M  E  D  T. 

§.  I.  npHE  territory  of  the  abbeys  o^  Stablo  ^nd  Malmedy,  or  the  princi- 
pality  of  this  name,  is  to  be  feen  diftinftly  in  the  land-charts  of  the 
bilhopric  of  Liege.     It  is  environed  by  the  dutchies  of  Liixejnburg  and  Lim- 
burg, as'alfo  by  the  blfhopric  o^  Liege. 

%.  2.  Thefe  BcnediSlir.e  abbeys  were  founded  by  St.  Remaclus  towards  the 
middle  of  the  Jcventh  century,  and  ftand  under  one  abbot,  who  is  cledlsd 
by  them  in  common,  but  for  a  long  time  pad  they  have  had  many  difputes 
among  themfelves,  as  well  on  account  of  this  eledion  as  alfo  in  general  on 
account  of  preference  ;  the  cXoy^Qx:  oi  Stablo  afluming  to  itfelf  the  primacy, 
and  alierting  that  Malmedy  is  fubjedl,  as  a  cell,  to  its  cloyfler.  On  the 
other  hand,  that  o'i  Malmedy  wants  to  be  quite  on  a  level  with  the  cloyfler 
of  Stablo.  The  difputes  which  arofe  on  this  fubjedt  betwixt  Edmund  Mar- 
tern' ■And  Jgnat,  Roderique,  are  to  be  met  with  in  authors.  The  common 
eleöion  of  a  new  abbot,  hovv^ever,  is  performed  in  the  cloyfter  of  Stablo, 
and  at  the  Imperial  inveftiture  of  the  regalia  conferred  on  the  abbot,  men- 
tion is  ufually  made  only  of  the  abbey  oi Stablo ;  generally  alfo,  in  the  title  of 
the  abbot,  the  abbey  of  Malmedy  is  left  out,  both  which  polTibly  happens 
only  for  fliortnefs,  and  the  Monks  of  the  cloyfter  of  Malmedy  peiform  the 
ufual  vow  in  the  cloyfter  of  Stablo. 

§.  3.  The  abbot  of  thefe  places  is  a  Prince  of  the  Empire  and  count  of 
Logne,  and  is  alfo  inverted  by  the  Emperor  with  the  land-fupremacy  and 
the  regalia,  as  well  on  account  of  the  principality  of  Stablo  as  likewife  on 
account  of  the  county  of  Logne.  At  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  he  fits  betvv/een 
the  princely  abbeys  of  Prüm  and  Corvey.  To  the  impolls  of  the  Empire 
he  is  rated  at  two  horfe  and  twenty-two  foot,  or  monthly  at  one  hundred 
and  twelve  fiorin3,  but  for  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-court,  for  each 
term,  at  eighty-one  rixdollars,  fourteen  kruitzers  and  a  half.  At  the  Diets 
of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia  he  is  called  over  afterthe  abbot  of  Corvey.  His 
annual  revenues  are  eflimated  at  about  24,000  florins.  The  cloyfler  of 
Stablo  belongs  to  the  fpiritual  jurifdiftion  of  the  biihop  of  Liege,  and  Mal- 
medy to  that  of  the  archbilliop  of  Cologne ;  but  the  biihop  of  Liege  has  the 
ordination  of  the  abbot. 

§.  4.  We  fhall  take  notice

fituated  on  the  river  Recht^  v/hich  falls  into  the  Ainblhe.  This  place,  as 
well  as  the  foregoing,  carries  on  a  good  trade.

§.  I.  npHE  diftricl  belonging  to  the  abbey  oi  Werden  is  feen in  the  chart 
of  the  dutchies  of  yidiers  and  Berg,  as  publifhed  by  Komami^ 
heirs.    This  diftrict  lies  in  the  county  of  the  Mark,  bordering  on  the  county 
of  Bergen  and  the  abbey  of  Ejfen. 

§.2.^  The  Benedicline  ahhey  of  Werden  was  founded  by  St.  Liidgcr,  who 
was  the  firft  bifhop  of  Miwßer,  about  the  year  778,  on  his  own  hereditary 
oround,  and  he  was  alfo  buried  therein.  In  the  ye^r  802,  the  Emperor 
Charlemagne  conferred  the  citadel  and  little  town  of  Luddinghaiijen  on  the 
foundation  of  Werden,  which,  in  the  year  1430,  inverted  the  bifliop  of 
Miinßer  therewith;  fee  above,  p.  325.  In  the  year  898,  Ziventibold, 
Kino-  of  France  and  Lorrain,  conferred  on  the  foundation  the  county  of 
Freh7iorßieim,  with  which  it  afterwards  inverted  the  counts  of  the  Mark. 
The  abbot  alfo  rtyles  himfelf  from  the  town  of  Helmfladt  in  the  dutchy  of 
Bninfwick,  which  formerly  belonged  to  this  abbey,  but  in  the  year  1489 
was  fold  by  the  abbey  to  Duke  William,  though  the  dukes  of  Brimj"ji)ick 
ftiil  receive  the  inveftiture  of  it  from  the  abbey. 

§.  3-,  The  abbot  hereof  fits  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire,  on  the  Rhenißj 
bench,  among  the  prelates  enjoying  no  princely  dignity,  and  that  between 
the  foundations  of  Bruchjal,  St.  Ulrich  and  AJra  ;  but  in  the  circle  of  Wefl- 
phalia  has  his  feat  among  the  Princes  betwixt  Stablo  and  Cornells  Miinjter. 
In  the  imports  of  the  Empire  he  is  rated  at  two  horfe  and  fix  foot,  or 
monthly  at  forty-eight  florins ;  but  to  the  chamber-court,  for  each  term, 
at  eighty-one  rixdollars,  fourteen  kruitzers  and  a  half  This  foundation 
enjoys  a  revenue  of  above  20,000  rixdollars.  The  King  of  Fri'ßa,  as 
count  of  the  Mark,  has  not  only  the  right  of  advocacy  over  this  foundation, 
but  alfo  brings  it  under  his  fupreme  territorial  power.

§.  1.  '  I  ""HE   territory  belonging  to  the  abbey  of  St.Cornelis,  or  Cornelius 
■*•     Miwjler,  is  alfo  to  be  feen  in  the  chart  of  the  dutchies  of  Juliers 
and  Berg.     It  is  furrounded  by  the  former,  the  dutchy  of  Limburg  and  the 
territory  of  the  town  of  Aix  la  Cbapelle. 

§.2.  This  BenediBi7ie  abbey  was  ereded  in  the  time  of  the  Carlovinian 
Emperors.  The  abbot  hereof  fits  at  the  Diet  of  the  Empire,  on  the 
Rbcniß:)  bench,  among  the  prelates  enjoying  no  princely  dignity,  between 
the  abbots  of  St.  George  and  St.  'Emnm-aii ;  but  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle 
of  Weßphalia  he  fits  among  the  Princes,  and  has  his  place  and  voice  be- 
tween Werde?!  and  EJe?i.  To  the  imports  of  the  Empire  he  is  rated  at 
twelve  foot,  or  monthly  at  forty-eight  florins;  but  towards  the  maintenance 
of  the  chamber-court,  for  each  term,  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-fix  rix- 
dollars,  twenty-one  kruitzers.  This  abbey  ftands  under  the  protection  of 
the  duke  of  Juli  er  s. 

§.3.  The  territory  of  this  abbey  contains, 

1.  The  cloyfler  of  St.  Cornells,  or  Cornelius  Munßer,  which  is  alfo  called 
Inden,  and  lies  on  the  river  Tient,  having  been  deftroyed  by  the  inhabitants 
oi  Aix  la  Cbapelle  in  the  year  13 10,  but  by  order  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VII. 
as  alfo  of  the  archbifhop  of  Cologne,  built  anew.  Near  it  flands  a  fmall 
town.

Rem.  The  abbot  of  this  place  difpofes  of  the  prebends  of  the  foundation 
of  Sclayen  in  the  county  of  Najnur.

§.  I.  T  N  the  frequently-mentioned  chart  of  the  dutchies  of  Julien  and 
■''■  Berg  we  alfo  find  the  territory  of  this  abbey  exhibited.     It  is  en- 
vironed by  the  county  of  the  Mark,  and  the  abbey  of  Werden,  as  alfo  by  the 
dutchies  of  Eerg  and  Clcvcs,  and  the  county  of  Recklinkhufen. 

§.  2.  This  foundation,  which  belongs  to  the  order  of  Bencdiöiines,  v/as 
founded  by  Alfrid  bifliop  of  Hiideß;eim,  in  the  year  877,  It  has  anciently 
been  endowed  with  Imperial  and  royal  immunities  and  privileges,  to  whch 
alio  belonged  the  free  right  of  eleöing  a  protestor  and  defender,  in  which 
capacity  in  the  year  1275  it  accepted  of  the  Emperor  Rudolph  I.  In  the 
year  1291  it  begun  to  confer  fuch  right  of  protecftion  on  the  counts  of 
the  Mark,  and  in  1495  hereditarily  conferred  the  faid  office  of  protedion 
and  defence  on  j'clm  II.  duke  of  Gleite  and  count  of  the  Mark,  and  on 
his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  in  lieu  of  a  yearly  proteftion-fum  of  fix  hundred  old 
gold  fchilds  or  dollars  ;  who  alfo  from  that  time  have  been  inverted  there- 
with by  every  particular  abbefs  and  their  chapter.  The  fucceffion  to  the 
countries  of  Cleve  and  the  Mark  devolving  to  Frederick  William  Eledtor 
of  Brandenburg  in  the  year  1648,  he  received  the  faid  hereditary  vogtey  for 
bimfelf  and  his  fuccclTors  in  fief,  and  gave  afTurance  by  oath  to  maintain 
all  the  points  or  articles,  contained  in  the  letter  of  hereditary  vogtey  bear- 
ing date  in  the  year  1495. 

§.  3.  The  title  of  the  abbefs  is,  by  the  grace  of  God,  We  N.N.  of  the 
imperial  free-fecular  foundation  o^  EJJe7i  abbefs,  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire 
princefs,  lady  of  jB;rv/;t'Z',  RcUi^ighaufen  2.uA  Hiickarde.  The  chapter  here 
confifts  of  princefies  and  countefi'es, '  At  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  the  foun- 
dation o^ Effen  fits  among  the  abbefies  on  xh&Rheniß:  bench  ;  but  at  the 
Diets  of  the  circle  of  Wcßphalia  among  the  princes,  and  that  after  the 
foundation  of  St.  Cornelis  Miinßer.  Towards  the  impofl  of  the  Empire  it  is 
rated  at  two  horfe  snd  thirteen  foot,  or  monthly  at  feventy-fix  florins; 
but  to  the  chamber-court,  for  each  term,  at  one  hundred  and  fixty-two 
rix-doUars,  twenty-nine  kruitzers. 

§.  4.  The  hereditary  offices  of  this  foundation  are  enjoj'ed  by  the  fol- 
lowing houfes ;  viz.  the  office  of  hereditary  marfhal,  by  the  barons  of 
Doble  ;  that  of  hereditary  fenefchal  by  the  barons  of  Fitfingbcfnzmed  Schell; 
that  of  hereditary  fewer  by  the  barons  of  Dingelen  at  Dahlhaufen  ;  and  that 
of  hereditary  chamberlain  by  the  barons  of  Schirp.

J,  The  abbey  or  cloyfler  of  Efen,  which  lies  near  the  town. 

2.  The 
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2..  The  town  of  Eßen,  in  Latin  EJJ'endia,  and  alfo  Aßndia  and  Afnidia, 
which  is  held  as  a  municipal  town  by   the   foundation  of  E/cv,  but  ccjn- 
fiders  itfelf  as  a  free  Imperial  city.     The  chamber-court  in    1670,  after  an 
expenfive  procefs   of  one  hundred  years,  examined   into   the  rights,  privi- 
leges, and  regalia  on  both  fides,  and  declared  the  abbefs  to  be  the  ordinary 
magiftrate  and   rightful  fovereign  of  the   town,  and  the  latter   as  fubjeds 
and  members  of  the  foundation,  and    direfled  them   to  due  obedience  in 
every   refpeft,  but  alfo  protedled  the  town   in  the  rights   handed  down  to 
it,  fuch  as  an  exemption  from  paying  homage  and   land-taxes    (only   that 
they  are  t>;  give  in  their  contributions  towards  the  imports  of   the  Empire 
and  Circle  to  the  abbefs)  as  alfo  all  and  fundry  the  fecular  and  political  ad- 
minifl:raii"n  in  civil  and  criminal  caufes  (referving  to  the  abbefs  the  power  of 
of  condemning  capitally,  and  likewife  pardoning  and  executing  convifts,  but 
without  the  pales  orjurifdidion  of  the  town)  together  with  the  appointing  and 
removing  of  the  council,   the  guarding  of  the  town,   its  walls,  towers,  "-ates 
and  fences,  (excepting  that  in  times  of  peace  a  free  ufe  of  the  poftern  behind 
the  abbey  is  referved  to  the  abbefs)  as  alfo  to  make  and  publifhall  manner  of 
affeflments  and  ordinances  tending  to  the  common  weal,  as  likewife  conduft 
and  fecure  paffages  for  executing  fuch  civil  matters  as  have  been  decided, 
together  with    ell,  meafure,   weight,  toll,  bell-ringing,  or  hue-and-cry,  as 
alfo  furvivance,  excile,  and  charges  in  the  town  and  its  jurifdidion,  to-^e- 
ther  with  the  right  of  gathering  together  the  burghers  and  inhabitants,   the 
holdingof  fairs,  and  of  appeals  from  the  criminal  court  to  the   council,  and 
from  the  council  to  the  Imperial  aulic-chamber,  as  alfo  for  the  prefent  the 
free  exercife  of  the  Augsburg  confefiion,  and  religion  introduced  into  their 
churches,  fchools,  and   hofpitals,  together  with   their  fpiritualties  and  re- 
venues, conformably  to  the  peace  oi  Weflphalia.     In  the  year   149^  it  en- 
tered  into  a  peculiar   contrad:  of  hereditary   vogtey  with   duke    John   of 
Cleve  and   count  of  the  Mark,  and  afterwards  at  different  times  renewed 
it,   by  virtue   of  which  it   flill  enjoys   the   King  of  Prußia  for   its  prefent 
protector  and  defender.     In   the  tov/n  is   an   immunity  and  refidence  of  a 
princely  abbey,  and  in  it  the  chancery  of  the  Prince.     Its   magiftracy  is 
Lutheran,  but  in  it  alfo  are  fome  /^ww^-w-catholic  churches,  and  a  comman- 
dery  of  i\\tTeutoiiick  order.     T\\t  gymnafium  here  is  a  common  fchool.     In 
other  refpeds  this  town  is  pretty  large,  and  alfo  a   place  of  trade.     In   it 
too  are  made  fome  good  cloths  but  the  manufadure  of  arms  here  is'  fallen

THE  Imperial  free  fecular  foundation  of  jSt?«t'^/^/«t':f,  named  T/6(?r«, 
flands  in  the  bifliopric  of  Liege  and  county  of  Hoorn  on  the  Ttter- 
Beck,  which  not  far  from  hence  falls  into  the  Maafz.  This  abbey  was 
erected  about  the  year  i coo.  At  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  it  fits  on  the 
Rhenijh  bench  among  the  prelates  enjoying  no  princely  dignity,  notwith- 
flanding  which  the  title  of  princely  is  conferred  on  it,  and  at  the  Diets  of 
the  circle  of  Wejlphalia  it  holds  alfo  the  rank  of  a  Prince,  fitting  after 
the  foundation  of  EJfen.  Its  Imperial  evaluation  is  one  horfe  or  twelve 
florins,  but  its  chamber  terms  are  not  current ;  its  immediacy  or  indepen- 
dency being  difputed  by  the  regency  of  Gelders.  The  chapter  here  confifts 
of  princefTes  and  countefles. 


The  Abbey  of 
HERFORD. 

§.  I.  '"p^HE  Imperial  free  fecular  foundation  of  Herjord,  or  Hervorden, 
■*-  lies  in  the  town  of  that  name,  which  occurs  beneath  under  the 
county  of  Ravensberg,  in  what  is  called  the  hmiimity.  According  to  the 
opinion  of  fome  this  abbey  was  ereded  in  the  year  789,  but  according  to 
that  of  others  in  790,  and  after  its  demolition  by  the  heathens  rebuilt  again 
in  the  year  820,  It  ftood  originally  at  Mudefihorß,  in  the  prefedurate  of 
Sparenbergy  and  before  the  Reformation,  was  of  the  Benedictine  order,  at 
which  time  it  had  the  abbot  of  Corcey  for  its  provifor  and  patron,  and  the 
archbifhop  of  Cologne  for  confervator.  Under  the  abbefs  Afine,  countefs  of 
Limburg,  was  completed  its  reformation. 

§.  2.  Its  privileges,  immunities,  and  fecular  fupremacy  it  obtained  of 
Pope  Adrian  in  the  year  1 1 01,  as  alfo  of  the  Emperors  Lewis  I.  and  Conradll. 
in  the  year  1147,  and  likewife  of  the  Empire,  and  is  poffefled  of  the  princely 
dignity.  As  at  that  time  fo  the  abbefs  is  alfo  ftill  ftiled  by  the  Emperor  a 
princefs  and  prelatefs  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire.  At  the  Diet  thereof  flie 
fits  among  the  abbeffes  on  the  Rhenißi  bench,  and  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle 
of  Weßphalia,  as  the  laft  among  the  abbeifes,  betwixt  thofe  of  Thorn  and 
Nafau,     Its  Imperial  evaluation  is  rated  at  two  foot,  or  monthly  at  eight 

florins, 
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florins,  and  to  the  aulic-chamber  it  is  taxed  for  each  term  at  eighty-one 
rix-dollars,  fourteen  kruitzers  and  a  half.  This  foundation  is  Lutheran^ 
and  the  chapter  here  confifts  of  a  female  deacon,  a  female  churciiwarden, 
and  a  number  of  canoneffes  of  the  State  of  princefTes  and  countefles, 
of  whom  the  abbefs  may  receive  any  number  flie  pleafes.  To  thefe,  ex- 
cUifive  of  four  canons  and  capitulars  of  noble  as  well  as  of  burgherly 
eftate,  are  to  be  added  two  deacons,  as  alfo  fome  vicars  and  beneficiates. 

§.3.  On  the  mountains  oppofite  to  Herford,  at  about  fix  hundred  paces 
diftance  from  the  town,  (lands  the  collegiate-church  of  St.  Mary,  which 
the  abbefs  Godefta  ereded  in  the  eleventh  century,  or  at  leaft  contributed 
greatly  thereto.  This  noble,  free,  fecular  under-foundation  confifts  of  a 
female  dean  and  provoft,  as  alfo  of  a  female  church-warden,  and  nine  other 
foundation-ladies  of  noble  birth,  the  fuperiors  of  whom  are  the  feveral 
abbeffes  of  the  above  defcribed  foundation,  who  difpofe  of  all  prebends, 
and  nominate  the  churchwardens. 

§.  4.  The  abbefs  Johanna  Charlotta,  princefs  dowager  of  Prußa  and 
marggravefs  of  Brandenburg-Sivet,  who  was  alfo  born  princefs  of  Anhalty 
•eredled  an  order  at  this  place  in  the  year  1729.  The  crofs  is  carried  here 
at  a  fcarlet  ribbon,  bordered  with  narrow  filver,  hanging  from  the  right 
flioulder  down  to  the  left  fide.  On  one  fide  of  it  ftands  the  Virgin  Mary 
with  the  child  'Jefus,  and  the  infcription,  Meminiffe  &  imitari ;  on  the 
other  is  the  name  of  the  abbefs.  The  canoneffes  bear  alfo  a  liar  on 
their  left  breafi:,  in  which  is  reprefented  the  Virgin  with  the  child 
"Jefus.  The  office  and  foundation-ladies  of  the  under  foundation  wear  the 
figji  of  the  order,  together  with  the  flar  on  their  left  breafi. 

§.  5.  The  foundation  of  Herford  has  a  confiderable  feudal  feat  of  its 
own,  and  in  different  places  the  fupplying  pariflies,  as  namely  at  Herford, 
Bunde,  Rodinghaufen,  Dornberg,  Hiddenhaiifen,  Steinbagen,  Exter,  Len- 
gerke.  Linen,  Schonenholzhaufen,  Rhene,  Schoppingen,  and  Wetterhigen,  as 
alfo  at  Ippenbuhren.  All  thefe  are  fold,  or  in  the  ufual  phrafe,  a  certain 
fum  is  given  for  the  invefliture  of  the  acres  belonging  thereto.  According 
therefore  to  the  number  of  deaths  in  both  foundations  fo  the  revenues  of 
the  abbefs  are  greater  or  lefs.  In  general  they  are  eftimated  at  about  6000 
rixdollars  yearly.  The  revenues  of  the  canonefles  are  but  fmall.  The 
rights  and  incomes  of  the  abbey  are  taken  care  of  by  a  chancery-dired:or 
and  two  counfellors,  before  whom  all  ecclefiaftical,  civil,  feudal,  and  oeco- 
nomical  matters  come.

'  H  E  dutchy  of  C/?^r,  together  with  the  dutchies  of  "Julien  and  Berg^ 
and  the  county  of  the  Mark,  are  reprefcnted  on  one  chart,  fuch  as 
Viffcher,  Schenk,  "JaHlot,  De  IVitt,  Sa7iJon,  and  others  have  publilhed. 
liomanni  heirs  publilhed  yaillot's  chart  with  enlargements  and  improve- 
ments, and  this  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  conftitutes  the  one  hundred  and 
ninth.  Of  Clcve  and  Ra'venßem,  P.  Schenk  and  G.  Valk  pubhfhed  a  parti- 
cular chart,  and  the  fame  perfons  have  alfo  publiihed  particular  charts  as 
well  of  the  dutchy  of  Berg  and  the  county  of  the  Mark,  as  alfo  of  the 
counties  of  the  Mark  and  Ravensberg.  Detmar  Mulfjerr,  probably  in  the 
firft  half  of  the  feventeenth  century,  delineated  charts  of  the  counties 
of  the  Mark  and  Dortmund,  which  were  intended  for  that  unfiniflied 
hiflory  of  the  county  of  the  Mark  begun  by  him  and  Camel  Meines,  The 
firft  of  thefe  charts  was  aftually  engraven. 


The   Dutchy    of 
C  L  E  F  E. 

§.  i.npHIS  dutchy  terminates  to  the  eaft  on  the  bifhopric  of  Munfler 
■^  and  the  county  of  Recklingbaufen  which  belongs  to  the  Eledlor 
of  Cokgn  ;  to  the  fouth  on  the  abbey  of  EJJen,  the  dutchy  of  Berg,  the  prin- 
cipality of  Mors,  a  feparated  part  of  the  archbiHiopric  of  Cologn,  and  on 
Prußan  Gelders ;  to  the  weft  on  Brabant  and  Gelders  j  and  to  the  north 
alfo  on  Gelders  and  Mimßer,  It  is  fixteen  hours  long,  and  between  four 
and  five  broad. 

§.  2.  The  air  here  is  found,  and  the  weather  very  moderate.  This 
dutchy  has  high  lands  all  through  it,  and  low  bottoms  >  the  former  of  thefe 
are  furniftied  as  well  with  arable  land  as  holts  and  bufhes ;  the  latter,  parti- 
cularly towards  the  Rinne,  are  on  both  fides  fenced  with  ftout  dams  called 
Bannteiche,  exclufive  of  which  there  are  alfo  in  it  what  are  called  funrimer- 
dams,  which  fcreen  the  fat  meadows,  paftures,  and  fields  lying  towards  the 

river 
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river  againft  the  fummer-water,  to  the  heighths  of  betwixt  eleven  and  fix- 
teen  feet.  The  chief  infpedtion  of  thefe  dykes  is  vefted  in  the  fupreme 
dyke-infpedor  appointed  by  the  King,  under  the  diredion  of  the  war  and 
domain  chamber  at  Cleve.  Tliis  country  abounds  alfo  in  corn,  fruits,  and 
all  manner  of  plants.  Jn  it  too  are  very  fat  meadows,  whence  alfo  its  breed 
of  horned  cattle  and  horfes  is  confiderahle.  In  general  the  country  is  well 
cultivated,  and  contains  many  delightful  fpots,  particularly  near  the  town 
of  Cleve.  All  kinds  of  game  are  in  plenty  here,  in  particular  on  the  weft 
fide  of  the  Rhine.  This  river  divides  the  country  into  the  eafi:ern  and  weflern 
parts,  in  it  receiving  the  rivers  of  Roer  or  Ruhr,  the  Emfer,  and  the  Lippe. 
The  Maafz  touches  alfo  on  a  part  of  the  dutchy,  and  at  Genneperhaui 
receives  into  it  the  river  Niers,  which  comes  out  of  Priiffiatt  Gelders  and 
waters  two  towns  belonging  to  this  dutchy.  The  old  Tffel,  or  IJfel,  iflucs 
out  of  the  bilhopric  of  Munßer,  and  having  traverfed  a  part  of  the  dutchy 
of  Cleve,  enters  next  into  GeUers.  All  thefe  rivers  abound  pretty  much 
in  fifii,  and  the  falmon,  pike,  and  carp  of  the  Rhine  are  particularly  in 
great  requeft. 

§.  3.  In  this  dutchy  are  twenty-four  towns  and  three  immunities,  or 
Municipia.  The  Land-flates  here,  having  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land- 
diets,  are  the  nobility  and  towns,  as  namely  the  towns  of  Cleve,  Wejd, 
Embrich,  Calcar,  Duisburg,  Xanten,  and  Rees. 

§.  4.  The  inhabitants  are  for  the  moft  part  addided  to  the  Roman-czlhoX\c 
church,  but  the  reformed  alfo,  together  with  the  Lutherans,  the  Manno- 
nites  and  "Jenas  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  their  religion  here.  Exclufive  too 
of  the  fix  collegiate  churches,  and  the  two  commanderies  of  the  Teutonick 
order,  as  alfo  one  commendatn  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  John,  together 
with  the  abbeys  of  Elten  and  Hamborn,  in  it  alfo  are  feventeen  monafteries 
and  about  thirty  nunneries. 

§.  5.  The  inhabitants  of  this  country  are  fond  of  freedom  and  trade,  the 
latter  of  which  is  greatly  promoted  by  means  of  the  navigation  on  the 
Rbifie  and  Maajz. 

§.  6.  The  hiftory  of  the  firft  counts  of  Cleve  is  obfcure,  uncertain,  and 
in  part  alfo  fabulous.  They  were  at  the  fame  time  counts  of  Teijltrbant. 
Count  Lewis  was  the  laft  who  ruled  both  counties,  and  as  his  brother 
Eberhard  propagated  the  counts  of  Cleve,  fo  Robert  the  other  brother  com- 
menced the  fucceeding  counts  ci'Teifterbant.  The  death  of  count  Eberhard 
of  Cleve  who  conftituted  the  ninth  count,  is  placed  in  the  j'ear  835.  John, 
the  laft  count  of  this  race,  died  in  136S,  and  Margaret,  daughter  to  his 
elder  brother  Frederick,  married  Adolphus  V.  count  of  the  Mark,  who 
thereby  arrived  to  be  count  alfo  of  Cleve.  His  fon  Adolphus  was  the  firft 
duke  of  Cleve,  to  which  the  Emperor  Sigifmund  raifed  him  in  the  year 
1417  at  Coftanz,  and  at  the  fame  time  ereded  the  county  of  Chve  into 
a  dutchy.     John  III.  duke  of  Cleve  and  count  of  the  Mark,  was  likewife 
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duke  of  JuUers  and  Berg.     His  fon  and  fucccflbr   William  XII.   or   XIV. 
inherited   alfo   the   dutchy  of  Gclders,  and  in  the  year  1538   took  aftual 
pofielfion  thereof;  but  in  1543  was  obliged  to  cede  it  again  to  the  Emperor 
Charles  V.     After  the  death  of  the   lad   duke  John  William,   which  hap- 
pened in  the  year  1609,  feveral  Princes  laid  claim  to  the  countries  he  left 
behind  him,  as  namely  thofe  of  Jiiliers,  Cleve,  Berg,  Mark,  Ravensberg,  Ra- 
'oenftein,  the  Winnenthal,  and  Breßieland.     In  this  place  we  are  only  to  take 
notice  of  the  moft  important.     The   houfe  of  Saxony  founded   its  claim 
partly  on  an  obtained  exfpedancy,  or  wholly  on  an  Imperial  inveftiture  of 
thefe  lands,  and  likewife  partly  alfo  on  the  marriage  oF  the  Eledtor  "^ohn 
Frederick  of  Saxony  with  Sibylla  princefs  to  Duke  John  III.  of  Juliers  and 
Cleve.     Another  chief  claim  was  made  by  thofe  houfes,  which,  were  de- 
fcendcd  from  Duke  William  XII.  or  XIV.   whofe   eldeft   daughter,  Maria 
Elconorn,  was  confort  to  Alhrecht  Frederick  marggrave  of  Brandenburg  and 
duke  of  Brußia,  (but  who  died  a  little  before  her  brother  Duke  John  Wil- 
liam) from  which  marriage  fprung  the  princefs  Anna  confort  to  'John  Sigif- 
2wWEledlorof  Brandenburg;  Anna  the  fecond  fifler  was  married  to  Philip- 
Lewis  pfalzgrave  of  Neuburg  ;  Magdalene  the  third  to  John  I.   of  Deux- 
ponts,  and  the  fifth  named  Sibylla  to  Charles  of  Biirgau.     Thefe  houfes  Hood 
a^ainft  Saxony  for  one  man,  but  they  again  divided  themfelves  into  feveral 
parties,  of  which  the  houfes  of  Pnißa  or  Brandenburg   and  the   palatinate 
are   principally    to  be  remarked.     The  difpute  ftood  thus.     i.  Whether 
Saxony  or  the  fifters  of  the  laft  duke  iliould   fucceed  to  the  countries  left 
behind  ?  2.  Whether  of  the  four  lifters  the  eldeft  alone  or  all  four  together 
Ihould  inherit  at  the  fame  time?  And  3.  Which  of  thefe,  namely  whether 
the  confort  of  Brandenburg  or  Neuburg  was  to  be  deemed  the  eldeft  ?  John 
Sis:ifmund  Eleftor  of  Brandenburg,  on  the  death  of  John  William,  took  po- 
fefiion  of  the  controverted  countries,  and  upon  that  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Pfalzgrave  Wolfgajig  Williarn  at  DorUnund  in  the  year  1 609, 
by  virtue  of  which  both  parties  confented  to  behave  friendly  to  each  other 
till  a  further  amicable  or  judicial  iffue  of  the  matter,  and  to  adminifter  thefe 
countries.     In  the  year   1624  was   made  an  agreement  at   DuJJeldorf  by 
virtue  of  which  the  Eledlor  of  Brandenburg  obtained  the  dutchy  of  Cleve, 
(the  countries  of  Ifelburg  and  Winnekendonk  excepted)  together   with   the 
counties   of  the   Mark  and  Ravensburg,  as  alio  the  prefedturate  of  Windek 
in  the  dutchy  of  Berg :  on  the  contrary,  the  PJlaz  or  palatine  of  Neuburg 
acquired  Juliers,  Berg,  Ravenjlein,  and  the  two  above-mentioned   places 
beIoiip;'n!f  to  Cleve.     The  fame  agreement  was  repeated  in  the  year    1629 
with  luirfe  alterations,  and  in  1630,  fo  far  altered  that  the  Eledor  of  Bran- 
denbur^  retained   the  dutchy  of  Cleve  and    the  county  of  the  Mark;  and 
the  palatine   of  Neuburg,  Juliers,  Berg,  Ravenjlein,  and   Breßefand;  Ra- 
vensberg  remaining  in  common  betwixt  them.     At  length  the  Eledor  Fr^- 
derick  William  in  ihQ  y^AT  1666  concluded  an  hereditary  agreement  with 
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the  pfalzgrave  Philip  William,  by  virtue  of  which  the  Eledlor  and  his  fiic- 
ceilors  were  to  remain  in  the  complete  and  quiet  poflelfion  of  the  dutchy 
of  Clenic  as  alfo  of  both  the  counties  of  the  Mark  and  Rave?7sberg  :  on  the 
other  hand,  the  pfalzgrave  and  his  fucceffors  were  to  retain  in  the  fame 
manner  the  datchies  oi  "Julien  and  Berg,  together  with  the  feigniorics  of 
the  JVimtenthal,  and  Breskefand.  But  notwithftanding  this,  that  all  thefe 
countries  fliould  remain  united  in  one  conilant  league,  and  as  well  the 
Eledlor  as  the  Prince  and  their  fucccflbrs  bear  the  title  and  arms  of  all  the 
feveral  countries :  The  claims  of  both  houfes  to  the  feigniory  of  Ravenßcin 
to  be  referred  to  a  compromife.  This  agreement  was  confirmed  in  1678 
by  the  Emperor  Leopold. 

§.  7.  Various  are  the  opinions  relating  to  the  arms  of  Ck'üe.  Some 
think  it  moft  probable  that  they  bear  eight  royal  fceptres  which  are  united 
in  one   Imall   ßiield  containing   a  round  ring,  in  a  field  purple, 

§.  8.  The  voice  of  Juliers,  Cleve,  and  Berg,  in  the  council  of  the 
Princes  of  the  Empire  has  been  dormant  ever  fince  the  death  of  Duke 
yohn  PVdliam.  In  the  circle  of  Weßphalia,  the  Electors  of  Brandenburg 
and  the  Palatine  as  Dukes  oi  Cleve,  Jidiers,  and  Berg,  bear  alternately  the 
Condiredioriiim,  or  office  of  fending  the  circular  letters  to  fummon 
the  States  to  vote^  but  in  the  DireSicrium  have  but  one  voice  betwixt 
them.  To  the  Imperial  taxes  the  E!e6lor  oi  Brandenburg,  on  account  of 
Cleve  and  the  Mark,  is  to  pay  monthly  1066  florins,  and  on  account  of 
Ravensberg  142  florins  t^-,  but  to  the  aullc-chamber,  for  each  term,  fix 
hundred  and  feventy-fix.  rixdollars  twenty-fix  kruitzers  and  +-. 

§.  9.  In  the  town  of  Cleve  refides  the  royal  regency,  which  is  appointed 
over  the  dutchy  of  Cleve  and  the  county  of  the  Mark,  and  to  which  alfo 
in  1749  the  ancient  aulic  judicatory  was  united,  and  in  it  too  every  month 
a  conliftory  is  held,  infomuch  that  this  high  college  regulates  all  matters 
relating  to  limits,  fupremacy,  fiefs,  and  church  and  ftate  matters.  Ap- 
peals alfo  lie  to  it  from  all  the  other  courts.  The  war  and  domain  chamber 
of  Cleve,  Mors,  and  the  Mark  take  cognizance  of  all  matters  relative  to 
oeconomy,  forefls,  hunting,  toll,  contribution,  excife,  fait,  mines,  policy,, 
and  war.  Under  it  ftunds  the  provincial  council,  eflabliflied  in  the  year 
1753,  which  in  the  three  circles  of  the  dutchy  ereöed  at  that  time, 
namely  in  the  circles  of  Cleve,  Wcjel  and  Emmerich,  regulate  all  matters 
relating  to  the  police;  but  civil  and  criminal  matters  are,  inflead  of  the 
ancient  judges  of  the  prefedurates,  adminiftered  by  the  provincial  judica- 
tories appointed  in  the  year  1753  at  Cleve,  Xanten,  Wefel,  and  Dinjiacken, 
and  to  thefe  the  fuSj^ds  of  the  adjoining  prefedurates  are  referred. 
However  both  the  judges  of  the  immunities  of  the  nobles,  as  alfo  the 
offices  of  the  royal  jurudiction  at  Duisburg,  Schermbeck,  Rees,  Embrich, 
Sevenaer  and  Huijfen  remain  in  their  former  (late.  The  towns  here  have 
a  magiflracy  of  their  own. 

§.  10.  The 
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§.  10.  The  yearly  revenues  arifing  to  the  King  of  Praßa  from  the  cham- 
ber-eftates  or  domains  of  Clfve  and  the  Mark,  are  eftiniatcd  at  about 
356,000  rixdollars,  and  the  fum  which  from  Cleie,  the  Mark  and  Mors 
goes  to  the  vvar-cheft,  at  about  340,000. 

§.  II.  In  the  more  accurate  defcription  of  this  country,  I  fliall  firft 
treat  of  the  land  or  provincial  judicatories  here,  together  with  the  towns 
and  prefeäuratcs  belonging  thereto,  next  of  the  prefefturates  of  the  royal 
jurifdidion,  which  continue  in  their  ancient  ftate,  and  laftly  of  the  other 
jurifdilftions  and  fovereigntics.  Neverthelefs  I  fhall  adduce  as  it  were  by 
the  bye  at  the  fame  time  the  three  circles.  Thus  we  treat  of 
I.  The  four  provincial  judicatories. 

I.  The  land-judicatory  of  Cleve  belongs  to  the  circle  of  Cleve.  Under 
it  fland. 

1.  The  following  towns :  namely 

Cleve,  in  Latin   Clivia,  the   capital  of  the  country,  and  which   has  its 
name  from  hence,  viz..  that  both  the  ancient  citadel  of  Sclywanejiburg  and 
the  town   itfelf  is  built  on    a  declivity.     At  the   provincial  Diet  it  enjoys 
both  feat   and   voice,  is  the  refidence  of  the  regency,  the  feat  of  the  war 
and  domain  chamber,  as  alfo  of  a   provincial  judicatory,  and  the  pupil  or 
ward-college  of  Cleve  and  the  Mark,  and  likewife  of  a  collegium  medicum 
provijiciale,  the  upper  tax-cheil,  the  land-exchequer,  the  upper  falt-chefl, 
and  a  mint,  and   contains  alfo  a  German  reformed,  a   French,  a  Lutheran 
and   a  Menonite  church,  together  with    a  gymna/iiim  belonging  to  the  re- 
formed, and  a  Popifli  collegiate-church,  which  was  firft  founded  in  the  year 
1334  at  Afö7?/fr^^rg-,  but  in  1341  removed  hither  5  as  alfo  two  monofteries 
and  a  nunnery.     The  town  itfelf  is  pretty  large  and  well  built.     In  it  ia 
the  year  1755  a  filk-manufadure  was  eredled.     The  circumjacent  tradt  is 
pleafant,  and  before  the  gates  are  avenues  for  walking.     From  this   place 
leads  a  canal  called   the  Ker;ni/ihal,  which  runs   into   the   Rhine.      In    the 
great  hall  of  the  above-mentioned  citadel  is  an  old  infcription,  according 
to  which  it  appears  that  Caius  Julius  Cafar,  didlator,  in  the  year  698  from 
the  building  of  the  city  oi  Rome,  having  firft  made  himfelf  mailer  of  thefe 
countries,  founded  the  citadel  of  Cleve.     In  the  years  1372  and  1528  this 
town  fuffered  by  a  great  fire. 

In  the  King's  park  near  it  lies  a  medicinal  fpring,  and  at  about  half  an 
hour's  diftance  from  the  town  is  a  pleafant  wood  named  Berg  and  the 
y/W,  in  which  is  a  pheafantry,  together  with  a  houfe,  and  the  monument  of 
Prince  Maurice  of  Naßau,  who  was  formerly  ftadtholder  of  this  place. 

Calcar,  a  town,  having  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  provincial  Diet.  This 
place  contains  in  it  one  parifh-church  and  a  monaftery  of  Dominicans.  In 
the  years  1409  and  1647  it  fuffered  much  by  fire.  In  1598  it  was  taken 
by  the  Spaniards,  in  1639  taken  and  fortified  by  the  Imperialifts,  but  in 
1640  furprifed  and  occupied  by  the  Heßans,  and  in  1645  ftripped  of  its 
fortifications.  -  Griethaufen, 
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Griethaufen,  about  the  year  136 1  raifed  to  a  town. 

Crancnburg  a  fmall  town,  mortgaged  in  the  year  1290  by  the  Emperor 
Rudolph  I.  to  Count  Frederick  VIII.  of  Cleve,  and  which  obtained  its  prin- 
cipal immunities  in  1340  of  Count  72'i'o^/or/V/^  IX.  but  was  firft  environed 
with  walls  in  the  year  I4i4by  Tiuke  Adolph,  which  were  further  ftrength- 
ened  in  1417-  The  Roman-CA\ho\\c  collegiate  church  here  was  originally 
founded  at  Zyflich  in  the  year  1002,  and  in  1436  removed  hither. 

Gennep,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  Niers,  which  not  far  from 
hence,  namely  near  Germeperbuys,  in  which  formerly  flood  a  flrong  fconce, 
falls  into  the  Maajz.  This  place  was  anciently  a  lordlhip,  of  which  Duke 
Adolph  in  the  year  1426  obtained  ihe  firft  half  hereditarily,  together  with 
all  jurifdidlions,  having  in  the  battle  in  the  C/fy^r/jo/.v  taken  prifoner  ys/;« 
of  Hinsberg,  who  gave  the  half  of  this  place  for  his  ranfom.  The  other 
half  was  purchafed  by  the  duke  in  the  year  1441  for  70,000  florins 
of  the  brothers  Gisberi  and  Reinhard  of  Brederode. 

Udem,  in  Latin  Vdenheimium,  a  fmall  town,  feated  in  a  tra6t  very  fertile 
in  corn,  and  which  in  the  year  1347  vvas  furrounded  with  a  wall,  and  ia 
1359  provided  with  privileges,  which  privileges  in  1368  were  confirmed 
and  enlarged.  In  it  is  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St. 
Augußine,  founded  in  the  year  1456.  This  town  fuffered  much  in  times 
of  war,  as  namely  in  the  years  1466,  1467,  1468,  1469,  1604,  and 
1635,  and  was  alfo  burnt  down  in  1617  and  1685. 

Goch,  feated  on  the  river  Niers,  was  in  the  year  1291  environed  with 
walls,  and  credted  into  a  town.  This  place  belonged  anciently  to  the 
dukes  o{  Gelders,  and  together  with  that  dutchy  defcended  to  Duke  Charles 
oi  Burgundy,  who  ceded  this  town  in  the  year  1473  to  his  faithful  con- 
federate Duke  yobn  of  Cleve,  and  with  it  the  fupeiiority  of  the  country. 
In  the  year  1 517  it  fuffered  by  fire.  In  the  town  is  a  caftle  belonging  to  the 
family  of  Windofski. 

Griety  which  was  raifed  to  a  town  in  the  year  1250,  and  lies  on  the 
Rhine.     In    15 17  this  litde  town  fuffered  by  fire. 

2.  the  following  prefedurates :  viz. 

1.  The  prefeöurate  of  Cleve.     To  which  belong 

The  p^Lviihes  of  Hou,  Mater  born,  Rindern,  and  DonsSn/gge ;  as  alfo 
The  eftate  of  Gnadenthal  in  which  the  cloyfter  of  Udcm  continued  for 
fome  time. 

2.  The  prefedturate  of  Cleverhain,  in  Latin  Saltiis,  or  Silva  Cleven- 
ßs,  in  which  prefedurate,  in  the  year  1397,  Duke  Adolph  I.  defeated  Duke 

William  of  Berg.     To  it  belong 

The  parKhes  of  Warbeyen,  Brunen,  Kellen,  in  Latin  Colonia^  and  ^al- 
biiig ;  together  with 

The  eftates  of  Howelwick,  Schmithaufen,  Rofendahl,  and  Rißvick  ;  as  alfo 
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The  jurifdidion  of  Huisberdcn,  the  right  of  jurifdidlon  belonging  to 
which  is  fiipprefled,  whence  it  ftands  at  picfcnt  under  the  land-judicatory. 
This  place  contains  in  it  the  parifh  of  Huisberdcn  and  the  houl'e  of  Eyl. 

3.  The  prefcäurate  of  Calcar,  containing 

The  pariflies  of  Old-Calcar  and  Haudzelaer,  JViß^licard  and  Vynen,  as 
alfo  Obermormtcr.  The  two  lafl  helong  to  the  land-judicatory  of  Xanten. 
In  this  prefedurate  likewile  are

8.  The  prefedurate  of  Goch  contains  in  it  the  parifhes  of  A?//«;;;,  Berg, 
and  Gocherheyde.

Xanten,  in  Latin  Santena,  a  fmall  town,  having  both  feat  and  voice  at 
the  Land-diet.  This  place  anciently  belonged  to  the  archbilbop  of  Cologn, 
and  in  the  year  1228  obtained  its  firft  town-privileges  of  the  2.rchh\iho^  Henry 
of  Molenark,  and  in  1380  was  even  fortified.  In  the  year  1392  one  half  of 
it  came,  and  in  1449  alfo  the  fecond,  to  the  country  of  Cleve.  We  find  here 
one  collegiate-church,  together  with  a  nunnery  and  a  charter-houfe.  In  this 
town  once  was  a  Roman-czXhoWc  feminary. 

Sombeck,  in  the  year  1320  raifed  to  a  town.  The  citadel  here  was  caufed 
to  be  ereded  by  Duke  Adolph  I.  Clofe  by  the  wall  of  the  town  lies  a  nun- 
nery.   In  the  years  15 17  and  1604  this  place  was  laid  wafte  by  fire. 

Kervendo?2k,  a  fmall  town,  containing  the  houfe  of  Korvenheim. 

Buderich,  or  Biirich,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  RJjifie,  oppofite  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Ltppe,  and  which  obtained  its  privileges  in  the  year  1366. 
In  it  is  a  cloyfter.  2.  The 
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2.  The  following  prefedurates,  viz.

3.  The  prefedarate  of  WiNNECKENDONK,  containing  the  pariflies  of 
Winneckendonk  and  Capellen  (one  half  of  the  latter  of  which  belongs  to  Gelders) 
alfo  the  eftate  of  Winkel. 

4.  The  prefedturate  of  Kervendonk,  confifting  of  feveral  fingle  feats, 
which  are  all  united  with  the  pariflies  of  Kervendonk  and  Winnedicjidonk,  and

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Buderich,  containing  the  pariflies  of  Äif^mtÄ 
and  Wallach.

3.  The  land-judicatory,  or  jurifdidion  of  Wefel,  in  the  circle  of /iT^y^/. 
Under  it  ftands 

I .  The  town  of  Wefel. 

WefeU  in  Latin  Pefalia,  the  largeft  town  of  this  dutchy,  and  a  ftrong 
fort,  lies  on  the  Rhine,  in  that  part  where  it  receives  the  Lippe.  This  town 
appears  to  have  been  only  a  village  about  the  year  1 125,  at  which  time  a 
nunnery  of  Pr^;«wy?rö^^«yjj  was  ereded  oppofite  to  it,  and  caWed  Averdorff". 

This  village,  on  account  of  its  commodious  fituation,  became  gradually 
enlarged  for  trade  and  navigation,  and  at  length  arrived  to  be  a  town.  It 
was  originally  an  Imperial  city,  but  in  the  year  1241  was  made  a  prefent  of 
by  the  Roman  King  Henry  VI.  who  in  the  abfence  of  his  hthev  Frederick  II. 
was  adminiftrator,  or  vicar  of  the  Empire,  to  'Tbeodcrick  VI.  lord  of  the  Im- 
perial lordfliip  of  Dinjlakcn,  eldeft  fon  to  Thcodorick,  vi'ho  in  this  year  and 
in  1252  conferred  on  it  all  manner  of  privileges.  In  the  year  1290  the 
Emperor  T^^/ß'o^/' conferred  it  on  TlvodorickYUI.  count  of  Cleve,  on  his 
marriage  with  Margaret,  daughter  to  his  brother  Eberhard,  and  though 
afterwards  the  Empire  laid  claim  to  it,  and  though  numbered  alfo  in  1495 
at  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  held  at  Worms  among  the  cities  of  the  Empire  ; 
yet  this  happened  with  the  oppofition  of  the  duke  o^  Cleve,  as  fovereign,  and 
the  town  has  always  continued  a  Land-ftate.  WcJ'el  was  one  of  the  Hanfe 
towns.  In  the  year  1354  it  was  almoft  wholly  confumed  by  fire.  In 
1586  it  was  roughly  handled  by  the  duke  of  Parma.  In  1614  it  was 
taken  by  the  Spaniards;  but  in   1629  came  again  under  the  power  of  its 
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fovereign.  Exclufive  of  the  churches  of  the  Proteftants,  Luther  am,  and 
i^owrt/z-catholics,  we  find  here  ahb  a  Proteftant  gymiaßun,  three  monr- 
Aeries,  the  foundation  for  ladies  called  Avcrdorff,  or  Obcrdorff^  tlie  fema'e 
capitularian?,  which  have  no  fixed  refidence,  and  are  for  the  mofl:  part 
hutheram;  a  commcndam  of  the  order  of  St.  'John  and  the  houfe  oi  Wihick, 
belonging  to  a  baron  of  V/ilich.  This  tov/n  has  feat  and  voice  at  the  pro- 
vincial Diet. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Wesel  and  Brunen  confiding  of  twa  pariflies. 
In  it  alfo  lies  the  houfe  of  Venninghaufcn. 

PvCm.  According  to  the  opinion  of  fome  learned  men,  Fellcda,  the  cele- 
brated Princefs  of  the  BniSleri,  who  after  her  deadi  was  wor{l;)ipped  as  a 
goddefs,  had  her  feat,  if  not  at  Wefel  itfelf,  at  leafl  in  the  neighbourhood, 
either  at  Avcrdorff,  or  at  Spelkn.  Others,  however,  place  her  refidence 
farther  up  on  the  Lippe. 

4.  The  jurifdidion  of  £)/;?/Z;;/J^;z  lies  in  the  circle  of  JVefeL  Under  it 
(land, 

1.  The  following  towns :  Namely, 

Dinjlakcn,  a  fmall  town,  which  was  formerly  the  capital  of  an  Imperial 
lordlbip,  and  had  lords  of  its  own;  but  in  the  year  1220,  with  confent  of 
the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  was  incorporated  into  the  country  of  Cleve^  and 
afterwards  at  different  times  granted  to  the  youngeft  fons  of  the  counts  and 
dukes  as  a  place  of  refidence. 

Or  joy,  or  Orfaio,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  which  fo  early' 
as  the  fourteenth  century  belonged  to  the  country  of  Cleve,  its  privileges 
being  confirmed  in  the  year  1351  by  Count  John. 

Holt,  ot  Holten,  a  little  town,  containing  an  ancient  citadel.  In  the  year 
'335'  Count  Jdolphus  of  the  Mark  ceded  the  fort  and  town  oi  Holt  to 
Count  Thcodorick  of  Cleve,  receiving  it  again  of  him  as  a  male-fief. 

Ruhrort,  a  fmall  place,  was  by  'Dxike  jldolphusl.  created  a  town.  Neir 
it  the  Roer,  or  Ruhr,  runs  into  the  Rhine;  and  at  this  place  alfo  in  the  year 
1 5^57  a  water-toll  was  erefted. 

2.  The  following  prefedlurates ;  viz. 

1.  The  prefefturate  of  Dinslaken,  containing 

The  parifh  oi  Hiesfcldt,  in  which  lies  the  eftate  oi  Panmuhlen.

The  parifli  oiHamborn,  in  which  is  an  abbey  oi Pramonflrat€nfeSy.{o\xnd.Qd.

I.  The  town  and  prefedlurate  of  DuiSburg,  fituate  in  the  circle  of

1.  The  town  of  Duisburg,  in  Latin  Tiuhhurgum,  Duiczihurgum,  and 
'Tuifcoburgum,  lies  between  the  rivers  Ruhr  and  Anger,  but  was  anciently 
fituated  on  the  Rhine,  from  which  at  prefent  it  is  feated  at  about  half  an 
hour's  diftance.  Its  name,  which  fliould  denote  as  much  as  the  burg,  or 
fort  of  the  Deutfch,  or  Germans,  is  derived  from  the  Tuijconcs.  It  is  proba- 
ble alfo,  that  the  citadel  of  Difpargutn,  or  Duifparcum,  at  which  the  Fnm- 
kiß}  King  Clodio,  furnamed  long  haired,  refided,  ftood  in  this  place.  After- 
wards Duisburg  became  an  Imperial  city,  and  had  the  dukes  of  Limburg 
together  with  the  counts  of  Be7-g  for  its  protedors.  The  Emperor  Rudolph  I. 
confirmed  the  privileges  thereof  in  the  year  1290,  and  at  the  fame  time 
alfo  mortgaged  it  to  Theodore  VIII.  count  oi  Cleve.  A  like  mortgage  of  it 
was  made  in  the  year  1347  by  the  Emperor  Lewis  IV.  to  yohn  duke  of 
Cleve,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  in  the  year  1349. 
From  that  time  it  has  continued  conflantly  annexed  to  the  county  of  Cleve ; 
and  its  privileges  toohave  been  on  all  occafions  confirmed  by  the  i^ow^«  Kings, 
a  favour  it  alfo  received  from  Rudolph  II.  in  1580,  This  place  was  likewife 
one  of  the  iJ?;//^  towns.  In  it  are  two  parifli-churches,  two  monafteries, 
a  Cißercian  nunnery  for  ladies,  which  formerly  flood  in  the  neighbouring 
village  of  Duijfern,  a  beguin-houfe,  a  commandery-houfe  belonging  to  the 
7eutonick  order,  a  Proteftant  univerfity  confecrated  October  14,  1655,  and 
a  learned  fociety,  which  took  its  rife  in  the  years  1756.  Duisburg  has 
both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diet. 

II.  The  prefedturate  of  Duisburg  contains  in  it  the  pariflies  oi  DuiJTern, 
Wanheim,  and  Angerhaufen.  The  bailiff  who  maintains  juftice  here  refides 
in  the  town  of  Duisburg. 

2.  Thetown  and  prefedurate  of  ScHERMBECK,  in  the  circle  of /Fiy^/. 

1.  The  little  town  of  Schermbeck,  or  Scherenbeeck  was  environed  with 
walls  about  the  year  1420  by  Duke  Adolph  I.  and  adonied  with  a  citadel. 

2.  To  the  prefefturate  belongs  the  parifli  of  Drevenack,  in  which  lies 
the  eftate  of  Schwer zenflein.    This  prefeäurate  has  a  judge  of  its  own. 

3.  The  jurifdidion  of  Rees,  in  the  circle  of  'Emmerich.  Under  it  ftands, 
I.  The  following  towns ;  namely, 

Rees,  a  fmall  town  flanding  on  the  Rhine,  and  enjoying  both  feat  and  voice 
at  the  provincial  Diet.  This  place  was  environed  with  walls  in  the  year 
1228,  and  at  firft  belonged  to  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologne;  but  in  the 
year  1392,  together  with  the  country  of  A/pel,  came  partly  by  purchafe, 
and  partly  by  exchange  with  Limi  and  Kayferfiuerth,  to  the  country  of

1.  The  town  of  Emmerich,  or  Embrich,  lying  on  the  Rhine,  and  in- 
debted for  its  rife  to  the  old  collegiate  church  here,  but  which  was  firft 
funoanded  with  walls  and  ditches  in  the  year  1247.  The  fortifying  of 
this  place  was  undertaken  by  O//0  III.  count  oi  Gelders  and  Zutphen,  whom 
tlie  chapter  in  1233  accepted  for  their  protestor.  Reinhold  \l\.  duke  of 
Gelders  mortgaged  it  in  the  year  1355  for  the  firft  time  to  yohn  count  of 
Cleve,  and  his  half-fifter  Mechtild  m  1372  took  up  more  money  ftill  upon 
it  of  Count  Adolphus  of  xhzMark  and  Cieve,  and  at  laft  Duke  Reivhold  of  Get- 
ders,  in  1402,  fully  ceded  it  to  Adolphus  I.  Duke  of  Cleve.  Emmerich  was 
formerly  one  of  the  Hanfe  towns.  We  find  in  it,  exclufive  of  the  above- 
nientioned  collegiate  church,  one  other,  together  with  two  monafteries  and 
a  nunnery;  the  nunnery  of  Marienkainp,  which  made  the  fecond  here 
having  been  feized  by  the  Jefuits.  This  town  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice 
at  the  Land-diets.

3.  The  pariHi  of  Lcbith,  in  which  is  a  toll-houfe  on  the  Rhine.  This 
place  formerly  belonged  to  Gelders,  but  in  the  year  1473  ^^^  ceded  by 
Duke  Charles  of  Burgundy  to  John  Duke  of  Cleve,  who  in  1479  took  the 
citadel  by  force,  on  its  refulingto  furrender  to  him.

The  places  of  Hoog  and  Neer  {i.  e.  the 
High  and  Low)  Elten,  or  Eltern,  lie  near  each  other,  and  betwixt  them 
lies  Eltenberg,  the  feat  of  the  foundation.

§.  I.  "^  I  ''HIS  county  terminates  to  the  fouth  on  the  dutchy  of  5^f^,  to 
the  wefl:  on  the  fame,  and  the  dutchy  of  Cle-oe  (if  we  confider 
the  Imperial  foundations  of  Werden  and  Ejjen,  as  lying  in  the  county  of  the 
Mark)  to  the  north  on  the  connly  o^  Recklinghaiijen,  and  the  bifliopric  of 
Munßer  ;  and  to  the  eafl:  on  the  dutchy  of  Weßphalta.  It  is  the  largefl: 
county  in  all  the  circle  of  Weflphalia. 

§,  2.  This  county  enjoys  a  fertile  foil,    which  produces,  wheat,   rye, 
barley,  oats,  buck-wheat,  peafe,  vetches,  lentils,  beans,  rape  and  turnep- 

feed, 
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feed,  as  alfo  flax  and  hemp  in  fuch  plenty,  that  the  neighbouring-  countries 
are  likewife  fuppHed  therewith.  It  produces  alio  fruits  of  all  kind's,  too-ethcr 
with  good  kitthen-herbs,  and  boafts  likewife  fine  meadows,  pallures  ^<- 
a  good  breed  of  cattle,  and  all  manner  of  game,  together  with  »ood  holt , 
and  pleafant  mountains,  which  yield  flone-coal  and  plenty  of  iron,  as  alfo 
lead,  copper  and  filver-ores ;  has  likewife  good  quarries  oi  ftone,  and  three 
falt-fods,  or  boileries,  namely  Brockhaufen,  Saffendorp  and  Werdohl,  a  cele- 
brated medicinal  fpring  at  Schwelm,  and  as  well  in  the  rivers  Lippe,  Ruhr, 
Lenne,  Volme,  Empe,  Zijike  and  Aß-,  as  in  the  rivulets  and  ponds,  fifli  of 
all  forts. 

§.  3.  It  contains  in  it  feventeen  towns,  exclufive  of  one  half  of  the  towa 
oiLippfladt,  as  alfo  feven  freedoms  or  corporations,  (in  Latin  Municipia) 
and  boroughs.  Of  the  very  ancient  and  confiderable  nobility  here  many 
hundred  families  are  now  extind',  many  have  alfo  withdrawn  themfelves  to 
foreign  countries,  and  are  ftill  partly  to  be  found  in  Curland,  Lrconia  and 
Pruffia.  At  prefent  there  are  even  yet  in  being  here  above  one  hundred 
fettled,  opulent  families  of  counts,  knights,  and  nobles. 

§.  4.  The  inhabitants  of  this  country  are  partly  addided  to  the  Roman- 
cathohc,  partly  to  the  Proteftant-church,  and  all  the  three  churches  enjoy 
the  free  and  public  exercife  of  their  religion,  and  that  too  for  the  mofl 
part  feparate,  but  in  part  alio  in  common  buildings  of  afTembly. 

§.  5.  There  are  many  manufadures  here,  the  produce  of  which  is  not. 
only  ufed  in  the  country,  but  alfo  plentifully  exported ;  and  in  particular 
great  quantities  of  iron  and  fteel  are  M^orked  here  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

§.  6.  The  ancient  counts  of  the  Mark  received  their  origin   from  the; 
counts  of  ^/toz^,  whom  fome  derive  from  the  counts  of  Teißcrlant  and: 
Cleve.    The  feries  of  the  counts  of  Altena  begins  with  one  Adolphus,   who,, 
with  the  afTiftance  of  his  brother  Eberhard  built  the  citadel  of  Altena,  and 
by  the  Emperor  Henry  V.  was  raifed  to  be  Count  of  Altena  and  BerT  ;  at. 
which  time  both  thefe  brothers,  on  account  of  the  inherited  and  purchaled 
.countries,  came  to  the  following  agreement,  viz.  that  Adclphus  fliould  ob- 
tain  the  citadel    and   the  county  of  Altena,   but  Eberhard  the  citadel  of 
Aldenbiirg  and  the  county  of  Berg.  Addpbus  III.  count  o^  Altena,  who  c^'cd. 
in  the  year  1249,  firft  alTumed  the  title  and  arms  of  the  Mark.     Thus- 
much  is  certain  from  the  authentic  records  of  the  years  1203,   1220  and 
1221,  that  fo  early  as  thofe  days  the  title  of  the  Mark  was  in  ufe  with  the 
counts  of  Altena  ;  and  as  at  that  time  ib  it  was  alfo  afterwards  ufed  alone. 
Adolphin  V.  count  of  the  Mark,  was  likewife  count  of  Cleve.     The  remain- 
der of  the  hiftory  of  this  county,  and  how  it  came  to  the  eledoral-houfe  of 
Brandenburg,  has  been  mentioned  above,  under  the  hiflory  of  the  dutchy 
of  Cleve. 

%.  7.  The  arms  of  the  county  of  theAfdr/^  are  2.feße  confifting  of  three  tranf- 
verfe  beams,  gules  and  argent.  Its,  evaluation  to  the  impoüs  of  the  Empire  and 
S  the 
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the  aullc-chamber  is  included  under  that  of  Cleve,  which  has  been  above 
alliCTned.  In  the  fame  place  alfo  an  account  is  to  be  found  of  the  high  col- 
leges, which  this  county  poffeßes  in  common  with  the  dutchy  oi  Cleve. 

§.  8.  In  the  year  1753,  Frederick  II.  for  the  adminiftration  of  matters  of 
right  here  appointed  fix  land  judicatories  over  it  which  are  held  at  Hamniy 
JJnna^  Altena,  Ltidcnfcheid,  Hagen  and  Bockim,  each  of  which  judicatories 
has  its  own  juflice,  afleflbrs,  and  clerks,  but  the  royal  jurifdidtions  of 
Schwelni  and  Flettenberg^  together  with  the  noble  jurifdidions,  continue  in 
their  ancient  ftate.  At  the  fame  time,  for  the  regulation  of  matters  relating 
to  the  police  four  circles  were  appointed  here,  in  each  of  which  was  placed 
a  provincial  council,  together  with  a  circle-fecretary  and  a  circle-renter.  Of 
this  kind  are  the  circles  of  Hamm,  Altena,  Hoerd  and  Wetter,  and  among 
them  the  whole  country  is  divided. 

§.  9.  In  genera!,  the  country  is  divided  into  the  Siiderland,  or  as  it  is 
vulgarly  called  into  the  Sauerland  and  Hellweg  :  To  the  former  belongs  that 
part  of  the  country,  which  lies  to  the  fouth  of  the  Ruhr,  and  to  the  latter, 
that  on  the  north-fide  of  the  fame  river.     This  premifed,  I  treat 

I.  Of  the  fix  land-judicatories,  with  the  towns,  prefedurates,  and  courts 
ftanding  under  them. 

I.  The  land-judicatory  of  Hamm  extends  over  the  prefeflurate  of  Ä7»?;;;, 
which  in  matters  relative  to  the  police  flands  under  the  provincial  council 
cjf  the  circle  of  Hamm,     To  it  belongs 

The  town  of  Hamm,  in  Latin  Hammona,  which  is  the  capital  of  the 
county  of  the  Mark,  and  lies  on  the  borders  of  the  bifliopric  of  Munjier, 
near  the  influx  of  the  AJJe  into  the  Lippe.  This  tov/n  has  no  walls,  but 
is  furrounded  with  ditches,  ramparts  and  palifades,  being  pretty  large  and 
tolerablv  well  built.  In  the  citadel,  which  is  at  prefent  called  the  Rennthey, 
and  which  lies  at  the  rampart,  refides  the  commandant.  The  town  con- 
tains alfo  a  gymaßwn  ilhifire  of  Proteftants,  in  which  are  three  profef- 
fors  and  a  Proteftant  hatin  fchool,  together  with  a  large  Protefiant  town- 
church,  a  Lutheran  church,  and  a  cloyfi:er  of  O/yrr^vm/j,  as  alfo  noble  ap- 
pointments for  the  poor.  The  linen  bleacheries  here  are  very  fine,  and  a 
good  trade  is  carried  on  at  this  place.  Hamm  obtained  its  firfl  privileges  in 
the  year  12 13.  In  1287  many  of  its  houfes,  in  1307  the  greateft  part  of 
them,  in  1734  above  two  hundred,  and  in  1741  three  hundred  and  fifty 
were  burnt  down  here,  together  with  the  council-houfe  and  the  church 
belonging  to  the  Proteftants ;  but  better  buildings  have  been  raifed  in  their 
ftead.     This  town  was  formerly  one  of  the  Hanje  towns. 

Juft  before  the  north-gate  lies  the  Norder  hofpitai,  which  is  a  noble  foun- 
dation fupplied  with  Proteftant  and  Roman- c^iXhoWc  ladies  ;  but  the  little 
church  near  it  is  ufed  wholly  by  the  Roman-c^t\\o\\cs. 

About  one  quarter  of  an  hour's  diftance  trom  the  town  lies  the  noble 
Cißercian  nunnery  Oi  Kef2trop,  which  was  originally  founded  in  the  town 
of  Hamm,  but  in  tlie  year  1290  was  removed  hither. 

2.  The 
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2.  The  following  pariflies,  niiz. 

1.  The  parifh  of  the  Mark,  the  principal  church  in  which  is  poflefled 
by  the  Luther  am,  but  the  Proteftants  have  only  a  domeftic  or  private 
church.  The  ruinated  citadel  of  Mark,  which  the  counts  oi  Altena  pur- 
chafed  towards  the  beginning  of  the  thirteenth  century,  ftiling  themfelves 
from  it,  belongs  to  the  fovereign.  In  this  panlh  alfo  are  the  feats  oi  Draevi 
and  Gronetikrg,  both  lying  on  they^t';  as  alfo  Heidthoff,  Kaldenhoff  av^d 
Niederwerries,  the  latter  of  which  belongs  to  the  kat  oi  Obcrwcrries  in  the 
bifhopric  of  Munfler. 

2.  The  Lutheran  paridi  of  Berge,  in  which  lies  the  fief  of  WilkifMoff. 

3.  The  Proteftant  parifh  of  Boenen,  in  which  are  the  feats  of  Bogge  and 
Bynkhoff',  and  the  two  eftates  of  Kettinghaufen. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Rinern  and  Ryndern,  in  which  the  2?(?;«^;z-catholics  are 
poflefled  of  the  principal  church,  and  the  Protefl:ants  of  a  fmall  one.  In 
this  parifh  is  a  nunnery  oi  Fr  and  [cans. 

5.  The  Protefliant  parifli  of  Pilkum,  containing  the  houfe  of  'Ter  Beeck. 
The  feat  of  Northof  here  is  feparated,  and  the  efliates  belonging  to  it  an- 
nexed to  the  houfe  of  Bogge. 

6.  The  Proteftant  parifli  of  Heringem,  in  which,  as  well  at  the  citadel 
of  Nord-Heringen  as  at  Heil,  is  a  chapel  belonging  to  the  Roman-caihoYics. 
In  it  lie  the  feats  of  Haringhof,  Lohaufen,  North-Heringen  and  Ru?ite  -,  as 
alfo  the  eftate  of  Bynkhoff,  the  free  efl:ate  of  Harifighof,  the  Heidthof^  or 
Bockfplatz,  the  Loiaer-Haus  and  Stochim. 

7.  The  Proteftant  parifli  of  Hilbeck,  in  which  lies  the  feat  of  Hilbeck. 

8.  The  Proteftant  parifh  ofFlirick,  containing  the  feats  of  Brugge,  Edink- 
hufen  and  Mundloh. 

2.  The  land-judicatory  of  Unna  extends  over  the  following  prefedu- 
rates :  'viz. 

I.  Over  the  prefedurate  of  Unna,  which  in  matters  relating  to  the 
police,  belongs  to  the  oxxzXt  of  Hanau.     Under  it  ftands, 

I.  The  town  and  parifh  of  Unna.  This  place  is  in  rank  the  fecond 
town  of  the  county,  and  lies  in  a  fine  plain  on  a  rivulet  named  the  Kottelhccke, 
being  environed  with  walls  and  ditches.  In  it  is  a  Lutheran  parilh-church 
and  a  hofpital-church,  which  the  Proteftants  properly  ufe  for  their  worfliip, 
but  in  which  alfo  on  Saturdays  worfliip  is  performed  by  a  Lutheran  preacher; 
as  alfo  a  nunnery,  together  with  a  chapel  and  a  Lutheran  fchool.  This  town 
being  poffefl'ed  of  a  very  extenfive  and  profitable  territory,  fo  moft  of  tjie 
burghers  fubfift  by  agriculture,  diftillery  and  brewing.  Formerly  it  confti- 
tuted  one  of  the  Hanfe-iowns.  So  early  as  the  year  1032,  Unna  was  a  con- 
fiderable  village,  and,  together  with  its  extent  or  territory,  belonged  to  the 
archbifliop  of  Cologn.  In  the  year  1250,  it  was  environed  with  walls  and 
endowed  with  the  immunities  of  a  town.  In  the  years  1303,  130S, 
1420,   1455,   1458,   1537,    1678,  and  in  1723,  it  fufi^ered  much  by  fire.

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Formerly  there  was  a  free  county  and  free  chair  here,  appertaining  to  the 
fove  reign. 

To  the  pariH-i  of  Unna  belong  the  feats  of  Heyde  and  Majfen.  Near  the 
eftate  of  Brockbmifen  is  an  old  and  new  fah-work,  in  which  fuch  large  quan- 
tities of  fait  are  made,  that  not  only  the  countries  of  the  Mark  and  Cleve; 
but  alfo  the  neighbouring  places  are  ftipplied  therewith. 

2.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Aph-beck,  m  which  are  the  feats  of  Berk- 
hoven,  Heidthof,  or  Heethof,  in  the  prefedurate  of  Hoerde  ;  together  with 
Rodenberg  and  Soldt\  the  latter  of  which  is  a  fief  belonging  to  the  counts  of 
Limburg. 

Rem.  In  this  parifh  are  fome  coal-pits  which  yield  good  profit,  and  in  it 
alfo,  not  far  from  the  houfe  of  Duddenrod,  rifes  the  river  Emfcher,  \n 
Latin  Am  farts  and  Amfara,  which  falls  into  the  Rhine  at  no  great  diflance 
from  Rubrort. 

3.  The  Lutheran  parifli  oi  Ajfeln.  In  the  church-village  here  formerly 
flood  a  celebrated  fort. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Bofenhagen,  the  church  of  which  the  Roman-cziho\ic% 
and  Lutherans  ufe  in  common.  In  it,  in  a  pleafant  trad  not  far  from  the 
Ruhr^  lies  the  noble  provoftfhip  of  Scheda,  or  ScheiU,  belonging  to  the 
order  of  P ramonßratoijes.,  which  a  lord  of  Ardey  founded  at  his  own 
citadel  or  caftle. 

5.  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Delivig.  Near  the  peafantfhip  of  Aldendorfy 
belonging  thereto,  ftands  a  nobleman's  feat. 

6.  The  pznih  o(  Hemmerdf,  the  pari fh-church  of  which  belongs  to  the 
Lutherans,  but  the  Roman-OLtholics  have  a  chapel  here.  In  the  peaiantfhip 
of  IVeßkemmerde  is  a  nobleman's  feat.  The  Berkhenbaum  was  formerly 
a  fconce. 

7.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Limern,  in  which  are  the  noble  feats  of  Dol- 
berg  and  Weßhemmerde. 

8.  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Metier,  containing  the  noble  feats  of  Aden  and 
Oberfeld,  the  houfe  and  ditch  belonging  to  the  latter,  of  which  is  an  Imperial 
underfief,  appertaining  to  the  fief-chamber  of  Volmerßein ;  but  the  other 
eftates  here  are  free,  together  with  Toddinghaufen ,  which  belongs  to  the 
lordfliip  of  Reck,  and  Velmede. 

9.  "The  parifh  of  Opherdick,  in  which  the  Lutherans  are  poffefled  of  the 
principal  church,  and  the  i^cwöw-catholics  alfo  of  anotlier.  To  this  parifh 
belong  the  noble  free  houfes  of  Duddenrode  and  Li.^jcheid,  together  with 
the  noble  feats  of  Opherdick,  the  pofTefTor  of  which  has  jurifdidion  over 
the  church-village  of  Opherdick,  and  Ruhr.  In  this  parifh  are  mines  of 
ftone-coal. 

i-o.  The  parifh  of  Wickcde,  in  which  the  Proteftants  polTefs  the  principal 
church,  and  the  Lutherans  alfo  another.

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Rem.  On  the  mountain  of  Haßo,  within  the  jurifdidion  of  this  prefedu- 
rate,  on  the  river  Ruhr,  ftands  the  noble,  free,  fecular  foundation  oi Frönden- 
berg belonging  to  the  Cijlercian  orde.v.,  which  has  an  abbefs  and  twenty-four 
foundation-ladies  belonging  to  it,  and  into  which,  by  virtue  of  the  religious 
recefs,  both  Proteftants  and  ivow^^w-catholics  are  received.  Exclufive  of 
divers  tythes  and  corn-rents,  above  one  hundred  peafaats  farms  belong 
thereto,  almoft  one  half  of  which  are  fituate  in  the  dutchy  of  Engern  and 
Weflphalia.  To  the  parifli  of  Fröndenberg  appertain,  belides  what  is  called 
the  immunity,  the  peafantßiips  oi  Frondenberg -^Vi^  Weßick.  Betwixt  iv'c«- 
denberg  and  Landfchede  is  fituated  the  ruinous  citadel  of  Ardey. 

II.  Over  the  prefediurate  of  Camen,  which  alfo,  in  all  matters  relative 
to  the  pohce,  belongs  to  the  circle  of  Hamm.     In  it  lies, 

1.  The  town  of  Camen,  which  is  feated  in  a  beautiful  level  on  the 
Zefick.  This  place  is  one  of  the  oldeft  towns  in  the  county,  and  contains  in  it 
a  Calvlniß  church  and  a  hatin  fchool,  together  with  a  Lutheran  church, 
and  a  nunnery,  in  which  the  ivcwaw-catholics  have  their  worfhip.  In  it 
alfo  are  feveral  vafTal  houfes  enjoying  noble  immunities.  The  town  itfelf 
has  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  provincial  diet. 

2.  The  peafanidiips  of  L^/'^'r-^rt'f«,  Weddinghaufen  zx\d  Sudcafnen. 

3.  The  noble  feats  of  Aden  and  Velmede,  already  mentioned  under  the 
parilh  of  Metier,  and  the  former  of  which  is  feparated  from  it. 

III.  Over  the  prefedlurate  of  Schwerte,  which  in  matters  relating  to 
the  police,  belongs  alfo  to  the  circle  oi  Hamm,  and  contains  in  it 

Schwerte,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  not  far  from  the  Ruhr,  and  at  the  Land- 
diets  the  fifth  town  in  rank.  In  it  we  find  a  Lutheran  church,  which  is 
the  principal,  as  alfo  a  Proteftant  and  a  Roman-csxhoYic  one,  together  with 
two  noble  feats.  The  inhabitants  of  this  town  fubfifl:  by  agriculture  and 
the  breeding  of  cattle,  Schwerte  was  walled  in  the  year  1242,  and  en- 
dowed with  the  immunities  of  a  town.  In  the  years  1420,  1659,  ^^^3 
and  1669,  it  was  laid  warte  by  fire, 

2.  The  noble  feats  belonging  to  the  parifli  of  Sclmuerte,  zxtRutenborn,  or 
Rudenburen,  and  Vilgeße,  in  which  formerly  was  a  free  chair,  together  with 
Wandt hojf  zn^  Ruhr. 

3.  The  immunity  and  Imperial  farm  of  Weflhoven,  which  lies  between 
Schwerte  and  Syberg,  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain  not  far  from  the  Ruhr.  The 
Imperial  farm  here  was  the  property  of  King  Widekind,  but  after  his  reduc- 
tion hy  Charlemagne,  who  alfo  took  the  citadel  of  »Sj'^arg-,  it  continued  vefled 
in  the  Roman  Empire,  till  the  Emperor  Albrecht  ceded  it,  in  the  year  1300, 
to  Count  Eberhard  0^  the  Mark,  who  confirmed  the  fubjedis  of  the  Empire 
in  their  immunities,  and  allowed  them,  for  their  greater  fecurity,  to  build 
a  fort,  which  was  alfo  done.  This  Imperial  farm  and  borough  anciently  en- 
joyed many  peculiar  immunities,  ufages  and  laws.  It  is  governed  by  a  burg- 
hermafter,  a  fecretary,  counfellors  and  two  commoners.     The  inhabitants 

D  d  d  2  fubfift 
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fabfjft  by  agriculture,  the  breeding  of  cattle  and  the  labour  of  their  hands. 
In  it  indeed  is  a  Proteftant  church,  but  the  Imperial  farm  and  immunity  be- 
longs properly  to 

4.  The  church  of  Syherg,  which  is  feated  on  a  rock.  At  this  place 
anciently  ftood  the  ftrong  citadel  of  the  Saxons,  named  Sigeburg,  or  Syburg, 
at  the  confluence  of  the  Ruhr  at  Lemie,  and  which  was  taken,  for  the 
firft  time,  by  Charlemagne  in  the  year  772,  as  alfo,  in  the  year  jy S^  for 
the  fecond  time,  and  defended  againft  the  inroads  of  the  5^« w/x.  After  his 
death,  this  place  continued  verted  in  the  Empire,  and  the  Emperors  have 
aUo  had  their  burgages  and  vafTals  here,  and  the  family  of  Syburg,  in  parti- 
cular, poffefled  the  principal  caftle  and  burg-houfe  in  it ;  but  the  vaffals 
caufino-  much  diforder,  their  burg-houfes,  and  principally  the  head  citadel 
of  Syburg,  was  wholly  deftroyed  in  the  year  1207. 

To  the  parilh  of  Syburg  belongs  likewife  the  feat  of  Hufen. 

IV.  Over  the  prefefturate  of  Hoerde,  which  in  matters  relative  to  its 
police,  ftands  under  the  provincial-council  of  the  circle  of  Hoerde.  In  it 
much  ftone-coal  is  dug.     This  diftridt  comprizes  under  it, 

1.  Hoerde,  an  immunity,  feated  on  the  Emfcher,  and  in  which  is  an 
ancient  burg,,  or  fort,  where  the  counts  of  the  Mark  frequently  refided,  as 
alfo  a  Lutheran  and  a  Cahijiiß  church.  The  inhabitants  here  fubfift  by 
agriculture,  and  it  alfo  contains  many  nail-fmkhs  or  nailers.  This  place 
beionc^ed  formerly  to  the  knights  of  Hoerde,  was  feized  upon  as  an  open 
fief  in  the  thirteenth  century  by  the  counts  of  the  Mark,  and  about  the  year 
J  340,  endowed  with  town-immunities. 

Before  the  immunity  lies  the  noble,  free,  fecular  foundation  of  Claren- 
herg,  founded  in  the  year  1340.  In  it  are  fifteen  ladies,  who  are  partly 
Proteftants  and  partly  i^cw^w-cathohcs,  and  ftand  under  an  abbefs.  In  the 
collegiate-church  here  the  i?ö;wö;;-catholics  perform  divine  worfhip. 

2.  The  Lutheran  parifhes  of  Barop  and  Brake/,  in  the  latter  of  which  is  a 
commandery belonging  to  theTeutonick  order;  as  2\(o Eicklinkhoven,  Kirch- 
hcerde  and  Ruddinghaufen,  containing  a  nobleman's  feat. 

3.  The  parilh  oi  Wellinkoven,  the  church  of  which  the  Lutherans  and 
Calvinifts  enjoy  in  common.  At  Bruninghaujen  is  a  chapel.  In  this 
parifli  are  alfo  the  feats  of  Bcnninkhoven,  Bruninghaujen,  Niederhoven  and 
Erml'nkho-ven,  together  with  thö  eftates  of  Erlekamp,  or  Goy,  and  alfo  Bruch 

er  Brock.  .     . 

V.  Over  the  prefedturate  of  Lünen,  which  ftands  under  the  provincial 
council  of  the  circle  of  i7öw?/7,  and  comprifes, 

I.  Lunen,  a  fmall  town,  but  having  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Provincial 
diets.  This  place  lies  near  the  influx  of  the  Zeßck  into  the  Lrppe.  The 
principal  church  here  belongs  to  the  Lutherans,  and  the  Calvinifts  have 
alfo  a  fmaller  one.  The  inhabitants  live  by  trade,  agriculture  and  breeding 
of  cattle.     The  town  itfelf  ftood  anciently  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Llfpe, 

and 
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and  belonged  to  Duke  Henry  the  Lion,  from  whom  the  Emperor  took  it  and 
gave  it  to  Theodorick  of  Volmejiein,  who  in  1240  difpofed  of  it  to  Count 
Adclpbus  of  the  Mark.  In  the  year  1348,  it  was  removed  to  the  prefent  place 
or  fnuation. 

2.  The  paridi  of  Old-Lunen  belongs,  indeed,  to  the  bifliopric  of  Mimßcr, 
but  the  Roman-czt\\o\\c  church  here  lies  on  the  ground  and  foil  of  the 
county  of  the  Mark,  at  about  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  diftance  from  Lünen, 
and  conftitutes  the  old  town.     Lünen  has  alfo  a  confiderable  fliare  in  it. 

3.  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Derne,  containing  in  it  the  noble  citadels  of 
Dehvig,  Nienhoven  and  Schwansbcl,  and  alfo  the  noble,  free  eftate  of 
Moyland. 

4.  The  land-judicatory  of  Hagen  extends  over  the  following  jurif- 
diilions ;  mz. 

I.   Over  the  jurifdidlion  of  Hagen,  which  comprizes  in  it, 

I.  Hagen,  a  place  favoured  by  King  Frederick  IVilliatn  with  the  immu- 
nities of  a  town,  having  before  been  only  a  borough.  Hagen  is  watered  by 
the  Volme  and  furrounded  by  fruitful  mountains.  Exclufive  of  the  Lutheran 
church  here,  which  is  the  principal,  and  near  which  lies  a  chapel,  in  it  is 
alfo  a  Cahinijl  and  a  Roma?i-czih.o\\c  church.  The  inhabitants  fublift 
chiefly  by  trade  and  handicrafts,  and  in  particular  by  a  variety  of  cloth 
manufactures.  The  town  itfelf  belonged  formerly  to  the  archbiiliopric  of 
Cologn,  but,  in  the  year  1392,  came  to  the  counts  of  the  Mark.  In 
the  year  1699,  many,  and  in  1724,  moft  of  its  houfes  were  deftroyed 
by  fire. 

II.  To  the  parifli  of  Hagen  belong  ten  peafantfliips ;  of  which  we  are 
to  remark, 

1.  The  peafantfhip  oi  Deißern,  in  which  a  beautiful  paper  is  made. 

2.  The  peafantfliip  of  £/*^^,  where  numbers  of  fvvord-blades  andknives 
are  forged,   as  aKu  a  beautiful  paper  made. 

3.  The  peafantfliip  of  Eke  fey,  in  which  Yit^thQ^e^toi  Altenhagen. 

4.  The  peafsntfhip  oi  Emperflrajze,  in  which  alfo  many  iron  hammers,  or 
battery- works,  are  made. 

5.  The  peafantfliip  of  Eppenhaufen,  in  which  is  dug  a  black  alabafler 
interfperfed  with  white  veins. 

6.  The  peafantfhip  o\  Herbeck,  containing  fome  gentlemen's  feats. 

7.  The  pcafantlhip  jf  Holihaiijen,  where  a  white  alabafler,  interfperfed 
with  red  vein.^   is  found. 

III.  The  Rc?nan-c'M\\o\\c  parifli  of  Boel,  containing  the  feats  of  Bi/fch, 
or  the  Bufche,  as  alfo  Niedernhoj. 

IV.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Dael,  in  which  lies  the  feat  of  DaeL 

v.  The  Lutheran  parifli,  fituate  at  the  Strafze  in  the  Waldbauer,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  which  trade  in  cattle  and  charcoal. 
Vi.  The  north  fide  of  the  church- village  of'Voerde. 

VII.  Werdringen-i 
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vir.  Werdrhigen^  a  gentleman's  feat. 

II.  Over  the  prefedurate  of  Wetter,  which  flands  under  the  provin- 
cial council  of  the  circle  oi  Wetter,  and  comprizes 

1.  The  immunity  and  village  oi  Wetter. 

The  immunity  of  Wetter  is  an  open  place,  feated  on  an  eminence  not 
far  from  the  Ruhr,  and  containing  in  it  the  amt-houfe  and  a  Proteftant- 
church.     About  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  diftance  from  it  lies 

The  village  of  Wetter,  containing  a  Lutherati  church. 

2.  Herdicke,  or  Marieji-Herdicke,  a  fmall,  open  town,  fituate  on  the 
Ruhr,  and  which  firft,  in  the  year  1738,  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  town. 
At  this  place  is  a  noble,  free,  fecular  foundation  for  Proteftant  and  Roman- 
catholic  ladies  ;  as  alfo  a  Lutheran  church,  which  is  the  collegiate-church, 
together  with  a  Calviniß  and  a  /?o;äö«- catholic  one. 

3.  Th^  Lutheran  ^zv\{h  oi  Ende,  with  the  feats  of  Callenberg  and  Mal- 
iirikrodt. 

4.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Volmeßein,  to  which  belongs  the  open  borough 
of  Volmeßein,  which  ftands  on  a  mountain  on  the  Ruhr,  as  alfo  the  feats  of 
Rocholz,  Schlcbufch  and.  Werdringen. 

5.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Upper -Wen gern,  in  which  are  the  feats  of  "Dön- 
hoff, which  is  the  place  whence  the  counts  of  Donhoff"\n  Prußa  derive  their 
defcent,  as  alfo  Hove  and  Steinhaufz. 

4.  The  land-judicatory  of  Altena  extends 

Over  the  prefedlurate  of  Altena,  which  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
police  ftands  under  the  provincial-council  of  the  circle  of  Altena.  To  it 
belongs 

Altena,  the  largeft  and  moft  populous  place  in  the  whole  county,  lying 
on  both  fides  the  caftle-hill  on  the  Lenne  and  Nette.  On  all  fides  it  is 
furrounded  with  high  mountains,  and  has  fcarce  any  arable  land  in  it; 
whence  the  neceftary  corn  required  for  the  ufes  of  the  inhabitants  is  im- 
ported from  other  places.  The  houfes  here  are  for  the  moft  part  built  of 
ftone.  It  is  divided  into  the  immunity,  the  Mublendorf  and  the  Nctte: 
The  old  caftle  here  ftands  on  the  top  of  a  high  rock  or  cliff.  In  the  town 
is  a  Lutheran  and  a  Calvinift-church.  The  principal  bufinefs  or  trade  of 
the  place  confifts  in  its  traffic  in  Swediß  iron  and  wire.  This  place  obtained 
its  firft  town-privileges  in  the  year  1397.  In  1750,  above  three  hundred 
houfes  were  burnt  down  here. 

2.  The  Proteftant  parifti  of /^//5/^^/w^r/,  or  Wiblingwerd. 

3.  The  parifli  of  Haher,  in  which  both  the  Lutherans  and  Calvi- 
nifts  have  a  church.  In  it  is  alfo  the  noble  free-houfe  of  Edelkirchen^ 
together  with  the  feats  of  Engßjeld,  Heesfeld,  Heyde,  Raethaiijfen,  Schlech- 
tenbeck  and  Vahlefeld.     Near  the  village  of  Bergfeld  rifes  the  Empe. 

II.  Over  the  prefefturate  of  Iserlon,  which  in  matters  relative  to 
the  police,  ftands  under  the  land-council  of  the  circle  of  Wetter,  and 
comprifes,  \.  IJerlouy 
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1.  IJefhuy  fimply  alfo  called  Low,  a  town,  containing  many  good 
houfes,  which  are  well  inhabited,  and  being  alfo  a  place  of  trade,  in  a 
mountainous  tradl,  fituated  on  the  rivulet  of  j5^<?r^«.  Th^LutheraushdiWC: 
three  churches  here,  together  with  a  Latin  fchool  ;  the  Calvinifiis  alfo  one 
church,  and  the  i?ö;;w«-catholics,  in  the  year  1746,  eredted  a  houfe  for 
their  public  worfliip.  The  principal  employment  of  the  inhabitants  confifls 
in  manufadures  and  trade ;  that  is  to  fay,  at  this  place  are  partly  made  all 
forts  of  work  in  iron  and  brafs,  fuch  as  wire,  and  a  variety  of  things  plaited 
and  wrought  out  of  it;  as  alfocoarfe  and  fmall  fmith-work,  fowing-needle?, 
balance-beams  and  brafs  buckles,  and  partly  ?\(o  velvet  and  filk  ribbon, 
with  woollen  fluffs,  &c.  This  town  holds  the  fourth  place  at  the  Provincial 
diets.  About  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century,  it  firfl:  obtained  the 
privileges  of  a  town.  In  the  years  1510,  1530,  1652,  1677,  ^^^5»  ^nd 
1712,   it  was  laid  wafte  by  fire. 

2.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Deilinghoven,  in  which  much  iron-flone  h 
dug.     in  it  is  the  feat  of  Clvfenjiein. 

3.  The  feats  of  RdeUmrg^  or  Erkbwg^  and  Fron/pert,  or  Fr  wish  erg  ^  as 
alfo  the  noble  houfe  of  Landhaiifen. 

III.  Over  the  prefedlurate  o:  Nienrade,  which,  in  matters  relative  to 
the  police,  ftands  under  the  land-council  of  the  circle  of  Altena,  and 
comprizes, 

1.  Nienrade.,  in  ancient  writings  alfo  called Z)r^r/5rö/V(?,  a  fmall  town,  feated 
on  the  Lenne,  and  fuirounded  with  a  very  mountainous  tradr.  In  it  is  a 
church  of  the  Proteftants.  The  inhabitants  of  this  place  fubfift  by  agricul- 
ture, and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  and  particularly  by  trading  in  iron.  Li  the 
year  1353,  G^r</ of  PA'/ZtTZ^^r^eredted  this  town  for  the  fervice  of  the  count 
of  the  Mark,  and  Count  Engelbert  conferred  on  it  town  privileges.  The 
citadel  here,  which  was  founded  in  the  year  1353,  has  been  pulled 
down. 

2.  The  parifh  of  Werdohl,  the  church  of  which  the  Lutherans  3nd  Cal- 
vinifts  enjoy  in  common.  Near  the  church-village  ot  Werdohl  is  a  fdlt- 
work,  but  not  much  followed.  In  this  paiifh  are  the  feats  of  Pungclfchcid, 
belonging  to  the  lord  of  Neuhof,  together  with  Bokelch,  belonging  to  the 
barons  of  Wrede  and  Wintcrjohl. 

3 .  The  Lutheran  parilh  of  Ohl,  in  which  lie  the  feats  of  Briimilnghaufen 
and  Grimminghaujen. 

5.  The  land-judicatory  of  Ludejifcheid  extends, 
I.  Over  the  jurifdiftion  oi  Ludenjcheid,  to  which  belongs, 
I.  The  town  of  Ludenfcheid,  which,  though  not  large,  yet  Is  well  built. 
This  town  contains  in  it  a  Lutheran  church,  a  Latin  fchool  and  a  church 
of  the  Calvinifls.  The  inhabitants  receive  their  principal  fubfiftence  from 
their  trade  in  iron,  wire  and  luchlikt  commodities,  as  alfo  from  ag/xc'rure 
and  the  breeding  of  cattle.  This  place  was  ereded  into  a  town  in  the  tiiir- 
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teenth  century.  In  the  years  1530,  1578,  1589,  1656  and  1681,  many 
houfes  were  deftroyed  here  by  fire,  and  in  1723  almoft  the  whole  town  ; 
but  the  greateft  part  has  been  rebuilt  again  with  ftone. 

2.  To  the  parilh  of  Ludenfcheid  belong  the  feats  of  N'euhof  and  Oedendaal. 

3.  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Herjchede,  in  which  are  many  iron  forges. 
Near  the  church-village  of  Herjchede  rifes  the  river  Fejje,  which  near  Werdohl 
falls  into  the  Lenne. 

II.  Over  the  ancient  jurifdidtion  of  Haljchede,  in  the  parifh  of  which  is 
both  a  Lutheran  and  a  Cahiniß  church. 

III.  Over  the  jurifdidion  of  Breckerfeld,  which  extends  over  the  little 
town  and  parilh  of  Breckerfeld. 

IV.  Over  the  jurifdidtion  and  parifh  of  Metnerzhagen,  in  which  the 
rivers  and  rivulets  of  Volme,  Agger  and  Lißer  have  their  rife,  and  where  a 
great  trade  in  iron  alfo  is  carried  on.     This  jurifdidtion  comprehends, 

1.  Meinerzhagen,  a  large  and  populous  church-village,  which,  together 
with  the  parifh,  forms  a  proper  jurifdidtion  of  itfelf,  belonging  to  the  fovcr 
reign,  and  contains  a  Lutheran  church. 

2.  The  feats  of  Badinkhagen  and  Lifiringhaujen.,  to  the  latter  of  which 
alfo  belongs  the  noble,  free  eftate  oi  Neuhaujz. 

V.  Over  the  iurifdidion  and  parifli  oi  Valbert,  which,  in  the  year  1716, 
was  annexed  to  the  jurifdidtion  oi Meinerzhagen,  and  wherein  the  archbiihop 
of  Cologn  has  fome  imall  jurifdidtion,  which  is  adminiftred  by  the  rural-count 
of  Attendorn.  The  church  here  is  Lutheran.  In  this  jurifdidtion  are  alfo  the 
noble  free  eftates  of  Bamberg  and  Lißerhof. 

VI.  Over  the  jurifdidtion  and  Lutheran  parifh  of  Ronfel,  in  which  the 
JVipper  has  its  rife. 

VII.  Over  the  jurifdidtion  and  Lutheran  parifh  of  Kierfpe,  in  which 
lies  the  houfe  of  Rbade,  on  the  Folme,  and  belonging  to  it  an  under- 
lordfhip. 

6.  The  land-judicatory  of  Bockum  extends, 

I.  Over  the  prefedturate  of  Bockum,  which,  in  matters  relative  to  the 
police,  flands  under  the  provincial-council  of  the  circle  of  Hoerde.  In  it 
we  are  to  take  notice  of, 

I.  Bockum,  alfo  called  Bochum,  Bocheim,  &c.  a  town,  feated  in  a  very 
fruitful  tradt.  This  place  has  a  bailif,  or  town-judge  of  its  own,  and  thus 
ftands  not  under  the  land-jurifdidtion.  The  Roman-c^ihoYics  are  pofTefTed 
of  the  principal  church  here  ;  but  in  it,  as  well  as  alfo  in  the  church-yard, 
the  Proteftants  bury  their  dead  with  all  the  cuftomary  ceremonies,  and  have 
the  ufe  alfo  of  the  bells  in  common  with  the  2^öWö«-catholics.  The 
churches  belonging  to  the  Lutherans  and  Cahinijh  are  but  fmall.  In  the 
year  1243,  one  half  of  this  town  was  conferred  in  fief  by  the  archbifhop 
of  Cologn  on  Count  Adolphus  oi  \hc  Mark,  and  in  1392  the  remaining 
half  was  partly  fold  to  Count  Adolphus  of  Cleve  and  the  Mark,  and  partly 

exchanged. 
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exchanged.      In   the   year    1517,    it   was   almoft    wholly   deflroyed    by 
lire. 

To  the  parirh  of  Bockum  belong  the  noble  houfes  of  Goy,  Brenfchede, 
Havekenfcheid,  Overdick,  Recben,  Steinkuhle,  Noflhaujcn  and  Dahlhaiifen. 

2.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Lutgen,  or  Little-Dortmund,  in  which  arc 
the  feats  of  Dehoig  and  Heyde,  as  alfo  the  houfe  and  caftle  of  Marten  and 
Wifchelingen,  the  latter  of  which  has  a  proper  chaplain.  Near  the  church- 
village  here  {lands  the  nunnery  of  Marienborn. 

3.  The  i?OOTß«-catholic  parifh  o^  Kirchliiide. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Goljenktrchen,  in  which  the  Lutherans  and  Roman- 
catholics  have  a  church  in  common,  but  the  Calvimlh  a  peculiar  one  of 
their  own.  In  this  pariili  are  the  feats  of  Dinfmg  and  Gabr,  together  with 
the  noble  houfe  of  Schi.varzenmiihlen. 

5.  The  Lutheran  parilh  of  Weitmar,  in  which  are  the  feats  of  Weitmer 
and  Berendorf. 

6.  The  parifh  of  Wattenfcheid.  In  the  little  borough  of  Wattenfcheid, 
which  is  inverted  with  the  privileges  of  a  town,  is  a  7?ö«w«-catholic  and  a 
Lutheran  church.  To  this  parifh  belong  the  feat  of  Sevingbaufen,  together 
with  the  noble  houfes  of  Lyren,  Ravendal  and  Leitbe. 

7.  The  Lutheran  parifh  ot  Konigßecl,  before  the  gate  of  the  town  of 
Steyl,  in  the  foundation  of  EJfen. 

8.  The  Lutheran  parilh  of  Kränge,  in  which  is  a  gentleman's  feat  of 
the  fame  name. 

9.  The  parifh  of  Grimberg.  At  the  caftle  of  Gn/w^d'/-^,  belonging  to  the 
count  of  Neffelrod.  is  a  Rotnan-athoXic  chapel,  and  at  this  place  alfo  is  a 
Lutheran  one.     To  the  caftle  belongs  a  peculiar  jurifdidion. 

10.  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Harpen,  in  which  are  the  feats  of  Wifche 
and  Hoke, 

1 1 .  The  Lutheran  parifh  of  Venimingen,  containing  the  feats  of  Heven 
and  L^aer. 

12.  The  parifli  of  Caßrop. 

Caßrop  is  an  immunity.  The  principal  church  here  belongs  to  the 
Roman-caX\\o\\cs.    The  churches  of  the  Lutherans  and  Calvinijls  are  fmall. 

Rem.  In  the  prefe6turate  of  Bockum  are  alfo  reckoned  the  noble  eftates 
of  Kringeldanz  and  Horjlgen, 

II.  Over  the  prefedlurate  of  Blankenstein,  which  in  all  matters  rela- 
tive to  the  police,  ftands  under  the  provincial-council  of  the  circle  of  Hoerd, 
and  comprizes  in  it, 

I.  Blanketißein,  an  immunity,  ftanding  on  an  eminence  not  far  from  the 
Ruhr,  and  the  ancient  ftrong  citadel  belonging  to  which,  founded  in  the 
year  1226,  was  laid  wafte.  The /?e/«<?«-catholics  have  a  church  here,  and 
the  Lutherans  a  chapel  at  the  council-houfe. 

Vol.  IV.  -  E  e  e  2.  Hattingen, 
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2.  Hattingen.,  a  fmall  town,  fituate  not  far  from  the  Ruhr,  and  in  which 
is  a  Lutheran  parilh-church,  a  Latin  fciiool,  and  a  church  of  the  Cal- 
'vhnßs. 

To  this  parifli  helongs  the  feat  of  Ckff]  or  Clyff. 

Rem.  In  the  parilh  of  Hattingen  formerly  flood  the  citadel  of  Ifcnfmrg 
on  the  Rub\  which  Adolphns,  count  oi  Altena,  wlio  was  elcfted  archbilliop- 
of  Cologn,  built  and  gave  in  fief  to  his  brother  Arnold,  who  firil  aflumed 
the  title  of  count  and  noble  of  IJe?ibnrg.  The  eldefc  of  his  fons,  by  name 
Frederick,  being  broke  on  the  wheel  for  the  murder  committed,  in  the 
year  1225,  on  Engelbert,  bifhop  of  Cö/c^w,  the  citadel  of //i'«/'//;-^  was  alfo 
razed;  and,  though  two  f()ns  remained  of  his  body,  yet  they  aflumed  not 
the  title  of  Ifenburg,  but  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  ftiled  from  the  citadel  of 
Limburg,  of  which  an  account  will  follow  below. 

3.  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Sprockhovel. 

4.  The  parifli  of  Niederwengern,  or  Schonivengern,  which  is  alfo  called 
Weniger,  and  in  which  is  a  7?i5//M«-catholic  and  a  Lutheran  church.  To  this 
parirti  belongs  the  feat  oi  Aldendorf. 

5.  The  Lutheran  parifh  o^  Linden. 

6.  The  i?ö/;7(?«-c3thoUc  parifli  of  Bonsfeld. 

Rem.  Near  the  fine  borough  of  Langenberg,  in  the  dutchy  of  Berg,  irr 
the  feigniory  of  Hardenberg,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  parifh  of  Hattingen 
in  the  Mark,  in  the  year  171  5,  a  Lutheran  church  was  eredted,  which  is 
divided  from  the  borough  only  by  a  fmall  rivulet,  and  to  which,  as  well 
the  Lutherans  of  Langenberg  as  thofe  in  the  whole  feigniory  of  Hardenberg 
Äolu  thcmlelves  annexed. 

11.  Of  the  royal  jurifdidions,  which  in  the  year  1753  were  left 

in  their  former  ftate. 

1.  The  rural-jurifdiftion  of  Sch%vel?n,  which  has  its  peculiar  royal  judge 
and  other  judicial  officers.     To  it  belongs, 

I.  Schicclm,  a  town,  fcated  on  the  rivulet  of  iSr^iir/w,  with  a  Lutheran 
diurch  in  it  and  a  Latin  fchool,  as  alfo  a  Cahiniß  and  Roma7i-QZiho\\c 
church.  The  inhabitants  here  partly  fubfifl:  by  manufactures  and  trade. 
Jn  the  year  1392,  this  place  was  partly  exchanged  and  partly  difpofed  of 
by  the  archbifliopric  of  Cologn  to  the  county  of  the  Mark,  and  in  1590 
cbtained  the  lirfl  privileges. 

To  the  parifh  of  Schwelm  belong  the  feats  of  Gokinkhof  and  Matfeld,  to- 
gether with  the  noble  houfe  of  Ruendael. 

One  half  hour  from  the  town,  on  the  high-way  leading  to  Hagen,  lies 
the  medicinal  fpring  of  Schwelm. 

2.  The 
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2.  The  parifh  oi Gevelsberg,  in  which  is  the  noble,  free,  fccular  foun- 
dation for  ladies,  named  Gevelsberg,  into  which  both  Roman-c^thoWcs  and 
Proteftants  are  taken  who  ftand  under  an  abbefs.  The  collefnate-church 
here  is  ufed  in  common  by  the  Lutherans  and  Calvmi/ls. 

3.  The  fouth  iide  of  the  church-village  of  Foerde. 
II,  The  town  and  prefecflurate  of  Plettenberg. 

Flettenberg,  a  fmall  town  on  the  Elfe  and  the  Oef.er,  has  a  judge  and  a 
magiftracy  of  itsown.  The  pariHi-church  here  belongs  in  common  to  the 
Lutherans  and  Cahinißs.  The  inhabitants  apply  themfelves  partly  to  agri- 
culture and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  partly  to  the  making  of  coarfe  cloths  and 
fmith's  work,  in  particular  of  fithes,  and  parcly  carry  on  other  handicrafts. 
The  old  fort  near  the  mill  is  the  ftemhoufe  of  the  barons  and  counts  of  Plet- 
tenberg,  whofe  predeceffors  were  proprietors  of  the  eftates,  iituate  in  and  about 
Flettenberg,  but  which,  together  with  the  fuperiority  over  them,  they  gradu- 
ally difpoied  of,  in  the  fourteenth  century,  to  the  counts  of  the  Mark,  retaining 
only  fome  fmall  portions  thereof  in  fief.  In  the  year  1387,  this  place  con- 
tinued flilla  village,  but  in  1397  became  a  town.  In  the  year  1725,  it  was 
almoft  wholly  confumed  by  fire. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Flettenberg  properly  conflitutes  the  prefedurate,  and 
ftands  under  the  royal  jurifdidion.  In  it  have  been  found  mines  of  copper 
and  lead,  and  in  fome  places  alfo  are  found  good  quarries  of  flone.  In  it 
likewife  is  the  old  caftle  and  hmg-\io\i.ft.  of  Schvoarzeyiberg,  which  ftandson 
a  high  mountain  above  the  Lenne,  and  belongs  to  the  family  of  Flettenberg, 
which  is  alfo  in  pofieffion  of  the  noble  houfe  of  Brockhaufen. 

Rem.  Near  the  town  of  P/i?Z'/^«i^^rg-  they  avail  themfelves,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  mountainous  foil,  of  a  means  which  refembles  that  de- 
scribed under  Norway  and  Siveden,  Vol,  I.  that  is  to  fay,  they  bind  bruHi- 
wood  in  bundles  or  fagots,  lay  them  on  the  field  about  two  feet  high  and  four 
broad,  cover  them  with  fod  or  turf,  then  fet  the  wood  on  fire  and  leave  the 
turf  to  burn  therewith,  upon  which  the  afhes  that  remain  are  ftrewed  on 
the  land  and  produce  the  pureft:  rie. 

III.   Of  the  noble  jurifdidions,  which,  in  the  year  1753,  were 

left  in  their  former  ftate. 

I.  Ki  th.c  Heliveg  (fee  above,  §.9.)  lie  the  following  places ;  viz. 
Buddenborg,  a  citadel  and  jurifdidlion,  feated  on  the   Lippe,  about  half 

an  hour's  diftance  from  the  town  of  Lünen,  and  belonging  to  the  baron  of 
Frydach,  under  whom  alfo  ftands  Lipholthifen. 

II.  Caßrop,  a  jurifdidion,  which  is  divided  into  the  old  and  new,  but  has 
its  churches  in  the  freedom  of  Caßrop. 

1.  To  the  old  jurifdidlion  of  Caßrop,  over  which  the  baron  of  and  at 
Strunkede  is  juftice,  belong  nine  peafantlliips. 

E  e  e  2  2.  To 
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2.  To  the  new  juriCdidlion  of  Gü/z'ro/' belong  twelve  peafantfliips.  The 
jurifdidtion  over  it  is  pofTefled  by  the  five  (cHzoi  Bladetjhorß,  Goldfchmicding, 
Gifenbcrg,  Sckadcburg  and  Focrde,  which  are  fituated  here,  and  thefe  appoint 
a  judge. 

3.  EJckel,  a  iiirifdiftion,  over  which  the  baron  of  Strunkcde  is  juftice. 
This  jurifdidion  comprizes  under  it  the  feat  of  Z)ör;7^v^«A-^,  with  the  church- 
village  of  Eickel,  in  which  is  a  Lutheran  p.irilh-church,  as  alfo  one  be- 
longing to  the  Cahitiißs,  and  another  to  the  T^sw^w-catholics,  the  houfe  of 
Berg  and  three  peafantrhips. 

4.  Fromern,  a  jurifdiction  and  church-village  belonging  to  the  baron  of 
and  at  the  Reck.     The  church  here  is  the  property  of  the  Lutherans. 

5.  Haaren,  a  jurii"di6lion,  over  which  the  baron  of  the  iJ^r^' is  juftice. 
To  it  belongs 

Haaren,  a  caüle,  feated  on  the  Lippe,  with  a  peafantfliip  annexed  to  it. 

Uentrop,  a  village,  containing  a  church  ol  the  Cahinijh  and  a  gentle- 
nian's  feat. 

Schnicbaufen,  a  peafantihip. 

Rem.  With  this  parifli  are  alfo  incorporated  the  feats  of  Heydemuhlen  and 
Hobefwover,  belonging  to  the  prefecfturate  of  ii/irz;«w. 

6.  Herbede,  a  free  jurifdiction,  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  over  which  the  lord 
o^  Eherjeld  is  juftice,  to  whom  alfo  belongs  the  feat  in  the  church-village 
of  Herbcdc  and  the  noble  houfe  of  op  dem  Dike,  or  on  the  Dyke.  In  this 
parilli  lies  alfo  the  feat  of  Hardenßein. 

7.  Horß,  a  jurifdidion  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  and  belonging  to  the°  baron 
of  Wendt.     This  place  contains  in  it  the  caftle  and  peafantlhips  o^  Horß. 

8.  Langentreer,  a  jurifdidtion,  over  which  the  lord  of  the  Borg  is  juftice. 
In  the  church-village  of  Langentreer  is  a  gentleman's  feat,  and  the  pea- 
fantlhips of  Düren,  Sombern,  Stockum,  and  Werne,  all  fituate  in  the  parifh 
of  Lutgtn-Dortmund,  belong  alfo  to  this  iurifdidion. 

9.  Mengede,  a  free  jurildiftion,  which  is  an  Imperial  under-fief,  and 
belongs  for  the  mod:  part  to  the  lord  of  and  at  Bodelfwing,  but  partly 
alfo  to  the  lord  of  Droß.     This  jurifdidion  contains  in  it 

Mengede,  a  large  village,  fituate  on  the  Emfchcr,  and  containing  in  it  a  Lu- 
theran church,  as  alfo  a  feat  of  the  lord  of  Drojl  at  Vifchtring :  together  with 

The  feats  of  Old-Mengede,  Ickern,  and  Weßhiifen  .-and  feven  peafantfcips. 

Rem.  To  the  parifTi  of  Mengede,  but  not  to  its  jurifdidion,  belongs, 
moreover,  the  peafant(l:iips  of  Bodelfchwingen,  in  which  is  a  gentleman's  feat 
and  a  Calviniß  church,  together  with  fome  peafantfliips  lying  m  the  county 
of  Dortmund. 

10.  Reck,  a  lordfhip,  belonging  to  the  baron  of  and  at  the  Reck,  who 
is  alfo  juftice.     To  it  belongs 

Reck,  a  citadel  containg  a  chapel. 

Raffenberg,  or  Toddinghaujen^  feats  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Reck,  and 

Five 
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Five  peafantfliips. 

11.  Stipel,  a  free  jurifdldion,  feated  orx  tht  Ruhr,  and  over  which  the 
lord  of  Sybefg  is  juftice.     To  this  jurifdidion  belongs 

Stipel,  a  village,  containing  a  Lutheran  church. 
Kemnade,  a  feat  of  the  juftice,  and    five  peafantdiips. 

12.  Strunkede  ■!i]\\K\i^\di\OKi  over  which  the  baron  of  and  at  Strunkede 
is  juftice.     This  jurifdidion  comprizes  in  it 

Strunkede,  a  gentleman's  feat,  near  which  is  a  fmall  Calviniß  church. 
Hcrtie,  a  large  village,  containing  a  Lutheran  church,  and 
Four  peafantfliips. 

13.  Witten,  a  free  jurifdidion  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  and  belonging  to  the 
lord  oi  Bottlenherg.  This  jurildidion  is  an  Imperial  under-fief,  and  com- 
prizes in  it  the  large  village  of  Witten,  in  which  is  a  Lutheran  church, 
and  to  which  belong  the  feats  of  Witten  and  Kringeltanz..  The  latter 
of  thefe  has  already  been  mentioned  under  the  prefedurate  of  Bockum. 

2.  In  the  Suderland,  or  Sauerlande,  lie  the  following  places  :  vix. 

1.  Bruch,  a  jurifdidion,  over  which  the  count  of  Byland  is  juftice,  and 
to  which,  exclufive  of  the  feat   of  Bruch,  belong  four  peafantÖ^ips. 

2.  Hemern,  a  jurifdidion,  belonging  to  the  baron  of  Brabeck.  In 
the  village  of  Hemern  is  a  Lutheran  and  a  i<Iö/;;ö«-catholic  church,  as  alfo 
a  gentleman's  feat. 

IV.   The    Soeßlfch    Boerde    is  a   confiderable  territory,  whith> 

with  thetown  belonging  thereto,    brings  in  annually 

to  the  amount  of  30,000  rixdollars. 

In  it  we  fhall  take  notice  of 

1.  Soeß,  in  Latin  Sufatum,  a  town  of  confiderable  circuit,  in  which  are 
extenfive  courts  and  gardens.  This  place  contains  in  it  about  1200  hearths, 
but  is  meanly  built.  Formerly  it  chofe  its  own  magiüracy  annually.  But 
in  1752  the  King  abolifhed  the  old  magiitracy  here  and  appointed  a 
ftanding  one.  The  Roman-C'A.ihoWc^  are  in  poiTefTion  of  the  cathedral 
church  and  two  monafteries,  hut  the  Lutherans  have  feven  churches  belong- 
ing to  them,  and  of  thefe  the  Calvinifts  alfo  make  ufe  of  one  for  their 
public  worfhip.  The  Lutheran  Latin  town  fchool  here  is  one  of  the  three 
Archigymnaßa,  as  they  are  called,  of  Weßphalia.  This  town  owns  a  con- 
fiderable deal  of  arable  land,  and  its  principal  traffic  alfo  confnl:s  in  corn. 

Its  moft  ancient  town-right  is  fought  for  and  received  by  many  towns 
of  Lower-Saxony,  and  is  in  particular  the  foundation  of  the  town-right  of 
Lübeck.  Soeß  has  been  under  the  government  of  the  Carlovinian  and 
^axon  Emperors,  fome  of  whom  refided  in  it  for  fome  time,,  and  fioin 
hence  date  1  feveral  of  their  ads.  The  Imperial  pnvileges  here  v.ere  de- 
ftroyed  by  lire  in  i  189.     After  that  the  town  fell  under  the  power  of  Henryt 

ths- 
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the  Lwn.  It  is  not  properly  known  how  it  came  to  be  under  the  archbifhopric 
of  Cohgn  ;  for  though  probably  that  firil  happened  after  IL-riry  the  Lion 
was  put  under  the  ban,  the  archbifhop.  before  enjoying  only  the  fpiritual 
iurifdidion  here  ;  yet  it  is  unknown  under  what  title  and  name  the  arch- 
bifhop Philip  of  Heinsberg  made  himfelf  mafter  of  it.  It  is  certain,  how- 
ever, that  about  the  year  1180  he  compelled  Soeß  to  do  him  homage, 
but  he  alio  confirmed  it  in  its  rights  and  immunities.  Archbifliop  Theodore 
wanting  to  limit  or  flint  them,  and  to  fubjed:  the  town  wholly  to  himfelf, 
Soeß  ceded  itfelf  in  tlie  year  1444  to  John  I.  duke  of  Clei-e,  with  refervatioa 
of  its  ancient  immunities.  It  was  anciently  one  of  the  hanfe-towns,  en- 
joying likewife  the  immunities  of  an  Imperial  city,  and  among  its  privileges 
alio  the  right  of  coinage.  The  Emperor  Char/es  VI.  in  the  year  1721 
caufed  a  writing  to  be  illued  on  this  town  for  the  Turkißj  fubfidy,  demand- 
ing of  it  for  fifty  Roman  months  the  fum  of  36,000  rixdollar'"-.  In  thefevcn- 
teenth  century,  during  the  thirty  years  war,  it  fuffered  much,  and  parti- 
cularly in  1636  when  it  was  miferably  laid  wafte  by  the  Imperialifts. 

2.  The  Soeßifch  Boenfe,  or  the  territory  of  the  town  of  Soe/f,  confifts 
of  ten  pari  (lies,  containing  thirty  villages :  namely 

1.  The  parilh  oi  Saffendcrp,  in  which  is  a  good  fait- work  belonging  to 
fome  patricians  of  Soeß,  who  are  ftiled  the  falt-heirs,  or  falt-vounkers,  as 
alfo  from  the  houfe  in  the  town,  in  which  they  meet  weekly,  the  lords 
of  the  ftar.  Thefe  pay  the  King  annually  the  value  of  fifty-two  bufliels 
of  fait. 

2.  The  parifhes  of  Borge/n,  Dinker,  Loen  or  Lohn,  Mei?2i?7ghmtfen  or 
Meiningfen,  Meyernick,  Neugefeke,  Oßonne,  Schweve,  and  Weßer. 

3.  1  he  nunneries  of  Faradis  and  Weher. 

V.  The  county  of  Limburg,  which  lies  in  the  county  of  the  Mark,  is 
a  fief  of  it,  and  ftands  under  the  protection  of  the  regency  of  C/6"i;i?  and  the 
Mark,  having  the  following  origin.  After  the  exemption  of  Count  Frede- 
rick of  Ifenburg,  his  citadel  of  Ij'enburg,  which  has  been  mentioned  above 
under  the  prefedurate  o^  Blankenßein,  being  deftroyed,  as  there  defcribed^ 
his  brother-in-law  Duke  Henrj  of  Limburg,  erefted  for  his  furviving  fons, 
Frederick  II.  and  Theodorick  II.  a  caftle  on  a  high  mountain  on  the  river 
'  Lanne,  which,  after  the  name  of  his  citadel,  he  called  Limburg,  from 
which  alfo  from  that  time  they  took  their  title.  From  this  caftle  alfo 
the  county  of  Limburg  has  its  name,  and  it  became  the  head-place  there- 
of. The  genealogy  of  the  faid  firft  counts  of  Limburg  has  not  been  yet 
adjufted;  but  the  county  of  Limburg,  with  confent  of  its  lord,  came  at  lafl, 
namely  in  the  year  1600,  to  Count  Arnold  of  Bentheim,  whofe  confort 
Magdalena  was  countefs  of  Limburg,  and  it  belongs  now  to  Maurice  Ca- 
fimir  of  Bentheim-Tecklenburg-Rhcda  count  of  the  Empire.  At  prefent  J 
am  not  able  to  give  a  complete  account  of  v/hat  appertains  to  this  county, 
and  therefore  fhall  only  mention  that  it  contains  in  it 

I.  Hoben- 
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1.  Hohen-Limburg,  a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain  on  the  Lenne,  with  A- 
borough  annexed  to  it, 

2.  The  peafantHiips  of  Reßingen,  Reinen,  and  Dretifchedc,  to  which 
alfo  belongs  Gcrlingj-n,  and  likewile  a  part  of  the  peafantllhip  o^ Filgelie. 

3 .  The  feats  of  Bareiidorff,  Diiingjen,  Ebbingfen,  Lasbccke,  Ltxkmgfcn, 
Steuglingfen,  and  Wyif7g. 

VI.  Of  the  to-.vn  of  Lippe,  or  Lipßadt,  feated  on  the  river  Lippe,  and 
whicft  was  founded  in  the  year  1 150  by  Bernhard  count  of  the  Lippe,  and 
fo  early  as  the  year  1376  was  mortgaged  to  Engelbrecht  III,  count  of  the 
Mark  by  Count  Simon  of  the  Lippe,  Duke  Joim  I.  in  the  year  1445  gave 
back  one  half  of  it  to  Berjihard  and  Simun  counts  of  the  Lippe,  but  the 
other  he  retained.     This  town  too  ftill  belongs  to  the  county  of  the  Mark. 

Rem.  Between  ^he  county  of  the  Mark  and  the  bifliopric  of  Miinjlcr 
lies  on  the  Lippe  the  immediate  Imperial  feigniory  of  Landßron.  This 
feigniory  belongs  to  the  yourger  line  of  the  houfe  of  Nejfch-od.  The  Em- 
peror Leopold  in  the  year  1710  having  raifed  John  Salentin  William  baron 
of  Neßlrod  and  Khade,  both  for  himfelf  and  his  legitimate  heirs  and 
fucceflbrs  to  the  State  of  a  count  of  the  Empire,  he  permitted  him  to  ftile 
and  write  himfe!f  either  count  of  NeJJelrod  SiwdL  Landskron,  or  only  counf 
of  the  latter.  This  houfe  is  alfo  in  poffcllion  of  thj  free  Imperial  feigniory 
of  Rbade,  which  is  fituate  in  tlae  county  of  the  Mark.

The  charts  of  Jidiers,  Berg,  and  Cleve,  publilhed  by 
Homann\  heirs,  and  of  which  that  of  Jhillot  is  the  bafis,  forms  the  one- 
hundredth  and  ninth  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany.  Juliers  and  Berg  are  alfo. 
reprefented  on  Jch.  Bapt.  Homann\  chart  of  the  archbiOiopric  of  Cologn,. 
which  in  the  above  cited  place  makes  the  forty- fecond.

§.  I.  'T^HE  dutchy  of  Juliers  terminates  to  the  weft  on  the  dutchy  of 
■^  Gelders,  the  birtiopric  oi  Liege,  the  dutchy  of  Limburg,  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  town  oi  Aix  la  Chapelle^  and  that  of  Cornelius  Munßer ;  to  the 
fouth  on  the  feigniories  of  Schleiden  and  Blankenheim,  and  on  a  part  alfo 
of  the  archbifliopric  of  Cologn  ;  to  the  eaft  on  the  faid  archbirtiopric  of 
Cologn  ;  and  to  the  north  on  the  dutchy  of  Gelders.  In  its  greateft  extent 
it  amounts  to  twenty  German  miles ;  its  breadth  indeed  is  in  fome  parts 
more  than  nine,   but  in  others  much  lefs. 

§.  2.  This  dutchy  enjoys  a  fruitful  foil,  which  produces  all  forts  of  corn 
in  abundance,  together  with  good  meadow,  pafture  lands  and  holts.  The 
breed  of  cattle  here  is  confiderable,  and  in  particular  it  has  a  good  breed 
of  horfes,  which  are  partly  fent  to  the  neighbouring  countries,  and  partly 
to  France.  Much  woad  alfo  is  cultivated  here,  and  linen  wrought.  Near 
Efchweiler  is  found  ftone-coal.  The  Maafz  terminates  this  country  on 
the  weft  fide,  and  the  Rhitie  on  the  eaft.  The  Roer  or  Ruhr  rifes  in  the 
prefedlurate  of  Monjoy,  and  having  traverfed  a  great  part  of  the  country  re- 
ceives into  it  the  little  rivers  of  Dente,  alfo  called  Inda,  or  Inga,  and  tVorm, 
and  in  Gelders  mixes  itfelf  with  the  Maafz,  which  there  alfo  receives  into 
it  the  little  river  of  Schwalm,  which  rifes  here.  The  Erfft,  in  Latin 
Er-vates,  or  Aniapha,  rifes  in  the  Eyffel,  and  having  traverfed  the  country 
oi  Julien  on  the  eaft,  as  alfo  a  part  of  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn,  in  the 
laft  falls  into  the  Rhine.  The  river  A'irVri  runs  to  the  eaft  on  the  borders, 
and  pafles  through  Gelders  to  Cleve.  The  Ahr  comes  out  of  the  Eyffely 
and  pours  itfelf  below  Grind  not  far  from  Sinzig  into  the  RJjine. 

§.3.  In  this  country  are  twenty-fix  towns,  and  about  eleven  freedoms 
and  boroughs.  The  provincial  States  of  Juliers  bound  themfelves  in  the 
years  1628  and  1636  with  thofe  of  £(fr^  3  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
privileges,  and  thefe  united  Land-ftates  of  Juliers  and  Berg  confift  of  the 
nobility  of  both  countries,  as  alfo  of  what  are  called  the  four  head  towns 
of  each  dutchy;  which  in  the  dutchy  oi  Juliers  are  the  towns  of  Ju- 
liers, Deuren,  Munjler-Evffel,  and  Eufzkirchen  ;  and  in  the  dutchy  of  Berg, 
the  towns  of  Lennep,  Rattingen,  Dujfeldorff,  and  Wipperfurt.  Thefe  aflert 
that  they  depend  not  on  the  unlimited  arbitrary  will  of  their  fovereign,  but 
were  always  governed  according  to  their  own  and  their  countries  freedoms, 
privileges,  ancient  ufages,  cuftoms,  rights,  and  immunities  ;  and  at  the 
land-diets  not  only  deliberated,  but  even  determined  and  decided,  and. 
were  alfo  to  be  confulted  on  the  moft  weighty  matters.  The  common  Land- 
Diets  are  held  at  Dufeldorf.  §  4.  The 
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§.  4.  The  inhabitants  here  are  partly  addidcd  to  the  Romari-czihoWc,  and 
partly  to  the  Proteftant  church.  By  virtue  of  (he  religious  agreement  en- 
tered into  on  April  twcn'^y-  fixlh,  1672,  at  Colin  on  the  Sptrc,  as  alio  on  July 
twentieth,  1673,  at  Dujjeldorf  between  Frederick  Wiliani  Eiedlor  of  Bran- 
denburgy  and  the  Pfalzgrave  Philip  William^  thofe  of  the  Augsburg  con- 
feflion,  as  well  Cahinißs  as  Lutherans  were  to  remain  unmoleftcd,  and 
protected  in  the  public  exercife  of  their  religion,  their  churches,  cha- 
pels, fchools,  prebendaries,  rents,  eftates,  and  incomes,  which  they  held 
and  enjoyed  in  the  dutchies  of  Jidirrs  and  Berg,  at  the  time  of  entering 
into  this  agreement :  they  were  alfo  to  have  the  power  of  exercifing  and 
enjoying  unmolefted  in  every  particular  their  public  worfliip,  in  fuch  man- 
ner as  it  is  exercifed  and  et^joyed  in  the  Calvinijt  and  Lutheran  churches 
under  the  direflion  of  Proteftant  lords;  and  likewife  to  build  and  maintain 
churches,  chapels,  parf)nages,  houles  for  fchools,  facrifties,  and  whatever 
elfe  is  otherwife  neceffary  for  the  Divine  Service,  at  their  own  expcnce. 
Their  preachers  and  church-officers  to  enjoy  all  privilege?,  and  to  be  pto- 
tedted  in  the  regulations  of  their  church.  Thejr  ecclefiaftical  vifitations,  to 
which  the  fovereign,  in  his  own  behalf,  fends  a  perfon  of  the  Proteftant 
religion,  and  their  church  difcipline  to  be  interrupted  by  nothing  whatfo- 
ever.  Their  matrimonial  matters,  their  fynods,  clafTes,  prebbyteries,  con- 
fiftories,  and  infpedlorates,  to  be  determined  by  them  ;  but  if  within  three 
months  an  amicable  accommodation  was  not  made,  the  matters  in  contro- 
verfy  to  be  referred  to  the  regency  of  Dujfeldorf,  there  to  be  debated,  and 
then  to  be  remitted  to  Proteftant  lawyers  for  their  decifion.  Wherever 
alfo  any  /^ö;«(?//-catholic  and  Proteftant  magiftrates  were  eftabliflied  in  1624, 
there  they  were  to  be  appointed  and  fufFered  again  ;  not  to  mention  other 
particulars.  If  one  party  too  adl  againft  this  agreement,  the  other,  which 
holds  it,  after  previous  enquiry  of  both  parties,  fh:dl  be  entitled  to  re- 
taliation. 

§.  5.  The  firft  Count  oi'JuUers  known  with  any  degree  of  cert;)intv,  was 
Gerhard-,  w'ho  lived  in  the  firft  half  of  the  tenth  century.  Count  IVuliam 
VII.  was  by  the  Emperor  Leivis  of  Bavaria  created  a  Marggrave,  which 
dignity  he  bore  fo  early  as  the  year  1337,  and  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV. 
in  1356,  alfo  Duke  of  Juliers.  His  !on  Duke  IViUiam  VIII.  on  account 
of  his  confort,  obtained  the  dutchy  of  Gelders  and  the  county  oi  Zutphen ; 
and  his  fon  Reitihold  dying  in  the  year  1423  without  heirs,  the  dutchies  of 
yuliers  and  Gelders  came  io  Adolphus  VIII.  Duke  oi  Berg,  who  was  oblio-ed 
to  cede  Gelders  to  Arnold  of  Egmond.  But  he  alfo  dying  in  the  year  1437 
without  heirs,  Gerhard  fon  to  his  brother  PFilliam  fucceeded  him  in  the 
dutchies  of  Juliers  and  Berg,  being  at  the  fan-ie  time  as  heir  to  his  father 
Count  of  Ravensberg.  His  fon  Duke  William  XI.  or  III.  dying  alfo  in  151 1 
the  countries  of  Juliers,  Berg,  and  Rave?isberg,  fell  to  John  III.  Duke  ofCleve, 
Count  of  the  Ä'Iark  and  Lord  of  Raven/lein,  husband  to  his  daughter  Mary.

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The  fate  of  thefe  united  countries  has  been  related  above  under  the  dutchy 
of  CA"u^;  and  from  fuch  relation  it  appears  that  the  dutchies  of  Julien 
and  Berg,  together  with  the  feigniories  of  Ravenßein,  Winnenthal,  and 
Breikefnnd  amt  to  the  Pfalzgrave  Philip  Williamy  who  in  the  year  1685 
arrived  to  be  Eledlor  Palatine,  His  fecond  fon  and  fucceffor,  the  Eledor 
Charles  Philip  having  neither  princes  nor  brothers,  the  eledloral  houfe  of 
Brandenburg,  after  his  death,  obtained  pofleflion  of  the  faid  countries  -, 
which  the  Ek'dtor-palatine  wanted  to  have  retained  for  the  future  heir  of 
the  palatinate,  that  is  to  fay,  iox  Charles  Philip  Theodore  Ffälzgrave  of  Sulz- 
hach.  This  matter  caufed  great  commotions,  but  was  at  length  accommo- 
dated by  an  agreement  in  1742,  by  virtue  of  which  the  houfe  of  Sulzlach, 
after  the  death  of  the  old  Eledtor,  was  to  pofiefs  the  countries  of  fuliers. 
Berg,  and  Ravenßein ;  upon  which  the  Pfalzgrave  Charles  Philip  Theodore 
caufed  homage  to  be  paid  him  in  them,  and  foon  after  fucceeded  the 
old  deceafed  Eledor-palatine,  as  well  in  the  palatinate  as  in  the  countries  of 
'Juliers,  Berg,  and  Ravefißein. 

§.6.  The  aims  of  the  dutchy  of  Juliers  are  a  lion  fable  in  a  field  Or-, 
b'Jt  thofe  of  the  dutcliy  of  Berg  a  lion  gules  bearing  a  crown  azure  in  a 
field  ar'jent. 

§.7.  On  account  of  "Juliers  and  Berg  no  voice  is  at  prefent  held  in  the 
■^college  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  To  the  imports,  however,  thereof, 
on  acc(mnt  of  "Juliers,  are  to  be  given  fix  hundred  and  thirty-nine  florins, 
forty-five  kiuiczers,  and,  on  account  of  Berg,  two  hundred  eighty-four 
florins  and  four  fifteenths ;  and  to  the  chamber-judicatory,  on  account  of 
both  dutchies,  fix  hundred  and  feventy-fix  rixdoUars,  twenty-fix  kruitzers 
and  three  quarters,  for  each  term.  In  the  circle  of  Weßphalia^  Juliers  enjoys 
the  crMdirMorium  alternately  \\\^k\Cle^e. 

§.  8,  The  high  provincial  colleges  of  Juliers  and  Berg,  as  alfo  the  privy- 
council,  the  aulic-council,  the  chancery  and  the  aulic-chamber,  are  at 
Diijjeldorf  in  the  dutchy  of  Berg.  By  the  Land-fi;ates  of  Juliers  and  Berg 
a  certain  fum  of  money  is  yearly  granted  to  the  fovereign,  which,  in  the  year 
iJSS'  amounted,  for  the  ordinary  charges,  to  580,000  rixdollars,  to  which 
was  moreover  added  a  free  gift  of  50,000  florins. 
§,  9,  We  fliall  now  take  notice  of, 
1.  The  prefedlurate  of  Juliers,    containing 

juliers,  or  Jülich,  which  is  alfo  called  Gulich,  and  in  Latin  Juliacum, 
the  head  town  of  the  country.  At  the  provincial  Difts  it  holds  the  firft 
place  and  voice  among  the  towns,  is  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  and  fortified,^ 
and  a!fü  contains  in  it  a  citadel,  in  which  is  an  ancient  princely  refidence, 
a  Roman-CdithoWc  collegiate  church,  and  a  Cahiniß  church,  and  the  Lu- 
therans have  alfo  another  before  the  town.  This  place  is  very  ancient,  and 
obtained  its  name  in  the  time  of  the  Romans.

Aldenhovctt,  or  Aldenhaven,  a  fmall  town,  which  formerly  belonged  to 
the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn. 

Sierßorp,  a  commandery  of  the  order  of  St.  John. 

3.  The  prefedtiirate  of  Linnich  :  In  it 

Linnich-,  a  fmall  town,  lying  on  the  Rtihr,  and  containing  a  church 
of  the  Calvin/is.  This  place  belonged  formerly  to  the  abbey  of  Prüm, 
and  came  by  exchange  to  Juliers.  Near  it,  in  1444,  Arnold  oi  Egmojit 
was  defeated  by  Gerhard  Duke  of  "Juliers  and   Berg. 

4.  The  prefeäurate  of  Geilekirchen,  containing 

Geilekirchen,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  JVorm,  and  which  in  the  year 
1484  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  town. 

5.  The  prefecftuiate  of  Millen,  in  which   is 
Millet?,  an  amt-houfe. 

Süßeren,  a  fmall  town  containing  a  collegiate  church.  t 

Sittard,  a  little  town  having  a  /vw«ö/;-catholic  collegiate  church,  and 
alfo  another  belonging  to  the  Cahinißs. 

Urmundy  a  borough  feated  on  the  Maajz,  over  which  at  this  place  is 
a  toll. 

Ti{dder,  a  borough. 

6.  The  prefedturate  of  Born,  containing  the  feigniorles. of  L/;;;^^r^  and 
Kelzenich. 

7.  The  prefedurate  of  Randeradt,  in  which  is 

Randeradt,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Worm,  which  here  divides  itfelf 
into  two  branches.  This  town  was  laid  wafte  in  the  years  12 14,  1226, 
and   1239. 

8.  The  prefeibarate  of  Heinsberg.  The  ancient  k\gn\ory  q{ ILinsberg 
comprized  in  it  Heinsberg,  Geilekirchen,  Gängelt,  Millen,  Fuicht,  &c.  and 
had  lords  of  its  own,  who  alfo  for  fome  time  were  in  poflefTion  of  the 
county  of  Lofz,  together  with  the  feigniories  of  Leuettberg,  Diejlhcm,  and 
Sichern.  The  laft  of  thefe  lords,  JolvilY.  died  in  the  year  1472;  upon 
which  the  feigniory  oi  Heinsberg  devolved  to  William  the  "laft  Duke  o^  Ju^ 
Hers,  whofe  confort  Elizabeth  was  of  the  houfe  of  Heijisberg.  In  this  pre-

Heinsberg,  a  town,  containing  a  collegiate  church,  with   a  nunnery  of 
Frcemonflratenfes  and  a  church  of  the  Cahinißs.

9.  The  prefecturate  of  Wassenberg,  contains  in  it

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fVaJJ'enberg^  a  fmall  town  feated  on  a  mountain,  and  having  in  it  one  col- 
legiate Roman-czihoWc,  and  one  Calvini ß  chnrch.  In  the  year  1 544  this 
place  was   united  for  ever  to  the  dutchy  oi  Juliers. 

Tußenbi-oicJ.\  a  feign iory. 

Dalhcim,  a  Cißercian  nunnery  eftablifhed  for  ladies. 

Hohe7ibufchy  commonly  called  Hombufch,  a  monaflery. 

10.  The  prefedurate  of  Dalen.,  containing 

Daleii,  a  fmall  town,  in  which  is  a  nunnery.  Near  it  in  the  year  156S 
the  Netherlander^  were  defeated. 

11.  The  prefedurate  of  Bruggen,  in  which  is 

Briiggen  or  Brück,  a  town  feated  on  the  river  Schwalm,  and  in  which 
the  Cülvifji/ls  have  a  church.  This  place  received  great  damage  by  fire  in 
the  year   1751. 

Si/ckelen,  a  borough,  in  which  the  Cahinißs  have  a  church. 

Dulkt'H,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  monaflery. 

WalJtniely  a  borough. 

12.  The  prefedlurate  of  Gladbeck.     In  it 

Gladbeck,  or  Gladbach,  alfo  called  Motichen-Gladbach,  a  fmall  town  con- 
taining a  BetiediSiine  abbey,  which  was  founded  about  the  year  971.  The 
abbot  of  this  place  pretends  to  be  ground-lord  of  the  town.

13.  The  prefedurate  of  BosLAR. 

14.  Erkeltiis,  a  fmall  town,  having  a  diftriä:  annexed,  and  belonging 
formerly  to  the  Roermond  quarter  of  the  dutchy  of  Gelders,  but  in  the  year 
1719,  by  virtue  of  an  agreement  concluded  in  17 15,  was,  with  all  fupe- 
riority  ceded  to  the  Emperor,  and  incorporated  with  the  dutchy  oi  'Juliers. 

The  prefedurate  of  Caster,  formerly  a  particular  feigniory^ 
and  containing 

Caßer,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel,  feated  on  the  Erffi.

Grevenbroich,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  feated  on  the  Er^f,  and  contain- 
ing a  monaflery. 

El(en,  a  commandery  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  John. 

17.  The  prefedurate  of  Berg  hem,  formerly  a  particular  feigniory. 
In  it  is 

Berchem,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Erfft.  The  Jews  have  a  fj-na- 
gogue  here. 

The  feigniories  of  Erzweiler,  Turnich,  Vogbell,  Frech,  Hemmersbach^ 
Sunddorff,  and  Fiißed :  together  with 

Wejelich,  or  IVeißing,  a   borough  feated  on  the  Rhine. 

J  8.  The  prefedurate  of  Norvenich,  containing 

Norvenich,  a  borough. 

Birkeßorf, 
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Birkeßorff,  a  church-village,  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  over  which  it  has  a 
toll :  together  with 

The  feigniories  of  Gorzenicb,  Fre7jz,  and  Merode :  as  alfo 
Ellen,  a  cloyfter  of  Preemonßratenfes. 

19.  The  prefe(flurate  of  Düren,  containing 

Deuren,  or  Düren,  anciently  Marcodurum,  a  place  reckoned  the  feconJ 
among  the  towns  which  have  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets.  In  the 
year  1 1  24  this  town  was  walled  in.  It  belonged  formerly  to  the  Empire, 
and  was  firfl:  mortgaged  by  Frederick  II.  to  Willi  at?i  Count  of  "J tili  er  s, 
which  mortgage  was  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  in  the  vear 
1348. 

20.  The  prefedlurate  of  Esch  weiler,  containing 

Efihweiler,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Dente,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
which  is  dug  ftone-coal. 

Stolberg,  a  feigniory,   where  the  Lutherans  have  a  church. 
Schonjorß,  a  citadel  belonging  to  the  fovereign. 

21.  The  prefedurate  of  Wilhelmstein,  in  which  is  the  citadel  and 
amt-houfe  of  Wilhelmßein,  as  alfo  the  feigniories  of  Kinzweiler,  where  the 
Lufhera/js  have  a  church,  together  with  Bergm  and  Heyde?2. 

22.  The  prefedlurate  of  Monjoy,  containing 

Monjoy,  in  Latin  Montis-jovium,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Ruhr,  and 
containing  in  it  a  citadel  and  an  amt-houfe. 

Menzeradt,  a  village  having  a  Lutheran  church. 

23.  The  prefedurate  of  Nidecken  :  In  it 

Nidecken,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  commandery  of  the  order  of  St. 
yohn.  Out  of  the  ancient  nunnery  of  Prcemonßratenfes  here  arofe  a  priory 
which  the  monks  of  Steinfeld  adminifter.  Near  this  place  Philip  oi  Swabia 
in  the  year  1206,  defeated  the  Emperor  Oito  IV. 

Hermbach,  a  borough. 

Gemunde,  a  borough  in  which  the  Lutherans  have  a  church. 

The  feigniories  of  Drimborn,  Gorzen,  Eyck,  &cc.  together  with 

Mechernich,  a  feigniory,  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Neßelrod,  which  in 
the  ufual  matricula,  is  confidered  as  an  immediate  Imperial  feigniory. 

24.  The  prefedurate  of  Euskirchen,  containing 

Euskirchen,  which  is  reckoned  the  fourth  among  the  towns  that  have 
voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets. 

The  feigniories  of  Billich,  Ruxheim,  Enaenheim,  and  Great-Bulkß-<eim^ 
at  the  laft  of  which  the  Cahinißs  have  a  church. 

25.  The  prefedlurate  of  Munster-Evffel,  containing 
Munßer-Eyff'el,  in   Latin  called  Monajleriujn   Eißice,  by  way  of  diftinc- 

tion  from  the  town  of  Munlier  in  the  bilhopric  thereof,  and  reckoned  the 
third  among  the  towns  which  have  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets.  In 
it  is  a  collegiate-church.

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The  felgniories  of  Linden,  Tcreißmm,  Vifchel,  Vettelhof,  Kal'dejiborn,  6cc. 

26.  The  prefedurate  of  Ton  berg. 

27.  The  county  of  Neuenavy  or  Nuenar^  had  formerly  counts  of  its  own, 
on  the  extindlion  of  whom  it  came  by  marriage  to  the  counts  of  Virneburg, 
who  alfo  becoming  extindl  in  the  year  1545,  a  good  part  thereof  was 
given  in  fief  by  the  Ekdtor-palatine,  Frederick  II.  to  William  Duke  of 
JulierSy  Cleve,  and  Berg.  The  remaining  part  of  the  county  fell  to  the 
Count  of  Limburg,  of  which  we  have  treated  above  under  the  county  of 
the  Mark.  To  the  prefent  prefecturate  oi  Neueno.r  belong  only  eleven  places. 

28.  The  prefeöurate  of  Sinzig  and  Rheinmagen,  containing 
Sinzig,  a  fmall  town  fituate  hard  by  the  Rhine,  and  which  the  Emperor 

Charles  IV.  mortgaged  in  the  year  1348  to  William  VII.  In  this  place  is  a 
nunnery. 

Rheijimagen,  in  Latin  Regiomagum,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Rhine, 
and  which  was  alfo  mortgaged  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  in  the  year  1348, 
to  William  VII. 

Grind,  a  fmall  place  fituate  on  the  Ahr.  « 

29.  The  feigniory  of  ßr//?r/7,  or  Breyßch,  belonging  to  the  foundation  of  J 
Eßen,  and  lying  on  the  Rljine.  In  the  borough  of  Brifich  is  a  commandery  \ 
of  the  order  of  St.  "Jobn.

§.  I.  npO  the  wefl  is  feparated  by  the  Rhine  from  the  archbifliopric  of 
Cologn,  on  which  it  alfo  terminates  to  the  fouth  ;  to  the  eaft  borders 
on  Ncifau-Siegen,  the  dutchy  of  Wejlphalia,  and  the  county  of  the  Mark ; 
and  to  the  north  on  the  dutchy  of  Cleve,  being  feparated  by  the  Rhine  from 
the  principality  of  Mors.  In  its  greatefl  extent  it  is  above  fifteen  German 
miles,  and  in  its  greateft  breadth  fix. 

§.  2.  This  dutchy  is  a  very  mountainous  country,  but  has  fome  fruitful 
trads,  as  alio  good  meadow  and  pafture  lands,  together  with  great  quan- 
tities of  timber,  iron  and  other  ores,  as  alfo  flone-coal.  In  the  upper-parts 
towards  the  Rhine  is  alfo  wine.  The  Rhine,  which  as  has  been  already 
Ihewn,  flows  to  the  eaft  of  this  country,  receives  into  it  the  rivers  here,  as 
namely  the  Sieg,  into  which  the  Agger  pours  itlelf,  and  the  IFipper.  The 
Ruhr,  which  comes  out  of  the  county  of  the  Mark,  runs  to  the  north 
through  the  narroweft  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Berg,  and  in   the  dutchy  of 


Clcve  mingles  itfelf  with  the  Rhine. 
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§,  3.  In  this  dutchy  are  eleven  towns,  and  the  fame  number  of  boroughs. 
Above,  under  the  dutchy  of  Julicrs,  we  treated  of  the  Land-ftatts  and 
the  State  of  religion  here.  In  this  dutchy  are  manufadures  of  cloth,  iron, 
and  fteel. 

§.  4.  The  country  of  Berg  was  at  firH:  governed  by  the  counts  of  Alte?ia, 
but  in  Engelbert  it  obtained  a  count  of  its  own.  This  lafl  perfon  was  bro- 
ther to  Eberhardl.  Count  oi  Altena,  and  lived  in  the  latter  half  of  the  12th 
century.  The  ancient  race  of  the  Counts  of  Berg  became  extind:  in  the 
^  year  1348,  in  Adolpbus  VII,  who  was  the  eleventh  Count  thereof  His 
daughter  Margaret  was  confort  to  Duke  Gerhard  of  Juliers,  at  leaft  this 
Gerhard  was  likewife  Count  of  Berg,  though  it  is  uncertain  how  he  came 
to  be  (o,  and  whether  he  was  the  12th  or  13th  Count  thereof.  His  fon 
William  was  in  the  year  1380  created  Duke  of  Berg  by  the  Emperor  Wcnzc- 
ßaus,  and  his  fon  again,  by  name  Adolphm  VIII.  was  alfo  Duke  of  Juliers 
and  Gelders.  The  fucceeding  hiftory  of  this  country  has  been  given  above 
under  that  of  the  dutchies  of  y idler s  and  CJeve. 

§.  5.  An  account  of  the  arms  and  the  high  land-colleges,  which  it  pof- 
fefles  in  common  with  yuliers,  is  to  be  found  above  under  that  dutchy. 

§.  6.  We  fhall  now  take  notice  of 

1.  The  prefedurate  of  Düsseldorf,  containing 

Dufeldorf,  a  town  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  through  which  the  rivulet 
of  Duffel  runs,  being  afterwards  received  by  the  Rhine,  over  which  is  at 
this  place  a  bridge  of  boats.  Diiffeldorfh  reckoned  only  the  third  among 
the  towns  of  Berg  which  enjoy  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets,  but  is  alio 
the  feat  of  the  high  land-colleges  of  Juliers  and  Berg,  and  the  place  of 
meeting  of  the  Land-ftates.  This  town  is  not  large,  but  populous,  and 
flrongly  fortified.  The  new  town,  which  the  'EIq&.ov  Jobii-William  cauied 
to  be  ereded  before  the  gate  of  Berg,  confifts  of  one  broad  fine  built  flreet 
but  fell  afterwards  to  decay.  In  the  town  itfelf  we  fee  the  old  princely  cita- 
del, which  lies  on  the  Rhine,  and  commands  a  fine  profped,  exclufive  of 
which  it  contains  nothing  remarkable  in  it,  excepting  that  it  has  a  double 
weighty  gallery.  The  uppermofl  of  thefe  galleries  confifls  of  five  rooms, 
which  are  filled  wnth  coftly  paintings  by  the  greateft  maflers,  as  namely 
.  Rubejis,  Van  Dyck,  Von  der  Werf,  Raphael,  Julius  Ro?nanus,  Titian,  &c. 
as  alfo  with  excellent  ftatues,  and  other  things  worth  feeing.  Under  this 
gallery  is  another,  containing  ftatues  in  marble  and  plaifler,  which  are  co- 
pies of  the  mofl  celebrated  ftatues  at  Rome  and  Florence.  In  the  citadel  is 
the  feat  of  the  aulic-chamber,  and  in  the  place  or  fquare  which  lies  onpo- 
fite  to  it  is  feen  an  equeftrian  Aatue  of  metal,  ereded  to  the  honour  of 
John-William  the  Eledor.  At  the  council-houfe  the  privy-council  and  the 
college  of  the  aulic-council  meet,  and  near  it  lies  the  Prince's  chancery.  In 
the  collegiate  and  parifh-church  here  arc  to  be  fttn  many  monuments  of 
tlie  ancient  Dukes  of  Juliers  and  Berg.     The  J:Tuits  have  alfo  a  college,  a 

gymnajiiim 
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gymnafnim  and  a  feminnry  here,  together  with  a  beautiful  chapel.  In  the 
town  are  hkcwife  fome  nunneries  and  monafteries,  as  a!(b  a  Calvintß 
and  a  Lutheran  church.  Tiie  frequentiv  mentioned  Eledor-palatine, 
'John-William,  was  born  at  this  place,  and  alio  relidcd  he>e,  the  French 
having  lad  wafte  Heidelberg  and  Manheim,  and  likewife  died  in  this 
town  in.1716.  In  the  year  1752  a  riding-academy  was  founded  here. 
Before  the  g.Ue  of  Co  log  f2  is  a  chapel  built  after  the  pattern  of  the  houfe  of 
our  Lady  at  Loretto,  and  adorned  with  fine  paintings.. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Angkrmund.     In  it  is 

Ratingen,  or  Rattingen,  a  town  reckoned  the  fecond  among  thofe  which 
have  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets.  'In  this  place  is  a  Cahiniß  and  a 
Lutheran  church. 

Angenmind,  a  borough  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  Anger. 

Angerort,  a  borough,  near  which  the  rivulet  of  Anger  falls  into  the 
RJAne.     And 

Mülheim  on  the  Ruhr,  a  Cahiniß  parifh. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  Medman  ;  in  which  is 
Medman,  a  borough,  containing  a  church  of  the  Cahinißs. 
Gerrijheim,  a  borough,  in  which  is  a  nunnery  for  ladies. 

Dufel,  Wulfradt,  and  Velbert,  villages  containing  churches  of  the  Cahinids. 

4.  The  prefed urate  of  Solingen,  comprehending 

Solingen,  a  fmall  town,  in  which  good  fvvord-blades  are  forged.  In  this 
town  is  a  Cahiniß  and  a  Lutheran  church. 

Greverad,  a  borough,  containing  a  nunnery  for  ladies,  as  alfo  a  Cahiniß 
church. 

Hilden,  Haen  and  Waldt,  villages,  containing  churches  of  the  Cahinißs. 

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Monheim  ;  in  which  is 
Monheim,  a  borough. 

Benrad,  a  citadel  belonging  to  the  fovereign. 

Burgel,  an  eftate  appertaining  to  the  count  of  Nejehod. 

6.  The  prefedlurate  of  Miseloe,  in  which  is 

Neffelrod,  the  ftem-houfe  of  the  ancient  noble  hxm\y  o(  Ntßelrod,  which 
was  raifed  to  the  ftate  of  counts  of  the  Empire. 
Stränden,  a  commandery  of  the  Teutonick  order. 

Dunewald,  a  nunnery  for  ladies,  belonging  to  the  order  oi  Pramon- 
ßratenjes. 

Neukirchen  and  Witzhelden,  villages  containing  Lutheran  churches. 
Burg,  a  freedom  feated  on  the  Wippe,  and  containing  a  Lutheran  church, 
as  alfo  a  commandery  of  the  Teutonick  order. 

7.  The  prefedlurate  of  PoRz.     In  it 

Forx,  containing  the  amt-houfe,  and  lying  hard  by  the  i?/6/W. 
Bensberg,  a  fine  pleafure-houfe  belonging  to  the  fovereign,  which  the

Blankenbergy  a  fmall  town  feated  on  a  mountain. 

Siegberg,  a  fmali  town  feated  on  the  Sieg,  and  near  which  on  a  moun- 
tain ftands  a  BenediSline  abbey  for  men,  founded  in  the  year  1056. 

Heißerbach,  a  Ciflercian  abbey. 

The  monaftery  of  Boedingen. 

Herchen,  a  village,  in  which  the  Roman-C2L\hoVic%  and  Lutherans  have 
a  church  in  common. 

10.  Theprefedlurate  of  Leuenberg:    Containing 
Leuenberg,  the  amt-houfe,  which  is  feated  on  a  mountain. 
Hoeffen,  or  Honneff,  a  borough. 

11.  The  prefedturate  of  Windeck.  In  the  villages  of  Leufcheid,  Rof. 
bach,  Odenjpiel,  and  Eckenhagen,  the  Lutherans  are  pofTelTed  of  churches, 
and  at  Denklingen  they  enjoy  the  church  in  common  with  the  Roman- 
catholics. 

12.  The  prefedurate  of  Steinbach,  in  which  is 
Oelpe,  a  commandery  of  the  Teutonick  order. 
ISliejiberg,  a  citadel. 

Ereßoven,  an  eflate  belonging  to  the  counts  of  Neffelrod. 
Seelfcheidt,  a  village,  in  which  the  Lutherans  and  i?o;«^;z-catholics  have  a 
church  in  common. 

13.  The  prefedurate  of  HucKESWAGEN,  containing 

Lennep,  a  town,  which  at  the  Land-diets  pofTefTes  the  firfl:  place  and 
voice  among  the  towns  of  Berg.  The  Lutherans  have  a  church  here,  and 
the  inhabitants  themfelves  were  formerly  all  Lutherans  ;  but  at  prefent  here 
are  alfo  i^c/w^/z-catholics,  and  the  Jefuits  likewife  founded  a  miflion  here  in 
the  year  1744.  In  this  tovi^n  too  are  fome  manufactures  of  cloth-fabricks, 
and  in  1564  it  was  almoft  wholly  burnt  down. 

Wipperjurt ,  a  town  feated  on  the  Wipper,  and  which  among  the  towns  of 
Berg,  enjoying  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diets,  is  the  fourth  and  laft. 
The  Cahinißs  have  a  church  here. 

Radt  vor  dem  Walde,  a  fmall  town,  in  which  is  a  Calviniß  and  a  Lu- 
theran church. 

Huckefwagen,  a  borough,  containing  a  Cahiftiß  and  Lutheran  church. 

14.  The  prefedurate  of  BoRNEFELD,  containing 

Aldenberg,  a  Cißercian  abbey,  in  which  many  Counts  and  Dukes  of  5^;-^, 
as  alfo  of  the  Mark  and  Juliers  lie  interred,  together  with  fome  bifhops. 
Vol.  IV.  G  g  g  Burfcheidy 
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Burfcheid,    Remfcheidt,    and  Daveringhaufen  are  villages,  containing  X:/- 
tbcrciti  churches. 

fVirrneJkh'chen  and  Didm,  villages,  in  which  are  churches  of  the  Cahhiißi. 

15.  The  prefedlurate  of  Bevenburg  ;  in  which  is 
Ecyenburg,  or  Bienburg,  a  borough,  containing  a  monaftcry. 

16.  The  prefedturate  of  Ei.vERFELD.     In  it  is 

Eherfeld,  a  town  feated  on  the  Wipper^  and  which  firft  obtained  the  pri- 
vileges ot  a  town  in  the  year  16 10.  The  church  of  the  JL^z/jiVvwi  here, 
which  confifts  of  about  a  thoufand  perfons,  was  confecrated  in  the  year 
1752.  At  this  place  alfo  is  a  Cahinß  church.  Near  the  town  is  a  ma- 
nutadture  in  which  great  numbers  of  thimbles  are  made. 

Cronenberg,  a  village  containing  a  church  of  the  Cahifiifts. 

Rem.  In  this  part  alfo  lies  the  new  built  town  of  Ronfdorf^  but  in  what 
prefei5turate  I  am  not  able  to  fay,  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

}  7.  The  feigniory  of  Hardenberg,  near  the  prefedurate  of  SoUngen,  be- 
longs to  a  baron  of  Wendt.,  under  the  protedlion  of  the  dutchy  of  Berg. 

Hardenberg,  a  borough. 

Langenberg,  a  fine  borough,  in  which  is  a  church  of  the  Cahinißs-. 

Neuiges,  a  village,  containing  a  Calviniß  church. 

1 8.  The  feigniory  of  Bruch,  or  Broick,  lying  on  the  Ruhr,  in  the  pre- 
fccturate  of  Angermund^  and  belonging  to  a  line  of  the  houfe  of  Leinifigen- 
Dachsburg. 

19.  The  county  of  Styrum,  alfo  lying  on  the  Ruhr,  and  belonging  to  a 
line  of  the  houfe  of  Limburg.     This  county  is  very  fmall. 

20.  The  feigniory  of  Linnep,  likewife  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  pre- 
fedturate  of  Angermund,  and  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Bentheim. 

2 1 .  The  feigniory  of  Zum  Stein,  feated  within  the  limits  of  the  prefedlu- 
rate  of  Blankenberg. 

22.  The  feigniory  of /^z'A/t'Wi^^r^,  or  Wildenborg,  belonging  to  a  branch 
of  the  houfe  of  Hatzfeld.     In  it 

IVildenberg,  a  citadel. 

Crotorf,  a  citadel  and  village. 

P^em.  The  county  of  Homberg,  or  Homburg,  which  is  environed  by  the 
dutchv  of  Berg,  and  on  one  fide  alfo  by  the  county  of  the  Mark  belongs 
to  the  houfe  of  Sayn-Witgenjlein-Berleburg,  which  in  the  year  1716, 
on  account  thereof,  put  in  for  feat  and  voice  in  the  circle  of  Weßphalia. 
Exclufive  of  the  citadel  and  borough  of  Homberg,  a  great  number  of  villages 
belong  moreover  to  this  county. 
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The  Principality  of 
NASSAU-SIEGEN. 

§.  I.  '-p  HE  charts  of  the  Naßiu  countries,  in  general,  are  to  be  menti- 
-*•  oned  in  the  defcription  of  the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine.  In  this 
place  we  are  only  to  obferve,  that  the  third  flieet  of  the  hundred  and  firft 
chart  in  the  Atlas  of  Germafjy^  reprefents  the  countries  of  Najfau- Siegen  and 
Naßzu-Dillenburg. 

§.  2.  The  principality  of  Najfau-Siegen  lies  on  the  Weßerivalde,  being 
three  German  miles  in  length,  and  one  in  breadth.  This  principality  h, 
indeed,  a  very  mountainous  and  woody  country,  but  yet  contains  alfo  fome 
good  arable  land,  and  in  particular  good  pafturage,  whence  the  breed 
of  cattle  here  is  confiderable  and  advantageous ;  but  the  principal  things  in 
this  country  are  its  numerous  iron-buts,  in  which  ftoves  and  other  iron 
manufadtures  are  made,  and  at  Freudenberg  large  quantities  of  fteel  are  pre- 
pared and  exported.     The  river  Sieg  here  receives  into  it  feveral  rivulets. 

§.  3.  This  principality  contains  one  town,  two  boroughs,  and  to  the 
number  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  villages.  In  the  year  1624  the 
Cahinift  religion  only  was  in  ufe  here,  and  the  Cahifiißs  were  in  poflefTion 
of  all  the  churches,  fchools,  and  religious  revenues :  But  in  1626,  Count 
yobn  the  Younger  became  2?owß«-catholic,  and  fought  to  introduce  not  only 
into  his  fliare  of  the  country,  but  alfo  throughout  the  whole  dutchy,  the 
i?(jwJ«-catholic  doclrine  and  religion,  which  innovation,  however,  he  was 
not  able  fully  to  accomplifli. 

§.  4.  Otto  II.  grandfon  to  Otto  I.  Count  of  Najjau,  was  the  firft  of  the 
line  of  Naßm-Dillenbwg,  which  afterwards,  from  the  time  of  Count  JVil- 
Ham,  was  called  the  line  of  Naffau-Katz-cnelhibogen,  and  towards  the  begin- 
ning of  the  feventeenth  century,  under  the  fons  of  John  YV.  was  divided 
into  the  lines  of  Siegen,  Dillenburg,  Dietz  and  Hadamar.  The  fon  of 
Count  ^john  the  Middle  of  Najfau-Siegen,  furnamed  'John  the  I'ounger,  going 
over  to  the  i^öWö«-catholic  church,  that  count  founded  the  Roman-z-i.'C^oXiz 
line  of  Najfau-Siegen ;  and  on  the  contrary  his  brother  He7iry  gave  rife  to 
the  Calvinifl  line  of  that  family :  The  latter  of  thefe  lines  became  extinct 
in  the  year  1734  in  the  Prince  Frederick-William,  and  the  former  m  1743 
in  Prince  IVilliam-Hyacinth,  who  fucceeded  the  other  in  his  part  of  the 
country;  upon  which  the  whole  principality  of  Nnjfau-Siegen  came  to  the 
line  oi  Na/fau-Dietz,  and  therein  to  Prince  IVilliam-Henry  Frifo,  Prince  ct 
Orange,  and  afterwards  firft  hereditary  ftadtholder  of  the  United  Provincei, 
who  left  all  his  countries,  and  thus  alfo  the  principality  of  NaJfau-Siegcn  to 
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his  only  fon  Prince  William  V.  Prince  of  Orange  and  hereditary  fladt- 
holder  of  the   United  Provinces. 

§.  5.  On  account  of  Naffaii-Hadamar  and  Siegen,  thh  laft,  at  the  Diet  of 
the  Empire  in  the  council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  and  at  the  Diets 
of  the  circle  of  Weßpbalia,  on  account  of  Siegen,  has  a  peculiar  voice  ;  but 
at  the  latter  fits  after  the  abbey  of  Thoren.  In  the  Lorrain  divifion  of  1654, 
Najfau-Siegen  is  rated  for  each  Roman  month  at  feventy-feven  florins  and 
one  third  ;  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-judicatory,  it  pays 
each  term  fifty  rixdollars,  fix  kruitzers  and  one  half. 

§.  6.  The  yearly  revenue  arifing  to  the  fovereign  out  of  this  country  is 
cflimated  at  100,000  rixdollars. 

§.  7.  This  principality  confifts  of  the  following  prefedlurates,  w'sr. 

1.  Of  the  town  and  prefedturate  of  Siegen. 

Siegen  is  a  town  feated  on  the  river  Sieg,  with  an  old  and  pew  citadel 
in  it,  the  former  of  which  v^^as  anciently  the  refidence  of  the  Roman-cdiihoWz, 
and  the  latter  of  the  Cahiniß  Princes.  Count  Jobn  the  Younger  introduc- 
ing the  J^ö;;w;z-catholic  do<5trine  here,  the  7?owö«-catholics  were  granted  the 
cxercife  of  iheir  religious  worfliip  in  the  church  of  St.  "John,  whilH:  the  Cal- 
vinijls  retained  the  parifh-church  of  St.  Nicholas  alone.  In  this  town  is  a 
college  of  Jcfuits.  In  its  neighbourhood  too  are  many  iron-mines  and 
fmelting-houfes. 

In  the  villages  of  WeidcnaUy  Caen,  Eiferfeld,  or  Iferfeld,  Niedcrfchelten, 
Seelbacby  and  Clafeld  are  chapels,  belonging  as  filials  to  the  Cahiniß  pa- 
rifli-church  of  &V^''<'«.  Ever  fince  the  year  1624  the  i?5»z^;;-catholics  alfo 
have  made  ufe  of  the  three  firfl  for  their  worfliip.

Zu  Eifern,  vor  dem  Haar  dt  ^  and  Mimkerßmtten  are  iron-founderies  and 
forges,  or  batteries. 

2.  The  lower  prefed'urate  of  Upper-Netphe,  containing 
Upper-Netphe^    or  Netphe   unter  der   Kirche^    a   village   feated  on  the- 

river  Sieg. 

Irmengarteichen,  a  church-village. 

3.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  Lower-Netphe,  containirrg 
Loiver-Netphe,  a  village  feated  on  the  Sieg. 

4.  The  prefeifturate  of  Hilchenbach,  in  which  rifes  the  river  Labn, 
In  this  prefedurate  is 

Hilchenbach,  a  borough  and  citadel. 

Keppel,  a  foundation  for  ladies,  which  towards  the  middle  of  the  17th 
century  was  taken  from  the  Jefuits,  who  had  made  themfelves  mafters 
tiiereof,  and  again  ceded  to  the  Calvinifls ;  but  the  latter  fome  years  after 
agreed  that  the  i^öww/z-catholic  religion  alfo  fliould  be  performed  therein. 

Lohe,  a  feudal  eftate,  attached  in  the  year  1660  by  "John  Maurice  Prince 
of  Najfau,  the  male  flem  of  the  Scelbach  line  of  Lohe  becoming  extinft  j 

but 
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but  the  confort  of  George  Lewis  of  the  Heefz  line  pretending  to  be  the  feudal 
and  teftamentary  heirefs  of  this  eftate,  a  tedious  fuit  commenced  thereupoa 
before  the  aulic-chamber  of  the  Empire,  the  ads  of  which  are  publifhed. 
Muffen,  a  village,  in  which  is  a  mine  of  ftcel. 

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Ferndorf,  the  amt-houfe  of  which  lies  in  the 
village  of  Ferndorf. 

6.  The  prefedlurate  of  Freudenberg,  conjaining 
Freiidenhcrg,  a  citadel  and  borough,  in  which  large  quantities  of  iion 


and  fteel  are  forged. 


Upper-Hei/i,  a  citadel  and  village. 

7.  The  prefedurate  or  dale  of  Heiszlingen. 


The    Principality    of 
NASSAU-DILLENBURG, 

§.  1.  nn  HIS  principality  alfo  lies  on  the  TFeßerwaldc,  near  the  former, 
-*-  being  four  German  miles  long  and  three  broad.  In  it  are  many 
iron  founderies  and  forges,  as  alfo  feveral  of  copper  and  lead,  together  with 
fome  filver  and  vitriol,  and  advantageous  woods,  as  alfo  divers  good  quar- 
ries of  flone.  From  its  iron  founderies  and  forges,  as  alfo  from  the  tratiic 
carried  on  here  in  the  iron,  moft  of  the  inhabitants  derive  their  fubhftence, 
there  not  being  a  fufficiency  of  arable-land.  In  this  principality  rife  the  rivers 
Sieg  and  Dill. 

§.  2.  This  country  contains  five  towns  and  two  boroughs,  the  inhabitants 
of  which  are  addided  to  the  Cahiniß  church. 

§.  3.  The  line  of  Naßzu-Dillenburg,  which  had  George,  fon  of  Count 
John  IV,  for  its  original,  became  extind  in  the  year  1739,  in  the  perfon  of 
Prince  Chrißian,  upon  which  the  principality  of  Dillenburg  came  partly  to 
Prince  William  Hyacinth  of  Siegen,  and  partly  to  Prince  William  Charles 
Henry  Frifo  of  Naßiu-Orange-Dietz;  the  latter  of  whom,  on  the  death  of 
the  former,  in  1743  obtained  the  whole  principality  of  Naffaii-Dillenbiirg, 
which  he  left  to  his  fon  William  V.  hereditary  fladtholder  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

§.  4.  This  laft,  at  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  in  the  council  of  the  Princes 
thereof  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  on  account  of  Naffau-Dillenbiirg  and 
Dietz,  but  at  the  Diet  of  the  circle  oi  Weftphalia  on  account  of  Naßm-Dil- 
lenburg.  Towards  the  imports  of  the  Empire  Naßm-Dillenburg,  in  the 
Lorrain  divifion  of  1654,  is  rated  for  each  Roman  month  at  one  hundred 
and  two  florins ;  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-judicatory 
pays  each  term  fifty  rixdollars,  fix  and  a  half  kruitzers» 

§.  5.  The 
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§.  5.  The  yearly  revenue  of  its  fovereign  arifing  from  the  countries  of 
Naßüu-Dillefiburg,  was  in  the  recefs,  concluded  in  the  year  1732  at  Beil- 
Jiein,  between  the  houfe  of  Dillenburg  and  the  proxies  of  the  princely  fa- 
mily relations,  eflimated  at  130,000  florins;  but  in  1731  and  1732  it 
adlually  amounted  to  161,000. 

§.  6.  This  principality  contains  in  it 

1.  The  town  and  prefedlurate  of  Dillenburc,  in  which  is 
Dillcnbiirg^  a  town  feated  on  the  Dill,  which  after  the  fire  of  1724,  was 

better  built  than  it  was  before.  The  princely  citadel  here  is  a  fortification 
in  the  old  tafte.  In  the  town  and  parifli-church  are  to  be  found  the  bu- 
rial-places of  the  ancient  counts  and  the  fucceeding  Princes.  In  the  large 
park  are  two  royal  feats. 

Not  far  from  the  town  is  a  copper-foundery,  ereded  by  Prince  Chrißian, 
and  in  which  are  fmelted  yearly  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  centners  of 
copper. 

The  villages  of  Eybach  and  Fellbach,  in  the  latter  of  which  is  a  royal 
feat ;  together  with  Nanzenbach,  Fronhaiifen,  Wiffenbach,  &c. 

2.  The  town  and  prefedlurate  of  Hayger,  containing 

Hiiyger,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Dill.  In  the  year  1724  this  place 
was  wholly  confumed  by  fire. 

Hüxgerhiitte,  an  iron-foundery. 

The  villages  of  Sechßellcr,  Holzhaufen,  Hayger- See  lb  ach,  Langen-Au- 
bach,  6cc. 

Near  the  village  o^ Steinbach  are  fome  founderies  for  lead,  filver  and  vitriol. 

3.  The  to\vn  and  prefedlurate  of  Herborn.     In  it 

Herborn,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  feated  on  the  Dill,  and  in  which  is 
an  academical  Calviniß  gymnafmm,  founded  in  the  year  1 584. 

The  two  iron-founderies  and  forges  fituate  near  the  villages  of  Burg,  or 
Burg/:,  on  the  Dill,  together  with  Upper  and  Lower-Scbeld. 

Zu  Sinn,  Hirfchberg  and  Sclmibach,  all  royal  feats. 

The  villages  of  Ambdorf,  Bicken,  Bailer sbach,  Erdbach,  Fleisbach,  Me- 
^ebacb,  Merkebacfj,  Offenbach,  ITckerJdorf,  &c. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  BuRBACH,  containing 

Grwid-Burbach,  a  borough  and  citadel,  in  v/hich  the  (tigmory  of  Hachen- 
hurg  has  a  fliare.  In  the  free  ground  on  which  this  place  ftands  is  a  lead-mine. 

The  villages  of  Neukirchen,  Zeppenjeld,  Wallbach,  Wiederßein,  Salchen- 
dorf,  Holzbau  Jen,  &cc. 

5.  The  prefedlurate  of  Driedorf,  containing 

Driedorf,  a  fmall  town  which  is  environed  with  high  walls  and  towers. 
The  ancient  citadel  here  is  fallen  to  ruin.    In  this  town  is  a  royal  feat. 
The  villages  of  Madcmublen,  Munchhaufen,  and  Rabevjcheid. 
At  Hayßerberg  is  a  royal  feat. 

6.  The  united  prefedlurates  of  Mengerskirchen  and  Ellar,  in  which 
is,  Menge  r-

Mengerikirchen,  a  fmall  town,  and  of  no  confideration,  but  containing 
a  citadel. 

Dapperich  and  Meyeiiberg,  royal  feats.

The  villages  of  JD/'^Z-vw^A';/,  Dorchhcim,  Doi-ndorf,  Ellar,  Frickhcfen-,  tuj- 
zingen,  Laiigendorbach,  6cc. 

Seek,  a  village,  difpofed  of  by  IVied-Rwikel  to  the  houfe  of  Lcin'ingen- 
We/ierburg,  and  by  the  latter,  in  1637,  to  John  Lewis,  Prince  of  Naßcm- 
Hadamar,  for  12,450  florins.  The  fovereign's  feat  here  was  formerly  a 
nunnery. 

7.  The  prefefturate  of  Tr INGENSTEIN,  containing 
l'7-ingenßem.,  a  citadel,  feated  on  a  mountain  on  the  river  Ahr. 
The  villages  of  Etfemerode,  Eygerßaufcn,  Ibernthal  and  Waldenfeh. 

8.  The  prefedurate  of  Ebersbach,  containing 

Ebersbach,  ov  Berg-Ebersbach,  a  church-village,  flanding  on  a  mountain. 
Near  this  place  is  an  iron  foundery  and  a  forge. 

The  villages  of  Eibeljhaujen,  Mandeln,  Loiver-Rofzbach  and  Steinbrüchen. 

9.  The  prefedurate  of  Wehrheim  is  poffefTed  in  common  by  Nafati- 
Dlllenburg  with  the  archbifliopric  of  Treves.  About  the  year  1730J  the 
Dlllotbiirg  (hare  was  mortgaged  to  the  princely  houfe  of  NaJJ'au-Vjingen.  In 
this  prefedlurate  is 

Wehrhelm,  a  borough,  which,  in  the  time  of  Count  Gerhard  of  Naffau- 
Dletz,  obtained,  in  the  yeai  1372,  the  rights  of  a  town  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  IV.  together  with  fuch  privileges  as  the  town  of  Frledberg  enjoys. 

The  village  of  Upper-Hayn,  and  the  feat  of  Tron,  which  was^formerly 
a  Ctflercian  nunnery. 

Here  alfo  we  are  to  treat  of  the  former  land-fliare  of  Nafau-Hadamar  and 
the  feigniory  of  Beiljiein,  both  which  lie  on  the  Wejlerwalde. 

I .  The  county  of  Najfau-Hadamar  is  alwut  two  German  miles  in  length 
and  as  many  broad.  Till  the  year  1711,  this  county  belonged  to  the 
Princes  of  Naffau-Hadatnar ,  who  became  extindl  in  the  iaid  year  in  the 
perfon  of  Prince  Francis  Alexander ;  upon  which  the  country  was  divided 
among  the  princely  houfes  of  Naffdu-Dietz,  Siegen  and  Dillenbw'^  ;  but 
now  belongs  wholly  to  Prince  William  V.  of  Naßdu-Orange-Dietz.  This

1.  Hadamar,  or  Upper-Hadamar,  is  a  borough,  feated  on  the  rivulet  of  JB/f, 
with  a  citadel  in  it  the  building  of  which  coft  Prince  John  Lewis  above 
100,000  rixdollars.  In  this  place  alfo  is  a  college  of  Jeluits  and  a  Fran- 
cifcan  cloyfter.

The  laft  of  thefe  was  formerly 
a  cloyfter,  which  was  conferred  by  the  princely  houfe  on  the  gymnafmm  at 
Hcrborn.  Count  "John  Lewis  alienated  it,  after  changing  his  religion, 
from  the  gynviafitm!,  and  gave  it  to  the  Jefuits  of  Hadamar;  but  his  fon. 
Prince  Maurice  JVilliam,  purchafed  it  again  of  the  Jefuits  for  6000 
iTxdollars. 

5.  Dem,  a  village,  fituate  near  the  Lahn,  and  in  which  is  an  inferior 
tribunal.  The  citadel  lying  near  it  belongs  to  the  baron  family  who  are  ftiled 
therefrom. 

II.  The  feigniory  of  Beilßein  appertains  alfo  to  the  houfe  of  Najfau-Dietz, 
and  comprizes  in  it,  exclufive  of  above  fifty  villages, 

1.  Beilßein,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel. 

2.  The  pariflies  oi  Emmerichenhayn,  Liebefifcheid  and  Marienberg.

§.  I.  ^^F  Eaß-Friefland,  Laurence  Michael  of  Hegenkirchen,  Ubbo  Emmius 
^-^  and  JohnFlorian  have  delineated  charts,  among  which  thofe  by  Em- 
mius are  moftly  efteemed,  and  have  been  publillied  by  William  Blaeuw  and 
John  J  an  [fon,  and  copied  by  Sanfon,  Vijfcher,  Allard,  Schenk  and  Homann, 
but  enlarged  and  greatly  improved  by  Ehrenreich,  Gerhard,  and  Coldewe)\ 
whofe  drawing  Job.  Chrißopher  Homann  pubhihed  in  the  year  1730,  which 
chart  conftitutes  the  hundred  and  eleventh  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany :  But 
very  foon,  as  I  am  informed  from  Anrieh,  a  better  ftill  is  to  be  publifhed. 

§.2.  The  principality  of  Eafl-Frießand,  as  confidered  with  refpeft  to  the 
Frießand,  which  lies  to  the  weft  of  it,  and  therefore  called  Weß-Frießatidy 
terminates,  to  the  north,  partly  on  the  Gennan-i&z  and  partly  on  what  is  called 
the  Harrlinger  land;  to  the  eaft,  on  the  feigniory  of  Jever  and  the  county 
of  Oldenburg  ;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  bifhopric  of  Munjler,  and,  to  the  weft, 
on  the  province  of  Groningen  and  the  German-itz.  In  its  greateft  extent  it 
is,  from  fouth  to  north,  nine  and  a  half,  and,  from  weft  to  e aft,  about  nine 
German  miles. 

§.  3.  This  principality  is  fituated  in  a  moift  and  thick  air,  but  this  is 
much  purified  by  the  fea-breezes.     Spring  and  fummer  appear  here  fome- 

what 
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what  later  than  in  other  parts  of  Germany ;  hence  alfo  their  corn-harvert: 
happens  and  is  completed  later.      The   country  is  throughout  level   and 
low  ;  whence  alfo  it  is  fecured  by  expenfive  dikes,  or  aggeres,    againft  the 
inroads  of  the  fea- floods.     Along  the  fea-coaft  here  lies  a  marHi   which  is 
uncommonly  fertile,    and   has    a    clay  bottom,    which  is   more  ufed   for 
meadow  and  pafl:ure  than  for  agriculture.      The  remarkably  fat    paftures 
here  yield  an   important  breed   of  cattle,    producing  horned  catde,    horfe 
and  flieep  in  great  numbers  and  alfo  of  extraordinary  fize.  In  thefe  parts  one 
cow  yields  daily  between  twenty  and  twenty-four  cans  of  milk,  and  from 
this  very  fat  milk  is  made  a  very  rich  butter  and  cheefe.     On  the  contrary, 
in  the  heart  of  the  country,  the  bottom  is  for  the  moft  part  Tandy,  as  alfo 
fenny  and  moorifh,  but  yields  turf  for  burning,  which,  in  the  great  fcarcity 
of  fuel  here,  is  very  advantageous  and  indifpenfably  necefHiry  to  the  country. 
The  greateft  part  of  the  produce  of  the  earth,  as  alfo   the  kitchen-herbs 
here,  grow,  indeed,  to  a  larger  fize,  but  are  feldom  fo  good  as  in   other 
countries.     Fowl  and  venifon  are  alfo  to  be  had  here,  and  in  it  are  geefe  of 
twenty-four  pounds  weight  and  upwards.     In  harveft  a  great  number  of 
fieldfares  and  fnipes  generally  appear.    The  principal  river  of  this  country  is 
the  Embs,  or  Ems,  which  comes  out  of  the  bilhopric  of  Munßer.     Near 
Ort  it  receives  into  it  the  Leda,  or  Soefla,  which  comes  out  of  the  bifliopric 
of  Munßer,  and  at  laft  runs  through  the  Dollart  into  the  North  or  German- 
fea.     Both  near  and  at  the  place  of  its  efflux,  this  river  is  very  broad,  and 
divides  itfelf  into  two  branches,  which  are  called  the  Eaft  and  Wefl-Ems 
and  furround  the  ifland  of  Borcum.     The  ebb  and  flood  are  to  be  ob- 
ferved  here  for  two  large  German  miles  up  into  the  country,  and  even  fo 
high  it  has  alfo  falt-water.     The  above-mentioned  Dollart  is  a  bay  lying 
between  Eaß-Frießatid  and  Groningen,  which  arofe  out  of  a  confiderable 
traifl  of  country  which  was  fwallowed  up  by  the  fea;  for,  in  the  year  1277, 
the   water   firft  broke  with   a  violent  flood   into  this  trad  of  land  ;  ard. 
no  proper  oppofition  being  made  to  it,  and  the  floods  in  the  following 
years,  particularly  in  1  287,  appearing  again,  in  it  gradually  arofe  the  prefent 
bay,  on  whofe  circuit  formerly  fl:ood   to  the   number  of  fifty  great   and 
fmall  places :  but  the  Dollart  decreafes  greatly  on  the  Eaß-Frie/Iand  fide, 
vielding  much  new  land   to  it,  which  has  been  gradually  diked  in,  here 
being  already  feveral  Polders  and  Grodens,  that  is.  Lands  diked  in  ;  and 
alfo,  fo  late  as  the  year  1752,  a  confiderable   Polder,  hard  by  Neufchanz, 
in  Groningen,  was  diked  in  by  the  royal  war  and  domain-chamber,  which 
Polder  is  2026  Demate  (each  of  which  amounts  to  four  huudred  Rhineland 
fquare  rods  of  twelve  feet)  in  extent,  and  at  firft  was  let  out  for    15,325 
rixdoUars,  but  in  the  year  1756  was  difpofed  of  to  the  Provincial-fl:ates.  The 
fea  here  yields  all  forts  of  fifli,  as  oyfl:ers,  mufcles,  fea-crabs,  &c. 

§.  4.  Of  the  real  old  Friefian  language  little  is  now  to  be  heard.  Exclufive 
too  of  the  prefent  Eaß-Frießan,  the  High-dutch  and  Holland  languages  are 
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fpokc  here,  and  in  the  laft  fermons  are  alfo  preached  in  many  places  fituate 
near  Grorjingcn.  The  Lnnd-ftatcs  confifl  of  the  nobility  and  the  ftates,  as 
ahb  of  the  villagers.  Between  thefe  and  the  reigning  houle  certain  articles 
of  agreement  have  been  gradually  entered  into  ever  fince  the  time  of  Count 
Edzard  II.  which,  together  with  the  peculiar  Imperial  ordinances  iflued 
at  the  fame  time,  are  confidered  as  provincial  laws  in  the  government  of  the 
country.  Eaß-Freißandhdi^,  moreover,  many  other  privileges.  The  Land- 
ftates  give  their  votes  at  the  Land-diet,  and  take  them  up,  and  likewife  ad- 
minifter  tl^e  excife. 

§.  5.  Next  to  the  Lutherans  the  Cahinißs  conftitute  the  largeft  com- 
munion. In  the  town  of  Emden.,  and  in  the  lordfhips  o'iGodens  and  Lutz- 
hurg,  the  Rornan-czthoWcs  alfo  enjoy  the  quiet  exercife  of  their  religion, 
and  at  Emden,  Leer  and  Norden,  the  Meanonites  alio.  In  this  country  too 
are  Jews. 

§.  6.  Trade  and  navigation  are  brifkly  carried  on  here.  The  produce  of 
the  country,  and  the  commodities  exported  from  hence,  are  large  horfes 
(numbers  of  which  are  brought  to  Rome  and  fold  by  the  pair,  in  proportion 
to  their  ftoutnefs  and  beauty,  for  three  or  four  hundred  dollars,  and  more» 
and  ufed  for  coach-horfes)  horned-cattle,  butter,  cheefe,  rape-feed, 
winter-barley  and  fine  linen,  which  latter,  in  particular,  is  wrought  at 
Leer  and  Godens.  On  the  other  hand,  by  means  of  the  navigation  carried 
on  here,  every  thing  the  country  is  in  want  of,  or  which  is  neceflary  and 
convenient  to  it,  is  conveyed  there  in  fliipping.  At  Emden  a  privileged 
AJiat'ick  company  has  been  eftablifhed  by  the  King. 

§.  7.    In  the   middle  age  Eaß-Frießand  was   divided   into  many   fmall 
feigniories,  which  are  now  called  lordfhips.     Thefe  were  governed  by  rulers 
called  Häuptlings,  whofe   pofterity,  male  and  female,  were  inverted  with 
that  dignity.     The  Häuptlings  of  Grcthfyhl,  who  obtained  the  furname  of 
Cyrkfena,  or  Sirkjena,  diftinguilhed  themfelves  above  the  reft,  and  of  their 
family  was  fprung  Edzard,  whom  the  greateft  part  of  Eaß-Frießand  re- 
ceived, in  the  year  1430,  for  their  fuperior  Lord.     His  brother,   Ulrich  I. 
was  his  fucceflbr,  whom,  together  with   his  pofterity,  the  Emperor  Fre- 
derick III.  raifed,  in  the  year  1454,  to  the  ftate  of  Counts  of  the  Empire. 
The  Emperor  Ferdinand  III,  in  the  year  1554,  created  Count  E?mo  Lewis, 
or  Enno  IV.  a  Prince  of  the  Einpire  ;  and  his  brother  and  fucceflbr,  George 
Chrißian,   obtained,   both  for  himfelf  and  poflerity,   the  like  princely  dig- 
nity.    This  princely  houfe  became  extindt  in  the  perfon   of  Prince  Charles 
Edzard,   in  the  year  1744,    upon  which  Frederick  II.  King  of  Pruffia,  in 
confequence  of  the  expeftancy  granted  to  the  houfe  of  Brandenburg  by  the 
Emperor  Leopold,   in  the  year  1694,  took  pofTeffion  oi  Eaß-Frteßand;  but 
the  illuftrious  houte  of  Brunfwick-Luneburg  declared  and  made  known  to 
the  Regency  of  Eaß-Frießand,  and  to  the  whole  body  of  the  States,   its 
rights,  which  it  obtained  by  means  of  a  brotherhood  and  an  hereditary  union 
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entered  into,  in  the  year  1691,  with  Prince  Chrißian  Eberhard,  and  alfo 
made  proper  declarations  thereof  to  tlie  aulic-council  of  the  Empire,  pro- 
tefling  againfl;  the  fuit  of  the  King  of  Prußa  for  the  inveftiture  of  and  pro- 
tedtion  in  the  pofTeflion  he  had  feized. 

§.  8.  The  arms,  on  account  of  Eaß-Frießajid,  proper,  are  an  harpy  Or, 
bearing  a  coronet  with  wings  expanded  in  a  iieldfab/e,  and  having  two  liars 
Or  in  the  four  corners  of  the  field. 

§.9.  Ever  fincethe  year  1667,  the  Prince  oi Eaß-Fi-ießand  has  enjoyed 
a  feat  and  voice  in  the  council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  and  that  be- 
tween the  Princes  of  Auerfperg  and  Furßenberg.  At  the  Diets  of  the  circle 
o^  IVeflphalia,  Eaß-FrießandX\i%  htiw^cn  Naßau-Dillenburg  znd.  Mors.  To 
a  Roman  month  it  is  rated  at  fix  horfe  and  thirty  foot,  or  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  florins ;  and  to  a  chamber-term  at  one  hundred  and  fixty  rix- 
dollars,  eighty-fix  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

§.  10.  At  Aurich  is  the  Regency,  which  confifts  of  two  fenates,  and  at 
the  fame  time,  with  the  afliftance  of  the  general-fuperintendant  and  town- 
minifter  o^  Aurich,  conftitutes  the  confiftoryj  the  war  and  domain-chamber; 
the  provincial  collegium  adniiniftratorum,  which  coUeds,  adminifliers  and 
computes  the  taxes  and  contributions ;  and  a  collegium  medicum  provin- 
dale. 

§.  II.  With  refpedl  to  the  revenues  of  the  Prince,  I  am  informed,  that 
one  of  the  laft  Princes,  who  became  extindl,  afiiired  a  traveller  of  charadler, 
that  they  greatly  exceeded  100,000  rixdoUars;  in  which  fum  are  included 
the  revenues  arifing  from  the  Harlinger  lafid.  It  is  faid  too,  that  under 
the  Pniffiaft  Regency  they  were  raifed  to  a  much  higher  fum. 

§,12.  The  principality  oi  Ead-Frießand  confifi:s,  at  this  day,  of  three 
towns  and  nine  prefedurates,  which  were  formerly  lordfliips,  but  arc  now, 
in  like  manner  with  the  towns,  become  hereditary  and  proper  efi;ates  of  the 
fovereign  Prince ;  as  alfo  of  lordlhips,  which  have  their  own  hereditary 
lords,  but  are  fiibjecft,  notwithftandlng,  to  the  fovereign,  fupreme  jurifdic- 
tion  of  the  Prince.  The  prefedlurates  here  are  adminifi:ered  by  jufiices, 
adminiftrators,  officials  and  treafurers  appointed  by  the  Prince,  being  divided 
into  vogteys,  and  thefe  again  into  pariOies.  The  nobility  exercife  their  pri- 
vileges in  their  feveral  lordfiiips  by  means  of  juftices. 

§.73.  Thus  much  premifed,  we  fliall  take  notice  of, 

I.  The  towns  and  prefedurates ;  and  among  thefe, 

I.  Of  the  town  and  prefefturate of  Aurich. 

1.  Aurich,  the  ancient  refidence  of  the  Prince,  and  which  is,  even  to 
this  day,  the  feat  of  the  provincial  colleges,  mentioned  in  §.  10.  ftands 
almoft  in  the  centre  of  the  country.  The  ancient  refidentiary  caftle  here  is 
environed  with  ramparts  and  ditches.  In  the  garrifon  church  the  Cahifiißs 
at  prefent  perform  their  religious  worfliip.  In  the  town  itfelf  we  fee  the 
Liithera?i  church,  the  provincial  houfe,  the  Latin  fchooJ,  and  a  public  alms- 
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houfe  or  poor's-houfe.  The  magiftracy  confifts  of  two  burgher-mafters, 
two  (jounkllors  and  one  lecretary.  Anrieh,  fo  early  as  the  year  1519,  re- 
ceived the  Lutheran  dodrine. 

II.  The  prefeäurate  of  Aurich  contains  large  heaths  in  it  and  confifts 
of  fix  vogteys,  in  which  are  twenty-three  pariflies. 

1.  The  vogtey  of  Aurich  comprizes  what  are  called  the  Logen,  or  fmall 
villao-es,  which  belong  to  the  parifh  and  are  within  the  found  of  the  bell  of 
Aurich.     Among  thele  we  are  to  take  notice  of 

Sandhorß,  in  which  is  a  country  and  plcafure-houfe  belonging  to  the 
Prince.  Not  far  from  it  lies  Meerhujen,  a  hunting-feat  of  the  Prince's  which 
was  formerly  a  cloyfter. 

Rohe,  a  fmall  village,  fituate  near  the  tradl  of  Upftahkom,  and  in  which 
formerly,  beneath  three  tall  oik-trees  that  ftood  there,  the  yearly  allcmblies 
of  the  ancient  Friejians,  who  inhabited  betwixt  the  Rhine  and  the  Wejer^ 
were  held. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Holtrop,  containing 

Hau,  a  hunting-feat,  belonging  to  the  Prince,  and   feated  in  a  pleafant 
holt  which  was  formerly  a  cloyfter  of  Ciftercia?js, 
The  village  oi  Holfrop  and  fome  others. 
'\.  Tht  \ogity  of  Backband. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Ryp. 

5.  The  vogtey  of  Sadbrockmer,  which  conftitutes  part  of  the  Brochner 
hind,  in  Latin  Brocmeria,  and  receives  its  name  from  the  ancient  poflefibrs  of 
the  whole  prefedurate,  the  Häuptlings  torn  Brock.  In  this  vogtey,  indeed,  are 
fome  thickets,  many  morafles  and  likewife  beautiful  arable  land.  \n  it  toO' 
is  Bedecafpel,  which  is  the  only  Calvinijt  parifti  in  this  prefefturate,  as  alfo 
the  Wibehbuer  Mcer,  an  inland  lake. 

6.  The  vogtey  of  Nordbrockmcr  lies  alfo  in  the  Brockmer-land,  and  prin- 
cipally contains  in  it  the  borough  of  Marienhave,  to  which,  in  ancient 
times,  reached  a  bay  of  the  fea,  of  which  the  infamous  fea-rovers,  in  the 
fourteenth  century,  were  headed  hy  Stortebecker,  who  availed  themfelves  as 
of  a  place  of  retreat. 

II.  The  town  and  prefedlurate  of  Norden.     In  It, 

1.  The  town  of  Norden,  which  lies  about  one  hour's  diftancefrom  the 
Gertnan-Jea,  and  is  the  oldeft  town  in  Eajt-Frießand.  Norden  indeed  is  open 
but  pretty  large  and  alfo  a  place  of  trade,  containing  a  good  harbour.  Its 
iurifdiäion  is  managed  by  the  Prince's  adminiftrator,  the  burgher-mafter 
and  council.  In  it  is  a  Lutheran  town  and  churchy  together  with  a  Latin 
fchop'i  and  a  gueft-houfe,  which  was  formerly  a  cloyfter.  In  this  town  alfo 
are  divers  Cahinifis  and  Mennonites. 

2.  The  trad  of  land  belonging  to  the  prefedurate  abounds  in  eftates, 
and  is  divided  into  the  Oftcr^  Linteler  and  JVcfter  Marjch,  as  alfo  into  the 

Suder-^

Suder-Neuland,  which  conftitutes  two  vogteys.  All  the  country-people  living 
in  the  faid  marfches,  form  only  one  pariHi. 

To  this  prefedurate  belongs  allb  the  ifland  of  Tiiiß,  conftituting 
one  Lutheran  paridi,  and  being  about  a  GermaJi  mile  diftant  from  the 
Continent. 

Rem.  From  the  north  prefedlurate  as  far  as  that  o^  Bereumer^  runs  a  tradl 
of  land  which  is  called  the  Teel-landen,  and  enjoys  peculiar  privileges,  it 
confifting  of  eight  tech  or  parts.  The  2l'f/-peafants  here  hold  their  annual 
affembly  in  the  town  oi Norden. 

Ill:  The  town  and  prefedurate  of  Emden,  containing, 

1 .  Emden,  a  large,  confiderable  and  ftrong  fea-port  town,  and  alfo  a  place 
of  trade,  feated  on  the  Ems,  and  confifting  of  three  parts  ;  namely,  of  the 
old  town  of  Faldern,  which  was  formerly  a  lordfliip,  belonging  properly  to 
the  boufe  of  Eciß-Frießand,  but  which,  in  the  year  1569,  was  united  with 
the  town;  and  of  twofuburbs,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  prefeflurate. 
This  place  contains  a  harbour,  an  old  fort  and  a  citadel  belonging  to  the 
Prince,  and  lying  upon  the  Ems,  as  alfo  a  fine  council-houfe,  to  which  the 
fliips  arrive  by  means  of  a  broad  canal  drawn  from  the  Ems  and  called  the 
JDo/f.  In  it  too  is  the  building  named  the  Great-church,  together  with  a 
gueft-houfe  in  which  is  a  church,  as  alio  the  new  church  (all  belonging  to 
the  Cahinifts)  and  a  Latin  fchool.  Here  are  alfo  vc\2LT\y  Lutherans  and  like- 
wife  7?ootö«- catholics,  Mejjnonitcszndyeios.  In  the  year  1750,  zv\  Afiatick 
company  was  eredted  here  with  the  King's  privilege. 

This  town  has  annexed  to  itfelf  certain  lordfliips  lying  to  the  eaft  of  if^ 
all  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  of  the  Cahinift  church.  Such,  for  in- 
flance,  are, 

1 .  The  lordfhips  of  Uphufen  and  Wslthufcn,  in  which  are  two  villages  of 
the  fame  name. 

2.  The  lordfliips  of  Little  and  Greaf-Borfum,  together  with  Jarfum  and 
Widdelfweer,  which  lie  contiguous  at  the  influx  of  the  E?ns  into  the  Dol- 
lart ;  as  alfo, 

3.  The  lordftiip  of  Older fum,  fituate  on  the  Ems,  and  in  which  is  the 
borough  of  Olderjum,  or  Oiderjloeim. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Emden  has  a  very  good  and  fertile  bottom,  con- 
taining in  it  fome  fine  and  large  boroughs,  as  alfo  villages  and  divers  confi'- 
derable  eftates.  In  it  are  twenty-four  Calvinifl  parifties  and  one  Lutheran  one» 
This  prefedurate  is  divided  into  five  vogteys  ;  'viz. 

1.  The  Hinter  vogtey,  which  has  its  name  from  the  large  village 
ofHinte. 

2.  The  Midlumvogtty. 

3.  The  Larrelt  vogtey,  which  is  denominated  from  the  large  village  of 
Larrclt.  On  a  point  of  land  near  the  Knocke  is  a  pajlage,  or  ferry,  v/hich, 
goes  to  Groningen^ 

4.  The 
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4.  The  Jemgum  vogtey,  which,  together  with  that  of  Dizum,  lies  in 
Avhat  is  called  the  Lowcr-Rciderland.     In  it  is 

Jangum,  a  large  and  opulent  borough,  containing  a  harbour  feated  on  the 
Ems.  Near  this  place,  in  the  year  1533,  was  fought  a  battle  betwixt 
Charles,  Duke  of  Gelders,  and  Emto  II.  and  John  I.  Counts  of  Eajt- 
Frießaiid,  and,  in  1568,  betwixt  Leivis,  Count  of  Naffau,  and  the  Duke 
of  Alba. 

5.  The  Dizum  vogtey  ;  in  which  is 

Dizum,  a  large  village,  having  a  harbour  on  the  Ems. 

Paim?tg,  or  Pogum,  the  only  Lutheran  village  in  all  this  prefedluratc. 

6.  Theifland  oi Nejfa,  or  Nejferland,  lies  in  the  Dollart,  and  conftitutes 
one  Cahiniji  parifh. 

IV".  The  prefefturate  of  Berum  lies  on  the  German-fca,  and  contains  in 
it  five  Lutheran  parities.  Exclufive  of  the  pleafure-palace  of  Berum,  be- 
longing to  the  Prince,  in  this  prefedluratc  are  alfo  four  vogteys :  namely, 
thofe  of  Hage,  Nejfe,  Arrelt  and  Oftermarfih.  The  borough  of  Hage  is 
confiderable.  To  this  prefediurate  like  wife  belong  the  iflands  of  Nordernay 
and  Baltriim,  on  each  of  which  is  a  church. 

V.  The  prefedurate  of  Gretsyhl,  or  the  Gretmer  Amt,  lies  alfo  on 
the  German-fea,  and  confifts  of  the  beft  clay-land.  This  prefedturate  con- 
tains in  it  twelve  Cahiniji  pariHies  and  two  vogteys  :  'viz. 

1.  The  vogtey  of  Wefier  :  in  which  is 

Gretjyhl,  commonly  called  the  Gr^/Z;^,  ovGreete,  a  borough,  feated  on  the 
German-it^,  and  containing  a  citadel.  This  place  is  the  ftem-houfe  of  the 
princely  family,  which  became  extindl  in  the  year  1744.  To  it  alfo  belong 
the  ancient  cloyfter  of  Apping,  together  with  the  eftate  of  Ackens. 

2.  The  Öfter  vogtey,  containing  Wirdum,  to  which  belongs  the  ancient 
cloyfter  of  Alajid;  as  alfo  Grimerjum,  a  village,  in  which  is  a  citadel,  be- 
longing to  the  family  of  Beningai,  and  other  places. 

3.  The  ifland  of  Borkum,  in  which  is  a  Cahinift  church,  together  with 
the  ifland  of  Bant. 

VI.  The  prefedurate  of  Pewsum,  which  is  on  all  fides  furrounded  by 
the  Gretmer  Amt.  This  prefedurate  contains  in  it  four  parifTies,  among 
which  is  one  Cahinift  one,  but  the  others  are  Lutioeran.  At  Pewfum  is  a 
ruinous  citadel  belonging  to  the  Prince. 

VII.  The  prefedurate  of  Leer,  which  is  the  moft  fertile  and  rich. 
This  prefedurate  contains  in  it  nineteen  Cahinift  and  five  Lutheran  pariflies, 
and  confifts  of  five  vogteys. 

I.  The  Leer  or  Morm  vogtey  contains  in  it 

Leer,  alfo  called  Lehr  and  Lier,  a  large  and  well  inhabited  borough, 
fituate  on  the  Leda,  which,  at  a  good  quarter  of  an  hour's  diflance  there- 
from flows  into  the  Ems.  Confiderable  quantities  of  fine  linen  are  wrought 
and    traded    in  at   this    place.     In   it   alfo    we   find   a  Cahinift  church 

and 
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and  Latin  fchool,  together  with  a  Lutheran  church,  a  crowded  congrega- 
tion of  Mennonites  and  two  gentlemen's  feats. 

The  Nejfe  is  a  fmall  ifland  in  the  Leda,  fituate  diredly  oppofite  to  this 
borough. 

Ort,  or  Leer-Orf,  an  ancient  citadel,  fituate  near  the  influx  of  the  Leda 
into  the  Ems,  "and  originally  built  by  the  Hamburgers,  but  afterward? 
eredled  into  a  fort.  Duke  Henry  oi  Briinjivick,  who  beliegedit  in  the  year 
1 5 14,  was  killed  before  this  place. 

Utter,  or  Nutter-Mohr,  near  which  the  formerly  celebrated  cloyfter  of 
Thedinga  ftands. 

2.  The  Obe7-ledinger-land,  which  is  feparated  by  the  Wallfcblot,  as  it  is 
called,  which  lies  betwixt  Voellcn  and  Wardick  from  the  prefedlurate 
of  Stickhus.  Near  Hampol,  on  the  borders  of  Munfter  formerly  flood 
a  fconce. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Bingum,  in  which  is  the  confiderable  village  of 
Bingu?n. 

4.  The  Wchner  vogtey,  in  which  lies  the  borough  of  Weimer.  Not  far 
from  Dihle  formerly  ftood  a  fconce. 

5.  The  vogtey  of  Bunder,  containing  fome  new  Folders,  mention  of 
which  has  been  made  above,  §.  3.     Dimenbrock  was  formerly  a  cloyfter. 

Rem.  The  three  laft  vogteys  conftitute  what  is  called  the  Vpper-Reiderland, 
The  Reiderland  in  general  has  a  very  fat  foil,  which  needs  no  manuring, 
whence  the  dung  produced  there  is  thrown  into  the  Ejns. 

VIII.  The  prefedlurate  of  Stickhausen  has  a  fine  grafs  bottom. 
This  prefecTturate  contains  in  it  fourteen  Lutheran  parifhes,  and  confifts  of 
two  vogteys. 

1.  The  vogity  0^ Fi Ifiimer,  in  which  lies  xh&Mormer  land;  fo  named  from 
its  quantity  of  moor-ground.     In  this  vogtey  is 

Stickhaufen,  a  citadel,  feated  on  the  Leda,  and  founded  by  the  Hamburg- 
ers, about  the  year  1435,  as  a  fecurity  againft  pirates,  and  afterv/ards  llill 
further  fortified. 

Dciern,  a  borough. 

Haßclt  and  Stickelkamp,  eftates  belonging  to  the  order  of  St.  yohn: 

2.  Ii\\<c0berk  dinger  land,  which  con  flitutes  a  part  of  the  abovementioned 
Oherledinger  land.  Near  Raude  is  an  old  fconce.  Langhold  is  an  eftate  be- 
longing to  the  order  ot  St.  Johjz. 

IX.  The  prefedlurate  of  Friedeburg  contains  large  heaths  and  mo- 
rafles,  and  comprizes  in  it  a  part  of  the  ancient  province  of  Oßringen.  In 
this  prefefturate  are  five  Lutheran  pariflies,  and  it  confiftsof  two  v6gteys. 

1.  The  vogtey  of  Rcepjholt,  in  which  is 
Friedeburg,  a  frontier  fortrefs,  containg  a  citadel, 
Reepßolt,  a  village. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Horß, 
II,  The  lordiliips» 

J,  The 
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1.  The  lordfliip  of  Dornmn  lies  betwixt  the  prefedturates  of  Berumcr 
and  Efener,  on  the  German-iti,  and  belongs  to  the  Lord  of  Wallbrun. 
The  inhabitants  here  are  Lutheran.  The  principal  place  in  it  is  Dornum, 
a  citadel  and  village. 

2.  The  lordfhip  of  Lnzeburg,  or  Liitetsburg,  lies  between  the  Norder 
and  Berumer  Amt,  and  belongs  to  the  Baron  of  Kjiipbaufen.  The  inhabi- 
tants of  this  lordfliip  are  partly  Cahitiifts  and  partly  i^07;7ö«-catholics. 
In  it  (lands  the  citadel  and  village  of  Lnzeburg,  as  alfo  the  little  village  of 
Bargerbur,  containing  a  Calvinifi  church.  To  Luzeburg  belongs  likewife 
the  little  lordfliip  ol  Weßeckclbur  near  Norden. 

3.  The  lordfliip  of  ""Jennelt,  or  Jindelt,  is  furrounded  by  the  prefedu- 
rate  of  Grctmcr,  and  belongs  to  the  Baron  of  Kniphaujcn.  This  lordfliip 
contains  in  it  the  village  of  Jennelt.     The  inhabitants  here  are  Cahinifts. 

4.  The  lordfliip  of  Rifum  lies  near  the  efflux  of  the  Etns,  being  envi- 
roned on  other  parts  by  the  prefedlurate  of  Emden.  This  lordfliip  belongs 
to  the  family  of  Hohnftede,  and  contains  in  it  Rijum,  a  large  village.  The 
inhabitants  of  this  lordfliip  are  Cahinifts. 

5.  The  lordfliip  of  Petkum  lies  on  the  Ems,  and  belongs  to  the  Baron 
of  Tork.  In  the  large  village  of  Petkutn  is  a  citadel.  The  inhabitants  here 
are  Lutherans. 

5.  The  fief  of  Loge  ftands  above  Leer,  and  belongs  to  the  Baron  of 
Wedel.  In  this  fief  are  Lutheran  and  Cahinift  inhabitants,  and  it  con- 
tains alfo  Evejiburg,  which  is  a  citadel,  together  with  the  villages  of  Lege 
and  Logebehrum. 

7.  The  lordfliip  of  Goedem  lies  betwixt  the  prefeflurate  o?  Friedeburg  and 
the  feigniory  of  Jever,  containing  in  it  a  pure  clay  and  marfli  land,  and 
belonging  at  prefent  to  the  Lord  of  JVedel.  In  this  lordfliip  is  the  citadel 
of  Goedens,  together  with  the  village  oi  Altgoedens  and  the  borough  of  Neu- 
goedens,  in  which  the  Roman-c^thoWcs  and  Proteflants  enjoy  the  free  exercife 
of  their  religion,  and  in  which  much  linen  is  wrought ;  as  alfo  the  village 
of  Dickhufen,  together  with  Silla?id  and  Loppelt,  and  the  Goedenfer  Grode. 

The  Harrlinger  land,  in  Latin  Harlingia,  which  takes  its  name  from  the 
little  river  Harle,  lies  on  the  Genna?i-fca,  being  for  the  moft  part  a  fat  and 
fruitful  marfli-land,  not  belonging  to  Eall-Frießa7id,  but  poflefl'ed  by  the 
Prince  thereof  as  a  fief  of  the  dutchy  of  Gelders.  This  tradl  conlifls  of 
the  feigniories  of  Efens,  Stedefdorff,  and  Wittmund,  which  formerly  con- 
ftituted  feparate  lordfliips,  and  came  by  marriages  and  ftipulation  to  the 
princely  houfe  of  Eaß-Frießand,  who  alfo  bore  it  in  their  title.  By  means 
of  the  war  undertaken  by  Balthajar,  the  ancient  Häuptling  of  Efens  and 
Wittmund,  againfl:  Count  £««0  II.  it  became  a  fief  of  the  dutchy  of  Gelders. 
This  country  has  a  chancery  of  its  own  which  is  held  at  Efens,  as  alfo  a  prc- 
jer  police-ordinance.     All  the  inhabitants  in  it  are  of  the  Lutheran  church. 

"o  it  belongs 
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I.  The  town  and  prefeöurate  of  Esrns. 

1.  Kfens  is  a  fine  town,  containing  an  ancient  citadel,  together  with  a 
large  church,  a  hatin  (chool,  an  orphan  and  a  poor's  houfe. 

To  Efem  belong  fcveral  villages  lying  near  each  other,  as  alfo  feats,  a- 
mong  which  are  tiie  eftates  of  Schow  and  Folkerßmnjen. 

2.  The  prefed;urate  oi  Efem  contains  in  it  eleven  parilhes  which  are  divid- 
ed into  two  principal  or  into  fix  fmaller  vogteys.  The  church- villages  here 
are  Werdum,  Thmium,  Sfedefdorjf  (formerly  a  feigniory  and  lordfliip  of  itfelr", 
to  which  alfo  belonged  the  parifiies  of  Thunum  and  Diimim,  but  which  has 
been  long  fince  incorporated  with  the  prefedurate  of  EJhis,)  Dunum,  Fiil- 
cum,  Welierbur,  Accum,  or  JVeßer-Accum,  Rog/ledc,  Ochterfum,  and  Wejier- 
holt.  Zu  Edenfer  Log  and  Thunum  are  gentlemens  feats.  To  it  alfo  belong 
the  iflands  of  Langeroge  and  Spieckeroge,  on  the  lall  of  which  ftands  a 
church. 

2.  The  prefedlurate  of  Wittmund,  confiding  of  three  vogteys,  in 
which  is 

Wittmund,  a  large  borough,  containing  a  citadel,  a  fchool,  and  a  poor's 
houfe ;  together  with 

The  villages  of  Burhave,  Buttforde,  Funix,  Beerdum,  Bleerfi'jn,  and  Le- 
pens;  as  alfo  Eglingen  and  Flarnin^baufen,  Ajd;  and  the  eftates  oi  Buth- 
Jorde,  Erichjwarven  and  Neudorff.  In  this  diftridl  too  are  divers  new 
Groden. 


The  Principality  of 
MORS, 

§.  I.  npHE  principality  of  Mors  or  Meurs  is  to  be  feen  difiilndly  in 
-*■  Homamis  charts  of  the  archblflioprlc  of  Cologn  and  the  dutchies 
of  Juliers  and  Berg.  But  John  Mercator  and  A.  "von  Heurdt  have 
fikewife  delineated  peculiar  charts  thereof,  the  lafi:  of  which  has  been  pub- 
liflied  by  Frederick  de  Witt, 

§.  2.  This  principality  is  environed  by  the  dutchies  of  Cleve  and  Berg,  as 
alfo  by  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn  and  the  dutchy  of  Ge/ders,  being  fome- 
what  above  two  German  miles  in  length  and  as  many  broad. 

§.3.  It  abounds  in  corn,  cattle  and  venifon.  To  the  eafl:  its  limits  are 
formed  by  the  Rhine,  and  it  is  likewife  watered  by  feveral  fmall  rivers  and 
brooks. 

§.  4.  This  country  is  an  ancient  fief  of  C/fw  which  the  firfl  Counts  of  Mors, 
fo  early  as  the  year  1287,  received  of  the  Counts  thereof.  On  the  death 
of  Hermann,  the  lafl:  Count  of  Mors,  William  Duke  of  Cleve  wanted  to  take 
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poQefTion  of  the  county  of  Mors,  as  an  open  fief;  but  Walpurgh  üftcr  of 
the  laft  count,  and  who  was  married  to   Adolphui  Count  of   Ncucnar,  ap- 
propriated it  to  herfelf,  and  in  1579  t!ie  difpute  arifcn  upon  it  was  at  length 
adjufted  in  fuch  a  manner  that  Count  ^c/öZ/iw  received  the  county  of  Mors 
of  William   Duke  of  Cleve  as  an  hereditary  fief,  and  agreed  alfo  that  in 
cafe  the  Countefs  lP''alpurgis  fhould  die  without  children  the  county  Hiould 
fall  to  the  Duke  of  Cleve.     But   the  Countefs  made  a  prelent  of  and  be- 
queathed this  county  to  Prince  Maurice  of  Naffaii-Orange ;  and  though  the 
Duke   of  Cleve,  on  her  death,  took  poflefTion  thereof  in  the   year  i6co, 
yet  it  was  wrefted  from  him   by   Prince    Maurice.     Both  parties  agreed, 
however,   in   the  year    1606,  that  the   burghers  of  Mwj  fhould  remain  as 
neutral,  and  that  Prince  Maurice  fliould  put  a  garrifon  of  two  hundred  men. 
in  the  citadel,  and  that  after  his  deceafe  the  county   fliouId  devolve  to  the 
Duke.     But  Prince  A/.-J/zr/V^  dying  in    J  625,  his  fucceflcr  Frederick  Henry 
took  pofTefiion  of  the  county,  in  the  poffeffion  of  which  the  houfeof  A^^j^ö«- 
Orange  alfo  continued  till  the  death  of  JVilliam  III.  King  oi  Great  Britaii7y 
after  which  the  King  Oi  Pruffia,  pardy  as  lord  and  partly  as  his  heir,  feized 
on  this  county.     The  lordfhip   of  Frimorß.-eim   was  held  by  the  Counts  of 
Mors  m  fief  of  the  abbey  of  Werden ;  whence,,  on  the  demife  oi  Hermann  the 
laft  Count  thereof  it  was  laid  open  to  the  abbey,  which  in  1579  inverted 
Duke  7-^/7//^/;^  of  C/fi;^  with  it ;  but  the  enjoyment  thereof  was  left  to  the 
above-mentioned  Countefs  Watpurgis,  on  whofe  death    Prince  Maurice  of 
Naffau  likewife  made  himfelf  mafter  thereof,  and  alfo  obtained  the  inveftiture 
of  it  of  the  abbey  oi  Werden.  Notwithftanding  which,  in  1 648,  the  eledora'- 
houfe  of  Brandenburg  annexed   this  lordHiip  together   with  the  other  fiefs 
of  Werden  again  to  the  dutchy  o^  Cleve,  and  likewife  caufed  the  inveftiture 
thereof  to  be  renewed  in  the  years  1668  and  1681.     In  1707  the  King 
of  Prußa  furthered  the  county  oi  Mors,  with  its  appendages,  to  be  raifed  to 
a  principality  by  the  Emperor  Jofeph,  obtaining  on  this  account  in  the  year 
J  70S  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  council  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire. 

§.  5.  The  arms  of  this  county  are  a  fefi"e  Jable  in  a  field  Or.  In  the 
year  1671  the  Prince  of  Orange,  after  agreeing  to  the  quota  of  four  horfe 
and  twelve  foot  to  be  raifed  for  the  Empire,  was  admitted,  on  account  of 
Mors,  to  a  feat  and  voice  in  the  circle  of  Weflphalia,  and  obtained  his 
place  on  the  bench  of  Counts  immediately  after  Witten.  And  M?ri  being 
declared  a  principality  in  the  year  1708  the  rank  of  Prince  in  the  circle 
was  alfo  conferred  upon  it,  in  which  ftation  it  follows  immediately  after 
Eaß-Frießand.  Towards  each  chamber-term  it  is  to  pay  forty-two  rixdoL- 
iars,  fifcy-four  krultzers  and  a  quarter. 

§.  6.  The  principality  of  Mors  has  its  own  peculiar  Regency,  who  look 
to  the  affairs  of  the  Sovereign,  as  alfo  thofe  relating  to  fiefs,  limits,  and  to- 
gether with  ecclefiaftical,  civil,  criminal,  fifcal,  and  matrimonial  matters. 
But  oeconomical  affairs  are  adminiftered  by  the  deputation  belonging  to  the 
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chamber  of  war  and  domain,  and  matters  relating  to  war  and  police  by  the 
tax-council  of  the  place  at  Mors  and  Crefeld,  under  the  diredion  of  the  laft- 
mentioned  college,  which  likewife  executes  the  office  of  a  provincial- 
council. 

§.  7.  From  the  territories  of  this  principality  the  King  raifes  yearly 
about  30,000  rixdollars.  The  amount  of  the  taxes,  excife,  &c.  here,  is 
included  in  the  fum  mentioned  under  Cleve,  p.  373. 

§.8.  We  are  to  take  notice  of 

1.  Mors,  a  fmall  but  fortified  town  containing  a  citadel,  and  the  place 
at  which  the  provincial  colleges  hold  their  meetings.  In  it  is  a  Cahinß 
church,  and  a  Latin  fchool.  The  States-General  garrifoned  this  town  and 
citadel  till  the  year  1712  ;  but  in  that  year  the  Prußan  troops  on  their  re- 
tiring into  winter-quarters  out  of  Brabant  quietly  made  themfelves  maf- 
ters  thereof,  and  compelled  the  Dutch  garrifon  to  withdraw  from  thence, 
upon  which  the  town  paid  homage  to  the  King. 

2.  The  hundfchaft  or  hundred  of  Mors,  to  which  belong  feven  peafant- 
fhips,  as  alfo  the  eftate  of  ter  Voort. 

3.  The  pari fh  of  Homberg,  in  which  is  the  peafantfliip  of  Effenberg. 

4.  The  parifli  of  Baerl,  to  which  appertains  the  houfe  of  Baerl  and 
fix  peafantfhips. 

5.  The  parifli  of  Ever/ael,  containing  the  peafantfliip  of  Fier  Baumer 
Heyde  and  the  houfe  of  Wolfskuhlen. 

6.  The  parifli  of  Repelen,  belonging  to  which  is  the  houfe  of  Stroomeiirs, 
which  is  the  property  of  the  abbey  of  Camp,  and  feven  peafantfliips. 

7.  The  parifli  of  Neukirchen,  confifting  of  four  peafantfliips.  The  ab- 
bot of  V/erden  is  patron  of  this  parifli. 

8.  The  parifli  of  Vlayn,  to  which  belong  the  houfe  of  Blumerßjeim  and 
three  peafantfliips. 

9.  The  lordfliip  of  Frimorßjeim,  which  is  alfo  written  Vrymeurß^eim,  and 
Freimorßmm,  and  is,  as  has  been  fliewn  above,  a  lief  of  the  foundation 
of  Werden.     In  this  lordfliip  is 

1.  The  parifli  of  P;7;7Zör/ZW;/z,  to  which  belong  four  peafantfliips.  The 
old  citadel  of  Frimorßoeim  in  it  is  fallen  to  ruins.  Of  this  place  the  abbot 
of  Werden  has  the   right  of  patronage. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Emmerich,  to  which  belong  two  peafantfliips.  In  this 
parifli  alfo  the  abbot  of  Werden  enjoys  the  right  of  patronage. 

3.  The  parifli  of  Capellen,  the  patron  of  which  is  aUb  the  abbot  of 
Werden.  To  it  belong  five  peafantfliips,  together  with  the  houfe  of  La- 
versjort. 

10.  The  lord fliips  of  Crefeld  znd  Krakau,  which  are  environed  on  all 
fides  by  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn. 

Crefeld  is  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  citadel.  At  this  place  are  manu- 
fadlures  of  velvet,  filk,  linen,  and  other  articles.

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Krakau  is  a  ruinous  citadel. 

1 1.  Tile  lordHiip  oi OJjenherg  whicli  lies  to  the  north  on  the  Rhine,  and 
is  at  prefent  polTeffed  by  a  citizen.

§.  i.'T~^HE  prefent  county  of  Say?:,  as  it  will  be  hereafter  defcribed, 
-■"  lies  principally  on  the  JVejferivalde.  The  places  belonging  to  it  are 
for  the  mod:  part  to  be  itun  in  the  third  Iheet  of  the  chart  of  Heffe- 
Darmfladt,  which  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  conftitutes  the  one  hundred 
and  firft  chart. 

§.  2.  In  this  county  are  three  towns,  and  as  many  boroughs.  Count 
Henry,  in  his  will  of  1592,  ordained  that  in  this  county  no  other  cxercife 
of  religion  but  that  of  the  Lutheran  {hould  be  permitted;  but  in  1605  the 
Cahiniji  religion  was  alfo  introduced  here,  and  after  that  in  1624  even  the 
2vw«ü«-catholic. 

§.  3.  Hemy  Count  of  Sayn  lived  about  the  year  1 1 12.     His  fon  Henry  II. 
about  the  year   1246,  bequeathed  to  the  fons  of  his  fifter  Adelaide,  who 
had  been  efpoufed  Countefs  oi  Sponheim,  the  county  of  Sayn.     Of  the  four 
brothers  of  Sponheim,  Jchn  only  had  male  iffue,  and  his  fon  Henry  obtained 
the  county  of  Sponheim  ;  but  Godfrey  the  county  of  Sayn,  which   lafl:  fon 
was  alfo  the  founder  of  all  the  fucceeding  Counts   of  Sayn.     In  1294   his 
houfe  divided  itfelf  into  two  branches,  the  one  of  which  is  named   the 
y^jln  line,  and  the  other  the  line  of  Engelbert.     The  former  of  thefe  by 
virtue   of  the   right   of  primogeniturefhip  continued    in   pofleffion  of  the 
county  of  Sayn;  but  the  latter,  from  which  all  the  prefent  Counts  of  fFit- 
gcnjlein  are  dcfcended,  was  fatisfied   with  the  feigniories  of /fcw^wrg-,  and 
Vallendar,  and  foine    other  portions,  obtaining   likewife   by  marriage  the 
country  of  Witgenßein.     The  male  ftock  of  the  °John  line  becoming  extindl 
in  the  year  1606  in  Count  Hnry  of  Sayn,  Ann  Elizabeth  daughter  to  Her- 
mann his  brother  fucceeded  to  the  county  of  Sayn,  and  was  married  to  Wil- 
Iia?n  III.  Count  of  Witgenßein,  by  whom  flie  had  one  only  fon  named  Er- 
nefl,  who  in  1623  entered  upon  the  government  of  the  county  of  Sayn, 
but  died   in    1632  ;  after  which  his  fon  Lewis,  who  was  under  age,  dying 
alfo  in  the  year  1636,  his  two  daughters  Erneßine  and  Johannette  divided 
the  county  betwixt  them.    Of  thefe,  Erneßine  obtained  the  Hachenburg  half, 
and  was  married  to  Count  Salentin  Ernefl  of  Mauderjcheid.     Her  daughter 
Magdalene  Chrijtine  married   George  Lewis  Burggrave  of  Kirchberg,  from 
which  marriage  fprung  George  Frederick  Burggrave  of  Kirchberg  j  by  which 

means 
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means  the  houfe  of  Kircbberg  obtained  the  Hachcnburg  fhare  in  tlie  county 
of  Sayn.     Johannettc,  who  obtained  the  Altenkirch  half  of  the  county  of 
Sayn^    was    married    a   fecond    time    to     Duke    "John  George  of  Sachfen- 
Eifenach,  both   of  whom  made  a   will  in  1685,  by  which  they  appointt-ii 
their  youngeft  fon  John  William,  together    with  his  male  ifliie,    heir   to 
their  (hare  in  the  county  of  Sayn,  in  feudal  and  allodial  portions  j  but  on 
the  entire  extindion  of  his  male  progeny,  their  eldeft  ion  John  George  and 
his  male  iffue,  according  to  the  right  of  primogeniturefliip  were  to  fuccced 
in  the  faid  county.     But  in  cafe  thefe  two  fons  and  their  male  ilfue  fliould 
become  extincfl  without    heirs    male,    their   fhare  in   the  county  of  Sa\n 
Ihould  then  come  in  equal   fliares  to   both  daughters,   namely  to  Eleoncr 
Erdmuth  Louifa,  who   was  efpoufed   Countefs  of  Brandenburg-Ouolzbach, 
and  to  Frederica  Elizabeth ;  or  in   cafe   only   one  of  them   ihould   furvive 
it  was  to  fall  to  fuch  daughter  alone.     Alfo  that  in  cafe  one  of  thefe  Prin- 
cefles  fliould  leave  behina  her  a  fon  and  the  other  only   daughters,  the  fon 
of  the  former  fhould  fucceed  fingly  afterwards,  exclufive  of  the  latter,  to 
the  county  of  Sayn,  and  likewife  in  him  the  right  of  primogeniturefliip  be 
propagated   among    his  pofterity  of  male   defcent.     Duke   John   William 
entering  on    the   government  of  Sayn  and    Eifenach,    in  the    year  1699 
came  into  a  further  agreement   with   his   mother  Jchannette  by  virtue  of 
which  the  fucccii.ioi)  to  the  above-mentioned  will,  which  had  been  further 
confirmed  by  a  itipulation  of  1697,  of  her  filter  and  her  male  ifllie  to  the 
county  of  Sayn,  was  ratified.     But  his  fon  William  Henry  Duke  of  Sachfen^ 
Eifenach,  and  the  laft  poflefTor  of  the  county  of  Sayn-Altenkirchen  dving  in 
the  year  1741  without  male-heirs,  Charles  William  Frederick  Marggrave  of 
Brandenbiirg-Onolzbach,  by  virtue  of  the    teflament  of  his  grandmother  y^?- 
bannette,  took  polTeffion  of  the  county  of  Sayti-Altenkirchen,  though  Caro- 
line Chriftina,  who  had  been  efpoufed  Landgravefs  of  Hejfe-Philipjthai  and 
fifter  to  the  laft  deceafed  Duke  ol  Sachjen-Eifenach,  on  account  of  the  tef- 
taments  of  Duke  Joh-a  William  of   1707,  as   alfo  of  Duke  William  Henry 
bearing  date  in  1736,  made  a  ftrong  claim  to  ihis  country. 

§.  4.  The  Marggrave  of  Brandenbiirg-Onolzbach  on  account  of  his  fliare 
of  this  county  fliles  himfelf  Count  of  Sayn  and  Witgenjiein  ;  but  the 
whole  title  of  the  Burggrave  of  Kirchberg  is,  Burggrave  of  Kirchberg^ 
Count  of  Sayn  and  Witgenjtein,  and  Lord  of  Farnrode.  The  arms  for  Sayn 
are  a  lion  rampant  Or,  with  whole  face  and  double  tail  in  a  field  gules  ; 
and  thofe  for  the  feigniory  of  Freusberg  an  oblique  ftreet  argent  with  three 
wild-boars  Yit2iAs  fable  in  a  field  of  the  fame. 

§.  5.  At  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  both  the  Marggrave  of  Brande7iburg- 
Onolzbach,  on  zccount  of  Sayn-Altenkirchen,  and  the  Burggrave  of  Kirch- 
berg,  on  account  of  Sayn-Hachenburg,  have  a  voice  in  the  college  of  the 
Wejlphalian  Counts  of  the  Empire  j  but  in  the  circle  oi  Wejlphalia  both 
houfes  enjoy  only  one  voice  in  commonj  which  is  the  firft  among  the  voices 
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of  the  counts.  In  the  matricula  of  the  Empire  the  whole  county  of  Sayn 
is  rated  for  one  Roman  month  at  four  horfe  and  fixteen  foot,  or  one 
liundred  and  twelve  florins,  to  which  Sayn-Altenkirchen  pays  forty-two 
florins,  fifty-eight  kruitzers,  two  pfennige  -,  Sayn-Hachenburg  forty-five 
florins,  forty-one  kruitzers,  two  pfennige ;  JVitgenJiein-Homberg,  on  account 
of  that  part  it  pofTefles  of  the  county  of  Sayn,  fourteen  florins,  fifty-fix 
kruitzers ;  and  the  Eledlor  of  Treves,  eight  florins,  twenty-four  kruitzers. 
To  the  chamber-iudicatory,  Sayn,  in  1727,  was  rated  for  each  term 
at  forty-fix  rixdollars,  fixty  kruitzers. 

§.  6.  We  fliall  now  take  notice  of 

I.  The  fhare  belonging  to  the  Marggrave  of  Brandenburg-Onolzbach, 
or  Sayn-Altcnkirchen,  confifting 

I.  Of  the  town  and  prefedurate  of  Altenkirchen  which  are  both  fiefs 
of  the  Eledor  of  Cologn. 

1.  The  little  town  of  Altenkirchen  is  the  refidence  of  the  adminiftration, 
the  council-college  of  Owc/z^^cÄ-iSö^)'«,  and  alfo  of  the  chancery,  and  con- 
tains in  it  a  citadel,  together  with  a  Lutheran  and  a  Calviniß  church.  la 
the  year  1 3 14  the  Emperor  Lewis  conferred  on  this  town  the  fame  privi- 
leges with  Wetzlar. 

2.  To  the  prefedlurate  belong  the  pariflies  of  Aimer sbach,  in  which  both 
the  Lutherans  and  Cahinißs  have  a  church  j  together  with  Hilgerod  which 
is  Lutheran,  and  Mehren,  Calviniß. 

2.  Of  the  prefedlurate  of  Freusburg,  which  is  a  fief  appertaining  to 
the  Eledlor  of  Treves.     To  it  belongs 

1 .  The  Lutheran  parifli  of  Freusburg,  in  which  alfo  is  contained  Lower^ 
Fifchbach. 

Freusburg  is  a  borough  and  citadel,  feated  hard  by  the  river  Sieg.  In  the 
year  1372  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  inverted  Count  John  with  a  free  tri- 
bunal at  this  place. 

At  Loiüer-Fifchbach  the  Roman-c^\hoX\Q%  alfo  enjoy  the  public  exercife  of 
their  religion  ;  but  the  parfon,  who  has  the  infpedion  thereof,  refides  at 
Wittenhof. 

2.  The  parifhes  of  Kirchen  and  Geberfßjahn,  in  which  the  Lutherans 
and  Rotnan-cäihoWcs  have  the  exercife  of  their  public  worfliip. 

3.  Of  the  town  and  prefedlurate  of  Fridewald. 

1.  Fridewald  is  a  fmall  town  and  citadel,  fituate  not  far  from  Freus- 
burg, and  which  to  the  fouth-eaft  is  a  fief  oi  Heße-Darmßadt.  In  the  year 
1324  the  Emperor  Lewis  gave  Count  Godfrey  of  Sayn  permiflion  to  raife 
this  place  to  a  town,  enjoying  the  fame  rights  with  the  town  of  Francfort. 

2.  Daden  is  a  borough,  in  which  both  the  Lutherans  znä  Cahinißs  en- 
joy the  exercife  of  their  public  worfhip,  and  which  in  part  is  a  fief  of  the 
Eledlor  of  Treves. 

4.  Of  the  prefedlurate  of  Bendorff. 

Bendorff 
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Bendoi-ffh  a  borough  fituate  not  far  from  the  Rhine,  into  which  at  this 
place  the  river  Sayn  empties  itfelf,  and  containing  in  it  both  Lutheran  and 
i?ow^;z-catholic  inhabitants,  each  of  whom  enjoy  the  public  exercife  of  their 
religion.  Till  the  year  1744  this  town  was  held  in  common  with  Saym- 
Hachenburg  ;  but  in  that  year  Sayn-Altenkirchen  obtained  it  wholly  and  ■ 
folely  to  itfelf,  in  lieu  of  which  it  ceded  to  Sayn-Hacbenbiug  the  vogtey 
of  Rosbach. 

II.  The  Sayn-Hachenburg  flnare  contains 

1.  Hachcnburg,  a  fmall  town,  the  citadel  belonging  to  which  is  the  re- 
fidence  of  the  Burggrave  of  Kirchbcrg.  Both  the  town  and  citadel  are  fiefs 
of  the  Eledor  of  Cologn.  In  the  year  13  14  the  Emperor  Lewis  conferred 
on  this- town  the  fame  freedoms  and  immunities  with  the  town  oi  Wetzlar. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Roibach,  which  the  houfe  of  Kirchberg  obtained  in 
the  year  1744  of  Sayn-Altenkircbe7i  for  the  ceded  half  of  the  borough  of 
Bendorf. 

3.  The  pariflies  of  Alpenrode,  Altßadt,  Birnbach,  Croppach,  F!a?7imcn- 
feld,  Hamm.,  Hocbßenbach,  Kirburg,  and  Schoneberg. 

4.  The  Bafin   of  Maxfayn. 

5.  Sayn-Hachenburg  is  pofleffed  of  the  territory  of  Bur  bach  in  common 
with  Naffau-Siegen,  but  its  fubjedls  are  divided. 

Rem.  The  ancient  Counts  of  Sayn  were  poffefied  of  a  greater  number 
of  eftates  than  the  above-mentioned :  for  to  thele  Counts  belonged  alfo,  for 
inftance,  the  feigniories  of  MoJiklar.  and  Maynzburg,  or  Manzenberg,  to- 
gether with  one  half  of  Homburge  Valendar,  Freudenbrg,  and  Riol,  as  alfo 
the  citadel  and  town  of  (Faltenbcrg,  the  village  of  Pomcra  fituate  on  the 
MofeU  the  borough  of  Rheinbruel  on  the  Rhine,  the  parifh  of  Heimback, 
Sayn,  &c. 


The   County   of 
WIED-RUNKEL. 

§.  I.  'T^HIS  county  is  to  be  feen  in  the  diftindtefl  and  fuUeft  manner 
■*■  on  the  third  flieet  of  the  chart  of  Hefe-Darfnßadt,  which  in 
the  Atlas  of  Germany  conffitutes  the  one  hundred  and  firft  j  as  alfo  in  Ho- 
mann%  chart  of  the  Mojel  or  the  archbifhopric  of  'Tre'ves,  which  is  the 
fbrty-firfl  in  the  faid  Atlas. 

§.  2.  The  county  of  Wied,  with  the  feigniories  belonging  thereto,  was, 
on  the  death  of  Count  John  in  the  year  1595,  divided  into  two  equal  parts, 
of  which  the  children  of  ütTOTfl««,  his  elder  fon,  being  already  dead,  ob- 
tained in  J  591  the  Wied-Wied  part,  at  this  day  known  by  the  name  of  Mw- 
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Wieä^  or  the  lower  county  of  Wie d-.,  but   William  the  younger  fon  obtained 
the  JVied-Dierdorf,  or  Wi'ed-Runkcl  part,   which  is  alio  called    the  Upper- 
countw     This  laft  dying  in  1612  without  male  ifTue,  '^ohn  William,  together 
with  Hermann  and  Philip  Lewis,   children  to  his  above-mentioned  brother 
Hermann,  and  alfo  Counts  oiWied,  and  Lords  of  Runket  and  Ijenfutrg,  in  the 
year  1613,  came  to  a  mutual  agreement,  by  virtue  of  which  the  youngefl: 
broth.er  Philip  Leivis,  in  lieu  of    100,000  florins  refigned  his  right  to  the 
country  and  people,  Count  John  William  affuming  the  lower,  and   Count 
Hermann  the  upper  county.     In  this  ftipulation  the  above-mentioned  parti- 
tion of  1595,  as  confirmed  by  the  Imperial  chamber-judicatory,  was  made 
the  bafis ;  and  it  was  fettled  that  both  the  then  and  future  inherited  lands  and 
people,  fhould  be  no  further  divided  than  into  the   two   mentioned  parts, 
each  part  to  be  inherited  only  by  one  of  the  male  heirs  of  the  authors  pf 
this  ftipulation,  to  whom   it  was   to  be  given   up    by  teftament,  or  if  no 
fuch  teftament  were  made,  to  the  firil  born  only,  and  in  default  of  fuch 
to  his  eldeft  fon  alone,  with  the  obligation,  however,  of  allowing   to  his 
other  brothers   and   coufins  fomewhat  certain   yearly.     But  the  youngefl 
Count  named  Philip  Lewis  or  his  legitimate  male  iflue  were  not  ro  arrive 
to  the   fucceffion  of  either  of  the  elder  lines,  till  their  male  iflue  rtiould 
become  quite  extinft,  and  then  the  country  was  to  be  divided  among  their 
poflerity,  but  that  only  in  two  parts.     This   flipulation  was  confirmed   by 
Count  Hermann  founder   of  all  the  prefent  Counts  of  Wied,  in   the  year 
1624,  in  his  teflament,  who  for  that   purpofe  likewife  declared   that   his 
eldeft  fon  together  with  the  male  heirs  of  his  body  exclufively,  or  in  cafe 
they  became  extincfl,  that  his  elded  brother,  and  fo  on,  fhould  fucceed  in  fuch 
manner  as  that  the  elder  or  his  legitimate   ifliie  fliould    always    have   the 
preference.     On  this  Count's  death  the  eldeft  of  his  five  fons  named  Count 
Fr^^<r/V,^  fucceeded  him  in  the  Wied-Runkel  fhare;  and  the   other   line, 
which  derived  its  defcent  from  John  William,  becoming  extind  in  the  year 
1638,  Count  Frederick  choiehy   virtue  of  the  exprefs  right  of  eledion, 
the  Wied-Wied  part,  and   on  the  other  hand  refigned  that  of  Wied-Runkel, 
which  he  was  pofiefl'ed  of,  to  his  fecond  brother  Count  Maurice  Chrifliany 
from  whom  it  devolved  to  the  next  brother  John  Ernefl,  and  then  to  his 
only  fon  Lewis  Frederick,  who  died  in  1709  without  heirs.     To  the  afore- 
mentioned Count  Frederick  fucceeded  in  the  Lower  county  his   fecond  fon 
Frederick  William,  who  left  it  to  his  eldeft  fon  Count  John  Frederick  Alex- 
ander :    On  the   other  hand,  the  children  of  George  Hermann,  Frederick's 
elder  fon,  obtained  the  fucceflion,  and  at  the  fame  time,  namely  in  1692, 
the   citadel  and  borough    of   Ijenburg,    together  with    one    half  of    the 
parifli   of  Meyfchcidt  and  the  feigniory  of  Meudt   (which  are    parts   of  the 
county  of  Lower-Ifenburg)  were  feparated  from  the  Lower  cou?ity,  and  added 
to  the  Upper.     Of  thefe  children  of  Count  George  Hermann,  Count  Maxi- 
milian  Henry  on  the  death  of  his  elder  brother,  afliimed  the  government 
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of  the  Upper  county,  and  tranfmitted  it  to  his  cldeil:  Ion  Count  'John  Lewis 
Adolphus. 

§.  3.  The  arms  for  Runkel  conCid  of  two  \)2\c%  gules,  witli  a  fmall  fquare 
azure  in  the  dexter  upper  angle  placed  in  a  field  argent  j  and  for  Wied  ot 
four  tranfverfe  beams  gules,  above  which  is  a  peacock  reprefented  in  his 
natural  colours  in  a  field  Or. 

§.  4.  The  Counts  of  Wicd-Runkel  and  Wied-Wied,  at  the  Diets  of  the 
Empire,  belong  to  the  coWtgQ  oi  xht  We ßpb  all  an  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and 
in  the  circle  of  Weflphalia  are  poffefled  of  a  voice  which  follows  next  after 
that  of  Sayn.  Their  taxation  is  four  horfe  and  twelve  foot,  or  monthly 
ninety-fix  florins.  To  each  chamber-term  the  Lower  ceunty  of  Wied- 
Kuiikel  is  rated  at  thirty-two  rixdollars,  forty  kruiters  5  and  the  Upper  county 
at  juft  as  much. 

§.  5.  Thus  much  premifed,  we  take  notice 

I.  Of  the  Upper  county,  which  is  alfo  called  the  county  of  Rimkel.  This 
is  divided 

1.  Into  the  upper  prefedurate,  to  which  belongs 

Kunkel,  a  borough,  fituate  in  a  valley  on  the  river  Lahn,  and  confifting  .. 
of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  houfes.  Appertaining  to  it  is  a  citadel 
which  ftands  on  a  high  hill,  and  was  formerly  the  refidence  of  the  Counts. 
At  prefent  the  chancery  of  the  Counts  is  ftill  kept  here,  and  at  this  place 
alfo  refides  the  fuperintendent,  who  has  the  infpedlion  of  the  preachers. 
The  inhabitants  fubfifl:  by  agriculture,  gardening,  and  the  breeding  of 
cattle.  In  the  year  1634  this  town  was  plundered  and  reduced  to  afhes 
by  the  Croats. 

Six  villages,  namely  Enrich,  Weyer,  Mtinßer,  Wolfenhaujen,  and  Laber- 
Efchbach,  in  which  is  a  citadel,  as  alfo  Plejjenbach. 

2.  Into  the  lower  prefeöurate,  to  which  belongs, 

Dia-dorfy  a  town,  containing  a  new  citadel,  in  which  at  prefent  refides 
the  Count  of  Wied-Runkel.  In  the  year  1755  the  capuchins  of  the  Rheniß 
province  were  allowed,  by  the  regent  Lords,  to  found  them  a  cloyfter  in  the 
new-built  fuburbs,  which  caufed  great  commotions  in  the  Empire. 

Ten  villages,  namely  Stede,  Hoje,  Aumenau,  Seelbach,  Falkenbach,  Ef~ 
chenau.  Wirbelau,  Gau-Dernbach,  and  Schuppach,  near  which  a  fine  white 
marble  is  dug,  together  with   Heckholzhaufen. 

Leo?iorenburg,  a  citadel,  Gotzenboden,  a  Gentleman's  feat. 

II.  The  Lower  county,  which  is  alfo  called  the  county  of  Wied,  contains 
in  it 

1 .  Wied,  or  Weed,  alfo  known  by  the  name  of  Old-Wied^  a  borough 
and  citadel. 

2.  Brawisberg,  a  citadel. 

3.  New-Wied,  a  fmall  but  regular  built  town,  and  the  refidence  of  the 
Counts.     This  place  is  feated  on  the  Rhine,  over  which  the  Count  of 
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Nciü-Wied  and  the  Eledtor  of  Co/og?},  in  the  year  1742,  caufed  a  flying 
bridge  to  be  laid  near  the  town,  which  the  Eleftor  of  Cologn  not  only  took, 
into  his  proteftion,  but  alfo  obtained  the  jurifdidtion  over  it.  Concerning 
this,  however,  the  Eledlor  oi  Treves  lodged  a  complaint  in  the  aulic-council 
of  the  Empire.  In  1698  the  J?e/;/<7Ä-catholics  were  permitted  the  exercife 
of  their  religion  at  this  place. 

4.  The  parifhes  of  Feldkirchen,  Hedefdorf,  Lower-Biber,  Re7i^ßorf,  Hon- 
nenj'eld,  Anhaujen,  Ruckerodt,  and  Nor dJ: of 02. 


The  County  of 
S     C    H    A    U    E     N    B     U    R     G.. 

§.  I.  'T"^  HE  beft  though  not  perfedly  accurate  view  of  the  county  of 
*-  Sicbaiienburg  is  to  be  had  in  Homann'i  chart  of  the  dutchy  of 
Bninfwick,  which  in  the  Adas  o?  Germany  conftitutes  the  one  hundred  and 
fifteenth.  This  county  lies  on  the  TVefer,  being  furrounded  by  the  princi- 
pality of  Cah'Piberg,  the  county  of  Lippe,  the  county  of  Ravensburg,  and 
the  principality  of  Minden.  It  takes  its  name  from  the  ancient  citadel  of 
Schauenbttrg. 

§.  2.  In  many  places  indeed  it  is  very  mountainous,  but  yet  contains  in 
it  a  great  deal  of  fertile  land,  together  with  fome  excellent  paftures,  and 
rivers  abounding  in  fifli,  as  the  Hainel,  the  Aue  or  Cafpau,  the  Wefer,  and 
Exier,  and  what  is  called  the  Steinhuder  Meer,  which  is  a  large  German 
mile  in  length,  and  half  a  one  broad,  but  not  much  above  fixteen  feet 
deep.  Its  water  is  of  a  yellowifh  tint,  and  a  moorifh  or  turfy  fmell  and 
tafle,  whence  alfo  its  fifli  tafle  moorifh.  On  the  Buckeberge,  not  far  from 
Upper-Kirchen,  as  alfo  in  the  prefefturate  of  Siachjenhagen,  are  fome  confider- 
able  quarries  of  flone,  from  which  large  free-ftone  and  other  blocks  are 
conveyed  far  and  near.  In  the  prefedlurate  of  Sachfenhagen  were  formerly 
two  falt-fprings,  but  at  thefe  at  prefent  no  fait  is  made  ever  fince  the  falt- 
fprings  oi  Soliorf,  which  is  a  village  in  the  prefedurate  of  Rodenberg,  have 
been  put  in  their  fine  condition.  This  county  has  alfo  an  alum-mine,  to- 
gether with  lime-flone,  Gipfum,  and  pits  of  excellent  flone-coal.  Near 
Obernkirchen  in  particular,  and  in  the  prefedlurate  of  Egeßorf  hzve  been  found 
'gold,  filver,  brafs,  copper,  and  iron  pyrites.  We  alfo  meet  here  with  fine 
cryflals.  Exclufive  too  of  this  the  country  is  richly  provided  with  excellent 
holts  and  woods,  a  confiderable  chafe,  good  maft  for  hogs  and  other  ne- 
ceflaries.  Its  inhabitants  fubfifl  for  the  moft  part  by  agriculture  and  the 
breeding  of  cattle. 

§.  3.  In 
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§.3.  In  the  whole  county  are  feven  towns  and  three  boroughs.  Mod:  of 
the  inhabitants  here  are  Luthera?i ;  but  the  Cahinijis  have  Jikewife  the 
public  exercife  of  their  religion. 

§.  4.  The  old  Counts  of  Schauenburg  are  defcended  frorrj  Adolphus  of 
Santerslehefj,  whofe  very  ancient  and  noble  family  derives  its  original  from 
the  Counts  of  Walbeck  in  the  dutchy  of  Magdeburg.,  and  whom  the  Em- 
peror Conrad  II.  in  the  year  1030  at  a  Diet  of  the  Empire  at  AIinde?t 
created  Count  of  Schauenburg.  His  grandfon,  or  great-grandfon  yidolphus  I. 
Count  of  Schauenburg,  was  inverted  by  the  Emperor  Lothario  II.  at  the 
fame  time  with  the  county  of  Holfiein  and  Stormarn,  and  his  poflei  ity  were 
alfo  pofleffed  of  the  county  of  Sternberg  and  the  feigniory  of  Gehmcn,  were 
powerful  lords,  and  became  allied  to  families  of  Counts,  Princes  and  Kings. 
In  the  year  1619,  Count  Erncft  \\\.  was  raifed  by  the  Emperor  Ferdi- 
nand II.  to  the  flate  of  a  Prince,  and  at  firft  affumed  the  following  title, 
■^iz.  By  the  grace  of  God,  Ernefl:,  Frince  and  Count  of  Holftein  and  Schau- 
enburg, Count  o/" Sternberg,  and  LordofGehmen.  But  difputes  arifing  on 
account  of  this  title,  betwixt  him  and  the  King  o(  Denmark,  ChriJtianW. 
he  writ  himfelf,  E^-neft,  Frince  oj  the  Empire,  Count  cj  Holftein,  Schauen- 
burg öW  Sternberg,  and  Lord  ofGehmen.  This  Prince  died  in  the  year  1622 
without  iflue^  to  whom  fucceeded  his  father's  brother's  fon's  fon,  Count  Job/l 
Hermann;  and  to  him,  his  coufin  Otto,  in  whom,  in  1640,  the  very  ancient 
family  of  Schauenburg  had  a  period,  and  became  quite  extinä:.  His  mother, 
the  Countefs  Elizabeth,  confort  to  George  Hermann,  Count  of  Schauenburg^ 
of  the  Gehmen  line,  and  daughter  to  Count  Simon  of  the  Lippe,  took  pof- 
feflion  of  the  Schauenburg  countries,  and  after  that  appointed  her  brother. 
Count  Fhilip  of  the  Lippe,  heir  and  fucceflbr  to  the  prefent  regent  Count  of 
Schauenburg-Lippe.     WiHiam  Frederick  Er?ieft  is  a  great  grandfon. 

§.  5.  The  county  of  Schauenburg  in  itfeif  is  divided  in  the  following 
manner  :  Of  the  three  prefedurates  of  Lauenau,  Bockeloh  and  Mefmerode^ 
Duke  George  of  Brunfivick-Luneburg,  on  the  extindion  of  the  Schauen- 
burg male-ftock,  by  virtue  of  an  agreement  entered  into  in  the  year  1565, 
took  poflelTion  as  fuperior,  in  which  poiTeflion  he  was  alfo  confirmed  in 
1647  by  the  ftipulations  entered  into  at  Lauenau,  betwixt  Brunfanck,  Heffe 
and  Schauenburg-Lippe,  and  obtained  moreover  the  vogtey  of  Li^r/jrw,  as  alfo 
a  part  of  the  Visbeck  which  was  annexed  thereto.  The  prefedurates  of  Ro- 
denberg,  Hagenburg,  and  Arensburg  were  refigned  in  151H  by  the  Counts 
of  Schauenburg  to  the  landgraves  oi  Heße-Caffel  as  right  male-fiefs,  whence 
in  1640  they  fell  to  them  as  fuperiors  ;  but  Count  Fhilip  marrying  Sophia 
Princefs  oi  Hejfe,  fuffercd  himfelf  to  be  inverted  anew  with  thefe  piefec- 
turates,  and  on  the  contrary  offered  his  whole  county  to  fee,  the  bifhopric 
of  Minden  having  appropriated  to  itfeif  the  prefe<5lurates  of  Buckeburg, 
Stadthagen  and  Schauenburg,  as  fiefs,  upon  which  Heße-Cuffel  refufed  to 
allow  the  validity  of  the  former  agreement,  and  Count  Fhilip  fubmitted  to 
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another,  by  virtue  of  which  Hcße  previoufly  aflumed  a  twelfth  of  the  county, 
after  which  the  remainder  was  divided  ;  but  Count  Philip  received  his  ftiare 
in  htl  oi  Trlcffe.  This  agreement  was  ratified  in  the  fifteenth  article  (§.  3.) 
of  the  ^zzcQ  oi  Weßpbalia,  after  which  the  partition  was  actually  made  in 
fuch  a  inanner,  that  Count  Philip  of  Schanenlmrg-Lippe  and  Sternberg  ob- 
tained the  four  prefedurates  of  Stadthagen,  Btickeburg,  Arensburg  and  Ha- 
genburg,  and  a  part  alfo  of  the  prefe(5turatc  of  Sachfenhagen  was  afterwards 
added  to  the  laft  ;  but  the  landgrave  of  Hejfc-Cojjel  received  to  his  fhare  the 
prefecturates  of  Schaiienburg,  RoJenberg,  and  a  part  aUb  of  tlie  prefedlurate 
of  Sacbfenhagen,  together  with  the  fe\  eral  towns,  boroughs  and  citadels,  fi- 
tuate  therein. 

§.  6.  The  rtiield  armorial  of  the  Counts  oi  Schauenburg-Lippe  and  Stern- 
berg is  divided  into  four  fields.  Jn  the  firft  and  fourth  is  to  be  feen  the 
rofe  oi Lippe:  in  the  fecond  and  third  a  ftar  Or,  on  which  fits  a  fwallow, 
denoting  the  county  of  Swaloiberg.  In  the  middle  fliield  is  the  nettle-leaf, 
for  Schaiienburg,  with  three  nails  infixed. 

§.  7.  The  landgrave  oi  Hcjje-Caffel  2ir\<i  the  Count  of  Schatcenburg-Lipp^ 
are  pofi"efied,  by  virtue  of  this  county,  of  feat  and  voice  in  the  college  of  the 
Wejlphalian  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and  in  the  circle  of  Weßphalia  each 
party  has  a  voice  of  its  own  between  Wied  and  Oldenburg,  The  taxation 
paid  to  the  Empire  for  the  whole  county  is  fix  horfe  and  twenty-fix  foot,  or 
monthly  two  hundred  and  feventy-fix  florins  j  and  to  a  chamber-term  each 
party  gives  feventy-five  rixdollars,  forty-three  and  one  tenth  kruitzers, 

§.  8.  This  whole  county  brings  in  annually  to  its  Princes  about  100,000 
rixdollars. 

§.  9.  With  refped  to  their  particular  fhares : 

I.  To  the  fliare  of  the  Counts  of  Schauenburg-Lippe  belong  in  the  county 
of  Schaucnburg, 

I.  The  following prefedlurates,  'üiz. 

1.  The  prefedurateof  Stadthagen,  comprizing  the  domain-farms  of 
Stadthagen,  Galhof,  Brandenburg,  Lohhof  and  Bruchhof;  together  with  the 
noble  houfes  of  Re?neri}ighaufen  and  Enzen  ;  as  alfo  the  parifhes  of  Merbeck, 
iMucnhagcn,  Probßhagen  and  HenerJJen,  and  in  general  t\venty-feven 
villages. 

2.  The  prefe<5lurate  of  Buckeburg,  to  which  belong  the  domain-eftate? 
of  the  Counts,  the  Mc7r/Z-farm,  the  farm  of  Hcckerfau,  and  the  Kafnmer- 
hof;  together  with  the  noble  houks  of  Brummerfjof  znd  Helpßn ;  the  pa- 
rifh  of  Jetenburg,  in  which  a  temple  of  Hercules  appears  to  have  flood  in 
the  times  of  paganifm,  as  alfo  Meinfen,  Vehlden,  Petzen,  Frille  and  Sul- 
beck,  and  in  general  thirty-fix  villages. 

3.  The  prefedturate  of  Arensburg,  in  which  is  the  parifh  oi  Steinher- 
gen,  and  in  general  fix  villages,  together  with  the  old  mountain,  the  amt- 
houfe  and  feigniorai-farm  of  Arensburg,  which  lies  between  Rinteln  and 
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Obernkircken,  and  in  ancient  times  was  probably  a  predatory  citadel.  In  it 
Count  Hermafin  of  H.o]Jlein-Schmicnbnrg  reiided  from  the  year  j  582  to  1 592, 
after  having  voluntarily  liid  down  the  bifliopric  o^  Minden. 

4.  The  prefedlurate  of  Hagenburg,  to  which   belong  two  boroughs 
and  nine  villages;  namely, 

Hagenburg,  an  open  borough,  with  a  citadel  in  it  mofl:  delightfully  fi- 
tuated,  and  a  farm  of  the  Counts.  This  citadel  confifts  of  two  buildinirs 
one  cf  which  was  eredted  in  the  year  1686,  but  the  other  in  1728.  In  the 
borough  is  an  Hanoveriau  poft-houfe,  from  which  the  inhabitants  derive 
great  advantage ;  but  their  principal  fubfiftence  is  derived  from  the  making 
of  linen  and  buckram. 

Steinhude,  an  open  borough  featcd  on  the  Steirihuder  Meere,  or  lake.     In 
the  year   175-0  thirty-fix  houfes  were   burnt  down  at  this  place,  but  were 
again  rebuilt  in  a  much  better  manner,  and  a  ftraighter  line.     The  inhabi- 
tants fublifl:  partly  by  fifhing  and  partly  by  the  making  of  linen  and  buckram. 
The  pariihes  oi  Altenhagen,  Bergkirchen  and  Lindborß. 
2.  The  following  towns ;  namely, 

Stadthagen,  in  Latin  Hr.ga-Schauenburg,  which   is   the  firfl:  town  of  the 
whole  undivided  county,  and  furrounded  with  ditches,  a  rampart,  walls, 
and  feveral  towers,  and  lies  in  a  level  and  pleafant  fpot.     This  town  was 
in  being  fo  early  as  the  year  1224,  and  by  its  founder,  Count  Adolphus,  was 
orignally  called   Hagcn,    but  in   Latin  civitas  indaguiis,    i.   e.  Stadtba<^eu, 
which  laft  appellation,  among  other  articles,  the  town-feal  denotes.  Stadl- 
hagen  is  able  to  produce  feveral  important  privileges  fo  long  ago  as  from 
the  year  1280,  and  was  at  different  times  the  refidence  of  the  Counts  of 
Hoijiein-Schauenburg.     During  the  thirty  years  war  it  fufFered  much,  as  did 
alfo  the  other  towns  of  this  county,  and  loft  its  greateft  profperity.     The 
citadel   here,  which  is  the  conftant  refidence  of  the  Countefs  dowager, 
Co\int  Adolphus^y I.  bilhop  and  Eledor  of  Cologn  in  the  year  1541,  and 
his  brother.  Count  OttoVl.  in  the  year  1544  caufed  to  be  confiderably  im- 
proved.   At  prefent  it  is  the  refidence  oi  the. ^t'lnztk  Cbarlotta  Frederica' 
Amelia,  who  was  born  Princefs  of  the  Empire,  as  alfo  of  Najfau-Siegen 
and  Countefs  dowager  of  Schauetibnrg-Lippe.     Behind  it,  without  the  town 
in  the  kitchen-garden  belonging  to  the  family,  arofe   in  the  year  1734  a 
mineral-water,  whole  good  effedl  many  patients  have  experienced.     In   the 
year  1 610,  Prince  Erneß  founded  a  gymna/ium  ilinßre  m  this  town,  which 
in  the  fucceeding  years  became  of  great  repute,  and  in  161 9  was  raifed  to 
an  univerfity,  which  in  1621  was  removed  by  that  Prince  to  Rinteln.     To 
the  eaft  of  the  Lutheran  town-church  ftands  the  coftly  Maujoleum  of  Prince 
Erneji,    confifting  of  an  heptagonal   tower  of  hewn  ftone  covered   with 
plates  of  copper,  in  which  is  to  be  feen  an  excellent  monument  of  marble 
and  brafs,  reprefenting  ChriJ}\  tomb  as  guarded  by  the  watch,  and  out  of 
it  our  Saviour  rifing  triumphant.     This  excellent  Ilrudure  would  have 
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been  ftiU  more  magnificent  had  not  Prince  Ernefl  been  prevented  by  death 
from  finiOiing  it,  which  his  confort  Hedwig  three  years  after  took  care  to 
complete.  Under  it  lies  the  family  vault,  and  near  it  is  the  public  town- 
fchool.  The  orphan-houfe  here  was  founded  in  the  year  173H,  by  Jokama 
Sophiciy  countefs  dowager  to  count  Frederick  Chrijlian,  and  is  for  the  moft 
part  formed  after  the  pattern  of  the  orphan  houfe  at  Halle.  Of  the  ancient 
Francijcan  cloyfter  here,  which  was  founded  by  Erich  fon  to  Count  Otto 
III.  nothing  remains  at  prefent  but  the  church,  one  half  of  which  has 
been  repaired,  and  allowed  the  Cahinißs  for  the  ufe  of  their  public  wor- 
ihip.  The  burghers  live  by  agriculture  and  brewery.  In  this  town  both 
the  Amtman,  and  generally  alfo  the  count's  fuperintendent  have  their  re- 
fidence. 

Buckeburgy  a  fmall  town  containing  a  citadel,  older  than  the  town, 
which  was  firfl:  begun  to  be  eredted  in  the  year  1365,  as  a  hamlet 
to  the  citadel,  furrounded  with  a  wall  by  Count  Otto  II.  raifed  to  a 
town  by  Prince  Erneft  and  environed  with  a  rampart.  Exclufive  too  of 
feveral  other  confiderable  buildings,  Prince  Erneft  likewife  ereded  between 
the  years  161 1  and  1615  the  large  and  beautiful  town  church  here,  in 
which  is  an  ingenious  organ,  made  in  Italy.  During  the  thirty  years  war 
this  town  fuffered  greatly  above  the  reft  ;  but  in  later  days  has  been  orna- 
mented with  fine  houfes.  Exclufive  too  of  the  new  town-fchool  here,  we 
are  alfo  to  take  notice  of  the  fountain  in  the  market,  to  which  the  water 
is  conveyed  from  mount  Havel.  The  Cahinifts  have  a  peculiar  church 
here  and  an  orphan-houfe.  The  Count's  refidence  was  caufed  to  be  ereded 
by  Prince  Erneft  in  a  magnificent  tafte  after  the  Italian  manner,  and  in 
the  year  1732,  one  part  of  it  being  burnt  down.  Count  Albretht  Wolfgang 
caufed  it  to  be  rebuilt  much  more  magnificently,  and  his  fon  and  fucceffor. 
Count  William  Frederick  Erneft,  ereded  it  into  a  fort.  At  this  citadel 
is  kept  the  regency-chancery  of  the  Count,  as  alfo  the  rent-chamber  and 
the  confiftory. 

II.  The  Prince  of  Heffe-Caßel's  fliare  in  the  county  of  SclMuenburg 
confifts, 

I.  Of  the  following  prefedurate :  'öiz. 

I.  The  prefefturate  of  Schauenburo,  in  which  are  the  pariflies  o^Vif- 
beck,  Mollenbeck,  Exten,  Honerode,  Fithlen,  Segelborft^  Waibke,  (properly 
Nettelrade)  Deckbergen,  Groffenivieden,  Hattendorf,  and  Catringhagcn. 

The  following  places  are  particularly  to  be  noticed,  viz. 

Schatienburg,  an  old  ruinous  citadel  iituate  on  a  very  high  mountain  on 
the  Wefer,  between  the  towns  of  Rinteln  and  Oldendorf.  This  burg  or 
fort  has  given  name  to  the  whole  county,  but  the  town  itfelf  obtained  its 
appellation  from  hence,  namely,  that  from  the  eminence  on  which  it  ftands 
a  perfon  may  fee  a  very  great  way.  The  hill,  on  which  it  is  built,  was 
called  the  Neffelberg,  but   at  prefent  is  named  the  Oelberg^  and  terminates 
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on  the  wood  ai  Sunt  el,  which  extends  itfclf  along  the  Wefer  from  Hnnf- 
hergen  to  Bafzingbaufen.  It  appears  that  C.  Dt  ufus,  ftep-fon  to  the  Em- 
peror Aiigußus,  Ibunded  a  fort  here,  wliich  the  firft  Count  of  Schautnburg^ 
named  Adolphm  of  Santerßchen,  reflored  again  after  its  falHng  to  decay. 
Otto,  the  laft  of  the  5'f/'öz/d'/?/^//;-^  Counts  dying  in  the  year  1640,  his  mo- 
ther ElizaBeth  had  her  widow-refidence  at  this  citadel,  and  received  for  her 
life  out  of  this  prefedlurate  4000  dollars  yearly.  At  prefent  this  old  citadel 
is  fallen  quite  to  ruin,  and  only  fotne  buildings  are  {landing  oa  its  fite,  irt 
which  buildings  the  Amtman  and  chamberlain  refide. 

Visbeck,  or  Fifchbeck,  an  Imperial  free  Lutheran  foundation  for  ladies, 
fituate  on  \\\t'lVejer,  with  a  borough  belonging  to  it.  The  cloyfter  here 
was  founded  in  the  year  948,  or  954,  and  at  firft  fupplied  with  BenedtBine 
nuns,  but  in  11 47  was  incorporated  by  the  Emperor  Conrad  lU.  with  the 
foundation  of  Cö;"ur_y,  and  in  1625  fupplied  from  thence  at  the  Emperor's 
command  with  Benediäine  Monks.  Before  the  year  1558,  the  Reforma- 
tion made  no  progrefs  therein,  but  flnce  that  time  this  convent,  including 
the  abbefs,  confifls  of  twelve  perfons, 

Molknbeck,  formerly  a  cloyfter  fituate  in  a  very  fertile  fpot  in  a  wood  not 
far  from  Rinteln,  and  erefted  in  the  year  896,  and  fupplied  v/ith  Benedic- 
tine Nuns }  but  in  144 1  given  to  the  Monks  of  the  order  of  St.  Augujline. 
In  the  year  1560,  this  cloyfter  receiving  the  Lutheran  dodrine,  the  at  that 
time  learned  prior  thereof,  Hermann  IVeening,  founded  a  fchool  in  it,  which- 
has  fince  been  dropt.  The  cloyfter  devolving  to  Hcffe-Cajfel,  a  village  was 
built  near  it,  named  Hcrfend^rf,  the  inhabitants  of  which  now  attend  di- 
vine fervice  in  the  cloyfter  church.  In  the  old  ruinous  buildings  belong- 
ing to  the  cloyfter  refides  at  tb.is  day  a  Packer,  or  farmer;  but  the  revenues 
thereof  are  applied  partly  to  the  univerfity  of  Rinteln,  and  party  as  ftipends 
for  ftudents.  In  the  cloyfter-church  lie  interred  two  Counts  oi'Schauenburg^ 
named  Hermann  and  Antony,  who  were  both  biftjopr  of  Minden, 

Egeßorf  vvsls  formerly  a  BenediBine  nunnery^  founded  towards  the  clofe 
of  the  thirteenth  or  in  the  beginning  ot  the  fourteenth  century,  but  in  1 555 
fupprelTed  by  @ount  Otto  of  Holflein-SchauerJmrg.  The  eftates  belonging 
to  it  were  afterwards  applied  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  univerfity  of 
Rinteln,  and  on  the  fpot  on  which  it  formerly  ftood,  fome  other  buildings- 
have  been  eretfted,  which  are  inhabited  by  a  Pachter. 

2.  The  Amt  of  Rodenberg,  together  with  the  pariHies  of  Grove,  Hhn- 
horft.  Great  Endorj,  Apeur.i  and  B  ckedorf.  At  Soltorf,  which  lies  one 
hour's  diftance  from  Rodenberg,  as  alio  at  the  Marfch,  a  fine  white  fait  is 
made  in  great  quantities. 

3.  The  prefe<fturate  of  Sachsenhagen.. 
2.  Of  the  toUowing  towns:  liz. 

Rinteln,  in  Latin  Rinteliufn,  or  PJnfelia,  a  fortified  town,  fituated 
in  a  tradt  environed  with  mountains  and  lying  betv/een  the  JVefer  and 
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tlie    Exter.     Over    ihe   former,  from   March  to  the  beginning    of  Dear, 
is  a  bridge  of  boats  at  this  place,  and  at  the  north  fide  of  the   town  it  re- 
ceives the  Exlcr.     Of  Old-Rintcln,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  IVejcr,  nothing 
more  remains  at  prefent  then  the  names  of  certain  places  of  the  arable  lands, 
v;hich  (hew  that  it  was  formerly  Inhabited.     On  the  fpot  where  the  prefent 
town  of  Rinteln  ftands,  originally  was  built  a  cell   or  chapel,  in  the  year 
943,  which  was  called  the  Ringel-cell ;  after  that,  in  1230,  a  cloyfter  was 
ereded  there  and  filled  with  Cißercian  Nuns,  which  gave  occafion   to  the 
ereding  of  the  new  town  of  Rinteln,  of  which  that  part  called  the  Cloyßer-' 
ßreet  flill  prcferves  the  memory  of  the  ancient  cloyfter  there,  and  to  which 
place  the  inhabitant;,  of  the  old  town  gradually  betook  themfelves  to  dwell.   In 
the  year  1621,  Prince  Rrneä  removed  thither  the  univerfity  of  Stadthagerif 
which,  by  virtue  of  the  ftipulation  of  1647,  made  between  the   hoiilcs   of 
He/ft'-CaJ/'f I  and  Schauefibiirg-Lippe,  remained  at  firfl  in  common  and  ui;di- 
vided,  but,  in  1665,   was  fully  ceded  by  the  latter  to  the  former.     The 
profcflors  of  divinity  here  are  Lutheran,  but  in  the  other  faculties  are  alfo  Cal~ 
vinift  ones,  and  the  two  Cahinijt  preachers  here,   in  paiticular,  are  at  the 
fame  time  profeffors  of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  languages.     To  the  Luthrram 
belong  the  town-church,  but  the  Calvinifts  and  the  garrifon  make  ufe  of  the 
univerfity-church   for  their  fervice.     In   the   year   1665,  Hedewig  Sophia, 
Landgravefs  of  Hejfe,  began  to  environ  the  town   with  rampavts,  ditches 
and  bulworks,  which  fortification  was  finifhed  in  1668,  as  the  infcriptions 
over  the  eaft  and  fouth  gates  (hew.     In  this  town  is  the  regency-chancery, 
which  has  the  diredion  of  the  Heßian  Ihare  in  the  county  of  Schauenburgt 
the  confiftory  and  a  fuperintendant.     The  inhabitants  apply  themfelves,  for 
the  moft:  part,  to  agriculture,  the  breeding  of  cattle  and  brewing.     The 
navigation  on  the  JVefer  afl-brds  alfo  fubfiftance  for  the  town. 

Oldendorf,  a  fmall  town,  furrounded  with  ruinous  ditches  and  walls,  and 
fituate  near  the  JVefer,  betwixt  Hameln  and  Rinteln.  This  place  formerly 
made  a  better  appearance  than  at  prefent.  In  the  year  1528  it  underwent 
a  fevere  difcipline  from  Count  Juß,  on  account  of  its  obftinacy.  On  the 
twenty-eighth  of  June,  1633,  not  far  from  the  town,  neadf  the  village  of 
Segelhorß,  a  battle  was  fought  betwixt  the  Imperial  troops  on  the  one  fide, 
and  the  Swedifo,  Brimfivick  and  Heßan  troops  on  the  other,  in  which  the 
latter  came  off  conquerors,  the  former  fuffering  a  confiderable  lofs.  The 
reformation  of  the  county  took  its  chief  rife  at  this  place.  The  an- 
cient, good  gymnafium  here  has  been  converted  into  a  mean,  inconfider- 
able  fchool. 

Obernkirchen,  a  fmall  town,  feated  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain.  This 
place  has  been  frequently  deftroycd  by  fire,  and  during  the  thirty  years  war, 
in  particular,  it  fuffered  very  much.  The  noble  foundation  here  was  founded 
in  the  year  815,  by  the  Emperor  Le-iois  I.  and  was  the  firft:  which  was 
ereded  betwixt  the  Leine  and  the  Wejer.     It   was  originally  fupplied  with 
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Bened'Bine  Nuns.  It  has  been  frequently  burnt  dowrtj  but  has  always  been 
rebuilt  again.  At  prefent  it  is  made  an  eftabliniment  for  "Lutheran  ladies, 
and  the  convent  here  confifts  often  perfons.  The  provodOiip,  which  ftood 
near  it,  was  taken  from  the  foundation,  in  the  year  1565,  and  fecularifed. 
In  the  cloyfter-church  lie  interred  divers  Counts  of  Schaucnburg.  Not  far 
from  the  town,  in  ancient  times,  was  fituated  what  is  called  die  Old-Buckc- 
burg,  which  was  a  citadel,  and  probably  the  capital  of  the  Pagus  Bticki,  of 
which  mention  has  been  made  in  Charlemagne'^  lime ;  and  it  appears,  that 
the  town  of  Buckcburg  alfo  took  its  name  from  it.  With  refped:  to  other 
things,  we  find,  in  the  tradt  of  Obernkirchen^  an  excellent  ftone-quarry, 
ouc  of  which  much  free-ftone  is  dug,  which,  near  the  village  of  Kohlenflett, 
not  far  from  Rintehi^  is  conveyed  on  the  Wefer  and  exported  far  and  near. 
In  this  tradl  alfo  are  fome  rich  pits  of  ftone-coal. 

Rodenberg,  a  mean  little  town,  fituate  on  a  rivulet,  with  a  citadel  in 
it  and  an  amt-houfe,  and  lying  in  a  pleafant  valley,  which  is  furrounded 
by  high  mountains  to  the  call  and  weft.  The  lords  of  Santerßcben,  of 
whom  Adolphus,  in  the  year  1030,  was  created  the  firft  Count  of  Schauen- 
burg,  had  their  refidence  at  this  place,  to  which  a  peculiar  feigniory  was 
united,  and  hence  alfo  were  ftiled  lords  of  Santerßeben  and  Rodenberg.  The 
citadel  here,  which  was  formerly  fortified,  was  erecled  by  Count  AdolphuslL. 
oi  Holßein-Schauenburg,  or  by  his  father.  In  the  year  1615,  this  place  was 
raifed  from  a  village  to  a  town  by  Count  Erneß.  In  it  is  no  church,  but 
the  inhabitants  are  obliged  to  go  for  the  celebration  of  their  worfhip  to  the 
adjoining  village  of  Grove,  or  Grube,  which  is  feparated  from  it  only  by  the 
rivulet. above-mentioned,  on  which  alfo  ftands  the  parfonage  and  fchool- 
houfe.  About  the  year  1738,  behind  the  citadel,  was  difcovered  a  me- 
dicinal fpring. 

Sachßnhagen,  a  mean  little  town,  in  which,  fo  early  as  the  year  1253, 
flood  a  citadel  of  the  fame  name,  which  was  rebuilt  and  inhabited  by  Prince 
Erneß  ;  but  of  this  at  prefent  only  a  fquare  tower  remains.  The  place 
eredled  near  the  ancient  citadel  here  was,  till  the  year  1680,  only  a  village, 
which  Amelia  Elizabeth,  Landgravefs  of  Heffe,  raifed  to  a  town,  at  the 
fame  time  granting  the  inhabitants  the  privilege  of  building  a  new  church 
therein.  Formerly  it  fuffered  frequently  by  fire,  and  during  the  thirty  years 
^    war  was  roughly  handled. 
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The     County     of

§.1.  /^F  this  county  haurcnce  Michel  von  Hogenkircben  has  delineated  ■& 
^-^  chart,  in  default  of  which  a  perfon  may  make  ufe  of  the  reprefen- 
tation  of  it  on  the  charts  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia. 

§.2.  This  county  terminates,  to  the  weft,  on  Eaß-Frießand ;  to  the 
fouth,  on  the  hifliopric  of  Munßcr  ;  to  the  eaft,  on  the  county  of  Delmen' 
hor/i  and  the  JVc/er,  near  which  it  is  feparated  from  the  dutchy  of  Bremen  ; 
and,  to  the  north,  on  the  feigniory  of  yever  and  the  Jade.  Its  name  it 
receives  from  the  citadel  of  Oldenburg,  before  the  building  of  v/hich  it  was 
partly  called  Ammci-land,  in  Latin  Ainbria. 

§.  3.  This  county  is  ten  Gennan  miles  in  length  and  above  eight  broad, 
confifting  of  a  very  fertile  bottom,  in  particular  of  excellent  pafturage,  and 
producing  alfo  a  good  breed  of  horned  cattle  and  horfes.  In  it,  howeverj 
is  like  wife  much  moor-land,  but  on  this  good  turf  is  dug,  which  is  ufed  for 
burning.  Againft  inundations  this  country  is  fecured  by  large  and  expen-'' 
five  dikes  and  dams.     At  Farel  and  other  places  amber  has  been  found. 

§.  4.  The  origin  of  the  counts  of  Oldenburg  lies  involved  in  the  darknefs 
of  antiquity.  M.Falk  carries  them  fofar  back  as  Humid,  who  was  a  brother 
or  relation  of  Widekind.  But  M.  Meyer  endeavours  to  derive  the  Oldenburg 
counts  in  another  manner  from  Widekind.  What  is  more  to  be  depended 
on  is,  thd.t  Eg  i  I  mar,  ov  EilmarW.  z  Coxant  oi  Oldenburg,  who  lived  in  the 
beginning  of  the  tv/elfth  century,  befides  two  other  fons,  begot  Count 
Chrißian  I.  whofe  great-grandfon's  fons  divided  the  country  among  them- 
felves  in  fuch  a  manner  that  "Johii  XI.  became  pofTeffed  of  Oldenburg,  but 
Chrißian  IV.  o^  Delmenhorß;  both  which  counties  were  firll:  reunited  under 
Theodorick  the  Fortunate,  who  obtained  moreover,  with  his  fecond  con  fort, 
Heilwig,  or  Hedewig,  fifter  and  heirefs  to  Adolphus  VIII.  the  laft  Duke  of 
S'ßivlck  and  Count  oiHolflein,  the  expeftancy  of  the  iaid  dutchy  and  county. 
His  eldeft  fon,  Chrißian,  was  in  1449  elefted  King  of  iD^7z;;wr,^,  and  after- 
wards Duke  of  Slefwick  and  Count  of  Holftein  ;  but  Gerhard,  his  fecond  fon, 
propagated  the  race  of  the  Oldenburg  Counts.  His  grandfon  again,  named 
Antonyl.  had  the  good  fortune  to  recover  Delmenhorß,  which  BiOiop  Henry  of 
Munßer,  as  adminiftrator  of  5r£';«t';?,  had  wrefled  from  them.  Of  his  two 
fons,  "John  XVI.  was  created  Count  of  O/dlfw/^z/rg-,  and,  in  the  year  'i^ys^  ^"" 
herited  the  feigniory  of  yever,  and, 'in  J 592,  the  lordfliip  of  Kniphaufen 
was  alfo  acknowledged  as  his ;  but  Antony  II.  arrived  to  be  Count  oi  Del- 
tnenhorß.  Frederick  II.  King  of  Denmark,  and  the  duke  of  Holflein,  ap- 
plied for,  and  obtained,  in  the  year  1565,  of  the  Emperor  Maximilian  II. 
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the  expedancy  of  the  counties  of  Oldenburg  and  Delmenhorft,  v/henever 
Antony  Günther,  fon  to  yo/6«XV'I.  and  his  heirs  Hiould  become  extind,  being 
by  the  father's  fide  defcended  of  the  houfe  oi  Oldenburg.  On  fuch  Imperial 
ratification  were  grounded  the  claims,  which  King  Chrijiian  V.  and  Duke 
Chrißian  Albrecht  afterwards  made  to  thefe  counties,  the  laft  Count  liereof, 
rnvn^d  AntOfiy  Günther,  dying  in  the  year  1667  without  male-heirs  j  for 
his  natural  fon,  Antony,  whom  he  begot  of  Elizabeth  von  Ungnad,  could 
not  inherit  thefe  counties ;  whence  his  father  pat  him  off  with  Kniphaujen, 
&c.  as  fliall  be  mentioned  below  ;  and  his  fifter  Magdalene,  confort  to  the 
fon  of  Prince  Rudolph  of  Anhalt- Zerbjt,  likewife  was  not  to  fucceed  to 
thefe  counties,  but  was  obliged  to  be  content  with  the  feigniory  of  jfever ; 
confequently  the  counties  fell,  as  male-fiefs  of  the  Empire,  to  the  houfe 
of  Holftein  and  the  poflerity  of  Chrißian  I.  among  whom  however,  on  that 
account,  great  difputes  arofe.  King  Frederick  III.  made  an  agreement,  in 
the  year  1648,  with  Duke  Frederick,  that  they  fhould  divide  the  expelled 
inheritance  among  them.  The  following  year  alfo,  •  they  came  to  an  agree- 
ment at  Rendsburg  with  Count  Antony  Günther,  which  agreement  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Emperor  ivrriVV/^WIII.  in  the  year  1653,  ^'iclin  1664  the  Count 
even  put  them  in  the  adlual  polleffion  of  his  countries,  a  litde  while  before 
his  death  declaring  them  in  his  teftament  feudal  heirs  ;  but  Duke  Joachim 
Ernefi,  o? Plön,  commenced  a  fuit  upon  this  head  with  the  reigning  houfe 
o?  Holftein,  and  proved,  that  he  had  not  only  equal  right  with  them  but 
alfo  a  preference,  as  he  v/as  related  to  Chrißian  I.  in  the  fourth,  but  the 
King  and  the  Duke  of  Holßein-Gottorf  only  in  the  fifth  degree.  King 
Chrißtian  V.  therefore  feeing  that  the  thing  was  not  to  be  won  before  the 
Imperial  judicatory,  came  to  an  agreement,  in  the  year  1671,  with  the 
Duke  of  Plön,  and  for  his  lliare  in  the  counties  gave  him  an  equivalent. 
With  this  agreement,  indeed,  Chrißtian  Albrecht,  Duke  of  Holjtein,  was 
not  fatisfied ;  but  the  Duke  of  Plön  won  the  fuit,  and  was  put  in  poffefiion 
of  the  difputed  inheritance,  which  he  immediately  ceded  to  the  King,  who 
caufed  homage  to  be  done  him  in  the  countie?.  Ever  fince  that  time  the 
Kings  of  Denmark  have  continued  in  quiet  poflellion  of  Oldenburg  and 
Delmenhorft . 

§.4.  The  arms  of  Oldenburg  q^xq  two  felTes  in  a  field  Or. 

§.  5.  On  account  of  Oldenburg,  the  King  of  Denmark  is  pofTefTed  both  of 
feat  and  voice  as  well  in  the  Weßphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Em- 
pire, as  alfo  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Wejiphalia,  and  at  the  laft  follows 
after  Schaue?iburg.  The  taxation  of  the  Empire  on  this  county  is  eight  horfe 
and  thirty  foot,  or  two  hundred  and  fixteen  florins;  and  for  each  chamber- 
term,  on  account  of  Oldenburg  and  Delmenhorß,  are  given  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  rixdollars,  fifty-five  kruitzers  and  a  quarter. 

§.  6.  The  county  of  Oldenburg  has  been  governed  by  De?7?nark  after 
fundry  manners.      Antony.,    Imperial  count  of  Oldenburg,  was  appointed 
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royal  Stadtholder  over  the  county;  but  after  his  death  the  King  created  a 
fu[rnT>e  bailiff,  who  was  prelidentof  the  chancery  of  the  Oldenburg  regency 
and  piovlncial-bailift'  over  Delmoihoi-ß.,  appointing  alfo  over  the   county  of 
Oldenburg  a  provincial-bailiff.     This  mode  of  government  continued  till  the 
year    1752,    when  King   Frederick  V.    nominated   the   privy  conference- 
counfellor  and  knight,  Count  of  Ly/z^r,  Stadtholder  of  both   counties,  and 
for  the  firft  time  dilannutled  the  dignity  of  fupreme  provincial  and  provincial-   . 
bailiffs.     This  Count  is  at  prefent  at  the  head  of  the  regency-chancery  of 
Oldenburg,  which  confiftsofa  chancery-diredtor,  feveral  regency-counfellors, 
fecretaries,  archivaries  and  clerks.     This  council  appoints,  in  the   King's 
name,  every  thing  which  upon  all   urgent  emergencies  may  contribute   to 
the  intereft  of  both  counties,  and  in  fuch  general  m.atters  fupplies  the  place 
of  the  King.     Befides  this,  it  has  a  right,  fo  called,  over  all  chancery  and 
county-affizes  relating  to  life  and  death,    becaufe,     the    town-magill:racy 
excepted,  to  no  other  inferior  judicatory  is  granted  a  right  over  life  and 
death ;  and  in  the  latter  cafe  a  member  of  the  regency  affifts  at  the  report 
made  from  the  ads,  and  alfo  at  the  framing  and  notifying  of  the  fentence. 
From  all  the  inferior  judicatories  of  both  the  coimties  oi  Oldenburg  and  Del- 
menhorß,  appeals  lie  to  the  royal  fupreme  judicatory.     The  royal  confiriory 
here  is  conflituted  of  the  whole  members  of  the  regency  and  fecretaries  ; 
but  in  it,  moreover,  affifts  the   general   fuperintendant,  together  wiih   the 
Oldenburg  afternoon-preacher,  the  adminiftrator  of  the  fpiritual  eftates,   and, 
for  fome  time  paft,  alfo  the  redor  of  the  Oldenburg  town-fchool,  as  affcflcrs. 
Under  it  (lands  the  confiftory  of  Varel.     The  church   of  Varel  is  likewife 
fubjedl  to  the  infpeäion  of  the  royal  general  fuperintendant,  who,  in  con- 
jundion  with  the  adminiftrator  of  fpiritual  cftates  here   (in  Latin  ftiled  Ad- 
vocatus  piarum  caujaruni)  is  obliged  to  vifit  this  and  every  other  church  be- 
longing to  each  of  the  two  counties  every  three  years,  and  at  the  fame  time 
to  receive  and  pafs  all  the  ecclefiaftical  accompts. 

The  county  of  Oldenburg  confifls  of  the  following  vogteys  and  pre- 
fedlurates  :  viz, 

I.  The  town  and  houfe-vogtey  of  Oldenburg.  The  town  of  Oldenburg 
lies  on  the  river  Hunte,  which  receives  into  it  the  Haare  as  it  paffts  through 
the  town,  is  built  fomewhat  lengthwife,  and  the  houfes  in  it  are  moftly 
raifed  with  brick.  This  town  is  regularly  fortified.  In  the  principal  church 
of  St.  Lambert  here  lies  the  burial-place  of  the  Counts  oi  Oldenburg.  Nico- 
lauss  church  here  was  rebuilt  by  Count  Antony  Günther  in  the  year  1647  ' 
and  in  the  fuburbs  of  Oßernburg  is  alfo  a  church.  The  citadel,  confifting  of 
three  ftories,  was  began  to  be  rebuilt  anew,  by  Count  Antony  Günther  in  the 
year  1616,  of  fine  free-ftone,  and  improved  by  YJmgChrißianV'-.  In  it 
the  royal  Stadtholder  has  his  refidence.  Formerly  too  in  it  was  kept  the 
celebrated  horn  of  Oldenbiirg,  the  hiftory  of  which,  according  to  Hamelmiinn'% 
relation,  is  very  fabulous.     In  all  probability,  King  Chrijlian  I.  caufed  it  to 
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be  made  in  honour  of  the  three  JVifemen,  and  ufed  it  at  table  and  at  enter- 
tainments in  order  to  furnilh  his  allies  and  fellow-travellers  with  a  good 
draught  of  wine  out  of  it,  and  that  in  commemoration  of  the  three  IFijc- 
men,  the  King  having  tarried  at  Cologn  during  that  feftival.  Others  are  of 
opinion,  that  Count  Otto  of  Raflcde  caufed  it  to  be  made  about  the  year 
1266.  It  is  of  filver  gilt,  weighing  fixty-one  ounces,  or  almoft  four 
pounds,  and  is  at  prefent  to  be  feen  in  the  cabinet  at  Copenhagen.  The  town 
conliits  of  what  are  called  free  and  burgherly  houfes,  as  alio  of  free  and 
burgherly  inhabitants,  and  of  the  garrifon.  The  free  inhabitants  are  exempt 
from  all  burgherly  burdens,  fuch  as  the  quartering  of  foldiers  and  the  holding 
of  watch,  and  conftitute  nearly  one  third  of  the  town,  flanding  folely  under 
the  chancery  of  the  royal  regency  here.  The  burgherly  houfes  and  the 
burgherlhip  ftand  under  the  town-magiftracy,  and  the  garrifon  under  the 
commandant,  excepting  in  confifi:orial  matters.  In  the  year  1345,  this 
town  obtained  its  firft  privileges  and  its  proper  town-rights. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  IVardenburg  contains  one  parifli.  In  ancient  times  this 
place  was  a  fort. 

3.  The  vogtey  oi  Hatten  confifls  of  the  parifhes  of  Hatten  ^nd  DotUngen. 
The  church  at  the  former  place  is  one  of  the  oldeft  in  the  whole  country. 

4.  The  \og^ty  oi  Wii/ferland  i:on^\{ks  of  the  pariilies  of  Holle  and  Nenoi- 
huniorf\  as  alfoof  the  cloyfter  ol  Blankenburg,  which  has  a  preacher  of  its 
own,  and  of  which  the  general  fuperlntendant  is  fupreme  prefident. 

5.  The  prefeduratc  of  Rastede  contains  in  it  the  parishes  oi  Raßede  and 
Tiüiefelliede,  or  Wiejeljiede.  At  the  firft  of  thefe  places  Count  Huno  fre- 
quently refided ;  in  confequence  of  which  he  founded  there  not  only  a 
church,  but  alfo,  in  the  year  1059,  a  cloyfter  ;  and  Qo\.\x\i  Antony  Giinther 
creöed  here  a  new  pleafure-houfe.  The  church  of  T^iviefelßede  is  one  of 
the  oldeft  in  the  country. 

6.  The  vogtey  of  "^ade  contains  in  it  the  pariflies  o^Jade  and  Schiveyburg. 

7.  The  prefeiturate  of  Neuenbürg,  or  Nienburg,  confifts  of  the 
parifhes  of  Zetel  and  Bockhcrn.  The  houfe  or  caftle  of  Neuenburg  was 
firft  eredled  in  the  year  1462  by  Count  Gerhard,  after  which  Count 
John  XVI.  rebuilt  it  antw.  This  caftle  was  environed  with  a  rampart  and 
a  ditch. 

8.  The  prefe(n:urate  of  Apen  contains  in  it  the  churches  of  Apen  and 
Wejterjtede.  .  The  fort  of  Apeii  has  a  commandant  of  its  own.  Count 
Antony  \.  caufed  it  to  be  fortified,  in  the  year  1550,  with  ditches  and 
ramparts. 

9.  The  prefeöurate,  or  feigniory,  of  Varel  is,  on  the  'Jade  fide,  very 
fruitful,  and  contains  good  marfh-land,  but  on  the  other  fide  is  a  great  deal 
of  moor-land,  in  which  good  turf  is  fpitted.  It  had  formerly  a  peculiar 
lord  of  Its  own.  In  the  year  14^1.  it  dcfcended  to  Count  Gerhard  the  Bold 
of  Oldenburg.     Count  Antony  Günther  appointed  his   natural  fon  Antony 

Count 
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Count  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  Baron  of  Altcnburg,  and  Lord  of  Varel 
and  Kniphaußn,  heir  to  this  prefcdturate  and  the  citadel  of  Varel,  as  alfo  to  the 
vogtey  of  Jade,  together  with  both  the  farms  and  every  thing  elfe  belonging 
thereto,  and  in  like  manner  to  the  feigniory  of  Kniphm/fen.     He  likewife 
bequeathed  to  him  the  farms  of  A^f«^;7/t'/(7,  Gruberwarf]  Rufchfeld,  &c.  to-^ 
gether  with  the  tythes  oi  Hammelwarden,  the  htn\%oi  IVitbeckersburg,  Rod- 
deiis,  Blexcrfand,  Seefeld  and  others :  But  this  Count  Antony  of  Oldenburg 
dying  in    1681,    upon  his  death  enfued   a  guardianfliip  and  fequeftration, 
and  Count  Antony  II.  on  his  arrival  to  years  of  maturity,  by  virtue  of  the 
ftipulation  entered  into  in  the  year  1693,  barely  obtained  in  the  prefefturate 
of  Varel,  together  with  the  farms  in  the  country  of  Biidjading,  Neuenfeld, 
Witheckersburg,  Roddens,  Seefeld,   Blexerfand,  Neuenkoben,  the  feigniory  of 
Knipbaufen  and  the  farm  of  Garmes,  and  even  made  a  renunciation  of  all 
the  reft.     Upon  this  Varel  loft  its  immediacy,  or  independency,  and  ftands 
at  prefent  under  the  fuperiority  of  Oldenbutg,    being  obliged   to  contribute 
yearly  thereto  1  200  rixdollars.     The  above  lands,  which  Atitony  II.  reob- 
tained,  were   inherited  by  his  only  daughter  Charlotia  Sophia,    Countefs- 
dowager  of  Bentink,  but  are  at  prefent,  fo  far  as  they  lie  under  the   fu- 
periority of  Oldenburg,  fequeftered  at  the  fuit  of  the  greateft  creditor.     In 
the  faid  farms,  which  lie  in  the  country  of  Budjading,  the  houfe  of  Olden- 
burg is  poflefled  of   the  under  jurifdidion,  which  is  alio  adminiftered  by 
Varel.     The  latter  is  a  well-built  borough,  feated  in  a  fine  holt,  which  is 
called  the  bufo  of  Varel.     One  wing  of  the  fine  citadel  here  was  burnt  down 
in  the  year  175 1,  by  which  fire,  at  the  fame  time,  the  fine  library  oi  Olden- 
burg was  confumed.      The  prefedurate  of  Varel  confifts  of  one  fingle 
Lutheran  parifli,  in  which  two  preachers  officiate.     In  the  citadel  is  a  CaL 
'uiniß   court-chapel.      From  the  jurifdidion  of  the  prefedlurate  of  Varel 
appeals  lie,  in  civil  matters,  to  the  regency-chancery  of  OAAv/i^/^rg-. 

10.  The  vogtey  of  Znjofchcnahne  confifts  of  the  two  pariftiesof  Zwifche- 
nahne  and  Edewecht. 

1 1.  The  vogtey  of  Morien  and  Oldenbrock  comprizes  in  it  the  parifhes  of 
Altetdjuntorf,  Bardenfleth,  Ehßeth,  in  which  is  a  toll  upon  the  Wefr,  Neu- 
enbrock,  Oldenbrock  and  Grofzenmoer. 

12.  The  vogtey  of  Hammekvarden  confifts  of  one  parifli  of  the  fame 
•name. 

1 3 .  The  vogtey  of  Strucklmufen  confifts  of  a  parifli  of  the  fame  name. 

14.  The  vogtey  of  Schwey  contains  in  it  the  pariflies  of  Schwey  and 
Seejeld. 

15.  The  iSiWand  Budjading  land  is  about  three  German  miles  in  length, 
but  at  its  beginning  not  much  above  a  quarter  of  one  broad,  though  where 
it  ends  it  is  a  whole  mile  and  upwards.  This  territory  belonged  formerly 
to  Ruflri?7gen,  an  appellation  applied  only  to  the  country  lying  on  the  weft 
fide  of  Jade,  that  fituate  on  the  eaft  fide  being  called  Budjadi?ig,  or  Buten 

Jaden, 
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"Jaden,  as  being  fituate  without  or  beyond  the  Jade ;  but  Sfad-land  from 
the  iliore,  or  geflade,  of  the  Wejcr.  It  withdrew  itfelf  formerly  from  the 
jurifdiilion  of  the  Counts  of  Oldenburg,  and  betook  itfelf  to  the  protedion 
oi  Auflria  j  but  Count  John  XIV.  rendered  it  again  fubjcd:  to  his  dominion 
in  the  year  15 14,  by  the  afliftance  of  the  Dukes  oi Brunjwick^v\^  Liineburg; 
and  thefe  dukes  having  alfo  obtained  a  fliare  of  the  country,  in  the  year 
1523,  he  brought  the  whole  to  his  family  partly  by  inveftiture  and  partly 
by  purchafe  ;  and,  in  order  the  better  to  keep  in  awe  the  Friefian  inhabi- 
tants, founded  the  fort  of  Ot'w/^rt««f,  which,  in  the  year  1677,  was  razed  ; 
but  in  the  adjoining  borough  the  Landvogt  at  prefent  reßdes,  and  the  land- 
court  is  alfo  held  there.     The  vogteys  belonging  to  it  are, 

1.  The  vogtey  oi  Golzwarden  and  Kotenkirchen,  to  which  belong  the  pa- 
x\^t%  oi  Golzwarden,  Rotenkirchcn  and  Efenßjamm,  which,  together  with 
Abbehaufen,  lie  in  the  Stad-land;  but  the  reft,  as  well  as  the  following,  in 
the  Biidjading-land. 

2.  Tht  \og\.ty  o^  Abbehanfen  and  Blexnm,  which  confifts  of  the  pariOies 
of  Abbehaufen,  Atens  and  Blexum,  or  Blexen. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Burhave,  to  which  belong  the  pariflies  oiWaddens,  Bur- 
have  and  'Lang"Joarden. 

4.  The  vogtey  oi  Eckivarden  and  Stollbamnr,  confifting  of  the  parin>es  of 
*Toßens,  Eckivarden  and  StoUhamm.     At  Hofsivurden,  in  the  pariili  of  Eck- 
warden.  Count  Antony  Günther,  in  the  year  1659,  founded  a  poor's-houfe  for 
the  reception  of  twenty-four  perfons,  which,  in  the  year  1684,  was  united 
with  the  Blankenburg. 

5.  The  land  of  fVurden,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Wefer,  was  formerly 
mortgaged,  during  the  fpace  of  one  hundred  and  fix  years  to  the  foundation 
oi  Bremen;  but  Count  yo/)«  XIV,  redeemed  it  again.  To  it  belongs  the 
parifti  of  Dedejdorf. 


The    C  o  u  N  T  Y     of 
DELMENHORST, 

§.  I.  T   lES  between  the  county  of  Oldenburg,  the  Wefcr,  the  county  of 
•*-'   Diepholz  and  the  prefedurate  of  Wildeßjaufent  being  fruitful  -and 
having  in  it  confiderable  holts  and  mart. 

§.  2.  The  hiftorv  ni  this  county  has  been  briefly  touched  upon  under 
that  of  the  houfe  oi  Oldenburg.  The  arms  of  Delmenhorji  are  a  crofs  in 
a  field  gules.  The  King  of  Denmark,  on  account  of  this  county,  enioys 
both  feat  and  voice  in  the  college  of  the  WeflphalianQoM^XiX.^  of  the  Empire, 

and 
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and  alfo  at  the  Weßphalian  Diet,  Its  taxation  to  the  Empire,  is  two  horfe 
and  fourteen  foot,  or  eighty  florins. 

§.3.  This  county  has  an  upper  regency  in  common  with  that  of  Olden- 
burg, of  which  we  have  alfo  treated  above.  In  other  refpeds,  in  it  is  « 
Landvogt  and  a  land-court.      It  confifts, 

I.   Of  the  town  and  houfe-vogtey  of  Delmenhorß. 

1.  Delmenhorß,  a  fmall  town,  was  originally  a  village,  which  Count 
Otto  III.  endowed  with  town-privileges  in  the  year  1270,  and  alfo  founded 
a  college  of  canons  there,  which,  in  the  year  1575,  was  applied  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  churches,  fchools  and  poor  people  in  it.  The 
citadel  is  older  than  the  town,  having  been  erefted  fo  early  as  the  year 
1247,  by  Count  Otto  II.  rendered  ftronger,  from  time  to  time,  by  his  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  and  provided  with  all  manner  of  villages  and  farms,  till  at  laft  it 
was  raifed  to  a  feigniory  and  made  a  refidence  for  a  Count.  Its  name  it 
receives  from  the  little  river  Dehne,  on  which  it  lies.  The  citadel  and 
county  oi Delmenhorß  were,  for  a  longtime,  in  the  power  both  of  the  arch- 
bifliopric  of  Bremen  and  the  bifliopric  of  Munßer,  but,  in  the  year  1547, 
were  taken  from  the  laft  by  Count  Aritony  I. 

2.  T\\Q  \)din(hQS  oi  SchoJienmohr,  Hasbergen,  Ganderkefee  znä  Hude.  At 
the  laft  of  thefe  places  formerly  ftood  a  cloyfter  of  Ci/lercians,  which,  in  the 
year  1079,  Wäs  founded  by  Count  Udo,  but,  in  1538,  deftroyed  by  the 
bifliop  o(  Munßer.     This  cloyfter  was  very  confiderable. 

II.  The  vogtey  of  Berne  and  Altenejch,  which  lies  in  the  fertile  Stedinger- 
land,  and  the  inhabitants  of  which,  togtth&v  With  ihe  Rußringers,  anciently 
acknowledged  the  Counts  of  Oldenburg  for  their  hereditary  lords.  In  the  year 
1230,  indeed,  on  account  of  the  indifcretion  of  their  Vogts,  it  fell  from 
them,  but,  in  the  year  1234,  was  reduced  again  to  their  obedience  by  the 
battle  of  Altenejch,  or  Oldenefche.  The  pariflies  belonging  to  it  are  Berne, 
Wiihrfleth,  Bardewifch  and  Altenejch. 

III.  The  vogtey  of  Stuhr,  confifting  of  one  parifli  of  that  name.

§•  ^'  "\^/^  ^^^^  ^^  y^^  "^^  particular  chart  of  the  county  of  Lippe,  for 
'  '  which  reafon  we  muft  avail  ourfelves  of  the  imperfedl  and  in- 
fufHcient  reprefentation  thereof,  to  be  found  on  the  general  chart  of  the 
circle  of  Weßphalia.  This  county  is  environed  by  the  bifhopric  of  Pader- 
born, the  counties  of  Rietberg,  Ravensberg,  Schauenburg  and  Pyrmont,  as 
alfo  by  the  principality  of  Calenberg  and  the  foundation  of  Corvey. 

§.2.  It 
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§.  2.  It  is  very  mountainous,  but  yet  contains  in  It  alfo  feme  arable  land'. 
On  the  heath  of  Scnncr,  which  extends  itfelf  to  this  county,  from  the  bi- 
fhopric  of  Paderborn,  is  a  ftud,  which  formerly,  when  in  good  condition 
and  famous,  brought  in  annually  20,000  rixdollars.  At  Salz-Ufehi  is  a 
falt-work.  The  principal  rivers,  which  water  this  country,  are  the  Eminer, 
which  comes  out  of  the  bifhopric  of  Paderborn  and  pafles  through  the 
counties  of  Lippe  and  Pyrmont  into  the  principality  of  Calenberg ;  and  the 
Werrc,  which  enters  into  the  county  of  Ra-vensberg.  In  it  alfo  rife  the 
Humme  and  Bever,  which  run  into  the  principality  oi  Calenberg. 

§.3.  In  the  whole  county  are  five  towns,  four  boroughs,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  peafantHiips,  which  confift  principally  of  fingle  pcafint- 
farms,  but  in  part  alfo  of  villages.  The  Land-ftates  here  confift  of  the 
nobility  and  the  towns.  Thefe  are  fummoned  by  the  regent-houfe  oi Lippe 
to  the  Land-diets,  which  alfo  intimates  to  the  non-regent  houfes  oi  Lippe, 
or  hereditary  Lords,  as  they  are  called,  the  holding  of  the  Land-diets  ; 
and  confers  with  them  as  well  concerning  the  matters  to  be  propofed,  as 
alfo  about  the  opinion  of  the  States,  and  pays  a  regard  to  fuch  admonitions  • 
as  they  may  happen  to  make  for  the  intereft  of  the  country. 

§.  4.  The  inhabitants  profefs  themfelves  partly  and  principally  of  the 
Cahinift  church,  and  partly  alfo  of  the  Lutheran.  The  infpedion  of 
ecclefiaftical  perfons  and  things  in  the  Cahinift  churches  here  is  vefted 
in  three  fuperintendents. 

§.  5.  The  hiftory  of  the  very  ancient  houfe  of  Lippe,  from  the  time  of. 
Count  Bernhard  I.  which  coincides  with  the  government  of  the  Emperor 
Lotharins  1.  is  better  known  and    more  fertile  in  events  than  before  that 
time.     I  cannot  dwell  however  on   the   ancient  hiftory  of  this  houfe,  but 
muft  begin  with   that  of  Count  Simon  VI.  who  is  the  original  of  all  the 
Counts  now  m  being  at  Ltppe.  In  1597  this  Count  made  a  will,  by  which 
he  appointed  his  eldeft  fon  regent  Lord,  confining  to   him  the  land-fupe- 
riority,  with  all  other  matters  either  in  fpirituah  or  temporals  app^itianin» 
thereto,    but  to  his    other  fons  he  bequeathed   certain   prefed urates   and 
eftates  for  the  maintaining  of  them  in  a  manner  fuitable  to  their  rank;  he 
alfo  appointed,    that   if  the   eldeft  fon   died  without   male-heirs,  the  next 
ftiould  fucceed  in   the  regency  of  the  country,  in  the   like  manner   alfo 
the  others  one  after  the  other,  and  in  cafe  either  of  the  next  fons,  or  male- 
ftock  became  extinil,  that  then  the  portion  of  land  bequeathed  him,  fliould 
fall  one  half  of  it  to  the  regent  Lord,  and  the  other  half  to  the  other  bro- 
thers and   their  male-heirs,  Ihare  and   ftiare  alike.     At  his   death,   which 
happened  in    1613,  four  fons  were  living;  but  of  thefe  the  third,  named 
Hermann,  6i\t(i  in  1620,  upon  which  his  portion  of  land  v/as  by  an  agreement 
made  In  1621,  divided  among  the   two  elder  brothers,  and  certain  yearJv 
revenues  in  money  appointed  the  third  in  lieu  of  a  fliare  in  Count  Hermanns 
eftate.    From  thefe  three  brothers  have  been  founded  the  following  lines : 
Vol.  IV.  M  m  m  i.  Court 
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1 .  Cjunt  ^hnon  VII.  was  regent  Lord  and  founder  of  that  of  Detmold.     His 
you;igeft  fon,  ^fobft  Hmnann,  founded  the  collateral  line  of  Bifterfela,  which 
in  tiic  fons  o{ (ZonniRudolph Ferdinand,  namely  In  the  Counts  Frederick  Charles 
Au%iiftns  and  Ferdinand  Letüis,  was  again  branched  out  into  two  lines  ; 
the^  former   of  which  refides   at  Bißerfeld,    and  the  latter  at   Wittenjeld. 

2.  Count  OUo  founded  the  divided  line  of  Brake,  which  in  1709  became 
extindl  in  the  perfon  of  Count  Lcti'is  Ferdinand,  concerning  whofc  prcfedu- 
rates  of  Brake,  Blomberg,  Schieder  and  Bahrendorff,oxBarrentrtip^  together  with 
the  farms  belonging  thereto,  a  tedious  law-fui":  arofe  betwixt  the  houfe  of 
Detmold  and  the  equally  claimant  line  of  Schauenburg-Lippe.  3.  Count 
Philip  obtained  for  his  flnre  the  prefedlurates  of  Lipperode  and  Alverdiffeij, 
with  Ibme  other  rents  and  revenues,  and  brought  alfo  to  his  family  one 
half  of  the  above  defcribed  county  of  Schauenburg,  being  likewife  founder 
of  the  Schauenburg-Lippe  line.  His  eldefl  fon,  Frederick  Chrijlian,  propagated 
the  principal  and  regent  line,  but  Philip  Erneli  the  fecond  fon  the  collateral 
line  of  Alverdißen.  The  line  of  Brake  becoming  extinft  in  the  year  1709, 
xh^t  of  Schauenburg-Lippe,  as  above- mentioned,  laid  claim  to  the  half  of 
its  portion  of  territory,  which  alfo  together  with  the  half  of  the  revenues 
raifed  therefrom  ever  fince  the  year  1709,  was  adjudged  to  the  regent- 
houfe  of -St7j^«c;z/^w^-Lz/'/'^  by  an  Imperial  fentence  of  1734;  but  the  full 
ao-reement  between  this  and  the  houfe  of  Lippe-Detmold  was  firft  brought 
to  bear  in  the  year  1748. 

§.  6.  The  Counts  of  Lippe  ftile  themfelves  Counts  and  Noble  Lords  of 
Lippe.  The  arms  for  the  county  are  a  rofe  gules,  in  a  field  argent ;  and  on 
account  of  the  county  of  Schwalenberg,  a  fvv'allow  in  its  natural  colours, 
llanding  on  a  ftar  Or,  in  a  field  gules. 

§.  7.  The  Counts  of  Lippe  are  poffefled  as  well  at  the  Diets  of  the  Em- 
nire  in  the  college  of  the  Counts  of  Weßphalia,  as  alfo  at  the  Diets  of  the 
circle  of  IVeßphalia^  both  of  feat  and  voice ;  and  at  the  latter  follow  the 
Kincr  of  Denmark,  as  Count  of  Delmenhorß.  To  the  taxes  of  the  Empire, 
they  are  rated  at  four  horfe  and  eighteen  foot,  or  monthly  at  one  hundred 
and  twenty  florins ;  and  to  each  chamber-term  at  fixty-feven  rixdollars, 
fifty-fix  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

§.  8.  Exclufive  of  the  regency-chancery  of  the  Counts,  the  following 
provincial  colleges  are  alfo  to  be  remarked  here.  The  ordinary  aulic-judi- 
catory  is  fupplied  with  an  aulic  or  vice-aulic  judge,  together  with  two  af- 
fefibrs  and  fecretaries.  In  appointing  the  place  of  aulic-judge  the  non-re- 
gent Lords  have  a  voice,  and  the  future  afleflbrs  are  alfo  previoufly  prefented 
to  them  by  the  regent  Lord,  in  order  to  know  whether  they  have  any 
valid  objedtion  to  them.  But  the  general  aulic  judicatory  is  filled  up  by  the 
regent  Lord  in  conjunftion  with  two  counfellors,  and  the  non-regent  Lords 
alfo  depute  each  one  counfellor  to  aflUt  at  the  fame.  In  like  manner  alfo  the 
nobility  appoint  one,  and  the  towns  another.  At  this  judicatory  the  non- 
4  regent 
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regent  Lords  are  poffefTed  of  the  precedency  alternately  with  the  regent 
Lord.  The  fubjeös  of  the  portioned  Lords  appeal  to  the  aulic-judicatory, 
and  not  to  the  chancery.  The  ordinary  confidory  here  is  filled  np  by  the 
regent  Lord  in  conjundtion  widi  two  coinmiffaries,  namely,  a  temporal  and 
a  ^iritual  one,  the  laft  of  whom  is  always  fuperintendent  at  court  for  the 
time  being.  But  the  general  confiftory  is  filled  up  juft  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  general  aulic-judicatory,  excepting  only  that  at  the  former  the  towns 
have  two  deputies.  Before  the  general-confiftory  here  come  all  viluations 
and  matrimonial  matters;  as  alfo  all  failures  and  punifhable  faults  of  the 
church-officers ;  the  confiftorial  matters  remaining  being  determined  by  the 
ordinary  confiftory.  In  penal  cafes  the  non-regent  Lords  are  poflefTed  iii 
their  feveral  prefedlurates  of  the  attachment ;  but  the  penal  or  criminal  ju- 
dicatory is  filled  up  at  the  fame  time  in  fuch  prefcäiurates  by  the  regent 
Lord.  With  refpedt  to  other  matters  here  the  non-regent  Lords  are  pof- 
fefled  in  their  prefedturates  of  the  lower  and  higher  jurifdidlion  ;  but  the 
fuperiority  of  the  country  is  vefted  in  the  regent  Lord. 

§.  9.  The  taxes  raifed  here  are  fettled  at  the  provincial  Diets.  Thefe 
confift  of  the  foldier's  rate,  the  imports  of  the  Empire  and  circle,  and  the 
imports  applied  to  the  general  occafions  of  the  country.  The  regent  Lord, 
with  the  confent  of  the  Land-ftates,  exercifes  the  right  of  colledlion  at  the 
public  Land-diets. 

§.  10.  The  more  accurate  defcriptlon  of  the  county  oi Lippe  comes  under 
four  principal  fedlions. 

I.  To  the  firft  belong  the  towns  and  prefedturates  which  the  regent- 
houfe  alone  is  poffefTed  of 

I.  The  towns  belonging  to  it  are, 

Detmold,  a  town  feated  on  the  Werre  with  a  citadel  in  it,  which  is  the 
ufual  refidence  of  the  regent-houfe.  This  town  is  divided  into  the  old  and 
new.  The  Latin  Cahiniji  fchool  here  has  fix  teachers  belonging  to  it. 
C/uven'us  and  Ferdinaijd  of  Fiirjlenberg  have  made  it  appear  probable,  that 
the  ancient  Teutenbtirg,  in  the  tradl  of  which  ^indliiis  Varus  met  with  his 
well-known  defeat,  is  the  very  place,  which  was  afterwards  called  Thietmal 
and  Dethmold.  The  Teiiteberg  in  this  tradt  alfo  rtlU  retains  its  ancient 
name. 

Lemgo,  alfo  called  Lemgoiv  and  Lemgau,  is  the  largeft  town  in  the  county, 
and  lies  on  the  little  river  Fega,  which  falls  into  the  IVerre,  being  di- 
vided into  the  old  and  new,  which  in  1369  were  united,  whereas  before 
each  had  a  peculiar  magiftracy  of  its  own.  The  Lippehof  here,  which  is 
reckoned  one  of  the  Count's  palaces,  was  caufed  to  be  eredled  by  Count 
Chrißopher  Letvis.  The  abbefs  of  the  noble  foundation  in  this  town  is 
always  a  Countefs  belonging  to  the  regent-houfe  of  Lippi\  and  eledled  by 
the  conventuals.  In  the  town  are  likewife  two  Liithercin  churches  and  one 
of  Cahinijh.     The  flourilhing  Lutheran  gymuafium  here  has  feven  teachers. 

M  m  m  2  The 
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The  ancient  cloth-manufaclures  of  this  place  are  wholly  decayed,  and  the 
flufF-manufadures  alfo  greatly  dwindled.  Among  the  peculiar  privi- 
leges of"  the  town  is  reckoned  that  it  has  the  upper  and  lower  jurifdidion, 
and  its  own  confiftory.  It  was  formerly  a  Hanfe  town,  and  ftands  alio  in 
the  matrkula  of  the  Empire  of  i  521  as  an  Imperial  city.  During  the  thirty 
years  war  it  was  miferably  laid  wafle. 

Horn,  an  ancient  town  feated  at  the  wood  of  Teutenburg,  at  prefent 
called  the  wood  of  Lippe  and  Horn^  At  this  place  is  a  palace  of  the 
count. 

Hard  by  the  town  lies  the  celebrated  Exterenßcin,  which  is  alfo  called 
Egerßerßei?!,  and  by  fome  in  Latin  Riipes  Ficarum.  It  is  a  high  reck  fitu- 
ated  on  a  level  place,  which  has  given  occafion  to  a  variety  of  conjec- 
tures and  explications. 

Blomberg,  a  town,  which  obtained  its  firft  town  privileges  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fourteenth  century  from  Count  iiimoJi  I.  In  the  year  1447  this 
place  was  plundered  and  laid  in  aflies  by  the  Bohemians. 

Salz-Ußen,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Salze,  and  owing  its  rife  to  the 
rich  falt-fpring  here,  which  being  found  out  gave  occaiion  to  the  found- 
ing of  a  village,  which  in  the  fifteenth  century  obtained  the  jurifdidlion  of 
a  hamlet.     Count  Bernhard  VI.  conferred  on  it  the  privileges  of  a  town. 

2.  The  prefedurates  belonging  thereto  are, 

I.  The  prefedlurate  of  Detmold,  which  conflitutes  a  part  of  the  an- 
cient county  of  Haholz.  This  prefeflurate  contains  in  it 

1 .  The  paridi  of  Detihold,  confifting  of  fourteen  peafantfhips,  all  lying 
round  the  town  of  Detmold. 

2.  The  vogtty  of  7^m/t'«,  confifting  of  ten  peafantfliips. 

1.  The  vogtey  oi Lage,  containing  the  fame  number.  Lage  is  a  borough. 
4.  The  vogtey  of  Falkenberg,  confifting  of  fix  peafantfliips.    The  ancient 

fort  of  Falkenberg  here  was  begun  by  Count  Ber}ihürd  III.  whofe  fon 
Sinion  I.  completed  it.  In  1447  it  held  out  a  fiege  againft  the  archbiftiop 
of  Cclogn  and  the  Duke  Williatn  o^  Meißen ;  but  in  1453  was  burnt  down, 
and  laid  wafte. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Oerlinghausen,  to  which  belong  eight  pea- 
fantihips. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  ScHOTMAR,  confifting  of  twelve  peafantfliips. 
This  and  the  foregoing  prefedurate  formerly  conftituted  only  vogties  of  the 
prefedurate  oi Detmold. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  Horn,  confifting  of  nine  peafantfliips.  In  this 
prefedurate  lies  the  Count's  pleafure-houfe  of  Lopß:orn,  where  is  a 
fowler's  floor. 

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Varenholz,  containing  the  well  built  and  plea- 
fantly  fituated  palace  oi  Varenholz,  together  with  two  vogties,  namely, 

I .  The  vogtey  of  Hohnhaiifen,  which  confifts  of  thirteen  peafantftiips. 

2.  The 
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2.  The  wogizy  oi  Langenholzhü'jfeny  containing  eight.» 
Near  the  village  of  Erdcr,  which  hes  on  the  JVcfer,  not  far  from  the  pa-, 
lace  of  Vare?ihoh,  great  qunntities  of  merchandize  are  laden  and  unladen. 

6.  The  prefeiturate  of  Bracke,   in  which  is 

1.  The  citadel  oi  Bracke,  fituated  hard  by  Lemgo,  and  formerly  the  feat 
of  a  line  o^  Lippe,  which  became  extindl  in  the  year  1709. 

2.  Thirteen  pe;irantniips. 

7.  The  prefedurate  of  Barrektrup,  or  Barntrup,  alfo  called 
Barndorf,  which  conlifts  only  of  two  peafantfliios,  and  contains  in  it 
a  borough  and  a  palace  of  the  Count  of  the  fame  name.  This  borough 
of  Barntrup  was  formerly  a  town,  and  in  1376  obtained  anew  from  Count 
Henry  of  Sternberg  the  fame  privileges  with  Z-tv^^ö. 

II.  To  the  fecond  fedion  belong  the  town  and  prefedurates  which  the 
houfe  of  Lippe  poffeffes  in  common  partly  with  the  King  of  Prußia,  and 
partly  with  the  biiliopric  of  Paderborn. 

1.  In  common  with  the  King  of  Prz/^/c?,  as  Count  of  the  Mark,  the  re- 
gent-houfe  polfcfles  the  town  of  Lippe,  or  Lippjladt,    of  which  w^  have- 
already  treated  under  the  county  of  the  Mark.     Hard  by  it  lies  Cappel,  a 
foundation  for  ladies. 

2.  In  common  with  the  bifliopric  of  Paderborn  this  houfe  poffeffef,  as 
has  been  already  fliewn  above,  page  319.  the  prefefturates  oi  Sivalenberg, 
Oldenburg,  and  Stoppelberg.  Thefe,  together  with  all  their  appendages, 
{Falkenhagen  and  its  appurtenance  excepted)  the  regent  Lord,  Count  Simon 
Henry  ceded  and  gave  up  by  the  capitulation  of  1667  to  his  coufin,  Count 
yobß  Herma?in,  founder  of  the  Bißerfeld  divided  line,  and  the  male-ilfue 
of  his  body;  with  power  of  collefting  all  the  incomes  and  rents  belonging 
to  them,  as  alfo  of  improving  them  at  pleafure,  fo  far  as  may  be  done  with- 
out opprefling  the  fubjefts,  and  without  confiderable  oppolition  from  the 
bifliops  of  Paderborn.  The  Amtman  here  is  to  adminifter  in  the  name  of 
Count  Jobjl  Hermann  the  under-jurifdiöion,  and  in  cafe  of  a  vacancy  Count 
Jobß  Hennann  is  to  chufe  one  out  of  three  perfons  propofed  to  him  by  the 
regent  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  the  regent  Lord  has  referved  to  himfelf 
every  thing  which  belongs  to  the  fuperiority  here  in  fpirituals  and  tem- 
porals, as  alfo  in  particular  ih.Q  JriiBiis  jurifdiiiionales  of  the  aulic-judicatorv, 
and  the  Merum  imperium. 

Next  with  regard  to  each  of  thefe  prefedturates  in  particular  : 
I.  The  prefeclurate  of  Swalenberg,  or  Schwalenberg    was   for- 
merly a  peculiar  county  of  itfelf,  the  Lords  of  which  became  extindl  in  the 
year  1356,  in  the  perfon  of  Count  Henry  N\\.    The  Lippe  fliare  in  it  con- 
fifts  of  ten  peafantfhips.     In  this  prefefturate  we  remark 

S'waletibcrg,  or  Schwalenberg,  a  borough  and  citadel  lying  on  the  Neijfcl 
At  this  place  is  the  ordinary  Lippe  and  Paderborn  \\xdiiCdXoxy  appointed  over 
the  three  common  Amts, 

Bißerfeld, 
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Bißerfelii,  a  citadej  feated  on  an  eftate  purchafed  by  Couniyoöß  Hermafin, 
JVittenJclJ,  or  JVeißenJeld,  a  citadel  and  eftate, 

2.  The  prefedturatc  of  Oldenburg,  alfo  formerly  conAitutcd  a  county. 
The  Lippe  fliare  in  it  confifts  of  nine  peafantfliip:. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  Stoppelberg,  or  Stapelberg  formerly  con- 
flituted  a  peculiar  feigniory. 

III.  To  the  third  fedtion  belongs  the  portion  of  which  the  Schauenburg- 
Lippe  line  is  poffefl'ed. 

I.  The  regent-houfe  o^  Schauenburg-Lippe  is  poflcffed  of 

1.  The  prefedlurate  of  Lipperode,  in  which  is  a  borough  feated  on  the 
river  Lippe. 

2.  In  the  land-fliare  of  the  Brake  line,  which  became  extindl  in  1709, 
it  obtained  acStual  pofTcirion  in  1737  of  the  following  prefecflurates,  which, 
exclufive  of  the  foreft-incomes,  bring  in  yearly  about  10,000  rixdollars, 
namely, 

1.  The  prefeÄurate  of  Blomberg,  in  which  is  contained  the  citadel  of 
Blombeng,  feventeeu  peafantfliips,  and  the  church  of  Cappely  Reilkirchen, 
Wubbel  and  Kirchdonop. 

2.  The  prefecturate  of  Schieder,  alfo  called  Schier,  and  in  which, 
hard  by  the  Emmer,  is  a  pleafure-houfe,  with  a  fine  garden  belonging  to  it, 
together  with  a  profitable  farm,  two  villages,  and  a  fingle  peafant's  farm. 
This  citadel  and  prefedturate  yvas  ceded  in  the  year  1756  by  Frederick  Wil- 
liam Erneß,  regent  Count  of  Schauetiburg-Lippey  to  his  coulin  Count  Philip 
of  the  Aherdijfe7i  line. 

Not  far  from  this  citadel  lies  Old  Schieder,  which  is  held  to  be  the  ftrong 
citadel  of  the  Saxons  named  Skiderburg,  where  Charlemagne  founded  a  bi- 
fliop's  fee,  which  after  fome  tranflations  was  at  lafl  removed  by  Otto  I.  to 
Magdeburg. 

Rem.  About  one  hour's  diftance  from  Schieder  to  the  north-eaft,  on  a  high 
mountain,  at  which  the  limits  of  Lippe,  Pyrmont  and  Paderborn  meet,  are 
to  be  feen  the  remains  of  the  ancient  Hermannsburg,  or  Harminsburg,  con- 
cerning which  more  will  occur  under  the  county  of  Pyrmoiit. 

2.  The  divided  Aherdijfen  line,  exclufive  of  certain  rents,  ufes,  and  in- 
comes to  be  raifed  yearly  out  of  the  prefedturates  of  the  regent-houfe  of 
Det?nold,  within  the  circuit  of  the  county  of  Sternberg,  is  pofi^efled  of 

Aherdijfen,  a  borough  and  citadel,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  rifes 
the  Exter. 

Dorotheejtthal,  a  houfe,  formerly  named  Uhlenthal. 

IV.  The  fourth  fedtion  is  conftituted  of  the  county  of  Sternberg,  which 
was  conferred  in  1732  on  the  Eledtor  of  Brunfwick-Liineburg,  together 
with  the  fuperiority  thereof.  This  county  terminates  to  the  fouth  and  weft 
on  the  county  of  Lippe  ;  to  the  north  on  the  couuty  of  Schauenburg ;  and 
to  the  eaft  on  the  principality  of  Calenberg.     It  is  about  ten  hours  in  circuit, 

and 
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and  confifts  of  vallies  and  mountains.  In  the  former  fland  the  farms,  and 
on  the  latter  the  lands,  meadows,  and  holts.  The  agriculture  here  is  dif- 
ficult, and  the  fields  are  under  a  neceffity  of  being  improved  with  marl.  ' 
The  culture  of  flax  is  the  principal  thing  carried  on  in  this  county,  notwith- 
ftanding  which  there  is  not  fo  much  flax  cultivated  here  as  the  inhabitants 
manufadlure,  both  men  and  women  applying  themfelves  to  fpinningand 
the  weaving  of  linen,  and  thereby  earning  money.  In  this  county  are  alfo 
two  potteries,  in  which  a  brown  ware  is  prepared.  At  Boßngf'elde^  and 
alfo  towards  Bremke,  are  found  Drufe,  which  are  for  the  mofi:  part 
turned  up  by  the  plough,  and  in  them  is  to  be  met  a  glittering  ftone  about 
the  length  of  the  joint  of  one's  finger,  which  tapers  as  if  ground,  and  is  fo 
hard  that  it  cuts  glafs.  This  ftone  is  farther  prepared  and  encafed  by 
jewellers.  With  refpedt  to  venifon  there  are  deer,  roes,  boars,  and  hares  here. 
In  it  too,  near  the  eftate  of  Munchehoj  rifes  the  Bega,  which  runs  to  Lemgo, 
The  inhabitants  are  for  the  moft  part  of  the  Cahinifl  church.  This  county 
had  forinerly  Counts  of  its  own,  and  on  the  death  of  the  laft  Count  Henry 
fell  to  the  houfe  oi  Lippe.  Its  arms  are  a  ftar  gules  in  a  field  Or.  At  pre- 
fent  it  conftitutes  a  prefedlurate,  and  contains  in  it 

1.  The  citadel  oi  Ster}iberg,  which  is  an  old  mountain-citadel  furrounded 
with  a  wall,  and  at  prefent  the  refidence  of  the  Amt-man  of  the  Eleftor  of 
Brufifmick-Ltineburg.  Beneath  it  lies  the  farm  or  fovereign's  domain  o£ 
Oehlentrop. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Humfeld,  which  confifts  of  three  peafantfiiips.  At 
Bega  is  a  Cahtniß  church,  into  which  the  noble  foundations  of  Wendung- 
häufen  and  Mufichehof  are  united.  Gotte?itrop  is  a  farm  or  domain  of  the 
fovereign. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Exier,  which  contains  five  peafantfliips.  Falkntrop  in 
it  is  a  farm  belonging  to  the  fovereign. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Bofmgfelde,  confifting  of  three  peafantlhips.  At  Bofing- 
felde  is  a  Cahinifl  church. 


The  County  of

§.  I.  r\  F  the  county  of  Bentheim  'John  Weflerherg  has  delineated  a  chart, 
^^  which  Gerhard  Valk  and  Peter  Schenk  have  publiflied.     It  is  alfo 
to  be  feen  in  the  chart  of  Miinfler  mentioned  above,  p.  319. 

§.2.  It  is  furrounded  by  the  low  country  province  of  Oreryfel,  the  pro- 
vince of  Drente,  and  the  bifhopric  of  Munfler;  being  about  ten  German  miles 
in  length,  and  from  two  to  three  and  four  broad, 

§.  3.  This

§.  3.  This  country  is  both  fertile  and  pleafant,  producing  a  fufiiciency 
for  its  inhabitants,  and  fiipplying  them  alfo  with  profitable  exports.  In 
the  mountains  about  Bentheim  and  Gildcbmijz  are  excellent  and  profitable 
flone-quarries,  the  ftones  out  of  which  are  conveyed  in  particular  to  the 
Netherlands,  and  the  bifliopric  of  Munßer.  In  the  plains  are  fruitful  fields, 
together  with  good  pafture  and  meadow  ground.  The  breed  of  cattle  here 
alfo  is  good.  Holts  and  woods  abound  here  in  plenty,  and  in  them  is  an 
ex'cellent  chafe.  Among  the  rivers  which  run  tlirough  it,  the  Fechte  is  par- 
ticularly to  be  noted,  which  comes  out  of  the  Munßer  prefedturate  o(  Horfi- 
viar,  and  on  the  borders  not  far  from  Ohne  receives  into  it  the  Steinfurt  Aa^ 
and  not  fiir  UovsxNienhus  the  Dinkel,  which  alfo  rifes  in  the  Mu?2ßer ^rt^ec- 
turate  of  Horßnuir,  and  after  having  traverfed  the  whole  length  of  the 
county  enters  into  the  province  of  Over-Tjfel.  This  river  is  not  only  very 
rich  in  firti,  but  may  alfo  be  navigated  for  the  greateft  part  of  the  year  v/itli 
fmall  craft,  prahms  and  floats  of  wood,  which  ferve  not  a  little  to  the 
promotion  of  the  trade  of  this  county. 

§.  4.  In  it  are  three  towns  and  one  borough.  The  inhabitants  are  la- 
borious, and  traffic  in  yarn,  wool,  linen,  honey,  cattle,  ftones,  wood, 
and  other  goods  and  wares,  which  are  for  the  moft  part  tranfported  to  Hol- 
hvid,  whither  alfo  the  young  people  of  both  fexes  readily  go  to  fervice,  and 
frequently  fetde  there. 

At  the  Land-diets  he'e  appear  partly  deputies  of  the  province  of  Over- 
Tßl'l,  or  of  the  Prince  o^  Orange,  who,  on  account  of  their  Bentheim  eftates, 
have  the  firft  voice  ;  partly  the  owners  of  the  noble  houfes  of  Brandleight, 
Laer,  Langen,  Ra'-oetiß^orß  and  Wolda ;  partly  the  cloyfters  of  Frenfkvegen 
and  Wietmarjen  ;  and  partly  the  burgher-mafters  of  the  three  towns,  but 
thefe  have  only  one  voice  in  common. 

§.  c.  Count  Arnold  I.  introduced  the  Lutheran  religion  into  this  country 
in  the  year  1544;  but  his  grandfon  Arnold  II.  caufed  the  Cahifiiß  com- 
munion to  b.come  the  Arongeft,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1668,  when  Count 
Erneß  William  became  a  Roman-c'i.\}c^o\\c,  the  2?(?;«^«-catholics  have  encreafed, 
butare  permitted  the  public 'exefcife  of  their  religion  only  at  Bentheim,  at 
other  places  having  it  in  private,  as  at  the  amt-houfes;  and  that  no  ino- 
vations  may  happen  here  the  States-General  in  particular  are  protestors  of 
the  ftate  of  religion  in  this  county. 

§.  6.  The  hiftory  of  the  Counts  of  Bentheim  is  in  its  principal  circum- 
ftances  thus  related  :  In  the  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  centuries  we  find 
Counts  of  Bentheim  who  aflifted  at  tournaments.  Gertrude,  only  daugh- 
ter to  Count  'John  and  heirefs  to  the  county,  was  married  about  the  year 
1 122  to  a  Pfalzgrave  of  the  Rhine,  by  whom  fhe  had  a  fon  named  Otto, 
and  a  daughter  Sophia  :  The  former  of  thefe  died  without  heirs,  wherefore 
the  latter  inherited  the  county  of  Bentheim,  and  was  married  to  Theodorick  VI. 
Cuupt  of  Holland,     Her  fon  Otto  governed  the  county  of  Bentheim  about  the 

vear 
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year  1 190.     Hedivig,  eldcfl:  daughter  of  his  grandfon  Egbert,  was  con  fort  to 
the  noble  Lord  Arntcn  oi  Giäterjwick ;   which  is  to  be  remarked  on  this  ac- 
count, namely  becaufe  aft«r  the  death  of  Bernhard  in  the  year  j  224,  who  was 
the  lall  Count  oi  Bciithcwi  of  the  ancient  race,  the  county  came  to  Eberivin 
a  noble  Lord  ot  Gutlerjwick,   and  fon  to  Arnold.     Mcchtild,  firft  confort  to 
this  Ldt,    was  heirefs  to  the  county  of  Steinfurt  and  Grojuia  ;  but  his  fecond 
conlbrt  named  Gisberta,  was  daughter  to  Otto  of  Bronkhorji,  with  wliom 
the  Solm  eftate  came  to  Bmthcim  and    Steinforf.     By  her  he  had  Bernhard 
and  Arnold-,  the  former  of  whom  obtained  the  county  of  Bentheim,  and 
the  latter   the    Icigniory  of  Steinfurt.     Eberivin,   Bernhardt    fon,  enlarged 
the  county  of  Bentheim   with  the  jurifdidtion   of  Emblicheim ;  and   under 
Arnold's  fon,   who  was  alfo  named  Eherwin,   the  feigniory  of  Steinfurt  was 
railed,  in  tlie  year  1495  at  the   Diet  of  the  Empire  at  Worms,  to  a  county. 
Both  the  Eberwins  fo.  med,  in  14B7,  a  perpetual  hereditary  league,   by  vir- 
tue of  which   both  the  counties  of  Bentheim  and  Steinfurt  remain  together 
inleparably,  and  in  cafe  one  of  thefe  houfes  have  no  male  heir  remaining, 
the  other,  to  the  exclulion  of  the  otherwife  inheriting  female  lex,  is  to  fuc- 
ceed  to  the  government.     Eberioin  oi  Bentheim  imv'wtd  \-\\s   onlv  fon,  and 
Arnold  fon  to  E.berwin  of  Steinfurt  obtamed   both  counties,  in    which  he 
was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Eberwin^  who  governed  them  till  the  year  1562. 
The  iail:  of  thele    married   Anna  heirefs  to  "Jecklenburg,  and  is   the  firft 
Count  oi  Bentheim,  Teckletiburg,  and  Steinfurt.     Arnold  his    fon  obtained 
with  his  confort  Magdalene.,  inheriting  daughter  to  Neue?2ar,  the  county  of 
Limburg,  together  with  the  feigniories  of  Alpen,  Heljenßein,  and  Lennep^ 
as  alio   the  Cologn  hereditary  vogtey  and  other  expedancies  of  Neuenar. 
That  no  difpute  might  arife  among  his   fons  after  his   death  ;  in    the   year 
1 59 1    he  ordered  in  his  laft  will  what  each  of  them  fliould  inherit.     The 
eldeft,  named  Eberiain,  obtained  for   his   lliare   Bentheim ;  the  fecond,  by 
name    Adolphus,  Tecklenburg   and  Rheda  ;  the  third,   named   Arncld   Jcbji^ 
Steinfurt;  and  for  the  remaining  three  fons  a  fum  of  money  was  alluttcd, 
but  he  alio  ordered  tiiac  they  too,  on  the  death  of  the  elder  brothers  with- 
out heirs,  lliould  arrive  to   the  government.     The   eldell  fon,  Eberxcin, 
therefore  dying,  the  fecond  entered  on  his  right,  but  retained  'Tecklenbur^, 
and  gave  up  Bentheim  to  the  third  ;  the  fourth,  named  William  Henry,  ob- 
tained Steinfurt.     Maurice,  fecond  fon  to  Adolphus  Count  oi  Bentheira  -Teck- 
lenburg, governed  the  county  of  •Tecklenburg  for  many  years,  and  had  two 
fons,  namely   Hans  Adolphus   and   Frederick  Maurice,  who    were    reo-ent 
Counts  of  Bentheim  Tecklenburg  and  Limburg,   and    to  the  latter  of  thefe 
the  prefent  reigning  Count   of  Bentbeun  Tecklenburg  and  Limburg  is   fon. 
Arnold  Job/i,  Count  of  Bentheim,  on  the  death  of  Count  li-'iiiiam  Henrv  of 
Steijifurt  ihared  the  county  of  Steinfurt  wich  the  above-mentioned   Count 
Maui  ice  oi  Tecklenburg,  and  left  beiund  him  two  fon^,  'viz..  Erließ  Wil- 
liam and  Philip  Conrad.  The  former  or  tuefe,  who  became  a  Roman-zäx\\Q\\c, 
Vol,  IV.  N  n  n  governed 
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governed,  daring  the  minority  of  his  brother,  the  county  of  Benthcim  and 
the  half  county  of  Steinfurt  by  himfelf.  But  on  his  brother's  arrival  to 
years  of  maturity  he  made  an  agreement  with  him,  that  he,  namely  Count 
Philip  Conrad,  lliould  be  content  with  the  half  county  of  Steiiijurt,  and 
himfelf  and  his  heirs,  on  the  contrary,  after  the  death  of  his  brother  Ermji 
William,  be  the  only  fuccelTor  to  the  county  of  Bentheim.  Tiie  fons,. 
however,  which  Count  Emeß  William  had  by  his  firft  marriage  with  a 
burgher's  daughter  named  Gertrud  of  Zel/t,  (but  whom  the  Emperor  Zfc- 
/»o/^  railed  together  with  her  children  in  the  year  1666  to  the  (late  of 
Countefs  of  the  Empire)  laid  claim  to  the  regency-fucceffion,  and  were  at 
length  in  an  agreement  entered  into  at  Bielefeld,  in  the  year  1690,.  acknow- 
ledged as  Counts  of  the  Empire;  and  alio  appointed,  after  the  death  of 
their  father,  to  poffefs  the  county  of  Steinfurt  with  all  its  fppurtcnances,  and 
alfo  to  receive,  moreover,  icoo  rixdoUars  yearly  out  of  tlie  county  of  Ben- 
theim. Count  Emeß  William  dying  therefore  in  the  year  1693,  E.rneß 
the  eldeft  of  his  fore-menfioned  fons  arrived  to  the  poffeflion  of  the  county 
of  Steinfurt  and  to  him  the  prefent  reigning  Count  of  Benthcim-Stcinfiirt  is 
grandfon  :  On  the  other  hand,  Arnold  Maurice  William,  fon  to  the  above- 
mentioned  Count  Vhiiip  Conrad,  who  till. then  was  in  poiTeffion  of  the 
county  of  Steinfurt,  obtained  the  county  of  Bentkeim.  Count  Frederick 
Charles  Philip,  grandfon  to  this  laft  mortgaged,  and  in  the  year  1753  gave 
up  his  county  together  v^^ith  all  its  fuperiorities  to  the  Eleäor  of  Briinf- 
ivick- Lime  burg  in  lieu  of  an  advance  of  money  and  of  taking  upon  him  his 
debts  for  thirty  years. 

§.  7.  The  Bentheim  title- is  that  of  Count  of  Bentheim,  Teckknberg,  Stein- 
furt, and  Limburg,  &c.  Lord  of  Rheda,  Wevelinghoven,  Hoya,  Alpen,  and 
Hetfenßein,  hereditary  Vogt  of  Cologn,  &c.  I'he  arms,  on  account  of  Ben- 
theim, are  nineteen  gold  pfenings  in  a  field  Or ;  on  account  of  'Tecklenburg 
three  hearts  gides  in  a  field  argent,  and  on  account  of  Steinfurt  a  iwzn gules 
with  a  bill  and  feet  fable,  in  a  field  Or;  on  account  oi  Limburg  ■&.  lion 
crowned  gides  in  a  field  argent ;  on  account  of  Rheda  a  Won  fable,  on  whofs 
body  are  three  rings  Or,  but  at  the  end  of  the  tail  a  rofe  Or,  in  a  field  ar- 
gent;  on  account  of  Wevelinghoven  two  feffes  argent  in  a  field  gules; 
on  account  of  Hoya  two  bears  claws  reverted  fable  in  a  field  Or ;  on 
account  of  Alpen  a  lion  argent,  in  a  field  Or ;  on  account  of  Helfenftein 
a  lion  in  a  field  divided  gides  and  argent ;  and  on  account  of  the  here- 
ditary Vogtey,  or  bailiwick,  of  Cologn  five  crofs-threads  Or,  in  a  field  gules. 

§.'8.  The  Count  of  Bentheim-Bentheim  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  as 
we'll  in  the  college  of  the  Weflphalian  Counts  of  the  Empire,  as  alio  at 
the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weflphalia,  at  the  laft  of  which  he  follows 
after  Lippe.  This  Count  is  rated  for  his  taxation  to  the  Empire  at  fix 
horfe  and  twenty  foot,  or  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  florins,  but  to  each 
chamber-term  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-one. rixdoUars,  fixty-fix  kruitzer& 
and  three  quarters.  §•  9-  The. 
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§.  9.  The  county  of  Bentbeim  is  divided  into  the  u  per  and  lower  ; 
the  former,  in  conjundlion  with  what  is  called  the  lordfliip  of  Emblh-bcimt 
is  an  Imperial  lief;  but  the  latter  was  anciently  held  in  fief  by  the  BiOiop 
of  Utrecht,  and  afterwards  by  the  province  oi  Oijcr-ljjcl,  and  by  virtue  of 
their  refignation  by  the  Prince  of  Naßan-Orangc,  concerning  which,  towards 
the  clofe  of  the  feventeenth  century  on  the  exchange  of  the  fupericrity 
betwixt  Bentbeim  and  Steinfurt  an  undecided  difpute  has  arifen  which  ftill 
continues.  Both  parts  of  the  county  are  alfo,  in  regard  to  the  many  land- 
ufages,  ftatutes  and  rights  in  it,  different  from  each  other.  We  now  pro- 
ceed to  take  notice 

I.  Of  the  Upper  County.,  to  which  belong  the  following  p .efefturates :  "Siz. 

1.  The  prefedurate  of  Schuttorf,   in  which  is 

Bentbeim,  a  pretty  large  borough,  ftanding  partly  on  a  mountain,  and 
partly  on  the  river  of  that  name.  The  place  of  residence  for  the  Counts 
ftands  to  the  north  of  the  town  on  a  remarkably  high  rock,  being  envi- 
roned with  towers,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1668  has  been  defended  by  a 
Munfler  garrifon,  which  Count  Erneß  William,  on  the  change  of  his 
religion,  received  on  certain  conditions.  It  is  one  of  the  oldeft  citadels 
in  this  diftridt,  and  at  this  place  Drufus,  ftep-fon  to  the  Emper',  r  Au^uP.iis, 
eredted  a  caftle.  In  the  town  is  a  Cahiniji  parifli-church,  and  ever  fiace 
the  time  of  Count  Erneß  William ^  alfo  a  i^öWßw-catholic  church. 

Schuttoi'f,  the  oldeft  town  in  this  county,  lies  on  the  Vechte.  Count 
Egbert  founded  this  place  in  the  thirteenth  century,  and  endowed  it  with 
good  privileges ;  but  his  grandfon  Simon  rendered  it  ftronger.  In  the 
thirty  years  war,  however,  the  rampart  was  broke  down,  and  the  ditches 
filled  up,  fo  that  the  walls  only  now  remain.  The  burg  or  fort  ol  Altena 
here  has  frequently  ferved  for  the  refidence  of  the  Dowager. 

Obne,  a  church-vilLige,  feated  on  the  Vecbte,  and  the  church  of  which 
is  deemed  the  oldeft  in  this  diftrid.  In  the  year  1754  it  was  wholly  burnt 
down,  but  rebuilt  again. 

Gildebaufz,  a  large  church-village,  which  on  account  of  the  ftone- 
quarries  near  it,  and  its  other  means  of  fubfiftence,  yields  in  no  refpedt 
to  a  town. 

Langen,  a  noble  houfe,  fituate  hard  by  Bentbeim,  and  belonging  to  the 
family  of  Etzbacb.     This  place  has  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diets. 

Ravenß:orß,  a  noble  houfe  belonging  to  the  family  of  Zfc;rt'/,*and  lyintr 
in  the  parifli  of  Gildebaujz.  This  place  alfo  has  feat  and  voice  at  the 
Land-diets. 

Rem.  The  Judge  of  Schuttorf  is  at  the  fame  time  rural  Count  ol  Emf- 
huren  in  the  bill-iopric  of  Munfler,  m  which  the  Count  of  Bentbeim  has 
concurring  jurifdidion.     See  above,  p.  327. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Northorn,  containing 

Nwtborn,  a  fmall  open  town,  furrounded  by  the  Fechte,  and  carrying  on  a 

N  n  n  2  good 
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good  trade,     This   place   was  principally   founded  and  fettled   by  Count 
ßernbard  I. 

Frenjivegeji,  a  cloyfter,  lying  hard  by  Nor  thorn,  and  fupplied  witli  re- 
gular canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Augujline.  At  this  cloyfter,  before  the 
Reformation  of  the  fixteenth  century,  was  the  burial  place  of  the  Counts 
o^  Bentheim.  Count  Bernhard  chiefly  fettled  it  in  the  year  1394,  and 
at  laft  alfo  betook  himlelf  thither.  This  cloyfter  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice 
at  the  Land-diets. 

Wletvuirjen,  or  JVittmarfchen,  a  noble  free  temporal  foundation  for  ladies, 
fituate  on  the  borders  of  Miinßcr,  and  founded  in  the  year  1152,  with 
the  permifi'ion  of  the  Dowager  Countefs  Gertrud  of  Bentheim.  At  firft  it 
was  a  Bencdidine  abbey  for  men  j  but  the  Monks  withdrew  from  here  in 
the  thirteenth  century  to  Utrecht,  upon  which  it  became  a  BcnediÖline 
nunnery  for  ladies,  and  in  the  year  1675  a  free  tcm^xjral  foundation: 
under  the  protedlion  of  the  bidiopric  of  Munjkr.  To  it  belongs  a  pea- 
fantfliip  of  the  fame  name,  together  with  fome  other  proper  appendages 
in  the  county  of  Bentheim,  for  which  reafon  this  foundation  has  a  proper 
amt-man  of  its  own.     It  has  alfo  feat  and  voice  at  the  Land-diets. 

Brandkcht,  a  noble  houfe  belonging  to  the  family  of  Droßen,  and  having 
alfo  both  feat  and  voice  at   the  Land-diets. 

3.  The  preftdurate  of  Emblicheim  is  likewife  ftill  reckoned  in  the 
Upper  County,  and  confidered  as  a  peculiar  lordfhip,  being  alfo  particularly 
mentioned  in  the  Imperial  feudal  letters.  From  the  province  of  Drejite 
a  large  morafs  extends  itfelf  into  this  prefefturate. 

Emblicheim,  in  common  difcourfe  called  Rmblikamp,  is  a  village,  fituate 
not  far  from  the  river  Fechte. 

Laerii-old,  a  village,  feated  on  the  Vechte,  and  in  which  is  the  noble  houfe 
q{  Loer,  which    appertained  to  the  family  of  L^tfr,    now  extindl,  together 
with  the  noble  houfe  of  Wolda,  belonging  to  the   family  of  Bentink,  both 
which  are  poffefled  of  voice  and  feat  at  the  Land-diets. 
II.  The  Lovjcr  County,  to  which  belongs 

I.  The  prefeclurate  of  Nienhus,  into  which  a  large  trad,   of  moor-- 
land  extends  itfelf  from  the  bifhopric  of  Munßer.     In  it  is 

Nienhiii,  or  Neuenhaus,  a  town  feated  on  the  Dinkel,  which  not  far  from 
this  place  falls  into  the  Vechte.  The  pretty  ftrong  citadel,  which  formely  ftcod 
here,  is  at  -prefent  quite  fallen  to  ruin.  Count  John  II.  firft  founded  this 
citadelat  the  clofe  of  the  thirteenth  century,  which  gave  occafion  to  the 
ereding  of  many  houfes,  out  of  which  at  length  a  town  arofe,  which 
obtained  its  firft  town-privileges  from  Count  Bernhard  in  the  year  1376. 
The  citadel  here  was  taken  in  141 7  by  biflaop  Frederick  of  Utrecht,  with 
the  afllftance  of  the  towm  of  Dementer,  Campen,  and  Zwoll ;  and  on  its  being 
reftored  again  the  Count  was  obliged  to  acknowledge  it  as  a  fief  of  Utrecht, 
in  lieu  of  which  the  whole  county  was  afterwards  wanted  to  be 
given  out,.  Fe  It  häufen,. 
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Veltbauj'cn,  a  village,  ütuated  in  a  fertile  trad,  about  half  an  hour's  dif- 
tance  from  Nienhus.  In  this  village  ftand  the  noble  houfes  of  Schulenburg, 
and  £/c'/6,  or   Ocdingbof. 

2.  The  prefeduiate  of  Ulsen,  in  which  is

§.  J.'T^HIS  county  is  alfo  to  be  feen  in  the  charts  mentioned  before 
-*■  under  the  county  of  Bc/itbeim,  and  is  wholly  furrounded  by  the 
bifliopric  of  Miinßer.  In  the  year  1495  the  whole  country,  as  it  was 
made  a  county  ot_the  Empire,  is  nearly  five  German  miles  long,  and  the 
louth  trad  one  and  a  half,  but  the  northern  two  and  a  half  broad.  The  Aa, 
which  rifes  on  its  fouthern  limits,  traverfes  the  whole  length  of  the  coun- 
try, difcharging  itfelf,  on  the  confines  of  the  bifhopric  of  Munjler  and  the 
county  of  Bentheim,  into  the  Fechte. 

§.  2.  The  hiflory  of  this  country  has  been  already  related  under  the 
county  of  Btntheim.  Here,  however,  is  further  to  be  added,  that  after  it 
'  was  raifed  in  the  year  1495,  by  the  Emperor,  to  be  a  county  of  the  Em- 
pire, its  immediacy  or  independency  was  difputed  by  the  bilhopric  of  Miw~ 
fier.  The  tedious  fuit  which  arofe  about  it  was  at  Icnth  fet  afide  in  the  year 
17 1 6  in  fuch  manner  that  only  the  citadel,  the  town  and  tfie  parifli  of 
Steinfurt,  io  far  as  the  lafl:  of  thefe  extends  without  the  walls,  wfere  to 
be  reckoned  an  immediate  county  of  the  Empire,  together  with  all  the 
fuperiority,  prerogatives,  and  emoluments,  which  appertain  to  an  imme- 
diate State  thereof:  On  the  other  hand,  all  places  fituate  without  the  pariili 
of  Steinfurt,  as  namely  the  pariflies  of  Borchorß,  Lahr,  and  Hohhaufen, 
which  have  been  defcribed  above,  p.  326,  327,  under  the  bifhopric  of 
Munßer,  were  to  belong  to  the  fuperiority  of  that  bifliopric  ;  but  the  under- 
feignioral  jurifdidion,  together  with  the  firft  inftance  in  filcal  matters, 
and  all  emoluments  depending  thereon  were  to  remain  to  the  Count  of 
Steinfurt.  The  Count  of  Steinfurt  received  for  fuch  abdication  and  in 
confideration  of  his  abolition  of  the  fuit,  once  for  all,    12^^,000  rixdollars. 

§.  3.  The  Count  of  Bcntheim-Steinfurt  enjoys    both   feat  and    voice  in 
the  Wefiphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and  at  the   Diets  of 
the  circle  thereof.     To  a  Roman  month  it  contributes  feven  florins,  thirty- 
two  kruitzers ;  and  to  each  chamber-term  five  rixdollars,  eighty-nine  kruit- 
zersj    and  the  bilhopric  of  Munßer  is,  on  account  of  Steinfurt,  to  pay 

thirty- 
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thirty-four  rixdollars,  fifty-three  kruitzers  and  a  quarter.  An  account  of 
the  arms  of  Steinfurt  is  to  be  found  above  under  the  county  of  Bentbeim. 

§.  4.  Thus  at  this  day  the  immediate  Imperial  county  of  Steinjurt  con- 
fifts  only  of 

The  town  or  burg  of  Steinfurt,  which  lies  on  the  Aa,  and  in  the  year 
1343  obtained  the  privileges  of  a  town.  The  inhabitants  here  are  for  the 
niofl  part  CalvinijU.  The  Cahiniji  town-church  hus  aifo  been  ufed  ever 
fince  the  year  1673  by  the  /?o;«^z?z-catholics  ;  but  by  the  above-mentioned 
agreement  with  Munfter  this  community  is  aboliflied,  and  the  Roman- 
catholics  have  been  permitted  to  build  a  church  for  themfelves.  The  Gym^ 
nap.um  illujlre  here,  which  was  founded  by  Count  A>ndd  in  the  year  1591, 
is  from  him  called  Ariioldimun,  and  has  five  prufelTors  belonging  to  it,  to- 
gether with  fix  preceptors,  having  been  formerly  very  flourifliing.  Clofe 
to  the  town,  not  far  from  the  great  church,  is  a  commandery  of  the  order 
of  St.  '''John  or  Hojpit aller s. 


The  Counties   of 
TECKLENBURG    and    L  I  N  G  E  N. 

I.     The  County  of  Tecklenburg 

§.  I.  T  S  diftindtly  and  fufficiently  to  be  feen  on  the  charts  of  the  biihoprlc 
■*■  of  Munßer,  which  are  mentioned  above,  p.  320.  To  the  north 
and  eaft  it  terminates  on  the  billiopric  of  Ofnabruck,  and  to  the  fouth  and 
weft  on  that  of  Munßer.  Its  length  amounts  to  five,  and  its  breadth  to 
about  two  German  miles  and  a  half. 

§.  2.  This  county  has  a  fufliciency  of  land  belonging  to  it  for  all  forts 
of  corn,  as  alfo  a  good  breed  of  cattle,  together  with  holts,  turf,  fow^l  and 
venifon,  and  likewife  fmall  rivers  and  brooks  which  arc  rich  in  fi(h,  as  namely 
the  Hafe,  and  the  Date;  and  in  the  mountains  are  quarries  of  ftone. 
Much  linen  too  is  wrought  and  exported  from  this  county. 

§.  3.  In  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  Count  Cwz/Wfoon  introduced 
the  Lutheran  doftrine  here;  but  his  daughter's  fon.  Count  Arnold  oi  Ben- 
tbeim and  Tecklenburg,  in  the  year  1586,  brought  in  the  Cahiniji;  and  thus 
the  whole  country  is  of  the  Cahinifl  church. 

§•  4-  The  county  of  Tecklenburg  was  formerly  far  more  confiderable  than 
it  is  at  prefent.  To  it  belonged  for  inflance,  the  feigniory,  prcfed urate, 
and  citadel  of  Cloppenburg,  together  with  the  little  town  of  Fryfoyta,  and 
ihe  burg  or  fort  of  Schnappen,  the  Ems  land  and  Hu?nmeli??gerhx\<^  ;  and 

alfo 
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alfo  the  citadel,  town,  and  prefecflurate  of  Bevergern,  with  all  its  appen- 
dages ;  which  places  and  diftricfis  are  fallen   to  the   bifliopric  of  Mnnfter, 
k-c  above,  p-  328,  together  with  the  fcigniory  oi  Livgen,  of  whicli  we  ibali 
treit  below.     The  ferics  of  tlie  old  Counts  ot  Teckleabiirg  toniniciiceb  with 
one  Cobbo  who  lived  in  the  ninth  ccntury>  and  oi  whom  Crivrz  fonKrtiine.i 
makes    mention.      That   the  county   of  1'ecklenbiirg,  after    the   death    ot 
Count  Conrcid,  came  by  his  daughter  and   heirefs  yinna    to  the  Cüiint,s  oi' 
Bcntbcim,  and  in   the   divifion  of  1591  fell   to   Count  Adolpbus,  hr;?   been 
related  above  under  the  county  of  Bcntheim.     In  this  place  we  are  only  fur- 
ther to  add  that  the  brothers  and  llfiers  of  the  faid  Count  Conrad,  and  in  ])ar- 
ticular  his   filler  Anna,   who   was   married   to  Count  Philip  of  Solnn,   laid 
claim  to  the  allodial  county  oi  Tecklaiburg,  and  that  her  fon  Conrad,  Cüur.t 
of  So/ms,  in  the  year  1577  commenced  a  fuit  with  Bt'nihei?n  on  this  account, 
which  was  fuccesded  by  an  advantageous  fcntence  of  the  chamber- judica- 
tory in    1686   in  i^vour  oi  Solnis-Braujifcls,  by   which  three  eii^hths  of  the 
county  of  T^ccklenburg,  and    the  feigniory  of  Rheda,  together  with  all  the 
incomes  thereof,  which  had  been  enjoyed  fince  the  carrying  on  the  procefs 
were  adjudged  to  hitii;  to  the  aäual  poilenion  of  which   three  eighths  he 
alfo  arrived  in  the  year  1698.     In    1699  it  was  ftipuLited   between  Jobi 
Adolphus  Count  of  Bentheim-Tecklenburg,  and  William  Maurice,  Count  of 
^oltm  and  'Tecklenburg,  at  Lengericb,  that  the   latter  on  account  of  the  in- 
comes of  the  county  which  had  been  adjudged   to   him  from   the  com- 
mencement of  the  procefs  till  the  year  1698  iliould  now  have  the  whole 
citadel  of  Teckknlmrg,  together  with  three  fourths  of  the  county  of  Meck- 
lenburg, and  one  fourth   of  the  citadel  and  feigniory  oi  Rbcda;  but   that 
Bentheim-Tccklenburg  fiiould  retain  one  fourth  of  the  county  of  Tcckhnbiir^, 
and  three  fourths  of  the  citadel  and  feigniory  of  Rbeda.     Tiiis  flipulation 
was  confirmed,  moreover,  in  the  fame  year  by  both  parties  at  Bramfrh,  as 
alfo  by  the  Emperor.     But   the  only   fon   of  the  above-mentioned   Count 
John  Adolphns,  by  name  'Jobn  Auguflin  and  to  whom  the  father,  on  account 
of  his  advanced  age  ceded  the  county  in  the  year  1700,  dying  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  1701,  and  thus  Frederick  Maurice  oi  Bentheim-Hoben- Limburg 
and  brother  lo  Jobn  Adolpbus,  arriving  to  the  government  oiTeckknbioy  and 
Rbeda;  the  latter,  who  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  above-mentioned  fti- 
pulation,  commenced  the  procefs   a-new  at  the  aulic-council   of  the  Em- 
pire;  upon  which  Solms-Braunjels  in  1707  difpofed  of  its  right  to  the  Kinr. 
of  PruJ'ia,  who  upon  this  took  pofleffion  of  the  whole  county. 

§.  5.  The  Teck/enburg  arms  have  been  mentioned  above  under  the  countv 
of  Bentheijit.  The  King  of  Prußa,  on  account  thereof,  enjoys  both  feat 
and  voice  in  the  JVejlpbalian  coWegc  of  Imperial  Counts,  and  alfo  at  the  Diets 
of  the  circle  of  Weflpbalia.  To  a  Roman  month  Teckle?tbiirg  is  to  pay  three 
horfe  and  ten  foot,  or  feventy-fix  florins ;  and  to  one  chamber-term  forty 
rjxdollars,  fifty -two  kruitzers  and  a  quarter.. 

§.6.   The 
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^.  6.  The  county  of  Mecklenburg  has  a  government  of  its  own  in  com- 
mon with  hingen^  which  has  its  feat  at  Lingen^  and  ftands  under  the 
war  and  domain  chamber  of  Minden.  At  Tecklenburg  is  a  provincial  ju- 
dicatory. 

§.  7.  The  Sovereign's  domains  in  this  county  bring  in  yearly  about 
24,000  rixdollars.  The  amount  of  taxes,  excife,  (ic.  is  included  in  the 
fum  mentioned  above,  p.  349,  under  Minden. 

§.  8.  This  county  comprizes  in  it 

1.  The  town  of  Tecklenburg,  formerly  called  leckenborg  ox  Techneborg, 
the  very  ancient  citadel  belonging  to  which  is  feared  on  a  mountain  and 
ruinous.     The  provincial  judicatory  of  the  county  is  held  at  this  place. 

2.  Lengerich,  or  Margaretben-L'engerich,  has,  ever  fince  the  year  1724, 
been  a  fmall  town  though  an  open  place. 

In  the  church  here  the  noble  houfes  of  M7ry(',  Vorilage,  Cronenburg,  and 
others  are  united.  At  this  place  alfo  lies  the  Sovereign's  eitate  of 
Scholtbroch. 

-2.  Ccippeln,  or  Weßer-Cappeln,  alfo  contains  town-immunities. 

To  the  parifli  of  Cappeln  belong  fix  villages,  together  with  the  noble 
houfes  of  Langenbruck,  Cappeln,    and  Velpe. 

4.  The  pariili  of  Linen,  in  which  lies  the  Sovereign's  eftate  of  Kerßapel. 

5.  The  parifli  o'i  Ladbergen. 

6.  The  pariOi  oiWerjen,  in  and  at  which  lies  the  Halerjeld,  where  in 
the  year  1180,  a  battle  was  fought  betwixt  Duke  Henry  the  Lion  and 
Philtp  archbilhop  of  Cologn  ;  and  in  1308  between  Conrad,  bifhop  of  Mun- 

Jler,  and  Lewis  bifliop  of  Ofnabnick. 

7.  The  pariüi  of  Lotte,  in  which  formerly  flood  the  cloyfler  of  Ofter- 
berg,  in  Latin  Mons  oriens. 

8.  The  parifh  of  Lehden,  in  which  is  a  noble  free  temporal  foundation 
confifting  of  one  abbefs,  and  nine  conventuals. 

9.  The  parilh  of  Ledde,  in  which  is  the  noble  houfe  of  Mefenburg. 

1  o.  The  parifh  of  Schole  lies  feparate  and  towards  Lingen.  In  this  parifli 
formerly  flood  a  nunnery  of  Cijlercians.

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The  foil  of  this  country,  taken  in  general,  is  but  of  moderate  Fertility.     In 
the  upper  county  are  ibrne  good  pits  of  coal  and  quarries  of  flone. 

§.  2.  The  prevailing  church  here,  indeed,  is  the  Cahi/iiß,  but  nioft 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  are  i<'ff;/w;/-catholics,  which  is  owing  to 
■the  following  caufe,  namely  that  at  the  time  of  the  Reformation  the  Pro- 
teftant  Count  Conrad  was  obliged  to  refign  this  part  of  his  country  to 
Roman-czxho\\c  Lords,  upon  which  it  came  entirely  under  the  Spaniß.i  do- 
minion, as  the  following  paragraph  will  lliew.  Now  though  under  the 
government  of  Najfaii-Orange  the  churches  here  were  ceded  to  the  Cal- 
vinißs,  and  the  JRöw/?«- catholics  obliged  to  perform  the  exercife  of  their 
religion  in  the  adjoining  countries.  Yet  in  171 7  King  Frederick  WilUom 
permitted  them  to  attend  their  Divine  Service  in  a  limited  manner  in  the 
country  itfelf ;  but  they  are  obliged  to  pay  to  the  Calvmiß  preachers  the 
"Jura  Stola.     Of  the  hutherans  there  are  but  few  in  the  country. 

§.  3.  The  prefent  county  of  hingen  belonged  formerly  as  a  prefeä:uratc 
to  the  county  of  Tcckknkirg,  and  has  alfo  been  frequently  ceded  to  the 
divided  brothers,  and  likewife  fliled  a  lordfhip.  In  this  manner  the  di- 
vided Count  Nicolas  V.  of  Tecklejiburg  poffeffed  hingen  for  his  fhare,  who 
dying  in  1541  without  legitimate  heirs  of  his  body,  the  country  fell  again 
upon  that  to  his  brother's  fon.  Count  Conrad  of  Mecklenburg.  This  laft, 
on  account  of  his  acceeding  to  the  Smalcaldick  league,  was  put  under  the 
ban  of  the  Empire  by  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  and  the  execution  there- 
of conferred  on  Count  M7A7W//ß;z  of  E/^n-;/,  who  twice  fell  upon  Count 
Conrad,  and  obliged  him  to  abandon  the  feigniory  of  iLzV/^^"«,  together  with 
four  other  pariflies  belonging  to  the  county  of  Tecklenbiirg,  as  alfo  his  de- 
mands on  the  biHiopric  of  Miinßer^  and  likewife  to  pay  down  a  fum  of 
25,000  rix-dollars,  and  in  1548  he  was  invefted  by  the  Emperor  Charles  V. 
with  hingen  as  a  county,  under  full  exemption  from  all  the  taxes  of  the  Em- 
pire. Count  Maximilian  of  Buren  died  foon  after  and  left  behind  him  a 
daughter  named  Anna,  who  was  afterwards  married  to  William  I.  Prince  of 
Najfaii-Orange .  Her  guardians  difpofed  of  the  county  of  hingen  to  the  Em- 
peror C/6<7r/.?j  V.  which  in  1 555,  together  with  the  5?^rg-^/W/ö«  countries,  was 
refigned  by  him  to  his  fon  Philip  II.  King  of  Spain,  who  alfo  retained  it 
notwithftanding  all  the  reprefentations  and  complaints  of  the  Counts  of 
Tecklenburg ;  till  Maurice  Prince  of  Orange,  on  whofe  father  William  I. 
it  was  conferred  as  a  prefent  in  1578,  by  King  Philip  II.  made  himfelf 
mafter  thereof  in  the  year  1597.  Now  though  the  Spaniards  were  again 
in  the  poffeffion  of  this  county  from  the  year  1605  to  1632  ;  yet  at  length, 
after  their  retreat,  it  fell  a  fecond  time  to  the  houfe  of  Najj'au-Orange,  and 
on  the  death  of  William  III.  the  King  of  Prußia  took  poffeffion  thereof, 
uniting  it  at  length  again  with  Tecklenburg. 

§.  4.  The  arms  of  this  county  are  an  anchor  Or,  in  a  field  azure.     The 
Emperor  Charles  V.  exempted  it,  as  he  alfo  did  the  other  Bitrgundian  coun-

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tnes,  from  all  the  taxes  of  the  Empire,  and  likewife  from  the  jurifdidtion 
thereof. 

§.  5.  It  is  under  one  common  government  with  the  county  oi'Tixklenburg, 
which  governmt-nt  adminiflers  the  fupcriority  and  church  matters  of  both 
counties,  and  at  the  fame  time  all  judicial  affairs  in  the  county  of  Lingen.  In 
the  police,  war,  chamber,  and  other  matters  it  ftands  under  the  war  and 
domain  chamber  of  Minden,  which  has  a  deputation-college  at  Lingen. 

§.  6.  The  royal  annual  revenues  arifmg  from  the  domains,  contribution, 
and  excife  here  are  eftimated  at   about  80,000  florins. 
§.  7.  This  county  is  divided  into 

I.  T\i^  Lower  County,  which  conftitutes  the  ancient  prefedurate  or  the  old 
feigniory  of  Lingen,  being  about  four  Gtr;;w«  miles  long-,  and  between 
two  and  three  broad.     To  it  belongs 

Lifigen,  the  head  town,  which  lies  not  far  from  the  Embs,  and  wa^ 
formerly  fortified,  but  at  prefent  is  barely  furrounded  witli  a  ditch,  being 
alfo  fmall.  This  town  is  the  feat  of  the  regency  of  the  united  counties  of 
Lingen  and  TecklenbwgyZnA  likewife  of  the  deputation  of  the  war  and  domain 
chamber  of  Minden.  In  it  is  a  Cahiniß,  a  Lutheran,  and  a  /?o»7^«-catho- 
lic  church.  The  academical  gymnajium  here  was  founded  in  the  year  1697 
by  William  III.  Prince  of  Oratige ;  but  the  fchool  fo  early  as  the  year 
j68o.  Some  are  of  opinion  that  this  town  was  formerly  named  Sax- 
Lingen. 

About  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  diftance  from  the  town  to  the  north  of 
it  is  a  pafl'age  over  the  Embs,  which  is  called  the  Lingen  Jerry,  and  be- 
longs to  the  King  of  Trußa. 

Bacciim  and  Bawinkel,  both  church-villages. 

Lengerich,  bearing  the  furname  of  Aufder-Wallage,  which  fignlfies  a 
brook,  and  being  the  beft  village  in  the  country,  having  a  church  in  it,  to 
which  belongs  a  confiderable  community,  together  with  the  noble  houfe 
of  Grumjmuhle. 

Frercn,  or  Vrcren,  ever  fince  the  year  1723  has  been  a  fmall  town,  to 
the  church  of  which  the  noble  houfe  of  Hange  is  annexed. 
'Thimen,  a  church-village. 

Bramsche,  a  church-village,  to  which  the  noble  houfe  of  Spyck  is 
united. 

Bee/ten,  a  church-village,  in  which  is  a  nobleman's  feat  of  the  fame 
name. 

Plantlunne  and  Schapen,  both  church-villages. 

II.  Into  the  Upper  Ccunty,  which  comprizes  the  four  pariflies  which 
Count  Conrad  of  Teckknburg  was  obliged  to  abandon  to  Count  Maximilian 
of  Buren,  together  with  the  prefedlurate  of  Lingen.     Thefe  are, 

Ibhenbuhren,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  are  fome  quarries  of  ftone  and 
coal-pits.  The  parifh  of  Ibbenbuhren  is  confiderablCj  and  comprizes  in  it 
alfo  the  noble  houfes  of  Grone  and  Langeivijch.  Brcch~ 
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Brochterbeck  a  church-village,  near  which  alfo  are  fome  pits  of  coal  and 
quarries  offtone. 

Rech  and  Mettingen.,  both  church-villages. 

The  feigniory  of  Rheda,  which  is  furrounded  by  the  bifliopric  of  Mwi/lcr 
and  Ofnabriick,  the  prefedlurate  of  Reckenberg,  and  the  county  of  Ra~ 
njensberg,  has  for  a  long  time  paft  belonged  to  the  Counts  of  Tecklenbuj-g, 
and  is  alfo  ftill  pofTelled  by  the  T^cckkyiburg-himbiirg  line.  This  feigniory 
is  a  fief  of  Mimlier.     To  it  belongs 

1.  Rheda,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  lying  on  the  Embs. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Gutetjlobe,  fituate  on  the  borders  of  the  bifliopric  of 
ÖJnabruck,  under  which   mention  has  been  already    made  thereof.     See 

P-  347- 

3.  The  village  of  Lette. 

4.  The  cloyfters  of  Claholt  and  Herjfebroock.

§.  I.  T>  SCHENK  and  G.  Fi?/^  have  engraved  a  particular  chart  of 
■*•  •  the  counties  of  the  Mark  and  Ravemberg.  The  county  of  Ra~ 
vensberg  is  environed  by  the  biflioprics  of  Munßer  and  Ofnabruck,  as  alfo 
by  the  principality  of  Minden,  together  with  the  counties  of  Schauenburg 
and  Lippe,  and  likewife  by  the  bifliopric  oi  Paderborn,  the  county  of  Ritt- 
berg,  and  the  feigniory  of  Rheda. 

§.  2.  Its  foil  on  the  other  fide  of  Bielefeld  znd  the  mountains,  is  fandy, 
but  towards  the  principality  of  Minden  is  much  better,  and  partly  bears 
as  much  corn  as  the  inhabitants  have  occafion  for,  but  partly  alfo,  and 
chiefly,  flax  and  hemp  j  in  the  tradl  of  Schildfche  and  Werther  in  particular 
an  uncommon  fine  flax  is  cultivated  and  prepared,  which  equals  the  fofteft 
filk.  The  paftures  here  are  good,  efpecially  about  Herford  and  Bielefeld ; 
whence  alfo  the  inhabitants  are  provided  with  good  cattle.  The  holts  are 
very  commodious  for  hunting,  and  belong  for  the  mofl;  part  to  the  nobility 
and  other  fubjedis.  The  Sovereign's  forefts  are  inconfiderable.  The  high 
mountains  which  are  in  this  county  contain,  doubtlefs,  good  minerals ; 
but  the  adventurers,  privileged  by  the  King  in  the  year  1742  for  mining, 
have  hitherto  been  permitted  only  to  feek  and  dig  for  ftone-coal.  Here 
are  likewife  fome  good  ftone-quarries.  In  the  parifli  of  Rehme  too  is  a  falt- 
work.  The  Wefer  feparates  this  county  from  the  principality  of  Minden, 
running  below  the  prefedlurate  of  Vlotho.     By  means  of  this  river  is  ex- 

O  o  o  2  ported 
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ported  whatever  the  county  has  over  and  above  anfwering  the   demands  of 
the   inhabitants,  in  goods  and  wares  produced  there  ;  and,  on  the   other 
liand,  a  return  made  in  other  neceflaries.     Near  Rekme  it  receives   into   it 
the  Werre,  which  comes  out  of  the  county  of  Lippe ;  but  this  laft  alfo,   at 
Herford,  receives  the  Aa,  and  not  far  from  Befme  and  Lennigern  the  Elfe, 
which  laft  Ul^ewife  receives  into  it  the  Warmenau.     The   Heff'el  rifes  in  the 
rrefedturate  of  Rnvemberg,  falling  in  the   biOiopric   of  Munfler  into  the 
Enibs.     The  Lulterbach,  which  rifes  not  far   from   Bielcjeld,  divides  itfelf 
into  two  branches ;    one  of  which  paffes  through  the  town  of  Biclcfeldy 
and  the    other  into  the   feigniory   of  Rheda.      In  it  alfo   are  fome   me- 
dicinal fprings. 

§.3.  This  county  contains  two  immediate  towns  and  eight  amt-towns, 
to'^ether  with  one  hamlet  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  villages.  Formerly  the 
Provincial-diets  were  held  at  'Jollenbeck  and  Wallenbruck,  and  the  deputies 
of  the  towns  of  Herford  and  Biel'jcld,  were  admitted  to  the  deliberations. 
At  prefent,  indeed,  the  nobility  fometimes  hold  a  Land-diet  at  Bieltfeld-, 
where  they  keep  their  archives  and  confult  about  the  common  concerns  that 
occur  :  but  the  form  of  the  Land-diets  here  has  undergone  great  alterations. 
In  this  county  are  forty-five  eflates,  which  are  capable  of  fitting  and  voting, 
at  the  Provincial-diets. 

§.4.  Moft  of  the  inhabitants  are  Lutheran,  and  in  the  county  are  thirty- 
three  Lutheran  parifli-churches.  The  Cahnnißs  enjoy  the  public  exercife  of 
their  religion  only  at  Herford  znA  Bielefeld;  but  the  i^öWö;i-cathoIics  are 
polfelTed  of  churches  at  Herford,  Bielefeld,  Schildejche,  Stockkampen  and 
Vlotho.  The  towns  of  Herford  and  Bielefeld  have  likewife,  indeed,  their 
fpiritual  matrimonial-courts,  and  over  the  country  parishes  is  appointed  a 
fuperintendant,  together  with  fome  infpedtcrs ;  but  the  churches,  fchools 
-and  poor-houfes  there  ftand  in  general  under  tlie  coniiftory  of  Minden.  A 
certain  number  oifews  are  alfo  tolerated  here. 

§.  5.  The  greateft  and  mofl:  profitable  occupation  of  the  inhabitants 
confifls  in  fpinning  and  weaving  of  linen.  There  are  not  only  many 
thoufands  of  weavers  here,  but  from  the  neighbouring  countries  confider- 
able  quantities  of  linen  is  alfo  brought  unbleached  io  Herford  ?ind  Bielefeld 
for  fale  and  there  bleached.  Both  the  fine  and  coarfe  linen  made  here  is 
exported  all  over  Europe,  and  partly  alfo  to  America.  The  woollen  and 
other  manufadures  in  this  place  are  not  confiderable,  but  at  Bielefeld  is  a 
flocking  manufadure ;  and  both  there,  as  well  as  at  Herford,  are  fome 
fluff-makers. 

§.  6.  The  firfl  Count  of  this  country,  ns.med  Hermann  of  Cahelle,  lived 
in  the  twelfth  century.  The  male-flock  of  the  Ravensberg  Counts  became 
cxtindl  in  the  year  1346,  in  the  perfon  o{  Bernard,  the  daughter  of  whofc 
elder  brother  and  adminiflrator,  by  name  Margaret,  was  confort  to  Duke 
Gerhard  of  Juliers,  Count  of  Berg,  who,  on  that  account,  brought  the 

county 
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county  of  Ravensbcrg  to  his  family;  hnijohn  TFilUam,  duke  of  Ckvr,  'Ju- 
Hers,  &c.  dying,  in  the  year  1609,  without  heirs,  the  Eledor  john  Sigif- 
miind  of  Brandenburg,,  among  others,  alfo  took  poffeffion  of  this  county, 
in  which  likewife  the  Eleftoral  houfe  o^  Brandenburg  was  confirmed  by  the 
hereditary  flipulation,  concluded  in  the  year  1666  with  thepfiilzgrave  PM//' 
William,     See  above,  p.  372. 

§.  7.  The  arms  of  this  county  are  three  fpars,  gides^  in  a  field  argejit. 

§.8.  In  the  year  1719,  it  was  placed  under  the  regency  of  M/Wtv/.  The 
counfellors  of  the  prefedturate  in  the  country,  and  the  magiflrates  in  the 
towns,  are  poffeffed,  in  civil  and  criminal  matters,  of  the  firfl  inftance  ; 
and  from  them  appeals  lie  to  the  regency,  and  afterwards  to  the  appeal-court 
of  Ravensbcrg,  which,  in  the  year  1750,  was  united  with  the  fuperior 
appellation-court,  or  tribunal,  at  Berlin.  Froni  the  town-judicatories  of 
Herford  zud  Bielefeld,  appeals  lie  to  the  appellation-tribunal  of  Ravensberg^ 
The  bailiwicks  at  this  day  are  only  penfion  places  for  officers  and  gentlemen 
to  whom,  on  account  of  their  extraordinary  fervices,  the  fovereign  pays  a 
particular  regard,  and  are  connefted  with  no  manner  of  labour.  The 
finances  and  taxes  here  are  adminiflered  by  the  war  and  domain-chamber 
of  Minden,  which,  on  the  exprefs  order  of  the  King,  appoints  the  contri- 
bution-month and  takes  care  of  their  accompts,  but  fuffers  the  yearly  prin- 
cipal contribution-accompts  to  be  laid  before  theProvincial-ftates,  from  among 
whom  two  provincial  counfellors  are  appointed,  v/ho  are  not  only  pofleffed 
of  voice  and  feat  in  the  war  and  domain-chamber,  but  have  alfo  the  peculiar 
infpection  of  the  four  chefls  of  the  circle  in  the  prefedlurates. 

§.  9.  We  are  nov/  to  defcribe, 

I.  Both  the  immediate  towns  of  this  county. 

i;  Bielefeld,  the  head  and  firft  town  of  the  county,  lies  at  the  foot  of  a* 
mountain.  The  river  Lutterbach  runs  betwixt  the  old  and  the  new  town, 
both  which,  in  the  year  1520,  were  united  under  one  magiftracy.  Bielefeld' 
contains  in  it  pretty  nearly  eight  hundred  dwelling-houfes,  being  well 
built  and  having  two  principal  churches  of  Lutherans-,  namely,  that  of 
St.  Nicholas  (at  which  the  fuperintendant  of  the  county  is  upper-preacher) 
fituated  in  the  old,  and  that  of  St,  Marys  in  the  new  town;  at  the  laO:  of  which 
alfo  is  a  chapter  confifting  of  five  7^öWi?;z-catholic  and  iev&n  Lutheran  capitu- 
lars, among  whom  the  three  Lutheran  ^xtTLch^xs  are  comprized,  and  having, 
likewife  the  right  of  patronage  over  the  old  town  church  and  over  the  church 
of  Spenge.  We  find  here,  moreover,  a  Calvijiiil  church,  together  with  a 
J?(;/;7^«-catholic  chapel,  fituated  near  the  new-town  church,  and  a  Francifcan 
monaftery  with  a  church  in  it,  as  alfo  an  orphan-houfe,  together  with  a 
houfe  of  correftion  and  fpinning,  and  an  infirmary  containing  a  chapel:  In 
S  thiS' 
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this  town  likewife  is  a  Latin  fchool,  and  Biekfcld  has  a  pecu'iar  matrimonial- 
court  of  its  own.  The  linen  woven  and  bleached  here  is  famous,  and  the 
commerce  carried  on  in  it  conftitutes  the  principal  means  of  fubfiftance  of 
the  town.  In  the  orphan-houfe  is  a  flocking-manufafture,  and  fluffs  are 
filfo  wrought  here  and  tobacco  planted.  In  the  town  are  feventeen  open 
courts,  or  fquares.  The  nobility  hold  their  Provincial-diets  here,  and  at 
this  place  alio  keep  their  archives.  This  town  obtained  its  firfl:  privileges 
in  the  year  i  287,  of  Count  Otto^  and  was  formerly  a  Hanfc-\.<j\yn. 

2.  Herford,  formerly  Herforden,  the  fecond   immediate   town,  is   wa- 
tered by  the  rivers  Werre  and  Aa  running  throu'^h  its  middle,  and  divided 
into  three  parts.    The  middle  part  is  called  the  Altßadt,  in  which,  exclufive 
of  three   hundred   and  fixty-two  burgher's  houfcs,  arc  a  Latin  fchool,  or 
gym/wfmtn,  and  likewife  the  fchool-church  as  it  is  called ;  in  which,  on  Sa- 
turdays, a  penitential  fcrmon  is  preached  by  a  Lutheran,  and  where  alfo  the 
Cahinißs  perform  divine  worfliip,  together  with  a  cloyfter  of  the   poor  or 
grey  Friars.     About  one  third  of  the  old-town  is  called  the  Freedom,  and 
this  lies    between   the   Werre   and  the   Aa,    containing  in   it    the  abbey 
defcribed  above,   p.  368,    together  with   the    courr-chapel,    the  miniflcr- 
church  and  the  chapel  of  St.  Antony,  as  alfo  the   Juliers  and   Weßphai  an 
courts.    The  fecond  part  of  this  town,  which  lies  to  the  north-eafl^,  is  ca  kd 
the  Ncußadt,  and  in  it  are  three  hundred   and  nineteen  burgher-houfes  : 
the  Lutheran  church  of  St.  John   the  Baptiß,    together  with    a  chapter, 
among  twelve  capitulars,  belonging  to  which  is  one  Roman-cuihoWc  one  : 
the  brother-houfe,  which  a  Lutheran  fatlier,   who  is  ordained,  inhabits: 
the  fifter-houfe,  in  which  are   the   new-town    fchool    and   two  capitular 
dwellings,  together  with  the  commandery-court  of  the  order  of  St.  Jchn, 
in  which  is  a  chapel.     The  third  and  fmallefl:  part  of  this  town,  which  lies 
to  the  weft,  is  called  the  Radewig,  and  in  this  are  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
fix  burgher-houfes,  together  with  the  Lutheran  church  of  St.  James,  as  alfo 
tlie  Viernheim  and  Kettler  hof,  or  court.     Thus   there   are  eight  hundred 
and  feven  burgher-houfes  in  the  town  ;  but  we  alfo  find   within  the  walls 
many  places  which  have  been  burnt  down,  as  alfo  fpacious  courts  and  gar- 
dens, together  with  a  pafture  and  a  fmall  field,  which  is  fown  with  corn. 
On  the  mountain  hard  by  the  town  flands  the  above  defcribed  (fee  p.  369.) 
noble,  free,  temporal  under-foundation  of  St.  Mary,  together  with  the  ca- 
thedral and  twenty-fix  common  dwellings.     It  is  not  known  for  certain  at 
what  time  the  old-town  was  built  and  eredled  into  a  town.     The  new- 
town  was  founded,  in  the  year  1224,  on  the  property  of  the  foundation  j 
but  a  difputc  arifing  in  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  betwixt  Duke 
Albrecht  of  Saxony  and  LuJieburg  and  the  abbefs  of  the  foundation  of  Her- 
jord,  on  account  of  the   property  of  the  town,  in  the  year   1377,  it  was 
adjudged  by  the  Emperor  to  the  abbefs.    In  the  year  1547,  the  abbefs  ceded 
the  temporal  fuperioriry,  which  rtie  had  appropriated  to  herfelf  over  the 

town. 
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town,  toW;llinm,  duke  of  yuUers,  Clcvc  and  Berg.  In  the  year  1631, 
the  chamber-judicatory  declared  Harford  an  Imperial  city  ;  but,  in  the  year 
1647,  the  Eledtor  of  Bra!Tde?thn?-g  cmicd  the  town  to  be  taken  by  fnrpriz; 
and  homage  to  be  paid  him.  In  the  year  1650,  indeed,  the  Brandenburg 
garrifon  was  a2[ain  withdrawn  ;  but,  in  165  i,  the  town  was  blocked  up  by 
fome  of  the  Eledtor's  people,  to  whom  it  furrendered  in  1652,  and  again 
paid  homage.  However,  it  ftill  ftands  in  the  ufual  matricula  among  the 
Imperial  cities. 

The  diftrid  belonging  to  the  town  is  above  one  German  mile  and  a  half 
in  compafs, 

II.   The  four  prefedlurates,  together  with  the  towns  and  pariflics 

belonging   thereto. 

I.  Theprefe<5lurate  of  Sparenberg  conflitutes  almoft  one  half  of  the 
whole  county,  and  has  its  name  from  the  old  mountain-citadel  of  Spare?i- 
berg,  which  ftands  hard  by  Bielefeld,  having  been  built  in  the  year  1554, 
and  provided  with  four  ftout  bulwarks,  or  baftions,  according  to  the  fafhiori 
of  thofe  times.  The  church  here,  which  lies  in  this  old  fort,  is  at  times 
ufed  by  the  Cö/17/«//?^  for  the  celebration  of  divine  worfhip;  and  in  this 
citadel  alfo  ftands  a  thick  tower,  which  is  ufed  as  a  prifon.  This  prefedlurate 
confifts  of  five  diftricls,  each  of  which  has  its  officer. 

I.  The  diftrid;  of  Brackwede  cor\(-i^i  of  a  fandy  and  poor  bottom,  not- 
withftanding  which  the  inhabitants  here  procure  themfelves  aplentiful  fubfift- 
ance  by  fpinning  and  weaving.  This  diftridt  contains  in  it  four  parifhes  :  viz. 

1.  The  parilli  of  Brackwede,  to  which  belong  the  celebrated  bleaching- 
places  of  Bielefeld. 

2.  The  pmOn  of  Ife/borß. 

3.  The  parifh  of  Brockhagen,  In  which  lies  the  eftate  of  Patthorß,  to- 
gether with  the  baronies  of  Consbruch  and  Ofterloh. 

4.  The  pariOi  of  Steinhagen. 

II.  The  diftridl  of  Äc'^/><!'7z,  on  account  of  its  fruitful  bottom,  as  alfo  on 
account  of  its  venery  and  fifliery,  ispleafant.  The  inhabitants  apply  them- 
felves to  the  weaving  of  linen,  carrying  on  alfo  agriculture  and  the  breeding 
cattle.  At  Heepen  is  a  church.  The  noble  eftate  of  Mi  If c  is  well  known  for 
its  bleaching-ground,  in  which  a  fine  linen  is  bleached.  At  this  place  alfo 
lies  the  eftate  of  hubbraffcn. 

III.  The  diftridl  of  Schildfche,  in  which  are  fome  good  holts.  The  in- 
habitants here  carry  on  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  and  likewifa 
weave  a  fine  linen.     To  it  belongs, 

I .  Schidefche,  or  Schildfche,  a  hamlet,  containing  a  foundation  for  ladies, 
which  was  founded  in  the  year  939,  and  confifts  of  feventeen  prebends  for 
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perfons  of  noble  birth,  one  third  of  whom  are  7?öw^«-catholics,  one  third 
Lutherans,  and  one  third  Cahinijts.  The  ladies  of  this  foundation,  in  the 
year  1743,  obtained  a  peculiar  crofs  of  their  order  from  the  King.  They 
have  likewife  the  right  of  patronage  over  the  Lutheran  parifli  churches  and 
Rcman-c2ii\-io\\c  chapels  here,  and  alfo  over  the  following  parifh. 

Hard  by  the  hamlet  is  a  farm  of  the  Sovereign's. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Jollenbeck,  in  which  are  the  noble  houfes  oi  Heide  and 

■Stetefrcund. 

IV.  The  diflridl  of  Werthcr\\^.%  fome  good  holts,  but  the  inhabitants  apply 
themfelves  chiefly  to  the  culture  of  flax,  the  finefl:  and  moft  beautiful 
fort  of  which  is  cultivated  here.     To  this  diftridt  belongs, 

1.  Werther,  a  fmall  amt-town,  which,  in  the  year  17 19,  obtained  town- 
privileges.     Near  it  lies  a  nobleman's  eftate. 

2.  The  parifh  of  Dorenberg,  in  which  lies  the  noble  eftate  of  XJhrentrup, 
belono-ing  to  the  cloyfter  of  Marienjelde,  and  ipi  which  the  T^öw^/z-catholic 
worfhip  is  performed. 

V.  The  diftridl  of  Enger,  the  inhabitants  of  which  fubfift:  by  agri- 
culture and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  and  alfo  by  the  fpinning  of  yarn.     To 

it  belongs, 

I.  Enger,  in  Latin   Angaria,  a  fmall    amt-town,    which,    in  the  year 
17 1 9,  obtained  town-privileges.     At   this  town,  by  virtue  of  an   old  fur- 
rendry,  Wideki?td  the  Great  had  his  place  of  refidence  -,  and  his  monument, 
which  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  caufed  to  be  ereäied  in  the  year  1377,  is  to 
be  feen  in  the  parifli-church  here,  but  his  bones  were  conveyed  to  the  church 
of  St.  John  at  Herford,  the  chapter  belonging  to  which  was  firil  founded 
here.     In  the  town  is  a  nobleman's  eftate.     Mathitdis,  widow  to  the  Em- 
peror Henry  I.  refided  here  for  fome  time.     In  the  twelfth  century  this 
place  belonged  to  Duke  Henry  the  Lion,  who,  on  his  being  put  under  the 
ban  of  the  Empire,    made  a  prefent  of  it  to  Count  Bernhard  of  the  Lippe, 
The  Counts  of  the  Lippe  were,  in  the  fourteenth  century,  poflTefled  alfo  of 
the  prefedurate  of  Enger,  which  was  probably  but  of  fmall  extent ;    and 
this  they  mortgaged,  in  the  year  1409,  to  William  of  the  B^rg  for  2000 
Rhenijh  florins,  who  mortgaged  it  again  to  William  of  the  Wode,    and  this 
laft  again  to  Liideke  Nagel,  of  whofe  pofterity  Duke  William  of  Juliers  re- 
deemed it  in  the  year  1558.  Etiger  had  anciently  a  citadel,  walls  and  ditches, 
and  was  a  confiderable  place. 

The  noble  eftate  of  Nienburg  was  united  to  the  church  of  Ejiger,     At 
Dreyer  are  two  farms  of  the  Sovereign's. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Hiddenhaiifen,  in  which  are  the  noble  eftate  of  Bußede^ 
co"-ether  with  the  noble  houfe  of  Hiddenhaifen. 

\.  The  parifli  of  Spenge,  in  which  lie  the  noble  eftates  of  Wcrburg,  Muh- 
Icnburg  and  Upper -Muhlenburg, 

4.  The 
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5,  Theparifh  o^  Wall  en  brück,  in  which  are  the  noble  eftates  of  Konigf- 
brück,  Wallenbruck,  Warmenau,  Rolinghof  and  Bruchmuhlen. 

6.  The  noble  houfes  of  Steinlach  and  Oberbehme,  belonging  to  the  church 
of  Lennig  in  the  principality  of  Minden. 

II.  The  prefedurate  of  Ravensberg  contains  in  it  good  holts,  and  has  alfo 
rtone-coals,  together  with  feme  works  of  filver-ore  and  falt-fprings.  The 
inhabitants  here  fubfift  chiefly  by  the  manufadlure  of  a  coarfe  linen,  which 
is  carried  to  America  in  large  quantities.  In  this  prefedlurate  the  original 
Counts  of  Ravensberg  ereded  their  firft  reüdence,  fome  remains  of  which 
are  ftill  to  be  feen  on  a  mountain,  at  the  foot  of  which  was  founded  the 
amt-houfe  of  Ravensberg,  originally  named  Kuhof.  This  prefedlurate  is 
divided  into  three  vogteys  :  viz. 

I.  Into  the  vogtey  of  Verfmold,  containing, 

1.  Verfmold,  afmall  amt-town,  which,  in  the  year  171 9,  obtained  town- 
privileges.     At  this  place  a  great  trade  is  carried  on  in  linen. 

Hard  by  it  lies  the  Sovereign's  farm  of  Caldenhof^  as  alfo  the  noble  houfe 
of  JVittenJiein. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Bockhorß,  in  which  lies  the  noble  houfe  of  Halßenbeck. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Halle,  containing 

Halle,  a  fmall  amt-town,  which  alfo  obtained  town-privileges  in  the 
year  1719. 

In  the  church  here,  the  noble  eftates  of  Steinhaus  and  Bockel  are  united 
in  one  village  of  the  fame  name. 

4.  The  parifli  oi  Horfle.  In  this  vogtey  alfo  lies  the  J'Soz/Mi^-catholic  chapel 
of  Stockkampen. 

5.  The  vogtey  of  Borgholzhatifen,  in  which  is 

Borgholzhaiifen,  a  fmall  amt-town,  which,  in  the  year  171 9,  obtained 
town-privileges. 

Brinke  and  Holzfeld,  both  noble  eftates. 

III.  The  prefedurate  of  Limberg,  the  inhabitants  of  which  apply  them- 
felves  to  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle,  as  alfo  tofpinning  and  linen- 
weaving.     This  prefedurate  confifts  of  two  vogteys  :  viz. 

I.  Of  the  vogtey  of  JBaWd*,  containing  in  it, 

1.  Bunde,  a  fmall  amt-town,  which,  in  the  year  1719,  obtained  town- 
privileges,  and  in  which  lies  the  noble  eftate  of  Holzeni-Klinke.  At  this 
place  a  confiderable  trade  is  carried  on  in  yarn  and  coarfe-linen.  Near  it, 
in  the  year  1748,  a  medicinal-fpring  was  difcovered. 

2.  The  parifli  of  Rodinghaufen,  in  which  are  the  noble  houfes  of  Bockeli 
Old-Bockel  and  Kilver. 

3.  Borringhaiifen,  in  which 'lies  the  noble  houfe  of  F/g-^w^z^/'^. 
II.  Of  the  vogtey  of  Oldendorf,  containing 

Oldendorf,  a  fmall  amt-town,  which,  in  the  year  17 19,  obtained  town- 
privileges. 

Vol.  IV.  P  P  P  Among 
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Among  the  places  united  to  this  church  are  Engerhaufen,  in  which  are 
two  noble  eflates ;  namely,  Harlingbmifcn,  containing  a  nobleman's  refi- 
dence,  and  Offeken,  a  noble  free-houfe. 

2.  The  pariHi  of  Ho/zhaußn,  in  which  lies  the  old  citadel  of  Limberg, 
together  with  the  noble  houfes  of  Holzhaiifcn,  Hudenbcck,  Bruggehof  and 
CroUage.  Near  Holzaufen,  in  the  year  1728,  was  difcovered  a  medicinal- 
fpring. 

IV.  The  prefedturatc  of  Vlotho  was  anciently  a  feigniory  of  itfelf, 
which  was  for  a  long  time  mortgaged  by  the  Counts  of  Ravensbcrg.  The 
ancient  citadel  of  this  name  is  no  longer  extant.  The  inhabitants  here 
fublift  chiefly  by  fpinning  and  weaving.  This  prefedurate  is  divided  into, 
two  vogteys:  viz. 

I.  Into  the  vogteyof  Vlotho,  containing 

Vlotho,  anciently  Vlotouwe,  a  fmali  amt-town,  feated  on  the  Wefer,  and 
which,  in  the  year  1719,  obtained  town-privileges,  but,  for  fome  hundred 
years  before,  bore  the  name  of  a  town.  In  it  is  a  Lutheran  and  a  Roman- 
catholic  church.  The  inhabitants  fubfift  by  trade  and  navigation.  In  the- 
year  1742,  a  medicinal  fpring  was  difcovered  at  this  place. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Rehme,  the  church  belonging  to  which  was  founded  by 
Charlemagne.  In  this  parifli  lies  the  Sovereign's  farm  of  Deesberg,  and,  in 
the  year  1753,  a  confiderable  falt-work  was  erefted  here. 

5.  The  pariüi  of  Exfer. 

6.  The  vogtey  of  Wehrendorf,  confifting  of  the  parifh  of  Valldcrj.  Near 
Valldorf  a  battle  was  fought,  in  the  year  1636,  betwixt  the  Imperialijh 
and  Swedes.

^,  I,  'T~^HIS  county  terminates,  to  the  foutb,  on  the  principality  of 
^  Minden  ;  to  the  weft,  on  the  county  of  Diepholz ;  to  the  norths 
on  the  county  of  Delmenhorß,  the  territory  of  the  town  of  Bremen,  and 
the  /-F^/fT,  together  with  the  prefedlurate  of  Thedinghaujen,  belonging  to 
IVolfenbuttel,  as  alfo  on  the  Aller  ;  and,  to  the  eaft,  on  the  principalities  of 
Lüneburg  and  Calenberg.  Its  length  amounts  to  about  eight,  and  the  greateft 
breadth  thereof  to  between  feven  and  feven  and  a  hdXi  German  miles. 

§.2.  In  this  county  are,  indeed,  fome  large  heaths,  and  its  foil  is,  for 
the  moft  part,  fandy ;  but  it  contains,  neverthelefs,  good  arable  land  and 
paftures,  and  on  the  rivers  are  fome  marfhy  traä:s.     The  arable  lands  here 

yield 
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yield  as  much  rye,  oats  and  buck-wheat,  as  the  inhabitants  have  occafion 
for  ;  nay,  in  fome  places,  they  have  even  a  pretty  large  overplus,  which  is 
exported.  In  certain  parts  of  this  county  alfo  wheat,  barley  and  flax  are  culti- 
vated. Exclufive  too  of  the  pafturage,  which  the  heaths  afford,  in  itarelikewife 
pafturesand  meadows  on  the  rivers,  both  which  fupply  the  inhabitants  with 
the  means  of  raifing  a  profitable  breed  of  cattle,  and  bees  alfo  are  bred  here. 
The  hohs,  indeed,  are  not  in  all  the  prefedlurates  any  ways  confiderable  or 
important,  but  there  is  turf  here  for  burning.  The  Wefer  traverfes  the 
country  on  the  eaft  fide,  and  the  Aller^  in  like  manner,  v/afhes  it.  Out  of 
the  prefedturate  of  Rahden,  in  the  principality  of  Minden,  comes  a  water 
which  in  this  county  is  encreafed  by  feveral  rivulets,  and  in  the  prefedurate 
of  Liebenau  falls  into  the  Wcjer.  The  Dellme  and  Hunte  run  through  the 
prefe6lurate  of  Harpßedt ;  not  to  mention  other  waters  and  ftreams  here. 

§.3.  This  county  contains  in  it  one  town  and  feventeen  boroughs.  Mofl; 
of  the  peafants  are  bondfmen.  In  general,  the  inhabitants  apply  them- 
felves  partly  to  agriculture,  the  breeding  of  cattle  and  the  keeping  of  bees  ; 
partly  to  fpinning  and  the  weaving  of  linen  ;  partly  to  handicrafts,  the 
weaving  of  a  wooUen-iluff  and  the  knitting  of  ftockings ;  and  partly  alfo  to 
dealing  in  wool,  honey  and  wax  :  at  Liebenau  too  are  made  lace  and  fithes. 
Not  to  mention  their  other  means  of  fubfiftence,  numbers  of  the  males  go 
likewife  in  fpring  time  to  Holland,  where  they  earn  a  great  deal  of  money 
by  fpitting  of  turf,  mowing  of  grafs  and  other  labour,  and  return  home 
about  harvefl-time  with  a  confiderable  part  thereof. 

The  States  oi  Hoya  confift,  i.  of  the  prelates,  which  are  the  foundation 
o^  Bajfum  and  thecloyfter  oi  Heiligenrode ;  but  for  a  confiderable  time  back 
neither  of  them  have  been  fummoned  to  the  Land-diets:  2.  of  the  nobility  and 
the  freemen  :  the  former  of  thefe  are  owners  of  the  feudal  and  the  remain- 
ing noble  eftates,  but  the  latter  pofieffors  of  the  noble,  free,  feudal  or  here- 
ditary lands  :  3.  of  the  town  of  Nienburg  and  the  boroughs.  The  whole 
of  the  nobility  and  province  affemhle  at  fuch  times  only  as  new  taxes  are  to 
be  impofed  and  new  ordinances,  which  are  repugnant  to  the  conflitution,  are 
to  be  pafTed  ;  as  alfo  whenever  a  new  provincial-counfellor,  an  upper- 
counfellor  of  appeals,  an  affefTor  of  the  aulic-judicatory  or  a  provlncial- 
fyndick  are  to  be  eleded  ;  and  on  fuch  other  occafions  likewife  as  the  interell 
of  the  feveral  individual  members  requires.  The  treafury-college,  which 
confifls  of  three  domeftic,  noble,  provincial-counfellors,  as  alfo  of  the 
learned  treafury-deputies  of  the  Burgher-flate,  one  of  whom  is  always 
taken  from  the  upper  and  the  other  from  the  lower-county,  meets  ordi- 
narily four  times  a  year  for  the  infpeftion  of  the  treafury-inventory  and  the 
accompts  of  the  receipts  and  dilburfement  of  the  provincial-colleftions.  The 
narrower  provincial-ban,  or  detachment,  confifts  of  the  three  provincial- 
counfellors,  one  noble  deputy  of  the  relident  nobility  of  the  upper-county, 
and  one  alfo  of  the  refident  nobility  of  the  under-county,  together  with  a 
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deputy  of  the  freemen,  a  deputy  of  the  town  of  Nienburg,  and  one  of  the 
borough  of  Hoya  and  one  alfo  of  the  borough  of  Stolzeiiau,  This  ban  goes 
four  times  a  year  to  Hanover;  that  is  to  fay  twice  for  the  hearing  of  the  pro- 
pofitions  of  the  provincial  Diet,  and  twice  for  theprefenting  of  the  declaration 
of  the  province.  The  greater  ban,  which  confifts  of  the  three  noble  provincial 
counccUors,  together  with  two  deputies  from  the  nobility  of  the  upper,  and 
two  from  the  nobility  of  the  under  county,  as  alfo  of  a  deputy  from  the  nobility, 
and  two  from  the  free  men  together  with  the  two  treafury-deputies  of  the 
burgher  flate ;  and  laftly,  from  among  the  burgher-mafters  of  the  town  of 
Nienburg,  and  the  boroughs  of  Hoya,  Stolzefiau  and  Suhlingen,  allembles 
ordinarily  twice  a  year,  at  which  time  it  is  confulted  concerning  the  pro- 
portions of  the  provincial  Diet  and  all  other  provincial  matters,  as  likewife 
of  what  has  been  concluded  upon  by  the  treafury-college,  or  the  narrower 
ban,  which  admitting  of  no  delay,  is  approved  of,  and  the  choice  of  the 
deputies,  provincial  commiflaries  and  other  officers  immediately  fet  about. 

§.  4.  The  whole  country  is  of  the  proteftant  Lutheran  church,  and  con- 
tains in  it  fifty-four  pariOies,  over  which  one  general  fuperintendent  and 
four  fpecial  fuperintendents  prefide.  Thefe  ftand  under  the  confillory  of 
Hanover. 

§.  5.  The  county  of  Hoya  at  firft  confifted  only  of  a  fmall  extent  of 
land  ;  but  has  been  gradually  enlarged  by  ftipulations  and  marriages  to 
fuch  a  degree  that  many  of  its  neighbours  became  jealous  of  it.  The  firft 
family  of  the  Lords  of  Hoya  became  extind;  in  the  perfon  of  one  named 
Gottfchalk.  Of  the  fecond  family  the  Counts  and  brothers  Gerhard  and 
j^o/)«  are  to  be  remarked,  who,  between  the  years  1320  and  1330,  fliared 
the  country  between  them  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  former  obtained  the 
Loiaer  and  the  latter  the  Upper  County,  which  denomination  has  prevailed 
ever  fince.  The  firft  of  thefe  lines  became  extindl  in  the  year  1502  in  the 
perfon  of  Count  Frederick;  and  though  the  other  line,  in  particular  that 
of  Count  Jufii  by  virtue  of  a  ftipulation  of  hereditary  fucceffion,  made 
in  1459  betwixt  both  lines,  put  itfelf  in  poffeffion  of  the  under  county, 
yet  the  Emperor,  fo  early  as  the  year  1501,  conferred  on  Duke  Henry 
the  Younger,  of  Lüneburg,  the  expedlancy  thereof;  of  whom  alfo  Count 
'Jujt  oi  Hoya  dX  length,  namely,  in  1526,  received  the  county  in  under- 
fee,  the  eventual  homage  being  performed  to  the  Duke  by  the  fubjeds  of 
Hoya.  The  race  of  Count  'Juft  became  extincfl  in  1582  in  his  fourth  fon 
Otto,  upon  which  the  county  was  divided  among  the  three  ducal  lines  of 
Calenbtrg,  Woljenbuttel  ?ir\ii  Celle.  The  firft  of  thefe  obtained  the  prefec- 
tnrates  of  the  Upper  County,  viz.  Stolzenau,  Lhrenburg,  Sycke,  Steyerbergy 
Siedenbtirg,  Diepenau,  and  Bahrenburg ;  but  that  of  Celle,  the  prefedlurates 
of  the  Lower  County,  namely  Hoya,  Nienburg  and  Liebenau,  together  with 
Old  and  New-Bruchhaufen.  Duke  Erich  of  Calenberg  dying  in  the  year 
1584  without  children,  his  fhare  in  the  oounty  of  Hoya,  together  with  the 
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principality  of  Cakiiberg,  fell  to  (he  line  of  JVoljeubuttel ;  and  on  the  de- 
ceafe  of  Duke  ivr-^fwi  Ulrich  o{  Woljenbuttel  in  1634,  the  Upper  County 
of  Hoya  devolved  to  the  houfc  of  Brwifwick-Luncburg,  and  came  on  a  di- 
vifion  to  Duke  William  of  Haarbiirg ;  in  whom  the  Haarburg  line  becoming 
extindl  in  the  year  1642,  it  fell  to  that  of  Celle^  which  thus  became  pol- 
felTed  of  the  whole  county,  that  is  to  fay  of  as  much  of  it  as  came  to  the 
houfe  of  Bnmfwick.  But  in  1682  the  fix  prefedturates  of  the  Upper  County ^ 
namely  thofe  of  Stolzcnau,  Siedenburg,  Bahrenburg^  Steyerberg,  and  Die- 
penau,  together  with  the  prefecfturate  of  Harpßcät,  and  the  cloyller  of 
Heiligenrode,  were  added  to  the  principality  of  Calenbcrg;  which  feparation 
continued  till  1705  when  the  line  of  Celle  becoming  extindl  the  whole 
county  was  again  united,  and  in  the  Imperial  acl  which  ifTued  on  the  con- 
ferring of  the  eledoral  dignity  on  the  line  ot  Bi'unfwick-Hanover,  was  added 
to  the  eledloral  dominions. 

But  after  the  death  of  Count  Otto.,  by  virtue  of  the  flipulation  of  1526, 
a  part  alfo  of  the  county  of  Hoya  fell  to  HeJJe-CaJfcl  as  fuperior,  as  namely 
the  prefedlurates  of  Uchte  and  Freudenberg ;  and  on  the  contrary,  the  Ihare 
which  the  eledloral  houfe  of  Brunfwick  and  Lüneburg  had  obtained  in 
the  prefedurate  of  Thedijighaufen,  together  with  the  prefeäurate  of  We/len, 
was  incorporated  with  the  county  of  Hoya. 

§.  6.  The  arms  for  Hoya  confift  of  two  bear's  paws  fable  turned  outwards, 
in  a  field  Or. 

§.  7.  The  eledloral  houfe  of  Brunjivick  poffefles,  on  account  of  Hya^ 
both  feat  and  voice  in  the  college  of  the  Wejlpbalian  Counts  of  the  Empire, 
and  that  between  Steinfurt  and  Virnenburg.  The  Imperial  taxation  of  the 
eleftoral  houfe,  on  account  of  Hoya,  is  two  horfe  and  fix  foot,  or  monthly 
forty-eight  florins,  and  to  each  chamber-term  it  formerly  paid  nine  rix- 
doUars  on  the  above  account,  but  at  prefent  contributes  one  general  fum  for 
the  whole  of  the  electoral  lands  put  together. 

§.  8,  The  high  provincial  colleges,  which  the  county  of  Hoya  holds  - 
partly  in  common  with  the  whole  eleftoral  lands  of  Brunjwick-Lii- 
neburg,  and  partly  with  the  principality  of  Calenberg,  iliall  be  defcribed 
below  under  the  latter  in  the  circle  oi  Lower-Saxony.  To  the  aulic  judica- 
tory of  Ha7iover  the  province  of  Hoya  prefents  one  alTeiror  in  conjundion 
with  the  county  oi  Diepholz.  ;  to  the  upper  judicatory  of  appeals  at  Celle 
one  councellor  j  as  alfo  in  conjundion  with  the  province  of  Grubenhagen, 
one  other  upper  councellor  of  appeals,  when  among  the  feveral  counties 
of  the  eledoral  lands  it  comes  to  its  turn.  To  the  vifitation  of  the  upper 
judicatory  of  appeals  the  counties  of  Hoya  and  Diepholz  fend  one  deputy. 
The  contribution  granted  in  the  county  of  Hoya  is  agreeable  to  a  cer- 
tain con  flant  rule  or  ftandard,  eftabiiflied  in  the  year  1680,  and  which 
with  refped  to  the  contribution  of  the  dutchy  of  Lüneburg  is  almofl:  as 
ten  to  thirty-feven.     The  town  of  Nienburg  pays  no  contribution-money 
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but  only  an  excife.  The  treafury  here  is  managed  by  the  treafury  college 
(§.  3.)  and  the  revenues  of  it  are  applied  to  the  provincial  difburfments ;  as 
for  inrtance,  towards  the  payment  of  the  provincial  officers,  the  afieflbr  of 
the  aulic-judicatory,  &c.  The  country  alfo  grants  forage  to  the  horfe  quar- 
tered upon  it,  which  forage  it  pays  in  money;  as  alfo  a  certain  fum  in  lieu 
■of  the  magazine-corn,  to  be  raifed  for  the  foot  quartered  there,  together 
with  a  proportion  towards  the  expences  of  embaffies,  and  the  maintenance  of 
•the  univerfity  of  Gottitigen.  Thefe  are  the  moft  important  ordinary  ex- 
pences ;  to  which  if  we  add  the  revenues  arifing  to  the  Sovereign  from  the 
Several  prefedturates,  the  county  of  Hoya,  with  refpeft  to  the  burden  of  its 
impolls,  is  beyond  difpute  one  of  the  principal. 

§.  9.  This  county  has  a  twofold  general  divifion.  Firft  it  is  divided  into 
the  upper  and  lower  county;  to  the  former  of  which  appertain  the  prefec- 
turates  of  Bahrenbip-g,  Diepetwu,  Ehrenburg,  Harpßedt,  Sicdcnburg,  Stol- 
•zenau,  Steyerberg  and  Sycke ;  to  the  latter  Old  and  New  Bruchbaufen,  Hoya^ 
Liebcnau,  Nienburg,  'Thedinghaufen  and  Weßen.  Secondly,  the  States  oi Hoya 
are  divided  into  four  quarters,  and  this  divifion  I  fliall  make  the  bafis  ot 
^my  defcription. 

I.  The  firft  quarter  contains  in  it, 

1.  The  noble  foundation  of  Bajfum,  which  lies  indeed  in  iht  He/Jian  bo- 
rough of  Baffum  ;  but  notwithftanding  that,  together  with  its  buildings  and 
a  mill,  is  under  the  fuperiority  of  Brunjivick-Luneburg.  This  foundation  has 
one  abbefs,  one  female  dean,  eight  conventuals,  and  four  canons. 

2.  The  prefefturate  of  Sycke  ftands  in  the  upper  county,  and  formerly 
conftituted  a  part  of  the  county  of  Old  Briichhaiifen.     In  it  lies 

1 .  The  borough  of  Sycke,  in  and  near  which  ftand  the  refidences  of  the 
officers,  a  gentleman's  feat,  a  free  farm  and  a  chapel. 

2.  The  parifh  of  Ban-ien.     In  it  is 
Barrien,  the  church-village. 

Ockel,  a  village  containing  two  gentlemen's  feats,  one  of  which  Is  called 
Falkenburg,  together  with  a  free-farm,  and  a  domain. 

Leerjen,  a  village,  In  which  lies  the  fovereign's  farm  at  the  Schor- 
lingßamp. 

3.  The  parlfli  oi  Heiligenrode,  which  lies  in  the  church-parifh  of  that 
name,  and  contains  in  it  a  cloyfter,  which  was  founded  originally  at  Mac- 
kenßedt,  but  afterwards  removed  to  Kloflerfeelte,  and  laft  of  all  to  this  place. 
This  parifli  confifts  of  a  vice-domina  and  four  conventuals,  who  are  eleded 
at  pleafure  by  the  Sovereign  out  of  the  State  of  the  nobility  and  burghers.  The 
Amtman  of  the  cloyfter  has  the  care  of  all  matters  relating  to  its  oeconomy. 

4.  The  parifti  of  Heiligenfelde,  in  which  lie  the  noble  feats  of  Hoope  and 
'Fuldenriede. 

5.  The  parifti  of  Nordwohlde. 

6.  The 
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6.  The  patlHi  of  Brinckum,  in  the  church-village  of  which  is  a  noble- 
man's feat,  a  free-farm,  and  the  Sovereign's  farm  of  Er/'c^j«*/! 

7.  Tlie  parifli  of  Leeße,  in  the  great  village  of  heeßcy  containing  a  noble- 
man's feat. 

8.  The  pariih  of  Weyhe.     In  it  is 

Kirchweyhe,  the  church-village,  in  which  are  the  noble  immunities  of 
Weyhe,  Kirchweyhe,  and  Falkejiburg ;  together  with  four  noblemen's  feats, 
one  of  which  is  called  Findkrey,  and  a  free-farm. 

Dreye,  a  village,  in  which  is  a  toll  over  the  Wefer.  Hard  by  it  lies  the 
Sovereign's  farm  of  Hemme. 

Sudiveyhe,  a  village  containing  two  noblemen's  feats. 

9.  The  parilli  of  Riedc,  in  the  church-village  of  which  lies  the  Sovereign's 
farm  of  Heiligenbruch. 

3.  The  prefedlurate  of  Ehrenburg  belongs  to  the  upper  county.  This 
prefeäiurate  was  for  near  two  hundred  years  mortgaged  to  noble  fami- 
lies;  namely  firft,  to  that  of -S^/^ifr,  and  afterwards  to  that  of  7l/««fM^;z^/(,'«j 
but  the  laft  of  the  Munchhaujen  family,  who  was  poiTelfor  of  the  prefec- 
turate,  dying  about  the  year  1675,  it  came  to  the  princely  houfe  oi  Celle. 
This  diftridt  confifts  of  the  following  pari/lies,  "ciz. 

1.  The  parifli  oi  Suhlingeti,  in  which  is  Suhlitjgen,  a  borough  feated  on  a 
rivulet  ofthat  name.  This  place  is  the  refidence  of  a  fuperintendent,  and 
contains  in  it  a  parifli-church  and  a  nobleman's  feat.  To  the  borough  be- 
long many  acres  of  land  and  meadows,  and  in  it  are  alfo  good  handicraftf- 
men,  with  four  fairs  which  are  held  yearly  for  cattle  and  the  fale  of  other 
wares  by  retail. 

2.  The  parilh  of  Varrel,  in  which  at  Varrel  lies  the  parifli-church,  at 
Strohen  a  chapel,  and  zt  Dorrienhh  a  gentleman's  feat  and  a  free  farm. 

3.  T\i&  ^zx'xih  oi  Schmalvorden,  containing 

Ehrenburg,  a  fmall  borough,  in  which  lies  the  amt-houfe  and  a  Sove- 
reign's farm.  The  ancient  amt-houfe,  which  flood  in  a  moory  bottom, 
about  one  hundred  paces  from  the  prefent,  was  a  place  of  flrength, 

Schmahorden,  the  church-village,  in  which  is  a  free-farm. 

Oeßnghaujen,  a  village,  together  with  the  Sovereign's  farm  of  Holzfelde. 

4.  The  pariflies  of  i/f/Z/^^^^Ä/o/),  Neuenkirchen,  Scholen,  Schwa-oorden  and 
Twtßringen. 

II.  The  fecond  quarter  contains  in  it 

I.  The  prefetäurate  of  Stolzen AU,  which  belongs  to  the  upper  county,, 
and  contains 

1.  The  borough  oi Stolzenau,  In  which  lies  the  amt-houfe,  together  witk 
a  fuperintendency,  three  noblemen's  feats,  two  free-farms,  and  a.Sovereign's, 
farm. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Nendorf,  containing 

Nendorf^  a  church.- village,  in  which  is  a  Sovereign's  farm-..

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Holzhauftn,  a  church-village,  and

Steyerberg,  a  hamlet  or  borough  divided  into  two  parts  by  the  Aue^ 
which  runs  through  it :  In  this  river  lies  an  ifland  on  which  ftands  the  amt- 
houfe.  In  the  borough  is  a  gentleman's  feat,  and  before  it  lies  the  parifli- 
church  called  Zum  Rießtn. 

2.  The  vogties  of  Deblinghaufen  and  Sarnighaujen. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  Siedenburg  belongs  alfo  to  the  upper  county. 

In  it  is 

Siedenburg,  a  borough  fituate  on  the  rivulet  of  Siede,  and  in  which  is  an 
amt-houfe,  a  chapel,  and  a  free  feat. 

Melli?2ghaufen,  a  church-village. 

Rem.  From  the  village  of  Kampen,  and  divers  feats  in  the  Nienburg  vog- 
tey  of  Borßel,  the  prefefturate  of  Steyerberg  enjoys  certain  particular  fervi- 
tudes,  and  alfo  raifes  the  Sovereign's  revenues  out  of  them. 

1;.  The  prefefturate  of  Bahrenburg  belongs  to  the  upper  county,  and 
confifts  of 

The  borough  of  Bahrenburg,  thro'  which  runs  a  river.  In  it  we  find  one 
church,  two  gentlemen's  feats,  and  two  free  farms.  The  amt-houfe  here 
was  formerly  a  place  of  flrength  ;  but  the  old  fort  was  gradually  demoliUied. 
This  prefefturate  is  polleffed  alfo  in  that  of  Ehrcnburg  of  eighteen  feats, 
and  in  the  Minden  amt  of  Rahden  of  thirteen  places,  together  with  the 
fuperiority  and  right  of  fervitude  over  them. 

6.  The  prefedurate  of  Harpstedt  belongs  alfo  to  the  upper  county. 
In  the  year  1439  this  prefecfturate  was  mortgaged  to  the  Counts  oi  Olden- 
burg and  Delmenhorß.^  but  afterwards  redeemed.    In  it  is 

I.  Harpßedtj 
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1 .  Harpfleck,  a  borough  feated  on  the  Dcllmc,  and  which  In  the  year 
1396  obtained  tcrritorial-jurifdidtion.  In  1739  twenty-four  houfes  were 
burnt  down  at  this  place,  but  thefe  were  again  rebuilt  more  reguhir  and 
beautiful  than  before.  In  Harpfledt  is  a  parifli-church,  together  with  a  free 
farm,  or  feat.  The  amt-houfe  here  flands  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Dellmc, 
by  which  it  is  alfo  furrounded. 

2.  The  vogtey  of  Bohrde  lies  between  the  Grenzbache  and  the  Dellme. 

3 .  The  vogtey  of  Hunte  lies  between  the  Dellme  and  the  Hujite. 
III.  The  third  quarter  contains  in  it, 

1.  The  ftrong  town  of  Nienburg,  lying  on  the  Wefcr,  over  which  a  beau- 
tiful ftone-bridge  has  been  eredled  at  this  place.  In  this  town  alfo  is  a  fu- 
perintendency. 

2.  The  prefedturate  of  Nienburg,  belonging  to  the  lower  county,  and 
in  which  lies 

1.  The  houfe-vogtey,  to  which  is  annexed  the  amt-houfe,  the  toll- 
houfe,  and  other  buildings  fruate  in  the  town,  as  alfo  a  couple  of  farms 
before  it,  together  with  certain  houfes  lying  before  the  gates. 

2.  Drakenburg,  a  borough  feated  on  the  Wefer,  and  containing  in  it  one 
parifh-church,  together  with  four  gentlemen's  feats  and  the  farm  of  Ravcnf- 
•wiede.     Beyond  the  JVeJer  lies  alfo  a  Sovereign's  farm  or  manor. 

3.  The  vogtey  of  Oy/i?,  in  which  lie  the  church-villages  of  S/;/?;^«  and 
Buhren.     At  Oyle  too  is  a  gentleman's  feat. 

4.  The  vogtey  of  Borßel,  in  which  lie  the  parochial  villages  of  Btrfiel 
and  Staffhorß, 

5.  The  vogtey  oi  JVietzen,  in  which  lies  the  church-village  of /F/Vtefw. 

6.  The  vogtey  of  Sehbenhaiifen.  At  Balge,  in  it,  is  a  church,  together 
with  a  farm  or  manor  belonging  to  the  Sovereign,  as  alfo  the  feats  of  Struef- 
iverder  and  Wiehe. 

7.  The  vogtey  of  Behlingen. 

8.  The  vogtey  o(  Lohe.  At  Lohe,  in  it,  is  a  church  and  a  gentleman's 
feat. 

3.  The  prefe<flurate  of  Hoy  a,  belonging  to  the  lower  county  of  Hoja, 
and  in  which  lies 

Hoya,  a  borough,  containing  a  citadel,  together  with  the  amt-houfe,  a 
parifh-church,  a  fuperintendency,  five  gentlemen's  feats,  and  three  free 
farms. 

Bücken,  a  parifh  and  borough,  in  which  lies  the  feat  of  Oevelgtmne. 

The  pariHi  of  Afendorj.  In  the  church-village  here  is  a  free  farm;  and 
at  E/fen  a  gentleman's  feat,  named  Zu/n  Renzeljelde. 

The  parifh  of  Eitzendorf,  In  tlie  church-village  here  is  a  gentleman's 
feat. 

The  pariHi  fo  Eißrup.     In  the  church-village  belonging  to  it  lies  FJßrup^

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a  gentleman's  feat;  zxHaJzlergen  a  chapel  and  a  gentleman's  feat;  ziAnder' 
fen  a  chapel  and  a  farm. 

Tlic  pariih  of  Hiißcl,  in  which  at  T)ienßhop,  lies  a  fovereign  manor. 

The  parifh  of  Hoyerhagen.  At  the  Sovereign's  manor  here  of  Mcmjcn  is 
a  ftud. 

The  parifli  of  Magdjen.    At  Ahefen  in  it  is  a  gentleman's  feat. 

The  pariih  of  Martjcld. 

The  parifli  of  O'llle,  in  which  at  Varße  is  a  gentleman's  feat. 

The  pariOi  of  Wechold.    At  U/'per-Boyeu,  in  it,  is  a  gentleman's  feat. 

Rem.  The  Ä":w2  iW^^rr,  as  they  are  called,  in  the  prefedurate  of //(Jj^, 
are  poflcfled  both  of  the  venery  and  fidiery,  as  likewife  of  tythes  from  the 
free-land.  They  have  alfu  wanted  to  enjoy  noble  immunities,  and  to  be 
put  in  the  provincial  matricula  ;  but  neither  of  thefe  points  have  been 
granted. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  Lieben  au,  belonging  to  the  lower  county.  This 
was  formerly  a  farm  belonging  to  the  prefedlurate  of  Nie?ibu7'g,  but  after- 
wards was  made  a  feparate  prefedturate,  and  ever  fince  the  year  1705  has 
been  governed  by  one  common  Amt-man  with  that  of  Steyerberg.  To  it 
belongs, 

1 .  Liebejuni,  a  borough,  which  is  divided  into  two  parts  by  the  river 
running  through  it.  That  part  lying  to  the  eaft  formerly  conftituted 
a  feparate  place,  called  Bruchdorf;  and  the  other  part,  which  lies  to  the 
v/efi:,  v^as  only  named  Liebetiau.  At  prefent  here  is  no  longer  any  amt- 
houfe.  To  its  parilh-church  too  belongs  the  filial  church  oi  JVellin,  in  the 
prcfedurate  of  Stolzeiiau.  At  this  town  likewife  are  made  lace  and  fithes. 
In  the  year  171  5  the  greateft  part  of  it  was  confumed  by  fire. 

Not  far  from  it  lies  the  feat  of  Eickhof. 

2.  The  vogties  of  Pemiigfehl  and  Staff'horß,  confift  for  the  moft  part 
of  fingle  feats,  or  farms,  being  alfo  blended  in  part  with  the  fubjeds  of  the 
prefcdiurates  of  Nienburg,  Hoya  and  Bruchhaufen. 

IV.  The  fourth  quarter  contains  in  it, 

I.  The  preiedlurates  of  Old  and  New-BruchhauseN,  which  are  go- 
verned by  the  fame  officers.  The  ancient  county  of  Bruchhaujen,  which. 
contained  in  it  much  more  ground  than  the  prefent  prefedurate,  came  by 
virtue  of  a  ftipulation  made  with  Count  Henry  of  Old  and  New-Bruchhaufen 
to  the  Counts  of  Lower  Hoya,  who  were  alfo  invefled  therewith  by  the 
archbifhoprie  of  Bremen.  But  thefe  becoming  extind  in  1 502,  the  Dukes 
of  Brunfislck  were  inverted  with  the  county  by  the  archbifhoprie,  who  by 
virtue  of  a  ftipulation  entered  into  in  the  year  1526,  made  it  over  as  an 
under-fief  to  the  Count  of  Upper-Hoya.  To  thefe  prefedurates  which  are 
reckoned  in  the  under  county,  belongs 

O.'d-Bruchhaußn,  a  borough  containing  a  Sovereign's  citadel  and  a  manor, 
together  with  a  chapel.  The  Sovereign's  manor  of  Hcilige?iberg  alfo  lies  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  this  place.  Mohr^ 
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Mohr,  a  borough: 

Vilfen,  a  borough  containing  a  parifh-church. 
■  New-Bruchhaufcfi,  a  borough,  in  which  is  a   chapel  and  a  Sovereign's 
manor. 

The  Bruchßrich :  and 

The  Heidßrich,  in  which  at  Siiidivade  is  a  pariHi-church. 

2.  The  prefedlurate  of  Westen  lies  betwixt  the  Wefcr  and  the  Aller. 
The  marfliland  on  the  Wefer  is  more  fruitful  than  that  on  the  Aller.  This 
prefedlurate  belonged  formerly  to  the  bifliopric  of  Verden,  and  with  it  came 
to  the  crown  oi  Sweden.  In  the  year  1649,  Queen  Chrijlina  conferred  the 
village  and  houfe  oiJVeflen  on  her  fador  at  Hamburg,  He?iry  Lefehhorn,  who 
difpofed  of  it  in  the  year  1653,  with  her  confent,  to  Tlmn'as  oi  Gerßenherg. 
By  virtue  of  the  ftipulation  entered  into  betwixt  the  crown  of  Sweden  and 
the  houfe  oi  Brimfwick-Ltmeburg\\\  1679,  the  former  ceded  that  whole  trad: 
of  land  to  the  latter,  which  lies  in  the  angle,  where  the  Wefer  and  Aller  unite, 
and  confequently  the  village  of  Weßen,  together  with  the  Dowerden  and 
the  marfli-vogtey,  which  from  that  time  have  unitedly  formed  the  prefec- 
t\xvsLtt.oi  Weßen.     This  prefedurate  confifts  of  two  vogties,  viz. 

1.  Of  the  vogtey  of  Dorverden,  in  which  lies  the  church-village  of  Z)or- 
verden  and  at  Driibber  a  gentleman's  feat. 

2.  The  marfh-vogtey,  in  which  at  Weßten  is  a  church  and  the  amt-houfe, 
at  Dolbergen  a  free  feat,  at  Riede  a  gentleman's  feat,  and  at  Stedebergen  aUb 
a  gentleman's  feat. 

3.  The  Sovereign's  manor  before  Verden. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  Thedinghausen  fell  at  the  ^ezcc  of  Weffphalia 
to  the  (hare  of  the  crown  of  Sweden,  together  with  Bremen  and  Verden; 
but  by  virtue  of  the  peace  of  Celle  in  1679  was  reftored  again  by  that  houfe 
to  the  houfe  of  Brunlwick-Ltinebiirg,  upon  which  in  1681  it  was  fliared 
between  Celle  and  Brunfwick  ;  when  that  part  of  it  which  is  at  prefent 
called  the  royal  and  eledoral,  was  incorporated  with  the  county  of  Hoya, 
and  obtained  the  fame  officers  with  the  prefedurate  of  Wcftcn.  The  foil  on 
the  Weßer  is  remarkably  fertile,  whence  the  inhabitants  here  apply  them- 
felves  to  agriculture  with  great  diligence,  and  alfo  fatten  much  cattle.  This 
prefedurate  confifts  of  eighteen  villages,   among  which  we  are  to  remark 

Blender,  a  church-village.  In  the  united  village  of  Vaßte  is  a  gentleman's 
feat. 

Jntfchen,  a  church-village,  in  which  is  a  Wefer  toll. 

Morfen,  a  village  containing  two  feats. 

Wulmjtorf,  a  village  having  two  feats. 

Schwarne,  a  churh-village  in  which  is  a  gentleman's  feat. 

Rem.  The  Hefe-Cqfel  (hare  in  the  county  of  Hoya  has  been  held  in  fief 
of  Hefe  by  the  houfe  of  Bentheim  for  fome  time.  In  the  matricula  of  the 
Empire  it  is  rated  at  two  foot,  or  monthly  at  eight  florins  j   and  to  each

§.  I.  np  HIS  county  is  to  be  feen  in  Honianns,  chart  of  the  archbifhopric  of 
-■■     Treves,  v;hich  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany  conftitutes  tlie  forty-firft, 
and  is  for  the  mofl:  part  furrounded  by  this  archbifhopric,  but  on  oae  fide  alfo 
by  the  archbifhopric  of  Cclogn.     It  hes  in  the  Eiffel. 

§.  2.  The  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Count  William  o^  Vir ne?: burg  brought 
it  to  her  confort.  Count  Conon  of  Manderjcheidt ;  but  difputes  arofe  about 
it  with  the  Eleftor  of  Treves,  which  difputes  in  1554  were  fo  far  laid  afide 
by  ftipulation  that  the  Count  of  Manderjcheidt  renounced  the  feigniory  of 
Montreal,  as  alfo  Great  and  Little  Pellenz,  and  was  inverted  with  the  re- 
maining efi:ates  of  the  County  of  Virnenburg  by  the  Eleftor  of  Treves,  at 
which  time  this  laft  was  likewife  declared  a  female  fief.  Anna  Salome, 
confort  to  Count  Charles  of  Manderjcheidt-Geroljlein,  made  an  e;cchange 
with  her  brother  Count  Chrijlopher  Lewis  of  Lowenßein-Wertbeim,  in  as 
much  as  fhe  furrendered  to  him  the  County  of  Virnenburg,  and  on  the  con- 
trary received  the  feigniory  of  Kro?7e?iburg  and  Dalbeim,  together  with  their 
appurtenances.  The  Count-line  of  the  houfe  oi  Loieenfiein-Wertheim  com-' 
plains  that  it  is  in  actual  pofi^eflion  only  of  one  fixth  of  the  county  of  Virnen- 
burg }  the  other  five  fixths  of  it  being  fallen  into  fiirange  hands. 

§.  3.  The  arms  of  this  county  are  feven  lozenges  gules,  in  a  field  Or.  It 
enjoys  both  feat  and  voice,  as  well  in  the  Weßpbalian  college  of  the  Counts 
of  the  Empire,  as  at  the  Diets  of  Wellphalia  between  Hoya  and  Diepholz.. 
Out  of  the  forty  florins,  which  it  was  formerly  obliged  to  pay  down  to  each 
Roman  moiMh,  in  the  year  1685  twenty-five  were  deducted,  fo  that  only 
fifteen  remained  over.  To  each  chamber-term  it  is  rated  at  thirty-five  rix- 
doUars, twenty-one  kruitzers. 

§.  4.  To  this  county  belong, 

1.  Virnenburg,  a  citadel,  near  which  lies  a  borough. 

2.  The  villages  of  Bauer,  Freyling,  Wenberod,  Welchebach  and  Lupheim. 
The  reft  of  it  is  fallen  to  the  archbilhopric  of  Treves.

.  I.  ^~t^  His  county  is  furrounded  by  the  county  of  Hrya,  the  bifhoprics 
^  oi  Munßer  znii  Ojnabriick,  and  the  principality  of  Minden.  Its 
length  amounts  to  fomewhat  more  than  three,  and  its  breadth  to  a  little 
above,  one  German  mile. 

§.  2.  This  country  confifls  for  the  mort;  part  of  heaths  and  moors,  con- 
taining in  it  more  meadow  and  pafture  than  arable  land,  the  latter  of  which 
alfo  requires  diligent  attendance.  !n  the  prefeäurate  of  Lemfcrde  the  want 
of  dung  is  compenfated  by  the  following  means,  viz.  a  number  of  per- 
fons  go  behind  the  plough  and  again  dig  the  furrows  which  have  been 
turned  up,  with  fpades,  finking  into  the  ground  as  deep  as  poffible.  The 
land  treated  in  this  manner  is  found  to  be  very  fruitful.  Turf  fupplies 
the  want  of  fufficient  fuel  here  for  burning.  The  Duwmerfee,  which  is 
reckoned  in  the  county  of  Diepholz,  and  therein  in  the  prefedlurate  ofitv//- 
Jorde,  is  one  Germatz  mile  in  length  and  half  a  one  broad,  but  no  where 
above  twelve  or  fixteen  feet  deep,  and  in  the  fhalloweft  places  only  eight. 
The  water  of  this  lake  is  clear  and  rich  in  fifli,  particularly  in  large  carp  ; 
but  thefe  on  account  of  the  moorifli  bottom,  and  the  wood  to  be  found  up 
and  down  therein,  are  feldom  taken.  Wild-ducks  are  alfo  caught  upon 
this  lake.  The  little  river  of  Hunte,  which  pours  itfelf  into  it  out  of  the 
bifhopric  of  Ojnabmck,  after  coming  out  of  it  again,  is  together  with  the 
other  fix  oudets  of  the  lake,  called  by  the  general  name  oi  Lohne. 

§.3.  In  this  county  are  four  boroughs,  and  almoft  1900  fire-places. 
The  inhabitants  fubfift  for  the  moft  part  by  the  breeding  of  cattle,  which 
they  fell  in  Holland,  and  the  parts  about  the  Rhine.  To  Bremen,  Holland  and 
America,  is  exported  their  coarfe  linen,  which  almoft  all  the  peafants  work 
at,  and  for  which  they  truck  the  neceffary  tow,  or  hards,  which  are  moftly 
received  out  of  the  principality  of  Minden  and  the  bilhopric  of  Munfter. 
They  likewife  make  a  coarfe  kind  of  woollen  fluff;  and  in  fpring  and  fum- 
nier  numbers  of  them  earn  a  great  deal  of  money  in  Holland  by  mowing 
and  fpitting  of  turf. 

§.  4.  This  country  is  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and  contains  in  it  ten 
parifhes,  which  fland  under  the  infpedlion  of  a  fuperintendent.  To  them, 
moreover,  is  annexed  the  parifh  of  Goldenßedt,  in  which  are  many  Roman- 
catholic  inhabitants. 

§.  5.  The  ancient  Lords  o£  Diepholz  have  for  a  long  time  fhled  them- 
felves  Noble  Lords,  and  not  Counts.  The  Emperor  Maximilian  I,  hrft 
granted  in  the  year  15 17  to  Henry  the  Tounger  oi  Limeburg  the  expe(R;ancy 

of 
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of  the  county  of  D'V/.W;2,  and  in  15S5  the  i)/V/>Z;ö/s  male-line  becoming 
extindl  in  the  perfon  of  Count  Frederick,  Duke  William  of  Celle  took  pof- 
felTion  thereof.  In  this  houfe  it  continued  without  interruption  till  the  year 
1666  ;  but  after  the  death  of  Duke  Chriftian  Lewis  of  Celle,  his  elder  bro- 
ther, George  IFilliatn,  making  choice  of  the  principality  of  Ct7/^,  he  ceded 
to  his  youngeft  brother,  Duke  Erneft  Aiigiiflin,  bifliop  of  OJnabruck,  firft 
for  his  life-time,  and  afterwards  hereditarily,  the  county  of  Diepholz  ;  and 
this  lall,  after  the  death  of  his  brother  yolm  Frederick,  obtaining  the  princi- 
pality of  Crt/i?72^d';-^,  in  1685  he  brought  to  it  the  county  oi Diepholz. 

§.  6.  The  arms  for  Diepholz  are  a  lion  argent,  with  a  crown  Or,  in  a 
field  azure,  together  with  an  eagle  of  the  fame,  in  a  field  argent. 

§.  7.  The  matricular  taxat'on  of  this  county  is  one  horfe  and  four  foot, 
or  monthly,  twenty-eight  florins.  In  1653,  the  circular  taxation  of  Die- 
pholz was  three  horfe  and  twelve  foot,  of  which  the  poffelTbr  of  the  houfe 
of  y^w/'i/r^  took  upon  himfelf  three  foot.  The  chamber-terms  are  com- 
prized under  the  general  fum,  which  the  Eleäoral-houfe  pays  to  the  cham- 
ber-judicatory.  The  King  of  Great-Britain,  on  account  of  this  county, 
enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  Wejlphalian  college  of  Counts  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  alfo  at  the  Weftphalian  Diets.  At  both  thefe,  Diepholz  fits  be- 
tvveen  Virnenburg  and  Spiegelberg. 

§.  8.  The  eftabliflied  fum  of  the  contribution  for  Diepholz  is,  with  ref- 
ped:  to  that  which  the  county  oi  Hoya  raifes,  as  one  to  fix.  This  country 
has  horfe  quartered  upon  it,  and  alfo  contributes  forage-money,  but  no 
corn  for  the  magazines.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  univerfity  of 
Gottingen  it  pays  alfo  a  ftated  fum  yearly.  With  refpeft  to  certain  privileges 
of  the  province  which  regard  the  upper  court  of  appeals,  an  account  has 
been  given  of  them  above  under  the  county  of  Hoya. 

§.  9.  This  county  conlifls  of  two  prefedlurates,  which  are 

1.  The  prefedlurate  of  Diepholz,  containing 

Diepholz,  a  large  borough  feated  on  the  Hunte,  in  which  lies  the  amt- 
houfe,  fix  gentlemen's  feats,  and  a  fuperintendency. 

2.  The  vogtey  oi  Barnßorf,  in  which  is 

BarnßorJ,  a  borough,  containing  a  parilh-church,  together  with 
Twenty-three  villages.    At  Z)o/z//oA/'is  the  feat  oi  Dannhollen;  zt  Dorpel 
a  gentleman's  feat,   and  a  noble  freedom  ;    at  Beckjiedt,    a  noble  Meyer ; 
at  Collenrade,  a  paridi-church,  and  a  noble   Meyer,  or  farm  j  at  HoltorJ  is 
a:lfo  a  noble  Meyer;  and  at  Vahrenefch  the  fime. 

The  partfli  o'i  Goldeiißedt,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  fubjeds  of  the 
prefediurate  of  Diepholz,  but  in  part  alfo  fubjeös  of  Munfter.  At  the 
church  here  the  foundation  of  Corvey  were  formerly  pofleffed  of  the  right  of 
patronage,  and  prefented  to  the  Count  of  Diepholz  aprotefiiant  candidate, 
who  was  confecrated  and  indudled  by  Diepholz,  Afterwards  the  bifliopric 
of  Munfter  engrofled  to  itfelf  this  right  of  patronage,  and  in  1646  in- 
duced 
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dudled  a  i?o;/?(7«-catliolic  preacher,  and  fuch  alfo  ftill  prevails  there  ;  but  the 
t\tdiox2\-\\on{^  oi  Bninfwick-Luncburg  appoints  a  Proteftant  fcxton  for  the 
church  who  rings  to  church,  and  at  the  very  time  when  the  Roma/i- 
catholics  perform  their  divine  fervice,  fings  Proteftant  hymns.  The  preachers 
at  Callenrade  and  Barnjtorf  exercife  among  the  Proteftant  inhabitants  the 
duties  of  the  prefe6turate ;  and  thefe  for  the  moft  part  anifl  in  the  church 
at  the  Tinging  of  devout  hymns. 

3.  The  vogtey  q{ Drchhcr  contains  in  it  the  borough  of  Carnau,-  together 
with  nine  villages.  At  Afchen  and  Offenbeck  lies  Falkeiihardt,  a  gentleman's 
feat ;  at  Barver,  a  pariili-church  and  a  free  farm  ;  at  Marieti-Drebber  a 
parifli-church  and  two  free  farms  ;  at  yacob\-Drebber  a  parifn-church  and 
a  free  farm,  or  ft:at;  and  at  St.  Hülfe  and  Heedc  a  gentleman's  feat  and 
two  free  farms. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Lemforde  confifts  of  one  borough  and  eight 
villages ;  namely 

Lemforde,  formerly  Leuetiforde,  or  Leuenfurt,  a  borough  feated  in  a 
morraffy  fpot,  and  formerly  furrounded  with  a  rampart  and  ditch,  which 
in  1635  were  thrown  down  and  filled  up.  This  place  contains  a  parifli- 
church. 

Brockum,  a  church-village  in  which  lies  a  gentleman's  feat. 
Lembrucb,  a  village  fituate  hard  by  the  Dummerfee,     together  w'wh.  the 
feats  lying  on  the  Kuhlborjt  and  the  Kberßdorj't. 

Burlage,  a  Sovereign's  manor,  formerly  a  nunnery,  and  in  which  ftill  lies 
a  parifli-church. 

Stemßjorn,  a  village,  in  which  lies  the  feat  o^Teddeiideich. 
Rem.  The  prefedurate  of  Auburg  together  with  Wagenfeld  was 
formerly  included  in  the  county  of  Diepholz,  but  at  prefent  Heff'e-Caffel  is 
in  pofleilion  of  it,  though  with  continued  oppofition  from  the  eledtoral- 
houfe  of  Brunjhjüick-Limeburg.  Its  former  polteflbr  Major-General  Baron 
Cornberg  gave  it  out  for  an  immediate  lordfhip  of  the  Empire,  and  in  1710 
fought  on  account  thereof  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  circle  of  Wejiphalia. 
He  endeavoured  to  fliew  that  Auburg,  before  it  was  made  over  in  fee  to 
Heß-CaJJ'el,  was  a  free  immediate  Allodium  of  the  Empire,  and  as  fuch  de- 
volved in  the  year  1400  from  the  Coxint  oi  Bronkhojji-Steinipedc  to  the 
Covinis  oi  Gemunde,  and  from  them  again  in  1450,  by  purchafe,  to  the 
Counts  of  Diepholz,  which  laft  transferred  it  in  fee  in  the  year  1521  to 
Hejfe-Cafel,  but  without  parting  from  their  fuperiority  over  Auburg.  He 
likewife  maintained,  \hz.t  Auburg  enjoyed  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  circle  of 
Weßphalia  before  it  came  to  Diepholz  ;  and  that  it  was  now  feparated  again 
from  Diepholz  and  contributed  in  particular  to  the  circle  of  Weßphalia. 
His  remonftrances,  however,  were  without  effedl,  and  after  his  death, 
Hejfe-Caffl'l  took  poffefrion  of  the  prefedurate  of  Auburg.

K  1,  '~T^  II  IS  county  which  is  but  fmall  in  circumference,  belongs  to  the 
'*'  priucipahtyof  C^A'/'i^^^^,  being  furrounded  by  the  Brmj'wick  pre- 
fedurates  of  Calenbcrg,  Lauenflein  and  Springe.  Count  Bernhard  cf  Poppen- 
burg  was  the  original  of  the  ancient  Counts  oi  Spiegelberg.  The  old  race, 
however,  becoming  extinft  in  the  year  1557,  in  the  perfon  of  Count 
Philip,  who  was  flain  in  the  battle  of  St.  ^entin,  this  county  was  conferred 
in  fief  in  the  year  1583  by  Erich  the  younger,  Duke  of  Brun/ii;ick-Ca/en' 
bcrv,  ai  fuperior,  on  the  faid  Count's  eldefl  filler's  hufband,  Count  Her- 
viaioi  Siiv'jn  of  ihc  Lippe,  and  on  the  extindion  of  his  male-race  in  »he 
perlun  of  liis  fon  Pinlip  in  the  year  1584,  on  the  three  fons  of  Count 
George  of  Gleichen,  \'iz.  Philip  Erneß,  John  Leiiis,  and  George,  whom  he 
had'^by  the  above  Count  P/'//// of  6jö%c//^«'/s  fecond  filler,  named  WaU 
piirgis.  But  Count  Join  Lewis  of  Gleichen,  the  lafl  of  his  family,  dying 
alfo  in  the  year  163  i,  this  county  in  1614  was  given  in  fliare  to  the  Counts 
of  Neijjm-Dietz,  by  virtue  of  an  expednncy,  which  Duke  Frederick  Ulrich 
of  Brunjwick,  hulband  to  his  fifler  Sophia  Hedeivig,  conferred  on  Count 
Erne/i  Caßmir  of  Najfaii-Dietx  ;  and  from  this  laft  is  defcended  William  V. 
Prince  of  Oravge,  and  hereditary  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Provinces,  who 
at  prefent  holds  this  county  in  poffcflion. 

§.  2.  The  Counts  and  inhabitants  of  this  county  muft  perform  the  oath 
of  homage  to  the  Dukes  of  Brmfwick-Calenberg,  the  former  of  whom 
even  appear  before  the  higher  judicatories  of  Brunfwick-Ltauburg,  and  ap- 
peals from  the  fentences,  pronounced  at  the  Count's  jm-!icatories,  come  in 
like  manner  before  them.  The  priefls  and  chaplains  of  the  Count  are  pre- 
fented  to  the  eledoral-confiftory  of  Brimfioick  for  examination,  trial,  and 
probation  fermons.  They  alfo  fubfcribe  to  the  church-orders  of  BrunJ'K-ick- 
Luneburg,  and  are  confecrated  by  the  eledoral-conliftory.  When  ths  is 
done,  they  are  induced  by  the  officers  of  the  Count,  but  at  the  indudtion 
of  the  preacher  of  Coppenbriigge  a  fermon  is  made  by  the  elecforal-fuperin- 
tendent.  The  general  church-vifitations  here  are  appointed  and  held  by  the 
eledüral-confiftory  of  Bninßjick-Luneburg  in  this  county,  and  at  them  the 
officers  of  the  Count  appear  at  the  fame  time,  when  they  are  obliged  to 
remove  any  occurring  defefts  in  conjundtion  with  the  eledoral  vifiters:  The 
Spiegelbcrg  preachers  alfo,  when  fuipeded  of  teaching  erroneous  doclrines, 
or  othcrwife  are  obliged  to  give  account  to  the  eiedoral-confiftory,  and 
prefent  themfelves  before  it  on  requifition.  In  matrimonial  and  fpiritual 
matters  the  Count  takes  cognizance  in  the  firft  inftance,  and  from  his  cog- 
nizance 
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nizance  an  appeal  lies  to  the  faid  confiftory.  The  fiibjeds  of  the  county  oi  Spi- 
egelberg,  together  with  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  principality  of  Callcnberg, 
perform  the  arriere-ban  to  the  eleftoral-houfe,  are  burdened  with  the  troops  of 
Brunfwick- Lüneburg,  and  contribute  their  quota  towards  their  maintenance. 
The  Counts,  indeed,  are  exempted  from  appearance  at  the  Provincial-diets 
o(  Calcnberg  ;  but  the  Cö/cä/^^?-^  provincial  ordinances  aie  alfo  publifhed  for 
execution  at  Spiegelbetg. 

§.  3.  To  the  elecftoral  houfe  of  Bruripwick-Liineburg  belongs  the  fuperiority 
over  the  county  oi  SpiegeJbcrg,  and  on  account  thereof  it  enjoys,  as  well  in 
the  Weßphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire  as  alfo  at  the  Diets  of 
the  circle  of  Weftphalia,  both  feat  and  voice  between  Diepholz  and  Rictfjerg; 
the  eleöoral  houfe  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  the  year  1667,  J671,  1682, 
and  moreover  in  the  prefent  century  carrying  the  Spiegelberg  voice.  This 
county  was  formerly  fubjedt  to  a  matricular  evaluation  ot  two  horfe,  or 
twenty-four  florins;  but  at  prefent  contributes  nothing  particular,  its  con- 
tingent being  included  in  that  of  Calenberg,  out  of  which  alfo  the  taxes  of 
the  circle  are  paid.  In  the  ufual  7?iatricnla  Spiegelbcrg  is  rated,  for  one 
chamber-term,  at  thirty-two  rixdoUars,  forty  kruitzers  and  three  quarters  ; 
and  though  the  Counts  indeed  pay  in  thefe  funis  immediately  at  the  proper 
place,  yet  that  only  happens  minifterially,  and  by  the  chefls  and  their 
direftors,  at  fuch  times  as  the  Counts  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  negligent  in 
paying  the  Spiegelberg  contingent  when  advertifements  are  iffued  out  on  the 
Regent-princes  of  Calenberg,  by  the  Regency  of  which  whatever  is  at  that 
time  neceflary  is  ordered. 

§.  4.  To  this  county  belong  the  following  places  :  viz, 

Coppenbnigge,  a  borough. 

Hohnjc?!,  a  church-village. 

Hercketifen,  a  village  united  to  that  of  Hohnfen. 

Brmijehaufc!!,  a.  church- village. 

Brulliejefi  and 

Neufladt,  villages  incorporated  in  one  parifli  with  Hachmuhlen,  which  lies 
in  the  prefedurate  of  Springe. 

Oehrjeii,   an  eftate  belonging  to  the  family  o^  Klenken. 

Of  this  county  alfo  confiderable  portions  and  eltates  lituate  without  it  are 
held  in  fief. 

The  ancient  citadel  of  Spiegelberg,  in  which  formerly  the  Counts  had  their 
refidence,  ftood  on  an  eminence,  fituate  at  prefent  in  the  prefedurate  of 
Lauenßein.  A  lord  of  Homburg  caufed  this  citadel  to  be  reduced  to  afhes, 
and  Count  Maurice  of  Spiegelberg  at  the  fame  time  to  be  llabbed  treacheroufly 
at  the  houfe  oi Lauenß.ein.  Hard  by  this  place  is  a  hofpital  for  old  women, 
with  a  chapel  in  it  to  which  many  pilgrimages  are  made  on  account  of  an 
image  of  the  Virgin  there.

§.  I.  •^■^IIE  county  oi  Rietbcrg,  alfo  called  Ritt  berg  and  Ret  berg,  is  beft 
•*■  feeii  in  the  charts  oi  the  bidiopric  of  Paderborn,  which  have 
been  mentioned  above,  p.  312.  This  county  terminates,  to  the  eaft,  on 
the  bidiopric  of  P<;/<;/ir/!^f'r«  ;  to  the  louth,  on  the  county  of  Z,//)/»^  ;  to  the 
weft,  on  the  Ofnabruck  prefedlurate  of  Reckenberg,  and,  to  tlie  north,  on 
the  county  of  Riivensberg.  Its  length  amounts  to  about  four  and  a  half, 
and  its  grcatefl:  breadth  to  one  and  a  half  Gtrwö«  miles. 

§.2.  The  foil  here  con  fills,  for  the  moll:  part,  of  heath,  the  river  Serine, 
which  has  been  defcribed  under  the  h'ü\\o^x\coi  Paderborn,  running  through 
it.  The  rivers  Embs  and  H<illcnbeck,  which  come  out  of  the  bilhopric  of 
Paderborn,  traverie  the  foutherly,  and  the  rivulet  of  Dalke  the  northerly  part 
of  this  country. 

§.  3.  The  county  of  Rietberg,  which  was  othervvife  allodial,    in  the  year 
1456,   was  made  over  in  lief  by  the  Count  of  Heffe  to  Count  Conrad.    y<,hn, 
the  lad  Count  of  Rietberg,  died  in  the  year  1562,  upon  which  Agnes,  his 
widow,  entered  into  an  agreement,  in  1565,  with  ließe,  to  the  following 
purpofe:  'viz.  that  Ä^lLou  Id  in  veil:  her  daughters,  Armgard  und  Walbut-g, 
anew  with  this  county  as  a  right,   hereditary  and  male  fief,   to  them  and  the 
legitimate  heirs  of  their   bodies,    as    well  fons  as  in  default    of  them   to 
daughters.      The  Countefles  Armgard  and   Walburg  divided  the   county 
among  themfelves,    in  the  year  1576,  in  fuch   a  manner  that  the  former 
obtained  the  county  of  Rietberg  and  the  latter  the  feigniories  of    Ejcns, 
Stedejdorf  and   Wittmund,    which   have  been   defcribed  above  ;     But  the 
Countefs  of -^rw^ö/-^/ dying,  in  the  year  15S4,  without  heii-s,  the  county  of 
Rietberg  fell   to  her  fifter  Walburg,  whole  hufband,  Count   Enno  III.  of 
Eaß'Frießäjid,  was  inverted  therewith,    in  1585,    inftead  and  in  the  name 
of  his  confort,  as  aright,  hereditary  and  male  fief,  to  defcend  both  to  fons 
and  daughters.     The  Countefs  Walburg  died  in  the  year   1586    without 
male-heirs,  leaving  behind  her  only  two  daughters;  namely,  Sabine  Ca- 
therine and  Agnes,  who,  in  the  year  i6ao,  entered   into  a  flipulation   on 
account  of  the  future  fucceffion  to  the  regency  in  the  lame  manner  as  their 
mother  had  formerly  done  with  her  iifter.     This  ftipuhition  was  ratified  by 
the  Emperor  ÄWi/^;Z)ir.  and  alio  by  the  King  of  Spain  as  Duke  oi  Gelders; 
but  the  CounteiTes  were  not  able  to  obtain  the  invelliture  thereof  from  Heffe. 
"Sabine  Catherine  mzxvltd  her  father's  brother,  Cownt  John,  oi  Eaß-Frießand, 
and  Agnes,    Count  Gundacker   of  Licbtenfiein.      The    Counts  Ferdinand, 
Francis  and  "^ohn,    fons   to  the  former,    obtained  at  length  from  Ueff'e, 

namely. 
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namely,  in  the  year  1645,  ^^  invefliture  for  their  male  and  female  de- 
fcendants,  but  the  fons  were  always  to  take  place  of  the  daughters.  Count 
"John  hereditarily  tranfmitted  the  county  to  his  fons  Francis  Adolphia  William 
and  Ferdinand  Maxi?fii Han  ;  on  whole  death,  Maria  Erncßina  Francijca, 
daughter  to  the  latter  and  afterwards  confort  to  Count  Maximilian  Uldarich 
of  jK^z/zz/te  was  inverted,  in  the  year  1692,  hy  Heffe-Cajfe I,  v/ith  the  county 
of  Rietberg,  and  in  1702  and  17 14,  maintained  and  confirmed  in  the 
poffeffion  thereof,  in  oppofition  to  Lichtenßein,  by  the  aulic-council  of  the 
Empire. 

§.  4.  The  arms  for  Rietberg  are  an  eagle  crowned  Or  in  a  field  gules. 
The  Count  of  Kaunitz-Rietberg  bears  alio  in  his  title  the  feigniories  of 
Efens,  StedeJdorJ  and  Wittmund.  On  account  of  Rietberg,  he  enjoys  both 
feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle  of  Weßfhalia,  as  alfo  in  the  Weji- 
phalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire.  His  place  at  both  is  between 
Spiegelberg  and  Pyrmont.  The  matricular  evaluation  of  this  county  is  fix  horfe 
or  mondily  feventy-two  florins.  To  each  chamber-term  it  pays  feventy  rix- 
doUars,  forty-nine  kruitzers. 

§.  5.  This  county  contains  in  it, 

1.  Rietberg,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Ew^^j,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
which,  on  the  fame  river,  lies  the  citadel  of  fiöt^z. 

2.  The  villages  oi  Neuenkirchen,  Verle  znd  Holte. 

3.  Garßwinkel,  a  nobleman's  eftate.

§.i.  r^KVTM^  OVERHEIFiE  has  delineated  a  chart  of  the  county 
^-^  oi  Pyrmont,  which  Homanns,  heirs  puhlitlicd  in  the  year  17C2 
and  in  the  Atlas  0/ Germany  this  chart  conflitutes  the  hundred  and  twelfth. 
We  alfo  find  it  in  the  fourth  edition  of  Dr.  Job.  Phil.  Seip's  Deßription  of 
the  mineral-ivaters  and ßeel-fprings  0/  Pyrmont;  in  which  dcfcription  is  like- 
wife  to  be  feen  a  view  of  the  citadel  and  new  town  of  Pyrmofit,  delineated 
on  two  copper-plates. 

§.2.  This  county  terminates,  to  the  north  and  eaft,  on  the  Hanoverian 
prefedlurate  of  Erzen ;  to  the  fouth  and  weft,  on  the  Wolfenbiittel  prefec- 
turate  of  Ottenßein,  together  with  the  Hanoverian  prefedlurate  of  Polle,  and 
the  Lippe  prefedlurates  of  Schwaletiberg,  Schieder  and  Barendorf,  as  alfo  on 
the  territory  of  Paderborn,  and  in  particular  on  the  borders  of  the  town  of 
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Lude.    This  county,  from  fouth  to  north,  as  alfo  from  eaft  to  weft,  extends 
to  about  three  hours  hi  length. 

f}.  3.  The  lower  part  of  the  county  contains  an  uncommonly  beautiful 
and  pleafant  vale,  which  extends  almoft  forone  hour  in  length  and  breadth, 
and  through  it  runs  the  limmer.  All  around  it  is  environed  by  lofty  green 
mountains.  In  it  are  the  celebrated  mineral-fprings  and  fteel-waters.  On 
the  E,mr,2cr  is  alfo  a  lalt-work.  Among  the  mountains  there,  in  particular, 
is  to  be  oblervcd  a  high  one,  which  ftands  about  an  hour  and  a  halt^sdiftance 
to  the  fourh-wcfl  of  the  citadel  of  Pyrmont,  and  on  which  the  limits  of  the 
counties  of  Pyrmont  and  Lippe,  as  alfo  the  territory  of  Paderborn  meet  ; 
but  the  fiirface  of  it  belongs,  for  the  nioft  part,  to  Pyrmont.  On  it  are 
likewife  to  be  fcen  the  remains  of  Hermans  or  Harmhis-burg,  or  Jort, 
which  takes  its  name  from  the  ancient  German  general  Arminhis,  or 
Llerinann. 

§.  4.  The  public  religion  of  this  county  is  the  Lutheran,  which  was  in- 
troduced l«.'re  fo  early  as  the  year  1552.  At  the  new  town  oi  Pyrmont  re- 
fides  a  fuperintendant,  who  has  the  infpedlion  of  the  twopariflies. 

§.  5.  In  the  twelfth  century  this  county  was  known  by  the  name  oi  Per- 
rcmunt,  Piremunt,  and  Pirotjiunt,  and   beloniged  to  the  Count  of  Schwa- 
lenberg.     The  laft  Count  of  Pyrmont,  by  name  Maurice,  dying  in  the  year 
1494,  the  hereditary  fucceffion  to  the  county  came  to  his  fifter's  fbns,  Fre- 
derick and  Maurice,  Counts  of  Spiegelberg ;  the  firft  of  whom  arrived  at 
length,  alone  to  the  poffefTion  thereof,  and  left  behind  an  oniy  fon,  named 
Philip,  together  with  three  daughters ;  "viz.  Maria,    Urfula  and   Walburg. 
Count  Philip,  the  lalf  of  the  male  race  o{  Spiegelberg,  died  in  the  year  1557  ; 
upon  which  his  fecond  fifter,  named  Urfula,  brought  the  counties  of  Spie- 
gelberg and  Pyrmont  to  her  hufband.  Count  Hennarm  Si??!on  of  the  Lippe  j 
but  his  fon  P/»//;/»  dying  in  the  year   1583,  the  abovementioned  Countefs 
Walburg,  who  was  alfo  Countefs-dowager  of  Gleichen,  took   poffeffion    for 
herfelf  and  her  three  fons  of  the  county  oi Pyrmo7it ;  in  which  pofleflion  fhe 
eftabliilied  herfelf  by  the  counfel  and  afliftance  of  Duke  Philip  of  Bn/nfu'ick- 
Grubenhagen.     Her  fons  maintained  it  alfo  againft  the  claims  of  the  bilhopric 
of  Paderborn  ;  and  Count  John  Lewis  of  Gleichen  having  no  hopes  of  heirs 
of  his  body,  in  the  year  1625,  he  bequeathed  and  made  over  the  county  of 
Pyrmont  to  his  ccufins   the  Counts  Ckrijlian  and   Wolrad  of  Waldeck,  his 
ftipulatory  fucceflbrs  and  coufins,  who  were  alfo  inverted  therewith  by  the 
princely  hov;fe  of  Brunßvick.     In  the  year    1668,  the  houfe  of  Waldeck 
entered  into  a  ftipulition  with  thebilliopric  of  P^/^/cT/^ö/-«,  by  virtue  of  which. 
the  county  of  Pyrmont  was  ceded  to  the  poflefiion  and  enjoyment  of  the 
houfe  of  Waldeck,  as  an  inheritance  and  property,  without  any  dependance 
and  recognition,  and  as  having  alfo  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the 
Enipire  and  circle  ;  but  with  this  refervation  to  the  bifliopric,  that,  in  cafe 
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the  male  ftock  of  the  houfe  of  Waldeck  fhould  hereafter  become  extinä:,  it 
fliould  fucceed  to  the  county,  on  the  payment  of  20,000  rixdollars  to  the 
daughters  of  IValdeck,  and  incorporate  it  with  the  lands  of  the  birtiopvic, 
to  which  the  leigiuory,  or  prefe<fturate,  of  Lugde,  ov  Lüde,  was  ceded. 

§.  6.  The  arms  for  this  coiintv  are  an  anchor-crofs  in  a  field  argent.  The 
Prince  of  JValdcck,  on  account  thereof,  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  in  the 
WeJiphaUan  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire,  as  alfo  at  the  Diets  of  the 
circle  of  Wejlphalia,  at  which  his  place  is  between  Rietberg  and  GromjeU. 
The  matricular  evaluation  of  this  county,  ever  fincethe  alteration  which  was 
made  in  the  year  1692,  is  fourteen  florins:  and  to  each  chamber-term  it 
pays  feventeen  rixdollars,   674  s- kruitzers. 

§.7,  The  annual  revenues  ariiing  from  this  county  to  the  Sovereign  arc 
eftimated  at  near  30,000  rixdollars,  to  which  the  mineral-fprings  and  the 
falt-work  contribute  moft. 

§.  8.  To  this  county,  exclufive  of  the  citadel  and  new  town  of  Pymiofity 
belong  alio  ten  villages,  which  conflitute  an  upper-prefed:urate  and  two 
pariOies.     It  is  divided  into, 

1.  The  lower  part  :  to  which  belongs, 

1.  The  citadel  oi  Pyrmont,  which  is  fortified  with  a  broad  ditch,  high 
ramparts,  fubterraneous  paflagcs  and  vaults.  The  old  citadel  here,  which 
was  firfl:  founded  in  the  year  1526,  was  pulled  down  in  1706,  and  a  new 
one  eredted  in  its  ftead.  The  citadel  was  taken,  in  the  year  1630,  by  the 
bifliop  oi  Paderborn  after  a  fiege  often  months,  and,  in  1633,  by  the  Swedes 
after  another  of  two  months  j  as  alfo  again,  in  the  year  1636,  by  the  Impe- 
rialifls,  and,  in  1646,  hy  the  Swedes. 

From  the  ditch  of  the  citadel  a  canal  has  been  carried  quite  down  to  the 
fpring-alley ;  and  to  it  is  joined  a  mineral-fountain,  the  water  of  which 
rifes  about  twenty  feet  high.  At  the  alley  above  is  a  ball  and  an  afifembly- 
houfe,  and  hard  by  it  lies  the  well,  or  fpring-houfe,  which  encloies  the 
famous  acidula,  the  fpring  of  which  runs  with  great  brifknefs ;  and  at  about 
forty-four  feet  diftance  from  this  fountain-head  rifes  the  great  Brodelbrunn, 
or  bubbling- fpring,  which  has  hitherto  been  ufed  only  for  bathing,  and  the 
fprings  of  which  make  a  great  noife.  At  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  diftance 
from  the  fountain-head,  to  the  weft  of  it  lies  the  lower  Badebrunn,  which, 
is  the  weakeft  of  them  all  in  its  contents. 

Between  the  fpring  and  the  village  of  OeßorfWts, 

2.  The  new  town  of  Pyrmont,  which  was  firft  founded,  in  the  year  1668, 
under  the  name  of  the  Brunnenßrafze,  and  continuing  to  be  conftantly  en- 
larged, was  favoured,  in  the  year  1720,  under  the  prefent  name,  with  town- 
privileges.  To  the  fouth  of  it  ftands  an  orphan-houfe,  and  on  the  north 
fide  lies  a  good  ftone-quarry,  in  which  is  a  pit  refembling  the  grotto  del 
cane,  not  far  from  Naples,  from  which  ftrong  fulphureous  fumes  afcend, 
and  over  which,  in  the  year  1720,  a  ftone-vauk  was  built..    About  thirty 
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rods  from  this  fulphufeous  cavern  rifcs  a  brifk  fpring,  the  waters  of  which 
are  of  a  pleafant,  vinous,  acid  tafte. 

3.  Oeflorf,  a  church-village,  adjoining  to  which  is  the  new  town  of 
Pyrmont. 

4.  Not  far  from  it,  on  the  Emmer,  near  the  mill  of  Dringenau,  was 
founded,  in  the  year  1732,  a  fak-work,  in  the  fpring  of  which  fulphu- 
reous  fumes  are  obferved  ;  and  in  the  fame  year,  not  far  from  the  fait- work 
on  the  Ernmer,  a  new  acidula  was  difcovered,  the  water  of  which  is  neither 
fu  ftrong,  harfh,  nor  aftringent  as  the  fteel-waters  of  the  old  head-fpring 
near  Pyrmont. 

5.  The  villages  of  Holzhnufen  (above  which  are  three  finkings  of  the  earth) 
Ihgen,  hoisaenhaufen  and  Thai,  are  united  in  one  parilli  with  Oe/hrf. 

II.  Into  the  upper  part,  compriling  in  it  the  villages  oi Nehrjen,  Baarfen, 
Orojfenberg,  or  Brauersberg,  Kleinenberg  and  Eichenborn.

1. 1.  'T~^HE  little  county  oiGromfeld  lies  in  the  dutchy  of  Li?nburg,  not 
•^  far  from  the  Maafz  as  alfo  from  Maßricht.  It  is  an  ancient 
feigniory,  which  was  brought  by  Catherine  of  Gromfcld,  in  the  fifteenth 
century,  to  her  hufband,  a  Lord  of  Bronkhorß,  and  was  raifed  by  the  Em- 
peror RudolphW.  to  a  county.  In  the  year  1719,  the  raceof  the  Counts  of 
Bronkhorß  and  Gronsfcld  became  extinft  in  the  perfon  of  Count  John 
Francis,  who  was  obliged  to  bequeath  the  county  to  his  con  fort  Maria 
Anna,  Countefs  of  Torring-Jettenbach,  whofe  brother's  fon,  Maximilian 
Emanuel,  flyles  himfelf  Count  of  T^orring-Jettenbach  and  Gronsfcld. 

§.  2.  The  Counts  of  Gronsfcld  are  poffefTed  both  of  feat  and  voice  in  the 
Tl^'e/lphali an  coWege  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire,  as  alfo  at  the  Diets  of 
the  circle  of  Wejiphalia,  and  fit  between  Pyrmont  and  Reckheim.  In  the 
ufual  matricula  the  county  of  Gronsfcld  is  rated  to  each  chamber-term,  after 
deducting  the  feigniory  of  Schlenacken,  in  nineteen  rixdollars,  fixty-one 
kruitzers  and  feven  eighths.  What  further  relates  to  this  county  I  am  igno- 
rant of.

§,j,.  'T^HE  county  o(  Reckbeim,  or  Red; im,  lies  on  the  Maafz,  being

town  of  Maftricht,  and  feparated  by  the  Maafo  from  the  dutchy  oi' 
Ijimburg. 

%.  2.  This  oonnty  is  an  Imperial  female  fief,  and,  among  others,  belonged 
formerly,  as  a  feigniory,  to  the  Barons  of  ^ad,  from  whom,  in  the  year 
1556^  Henmnn  oi  Linden  purchaied  it;  in  whofe  defcendants,  the  Counts 
oi  Afpcrmont.,  it  has  continued  to  this  day.  In  the  year  1623,  it  was  raifed 
by  the  Emperor  to  the  dignity  of  a  county. 

§.  3.  The  arms  for  this  county  are  a  lion  gides  in  a  field  Or.  The  pro- 
prietor of  it  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  Wejlpbalian  college  of  the 
Counts  of  the  Empire,  as  aUb  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Wejlphalia^  and 
that  after  Gromfehi.  In  the  ufual  matricida,  the  county  of  Reckhcim  is  rated 
to  each  chamber-term  at  fifty-two  rixdollars,  forty-five  kruitzers. 

§.  4.  In  it  is, 

1.  Rechbeim^  or  Rtckcm,  a  fmalltown,  fituate  not  far  from  the  Maafz. 

2.  Hoichtcii,  a  cloyfter.

§.  I.  npH  I  S  feigniory  lies  between  the  bifhopric  of  Munfler,  the  dutchy 
of  Cleve  and  the  county  of  Ziitphen.  The  ancient  lords  of 
Anhok  became  extindl  towards  the  clofe  of  the  twelfth  century  or  in  the 
beginning  of  the  following,  at  which  time  a  female  heirefs  of  this  houfe 
brought  the  feigniory  of  Anholt  to  her  confort  John  of  Bi'0?ikho)jL  Thca- 
derick  III.  and  John  'Jacobs  foas  to  Count  '^acob  of  Bronkbor/l,  divided  the 
maternal  and  paternal  eflates ;  by  which  diviiiDo,  Count  Theodorick  obtained, 
for  his  (hare,  the  feigniory  of  Anhok  with  i^s  appendages  as  the  moft  con- 
fider -.hie  portion,  and  John  Jacob  the  other  eftates.  Euch  of  thefe  brothers 
left  behind  him  a  daughter,  of  whom  Maria  Anna,  daughter  to  Theodoricky 
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being  married  to  Leopold  Philip  Charles,  Prince  of  Salm,  the  father,  in  his 
life-time,  naniely,  in  the  year  1641,  mad ^*  her  a  donation  of  all  his  eftates, 
and  among  them  alfo  of  the  feigniory  o^  Anholt ;  which  donation  was  rati- 
fied by  the  Emperor  FerdinandWl.  upon  which  thefe  eftates  were  adually 
ceded  to  the  daughter.  In  the  year  1571,  the  Emperor  Maximilian  II.  con- 
ferred the  right  of  coinage  on  the  feigniory  of  Anholt. 

§.  2.  The  princely  houfe  of  Salm  enjoys,  on  account  of  this  feigniory, 
both  feat  and  voice  in  the  Weßphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire, 
and  alfo  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Wejtphalia.  At  both  thefe  it  fits  be- 
tween Rcckheim^nd  Winnenburg,  and  in  the  circle  olWellphaliah  rated  at 
twelve  florins  ;  but  Anholt  neither  ftands  in  the  Imperial  nor  cameral  matri- 
aila,  and  the  low-country  province  of  Geldcrs  appropriates  to  itfelf  the  Ai- 
periority  over  this  feigniory.  It  was  of  old  a  fief  of  Gelders,  but  the 
Emperor  Charles  V.  obtaining  Gelders  remitted  its  allegiance  to  him. 
§.  3.  The  head  place  in  this  feigniory  is 
Anholt,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel  lying  on  the  Old  Tjfel.

§.i.  npHE  feigniories  of  Winnenburg  (alfo  called  Winneburg  and  Win- 
■*'  /lefiberg)  together  with  that  of  Beiljlein,  lie  in  the  archbilbopric 
of  Treves,  between  the  Mofel  and  the  Hundfruck,  and  are  to  be  feen  on 
the  firft  leaf  of  Homann%  chart  of  the  courfe  of  the  Rhine  from  Bafel 
to  Bonn. 

%.  2.  Thefe  feigniories  belonged  formerly  to  the  family  of  Winnenburg 
■i.vA-BeiUlein,  which  became  cxtind:  towards  the  beginning  of  thefeventeenth 
centur)' ;  upon  which  the  feigniories,  as  an  open  fief,  fell  to  the  archbilliopric 
of  Treves ;  but  the  Eledtor  Lotharius,  of  the  houfe  of  Metternich,  inverted 
the  Lord  of  Metternich  therewith. 

§.  3.  The  prefent  houfe  of  Metternich,  on  account  of  thefe  feigniories, 
enjoys,  as  well  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia,  as  alfo  in  the  Weß- 
phalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Empire,  both  feat  and  voice  between 
Anholt  and  Holzapfel,  and  pays  a  matricular  afleflment  of  one  horK;  or 
twelve  florins ;  but  to  a  chamber-term,  eight  rixdoUars,  nine  kruitzeis  and 
three  quarters.  The  arms  of  this  houfe,  on  account  of  Winnenburg,  are 
an  angular  tranfverfe-beam,  on  each  fide  of  which  ftand  three  crofles  Or  in 
a  field  gules;  and,  on  account  q^  Beiljlein,  three  hunting-horns  argent  in  a 
held  of  the  fame.

§.  4.  In  the  feigniory  of  Wlnnenhurg  is  a  citadel  of  the  fame  name,  feated 
hard  by  Baldeneck ,  and  in  the  fcigniory  of  Beiljicin  lies  the  town  of  that 
name  on  the  Mofel,  in  which,  as  well  as  in  the  feigniory,  the  Eleftor  of 
Treves  is  polTeiled  of  a  part.

I.  A  DISTINCT  and  competent  view  of  the  county  of  Holzapfel 
-^^  is  to  be  had  in  feveral  charts ;  as,  for  inftance,  on  the  third  flieet 
of  the  chart  of  HeJJ'e-Darm/iadt,  on  the  chart  of  the  lower  county  oi  Katze- 
nellnbogen  and  on  that  of  the  principality  of  NaJJau,  which,  in  the  Adas  of 
Germany  conftitute  the  one  hundred  and  firft,  the  one  hundred  and  fiftii 
and  the  one  hundred  and  fixth. 

§.  2.  This  county  lies  on  the  river  Labn,  being  furrounded  by  the  territories 
of  the  Eledlor  of  Treves  as  alio  by  thofe  of  NaJJau-Dictz. 

§.3.  It  receives  its  origin  from  the  immediate  Imperial  feigniory  ol  Eßerau 
and  the  vogtcy  of  Ifelbach,  which  were  difpofed  of  hereditarily  by  Prince 
yohn  Lewis  of  Naffau-Hadamar,  in  the  year  1643,  to  the  new  Count, 
Peter  Holzapfel,  together  with  all  its  fuperiorities,  for  64,000  rixdollars, 
and  raifed  t'.ie  fame  year  by  the  Emperor  to  an  immediate  Imperial  county 
under  the  name  of  Holzapfel.  Elizabeth  Charlotta,  only  legitimate  daughter 
to  ihe  above  Count  Peter  Holzapfel,  was  married  to  Prince  Adolphus  of 
Naffau-Dillenburg,  who  annexed  to  h-mlelf  the  paternal  eflates,  but  died  in 
the  year  1707,  leaving  three  Princeiles  behind  him,  the  eldeft  of  whona 
was  married  to  Prince  William  Maurile  of  Naffau- Siegen,  the  fecond  to 
Count  Frederick  Adolphus  of  Lippe-Detmold,  and  the  third  to  Prince  Lehrecht 
of  Anhalt-Bernburg'Hoym.  The  pofterity  of  the  latter  are  poiTeffed  of  the 
county  of  Holzapfel,  which  is  allodial. 

§.4.  The  Prince  of  Anhalt- Bernburg-Hoym,  by  virtue  of  this  county, 
enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  in  the  Wedphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the 
Empire,  between  Winnenbiirg  and  BlaJikenheim.  It  was  received  into  thg 
circle  oi  Weßpbalia  in  the  year  1643,  ^^'^^  ^■^kti  Its  place  between  Winnen^ 
burg  and  Wittem.  Its  Imperial  and  circular  matricular  evaluation  is  fifteen 
florins,  and  in  the  ufual  matriciila  it  is  rated  to  each  chamber-term  at 
thirteen  rixdollars,  eighty-Ax  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

§.  5.  This  county  contains  in  it, 

I,  Holzapfel,  a  fmall  town,  which,  in  the  year  1688,,  wa§  raifed  fvom  a 
borough  to  a  town. 
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2.  The    villages    of    Dornberg,    Eppenrode,     Geelenau,     Girfchkatijen^ 
Herrhinifcn,  Jff'elbach,  Lange?! fch'id,  Laurenhurg,  Rvpperode  and  Scheid. 

3.  Charlottenberg,  which  was  founded  by  fome  refugee  JValdenJcs. 


The    Seigniories    of 
JVITTEMy  ETSS  and  SCHLENACKEN, 

§.  I.  ''  I  "■  H  E  fcigniory  of  Wittern,  which,  in  the  tir!e  cf  the  Counts  of 
Fhttenberg  is  alfo  filled  a  county,  is  wholly  environed  by  the 
dutchy  of  Limburg,  and  lies  about  one  German  mile  and  a  half  to  the  weft 
of  the  Imperial  city  o^  Aix-la-chapelle.  This  feigniory  maybe  feen  on  the 
chart  of  the  dutchies  of  "Jidiers  and  Berg,  mentioned  above,  p.  399,  as  alfo 
on  the  chart  of  the  archbiibopric  of  Cologn. 

§.  2.  It  was  originally  an  hereditary  eftate  of  the  Dukes  of  Brabant. 
Duke  John  II,  conferred  it  in  fief  on  his  illegitimate  fon,  John  of  Coßaer, 
whofe  great-grandfon,  Frederick  of  Wittern,  difpofed  of  it,  in  the  year 
1466,  to  T'hecderick  oi  Pallant,  as  a  fief  of  Brabant.  Of  this  family  was 
defcended  Count  Florence  II.  of  Cnylcnburg,  who,  in  default  of  male-heirs, 
appointed  Philip  Theodore,  Count  of  Waldeck,  and  fon  to  his  fifter's  daughter, 
heir  to  the  feigniory  of  Wittern.  In  \71ji  Albertina  Elizabeth  oi  Waldeck^ 
difpofed  of  it  to  one  of  the  name  oi Pretlack,  or  Brettlach;  and  the  latter,  in 
1720,  to  the  Count  of  Giech,  who  not  long  after  difpofed  of  it  again  to  the 
Count  of  Plettenberg.  This  feigniory  was  formerly  a  fief  of  Brabant,  but 
in  the  year  1689,  Spain  diverted  itfelf  of  the  fuperiority  and  all  right  over 
it,  whence  it  is  now  become  allodial. 

§.  3.  The  arms  for  this  feigniory  are  a  crofs  argent  in  a  field  azure.  The 
Count  of  Plettenberg,  by  virtue  of  this  feigniory,  is  a  member  of  the  Wefl- 
phalian  college  of  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and  enjoys  alfo  both  feat  and  voice 
at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle  of  Weßphalia,  at  which  he  is  called  over  between 
Holzapfel  and  Blankenheim.  As  the  feigniory  of  Pallant,  in  the  dutchy  of 
Juliers,  belonged  to  Wittern,  both  formerly  had  one  matricular  evaluation, 
amounting  to  one  horfe  and  four  foot,  or  twenty-eight  florins  ;  but  Pallant 
being  fevered  from  Wittern,  the  Count  oi  Giech  applied  to  the  Emperor  and. 
Empire  for  the  reduction  of  this  evaluation  to  fourteen  florins.  To  each, 
chamber-term  the  feigniory  oi  Wittern,  was  rated  in  the  year  1727  at  four 
rixdoUars. 

§.  4.  The  citadels  of  Wittern  and  Mecheln^  which  latter  is  the  head  place 
of  the  feigniory,  lie  both  on  the  river  Geul. 

§.  5.  The  feigniory  of  Eyfz,  or  Eijz,  lies  alfo  within  the  limits  of  the 
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dutchy  of  Li Jfiiurg,  not  far  to  the  north  of  the  fcigniory  of  Wittern.  Eva, 
daughter  to  Hermann  of  Eyfz,  brought  this  feigniory  to  her  hufband,  who 
was  one  of  the  family  of  Gor,  and  his  grand- daughter,  Maria,  to  her 
huihand  John  of  Streithagen.  Maria  of  Streithagen  was  manied  to  Nicolai 
of  Bre'jl,  and  Winand  of  Breyl,  fon  to  both  of  them,  brought  this  whole 
feigniory  to  his  family,  whofe  daughter,  Maria  Ottilia,  was  married  to  John 
of  the  Berg,  named  T^rips,  who  obtained  three  fourths  of  the  lordihip, 
together  with  the  eftate  oi  Eyjz.  'John  -Reinhard  oi.  Breyl,  ion  to  the  fore- 
going by  a  fecond  marriage,  and  to  whom,  contrary  to  his  own  marriage- 
contradl  and  his  mother's  teftament,  he  bequeathed  the  feigniory  of  Ey/z, 
refufing,  in  the  year  1685,  to  recognize  the  fuperiority  of  Wittern,  the  at 
that  time  lord  of  Wittern,  of  the  hoi\k  oi  WaUcck,  con'rilcated  the  feigniory 
of  Eyfz.  Theodore  of  Trips  refigned  his  pretenfions  to  Eyfz  in  favour  of  his 
fon-in-law  Theodorick  John  of  Waga,  who,  in  the  year  1722,  ceded  it  to 
the  Count  of  Plettenberg  for  5500  rixdoUars,  who  alfo  afterwards  annexed 
the  feigniory  to  himfelf.  At  prefent,  Außria  is  no  longer  empowered  to 
avail  itfelt  of  the  fuperiority  it  once  had  over  Eyfz  on  account  of  Brabant. 
That  this  feigniory,  if  not  wholly,  yet  is  in  lome  meafure  feparated  from 
Wittern,  in  fief,  is  a  point  which  has  been  made  out.  It  is  to  be  found  in 
no  matricnla  of  the  Empire,  and  thus  alfo  contributes  nothing  towards  the 
imports  thereof.  The  feigniory  is  fmall,  and,  in  the  middle  of  the  feventeenth 
century,  brought  in  annually  only  between  four  and  five  hundred  rixdollars. 
Eyfx  is  a  village  and  parilh. 

§.  6.  The  feigniory  of  Schlenacken  lies  hard  by  the  foregoing,  being  in 
like  manner  fmall. 

§.7.  According  to  the ufual  »w/r/Wß,  ihtCoüntoi Plettenberg,  by  virtue 
of  Wittern,  Eyfz  and  Schlenacken,  pays  towards  one  chamber-term  twenty 
rixdollars,  fifty  kruitzers  and  five  eighths. 


The    Counties    of 
BLANKENHEIM?.rA  GEROLSTEIN. 

§.  I,  npHE  SE  counties  are  to  be  ittn  in  the  chart  of  the  archbifhopric 
■*■  of  Treves.  Blatikenheim  lies  in  the  Eiffel,  and  Gerolflein  is  alio 
called  Geroldliein.  In  the  fifteenth  century  thefe  counties  came  with  a 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Count  Blankenheittis  to  John  of  Schleiden,  and  with 
his  daughter  Elizabeth  to  Count  Theodorick  III.  of  Manderjcheid.  The 
Count  of  Manderfcheid-Blankenhcim  and  Gerolflein,  by  virtue  of  both  the  lall: 
counties,  is  a  member  of  the  Weßphalian  college  of  the  Counts  of  the  Em- 
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pire,  and  called  over  after  Wittern.  Both  counties  have  one  evaluation  o^ 
two  horfe  and  ten  foot,  or  fixty-four  florins ;  but  it  (lands  in  the  matriciila 
of  the  Empire,  that  they  Hiould  be  exempted  by  the  palatinate  on  account 
of  'Julien  line  oncre.  To  each  chamber-tcriii  too  they  are  rated  at  feventy- 
two  rixdoUars,  fifty-four  kruitzers  and  a  half.  The  arms  of  Blankenheim 
are  a  Hon  fable  with  a  label  gules  of  four  lappets  in  a  field  Oi\ 
§.  2.  In  thcfe  counties  we  fhall  take  notice  of, 

1.  Blankenheim.,  a  final  1  town,  containing  a  caftle. 

2.  Gerolßein,  a  little  town,  feated  on  the  river  Kyll. 

Rem.  To  the   houfe  of  Manderfcbcid,  exclufive  of  both  thefe  countie?, 
belong,  moreover,  other  feigniories  and  places  fituate  in  and  near  them,  as, 

namely, 

1.  junkenrath.,  a  harony,  in  which  is  a  citadel  of  the  like  name  {land- 
ing on  a  mountain  hard  by  the  river  Kyll. 

2.  Dollet2(iorf,  a  barony  containing  a  citadel  of  the  fame  name. 

3.  Merfeld,  a  barony. 

4.  Kronejiburg,  a  barony,  feated  on  the  river  Kyll,  and  which  by  means 
of  the  marriages  of  the  daughters  and  heirefles  to  it,  came  one  after  the 
other  to  the  houfes  of  Blankenhein,  Schleiden,  Manderjcheid  and  Loijenßein- 
Wertheim,  and  from  the  latter  by  exchange  for  the  county  of  Virnejibta-g, 
reverted  again  to  the  houfe  of  Manderjcheid.  This  barony  is  fubjeft  to 
the  fuperiority  of  Luxemburg. 

5.  Bettingen,  a  barony,  lying  not  far  from  the  river  Kyll. 

6.  Heißart  and   Schiiller,  both  baronies. 

7.  Erb  and  T)aun,  feigniories. 

8.  Kayl,  or  Keyll,  a  feigniorv,  belonging  to  which  is  a  little  town  feated 
on  the  river  Kyll,  and  which  has  been  mentioned  above,  p,  280,  under 
the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg.  In  the  matricula  of  the  Empire  this  feigniory 
is  rated  at  four  foot  or  fixtcen  florins,  and  in  the  ufual  matricula  is  af- 
fefled  to  each  chamber-term  at  fourteen  rixdoUars.  It  is  exempted  how- 
ever bv  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg  fine  onerCy  and  its  chamber-terms  are 
not  quite  current. 

9.  Neuerburg,  a  feigniory,  which  has  been  alfo  mentioned  above  p.  281, 
under  Luxemburg. 

10.  Mander/cheid,  a  citadel  feated  on  the  river  Li/er,  with  a  borough 
belonging  to   it,  which  is  divided  into  the  Uj>per  and  Under-Manderfcheid^ 
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The  Seigniory  of 
G  E  H  M  E  N, 

I.  npHIS  ancient  immediate  free  Imperial  feigniory  is  wholly  fur- 
rounded  by  the  Munßcr  amt  o^  Ahaufz,  being  at  prefent  of  Icfs  ex- 
tent than  formerly.'  It  had  anciently  Lords  of  its  own  who  were  not  fimple 
Knights  by  birth,  but  of  the  ftate  of  Lords,  and  were  fliled  noble.  Thcv 
were  alfo  tribunal-lords  of  the  jurifdiftion  of  I'em,  in  Latin  doinini  judidi 
Vcmici.  In  the  year  1280  Godfrey  and  Gofwin  Lords  of  Gchmen,  for  their 
greater  fecurity,  received  their  feigniories  in  fief  of  Count  I'hcodorick  VIII, 
of  Cleve,  they  having  been  ai:  firft  a  fief  of  Liege,  but  afterwards  made 
fiefs  according  to  the  Ziitphcn  right,  by  which  means  the  eftates  alfo  were 
to  defcend  to  the  females.  Cordiiln,  heirefs  and  daughter  to  Henry  the 
laft  Lord  of  Gehmen^  brought  the  feigniory  to  her  confort  John  Count  of 
Schaueiiburg,  in  whofe  houfe  it  continued  till  the  year  1640  ;  when  Otto 
the  laft  Coxxni  oi  Schauenhurg  dying,  Jodoctis  Count  of  Limburg  and 
Bronkhorß,  by  virtue  of  his  confort  Maria,  Countefs  of  Scbmienburg  ar- 
rived to  the  polfeffion  of  the  feigniory  of  Gehmen.  It  ftill  belongs  to  a 
line  of  the  houfe  of  Limburg-Siynan.  In  the  feventeenth  century  the 
bilhopric  of  Munjler  wanted  to  obtain  the  fuperiority  over  this  feigniory 
but  was  refufed  it  by  the  Emperor,  and  the  feigniory  maintained  in  its 
immediacy  or  independency. 

§.  2.    The  Count    of  Liwbiirg-Styrum  of  Gehmen,  on  account   of  this' 
feigniory  enjoys  both   feat  and  voice  in   the  Weßphalian  colleo-e   of  Counts 
of  the  Empire,  and  alfo  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia,  at  which 
he  is  called  over  after  Blankenheim  and  Geroißein.     Concerninp-  the  evalua- 
tion of  the  Empire  and  chamber-terms  I  find  nothing  particular, 

§.  3.  To  this  feigniory  belongs, 

1,  Gehmen,  or  Gemen,  a  freedom  or  borough,  feated  on  the  Aa,  toge- 
ther with  a  citadel.  Moft  of  its  burghers  are  Proteftants,  and  both  the 
Lutherans  and  the  Cahinißs  have  a  church  here. 

2.  The  peafantfhips  of /Fcr/Zv«,  Kmckelick,  Nichteren,  znd  BaJi no-he. 
Rem.  The  peafantfliips  of  Heiden,  Gejcher,  Loen,  Ramßorf,  IVefeke,  and 

Vehlen,  which  in  the  year   1538  belonged  to  the  feigniory  of  Gehmen,  are 
annexed  at  prefent  to  the  Munßer  amt  of  AhauJ'z. 
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The    Seigniory    of

§.  I.  '"T^HIS  feigniory  is  environed  by  the  counties  of  the  A'lark  and 
J-  Hcmberg,  as  alfo  by  the  dutchies  of  Berg  2indi  Weflpbalia,  and 
formerly  belonged  to  the  county  of  the  Mark.  John  Sigijmimd  Eled:or 
of  Brandenburg,  and  Wolfgang  William  Duke  of  Neiiburg,  as  joint  pofTef- 
fors  of  the  countries  of  Juliers,  Cleve,  Berg,  the  Mark,  &c.  in  the  year 
i6io  raifed  the  houfe  of  Gimborn,  in  the  prefecturate  of  Nenjiadt,  which 
belonged  to  the  Counts  of  Scbicarzenberg,  with  refervation  of  the  territo- 
rial fiipeiiority,  into  an  under-lordfhip,  adding  thereunto  LcTjer-Ge'epe,  as 
alio  the  feats  of  Duel  and  Recklinghaufen  in  the  parifh  of  Gummersbach, 
and  inverted  therewith  Adam  Count  of  Schwarzenberg.  On  the  fame 
Count  the  Elector  oi  Brandenburg,  in  the  year  i6i6,  conferred  the  parishes 
of  Gummersbach  and  Mahlenhach  in  fief,  abiding  them  to  the  feigniory  of 
Gimborn  j  and  at  length  George  William  Eledtor  of  Brafzdefiburg,  in  the 
year  1630,  ceded  to  the  fald  Count  the  whole  prefeflurate  of  Ncußadt,  to 
poflefs,  ufe,  and  order  the  fame,  as  alfo  the  feigniory  of  Gimborn  as  a  free 
Imj'erial  feigniory,  together  with  all  the  regalia,  immunities,  and  high 
territorial  fuperiority,  and  inverted  him  and  the  male  heirs  of  his  body 
therewith,  as  a  right  male  fief.  This  was  followed  by  the  adual  invefti- 
ture  in   the  year   163 1. 

§.  2.  The  Count  of  Schwarzenberg  has  confirmed  to  his  Protertant  fubjcds 
their  full  freedom  in  religious  matters,  and  as  well  on  account  of  ecclefiafti- 
cal  OS  other  matters,  entered  invo  a  ftipulation  with  them  in  the  year  1658. 
The  Lutheran  preachers  here  have  remamed  in  union  with  the  Lutheran 
preachers  of  the  county  of  the  ikf(?r/^;  nay,  the  provincial  States  of  this 
county  have  ever  taken  part  with  the  fubjeds  of  the  feigniory  of  Gimborn 
and  Neufladt,  when  happening  to  be  aggrieved  by  the  houfe  of  Scbicar- 
zenberg, and  have  ever  infirted  that  it  might  be  again  fully  brought  to  the 
county  of  the  Mark. 

§.  3.  In  the  year  1667  Count  John  Adolphus  oi  Schwarzenberg  fought  in 
vain  to  be  received  among  the  States  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia ;  but  in 
1682  the  now  Prince  John  Adolphus  of  Sch'warzenberg  ^.&i\id\\y  ohtzmsA.  both 
feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia,  after  having  bound 
himfelf,  exclufive  of  the  evaluation  of  the  county  of  the  Mark,  which 
amounted  to  one  horfe  and  five  foot,  to  afford  moreover  to  the  circle  one 
horfe  and  two  footmen.  In  the  year  1702  the  princely  houfe,  on  account 
of  this  feigniory,  was  alfo  received  into  the  Wejtphalian  college  of  Counts 
of  the  Empire.     Its  chamber-terms  are  not  current. 

§.4.  This 
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§.  4.  This  feigniory  is  governed  by  an  upper  Amtman,  a  Vo?J,  or 
Judge,  and  twelve  hand-echevinSy  or  Sherifi^^,  and  has  alio  a  mine-judge 
and  rent-mafter  of  its  own.     In  it  is 

I.  The  feigniory  of  Gitnborn.,  to  which  he'ongs 

1.  Gimborn,  a  citadel  lying  on  the  borders  of  the  dutchy  oi  Berg.  For- 
merly this  place  was  only  a  gentleman's  fear,  which  was  brought  bv  A/inn 
of  Harff' \o  her  confort  William  oi  Schwarzenberg,  but  to  it  alfo  belonged 
feveral  feats,  with  an  aulic  jurifdiftion  over  them.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
feventeenth  century  a  new  jcitadel  was  eredted  here  hard   by  the  old  one. 

2.  The  peafantlhip  of  Upper-Gimborn,  containing  a  Romajt-c^ithoWc 
church,   which  lies  not  far  from  the  citadel  in  the  villap-e. 

3.  The  peafantlbip  of  Lcwer-Gin-borji,  which,  before  it  was  annexed 
to  the  feigniory  of  Gimborn,  was  formerly  called  Loicer-Gelepe.  In  this 
peafantfhip  are  fome  good  plains,  paflures,  and  holts,  and  the  inhabitants 
apply  themfelves  with  great  diligence  to  the  iron-trade. 

2.  Neuftadt,  a  fmall  town  feated  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain,  on  which 
formerly  flood  a  citadel.  Both  the  town  and  citadel  were  begun  to  be 
built  in  the  year  1301,  and  finiflied  in  1353.  'The  magiftracy  of  this 
place  is  changed  yearly.  In  it  too  is  a  Lutheran  church.  Formerly  it  en- 
joyed a  good  trade,  particularly  in  iron,  but  at  prefent  the  burghers  fubfilt 
for  the  greateft  part  by  agriculture  and  the  breeding  of  cattle.  In  the  year 
J  595  Neuftadt  was  almofl:  wholly  confumed  by  fire.  In  1717  it  met  with 
the  fame  fate,  the  citadel  being  alfo  deflroyed  along  with  it.  In  1742  it 
was  wholly  burned  down,  and  in  1746  divers  houfes  weie  again  deflroyed. 

3.  The  pariih  of /F/V^d77^y?,  in  which  is  "3.  Lutheran  church.  This  pa- 
rifli  confifts  of  the  peafantfliip  of  WiedetieJ't,  which  is  divided  into  the  Pernzer 
and  Othernergrowid ;  and  in  the  former  rifes  the  river  Agger,  which 
falls  into  the  Siege.     In  it  alfo  lies  the  eftate  of  Brockhaufen. 

4.  The  parifh  of  Gummersbach  which  is  the  larged  in  the  prefecfturate  of 
Neuftadt,  and  confifls  of  five  peafantfhips,  with  a  Lutheran  church.  In 
this  parifli  are  founderies  of  iron,  lead,  and  copper.  The  inhabitants  here 
deal  in  the  firft:,  as  alfo  in  cattle  and  other  things,  and  likewife  fpin  cotton. 
The  chapel  of  Hulfenbujch  is  made  ufe  of  by  the  Lutherans  in  the  feigniory 
of  Gimborn  for  their  religious  fervice,  and  at  certain  times  alfo  by  the 
Roman-c2iih.oX\cs. 

5.  The  parifh  of  Muhlenbach  which  is  divided  into  two  peafantfliips,  and 
contains  a  Lutheran  parifh-church  ;  but  the  Roman-czxhoY\cs  enjoy  alfo 
their  public  worfliip.  In  this  parifh  rifes  the  river  Wipper.  The  inhabi- 
tants here  trade  in  iron,  and  fpin  cotton,  and  likewife  apply  themftlves 
to  agriculture  and  the   breeding  of  cattle.     In  it  lies 

Marienheyde,  a  Dominican  monaftery  feated  in  the  village  of  the_  fame 
name :  together  with 

Gerverfjagen  and  Muhlenbach,  and  in  the  Wiegen  are  noblemens  eflates, 
which  belong  at  prefent  to  the  Sovereign.  6.  The 
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6.  The  parifli  of  L/Z'^fr/wü/yt'Ä  contains  a  Lutheran  church,  but  confifts 
only  of  one  peafantHiip.  The  inhabitants  here  trade  in  iron,  and  apply 
thcmfelvcs  to  the  breeding  of  cattle,  and  other  occupations.  To  it  belong 
the  eftates  of  Lihho'kaiijen,  Bojkhhaufcn  and  Rcvirllein. 

7.  The  parifli  of  Riinderod  conftitutes  only  one  peafantfliip  containing  in 
it  a  Lutheran  church.  The  inhabitants  of  this  pariih  apply  thcmfelves  to 
the  iron  trade,  agriculture,  the  breeding  of  cattle  and  handicrafts.  In  it 
too  are  the  noble  free  eftates  of  BockLrhauJen,  Lcppe,  Ley,  Ohl,  and  Selbach.

This  feigniory  is  environed  bv  the  dutchy  of  Juliers  and  the  bifliopric 
G^  Cologn,  and  lies  on  the  river  Niers.  The  Count  of  i^iadt,  its  proprietor, 
is,  by  virtue  hereof,  a  member  of  the  JVeßphalian  college  of  Counts  of  the 
Empire  and  enjoys  alfo  a  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diet  of  the  circle  of 
Weßphalia  between  Gimborn  and  Mylendonk-,  contributing  to  the  imports 
of  the  Empire  four  foot,  or  fixteen  florins.  The  feigniory  properly  confifts 
of  the  Imperial  free  feigniories  of  IVickerad  and  Scbwanenberg.  The  firfl: 
Count  oi  ^adt  was  Baron  V/ilUam  Otto  Frederick  of  ^adt,  Loid  of  the 
feigniories  ot  Lc-tvz,  WUdenburg,  Delhvyuen,  and  Severn  ich,  hereditary  bai- 
liff and  hereditary  fteward  of  the  principality  of  Gelders  and  the  county  of 
Ziitpben,  who  by  the  Emperor  Francis  was  raifed  in  the  year  1752  to  the 
rank  of  a  Count  of  the  Empire.

The  feigniory  of  Mylendonk,  or  Millendonk,  is  alfo  environed  by  the  arch- 
biihopric  ofCologn  and  the  dvnchy  of  ynliers,  lying  in  like  manner  on  the  river 
Niers,  not  far  from  the  feigniory  of  ^"/V^^^/W.  Gertrud,  heirefs  and  daughter 
to  -the  laft  Lord  of  Mylendotik  and  Drachenfels,  brought  this  feigniory  in  the 
fixteenth  century  to  her  confort  Jacob  of  Br onkhorß  and  Batenburg,  Baron 
of  Anhalt ;  and  with  the  daughter  of  John  Jacob  fon  to  this  laft  Count 
Philip  of  Croy  obtained  this  feigniory  in  the  Seventeenth  century,  and  by 
the  Emperor  was  made  a  Duke.  This  fon  however  difpofed  of  it  again 
in  1701  to  the  Dowager  Countefs  of  Bcrlepfch,  who,  the  very  fame  year, 
obtained  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  circle  of  Weßphalia  after  Wickerad, 
haying  firft  taken  upon  her  an  Imperial  and  circle  evaluation  of  four  foot  or 
4  fix  teen 
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iixteen  florins.  Her  heirefs  and  daughter  Maria  CaroUfxa  brought  it  to 
Count  'John  Francis  Henry  Charles  of  Oßein  ;  which  houfe,  on  account 
thereof,  is  aUb  a  member  of  the  Weßphalian  college  of  Counts  of  the 
Empire.     To  one  chamber-term  it  pays  four  rixdollars.

REICHENSTEIN. 

This  feigniory  lies  within  the  limits  of  the  dutchy  of  Juliers^  not  far 
from  the  town  of  Monjoy.  The  Lords  oi  Kdchcnjtein  becoming  extindt  in 
the  year  152g,  their  feigniory  upon  that  came  to  the  houfe  of  Wied^  of 
which  houie  Francis^  Baron  of  NeJJeWode,  purchafed  it  in  the  year  1698, 
and  on  that  account  was  raifed  in  1702  to  the  flate  of  a  Count  of  the 
Empire,  obtaining  alfo  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weft- 
phalia,  and  becoming  a  member  of  the  Weßphalian  college  of  the  Counts 
thereof. 


The    County    of 
KERPEN   and    LOMMERSUM. 

'T^  HIS  county  confifts  of  the  two  feigniories  of  this  name.  The  feigni- 
orv  of  Kcrpm  lies  on  the  Erß  within  the  limits  of  the  dutchy  of  y//' 
licrs^  and  the  feigniory  of  Lommerfum^  or  Lomerß:eim  is  in  like  manner 
environed  by  the  fame  dutchy,  terminating  alfo  on  the  archbifliopric  of 
Cologn,  and  lying  between  the  towns  of  Euskirchen  and  Bonn.  Both  thefe 
feigniories  after  having  had  feveral  owners,  were  ceded  in  171 1  by  the 
Emperor  Charles  VI.  as  duke  oi  Brabant,  to  John  William  Eledfor-palatine, 
together  with  all  territorial  fuperiority  and  jurifdiQion  ;  but  the  Eleftor  foon 
ceded  them  again  to  John  Frederick  Count  of  Schasberg ;  at  whofe  fuit  the 
Emperor  Charles  VI  raifed  them  in  171 2  to  be  a  county  of  the  Empire. 
By  virtue  thereof  the  Count  of  Schasberg  is  a  member  of  the  Weßphalian 
college  of  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and  has  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets 
tliereof.  Its  circle-evaluation  is  twelve  florins,  but  its  chamber-terms  are 
not  current.     In  this  county  lies 

Kerpen,  in  Latin  Carpio,  a  ftrong  citadel,  with  a  conuderable  borough, 
in  which   is  a  collegiate-church. 

Lommcrjuin,  a  citadel. 
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The  County  of 
SCHLEIDEN. 

'"T^  HIS  county  lies  in  the  Eiffel,  being  furrounded  by  the  dutchies  ot 
■*■  'Julien  and  Luxemburg,  as  alfo  by  fome  fmall  feigniorics.  The  an- 
cient Counts  thereof  becoming  extinft  in  the  fifteenth  century ;  it  came 
upon  that,  together  with  a  daughter  of  Schleiden,  to  Count  Theodorick  of 
Manderfcheid  whom  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  compelled  to  take  this  county 
in  fee,  which  was  otherwife  an  Imperial  fief  of  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg, 
and  on  the  other  hand  to  expect  the  interceffion  of  Burgundy  againfl  the 
pretenfions  and  impofls  of  the  Empire.  The  hne  of  the  aforefaid  Count 
of  Ma/iderjcheid  becoming  extinct,  the  county  devolved  in  the  year  1593, 
with  the  lalt  Count's  fifter,  to  Count  Philip  of  the  Mark ;  which  houfe 
is  ftill  in  pofleffion  of  it,  and  on  account  thereof  enjoys  both  feat  and 
voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  circle  of  Weßphalia  (to  which  it  was  received  anew 
in  the  year  171 3)  and  alfo  is  a  member  of  the  Wejlphalian  college  of  Counts 
of  the  Empire.  Schleiden  has  a  circle-evaluation  of  twelve  rixdollars,  and 
to  one  chamber-term  is  rated  at  eighty-feven  rixdollars,  forty-five  kruitzers. 
But  as  a  fief  of  Burgundy  wants  to  be  exempted  therefrom. 

To  this  county  belongs  Schleiden^  a  citadel  and  boroughj  with   a  num- 
ber  of  villages. 

The   County   of 
HALLER     MUND, 

'npHE  county  oi  Hallermund  is,  indeed,  a  very  ancient  Imperial  county, 
■*■  belonging  to  the  circle  of  JVeftphalia,  but  is  incorporated  with  the 
principality  of  Calenberg,  and  the  portions  that  belonged  thereto,  are  added 
to  the  Calenberg  prefedurates  of  Springe,  Calenberg,  and  LauenfteiUf 
whence  by  thefe  means  it  is  no  longer  in  being. 

On  January  the  28th  in  the  year  1670  the  Emperor  Leopold  raifed  the 
privy-counfellor  of  Brunfwick-Luneburg,  Francis  Erneft  of  Plate,  under 
the  title  of  a  free  and  noble  Lord,  to  the  ftate  of  Barons,  and  on  July  the 
20th  in  J 689  to  the  rank  of  a  Count  of  the  Empire,  with  afTurances  at 
the  fame  time  that  when  ever  the  Count  or  his  male  defcendants,  who  bore 
the  title  of  Count  fhould,  fooner  or  later  acquire  an  immediate  county  or 
feigniory  fituate  in  the  Empire,  and  from  that  take  upon  him  the  evalua- 
tion 
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t'lon  of"  a  Count,  he  or  they  fliould  be  received  into  one  of  the  colleges  of 
the  Counts  of  the  Empire,  and  be  admitted  as  a  member  thereof  at  the 
Imperial  and  Circle  Diets.  In  confequence  of  this  Xing  George  Lewis  I, 
inverted  the  Count  of  Plate  and  his  male  iffue  with  the  very  ancient  Impe- 
rial county  of -Hfl//i?r/;;««^,  as  a  mefne  fief  comprifed  in  the  feudal  letters 
of  the  eledloral-houfe,  together  with  the  arms  and  privileges  thereof,  which 
the  ancient  Counts  of  iifo//«';7««W,  as  immediate  States  of  the  Empire  by  means 
of  that  county,  had  or  fhould  have  at  aflembliesof  the  Empire  and  otherwife  ; 
in  return  for  which,  notwithftanding  the  matricular  evaluation  thereof  was 
already  comprifed  and  complied  with  under  the  matricular  evaluation  of 
the  houfe  of  Brunfwick-Liineburg,  yet  he  offered  to  take  upon  him  a  par- 
ticular matricular  evaluation  of  the  Empire  and  Circle,  amounting  to  two 
foot :  Upon  this  the  Emperor  "Jofeph,  by  virtue  of  letters  addreffed  to  the 
States  of  the  circle  oi  Weßphalia,  bearing  date  December  24,  1706,  recom- 
mended him  not  only  to  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle  and  the 
Counts  of  Weßphalia,  but  alfo  by  virtue  of  a  commiffion  of  decree  made  on 
the  26th  ofjuly,  1708,  ordered  him  to  be  received  into  the  council  of 
Counts  of  the  Empire  on  the  bench  of  Weßphalia.  He  was  alfo  cited  to 
the  Diet  of  the  Empire  by  the  Emperor,  by  virtue  of  letters  of  "July  27, 
1708,  and  in  like  manner  introduced  into  the  circle  the  very  fame  year, 
namely  on  April  ly  ;  of  which  introdudlion  notification  was  made  to  his 
Imperial  Majefty  by  the  Direktors  of  the  bench  of  Counts  of  the  circle  of 
Weßphalia  on  061  ober  13J    1708. 

The  following  feigniories  are  alfo  reckoned  in  the  circle  of  Weftphalia, 
and  fland  in  the  ufual  matriciila,  but  have  neither  feat  nor  voice  at  the  Diets 
of  the  circle  :  viz.

In  the  ufual  matricula  it  is  rated  to  each  cham- 
ber-term at  two  rixdollars,  four  kruitzers.

Alfo  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  dutchy  of  Limburg,  not  far  from  the 
Maafz,  and  which  on  the  land-charts  is  called  Richel:  Of  this  feigniory 
the  baron-houfe  of  Bongard  of  Pejfendorf  is  poffeffed. 

The  Seigniory  of 
D        R        E        r        S        Z, 

Which  i^  wholly  furrounded  by  the  archbifliopric  of  Treves,  and  lies  not 
far  from  Wittlich,  between  the  rivers  Salm  and  Lifer.  This  feigniory  ap- 
pertains as  a  fief  of  the  Empire,  to  the  abbey  of  Echternach,  or  Epier?7ach, 
\n  the  d\it.chy  oi  Luxemburg,  which  abbey  is  ground,  land,  and  criminal- 
juftice  Lord  over  it.  Formerly  the  poffeflbr  of  the  citadel  and  county  of 
Manderjcheid  v^zz  judge  of  this  feigniory;  but  in  the  year  1665  the  abbey 
purchakd  that  jurifdiftion  of  him.  From  1676  the  community  of  Dr^j^'^» 
at  different  times  oppoled  the  prelate  of  Echternach ;  but  in  1683,  171 2 
and  17 1 4,  he  obtained  advantageous  decrees  againft  them  from  the  cham- 
ber-court of  the  Emperor  and  Empire;  and  in  the  laft-mentioned  year  the 
execution  alfo  of  the  decree  was  committed  by  the  chamber-judicatory  to 
the  fummoning  Princes  of  the  circle  of  Wcjtphalia.  In  the  year  1708,  this 
feigniory  wanted  to  be  united  with  the  nobility  of  the  Lonver  Rhine.  It 
confifts  of  the  fingle  village  of  Dreyjz,  in  which  is  a  feat  belonging  to  the 
abbey  oi  Echternach,  which  is  inhabited  by  the  judge  thereof..

§.  I .  This  ffigniory  is  well  enough  reprefented  on  the  new  chart  of 
Eaft-Frießa?id,  of  which  mention  has  been  made  above,  p.  416.  To  the 
weft  is  bounded  by  the  Harrlingerland  and  Eaß-Frießand ;  to  the  fouih 
alfo  by  E.  Frießand  and  the  county  of  Oldenburg  ;  to  the  eaft  by  the  yade 
and  the  lordlhip  ol  Kniphaiifcn,  and  to  the  north  by  the  Nortbern  or  Gtr- 
vian  fea. 

§.  2.  In  length  and  breadth  indeed  it  is  but  three  large  German  miles, 
but  on  account  of  its  fertility,  breed  of  horfes  and  cattle,  is  confiderable. 
The  butter  made  here  is  very  rich,  and  its  cheefe  is  reckoned  equal  to  that 
oi  ihc  Dutch.  Of  well-bearing  fruit-trees  and  garden-ftufF  we  find  here 
but  little,  the  peafant  being  enabled  to  procure  to  himfelf  greater  advan- 
tages by  pafturage  and  the  breeding  of  horfes  and  cattle,  as  alio  from  butter 
and  cheefe.  The  inhabitants  however  are  fupplied  with  garden-ftuff  in  fuf- 
ficient  quantities  from  other  places.  The  defedl  of  wood  here  too  is  fup- 
plied by  turf,  which  is  fpitted  in  the  neighbouring  morafly  tracl^s  of  Olden- 
burg.  The  fea  has  made  great  encroachments  on  this  country  ;  for  in  the 
year  1066  it  fwallowed  up  the  citadel  of  Mf/zW;,  in  12 18  and  1511  feve- 
ral  parifhes  and  villages  of  Rujtringen;  and  the  fmall  aqtiedudl  of  Jahde^ 
which  formerly  paffed  through  Riijtringen,  was  changed  by  it  into  an  open 
bay,  and  it  even  feparated  the  feigniory  of  Jevcr  from  the  county  of  Olden- 
burg :  But  John  XVI.  Count  of  Oldenburg,  joined  it  again  with  the  faid 
county  by  means  of  dykes.  In  the  year  1651,  this  country  again  fuffered' 
very  great  damages  by  a  dreadful  inundation  ;  but  by  dyking  has  been  eon- 
fiderably  enlarged  again. 

§.  3.  The  inhabitants  of  this  feigniory  were  anciently  governed  by  their 
judges,  chiefs,  or  head-people  and  advocates,  till  the  Fri/ians  oi  Ru/irimreit 
in  the  year  1355,  unanimoufly  eleded  Edo  IFimmeckcn  Paplnga  the  Elder ^ 
a  man  of  war,  for  their  governor,  whom  the  inhabitants  of  Ollrivgen  and 
Warangen  afterwards  alfo  accepted,  namely  in  1359,  and  who  in  the  very 
fame  year  began  to  build  the  houfes  and  citadels  of  "Je^cer  and  Friedebura. 
From  him  were  defcended  the  fucceeding  Lords  of  Jever.  Amia  and 
Maria,  heirefs-daughters  to  Edo  Wimmecken  the  Tounger,  fuftered  fo  much' 
from  the  Count  oi  Eaß-Frießand,  that  in  the  year  1532  they  made  over  in- 
fome  meafure  their  allodial  and  free  feigniory  of  Jever  in  fee,  together  with 
the  town,  citadel,  lordlLips,  lands  and  people,  to  the  Emperor  Charles  V,. 
as  Duke  oi  Brabant  (fome  fay  of  Burgundy)  and  Count  of  Holland,  ohtain- 
ing  them  again  of  him  as  a  perpetual  hereditary  fief..  The  fucceeding  Lords. 
1  fou^hs 
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fought  to  receive  the  inveftiture  at  the  court  of  Burgundy.  In  1 573,  Maria 
appointed  her  coufin  John  XVI.  Count  of  Oldenburg  and  Deltnenborfl,  heir 
to  licr  whoic  feigniories  ;  whofe  fon,  Anthony  Günther,  who  died  in  the 
year  1667,  bequeathed  the  feigniory  of  Jever  in  1663  to  "John,  Prince  of 
Anhalt- Zerbß;  which  princely  houfe  is  poflcfled  of  it  to  this  very  day,  but 
the  reverfion  thereof  is  fettled  on  the  houle  of  Oldenburg,  in  cafe  the  male 
and  female  defcendants  of  John  of  Anhalt-Zerbjt  fhould  become  wholly 
extind. 

§.  4.  The  arms  of  this  feigniory  are  a  lion  crowned  Or,  in  a  field  fable. 
The  princely  houfe  of  Anhalt-Zerbß  ftiles  itfelf  alfo  Lord  of  Je-ver  and 
Knipbaulcn. 

%.  5.  In  the  fcventeenth  century  it  was  matter  of  debate  whether  the 
feigniory  of  Jever  appertained  to  the  German  Empire  or  not?  The  Em- 
peror maintained  it  in  the  affirmative.  Another  qucflion,  concerning  which 
there  was  a  difpute,  was,  whether  it  appertained  to  the  circle  of  Burgundy 
or  I'FeJlphalia  ?  The  princely  houfe  of  Anhalt-Zerbß  afferts,  that  it  was 
incorporated  in  1548,  in  the  well-known  Burgundian  flipulation,  with  the 
circle  of  Burgundy  j  bat  others  deny  that  this  can  be  proved,  and  reckon 
it  more  properly  in  the  circle  of  JVeßphalia.  It  enjoys,  however,  neither 
feat  nor  voice  at  the  Diets  of  that  circle,  nor  is  it  incorporated  with  any 
college  of  Counts  of  the  Empire.  A  peculiar  matricular  evaluation  thereof 
is  not  to  be  met  with.  With  refpedl  to  the  chamber-terms  (to  each  of 
which  it  is  to  contribute  forty  rixdoUars)  Burgundy  has  promifed  to  anfwer 
for  it. 

§.  6.  The  feigniory  of  Jever  confifts  of  three  diftrldls,  containing  in 
them  eighteen  parifhes. 

1.  Of  thefe  feigniories  Wangerlaitd  is  the  outermoft  to  the  north,  and 
contains  in  it  the  pariflies  of  IVibels,  Tettens,  Wiarden,  Minz,  Hohenkir- 
chen  aid  Oldorp,  One  large  German  mile  from  the  firm  land  lies  the  ifland 
of  Wangtroge,  fituate  in  the  German  fea,  and  the  name  of  which  denotes 
as  much  as  the  Eye  of  Wanger land.  Formerly  this  feigniory  was  much 
larger  than  at  prefent,  the  great  inundations  and  florms  here  having  car- 
ried away  more  than  one  half  thereof  By  means  however  of  good  regula- 
tions, and  artificial  dams  or  dykes,  it  is  not  a  little  enlarged  again,  and  pro- 
duces rich  grafs.  For  the  fecurity  of  mariners  who  bttake  themfelves  to 
tliis  place  in  dangerous  ftorms,  a  fire-beacon  has  been  ereded  on  the  north- 
fide  of  it,  the  light  of  which  is  feen  at  fea  to  the  dillance  of  three  German 
miles  and  a  half.  The  principal  fubfiftence  of  the  inhabitants  depends  on 
their  navigation  and  filliery.  They  have  one  juftice  and  one  preacher. 

2.  Ojlrtngen,  a  part  of  which  belongs  to  the  prefefturate  oi Friedeburg  in 
Kaft-Frieftuitd,  contains  in  it  the  pariOies  of  Wippens,  Wadwerden,  Wejtriim, 
Pakens,  Sillenftedt,  Kleverens,  Sandel,  Schortens,  and  in  particular  the  town 
of  Jcver,  which  is  liirrounded  by  a  fertile  fat  country,  and  was  formerly 

much 
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much  larger  than  at  prefent.  Its  dccreafe  is  owing  to  fires,  particularly  to 
thoie  of  1260  and  1553;  notwithftanding  v/hich  under  the  governiiieni: 
of  Prince  Charles  William  moft  of  the  waiie  places  were  again  rcpleniHied 
with  buildings,  fo  that  at  prefent  it  contains  fon^e  hundreds  of  houles.  In 
the  year  1536  Maria,  heirefs  to  this  feigniory,  with  the  afllllance  of  the 
whole  province,  fortified  the  town  with  a  rampart  and  ditch,  endow- 
ing it  alfo  with  handfome  town-privileges.  The  common  houfes  here  are 
almofl:  all  low,  and  built  of  brick.  Of  the  three  preachers  in  this  town 
the  firft  is  fuperintendent  of  the  feigniory.  In  the  middle  of  the  ftrong  cita- 
del here  ftands  a  high  tower  of  confiderable  thicknefs. 

3.  Rußringen  contains  in  it  the  parifhes  of  ^ande  and  Heppeus.

ON  the  land-fide  is  environed  by  the  feigniory  of  Jever ;  but  to  the 
north-eaft  lies  on  the  Jahde.     The  fame  obfervation  holds  good  of  this 
feigniory  which  we  made  before  of  the  feigniory  of  y^xj^r;  namely,  that  it  is 
uncertain  to  what  circle  it  properly  belongs.  On  account  however  of  its  fitua- 
tion,  the  c'nde  o(  fFe/lpbalia  has  the  readieft  claim  to  it.    It  alfo  took  upon 
itfelf  the  ^/r^<^<?W?//«  thereof  in  the  year   1749,  fince  which  it  has  always 
had  its  interefts  at  heart.     The  foil  here  is  almoft  throughout  a  good  fer- 
tile marshland,  whence  its  breed  of  cattle  and  horfes  is  confiderable.     This 
lordfhip  was  formerly  pofi"efired  by  certain  Barons,  who  together  with  the 
noble  houfe  of  Inhaufen,  were  oi  Oß ringen,  and  thus  of  the  feigniory  of 
yever,  but  from  this  feigniory  they  withdrew  themfelves  for  fome  time, 
till  Baron  Frederick  William^  in  the  year  1623,  ceded  his  whole  right  in  it 
to  Antony  Günther,  Count  of  Oldenburg  and  Delmenhorß,    and   Lord  of 
Jever,  which  ceflion  was   confirmed  by  the  Roman  Imperial  court.    This 
laft  Count  bequeathed  it  to  his  natural  fon  Antony,  from   whom   it  de- 
fcended  again  to  his  fon,  Count  Antony  II.  whofe  only  heirefs  and  daughter, 
Cbarlotta  Sophia,  Countefs  oi  Bentink,  was   obliged  in   1757  to  cede  it  to 
her  confort  the   Count  of  Bentink,  or  rather  to  him  and  her  fons.    Knip- 
haufen  is  a  free  lordfhip  inverted  with  full  immediacy  and  territorial  fupe- 
riority,  and  as  a  fief  of  Burgundy,  is  received  in  fee  at  Bruff'els.     Burgundy 
alfo  anfwers  for   it  with  refpedt  to  the   impofl:s  of  the  Empire,  and  the 
chamber-terms.     It  confifts  of  the  parifhes  of  Sengivarden,  Fedderivarden, 
and  Accum,  the  two  firft  of  which  are  Lutheran,  but  the  thi.d  Cahinifi. 
The  refidentiary  citadel  of  Kjii^haufen^  anciently  called  Knipens,  flands 

quite 
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quite  alone,  being  furrounded  with  a  ditch,  and  is  called  a  fort.  At  this 
citadel  is  held  a  provincial  and  a  chancery  or  revifion-court,  to  which  appeals 
lie  from  the  provincial-court,  as  alfo  a  chamber,  which  has  the  care  of  the 
finances  of  Oldenburg.  To  the  Countefs  of  Bentink  belongs  alfo  the  dyked 
Groden  Garmes,  in  thefeigniory  of  Jever,  on  which  ftand  feveral  manors.  In 
it  too  he  has  the  civil  jurifdidion  which  is  provided  for  from  Kniphaufcn,  but 
the  penal  jurildidion  thereof  belongs  to  the  feigniory  of  Jever,  under  the 
territorial  Superiority  of  which  ftands  alfo  the  Groden  ;  but  neither  of  them 
contribute  any  thing  towards  the  ordinary  or  extraordinary  imports,  nor  to- 
wards the  maintenance  of  the  dykes.

'~T^  H  E  city  of  Cologn,  in  Latin  Cohnia  Agripphia,  lies  in  form  of  a  femi- 
-*■  circle  on  the  river  Rhine,  being  one  of  the  oldeft  and  largeft  cities  in  all 
Germany,  and  fortified  in  an  ancient  tafte.  This  city  which  was  originally  built 
by  the  Ubii,  who  were  taken  into  protedion  by  the  Rotnans,  and  removed 
to  the  weft  of  the  Rhine,  where  they  founded  a  town  to  which,  by  order  of 
the  Emprefs  Agrippina,  confort  to  Claudius,  who  was  born  there,  a  Roman 
colony  was  fent,  whence  arofe  the  name  of  Colonia  Agrippina,  from  the  firft 
word  of  which  the  German  appellation  Cologn  has  received  its  original ;  was 
the  chief  town  of  Germania  Secwula,  and  continued  under  the  power  of 
the  Romans  till  fuch  time  as  the  Franks  put  an  end  to  their  dominion  in  the 
fifth  century.  At  prefent  it  is  the  refidence  of  the  chapter  of  the  arch- 
biihopric  of  Cclogn,  as  alfo  of  a  Pope's  nuncio,  and  is  likewife  the  feat  of  an 
univerfity  ellabliOied  by  Pope  l!7r/^rt«  VI.  in  the  year  1388,  and  privileged 
by  fucceeding  Popes.  The  cathedral  of  St.  Peter  here  would  be  very  mag- 
nificent were  it  quite  finilhed.  In  it  is  a  tomb,  in  which,  as  they  fay, 
lie  interred  the  bodies  of  the  three  Wifemen.  Next,  there  are,  more- 
over, ten  collegiate  and  nineteen  paridi-churchet  here,  together  with  four 
abbeys,  feventeen  monafteries  and  thirty-nine  nunnerie?,  as  alfo  fixteen 
hofpitals  and  about  fifty  chapels.  The  numerous  Proteftants  dwelling  at  this 
place  refort  to  the  neighbouring  town  of  the  Berg,  viz,  PAulheim,  for  the 
fake  of  their  religious  exercife.  The  council-houfe  is  a  large  Gothick  building. 
The  maga'/fine  is  well  provided.  The  Eleöor  of  Cologn  has  alio  a  manhon- 
houfe  here.  At  tliis  town  too  is  the  principal  ftaple  for  RJjenijh  wine,  and  a 
ti'affic  is  likewife  carried  on  here  in  a  kind  of  ribbon  (which  is  denominated 
fi-om  it)  as  alfo  in  ferret.  Cologn  was  formerly  a  quartering  city  among  the 
Hanje-tov^ns.  The 
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The  Emperor  Otto  the  Great  granted  many  immunities  to  this  place, 
and  committed  to  his  brother,  archbilliop  Bruno  of  Cologn,  the  right  of 
protedion  over  it.  But  as  it  afterwards  became  a  free  Imperial  city,  be- 
tween it  and  the  archbifliop  arofe  many  difputes  on  account  of  the  fuperi- 
ority  and  territorial  jurifdidion  thereof,  which  difputes  are  ftill  undetermined. 
The  city  belongs  to  the  archbifhopric,  and  in  fome  meafure  alfo  the  civil  and 
criminal  jurifdidion,  together  with  certain  other  rights ;  but  by  no  means 
the  full  fuperiority  and  territorial  jurifdidion  thereof.  It  fwears  allegiance 
and  homage  to  a  new  Eledor,  fo  long  as  he  continues  to  proted  them  in 
their  juft  rights  and  privileges,  and  confirms  their  immunities.  As  a  free 
Imperial  city,  it  has  both  feat  and  voice  as  well  at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle 
of  Weßphalia-,  as  at  thofe  of  the  Empire,  in  the  college  of  the  Imperial 
cities,  and  on  the  Rhenißi)  bench  enjoys  the  firfl  place.  In  the  fimtricula  of 
the  Empire  it  is  rated  at  twenty-five  horfe  and  two  hundred  foot,  or  1 100 
florins ;  but  has  infilled  on  a  diminution  of  this  evaluation,  and  in  the 
Lorrain  divifion  ftands  alfo  only  at  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  florins. 
To  each  chamber-term  it  pays  four  hundred  and  five  rixdoUars,  feventy- 
two  and  one  half  kruitzers.  For  a  long  time  part  it  has  had  difputes  con- 
cerning rank  with  Aix  la  Chapelle.  Cologn  maintains  four  companies  of  foldier s  j 
but  in  time  of  war  the  Emperor,  or  an  ally,  ufually  places  a  garrifon  in  it. 

Between  Cologn  and  Duyts  runs  a  flying-bridge. 


The  Imperial  City  of 
AIX     LA     CHAPELLE. 

'T~^  H  E  city  of  Aachen  or  Acken,  alfo  called  Aach,  and  in  Latin  Aquif" 
•*■  granum,  Aqu(^,  or  Vrbs  AquenßSy  in  French  Aix  la  Chapelle,  lies  be- 
tween the  dutchies  of  'Julien  and  Limburg,  and  has  probably  its  name  froni 
its  warm  baths,  which  have  been  celebrated  from  times  of  old.  This  city 
has  for  a  long  time  pad  been  reckoned  the  principal  city  of  the  Empire, 
and  the  proper  refidence  of  the  Emperor,  and  alfo  calls  itfelf  the  Royal 
Chair  {i.  e.  the  throne,  or  refidence)  and  free  city  of  the  holy  Roman  Em- 
pire ;  and  even  the  Roman  Emperors  and  Kings  call  it  fo.  In  it  alfo  ought 
to  be  performed  the  coronation  of  a  Roman  King,  or  Emperor,  and  fuch 
coronation  is  to  be  reckoned  the  proper  German  coronation.  It  has  the 
keeping  likewife,  and  that  properly  in  the  foundation  of  St.  Mary,  of  a  part 
of  the  jewels  of  the  Empire,  which  are  commonly  ufed  at  the  coronation 
of  a  Roman  King  or  Emperor,  as  namely  a  fword  of  the  Emperor  Charle- 
magne, a  book  of  the  Gofpels  and  a  golden  calket  fet  with  precious  ftones. 
Vol.  IV.  U  u  u  in 
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in  which  is  kept  fome  of  the  earth  on  which  the  blood  of  St.  Stephen  dropt 
nt  his  martyrdom ;  and  which  is  opened  and  fhevvn  at  defire  to  the  perl'on 
who  is  to  be  crowned  Emperor.  In  other  refpeifts  thefe  and  the  other  re- 
liqiies  of  the  great  Minfter-church  are  (hewn  only  every  feven  years,  or  at 
the  requeft  of  fome  great  perfon,  when  they  are  taken  out  and  put  in  again 
in  the  prcfence  of  the  whole  great  council,  and  all  the  ecclefiaftics  of  the 
foundation.  On  the  Rhenißj  bench,  in  the  college  of  the  cities  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  among  the  Imperial  cities  which  have  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets 
of  the  Circle  of  JVeJlphalia,  Aix  pofi'efTes  the  lecond  place  ;  and  even  lays 
claim  to  the  firft  on  the  Rhenißj  bench.  Its  matricular  evaluation  ever  fince 
the  year  1683,  has  been  only  one  hundred  florins,  and  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  chamber-court  (to  the  extraordinary  vifitation  of  which  it  was 
nominated  in  1704)  it  contributes  every  term  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
rix-dollars,  fifty  kruitzers.  The  title  of  its  magiflracy  is  that  of  Burgher- 
mafler,  Sheriff  and  Council  of  the  holy  Roman  Imperial  free  city  of  Aix  la 
Chapelle.  This  city  differs  in  its  title  from  all  other  Imperial  cities,  in  that 
mention  is  made  therein  of  Hieriffs  ;  there  being  at  Aix  la  Chapelle,  in  fome  -A 

degree  a  twofold  college,  each  of  which  is  wholly  diftinft  from  the  other  j  a 

namely  that  of  the  burgher-mafter  and  council,    and   that  of  the  flierifTs  '^ 

chair.  The  latter  maintains,  that  it  flands  immediately  under  the  Emperor 
and  Empire,  and  accordingly  affumes  the  title  of  SherifF-mafter  and  Sheriff 
of  the  royal  chair,  and  of  the  holy  Roman  Imperial  city  oi Aix  la  Chapelle; 
or  otherwife  that  of  the  Supreme  temporal  Sheriff-jurifdidlion.  Even  to 
this  very  day  appeals  are  made  to  him  by  many  new  and  neighbouring 
places  and  feigniories.  The  fpiritual  or  fynodal-court  here  confifts  of  the 
arch-priefl:,  four  city-priefts,  and  feven  temporal  Sheriffs.  The  arch-priefl  is 
chofen  out  of  the  canons  o(  our  Lady's  foundation.  The  extent  of  this  city, 
within  the  circumference  of  its  walls,  is  in  the  ftatutes  thereof  divided  into 
nine  counties.  The  arms  for  it  are  an  eagle  difplayed,  /al^le,  with  a  head, 
crown,  feet  and  claws,  Or,  in  a  field  argent.  The  greatefl  part  of  the  inha- 
bitants are  Roman-cathoWcs,  and  though  here  are  alfo  many  Protellants,  yet 
they  are  not  permitted  the  public  exercife  of  their  religion.  Both  the  Li^- 
therans  and  Calvinißs  celebrate  divine  worfliip  at  Vaels,  which  is  one  hour's 
journey  from  the  city,  in  the  dutchy  of  Limburg.  St.  Mary's  church  has 
the  honour  of  having  every  regent  Roman  Emperor  for  its  fworn  canon: 
The  tide  of  this  foundation  is  that  of  Provofl,  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  free 
Imperial  foundation  of  our  Lady  at  Aix  la  Chapelle.  The  foundation  of 
St.  Adelbert  was  appointed  by  the  Emperor  Henry  II.  In  general  there  are 
twenty-one  religious  orders  of  both  fexes  in  this  city,  who  take  up  almofl 
one  third  of  what  is  called  the  Little  town.  The  bifhop  of  Liege  is  the 
next  ordinary  magiflrate  here  in  fpiritual  affairs ;  and  the  Dukes  of  Juliers 
have  been  for  a  long  time  back  the  protedlors  thereof  i  but  difputes  have 
frequently  arifen  in  what  this  right  confifts.     Julien  is  poffefled  of  the 
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Meyerey,  or  vogtey  of  Aix  la  Chapelk,  and  by  virtue  thereof  keeps  a  vogt- 
major,  who  puts  in  execution  the  fentences  of  the  burgher-niuftcr  and 
other  privileges.  In  the  city  are  manufadures  of  cloth,  copper,  and  brafs. 
In  1668  and  1748  fame  celebrated  treaties  of  peace  were  concluded  here. 
In  1656  Aix  was  almofl  all  burnt  down.  In  1756  it  was  damaged  by  an 
earthquake. 

The  territory  of  the  city  is  called  the  kingdom  o?  Alx  la  Chapelle,  and 
lies  quite  round  it,  being  environed  with  a  land-work.  In  it  are  to  the 
number  of  3000  fubjedls.  The  nobility  dwelling  in  this  territory  are  fub- 
jedl  to  the  jurifdidion  of  the  city. 

Rem.  Within  the  limits  of  this  territory,  and  at  about  a  cannon-lhot's 
diftance  from  the  city,  lies  the  free  immediate  Imperial  foundation  of  Bur- 
fcheid,  or  Bortfcheid^  which  in  ancient  documents  is  called  Monaßerium  Por-^ 
cetenfe,  together  with  the  lordfhip  thereof.  This  foundation  is  of  the  Cif- 
tercian  order,  and  has  for  its  fuperior  an  abbefs,  who  at  the  Diet  of  the 
Empire  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  among  the  ahbeffesof  the  Rhenißo  bench, 
but  not  at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle  of  Weßpbalia.  The  foundation  belongs 
to  the  fpiritual  jurifdidion  of  the  archbifliop  of  Cologn.  In  the  year  1349, 
the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  conferred  the  protedion  of  this  abbey  on  the  city 
of  Aix  la  Chapelle.  The  borough  of  the  fame  name  belonging  to  it,  con- 
ftitutes  a  lordlliip  or  feigniory.  In  this  borough  the  Proteftants  of  Aix  la 
Chapelle  and  Burfcheid,  in  the  years  1635  and  1713,  attempted  to  eftabl.Oi 
the  public  exercife  of  their  religion;  and  to  begin  the  building  of  a  chu  ch, 
but  were  each  time  compelled  to  defifl: ;  whence  the  Protcftant  inhabicants 
here  alfo  celebrate  divine  worfhip  at  Vaels.

np  H  E  city  of  Dortmund,  in  Latin  Tremonia,  lies  within  the  territories 
■■'  of  the  county  of  the  Mark,  being  pretty  large,  but  (lightly  built.  This 
city  contains  in  it  four  Lutheran  churches,  one  nunnery,  and  two  monafle- 
ries  ;  and  in  it  alfo  is  one  of  the  three  Archigymnafia,  as  they  are  called,  of 
Weßphalia,  founded  hy  John  Lambach  in  the  year  1543,  and  in  which  are 
four  profeflbrs  and  four  readers.  Charlemagne  ereded  a  refidence  here  called 
Konigjhof.  The  Imperial  manfion  of  Dortmmid  was  in  the  year  1300 
mortgaged  by  the  Emperor  Albrecht  to  Count  Eberhard  of  the  Mark,  to- 
gether with  the  Imperial  manfions  of  Ehnefihorß,  Brakel  and  Weßhwcn, 
which  mortgage  was  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Ferdmand  I.  in  the  year 
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r  563  to  Duke  JVilliatn  of  Julien,  Cleve  and  Berg.  This  city  had  anciently 
repeated  difputes  and  wars  with  the  Count  of  the  Mark,  as  alfo  with  the 
archbiOiopric  of  Cologn,  particularly  in  the  year  1387,  when  it  held  out  a 
furious  ficge  againft  them;  but  in  1388  capitulated,  and  paid  to  its  adver- 
faries  14000  gold  florins,  on  condition  that  they  fliould  renounce  all  claim 
to  tiie  city.  Dortmund  has  oiaintained  its  Imperial  freedom  and  imme- 
diacy to  this  very  day,  which  immediacy  has  been  confirmed  to  it  by  the 
Emperor  Lewis  in  1332,  as  alfo  by  Charles  IV,  in  the  year  1377,  and  by 
others,  and  as  weil  at  the  Diets  of  the  Circle  of  Weßphalia,  as  alfo  at  thofe 
of  the  Empire,  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  on  the  Rbeniß:  bench  of  the  col- 
lege of  the  Imperial  cities.  Its  matricular  evaluation,  according  to  the  Lor- 
rain  diviiion,  is  ninety-fjx  florins ;  and  to  one  chamber-term  it  is  rated  at 
one  hundred  and  eight  rixdollars,  twenty  kruitzers  and  one  half.  In  the 
year  937,  the  Hui2s  made  an  irruption  into  its  territory,  and  in  1297  '^ 
was  almoft  wholly  deftroyed  by  fire.  Dortmund  ^z.%  formerly  one  of  the 
l/rtw/t'-towns. 

The  territory  of  this  city  is  an  ancient  county,  the  Lords  of  which  gave 
up  at  firft  one  half  thereof  to  the  city.  In  the  year  1290,  Conrad  oi  Lin- 
denhorji  xn^Lvn&d.  the  heirefs  daughter  oi  Count  Herbod  oi  Dortmund,  who 
thus  brought  the  county  oi  Dortmund  to  himfelfand  family.  In  the  year 
1343,  Count  Conrad  confirmed  the  ceffion  made  by  his  anceftors  of  the  half 
of  the  county  o{  Dortmund  to  the  city  thereof  upon  certain  conditions.  From 
the  Lindeiihorjl  family  the  county  came  by  an  heirefs  daughter  named  Ca- 
tharine to  \\tx  confort,  John  o^  Steck,  who  died  in  the  year  1504.  This 
Count  leaving  behind  him  no  heirs  of  his  body,  the  council  of  Dortmund 
took  pofleffion  alfo  of  the  other  half  of  the  county,  fufFering  itfelf  to  be  in- 
verted therewith  by  the  Emperor  Maximilian.  Ever  fince  that  time  the 
council  has  poflfefltd  the  whole  county.  Of  the  villagefhips  and  peafant- 
ihips  belonging  thereto,  I  /hall  mention  Brechten,  Brefchiem,  Doefen,  Elling- 
baufen.  Upper  and  Lower  Evicke,  Garmen,  Groppenbrock,  Holzhaufen,  Kem- 
minghauj'en,  Lindenhrß,  and  Schwiringhaufen, 
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Electoral  Rhenish  Circle. 


§,  I.  /'~\F  the  eledoral  Rhenißo  circle,  which  is  alfo  called  the  circle  of 
\^_Jf  the  four  Electors  on  the  Rhine,  or  the  circle  of  the  Lower-Rhine^ 
Sanfon,  yaillot,  Mortier,  de  Witt-,  Homann  and  others  have  engraved  charts. 
That  of  Homann  conftitutes  the  thirty-ninth  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany. 

§.2.  This  circle  terminates  on  that  of  JVeßphalia,  the  circles  of  the 
XJpper-Rhine,  Franconia,  Swabia  and  Burgundy,  as  alfo  on  Lorrain  and 
Alface,  dividing  the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine.  Its  real  extent  is  hard  to  be 
deteroiined  ;  but  in  conjundion  with  the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine,  as  it  re- 
mains at  this  day,  it  amounts  to  about  nine  hundred  and  fixty  fquare  Ger- 
maji  miles. 

§.3.  The  prefent  States  of  this  circle  are  the  Eledlors  oi  Mentx,  Treves 
and  Cologn,  together  with  the  Palatine,  the  Duke  of  Areinbcrg,  the  Prince 
of  Taxis,  the  Teutonick  bailiwick  of  Coblenz,  the  Prince  of  Naßau-Dietz, 
on  account  of  the  feigniory  of  Bei Idein  ;  the  Elector  of  Treves,  on  account 
of  Loiver-Ifcnburg,  and  the  Count  of  Sinze?idorf,  on  account  of  the 
burggraviate  of  Rheineck.  The  immediacy  of  the  town  of  GeJnhaufen  is 
difputed. 

§.4.  TheSummoning-princeanddired:orofthecircleistheEle6lorofM';/fe. 
The  Diets  of  the  circle  have  ever  fince  the  middle  of  the  feventeenth  century 
been  held  at  Frankfort  on  theMayn.  At  thefe  Diets  the  States  of  the  circle 
fit  and  vote  in  the  order  they  have  been  affigned  before  in  §,  3.  favingonly 
that  the  Eledors  of  Treves  and  Cologn  exchange  places,  though  the  former 
always  gives  his  voice  firft,  and  that  the  Eledor  of  Mentz,  as  diredor,  gives. 
bis  voice  laft,. 

§■.5.  Thisj 
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§.  c.  This  circle  is  one  of  thofe  which  are  called  the  anterior  circles,  and 
which,  in  the  years  1697  and  1702,  entered  into  a  mutual  compaö  with 
each  other  for  their  defence  againft  the  attacks  of  an  enemy,  h.  has  allb 
continued  conftantly  in  this  compadt,  and  appointed  its  quota  in  horfe  and 
foot.  This  quota,  as  well  as  the  contribution  of  the  circle  to  the  determined 
aid  of  the  Empire,  has  generally  been  equal  to  that  of  the  circle  of  the 
Upper-Rhine. 

§.  6.  With  refpedl  to  religion,  this  circle  is  reckoned  among  the 
mixed. 


The  lands  of  the  Elector  of 
MENTZ. 

§.  I.  np  H  E  fcattered  fituation  of  the  lands  of  the  Eledor  of  Mmtz  is  the 
reafon  of  the  want  of  a  good  general  chart  of  that  Eletlorate. 
Of  the  fiiigle  countries  belonging  thereto,  Nie.  Perfon,  in  his  Nov^  Archi- 
epijcopatiif Moguntini  tahulct  has  publifhed  feveral  good  drawings.  The  pro- 
per archbifliopric  is  reprefented  on  Homann'%  chart,  which  bears  the  title  of 
Circulus  Rheuanm  injerior,  but  ftill  better  on  that  called  Eköloratm  Mo- 
gwitijius,  6cc.  though  not  perfedly  on  either.  In  the  Atlas  of  Germany 
thefe  charts  are  tobe  found,  number  thirty-nine  forty;  and  in  the  fame  Atlas, 
number  fifty-two,  is  likewife  to  be  met  with  a  chart  of  the  territory  of 
Erfurt,  which  Frederick  Zollmann  xtv'\{^^  in  the  year  17 17,  but  which  is 
not  yet  without  its  faults.  Of  this  territory,  however,  the  Abbot  Baillius 
has  delineated  a  better. 

§.2.  The  eledloral  countries  of  M'ff/z  afford  fufiicient  fubfiftance  for 
their  inhabitants.  In  the  proper  archbifliopric,  exclufive  of  corn,  are  alfo 
fine  garden-fruits  and  breeds  of  catde  with  an  abundance  of  excellent  wines, 
among  which,  in  particular,  are  to  be  reckoned  the  Rhenißo  wines,  which 
grow  in  theRheingau,  as  alfo  the  wine  produced  ntzx Klingenberg.  At  Orb,  m 
the  prefedurate  of  Haußcn,  a  good  fait  is  made.  The  moft  confiderable 
woods  are  in  the  Mentz  fliare  of  the  Speßart  and  Ode?iu'üld.  Here  and  there 
too  are  iron-mines.  In  the  Mentz  fliare  of  the  Berg-Strafze  is  found  plenty 
of  almonds,  cheftnuts  and  filberts.  The  lower  part  of  the  Eichsjelde  yields  a 
(ufiicient  plenty  of  corn,  together  with  large  quantities  of  flax  and  tobacco  ; 
but  the  upper  part  requires  the  importation  of  the  firft.  The  principal  rivers 
which  water  the  eledtorate  of  Mentz  are  the  Rhine,  the  Mayn,  the  Jaxt 
and  the  Lahn.  The  rivers  which  take  their  rife  in  the  Eicbsfelde,  fhall  be 
mentioned  hereafter. 

*  §.3.  In 
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§.  3.  In  the  whole  of  the  eledoral  countries  of  Mentz  which  lie  in  this 
circle,  are  forty-one  cities  and  twenty-one  boroughs.  In  the  proper  arch- 
biHiopric  there  are  no  proprietary  nobles,  but  the  nobility  there  belong  to 
the  body  of  the  immediate  knighthood  of  the  Empire.  In  it  arc  alfo  no 
Provincial-ftates,  excepting  on  the  EichsfeUe. 

§.  4.  The  countries  lying  on  the  Rhine  and  the  Mayn,  and  which  ever 
fince  the  Reformation  have  always  been  in  the  power  of  the  Eled:or  of 
Mciitz,  have  continued  invariably  inverted  in  the  7^c;»^?2-catholic  church.  In 
other  countries  and  places,  as,  namely,  in  the  prefedturates  of  the  Berg- 
/irajze,  which  were  formerly  transferred  to  the  Eledlor-palatine,  the  Eledors 
have  introduced  the  i?o/;w;/-catholic  worfliip  all  throughout  them  ;  whereas, 
on  the  EicbsfeUe,  as  alio  at  Erfurt,  Kronenberg  and  at  fome  other  places, 
there  are  ftill  many  Proteftant  fubjefts,  and  at  Bonnigheim  at  prefent  the  Pro- 
teftant  worfhip  alone  is  ftill  in  vogue.  In  the  eledoral  countries  of  Mentz, 
the  Eichsfeld  zndi.  the  territory  of  Erfurt  excepted,  Jeivs  are  alfo  tolerated. 
With  refpe(!l:  to  fpirituals,  the  archbifhopric  of  Mentz  is  divided  into  three 
claffes.  In  the  firft  is  reckoned  the  high-chapter  ;  to  the  fecond,  the  primate 
of  which  is  the  abbot  of  the  Benedi5iine  foundation  on  the  facobsberge  in 
Mifitz  belongs  the  foundation  of  St.  Alban  in  Mentz,  together  with  eight 
collegiate  foundations  there,  the  Imperial,  elei^ive  and  coronation  foundation 
of  St.  Bartholomews  Francfort,  the  collegiate  foundation  of  St.  Leonard  at 
the  fame  place,  and  the  collegiate  foundation  of  our  Lady  on  the  mountain 
there,  as  alfo  the  collegiate  foundation  of  y^wo;/("/^z^r^,  Mcxßat,  Afchaß'enburg 
and  of  Fritzlar ;  to  the  third  clafs  belong  the  other  cloyiters.  Next,  in  the 
archbifliopric  of  Mentz  are  fourteen  provincial  deanries  or  chapters,  as, 
T\:ime.\y,xho(<t  oi  Algeßeim,  Berg/irafze,  Bifchofjheim,  Cajjel,  Glahn,  Konig- 
jlein  in  the  Wetterau,  Lohrer,  Miltenberg.  Mon^had,  Ohhn,  Rheingau, 
Rothgau  and  the  Siegens,  to  which,  in  general,  belong  two  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  parifhes.  The  charge  of  the  archiepifcopal  and  epifcoj)al  con- 
cerns is  committed  to  various  fpiritual  colleges.  The  higheft  of  thcfc  is  the 
general  vicariate,  the  head  of  which  is  the  archiepifcopal  vicar-general  in 
fpirituals.  All  fpiritual-counfellors  are  alfo  of  the  fpiritual  ftate,  but  the  ' 
vicariate  alTelfors  are  partly  ^niritual  and  partly  fecular.  Next  to  thcfe  are 
three  archiepifcopal  commiflaiies,  whofe  relidence  is  at  Amo?ieburg,  AJcbaf- 
fenburg  and  Fritzlar. 

Of  the  Spiritual-ftate  at  Erfurt  and  on  the  Eichfeh'e,  we  fliall  treat  parti- 
cularly below. 

For  the  education  of  youth  here,  exclufive  of  the  lower  fchools,  tiie- 
Jefuit-cclleges  at  Mentz,  Erfurt,  Afchaffenburg  and  Heiligenßadt,  are  made 
ufe  of,  as  alfo  the  univerfities  of  Mentz  -and  Erjurt.    At  the  latter  is  likewife 
an  acadecr.y  for  the  ufeful  fciences. 

§.  6.   In  the  archbiQiopric  are  fome  woollen  and  other  manufadures  ;  at 
Lobr  too  are  good  glafs  miriouis,  and  at  Ixocuß  an  ingenious  porcelain, 
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On  the  Upper-EichsfeUe  much  ferge  and  linen  is  made,  and  on  the  Lower- 
Eichsfelde  they  apply  themfelves  with  great  diligence  to  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  and  flax. 

§.  7,  The  inhabitants  of  this  archbifhopric  carry  on  an  important  trade  in 
wines.  Out  of  the  bergßrafze  too  are  exported  almonds,  cheftnuts,  nuts 
«lud  nut-tree  wood  ;  and  the  Eichsfelders  deal  in  ferge,  linen  and  tobacco, 
(§.2.)  The  prefent  Eiedor,  John  Frederick  Charles,  has  not  only  eftablifhed 
two  well  privileged  fairs  yearly  at  Mentz,  which  it  is  probable  will  in 
time  be  remarkably  prejudicial  to  thofe  of  Franc  fort,  efpccially  when  the 
town  is  rendered  a  place  of  exchange,  and  abfolute  freedom  of  religion  is 
granted  to  every  perlon  reforting  to  them.  This  Prince  endeavours  alfo, 
in  the  moft  commendable  manner,  to  make  commerce  fljuriHi  both  at  Mentz 
and  in  general  in  all  the  archiepifcopal  countries.  For  ihispurpofe,  a  proper 
cledtorai  commerce-commiffion  is  alfo  appointed  here.  The  eledloral 
exchequer  oi  Lohneck  expedites  all  mercantile  affairs,  and  examines  intofuch 
complaints  as  occur  in  relation  to  matters  of  exchange,  wine  dilputes,  com- 
mercial fubjeds  and  thofe  relating  to  fea-faring  people.  The  eledloral  ma- 
gazine here  has  a  prefident,  four  magazine-mafters  and  two  brokers, 

§.  8.  The  bifliopric  of  MeJitz  was  in  the  eighth  century  raifed  to  an  arch- 
bidiopric,  which,  in  the  year  751,  obtained  its  full  eftablifhment,  and  was 
firft  admlniftered  by  St.  Boniface.  By  degrees  it  acquired  a  confiderable  en- 
creafe  in  its  lands,  as  will  appear  from  what  follows. 

§.  9.  An  archbidiop  of  Mentz  arrives  to  this  dignity  by  a  free  choice  of  the 
chapter,  and  muft  fwear  an  eledtion-capitulation.  The  papal  confirmation 
is  very  expenfive.  The  pallium  is  alfo  dear,  and  the  Annalis,  which  each 
new  archbifhop  is  obliged  to  pay  to  the  Pope,  amount  to  10,000  florins. 
This  prelate,  however,  is  the  firft  archbifhop  in  Germany,  and  with  the 
archiepifcopal  dignity  that  of  the  Eiedor  is  infeparably  conneded;  nay,  he  is 
the  firft  among  all  the  fpiritual  and  fecular  eledors.  His  title  is,  A^.  A^.  by 
the  grace  of  God,  of  the  holy  fee  0/  Mentz  archbiß:op,  of  the  holy  Roman  Em- 
pire throughout  all  Germany  arch-chancellor  and  Ele6ior,  &c.  The  archiepif- 
copal arms  are  a  wheel  argent  in  a  field  gules,  to  which  each  Eiedor  adds 
alfo  his  family  arms. 

§.  lo.  The  arch-marfhals  of  the  archbifhopric  of  Mentz  are  the  Land- 
graves of  Hefje ;  the  arch-purveyors  are  the  Pfalzgraves  of  Deuxponts ;  its 
hereditary-purveyors,  the  Counts  of  Greijenklau  of  Vollraths ;  its  hereditary 
cup-bearers  the  Counts  of  Schonborn  ;  its  arch-chamberlains  the  Counts  of 
Stollberg,  and  its  hereditary-chamberlains,  the  Counts  of  Metternich  of 
Winnenberg. 

§.  II.  Of  the  Eiedor  of  Mentzs  privileges,  with  refped  to  the  choice 
and  coronation  of  a  Reman  Emperor  and  King,  we  have  treated  before. 
At  what  time  this  Eiedor  afiumed  to  himfelf  peculiarly  and  alone  the  arch- 
chancellor's  office  throughout  all  Germany  is  uncertain,   but  this  dignity  was 
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confirmed  to  him  by  the  Emperor  Adolphiis  in  the  year  1292,  by  the  Em- 
peror Albrecht  I.  in  the  year  1298,  and  by  the  Emperor  Leiüii  \W  in  the  year 
13  14.  That  he  alfo  nominates  the  vice-chancellor  of  the  Empire,  and 
holds  at  the  Imperial  court  a  proper  chancery,  has  been  already  fhewn 
aJDOve,  At  the  afl'emblies  of  the  Emperor  and  States  of  the  Empire,  the 
Eledlor  of  Mentz  appears  not  only  every  whore  as  the  firft  State  of  the 
Empire,  and  next  after  the  Roman  Emperor  and  King,  but  alfo  whoüy 
regulates  all  confultations  relating  thereto.  The  Imperial  matricuJar  eva- : 
luation  of  the  Eleftor  of  Mentz,  on  account  of  that  eledtorate,  Rieueck 
2.nd  Konigßein,  amounts,  each  7?(?/;z^;2  month,  to  1927  florins,  fivekruitzers 
and  a  half. 

-  With  refpedl  to  the  fupreme  judicatory  of  the  Empire,  the  Eledlor  of 
Mentz  has  great  prerogatives.     At  the  Imperial  aulic-council  the  vice-chan- 
cellor of  the  Empire,  v^'ho  has  been  already  faid  to  be  nominated  by  him, 
follows  immediately  after  the  Imperial  prelident.  He  has  alfo  the  nomination 
of  all  the  fecretaries.     The  Imperial  aulic-chancery  too,  which  is  appointed 
by  him,  expedites  all  matters  of  which  cognizance  has  been  taken.  He  like-, 
wife  colledls  and  has  the  direction  of  the  money  received  for  all  and  feveral 
the  difpatches  ;  keeps  the  afts  and  viiits  the    Imperial   aulic-council.     The 
Emperor's  nomination  of  a  chamber-judge  is  notified  to  the  Eledlor  of 
Mentz,  and  by  him  to  the  chamber-court.     The  afleflbrs  of  the  Eledor  of 
Mentz  are    pofiTeiTed  of  the  firfl:  place   among  all  of   their  order.     The 
chancery  too  of  the  chamber-court  is  appointed,    regulated,  (s'c.  by  the 
Eledlor  of  Mentz  alone.    In  chamber-terms  the  Eledlor  of  Mentz  contributes 
to  each  term  nine  hundred  rixdoUars,  twenty-one  kruitzers  and  a  half,  and 
has  the  reputation  of  due  payment. 

§.  12.  The  arch,  high-chapter  o(  Mentz  conüüs  of  twenty-four  perfons; 
namely,  of  five  prelates  and  nineteen  capitulars.  The  former  have  the  pri- 
vilege of  wearing  a  mitre,  the  latter  indeed  need  not  be  priefls,  but  not- 
withftanding  are  generally  fuch.  This  chapter  has  feveral  fyndicks  and 
other  officers.  Of  the  chapters,  provoftfliips,  places  and  fadories  here  an 
account  fliall  follow  below.  The  eledoral  Stadtholder,  together  with  the 
prefidents  of  the  aulic-council,  chamber  and  town-jurifdiöion  are  always 
chofen  from  among  the  capitulars.  In  all  ftipulations  with  neighbouring 
States,  and  likewife  in  many  other  weighty  matters  which  concern  the  pri- 
vileges of  the  archbifliopric,  the  confent  of  the  chapter  is  alfo  mentioned. 
A  capitular  is  always  vicar-general  to  the  archbilhop  in  fpiritual  matters. 
The  vacant  capitular  places  are  filled  up  out  of  the  dotnicelli.  Thefe  mud 
not  only  be  Germans  but  alfo  be  born  in  the  Rheinß:  province,  and  produce 
fix  noble  anceftors  who  are  to  be  confirmed  by  oath.  Laftly,  here  are, 
moreover,  vicars  who,  in  certain  fpiritual  performances,  fupply  the  place  of 
the  capitulars  and  domicelli. 

Vol.  IV.  X  X  X     .  §.  13.  The 
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§.13.  The  archbifhopric  of  Mentz,  as  well  as  the  reft  of  the  biflioprics 
and  archbiflioprics  here,  is  fubjedt  to  the  fee  of  Rome.  The  province  be- 
longing to  it  formerly  extended  over  the  greateft  part  of  Gerrtjany,  but  was 
by  degrees  greatly  diminiflied  ;  for,  from  this  province,  Morwcia,  Magde- 
bttrgh,  Bamberg,  Prague,  Verden  and  Halber ßadtXy'iSQ  withdrawn  themlelves. 
The  bifboprics  which  are  ftilMubjedl  to  its  jurifdidtion,  are  thofe  of  Worms, 
Speyer,  Strasburg,  Coßariz,  Aiigibiirg,  Cbiir,  Wurzburg,  Eichßadt,  Pader- 
born and  Hildeßjeitn,  as  alfo  that  of  Fulda. 

§.14.  At  the  eledoral  court  of  M('«/x  is  no  regularly  appointed  privy- 
council  college,  but  important  matters  of  State  are  propofed  in  the  privy- 
conference.  The  privy-chancery  here  confifts  of  the  aulic-chancellor,  the 
privy-fecretary,  the  fecretaries,  privy-regifters  and  privy-clerks  of  the  chan- 
cery. The  aulic-council,  or  the  ele6loral  regency-council  college,  is  under 
the  direction  of  a  prefident,  a  great-fteward,  an  aulic-chancellor,  a  chan- 
cery-dire6lor,  noble  and  learned  privy,  aulic  and  regency-counfellors,  cifc. 
The  revifion-judicatory  has  a  learned  director,  learned  revißon-covmfellors, 
■<\  fecretary  and  Prodiors  for  its  governors.  At  this  court  a  perfon  may  fue, 
within  thirty  days  for  revifion  of  the  fentences  of  the  aulic-judicatory,  the 
offices  of  appeal,  commiffion  and  works.  The  other  colleges  here  are, 
the  aulic-judicatory,  whofe  fentences  are  notified  in  four  general  aulic 
judicatory  days  ;  the  aulic-chamber,  the  military  conference,  the  chamber- 
office  and  town  judicatory  at  Metttz,  the  poor-houfe  commiffion,  and  the 
office  of  works.  Of  the  State  of  Erfurt  and  Eichsfelde  a  particular  account 
fliall  be  given  below. 

§.  15.  In  this  place  are  previoufly  to  be  explained  certain  appellations 
which  occur  hereafter,  but  which  will  not  be  diftindly  underftood  by  all 
our  readers.  In  the  offices  next  to  the  Amtman,  or  Upper-Amtman,  fol- 
lows the  Amtskeller,  or  Keller,  who  in  conjundiion  with  the  Amtmen  holds 
the  court  and  alfo  looks  to  whatever  concerns  ceconomical  and  cameral  mat- 
ters. The  extent  of  territory  which  is  under  a  Centgrave,  who  in  conjunc- 
tion with  fome  bailiffs  appointed  for  that  purpofe  adminifters  the  criminal 
jurifdiöion,  is  called  a  ce?it,  or  hundred.  A  V'icedom,  or  Official,  fupplies 
the  office  of  the  archbifhop  in  temporal  matters  at  fuch  places  as  were  for- 
merly the  ufual  reiidence  of  a  Superior,  in  the  abfence  of  whom  a  Vice-domi- 
nus  is  appointed  there. 

§.  16.  The  eledtoral  revenues  are  eftimated  at  about  1200,000  florins. 
The  military  State  here  confifts  of  a  life-guard  of  horfe  and  a  number  of 
dragoons,  together  with  three  regiments  of  foot  and  the  like  number  of 
provincial  regiments  eftabliHied  on  a  regular  footing,  and  one  of  which  is 
ftationed  at  the  Eichsfelde.  The  city  of  Mentz  is  reckoned  a  barrier-fortrefs 
of  the  Empire,  and  the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine  confiders  it  as  one  of  its 
fortreffes  j  whence  alfo  it  frequently  keeps  therein,  under  certain  reftridtions, 
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a  number  of  troops  which  belong  to  the  circle.     At  Erfurt  Is  not  only  a 
garrifon  of  the  Eledior  of  Menfz  but  alfo  one  of  the  Emperor. 

§.  17.  Witli  regard  to  the  more  accurate  defcription  of  the  countries  of 
the  Eledor  of  Mentz  in  the  eledloral  Woenijlo  circle.     To  it  belong, 

I.  The  following  vicedom-amts,  upper-amts,  amts  and 

kclleries :    viz. 

I.  The  vicedom-amt  in  the  city  of  Af^/z/x;. 

I.  Mentz,  in  Latin  Moguntia  and  Mogunttacum,  is  the  head-town  of  the 
archbifhopric  and  eledlorate,  and  lies  on  the  Rhine,  into  which,  not  far  from 
this  city,  falls  the  Mayn.  Mentz  is  allowed  by  the  whole  of  the  united 
circles  to  be  a  barrier-fortrefs  of  the  Empire,  and  though  it  belongs  to  the 
eledloral  Rhenißi)  circle,  yet  the  circle  of  the  Upper-Rhine  confiders  it  as  one 
of  its  circle-fortreffes,  and  therefore  frequently  keeps  therein,  under  certain 
rcftriftions,  a  number  of  troops  belonging  to  the  circle,  which  the  eledloral 
Rhenißi  circle  has  alfo  done.  In  the  year  1735,  for  the  better  fortifying  of 
this  city,  full  two  Roman  months  were  granted  ;  but  though  the  fortifications 
as  begun  are  excellent,  yet  are  they  to  this  day  unfinifhed.  The  city  itfelf 
is  pretty  large  and  populous,  butconfifls,  for  the  m  oft  part,  of  narrow  ftreets 
and  old-fafliioned  burgher-houfes  j  however,  we  iikewife  fee  here,  in  a 
few  places,  fome  fine  buildings,  as  alfo  a  confiderable  palace  :  the  ftreet  too, 
in  particular,  called  the  Bleiche,  is  fine.  The  eledloral  palace  of  Martins- 
burg,  which,  in  the  year  1750,  received  the  addition  of  a  beautiful  new 
wing,  together  with  the  well-built yö^'ör//^  of  the  Eledlor,  have  fine  gardens 
belonging  to  them.  Exclufive  alfo  of  the  above-mentioned  eledloral  col- 
leges (§.  14.)  and  the  vicedom-amt,  in  this  city  is  Iikewife  an  eledloral 
chamber-office  and  a  town-court.  The  cathedral  is  a  lofty  vaulted  building, 
which,  in  the  year  1755,  was  ornamented  anew  and  furnlHied  with  win-^ 
dows.     In  it  is  a  confiderable  treafure  and  it  contains   Iikewife   fome   good  < 

monuments  of  the  archbifhops  and  canons.  The  foundations  here  are, 
the  noble  foundation  at  'i\..Alban%  ;  the  Rcclefice  collegiata  inftgiies,  B.M.F. 
ad gradus,  together  with  thofe  of  iii.  Peter s,  St.  Stephen's  and  St.  Fibers, 
and  the  other  collegiate-churches  here  of  the  holy  crojs,  St.  Gangolph, 
St.  fohn  and  St.  Maurice.  Next  we  find  in  it  an  archiepifcopal  feminary 
dedicated  to  St.Bonijace,  together  with  feven  parlHi-churches  and  a  Benedidlinc 
prelature  feated  on  Jacob's  Mount,  the  abbot  of  which  is  primate  of  tlie 
Ckrus  Secundarius,  as  alfo  a  college  of  Jefuits,  fix  monafteries  and  five  nun- 
neries, with  a  charter-boufe  and  two  other  nunneries  near  the  city,  as  alio 
fixhofpitals,  among  which  is  that  of  St.  Rochus,  containing  aprinting-houfe, 
together  with  manufadtures  of  ftockings  and  ftuffs,  which  are  the  principal 
things  in  it^  and  a  corredtion-houfe.     The  univcrfity  here  was  founded  in 
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the  year  I477  °^'  H'^^,  by  theEledor  Diether.  That  the  prefeiit  Eledlor 
endeavours  to  make  his  reficicnce  a  flourifliing  town  and  a  place  of  trade, 
has  been  already  hinted  above.  It  is  yet,  however,  matter  of  difpute  among 
the  learned,  whether  Mcniz  was  formerly  a  free  Imperial  city.  In  the 
contefts  which  arofe  between  the  depofed  Eleilor  Diether  and  his  rival 
Adolphus,  the  latter  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  city,  in  the  year  1462,  by 
ftratagem,  and  fubjeiled  it  to  the  archbidiopric.  The  Emperor  Fre- 
derick III.  at  firfl:,  indeed,  reclaimed  it  in  the  name  of  the  Empire  ;  but,, 
in  the  year  i4!)6,  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I.  renounced  all  right  to  it  and 
even  extended  to  it  the  immunities  which  had  been  granted  to  the  countries 
of  Mentz.  In  the  year  163  i,  the  Sioedes  made  themfelves  maflers  of  it, 
and  in  1644  and  1688,  alfo  {\\tFrencJ3. 

II.  The  vicedom-anit  of  Mentx  contains,  without  the  city, 

1.  Cajjcl,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  oppofite  to  Mentz,  and 
with  which  it  has  a  communication  by  means  of  a  bridge  of  boats.  In  the 
year  1259,  while  this  place  belonged  to  the  lords  o^ Falkenßein  and  Poland, 
the  burghers  of  Mentz  razed  its  walls. 

2.  Cojlheim,  a  church-village,  feated  on  the  Mayn,  and  in  which  grows 
a  good  wine. 

3.  Wciffenaii,  a  village,  alfo  feated  on  the  Rhine. 

III.  The  prefedturate  of  Höchst,  containing, 

J.  Hochfl,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Mayn,  into  which,  not  far  fronrt 
this  place,  the  little  river  of  Nid  falls.  The  Antonite  cloyfter  here  was,  in 
the  year  1441,  retnoved  to  this  place  from  Roßorf  \n  the  county  of  Hanau. 
At  Hochß,  Hkewife,  is  a  porcelain-manufactory  and  a  toll.  This  place  was 
ceded  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  to  the  archbifhopric  in  lieu  of  the  arch- 
bifliopric  of  Prague  which  had  been  taken  from  it.  In  the  year  1400,  it 
was  raifed  to  a  city.  In  the  year  1622,  Duke  Chrißian  of  Brunßvick  was 
defeated  in  thefe  parts  by  the  Imperial  general  7/7/)'. 

2.  Hofbeiniy  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Guldenbach  and  containing  a 
hllerey. 

IV.  The  prefedurate  of  Kronberg  was  formerly  a  county,  the  Counts 
of  which,  as  hereditary-cup-bearers  to  the  archbiiliopric,  were  valfals  there- 
of. The  ancient  family  of  thefe  Counts  became  extinö  in  the  year  1704,  in- 
the  perfon  of  John  Nicholas  ;  upon  which  the  county  itfelf,  by  virtue  of  the 
Imperial  expedancy  which  it  had  obtained,  devolved  to  the  Eledlor  of 
Mentz  ;  but  that  Prince,  like  the  ancient  Counts  thereof,  adheres  not  to  the 
Wetteraii  bench  of  Counts  of  the  Empire.     To  this  prefedurate  belongs, 

I.  Krofiberg,  a  fmall  town,  ftanding  on  a  mountain  which  is  called  the 
Hohe,  or  the  Feldberg.  About  the  year  1528,  the  Proteftant  dodrine  was 
introduced  here  by  the  Landgrave  of  Heß;,  as  poffefTor  at  that  time  of  the 
place  ;  but  Heffe  again,  in  the  year  1541,  ceding  the  town  to  the  lords  of 
that  name,  they  promifed  to  leave  the  Proteftant  dodrine  and  religious  wor- 
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fliip  in  the  ftate  it  was  in  at  that  time  ;  a  part,  however,  of  the  inhabitants 
embraced  the  Proteftant  religion,  but  the  reft  continued  Roman-czl\xo\\c  or 
returned  again  to  the  Ron!an-Cü.&ioX\c  church.  During  the  thirty  years  war,  all 
manner  of  changes  in  religion  were  propofed  ;  but  after  the  peace  of  IFcjl- 
phalia,  by  virtue  of  an  Imperial  commiflion,  the  Proteftant  religious  worfjiip 
was  alone  reftored  here.  In  the  year  1704,  Kronberg  failing  to  the  Eledior 
of  Mentz,  the  immunities,  which  till  that  time  continued  inverted  in  the 
Proteftants  only,  were  fliared  in  divers  ecclefiaftical  and  civil  matters  alfo 
among  the  7?(?;/2^?«-catholics.  In  the  year  1738,  the  ancient  citadel  here, 
v/hich  ftood  on  the  middle  of  the  mountain,  was  in  a  great  meafure  pulled 
down,  and  the  ftones  belonging  to  it  ufed  for  the  new  Roma?i-cü\.\\o\\c  church. 
In  this  diftridl  are  fome  fine  woods,  as  alfo  a  variety  of  fruits,  together 
with  a  vaft  quantity  of  cheftnuts. 

2.  Efchborn,  a  church-village  and  citadel. 

V.  The  prefedlurate  of  Ohlm  :  to  which  belongs, 

1.  Upper  and  Loioer-Ohlm ;  the  former  of  which  Is  a  village,  and  the 
latter,  which  lies  on  the  river  Selz,  a  borough. 

2.  Hechftheim,  a  church-village. 

3.  The  kellerey  of  Algeßmm,  to  which  belong  the  church-villages  of 
Algeßieim,  Budeßmm,  Ockenheim,  Drommerßeim  and  Dieterjheim. 

VI.  The  vicedom-amt  of  the  Rheingau.  The  name  of  the  Rheingau  is 
applied  to  a  particular  trad  of  land  which  extends  itfelf  from  Mentz  along 
the  fliore  of  the  Rhijie  to  the  town  of  Bacharach.  This  diftrid:  is  very 
fruitful  in  the  produdions  both  of  the  field  and  garden,  and  particularly  in 
its  excellent  wines,  thofe  made  here  being  deemed  the  nobleft  in  Germany : 
That  fort  efpecially  which  grows  near  Johannesbejg  and  Rudeßjeim  is  highly 
valued.     In  the  RJjeijigau  we  are  to  obferve  the  following  places  :  viz. 

1.  Elt'vil,  alio  called  £i/(?/^,  the  capital  of  the /^ZimTg-^?«,  and  containing 
a  citadel,  which  was  the  refidence  of  Adolphus  of  Na/fau. 

2.  Oeßrich,  a  church-village,  feated  on  the  Rhine. 

3.  Geißnheim,  a  fmall  town,  alfo  feated  on  iho.  Rhine.  Indie  wood  not 
far  from  this  place  lies  a  Capuchin  cloyfter. 

4.  horch,  a  confiderable  borough,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants of  which  fubfift,  for  the  moft  part,  by  the  cultivation  of  vines.  In  thij 
town  is  a  fadory  belonging  to  the  cathedral,  as  alfo  a  nobleman's  feat,  which 
is  the  property  of  the  family  of  Greißenklau. 

5.  Lorchhaußen,  a  borough,  lying  on  the  Rhine. 

6.  Erbach,  a  church-village,  alfo  lying  on  the  Rhine: 

7.  Hattenheim,  a  church-village,  feated  on  the  Rhijie. 

8.  Kitteracb,  or  Kidrach,  a  church- village,  containing  a  Capiic}ji?i 
cloyfter. 

9.  The  church-villages  of  Neudorß,  Frauenßein,  Loivcr  and  Uppcr^ 
Walluf  and  Hallgarten. 

10.   Winhl, 
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10.  Winkel,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Rhine. 

1 1.  yofMn?iesberg,  or  Bifchofiberg,  a  church-village,  containing  a  provofl- 
fliip,  which,  at  its  firft  foundation,  was  EenediBine,  and  ftood  under  the 
abbot  of  St.  Jacobsberg  at  Mentz  j  but  afterwards  came  by  fale  to  Fulda.  The 
wine  of  this  place  is  famous. 

12.  Rudep:eim,  a  market-borough,  famed  for  its  wines. 

13.  The  church-villages  of  Rauenthal,  Eibingen  zv\^  Afzmanßiaufen  to- 
gether with, 

J  4.  The  following  cloyfters  :  xtiz. 

Eberbach,  a  Cißcrcian  abbey,  founded  in  the  year  1131.  In  the  church 
belonging  to  it  lie  interred  divers  of  the  archbifhops  of  Mentz  and  many  of 
the  Counts  of  Najfau.  In  it  alfo  is  the  hereditary  burial-place  of  the  Counts 
of  KatzeneUnbogen. 

Eibingen,  a  BenediSiine  abbey  for  ladies  lying  near  the  above-mentioned 
village. 

Gotteßhal. 

Marienhaufen,  and 

The  TiefcnthaJ,  which  are  cloyfters  of  Cißerciam,  with  abbefles  for  their 
fuperiors. 

VII.  The  prefe<Slurate  of  Lohnstein  lies  in  the  territory  of  Treves  near 
the  conflux  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Lahn.     In  it  is, 

I.  Lohnflein,  or  Lalmfleiyi,  alfo  called  Upper-Lahnftein,  a  fmall  town 
and  citadel,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  into  which  the  Lahn  falls  at  this  place. 
Here  alio  is  an  acid  fpring. 

VIII.  The  prefedlurate  of  Steinheim,  which  was  difpofed  of  in  the 
year  1424,  by  the  Lords  of  Eppßein,  in  conjundion  with  fourteen  other 
villages,  to  the  archbifliopric.     In  it  is, 

1.  Steinheim,  or  Upper-Steinheim,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Mayn,  at 
which  is  a  great  pafTage  or  croffing-place. 

2.  Vpper  and  Lower-Rod,  two  church- villages  in  what  is  called  the  Roder- 
mark,  which  confids  of  a  traft  of  woods  and  fields. 

3.  Great- Auheim,  a  church-village. 

4.  Kahl,  a  borough,  lying  not  far  from  the  Mayn  in  that  part  where  the 
river  Kahl  falls  into  it. 

5.  Biber,  a  village,  environed  with  a  wall,  and  alfo  called  the  Oberhoj 
of  the  eleven  villages  which  are  poflefTed  in  common  of  a  wood  named  the 
Biber  Mark.  Thefe  eleven  villages  are  Biber,  Offefibach,  Burgell,  Rwnpen- 
heim,  Muhlhcim,  Diedeß^eim,  Lemmerfpiel,  Haufen  Imitcr,  or  an  der  Sonn, 
Obertßjdufen,  Heujenßamm  and  Rheinbrucken.  At  Biber  all  things  relating 
to  it  are  managed  by  the  fherifs  of  the  Mark.  Under  the  great  lime-tree 
before  the  village  lies  the  fherifFs  bench,  where  the  Mark-cowX.  is  fenced 
in  and  tranfgreffors  are  openly  cited  and  puniOied.  Of  this  Mark  the 
Elector  oi  Mentz  is  Upper-vogt.     In  the  places  belonging  to  the  eledorate  of 
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Mentz  only  are  iW^r/J-mafters,  who  are  chofen  by  the  flieriffs  out  of  the 
other  villages.  By  virtue  of  the  iW^r^-inftrument  of  the  year  1380,  a 
warranted  Marker  miift:  be  pofTerted  of  thirty  acres  of  land,  on  which  he  may 
•keep  thirty-two  head  of  cattle  and  as  many  flieep  and  fwine. 

IX.  The  prefedlurate  of  Dieburg  is  furrounded  by  the  territory  of /ft^- 
Darmßadt.     In  it  is, 

Dieburg,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  citadel,  together  with  a  cloyfter  of 
Copuchhu. 

X.  The  prefedlurate  of  Freygericht  lies  in  the  county  of  Hanau. 
This  prefedturate  is  an  Imperial  fief,  which  was  firft  prefented  in  the  year 
1500;  fome  farms,  eftates,  wood  and  revenues  in  it  excepted,  which  are 
property.  The  Counts  of  Hanau  were  formerly  poffeffed  of  one  half  of 
the  Freygericht,  which  confifts  of  the  market-town  of  Alzenau  and  thirteen 
villages;  but  the  houfe  of //^«ö«  becoming  extindl  in  the  year  1736,  a 
conteft  arofe  about  it  between  the  Eledor  of  Mentz  and  Hcjfe-Cajfel,  which 
at  length,  namely,  in  the  year  1748,  was  fully  adjufled  by  a  divifion  of 
the  Freygericht,  agreeably  to  which  the  Eledor  of  Mentz  obtained  for  his 
fhare, 

1.  The  borough  oi  Alzenau,  feated  on  the  river  Kaalzwd.  containing  above 
fixty  fighting  men. 

2.  The  borough  of  UVy^/^f/;/,  ox  Horßein,  and 

3.  Four  villages. 

XI.  The  prefedurate  of  Haussen,  the  feat  of  which  lies  In  the  village 
of  Hauß'en,  not  far  from  Saalmunßer,     To  it  belongs, 

1.  The  kellerey  of  Orb,  which  comprizes  a  part  of  the  Spejarf. 

Orb,  or  Urb,  is  a  borough  remarkable  for  a  rich  falt-work,  yielding  a  fine 
and  white  fait,  but  which  is  about  one  half  lighter  than  that  of  Nauheim  in 
the  county  of  Ha?iau.  In  the  year  1428,  Orb  and  Wirtheim  were  mortgaged 
to  Hanau  for  the  fum  of  23,000  florins;  but,  in  the  year  1564  and  1565 
redeemed  again.  The  confiderable  fliares  in  the  fait- works  here,  which 
were  purchafed  by  the  Counts  of  Hanau  of  private  perfons,  were  ceded, 
in  the  year  1656,  in  lieu  of  the  5000  florins  of  the  Wurzburg  debt,  by  the 
cloyfter  of  Schluchtern  to  the  Elector  of  Mentz,  together  with  the  coppice. 

2.  The  kellerey  o{  Burgjoffa,  in  the  village  of  this  name,  which  lies  on 
the  river  Jofze  in  the  territory  thereof. 

3.  The  kellerey  of  Wirtheim,  in  the  borough  of  that  name,  feated  on 
the  river  Kinzing. 

XII.  The  vicedom-amt  of  Afchaffe?iburg  comprizes  in  it  a  part  of  the 
confiderable  wood  of  SpeJJ'art.     To  it  belongs, 

I.  The  refidence  town  oi Afchaffenburg,  which  is  one  of  the  befl  towns  in 
all  the  arehbifliopric,  and  lies  on  the  Mayn,  taking  its  name  from  the  rivulet 
of  AJchaf,  which  in  the  neighbourhood  thereof  falls  into  the  Mayrn.     The 
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citadel  here,  in  which  the  Eledor  fequently  rcfides  during  harveft  as  long  as 
thehunting-feafon  in  the  Spejjart  lafts,  is  grand  and  beautiful.  In  this  town 
is  alfo  an  inßgnis  eccleßa  collcgiata  of  St.  Feter  and  Alexander,  together  with 
a  college  of  Jefuits  and  a  Lapuchiti  cloylter.  In  the  feventeenth  century 
Afcaffenburg  frequently  fell  into  the  hands  of  enemies. 

2.   The  prefec'turate  oi  Schollkrippcn  and  Bejjenhach. 

■^.  Schmcrlenbach,  a  Benedicline  cloyfter  for  ladies,  having  an  abbefs  for 
its  fuperior. 

4.  The  prefedturate  of  Little- Wallstadt,  feated  in  the  church- 
village  ofthat  name.  The  cloyfter  of  Himmelthal  here  is  fupplied  with 
Cijlercian  Nuns. 

5.  The  kellerey  of  Bachgau,  to  which  belongs  Oßheim. 

6.  The  town  and  hundred  oi  Selige>ißadt  :  belonging  to  which  is, 

1.  Selige/z/ladt,  a  town,  feated  on  the  May;!,  and  containing  in  it  a  cloyfter 
of  Benediäines,  the  abbot  of  which  ftyles  himfclf,  Lord  of  Geifelbach, 
Omersbach  rtW  Hofsftadten.  In  the  year  1237,  this  town  belonged  to  the 
^m'OQrox  Frederick,  wiio  inherited  it  from  his  anceftors  as  a  fief  of  Mentz,  and 
fo  early  as  that  time  was  called  a  town. 

2.  Dettingeri,  a  village,  lying  on  the  Mayn,  near  which,  in  the  year 
1743,  a  fharp  adion  happened  between  the  allied  troops  of  the  £«^/z/Z)  and 
Aujlrians  on  the  one  part,  and  thofe  of  the  French  on  the  other ;  the 
former  of  whom,  being  led  on  by  King  George  II.  in  perfon,  came  off 
vidorious. 

3.  Obernburg^  a  fmalltown,  feated  on  the  Mayn. 

4.  Stockfladt,  a  borough,  lying  not  far  from  the  Mayn. 

5.  The  kellerey  of  Rothenbucb,  to  which  belongs, 

1.  Rothenbuch,  a  borough. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Heimbuchenthal,  fituate  in  the  parifti-vlllage 
of  that  name. 

3.  Wufthal,  a  church-village. 

XIII.  The  prefedlurate  of  Clingenberg.     To  it  belongs, 

1 .  Clingenberg,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Mayn,  and  near  which  grows 
a  fine  wine. 

2.  Worth,  a  borough,  alfo  feated  on  the  Mzy«. 

3.  Erlenbach,  Rollfeld  2.ndi  Mojichberg,  all  church- villages. 

XIV.  The  prefedlurate  of  Miltenberg  :  to  which  belong, 

1.  Miltenberg,  afmall  town,  lying  on  the  Mayn,  and  containing  in  it  a 
citadel  feated  on  a  mountain.  At  this  place  is  a  confiderable  water  and  land- 
toll,  as  alfo  a  magazine,  a  Francifcan  cloyfter  and  a  gymnafnm.  The  chapter 
has  a  faäory  in  this  town.  On  the  other  fide  of  the  river  lies  the  cloyfter 
oi  Engelberg. 

2.  The  confiderable  church-villages  oi  Burßadty  Eichenbuhl,  &c, 

3.  The 
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3.  The  kellerey  of  Prodzclten,  containing, 

Prod'zekn,  or  ProceUen,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Mayn,  and  which  is 
to  be  diftinguifhed  from  the  adjoining  village  of  the  fame  name. 

XV.  The  prefedturate  of  Amorbach,  comprizing, 

1.  Amorbach,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  rivulet  oi  Mudt,  and  containing 
an  abbey  of  BenediSlines.  To  the  amt-kellerey  here  belong  the  church- 
villages  of  Mudach  and  Limbach. 

2.  The  kellery  of  Buchen^  to  which  belongs 
"Buchen,  a  fmall  town, 

Altheim,  a  church-village. 

3.  The  \ic\[&xty  oi  Waltthurn,  containing 

Wallthurn,  a  fmall  town,  which  is  alfo  a  celebrated  place  of  pilgrimage. 
Erf  eld,  a  village. 

4.  The  kellerey  of  Burken.     In  it 
Burken,  a  fmall  town. 

5.  The  kellerey  of  Selgenthal,  to  which  alfo  belongs  Ktichfen. 

XVI.  The  prefedturateof  BiscHOFFSHEiM  lies  in  Fr^;?cowVr.  The  places 
to  be  remarked  in  it  are, 

1.  Bifchoffjheim,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  T'^z/i^fr,  and  containing  in  it 
a  cloyfter  oi  Francifca?is  and  a  gynmafium.  At  this  place  alfo  is  a  factory  of  the 
chapter.     To  the  amts-kellerey  here  belong  alfo 

Konigßooffen,  a  fmall  town,  fituated  near  Mergentheim  on  the  Tauber.

XVII.  The  prefedlurate  of  Crautheim  lies  in  Frajiconia,  and 
comprizes, 

1.  The  amts-kellerey  of  Cr^«//-)«'«;,  to  which  belongs 
Crautheim.,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  ^Jaxt. 
Balleberg,  Eberßahl,  Upper-Wittßadt  and  Upper-Ginfzbach. 
Nieäerrihall,  afm.alltown. 

2.  The  kellerey,  orfarm,  oi  BiHigheifn,  to  which  appertain  the  places  of 
Billighcim,  Allfeld  and  Mublbach. 

3.  The  kellerey  of  Nagehbcrg. 

4.  The  kellerey  of  Keidenau :  to  it  belongs 
IScidenaii,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  "Jnxt. 
Herboiiß.ieifn  and  Stein. 

XVIII.  The  little  town  oi  Bonnigheim,  with  its  appendages.  This  place 
lies  in  the  dutchy  of  Wurtenhcrg,  and  was  formerly  a  common  heritage  ; 
but  the  Liebenßein  line,  which  heid  itsfhare  in  fief  of  the  Eledor  of  Af^vz/c:, 
became  extind: ;  by  which  means   the   fief  reverted  again  to  its  lord,  and 
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the  Eledor  of  Mentz  gradually  purchafed  alfo  their  Hiarc  in  common  of 
the  other  heirs ;  fo  that  at  prefent  he  is  the  only  proprietor  of  Bonnigheim. 

Bonnigheim  is  a  fmall  town  containing  only  a  Proteftant-church.  On  a 
mountain  near  it  flands  acloyfter  oi  Capucbins.

XIX.  The  upper  prefedlurate  of  Starkenburg  comprizes  in  it  the 
whole  Ihare  of  the  Eledor  of  Mentz  in  the  Berglirafze,  together  with  a  part 
alfo  of  the  Odenwalde,  and  confifts, 

1.  Of  the  amts-kellerey  of  Heppenheim.     To  it  belongs 
Heppenheim,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  flands  the   mountain-citadel  of 

Siarkenburg. 

Fürth,  a  church-village,  in  which  refides  an  Imperial  pofl-mafler. 

Abtfteinach,  a  church-village. 

The  Hartewod ]\i{\id.\Ci\ort,  and 

The  hundred  of  Morlenbach,  lying  in  the  pariHi-village  ofthat  name. 

2.  Theamts-kellery  of  Benß^eim.     To  it  belongs 
Benß:eim,  a  fmall  town,  in  which  the  chapter  has  a  facftory. 
In  the  Ried  is  a  traft  conlifling  of  about  five  villagefliips. 
Burftadt  and  Viernheim  are  both  church-villages. 

3.  The  amts-kellerey  oi  Hirjchhorn.     In  it  is 

Hirjchhorn,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel,  feated  on  the  Neckar,  and  which 
belonged  formerly  to  the  Barons  of  that  name  as  a  fief  of  Menfz ;  but 
thefe  Barons  becoming  extindl  in  the  year  1632,  it  reverted  to  the  Eledlor 
of  Mentz. 

Efchelbach  and  Under-Schotimattenweg. 

4.  The  procuracy  or  prodlorlhip  of  Lorjch.  In  the  year  1232,  the 
Emperor  Frederick  II.  ceded  the  Framonfiratenfmn  abbey  of  Lorjch,  anci- 
ently called  Laureß:am,  as  an  Imperial  fief  to  the  archbifhopric  of  Mentz, 
with  which  alfo  it  was  afterwards  incorporated,  together  with  all  its  appur- 
tenances, by  Pope  Gregory  IX. 

XX.  The  prefedurate  of  Gernsheim,  containing 

Gernßeim,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhiiie,  and  near  which  a  toll 
was  obliged  to  be  laid  over  that  river.  In  the  town  is  a  fadory  of  the 
chapter's. 

XXI.  The  vicariate  of  Neiv-Bamberg  is  furrounded  by  the  territory  of  the 
Elector-palatine.     To  it  belongs 

New-Bamburg,  a  little  town. 

XXII.  The  upper  prefcfturate  of  Amoneburg  lies  in  the  Upper-Heffe, 
To  it  belongs 

I.  Amoneburg,  that  is,  a  burg  on  the  Ohm,  in  Latin  Amana,  a  fmall 
town,  Handing  on  an  eminence,  around  which  an  arm  of  the  river  Ohm 

winds 
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winds  itfelf.     At  this  place  is  a  collegiate-foundation  dedicated  to  John  the 
Baptijt. 

2.  The  church-villages  o^RoJzdorf,  Bauerbach,  G'mjddorf,  Mardorf  and 
Erfurt /hau/eji. 

3.  The  kellerey  of  Neufladt :  to  which  belongs 
Neußadt,  a  fmall  town. 

Allendorj\  a  village. 

The  jurifdidlion  of  Katzenberg. 

XXIII.  The  prefedurate  of  Fritzlar  lies  betwixt  Lower-Hejfe  and  the 
county  of  JValdeck,  and  comprizes  in  it, 

I.  The  town  of /r/Vz/^r,  which  lies  on  the  river  Edos.  In  it  we  find  a 
collegiate  foundation  of  St.  Peter,  with  another  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  an 
Urfeline  nunnery.  In  the  year  919,  a  Diet  of  the  Empire  was  held  at  this 
place.  In  the  year  1232,  it  was  taken  by  florm  hy  He  my  Rafpo,  Landgrave 
of  Thüringen  and  HeJJe,  and,  in  the  year  1631,  by  William,  Landgrave 
of  Hejfe. 

2.  The  kellery  of  Naumburg,  containing 

Naumburg,  or  Nwnburg,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  little  river  of  Elbe. 

REMARKS. 

1.  To  the  high-chapter  belong  the  following  places :  'oiz: 
I.  On  the  Rhine  h&\ovf  Me?itz. 

Bingen,  a  fmall  trading  town,  lying  on  the  Rhine.  At  this  place  is  a 
Capuchin-cloy  der  and  a  factory  of  the  chapter.  In  it  alfo  refide  the  toll- 
officers  of  the  chapter ;  but  the  toll-jurifdidion  extends  to  the  oppofite  citadel 
of  Ehrenjels,  which  is  fituate  on  the  mountain  oi  Rudcßoeim. 

Not  far  from  the  town,  in  that  part  where  the  Nahe  pours  itfelf  into  the 
Rhine,  is  the  celebrated  Binger  Loch,  which  forms  the  narrow  rocky  fhore  of 
the  Rhine,  and  in  which  is  a  water-fall.  Hard  by  it,  on  a  rock  in  the  Rhine, 
{lands  what  is  called  the  Maufethurm. 

The  villages  of  Kempten,  Weiler,  TrechtingPiaujen  and  Lower-Heimbach, 
in  which  is  a  fadlory  of  the  chapter's. 

2.  On  the  Rhine  above  Mentz  ftands 

Hochheim,  a  market-town,  near  which  grows  an  excellent  wine ;  to- 
gether with 

The  villages  of  Mombach,  Forßmm  and  Aßheim. 

The  chapter  has  fadories  likewife  at  Benßeim,  Bifchofßeim,  Friedberg, 
Gernßeim,  Great-Oßheim,  Wallßadt,  Konigheim,  horch,  Miltenberg,  Lowei-- 
Heimbach  and  Waldbokelheim. 

2.  To  the  high-provoftfhip  belong 

The  villages  of  Finten  and  Gonzenheim,  near  Mentz ;  as  alfo  Upper-Heini-

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Avr/',  lituatcd  below  Bi>2gen  not  far  from  the  Rhine ;  Eddcrßeim   on  the

The  chapter  has  fadiorics   alfo  at  Bifchojßcim,  Miltenberg,   Great-Oß~ 
heim,  Creat-V/alißadt,  Waldbockelheim,  horch  and  lJ{per-Ueimbach.

§.  I, 'T^  HE  city  of  £r//^r/,  anciently  called  Er^^t'j,  or  Erpisfurt,  and 
'''  in  Latin  Erjordia,  lies  in  Thuringia,  being  reckoned  the  head- 
town  thereof;  but  was  never  owned  by  the  circle  of  Upper  Saxony  as  a 
State  of  the  Circle,  though  formerly  the  ordinances  of  the  Circle  were  notified 
to  it,  and  it  was  alfo  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  coinage  of  the 
Circle.  In  the  recefs  of  the  circle  of  Upper  Saxony  of  1588,  it  is  exprefsly 
laid  that  the  city  of  Erfurt  is  neicher  to  be  reckoned  an  Imperial  city,  nor 
a  State  of  this  Circle. 

§.  2.  The  firft  foundation  of  this  city  commenced  fo  early  as  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fifth  century.     St.  Boniface  appointed  a  bifliop  in  it,  but  he  had 
no  fucceßbr.   In  it  too  in  the  year  852  the  Emperor  Lewis  held  a  'provincial 
Diet,  as  did  alfo   the  Emperor  Henry  I.  in   the   year   935,  and   the  Em- 
peror Rudolph  I.  in    1289,  held  a  diet  of  the  Empire  here.     In    1566,  a 
Diet  of  the  Empire  was  held  here  for  the  laft  time.    This  town  anciently 
ftood   united  with   the  Marggraves   and  Landgraves  of  M'/^w,  Heße  zx\A 
Thiiringia,    as    alfo    with   the  archbiihops  of  Magdeburg,    the   Dukes  of 
S(ixo7iy  and  Brunfwick,    the   Princes  and  Counts  of  Hentuberg,    Stolberg, 
Schivarzburg,  and  other  high  houfes,  Counts  and  Cities.     In  1443,    145 1, 
1457,   1487,    1490,    1496,  the  Counts  of  Gleichen,  Hohenßein,  Schwarz- 
hurg,  and  others   accepted  from  it  military  and  other  places.     In  the  year 
1395  it  availed  itfelf  of  the  protedion  of  the  Dukes  oi  Brunßz-ick,  and  in 
1361,    1424,    1435,    1446  and  1468,  of  the  protedtion  of  the  Landgraves 
oi  Thuringia  and  Heße,  as  alfo  of  other  powerful  houfes.     In  1483  it  made 
a  perpetual  league  of  protedion  and  defence  with  the  houfe  oi  Saxony,  and 
paid   down   yearly  to   it    1 500   m  florins  of  protedion-money.       It  was^ 
indeed,    no  immediate  free  Imperial  city,    but  yet   was  poffeffed  of  and 
executed  feveral  confiderable  lordfhips  and  immunities.     Mjch  difpute  has 
arifen  concerning  the  rights  of  the  Eledor  of  Mentz  over  this  city  ;  the 
Eledor  of  Mentz  maintaining  that  he  has  had  from  ancient  times  the  fo- 
verel'^nty  over  it,  and  that  he  alfo  made  a  donation  to  it  of  its  immunities' 
and  privileges ;    for  the  confirmation   of  which,  among  other  things,  the 
ilipulatlon  entered  into  in  the  year  1280  between  archbilhop  Gerhard  and 
4  the

the  city  is  adduced,  as  alfo  a  writing  of  the  magiftracy  to  the  archbifliop, 
bearing  date  in  the  year  1428,  together  with  the  concordate  agreed  on  be- 
tween the  archbifliop  Albert  and  the  city  in  1483.  In  the  year  1654,  the 
Eledlor  wanted  to  be  a'a;ain  included  in  the  thurch-prayers.  The  con- 
tefts  which  arole  upon  that  and  other  accounts  were  mofl:  lerious  in  thij 
year  1660,  and  in  1663  the  city  brought  upon  itfelf  the  ban  of  the  En^pire, 
the  execution  of  which  was  conferred  on  the  E;edor  of  Mentz,  who  after 
fome  private  underhand  dealings  with  the  Elector  of  Saxmy,  in  which  the 
Saxon  right  of  prot^flion  was  given  up  ;  in  the  year  1664  the  city  was  be- 
lieged  and  taken,  with  the  help  of  F/'raifi'  and  Lorrain  troops.  Upon  this, 
in  the  year  1665  between  the  Eledlor  oi  Mc?itz  and  the  princely  houfc  of 
Saxony,  of  the  Erncftine  line,  followed  a  ftipuhticn,  as  well  on  account  of 
other  difputes  as  of  the  Erfurt  aifair.  In  i656,  a  new  (lipulation  was 
agreed  on  between  them,  and  in  1667  another  ftipulation  ahb  between 
the  Eleftors  of  Mcnt-z  and  Sjxony,  after  which  an  execution  recefs  was 
brought  to  bear  between  the  Elector  of  Mentz  and  the  princely  houfe  of 
Saxofiy.  By  virtue  of  thefe  ftipuiations  the  Elector  of  Mentz  renounced  cer- 
tain demands,  and  the  houfe  of  Saxony  refigned  the  dominimn  direElum, 
which  had  been  ceded  in  favour  of  the  Eleöor  oi  Mentz  over  the  villages 
and  farms,  which  the  council  of  Erfurt  held  in  fief  and  fubfief  of  the 
princely  houfe  of  Saxony.  The  council  of  Erjurt  alfo  renounced  or  dif- 
claimed  the  hereditary  protedlion  of  the  princely  houfe  of  Saxony,  and  paid 
down  what  remained  due  of  the  protedlion-money.  But  notwithftanding 
this  the  Eledtor  John  George  III.  of  Saxony,  ftill  referved  to  himfelf  all 
rights  before  the  Imperial  throne,  and  on  this  occafion  alfo  obtained  an 
Imperial  dccretum  fahatorium,  fecuring  likewife  his  right  in  the  feudal  briefs 
of  the  Empire. 

§.  3.  In  the  above-mentioned  ftipulationsof  1664,  1665,  1666  and  1667, 
the  maintenance  of  the  Proteflant  docflrine  and  religious  worfhip  in  the 
flate  they  were  in  at  that  time  was  ftipulated,  agreed  to  and  confirmed  by 
the  Eledor  and  Chapter.  The  greateft  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
and  the  whole  country  are  Proteftants,  the  five  Kuchen  villages,  as  they 
are  called,  excepted. 

§.  4.  The  Eleflor  of  Mentz  governs  the  State  oi  Erfurt  by  a  lieutenant. 
The  archiepifcopal  fpiritual  court  here  confifts  of  one  prefident,  one  lealer, 
three  fpiritual  affeflbrs  and  one  fecular;  but  the  archbifliop's  vicar  has  the 
care  only  of  thofe  matters,  qu(?  funt  ordinis.  The  provincial  regency  here 
has  the  ftadtholder  or  lieutenant  for  its  prefident,  together  with  feven 
regency-counfellors.  The  chamber  in  like  manner  has  the  lieutenant 
for  its  prefident,  and  ordinarily  but  two  counfellors.  The  civil  and  cri- 
minal court  here  confifts  of  one  prefident,  fix  afi"efi"ors,  one  fecretary,  and 
two  Scahins.  The  Eledlors  have  hitherto  filled  this  court  with  a  like  num- 
ber of  Romati-czxho\\c  and  Lutheran  affeflbrs.  Under  it,  in  civil  and  cri- 
minal 
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minal  cafes  in  the  firft  inftance,  ftand  all  members  relating  to  the  univer- 
fity,  the  adtual  counfellors  and  chancery-dependants,  as  alio  all  other  elec- 
toral ofBccrs  and  inhabitants  of  the  city;  and  appeals  likewife  lie  to  it  from 
the  eledloral-oflices,  the  town-council  of  Sommcrihi,  the  duumvirul-cham- 
ber,  the  noble  and  hofpital  courts,  and  the  water-office ;  but  from  this 
court  alfo  to  the  fupreme  aullc-court  of  the  Elcdor  of  Mcntz.  The  town- 
council  is  divided  into  the  upper  and  lower  bench  ;  the  members  of  the 
firrt  of  which  are  poflefled  of  the  right  of  eledlion,  but  at  the  eleäion 
Teat  regard  is  had  to  the  equality  of  the  number  o{  Luther  an  i  and  Roman- 
catholics.  The  two  uppernioft  places  in  each  fenate  are  filled  by  the  Elec- 
tor. This  town-council  has  a  peculiar  jurifdiäion  and  regulations  of  its 
own.  The  Proteftant  Lutheran  confiftory  here  confifts  of  the  Luthe^ran 
preachers  of  the  town,  together  with  three  deputies  of  the  town-councji, 
and  the  Protefliant  fyndic.  Thefe  members  are  Ailed  ccmmifiaries  in  mat- 
ters of  matritnony  and  confcience,  the  fenior  having  the  precedency,  and 
appeals  lying  from  them  to  the  Proteftant  town-council.  The  ofhcialate 
here  is  a  court,  held  by  the  provoft;  of  our  Lady\  foundation,  and  confifts 
of  one  fpiritual  official,  one  fecular  fyndic,  and  one  provoftOiip-adminifira'-cr* 
The  two  firfl  have  the  care  of  all  matters  of  right  and  procefles ;  apd  the 
lafl,  that  of  CEconomy.  The  fame  court  judges  a!fo  in  prefentations  and 
procefles  beneficiorum  fimplicium,  and  from  it  an  appeal  lies  to  the  fpiritual 
court,  and  afterwards  to  the  general  vicariate. 

§.  5.  The  city  oi  Erfurt  ftands  on  the  river  Gera^  being  large,  but  not 
fufficiently  populous,  and  for  the  mofl:  part  built  in  the  old  fafhioned  tafte. 
It  is  fortified,  and  further  defended  by  the  citadels  oi  Pctcrsberg  and  Cyri- 
dcsburg,  and  contains  in  it  a  garrifon  of  two  battalions  of  Imperial  and  elec- 
toral troops.  Numbers  of  nobles  refide  in  this  town,  on  whom  alfo  in  an 
ordinance  publillied  in  1755  feveral  privileges  have  been  conferred.  The 
Ecdefia  ccllegitita  Infgnis  ad  B.  M.  V.  alfo  called  ad  gradiis,  is  a  fecular 
foundation  confifling  of  a  provoff,  a  dean,  fix  canons  and  fix  vicars,  and 
was  founded  as  a  cloyfler  by  St.  Boniface  in  the  year  752.  The  whole  of 
this  large  church,  together  with  the  choir,  chapels,  and  other  buildings, 
refls  on  vaults  without  any  pillars  in  it.  The  celebrated  great  bell  in  this 
church  weighs  30,250  lb.  or  275  centners.  Its  towers  have  been  demo- 
liflicd  by  fire.  At  the  collegiate-church  of  St.  Severus  are  fix  canons  and 
four  vicars.  Both  thefe  foundations  are  ground-lords  of  Great-Mondra. 
Next  we  find  here,  moreover,  a  college  of  jefiiits,  together  with  a  rich  mo- 
naffcry  q{ Benediulines  at  St.  Peter  and  PauU  which  is  under  the  diredion  of 
n  mitred  abbot,  who  ftlles  himfelf  Lord  oi  Frankenrede  and  Bifchofrode  on  the 
Werra,  and  provoft  oi Celle.  Exclufive  too  of  feven  cloyfters,  in  this  town  are 
likewife  four  i?öw/7«-catholic  churches  and  three  chapels.  The  Lutherans  per- 
form their  worfhip  in  fix  churches  here,  and  pofi'efs  moreover  five  others, 
but  thefe  they  make  no  ufe  of.    They  have  alfo  a  gymnafium,  in  a  building 

which 
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which  was  formerly  an  Augußine  cloyüer.  For  the  erecfting  of  the  unlver- 
fity  here  the  papal  privileges  were  granted  in  1389,  in  J  392  tlie  facuhics 
were  filled,  and  in  1398  it  was  conlecrated.  In  the  year  1396,  pope  i?«;/- 
face  IX.  appointed  the  archbiftiops  of  Mcfitz  as  perpetual  chancellors  to 
"the  univerfity,  whofe  place  is  filled  up  by  each  feveral  vicar.  To  the  uni- 
verfity  belong  five  colleges.  The  theological  faculty  here  is  wholly  Rc^miri- 
catholic,  but  the  fenior  of  the  Lutheran  clergy  is  profefTor  of  the  yhigdmrg 
confeffion,  and  receives  yearly  of  the  Eledlor  a  talary  of  two  hundred  rixdollars. 
The  other  faculties  here  are  filled  up  equally  with  hutheran  and  Romati- 
catholic  profeflbrs.  In  the  year  1754  an  academy  of  the  ufeful  fciences  was 
alfo  founded  at  this  place.  Arnong  the  libraries  here,  cxxlufive  of  that  of  the 
univerfity,  is  in  particular  to  be  remarked  the  Boincburg,  together  with  that 
ot  the  Lutheran  miniftry  (which  contains  in  it  fome  ancient  manufcripts  of  the 
Hebrew  Bible)  that  of  the  Jefuits,  that  of  the  Scottijh  cloyfter,  and  that  of 
the  Imperial  academy  Natura  Curioforum.  Among  the  confiderable  im- 
provements which  have  been  made  in  this  univerfity,  by  the  prefent 
Elecftor,  Job?!  Frederick  Charles,  is  to  be  reckoned  the  founding  of  a  botanic 
garden,  an  anatomical  theatre,  an  aftronomical  obfervatory,  and  a  riding 
academy. 

§.6.  The  territory  belonging  to  this  city  is  for  the  moft  part  fertile,  but 
defedive  in  wood.  It  comprifes  in  it  one  little  town,  together  with  one 
market-town  and  feventy-three  villages,  and  is  divided  into  the  following 
prefedlurates. 

1.  The  city  prefe£lurate  confifts  of  fifteen  villages,  among  which  are  the 
five  kitchen-villages  (each  of  which  is  obliged  to  perform  all  manner  of 
due  fervices  and  liveries  to  the  Sovereign's  kitchen)  namely  Witter  da,  Mel- 
chendorf,  Daberfladt,  Dittelfladt  and  Hochheim. 

2.  The  prefeflurate  of  Tondorf,  which  ever  fince  the  year  1665  has 
belonged  to  Metitz,  and  comprifes  in  it  twelve  villages. 

3.  The  prefedurate  of  Atzmansdorf,  which  confifts  of  fifteen 
villages. 

4.  The  prefedlurate  of  Muhlberg,  to  which  belong  the  two  villages 
of  Muhlberg  and  Rohrettfee.  On  a  mountain  near  Muhlberg  flands  a  ruined 
citadel,  which  was  formerly  the  refidence  of  the  Counts  of  Muhlberg,  on 
the  extindion  of  whom  one  half  of  the  county  devolved  about  the  year 
1330  to  the  Eledlor  oi  Mentz,  but  the  other  half  to  the  Counts  of  Henne- 
herg  and  Schivarzburg.  In  1357  both  halves  were  again  difpofed  of  to  the 
city  of  Erfurt.  In  1 592,  the  Eledor  of  Metitz  ced.ed  his  Ihare  therein  to  the 
houfe  oi  Saxony  -,  but  in  1666  the  whole  prefedurate  was  again  given  up. 

5.  The  prefedurate  of  Vargula  confifts  of  the  market-town  oi  Great- 
Vargula,  or  Vargel  (formerly  called  Varila,  Varigla,  and  Farula)  where, 
according  to  the  opinion  of  fome  hiftorians,  the  Emperor  Charlemagne  was 
conceived  of  his  mother.  In  the  year  1385  the  Teutonick  order  fold  this 
town  to  the  city  oi  Erjurt.  6.  The 
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6.  The  prefedurate  of  GisPERSLEBEN,  which  confifts  of  ten  villages, 

7.  The  prefedurate  of  ViPi'ACH,  to  which  belongs  the  citadel  ol  Vip- 
pach  and  two  villages.     This  prefcdurate  is  united  v/ith 

8.  That  of  SoMMERDA,  comprifing  in  it 

Sommerda,  a  little  town,  which  was  ceded  by  the  Counti  of  Schwarzburg 
in  the  year  1342  ioErJurt,  and  in  1418  ibid.  Together  with 
Three  villages. 

9.  The  prefedurate  of  Alach,  containing  thirteen  villages. 

JO.  The  hofpital-court,  and  an  hofpital-inlpection.  The  hofpital  is  a  very 
rich  foundation,  containing  a  large  extent  of  ground  in  it,  as  alfo  a  parifli 
of  its  own,  and  is  divided  into  the  great  and  little  hofpital,  \.h.t  Lazaret  2.r\d 
fick-houfe,  each  of  which  has  an  overfeer  and  receiver  of  its  own.  To  the 
great  hofpital  belongs  the  village  of  Hayn,  or  Hanigcn^  together  with  the 
lower  jurifdidion  thereof. 


III.     Tht     E     I    C    H    S    F    E     L     D. 

§.  i.'T^HE  Eichsfeld,  alfo  frequently  called  the  Eisfeld,  is  beft  feen 
-*■  in  Hamanns  chart  of  Thuringia  in  the  Atlas  of  Germany.  This 
country  is  environed  by  Heffe,  Thuringia,  and  the  principalities  of  Gruben- 
hagen  and  Calenberg,  being  in  its  greateft  extent  from  fouth  to  north  about 
feven  Gerjuan  miles  and  three  quarters,  and  from  eaft  to  weft  about  five 
and  one  quarter. 

§.  2.  Agreeably  to  its  natural  fituation  this  country  is  divided  into  the 
Loicer  and  Upper  Eichsfeld,  both  which  are  in  a  great  tneafure  feparated  by 
the  mountains  of  Duhn.  The  Lower  Eichsfeld  conftitutes  the  northern  part 
of  the  country,  which  indeed  is  fmaller  than  the  Upper  Eichsfeld,  but  more 
level,  warm,  and  fruitful.  In  it  too  is  a  fufficiency  of  corn,  together  with  a 
good  breed  of  cattle,  and  much  flax  and  tobacco  is  alfo  cultivated  there.  The 
Upper  Eichsfeld  conftitutes  the  fouthern  and  largeft  divifion  of  the  country, 
hut  is  for  the  moft  part  mountainous,  and  has  a  cold  though  wholfome  air, 
but  produces  not  a  fufficiency  of  corn,  for  which  reafon  it  is  imported 
there  from  Thuringia.  This  divifion,  however,  is  very  populous,  and  the 
inhabitants  make  great  quantities  of  ferge  and  linen.  The  high  fituation  of 
this  country  is  the  reafon  that  no  river  enters  the  Eichsfeld;  whereas  on  the 
contrary  fome  run  out  of  it,  which  take  their  rife  therein  j  as  namely,  the 
Leine,  which  has  its  fource  in  the  Leinefelde ;  the  Lutter,  which  without 
the  limits  of  the  Eichsfeld,  runs  into,  the  Wiefel,  and  the  latter  into  the 
Werre ;  the  Unßrnt,  which  rifes  above  Keferhaufen  ;  the  V/ipper,  which  has 
its  fource  in  Stadt-Worbis  3   and  the  Rume,  which  iffues  above  Rumfpring 

out 
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out  of  a  ilrong  fpring.    Through  the  middle  of  this  fpring  run  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  Eichsfelde  and  the  principality  of  Grubenhagen. 

§.3.  In  the  Eichsjelde  are  four  cities,  three  boroughs,  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty  villages.  In  the  JJiider  Eichsjelde  the  Lower  Saxon  language  is 
fpoke,  and  in  the  Upper  the  ^fhio-ingian.  The  provincial  States  here  con- 
fift  of  the  prelates,  together  with  the  abbefles  of  the  nunneries,  whofe 
places  are  filled  up  by  the  provoftsj  of  the  nobility,  and  of  the  towns  of  Hei~ 
iigcirjiadt,  Duderjladt-,  Stadt-Worbis  and  Treffurt.  The  primate  of  thefe 
States  is  always  either  the  prelate  of  Geroda,  or  Reiffenßein.  Their  aflem- 
blies,  or  provincial  Diets  are  held  three  quarters  of  an  hour's  journey  from 
Heiligenßadt,  near  what  is  called  Jagebanks-warte,  under  the  open  air ;  or 
when  the  weather  is  very  unfavourable,  in  the  council-houfe  at  Heiligen- 
ßadt,  and  that  in  the  prefence  of  an  eledoral  Envoy,  who  is  generally  the 
lieutenant,  and  of  two  conimill'aries, 

r,  ,§»4.  In  the  fixteenth  century  there  were  many  Proteftants  in  the  Eicbf-^ 
felde,  but  their  number  became  gradually  fmaller.  The  chief  part  of  thefe 
2iVC  2X  Diiderßadt,  and  in  the  jurifdidtion  of  thofe  of  Winzingeroda^  which, 
one  third  of  Rheinholterode  excepted,  is  wholly  Proteftant.  The  prevailing 
religion  here  is  the  Roman-C'&'CaoXxc.  The  fpiritual  jurifdidion  over  the 
whole  Eichsjelde  or  the  archiepifcopal  commilTariate  here,  is  2.1  Duderfladt . 
In  this  country  we  reckon  two  collegiate  foundations,  one  of  which  is  at 
Heiligen/ladt,  and  the  other  in  the  noble  Hardenberg  borough  of  Northen^ 
fituate  one  German  mile  from  Gottingen }  two  abbies,  five  cloyfters,  under 
the  diredlion  of  abbefles,  an  Urfuline  nunnery,  which  has  for  its  governels 
what  is  called  a  Worthy  Mother,  and  ten  provincial  deanries,  to  which  be- 
long eighty-one  Roinan-czthoYic  pariflies ;  namely,  to  the  chapter  of  Bear 
fix  ;  to  the  Fuhrbach  chapter  eight ;  to  the  chapter  oi  Gieboldehaus  nine  ;  to 
the  Immingerode  chapter  feven ;  to  the  Kirchworbis  chapter  eight ;  to  the 
Kuhljladt  chapter  eight j  to  the  chapter  of  Langenfeld  fix;  to  the  Obernfeld 
chapter  five ;  to  the  Wejlhaufen  chapter  fixteen,  and  to  the  chapter  of  Wicfen- 
felde  eight.  The  right  of  patronage  in  fome  places  is  poflTefl^ed  by  the  archbifliop, 
in  others  by  the  foundations  and  cloyfl:ers,  and  in  others  by  the  nobility. 

§.  5.  Such  of  the  inhabitants  as  devote  themfelves  to  the  fciences,  are  in- 
ftruded  either  at  Hciligenfladt  by  the  Jefuits,  or  at  Duderjladt  by  the  clergy 
in  the  commifl^ariate,  and  afterwards  vifit  foreign  univerfities. 

§.  6.  Anciently  the  Eichsfeld  belonged  to  Thuringia.  The  Vpper  Eichf- 
feld  was  difpofed  of  by  Henry  Count  of  Gleichen,  of  Gleichenßein,  in  the 
year  1294  to  Gerhard  11.  Eledor  of  Mentz;  but  Heiligenßadt  belonged  to 
the  archbifliopric  fo  early  as  the  year  1 022.  Th^Mark  of  Dude?-Jiadt,  in  which 
at  that  time  the  town  of  Duderjladt,  the  prefedturate  of  Gieboldehaifen,  the 
judicatory  of  Bernjhaufen  and  other  portions  were  reckoned,  was  poflefled 
by  the  Dukes  of  Grubejihagen,  and  purchafed  by  Duke  Otto  the  Child  of  the 
abbefs  Gertrud  of  ^ledlinburg  for  five  hundred  marks  of  filver.  Duke  Henry, 
Vol.  IV.  Z  7.Z  furnamed 
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furnamed  o^  Greece,  who  poßcded  for  himfelf  one  third  thereof,  and  mort- 
gaged the  other  two  thirds  to  his  brother,  ceded  this  countiy  in  the  vear 
1334,  with  refervation  of  redemption,  by  way  of  mortgage  to  arclibifliop 
Baldwin  o(  Mencz  \n  X\ty.\  oi  (I'x.  hundred  marks  of  filver,  oi' Einbeck  war- 
rant. In  the  year  1563,  the  Dukes  Emeß,  PFolfgatig,  and  Philip  <i\.Gniben- 
hagen  made  a  refignation  of  it  to  the  archbifhopric  and  chapter,  but  this  was 
not  accepted.  At  length,  namely  in  the  year  1692  followed  a  ftipulation,  in 
which  the  Duke,  afterwards  the  Eledor  Erneß  Augiißus  <:ii  Brunfwick~Lu- 
nekirg  renounced  his  claim  to  the  above-mentioned  traft  of  the  Eichs/eM, 
and  the  Eleftor  of  Mentz  alfo  his  counter-claim  to  certain  diftritfts  and  phces 
belono-ing  to  the  houfe  of  Brunfwick-Luneberg.  The  Eledtor  governs  the 
Richsf eld  hy  a  lieutenant,  whofe  place  is  fupplidd  by  an  adminiftrat'or.  At 
Heiligenßadt  are  the  fupreme  temporal  courts,  namely,  the  provincial  re- 
gency, which  manages  matters  political,  public,  and  crin:/inal  j  the  upper 
""•land-court,-  to  'which  appeals  lie  from  the  prefeöurates  of  the  noble^and 
tlauftral-courts,  and  before  which  the  nobility  and  other  privileged  perfons 
Hand  in  the  firft  inftance  ;  in  both  which  courts  the  lieutenant,  or  his  ad- 
miniftrator  prefides ;  together  with  the  eledtoral  provincial  tax-office,  and 
the  eledoral  foreft-olfice.  -  The  chamber  Höre- is  reprefented  by  eaeh  parti- 
cular provincial  clei'k.  Over  the  nine  Amts-vogties  here  are  appointed 
Amts-vogts,  to  whom  are;  added  Amts-judges  and  Amts-clerks,  who  alfo 
colleä:  the  taxes,  rents,  and  Other  eleöoral  revenues.  In  this  country  are 
alfcfix-clauftral  and  fifteen  noble  judicatories. 
■  §.7.  In  the  Upper  Eichsfe/de  are  to  be  remarked,  y^-  '■ 
I.  The  following  towns.  ■' '^'      .;:•.-. 

1.  Heiligenßadt,  the  capitil  of  the  country,  lying  on  the  river  Leine, 
into  which  the  Geißede  falls  a't  this  place:  This  town  is  the  feat  of  the 
lieutenancy,  and  the  fupreme  temporal  judicatory,  and  contains  in  it  a 
caftle  finely  built  of  free-ftone,  in  which  the  lieutenant's  adminiftrator  re- 
fides,  and  where  alfo  the  regency  and  the  provincial  judicatory  hold  their 
meetings,  together  with  an  eleöoral  town-judicatory,  a  town-council,  and 
a  collegiate  foundation  dedicated  to  St.  Martin.  Ever  fince  the  year  1575, 
there  have  alfo  been  erefted  here  a  Jefuits  college,  together  with  a  fchool 
and  three  churches.  In  1739  this  town  was  almoft  wholly  deftroyed  by 
fire,  but  has  again  been  regularly  rebuilt. 

2.  Städt-JVorbis,  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  cloyfter  of  Francifcans,  near 
•which  riles  the  river  Wipper.  This  place  is  called  Stadf-JVcrbis,  by  way 
of  diftindion  from  the  neighbouring  parochial  villages  of  Breiten-lVorbis 
and  Kirch-fVorbis. 

il.  The  following  Amtsvogties  :  viz. 

1.  The  Amtsvogtey  of  Haarburg  takes  its  name  from  a  ruined  caftle  in 
it,  and  has  its  feat  at  prefent  near  Stadt-Worbis.  Among  the  fix  villages 
appertaining  thereto,  are  the  church-villages  of  Bernteroda,  Breiten-JVorbis, 
Cernroda  and  Kircb-Worbis,  2.  The 
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2.  The  Amtsvogtey  of  Scharfenßein  comprifes  in  it  five  whole  and  two 
half  villages.  The  church-villages  here  are  Beiiren,  Birkungen,  Leinefeld, 
Steinbach  and  Wifigeroda. 

3.  The  prefedlurate  of  Gleichenstein  contains  in  it 
Gleicbenßein,  formerly  a  ftrong  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain.     In  the 

year  1647  this  place  was  taken  by  the  Imperial  forces,  and  in  1648  by  the 
Swedes. 

Dingclßadf,  a  large  borough  feated  on  the  Unßrut,  and  which  in  the 
year  17 14  was  for  the  moft  part  burnt  down  ;  together  with 

Nine  villages  and  a  half,  among  which  are  the  church-villages  of  Be- 
berßatt,  Helmfdorf,  Kuhißatt,  Silberhaujen  and  IVachßatt. 

4.  The  prelecflurate  of  Bischofstein,  containing  ten  whole  and  two 
half  villages,  among  which  are  the  church-villages  of  Leirgenfeld  and 
Bartlof. 

5.  The  prefefturate  of  Greifenstein,  confifting  of  four  villages,  among 
which  is  the  church-village  of  Rißungen.  This  prefedturate  is  united  with 
that  of  Bifchoßßein. 

6.  The  prefedurate  of  Treffurt.  In  the  town  and  prefedlurate  of 
'Treffurt  on  the  Werra  the  Eleftor  of  Mentz  is  poffcfled  of  one  third. 
Among  the  four  villages  of  this  prefeäurate  is  to  be  reckoned  the  church- 
village  of  Wendehaufen.  A  fuller  account  of  this  village  is  to  be  met  with 
below. 

Rerh.  The  ele6loral-vogt  at  Tj-effurt  has  the  infpeftion  of  the  common 
hereditary  vogtey,  fituate  without  the  Eichsfclde,  and  to  which  vogtey  belong 
the  places  of  Xjpper  and  Lower  Dorla,  and  Langula. 

7.  The  prefedlurate  of  Rustenberg  contains  in  it  fifteen  wliole  villages, 
together  with  two  halves  and  one  third.  The  old  caftle  of  Rußenberg  here, 
which  was  formerly  a  place  of  ftrength,  and  the  refidence  of  the  upper 
officers,  ftands  on  a  high  mountain,  at  the  foot  of  which  a  grand  new 
caftle  has  been  eredled.  The  church-villages  here  are  Kreutzeber,  Gcif- 
leden,  Kirchgander,  Rengelroda,  Rußefeld,  Simeroda,  Udra  and  Weß- 
haufen. 

The  Mühlen  vogtey  is  inverted  with  the  right  of  colledling  the  fruits  in 
the  prefedurate  oi  Rußenberg  in  the  name  of  the  Eledlor. 

III.  The  fDllowing  fpiritual  foundations,  with  their  judicatories,  viz. 

1.  Reiß'enßein,  an  abbey  oi  Ciflercians,  the  abbot  of  which  is  primate  of 
the  Land-ftates  in  the  Eichsfelde,  at  fuch  times  as  the  prelate  oi  Gerroda 
2L&S  not  in  that  capacity.  This  abbey  is  pofTeffed  of  the  villages  oiBai-thlof, 
Haufen  and  Kalmeroda,  conftituting  a  fingle  judicatory,  and  infpcdls  and 
fills  up  with  its  members  feven  parishes.  It  has  alfo  an  eftate  belonging  to 
it  named  Beinroda,  fituate  between  Beuren  and  Kalmeroda,  which  eftate 
is  environed  with  a  wall,   and  greatly  refembles  a  cloyller. 

2.  Beuren,  a  nunnery  of  Ciflercians  on  the  Leine,   and  containina:  in  it 
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an  abbefs  and  a  provoft.     To  this  nunnery  belongs  one  half  of  the  village 
of  Wmnlgcroda,  over  which  it  is  alfo  pofTeüed  of  the  jurifdidtion. 

■J.  Anroda^  or  Anneroda,  a  Cißercian  nunnery  feated  on  the  Unßrut^ 
and  under  the  direäion  of  an  abbefs  and  a  provoft.  In  it  alfo  is  a  judicatory, 
to  which  appertain  the  villages  of  BebendorJ  and  Bickennda. 

4.  Zell,  a  nunnery  of  Benedi£iiacs,  with  an  abbefs  and  a  provoft  for  its 
head,  and  having  alfo  in  'it  a  judicatory,  which  extends  itfelf  over  the 
church-villages  of  Efeldra  and  Stnitb. 

5.  Hulfenberg,  in  Latin  Mons  Salvatoris,  a  celebrated  place  of  pilgrimage- 
feated  on  a  mountain,  on  which  formerly  the  idol  Stufo  was  worlhipped, 
whence  it  has  obtained  the  name  of  Stujfhiberg.  This  place  belongs  to  the 
cloyfter  oi  Anroda. 

iV.  The  following  noble  jurifdiaions  :  viz. 

1.  The  jurifdidion  of  Bodenhaujen  extends  over  the  villages  o'i Freyen- 
Iwgen  and  Rhorberg,  the  latter  of  which  is  a  church-village,  as  alfo  of 
Schaäebeck  and  Streitholz. 

2.  I'hejurifdidlion  of  Bodungen  extends  over  the  church-village  of  Mar- 

tinj'eld. 

3.  The  jurifdiflion  of  Bulzingflowen  extends  over  the  villages  of  ^Z/^-i»- 

hagen,  Glajfchaufen  and  Schon  a  11. 

4.  Thejurifdidlion  of  Gorz  extends  over  the  village  of  Fol/enborn. 

5.  The  jurifdidtion  of  Hagen  extends  over  a  part  of  the  church-villages  of 
Dema  and  Orfchla-,  or  Orfella,  and  likewife  over  the  church-village  of 
Uubfiatt. 

6.  The  jurifdidion  of  Haarßall  extenAs  ov^v  one  half  of  the  villages  of 
Catbrinenberg  and  Diedorf,  which  they  are  pofTefTed  of  in  common  with 
the  prefeä  urate  of  Bifchojßein. 

7.  The  jurifdidtion  of  Hanßein  extends  over  the  villages  of  Arenßjaufen, 
Dietzenroda,  Eyßruth,  Fretteroda,  Gerwerß^aufen  and  Hohengandra^  the  laft 
of  which  is  a  church-village  ;  as  alfo  over  Lehna,  or  Lehgen,  LindeiverrOy 
Mackeroda,  Neiifeßen,  Rhimbach^  Rhorig,  Schonhagen,  Schwobfeld,  Thall- 
■wcnden,  Topjer,  commonly  called  Windifchmark,  Wahlhaufen  and   Werßau- 

ßn  ;  together  with  the  church-villages  of  JViefenfeld  and  Wuflheuteroda. 

8.  The  jurifdidtion  of  thofe  of  Keudel  extends  over  the  village  of  Hil- 
debrandßjaufen. 

9.  The  jurifdidtion  of  thofe  of  Knorr    extends    over  the   village  of 

Neuendorf. 

ID.  The  jurifdidtion  of  Linßngen  extends  over  the  church-village  of 
Burkefeld  and  the  village  of  Burgivald. 

1 1 .  The  jurifdiaion  of  the  Counts  of  Oßein  extends  over  the  village  of 
Bernteroda,  together  with  one  half  of  the  villages  of  Kalten-Ebra  and 
Dieteroda. 

12.  The  jurifdidtion  of  the  princely  houfe  of  Schwarzburg  extends  over 

the 
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the  village  of  Gertcroda,  as  alfo  over  one  half  of  the  church-vlllagcs  of 
Deuna  and  Orfchla^  or  Orjella. 

13.  The  jurifdiilion  of  thofe  of  V/eyers  extends  over  the  villages  of  Stehi^ 
beut  her  od  a  and  Volker  oda. 

§.  8.  In  the  lower  Eicbsfelde  we  are  to  remark, 

I.  Duderßadty  a  town  feated  on  the  Hahle,  which   Is   the  refidence  of       * 
the  commilTariate,   or  fpiritual-court.     We  find  here  a  town  and  council- 
court,  under  which  ftand  eleven  villages,  together  with   an  Urfuline  nun- 
nery, the  fuperior  of  which  is  ftiled,   Worthy  Mother,    and  is  changed 
every  three  years,  together  with  two  pariifh-churches,  and   alfo  another. 

In  the  middle  of  the  fixteenth  century  the  whole  burgherfhip  was  Lu- 
thernn.  There  are  alfo  many  Lutherans  ftill  remaining  here,  who  frequent 
worfliip  at  the  village  of  Wehnda,  or  WoUerßjatifen.  The  greateft  means  of 
fubfiftence  here  is  beer-brewing.  The  inhabitants  alfo  trade  in  tobacco  and 
other  things. 

The  villages  which  ftand  under  the  town-council  here  are  Breitenhergy 

a  church-village ;  together  with  thofe  of  Brochlbaufen   and  Fuhrbach,  the 

latter  of  which  is  alfo  a  church-village;    Gerblingeroduy  a  church-village  ; 

Hilkeroda,  Immingeroda,  a  church-village ;  Langenhagen,  Mifigeroda,  Nef- 

felroda,  a  church-village ;  'Tiftlingeroda,  and  Weßeroda. 

II.  The  following  Amtsvogties :  mz. 

1.  The  hxr\isvog\.ty  o^  Gieboldehaujen,  in  which  is 
Gieboldehaufeit,  a  borough  feated  on  the  Rume  ;  together  with 

Fifteen  villages,  among  which  are  the  church-villages  of  Bertiß:iaufen., 
Crebeck,  Defingeroda,  Reiißiaußn,  RolJßaußen,  Obernfeld,  Rumfpring,  Ru- 
derfiaufen,  SeuUngen  and  Wolbrandßaußn. 

2.  The  Axntzvogity  oi  Lindau,  in  which  is 
Lindau,  a  borough  feated  on  the  Rume. 

Bilßaufen,  a  church-village  alfo  feated  on  the  Rume,  and  which  for- 
merly belonged  to  the  bifliopric  of  Hildcfheitn. 

III.  The  following  cloyfters  with  their  jurifdldion,  -üiz. 

1.  Geroda,  ox  Gerroda,  a  very  rich  5d'Wf^/^/«^  abbey,  the  abbot  of  which 
is  primate  of  the  Land-ftates,  at  fuch  times  as  the  prelate  of  Reiff'e?2ßei?i 
ads  not  in  that  capacity.  This  abbey  is  poflefled  of  the  jurifdidtion  of  the 
church-villages  of  Bifchofroda,  Holungem,  Jutzenbach,  Lnderoda  and  JVeiJ- 

fenborn,  and  alfo  fills  and  infpedts  the  faid  parilhes,  together  with  thofe  of 
Struth,  with  religious  of  its  own  order. 

2.  Teiflungenburg,  a  Cißercian  nunnery,  fituate  at  half  an  hour's  diftance 
from  Duderjiadt,  ix\A  having  for  its  government  an  abbefs  and  a  provoft, 
with  the  pofl'efTion  of  the  jurifdiction  of  the  church-village  of  Beß:e7jdorf. 

IV.  The  following  noble  jurifdiäions,  viz. 

I,  The  jurlfdidlion  of  Wefiernhagen,  which  extends  over  the  villages  of 
Berlingeroduy   a  church-village  j   Brehme,   Eilingeroda,    a  church-village ; 
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Ferne,  Tlimdeß.mgen,  Teißungen,  a  church-village  j  and  one  third  of  Rloei- 
noldcroda, 

2.  The  jurifdiaion  of  Winzingeroda,  extending  over  the  villages  of 
KIrcbohmfeld,  Kalthomjcld,  Tajhingcn,  Wcbnda,  Winzingeroda,  and  one  third 
of  Rheinolderoda.

§.  i.jT^F  the  archbirtiopric  of  Trier,  'John  von  Scilde  (in  Latin  named 
^-^  Scillius)  in  ancient  times  delineated  a  chart,  and  after  him  Ger- 
hard Mercator  another,  which  was  taken  at  the  command  of  the  Eledlor, 
and  is  the  bafis  of  all  the  later  ones,  which  Fred,  de  Witt,  Gerh.  Valk,  Job. 
Bapt.  Ho7nann,  Vifcher  and  others  have  engraved  under  the  title  of  the 
■Mofelßream.  That  of  Hamann  conftitutes  the  forty-firfl  chart  in  the  Atlai 
of  Gerfnari)'. 

§.  2.  This  bifliopric  terminates  to  the  weft  on  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg  ; 
to  the  fouth  on  the  dutchy  oi  Lor  rain  ;  to  the  eaft,  on  certain  territories  of 
the  ElecStor-palatine  in  the  circle  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  as  alfo  on  thofe  of 
Heffe-Rheinfeld  zvtA  the  houk  of  Najaie ;  and  to  the  north  on  the  archbifliop- 
ric  of  Cclogn,  and  feveral  feigniories.  The  length  thereof  amounts  to  about 
twenty  German  miles,  but  its  breadth  is  very  different,  Broioer,  eftimates 
the  length  of  it  from  the  utmoft  limits  of  the  prefedlurate  of  Sar/mrg  to  the 
farther  end  ofthat  of  Catnbei-g  at  130,000  paces;  and  its  greateft  breadth, 
he  takes  to  be  from  Sarburg  to  the  Eyffel,  at  90,000  j  but  fays  not  what 
paces  he  means. 

§.  3 .  The  country  here  is  pretty  mountainous  and  woody,  containing,  indeed , 

good  paflurage  for  cattle,  and  in  many  places  alfo  fruitful  arable  land,  but 

yet  ftands  in  need  of  the  importation  of  corn  ;  on  the  contrary  the  growth 

of  wine  here  on  the  Mofel  is  very  confiderable,  and  among  the  Mojel  vj'mes 

thofe  in   particular  which  grow  at  Zeltingen,    Wchlen,  Krag,  Dußemund, 

Chus,  and  fome  other  places  are  in  efteem.     There  are  likewife  all  forts  of 

game  here,    together   with   good   acid  fprings,    and   mines  alfo  of  ftone- 

coal,  calamy,  iron,  copper,  lead,  tin,  filver  and  gold  are  to  be  found  there. 

The  Mofel  comes  out  of  the  dutchy  of  Luxeinburg  into  this  archbifhopric, 

where  it  immediately  receives  on  the  borders  thereof  the  river  Saar,  and 

foon  after  the  Kyll,  after  which  it  runs  through  the  greateft  part  of  the 

country  of  Trier,   with  feveral  windings,  and  in   particular   between   the 

mountains,  and  falls  at  length  at  Coblenz   into  the  RJoine,  which  has  jufl: 
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before  received  into  it  the  Lahiiy    in  Latin  the  Logana.     Thefc  rivers  are  of 
very  great  advantage  to  the  archbilhopric  aß  well  with  regard  to  its  fillierv  as 
navigation. 

§  4.  This  archhifliopric  contains  in  it  twenty-eight  towns.  The  noliiüty 
refiding  therein  pofiefs  and  enjoy  almoft  one  third  of  the  eflates  fituated  in 
the  archbifliopric,  which  were,  by  a  ftipiilation  in  the  year  1729,  acknow- 
ledged as  free  and  immediate  eftates  of  the  Empire.  The  Provincial-ftates 
are  formed  thus :  'u'rz.  i.  Of  the  prelates,  in  Latin  ftiled  rArz/jyz.r/'rr/cr,  and 
the  clergy,  or  ckrus  inferior:  the  former  of  the  fe  are  the  abbots  of  St.  Maxi- 
min, Laach  or  Loch,  the  holy  martyrs  in  Treves,  St.  Martin,  Sayn  and  Him- 
mei-ode,  together  with  the  dean  of  St.  Florin  in  Coblenz,  St.  Paiilin,  St.  Simeon 
\x\Treves,  St.  Ca/ior  in  Co/'/enz,  St.  Caßor'xn  Garden,  Munßer-Meinfeld,  Pjal- 
zd  ^r\A  Kylburg  ;  but  the  clergy  confifl  of  the  provinciaKdeans  of  Treves, 
Kylburg,  Pijpord,  Zell,  Perl,  Merzig,  Wadril,  Ditkirch,  Engers,  Ochtcn- 
dung  and  Boppard.  2.  Of  the  towns  of  Treves,  Coblenz,  Boppard,  Upper- 
JVeJel,  Zell,  Cochem,  Montabaur,  Limburg,  Berncaßel,  Witlich,  Munller- 
Meinfeld,  Mayen,  Sarburg  and  Pfalzel.  The  abbot  of  St.  Maximin  is  pri- 
m'äte  of  the  Land-ftates,  and,  as  well  in  the  upper  as  the  lower  archhifhopric, 
they  have  both  their  fpiritual  and  temporal  direBorium.  The  States  are 
fummoned  together  by  the  Eledlor,  who  at  the  fame  time  notifies  fuch 
fummons  to  the  chapter,  that  it  may  fend  deputies  at  pleafure  for  the  hear- 
ing of  the  propofition  of  the  Provincial-diet;  but  fuch  deputies  immediately 
depart  after  the  hearing. 

§.  5.  The  eledloral  fubjeds  are  addided  to  the  Roman-c^iihoWc  church, 
but  in  fome  other  places  which  the  P^lecflor  of  7r^i;«is  polfeffed  of  in  com- 
mon with  other  houfes,  are  likewife  Proteftants.  The  whole  of  the  archi- 
epifcopal  jurifdidion,  which  extends  much  farther  than  the  archiepifcopal 
countries,  is  divided  into  five  archidiaconates,  which  are,  the  greater  archi- 
diaconate,  or  that  of  St.  Peter  of  Treves,  St.  Lubentius  of  Ditkirchen, 
St.  Caßor  of  Car  den,  St.  Agatha  oi  Longvie,  and  St.  Maurice  oiTholey.  To 
thefe  belong  twenty  decanates,  or  provincial  deanries,  which  from  old  times 
have  been  ftyled  Chriflenhoods, 

§.  6.  The  ancient  Treviri,  from  whom  the  principal  town  here  and  the 
country  affo  has  its  name,  were,  till  the  fourth  century,  fubjed  to  il-,e 
Romans  and  afterwards  to  the  Franks.  In  the  divifions  which  the  fons  and 
pofterity  of  the  Emperor  Lewis  I.  had  made,  this  country  was  added,  in 
(he  year  855,  to  the  Kingdom  of  Lsrr«/«,  and,  in  870,  fell  to  the  {hare  of 
Leivis  the  German  King,  ever  fince  which  time  it  has  continued  annexed  to 
Gertnany.  The  origin  of  the  bifhopric  of  Treves  \s  fought  after  by  fome  in 
the  firft,  but  by  others  in  the  third  century ;  and  ftill  more  uncertain  is  it 
who,  of  all  the  bifhops  of  Treves,  was  firft  raifed  to  the  dignity  oi'  an 
archbifliop.  The  church  of  Treves,  however,  is  held  to  be  the  moft  an- 
cient in  Germany.  • 

§.7.  An 
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§.  7.  An  archbidiop  of  Treves  is  eledled  by  the  chapter  there,  and  fwears 
to  a  capitulation  propofed  by  them.  The  Pope  confirms  fuch  election  in  the 
ufual  manner,  empowering  one  of  the  new-eie£ted  bidiops,  allotted  for  that 
purpofe,  to  confecrate  him.  With  refpedl  to  annates,  a  new  archbifliop 
was  formerly  to  pay  7000  florins  to  the  papal  chamber,  but  the  fums  raifed 
at  prefent  are  greater.  The  amount  of  that  at  which  the  pallium  mufl  be 
redeemed  is  not  known. 

§.  8.  The  archieplfcopal  title  here  is,  By  the  grace  of  God,  Archbißxp  of 
Treves,  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire  throughout  Gz\i\  atid  the  Kitigdem  of  Adts^ 
Arch-chancellor  and  EleSlor,  and  alfo  Admiriiflrator  of  Prüm.  The  conftant 
arms  of  this  archbiHiop  are,  on  account  of  Treves,  a  fliield  quartered  in 
whofe  upper  dexter  field,  and  likewife  in  the  lower  field  finifter,  is  a  crofs 
of  gules  in  a  field  argent ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  on  account  of  Prüm,  ia 
the  upper  field  finiüer,  and  likewife  in  the  lower  field  dexter,  is  a  lamb 
argent  bearing  a  fmall  trophy,  on  which  is  depicted  a  crofs  on  a  mount 
verte  in  a  field  gules. 

§.  9.  The  archbifliop  of  Treves  is  in  rank  the  fecond  fpiritual  Eledor. 
At  the  elediion  of  an  Emperor  he  delivers  the  formula  of  the  ele(flion-oath 
to  the  Eledtor  of  Mentz,  to  be  fworn  to  by  him.  At  the  eledion  of  an 
Emperor  he  has  alfo  the  firft  voice.  Difputes  have  arifen  concerning  the 
origin  of  the  arch-chancellorfhip  of  Treves,  as  well  alfo  as  on  account  of 
the  provinces,  over  which  it  extends ;  neither  is  it  agreed,  whether  it  be 
confined  to  certain  matters  or  diftridls.  Some  are  of  opinion,  that  the 
Eledor  of  Treves  has  a  right  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  wherever  the 
Emperor  makes  any  abode,  to  forward  every  thing  regarding  the  provinces 
belonging  to  Gaul  and  the  kingdom  of  Aries :  but  others  think,  that  this 
right  depends  upon  this ;  as,  namely,  whether  he  makes  abode  in  a  country 
belonging  to  the  arch-chancellorfhip  of  the  Eledlor  of  Treves.  This  oflice 
of  arch-chancellor,  however,  has,  for  fome  hundreds  of  years  paft  been 
omitted  ;  and  as  divers  of  the  provinces  which  belonged  thereto  have  been 
,  torn,  one  after  the  other,  from  the  G^rw^«  Empire,  fo  the  cafes  wherein  it 

might  be  exercifed  become  every  day  lefs  frequent ;  for  which  reafon  it  is  to 
be  confidered  only  as  a  mere  title. 

§.  10.  As  Eledor,  the  archbifliop  o(  Treves  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  in 
the  eledloral  council  at  the  Diets  of  the  Empire.  The  Imperial,  matricular 
evaluation  of  the  Eleftor  of  Treves  are  twenty-fix  horfe  and  two  thirds,  and 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  foot  tvvo  thirds,  or  eight  hundred  and  fix 
florins,  forty  kruitzers.  As  archbifliop  of  Treves,  he  is  to  be  confidered  as 
a  State  of  the  eleftoral  Rheniß  circle,  and  obtains  therein  the  fecond  place ; 
namely,  that  after  the  Eledtor  of  Mentz.  By  virtue  of  the  peace  of  Weß- 
phalia,  he  has  the  right  of  prefenting  two  Roman-c&l\\o\\c  afleflbrs  of  the 
chamber-judicatory  j  but  the  number  of  thefe  afleflbrs  being  reduced  in  the 
year  1 7 1 9  to  one  half,  he  nominates  only  one,  who  is  the  fecond^  in  order 
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among  all  the  afleflbrs.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  chamber-indica- 
tory, he  pays  to  each  term,  on  account  of  this  archbilhopric,  eight  hundred 
and  eleven  rixdollars,  fifty-eight  kruitzers  and  a  half. 

§.  II.  The  fuffragans  of  the  archbifliop  of  'Treves  are  the  bifliops  of 
Metz,  Tu// and  Ferdun.  The  Eledlor  is  alfo  primate,  butat  what  time  this 
primacy  began,  and  wherein  it  confifted,  or  how  far  it  extends,  as  alfo 
what  it  ftill  means,  even  at  this  day,  authors  are  not  agreed  on. 

§.  12.  The  chapter  of  Treves  conlifts  of  forty  canons,  among  whom 
are  fixteen  capitulars  and  twenty-four  domicelli.  All  thefe  canons  muft 
at  leaft  be  defcended  of  ancient  noble  families,  and  have  it  in  their  power  to 
exhibit  fixteen  anceftors  capable  of  being  admitted  to  tournaments.  The 
title  of  the  chapter  is  that  of  provoft,  dean  and  chapter  of  the  high-cathedral 
of  Treves. 

§.13.  There  are  alfo  exiftent  here  four  hereditary-offices  of  the  arcli- 
biQiopric :  viz.  the  office  of  hereditary-marflial,  which  the  houfe  of  E/z- 
Kempenich  enjoys ;  the  office  of  hereditary-chamberlain,  which  the  baron 
family  of  Keß'e/ßatt  is  poffefTed  of;  the  office  of  hcreditary-feiver,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Counts  of  the  Leyen-,  and  the  office  of  hereditary-cupbearer,  in 
thofe  of  the  family  of  Schmidberg. 

§i  ^4.  The  Regency  of  this  country  confiflls  of  a  chancellor,  a  privy  and 
fegehcy-counfellors.  The  court  of  revifion  here  confifts  of  a  diredor,  four 
revifion^counfellors  and  one  adluary.  Before  this  court  come  all  procefTes 
in  the  laft  inftance  from  both  the  aulic-judicatories,  one  of  which  lies  in 
the  upper  archbifhopric  at  Treves,  and  the  other  ih  the  lower  archbiffiopric 
at  Coblenz,  to  which  appeals  alfo  lie  from  the  feVeral  courts  in  the  towns 
and  prefedlu rates.  Here  are  alfo  two  fpiritual-courts,  or  officialates ;  namely. 
One  at  Treves,  for  the  upper  archbilhopric,  and  one  at  Coblenz  for  the 
lower. 

§;  i^.  The  chilmber-revenues  of  the  Eledlor  have  been  confiderably  im- 
proved by'the  Elector  Francis  George,  and  at  prefent  amount  annually  to 
about  50,000  rixdollars.  The  taxes  raifed  here  are  agreed  to  at  the  Land- 
diets  by  the  Land-ftates.  In  the  year  17 14,  the  Land-ftates  mutually 
agreed  how*,  and  in  what  proportion,  the  aids  to  be  granted  yearly  to  the  Sove- 
reign fliould  be  levied  from  each  State  :  namely,  that  there  fhould  be  yearly 
paid,  by  each  married  couple,  one  R/jeniß  ßor'm  ;  but  by  widowed  perfons 
half  a  oile,  and  in  evety  kind  of  occupation,  or  means  of  fubfiflance,  as, 
for  iriftance,  by  haberdafliers,  manufadlures,  inn-keepers,  &€.  fome  what  cer- 
tain ;  and  the  fum  arifing  therefrom  to  be  alone  and  previoufly  deduced  bv 
the  temporal  State  for  the  abatement  of  the  fubfidies  granted,  as  alfo  that 
the  Spiritual-flate  fliould  remain  free  from  any  forage,  which  the  Soverei'^n 
might  happen  to  iilue  out  orders  for  ;  but,  in  the  next  place,  that  all  fpi- 
ritual  and  temporal  eftates,    tythes,    rents  and  incomes,    under  what  ap- 
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pellation  focver,  fliould  be  equally  rated  without  diftindlion,  hcsules  alone 
excepted. 

§.  1 6.  The  archbiniopric  has  regulars  and  a  land-militia.  The  former  of 
thcfe  confift,  in  times  of  peace  and  ordinarily,  only  of  the  circle  troops, 
which  the  Hleclor  of  'Treves  is  bound  to  maintain,  and  which  amount  to 
between  eleven  and  twelve  hundred  men.  The  Eltdtor  alfo  keeps  up  a 
llfe-gu:ird  of  forty  perfons. 

§.17.  This  archbiihopric  confifts  of  two  parts  ;  namely,  of  the  upper  and 
the  lower  archbifliopric. 

I.  The  upper  archbilliopric  :  to  which  belongs, 

1 .  Triers,  in  French  Treves,  and  in  Latin  Treveri,  Treveris,  Treviris,  or 
Aiigiijia  Treviroram,  the  capital  town  of  the  archbifliopric,  lying  between 
two  mountains  on  the  Mojel,  over  which  it  has  a  coftly  ftone-biidge.     This 
tovvn  is  very  old,  but  its  age  reaches  by  no  means  fo  far  back  as  it  is  ufually 
fixed  at.     Long,  however,  before  the  birth  of  C/ir//i',  '^rf^rJ  was  a  town  of 
rote  of  the  Treveri.     Afterwards,  the  ancient  Roman  Emperors  had  a  re- 
fidence  here  j  and  it  is  alfo  the  head-town  of  the  firft  Belgium,  and  fo  early 
as  the  days  of  Cotißantine  the  Great  was  the  capital  of  all  Gaul.     In  the  year 
410,  it   was  twice  laid  wafte,  as  alfo  again  in  411  and  415.     About  the 
year  458,  from  the  Romans  it  fell  under  the  power  of  the  Franks.     Under 
the  Aiijlrafian  Monarchs,  a  royal  court  had  its  feat  here  ;    in   which,    as 
well  under  the  Fratikiß:  Kings  as  alfo  for  a  long  time  after,  refided  Pfalz- 
graves.     As  at  that  time  too,  fo  alfo  at  this  day,  not  far  from  the  palace, 
is  ftill  to  be  feen  a  place  called  auf  dem  Graisjen ;  and  the   ftreet   leading 
from  thence  to  the  palace  is  named  Palace-ftreet.  There  was  likewife  another 
Frankißi  King's  palace  in  this  town  called  ad  Horrea,  on  the  fite  of  which 
afterwards  was  built  a  nunnery.     Of  the  ancient  Roman  theatre  here  fome 
remains  are  ftill  extant,  which  to  this  very  day  are  called  Cas-keller.     The 
archiepifcopa] 'Court,  or  palace,  near  the  cathedral-church,  was  rebuilt  by 
the  Eled:or  Francis  George.     The  cathedral-church  of  St.  Peter  here  ftands 
on  a  hill,  being  a  large  building.     Exclufive  of  this  church  there  are  like- 
wife  here  three  collegiate  and  five  parilh-churches,  together  with  three  col- 
leges of  Jefuits  and  thirteen  monafteries  and  nunneries,  as  alfo  a  houfe  of 
tlie  Teutonick  order  and  a.manfion  belonging  to  that  of  St.  John.     For  the 
etlablifliment  of  the  univerfity  here,  papal  privileges  were  iflued  fo  early  as 
i:he  year  1454,  but  thefe  were  firft  brought  duely  to  bear  only  in  1472,  in 
J  535   being  renewed,  and  in  1722   improved.     This  town,  according  to 
the  common  opinion,   was  formerly  an  Imperial  city,  and  had  alfo  a  parti- 
cular matricular  evaluation  of  its  own  ;  but  by  a  fentence  of  the  Electors 
pitched  upon  for  the  decifion  of  this  matter  in  conjunftion  with  the  Imperial 
aulic-counfellors,    nominated  by  the  Emperor,  it  was  declared  to  be  fubjedl 
to  the  fuperiority  of  the  Eledor  of  Triers,  which  was  alfo  immediately  after 
cffeiilually  exercifed  by  him  over  it.  Withia

Within  the  town  and  its  territory  were  reckoned  Oleve  and  Sevenich ; 
but  Curejiz  ftands  under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  archiepifcopal  palace  in 
the  town. 

The  BenediSiine  abbey  of  St.  Matthias,  near  Triers,  is  mentioned  in  the 
old  Imperial  matriculas,  as  under  a  peculiar  evaluation.  This  abbey  is 
poffefled  of  the  ground-jurifdidlion  in  five  villages  belonging  to  the  prefec- 
turate  of  Sarburg,  as  alfo  at  Vilmar  in  the  prefecSurate  of  Limburg. 

2.  The  prefedturate  of  Pfalzel,  in  which  are  to  be  remarked  forty-fix 
places. 

Pfalzel,  in  Latin  Falatiolum,  is  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Mojel,  hard 
Triers,  and  confifling  of  two  parts,  one  of  which  is  pretty  well  fortified  in 
the  old  tafte,  and  contains  in  it  a  collegiate-church.  At  this  place,  in  the 
times  of  the  7?(?wzö«;,  iXood  z.  palatium,  which  under  the  Fra?iks  was  con- 
verted into  a  Pradiutn  ynajorum  domus,  and  at  laft,  namely,  about  the  year 
690,  was  changed  into  a  nunnery  by  Adcla^  daughter  to  the  Frarikiß:)  King 
Dagobert  II. 

Conz,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Saar,  which,  not  far  from  this  place, 
falls  into  the  Mofel,  and  over  which  a  very  ancient,  ftrong  ftone-bridge  has 
been  ereöed  called  the  Confarbruck,  or  Cunzerbruck. 

The  pariflies  of  Erang,  Cordel,  Euren  and  h-Jch. 

3.  The  prefedlurate  of  St.  Maximin,  under  the  ele<51:oral  fuperiority, 
belongs  to  the  BenediSiine  abbey  of  St.  Maximin,  which  is  faid  to  be  the 
oldeft  abbey  in  all  Germany.  The  abbot  hereof  is  eledled  by  the  Monks 
and  immediately  confirmed  by  the  Pope,  for  which  confirmation  he  pays 
1500  feudi.  In  fpirituals  alfo  he  fiiands  immediately  under  the  Pope  and 
wanted  likewife  formerly  to  be  reckoned  an  immediate  State  of  the  Empire; 
but,  in  the  years  1570  and  1630,  the  chambcr-judicatory  gave  fentence 
againft  him ;  and  at  length  both  the  abbot  and  the  convent  came  to  an 
agreement  with  the  archbifliop,  by  which  they  acknowledged  the  fuperi- 
ority of  the  Eleftor  of  Triers  over  the  prefedurate  belonging  to  the  cloyfter 
of  St.  Maximin,  in  fuch  manner  that  the  Eledor  was  to  enjoy  the  homage, 
taxes  and  appeals,  but  the  abbot  and  cloyfter  were  to  be  poflefled  of  the 
high,  middle  and  ground  jurifdidion  in  fuch  places  as  the  cloyiler  held  it 
by  ancient  cuftom,  together  with  the  vogtey-homage,  the  incomes  and  the 
poffeflion  of  the  regalia,  and  in  particular  the  jurildidion  of  paflaae  over 
the  Mofel  at  Schioeich,  as  alfo  other  rights,  exclufive  of  the  h\^\  regalia, 
by  the  pofl"effion  of  which  the  cloyfter  is  likewife  inverted  with  the  right  of 
pardoning  felons.  Thus  the  abbot  appears  to  be  a  Provincial-flate  ofTriers, 
but  is  neverthelefs  the  firft  among  the  Land-ftates,  and,  in  particular,  alfo 
among  the  Spiritual-ftates,  in  whofe  names  he  is  as  well  to  make  as  to 
anfwer  to  the  feveral  propofitions  made.  He  is  likewife  the  firft  Land-flate 
in  the  dutchy  of  Luxemburg,  and  arch-chaplain  to  each  reigning  Reman 
Emprefs.     The  yearly  revenues  of  this  abbey  are  eftimated  at  6000  ducats ; 

4  A  2  but 
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but  in  the  papal  chamJDer-boplif.  they  are  ratefl  ^\  four  hundi^d  and  fifteen 
gold  ftorins. 

To  the  prefedurate,  excUifive  of  the  abbey  of  St.  Maximin,  together  wit-l* 
the  borough,  citadel  and  feigniory  of  Bdti?igen  in  thp  Eyjfel  belong  alfo  the 
following  places ;  namely  i>r6'^^/  and  Biidelich,  the  latter  of  which  is  ^ 
church-village  ;  Detzem,  alfo  a  church-village  j  Faßerait  ^nd  Peil,  the  latter 
a  church-village  5  Grunhaujz,  fJcrl,  IJJel,  Kenn  and  ljO}i^uich,  a,  cluirch- 
village  i  Lorfcb,  Lcrfchcid,  Mertefdorf,  Nawciik,  Obereii^mel,  Polich  and 
Riol^  anciently  Rigodiilum^  a  church-village  ;  together  with  a  part  alfo  of 
the  church-village  oiRwwer  and  Schonberg,  as  \\kc^'i(eiSchweicb^  ^church- 
village,  in  which  is  a  fare  over  the  Mofel znd  Jarßrß. 

Rem.  This  abbey  is,  moreover,  poffefTed  of  other  eftates  without  the 
eleftorate  of  TivVn,  and  in  particular  of  the  immediate  Imperial  feigniory, 
and  burggraviate  of  Fr£7/(3'(?«(^<'r§' on  the  5iwr,  which  it  purchafed,  with  the. 
Emperor's  cotifent,  of  the  laft  Burggrave  of  Fnv/^/i?«^^;-^,  together  with  all 
tshe  fuperiority,  jurifdidtion  and  right  of  taxation  in  it.  The  fubjedts. 
therein  have  their  firft  inftance  either  before  the  court  of  Freudenberg  or  the 
Amtman  belonging  to  the  cloyfter  of  St.  Maximin'  In  the  firft  cafe  an 
appeal  lies  to  the  Amtman;  in  the  fecond,  to  the  fupreme  court  of  the 
abbey. 

Freudenberg,  the  head-place  of  the  feigniory,  is  a  fmall  town. 

4.  The  Paulin  provoftlhip  near  Triers  is  pofleffed,  under  the  Eledor,  of 
the  power  andjurifdidion  of  the  villages  of  St.  Paulin,  Angl,  Cafel,  Lorig^ 
Loiaen,  Mahr,  Mertejdorj,  MetzdorJ,  Ruwer  and  Scrzenach. 

5.  Theprefeöurate  of  Sarburg,  confiding  of  eighty  places.     In  It  is 
Sarburg,  a  town,  fituated  on  the  Saar,  and  containing  a  ftrong  citadel. 

The  Emperor  Rudolphl.  granted  this  place  town-privileges, 

The  parifhes  of  Nennig,  Neukirchen,  Vpper-laucken,  Porz,  Sunz  and 
Tavern. '  In  the  villages  of  Palzele,  Nenich,  Helfaut,  Romtneljangen  and 
the  Caden,  the  abbey  oi^l.  Matthias  near  Triers  is  pofleffed  of  the  ground- 
jurifdidtion. 

Rem.  The  prefedurate  of  Sariurg  alfo  looks  to  the  rights  of  the* 
Eleftor  of  Triers  in  the  tutelages  or  cantons  of  Sargau  and  Merzig.  Thefe, 
together  with  all  the  places  dependent  thereon,  as  likewife  the  citadelsj. 
villages,  cloyfters,  grounds,  inhabitants,  (^c.  belongs  with  refpedl  to  fu- 
periority, in  common  to  the  Eledor  of  Triers  and  the  Duke  of  Lorrain; 
on  account  of  which  joint-poffeffion,  a  ftipulation  was  made  in  the  year  1 620. 
At  Merzig,    in  Latin  named  Marcetum,  is  a  decanate. 

6.  The  prefedurate  of  Grimburg,  confiiling  of  thirty  places,  araong- 
which  is 

Grimburg,  a  citadel  and  borough,  together  with 

The  parilhes  of  Reinsjeld,  Rajcheidy  Weiskircherit  &c»  Near  Duppe?2- 
^eikr  is  a  copper- mine. 

Reiru 
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Rem,  The  prefe6lurate  of  Grimburg  alio  looks  to  the  rights  of  the 
Eledlor  of  Triers  in  the  valley  of  Nalbach  and  the  Eberfiaald.  'I'his  Rber- 
Jwald  is  a  feigniory  lying  in  the  Wejlreich  between  the  countries  of  Triers, 
Lorrain,  Ueuxponts  and  Spoiiheirn.,  and  confifts  of  the  four  villages  of  Sdf- 
t'ern,  Schwarzenbach,  Ofzenbaujen  2,\\di  Braunjhaujhi.  Thearchbilhopric  of 
Triers  and  the  Barons  of  Durkbeim  have,  for  many  years  back,  poifeired 
this  feigniory  in  common  v.'ith  refoedt  to  its  fuperiority,  wood-,  hunting, 
high  and  low  jurifdiftion  ;  but  the  inhabitants,  together  with  their  eftatef, 
have  been  divided.  In  the  year  1748,  both  parties  came  to  a  mutual 
partition,  by  virtue  of  which  the  Eleftor  of  Triers  obtained  for  liis  fiiare 
the  villages  of  Otzenhaufeti  and  Brawißjaufen ;  but  the  Barons  of  Durk- 
beim, SoUern  and  Schwazenbacb,  with  all  their  appendages,  as  alfo  the 
high,  middle,  low  and  ground-jurifdidlions,  fubjeils,  rents  and  revenues 
thereof. 

7.  The  prefedlurate  of  St.  Wendel  lies  feparate,  being  wholly  fur- 
rounded  by  a  foreign  territory.  This  prefecfturate  comprizes  in  it  feventeeri 
places,  of  which  we  fliall  only  mention 

St.  Wendel,  a  town,  feated  on  the  river  £/?Vjj  and 
The  parifli  of  Farfweiler. 

8.  The  prefedturate  of  Schmidburg,  which  lies  in  the  Hunfruck,  con- 
tains in  it  tne  places  of  Hannebach,  Herborn,  Weiden,  Scheppenbacb,  Pror- 
ßheid,  Lauferjhüeiler,  Pontebach  and  Sulzbach. 

Rem.  This  prefedurate  has  the  infpcdlion  alfo  of  the  rights  of  the  Eledlor 
of  Triers  in  the  feigniory  of  Rhaiinen,  in  which  feigniory  the  Eledor  of 
Triers  is  poflefTed  of  one  quarter,  but  the  Wildgraves  and  Rhinegraves  of 
three  quarters.  Yet  thefe  laft  refufe  granting  the  former  the  ecclefiaftic 
tights,  and  even  proteft  in  general  as  to  his  co-feigniory.  The  prefefturate  of 
Schmidburg  alfo  looks  to  the  eleftoral  rights  in  the  village  of  Deßerjiveiler 
and  the  prefedurate  of  Wartelßein,  which  is  under  the  fuperiority  of 
Triers. 

9.  The  prefedurate  of  Hunolstein,  in  which  are  ten  places ;  namely, 
Elzerath,  Haag,  Hundflein,  properly  called  Hunolßein,  a  citadel,  &c.  This 
prefefturate  lies  in  the  Hunlruck. 

10.  The  prefedlurate  of  Baldenau  lies  alfo  in  the  Hunjrncky  and  com- 
prizes in  it  fixteeen  places. 

11.  The  prefedturate  of  Berncastel,  containing  a  copper-mine  and 
comprizing  eight  places,  among  which  are 

Berncaßel,  in  Latin  Tabernce  Mofellanica  and  Caßelhini  Moßllanum,  a 
town  feated  on  the  Mofel,  with  a  flrong  citadel  belonging  to  it  ftanding  oiv 
a  mountain.  In  this  place  is  alfo  a  Capuchin  cloyfter..  The  Emperor  Ru- 
dolph I.  conferred  on  it  town-immunities. 

The  parilhes  of  Monzelfeldy  Ofan^,  CuSy  Grach  and  Thron,  or  Bifchop's- 
Dhron.. 

Neumagen 
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Wfumagen  and  Noviomagum,  the  latter  of  which  is  feated  on  the  Mofel, 
and  where  Conflantine  the  Great  had  a  camp,  belongs  to  the  Count  of  Sayn 
and  Witgenjlei7i,  under  the  fuperiority  oi  Triers. 

Rem.  Over  the  three  lafl:  prefedurates  there  is  but  one  Amtman. 

12.  The  prefedlurate  of  Wittlich,  in  which  is  found  copper,  contains 
in  it  forty-four  places.     Ofthefewe  Hiali  make  mention  of 

IVittlichy  in  Latin  Witliacum,  a  town,  feated  on  the  river  Lefer,  and 
which  obtained  thefirft  town-privileges  of  the  Emperor  Rudolphl.  In  it  is 
a  Francijcan  cloyfter.     The  citadel  here  is  called  Ottenflein. 

The  parifh  of  PIfport,  in  which  is  a  decanate,  together  with  thofe  of 
Wintericb,  Emmcl,  Kirchhof,  Lifer,  Great-luttia,  Keßen,  Munheim,  Rive- 
nig,  Maring,  Novigant,  Hontheim  and  the  Cißercian  nunnery  o{ Macheren. 

Claufen,  or  Eberhards  Clufe,  a  collegium  regular ium  camnicorum,  in  which 
adoration  is  paid  to  a  celebrated  image  of  the  Virgin,  and  whither  many 
pilgrimages  are  made.  This  worfliip  was  firfl  begun  by  a  peafant  named 
Eberhard  in  the  year  1449.  In  this  tradt  the  French  were  defeated  by  the 
Imperialißs'm  the  year  1735. 

Rem.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  this  prefecflurate  lies  what  is  called  the 
Crover-reich,  which  confifts  of  fix  villages,  and  is  pofleffed  by  the  Eledtor 
of  Triers  in  fome  meafure  in  common  with  Pfalz-Birkeftfeld  and  Baaden- 
Baaden. 

13.  The  prefedurate  of  Welschbillig,  containing  twenty-two  places ; 
among  which  is 

Weljchbillig,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  is  a  cloyfter  of  the  brothers  of  the 
crofs.     The  Emperor  Rudolph  I.  conferred  on  this  place  town-privileges. 

The  pariihes  of  Ittel,  Dahlem,  Trieriveiler  and  Sulm. 
'     14.  The  prefedlurate  of  Cylburg,  confifting  of  fixteen  places,  among 
which  is 

Kylburg,  a  fmall  town,  feated  .on  the  river  Kyll,  and  containing  in  it  a 
collegiate-church.     At  this  place  alfo  is  a  decanate. 

The  pariihes  of  Ellenz,  Maisburg  and  Etteldorf. 

15.  The  prefecturate  of  Schonecken,  confifting  of  thirteen  places,  and 
being  a  feigniory,  which  was  difpofed  of  in  the  year  1384,  with  the  right  of 
redemption,  by  Wenzel  II.  King  of  Bohemia  and  Duke  of  Luxemburg,  to 
the  archbiüiop  of  Triers,   for  the  fum  of  30,000  florins. 

The  principal  place  in  this  prefecturate  is  Schnecken,  a  fmall  town. 

16.  The  prefecturate  of  Schonberg,  confifting  of  thirty-one  places, 
among  which  is 

Schonberg,  a  fmall  town,   containing  a  citadel. 

17.  The  prefecturate  of  Hillesheim,  in  which  is  found  filver.  This 
prefecturate  contains 

Hillcß.vim,  or  Hildeßmm,  a  town,  in  which  is  a  ftrong  citadel.  In  it  alfo 
is  a  cloyfter  of  Hermites,    together  with 

Berndorf, 
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Berndorf  and  Bolßorf. 

i8.  The  prefecturate  of  Dhaun,  confining  of  fixty-oiie  pliices.     Thit 
prefedlurate  takes  its  name  from   the  citadel  oi  Dtaim,  and  foimcrly  con- 
tained in  it  divers  noblemens  feats,  but   thefe  at  prefent  belong  all  to  die 
archbiihopric,  tlie  citadel  of  Dhaun  excepted,  which  the  Counts  of  Mandd- 
fcheid  are  poflefled'of  in  fief.     In  this  prefeäurate  alfo  iilver  is  fo\ind. 

19.  The  prcfedlurate  of  Manderscheid,  confifting  of  twenty-one 
places,  among  which  is  the  abbey  founded  in  the  year  1138  for  males  onlyj 
namely  Himmcrode,  an  abbey  of  the  Cißercian  order,  together  with  tlie  pa- 
rillies  of  Ma?iderjcheid,  Deiidesfcld  and  Niedcrßadtjdd. 

20.  The  pretedurate  of  Ulmen  confiiting  of  eight  places,  among 
which  is 

thal-JJlmen,  a  borough.  Near  this  town  is  a  lake,  named  the  TJlmen-Mcer. 

21.  The  prefedturate  oi  Cochem,  confifling  of  forty-four  places,  among 
which  is 

Cochem,  or  Kochern,  properly  Kochhcint,  a  town  feated  on  the  Mojel  with 
a  citadel  belonging  to  it,  and  which  was  firft  mortgaged  by  the  Emperor 
Adolphus  to  the  Eledlor  of  Triers  for  a  fum  of  money,  and  afterwards, 
namely  in  1298,  conferred  on  the  faid  eledorate  as  an  irrevocable  pro- 
perty by  the  Emperor  Aibrecht,  which  donation  was  confirmed  in  the  year 
1376  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV.  In  the  year  1689  this  place  was  taken 
by  ftorm  by  the  Frcjicb,  and  laid  wafte,  but  afterwards  built  in  a  better 
tafte.     In  it  is  a  Capuchin  cloyfler. 

The  parishes  of  Bruttig,  Clotfen,  Condt,  Ellenz,  Gillenbeuren,  handkcrVy 
Lutzerath,  Nohren,  Pommeren  and  Strotzbujcb. 

22.  The  prefefturate  of  Zell,  confifting  of  twenty-three  places,  among 
which  is 

Zell  im  Hamm,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Mofel,  and  containing  a 
decanäte. 

Tht  Y>^ni]\Qioi  Alf,  Br  em,  Br  i  del,  Ediger,  Eller,  Senheim,  Stret7iicb  zwd 
*Treifz.  The  citadel  of  Treifz  ftands  on  a  high  and  fteep  hill  on  the  MoJeL 
At  this  place  alfo  lies  Engelport,  in  Latin  Porta  Angelica,  a  nunnery  of 
ladies,  belonging  to  the  order  oi Prcemo7ijlratenjes. 

23.  The  prefefturate  of  Baldeneck,  confifting  of  ten  places,  together 
with  the  foregoing  is  adminiftered  by  one  and  the  fame  Arntman.  In  it 
are  the  pariflies  of  Buch,  Forß,  Maßerjhaufen  and  Stretnicb. 

Rem.  The  Amtman  of  Zell  and  Baldeneck  looks  alfo  to  the  electoral 
rights  in  the  jurifdiftion  and  parifh  of  Beltheim,  which  it  holds  in  common 
with  the  poflelTors  of  the  hither  county  of  Sponheim  and  th«  Counts  ofMetter- 
nich-BeilJiein. 

II.  The  lower  archbifhopric  contains  in  it  tlie  following  prefedlurates,  "jiz. 

I.  The  prefedlurateof  Ehrenbreitstein,  confifling  of  thirteen  places. 
In  it  we  fliall  take  notice  of  the  following ;  namely, 

Cobknz^ 
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Cobfoiz,  in  Latin  Conßuentia^  tlie  head-town  of  the  lower  archbidiopric, 
and  feated  near  the  influx  of  the  Moj'd  into  the  Rhine.  At  this  place  was 
not  only  a  citadel  fo  early  as  the  times  of  the  Romans,  but  the  firft  Frankiß 
Kings  alfo  frequently  refided  here.  The  Frankijh  Monarch's  court,  which 
formerly  flood  here,  and  which  in  the  old  German  language  was  called 
Copbeletici  znä  Cobolcnce,  was  conferred  in  the  year  ioi8  on  the  archbi- 
fliopric  by  the  Emperor  Henry  \\.  In  the  year  1249,  Arnold  II.  archbi- 
fhop,  caufed  the  towni  to  be  furrounded  with  walls,  and  at  prefent  it  is 
ftrongly  fortified,  and  likewife  in  a  great  meafure  well  built.  It  is  governed, 
indeed,  by  a  town-council  of  its  own,  and  two  burgher-mafters  are  yearly 
elected  in  it,  one  of  whom  is  chofen  from  among  the  nobility,  and  the  other 
from  among  the  burgefl'es ;  but  the  Eledtoral-amtman  of  Ehrenbreitßeiii 
takes  precedence  in  the  town-council.  The  archiepifcopal  refidence  here, 
which  ftands  on  the  Mofel,  near  the  coftly  ftone-bridge  erefted  over  it,  is 
called  the  Burg^  and  was  formerly  fortified.  Exclufive  of  the  principal 
church,  here  are  alfo  two  collegiate  churches,  namely  thofe  of  St.  Caßor 
and  St.  Florin,  to  the  latter  of  which  appertains  the  village  of  Obermendig, 
with  the  fubjedls  belonging  thereto  at  Folkesfeld,  as  alfo  the  high  and  low 
jurifdidion  thereof  under  the  fupreme  electoral  protedlion  and  defence.  We 
likewife  find  here  an  archiepifcopal  feminary,  together  with  a  college  of 
Jefuits  and  a  gynmafmm,  as  alfo  feven  monafteries  and  nunneries.  Between 
this  place  and'  Ehretibreitßein  a  flying  bridge  has  been  thrown  over  the 
Rhine.  In  the  year  1632  this  town  was  befiged  by  the  Swedes,  and  from 
the  fort  of  Ehrenbreitßein  battered  by  the  French,  at  which  time  it  was 
obliged  to  furrender.  In  1 688  it  was  battered  with  great  fury  by  the  French, 
and  miferably  laid  wafte,  but  not  taken. 

To  the  town  belong  the  villages  of  NeiidorJ  and  JVeifz,  in  the  prefedhi- 
rate  of  Montabaur.     Not  far  alfo  from  it  is  a  Benedictine  nunnery. 

Ehrenbreitßein,  an  important  fortrefs  feated  on  a  mountain  on  the  Rhine, 
oppofite  to  Coblenz,  which  is  the  key  to  the  rivers  Mojel  and  Rhine.  In 
this  fort  is  a  well  two  hundred  and  eighty  fe€t  in  depth.  At  the  foot  of  the 
reck  on  which  it  is  built  is  an  eleftoral  palace  furrounded  with  works  of 
defence.  Both  in  the  fort  and  in  the  valley  of  Ehrenbreitßein  is  a  church. 
Philip  Chrißopher,  the  Elector,  improvidently  gave  up  this  fort  in  the  year 
1632  to  the  Fretjch,  which  they  reftored  not  again  till  the  peace  oi  IVefli- 
phalia.     In  the  year  1688  it  was  bombarded  by  them. 

Among  the  eleven  villages  of  this  prefecturate  are  the  church-villages  of 
Arzbach,  Horchern,  Niedernberg  and  Niederlahnßein. 

Rem.  The  abbey  of  Arnßein,  celebrated  for  the  reception  oi Pramon- 
ßratenßan  Monks,  and  feated  on  the  Lahn,  ftands  under  the  fuperiority  of 
the  Elector  of  Triers.  Lewis,  Count  of  Arnßein,  founded  this  abbey  in 
the  twelfth  century  out  of  bis  own  private  fortune. 

2.  The  prefecturate  of  Bergpflege,  confifting  of  eighteen  places,  among- 
which  is  Cunoßein- 
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Cumßein^Efigcrs,  In  maps  fimply  called  Enget'T,  a  fmall  town  feated  on 
the  Rhine,  and  containing  a  rural  deanry. 

The  villages  of  Kalten-Engers,  Sebajiian-Engers,  Zoll-Engcrs^  and  fomc 
chapels.     At  Karlich  is  an  archiepifcopal  palace. 

The  noble  cloy  der  of  Maricnrode  is  fupplied  with  Prcemonllratenfian 
nuns ;  and  the  cloyfter  of  Warßieim  with  nuns  of  the  Cißcrcian  order. 

3.  The  feigniory  of /-W/ifWör  formerly  belonged  to  the  county  of  ^rf'^;^, 
and  in  the  partition  made  by  the  brothers  "John  and  Engelba-t  of  Sayn,  in  the 
year  1294,  it  fell  to  the  fliare  of  the  latter,  together  with  Homburg  and 
other  portions  (fee  above,  p.  428.)  In  the  year  1363,  Count  Salentin  of 
Witgcnßein  transferred  the  fort  of  Valkndar,  together  with  the  villages  of 
IVitterfperg,  Hurle,  VelderßMiifen,  Cudelbach  and  Hiljcheidt,  as  likcwife  all 
the  fuperiority  to  the  archbifhopric  of  Tr/Vrj.  In  1386,  the  fame  Count 
Salentin  mortgaged  the  feigniory  of  Vallendar  to  T'hcodorick  Lord  of  Runkel-, 
at  which  time  alfo  Count  'John  of  Sayn  ceded  his  feudal  right  over  Val- 
lendar to  the  archbifliop  oi  Triers.  In  the  year  1392,  the  lad  mentioned 
Count  of  Sayn  and  Witgenßeiti  mortgaged  three  parts  of  this  feigniory  to  the 
archbifiiopric  of  Triers,  of  which  Count  George  again  redeemed  a  third  in 
the  year  1440.  In  1606,  the  chamber-judicatory  of  5);'/r^  acknowledged 
that  the  archbifliopric  of  Triers  had  a  right  to  grant  to  the  Counts  of  Saj/i~ 
JVitgeiißein  the  redemption  of  the  half  feigniory  of  Vallendar  •■,  but  this  ien- 
tence  was  never  put  in  execution.  At  lafl:  the  Eledlor  of  Triers  agreed  with 
the  Counts  oi  Sayn  and  Witgenßein  in  fuch  manner  in  the  year  1681,  that 
the  latter  renounced  the  redemption  of  the  half  feigniory,  and  the  fuperi- 
ority over  the  whole,  and  granted  the  fame  to  the  Elector  of  Triers  ;  this 
laft  on  the  contrary  reinvefted  the  Counts  of  Sayn  and  Witgenßein  with  the 
other  half  of  it,  as  alfo  with  the  fort  there,  and  all  its  appendages ;  and 
likcwife  empowered  them,  in  common  with  the  archbifliopric,  to  exercife 
throughout  the  whole  feigniory  the  ordinary  jurifdiction  (merum  &  niixfnm 
imperiufn)  together  with  all  the  rights  belonging  thereto;  the  judicatorv  at 
that  time  being  filled  up  and  maintained  by  both  felgniories,  and  appeals  to 
goto  the  electoral  aulic-judicatory,  if  the  civil  fuits  fhould  amount  at  leaft 
to  feventy-five  florins  capital ;  but  in  criminal  matters  that  the  judicatory  of 
Vallendar  was  to  apply  for  a  legal  fentence  to  the  aulic-judicatory,  or  the 
fupreme  court  of  Coblenz.  The  houfe  of  Sayn  and  IVitgenllein  are  alfo  all 
and  feverally  to  enjoy  peaceably  and  without  lett  out  of  the  frequently  men- 
tioned leigniory  for  its  fhare,  the  revenues  hitherto  enjoyed,  or  to  be  enjoyed 
by  further  improvement,  and  alfo  in  the  prefence  of  the  electoral  deputies 
caufe  an  oath  and  fealty  to  be  taken  to  it  by  the  fubjects,  and  at  Vallendar 
to  be  poffefled  of  the  right  of  patronage  in  common  with  the  Elector  of 
Triers,  and  exercife  it  there  alternately.     In  this  feigniory  is  found  filver. 

In  it  are  alfo  reckoned  JVeidersburg,  Mailer,  Hohr  and  Hil/cheid. 

4.  Of  the  county  of  Sayn,  by  virtue  of  a  ftipulation  made  in  the  year 
Vol.  IV.  4  B  1652 
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1652  with  the  countefTes  Johannetta  and  Erne/tine  o{  Sayn,  the  Elector  of 
Triers  is  pofieffed  of 

Sayu,  a  cadle  and  fort  feated  on  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  together 
with  an  abbey  of  Pramonjiratetifan  Monks. 

The  villages  of  Stroniberg  and  Muhlhofen. 

The  vogties  of  Irlich  and  Ormutz,  or  UrmitZy  which  are  feated  on  the 
Rhine :  Together  with 

Rheinbruck,  a  borough. 

The  Eleäor  q{  Triers,  on  account  of  thefe  places  and  eftates^  has  pro- 
mifed  to  pay  his  quota  to  the  taxes  of  the  Empire  and  the  circle  of  IVeß- 
pbalia,  fee  above,  p.  430. 

5.  The  prefedlurate  of  Grensau,  or  Grenzau,  occurs  hereafter  under 
Lower-lfenbwg. 

6.  The  prefedturate  of  Hersbach  occurs  alfo  hereafter,  under  Z-owfr- 
Ifcnburg. 

7.  The  prefcdurate  of  Hammerstein  takes  its  name  from  the  ancient 
ftrong  caftle  here  oi  Hammer ßein^  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  which  was  razed 
in  the  year  1650.    To  it  belong 

The  pariOies  of  LeideJJorf,  together  with  Upper  and  Lower  Ham- 
mer [I  ein. 

The  Naßer  parifh,  which  comprizes  in  it  the  villages  of  Brohl,  Forß, 
Diinfch,  Ries,  and  Bummigen. 

The  feigniory  o{  Argenfels,  which  the  Counts  of  the  Leyen  are  pofTefTed 
of  as  a  fief  of  the  Elcdor  of  T-iers,  lying  under  the  iuperiority  of  the  arch- 
bifhopric.     To  it  belongs 

Argenfels,  a  caftle  feated  on  the  Rhine, 

Ho?iningen,  a  borough. 

Argendorf  zw^  Gorgcnroth. 

8.  The  prefedurate  of  Mayen,  to  which  were  added  the  former  parti- 
cular amts  ol  Montreal  and  Kayferjejcb.  To  this  prefedurate  belong  fixty- 
one  places,  among  which  is 

Mayen,  in  Latin  Magniacum,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Nette,  with  a 
caftle  belonging  to  it,  and  a  collegiate  church. 

Montreal,  a  ftrong  little  town  lying  on  the  river  Elz. 

Kayferjefth,  a  fmall  town  j  together  with 
■  The  parilhes  of  Allenz,  Cottenheim,  Dunchenheim,  Ettringen,  Haufen, 
Kempenich,  Kerich,  Kirchefch,  hangenjeld,  Masburg,  Nachthdm,  Nicke- 
nich, Niedermennig,  Thur,  Trimbs,  Wajfenach  and  Willing.  Some  few  of 
thefe  places  lie  in  the  Evffel,  but  the  greateft  part  of  them  are  fituated  in 
tlhU  tradt  of  country  which  is  called  Great  and  Little  Pellenz  (in  Latin 
Pallentid)  and  which  in  ancient  times  belonged  to  the  Pfalzgraves,  but  by  them 
was  conferred  about  the  middle  of  the  :4th  century  on  the  church  oi  Triers, 
and  again  received  as  a  fief,  but  afterwards  given  in  fief  to  the  Counts  of 
Virnenburg.  Rem^ 
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Rem.  On  the  northern  limits  of  this  prefedliirate  lies  the*  Bcr^edißine 
abbey  of  Monks  Zum  Loach,  or  Zum  Lech,  in  Latin  Abbatia  Laccnfis, 
which  indeed  takes  its  name  from  the  lake  on  which  it  lies,  and  is  fubjedl 
to  the  Eleftor  o^ 'Triers,  but  is  incorporated  with  no  prefedurate.  To  this 
abbey  belongs  alfo,  under  the  fovereignty  of  Triers,  the  village  o'iCrußt, 
of  whofe  high  judicatory  it  is  ground  and  hereditary  Lordj  and  v/hich 
fwears  fealty  to  the  Electorate  alone.  This  village  pays  yearly  to  the  elec- 
toral-chamber the  fum  of  one  hundred  rixdoliars,  and  on  that  account  iS 
free  from  all  ordinary  land-taxes.  A  ftipulation  was  made  on  this  head 
in  the  year  1682.  The  cloyfter  of  Laach  was  founded  by  Henry  Pfalz-" 
grave  on  the  Rhirie  and  Dominus  de  Lacu,  in  the  year  1693,  and  endowed 
with  lands. 

9.  The  prefedurate  of  Munster-Meinfeld,  confifting  of  thirty-nine 
places,  together  with  the  little  prefecflurate  oi  Aiken.  In  this  prefeituratc 
are  found  both  copper  and  gold.  Of  the  places  in  it  we  Iball  ta!;e  notice  of 

Munßer-Meinfeld,  a  fmall  town,  which  takes  its  name  from  an  old  col- 
legiate-church. 

Garden,  in  Latin  Cardonia,  a  very  ancient  borough  lying  on  the  Mofel, 
and  the  feat  of  an  archidiaconate.  In  it  is  a  collegiate-church  and  a  Fran- 
cifcan  cloyfter. 

The  parifhes  of  Aiken,  Cobern,  Dievelich,  Hazenport,  Gappenach,  Gon- 
dorf  on  the  Ley  (of  old  probably  called  Condorfa,  Couterava,  and  Conlrua. 
containing  the  caftle  of  Zry,  which  is  the  original  place  of  the  Counts  of 
the  Leyen)  Kern,  Loff,  Mertloch,  Mudcn,  Naiienbeim,  Oberfell  (in  which 
is  found  gold)  Ochtendung  (where  of  old  was  a  King's  court)  Polcb,  Pul- 
lich  and  Sevetiich.     The  caftle  oi  BifchoJ stein  lies  on  the  Mcfel. 

Rem.  A  part  of  thefe  places,  as  alio  of  the  foregoing  prefeöurate,  lies  in 
that  trad  of  land  called  the  Meinfeld,  anciently  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Pagus  M  ginenfis,  or  Magniace?i/is,  and  Meinvelde. 

10.  The  prefedurate  of  Boppard,  confifting  of  thirty-four  places.  In 
this  prefedurate  is  found  filver.  Of  the  places  here  we  fliall  take  notice  of 

Boppard,  in  Latin  Boppardia,  and  anciently  called  Botcbriga,  Baiido' 
hrica,  and  Babardia,  a  town  and  caftle  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  beint;  a 
very  old  place  in  which  ftood  a  King's  palace.  The  parifli-church  here 
was  formerly  collegiate.  In  this  town  is  alfo  a  decanate.  In  the  Rhine-toll 
here,  or  in  what  is  called  the  Boppard  Ward-penny  the  Eledor  of  Triers  is 
pofTefTed  of  the  greateft  fl)are,  but  Heße  alfo  has  fotne  part  in  it.  This 
town  is  an  Imperial  mortgage,  which  was  mortgaged  by  the  Emperor 
Henry  VIL  to  the  archbifhopric.     In  it  arc  likewlfe  three  cloyfters. 

The  pariflies  oi  Camp,  Hirzenach,  Kaßer,  or  Keßer,  and  Salzig. 

The  jurifdidion  of  G^Z/c/v/V/ comprizes  in  it  the  nineteen  villnnes  above 
enumerated,  among  which  are  the  church-villages  of  Biclzenbach,  Haljen- 
bach  and  Herjchwiejen. 

4  B  2  II.  The 
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11.  The  prefe6lurate  of  Welmich,  containing 
JVelmicb,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Rljitie,  together  with 
Btcdt  and  Dahlem. 

12.  The  prefedurate  of  Wesel,  in  which  is  a  copper-mine,  comprizes 
in  it  twelve  places.    Annong  them  we  (hall  take  notice  of 

JVefcl,  or  Upper-JFeJ'el,  a  town  feated  on  the  Rhine,  with  a  collegiate- 
church  in  it  dedicated  to  our  Ladj,  of  the  prebends  of  which  the  Counts 
of  Ley  en  are  poffeffed  of  the  right  of  patronage.  The  parifh-church  of 
St.  Martin  here  was  alfo  formerly  collegiate.  In  this  town  anci- 
ently was  held  a  regal-court.  The  Emperor  Henry  VII.  ceded  it  to  the 
archbKhopric  as  an -imperial  mortgage.  In  the  year  1639  the  Swedes  made 
themfelves  marters  of  this  place,  and  in  1689  the  French.,  from  whom  it 
fufFered  very  much.     The  latter  alfo  deflroyed  the  adjoining 

Citadel  of  Schonberg.,  or  Schoinburg,  which  belonged  to  the  Counts  of 
Scbomhurg,  who  became  extindt  in  the  year  171 9- 

The  pariOies  of  Damjcheid,  Niederburg,  and  Berfcheid. 

Rem.  The  prefedlurates  of  Boppard,  Welmich  and  Wefel  are  both  go- 
verned by  one  Amtman. 

13.  The  prefedlurate  of  Montabaur,  in  which  filver  is  found,  and 
belonging  to  which  are  upwards  of  one  hundred  places.  In  it  we  fhall 
take  notice  of 

Montabiiur,  in  Latin  Mom  T'habor,  a  town  containing  a  cloyfter  of  Fran^ 
cifcans.     The  Emperor  Rudolph  I.  conferred  on  this  place  town-privileges. 

The  pariihes  of  Great -Holbach,  Hartenfels,  Heiligenroth,  Hlferßirchen, 
Hundfangen,  Kirchahr,  Meudt,  Niedererbach,  Nenterhaufen,  Salz,  and 
Wirges.  Thofe  of  Hundfangen,  Meudt,  Nenterhaifen,  Salz,  and  Linden- 
holzhaufen  (fituated  in  the  prefedurate  of  Limburg)  by  virtue  of  an  agree- 
ment concluded  in  the  year  1564,  between  archbiOiop  j^.-^«  and  ^?V//ö/« 
Prince  of  Orange,  and  his  confort  fuliana,  as  guardians  to  'John,  Lewisy 
Adolphm  and  Henry,  Counts  of  Nafau-Katzenellnbogen,  are  come  under  the 
fuperiority  of  the  Elector  of  Trier.  On  the  other  hand  the  Eledor  of 
Treves  has  ceded  his  right  and  dominium  utile,  in  the  füur(h  part  of  the 
county  of  Najfau-Dictz. 

The  paridi  of  Heimbach-Weifz  belonged  formerly  to  the  prefcdura^e  of 
Ehrenbreitßein,  but  at  prefent  to  this  prefedurate.  It  confifts  cf  the  vil- 
lages of  H' im  bach,  Weifz  and  Gladbach.  Hard  l)y  Heimbach  lies  R'.merfdorf 
an  abbey  of  Pramonßrateffian  Isllonk^,  which  is  poflelled  of  certain  rights, 
rents,  and  incomes  in  this  parifli.  For  the  obtaining  of  the  fovereignty 
here  the  Eltdor  of  Trier  entered  into  aflipulation  as  well  in  1545  with  the 
cloyütv  of  Romerjdorf,  as  alf"»  in  1570  with  John,  Count  of  IViid,  and  in 
1600  with  Salentin,  Count  of  Ifenburg. 

14.  The  prefedurate  of  Limburg,  confifling  of  fifteen  places.  In  it 
we  fhall  Cake  notice  of 

Limburgs 
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Limburg,  a  fmall  but  thriving  town  feated  on  the  river  Labfi,  over 
which  it  has  a  good  ftone-bridge.  In  it  we  find  one  collegiate-church  and 
three  cloyftcrs.  This  town  had  anciently  Lords  of  its  own,  wlio  became 
extiiidt  in  the  year  1404  in  the  perfon  of  John  Lord  oi  Limburg,  upon 
which  one  half  of  it  fell  to  the  archbifliopric  of  Tricr^  to  which  it  had 
before  been  mortgaged  in  the  year  1344. 

Ditkirchen,  on  the  Lahn,  is  the  feat  of  an  archidiaconate  and  decanate^' 
as  alio  of  a  collegiate-church. 

Lower- Brechen,  a  fmall  town,  which  in  the  year  1369  was  furrounded 
with  walls  and  made  a  town.  This  place  lies  in  what  was  anciently  called 
the  country  of  Einriebe. 

Lower- Sehers,  a  church-village  feated  on  the  Emshacb.  In  a  meadow 
about  one  hundred  paces  from  this  place  lies  the  celebrated  acid  fpring, 
the  water  of  which  is  plentifully  exported ;  and  as  has  been  already  expe- 
rienced may  be  carried  to  the  Eaß-Indies  and  back  again.  This  fpring  has 
been  frequently  let  out  or  farmed,  and  that  at  firft  for  5000,  but  after- 
wards for  8000  rixdollars,  and  in  1755  fome  body  had  offered  to  farm  it 
even  at  18,000  rixdollars;  but  at  prelent  an  officer  of  the  Eledtor  oi  Trier 
has  the  care  of  it,  who  accounts  for  the  revenues  thereof.  Nafau-Dietz 
laying  claim  to  the  fuperiority  over  this  place,  it  is  perpetually  covered  by 
a  number  of  the  Eled:or's  foldiers. 

The  parishes  of  Arfurtb,  Balduinßein,  EIz,  Lindenholzhaufen,  Vpper-Bre- 
chen,  and  Vihnar,  in  the  laft  of  which  the  abbey  of  St.  Matthias  near  Trier 
is  pofTefled  of  the  ground  jurifdiftion.  Out  of  the  filver  which  has  been 
dug  at  Vihnar,  dollars  have  been  coined. 

Rem.  The  caftle  and  village  of  Minsfelden,  or  Mensfelden,  belongs  in 
common  to  the  Eledlor  of  Trier  and  Najfau-Diet'z.  The  fhare  of  the  for- 
mer was  anciently  enjoyed  by  thofe  of  IValdecker,  and  before  the  acquifiticn 
of  it  by  the  latter,  it  belonged  to  the  Wejierburg  feigniory  of  Schadcck. 

15.  The  prefedurateof  Camberg  is  pofTcffed  in  common  by  the  Elec- 
tor of  Trier  and  Naßau-Dietz.     In  it  is 

Camberg,  a  well  built,  trading  little  town  and  citadel  flanding  on  a  hill, 
and  which  in  the  year  1357  was  raifed  to  that  dignity  by  Count  Gerhard 
of  Dictz.  The  circumjacent  trad:  here  contains  in  it  fine  arable  land,  but 
principally  yields  a  good  culture  oißax. 

Schis:eickerjhaufen,  a  church-village. 

16.  The  pretedurate  of  Werheim  lies  feparate,  being  pofTeffed  in  com- 
mon by  the  Eledor  of  Trier  and  Najfau-Vßngen.     In  it  is 

Werheim,  a  borough,  inro  which  in  the  year   1693,  together  with  the 
Protertant  religion   was  alio  introduced   the  T^owöw-cathohc  worflnp,  and 
afterwards  a  church  built  for  its  celebration  :  Together  with

§,  I.  /^  F  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn,  Com.  AJger  delineated  a 
^-^   the  year  1583,  which  was  engraved  by  Hogenberg.    Af 


chart  in 
Afterwards 
'John  Gigas  executed  a  better,  which  was  engraved  by  Blaeuw  and  yanffon, 
and  copied  by  others.  That  of  Homann^  conftitutes  the  forty-fecond  in 
the  Atlas  of  Germany.  This  bifhopric  is  alfo  to  be  feen  in  the  chart  of  the 
dutchies  of  Julien  and  Berg,  which  has  been  mentioned,  p.  399.  Of 
the  dutchy  of  fVeJiphalia,  belonging  to  this  archbifhopric,  the  Jefuit 
Zittarte  has  delineated  a  chart,  which  was  engraved  in  1706. 

§.  2.  The  archiepifcopal  countries  lie  not  all  together,  but  are  many  of 
them  feparated  from  each  other  by  foreign  territories.  The  principal  and 
longefl:  connected  part  in  it  lies  on  the  Rhine,  extending  itfelf  between  the 
dutchies  o(  Juliers  and  Berg  for  above  twenty  miles  in  length,  but  being  in 
moft  parts  very  narrow.  Another  portion  of  it  lies  chiefly  betwixt  the 
dutchy  of  Juliers  and  the  archbifhopric  of  'Triers.  The  fituation  of  the 
county  of  Recktinkkaufen  and  of  the  dutchy  of  JVeftphalia  fhall  be  hereafter 
particularly  defcribed. 

§.  3.  Thefe  archiepifcopal  countries  are  of  a  very  different  nature  and 
goodnefs.  One  part  of  them  is  very  mountainous  and  woody,  another  fandy, 
and  a  third  very  fruitful.  In  the  tradl  fuuate  on  the  Rhine,  is  a  good 
growth  of  wine  called  Bleichert;  the  woody  trads  afford  much  game;  and 
the  rivers  abound  in  fifh.  There  are  alfo  fome  acid  waters  here  and  in  the 
dutchy  oi  Weßphalia  are  all  forts  of  ores.  The  7?y6/w  feparates  the  arch- 
billiopric  of  Cologii  from  the  dutchy  of  Berg,  and  is  of  very  great  benefit 
to  it. 

§.  4.  In  the  archiepifcopal  countries  are  fifty-two  towns,  and  above  feven- 
teen  boroughs.  TheLand-flates  here  confiftofthe  prelates.nobility  and  towns. 
The  Land-Diets  in  the  proper  archbifliopric  are  ufually  held  at  Bonn. 

§.  5.  i?w«ö«-catholics  indeed  only  enjoy  the  public  exercife  of  their  reli- 
gion in  this  archbifhopric ;  but  there  are  alfo  many  Proteftants  in  it. 

§.  6.  This  archbilhopric  takes  its  name  from  the  Imperial  city  of  Cologn. 
The  firx^h  rii'e  of  the  ChriJIian  church  in  it  is  uncertain  ;  but  towards  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  century  there  was  certainly  fuch  a  church  extant, 
and  it  had  a  bifliop  of  its  own  named  Matcrnus,  who  in  the  year  3  14,  was 
prefent  at  the  council  o{  Arks.  The  origin  of  this  archbifliopric  is  with  the 
greatefl  certainty  placed  in  the  eighth  century  :  For  Reginfrid,  bifhop  of  G?- 
kgn,  dying  in  the  year  745,  St.  Boniface  was  pitched  upon  by  the  Frankiß) 
Princes,  Karlmann  and  Pipin,  and  pope  Zachary  conferred  upon  him  this 

dignity. 
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dignity.  But  in  the  year  748  Boniface  was  tranflated  to  Mentz,  and  along 
with  him  the  archiepifcopal  dignity,  and  Cologn  on  the  contrary,  made 
fiib)c6t  to  the  new  archbifliopric  thereof.  This  State  conflnucd  for  ntuv 
fifty  years,  till  the  Emperor  Charlemagne,  out  of  love  to  Aix  la  Chapdk, 
again  conferred  the  archiepifcopal  dignity  on  Hildebald,  bifliop  of  Cologn, 
under  whofe  ecclefmflical  junfdidtion  that  town  was;  which  donation  pro- 
bably happened  between  the  years  794  and  799. 

§.  7.  It  is  probable,  that  about  this  time  alfo  the  bilhops  of  Liege  and 
Utrecht  were  made  fubjedl  to  the  archbifhop  q\  Cologn  as  metropolitan,  to 
which  were  afterwards  added  alfo  the  bilhoprics  of  Minden,  Miinßer  and  Ojnc- 
briicky  which  were  tuunded  by  Charlemagn".  But  after  the  raifmg  of  the 
church  oiUtrecht  to  an  archbilhopric  in  the  years  1559  and  1560,  and  the 
bi(hopric  of  Minden  by  the  peace  of  VVcflphalia  was  changed  to  a  principa- 
hty,  there  remained  only  as  fufFrngans  to  the  archbifhop  of  Cologn  the  biHiops 
of  Liege,  Miinfter  and  Ojnabruck.  Neverthelefs  by  the  peace  of  Weftphalia^ 
all  fpiritual  power  of  the  archbifliop  of  Cologne,  with  rcfpedt  to  the  Prote- 
ftant  religion  is  taken  otFin  the  bifhopric  of  Ofnahriick. 

§.  8.  The  archbiihops  oi  Cologn  early  obtained  the  honour  of  the  pallium, 
and  the  bearing  of  the  crofs,  and  fo  long  ago  as  the  tenth  century  we  find, 
that  as  primates,  they  were  deemed  equal  to  the  archbifhops  of  Mentz  and 
Trier.     Pope  Innocent  IV.   nominated   them  bora   Legates  of  the  Romi/b 
fee.    By  virtue  of  a  bull  of  pope  Leo  IX.  of  the  year  J  052,  every  archbiihop 
oi  Cologn  is  to  be   arch-chancellor  of  the  Romijh  fee,  and  cardinal  of  the 
church  of  St.  "john  the  Evnngelifi  ante  port  am  Latinam.     This   privilc^-e, 
however,  is   not   much   regarded;    notwithltanding   which,   feme  learned 
perfons  are  of  opinion,  that  on  account  thereof  the  court  cf  Rome  appoints 
no  chancellor,  and  that  the  cardinal,  who  has  the  infpedtion  of  the  papal 
chancery,  ftiles  himfclf  only  a  vice-chancellor.     In  the  Gtrw^«  Empire  the 
archbifhop  of  Cologn  bears  the  tide  of  arch-chancellor  throup-hout   ail  Italy. 
It  is  not  abfolutely  improbable,  that  the  dignity  of  arch-chancellor  to  the  fee 
of  Rome,  which   archbifliop  Pilgrim  exercifed,  gave  this  laft,  as  likewife 
archbifhop  Hermann,  occafion  to  join  the  dignity  of  arch-chancellor  of  the 
German  Empire  throughout  Italy,  with  their  archbifhopric  ;  whence  it  was 
handed  down  from   archbifliop  Pilgrim   by  nine  archbirtiops   fucceflivelv. 
Archbiniop^r«o/t/ II.  firft  added  the  denomination  of  the  title  of  arch-chan- 
cellor to  Itah.  Ever  fince  the  time  that  the  Emperors  ceafed  coming  to  Italy, 
the  archbifhops  of  Cologn  have  had  no  opportunity  to  exercife  their  office, 
but  it  is  not  tnerefore  become  extindt. 

§  9.  With  refped:  to  the  origin  of  the  eledloral  dignity  of  Cologn,  fo 
early  as  the  time  when  the  eledion  of  the  Emperors  was  fhll  admini^ffered 
by  all  the  States  of  the  Empire,  and  the  principal  of  them  were  polTcfTed 
©nly  of  certain  prerogatives  in  it,  the  archljifhop  of  Cologn  has  been  one- 
of  thefe  principal  States.  The  dignity  of  arch-chancellor  alfo  afterwards 
1  paved 
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paved  the  way  for  him,  as  it  alfo  did  for  other  arch-ofiiccrs  of  the  Eiiipire, 
to  the  eledoral  jurifdidlon,  when  the  bufinefs  of  the  tledion  devolved, 
about  the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century,  on  certain  Princes  exclufive  of  tlie 
reft.  Befides  the  prerogative  too,  which  is  common  to  him  with  all  ihe 
Eledtors,  he  is  moreover  poflefled  of  certain  peculiar  ones  of  his  own.  At 
the  eledlion  of  the  Roman  King  and  Emperor  he  enjoys,  by  virtue  of  the 
golden  bull,  the  next  voice  after  the  Eledtor  of  Tarier,  and  fits,  at  public 
afiemblies,  when  held  within  his  ecclefiaftical  jurifdidlion,  or  out  of  it  in 
I(aly  &nd  Gau/,  at  the  Emperor's  right  hand.  In  the  year  1653,  it  was 
agreed  with  the  Eledor  of  Trier,  that  both  thefe  archbiHiops  fliould  fliare 
the  honour  of  precedence  among  them  alternately.  His  rights,  with  refped: 
to  the  coronation  of  a  Rowan  King,  have  been  fliewn  above. 

§.  10.  From  what  has  been  faid  above,  appears  in  general  the  conftant 

title  of  the  Eledor  of  Cologn,  which  runs  thus  :  By  the  grace  of  God,  , 

archhiß:op  of  Cologn,  and  arch-chancellor  of  the  holy  ^o\w3.w  Empire  through- 
out all  Italy,  ai  alfo  EleSlor  and  Legatus  natus  of  the  holy  apoßolick  fee,  Duke 
0/ Engern  ^W  Weftphaiia,  ^c.  His  arms,  on  account  of  the  archbifliopric 
of  Cologn,  are  a  cvoh  fable  in  a  field  argent;  on  account  of  the  dutchy  of 
Weßphalia,  a  white  horfe  faliant  in  a  field  gules ;  on  account  of  the  dutchy 
of  Engem,  three  hearts  Or  in  a  field  gules  ;  and,  on  account  of  the  county 
oi  Arensberg,  an  eagle  argent  in  a  ddd  faphire. 

§.  I  r.  The  highly  worthy  chapter  here  has  its  refidence  in  the  Imperial 
city  of  Cologn,  as  the  place  where  the  archiepifcopal  cathedral  church  lies, 
and  conlifts  of  twenty-five  canons  and  a  number  of  Domicelli. 

§.12.  The  Cologn  knight-order  of  the  holy  archangel  Michael  was 
founded  by  the  Eledlor  fofeph  Clemens,  and  every  Eledor  of  Cologn  is  grand- 
mafter  thereof.  This  order  confifts  of  fpiritual  order-commendators  or 
grand-knights  of  the  crofs,  fecular  commendators  and  fpiritual  and  fecular 
order-knights,  as  alfo  of  fecular  order-officers. 

§.  13.  The  Eledor  f  Cologn  has  a  matricular  evaluation  of  fixty  horfe 
and  two  hundred  and  feventy-feven  foot,  or  1828  florins,  and  pays  to  each 
chamher-term  eight  hundred  and  eleven  rixdollars,  fifty-eight  kruitzers  and 
a  half. 

§.  14.  The  office  of  hereditary-fteward  of  this  archbifhopric  the  Counts 
of  Manderjcheid  enjoy  j  the  office  of  hereditary-marflial,  the  Counts  of 
Eahn  ;  the  office  of  hereditary-cup-bearer,  the  Dukes  of  Aremberg ;  and 
the  office  of  hereditary-chamberlain,  the  Counts  oi  Plettenberg. 

§.  15.  The  eledoral  high  officers  and  colleges  here  are,  the  privy- 
conference  and  war-minifter,  together  with  the  aulic-council  or  regency- 
college,  the  aulic  chamber-college,  and  the  aulic-judicatory. 

§.  16.  The  eledoral  revenues  arifing  from  the  archiepilcopal  countries 
are  not  very  confiderable.  The  Eledor  maintains  a  hfe-guard  of  halbardiers 
and  yeomen,  together  with  a  regiment  of  foot-guards. 

§.  17.  The  archiepifcopal  countries  confift,  I.  Of 
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I.   Of  the  upper  archbifliopric  :   to  which  belongs, 

1.  The  prefeflurate  of  Bonn. 

Bonn,  the  refidence-town  of  the  Eleflor,  and  alfo  a  fortrefs,  lies  on  the 
Rhine,  being  indeed  not  large,  but  containing  in  it  many  good  houfes. 
The  fine  refidence-palace  here  was  begun  in  the  year  171 8,  but  is  not  yet 
quite  finifhed.  Exclufive  of  the  principal  church,  there  is  moreover  here  a 
collegiate  and  a  parifli-church.  The  Jefuits  have  likevvife  a  college  here 
and  feveral  orders  their  cloyfters.  In  the  years  1673,  1689  and  1703,  this 
city  was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  ImperiuHlh  and  their  allies,  a  French  gar- 
rifon  lying  in  it  each  time.  By  virtue  of  the  peace  of  BaaJen,  of  the  year 
1714,  no  garrifon  was  to  be  kept  here  iu  the  time  of  peace,  the  life- 
guards excepted,  concerning  the  number  of  whom  an  agreement  was  to  be 
made  with  the  Emperor  and  Empire,  and  the  defence  of  the  town  to  be 
left  to  the  burgherfhip ;  but  in  time  of  war  it  is  to  ftand  free  to  the  Em- 
peror and  Empire,  fuitable  to  the  ordinances  of  the  latter,  to  put  into  it  as 
many  troops  as  the  circumftances  of  war  may  require.  At  this  place  is 
ellablilhed  a  Rhine-toW.  Cologn  was  firfl:  environed  with  walls  and  ditches 
in  the  year  1240. 

Poppelfdorf,  an  eledloral  pleafure-palace,  lying  not  far  from  Bonn.  In  the 
year  1754,  a  broad  way  was  laid  out  in  a  ftraight  line  from  this  place  for 
one  German  mile  and  a  half  in  length,  to  the  new-built  hunting-houfe  near 
the  wood  of  Rathgen. 

The  other  eledloral  pleafure-houfes  in  the  tradl  oi  Botin  are,  Buen  RelirOj 
Herzogßuß  and  Falkenluß. 

Heymertfen  is  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Erffi. 

Alfter,  a  borough,  citadel  and  feigniory,  belonging  to  the  Counts  of  Salin- 
Reifferfcheid. 

2.  The  prefedturate  of  Meckenheim  :  in  it  is 
Meckenheim,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Erffi, 
Rheinbach,  or  Rynbach,  alfo  a  fmall  town. 

Rem.  In  this  trad  formerly  lay  the  county  of  Hochßeden,  to  which  be- 
longed the  citadels  of  Hochßeden,  Axe,  Hart,  Engelheim,  Walprechjhoven, 
Wallen,  Rheinbach  and  the  town  of  Munßer-Eyffel,  which  were  made  a 
donation  of  to  the  archbifliopric  by  the  archbifhop  Conrad  of  Hocljßeden. 

3.  Theprefedurateof  KoNiGSwiNTER  ;  in  it  is 

Konigfwinter,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rinne.  In  the  neighbourhood 
thereof  are  what  are  called  the  feven  mountains,  on  each  of  which  formerly 
itood  a  caftle. 

Great  and  Liitk-Stromberg  and  Volkeberg,  together  with

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Dracbcnfehy  a  citadel  and  province,  belonging  to  a  line  of  the  Barons  of 
Waldbott  of  Ba[[cnhiim. 

4.  The  prefeftiirate  of  LiNz,  containing 

Linz,  a  imall  town,  with  a  citadel  in  it  lying  on  the  Rhine,  and  which, 
in  the  year  1330,  obtained  town-privileges. 

Unkcl,  a  fmall  town,  alfo  feated  on  the  7?/6/W. 

St.  Catherine,  containing  a  cloyfter,  together  with  loknbcrg  and  Da~ 
denherg. 

1;.  The  prefefturate  of  Altenwied,  in  which  lie 

The  paridies  oi  Altenwied  and  Ajpach;  as  alfo 

Erfiflein,  a  llirong  caftle. 

6.  The  prefedturate  of  Andernach.     In  this  prefectiirate  is 

Andernach,  anciently  called  Antoniacum,  Antunacmn  and  Antonacenfe 
caßellum,  a  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  which,  in  the  year  11 14,  ob- 
tained town-privileges,  Archbifliop  Frederick  conquering  the  Emperor 
Henry  V.  in  this  traft.  At  it  a  Rhine-ioW  is  eftablilhed.  Anciently  here 
was  alfo  a  manfion  belonging  to  the  Au/Irqßan  Kings,  and  feveral  aflemblies 
of  German  Princes  have  been  appointed  here.  This  town  was  formerly 
Imperial,  but,  in  the  year  1496,  was,  by  force  of  arms,  rendered  muni- 
cipal by  the  Eledor  of  Cologn.  In  the  year  1689,  it  was  much  damaged 
by  the  French. 

St.  Thomas,  an  abbey. 

Rens,  alfo  called  Renfe  and  Rees,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhijie  be- 
tween Coblenx  and  Boppard,  which,  in  the  year  1445,  was  mortgaged  by  the 
Elector  Theodcrick  to  Count  Philip  of  Katzenelhibogen  for  the  fum  of  looo 
Rhenißi  gold  florins,  but  redeemed  again  of  the  Landgrave  of  Heße,  by 
the  Eieftor  Ferdinand,  in  the  year  1629. 

Rem.  Hard  by  it,  on  the  Rhine,  is  to  be  feen  the  Konigßiihl,  or  thronus 
regalis,  a  reniarkable  piece  of  antiquity  confifting  of  a  round  vault  built  of 
free-flone,  and  refting  upon  nine  flone  pillars,  one  of  which  llands  in  the 
middle.  This  vault  is  eight  GertiiantWs  and  a  quarter  high,  forty  and  half 
a  quarter  in  compafs,  and  twelve  and  a  quarter  in  diameter,  being  furniflied 
above  with  feven  feats,  agreeably  to  the  number  of  Eledlors  at  that  time. 
The  afcent  to  it  is  by  flairs  of  flone  confifting  of  twenty-eight  fleps,  and  it 
has  two  flout  doors.  On  this  regal  chair  the  Electors  formerly  held  previous 
confultations  for  fome  time  concerning  the  eledion  of  a  King  and  Emperor, 
conferring  with  each  other  about  the  folemn  eledtion-day  at  Francfort ;  and 
whenever  the  eledion,  on  account  of  any  impediments,  could  not  be  per- 
formed in  that  city,  it  was  done  at  this  place,  and  the  folemn  notification 
of  the  new-eledted  and  his  elevation  performed,  the  Eledlors  likewife  con- 
fulting  here  concerning  other  weighty  matters  of  the  Empire,  and  the  Em- 
perors alfo  folemnly  confirming  their  privileges.     After  this  manner  the 

Emperor 
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Emperor  HenryYW.  was  elefted  at  this  place  in  the  year  1308;  but  hifto- 
rians  fay,  that  the  Eledlors  were  at  that  time  aflembled  here  in  conformity  to 
an  ancient  cullom.  At  this  place  alfo,  in  the  year  13 38,  was  eftablifhed 
the  eledoral  league.  Maxunilian  I.  as  far  as  is  known,  was  the  laft  Em- 
peror who  was  brought  thither.  This  place  was  particularly  chofcn  by  the 
Electors  for  their  affemblies,  for  thisreafon;  viz.  becaule  the  four  Elcdlors 
on  the  Rhine\\zs^  places  belonging  to  each  of  them  lying  near  it;  the  Eledor 
of  Cologti,  being  pofleffed  of  Renfe  ;  the  Eledor  of  Me?z!z,  of  Upper-Lahn- 
ßein;  the  Eleöor  o^  Trier,  of  Capelle,  and  the  Eledor-palatine  o'i  HeJJe-CaJJcl 
holds  Brauhach  in  fee. 

7.  The  prefedurate  of  Konigsfeld. 

The  borough  and  citadel  of  Konigsfeld  belongs  to  a  line  of  the  Barons  of 
the  Empire  of  IValdbott-Baßenheim. 

Tonnießein,  properly  called  St.  Antonys  cloyßer,  is  a  Carmelite  cloyfter, 
near  which  the  celebrated  acid  fpring  of  Tillerborn,  commonly  called  the 
Tonnießein  Brunn,  or  fpring,  has  its  rife. 

8.  The  prefeärurate  of  Ahrweiler,  in  which  is 

Ahrweiler,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  Ahr,  where  is  produced  a 
good  wine. 

9.  The  prefedurate  of  Aldenahr,  containing 
Alcle?iahr,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  Ahr. 
Bruggen,  a  borough,  lying  on  the  fame  river ;  together  with 
Huyngen,  or  Huynen,  a  borough,  feated  on  the  Ahr. 

10.  The  prefedurate  of  Aldenau.     In  it 
Aldenau,  a  borough,  together  with 
Lower-Aldenau,  a  village. 

"I  r.  The  county  of  Reifferfcheid,  in  the  Eyffel,  belongs  to  a  line  of  the 
houfe  oi  Salm,  and  (lands  in  the  matricula  of  the  Empire  as  an  immediate 
Imperial  county  and  ftate  of  the  eledoral  Rhenißo  circle  with  an  evalua- 
tion to  it ;  and  Ernejl  Valentine,  Count  of  Sahn  and  Reifferfcheid,  even 
fubfcribed  to  the  recefs  of  the  Empire  at  Ratishon,  in  the  year  1654,  on 
account  of  Reifferfcheid ;  but  it  is  executed  by  the  Eledor  of  Cologn.  In 
this  prefedurate  is 

Reifferfcheid,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel, 

12.  The  prefedurate  of  Zulpich  is  wholly  furrounded  by  the  dutchy  of 
.  fullers. 

Zulpich,  or  Zulch,  in  ancient  records  Zulpiche,  q.  d.  Tidpiche,  and  in 
Latin  Tulpetum,  is  a  little  town  in  this  prefedurate  fuppofed  to  be  the 
Tolbiacum  of  the  ancients  mentioned  by  Tacitus,  near  which  the  Frankiß 
King  Klodwig,  in  the  year  496,  overcame  the  Ale?}ians.  In  it  are  three 
parifli-churches  and  feveral  cloyfters.  Archbifliop  Engelbert  III.  redeemed 
this  place  and  its  diftrid,  in  the  year  1368,  of  the  Count  of  Juliers.

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Beffenich,  a  cloyfter. 

13.  The  prefefturate  of  Leghenjch,  containing 

Leghenich,  or  Lechenich,  in  Latin  Legniciutn,  and  alfo  Legioniacum,  a 
fmall  town,  having  a  caftle.  This  place  was  firft  founded  by  Archbifhop 
Henry  II.  and,  in  the  year  1342,  environed  with  walls  by  his  fucceflbt 
Walra??!. 

Gimnich,  a  parifli  and  caftle  appertaining  to  the  Baron  of  Gimnich. 

14.  The  prefediirate  of  Bruel  and  Konigsdort.     In  it  is 

Briiely  or  Bruyll,  a  fmall  town,  together  with  the  ftrong  caftle  of  Au- 
gußusburgy  in  the  park  of  which  ftands  the  Chineje  houie  and  two 
cloyfters. 

Fifchenich  and  St.  Martin,  both  villages. 

Roesberg,  a  caftle,  feated  on  a  mountain. 

Bornheim,  a  feign iory,  appertaining  to  a  line  of  the  Baron  houfe  of 
Waldbott-Baffenheim. 

15.  Duytz,  in  Latin  Tuitium,  a  mean,  little  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine 
oppofite  to  the  Imperial  city  of  Cologn.  Duytz  is  an  ancient  place,  con- 
taining in  it  an  abbey  of  BenediBines  \  and  in  it  alfo  dwell  numbers  of  "yews. 
In  the  year  1632,  this  place  was  miferably  laid  wafte  by  the  Siaedes. 

II.  Of  the  lower- archbifKopric  ;   to  which  belongs, 

J.  The  prefedurate  of  Brauweiler,  containing 

Brauweiler,  a  BenediSlitie  abbey  for  men,  founded  in  the  year  1024, 

Nyel,  anciently  called  Neo-Aelia,  a  village,  feated  on  the  Rbine^ 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Bedburg.     In  which  is 
Bedburg,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Erft,  together  with 
Vrimerjdorf,  a  village,   lying  on  the  fame  river. 

3.  The  prefedturate  of  Zons. 

Zons,  in  Latin  Sontiimm,  and  formerly  Fridßrom,  is  a  fmall  town,  feated 
©n  the  Rhine,  together  with  a  caftle.  At  this  place  is  eftabliftied  a 
Rhijie-toW. 

Wering,  or  Woringen,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  and  near 
which,  in  the  year  1288,  a  very  bloody  battle  was  fought  between  the  troops 
of  Brabant  and  Geldres. 

Knechßeden,  a  Pramonßratenßan  abbey. 

4.  The  prefeäurate  of  NuYS.     In  it 

Nuys,  or  Neujz,  in  Latin  Novefmm  and  Nußa,  a  fortified  little  town, 
feated  on  the  Erfft,  which  below  this  place  falls  into  the  Rhine.  In  this 
town  is  a  college  of  regular  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Auguliine.  It  car- 
ries on  a  briik  trade  in  deal-boards  and  ftone-coal.     In  the  year  I474>  this 

place 
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place  was  befieged  in  vain  by  Charles  the  Bold,  Duke  of  Burgundy;  but, 
in  the  year  15^6,  taken  by  Adolpbm,  Count  of  Mon^  and  foon  after  laid 
wafte  by  the  Spaniards. 

Hulkrade,  a  caflle  and  village,  formerly  the  head-place  of  a  county, 
(Comitatus  Hilicrodienfis)  which  Archbifliop  Henry  U.  in  the  year  1323, 
reannexed  again  to  the  archbirtiopric. 

TerHorli,  a  village,  remarkable  in  that  together  with  Wevelitighoi'en  and 
Leendal,  it  belonged  to  the  ancient  county  of  Horßeden. 

Erpradt,  a  citadel,  formerly  a Ifo  belonging  to  the  coMxiiy  oi  Helfenßein, 

Gnadenthal,  an  abbey. 

Mees,  a  village,  near  which  (lands  an  abbey. 

5.  The  prefedlurate  of  Liedberg,  in  which  is 
Liedbergy  a  citadel. 

Dimk  and  Zoppenbroich,   a  feigniory  belonging  to  the  Counts  of  Virjnont. 
Odenkirchen,  a  feigniory,   the  C^Z-u/wy/^  of  which,  in  the  year  1627,   were 
deprived  both  of  their  church  and  fchool. 

6.  The  prefedurate  of  Kayserswerth,    containing 
Kayjerfwerthy  in  Latin  Cafaris  Werda  S.  i?ifiila,  an  open  little  town,  feated 

on  the  Rhine,  and  formerly  a  ftrong  fortification  which,  in  the  year  1689, 
was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  Eledor  of  Brandenburg,  and,  in  1702,  by 
the  allies,  in  which  laft  fiege  it  was  almoft  wholly  laid  wafte,  and  afterwards 
even  ftript  of  its  fortifications.  In  this  town  is  a  collegium  canonicoriwi.  In 
the  year  1424,  the  ArchbiOiop  Tbeodorick  II.  redeemed  this  place,  together 
with  the  caftle  and  toll,  of  Count  Gerhard,  brother  to  Duke  Adolphm  of 
Cleve,   and  fortified  it  with  walls  and  towers. 

7.  The  prefedlurate  of  Ordingen.     In  it  is 

Ordingen,  or  Urdingen,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  which,  in 
the  year  1330,  obtained  town-privileges,  and  in  which  alfo  the  houfe  of 
Virmont  is  poflefled  of  the  hereditary  vogtey.  The  traft  here  is  in  old  records 
ftyled  the  ancient  bilhopric. 

Linne,  a  fmall  town,  for  which  Archbifliop  iv-^^^r/V/^,  in  the  year  1393, 
made  fatisfadlion  to  the  Counts  of  Cleve  ;  together  with 

The  feats  of  Hulfdunk,  Cloradt,  Cdlenburg  and  Broichhaufen,  all  belonging 
to  the  houfe  of  Virmont ;  as  alfo 

Nerfen  and  Anrath,  a  feigniory  appertaining  to  the  fame  Counts. 

8.  The  prefe(fturate  of  Kempen,  containing 

Kempen,  a  fortified  little  town,  in  which  is  a  caftle  and  a  cloyfter. 
St.  Hubert  and  Huh,  both  parifties ;  together  with 
St.  Antonio  in  the  Heyde. 

9.  The  prefedturate  of  Nürburg. 
IG.  The  prefefturate  of  Rhein  berg. 

Rheiiiberg  is  a  fmall  town,  feated  ;)n  the  Rhine,  and  formerly  well  fortified. 
In  the  fixteenth  and  feventeenth  centuries  this  place  was  frequendy  befieged 

a&d 
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and  taken,  and  at  laft,  namely,  after  the  red uftion  of  it,  in  the  year  1703, 
by  the  allies  difmantled. 

Camp,  or  Old-Camp,  an  abbey  of  Cißercian  Monks,  to  which  appertains 
the  free  eftate  of  Stroh-Mors  in  the  dutchy  oi  Mors. 

Eyl,  a  feat  of  the  Barons  of  Ecrde. 

Alpen,  a  fmall  town,  citadel  and  feigniory  belonging  to  the  Counts  of 
Bent  heim-  Steinfurt. 

Rem.  The  free  Imperial  feat  oi  Frohnenhurg,  together  with  the  annexed 
free  immediate  Imperial  lordfhip  oi  Horßgen,  which  is  held  in  fee  of  the 
principality  of  Mon,  and  conflitutes  a  Cahiniß  parifli,  is  pofieffed  by  the 
Baron  of  Mylendonk.  Near  the  church  at  Horßgen  both  before  and  fince 
the  year  1624,  was  a  proper  confiftory,  in  which  the  Calvimßs  out  of  the 
prefe(^lurate  of  Rheinberg  and  the  province  of  Camp  have  fat  as  members, 
church-counfellors,  church-mafters,  elders  and  deacons. 

III.  Of  the  county  or  fort  of 
RECKLINGHAUSEN, 

Which  lies  between  the  bifliopric  of  Munfler,  the  dutchy  of  Cleve  and 
the  county  of  the  Mark.  Archbifliop  Valentin  of  Ifenburg  redeemed  this 
place,  in  the  year  1576,  of  the  Counts  of  Schaueftburg,  to  whom  it 
had  been  mortgaged  by  the  Archbifliop  Theodorick  II.  for  the  fum  of 
17^50  gold  florins.  This  county  is  governed  by  a  lieutenant.  In  it  we 
are  to  take  notice  of 

Recklinghaiijen,  a  fmall  town,  with  a  fortified  caflle  in  it  and  a  noble 
temporal  foundation  for  women. 

Dorßen,  a  little  town,  lying  on  the  Lippe. 

Boer  and  Hornberg,  both  boroughs. 

IV.  Of  the  Dutchy  of 
WESTPHALIA. 

§.  I.  This  dutchy  terminates,  to  the  eaft,  on  the  bifliopric  o^  Paderborn, 
Waldeck  and  Heffe ;  to  the  fouth,  on  the  counties  of  Witgenßein  and  Nafau, 
and  likewife  on  the  dutchy  of  Berg;  to  the  weft,  on  the  fame  and  the  county 
of  the  Mark ;  to  the  north,  on  the  bifhopric  of  Munßer  and  the  county  of 
Lippe.  Its  extent  from  fouth  to  north  is  computed  at  ten,  and  from  eaft  to 
weft  at  eight  German  miles. 

§.2.  Agree- 
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§.  2.  Agreeably  to  its  natural  fituation,  this  county  is  divided  into  three 
parts.  The  firfl  of  thefe  is  the  Helhoeg,  which  is  low  and  lies  on  the 
high-way,  wliich  terminates  at  the  Lippc,  having  plenty  of  corn  and  other 
neceffiries  for  the  fupport  of  mankind,  as  alfo  a  fufficient  breed  of  cattle, 
and  at  IVcrl  and  Wcßerkotten  falt-fprings.  The  fecond  is  the  Haarlirank, 
which  itands  fomewhat  higher,  between  the  Hell-wege  and  the  Sudcrland, 
and  has  indeed  a  good  but  not  fo  fruitful  a  foil  as  the  Hdkoege.  The  third 
is  iht  Slider  land y  commonly  called  the  ^'ar/i-zW,  ov  Saurla?jd,  which  conlills 
of  hills  and  vales.  This  traft,  indeed,  is  neither  of  great  nor  even  a  fuffi- 
cient fertility  in  corn,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  has  fine  woods  and 
meadows,  together  with  a  good  breed  of  cattle,  game  and  fifli,  in  particu- 
lar trout,  as  alfo  plenty  of  iron-ore,  calamy,  lead,  copper,  filver  and  gold. 
The  principal  rivers  here  are,  the  Ruhr,  which  has  its  rife  at  the  Wiuter- 
berg  and  runs  out  of  this  dutchy  into  the  county  of  the  Mark  ;  the  Lennc, 
"which  rifes  on  the  Ajlenberg,  and  in  the  county  of  the  Mark,  and  mingles 
its  waters  with  the  Ruhr  ;  the  Bigge,  which  iffues  not  far  from  the  town 
of  Olpe  and  falls  into  the  Lenne ;  the  Dif?iel,  which  has  its  fource  at  the 
foot  of  the  Schlojzherge  and  runs  into  the  bifliopric  oi Paderborn,  together 
with  the  Lippe,  which  runs  on  the  northern  borders  of  this  dutchy,  and  in 
it  receives  the  Jlme,  which  takes  its  rife  at  a  village  of  the  fame  name. 

§.  3.  The  dutchy  of  Weßphalia  contains  in  it  twenty-five  towns,  together 
with  ten  immunities  or  boroughs,  and  has  a  numerous  nobility,  as  alfo 
twenty-eight  foundations  and  cloyfters.  The  provincial-diets  of  this  dutchy 
are  held  at  Arensberg. 

§.4.  Henry,  Duke  of  Bavaria  and  Saxony,  being  put  under  the  ban  by 
the  Emperor  Frederickl.  in  the  year  1180,  the  latter  made  a  donation  of 
the  dutchy  ui  Weßphalia,  as  alfo  of  a  part  of  the  dutchy  of  E/igern,  which 
belonged  to  the  former,  to  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn,  and  inverted  there- 
with the  Archbifhop  Philip ;  concerning  which  donation  in  the  fame  year 
a  record,  or  inftrument,  was  executed  at  Gelinhaufen,  and  the  faid  donation 
confirmed  afterwards,  in  the  year  ]20o,  by  the  Emperor  OttolY.  as  alfo 
in  1204  by  the  Emperor  Philip.  In  the  year  1368,  Godfrey,  the  lallDuke 
of  Arensberg,  and  his  confort  Anne,  ceded  the  county  of  Arensberg  to  the 
archbifhopric  oi  Cologne ;  and,  in  the  year  1371,  the  Emperor  Charles  IV. 
inverted  the  archbifhop  Frederick  therewith.  The  county  was  afterwards 
added  to  the  rtiare  of  the  dutchy  of  Engern.  The  archbifliops  and  Eleftors 
of  Cologn  governed  this  dutchy,  till  the  year  1442,  by  marflials,  but  at 
prefent  it  is  under  the  diredtinn  of  an  electoral  bailiif. 

§.  5.  According  to  its  political  divifion  this  dutchy  confirts  of  four  quar- 
ters ;   namely, 

I.  The  Ruden  quarter,  to  which  belongs  that  part  of  the  Hellivege  which 
lies  on  the  Lippe,  together  with  a  confideiable  part  alfo  of  the  Haarßrank, 
This  quarter  contains  in  it, 

I.  The 
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1.  The  prefedurate  of  Oestinghausen,  in  which  lies 
Ocßinghaufen,  a  church-village,  feated  on  the  river  Alß. 
Hultrop,  a  church-village. 

Hovcßadt^  a  caftle  and  village  feated  on  the  Lippe,  which  was  purchafed 
by  the  houfe  oi  Plettenherg  oi  Lehnhaufen,  in  the  year  1730,  for  180,000 
rixdollars,  of  the  family  of  Heiden,  and  in  1733  taken  into  poflefTion  by 
them.  To  this  houle  appertains  likewife  the  bailiwick  and  criminal  jurif- 
didlion. 

2.  The  rural  jurifdidlion,  or  county,  of  Er  wife,  in  which  is 

Erivite,  a  church-village,  anciently  a  King's  court,  or  curtis  regia,  to- 
gether with  two  noblemens  feats,  which  are  the  original  houfesof  the  family 
of  Erwite. 

Weßerkotten,  or  Rotten,  a  nobleman's  feat  and  village,  in  which  are  good 
falt-cotes. 

Bockenforde,  a  church-village. 

Berge,  a  caftle  and  royal  domain.

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Medebach,  in  which  is 
Medebach,  a  town,  containing  two  noblemen's  eftates. 

Hard  by  it  lies  Glintfcld,  a  cloyfter  belonging  to  the  brethren  of  the 
crofs. 

Winterberg,  a  fmall  town  ftanding  on  a  mountain. 

Hdlenberg-,  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  little  river  oiNohn. 

Schmalenberg,  alfo  a  fmall  town  feated  on  the  Lenne,  and  wholly  fur- 
rounded  by  the  prefedurate  of  Fredeburg. 

Zufchen,  or  Zufchenau,  a  church-village  and  a  nobleman's  eftate,  to  which- 
belonged  a  free  county. 

Hejzborn  and  Grunebach,  both  church-villages. 

The  noble  eftates  of  Elkeringhaujen,  Sidlinghaitfen  and  Niederfeld.. 

Near  the  village  of  Silbach  is  found  a  lead- ore  mixed  with  filver. 

3.  Theprefedurateof  Stadtberg,  or  Marsberg,  in  which  is

Ccrvey,  and  defciibed  above,  p.  362. 
The  villages  of  Rrlinghaujcn  and  Ward. 

4.  The  prefedurate  of  Volkmarsen,  which  is  furrounded  by  Waldeck^ 
Fiiderborn  and  Htjfe,  contains  in  it 

Volbnarfen,  or  Volkmarjheiin ,  a  fmall  town. 
Kogelbcrg,  a  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain. 

5.  The  feigniory  and  jurifdidion  of  Cö^i^wz,  or  Kanft  ein,  or  the  Kan  ff  ein 
Borde,  lies  near  the  prefedurate  of  Stad:berg,  and  belonged  to  the  family  of 
Kanfiein  ;  but  a  part  thereof  came  with  a  daughter  of  Kanjtein  to  the  Spigel 
family,  and  the  other  part  of  it  was  bequeathed  by  Charles  Hildebrand, 
baron  of  Kanftein,  to  the  celebrated  orphan-houfe  at  Halle.  To  this  diftrid

6.  The  leigniory  and  jurildidtion  of  PaSerg  lies  near  the  foregoing,  and 
belongs  partly  to  the  family  of  PaSerg,  and  partly  to  thofe  of  Ütockhctußn. 
In  this  diftridl,  in  the  year  i696>  was  difcovered  a  gold  mine.  To  it 
belongs 

Padherg,  an  ancient  citadel  feated  on  a  mountain,  at  the  foot  of  which 
lies  a  village  which  was  formerly  a  borough,  and  in  which  is  alfo  a  citadel. 
The  former  of  thefe  is  called  the  old ;  the  latter,  the  new  houfe. 

Beringhaiifen^  a  church -village. 

Helmeringhaujht,  a  village  feated  on  the  Dymel. 

7.  The  feigniory  of  Aimen  is  in  a  great  meafure  furrounded  by  the  pre- 
fedturate  of  Brilotiy  and  divided  into  four  eftates,  namely  thole  of  Upper 
and  Lower-Almen,  Almen  auf  dem  Bruch,  and  Almen  MattfelJ.  The  firft 
of  thefe  places  conftitutes  a  co-jurifdiction,  and  the  laft  is  noble  and  free. 

8.  The  free  county  of  Dudinghaujen,  near  the  prefedturate  of  Me  de  bach, 
belongs  at  prefent  to  the  Sovereign.  In  it  are  the  church-villages  of  Dud- 
inghaujen, containing  a  fmall  Lutheran  church,  over  which  the  Prince  of 
Waldeck  has  right  of  patronage,  Deijeld  and  Upper-Schleiderfi.  The  Prince- 
of  Waldeck  is  poflefTed  in  this  county  of  the  three  villages  of  Eppe,  Hilierf- . 
häufen  and  Loisoer-Schleidern. 
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§.  I'/^F  the  Palatinate  on  fkvt  Rhine  ^nq.  have,  indeed,  as  well  an  old 
^^  chart,  puDJilhed  in  16 12  at  Heidelberg  by  Marcus  zum  Lamm,  as 
new  ones  delineated  by  de  Witt,  Viffcher,  Valk,  Jafiffon,  Dankerts,  Schenk 
and  Homann,  the  laft  of  which  in  the  Alias  of  Germany  conftitutes  the 
forty-third  ;  but  they  are  none  of  them  good  for  much.  The  chart  of  two 
fheets  publilhed  by  "John  George  Walther  at  Frankfort,  is  pretty  corredt. 

§.  2.  The  country  of  the  Eledlor-palatine  is  alfo  called  the  Lower-Pala- 
tinate, and  thereby  diftinguiOied  from  the  Upper-Palatinate  in  the  circle  of 
Bavaria.  To  the  eaft  it  terminates  on  the  county  of  Katzenellnbogen,  the 
archbifliopric  of  Mentz,  the  bifliopric  of  Worms,  and  a  part  of  the  territory 
of  the  Teutonick  order  in  Franconia  ;  to  the  fouth  on  the  dutchy  of  Wurtem- 
berg  and  the  bifhopric  of  Speyr  ;  to  the  weft  on  ylljace,  the  dutchy  of  Deux- 
ponts,  the  county  of  Sponhcim,  the  dutchy  of  Simmcrn,  and  certain  diftridls  of 
the  Eledtor  of  Mentz  j  and  to  the  north,  on  a  part  of  that  archbifliopric  and 

the; 
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the  county  of  Kafzenelinhgen.  A  flraight  line  taken  from  Bacharach  to  the 
Neckar,  near  Neckarfuhn,  which  may  be  conlidercd  as  the  greateft  extent 
of  this  Eleftorate,  will  amount  to  about  twenty  German  miies. 

§.  3.  This  country  indeed  is  partly  m  mntainous,  but  yet  uncommonly 
fertile,  producing  in  abundance  all  manner  of  corn,  pulfe,  fruits,  chcftnuts 
and  walnuts,  and  having  alfo  fine  pafturage  and  a  good  breed  of  cattle, 
together    with    plantations    of    tobacco,     particularly    between    Heidelberg 
and  Manhcim,   as  alfo  good  Neckar  and  Rbenijh  wine.     The  latter  of  thele 
wines  grows  chiefly  about  Bacharach  near  Neiißaät  on  the  Hart,  where  is 
cultivated  what  is  called  the  GanJ'ejufzer  and  likewife  on  the  BergßraJ-ze, 
where  the  Welnheitner  diftinguinies  itfclf.    This  Bergflrafze  is  an  agreeable 
high-way  lituate  between  Heidelberg  and  Darmßadt,  which  is  planted  with 
walnut-trees,  and  on  both  fides  has  fruitful  fields  and  meadows,  intermixed 
with  hills  and  mountains  which  on  the  right-fide  of  the  road  (namely  in 
travelling  from  Heidelberg  to  Darmßadt)  run  to  a  confiderable  length,  and 
are  covered  on  their  fummits  with  woods,  but  towards  the  plain  with  vine- 
branches.    The  numerous  walnut-trees  on   the  Bergjlrafze  and  the  Ode?i- 
ivalde,  as  well  on  account  of  their  fruit  as  wood,  yield  great  advantages  to 
the  country.     On   all   parts  of  the  Bergllrajze  alfo  grow  almonds  in  great 
plenty,  and  in  the  vineyards   up  and  down  are  cheflnut-trees.    The  Rhiiie 
runs  partly  through   the  borders  of  this  Eledlorate-palatine,  partly  through 
its  centre.     In  it  alfo  near  Germerßxim  and  Selz,  out  of  the  fands,  is  wafhed 
the  beft:  Rheiiiß}  gold,  and  the  gold  thus  wafhed   is  looked   upon  by  the 
Eledlor  as  a  royalty,  and  accordingly  farmed  out  by  him.     To  this  gold  the 
Rhenißi  gold  florins  owe  their  original.     In  the  lower  palatinate  are  feveral 
rivers  which  pour  themfelves  into  the  Rhine,  particularly  the  Neckar  (in 
Latin  Nicer)  which  falls  into  it  below  Manheim,  and  the  Nahe   (in  Latin 
Nävus)  which  joins  it  not  far  from  Bingen.    Thefe  rivers,  as  well  as  the 
fmaller  ones,  abound  all  in  fifli. 

§.  4.  The  Eledorate-palatine  contains   in  it  forty-one  towns  and  feveral 
boroughs. 

§.  5.  The  ecclefiafl:ical  State  in  the  Lower-Palatinate  has  been  uncom- 
monly great,  and  fubie(5led  to  alterations  unheard  of  in  other  countries. 
After  a  good  preparation  towards  the  Reformation,  the  difputation,  which 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  held  in  the  year  1518  in  an  aflembly  oi  Augußine 
Monks  at  Heidelberg  with  much  approbation,  tended  to  the  firft  com- 
mencement thereof  in  the  palatinate,  which  the  pacific  meafures  of  the 
V.\t&.oxLeivis  contributed  not  a  little  to  promote.  His  brother  and  fuccefforFrf- 
derick  II.  refufed  indeed  at  firft  out  of  fear  of  the  Emperor  to  make  a  public 
acknowledgment  of  the  Proteftant  religion,  but  after  confulting  in  1 545, 
with  Philip  Melanthon,  he  aboliflied  the  m.eeting  the  fame  year  by  a  pecu- 
liar ordinance,  caufed  the  Lord's  Supper  to  be  adminiftered  according  to 
Chriß's  inftitution,  and  permitted  the  priefts  to  marry.  Ot/o  Henry  arriv- 
ing 
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ing  to  the  government  in  1556,  a  bafis  for  the  Proteft.int  doflrines  accord- 
ing to  Lutbcr  wjs  fully  laid  in  the  palatine  countries  :  But  under  Frede- 
derick  III.  fome  French  and  Swifs  divines  came  into  the  palatinate,  upon 
which  there  arofe  a  warm  and  pernicious  difpute  between  the  Proteftants 
concerning  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  difpute  gave  occafion  to  the  Eledor's 
going  over  in  1560  to  the  fide  of  the  Cahinißs,  and  among  all  the  German 
Princes  of  the  Empire  he  was  the  hrft  that  introduced  the  Cahiriiß  religion 
into  his  country,  caufing  in  the  year  1562  the  Heidelberg  Catechifin  to  be 
printed  for  the  fiift  time.  But  as  zealous  as  he  lliewed  himfelf  for  the  doc- 
trine of  the  Cahinißs,  his  fon  and  fuccefior  Lewis  VI,  endeavoured  with- 
as  much  zeal  to  bring  in  again  the  proteftant  religion  as  founded  on  the 
tenets  of  Z/W/Z^dT.  This  Prince,  in  the  year  1577,  difmiifed  the  Cahir.i/i 
preachers,  appointing  Lutherans  in  their  ftead.  All  which,  after  his 
death,  John  Ca/imir,  guardian  to  his  fon  Frederick  IV.  again  changed  ;  for 
in  the  year  1584  he  introduced  the  Cahini/l  doftrines  a  fecond  time  with 
fo  much  zeal,  that  only  a  few  churches  remained  to  the  Lutherans.  The 
Calvtnift  doctrines  and  public  worOiip  became  ftill  more  prevalent  here 
under  Frederick  IV.  and  V.  till  by  the  unhappy  batde  of  the  White  Moun- 
tain, near  Prague,  there  befel  great  calamities  as  well  to  the  Luthermi  as- 
Cahinifl  church  :  For  by  means  of  the  army  of  the  league,  and  the  Bai-a- 
rian  troops,  which  now  had  the  upper-hand  in  the  palatinate,  the  Ronian- 
catholic  doärines  and  woifliip  were  here  and  there  introduced,  and  the 
Proteftants  underwent  much  oppreffion.  At  length  the  peace  of  WeßphüUa 
fet  all  things  on  the  footing  they  were  on  before  the  troubles  of  Bohemia  ; 
by  which  means  the  Cahini/ls  were  gainers,  but  the  Lutherans  great  lofcrs. 
The  good  fortune  of  the  former  continued  ftill  under  the  Eleäiors  Charles 
Lewis  and  Charles  ;  but  the  Cahinifl  eledloral  line  of  Simmern  becoming  ex 
tind  in  the  perfon  of  the  latter  in  theyear  1  685,  tho'  he  had  provided  indeed,  by 
the  recefs  of  the  fame  year  at  Schwabijh-Hall,  as  well,  and  principallv  for  the 
Cahinifl,  as  alio  for  the  Lutheran  church  ;  yet  the  regency  fucctffion  fall- 
ing to  the  Roman-C2t.iho\\c  line  oi  Neuburg,  the  catholic  dodlrines  and  wor- 
fhip  were  gradually  introduced  here,  and  the  Proteftants  deprived  of  the 
power  they  had  hitherto  enjoyed.  The  French  alfo  afterward  falling  upon 
the  palatinate,  endeavoured  under  the  Eledor  John  William  to  opprefs  the 
Proteftant  religion  in  certain  places,  or  at  leafl  to  introduce  t\\eSi?nultaneiim. 
At  the  peace  of  Ryfwick  it  was  fettled,  that  the  7^owc?;/-catholic  religion 
(hould  remain  in  the  places  reftored  to  the  palatinate  by  France,  in  the 
ftate  they  were  in  during  the  war;  by  which  means  unfpeakable  detriments 
accrued  to  the  Proteftants,  and  the  bafis  of  the  fucceeding  religious  griev- 
ances was  laid.  In  the  year  1705  the  Eledor  John  William  made  a  de- 
claration at  Dufleldorf,  relative  to  the  footing  religion  was  to  continue  upon 
throughout  his  whole  palatinate;  namely,  that  the  three  religions  tolerated 
in  the  Roman  Empire,  fhould  enjoy  full  liberty  of  confcience,  and  in  parti- 
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cular  that  the  C«/t'/72//?5  and  Lutherans  flioukl  be  permitted  all  public  and 
orivate  excrcife  of  their  religion,  together  with  iho.  parcchialia  and  fpiritusl 
jurifdidion.     To   the  Lutherans  was  confirmed    their   peculiar   confiftory 
"crcdlcd  in  1698,  and  that  independent  of  the  Cahiniß  church-council.     To 
their  ufe  alone  alto  were  to  be  left  all  the  churches  which  appertained  to 
them  in  the  year  1624,  as  alfo  thofe  which  fince  that  time  have  been  built, 
or  fliould  be  built  by  them  for  the  future,    and   likewife  to   give  up  10 
their  management  whatever  could  be  made  out  as  appertaining  to  them  in 
fpirirualties,   parifli  and  fchool-houfes,  rents  and  incomes,  in  the  year  1624. 
To  the  Cakinijis  all  church,  parifh  and  fchool-houfes  were  confirmed,    in 
fuch  manner  as  they  were  poffcfied  of  them  in  1685;  excepting  only  that  in 
the  towns,  in  which  they  had  two  or  more  churches,  and  the  Rcman-c^iho- 
lics  none  at  all,  they  were  to  give  up  one  of  them  to  the  latter ;  and  in  fuch 
towns  were  there  was  only  one  church  they  were  to  give  up  to  them  the 
choir,  and  two  out  of  every  feven  country-churches,  as  alfo  two  fevenths 
of  their  revenues,  and  to  retain  only  five  fevenths.     Thefe  eftates  and  in- 
comes arifing  from  the  fupprefled  foundations,  provoftfliips,  cloyfteis,  pre- 
latures,  &c,  were  to  be  adminiftered  by  afpiritual  adminiflration,  which  ad- 
miniftration  was  to  confift  of  two /^c;;;^«-catholic  and  the  like  number  of 
Calvinift  counfellors,  with  other  neceffary  officers.    The  Cahiniji  church- 
council  here  was  to  be  powerfully  protedled  and  maintained  in  the  profef- 
fion,  freedom,  falary,    rank  and  cuftom,   belonging  thereto  till  the  year 
168^.    Somewhat  certain  was  alfo  fettled   with   refpedt  to  the  holidays  of 
the  Ro}na}i-CAi\\o\\cs,  mixed  marriages,  and  other  matters,  which  had  till 
that  time  been  fubjeds  of  difpute.    Advantageous   notwithftanding  as  this 
flipulation  was  to  the  Roman-czthoXxa,  who  conftitute  the  fmallefl  number 
in  the  lower  palatinate,  and  much  likewife  as  it  was  to  be  hoped,  they 
would  be  fatisfied  with  it,    yet  there  were  afterwards  ftill  more  religious 
alterations  continually  making,  and   the  religious  grievances  oftheProte- 
ftants  were  greatly  accumulated.    But  it  is  alfo  to  be  lamented,  that  the  two 
Proteftant  churches  here  have   for  a  long  time  paft,  and  particularly  fince 
the  end  of  the  feventcenth  century,  been  fo  very  zealous  againft  each  other 
to  their  mutual  detriment,  and  the  no  lefs  advantage  of  the  Rcman-c-AthoYics. 
The  Lutherans  reckon  themfelves  50,000  ftrong,  and  are  pofieffed  in  ge- 
neral of  eighty-five  parifhes  in  the  country;   but  one  half  of  their  preachers 
and  fchoolmafters  are  flill  in  want  of  a  competent  maintenance.  The  num- 
ber of  Cahiniß  clergy  here  is  eilimated  at  five  hundred,  and  thofe  of  the 
i?(?/;/(7;z-catholic  at  four  hundred. 

§.  6.  For  the  inflruftion  of  youth  in  this  country,  partly  ferve  the  Latin 
fchools  of  the  Cahinißs  and  Lutherans,  with  the  Jefuit-colleges  j  and  partly 
alfo  the  univerfity  of  Heidelberg.  With  regard  to  flouriihing  trades  and 
manufadures  here,  the  wine-trade  excepted,  we  have  not  much  to  fay  on 
that  head. 

§.  7-  The 
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§.  7.  The  name  and  origin  of  the  Pfalzgraves  is  deduced  from  the  pa- 
latia.,  or  palaces,   (in  the  language  of  this  country  czWzA  palzcn,  pkalzcn^ 
or  pjnlzeii)   which  the  old  Frankißo  and  German  Kings  and  Roman  Em- 
perors were  poflefled  of  up  and  down  here,  and  over  which  thev  appointed 
iupreme  ftewards  and  judges,  who  were  ftiled  Pfallenzgraves,  or  Pfalzgraves. 
The  Pfalzgraves  of  the  Rhine  enjoyed  a  diftinguifhing  authority  or  regard  ; 
but  it  is  difficult  to  fettle  the  proper  feat  of  their  refidcnce  with  any  degree 
of  certainty.    The  addition  too  of  by,  or  on,  the  Rhine,  firft  occurs  in  an 
ancient  record  oi  Henry  the  Ptalzgrave  of  the  Lach  of  1093.     From  that 
time  the  dignity  of  Palatine  has  defcended  from  one  family  to  another,  and 
at  length  fell  to  the  Dukes  oi  Bavaria.     For  in  the  year  12 15,  the  Em- 
peror Frederick  II.  at  a  Diet  of  the  Empire  at  Ratiibon,  inflead  of  the  Ptalz- 
grave Henry,  who  was  put  under  the  ban,  conftitutea  Duke  Lewis  of  Ba- 
varia Pfaizgrave  of  the  Rhine.     And  though  the  latter  never  arrived  to  the 
pofleffion  of  the  palatinate,  yet  his  fon   Otto  obtained  it,  and   in  the  year 
1225  was   married   to  ^/Vfj  daughter  to  the  above-mentioned  Pfaizgrave 
Henry.    Otto  was  fucceeded  in  the  palatinate  of  the  Rhine,  and  likewife  in 
upper  Bavaria  by   his  fon  Lewis,  and   from  his  eldeft   fon  Rudolph  I,  are 
defcended  the  fucceeding  Pfalzgraves    and    Eledors.     The   fons   of  Ru- 
precht III.  divided  themfelves  in  fuch  a  manner  in  the  year  1410,  in  the 
palatinate,  that  four  principal  lines  fprung  up  from  among  them,  of  which 
lines  the  Eledtoral  and  the  Simmern  are  principally  to  be  remarked,  as  hav- 
ing continued  the  longed.     The  former  of  thefe  became  extind  in  i  1^59 
in  the  perfon  of  Otto  Henry,  upon  which  Frederick  III.  of  the  Simmern  line 
obtained  the  Eledlorate-palatine  j  but  in   1685  his  pofterity  alfo  ceafed  in 
the  Eledfor  Charles,  upon  which  the  eledoral  dignity  came  to  Philip  Wil- 
liam of  the  Neuburg  line   (collateral  to  that  of  Simmern')  whofe  fecond  fon 
Charles  Philip  the  Eledor,  concluded   this  line  in  the  year  1742.     Upon 
this,  Charles  Philip  'Lheodore  became  Pfaizgrave  of  Sulzbach,  and  Eledtor- 
palatine. 

§.  8.  In  the  times  of  the  German  Kings  Henry  and  Otto  I.  the  Pfaizgrave 
Eberhard  adminiftered   the  office   of  fewer,    and  though   in  the  days  of 
Otto  III.  this  office  was  exercifed  by  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  yet  it  foon  afrer 
came  again  to  the  Pfalzgraves,  and  about  the  year  1240  was  reflored,  and 
confirmed  to  them  by  the  Emperor  Charles  IV".    But  Frederick  V.  being  put 
under  the  ban,  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  lU.  conferred  the  office  of  arch- 
fewer  on  the  Eledor  Maxi?nilian  of  Bavaria ;  and  though  Charles  Lewis, 
fon  to  Frederick  V.  by  virtue  of  the  peace  of  Weßphalia  arrived  again  to  the 
pofleffion  of  the  lower  palatinate,  yet  Bavaria  retained   the  office  of  arch-  - 
fewer ;  and  on  the  contrary,  a  new  arch-office  was  inftituted  in  favour  of 
the  palatinate,  namely,  that  of  arch-treafurer,  and  the  recovery  of  the  for- 
mer arch-office  promifed  him,  whenever  the  male  Wilhclmine  line  of  the 
houfe  of  Bavaria  ffiould  become  wholly  extindl.

§.  9.  To  the  palatinate  on  the  Rhine  and  the  arore-mentioned  arch -office 
is  annexed  the  eledloral  dignity.  Formerly  the  Pfaizgrave  of  the  Rhine 
was  efteemed  the  fecond  fccular  Eledlor  ;  but  after  the  Dukes  of  Bavaria 
had  obtained  the  former  arch-office  and  the  elccloral  dignity  of  the  Pfaiz- 
graves  (§.  8.)  in  lieu  thereof  was  inverted,  at  the  peace  of  ^>/?/)/W/ö,  with 
a  new  arch-office  and  a  new  eledloral  dignity,  the  Pfalzgrave  of  the  RIouie 
was  conftituted  the  fifth  fccular  Eledtor.  To  the  office  of  arch-fewer  was 
alfo  annexed  the  vicariate  of  the  Empire  on  the  Rhine  in  Swabia,  and  like- 
wife  in  the  Frankißj  territories;  but  the  palatine-houfe  forfeiting  this  arch- 
office,  and  that  of  Bavaria  obtaining  it,  between  thefe  two  houfes  arofe 
great  difputes  on  account  of  the  vicariate,  for  the  jidjufling  of  which,  an 
adminiflration  in  common  was  at  firft  concluded  on,  but  afterwards,  namely 
in  1745,  an  alternate  adminiflration  v\'as  agreed  to,  and  deemed  advantagi- 
ous  by  the  eledtoral-college,  and  like  wife  confirmed  in  the  year  1752  by 
the  Emperor,  the  approbation  of  the  Empire  having  been  fiifl:  procured. 
More  concerning  thefe  matters,  and  iikewife  touching  the  prerogative  of  the 
Eledlor-palatine,  is  to  be  found  above. 

§.  10.  The  eledoral-title  at  prefent  is,  that  of — PJ'a/zgrave  of  f he  Rhine, 
Arcb-treafiirer  and  Ele£}or  to  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  Duke  in  Bavaria, 
Juliers,  Cleve,  and theBerg,  Prince  of' Mors,  Mcjrquis  of' Bergen  op  Zo^m, 
Count  of  Veldens,  Sponheim,  /^Z'«' Mark  0«^  Ravenfberg,  and  Lord  oj  Ra- 
venflein.  The  arms  on  account  of  the  palatinate  on  the  Rhi?7e,  are  a  lion 
Or,  in  a  field  fable ;  thofe  on  account  of  Bavaria,  lozenges  or  fufils  j 
thofe  on  account  of  Ju/iers,  a  lion  fahk,  in  a  field  Or ;  thofe  on  account 
of  Cleve,  eight  regal  fcepters  conjoined  in  one  fmall  fhield,  in  a  field 
purple ;  thofe  on  account  of  Berg,  a  lion  gules,  crowned  verte,  in  a  field 
argent ;  thofe  on  account  of  Mors,  a  feile  Jal>le  in  a  field  Or  ;  thofe  on  ac- 
count of  Bergen  op  Zoom,  a  fliield  damaflieened  ;  thofe  on  account  of  Vel^ 
denz,  a  lion  verte,  in  a  field  argent ;  thofe  on  account  of  the  Mark,  a  fefTe 
confifting  of  three  checkers  gules  and  argent,  in  a  field  Or;  thofe  on  ac- 
count of  Ravensherg,  three  chevrons  gules,  in  a  field  argent;  and  thofe  on 
account  of  Ravenßein,  a  red  deer's  attire,    in  a  field  argent. 

§.  II.  The  Eledoral-palatinate,  ever  fince  the  refignation  of  Upper  Pala- 
tine to  the  YXedior  of  Bavaria,  pays  only  the  half  of  the  eledloral  evaluation, 
namely  thirty  horfe  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  foot,  or  monthly 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen  florins  ;  to  one  chamber-term  it  contributes  494 
rixdollars,  82  -1-4  kruitzers. 

§.  12.  The  knight-order  of  St.  i7«^fr/,  in  the  Eledorate-palatine,  which 
was  firft  founded  in  the  fifteenth  century,  was  revived  by  fohn  William  the 
Elector  in  the  year  1709.  The  badge  of  this  order  is  a  quadrangular  crofs, 
worn  pendant  at  a  red  ribband,  and  on  the  breafl  is  a  ftar.  Of  this  order 
the  Elector  is  fupreme  mafter  ;  but  the  knights  are  partly  Princes,  and 
partly  Counts  and  Barons.    There  are  alfo  other  officers  belonging  to  it. 

§.  13.  The 
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§.13.  The  high  colleges  here  are,  the  privy  State-conference  and  the 
privy-chancery,  the  regency,  the  upper  court  of  appeals,  the  aulic-jurif- 
di(5lion,  the  aulic-chamber,  and  the  war-council. 

§.  14.  The  yearly  incomes  of  the  Elector  ariling  from  the  countries  of 
the  eleftoral  and  Upper  Rhetiijh  circle  are  eftimatcd  at  900,000  guldens,  ex- 
clufive  of  the  large  fum  received  from  the  adminiftration  of  the  fpiritualties. 
The  revenues  of  the  dutchies  oi  Juliers  and  Berg,  together  with  thofe  of 
the  feigniory  of  Raven/lei f!,  amount  alfo  annually  to  about  900,000  guldens. 
To  thefe  fums  are  moreover  to  be  added  the  revenues  arifing  from  the 
dutchies  of  Neuburg  and  Sidzbach. 

15.  The  Eledlor  maintains  two  life-guards  of  horfe,  and  another  of 
Sivifs,  together  with regiments  of  horfe,  and foot. 

§.  16.  To  the  Eieä:oral-palatine  countries  of  the  eledtoral  Rhenißo  circle, 
belong  the  following  upper  and  lower  prefedurates,  with  their  remarkable 
places ;  viz. 

I.  Manheim,  the  eledoral  refidence  and  the  fecond  town  in  the  eledlorate, 
being  a  flrong  fortrefs,  lying  in  a  low  plain  near  the  influx  of  the  Neckar  into 
t\\QRhi?ie.  In  the  year  1606,  the  Eleftor  F/Wfr/V^  IV.  began  to  convert 
the  old  village  and  citadel  of  Manheim  into  a  town,  receiving  into  it  fomc 
Netherlanders,  who  had  quitted  their  country  for  the  fake  of  liberty  of  con- 
feience.  And  though  this  new  town  was  miferably  laid  wafte  in  the  year 
1622,  at  which  time  it  was  befieged  and  taken  by  the  Bavarians,  and  in 
1688,  together  with  the  fort  of  Fredericksburg,  entirely  demoliflied  by  the 
French ;  yet  the  Eledlors  John  William  and  Charles  Philip,  caufed  it  to  be 
rebuilt  and  fortified  it  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  is  now  become  one  of  the 
fineft  towns  in  Germany,  and  a  place  of  great  ftrength,  but  for  the  defence 
of  it  are  required  full  10,000  men.  The  ftreets  here  interfecfl  each  other 
at  right  angles  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  at  each  corner  the  fpedlator  has  a 
view  of  four  ftreets.  To  the  great  market  here  the  Romaiz-c^xhoWc  church 
and  the  council-houfe,  with  the  tower  ftanding  between  them,  add  an  or- 
namental fymmetry.  In  this  market  is  alfo  to  be  feen  a  fine  fountain  with 
four  pillars,  in  which  ftands  a  lion,  but  the  town  labours  under  a  want  of 
good  water  and  a  wholfome  air,  the  court  here  as  well  as  the  principal  in- 
habitants ufing  the  water  of  Heidelberg.  The  eledoral  palace  is  one  of  the 
fineft  buildings  in  all  Europe.  The  colledtion  of  paintings  to  be  found  in 
this  palace,  and  which  were  for  the  moft  part  brought  thither  from  Duf- 
feldorf,  is  grand,  and  in  what  is  called  the  treafury  is  to  be  found  a  con- 
fiderable  ftore  of  various  antiquities  relative  to  the  palatine-houfe,  and 
among  others  the  golden  crown  of  the  unhappy  Eleflor  and  Bohemian 
King  Frederick,  which  is  here  and  there  fet  with  ftones.  Before  the  palace 
ftands  an  equeftrian  ftatue  of  metal,  erefted  to  the  honour  of  the  Eleftor 
John  William  zX.  DuJJeldorf,  and  in  the  year  1736  carried  thither.  Exxlufive 
too  of  the  afore-mentioned  i?öv/rt«-catho!ic  church  in  this  town  is  alfo  a 
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church  of  the  Cahinifls,  together  with  another  of  the  Lutherans,  and  a 
fine  college  of  Jcfuits,  with  a  church  which  is  ftill  finer  ;  as  alfo  zCapiichine 
and  a  Carmelice  cloyfter,  and  a  Jc-ivijh  fynr.goguc.  Manheim  contains  like- 
wife  fome  manufadures,  togetiier  With  contidcrable  trade,  and  a  fine  ftaple 
magazine. 

II.  The  upper  prefeöurate  of  Heidf.lbero  comprizes  in  it  a  portion  of 
the  Craichgau,  which  takes  its  name  from  the  river  Craich.  To  this  pre- 
fedurate  belongs, 

Heidelberg,  the  principal  town  of  the  electorate,  lying  in  a  pleafant  fpot 
on  the  river  of  the   Geisberg  (in    Latin    Mons  Caprarins)   near  the  river 
Neckar,  and  enjoying  a  wholfome  air  and   very   good  v/ater.     It  is  con- 
jedtured  that  in  the  twelfth  century  Conrad,  duke  in   Sivabia  and   Pfalz- 
grave  on   the  Rhine,  firft  environed  this  town  with  walls,  making  it  the 
refidence.     In  the  years  1278  and   1288  it  was  entirely  burnt  down.     In 
1392  it  was  enlarged  by  the  Pfaizgrave  Ruprecht.     In   1622  it  was  taken 
and  plundered   by   the  Bavarians;  in    1689  miferably  laid  wafle   by   the 
French,  and  in  1693,  not  only  plundered  by  them,  but  alfo  burnt  and  re- 
duced to  a  heap  of  ftones.     At  prefent  this  town  is  but  fniall,  though  finely 
built.  The  ancient  eledoral  refidence  palace  ftands  on  a  part  of  the  Geisberg 
called  'Jettenbiihcl,  or  Hiigel,  and  commands  a  fine  profped,  but  is  an  old- 
falhioned  building.     Somewhat  higher  than  this  ftood  the  oldeft  palace  in 
the  town,  and  above  that  on  the  top  of  the  Gahberg  was  formerly  what  is 
called  a  King's  throne,  feated  under  the  covert  of  a  large  oak.     Of  the 
church  of  the  Holy  Ghojl  here,  the  /^(J/z/^/z-catholics  are  in  poffeffion  of  the 
choir,  but  the  reft  of  it  is  held  by  the  Calvinills,  thefe  two  parts  being  fe- 
parated  from  each  other  by  a  thick  wall.     In  the  former  was  anciently  kept 
the  famous  library,  which  in  the  year  1622,  on  the  redudlon  of  this  town 
by  ft;orm  by  General  'Tilly  was  much  injured,  and  in  the  following  year  a 
confiderable  part  of  the  books  were  fent  by  the  Eledor  Maximilian  of  Ba- 
varia  (who  feleded  the  rareft  of  them  for  himfelf )  to  Rome  as  a  prefent  to 
pope  Gregory  XV.  and  added  to  the  Vatican  library.     In  this  choir  alfo  lies 
the  burial-place  of  divers  of  the  Eledors  and  Pfalzgraves.     The  Calvinißs 
are  moreover  in  pofleflion  of  the  church  of  St.  Peters,  which  lies  in  the 
fuburbs,   and  \ht  Lutherans  oi  \he  chvLVch  0^  P}-cvidence.     Exclufive  too  of 
a  fine  college  of  Jefuits  in  the  fame  place,  and  a  church,  there  are,  more- 
over, fix  cloyfters  in  this  town  with  churches  in  them.     At  the  Schonan, 
or  Monk-Court,  here  are  held  the  afi^emblies  of  the  Cahinifls  church-council, 
together  with  thofe  of  the  fpiritual  adminiftration,  and  the  matrimonial- 
court.     Near  it  ftands  the  French  church  and  the  gymnajium  of  the  Calvi- 
nißs.    The  anciently  fo  celebrated   univerfity  here   was   founded   by  the 
Eledor  Ruprecht  I.  but  it  is  not  known  for  certain  at  what  time,  the  years 
1346,    1376,   1386  and   1387  being  all  affigned  for  its  foundation.  Charles 
Lewis  t\\Q  Eledor,  however,  revived  it  in  1652;  and  at  prefent  it  is  filled 
^  with 
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with  Cahinißs  amd  Roman-ctiiYioWc  profeflbrs.  The  Collegium  Saplcnti^e^ 
or  the  Sapience  here,  was  formerly  a.n  ^ugu/iine  cloyfler  ;  which  in  1555 
was  appointed  for  the  refidence  of  poor  ftudents,  and  belongs  at  prefent  to 
the  Calvini/h.  Ever  fince  the  year  1728,  twelve  {Indents  have  been  pro- 
vided therein  with  lodging  and  board.  The  bridge  here  over  the  Neckar 
is  covered.  On  the  middle  ef  the  Gmf^tr^,  towards  the  end  of  the  fuburbs 
of  the  Speyer,  ftood  the  fort  which  the  Eleftor  Frederick  I.  who  was  ex- 
communicated by  means  of  the  pope,  and  put  under  the  ban  by  the  Em- 
peror, caufed  to  be  erefted  in  the  year  1461,  or  1462,  calling  it  Trutz 
Kaifer  ;  but  which  the  Eleftor  Charles  Lcivis,  who  improved  and  fortified 
it  anew,  diftinguiflied  by  i\\e  n^me  of  the  Stern fchaj^ze.  This  fort  was  de- 
mol idled  by  the  'Brench. 

Exadly  oppofite  to  Heidelberg  flands  a  high  mountain,  commonly  called 
the  Holy  mountain.,  and  which  by  fome  is  held  to  be  the  Mom  Pyrus  men- 
tioned by  Aimnianus  Marcellinus.  On  this  mountain  the  Romans  built  a 
caftle.  In  the  time  of  the  Franks  it  was  called  Aberingsburg,  Abrinsbe?'g, 
Abramesberg  and  Ebrenfperg,  and  on  it  was  firft  ereded  a  church,  but  after- 
wards, namely  in  1023  a  cloyfter,  to  which  frequent  pilgrimages  are  made, 
whence  it  has  obtained  the  name  of  the  Holy  mountain.  Thefe  buildings  are 
fallen  lona;  fince  to  ruin. 

From  Heidelberg  runs  an  avenue  to 

Schwetzingen,  which  is  a  hunting  palace  of  the  Eleöor's,  lying  one 
hour's  diftance  from  the  town. 

The  ancient  cloyfter  of  Neuburg,  which  lies  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Neckar,  was  made  a  donation  of  to  the  Jefuits  of  Heidelberg. 

Wreblingen,  or  Weiblingen,   featcd  on  the  Neckar,  not  far  from  Heidelberg, 
is  remarkable  on  the  following  account,  viz.  that  at  this  place  the  family  of 
Hohenflaufen  obtained  the  name  of  Gibellins,  or  Weiblings,  in  as  much  as 
by  marriage  into  the  Weibling  family,  they  brought  to  themfelves  their  eftate 
and  dignity. 

Weinheim,  anciently  called  Winenheim,  Windeheim  and  Windenheim,  a 
town  feated  in  the  finefl:  fpot  of  the  Bergltrajz,  and  having  a  good  growth 
of  wine.  At  this  place  is  a  i^ow^/z-cathoÜc,  a  Calvinift,  and  a  Lutheran 
church.     Near  it  ftands  the  mountain-citadel  of  Windeck. 

Schonau,  a  fmall  town,  into  which  the  Eledlor  Frederick  III.  received 
the  banifhed  Netherlanders  and  French. 

Neckar-Gemund,  a  little  town  lying  on  the  Neckar,  into  which  at  this 
place  falls  the  rivulet  of  Elfatz.  The  town  was  mortgaged  to  the  Pfalz- 
graves  in  the  year  1330  by  the  Emperor  Lewis.  In  1622,  General  T/V/y 
caufed  it  to  be  taken  by  ftorm  and  plundered,  and  all  the  inhabitants  to  he 
put  to  the  fword. 

Leymen,  or  Leinen,  a  borough,  having  a  good  growth  of  wine. 

Wifzlochf  a  fmall  town,  in  vihizh.  Rudolph  I.  relided.     In  the  ytar  1689 

this 
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this  place  was  fet  on  fire  by  the  French.  The  foundation  of  the  Lutheran 
church  here  was  firft  laid  in  1738. 

Kirchheim  and  Schrieß:eim,  both  cents  or  cantreds.  In  the  latter  of  thefe 
places  formerly  ftood  a  cloyfter. 

Seckenhcim,  anciently  called  Siegcnheim,  and  Sickenheim,  a  village  lying 
hard  by  the  Neckar,  and  near  which  in  the  year  1462  the  Eledor  Fre- 
derick I.  gained  an  important  viöory  over  three  confiderable  enemies. 

Diljperg,  a  fmall  town  and  a  ftrong  caftle,  feated  on  a  fleep  rock  on  the 
Neckar,  and  the  feat  of  an  under-amt. 

Meckeßoeim,  a  cent,  or  cantred. 

Schwarzach  and  Minneberg,  the  feat  of  under-officers :  together  with 

The  cantred  of  Stuber. 

III.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  Ladenburg,  to  which  belongs, 
Ladenburg,  in  the  time  of  the  Romans  named  Lupodiwum,  and  in  the 

days  of  the  Frankiß:  Kings  and  Emperors  Lobdenburg,  or  Loboduna  civitas. 
This  place  is  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-office,  being  an  ancient  little  town 
lying  on  the  Neckar,  and  for  a  long  time  part:  pofiefled  in  common  by  the 
Eleäor-palatine  and  the  bifhopric  of  JVor7ns.  In  the  laft  century  the  latter 
wanted  to  redeem  the  half  of  the  town,  which  had  been  mortgaged  to  the 
Eledior-palatine,  and  the  Imperial  aulic-council  acknowledged  in  1673, 
that  the  Eledtor-Palatine  ought  to  fuffer  fuch  redemption  to  take  place,  but 
he  never  complied  with  it.  In  the  year  1705  an  agreement  was  made,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  bifhopric  of  Worms  ceded  the  town  of  Ladenburg,  to- 
gether with  certain  villagefliips,  and  all  fovereignty  and  jurifdiftion  over 
them  for  ever  to  the  Eleftor-palatine,  and  obtained  on  the  contrary  in  like 
manner  the  fort  of  Stein.  In  the  year  1622,  the  Count  of  Mansfeld  making 
himfelf  mafter  of  this  place,  caufed  the  town-walls  and  citadel  to  be  razed. 
In  1693  the  French  occafioned  great  defolation  here.  In  this  town  are 
churches  of  the  three  religions. 

Neckarß:aufen,  a  village  feated  on  the  Neckar. 

Hennbach  and  Laudenbach,  both  church-villages,  in  which,  by  virtue  of 
an  agreement  made  with  the  Eledor  of  Mentz  in  the  year  1653,  the  Ex- 
ercitium  Simultaneum  of  the  Roman-QzihoYics,  and  Cahiniß  worfliip  has  been 
introduced. 

IV.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  Mosbach,  to  which  belongs, 

I.  Mosbach,  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-office,  being  a  Imall  town  with  a 
caftle  in  it,  feated  in  a  pleafant  and  fruitful  valley.  This  place  was  anci- 
ently an  Imperial  city  ;  but  in  the  year  1330  was  mortgaged  by  the  Em- 
peror Lewis  to  the  Pfalzgrave.  The  Pfalzgrave  Otto  I.  youngeft  fon  to 
King  Ruprecht,  had  his  refidence  here  ;  but  his  line  becoming  extindl  in 
his  four  fons,  Mosbach,  together  with  its  appendages,  fell  again  to  the 
cledoral-houfe.  In  it  are  churches  belonging  to  the  three  religions,  and 
likewife  a  manufadlure  of  cloth.  In  the  year  1723  a  confiderable  part  of 
this  town  was  confumed  by  fire.  2.  The 
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2.  The  h'lkrey  of  Hilfpach  :  to  which  belongs, 
Ilitlpacb,  a  fmall  town. 

SinJoeim,  a  town  alfo,  which  in  itfclf  is  but  fmall  and  defpicabie,  but 
has  vory  large  fuburbs.  The  cloyftcr,  which  formerly  ftood  near  this  place, 
is  ruinexed  to  the  church  of  the  Holy  Ghofl  at  Heidelberg.  Hard  by  the 
tuwn,  however,  flands  another  cloyfter  of  FrÄWf//t'ö«j.  In  the  year  1689, 
Sinzheim  was  fet  on  fire  by  the  French. 

Schlüchtern,  anciently  Slochtray  a  church-village. 

3.  The  kellerey  q{  hohrbach :  to  which  belongs 
Lohrbach,  a  village. 

Scheße?2Z,  in  which,  in  the  year  17 16,  was  founded  a  Lutheran  chnvch* 
Both  at  this  place,  and  alfo  at 
Delau,  refides  an  upper-bailifF. 

4.  The  kellerey  of  Neckarelz,  comprizing 
Neckarelz,  a  village. 

Ob'-eckheim,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel,  feated  on  the  Neckar. 

5.  'The  kellerey  of  Eberbach,  containing 

Eberbach,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Neckar,  and  which  was  mortgaged 
by  the  Emperor  Lewis  to  the  Pfalzgraves  in  the  year  1330. 
Minnenburg,  a  caftle. 

V.  The  upper  prefedurateof  Boxberg  lies  between  the  prefedurates  of 
Bifchofßjeim  and  Crautheim,  belonging  to  the  eledorate  of  Mentz  and  the 
territory  of  the  Td'W/owVZ' order.  In  the  year  1691,  this  prefedurate  was 
mortgaged  to  the  bilhop  of  Wurzbiirg,  but  with  a  provifo  that  the  flate  of 
religion  {hould  continue  the  fame  here  as  it  was  at  that  time. 

Boxberg,  a  fmall  town. 
Gerichlietten,  a  borough. 

Boßatt,  Schweigern,  Agelthorn,  Schwabhaufen,  Windijchbuch,  Weichingen, 
L>e}?ibach  ^ndi  Sachfenßuhr,  ali  church-villages. 

VI.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  Bretten  lies  in  the  Craichgau,  compre- 
hending in  it  alfo  a  part  of  the  province  of  Prurhcim,  belonging  to  it,  but 
which  appertains,  for  the  mofl  part,  to  the  biHiopric  of  Speyer.  In  it  we 
fliall  remark 

Bretten,  or  Breiheim,  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-office  and  a  fmall  town, 
ftanding  on  a  hill  on  ti.e  Snlzbach,  noted  for  being  the  birth-place  of  Philip 
Melanthon.  In  the  year  1689,  this  town  was  fet  on  fire  by  the  iv-t'«£';6.  The 
three  religions  have  all  churches  here. 

Heidelpjeim,  anciently  Hadoljßeim  and  Heidolfeßeim,  an  old  little  town, 
feated  on  the  Salzbach. 

Weingarten,  a  fmall  town,  lying  on  the  borders  of  Baaden, 

Eppingen,  alfo  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  Elfatz. 

Mingelßjeinij  a  village,  fituate  on  the  borders  of  the  bifhopric  of  Speyer, 

in 
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in  that  trad  in  which,  in  the  year  1622,  the  Bavarians  were  defeated  by 
the  Palatines  under  the  conduft  of  the  Count  of  Alansfcld. 

Rhorbach  on  the  Giefzitbel,  a  church-village. 

VII.  The  upper  prefetlurate  of  Gekmeksheim,  to  which  belongs, 

1 .  Germerßjeim,  probably  the  Vicus  "Julianus  of  the  Remans,  a  town  and 
citadel,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  in  which,  at  this  place,  is  a  gold-wafh  and 
a  profitable  fifliery,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  alfo  good  hunting.  The 
Emperor  Rtidolphl.  oi Habsburg  died  in  this  town,  which  was  mortgaged, 
together  with  its  fort,  in  the  year  1330,  by  the  Emperor  Lewis,  to  the 
Pfalzgraves.     At  this  place  the  river  ^eich  runs  into  the  Rhine. 

2.  Herd,  or  Hord,  a  church-village,  fituate  not  far  from  a  branch  of  the 
Rhine,  and  the  fpot  on  which  formerly  flood  a  cloyfter  or  provoflfhip,  the 
revenues  of  which  are  at  prefent  enjoyed  only  by  the  /?ö;«j«-catholics. 

3.  The  under  prefedlurate  of  Hag  en  bach  ;  in  which  is 
Hagenbach^  a  fmall  town,  fituate  near  a  branch  of  the  RJjine. 
Neuenburg,  a  citadel  and  village,  lying  on  the  Rhine. 

4.  The  under  prefcä;urate  of  Selz,  which  ftands  higher  up  on  the  Rhine, 
and  contains  in  it 

Selz,  in  Latin  Salecio,  Salfa  Rhenana,  Saleßa  and  Elizatium,  a  fmall 
town,  feated  on  the  Rhine,  on  which  it  has  a  gold-wafli.  The  noble  pro- 
voftlhip,  which  formerly  flood  at  this  place,  appears,  in  the  ancient  matri- 
cidas  of  the  Empire  under  an  evaluation.  In  the  year  1575,  the  Eledtor 
Frt'ö'mcii' III.  founded  an  academy  here,  to  which  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
provoftfliip,  and  likewife  thofe  of  the  cloyfter  of  Hord  were  allotted  ;  but 
foon  after,  namely,  under  the  Eledor  Lewis,  this  academy  was  again  fup- 
preiTed.  The  revenues  of  the  provoftfliip  were  afterwards  appointed  indeed 
to  the  ufe  of  the  Cal'-oinißs,  but  are  at  prefent  enjoyed  by  the  Roman- 
catholics. 

5.  The  under  prefe£lurate  of  Billigkeim  j  in  which  is 

Billigkeifn,  or  BilHckheitn,  in  Latin  Billiku?n,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the 
rivulet  of  Wihrbach. 

Klingemmmßer,  in  which  formerly  was  a  foundation,  contains  at  prefent  a 
filial-church. 

Lnpßiitgen,  Siboldingen,  Zeiskam  and  Aldorf,  are  all  church-villages. 

6.  The  under  prefedturate  of  Landeken,  in  which  lies  the  citadel  of 
Landeken. 

Rem.  Hambach,  which  lies  within  the  limits  of  this  upper  prefedurate 
belongs  to  the  order  of  St.  "John,  the  grand-mafter  of  which  appoints  an 
amtman  there.  To  this  order  alfo  appertain  the  villages  of  Upper  and  Lower- 
Liijtatt. 

VIII.  The  upper  prefedlurate  of  Neustadt,  to  which  belongs 
Neuftadt  on  the  Hart,  in  Latin  Neoftadium,  Neapolis  and  Nemetum,  and 

the 
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the  feat  of  the  upper  prefedlurate,  through  which  runs  the  Spcycrbach,  is  on 
three  fides  of  it  environed  by  hills,  on  which  the  wine,  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Ganjefufzer,  is  produced.  T\\q.  gyvinafmm  here  was  founded,  in  the 
year  1 578,  by  the  Pfalzgrave  "^ohn  Cafimir^  whence  it  has  obtained  the  name 
of  collegium  Cafimirianum.  Hard  by  the  town  flands  the  mountain  citadel  of 
Hart. 

Edikhofen,  a  borough,  one  half  of  which  belongs  to  the  Eledlor-palatine, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Palatine  of  Deiixpcnts. 

Hafzlcch,  a  village,  which,  in  the  year  1330,  was  mortgaged  by  the  Em- 
peror Lewis  to  the  Pfalzgraves. 

Wachenheim,  a  fmall  town,  near  which  grows  a  fine  wine. 

Rheingarjheim ,  a  church-village. 

Oggerßoeim,  formerly  Agrideßeirn,  a  fmall  town,  feated  in  a  tradt  re- 
markably fertile  in  corn,   pafturage  and  fruits.    , 

Lambßmm.,  a  fmall  town. 

Oppau,  a  church-village. 

IX.  The  upper  prefefturate  of  Läutern  ;  in  which  is, 

1.  Lautem,  alfo  called  Kaifers-Lautern,  and  in  Latin  Liitra  Cafarea, 
the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-ofiice,  lying  on  the  rivulet  of  Lauter,  on  the  fpot 
where  the  Emperor  Frederick  L  built  him  a  citadel,  from  which  this  place 
has  obtained  its  furname.     All  the  three  religions  have  churches  here. 

2.  The  under  prefedurate  of  Otterberg  ;  in  which  is 

Otterberg,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel.  The  cloyfter,  which  flood  at  this 
place,  was  fupprefi!cd  in  the  year  1564. 

3.  The  under  prefedurate  of  Rockenhausen  ;  in  which  is 
Rockenhaufen,  a  fmall  town. 

.  4.  The  under  prefedurate  of  Woi.fstein  ;  in  which  is 
Wolfftein,  a  little  town,  feated  on  the  river  Lauter. 

5.  The  jurifdidion  of  Kubelberg,  in  the  church-village  of  that  name. 

6.  The  jurifdidion  of  Ramftein,  lying  in  the  church-village  of  the  fame 
name. 

7.  The  jurifdidion  of  Steittwenden,  in  the  church-village  of  that  name. 

8.  The  jurifdidion  of  Weiterbach,  in  the  church-village  of  the  fame 
name. 

9.  The  jurifdidion  of  Mohrlautern,  in  the  church-village  of  the  like 
name. 

10.  The  jurifdidion  of  Neukirch. 

11.  The  jurifdidion  of  Alfenborn. 

12.  The  iurifdidion  oi  Waldfijchbach. 

X.  The  upper  prefedurate  of  A LZEY  J  to  which  belongs, 

I.  Alzey,  anciently  called  Alceia,  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt- office,  lying 
on  the  river  Selz,  with  a  citadel  in  it,  at  which  refides  a  IBurggrave,  and  being 
alfo  an  ancient  place.     Here  the  Roman  King  Henry,  who  defigned  to  have 
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pcifoned  his  father,  the  Emperor  Frederick  II.  lay  prifoner  for  fome  time; 
in  the  year  1556,  the  Eledlor  /'m/if;7V,(' II.  died  here.  In  1689,  the  towa 
was  ftript  of  its  walls  and  fet  on  hre  by  the  French.  The  Calviniffs  are 
poflcfied  of  the  great  church  here,  and  the  Roman-CdiihoWcs  and  Lutherans 
have  alfo  each  of  them  one. 

Not  far  from  the  town,  on  the  high-way  leading  to  Creutzenach,  is  a  ftone 
monument  eredled  in  memory  of  the  daiigerous  leap  which  the  Eledtor 
Frederick  IV,  in  the  year  1603,  made  here  on  horfeback  over  a  very  broad 
ditch. 

2.  The  prefedurate  of  Odernheim,  containing^ 

Odernheim,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  river  i^elz. 

Arnjheim,  a  borough. 

Ffedderßmm,  a  little  town,  near  which  grows  a  good  wine. 

Biebeljheim,  Undetzheim  and  Selzen,  over  which  an  upper-bailifFprefides. 

Da/ß.rim,  Niederßorß:eim  and  Brevicrßieimy  over  which  alfo  an  upper- 
bailifFis  appointed. 

Alf^im  contains  two  churches,  together  wi:h  Gimßmm,  Eich  and  Hamm^ 
over  which  an  upper-bailiff  prefides.  The  three  firll  of  thefe  places  lie  on 
the  Old-Rhine,  that  river  having  formerly  ran  through  this  tradf,  though  at 
prefent  it  flows  farther  eaft. 

Wolffieim,  Lower-Weinheim  and  Schcmßeim,  overall  which  an  upper- bailiff 
prefides. 

Munfierheim,  Sfonßoeim  and  AlpiOMtn^  over  which  is  appointed  an  upper- 
bailiff. 

Heppenheim  on  the  Wies,  containing  an  upper-bailiff. 

Dienheim,    in  which  is  an  upper-vogt. 

XI.  Weft  and  Eajt-Hofen,  in  which  alfo  an  upper-vogt  refides. 

XII.  Hochheim,  Pfißichheim,  Leifelßmm  and  Kriegßoeim^  containing  an 
upper-vogt. 

XIII.  The  under  prefedurate  of  Freinsheim,  containing 
Freinßmm,  a  fmall  town. 

XIV.  The  under  prefedturate  of  Erbesbiedesheim. 

XV.  Frankenthal,  the  third  town,  in  part  here  is  well-built,  and  was 
formerly  fortified.  This  place  lies  in  a  fruitful  tract,  on  a  canal  leading  to  the 
Rhine.  In  it  was  built,  in  the  year  1235,  a  monaflery  and  nunnery. 
The  Eledlor  Frederick  III.  permitted  numbers  of  refugee  Proteftant  iVi?- 
therlanders  to  fettle  here;  upon  which,  within  fifty  years  time,  a  town  arofe 
abounding  in  artificers  and  manufadfures,  and  which  was  at  the  fan:e  time 
fortified)  but,  in  the  years  1688  and  1693,  it  was  milerably  laid  waffe  by 
the  French,  and  likewife  difmantled.  Afterwar.ls  it  rec  veicd  itfelf,  and 
for  its  more  effedlual  improvement,  many  privilcjf-s  were  pio  nifed  in  the 
year  1 750  to  all  Proteilants  and  i<;ö/;w«-catholics,  wiio  ihou.  a  come  and  Jettle 
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there.  In  it  are  two  Cahiniß  churches  and  one  pcedagogium,  together  with 
a  church  of  the  Roman-c'i.'CaoX\zi  and  Lutherans, 

16.  The  cloyfters  of  St.  'John,  Sion  and  Goinmerßoeim  were  fupprefldd  in 
the  years  1564,    1565  and  1566. 

I  r.  The  upper  prefcfturate  of  Lindenfels  is  environed  by  the  territory 
of  Mcntz,  Hejfe-Darmßadt  and  Erbach.     In  it  is 

Lindenfch,  a  borough,  with  an  old  citadel  belonging  to  it,  feated  on  a 
mountain. 

12.  The  upper  prefefturate  of  Utzberg,  or  Otzberg,  lies  in  the 
Odetiwalde,  between  the  territory  of  Hejfe-Darmjladt  and  Erbach:  In  this 
pre fedlu rate  is 

Utzberg,  or  Otzberg,  a  village. 

13.  The  upper  prefedlurate  of  Umstadt  lies  alfo  in  the  Odenwalde, 
being  poflcffed  in  common  by  the  Eieä:or-palatine  and  Hejje-Darmßadt.  Be- 
longing to  it  is 

Umjladt,  or  Great-Umßadt,  a  fmall  town, 

14.  The  upper  prefedlurate  of  Oppenheim  :  to  which  belongs, 

1.  Oppenheim,  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-office,  and  (landing  on  a  hill  near 
the  Rhi?ie.  In  the  years  1688  and  1689,  this  place  was  ftripped  of  its  walls 
and  miferably  laid  wafte  by  the  French,  but  has  again  recovered  itleif.  The 
great  parifh-church  here  belongs  to  the  Cahinißs,  but  the  Lutherans  and 
Roman-cax\\o\\c%  have  alfo  each  their  churches  here.  The  foundations  of 
St.  Catheri?ie  and  ^t.  Sebaßian  were  fupprefTed  in  the  year  1568.  At  this 
place  is  a  good  growth  of  wine.  The  citadel  adjoining,  to  it  was  the  greatefl 
part  of  it  deflroyed  by  the  French. 

2.  Nierßein,  a  church-village,  fituate  near  the  Rhine,  at  the  foot  of  a 
Very  fteep  mountain,  and  having  a  good  growth  of  wine. 

3.  Dexheim,  a  church-village. 

4.  Schwabsburg,  a  citadel  and  church-village. 

5.  The  under  prefed:urate  of  Stadecken,  lying  on  the  river  aS^/^;. 

6.  Upper-Ingelheim,  a  fmall  town  ;  and, 

7.  Loiver- Ligelheim,  a  borough  ;  are  both  fituate  nigh  each  other  on  the 
river  Selz.  At  Itigelheitn  was  anciently  a  King's  court,  which  to  this  very 
day  is  called  the  Saal  zu  Ingelhmn,  and  confiderable  aflemblies  were  alfo  ap- 
pointed at  this  place,  amongft  which  the  church-aflembly,  or  council,  of 
the  year  948,  is  particularly  to  be  remarked.  That  Charlemagne  was  born 
in  this  town  has  not  yet  been  made  to  appear ;  but  it  is  the  birth-place  of 
Sebaflian  Munßer,  who  has  deferved  well  of  geography.  The  provoftfliip, 
which  was  formerly  here,  was  fupprefTed  in  the  year  1576. 

8.  The  cloyfter  of  iWör/V«frö«,  alfo  fupprefTed  in  the  year  1565. 

1 5.  The  upper  prefedlurateof  Stromberg;  in  which  iron,  lead  andfilver, 
together  with  a  black  marble  and  cryflal  are  to  be  found.   In  this  prefeiflurate  is 
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Stromherg,  the  feat  of  the  upper  amt-office,  with  a  citadel  in  it,  lying  on 
the  GiUbach. 

Labenheitn  on  the  Nabe,  and  Horwciler,  are  both  villages,  in  which  upper- 
bailiffs  refide. 

Heddeßmm  on  the  Guldenbach,  and  Wald-Algeßmtny  are  like  wife  both 
church-villages. 

XVI.  The  upper  prefedlurate  of  Bacharach  :  in  which  is 

Bacharach,  according  to  the  opinion  of  fome  in  Latin  called  Bacchi  Ara., 
the  upper  amt-tov^'n,  and  lying  on  the  Rhine.  In  it  the  three  religions  have 
their  churches.  At  this  place  alfo  is  a  Capuchin  cloyfler.  In  the  year  1689, 
this  town  was  fet  on  fire  by  the  French.  The  Mujcatell  wine  which  grows 
in  this  traft  is  excellent.  On  a  mountain  clofe  by  the  town  ftiands  the  citadel 
of  Stalecke,  which  was  anciently  a  refidence  of  the  Pfalzgraves.  Here  alfo, 
fo  early  as  the  year  1 190,  the  Pfalzgrave  Conrad,  brother  to  the  Emperor 
Frederick  I.  refided.  From  this  place  a  way  has  been  laid  out  over  the 
mountains  to  the  Hunfruck. 

The  four  villages,  in  Latin  called  ^atuor  Valles,  are  the  villages  of 
Mannebach,  Lower  and  Upper-Diebach  and  Stege. 

Furßenberg,  a  citadel,  leated  on  the  Rhine. 

4.  The  under  prefedlurate  of  Caub  :  in  which  is 

Caub,  in  Latin  Cuba,  a  fmall  town,  feated  on  the  Rhine.  Hard  by  it  lies 
the  citadel  of  Gutenfeh,  and  on  an  iiland  in  the  Rhine,  oppofite  to  Cauby 
ftands  a  watch-tower  called  the  PJalz,  and  formerly  alfo  Pfalzgreve?ifleiny 
which  ferves  as  well  for  the  defence  of  this  little  town  as  likewife  for  the  col- 
ledion  of  the  RJjine-ioW  here. 


The  Principality  of 
AREMBERG. 

§.  T.  npHIS  principality  lies  in  the  Eyfel,  between  the  archbifliopric  of 
•*-     Cologn,  the  dutchy  of  Juliers  and  the  county  of  Blankenheim^  be- 
ing but  fmall  in  circuit. 

§.  2.  The  Dukes  oi  Aremberg  and  Arfchot  are  a  line  of  the  princely  houfe 
of  Ligne.  Aremberg  was  formerly  only  a  county,  which  Margaret, 
heirefs  and  daughter  to  Count  Robert  of  Aremberg,  brought  to  her  confort, 
"John  of  Barbanjon,  who  is  the  firft  of  the  houfe  of  Aremberg  and  Barban- 
fon.    The  Emperor  Max:/w/V/<?«  IL  raifed  this  yö;^;/,  or,  according  to  others, 

his 
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his  fon  Charles,  in  the  year  1576,  to  be  a  Prince  of  the  Empire,  and  the 
ccunty  of  Arembcrg  to  a  principality.  In  the  year  1644,  the  Emperor 
FerdinandYW.  conferred  on  this  houfe  the  ducal  dignity. 

§.  3.  The  regent  Duke  of  Arembcrg  enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  at  the 
D.ets  of  the  eledoral  Rhenißj  circle  next  after  the  Eledor-palatine,  and  at 
the  Diets  of  the  Empire  in  the  council  of  the  Princes  thereof  after  the 
Duke  of  Wurtembcrg,  as  princely  Count  of  Mompelgard.  His  Imperial 
evaluation  is  two  horfe  and  fix  foot,  or  forty-eight  Horins  ;  and  to  each 
chamber-term  he  contributes  eighty-one  rixdollars  and  fixty  kruitzers. 

§.  4.  The  head-place  of  this  principality  is 

Aremhergy  a  fmall  town,  containing  a  citadel. 

Reetz  and  Hylingen  are  both  villages. 

The  Prince  oi  Thwn  znA.  Taxis  is  pofTefled,  Indeed,  in  this  circle  of  no 
immediate  eftate  ;  notwithftanding  which,  Prince  Anfclm  Francis,  in  the 
year  1724,  was  admitted  to  a  feat  and  voice  therein,  having  advanced  for 
this  purchafe  a  capital  of  80,000  rixdollars,  on  the  provifo,  that  the  circle 
pay  out  the  yearly  intereft  of  4000  rixdollars  arifmg  therefrom,  all  the  taxes 
due  to  the  Empire  and  circle,  as  alfo  the  chamber-terms,  and  in  thefe 
matters  inoemnify  the  princely-houfe.  The  Emperor  has  raifed  the  general 
Imperial  poft-office,  in  behoof  of  this  houfe,  to  a  free  mefn  eftate ;  and 
upon  this,  by  virtue  of  an  Imperial  decree^  the  Prince  of  Thurn  and  Taxis 
was  ordered  to  be  acftually  introduced  into  the  council  of  the  Princes 
of  the  Empire.  This  introdudlioa  happened  in  the  year  1754.  The 
Prince's  tide  is,  N.N.  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  Prince  of  Thurn  aiul 
Taxis,  Count  of  Valvafina,  Baron  of  Impden,  Lord  of  the  free  hnpei'ial 
feigniory  0/' Eglingen  ^/^^  Orterhofen,  as  alfo  of  the  feigniories  0/^  Demmin- 
'gen,  Mark  Tifchingen,  Trugenhofen,  Balmerfliofen,  Duttenftein,  Wol- 
fertheim,  Rofilim  and  Meuflegheni,  of  the  fovereign  province  oj  Hennegau 
hereditary-marfialy  &c. 

The  '\teut07ncli  bailiwick  of  C  o  b  l  e  n  z. 

The  Teutonick  order  of  knights  is  poffeffed  in  this  circle  of  a  bailiwick: 
named  from  the  town  of  Cublenz,  the  provincial  commandery  of  which 
enjoys  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  eledloral  Rhenißj  circle,  and 
like  wife  among  the  prelates  of  the  Empire  on  the  Rtmiifj  bench.  Its 
matricular  evaluation  is  four  horfe  and  twenty  foot,  or  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  florins;  and  to  each  chamber-term  it  pays  fifty  rixdollars 
fixty-feven  kruitzers  and  a  half  This  bailiwick  has  its  feat  at  Cologn.  To 
it  belong  the  following  commanderies :  viz. 

1 ,  The  commendam  of  Coblenz,  in  the  archbifhopric  of  Trier, 

2.  The  commendam  of  Linzy   in  the  archbißiopric  of  Ccj%;7. 
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3 .  The  commendam  of  Cologn. 

4.  The  commendam  of  Rbeinbergy  In  the  archbifliopric  of  Cologn. 

5.  The  commendam  oi  Trarr, 

6.  The  commendam  of  Muffendorf. 

7.  The  commendam  of  Mechelen,   in  the  Netherlands,  which  is  otherwife 
called  Fitzenburg.     See  above,   p.  277. 


The  Seigniory  of 
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HE  feigniory,  or,  as  it  is  alfo  called,  the  county  of ^^/^^/«,  lies  on  the 
Weßerwalde,  betwixt  Naffau-Dillenburg,  Hadamar,  Weilburg  and  the 
Solm  county  of  Greifetjßein.  This  feigniory  belongs  to  the  princely  houfe 
of  NalJau-Ora?ige-Dietz,  which,  on  account  thereof,  enjoys  both  feat  and 
voice  at  the  Diets  of  the  eleöioral  Rhenißj  circle.  Its  matricular  evaluation 
is  one  horfe  and  two  foot,  or  twenty  florins.  To  each  chamber-term  it 
ftands  in  the  old  matriculas  at  feven  florins.  What  it  pays,  according 
to  the  foot  or  ftandard  now  raifed,  I  have  not  been  able  to  find. 

Through  miftake  a  part  of  this  feigniory  has  been  already  treated  of  above, 
p.  416  }  but  as  the  tradl  there  defcribed  belongs  properly  to  this  place,  we 
are  here  ftill  to  mention  that  it  comprizes, 

1.  Bcilßein,  a  fmall  town  and  citadel. 

2.  Above  fifty  villages,  together  with  the  pariflies  of  Emmerichenhayn, 
Liebetißheid  and  Marienberg.  The  princely  houfe  of  Naß'au-Orange-Dietz 
is  likewife  poflTefled,  in  common  with  the  Eledlor  of  Trier,  of  the  prefec- 
turate  of  Wehrheim,  in  this  circle,  as  has  been  already  fliewn  above. 


The    County    of 
LOTFER-ISENBURC. 

'T^HIS  county  lies  near  the  ahove-defcribed  county  of  Wied,  in  the  circle 
-*•  oi  Weßphalia  (fee  p.  432.)  and  formerly  belonged  to  particular  Counts, 
as  a  fief  of  the  eledlorate  of  Trier.  Count  Erneß,  the  laft:  of  thefe  Counts, 
dying  in  the  year  1 664  without  heirs,  the  Eledtor  of  Trier  fuppreffed  the 
greateftpart  of  the  county,  and  alfo  obtained,  at  the  Diets  of  the  eledoral 
Rhenißi  circle,  the  place  and  voice  oi  Lower-IJenburg.    A  fmaller  part  of  it  is 
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poffefTed  by  the  Counts  of  Wied-Runkcl  (fee  p.  432.)  and  another  by  the 
Barons  of  Walderdorf.  This  county  has  a  matricular  evahiation  of  two  horle 
and  eight  foo^  or  fifty-fix  florins.  To  each  chamber-term  it  pays  forty 
rixdollars,  fifty-four  kruitzers,  of  which  furn  the  Eledfor  of  ^rier  pays  thirty 
rixdollars,  forty  kruitzers  and  a  half;  the  Count  ot  New-JVied,  five  rixdol- 
lars, fix  kruitzers  and  a  quarter ;  tht  Count  of  Wied-Runke/,  two  rixdollars, 
forty-eight  kruitzers  and  a  quarter  j  and  the  Baron  of  Walderdorf  aUb  two 
rixdollars,  forty-eight  kruitzers  and  a  quarter. 

The  fhare  of  the  Eledlor  of  Trier y  of  which  we  here  properly  fpeak, 
confifts, 

1.  Of  the  prefeärurate  of  Grenzau,  or  Grensau;  and  to  it  belong  the 
places  of  Grenfau  and  Bor/i^acb,  together  with  the  parifhes  oi Bratenuu,  Caariy 
Cammerjorfi,  Dee  fen,  Tejfenbach,  Ellenhaiifen,  Hirzen,  Upper  and  Lower -Hay  d^, 
Niiuert,  Kajisbacb,  Wirfcheid  and  Witgert. 

2.  Of  the  prefeöurate  of  Hersbach,  which  comprizes  in  it  twenty- 
one  places,  among  which  is

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The    BuRGGRAVIATEof 

R  E  I  N  E  C  K. 

'T'^HIS  burggraviate  lies  on  the  Rhine,  between  the  feigniory  of  Brevßch 
■*■  in  the  dutchy  of  fullers  and  the  archbifhopric  of  Cologn,  being  very 
»nconfiderable.  Formerly  it  had  Burggraves  of  its  own,  who  became  ex- 
tindl  in  the  year  1548.  Upon  this  the  Eleftor  of  Cologn  wanted  to  fupprefs 
it,  but  the  chamber-judicatory  adjudged  it,  in  the  year  1576,  to  belong  to- 
fohn  oi  Warfperg.  In  the  year  1654,  the  Counts  of  Sinzendorf  of  the 
Erneßbrunn  line,  purchafed  this  burggraviate,  of  which,  they  are  ftill 
pofiTeffed,  and  on  account  thereof  enjoy  both  feat  and  voice  at  the  Diets  of 
the  eledloral  Rhenißi  circle.  Seep.  517.  Its  matricular  evaluation  is  one 
horfe  or  twelve  florins. 

Its  chamber-terms,  each  of  which  are  to  amount  to  fixteen  rixdollars, 
nineteen  kruitzers,  have  not  yet  been  current.  To  this  burggraviate 
belongs 

Reineck,  a  fmall  town,,  feated  on  the  Rbifie^,  between.  Brejfch  and 
^dernacb...

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Rem.  The  town  o(  Gehhaufen,  which  lies  in  the  Wetterau,  on  the  river 
Khizig,  near  five  hours  diftance  from  Hanau,  ftands  in  the  matriculas  of 
the  Empire  as  an  immediate  Imperial  city  of  the  circle  of  JVe/iphalia,  and 
was  alfo  declared  fuch,  in  the  year  1734,  by  a  fentence  of  the  chamber- 
judicatory:  but  with  this  fentence  its  mortgagees,  the  Eledtor-palatine 
and  Hanau,  refufed  to  comply,  and  the  town  alfo  at  length  wholly  fub- 
jedted  itfelf  to  them ;  upon  which  the  Eleäor-palatine,  in  the  year  1746, 
difpofed  of  his  fliare  in  it  to  Hanau  or  Heffe-Cajfel  for  the  fum  of  12,000 
florins.
